The  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  5193)  granting  pensions  and  increase  of  pensions  to  certain  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  Civil  War  and  certain  widows  and  dependent 
children  of  such  soldiers  and  sailore,  have  examined  the  same  and 
adopt  the  Senate  report  thereon  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass.

The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concern- 
ing the  case  of  each  beneficiary  in  said  bilLs  and  the  conclusions  of 
the  committee  as  to  the  proper  amount  of  pension  or  increase  which 
should  be  granted : 

S.4.  Mary  J.  Stumpff  is  the  widow  of  William  G.  Stumpflf,  fate 
private.  Company  F,  Sixth  Kegiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
who  enlisted  July  15, 1862,  and  who  died  a  prisoner  of  war,  at  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  September  25, 1864,  leaving  the  claimant  with  three  minor 
children  surviving  him. 

The  claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  January  28,  1858,  and  is 
now  78  years  of  a^e.    She  is  receiving  a  general-law  pension  of  $12 

E)r  month,  which  is  the  highest  rate  she  can  obtain  from  the  Pension 
ureau.  Testimony  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  Mrs. 
Stumpff  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  any  kind  of  work  or  business. 
She  is  crippled  by  injury  sustained  several  years  a^o,  and  is  prac- 
ticallv  helpless  and  can  not  walk  without  the  aid  of  crutches.  She 
can  do  nothing  for  her  support,  and  has  no  means  except  her  little 
pension  and  the  small  sum  of  $24  per  year  received  as  rent  from  a 
little  piece  of  property.  In  view  of  the  widow's  advanced  age,  help- 
lessness, and  poverty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is 
a  war  widow,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  she  should  have 
increase  of  her  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.42.  Robert  M.  Reynolds  was  a  private  in  Company  C,  First 
Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery.    He  listed  March 
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31,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged  January  10,  1866,  having 
served  nearly  two  years.  He  never  applied  for  pension  under  the 
general  law,  but  established  a  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
and  is  now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

This  claimant  is  over  68  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  bureau  surgeons  since  December,  1891,  but  medical  and  other 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  suffering  from 
deafness,  heart  disease,  and  general  debility,  and  a  physician  and 
several  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor 
of  any  kind.  It  is  further  shown  that  he  has  no  property  except  a 
small  amount  of  household  goods  and  has  no  income  except  his 
pension.  In  such  cases  your  committee  usually  grant  substantial 
relief  by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to  $24  is  therefore 
recommended. 

S.  156.  Ansil  Decatur,  the  claimant,  served  from  September  6, 
1864,  to  May  22,  1865,  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Ninth  Regim^it 
New  York  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  also  served  from  January  15, 
1862,  to  August  19,  1862,  as  a  private  in  Company  L,  Third  Kegi- 
ment  Rhode  Island  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery.  He  was  honorably 
discharged  from  both  services. 

He  is  a  pensioner  at  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability 
to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

This  claimant  is  an  old  veteran  of  over  80  jj^ears  of  age.  He  is 
generally  broken  down  from  hernia,  injury  of  back,  and  other  in- 
firmities incident  to  advancing  years,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  per- 
form manual  labor.  There  is  good  testimony  on  file  to  show  that 
he  is  totally  disabled  for  any  kind  of  work,  and  that  he  is  without 
property  or  means  and  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  sup- 
port. His  neighbors  petition  generally  in  his  behalf,  and  your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as 
proposed  in  the  bill,  i^  warranted. 

S.  157.  Hiram  Smith,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  served  during  the  Civil 
War  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  One  hundred  and  forty-ninth 
Rei^ment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August 
17, 1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war,  June 
24,  1865.  He  is  a  pensioner  at  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act 
of  February  6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  granted  hmi  for  total  inability  to  earn 
a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  applied  under  the  general  law 
March  28,  1889^  alleging  rheumatism,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  piles, 
but  his  application  was  rejected  in  October,  1901,  for  the  reason  that 
he  could  not  prove  his  disabilities  to  be  due  to  his  military  service. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  76  years  of  age.  His  last  medical 
examination,  taken  April  13,  1904,  showed  that  he  suffered  from 
rheumatism,  disease  ot  heart,  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum, 
and  senile  debility,  and  was  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 
Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  soldier  is 
suffering  from  rheumatism,  chronic  diarrhea,  enlarged  prostate,  and 
other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  totally  disabled  ana  in  need  of  care 
and  assistance.    It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  destitute  of  property  and 
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entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  On  account  of 
his  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability,  your  committee  are 
of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30,  as  proposed  in 
the  bill. 

S.  158.  Joseph  C.  Norris,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  was  a  private  in  Company 
E,  Seventy-first  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Iniantry.  He  served 
from  June  30, 1862,  to  October  29, 1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged- 
He  is  a  pensioner  at  $15  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February 
6, 1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $12  per  month  for  disease  of  liver  and  digestive  organs,  nasal 
catarrh,  and  nearly  total  deafness  of  left  ear. 

The  claimant  is  now  in  the  seventy-fifth  year  of  his  age.  Evi- 
dence filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  disease 
of  hearty  stomach,  and  kidnevs,  deafness,  enlarged  prostate,  and  other 
infirmities  of  old  age,  and  physicians  and  neighbors  testify  that  he  is 
totally  disabled  ana  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  It  is  further 
shown  that  he  is  poor  and  without  means  of  support  except  his  pen- 
sion. On  account  of  his  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability, 
your  commmittee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 
His  service  was  comparatively  short  and  no  higher  rate  is  warranted. 

S.  196.  David  H.  Burge  served  as  a  private  and  corporal  in  Com- 
pany I,  Thirtieth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  September 
lOj  1863,  to  January  10,  1865,  when  honorably  discharged.  He  was 
originally  granted  pension  under  the  general  law  at  $6  per  months 
from  April  29^  1887,  for  disease  of  right  eye,  admitted  to  have  been 
of  service  origin.  He  was  subsequently  allowed  $12  per  month  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor,  and  is  now  receiving  $15  per  month  under  the  service 
act  of  February  6,  1907.  His  claim  for  further  allowance  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  was  rejected  for  the  reason  that  he  could 
not  prove  he  was  75  years  of  age. 

The  best  evidence  on  file  shows  claimant  to  be  about  73  years  of 
age.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  blind  in  right  eye  and  almost 
blind  in  left  eye  from  senile  cataracts,  and  that  he  is  suffering  from 
chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  partial  deafness,  and  other  infirmities 
incident  to  old  age,  and  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  manual  labor. 
A  physician  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  totally  dis- 
abled; and  it  is  also  in  evidence  that  he  is  poor,  with  no  property 
other  than  a  small  piece  of  land  worth  about  $200,  and  without  income 
except  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  total  disa- 
bility, and  poverty,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $24  per  month. 

S.  197.  James  H.  Baker,  of  Mount  Vernon,  Ky.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Fourteenth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Cavalry^  serving  from 
January  3, 1863,  to  March  24,  1864,  when  honorably  discharged. 

He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law, 
but  formerly  drew  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  72  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  exam- 
ined by  bureau  surgeons  since  February  9,  1898,  when  he  was 
rated  $8  for  chronic  diarrhea,  and  $8  for  rheumatism.  Medical  evi- 
dence accompanying  the  bill  shows  that  soldier  is  afflicted  with

chronic  diarrhea,  chronic  rheumatism,  disease  of  bladder,  with  en- 
lar^d  prostate,  and  is  totaUy  disabled  for  manual  labor.  Neighbors 
testify  that  claimant  is  entirely  incapacitated  for  labor,  and  that 
he  has  no  property  or  other  means,  and  has  an  invalid  wife  and 
daughter  dependent  upon  him  for  support.  On  account  of  soldier's 
advanced  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own 
manual  labor,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 

S.  201.  David  T.  Moneypenny  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a 
corporal  and  sergeant  ui  Company  K,  Fifth  Kentucky  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  JuW  1,  1861,  to  June  6,  i86.-l,  when  he  was  discharged 
on  surgeon's  certincate  on  account  of  "  gunshot  wound,  ball  enter- 
ing just  below  hip  joint  on  the  outer  side,  emerging  from  the  inner 
side,  resulting  in  loss  of  use  of  leg  and  foot " ;  wounded  in  battle  at 
Murfreesboro,  Term.,  January  1,  1863.  He  is  on  the  pension  roll 
under  the  general  law  at  $30  per  month,  his  pensioned  disability  be- 
ing described  as  "Gunshot  wound  of  right  thigh  and  resulting 
atrophy  and  partial  paralysis  of  leg  and  foot."  He  was  originally 
pensioned  at  $5.33  per  month  from  the  date  of  discharge;  subse- 

Juently  this  was  increased  to  $8,  then  to  $16,  $24,  and  finally  to  $30. 
lis  application  for  further  increase  was  rejected  June  28,  1904. 
The  medical  examining  board  at  Munf ordville,  Ky.,  under  date  of 
June  1, 1904,  reported  claimant's  disability  as  follows: 

Gunshot  wound  of  right  thigh.  Tlie  bnll  entering  the  upper  third  of  the 
thigh,  outer  part  cut  through  the  muscles,  came  out  1  inch  lower  on  the  in- 
rtde  of  thigh.  Cut  the  sciatic  nerve.  Scars  are  large  and  very  rough.  Right 
thigh  measures  17  Inches;  calf  right  leg  measured  12i  Inches.  Left  thigh  meas- 
ures 18  Inches:  calf  left  leg  mejisures  14  inches.  No  loss  of  bone;  no  loss  of 
8oft  tissue  except  what  the  ball  destroyed;  no  deformity;  nutrition  and  circu- 
lation below  the  knee  is  poor;  the  leg  and  foot  are  very  cold.  The  foot  is  two 
numbers  less  than  left  foot;  can  not  work  or  move  the  toes  on  the  right  foot. 
Can  not  move  foot  In  the  ankle  joint.  Has  complete  motor  paralysis  of  right 
foot  and  ankle,  and  partial  sensory  paralysis  of  foot  and  ankle.  Power  and 
sensation  are  impaired  65  per  cent  of  foot  and  leg.  Right  hip  joint  normal; 
right  knee  Joint  somewhat  smaller  than  left;  motion  fairly  good;  motion  of 
ankle  totally  impaired  and  1  inch  smaller  than  left.    Claimant  requires  a  cane. 

A  medical  examining  board  at  Elizabethtown,  Ky.,  nnder  date  of 
January  13,  1892,  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  claimant's  right  leg 
was  of  no  practical  use,  and  that  claimant  would  perhaps  be  lu  a 
better  condition  with  a  good  cork  leg  in  its  stead. 

Considerable  evidence  is  filed  with  this  committee  to  show  that 
claimant  is  badly  crippled  from  his  wound,  and  is  physically  unable 
to  make  a  living  from  manual  labor,  and  has  no  other  employment. 
Several  physicians  testify  that  claimant  uses  his  right  foot  as  one 
would  an  artificial  foot  in  walking.  He  is  72  years  of  age,  without 
income  except  his  pension,  and  has  a  sick  and  invalid  wife  dependent 
upon  him  for  support.  It  seems  that  his  disability  is  ^eater  than 
that  for  whch  the  general-law  rating  of  $30  per  month  is  provided, 
and  your  committee  recommend  increase  to  $40  per  month ;  he  does 
not  come  within  the  helpless  class,  and  no  higher  rate  is  warranted 
by  special  act. 

S.  204.  William  R.  Jones,  the  claimant,  was  a  corporal  in  Company 
G,  Eleventh  Indiana  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  December  30, 
1863,  and  was  discharged  June  1,  1865,  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  dis- 
ability on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea.    He  established  a  claim  under 
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the  general  law  and  is  pensioned  at  $17  per  mcmth  for  rheumatism 
and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting 
disease  of  rectmn.  Claims  for  increase  were  rejected  May  8,  1906, 
and  January  27,  1910. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  January  5,  19!  0, 
he  was  rated  $34  for  disease  of  heart  and  rectum,  the  examining 
surgeons  reporting  that  he  was  disabled  for  manual  labor  in  a  degree 
eqmvalent  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot.  Another  board  of  sureeons, 
in  April,  1904,  rated  him  $12  for  rheumatism  and  resulting  oisease 
of  heart,  $6  for  disease  of  lungs,  $4  for  catarrii,  and  $24  for  chronic 
diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum.  Medical  and  other  evi- 
d^ice  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  in  poor 
health  from  rheumatism,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  heart  trouble,  and  is 
totally  disabled  for  manual  labor.  He  is  71  years  of  age,  poor  and 
needy,  and  without  property  or  means  of  support  except  his  pension. 
Tn  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor,  largely  due  to  causes  of  service  ori^, 
your  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month. 

S.  867.  Francis  Bills  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a  private  in 
Companies  B,  H,  and  G,  Fifty-fourth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Vol- 
unteer Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record, 
having  enlisted'  September  17, 1861,  and  being  honorably  discharged 
July  15, 1865.  He  is  a  pensioner  at  $12  per  month  under  the  service 
act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $8  per 
month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890.  His  claim  under  the  general 
law,  filed  Jime  11, 1879,  was  rejected  in  January,  1886,  for  the  reason 
that  he  could  not  furnish  evidence  to  prove  service  origin  of  alleged 
disability^  injury  of  chest  and  right  knee. 

The  claimant  is  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  ex- 
amined by  bureau  surgeons  for  several  years,  but  evidence  filed  with 
this  committee  shows  that  he  suffers  from  chronic  irritation  of  spine, 
chronic  constipation,  bladder  trouble,  enlarged  prostate,  eye  trouble, 
vertigo,  and  other  infirmities  incident  to  advancing  years,  and  a 
physician  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  totally  disabled  for 
maldng  a  living  by  manual  labor.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  needy 
and  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support  of  himself  and  aged 
wife.  Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  your  commit- 
tee recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.398.  Emma  Mont^omerv  is  the  widow  of  Harry  Montgomery, 
late  private  and  musician  l!leventh  Regiment  Band^  Unitea  States 
Infantry.  Claimant's  husband  enlisted  in  the  Regular  Army  Sep- 
tember 2,  1864,  and  was  in  service  almost  continuously  until  March 
80,  1883,  when  he  was  finally  and  honorably  discharged.  He  ap- 
plied for  and  was  granted  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$6  per  month  from  November  11,  1902,  which  was  increased  to  $8 
from  March  22,  1904,  and  finally  to  $12  from  March  17,  1905.  He 
died  June  26,  1905. 

The  widow  now  receives  the  pension  of  $12  per  month  provided 
for  by  the  act  of  April  19, 1908.  She  formerly  received  $8  per  month 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  She  was  married  to  the  soldier 
March  8,  1865,  and  is  80  years  of  age. 
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Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  very 
feeble  and  in  poor  general  health,  her  condition  being  such  that  she 
is  utterly  unaple  to  do  anything  by  which  she  might  earn  a  living 
and  is  entirely  dependent  for  her  support  upon  her  small  pension 
and  the  charitable  aid  given  her  by  her  neighbors.  In  view  of  the 
foregoing  facts  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  her  pension  should 
be  increased  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  477.  Marcy  A.  Tyler,  of  Newton,  Kans.,  is  the  widow  of  Edgar 
L.  Tyler,  late  private  m  Company  H,  Twen^-third  Begiment  Michi- 
^in  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Company  I,  Fifth  Regiment  Veteran 
Beserve  Corps.  Claimant's  husband  enlisted  August  9,  1862,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  July  5,  1865,  having  served  three  years. 
He  filed  and  established  a  claim  under  tne  general  law  and  was  pen- 
sioned at  $8  per  month  for  disease  of  lungs  and  mouth  and  loss  of 
teeth,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  He  died  of  cerebral 
hemorrhage  February  16,  1898. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  December  21,  1856,  several  years 
before  the  war.  The  pension  she  draws  is  $12  per  month  under  the 
act  of  April  19,  1908.  She  formerly  drew  $8  per  month  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1890.  It  appears,  however,  from  the  evidence  filed 
with  this  committee  that  the  widow  is  80  years  old,  practically  hdp- 
lees  and  unable  to  get  about,  and  requires  the  personal  attention  of 
another  person.  She  is  under  medical  treatment  all  the  time  and  has 
no  property  or  means  of  support  except  her  small  pension.  In 
view  of  the  claimant's  helplessness  and  poverty  and  in  consideration 
of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  the  committee  recommend  that 
her  pension  be  increased  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  479.  James  Scott,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  and  sergeant  in 
Company  A,  First  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  was  a 
good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class  record.  He  enlisted  July  29,  1861, 
and  was  continuously  in  service  imtil  February  15,  1866,  when  hon- 
orably discharged  and  mustered  out. 

He  is  a  pensioner  at  $15  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  disability,  the  result  of  gunshot 
wound  of  face  and  paralysis  agitans.  He  was  wounded  in  face  at 
Silver  Creek,  Mo.,  January  8,  1862,  and  was  originally  granted  pen- 
sion under*  the  general  law  at  $3  per  month  from  discharge,  which 
was  increased  to  $5  from  January  20,  1876 ;  to  $6  from  January  11, 
1888,  and  finally  to  $8  from  September  11,  1889.  The  claimant  is  74 
years  of  age.  That  he  is  totally  disabled  and  wholly  unable  to  per- 
form manual  labor  clearly  appears  from  the  papers  on  file  in  his  case. 
He  is  afflicted  with  disease  of  stomach,  rheumatism,  heart  disease, 
and  paralysis  agitans  to  such  a  degree  that  he  is  unable  to  care  for 
himself.  The  certificate  of  his  laS  medical  examination,  taken  as 
long  ago  as  October  24, 1900,  showed  that  he  required  assistance  from 
another  person,  and  medical  and  other  affidavits  to  the  same  effect  are 
filed  with  this  committee.  He  is  also  shown  to  be  destitute  and  en- 
tirely dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  In  view  of  soldier's 
advanced  age,  his  long-continued  and  honorable  service,  his  grievous 
physical  condition,  and  extreme  poverty,  your  committee  are  of 
opinion  that  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed 
in  the  bill,  is  just  and  proper. 
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S.  482.  Nathan  Wakefield,  of  La  Crosse,  Kans.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Thirteenth  Regiment,  and  Company  I,  Sixth  Regiment, 
New  York  Volmiteer  Heavy  Artillery.  He  served  from  December 
21,  1863,  to  August  24,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He 
never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law^  but  established  one  under 
the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  and  is  now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the 
rate  of  $12  i)er  month. 

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined  by  bureau 
surgeons  for  many  years,  but  medical  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  he  is  broken  down  from  rheumatism,  heart  dis- 
ease, and  disease  of  kidneys  and  bladder,  and  is  totally  disabled  for 
periorming  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  a  poor  man, 
without  property  except  a  small  home,  worth  about  $1,000,  and  with 
no  means  oi  support  for  himself  and  wife  other  than  his  small  pen- 
sion. In  such  cases  your  committee  usually  grant  substantial  relief 
by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to  $24  is  therefore  recom- 
mended. 

S.  490.  William  H.  Amsbury,  the  claimant,  was  born  December  20, 
1818,  and  hence  is  93  years  of  age.  He  served  during  the  Civil  War 
as  a  private  in  Company  A,  First  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  July  6,  1861,  to  June  30,  1862,  when  he  was  discharged  for 
physical  disability.  He  again  enlisted  November  3, 1864,  as  a  private 
m  Company  A,  Sixtieth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  dis- 
charged July  28, 1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  G,  1007,  at  the 
rate  of  $20  per  month,  which  is  the  highest  allowance  he  can  obtain 
from  the  bureau.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Jime 
27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor. 

The  papers  on  file  in  his  case  show  that  claimant  is  invalid  and 
feeble,  suffering  injury  of  right  hip  and  knee,  rheumatism,  heart 
disease,  and  other  infirmities  of  extreme  old  age,  and  is  wholly  unable 
to  do  manual  labor  or  to  earn  his  support.  It  is  also  shown  that  he 
is  poor  and  without  property  or  income  aside  from  his  pension. 
On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability,  your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per 
month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  537.  Amos  T.  Phares  was  a  private  in  Company  B,  Seventieth 
Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  July  26,  1862, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  for  physical  disability  January  15, 
1864.  He  is  a  pensioner  at  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act  of 
February  6, 1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  un- 
der the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  78  years  of  age.  Testimony  on  file 
in  his  case  shows  that  he  is  completely  broken  down,  unable  to  labor, 
and  in  needy  circumstances.  He  is  afflicted  with  chronic  diarrhea, 
varicose  veins,  vertigo,  and  other  infirmities  incident  to  old  age,  and 
a  physician  and  several  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  totally  disabled 
and  requires  some  one  to  care  for  him.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  he 
is  poor  and  practically  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  the  support 
of  nimself  and  wife.    On  account  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty, 
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and  total  disability,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month. 

S.  586.  David  Bishop  was  a  private  in  Company  A,  First  West 
Virginia  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  March  20,  1862,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  March  27,  1865.  The  medical  records  of  the 
War  Department  show  him  to  have  been  treated  in  the  service  for 
diarrhea  and  rheumatism.  He  established  a  claim  under  the  general 
law  for  rheumatism  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month 
from  April  9, 1888,  which  was  increased  to  $6  from  January  14, 1891. 
He  is  now  pensioned  at  the  maximum  rate  of  $12  per  month  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  rheumatism  and  disease  of  respiratory 
organs. 

The  claimant  is  now  68  years  old.  Testimony  on  file  in  the  bureau 
and  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  suffers  from  rheumatism, 
heart  disease,  and  disease  of  respiratorv  organs,  and  is  generally 
broken  down  from  old  age  and  its  attenaant  infirmities  and  is  prac- 
tically unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  the  support  of  himself 
and  wife.  It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  poor  and  needy,  with  no 
property  other  than  a  small  home,  worth  but  a  few  hundred  dollars, 
and  with  no  means  for  his  support.  It  is  proper  to  give  this  soldier 
increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month  on  account  of  his  advanced  age, 
poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor. 

S.  623.  Adoniram  J.  Goff  was  a  private  in  Company  E,  One  hun- 
dredth Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  from  Au- 
gust 14,  1862,  to  Jime  8,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He 
is  now  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at 
$12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to 
earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  His  allowance  under  the  general 
law  was  at  $6  per  month  from  November  23,  1888,  for  chronic  diar- 
rhea, admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin. 

This  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  78  years  of  age.  It  is  shown 
by  the  evidence  on  file  in  his  case  and  the  proof  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee that  he  is  broken  down  from  hernia  of  left  side,  rheumatism, 
chronic  diarrhea,  piles,  partial  deafness,  and  other  infirmities  inci- 
dent to  old  age  and  is  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  property  or 
income  except  the  pension  he  receives  from  the  Government.  In 
view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  honorable  service  of  nearly  three 
years,  his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.638.  William  A.  Sharp,  of  Florence,  Colo.,  served  in  the  Civil 
War  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Third  Regiment  Illinois  Volun- 
teer Cavalry.  He  enlisted  February  28,  1865,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  October  10, 1865.  He  filed  and  established  a  claim  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  is  now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $12 
per  month  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor,  the 
result  of  varicose  veins  of  both  legs.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under 
the  general  law,  his  disabilities  not  being  traceable  to  the  military 
service. 

This  claimant  is  now  69  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
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mittee  shows  that  he  suffers  from  heart  disease,  varicose  veins  of  both 
legs,  enlarged  prostate,  and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  a  physician 
and  several  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  totally  disabled  for  perform- 
ing manual  labor.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  very  poor,  with  no 
property  except  a  small  home  worth  but  a  few  himdred  dollars,  and 
without  means  of  support  for  himself  and  family  aside  from  his  pen- 
sion. An  increase  of  soldier's  pension  to  $24  per  month  is  recom- 
mended on  the  ground  of  his  present  condition;  it  is  not  shown  as 
due  to  his  Army  service,  which  was  less  than  one  year,  and  no  greater 
increase  is  warranted. 

S.  641.  Betsy  B.  Simons,  of  Alamosa,  Colo.,  is  the  widow  of  Joseph 
R.  Simons,  who  served  from  September  12,  1862,  to  July  13,  1863,  as 
a  private  in  Company  H,  Eleventh  Rhode  Island  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  also  served  from  May  26, 1862,  to  September  1, 1862,  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Tenth  Rhode  Island  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was 
honorablv  discharged  from  both  services.  He  died  September  6, 
1897. 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  September  14,  1862.    She  was 

g 'anted  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  per  monlli 
om  April  9,  1898.  The  pension  she  now  draws  is  $12  per  month 
under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908.  It  appears,  however,  from  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant  is  almost  totally  blind,  the 
following  being  the  report  of  her  physician : 

Said  Betsy  B.  Simons  is  totally  blind  in  the  rlglit  eye,  and  almost  totally 
blind  in  the  left  eye;  that  she  requires  the  constant  attendance  of  some  person 
to  be  with  her  at  all  times  on  account  of  her  defective  eyesight;  that  she  could 
not  distinguish  a  person  3  or  4  feet  away ;  that  she  is  not  in  a  physical  condi- 
tion on  account  of  such  defective  eyesight  to  earn  her  living  or  to  do  sufficient 
work  to  help  to  any  extent  to  earn  her  Uving. 

Testimony  of  neighbors  is  also  filed  to  show  that  claimant  is  almost 
totally  blind  and  requires  the  aid  and  attendance  of  other  persons. 
She  is  entirely  dependent  upon  her  pension  for  support,  having  no 

Eroperty  or  other  source  of  income.  She  is  about  69  years  of  age. 
In  account  of  claimant's  helplessness  and  poverty  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  tne  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.643.  John  W.  Watsbaugh,  of  Florence,  Colo.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Seventy-third  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  July  5, 1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being 
honorably  discharged  June  12,  1866.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under 
the  general  law,  but  established  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
and  is  now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  $12  per  month,  granted  him 
for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

This  claimant  is  shown  to  be  65  years  of  age,  unable  to  labor,  and 
very  poor.  He  suffers  from  injury  of  left  arm,  rheumatism,  and 
disease  of  heart  and  stomach,  and  his  total  disability  is  shown  by 
the  report  of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  February  3,  1909, 
and  by  medical  and  other  affidavits  filed  with  this  committee.  The 
fact  that  he  was  allowed  the  maximum  rate  under  the  act  of  June 
27, 1890,  shows  that  he  is  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor.  He  is  further  shown  to  be  without  means  of  support  except 
his  pension.    On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and 
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inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee 
recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  797.  David  Cain  was  a  private  in  Company  D,  Sixth  Regiment 
West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  27, 1861,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  June  10,  1865,  havng  served  nearly  four 
years.  He  applied  for  pension,  unde^r  the  general  law  June  19, 1888, 
alleging  riieoinatism,  piles,  and  disease  of  eyes,  but  his  application 
was  rejected  March  S^,  1898,  on  the  ground  qi  no  record  or  other  sat- 
isfactory evidence  to  prove  service  origin  and  continuance  from  date 
of  discharge.  He  filed  a  claim  under  me  act  of  June  27,  1890,  estab- 
lished the  same,  and  is  now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of 
$12  per  month. 

Claimant  is  now  69  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined  by 
bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  catarrh  and  resulting  partial  deafness, 
rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  nervous  debility,  and  a  physician 
and  two  neighbors  testifjr  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and  wholly 
nnable  to  perform  manual  labor.  He  is  also  shown  to  be  poor  and 
needy,  and  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  the  support 
of  himself  and  invalid  wife.  In  such  cases  your  committee  usually 
^ant  substantial  relief  by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to  $24 
IS  therefore  recommended. 

S.  800.  John  Boler  was  a  private  in  Company  N,  Sixth  Regiment 
West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  September  25,  1861, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  June  10,  1865,  having  served  nearly 
four  years.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  sersnce 
act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  was  for- 
merly pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 
His  claim  under  the  general  law  for  disease  of  stomach,  lungs,  and 
throat  filed  June  9,  1886,  he  has  been  unable  to  prove  and  has  long 
since  abandoned. 

The  claimant  is  about  72  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
hj  bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee diows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  disease  of  respiratory  organs, 
piles,  double  varicocele,  and  other  infirmities  of  old  age,  and  a  phy- 
sician and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  totally  disabled  for 
manual  labor.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  very  poor,  being  depend- 
ent upon  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife.  It  is 
proper  in  this  case  to  give  soldier  a  reasonable  increase  of  pension, 
and  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

S.  810.  Bernard  F.  Morrow,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany F,  Twelfth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
enlisted  August  15, 1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being 
honorably  discharged  June  16,  1865.  He  was  wounded  in  left  leg  in 
action  at  Winchester,  Va.,  July  23,  1864,  and  was  originally  granted 
pension  under  the  general  law  at  $4  per  month  from  March  28,  1887. 
He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  act  oi  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month 
for  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  disease  of  liver.  Claim  for  re- 
newal and  increase  under  the  general  law  filed  April  23,  1908,  was 
adjudicated  in  July,  1908,  at  $8  per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left 
leg,  but  no  certificate  was  issued,  inasmuch  as  claimant  was  then 
receiving  a  higher  rate  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890. 
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When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined  July  1,  1908,  he  was 
rated  $16  for  gunshot  woimd  of  left  leg  and  was  also  reported  as 
suffering  from  disease  of  heart  and  mental  paresis.  Another  board 
of  surgeons,  before  whom  he  was  examined  November  20,  1907,  rated 
him  $14  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  $6  for  disease  of  liver. 
Dr.  C.  W.  Riggs  testifies  in  affidavit  ffled  with  this  committee  that 
soldier  is  suffering  from  a  general  nervous  condition  in  form  of 
paresis,  or  a  lateral  sclerosis,  exaggerated  knee  jerk,  and  weakness, 
especially  of  lower  extremities ;  that  he  has  hypochondriachal  laiigh, 
has  prostatitis  and  marked  intermittent  heart  action  and  is  nervous 
in  the  extreme;  that  he  is  in  such  physical  condition  that  to  even 
work  again  is  impossible,  and  that  he  is  68  years  of  age,  but  looks 
to  be  78  to  80  years  old  on  account  of  his  abnormal  nervous  condition. 
Dr.  W.  G.  C.  Hill  also  testifies  that  soldier  is  suffering  from  a  general 
nervous  condition  which  disables  him  from  performing  any  End  of 
work  and  will  continue  to  be  disabled  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  It 
further  appears  that  soldier  is  poor  and  needy,  having  only  a  small 
amount  of  property  and  being  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  his 
pension  for  support.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  honorable 
and  faithful  service  of  nearly  three  years,  his  grievous  physical  con- 
dition and  necessitous  circumstances,  your  committee  are  of  opinion 
he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month  as  proposed  in 
the  bill. 

S.  857.  James  Y.  Kennedy,  of  Stuart,  Iowa,  was  a  private  in  Com- 

Eany  I,  Seventy-seventh  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry, 
[e  served  from  October  1,  1861,  to  January  5,  1863,  when  discharged 
on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  on  account  of  curvature  of  spme. 
He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  applied  under  the  general  law,  but 
formerly  received  $10  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

The  claimant  is  nearlj^  69  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the  report 
of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  March  4, 1903,  that  he  suffered 
from  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  general  debility  and  was 
practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed 
with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  broken  down  from  heart 
disease,  stomach  and  intestinal  trouble,  and  old  age  and  is  no  longer 
able  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support.  It  is  also  shown 
that  he  is  poor  and  without  property  except  a  small  home,  worth 
about  $500,  and  with  no  income  except  his  pension.  On  account  of 
soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per 
month. 

S.  858.  William  E.  Brown  served  as  a  private  in  Company  E, 
Third  Kegiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  August  17, 
1861,  and  was  discharged  March  29,  1863,  on  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disability  on  account  of  "  general  debility  consequent  on  phthisis 
pulmonalis  and  chronic  diarrhea."  He  established  a  claim  for  pen- 
sion under  the  general  law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles 
and  catarrh  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  $30  per  month.  He  applied 
for  increase  April  23,  1909,  but  his  application  was  rejected  June  1, 
1909,  on  the  ground  that  his  present  disabled  condition  was  due  in 
part  to  other  than  pensioned  causes. 
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The  soldier  is  an  old  man  of  75  years  of  age.  When  last  exam- 
ined, May  11,  1909,  he  was  shown  to  be  so  disabled  from  pensioned 
disabilities  and  old  age  as  to  require  the  regular  personal  aid  and 
attendance  of  another  person.    The  examining  surgeon  said : 

This  soldier  is  extremely  weak  and  emaciated,  can  scarcely  arise  from  a  chair 
by  the  assistance  of  two  canes,  and  then  only  by  several  attempts;  at  times 
loses  his  balance  easily,  and  fully  requires  the  assistance  of  wife  nnd  dei)endent 
son  to  get  up.  Either  his  wife  or  son  hns  to  be  near  at  hand  all  the  time  to  aid 
and  assist  him  in  dressing  and  undressing,  washing  him,  assisting  him  in  at- 
tending to  calls  of  nature,  bringing  him  a  drink  of  water.  Soldier  seems  to  be 
thoroughly  exhausted  on  the  least  effort  to  help  himself. 

Evidence  of  a  physician  and  neighbors  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  soldier  is  totally  disabled  and  requires  an  attendant  all 
the  time.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  needy  and  deserving 
of  relief.  His  imfortunate  condition  strongly  appeals  to  vour  com- 
mittee and  it  seems  proper  to  give  him  increase  of  pension  to  $50 
per  month,  as  proposed  m  the  bill,  a  large  measure  of  his  disability 
being  due  to  his  military  service. 

S.  883.  Francis  Caux,  of  Monroe,  Mich.,  was  a  private  in  Company 
M,  Third  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  Octo- 
ber 22,  1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably 
discharged  May  13;  1865.  He  was  wounded  in  left  hip  in  action 
near  Powder  Springs,  Ga.,  October  7,  1864,  and  was  originally  pen- 
sioned therefor  under  the  general  law  at  $4  per  month  from  dis- 
charge, which  rate  was  increased  to  $6  from  May  4,  1887,  and  finally 
to  $8  from  July  16,  1888. 

He  is  now  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  service  act  of 
February  6,  1907. 

The  claimant  is  about  67  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  bureau  surgeons  since  January  26.  1898,  when  he  was  rated  $8 
for  gun-shot  wound,  $10  for  disease  of  heart,  $4  for  injury  of  right 
foot,  $2  for  varicocele,  and  $2  for  disease  of  eyes.  The  examining 
surgeons  then  reported  that  claimant's  combined  disabilities  were  at 
least  equal  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot.  Papers  accompanying  the 
bill  show  that  claimant  has  been  a  constant  sufferer  from  wound 
received  in  service,  and  three  years  ago  had  the  misfortune  to  lose 
his  right  hand,  and  five  years  ago  lost  his  right  eye.  It  also  appears 
that  he  is  poor  and  needy  and  without  means  for  his  support.  He 
was  a  good  soldier  and  is  reputed  to  be  a  good  citizen.  His  neigh- 
bors petition  generally  in  his  behalf,  and  your  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  914.  Henry  Worthington  was  a  private  in  Company  B,  Twenty- 
sixth  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  from 
August  30,  1862,  to  August  17,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged. 
He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  and  is  pensioned  at 
$17  per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea,  malarial  poisoning,  and  result- 
ing piles  and  disease  of  heart,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service 
origin.  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge, 
increased  to  $8  from  July  2,  1884,  to  $10  from  December  14,  1887, 
and  finally  to  $17  from  August  31,  1907. 

When  uiis  claimant  was  last  examined,  August  31,  1907,  he  was 
rated  at  $17  for  piles  and  $10  for  disease  of  heart.  He  was  also 
reported  to  be  suffering  from  loss  of  part  of  two  fingers  of  right 
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hand,  and  double  inguinal  hernia,  and  to  be  practically  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  claimant  is  suffering  from  double  hernia,  prolapsus  of 
rectum,  heart  trouble,  and  chronic  diarrhea,  and  is  totally  disabled 
for  manual  labor  of  any  kind.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is 
unable  to  labor,  and  it  is  shown  that  he  is  over  70  years  of  age  and 
without  property  or  means  of  support  except  his  pension.  Actins 
in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  your  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  922.  Frederick  C.  Payne  was  a  private  in  Company  D,  Twelfth 
Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  Iniantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier 
and  has  a  good  record,  having  enlisjked  December  17,  1861,  and  being 
honorably  discharged  August  12,  1865.  He  was  originally  pensioned 
Company  I,  Thirty-fourth  Kentucky  Volimteer  Infantry.  The  rec- 
sunstroke,  at  $4  per  month  from  April  22,  1884,  which  rate  was  in- 
creased to  $8  from  October  24,  1888.  He  is  now  pensioned  at  $12 
per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907. 

Testimony  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  has  suf- 
fered for  many  years  from  malaria  and  rheumatism ;  that  he  has 
organic  heart  disease,  with  kidney  trouble,  and  is  unable  to  do  but 
little  manual  labor.  A  physician  and  two  neighbors  testi'fy  that 
claimant  is  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor,  and  it  is 
further  shown  that  he  is  about  68  years  of  age  and  in  straitened  cir- 
cumstances, having  but  little  property  and  Being  without  means  of 
support.  On  account  of  his  aavanced  age,  necessitous  circumstances, 
and  good  record,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to 
$24  per  month. 

S.  941.  Thomas  Revnolds,  of  Fort  Dodge,  Kans.,  was  a  private  in 
Companv  I,  Thirty-fourth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry.  The  rec- 
ord evidence  shows  that  he  enlisted  August  20,  1862,  and  that  he 
served  nearly  three  years  to  date  of  muster  out,  June  24,  1865.  He 
filed  and  established  a  claim  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890,  and  is 
now  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never 
applied  under  the  general  law. 

Soldier  is  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
b}^  bureau  surgeons  since  August,  1891,  but  medical  evidence  filed 
with  this  committee  is  conclusive  as  to  his  total  disability  for  manual 
labor.  Dr.  E.  D.  F.  Phillips,  of  Fort  Dodge,  Kans.,  testifies  that 
soldier  is  suffering  from  heart  disease,  asthma,  and  general  debility; 
that  there  is  general  weakness  and  inability  to  exercise,  so  that  soldier 
is  unable  to  leave  his  room,  and  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and  re- 
quires the  care  and  attention  of  another  person.  Dr.  V.  V.  Adamson 
testifies  that  soldier  has  disease  of  heart, resulting  in  cardiac  asthma, 
and  that  he  suffers  from  general  debility  and  is  incapacitated  for  the 
performance  of  labor  of  any  kind.  Evidence  on  file  in  the  Pension 
Bureau  shows  that  solder  is  financially  poor  and  without  income  ex- 
cept his  pension.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long-con- 
tinued and  honorable  service,  his  total  disability  and  extreme  pov- 
erty, your  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.946.  Bobert  H.  Keller  was  a  private  in  Company  B,  Eighth 
Indiana  Volunteer  Cavalry.    He  emisted  August  29,  1861,  and  was 
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discharffed  June  28, 1862,  on  sur^on's  certificate  of  disability  on  ac- 
count of  chronic  diarrhea.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act 
of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  was  formerly 
pensioned  at  $8  per  month  under  the  general  law  for  chronic  diarrhea 
and  resulting  piles,  and  later  at  $12  per  month  imder  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

This  claimant  is  upward  of  80  years  old.  The  testimony  on  file 
in  his  case,  including  reports  of  bureau  surgeons,  shows  that  he  is 
afflicted  with  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  heart  disease,  failing 
si^t,  and  other  infirmities  of  old  age  and  is  generally  broken  down, 
wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  Tabor,  or  to  do  anything  toward 
earning  a  support.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  in  destitute  circum- 
stances, being  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  It 
is  proper  to  give  this  old  soldier  a  reasonable  increase  of  pension, 
ana  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

S.  948.  John  M.  Perry  enlisted  November  26,  1861,  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Sixth  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  was  discharged 
April  8,  1862,  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  on  account  of 
vdvular  disease  of  heart.  He  again  enlisted  May  2,  1864,  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  sixty-eighth  Ohio  National 
Guard  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  September  8, 1864. 

He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  for  total  mability  to  earn  a  support 
by  manual,  labor.  His  application  under  the  general  law  on  account 
of  rheumatism,  neuralgia,  and  general  debility,  filed  January  30, 1885, 
he  has  been  unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  75  years  of  age.  The  testimony 
on  file  in  his  case  shows  that  he  suffers  from  rheumatism,  indigestion, 
bladder  trouble,  and  other  infirmities  of  age  and  is  wholly  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  needy 
and  without  proper^  or  means  of  support  for  himself  and  wife  other 
than  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty, 
and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor,  the  committee 
recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month ;  his  service  was  less 
than  one  year  and  no  greater  increase  is  warranted. 

S.  1114.  John  Gk)ldsmith,  the  applicant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany C,  Fifty-third  Regiment  Kentucky  Volimteer  Infantry.  He 
served  from  September  15,  1864,  to  September  15,  1865,  and  was 
honorably  discharged.  He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law 
and  is  pensioned  at  $30  per  month  for  rheumatism  and  resulting  dis- 
ease of  heart,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin. 

The  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant  was  last  examined, 
November  21,  1906,  rated  him  $24  for  rheumatism,  $6  for  heart  dis- 
ease, and  $4  for  disease  of  lungs.  Evidence  filed  with  this  commit- 
tee shows  that  in  addition  to  pensioned  disabilities  he  suffers  from 
almost  total  blindness,  so  much  so  that  he  can  not  distin^ish  objects 
or  recognize  persons  across  the  room.  A  physician  and  two  neigh- 
bors testify  that  claimant  recjuires  frequent  and  periodical  aid  and 
attendance  of  other  persons  in  caring  for  him  in  such  acts  as  dress- 
ing, undressing,  feeding,  and  attending  to  calls  of  nature.  He  is  75 
years  of  age  and  is  shown  to  be  without  property  or  means,  and  to 
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be  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  It  is  believed 
that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $40  is  warranted,  part  of 
his  disability  being  due  to  the  military  service.  If  he  is  helpless,  or 
should  become  so  bv  reason  of  his  pensioned  disabilities,  his  further 
application  should  be  made  to  the  bureau. 

S.  1192.  Washington  H.  Wells  was  a  private  in  Company  F,  Six- 
teenth Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  Feb- 
ruary 26, 1864,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably 
discharged  July  12,  1865.  He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He 
never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $10 
per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890. 

Claimant  is  now  70  years  ot  age.  It  appears  from  the  report  of 
his  last  medical  examination,  taken  November  1,  1905,  that  he  suf- 
fered from  disease  of  heart,  enlarged  prostate,  and  disease  of  eyes, 
and  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Medical  evi- 
dence filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  totally 
disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart, 
enlarged  prostate  gland,  hemorrhoids,  and  nervous  and  general  de- 
bility. Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  unable  to  labor  and  that 
he  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension.  On  accoimt  of  soldier's 
age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own  manual 
labor,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per 
month. 

S.  1194.  Christian  Miller,  of  Fond  du  Lac,  AVis.,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  G,  Thirty-second  Regiment,  and  Company  D,  Six- 
teenth Keginient,  Wisconsin  Infantry,  from  November  9,  1863,  to 
July  12,  1865,  when  honorably  discharged.  After  the  war  he  en- 
listed in  the  Regular  Army  May  30,  1866,  and  served  three  years  in 
Company  C.  Thirty-seventh  United  States  Infantry,  being  honor- 
ably discharged  May  30,  1869.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a 
pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but  for- 
merly drew  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

The  claimant  is  now  about  67  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
report  of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  July  1,  1903,  that  he 
suffered  from  disease  of  digestive  organs  and  general  debility,  vari- 
cose veins  of  both  legs,  and  right  inguinal  hernia,  and  was  practically 
unable  to  perform  manual  laoor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  manual 
labor  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  weak  heart,  chronic  diarrhea,  rup- 
ture, general  debility,  and  old  age.  Neighbors  testify  that  claimant 
is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  of  any  kind,  and  that  he  has  no 
property  and  no  means  of  support  except  his  pension.  On  account 
of  soldier's  age.  poverty,  good  record,  and  inability  to  earn  a  sup- 
port by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  1195.  Albert  C.  Jefferson,  of  Berlin,  Wis.,  served  from  Mav  2, 
1864,  to  September  9, 1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  One  hundred 
and  sixtv-sixth  Regiment  Ohio  National  Guard  Infantry.  He  filed 
and  established  a  claim  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890,  and  is  now 
pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.    He  also  filed 
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a  claim  under  the  general  law  March  8,  1892,  alleging  service  origin 
of  diarrhea,  disease  of  stomach  and  bowels,  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  and  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye,  but  this  claim  he  has  been 
unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since  aoandoned. 

Claimant  is  now  67  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined  by 
bureau  surgeons  since  July,  1891,  but  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  he  suffers  from  chronic  rheumatism,  heart  disease, 
total  blindness  of  right  eye  and  partial  blindness  of  left  eye,  and 
a  physician  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and 
whouy  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that 
claimant  is  poor  and  that  he  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension. 
On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support 
by  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to 
$24  per  month. 

S.  1367.  William  J.  Perkins,  of  Kearney^  Nebr.,  served  during  the 
Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  M,  First  Regiment  Rnode 
Island  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good 
record,  having  enlisted  December  27,  1861,  and  being  honorably  dis*- 
charged  July  15,  1865.  He  was  a  prisoner  of  war  at  Richmond,  Va.y 
from  October  81  to  November  8,  1862,  and  again  from  June  18  to 
July  23,  1863. 

He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  established  a  claim  under  the  general 
law,  and  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $10  per  month  for  disease  of 
respiratory  organs  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin. 

This  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  69  years  of  age.  He  has 
not  been  examined  by  bureau  surgeons  since  March  30, 1898,  when  he 
was  rated  $8  for  disease  of  respiratory  organs  and  $8  for  disease  of 
heart.  The  evidence  of  a  physician  and  neighbors  filed  with  this 
committee  shows  that  the  claimant  is  now  a  reeble  old  man,  broken 
in  health  and  strength,  and  no  longer  able  to  perform  any  manual 
labor  for  the  support  of  himself  and  family.  It  is  also  shown  that 
he  is  poor  and  needy  and  without  property,  not  even  a  home,  and 
with  no  means  of  any  kind.  In  such  cases  your  committee  usually 
grant  substantial  relief  by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to 
^4  is  therefore  recommended. 

S.  1670.  Jacob  P.  Buswell  was  a  private  and  corporal  in  Company 
A,  Tenth  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  en- 
listed August  8,  1862,  and  was  nonorably  discharged  May  17,  1865l 
The  records  show  him  to  have  been  treated  in  service  for  .chronic 
rheumatism  and  sunstroke.  He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for 
fcunstroke  as  of  service  origin  and  is  pensioned  under  the  general  law 
for  vertigo,  headache,  disease  of  spine,  and  impaired  vision,  results 
of  sunstroke,  at  $17  per  month.  Claim  for  increase  filed  November 
21,  1903,  was  rejected  Januai^  6j  1906,  and  mental  impairment 
alleged  as  result  of  pensioned  disabilities  was  not  so  accepted  by  the 
medical  referee. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  73  years  of  age.  His  last  medical 
examination,  taken  November  29, 1905,  showed  that  he  suffered  from 
results  of  sunstroke,  also  impaired  memory,  piles,  hydrocele,  bron- 
chitis, and  senile  debility  and  was  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor.     Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect

that  soldier  has  nearly  total  loss  of  sight  of  right  ey;e  with  im- 
paired vision  of  left  eye;  that  he  suffers  from  rheumatism,  disease 
of  heart,  right  hydrocele,  hemorrhoids,  and  varicose  veins  of  left 
teg,  and  that  he  is  totallv  incapacitated  for  manual  labor  and  requires 
frequent  assistance  in  oressing  and  imdressing  himself.  He  is  also 
shown  to  be  poor  and  without  property  or  income  apart  from  his 
pension.  In  view  of  soldiers'  advanced  age,  his  honorable  service  of 
nearlv  three  years,  his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor, 
largely  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month 

S.  1884.  George  S.  Putnam,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  and  ser- 

feant  in  Company  H,  First  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
[e  enlisted  January  1,  1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
being  honorably  discharged  July  19,  1865.  The  pension  he  draws  is 
$12  per  month  ujider  the  general  law  for  gunshot  wound  of  neck 
accidentally  incurred  in  service  in  December,  1862.  It  appears,  how- 
ever, from  evidence  filed  in  the  bureau  and  also  with  this  committee 
that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  paralysis  of  right  side, 
total  deafness  of  right  ear,  and  mental  weakness,  and  is  physically 
incapable  of  taking  care  of  himself.  His  physician  testined  under 
date  of  April  24, 1911  : 

That  he  (claimant)  is  still  unable  to  use  bis  right  arm  or  band  and  his  right 
leg  but  little,  so  that  he  is  confined  to  the  house  and  has  been  since  September, 
1910;  that  his  mind  and  memory  are  clouded  so  that  his  speech  is  for  the  most 
part  unintelligbile  through  his  Inability  to  remember  words  or  to  articulate 
them;  that  he  still  needs  the  services  of  a  physician  and  nurse,  and  is  totally 
iBcapacitated  for  work  or  the  transaction  of  business  of  any  kind. 

Claimant  is  68  years  of  age  and  without  means  of  support  aside 
from  his  pension.  In  view  of  his  advanced  age,  his  long-continued 
and  honorable  service,  his  grievous  physical  condition,  and  extreme 
poverty,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per 
month. 

S.  1912.  William  S.  Hosack,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany B,  Seventy-eighth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  Septeinoer  12,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  No- 
vember 4,  1864,  having  served  over  three  years.  Tie  was  taken 
prisoner  September  23,  1863,  and  confined  at  Libby  Prison,  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  for  two  months,  being  j^aroled  November  24,  1863.  He 
k  now  over  80  years  of  age  and  receives  a  pension  of  $20  per  month. 
He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  granted  him  under  the 
•ct  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor.    He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law. 

It  appears  from  the  evidence  in  his  case  that  the  claimant  is  nearly 
blind,  so  much  so  that  he  can  not  see  to  read  or  write.  He  is  wholly 
incapacitated  for  performing  any  labor  or  attending  to  any  kind  of 
business,  and  it  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  almost  entirely  de- 

fendent  upon  his  small  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife, 
t  is  proper  to  give  this  old  veteran  increase  to  $36  per  month  on 
•ccount  of  his  poverty,  helplessness,  and  good  record. 

•  S.  1913.  William  Roberts  is  shown  by  the  War  Department  rec- 
ords to  have  enlisted  April  24,  1861,  at  the  first  call  for  troops,  as  a 
private  in  Company  I,  Fourteenth  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry, 
•nd  to  have  been  honorably  discharged  August  6, 1861.    He  reenlisted 
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August  24,  1861,  as  first  sergeant  in  Company  C,  One  hundred  and 
tenth  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry,  was  promoted  second  lieu- 
tenant June  15,  1862,  and  honorably  resigned  December  10,  1862. 
He  again  enlisted  February  18,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  I, 
Third  Pennsylvania  Heavy  Artillery,  and  served  as  such  until  De- 
cember 9,  1864,  when  he  was  promoted  second  lieutenant  in  Com- 
pany  E,  Fourth  United  States  Colored  Infantry.  He  was  trans- 
ferred to  Company  I,  same  regiment,  April  9,  1865,  and  honorably 
resigned  June  30,  1865.  The  records  show  him  to  have  been  treated 
while  in  service  for  slight  wound  of  knee  received  at  Manchester,  Va., 
March  23,  1862,  and  also  for  remittent  and  intermittent  fever.  He 
filed  and  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  for  malarial 
poisoning,  and  is  now  on  the  rolls  at  $17  per  month.  He  applied  for 
increase  at  the  bureau  May  4,  1909,  but  his  application  was  rejected 
July  1,  1909,  on  the  groimd  that  his  condition  was  due  in  part  to 
other  than  pensioned  causes. 

The  soldier  is  now  upward  of  70  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his 
last  medical  examination,  May  26,  1909,  shows  that  he  is  totally 
disabled  for  any  kind  of  labor.  The  examining  surgeons  describe  his 
disabilities,  to  wit,  malarial  poisoning,  right  inguinal  hernia,  and 
disease  of  nervous  sj^stem,  and  specifically  state  that  he  is  a  complete 
physical  wreck,  entirely  incapacitated  for  manual  labor,  ana  en- 
titled to  $30  per  month.  Evidence  of  physicians  and  neighbors  filed 
with  the  committee  shows  that  the  claimant  is  in  feeble  health  and 
wholly  incapacitated  for  labor  or  for  earning  a  support.  It  also 
appears  that  claimant  is  very  poor  and  with  no  means  of  support 
except  his  pension.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long-con- 
tinued ana  honorable  service,  his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for 
manual  labor,  partly  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee 
are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month 
as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  1963.  Alfred  Greenstreet,  of  Parma,  Idaho,  was  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Thirty-second  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  October  21,  1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
being  honorably  discharged  July  18,  1865.  He  is  a  pensioner  under 
the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He 
never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $8  per 
month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  for  rheumatism,  piles,  and  gun- 
shot wound  of  right  shoulder,  received  by  accident  since  the  war. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  68  years  of  age.  He  has  not 
been  examined  by  bureau  surgeons  for  several  years,  but  evidence 
filed  with  the  committee  shows  that  he  is  suffering  from  deafness, 
chronic  rheumatism,  hemorrhoids,  enlarged  prostate,  wound  of  shoul- 
der, and  general  debility,  and  two  physicians  and  two  neighbors  tes- 
tify that  he  is  totally  disabled  and  wholly  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
It  IS  also  in*evidence  that  claimant  is  poor  and  without  property  or 
means  of  support  except  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  age, 
poverty,  gooa  record,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own 
manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 

S.  1990.  William  O.  Campbell,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  served  as  sergeant 
and  first  sergeant  in  Company  G^  First  Begiment  Connecticut  Vol- 
unteer  Heavy  Artillery.    He  enlisted  May  22,  1861,  and  was  hon- 
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orably  discharged  September  25, 1865.  He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension 
of  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907.  He  was 
formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 
His  original  allowance  was  under  the  general  law  at  $2  per  month 
from  discharge  and  $4  per  month  from  October  26, 1887,  for  malarial 
poisoning,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.     .        ^ 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  81  years  of  age.  The  testimony  in 
his  case  shows  that  he  is  entirely  broken  down  from  bronchitis, 
weak  heart,  vertigo,  and  old  age,  and  is  wholly  disabled  for  manual 
labor.  It  is  also  3iown  that  he  is  vei^  poor,  with  no  propedy  except 
a  small  home,  and  with  no  means  or  support  for  himself  and  a^ed 
wife  aside  from  his  pension.  In  view  or  soldier's  advanced  age,  nis 
honorable  service  of  over  four  years,  his  total  disability,  and  ne- 
cessitous circumstances,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  ^0  per  month. 

S.  1998.  Charles  Shabley  was  a  private  in  Company  K,  Eleventh 
Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  three  years,  from  September 
1,  1861,  to  September  1,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He. 
was  severely  wounded  in  battle  at  Fort  Donelson,  Tenn.,  February 
16,  1862,  tlie  bullet  never  having  been  extracted.  He  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law  at  $17  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  thiffh  and 
loss  of  sight  of  right  eye,  the  latter,  as  well  as  the  wound,  having 
been  shown  to  have  been  incurred  in  the  military  service. 

Evidence  filed  in  the  bureau  and  with  the  committee  shows  that  in 
addition  to  pensioned  disabilities,  claimant  is  crippled  by  lo.ss  of 
right  arm  sustained  in  accident  since  the  war.  The  arm  was  ampu- 
tated about  4  inches  below  the  shoulder.  He  is  also  a  sufferer 
from  eczema  of  both  feet  and  left  hand  and  inguinal  hernia  on  left 
side,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support. 
When  last  examined,  April  4,  1906,  he  was  rated  $17  for  gunshot 
woimd  of  left  thigh  ana  $12  for  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye.  He  is 
70  years  of  age  and  in  poor  circumstances,  the  income*  from  his 
property  not  exceeding  $100  per  annum.  In  view  of  his  advanced 
age,  his  long-continued  and  honorable  service  in  the  war,  his  un- 
fortunate physical  condition,  and  his  necessitous  circumstances,  your 
committee  are  of  opinion  he  ^ould  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  2015.  Michael  H.  Skinner,  of  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  was  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Second  Eegiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Heavy  Artil- 
lery. He  enlisted  February  15,  1864,  and  was  discharged  January 
29,  1866,  having  served  two  years.  He  is  a  pensioner  at  $12  per 
month  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  never  filed  a 
claim  under  the  general  law,  but  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $10  per 
month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890. 

He  is  66  years  of  age,  and  the  report  of  his  last  medical  examina- 
tion, taken  June  18.  1902,  showed  that  he  suffered  from  rheumatism, 
disease  of  heart  and  rectum,  and  catarrh^  and  was  practically  imable 
to  perform  manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  tnis  com- 
mittee shows  that  claimant  is  at  present  suffering  from  chronic  rheu- 
matism, disease  of  heart,  and  fracture  of  ribs  of  right  side,  which 
totally  disable  him  for  manual  labor.  Two  neighbors  also  testify 
that  claimant  is  unable  to  work,  and  it  further  appears  that  he  is 
poor  and  needy  and  without  means  for  his  support.    In  such  cases 
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your  committee  usually  ^ant  substantial  relief  by  doubling  the  pen- 
sion, and  increase  to  $24  is  therefore  recommended. 

S.  2017.  Delevan  L.  Terrill  served  three  years  during  the  Civil 
War  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  Second  Regiment  United  States 
Volunteer  Sharpshooters,  and  Company  G,  Tenth  Eegiment  Veteran 
Reserve  Corps.  The  oflScial  records  show,  that  he  enlisted  November 
9,  1861,  and  that  he  was  honorably  discharged  November  9,  1864. 
He  is  a  pensioner  at  $12  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February 
6,  1907.    He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $4 

r  month  from  discharge  and  $8  per  month  from  February  23,  1887, 
OT  disease  of  respiratory  organs  and  injury  of  back  and  chest  ad- 
mitted as  of  service  origin. 

The  claimant  is  about  70  years  old.  Testimony  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  he  is  severely  afflicted  with  asthma,  complicated 
with  bronchitis  and  emphysema  of  lungs,  and  functional  heart  trou- 
ble, which,  together  with  old  age,  totally  incapacitates  him  from 
performing  any  manual  labor.  He  is  also  shown  to  be  financially 
poor  and  without  means  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife.  On 
account  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  inabilitjr  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  2018.  Henry  M.  Willis  was  a  private  in  Company  K,  Twenty- 
second  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  from 
September  3,  1862,  to  July  7,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged. 
He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6*,  1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general 
law,  but  formerly  drew  $6  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

Testimony  on  file  in  the  case  shows  that  the  claimant  is  nearly  70 
vears  of  age,  unable  to  labor,  and  in  needy  circumstances.  Dr.  W.  J. 
McCurdy  testifies,  in  affidavit  filed  with  this  committee,  that  soldier 
is  suffering  from  rheumatism,  nervous  weakness,  and  general  de- 
bility ;  that  he  had  a  stroke  of  partial  paralysis  over  two  years  ago. 
affecting  his  lower  limbs,  from  which  he  has  not  wholly  recovered: 
that  his  greatest  disability  is  general  debility  resulting  from  old 
age,  and  that  he  is  completely  and  entirely  incapacitated  for  manual 
labor  to  the  extent  of  earning  anything  in  the  way  of  a  support.  It 
further  appears  that  soldier  is  poor  and  needy  and  without  means 
of  support  for  himself  and  aged  wife.  In  such  cases  your  committee 
usually  grant  substantial  relief  by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase 
to  $24  is  therefore  recommended. 

S.  2027.  Isaiah  Fry  was  a  private  and  corporal  in  Company  A. 
Forty-fifth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  from  July  Ol 
1863,  to  December  24,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  is  a 
pensioner  at  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907. 
He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $14  per  month 
for  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  ventral  hernia,  the  latter,  as  well 
as  the  wound,  having  been  shown  to  have  been  incurred  in  the  mili- 
tary service. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  about  75  years  of  age.  When 
last  examined,  December  2,  1908,  he  was  rated  $10  for  ffunshot 
wound  of  left  leg,  $10  for  ventral  hernia,  $6  for  general  debility, 
and  $14  for  disease  of  heart.    Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  corn- 
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mittee  shows  that  the   claimant  now  has  paralysis  of  left  side, 

?;nnshot  wound  of  left  leg,  and  heart  disease,  and  is  unable  to  per- 
orm  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  poor  and  without 
means  of  support  except  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  old 
age,  poverty,  and  total  disability,  your  committee  recommend  in- 
crease of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.2089.  Abigail  J.  Fairfield,  of  Bangor,  Me.,  is  the  widow  of 
Luther  C.  Fairfield,  late  second  lieutenant  Company  H,  Seventh 
Begiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  who  was  enrolled  August  21, 
1861,  and  who  died  in  service^  of  diarrhea  and  rheumatism,  Novem- 
ber 18,  1862.  She  was  married  to  the  soldier  May  29,  1842.  The 
pension  which  she  draws  at  present  is  $16  per  month,  the  rate  pro- 
vided by  the  general  law  for  the  widow  of  a  second  lieutenant.  She 
has  drawn  this  pension  continuoushr  from  date  of  soldier's  death. 

It  appears  from  the  evidence  on  me  that  the  widow  is  91  years  old 
and  that  she  is  helpless  and  confined  to  her  bed,  where  she  has  been 
for  the  past  seven  years.  She  has  no  source  of  income  except  her 
small  pension,  and  has  been  supported  bv  her  daughter,  who  is  also 
old  and  incapacitated,  by  reason  of  sickness  and  infirmities,  from 
further  work.  There  are  many  precedents  for  legislation  in  cases 
of  this  character,  and  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $25  per  month. 

S,  2092.  John  F.  Chamberlin,  of  South  Poland,  Me.,  late  private, 
Company  H,  and  commissary  sergeant,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment 
Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  served  from  February  27, 1864, to  June  21, 
1866,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He 
was  formerly  pensioned  at  $10  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890.  His  original  allowance  was  imder  the  general  law  at  $2  per 
month  from  October  3, 1884,  and  $4  per  month  from  March  27,  1889. 
for  neuralgia  of  head,  result  of  sunstroke  admitted  to  have  been  ox 
service  origin. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  73  years  of  age.  The  testi- 
mony on  file  in  his  case,  including  the  reports  of  bureau  surgeons, 
shows  that  he  is  broken  down  from  malarial  poisoning,  rheumatism, 
heart  disease,  impaired  sight,  and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  no 
longer  able  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support.  The  papers 
submitted  to  the  committee  also  show  that  claimant  is  unable  to  labor 
and  that  he  is  very  poor,  with  no  source  of  income  except  his  pension. 
On  account  of  soldiers'  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support 
by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pen- 
sion to  $24  per  month. 

S.  2093.  Charles  L.  Burgess  was  a  private  in  Company  I,  Twenty- 
third  Kegiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  ennsted  September 
10, 1862,  and  was  discharged  April  2, 1863,  on  surgeon's  certificate  of 
disability  on  account  of  mithisis  pulmonalis  following  typhoid  fever 
contracted  in  service.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.    He  was  formerly 

Eensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $10  per  month  for  disease  of 
ver  and  resulting  piles,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin. 
His  claim  for  increase  under  the  general  law  filed  July  11, 1906,  was 
rejected  December  24,  1906. 
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When  this  claimant  was  last  examined,  November  7,  1906,  he  was 
rated  $8  for  disease  of  liver,  $4  for  piles,  $8  for  disease  of  feet,  and 
$4  for  disease  of  heart.  Evidence  filed  with  the  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  crippled  and  disabled  from  loss  of  right  leg  just 
below  the  knee  sustamed  in  accident  about  four  years  ago,  and  that 
he  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  He  is  74  years  of  age 
and  in  neeay  circumstances,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pen- 
sion for  support  An  increase  in  soldier's  pension  to  $24  per  montJi  is 
recommended  on  the  ground  of  his  present  condition,  it  is  not  due 
to  his  service,  which  was  less  than  one  year,  and  no  greater  increase 
is  warranted. 

S.  2130.  James  Smith  served  three  years  in  the  Civil  War  as  a 
private  in  Company  K,  First  Regiment  Tennessee  Volimteer  Cav- 
alry. He  enlisted  July  12,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June 
5, 1865.  Prisoner-of-war  records  show  him  captured  in  Lee  County, 
Va.,  August  12  or  16,  1862,  while  on  his  way  to  join  the  Fedei^ 
Army,  confined  in  Castle  Thunder,  Richmond,  Va.,  and  paroled 
March  17,  1863. 

He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  for  chronic  diarrhea 
and  resulting  disease  of  liver  and  rectum,  and  is  pensioned  at  $14 
per  month  by  certificate  No.  373813.  Applications  for  increase,  filed 
September  20,  1905,  and  March  13,  1906,  were  rejected  February  27, 
1906,  and  August  30,  1906,  respectively.  His  last  application  for 
increase,  filed  June  29,  1909,  was  rejected  September  25,  1909,  on  the 
ground  that  his  condition  was  due  in  part  to  other  than  pensioned 
cause. 

When  claimant  was  last  examined  by  a  Pension  Office  board  at 
Eogersville,  Tenn.,  August  4,  1909,  he  was  rated  $10  for  chronic 
diarrhea,  $7  for  disease  of  liver,  and  $3  for  disease  of  rectum.  An- 
other board  of  surgeons,  before  whom  he  was  examined  at  Greene- 
ville,  Tenn.,  August  1,  1906,  rated  him  $17  for  chronic  diarrhea  and 
disease  of  liver  and  $8  for  disease  of  rectum.  Medical  and  other 
evidence  on  file  in  the  bureau  and  with  this  comniittee  shows  th^t 
soldier's  condition  is  such  that  he  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  by 
manual  labor.  He  is  about  71  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  Acting 
in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  and  it  being  meritorious,  the 
committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.2131.  Samual  S.  Wilhite,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 

()any  F,  Fourth  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  en- 
isted  April  25,  1863,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being 
honorably  discharged  August  2,  1866.  He  established  a  claim  under 
the  jgeneral  law  and  is  pensioned  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of 
remittent  fever  with  resulting  abscess  of  right  side  of  jaw  and  face 
and  partial  paralysis,  affecting  right  eye  and  right  leg.  Application 
for  increase,  filed  December  10, 1907,  was  rejects  November  24, 1908- 
The  claimant  is  an  old  man  78  years  of  age.  When  last  examined, 
November  4,  1908,  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Greeneville,  Tenn.,  he 
was  reported  to  be  so  disabled  by  paralysis  as  to  be  incapacitated  for 
performing  manual  labor  and  entitled  to  $30  per  month.  Evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  unable  to  labor  om 
account  of  paralysis,  that  he  is  broken  down  by  age  and  its  attendant 
infirmities,  and  much  of  the  time  requires  some  one  to  care  for  him. 
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He  is  in  need  of  relief,  and  your  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $36  per  month. 

S.  2138.  Edward  G.  Danforth  served  during*  the  Civil  War  as 
private  and  corporal  in  Company  K,  Forty-first  Regiment  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry.  He  enlisted  September  25, 1861,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  July  24, 1862,  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  on  ac- 
count of  chronic  diarrhea.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act 
of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  was  formerly 
pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  for  chronic  diar- 
rhea and  resulting  disease  of  liver  and  rectum.  Claim  under  the 
general  law  for  additional  disabilities,  rheumatism^  heart  disease, 
partial  deafness,  enlarged  prostate,  and  double  hernia,  was  rejected 
oecause  he  could  not  furnish  the  necessary  evidence  to  prove  service 
origin. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  80  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his 
last  examination,  taken  November  28,  1906,  shows  that  he  suffers 
from  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  liver  and  rectum, 
rheumatism,  heart  disease,  double  inguinal  hernia,  and  senile  de- 
bility, and  is  totally  disabled,  and  medical  and  other  evidence  to  the 
same  effect  is  filed  with  this  committee.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  a 
poor  man,  without  property  except  a  small  home,  and  with  no  means 
of  support  apart  from  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  age, 
poverty,  and  total  disability,  your  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.2229.  Elizabeth  Clearj^,  the  claimant,  is  the  widow  of  Charles 
C.  Cleary,  alias  Charles  Reinhart,  late  of  Company  F,  Seventy-fifth 
Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  as  private  in 
above  organization  November  12,  1861,  to  serve  three  years,  and  was 
honorablv  discharged  and  mustered  out  December  23,  1864.  After 
the  war  he  entered  the  Regular  Army  January  25,  1866,  and  served 
through  different  enlistments  in  Troops  A  and  E,  First  United 
States  Cavalry,  until  July  10,  1891,  when  he  was  placed  on  the  re- 
tired list.    He  died  of  disease  of  stomach  February  2,  1901. 

The  widow  was  married  to  the  soldier  June  1,  1893,  and  is  about 
55  years  old.  She  apj)lied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but 
the  application  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  soldier's  ratal 
disease  was  not  proved  as  due  to  his  Army  service.  She  has  no  pen- 
sionable status  under  the  acts  of  June  27,  1890,  and  April  19,  1908, 
on  account  of  her  not  having  married  the  soldier  until  subsequent  to 
the  former  date.  Soldier  s  minor  child  by  claimant,  Viola  B.  Cleary, 
bom  January  12, 1895,  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
from  October  3,  1903,  to  January  11, 1911,  when  she  became  16  years 
of  ace. 

The  widow  is  shown  to  be  poor  and  to  have  earned  her  living  by 
scrubbing,  washing,  and  other  similar  work,  which  on  account  of 
her  age  3ie  is  no  longer  able  to  do.  Evidence  obtained  by  a  special 
examiner  of  the  bureau  shows  that  soldier  was  in  poor  health  after 
he  returned  from  the  Army,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  his  death 
resulted  from  his  long  military  service.    On  account  of  the  soldier's 

f:ood  record  and  the  widow's  destitution,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
act  that  she  was  married  to  the  soldier  within  a  few  years  after 
June  27,  1890,  and  is  also  the  mother  of  his  child,  your  committee 
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are  of  opinion  that  she  is  equitably  entitled  to  the  pension  of  $12  per 
month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  2230.  John  Stevens,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company  B, 
Seventy-sixth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry.  "  He 
served  from  August  25, 1863,  to  July  18, 1866,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged. He  is  a  pensioner  at  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act  of 
February  6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month 
granted  him  under  the  act  of  June  2<,  1890,  on  account  of  total  ina- 
bility to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

The  claimant  is  over  81  years  of  age,  totally  disabled,  and  very 
poor.  The  testimony  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  from  old 
age  and  bodily  infirmities  he  is  mentally  and  phvsically  broken  down 
and  requires  the  constant  care  and  attention  or  another  person.  It 
further  appears  that  he  has  no  property  except  a  life  interest  in  a 
small  home,  and  has  no  means  of  support  for  himself  and  wife.  On 
account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  helplessne^ss,  your  committee 
are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month, 
as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  2328.  Abial  S.  Loomis  was  a  private  in  Company  K,  First  Regi- 
ment United  States  Volunteer  Sharpshooters.  He  enlisted  January 
10, 1862,  and  was  discharged  January  4,  1863,  on  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disability  on  account  of  incipient  phthisis.  He  established  a  claim 
under  the  general  law  and  is  pensioned  at  $17  per  month  for  piles 
and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service 
origin.  Claim  for  increase  was  rejected  May  14,  1910,  and  claim  for 
additional  disabilities,  rheumatism,  and  gunshot  wound  of  head  was 
rejected  on  the  ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to 
prove  incurrence  in  the  military  service. 

Claimant  is  now  about  70  years  of  age.  When  last  examined,  No- 
vember 17,  1909,  he  was  rated  $16  for  piles  and  disease  of  rectum, 
$6  for  wound  of  head,  $6  for  impaired  sight,  $2  for  impaired  hear- 
ing, and  $6  for  rheumatism.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  ex- 
amining surgeon's  report  is  as  follows : 

This  claimant  is  so  permanently  disabled  from  piles  and  disef'sed  rectnm 
and  rheumatism  as  to  incapacitate  him  for  the  performance  of  any  manual 
labor,  and  he  is  entitled  to  $24  per  month. 

Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect 
that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  any  kind  of  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  piles  and  chronic  rheumatism.  It  further  appears  that  he 
is  a  poor  man,  with  no  property  except  a  small  home,  and  without 
means  of  support  except  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  age, 
poverty,  and  total  disability,  partly  due  to  causes  of  service  origin, 
the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as 
proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.2715.  John  R.  Littell  was  a  private  and  corporal  in  Company 
G,  One  hundred  and  sixt^-eighth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  enlisted  October  16,  1862,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged' July  24, 1863.  He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law 
for  disease  of  kidneys  and  stomach,  and  is  pensioned  therefor  at  $14 
per  month.  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  ])er  month  from  discharge, 
increased  to  $10  from  March  11,  1886,  and  to  $14  from  Mav  19,  1886. 
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Claim  for  further  increase,  filed  March  4,  1910,  was  rejected  May  7, 
1910. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  March  23,  1910, 
he  was  rated  $18  for  disease  of  stomach,  $10  for  right  inguinal 
hernia,  and  $6  for  senile  debility ;  and  ttie  examining  surgeons  re- 

{)orted  that  the  sum  of  his  disabilities  incapacitated  claimant  equiva- 
ent  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot  for  purposes  of  manual  labor,  and 
entitled  him  to  $24  per  month.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance 
^  of  manual  labor  by  reason  of  disease  of  stomach  and  iidneys  and 
'large  scrotal  hernia  on  right  side.  He  is  73  years  of  age  and  poor, 
with  no  property  except  a  home,  and  without  means  for  his  support. 
Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  your  committee 
recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.2800.  Royal  Cranston  was  a  private  in  Company  D,  Thirty- 
third  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  three  years  in  the 
Civil  War,  from  August  10,  1862,  to  August  9,  1865,  and  was  honor- 
ably discharged.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim 
under  the  general  law,  but  established  one  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $8 
per  montli. 

The  claimant  is  over  68  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  his  last 
medical  examination,  taken  August  7,  1901,  that  he  suffered  from 
diarrhea,  sciatica,  and  injury  to  spine,  and  was  practically  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  disabled  by  chronic  indiges- 
tion, chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  injury  to  spine,  and  old  age,  and 
is  no  longer  able  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor.  It  also 
appeal's  that  he  is  poor  and  entirely  worthy  of  an  increase  of  pen- 
sion. On  account  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  total  disability,  and 
good  record  tfie  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  2827.  Thomas  Cogar,  of  Sutton,  W.  Va.,  was  a  private  and  cor- 
poral in  Company  I,  Third  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer 
Cavalry.  He  enlisted  September  18,  1862,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged June  30,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  He  is  at 
present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month.  His  original  allowance 
was  under  the  general  law  for  injury  of  right  side  at  $2  per  month 
from  discharge,  which  was  increased  to  $4  from  August  22,  1888. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  claimant  is  over  72  years  of  age,  and 
evidence  filed  shows  that  he  is  aflflicted  with  rheumatism,  neuralgia, 
and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  no  longer  able  to  work  or  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  in  destitute 
circumstances  and  without  source  of  income  except  his  pension,  and 
has  a  wife  dependent  upon  him  for  support.  On  account  of  soldier's 
age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own 
manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 
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S.  2869.  Daniel  D.  Whitney,  late  musician  and  corporal  in  Com- 
pany E,  Eleventh  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volmiteer  Infantry, 
served  from  August  15,  1862,  to  June  4,  1865,  and  was  honorably 
discharged.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under 
the  general  law,  but  established  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $8  per 
month. 

Claimant  is  now  over  68  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  bureau  surgeons  for  several  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  shows  that  he  is  suffering  from  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  double  inffuinal  hernia,  tumor  on  right  hip,  disease  of  rectum, 
varicose  veins  of  both  legs,  deformity  of  feet,  and  other  infirmities 
of  age;  and  a  phvsician  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  inca- 
paciSited  for  periorming  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is 
very  poor  ana  without  property  or  income  except  his  pension.  On 
account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by 
his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month. 

S.2884.  David  D.  Barclay,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  was  a  good 
soldier  and  has  a  highly  honorable  military  record.  He  entered  the 
Union  Army  June  1, 1861,  early  in  the  war,  as  second  lieutenant  with 
Company  I),  Second  West  Vir^nia  Mounted  Infantry,  subsequently 
known  as  the  Fifth  West  Virginia  Cavalry.  He  was  promoted  first 
lieutenant  March  22,  1862;  captain  July  7,  1862,  and  major  May  1, 
1864,  and  served  faithfully  for  over  three  years,  being  honorably 
mustered  out  August  20, 1864. 

He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act 
of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total 
inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  never  filed  a  claim 
under  the  general  law,  his  disabilities  not  being  traceable  to  his 
military  service. 

The  evidence  on  file  in  the  bureau  and  with  this  committee  shows 
that  Maj.  Barclay  is  over  74  years  of  age,  and  that  he  is  entirely 
helpless  and  dependent  upon  others  for  care  and  support.  He  is 
partially  paralyzed  in  legs,  is  nearly  completely  blind,  and  has  other 
physical  infirmities  which  render  him  unable  to  attend  to  himself  or 

Srovide  a  living  for  himself  and  wife.  He  is  absolutely  incapable  of 
oing  any  kind  of  labor  and  is  also  in  needy  circumstances  and  with- 
out means  for  his  support.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good 
record,  and  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  increase  of  his  pen- 
sion to  $30  is  warranted. 

S.  2950.  Charles  L.  Hubbs  was  a  private  in  Company  F,  First  Min- 
nesota Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  from  May  29, 1861,  to  May  5, 
1864,  when  honorably  discharged.  He  reenlisted  March  30,  1865*^  as 
a  private  in  Company  A,  Ninth  United  States  Veteran  Volunteer 
Infantry^  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  March  29,  1866.  He  was 
taken  prisoner  at  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run,  Va.,  July  21,  1861, 
and  confined  at  Richmond,  New  Orleans,  and  Salisbury,  N.  C,  until 
May  25,  1862,  when  paroled.

28  PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE   OF  PENSIONS. 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  of  $12  per  month,  panted 
him  under  the  act  of  Jxme  27,  1890^  on  account  of  total  inability  to 
earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  was  woxmded  in  left  wrist  and 
right  thigh  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  for  which  he  was  pen- 
sioned under  the  general  law  at  $6  per  month. 

It  appears  from  the  evidence  in  nis  case  that  claimant  is  invalid 
and  helpless  from  multiple^  neuritis  and  is  unable  to  do  any  kind  of 
labor  or  to  care  for  himself.  His  grievous  condition  clearly  appears 
from  the  report  of  his  last  medical  examination  taken  January  29, 
1906,  and  from  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  before  your  commit- 
tee. He  is  confined  to  his  house  and  requii^s  the  aid  and  attendance 
of  another  person.  He  is  67  years  of  age,  in  needy  circumstances, 
and  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief.  His  case  merits  favorable  con- 
sideration, and  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill,  is  just  and  proper. 

S.  3010.  Eli  Hoyt,  the  claimant,  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  D,  Thirty-first  Regiment  United  States  Colored 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  July  30,  1864,  and  was  honorabh^ 
discharged  November  7,  1865.  He  is  pensioned  under  the  general 
law  at  ^4  per  month  for  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart, 
admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  He  was  first  pensioned 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  from  August  20, 
1890,  for  rheumatism  and  ankylosis  of  right  hip.  On  February  12, 
1900,  a  certificate  was  issued  to  him  under  the  general  law  for  rheu- 
matism and  resulting  disease  of  heart  at  $17  from  November  30,  1894, 
which  rate  was  increased  to  $24  from  February  13, 1907. 

The  claimant  is  over  70  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by  the  testimony 
filed  in  his  case  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor.  When  last  medically  examined,  February  13,  1907, 
he  was  rated  $17  for  rheumatism  and  $12  for  disease  of  heart,  and 
the  examining  surgeons  reported  in  direct  terms  that  he  was  unable 
to  perform  any  manual  laoor.  Evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
is  to  the  effect  that  he  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  rheumatism, 
and  it  also  appears  that  he  is  very  poor  and  dependent  upon  his 
pension  and  the  small  earnings  of  his  wife  for  his  support.  It  is 
believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $30  is  warranted, 
his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  3033.  William  L.  Norton,  of  Terryville,  Conn.,  served  in  the 
Civil  War  as  a  corporal  in  Company  B,  Tenth  Regiment  Connecticut 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class 
record,  having  enlisted  January  18,  1862,  and  being  honorably  dis- 
charged at  the  close  of  the  war,  May  15,  1865.  The  pension  which 
he  draws  at  present  is  $15  per  month  under  the  general  law  for  naso- 
pharyngeal catarrh  and  resulting  slight  deafness  of  both  ears.  It 
appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claim- 
ant is  69  years  old,  no  longer  able  to  labor  for  his  support,  and  in  very 
needy  circumstances.  He  is  afflicted  with  catarrh,  chronic  bronchitis 
heart  trouble,  double  hernia,  partial  deafness,  and  some  profound 
malignant  disease — probably  cancer — which  entirely  incapacitates 
him  for  earning  a  living  by  manual  labor.  The  following  letter  from 
the  speaker  of  the  Connecticut  House  of  Eepresentatives,  addressed 
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to  Senator  McLean,  who  introduced  the  bill  in  claimant's  behalf, 
shows  something  of  the  facts  in  the  case :

House  of  Representatives, 
Terryville,  Conn,,  January  23,  1912, 
Hob.  Gbobgb  P.  McLean, 

United  States  Senator,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Deab  Senator:  I  sincerely  tniet  that  you  will  succeed  in  getting  favorable 
action  on  the -bill  yon  Introduced  last  session  for  an  increase  in  pension  for 
William  L.  Norton,  of  this  place.  He  is  failing  very  rapidly  and  if  be  is  to 
get  any  benefit  from  an  increased  pension  he  will  have  to  get  it  very  soon, 
because  in  all  probability  he  can  not  last  very  long.  There  is  nothing  to  him 
now  but  skin  and  bones  and  he  is  speedily  losing  in  weight,  having  lost  over 
80  pounds  in  the  last  year,  as  he  seems  to  be  suffering  from  a  malignant  form 
of  gall  and  liver  trouble  and  I  can  get  an  affidavit  to  that  effect  from  Dr. 
Abrama,  of  Hartford,  the  local  doctor  having  apparently  made  a  wrong  diag- 
nosis of  his  case  I  will  greatly  appreciate  it  if  you  get  a  speedy  and  successful 
action  with  this  case.

It  is  also  shown  that  claimant  is  a  poor  man,  with  but  little  prop- 
erty, and  largely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  his  support.  In 
view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  honorable  service  of  over  three 
years,  his  poverty  and  grievous  disability,  your  committee  are  of 
opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  pro- 
posed in  the  bill. 

S.  3053.  Josiah  McKirahan,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany A,  Fifth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  served  from 
Au^st  29,  1861,  to  February  5,  1863,  when  discharged  on  sursreon's 
certificate  of  disability  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg 
received  in  action  at  Cumberland  EoUing  Mills,  Ky.,  August  26, 
1862.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per 
monUi  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  His  original  allowance  was  under  the 
general  law  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg,  at  $2.66|  per  montih  from 
discharge,  which  was  increased  to  $5  from  July  28,  1876,  and  finally 
to  $8  from  January  4, 1888. 

This  claimant  is  nearly  78  vears  of  age.  It  appears  from  his  last 
medical  examination,  taken  June  21,  1899,  that  he  suffered  from 
gunshot  wound  of  left  leg,  double  inguinal  hernia,  lumbago,  disease 
of  rectum,  and  general  debility,  and  tne  examining  surgeons  reported 
in  direct  terms  that  claimant  is  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor. 

Medical  evidence  accompanying  the  bill  shows,  that  claimant  is 
broken  down  from  old  age,  gunsnot  wound  of  left  leg,  double  in- 
guinal hernia,  and  enlarged  prostate  gland,  and  is  totally  disabled  for 
any  kind  of  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  claimant  is  poor  and 
needy  and  without  property, or  means  of  support  except  his  pension. 
On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support 
bv  his  own  manual  labor,  your  committee  recommend  increase  or  pen- 
sion to  $30  per  month. 

S.  3054.  Josiah  H.  Gordon,  of  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak.,  was  a  private 
in  Company  B,  Eleventh  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
served  from  November  30,  1863,  to  March  10,  1865,  when  discharged 
on  account  of  wound  received  in  action.    He  is  now  in  receipt  of 
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pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15 
per  month.  He  was  wounded  in  right  thigh  in  battle  at  Deep  Run, 
Va.,  August  16, 1864,  and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general 
law  at  flO  per  month.  Claim  for  increase  under  the  general  law, 
filed  December  24,  1904,  was  reiected  May  17,  1905. 

When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  February  15j  1905, 
he  was  rated  $10  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  thigh  and  $6  for  right 
inguinal  hernia.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  suflfering  from  gunshot  wound  of  right  thigh,  chronic 
'  rheumatism,  heart  disease,  and  double  inguinal  hernia,  and  is  totally 
disabled  for  manual  labor.  He  is  71  years  of  age  and  in  destitute 
circumstances,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  sup- 
port. On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  his  ovra  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase 
of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3102.  Clark  Colvin,  of  Colfax,  Wash.,  the  claimant  in  this  case, 
was  a  good  soldier,  and  has  an  honorable  military  record.  He  en- 
listed in  the  Union  Army  August  7,  1862,  and  served  nearly  three 
years  as  a  private,  corporal,  and  sergeant  in  Company  D,  Thirti^li 
Iowa  Infantry,  being  nonorably  discharged  at  the  close  of  the  war, 
June  5,  1865.  He  is  a  pensioner  imder  the  service  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim  imder 
the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $12  per  month  under  the  act 
of  June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor. 

Tne  claimant  is  an  old  man,  80  years  of  age.  The  testimony  on 
file  in  his  case  shows  that  he  suffers  from  severe  injuries  siistained 
a  few  years  ago,  also  from  rheumatism  and  other  infirmities  inci- 
•dent  to  old  age,  and  is  totallv  disabled  for  any  kind  of  labor,  being 
most  of  the  time  confined  to  liis  house  and  bed.  It  is  further  shown 
that  he  is  in  destitute  circumstances  and  entirely  dependent  upon 
his  pension  for  support.  There  are  many  precedents  for  special 
legislation  in  cases  oi  this  character,  and  your  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.8103.  Emily  Fisher  is  the  dependent  invalid  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam J.  Fisher,  who  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  April  27,  1861,  as  a 
sergeant  in  Company  E,  Seventh  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry, 
was  promoted  second  lieutenant  Company  D,  same  regiment,  Jime 
19,  1863,  and  honorably  mustered  out  June  27,  1864.  Prior  to  the 
Civil  War  he  served  in  the  Regular  Army  as  a  private  in  Battery  C, 
Second  United  States  Artillery,  from  January  6, 1854,  to  October  13, 
1860,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  was  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  holding  certificate  No.  1021953  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  November  17, 1903.  He  ^as  pensioned  first  at  $8  and 
later  at  $12  ^er  month,  and  his  widow  made  application  March  19, 
1904,  for  a  widow's  pension.  During  the  pendency  of  the  claim  she 
died,  leaving  the  claimant,  a  helpless  invalid  daughter,  without  any 
means  of  support. 

The  affidavits  in  behalf  of  the  claimant  show  that  she  is  23  years 
of  age.  and  that  since  she  was  12  years  old  she  has  been  a  confirmed 
invalia  and  cripple  and  unable  to  care  for  herself.  Her  disabilities 
are  chronic  ana  acute  rheumatism,  partial  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and 
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other  infirmities,  and  she  has  never  been  able  to  earn  a  support,  and 
for  long  intervals  is  confined  to  her  bed.  She  has  no  means  of  any 
kind  and  is  dependent  upon  others  for  care  and  support.  As  she  is 
over  16  years  of  age,  she  can  obtain  no  relief  at  the  bureau,  but  her 
case  is  within  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  pension  laws,  and  the  facts, 
as  stated,  justify  the  committee  in  recommending  pension  at  $12  per 
month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  3105.  George  Choron,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
G,  First  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillerj\  rie 
served  from  October  13,  1864,  to  August  16,  1865,  and  was  honorably 
discharged.  He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  and  is 
pensioned  at  $30  per  month  for  injury  of  stomach  and  rheumatism 
and  resulting  disease  of  heart  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin. 
Gaim  for  increase  filed  March  25, 1911,  was  rejected  June  13, 1911. 

When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined  April  19,  1911,  he 
was  rated  $12  for  rheun^atism,  $30  for  heart  disease,  and  $8  for  dis- 
ease of  kidneys.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  sur- 
geons' report  is  as  follows : 

Claimant  Is  so  disnbled  by  rheumatism  and  heart  disease  that  he  needs  the 
frequent  and  periodical,  though  not  regular  and  constant,  aid  and  attendance 
of  another  person,  and  is  entitled  to  $50  a  month. 

Evidence  filed  in  the  bureau  shows  that  claimant  bv  reason  of  pen- 
sioned disabilities  requires  the  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person 
in  dressing  and  undressing,  and  evidence  to  the  same  effect  is  filed 
with  this  committee.  He  is  68  years  of  age  and  without  property  or 
means  of  support  except  his  pension.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition 
is  such  that  increase  to  $50  is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of 
service  origin. 

S.  3106.  William  Starry  was  a  private,  corporal,  and  sergeant  in 
Company  B,  Ninth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  en- 
listea  September  23,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  18, 
1865,  having  served  nearly  four  years.  He  was  a  good  soldier,  and 
has  a  first-class  record. 

He  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at 
$10  per  month  imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  His  original  allow- 
ance was  under  the  general  law  at  $2  per  month,  from  discharge 
for  injury  to  left  great  toe. 

The  claimant  is  now  in  the  seventieth  vear  of  his  age.  The  report 
of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  October  5,  1904,  showed  that 
he  suffered  from  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  enlarged  prostate,  and 
general  debility,  and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  in  direct  terms 
that  he  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Dr.  Steve 
S.  Sanger  testifies,  in  aflSdavit  filed  with  this  committee,  that  claimant 
Ls  a  constant  sufferer  from  inflanmiation  of  the  bladder  and  prostate 
gland,  which  gland  is  probably  undergoing  a  degeneration,  and  may 
result  in  cancer,  causing  death;  that  claimant  was  operated  on  sev- 
eral months  ago  for  stone  in  bladder  and  glandular  trouble,  which 
operation  was  only  a  partial  success ;  that  a  fistulous  opening  had  to 
he  left  in  the  bladder  to  insure  drainage;  that  this  opening  is  perma- 
nent, because  he  can  not  urinate  at  all ;  that  there  is  much  blood, 
mucous,  and  pus  in  bladder  the  greater  part  of  the  time ;  that  claim- 
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ant's  physical  condition  is  very  bad  and  will  mi  no  better,  and 
that  he  is  incapable  of  doing  any  physical  work,  out  should  require 
an  attendant  part  of  the  time. 

Claimant  is  shown  to  be  poor  and  without  property ,  and  depend- 
ent upon  his  pension  for  support  In  view  o^his  advanced  age,  his 
long-continued  and  honorable  service,  his  grievous  physical  condi- 
tion, and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  Aat  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill,  is  just  and 

proper. 
• 
S.  3133..  Samuel  Osborne  was  a  corporal  in  Company  F,  Tenth 
Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.    He  enlisted  September 
12,  1861,  and  was  discharged  for  physical  disability  December  21, 

1862.  He  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  pension  of  $20  per  month  under 
the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under 
the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
surgport  by  manual  labor. 

Claimant  is  now  over  80  years  of  age.  The  testimony  on  file  in 
his  case,  including  reports  of  bureau  surgeons,  shows  that  he  is  af- 
flicted with  rheumatism,  catarrh,  impaired  sight  and  hearing,  and 
other  infirmities  incident  to  old  age,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor.  He  is  also  shown  to  be  poor  and  without  property 
except  a  small  cottage  home,  and  with  no  means  of  support  other 
than  his  pension. 

On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  sup- 
port by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.3144.  William  Boyd,  the  claimant,  enlisted  July  25,  1861,  early 
in  the  war  as  a  private  in  Ckanpany  E,  Sixty-second  Pennsylvania 
Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged  February  20, 

1863,  on  account  of  wound  received  in  action.  He  again  enlisted 
September  17, 1863,  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Seventy-sixth  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  as  cor- 
poral July  18, 1866,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  pension  of  $15  per  month  imder  the  serv- 
ice act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the 
general  law  at  $12  per  month  for  gunshot  woimds  of  left  shoulder  and 
left  foot,  the  former  received  in  battle  at  Malvern  Hill,  Va.,  July 
1,  1862,  and  the  latter  in  action  at  Drury's  Bluff,  Va.,  May  14,  1864. 
Claim  for  renewal  and  increase  under  the  general  law,  filed  July  12, 
1910,  was  rejected  October  19,  1910,  on  the  ground  that  claimant's 
condition  was  partly  due  to  disease  of  heart  and  senile  degeneration. 
His  last  claim  for  renewal  and  increase,  filed  April  27,  1911,  was  re- 
jected without  medical  examination  May  23,  1911. 

Claimant  is  now  nearly  74  years  of  age.  He  was  last  examined 
September  28,  1910,  by  a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  that 
he  was  suffering  from  disease  of  heart  and  gunshot  wounds  of  left 
shoulder  and  left  foot,  and  that  he  was  totally  incapacitated  for 
manual  labor  and  entitled  to  $30  per  month.    Another  board  of  sur- 

feons,  before  whom  claimant  was  examined  May  18,  1910,  rated  him 
17  for  wound  of  shoulder,  $4  for  wound  of  foot,  and  $30  for  disease 
of  heart;  and  also  reported  that  he  was  incapacitate  for  manual 
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labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  wounds,  disease  of  heart,  and  general  debility.  It  is  also 
shown  that  claimant  is  very  poor  and  without  source  of  income  ex- 
cept his  pension.  On  account  of  his  advanced  a^e,  his  lon^-continued 
and  honorable  service,  his  poverty,  and  total  disability  for  manual 
labor,  partly  due  to  wounds  received  in  battle,  your  committee  are  of 
opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  3172.  Michael  Crane,  late  of  U.  S.  S.  Ohio^  Mississippi^  and 
Princeton^  United  States  Navy,  sei^ved  over  three  years  in  the  Civil 
War,  from  May  9,  1861,  to  June  13,  1864,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged. He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907, 
at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per 
month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  He  never  filed  a  claim  unaer 
the  general  law,  his  disabilities  not  being  directly  traceable  to  his 
naval  service. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man,  82  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by 
medical  and  other  affidavits  filed  with  this  committee  that  he  is  to- 
tally blind  and  otherwise  in  such  feeble  condition  that  he  requires 
the  constant  attention  of  another  person  to  care  for  him.  It  is  also 
shown  that  he  is  poor  and  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for 
support.  On  account  of  claimant's  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and 
helplessness,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month. 

S.  3192.  William  Boyce,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  and  corporal 
in  Company  F,  Seventh  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He 
served  from  January  10,  1863,  to  January  10,  1866,  and  was  honor- 
ably discharged.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month.  He  also  filed  a 
claim  under  the  general  law  April  17,  1890,  alle^g  measles,  disease 
of  eyes,  deafness,  and  injury  to  testicles;  but  this  claim  he  has  been 
unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

Claimant  is  now  over  73  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined 
by  bureau  surgeons  for  many  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  chronic  rheumatism,  chronic 
gastritis,  chronic  constipation,  bladder  trouble,  vertigo,  and  other 
infirmities  incident  to  old  age ;  and  a  physician  and  two  neighbors 
testify  that  he  is  physically  unable  to  do  any  kind  of  labor.  He  is 
also  shown  to  be  poor  and  without  property  or  means  of  support 
except  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inabil- 
ity to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor  the  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3298.  Jacob  Lantz  enlisted  August  8, 1862,  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany H,  One  hundred  and  thirtieth  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infan- 
try, and  was  honorably  discharged  May  31, 1863.  He  again  enlisted 
February  24, 1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Ninth  Rnnsylvania 
Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being 
finally  and  honorably  discharged  July  18,  1865.  The  pension  which 
he  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  age  or  service  act  of 
February  6, 1907.    He  formerly  drew  a  disability  pension  of  $10  per 
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month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  He  also  filed  a  claim  under 
the  general  law  in  June,  1880,  alleging  service  origin  of  rupture  of 
left  side,  but  this  claim  he  has  never  been  able  to  prove  and  has 
long  since  abandoned. 

The  claimant  is  now  nearly  67  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
report  of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  September  5,  1906,  that 
he  was  disabled  by  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  catarrh,  and  left 
varicocele,  and  was  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 
Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claim- 
ant is  at  present  totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  disease  of  heart,  chronic  catarrhal  bronchitis,  stomach 
trouble,  and  general  debility,  and  much  of  the  time  requires  an  at- 
tendant. 

It  is  also  shown  that  soldier  is  poor  and  without  property,  not  even 
a  home,  and  with  no  source  of  income  except  his  pension  for  the  sup- 
port of  himself  and  wife,  who  is  also  in  poor  health.  In  view  of  s<n- 
dier's  advanced  age,  his  honorable  and  faithful  service  in  the  war, 
his  total  disability  and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed 
in  the  bill. 

S.8299.  William  M.  Clark  was  a  private  in  Company  C,  Seven- 
teenth Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  Novem- 
ber 1, 1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  November  23, 1865,  having 
served  over  two  years.  He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  age 
or  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He 
never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $10  per 
month  imder  the  act  of  June  27, 1890. 

The  claimant  is  now  over  67  years  of  age  and,  as  evidence  shows, 
totally  disabled  and  in  destitute  circumstances.  The  report  of  his 
last  medical  examination,  taken  March  21,  1906,  showed  that  he  was 
suffering  from  catarrh,  vertigo,  rheumatism,  enlarged  prostate,  can- 
cer of  lip,  and  senile  debility  and  was  totally  disabled,  and  medical 
and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  at  pres- 
ent wholly  xmable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Dr.  F.  N.  Wells,  claim- 
ant's physician,  testifies  that  claimant  is  afflicted  with  organic  heart 
disease  and  cancer  of  jaw,  which  will  undoubtedly  ultimately  cause 
his  death,  and  that  claimant  is  positively  and  altogether  incapacitated 
for  manual  labor  of  any  kind.  It  is  also  shown  that  claimant  has 
no  source  of  income  except  his  pension  and  has  a  wife  dependent 
upon  him  for  support.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long- 
continued  and  honorable  service,  his  grievous  i)hysicar  infirmities, 
and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have 
increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  3384,  Lucy  R.  Stokes  is  the  widow  of  Charles  Stokes,  late  pri- 
vate and  corporal  in  Company  H,  Third  Regiment  Minnesota  Vol- 
unteer Infantry.  Claimant's  husband  enlisted  October  23,  1861,  and 
was  discharged  September  5,  1865,  on  account  of  disease  of  eyes 
contracted  in  service  and  line  of  duty.  He  died  of  kidney  disease 
January  17,  1899,  aged  62  years.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $72  per  month  for  total  blind- 
ness. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  October  18,  1870.  The  pension 
ske  draws  is  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908.    She 
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formerly  drew  a  dependent  widow's  pension  of  $8  per  month  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  She  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general 
law,  and  no  eflfort  has  been  made  to  prove  that  soldier's  death  was 
due  to  the  military  service. 

Claimant  is  62  years  of  age.  Evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  she  is  m  poor  health  and  is  able  to  do  very  little  work. 
She  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  other  than  the  pension 
die  is  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

The  following  letter  from  the  Senator  who  introduced  the  bill 
sets  out  more  fully  the  condition  of  the  widow : 

United  States  Senate, 
Committee  on  Commerce,  January  29,  1912. 
Hon.  P.  J.  McCumbeb, 

Washington,  D,  C, 

My  Dear  Senator:  In  reference  to  the  bill  (S.  3384)  to  increase  the  pension 
of  Lucy  R.  Stokes  I  desire  to  state  : 

Mrs.  Stokes  lives  at  Alexandria,  Minn.,  my  home;  she  is  in  poor  health,  and 
has  no  income  other  than  her  pension  of  $12  a  month.  While  she  was  not  the 
wife  of  the  soldier  during  his  Army  service,  she  married  him  soon  after— Octo- 
ber 18,  1870.  Mr.  Stokes  enlisted  October  23,  1861,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged September  2,  1865,  for  disability,  serving  nearly  four  years.  The  soldier 
never  saw  Mrs.  Stokes,  as  he  was  blind  at  that  time  as  a  result  of  his  Army 
service.  It  can  not  be  said  that  she  married  the  soldier  for  his  pension,  because 
be  was  drawing  but  $8  a  month  at  that  time.  I  have  been  informed  that  the 
young  lady  to  whom  the  soldier  was  engaged  before  he  went  to  the  war  broke  off 
the  engagement  and  refused  to  marry  him  when  she  saw  the  condition  of  his 
eyes  upon  his  return  from  the  Army.  Mrs.  Stokes  lived  with  the  soldier  and 
took  care  of  him  faithfully  from  the  date  of  their  marr'age,  October  18,  1870, 
nntil  he  died,  January  17, 1899.  I  think  this  cas^e  is  out  of  the  ordinary,  and  that 
your  committee  ought  to  take  into  consiedration  the  fact  that  this  widow  mar- 
ried tlie  soldier  when  he  was  blind,  due  to  Army  service,  and  at  a  time  when  he 
needed  some  one  to  care  for  him  constantly.  This  certainly  ought  to  outweigh 
the  fact  that  she  was  not  his  wife  during  his  Army  service. 

I  earnestly  hope  you  and  the  other  members  of  the  committee  will  look  with 
favor  upon  this  meritorious  case  and  report  the  bill  favorably  to  the  Senate.

In  view  of  the  facts  as  above  set  forth,  showing  that  this  widow 
cared  for  the  wants  of  the  blind  husband  soldier  practically  from  the 
time  of  his  discharge  to  date  of  his  death,  and  the  fact  that  she  is 
now  old  and  feeble  and  destitute,  your  committee  believe  they  are 
justified  in  recommending  an  increase  of  her  pension  to  $20  per 
month. 

S.  8416.  Reuben  P.  McCutchan,  of  Grand  Island,  Nebr.,  was  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  A.  Forty-second  Eegiment  Indiana  Volunteer  In- 
fantry. He  enhstea  September  10,  1861,  to  serve  three  years,  and 
was  severely  woimded  and  taken  prisoner  in  battle  at  Chickamauga, 
Ga.,  September  20,  1863,  and  was  paroled  February  IT,  1864,  after 
five  months  in  southern  prisons.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
April  29,  1864,  on  surgeon^  certificate  of  disability,  which  states  as 
follows : 

Gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh  fracturing  neck  of  femur,  received  in  battle  at 
Chickamauga  September  20,  1863.  Limb  2  inches  short;  wound  healed.  Not 
able  for  duty  in  the  field  and  not  physically  suitable  to  enter  or  enlist  in  the 
Veteran  Reserve  Corps.    Disability  total. 

Soldier  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  law  for  gun- 
shot woimd  of  left  thigh  at  $24  per  month,  having  been  raised  at 
differrait  times  from  $6  per  month,  at  which  rate  he  was  originally 
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pensioned  from  date  of  discharge.  All  the  evidence  on  file  shows 
that  he  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor,  while  the  report 
of  his  last  medical  examination  shows  that  he  is  totally  disabled 
from  pensioned  cause.  The  board  of  surgeons  reported  in  his  case 
in  part  as  follows : 

He  can  walk  only  a  few  steps  on  the  level  (limping)  without  crutch  or  cane. 
He  carries  a  cane  and  crutch.  He  says  that  he  has  to  use  a  stout  cane  all  the 
time  and  a  crutch  part  of  the  time.  He  has  almost  complete  ankylosis  of  left 
knee  joint.  Can  only  flex  knee  Joint  about  one-eighth  and  left  knee  joint 
one-fourth.  The  cicatrix  of  gunshot  wound  where  ball  entered  is  over  tro- 
dianter  major  of  left  femur,  the  ball  passed  inwardly,  fracturing  the  femur  and 
destroying  the  joint.  In  our  opinion  the  ball  is  located  in  or  near  the  hip  joint 
Can  not  feel  the  ball;  no  indication  that  it  ever  passed  out  No  evidence  of 
suppuration,  only  his  statement  that  there  was  suppuration  (about  three 
months)  at  point  of  entrance  of  ball  until  wound  healed,  and  has  never  suppu- 
rated since.  Can  not  bear  weight  upon  left  foot  alone  without  pain  in  hip; 
measurement  around  right  hip  25  inches,  around  left  hip  24  inches,  midway  be- 
tween right  hip  and  knee  19  inches,  around  same  place,  left  leg,  Hi  inches, 
around  left  calf  13i  inches,  right  calf  13  inches.  In  our  opinion  this  man  is  so 
disabled  from  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh  as  to  be  Incapacitated  from  perform- 
ing any  manual  labor  on  account  of  his  not  being  able  to  walk  or  sit  down  any 
length  of  time;  that  said  disability  is  permanent;  and  is  entitled  to  $30  per 
month. 

It  is  shown  by  the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant 
has  been  givntly  crippled  since  discharge  by  reason  of  gunshot 
wound  received  in  battle,  is  compelled  to  use'  a  crutch  or  cane  in 
walking,  and  is  totally  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  manual 
labor.  He  is  73  years  of  age,  his  wife  is  72  years  old  and  blind,  and 
they  have  no  property  except  a  small  home,  and  no  means  of  support 
other  than  his  pension.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  he  is  a  good 
citizen  in  poor  circumstances.  He  suffers  much  pain  and  incon- 
venience caused  by  his  crippled  condition,  and  it  is  believed  that  he 
should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $36  per  month,  his  disability  being 
of  service  origin. 

S.  3416.  John  A.  Larimer,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  is  a  resident  of 
Kearney,  Nebr.,  and  has  an  honorable  military  record.  He  enlisted 
in  the  XJnion  Army  August  15, 1861,  early  in  the  war,  and  served  over 
four  years  as  a  noncommissioned  officer  m  Company  €•  Thirty-third 
Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  being  honorably  discnarged 
November  24,  1865.  The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $15 
per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  formerly 
drew  $10  per  month  imder  the  act  of  June  27, 1890.  He  also  filed  and 
established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  on  account  of  piles,  and 
was  pensioned  therefor  at  $4  per  month  from  date  of  discharge, 
which  rate  was  increased  to  $6  rrom  March  2,  1881,  and  finally  to  $8 
from  December  28, 1887. 

This  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  nearly  73  years  of  age.  The  report 
of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  May  17,  1905,  showed  that  he 
was  suffering  from  piles,  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  left  hydrocele, 
and  senile  debility,  and  was  totally  disabled ;  and  medical  and  other 
evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  at  present  wholly 
unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  It  is  further  shown  that  claimant 
is  a  poor  man,  having  no  means  for  the  support  of  himself  and  in- 
valid wife.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long-continued  and 
honorable  service,  his  poverty  and  total  disability  for  manual  labor, 
the  committee  reconmiend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 
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S.  8448.  George  Gault  was  a  private  in  Capt.  Chandler's  company, 
National  Guards,  New  Hampsnire  Militia.  He  enlisted  April  30, 
1864^  and  was  honorably  discnarged  July  27,  1864..  He  is  unable  to 
obtain  pension  through  the  regular  channels  at  the  Pension  Bureau 
for  the  reason  that  he  did  not  serve  the  full  period  of  90  days,  being 
1  day  short  of  that  period.  It  appears,  however,  that  he  is  now 
well  advanced  in  years,  unable  to  labor,  and  in  needy  circumstances. 
Evidence  of  a  physiciaii  filed  with  this  cx)mmittee  shows  that  claimant 
is  now  afflicted  with  paralysis  agitans,  tubercular  fistula  in  ano,  and 
arteriosclerosis,  and  is  totally  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of 
manual  labor,  and  in  a  very  short  time  will  require  the  aid  and  at- 
tendance of  another  person.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  poor,  having 
only  a  small  amount  of  property  and  being  entirely  without  income 
or  means  of  support.  Inasmuch  as  he  served  nearly  90  days  and  was 
honorably  discnarged,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have 
pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  3457.  Hiram  Souders,  of  Clearfield,  Pa.,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany H,  Third  Regiment  Maryland  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted 
September  4, 1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  September  4,  1865, 
having  served  two  years.  He  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension  under 
the  ^neral  law,  but  established  one  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
and  is  now  pensioned  under  said  act  by  certificate  No.  743712  at  $12 

>er  month,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support 

y  manual  labor. 

The  claimant  is  now  66  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his  last  medical 
examination,  taken  November  2, 1904,  showed  that  he  was  so  disabled 
by  rheumatism,  piles,  paralysis  agitans,  and  left  inguinal  hernia  as 
to  be  incapacitated  for  performing  any  manual  labor.  Medical  and 
other  evidence  filed  witn  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  at 
present  totally  disabled  by  reason  of  paralysis  a^tans  in  an  ad- 
vanced stage,  all  the  muscles  of  the  body  being  involved  and  the 
muscular  tremor  severe,  and  requires  the  aid  and  assistance  of  an- 
other person.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  prop- 
erty or  means  and  is  deserving  of  relief.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favor- 
able consideration  and  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month. 

S.3477.  William  Simpson  was  a  private  in  Company  E,  Fifty- 
sixth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  October 
12,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  October  17,  1865,  having 
served  two  years.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He 
was  formerly  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law  and  no  effort  has 
been  made  to  connect  his  disabilities  with  the  military  service. 

The  claimant  is  63  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined  by 
bureau  surgeons  for  several  years,  but  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  rheumatism  with  frequent 
attacks  of  lumbago  and  sciatica,  also  heart  disease,  and  a  physician 
and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  totallv  disabled  and  wholly 
unable  to  earn  a  support  fay  manual  labor.  It  is  also  shown  that  he 
is  very  poor  and  without  property  or  income  except  his  pension.  In 
sudi  cases  your  committee  usually  grant  substantial  relief  by  dou- 
bling the  pension  and  increase  to  $24  is  therefore  warranted. 
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S.3486.  Solon  Peterson  was  a  private  in  Companies  B  and  A, 
Thirteenth  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  May  26, 
1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  26,  1865,  having  served 
over  three  years.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month.  He 
was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  for  total  mability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  He  never 
filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  his  disaoilities  not  being  traceable 
to  the  military  service. 

Claimant  is  an  old  man  of  over  82  years  of  age.  It  is  shown  by  the 
testimony  filed  with  this  committee  that  he  is  practically  blind  from 
senile  cataract  and  is  totally  disabled  for  any  Irind  of  labor  and  is 
unable  to  care  for  himself.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  poor  and 
entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  On  account  of 
soldiers  advanced  age,  poverty,  ^ood  record,  and  total  disability,  the 
committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  which  is 
the  amount  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

S.3496.  Aaron  Hemingway  was  a  private  and  corporal  in  Com- 

Sany  B,  Thirty-second  Kegiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry, 
[e  enlisted  August  21,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  12, 
1865,  having  served  nearly  three  years.  He  was  pensioned  under  the 
general  law  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge,  $8  per  month  from  June 
20,  1888,  and  $10  per  month  from  December  17,  1890,  for  headache, 
vertigo,  nervous  prostration,  and  disease  of  heart,  results  of  sun- 
stroke, admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  He  is  now  pensioned 
at  $12  per  month  under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February  6,  1907. 
Application  for  renewal  and  increase  imder  the  general  law,  filed 
March  23,  1911,  was  rejected  June  7^  1911. 

Claimant  was  last  medically  exammed  May  3, 1911,  by  a  full  board 
of  surgeons,  who  rated  him  fourteen-eighteenths  for  result  of  sun- 
stroke. Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of  hemor- 
rhoids, heart  disease,  and  arteriosclerosis.  He  is  nearly  69  years  of 
age  and  in  reduced  circumstances  and  worthy  of  reliei.  Acting  in 
his  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  the  committee  recommend  in- 
crease of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3497.  Monroe  D.  Whitman  was  a  private  in  Company  H,  Twelftii 
Regiment  Vermont  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  18, 
1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  14,  1863.  The  pension  he 
draws  is  $15  per  month  under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February 
6,  1907. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
he  is  over  72  years  old,  and  that  he  is  disabled  from  disease  of  eyes, 
indigestion,  vertigo,  and  other  infirmities  incident  to  old  age,  ana  in 
consequence  of  the  same  is  imable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his 
support.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  in  straitened  circumstances  and 
worthy  and  deservmg  of  relief.  Acting  in  his  case  as  we  have  in 
similar  cases,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 

S.  3498.  Robert  Thorn  was  a  private  in  Company  F,  Fourth  Regi- 
ment Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  from  March  9, 1866, 
to  July  19,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged.     The  pension  be 
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draws  is  $12  per  month  under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February  6, 
1907. 

It  appears,  however,  that  claimant  is  65  years  old,  and  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  disease  of 
stomach  and  bowels  and  disease  of  bladder,  and  is  practicallv  unable 
to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support.  It  also  appears  that  he  is 
in  reduced  circumstances  and  worthy  of  relief. 

Acting  in  his  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  the  committee  rec- 
ommend increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.3623.  Josiah  Wood,  of  Sauk  Center,  Minn.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Second  Regiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He 
enlisted  December  24, 18^,  and  was  honorably  discharged  November 
22, 1865,  having  served  nearly  two  years.  He  was  originally  granted 
pension  under  the  general  law  at  $4  per  month  from  September  17, 
1889,  for  dyspepsia,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  He 
subsequently  accepted  allowance  of  $12  per  month,  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  and  is  now  pensioned  at  $20  per  month  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6, 1907. 

The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of  oyer  83  years  of  age.  The  testimony 
on  file  in  his  case  shows  that  he  is  broken  down  from  rheumatism, 
heart  disease,  dvspepsia,  and  the  infirmities  incident  to  extreme  old 
age,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  any  kind  of  labor  or  to  do  any- 
tmng  by  which  he  might  earn  a  living.  It  also  appears  that  he  is 
very  poor  and  without  means  of  support  other  than  nis  pension.  His 
case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee  recom- 
mend increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.3676.  Manlius  Holbrook,  the  claimant,  was  a  good  soldier  and 
has  an  honorable  military  record.  He  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army 
November  11,  1861,  in  Company  E,  Second  Regiment  United  States 
Sharpshooters,  to  serve  three  years,  and  reenlisted  as  a  veteran  vol- 
unteer December  21,  1863.  He  was  transferred  to  Company  G, 
Fourth  Vermont  Volunteers,  in  February,  1865,  and  was  honorably 
mustered  out  July  13, 1865,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the  war.  Dur- 
ing service  he  bore  the  rank  of  private,  Corporal,  and  sergeant.  He 
was  wounded  in  right  thigh  in  the  Battle  of  Antietam,  Md.,  Sep- 
tember 17,  1862,  and  again  wounded  in  right  hip  in  battle  at  Gettys- 
burg. Pa.,  July  3,  1863. 

Soldier  was  originally  granted  pension  under  the  general  law  for 
gunshot  wounds  of  rignt  hip  and  thigh  at  $4  per  month  from  dis- 
charge, which  was  increased  to  $6  from  July  21, 1886,  and  to  $8  from 
April  1,  1891.  The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $12  per 
month  imder  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907. 

It  appears,  however,  from  the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
that  claimant  has  paresis,  affecting  brain  and  nerve  centers,  and  that 
he  is  totally  disabled  and  has  to  have  constant  care  and  attention  day 
and  night.  He  is  absolutely  incapable  of  performing  manual  laboV 
and  has  been  so  for  several  years  past. 

He  is  67  years  of  age  and  in  destitute  circumstances,  being  entirely 
dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  His  case  is  worthy  of 
favorable  consideration,  and  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  he 
should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in 
thebilL 
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S.  3677.  John  A.  McFeeters,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  was  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  K,  Sixth  Regiment  Vermont  Volmiteer  Infantry, 
and  served  irom  Feoruary  26,  1864,  to  July  14,  1865,  when  honor- 
ably discharged.  The  medical  records  show  that  he  received  wound 
of  right  shoulder  at  the  Wilderness,  May  6, 1864,  and  wound  of  neck 
in  battle  at  Charles  Town,  Va.,  August  21, 1864,  and  was  treated  for 
typhoid  fever  in  service. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  and  is  pen- 
sioned at  $24  per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  shoulder,  shell 
wound  of  neck,  and  resulting  nervous  prostration.  Claims  for  in- 
crease were  rejected  February  4,  1902,  July  26,  1906,  and  May  19, 
1911.  His  claim  under  the  general  law  for  results  of  typhoid  lever 
he  has  been  unable  to  prove.  When  claimant  was  last  medically^  ex- 
amined, March  1,  1911,  he  was  rated  $8  for  gunshot  woimd  of  right 
shoulder,  $17  for  shell  wound  of  neck,  and  $18  for  nervous  prostra- 
tion. The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  examining  surgeons^  report 
was  as  follows : 

This  claimant  is  so  disabled  from  gunshot  wound  of  right  shoulder,  sheU 
wound  of  neck,  and  resulting  nervous  prostration  as  to  be  incapacitated  for 
performing  any  manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $80  per  month. 

He  was  also  reported  to  be  disabled  by  disease  of  mouth  and 
throat,  disease  of  heart,  liver,  spleen,  and  rectum,  alleged  to  be  re- 
sults of  typhoid  fever  contracted  in  the  service.  Medical  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for 
the  performance  of  manual  labor  by  reason  of  gunshot  woimds,  nerv- 
ous prostration,  disease  of  mouth,  and  disease  of  rectum. 

He  is  63  years  of  age  and  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for 
his  support.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to 
$36  per  month  is  fully  warranted.  Some  of  his  disabilities  are 
proved  to  be,  and  all  are  probably,  the  result  of  his  military  service, 

S.  3689.  Edwin  Underbill,  of  426  Union  Street,  Portsmouth,  N.  H., 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  October  16, 1862,  as  a  coal  heaver; 
served  on  the  ships  Ossipee  and  Pensacola^  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged May  11,  1864.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  un- 
der me  service  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month. 
He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June 
27, 1890.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law  and  no  effort 
has  been  made  in  his  case  to  connect  any  disability  with  his  naval 
service. 

Claimant  is  now  an  old  man  of  over  72  years  of  age,  unable  to 
labor,  and  in  needy  circumstances.  The  following  medical  affidavit 
is  filed  with  this  committee :

To  whom  it  may  concern: 

The  aflaant  has  been  practicing  medicine  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  for  over  30 
years  and  has  been  the  family  physician  of  Mr.  Edwin  Underhlll  for  most  of  that 
time,  a  worthy  man  whom  I  have  treated  on  several  occasions  for  various  com- 
plaints, mostly  of  a  neurotic  character,  as  he  has  a  strongly  neurotic  tempera- 
ment. At  present,  at  his  advanced  age  (72  years)  he  feels  the  effect  of  these  ill- 
nesses to  such  a  degree  as  to  greatly  diminish  his  capacity  for  work,  and  to 
excite  depressing  apprehensions  for  the  future,  his  last  illness  confining  him 
to  his  bed  for  some  time,  having  a  serious  effect  on  his  heart's  action,  render- 
ing him  more  liable  to  further  attacks  and  completely  incapacitating  him  for 
any  manual  labor,  even  if  not  followed  by  still  more  serious  consequences. 
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Hl8  condition  is  one  of  failing  physical  powers,  incidental  to  age  and  hard 
worlc  and  intensified  by  a  congenital  nervous  temperament,  the  whole  placing 
him  in  a  position  always  demanding  great  care  and  attention  to  every  bodily 
fonctlon  and  making  him  peculiarly  susceptible  to  any  disease  which  would  be 
of  a  more  aggravated  character  than  with  most  people.

It  is  also  in  evidence  that  claimant  has  no  income  from  any  source 
except  his  pension.  His  application  for  relief  is  indorsed  by  several 
neignbors,  and  the  committee,  acting  in  his  case  as  we  have  in  similar 
cases,  recommend  that  his  pension  be  increased  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3706.  James  L.  Lane,  of  Bethel,  Me.,  was  a  sergeant  in  Company 
I,  Sixth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  from  JuW 
15,  1861,  to  September  1,  1862,  when  discharged  on  surgeon's  certifi- 
cate of  disability  on  account  of  phthisis  piumonalis.  The  pension 
which  he  draws  at  present  is  $20  per  month  under  the  service  act  of 
February  6, 1907.  He  formerly  drew  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  inability  to  earn  a 
support  by  manual  labor.  His  original  allowance  of  pension  was  un- 
der the  general  law  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge  and  $6  per  month 
from  September  17,  1873^  for  injury  of  back  and  left  leg  admitted 
to  have  been  of  service  origin. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  that  claimant  is  over  78 
years  old,  and  that  he  is  broken  down  by  the  infirmities  of  advanced 
age  and  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  manual  labor  or  to  earn  a  live- 
Imood.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  very  poor  and  entirely  de- 
pendent upon  his  pension  for  support.  Acting  in  his  case  as  we  have 
in  similar  cases,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  3708.  Sylvester  Abbott,  of  South  Paris,  Me.,  enlisted  February 
24,  1862,  as  a  private  in  Company  M,  Twelfth  Regiment  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  was  discharged  November  10,  1862, 
on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  on  account  of  phthisis  pul- 
monalis.  He  again  enlisted  October  5, 1863,  as  a  corporal  in  Com- 
pany C,  Thirtieth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was 
discharged  April  21,  1864,  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  on 
account  of  scrotal  hernia,  right  side.  He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension 
imder  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per 
month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $8  per  month  for  right  inguinal  hernia.  He  was  originally 
pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  right  scrotal  hernia  at  $6  per 
month,  from  date  of  discharge  to  March  3,  1877,  when  his  name  was 
dropped  from  the  pension  roll  on  the  groxmd  that  his  disability 
existed  prior  to  enlistment. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been 
examined  by  bureau  surgeons  since  March  1, 1899,  when  he  was  rated 
$10  for  right  inguinal  hernia,  $6  for  disease  of  heart,  $4  for  malarial 
poisoning,  and  $2  for  piles.    Medical  evidence,  filed  with  this  corn- 
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mittee,  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  suffering  from  chronic  intes- 
tinal indigestion,  heart  disease,  and  arteriosclerosis,  and  is  incapaci- 
tated for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  Neighbors  also  testify 
that  claimant  is  unable  to  labor,  and  that  he  has  no  property  and  uo 
n)eans  of  support  for  himself  and  invalid  wife  other  than  his  pension. 
On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support 
bj  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pen- 
sion to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3718.  William  E.  Flesher,  of  Silverton,  Oreg.,  was  a  private  and 
corporal  in  Company  G,  Tenth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  August  3,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  August 
15,  1865,  having  served  over  four  years.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and 
has  a  good  record. 

He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  filed  a 
claim  under  the  ffeneral  law,  but  estaolished  one  under  the  act  of 
June  27, 1890,  and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate 
of  $6  per  month. 

The  claimant  is  now  upward  of  66  years  of  age.  He  has  not 
been  examined  by  bureau  surgeons  for  several  years,  but  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and 
wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support  bv  manual  labor.  Dr.  A.  E.  Wright- 
man,  of  Silverton,  Oreg.,  testifies  that  soldier  is  suffering  irom 
chronic  rheumatism  and  arteriosclerosis,  which  render  him  totally 
unable  to  perform  any  kind  of  manual  labor.  Dr.  W.  S.  Mott,  of 
Salem,  Ore^.,  testifies  that  soldier  is  suffering  from  a  complication  of 
diseases  which  does  and  will  prevent  him  doing  any  manual  labor 
whatsoever  during  the  remainder  of  his  life;  that  he  is  now  pros- 
trate and  perfectr^  helpless  and  in  all  probability  will  remain  so. 
Two  neighbors  testify  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  performing 
manual  Tabor  of  any  kind  and  is  confined  to  his  bed  at  the  present 
time.  It  further  appears  that  soldier  is  poor  and  without  property, 
except  a  small  home,  and  with  no  means  of  support  other  than  his 

Eension.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long-continued  and 
onorable  service,  his  poverty  and  grievous  physical  condition,  the 
committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month. 

S.  3746.  Christopher  Miller  was  a  private  in  Company  B,  Brack- 
ett's  Battalion  Minnesota  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  enlisted  March 
31,  1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged  June  1,  1866.  He  is  in 
receipt  of  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but 
formerly  drew  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  The  testimonv  ac- 
companying the  bill  shows  that  he  is  afflicted  with  disease  of  heart 
and  kidneys,  chronic  eczema,  and  piles,  and  is  wholly  unable  to 
earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  It  also  appears  that  he  ib  very 
poor  and  without  means  of  any  kind  and  in  need  of  relief.  Acting 
m  his  case  as  we  have  in  sinular  cases,  the  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3792.  William  A.  Pierce  was  a  private  in  Troop  F,  Sixth  Regi- 
ment United  States  Cavalry.    He  served  three  years  in  the  Civil 
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War,  from  July  4,  1861,  to  July  4,  1864,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged. He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  never 
filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $12  per  month 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  ina- 
bility to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

This  claimant  is  nearly  72  years  of  age,  unable  to  labor,  and  very 
poor.  The  report  of  his  last  examination,  taken  October  24,  1906, 
showed  that  he  suffered  from  varicose  veins  of  both  legs,  varicocele, 
catarrh,  disease  of  stomach  and  rectum,  rheumatism,  heart  disease, 
right  inguinal  hernia,  and  senile  debility,  and  was  wholly  unable 
to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  Medical  and  other  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  totally  dis- 
abled for  performing  manual  labor  by  reason  of  hemorrhoids,  vari- 
cose veins  of  both  legs,  rheumatism,  constipation,  vertigo,  and  old 
age.  It  also  appears  that  claimant  is  destitute  of  property  and 
without  source  of  income  other  than  his  pension.  On  account  of 
soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own 
manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 

S.  3793.  Levi  J.  Silverthom  served  over  three  years  as  a  member 
of  Company  F,  First  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Cavalry.  The  official 
records  show  that  he  enlisted  October  21,  1861,  and  that  he  was 
honorabljr  discharged  October  31,  1864.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt 
of  a  pension  6f  $12  per  month  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 
1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $10  per  month  under  the  gen- 
eral law  for  disease  of  respiratory  organs  admitted  to  have  been  of 
service  origin.  Claim  for  increase  under  the  general  law,  filed  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1906,  was  rejected  May  11,  1906. 

When  claimant  was  last  examined,  April  18, 1906,  he  was  rated  $14 
for  disease  of  respiratory  organs  and  $i  for  general  debility.  Medi- 
cal evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  has  spas- 
modic asthma  and  bronchitis,  emphysema,  myocardial  degeneration, 
arteriosclerosis,  and  chronic  changes  in  the  kidneys,  and  is  incapaci- 
tated for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  He  is  over  68  years  of 
age  and  in  needy  circumstances,  having  but  little  means  for  his  sup- 
port aside  from  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  advanced  age, 
f)overty,  good  record,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
abor,  uie  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per 
month. 

S.  3822.  Allison  dinger  was  a  private  in  Company  B,  Forty-fifth 
B^iment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  August  12, 
1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  December  24,  1864.  He  is  at 
present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  month  for  disease  of  digestive  organs  and  rectum  and 
varicose  veins  of  both  legs.  He  also  filed  a  claim  for  pension  imder 
the  general  law,  alleging  service  origin  of  malarial  fever  followed  by 
disease  of  back  and  legs  and  rheumatism  and  chronic  diarrhea,  but 
this  claim  he  has  been  unable  to  prove  and  has  long  since  abandoned. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  of  a  physician  and  neighbors 
filed  with  this  committee,  that  claimant  is  generally  broken  down 
from  disease  and  old  age,  and  is  wholly  unahle  to  perform  manual 
labor  of  any  Irind.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  68  years  of  age  and 
very  poor,  having  no  property  except  a  small  home,  and  being  with- 
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out  income  or  means  of  support  except  his  pension.  On  accoimt  of 
soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  mability  to  earn  a  support  by 
his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pen- 
sion to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3836.  Theresia  Meyer,  of  33  Pearl  Street,  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  is 
the  widow  of  Christian  F.  Meyer,  late  private  in  Company  F,  Second 
Regiment  United  States  Sharpshooters,  who  enlisted  October  22, 
1861,  and  was  killed  in  battle  oefore  Petersburg,  Va.,  February  6, 
1865. 

She  was  married  to  soldier  November  2,  1869,  and  at  his  death 
was  left  with  two  minor  children  to  support.  The  pension  which  she 
draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  general  law.  It  appears, 
however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that  claimant  is  80 
years  of  age  and  in  such  feeble  health  that  she  needs  constant  atten- 
tion. Testimony  of  a  physician  and  neighbors  shows  that  she  is 
afflicted  with  heart  disease,  dyspepsia,  and  debility  and  is  in  a  broken- 
down  condition  generally. 

She  is  entirely  dependent  upon  her  small  pension  for  support,  hav- 
ing no  property  or  other  source  of  income.  In  view  of  claimant's 
advanced  age,  poverty,  and  helplessness  and  in  consideration  of  the 
fact  that  she  is  a  war  widow,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  her 
pension  should  be  increased  to  $20  per  month. 

S.3504.  Amos  L.  Burdick,  the  claimant,  enlisted  April  17,  1861, 
as  a  private  in  Company  I,  First  Rhode  Island  Militia  Infantry,  to 
serve  three  months  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  August  2,  1861. 
He  again  enlisted  May  26,  1862,  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  B,  Ninth 
Rhode  Island  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
September  2,  1862.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under 
the  service  act  of  Februarv  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month. 
He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  Jime 
27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  His 
application  under  the  general  law,  based  on  chronic  diarrhea,  was 
rejected  in  December,  1904,  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of 
disability  from  cause  alleged  was  not  shown  from  date  of  filing  claim. 

The  claimant  is  86  years  of  a^e,  unable  to  labor,  and  very  poor. 
He  is  afflicted  with  rheumatism,  is  partialljr  blind  and  deaf,  and  is 
generally  broken  down  from  old  age  and  its  attendant  innrmities 
and  is  not  only  totally  disabled  for  manual  labor,  but  is  more  or  less 
a  constant  care  to  other  persons.  It  is  also  evidence  that  he  is  de- 
pendent upon  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  wife,  having 
no  other  source  of  income.  On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty, 
and  total  disability,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $30  per  month. 

S.  3922.  John  G.  Ward,  of  Marine  Mills,  Minn.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Second  Regiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
served  from  March  9,  1865,  to  July  11,  1865,  when  honorably  dis- 
charged. He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service 
act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  never  filed 
a  claim  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $8  per  month 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  the 
report  of  his  last  medical  examini»tion,  taken  February  4,  1903,  that 
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he  was  afflicted  with  disease  of  respiratory  organs,  left  femoral  her- 
nia, and  general  debility,  and  was  practically  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor.  JVfedical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that 
claimant  is  feeble  and  broken  down,  suffering  from  lung  disease, 
rupture,  chronic  arthritis  of  knee,  and  other  infirmities  incident  to 
old  age,  and  is  totally  disabled  for  manual  labor.  Two  neighbors 
testify  that  claimant  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor,  and  that 
he  has  no  property  except  a  small  house  worth  about- $100,  and  no 
other  means  of  support  than  his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's 
age,  poverty,  and  mability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor,  the 
committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month ;  his  serv- 
ice was  comparatively  short,  and  no  greater  increase  is  warranted. 

S.  3933.  James  Gosnel  was  a  private  in  Company  E,  Second  Regi- 
ment North  Carolina  Volunteer  Moimted  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
September  1,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  August  16,  1865. 
He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  filed  a  claim  under  the 
general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $10  per  month  under  the  act  of  June 
27, 1890.  The  claimant  is  now  upward  of  67  years  of  age.  It  appears 
from  the  report  of  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  June  6,  1906, 
that  he  suffered  from  rheumatism,  heart  trouble,  piles,  impaired  sight, 
and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  was  practically  imable  to  perform 
manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the 
effect  that  claimant  is  totaly  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor 
by  reason  of  rheumatism,  piles,  disease  of  bladder  and  kidneys,  and 
partial  blindness.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  financially  poor  and 
without  means  for  his  support.  On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty, 
and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3934.  Ephraim  Hensley,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
£,  Second  North  Carolina  Volunteer  Mounted  Infantrv.  He  en- 
listed September  1,  1863,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mus- 
tered out  August  16,  1865.  He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  was 
formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $10  per  month. 
He  applied  under  the  general  law,  alle^ng  incurrence  of  gunshot 
wound  of  right  hip  in  the  service,  but  his  application  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  he  was  wounded  when  absent  from  his  command 
and  not  in  line  of  duty. 

Claimant  is  about  70  years  of  age.  His  last  medical  examination, 
taken  May  22,  1906,  showed  that  he  suffered  from  gunshot  woimd  or 
back,  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  liver,  and  senile  debility,  and 
the  examining  surgeon  reported  in  direct  terms  that  claimant  was 
incapacitated  for  tne  performance  of  manual  labor.  Medical  evi- 
dence filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  suffer- 
ing from  gunshot  wound  of  right  hip,  rheumatism,  heart  disease, 
bladder  trouble,  impaired  sight,  and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is 
totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor.  It  also  appears  that 
he  is  financially  poor  and  without  means  for  his  support.  On  account 
of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  hj  his  own 
manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  oi  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 
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S.  3957.  Maria  Hinchcliff,  of  Hamilton,  Mont.,  is  the  former 
widow  of  Christian  Miller,  who  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a 
private  in  Company  H,  One  hundred  and  fifty-third  Pennsylvania 
Volunteer  Infantry.  Soldier  enlisted  September  16,  1862,  and  was 
honorablv  discharged  and  mustered  out  July  24,  1863.  The  medical 
records  show  him'  treated  during  service  from  April  26  to  May,  1868, 
and  June  12,  1863,  diagnosis  not  stated;  June  15,  1863,  convalescent^ 
and  June  26  to  Juljr  9,  1863,  intermittent  fever.  He  died  November 
14, 1870,  leaving  claimant  as  his  widow,  with  five  minor  children  sur- 
viving. It  is  afleged  that  the  cause  of  his  death  wis  dysentery,  con- 
tracted in  the  Army,  but  the  widow  can  not  furnish  the  necessary 
evidence  to  this  effect,  for  which  reason  her  application  imder  the 
general  law  was  denied  at  the  Pension  Bureau. 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  Jime  26,  1861,  and  was  at 
home  taking  care  of  his  children  while  he  was  at  the  front.  Since 
his  death  she  has  twice  remarried,  her  last  husband,  Samuel  Hinch- 
cliff,  dying  January  21,  1896.  She  is  again  a  widow,  in  poor  health 
and  needj  circumstances.  She  is  68  years  of  age,  and  without  means 
of  any  kind  for  her  support.  She  was  the  wire  of  the  soldier  while 
he  was  in  the  Army,  and  her  case  therefore  comes  within  the  rule  of 
the  committee  in  respect  to  pensioning  remarried  widows.  Twelve 
dollars  per  month  is  the  amount  allowed  in  such  cases. 

S.  4117.  Thomas  Kehoe,  the  beneficiary  in  this  case,  was  a  good 
soldier  who  served  for  more  than  two  years  during  the  Civil  War. 
Soldier  enlisted  June  12,  1863,  as  private  in  Company  A,  Fortieth 
Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Mounted  Infantry,  and  was  dis- 
charged December  30,  1864.  He  again  enlisted  March  8,  1865,  as 
private  in  Company  I,  Fifty-fifth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer 
Mounted  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  September  19,  1865,  by  rea- 
son of  the  termination  of  hostilities.  The  service  rendered  was  dur- 
ing the  most  active  period  of  the  war,  and  the  organizations  of  which 
this  soldier  was  a  member  were  constantly  in  the  field  engaged  in  the 
most  hazardous  and  arduous  military  operations  of  the  war.  These 
regiments  of  moimted  infantry  were  equipped  for  both  cavalry  and 
infantry  service,  and  their  services  to  a  large  extent  were  against 
the  marauding  bands  of  guerillas  that  infested  the  mountainous  re- 
gions of  Kentucky  and  Virginia.  They  had  no  permanent  camps 
and  were  frequentlv  called  up  to  <5uppress  raids  at  distant  points, 
requiring  rides  of  from  50  to  75  miles  without  rest,  and  being  con- 
stantly exposed  to  the  dangers  of  ambuscades  and  other  guerilla 
warfare  tactics. 

From  evidence  on  file  with  your  committee  it  appears  that  a  short 
time  before  his  discharge  the  soldier,  with  his  company,  was  en- 
camped at  St.  Louis,  and  while  there  contracted  malarial  poisoning, 
from  which  he  has  been  a  sufferer  ever  since  and  because  of  which 
he  is  now  badly  disabled.  Soldier  never  applied  for  pension  under 
the  general  law,  but  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  for 
malarial  poisoning  ana  piles,  which  pension  was  granted  him  irom 
October  6,  1890.  Further  evidence  nled  with  your  committee  is  to 
the  effect  that  after  his  discharge  soldier  engaged  in  the  monument 
business,  but  owing  to  ill  health  he  was  not  able  to  give  it  the  atten- 
tion required,  and  as  a  consequence  he  was  able  to  accumulate  but 
little  property.

About  12  years  ago  his  wife  became  an  invalid,  and  her  malady 
later  developed  into  cancer,  which  caused  her  death.  In  his  constant 
and  vigilant  efforts  during  a  period  of  more  than  10  years  to  main- 
tain her  life  he  exhausted  all  his  property  and  himself  became  a 
physical  wreck.  The  wife  died  in  1909  of  this  ailment.  The  con- 
stant care,  worry,  and  anxiety  of  these  years  brought  to  him  a  yet 
deeper  affliction  than  his  own  nervous  and  physical  breakdown.  His 
daughter,  then  a  voung  lady,  and  the  only  child,  to  whom  he  was 
devoted,  and  who  had  shared  with  him  the  onerous  burden  of  attend- 
ing upon  her  sick  mother,  became  incurably  demented,  and  the 
balance  of  her  life  must  be  spent  within  the  walls  of  a  hospital  for 
the  insane.  Her  care  and  confinement  require  an  expenditure  of 
about  $80  per  month,  and  his  efforts  to  maintain  himseli  and  to  raise 
this  sum  are  a  heavy  drain  upon  his  enfeebled  constitution.  He  has 
only  been  enabled  to  meet  this  requirement  through  charitable  dona- 
tions from  friends  of  the  soldier,  but  who  are  unable  to  continue 
them  longer. 

It  is  further  shown  that  the  soldier  has  no  means  of  any  kind, 
that  he  lives  alone  in  a  small  attic  over  his  shop,  and  that  his  physical 
condition  precludes  the  possibility  of  his  earning  his  living  by  his 
labor  and  that  he  has  no  income  but  his  small  pension  and  the  small 
profits  of  an  occasional  order  for  a  monument. 

From  the  evidence  on  file  in  the  pension  office  and  submitted  to 
your  committee  it  is  believed  that  the  disabilities  of  the  soldier  are 
due,  to  a  large  extent  at  least,  to  his  services. 

Obligations  of  the  kind  mentioned  above,  resting  upon  husband  or 
father,  have  always  been  considered  by  the  committee  as  an  element 
in  fixing  rates  in  private  pension  legislation. 

In  view  of  the  long  and  honorable  service  of  the  pensioner,  his 
present  deplorable  physical  and  financial  condition,  and  the  further 
fact  of  the  expense  incumt>ent  upon  him  to  pay  for  the  care  of  his 
child,  your  committee  feel  that  they  are  justified  in  this  case  in 
recommending  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $50  per  month,  as  pro- 
posed in  the  bill. 

S-4154.  Robert  G.  Sleater,  of  44  State  Street,  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  corporal,  sergeant,  and  first 
sergeant  in  Company  H,  Sixth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  enlisted  July  17,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  17, 
1865.  He  is  a  pensioner  at  $15  per  month  under  the  service  act  ot 
February  6,  1907.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $10  per  month 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  His  original  allowance  was  under 
the  general  law  for  disease  of  lungs  of  service  origin  at  $6  per  month 
from  November  2, 1898,  date  of  filing  application. 

Claimant  is  now  upward  of  71  years  of  age.  When  last  examined, 
August  2, 1905,  he  was  rated  at  $12  for  disease  of  lungs,  $12  for  dis- 
ease of  heart,  $8  for  enlarged  prostate,  and  $15  for  general  debility, 
and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  in  direct  terms  that  he  was 
unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed 
with  this  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  broken  down  by  old  age 
and  bodily  infirmities,  and  is  no  longer  able  to  labor  for  his  support. 
It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  without  property  or  source  of 
income  other  than  his  pension.  In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age, 
his  honorable  service  ot  four  years,  his  poverty  and  inability  to  earn 
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a  support  by  manual  labor,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should 
have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.4156.  William  A.  Clovis  was  a  private  in  Company  L,  Ninth 
Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Cavalry.     He  enlisted  November  20, 

1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged  November  11,  1864,  having 
served  three  years.    The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $15 

Ser  month  under  the  service  act  of  Februarv  6,  1907.  He  formerly 
rew  $12  per  month  imder  the  general  law  for  chronic  diarrhea  and 
resulting  disease  of  rectum  and  disease  of  lungs  admitted  to  have 
been  of  service  origin. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  that  the  claimant  is  72 
years  old,  and  that  he  is  totally  disabled  from  disease  and  the  infirmi- 
ties of  age,  and  is  incapable  of  doing  any  kind  of  work  by  which  he 
might  earn  a  support.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  without 
property  or  source  of  income  except  his  pension.  On  account  of 
soldier's  ace,  poverty,  good  record,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24 
per  month. 

S.4188.  William  H.  Steel  served  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  First 
Regiment  Delaware  Volunteer  Cavalry.    He  enlisted  September  20, 

1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  July  20,  1865,  by  reason  of  the 
close  of  the  war.  He  was  taken  prisoner  June  14,  1864,  and  confined 
at  Richmond,  Andersonville,  and  other  prisons  for  over  eight  months, 
being  paroled  February  24, 1865. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law,  and  is  pensioned  at  $14  per  month  for  disease  of  throat  and 
chest,  results  of  typhoid  fever  and  prison  life.  He  was  first  pensioned 
at  $8  per  month  from  April  5,  1889 ;  increased  to  $12  from  June  15, 
1904,  and  to  $14  from  May  17, 1911. 

When  claimant  was  last  examined  May  17,  1911,  by  a  board  of 
bureau  surgeons  he  was  rated  $12  for  disease  of  throat  and  chest  and 
$5  for  general  debility.  The  examining  surgeons  reported  in  part  as 
follows : 

The  man  Is  not  well  nourished,  skin  is  sallow,  muscles  soft  and  flabby,  walks 
with  a  cane,  and  is  feeble  in  his  movements. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  is  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
catarrh  of  throat  and  lungs,  chronic  indigestion,  and  diseased  heart, 
no  doubt  brought  about  by  hardships  of  southern  prison  life. 

Claimant  is  66  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  having  no  property  and 
no  other  source  of  income  than  his  pension.  On  account  of  his  age, 
poverty,  good  record,  and  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor,  disabilities  due  to  causes  of  service  origin,  the  committee 
recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  4225.  Enoch  Adkins  was  a  private  in  Company  H,  Fiftieth 
Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  from  March 
11,  1865,  to  July  28,  1865,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  is  in 
receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the 
rate  of  $15  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  granted  him  on  account  of  total  ina- 
bility to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 
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Claimant  is  an  old  man  of  74  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his  last 
niedical  examination,  taken  February  10,  1908,  showed  that  he  waa 
disabled  by  heart  disease,  chronic  bronchial  asthma,  disease  of  pros- 
tate gland,  and  general  and  senile  debility,  and  was  wholly  unable 
to  j)erform  manual  labor.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  commit- 
tee is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  at  present  totally  disabled  for  the 
performance  of  manual  labor,  by  reason  of  disease  of  lungs  and  kid- 
neys, rheumatism,  and  enlarged  prostate  gland,  and  other  infirmities 
of  age.  It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  destitute  oi  property  and  has  no 
means  of  support  other  than  his  pension.  An  increase  in  soldier's 
pension  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended  on  the  ground  of  his  pres- 
ent condition ;  it  is  not  due  to  his  service,  which  was  comparatively 
short,  and  no  greater  increase  is  warranted. 

S.  4261.  William  H.  Lavfield  was  a  private  in  Company  C,  Forty- 
second  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
July  14, 1864,  and  was  honorably  discharged  November  11, 1864.  He 
is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  imder  the  service  act  oi  February 
6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  never  applied  for  pension 
imder  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew  $10  per  month  under  the 
act  of  Jime  27,  1890.  Claimant  is  now  68  years  of  age.  When  last 
medically  examined,  November  22,  1905,  he  was  reported  to  be  dis- 
abled by  disease  of  heart  and  stomach,  double  inj^inal  hernia,  and 
senile  debility,  and  to  be  practically  imable  to  perform  manual  labor. 
Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claim- 
ant is  at  present  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor 
hj  reason  of  disease  of  heart,  right  inguinal  hernia,  and  general  de- 
bility. It  is  also  shown  that  he  is  in  destitute  circumstances,  being 
entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  support.  An  increase  in 
soldiers  pension  to  $20  per  month  is  recommended  on  the  ground  of 
his  present  condition;  it  is  not  due  to  his  service,  which  was  com- 
paratively short,  and  no  greater  increase  is  warranted. 

S.4292.  Williani  E.  Clarke  enlisted  August  12,  1862,  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Eiriith  Kentucky  Volimteer  Cavalry,  and  was  hon- 
orably discharged  September  28,  1863.  He  reenlisted  October  20, 
1863,  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Fifty-second  Kentucky  Volunteer 
Mounted  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged  January  17,  1865. 
He  again  enlisted  Februarjr  27,  1865,  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  D, 
Seventeenth  Kentucky  Volunteer  Cavah^,  and  was  honoraoly  dis- 
charged September  20,  1865.  He  was  originally  pensioned  imder  the 
general  law  at  $4  per  month  from  December  7, 1881,  and  $8  per  month 
from  November  27,  1889,  for  pistol-shot  woimd  of  left  wnst.  He  is 
now  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for 
total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor.  The  claimant  is 
68  years  of  ace.  It  appears  from  evidence  filed  in  his  case,  including 
the  reports  oi  bureau  examining  surgeons,  that  he  suffers  from  pistol- 
shot  wound  of  left  wrist,  rheumatism,  disease  of  digestive  organs^ 
disease  of  lungs,  disease  ox  rectum,  and  diabetes,  and  is  wholly  unable 
to  perform  any  kind  of  labor  or  to  do  anvthing  toward  earning  a 
support.  It  also  appears  from  the  papers  filed  in  the  bureau  that  he 
is  in  destitute  circumstances,  being  entirely  dependent  upon  his  small 
pension  for  support.     On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  good 
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record,  and  total  disability,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  4343.  William  Hodge^  of  Novinger,  Mo.,  served  in  the  Civil  War 
in  Company  K,  Seventy-ninth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  eood  record,  having  enlisted  Augiist 
6,  1862,  and  being  honorably  discharged  Jime  12,  1865.  During 
service  he  bore  the  rank  of  private,  corporal,  and  first  sergeant. 
The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $20  per  month  under  the 
service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He  formerly  drew  $14  per  month 
under  the  general  law  for  disease  of  respiratory  organs,  admitted  to 
have  been  of  service  origin. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
this  claimant  is  83  years  old,  almost  totally  blind,  and  otherwise 
afflicted,  so  that  he  is  entirely  disabled  for  any  kind  of  labor  and  re- 
quires the  constant  care  of  an  attendant.  It  also  appears  that  he  is 
very  poor  and  needy  and  wholly  dependent  upon  nis  pension  for 
support.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favoraole  consideration,  and  the  com- 
mittee recommend  that  his  pension  be  increased  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  4344.  Julius  Cohn,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company  B, 
Sixty-ninth  Eegiment  Ifew  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  The  official 
Records  show  that  he  enlisted  October  1^  1864,  and  that  he  was  hon- 
orably discharged  June  30, 1865.  He  is  m  receipt  of  a  pension  of  $12 
per  month,  granted  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  on  account  of 
total  inability  to  earn  a  support  bv  manual  labor.  His  claim  under 
the  general  law  was  rejectea  for  tlbe  reason  that  he  did  not  furnish 
the  necessary  evidence  to  show  that  his  disabilities  were  incurred  in 
the  military  service. 

The  claimant  is  now  67  years  of  age.  It  appears  from  his  last 
medical  examination,  taken  August  8,  1906,  that  he  was  disabled  by 
rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  rectum,  diarrhea,  indigestion, 
double  inguinal  hernia,  and  general  debility,  and  the  examining 
surgeons  reported  him  as  incapacitated  in  a  degree  equivalent  to  the 
loss  of  a  hand  or  foot  for  the  purposes  of  manual  labor,  a  degree  of 
disability  ratable  under  the  general  law  at  $24  per  month.  Medical 
and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claim- 
ant is  totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  by  reason  of 
blindness  of  right  eye,  impaired  sight  of  left  eye,  and  rupture.  It 
also  appears  that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  means  of  support  ex- 
cept his  pension.  On  account  of  soldier's  age,  poverty,  And  inability 
to  earn  a  support  by  manual  labor,  the  committee  recommend  in- 
crease of  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  4426.  Isaac  Cutright,  of  Queens,  W.  Va.,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany B,  Fifteenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
enlisted  August  15,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  Jiine  14. 
1865,  having  served  nearly  three  vears.  He  i^  at  present  in  receipt  or 
a  pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  the  rate  of  $15 
per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor. 

The  claimant  is  now  nearly  75  years  of  age.  The  report  of  his 
last  examination  by  bureau  surgeons,  taken  October  5,  1904,  showed 
that  he  was  disabled  by  rheumatism,  disease  of  stomach  and  left 
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testicle,  loss  of  right  middle  finger,  disease  of  kidneys,  and  general 
debility,  and  was  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his 
support.  Medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  at  present  entirely  helpless  from  cancer  of  face  and 
is  ccmfined  to  his  house,  requiring  the  constant  aid  of  another  person. 
It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  poor  and  with  practically  no  means 
of  support  for  himself  and  aged  wife  other  than  the  pension  he  is  now 
receiving.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the 
committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.  4429.  Lewis  H.  Ewart  enlisted  August  22^  1862,  as  a  corporal  in 
Company  E,  Thirteenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  In- 
fantry. He  served  nearly  three  years,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
at  the  close  of  the  war,  June  7,  1865. '  He  is  at  present  m  receipt  of 
a  pension  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate 
of  $15  per  month.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general 
law  at  $8  per  month  for  nasopharyngeal  catarrh  and  resulting  slight 
deafness  of  both  ears,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.     Ap- 

()lication  for  renewal  and  increase  under  the  general  law  filed  Octo- 
>er  7,  1910,  was  adjudicated  in  December,  1910,  at  $12  per  month, 
but  no  certificate  was  issued  for  the  reason  that  claimant  was  then 
receiving  an  equal  rate  under  the  service  act  of  February  6,  1907. 

This  claimant  is*an  old  man  of  over  72  years  of  age.  Evidence 
filed  in  his  case  shows  that  he  is  partially  blind  and  deaf,  that  he  is 
otherwise  completely  broken  down  from  old  age  and  its  attendant 
infirmities,  and  that  he  can  no  longer  perform  any  kind  of  labor 
or  do  anything  toward  earning  his  support. 

It  also  appears  that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  means  of  an^ 
kind  except  the  pension  he  is  receiving,  namely,  $15  per  month. 
In  view  or  the  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long-continued  and  honor- 
able service,  his  total  disability,  and  extreme  poverty,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

S.4469.  John  W.  Whipple,  of  Miles  City,  Mont.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  F,  Thirty-first  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry. 
He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  good  record.  He  enlisted  August  9, 
1862,  and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  dis- 
charged June  20,  1865.  The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is 
$15  per  month,  under  the  service  act  of  February  6, 1907.  He  never 
filed  a  daim  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  formerly  drew 
$12  per  month  imder  the  act  of  June  27, 1890.  It  appears  from  evi- 
dence filed  with  the  committee  that  the  claimant  is  over  73  years  old. 
and  that  he  is  in  poor  health,  and  broken  down  from  stomach  trouble, 
rheumatism,  and  other  infirmities  of  age^  and  is  unable  to  perforin 
manual  labor  or  do  anjrthing  toward  earmng  a  support. 

A  physician  and  two  neighbors  testify  as  to  claimant's  total  inca- 
pacity for  labor,  and  it  is  also  shown  that  he  is  a  poor  man  and  with- 
out property  or  means  of  support  other  than  his  small  pension.  Ou 
account  of  claimant's  advanced  age,  poverty,  good  record,  and  total 
disability,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  he  should  have  increase  of 
pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  4530.  Harriet  B.  Nichols  is  the  widow  of  Henry  C.  Nichols,  who 
enlisted  May  2,  1861,  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  First  Vermont  Volunteer  Infantry,  to  serve  three 
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months  and  was  honorably  discharged  August  15,  1861.  RetumiM 
home  he  reenlisted  November  23,  1861,  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  F, 
Eighth  Vermont  Volmiteer  Infantry,  to  serve  three  years.    He  was 

Promoted  first  lieutenant,  Company  E,  Seventy-third  United  States 
lolored  Troops,  October  8, 1863,  and  captain  March  5, 1864,  and  was 
honorably  mustered  out  October  14, 1865,  after  four  years  oi  continu- 
ous service.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  has  a  first-class  record,  and 
he  was  awarded  a  medal  of  honor  for  gallantry  at  Fort  Blakely, 
Ala.,  in  April,  1865.  He  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $10 
per  month  from  October  1^  1884,  and  $20  per  month  from  March  14, 
1888,  for  malarial  poisoning  contracted  during  his  service  in  the 
Army.    He  died  February  10,  1904,  of  disease  of  heart  and  lungs. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  December  25,  1855,  several  years 
before  the  war.  The  pension  which  she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per 
month.  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent  widow's  pension  of  $8  per 
month  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890.  Her  application  for  a  pension 
under  the  general  law  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  her  husband's 
death  was  shown  to  have  been  due  to  the  military  service. 

Mrs.  Nichols  is  now  75  years  of  age,  in  poor  health,  and  in  very 
needy  circumstances.  Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that 
the  condition  of  her  health  is  such  that  she  needs  the  attendance  of 
another  person  nearly  all  of  the  time.  It  is  also  shown  that  she  has 
no  means  of  support  other  than  the  pension  she  is  receiving,  namely, 
$12  per  month.  The  little  home  she  has,  which  might  possibly  sell 
for  $500,  is  mortgaged  to  its  full  value  and  she  has  no  source  of  in- 
come except  her  pension. 

In  view  of  the  long-continued  and  distinguished  services  of  the 
soldier  (being  promoted  from  private  to  the  rank  of  captain)  and  the 
claimant's  extreme  destitution,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that 
she  is  a  war  widow,  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  her  pension 
should  be  increased  to  the  general-law  rate  of  $20  per  month,  as  pro- 
posed in  the  bill. 

S.  4592.  Mattie  H.  Miner  is  the  widow  of.  Henry  C.  Miner,  who 
was  mustered  in  April  23,  1861,  as  second  lieutenant  with  company 
C,  Fifteenth  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  honorably  discharged 
August  28,  1861.  He  was  again  mustered  in  September  8,  1861,  as 
first  lieutenant  with  Company  M,  Third  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry; 

Sromoted  captain  February  16,  1863,  and  honorablv  mustered  o\it 
lovember  22,  1864.  Soldier  died  April  11,  1906,  of  feright's  disease 
of  kidneys.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  pensioned  under  the 
act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  December  24,  1875.  The  pension 
which  she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  April 
19,  1908.  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent  widow's  pension  of  $8 
per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.    Her  application  for  a 

Eension  under  the  general  law  was  rejected  for  the  reason  that  her 
usband's  death  was  not  shown  to  have  been  due  to  the  military 
service. 

Claimant  is  now  61  years  of  ace.  The  evidence  on  file  is  to  the 
effect  that  she  is  in  poor  health,  oeing  afflicted  with  chronic  rheu- 
matism, so  that  she  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  for  herself  and  two 
daughters,  both  of  whom  are  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  require 
almost  constant  care  and  watching.    That  she  is  poor  is  evidenced 
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hy  the  allowance  to  her  of  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 
I^e  has  little  means  and  is  practically  dependent  upon  her  small 
pension  for  support.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  the  committee 
are  of  opinion  that  claimant's  pension  should  be  increased  to  $20 
per  month,  which  is  the  amount  she  would  receive  had  she  been  able 
to  prove  her  husband's  death  resulted  from  disabilities  contracted 
in  the  military  service. 

S.  4608.  Margaret  W.  Ide  is  the  widow  of  Horace  K.  Ide,  who  en- 
listed September  14, 1861,  early  in  the  war,  as  a  corporal  in  Company 
F,  First  Vermont  Cavalry^  and  was  transferred  m  January,  1862, 
to  Company  D,  same  regmient.  He  was  subsequently  appointed 
sergeant  and  orderly  sergeant  of  his  company,  and  in  November, 
1864,  was  commissioned  to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.  He  was  pro- 
moted captain  May  9,  1865,  and  was  mustered  out  June  21,  1865. 
after  nearly  four  years  of  honorable  service.  He  was  a  prisoner  oi 
war  at  Richmond,  Va.,  for  two  months  in  the  summer  of  1862,  and 
was  severely  wounded  in  action  at  Buckland  Mills,  Va.,  October  19, 
1863,  and  again  wounded  at  Winchester,  Va.,  September  19,  1864. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  at  the  time  of  his  death  for  gunshot  wounds 
of  chest  and  genital  organs  and  disease  of  respiratory  organs  at  the 
rate  of  $24  per  month.  He  died  of  disease  resulting  from  pensioned 
causes  March  31,  1897. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  December  30,  1867.  The  pension 
which  she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  general  law, 
that  being  the  highest  rate  allowable  for  the  rank  held  oy  her  hus- 
band at  the  time  the  disability  from  which  he  died  was  incurred.  It 
appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  that  the  claimant  is  65  years 
of  age,  and  that  she  is  practically  helpless  from  a  broken  hip  sus- 
tained last  fall,  and  by  reason  of  which  she  was  confined  to  her  bed 
for  10  weeks.  She  is  without  means  of  support  other  than  the  pen- 
sion she  is  now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month.  Her  former  nus- 
band  was  Charles  P.  Cnamberlin,  who  served  in  the  Civil  War  in 
Company  C,  Second  Massachusetts  Cavalry,  and  who  died  in  general 
hospital  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  of  sickness  contracted  in  prison  at  Rich- 
mond, Va.  In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  proper  to  give  her  increase  of 
pension  to  $20  per  month,  which  is  the  rate  to  which  she  would  be 
entitled  had  her  husband,  Horace  K.  Ide,  reached  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain when  his  disability  was  incurred. 

S.  4610.  George  W.  Harlow  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K, 
Seventeenth  Regiment  Vermont  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted 
September  17,  1864,  and  was  discharged  June  28,  1865,  on  surgeon's 
certificate  of  disability  because  of  gunshot  wound  through  neck 
received  in  battle.before  Petersburg,  Va.,  April  2, 1865.  He  filed  and 
established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  for  gunshot  wound  of 
neck  and  varicocele  of  left  side  and  is  pensioned  at  $17  per  month. 
He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  from  discharge;  increased 
to  $8  from  September  4,  1873;  to  $12  from  September  5,  1890;  to 
$14  from  March  11, 1891 ;  and  to  $17  from  January  4,  1899.  Claims 
for  further  increases  were  rejected  November  10,  1903,  and  January 
14, 1907.  His  last  claim  for  increase  was  rejected  September  4, 1907, 
on  the  ground  that  his  condition  was  due  in  part  to  other  than  pen- 
sioned causes. 
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Claimant  was  last  medically  examined  July  28,  1907,  by  a  bureau 
surgeon,  who  reported  that  he  (claimant)  was  totally  incapacitated 
for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  necfc  and  resulting 
neural^a  of  neck  and  head  and  entitled  to  $30  per  month.  The 
examining  surgeon  also  rated  claimant  $10  for  total  deafness  of  right 
ear,  $6  for  double  varicocele,  $10  for  right  inguinal  hernia,  and  $24 
for  disease  of  heart.  .Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is  to 
the  effect  that  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  performing  manual 
labor  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  neck  and  results  and  varicocele 
of  left  side.  He  is  73  years  of  age  and  poor.  The  evidence  of  the 
surgeons  seems  unanimous  in  respect  to  claimant's  right  to  increase 
of  pension,  in  view  of  which  the  committee  recommend  allowance 
of  $30  per  month. 

S.  4650.  William  H.  Hall  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  assistant  sur- 
geon Thirty-sixth  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  entered  the 
Union  Ai'my  December  21,  1861,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out 
with  his  regiment  July  15,  1863.  The  pension  which  he  draws  at 
present  is  $24  per  month,  under  the  general  law,  for  disabilities 
contracted  in  the  military  service,  namely,  piles  and  resulting  disease 
of  rectum,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  malarial  poisoning  with  resulting 
neuralgia. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau, 
that  Claimant  is  also  blind  from  senile  cataracts ;  that  he  is  afflicted 
with  varicose  veins  of  both  legs  and  disease  of  heart  and  kidnej^s, 
and  is  in  a  most  deplorable  condition  generally,  requiring  the  aid 
and  attendance  of  another  person.  It  further  appears  that  he  is 
past  73  years  of  age  and  in  need  of  the  relief  which  an  increase  in  his 
pension  would  give  him.  In  view  of  the  soldier's  advanced  age,  hiis 
honorable  record  in  the  war,  his  helpless  condition,  and  necessitous 
circumstances,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  increase  of  his 
pension  to  $50  per  month,  as  proposed  in  the  bill,  is  just  and  proper. 

S.  4657.  Nancy  A.  Searls  is  the  widow  of  William  T.  Searls,  who 
enlisted  August  22, 1861,  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Seventh  Michi- 
gan Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  for  physical  disabilitjr 
November  22,  1862.  He  again  enlisted  February  24,  1863,  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Battery  A,  First  Michigan  Volunteer  Light  Artillery,  and 
served  until  the  close  of  the  war,  being  honorably  discharged  July 
28,  1865.  He  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  for  disease  of 
bladder  and  gravel,  of  service  origin,  at  $^  per  month  from  date  of 
discharge  and  $8  per  month  from  November  11,  1885.  He  died  De- 
cember 16,  1894,  of  disease  of  urinary  organs  contracted  in  service 
and  line  oi  duty. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  December  1,  1856,  and  was  his 
wife  while  he  was  at  the  front.  The  pension  which  she  draws  at 
present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  general  law,  that  being  the  high- 
est rate  which  she  can  obtain  at  the  bureau.  It  appears,  however, 
from  the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee,  that  she  is  broken  down 
from  old  age  and  impaired  health  and  is  physically  incapacitated  for 

Eerforming  anv  labor  whatever  or  in  any  way  earning  her  own  liveli- 
ood.  She  is  ^2  years  of  age  and  is  wi'tliout  means  of  support  other 
than  the  pension  she  is  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month.  In  view 
of  the  soldier's  long-continued  and  honorable  service  and  the  claim- 
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ant's  extreme  destitution  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is 
a  war  widow,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  her  pension  should  be 
increased  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  4671.  Roswell  Bradley,  of  Johnson,  Vt.,  served  in  the  Civil  War 
as  a  private  in  Comjpany  C,  Seventeenth  Vermont  Volunteer  Infan- 
try, and  Company  (j.  Second  Veteran  Reserve  Corps.  It  is  shown 
by  the  official  records  that  he  enlisted  January  25,  1864,  and  that  he 
w>is  honorably  discharged  July  18,  1865.  He  filed  and  established  a 
claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  is  now  pensioned  under 
said  act  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month.  He  filed  a  claim  under  the 
general  law  December  9. 1889,  based  on  chronic  diarrhea  and  result- 
ing functional  disease  oi  heart,  and  hernia  of  left  side,  but  this  claim 
was  rejected  for  the  reason  that  he  could  not  furnish  the  necessary 
evidence  to  connect  his  disability  with  the  military  service. 

Claimant  is  now  62  years  of  age.  He  has  not  been  examined  by 
bureau  surgeons  in  many  years,  out  evidence  filed  with  this  com- 
mittee shows  that  he  is  in  a  precarious  condition  of  health  from 
heart  disease,  asthma,  and  chronic  bronchitis,  and  is  not  onlv  disabled 
for  manual  labor,  but  is  much  of  the  time  confined  to  his  house, 
requiring  the  care  and  attention  of  another  person.  It  is  also  shown 
that  he  is  very  poor  and  without  means  oi  support  other  than  his 
small  pension.  Senator  Page,  who  introduced  the  bill  in  claimant's 
behalf,  advises  the  committee  that  he  knows  this  man  personally, 
and  that  his  physician  believes  that  he  can  live  but  a  few  montlis. 
In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of 
pension  to  $30  per  montn. 

S.4771.  Dennis  Morean,  of  Oakdale,  N.  Dak.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Fifth  Regiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  en- 
listea  February  8,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged  March  10, 
1865,  having  served  over  three  years.  The  pension  which  he  draws  is 
$12  per  month  under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February  6,  1907.  He 
formerly  drew  $8  per  month  under  the  general  law  for  malarial 
poisoning  and  resulting  spinal  irritation,  admitted  to  have  been  of 
service  origin. 

It  appears,  however,  from  medical  and  other  evidence  filed  with 
this  committee  that  claimant  is  about  70  vears  of  age,  and  that  he  is 
disabled  by  malarial  poisoning,  injury  or  right  side,  atrophy  of  tes- 
ticles, weat  heart,  enlarged  prostate,  and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and 
is  no  longer  able  to  perrorm  manual  labor.  It  also  appears  that  he  is 
in  very  straitened  circumstances,  and  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief. 
In  view  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  his  long-continued  and  honorable 
service  in  the  war,  his  necessitous  circumstances  and  inability  to  earn 
a  support  by  his  own  manual  labor,  the  committee  are  oi  opinion 
he  diould  have  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month,  as  proposed  in 
thebiU. 

S.  4775.  Mary  E.  Seaton  is  the  widow  of  John  S.  Seaton,  late  sec- 
^  ond  lieutenant  Company  G,  First  Regiment  Nebraska  Volunteer 
Cavalry.  Soldier  enlisted  September  25,  1861,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  July  1, 1866,  having  served  nearlv  five  years.  He  died  of 
heart  disease  June  1,  lo93.  At  the  time  of  liis  death  he  was  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 
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Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  November  26,  1846.  The 
pension  which  she  draws  at  present  is  $12  per  month  under  the  act 
of  April  19,  1908.  She  formerly  drew  a  dependent  widow's  pen- 
sion of  $8  per  month  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890.  She  never 
applied  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  for  the  reason  that  she 
is  unable  to  prove  that  soldier's  death  cause  was  due  to  the  military 
service.  She  is  receiving  all  the  pension  to  which  she  is  entitled 
under  existing  laws. 

It  appears,  nowever,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
claimant  is  84  years  old  and  nearly  blind,  so  that  she  is  unable  to 
contribute  to  her  own  support.  Her  physician  certifies  that  claim- 
ant is  now  just  able  to  set  aroun<L  but  that  it  will  not  be  lonff  before 
she  will  be  almost  totalfy  blind.  It  is  also  shown  that  she  is  destitute 
and  without  means  of  support  except  her  pension.  In  view  of  the 
soldier's  long  and  honorable  service  and  the  claimant's  infirmities 
and  destitution,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  war 
widow,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  her  pension  should  be 
increased  to  ^0  per  month. 

S.4785.  William  A.  Willis;  the  claimant,  is  a  resident  of  Milan, 
N.  H.,  and  has  an  honorable  military  record.  He  enlisted  in  the 
Union  Army  August  14,  1862,  and  served  three  years  as  a  corporal, 
sergeant,  and  first  sergeant  in  Company  E,  Fourteenth  New  Hamp- 
shire Volunteer  Infantry,  being  honorably  discharged  July  8,  1865. 
He  was  wounded  in  right  shoulder  in  battle  at  Cedar  Creek,  Va.. 
October  19, 1864,  and  was  pensioned  therefor  under  the  general  law 
at  $4  per  month  from  discharge ;  increased  to  $8  from  March  9, 1887. 
Later  he  accepted  an  allowance  of  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of 
June  27, 1890,  and  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  $20  per  month  under  the 
age  or  service  act  of  February  6,  1907. 

It  appears,  however,  from  papers  filed  that  the  claimant  is  now 
in  the  nmetieth  year  of  his  age,  and  that  he  is  infirm,  decrepit,  and 
almost  entirely  helpless,  requiring  another  person  to  care  K)r  him. 
It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  needy  and  worthy  and  deserving 
of  relief.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  the 
committee  are  of  opinion  that  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to 
$30  per  month  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  4909.  John  Burton,  of  Epworth,  Ky.,  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany E,  Seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry.  Was  enlisted  April  9, 
1862,  and  honorably  discharged  July  8,  1865,  by  reason  of  the  close 
of  the  war.  He  is  at  present  m  receipt  of  a  pension  of  $15  per  month 
under  the  age  or  service  act  of  February  6, 1907.  He  formerly  drew 
$12  per  month  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  He  was  wounded  in 
right  shoulder  in  battle  at  Franklin,  Tenn.,  December  18,  1864,  for 
which  he  was  originally  granted  pension  under  the  general  law  at  $6 
per  month  from  date  of  discharge. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  September  18, 
1908j  he  was  rated  $12  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  shoulder,  $6  for 
inguinal  hernia,  and  $6  for  hemorrhoids,  and  the  examining  surgeons  * 
reported  that  by  reason  of  his  disabilities,  together  with  his  advanced 
age,  he  was  totally  incapacitated  for  manual  labor  and  entitled  to 
$80  per  month.  Medical  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  claimant  is  at  present  suffering  from  wound  of  right  shoulder. 
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epilepsy,  double  hernia,  and  hemorrhoids,  and  that  his  disabilities 
totally  disable  him  and  render  him  quite  helpless.  Neighbors  testify 
that  claimant  is  unable  to  labor,  and  requires  at  times  the  aid  of 
another  person,  and  that  he  is  poor  and  entirely  dependent  upon  his 
pension  for  support.  He  is  73  years  of  age.  In  view  of  soldier's 
advanced  age,  his  lonff-continued  and  honorable  service,  his  grievous 
physical  condition  and  extreme  poverty,  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  ^0  per  month  as  proposed  in 
the  bill. 

Your  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  and  recommend  that  it 
pass.

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  bills 
granting  pensions  and  increase  of  pensions  to  certain  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  Regular  Army  and  Navy,  etc.,  submit  the  following, 
report : 

This  bill  is  a  substitute  for  the  following  House  bills  referred  to 
said  committee: 

H.  R.4324.  Nathaniel  L.  Lawrence.  IL  R.  18459.  Patrick  J.  Hanrahan. 

7927.  Carl  H.  Ellis.  18750.  Louis  O.  Edgar. 

8363.  Daniel  A.  Guy. 

H. R.4324.  Nathaniel  L.  Lawrence,  of  Graham,  Va.,  was  a  priyate 
in  Company  H,  Second  Regiment  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry, 
during  tne  tVar  with  Spain,  from  April  29  to  August  15,  1898,  whett 
he  was  discharged  on  account  of  disaoility. 

On  October  4,  1898,  the  claimant  applied  for  pension,  stating  that 
at  Jacksonyille,  Fla.,  about  June  13,  1898 — 

while  in  line  of  duty  on  skirmish  drill  he  received  nn  Injury  to  right  leg  between 
knee  and  ankle.  This  injury  was  incurretl  by  stepping  in  a  hole  while  making 
a  forward  march  on  double-quick  time. 

No  evidence  was  called  for  or  filed,  no  medical  examination  was 
made,  and  the  claim  was  rejected  September  6,  1899,  on  the  ground 
that  the  alleged  injury  of  right  leg  was  incurred  prior  to  enlistment, 
as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  War  Department. 

The  War  Department  records  show  that  no  physical  defects  were 
noted  at  enlistment. 

The  medical  records  show  the  soldier — 

aitoitted  to  regimental  hospital,  Camp  Onba  JAhre,  Jacksonville.  Fla.,  June  16i* 
1898.  Necrosis  left  tibia,  prior  to  enlistment.  In  line  of  duty,  retnniwl  to  dnty 
June  21.  1898. 
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It  is  recited  in  the  certificate  of  disability  upon  which  the  soldier 
was  discharged,  by  Thomas  A.  Johnson,  first  lieutenant  commandinff 
the  company,  that  he  was  recommended  for  discharge  on  account  or 
•^^ being  lame;"  that  he  had  incurred  "no  disability  since  entering 
service;"  that  the  existing  disability  was  "not  (incurred)  in  the 
service;"  that  (I)  "do  not  know  cause  of  lameness  as  he  has  not 
received  any  wounds,  bruises,  or  had  any  sickness  since  entering 
service,"  and  "I  have  no  information  regarding  wounds  except 
statement  of  private  Lawrence  that  he  received  his  wounds  about  15 
years  ago  in  a  railroad  wreck."  That  certificate  is  dated  August  9, 
1898. 

Charles  E.  C.  Peyton,  major  surgeon  United  States  and  post 
fturgeon  Second  Virginia  Volunteer  Regiment,  certified  that  he  had 
earef ully  examined  the  soldier  and  found  him  incapable  of  duty  by 
"  deformity  of  right  ankle,  limitation  of  mobility,  lameness  resulting 
from  compound  comminuted  fracture  of  fibula  in  accident  15  (years) 
ago;"  ♦  *  *  "not  (incurred)  in  line  of  duty,"  and  "under 
observation  three  months." 

A  bill  for  pension  by  private  act  was  introduced  in  the  Sixty-first 
Congress,  and,  with  it,  the  petitioner  filed  his  discharge  certificate, 
showing  him  discharged  "  by  reason  of  physical  disabilitv."  On  the 
back  of  said  certificate  it  is  stated  that  the  soldier  ha^  no  distin- 
guished service,  was  engaged  in  no  battles,  engagements,  skirmishes, 
or  expeditions,  and  received  no  wounds.  Following  the  heading 
** remarks"  one  whole  line  has  been  erased  by  a  knife  eraser,  and 
on  the  next  line  appears  the  words  "Since  entering  service,"  and 
signed  "Thomas  A.  Johnson,   first   lieutenant  commanding  Com- 

Without  other  evidence  the  Committee  on  Pensions  considered 
tfie  case,  and,  on  May  25, 1910,  laid  the  bill  (H.  R.  861)  on  the  table. 

The  petitioner  then  filed  evidence  as  follows,  and  the  gentleman 
who  introduced  the  bill  requested  that  a  call  be  made  on  The  Adju- 
tant General  for  a  report  showing  what  the  words  were  which  had 
been  erased  from  the  soldier's  discharge  paper. 

James  Morrison  testified,  November  28,  1910,  that  he  was  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  M,  Fourth  Regiment  United  States  Volunteers; 
was  in  camp  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  in  1898,  and  frequently  visited  the 
Second  Virginia  Regiment;  was  associated  with  the  claimant,  and 
that— 

I  hereby  state  tbat  Pvt  N.  L.  Lawrence  received  an  injury  to  hlB  right  leg 
while  in  line  of  skirmish  drilling,  which  caused  it  to  be  very  badly  Irritated 
and  swollen,  and  he  suffered  with  severe  pain  in  his  leg,  and  at  times  he  could 
not  walls  without  assistance.  •  ♦  ♦  His  leg  now  totally  disables  him  from 
any  and  all  kinds  of  manual  labor. 

Thomas  W.  Coleman  testified,  November  26,  1910,  that  he  went 
with  the  soldier  to  enlist  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Second  Regi- 
ment Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  but  was  rejected  on  account  of 
physical  disability;  that — 

I  hereby  state  that  I  had  known  N.  L.  Lawrence  for  years,  and  had  been  In 
Irain  service  with  him  railroading.  I  can  say  that  his  leg  had  not  caused  him 
any  trouble  for  10  years  prior  to  his  enlisting.  ♦  ♦  ♦  I  do  state  that  when 
he  was  discharged  from  the  service,  on  account  of  physical  disability,  that  he 
came  home  with  a  very  badly  injured  leg,  ♦  ♦  ♦  and  he  is  totally  disabled 
from  any  and  all  kinds  of  manual  labor. 
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Elmer  A.  Cord  testified,  November  21,  1910,  that  he  was  a  private 
in  Company  H,  Second  Regiment  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry, 
during  the  war  with  Spain — 

iMid  was  with  Pvt.  N.  L.  Lawrence  in  Une  of  duty,  skirmish  drilling,  when  he 
received  an  Injury  to  his  right  leg,  and  he  had  to  fall  out  of  line  of  drilling, 
which  caused  his  leg  to  be  very  badly  irritated  and  swollen  and  very  painful. 
He  was  never  able  for  duty  again  after  receiving  this  injury.  *  ♦  ♦  I  can 
Btate  positively  that  his  leg  had  not  given  him  any  trouble  until  receiving  the 
injury  in  the  line  of  drilling,  as  above  stated.  His  injured  limb  has  caused  him 
to  be  totally  unable  for  any  and  all  kinds  of  manual  labor. 

James  M.  Fisher  testified,  October  13,  1910,  that  he  was  a  private 
in  the  claimant's  company  and  was  with  him — 

in  line  of  skirmish  drill  when  he  received  an  injury  to  his  right  leg,  caused  by 
stepping  in  a  hole,  which  caused  him  to  fall  out  of  ranks,  and  I  hereby  state 
that  his  leg  caused  him  severe  pain  and  was  badly  swollen  and  showed  much 
irritation  in  a  short  time,  and  he  could  liardly  walk  without  assistance.  I 
also  state  that  I  had  known  said  N.  L.  Lawrence  and  was  associated  with 
bim  for  10  years  prior  to  his  enUsting  in  the  Army,  and  liad  never  known  hi« 
leg  to  cause  him  any  trouble  until  he  received  the  injury  while  in  line  of  duty 
skirmish  drilling. 

J.  M.  Sheppard,  M.  D..  of  Falls  Mills,  Va.,  stated,  unsworn,  De- 
cember 3,  1910,  that— 

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  examined  the  crippled  leg  of.  Mr.  N.  h.  Iaw- 
rence,  and  know  it  to  be  broken  while  in  the  service  as  a  soldier  in  Spanish- 
American  War,  and  that  3  inches  of  the  bone  was  removed,  and  he  is  a  per* 
nianent  cripple  from  that  cause. 

Under  date  of  January  10, 1911,  The  Adjutant  General,  in  response 
to  a  request  for  a  report  as  to  the  erasures  on  the  soldier's  discharge 
certificate,  said : 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  positively 
from  the  official  records  what  the  erased  entry  was.  The  records  show,  how- 
ever, the  the  soldier  in  question  was  discharged  the  service  August  ]5» 
1898.  by  reason  of  deformity  of  right  ankle,  "resulting  from  compound  com- 
minuted fracture  of  fibula  in  railroad  accident  15  years  ago."  The  com- 
manding officer  of  the  company  stated,  in  the  certificate  of  disability  for  dis- 
charge, that  he  did  not  know  the  cause  of  the  lameness,  as  the  soldier  "  has 
not  received  any  wounds,  bruises,  or  had  any  sickness  since  entering  serviced 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  words  above  italicized  still  remain  in  the  dis- 
charge certificate,  and  evidently  formed  a  part  of  a  complete  statement,  it  is 
possible  that  the  entire  entry  was  a  concise  statement  of  the  remarks  of  the 
company  commander,  quoted  above,  as  they  appear  on  the  certificate  of  dis- 
ability for  the  soldier's  discharge. 

Relative  to  the  erasure,  the  petitioner  has  stated  that  the  discharge 
certificate,  now  on  file  with  the  case,  is  exactly  in  the  form  it  was 
when  it  was  given  to  him  at  discharge.  The  petitioner  has  also 
stated,  in  a  letter  filed  with  the  bill,  that — 

The  rolls  will  show  that  there  wasn't  a  blemish  marked  against  me  on  the 
rolls;  they  will  show  that  1  was  a  sound  physical  able-bodied  man;  so,  after 
going  to  drlllinjr  on  my  leg  it  began  to  give  me  trouble,  and  It  got  worse  all  the 
time  until  I  had  to  faU  out  of  line  of  drill— 

«nd — 

I  can  show  to  you  that  drilling  on  niy  leg  caused  necrosis  of  the  bone. 

In  another  letter  he  said : 

My  leg  never  gave  me  any  trouble  until  I  enlisted  In  the  Army,  In  1898;  wheB 
I  went  to  drilling  on  It  hard  It  gave  way  one  morning  In  line  of  drill —

and — 

I  can  show  you,  if  you  give  me  a  chance  to  go  before  a  medical  board, 
that  drilling  on  my  leg  caused  necrosis  of  the  bone— 

also — 

my  leg  never  gave  me  any  trouble  for  10  years  before  I  enlisted  in  the  Army 
and  went  to  drilling  on  it  I  can  prove  by  my  comrades  that  I  had  to  fail  out 
•f  line  over  a  mile  from  camp. 

Again  he  said : 

,  I  had  3  inches  of  the  bone  taken  out  February  14, 1884.  Cause  of  the  trouble : 
I  was  hurt  on  the  railroad  September  15,  1883.  Employed  as  locomotive  fire- 
man ;  so  ♦  ♦  ♦  I  can  truthfully  tell  you  that  my  leg  had  never  given  me  any 
trouble  whatever  from  the  fall  of  1886  until  I  went  into  the  Volunteer  service. 
In  1898. 

In  another  letter  he  said: 

I  wish  to  say  to  you  tliat  I  was  hurt  in  a  railway  wreck,  employed  as  freight 
Ibrakeman,  on  Septeml>er  15,  1888,  and  had  to  have  8  inches  of  tibia  bone  taken 
out  of  my  right  leg  Just  above  the  ankle,  and  my  leg  got  well.  The  place  filled 
op  with  hard,  callous  flesh,  and  I  went  back  to  work  In  train  service. 

He  claimed  at  that  time — June  8, 1910,  that — 

There  is  about  5  inches  of  the  dead  bone  In  my  leg  now. 

The  committee  did  not  reconsider  the  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Con- 
gress. 

There  is  filed  with  the  pending  bill  an  affidavit  by  the  petitioner, 
in  which  he  states  that  he  is  whmly  incapacitated  for  earning  a  sup- 
port by  manual  labor — 

by  reason  of  necrosis  of  bone,  caused  by  strain  of  drilling  received  while  in  line 
of  skirmish  drill — 

that  he  has  no  property,  and  that  his  annual  income  from  all 
sources  is — 

has  temporary   position  paying  $50. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  August  9,  1911,  R.  E.  McLemore  testified 
that  he  was  a  private  in  the  claimant's  company,  and  that — 

I  hereby  certify  that  Private  N.  L.  Lawrence  received  an  injury  to  his  right 
1^  while  out  in  line  of  duty  skirmish  drilling,  which  caused  him  to  be  relieved 
ef  all  duty. 

A.  V.  Stump  testified,^  August  4,  1911,  that  he  was  a  private  in  the 
claimant's  company,  and  that — 

I  hereby  certify  that  I  was  in  line  of  duty  skirmish  drilling  with  Private 
N.  L.  Lawrence  when  he  received  an  Injury  to  his  right  leg,  caused  by  stepping 
In  a  hole,  which  caused  him  to  fall  out  of  line  of  drill,  and  he  never  was  able 
for  service  again. 

George  A.  Chrisman  testified,  August  5,  1911,  that  he — 

was  a  private  in  Company  H,  Second  Virginia  Volunteer  Regiment,  ♦  «  • 
with  N.  L.  Lawrence,  and  while  in  camp,  in  Florida,  Lawrence  was  crippled  and 
relieved  from  all  duty. 

In  a  statement,  unsworn,  dated  February  19,  1912,  C.  H.  Hogan, 
M.  D.,  of  Graham,  Va.,  says : 

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  examined  Mr.  N.  L.  Lawrence  thoroughly  and 
ind  him  to  be  suffering  from  necrosis  of  the  bone  of  the  right  leg,  caused  by 
stepping  in  a  hole  while  on  a  march.  The.  leg  apparently  heals  over  for  a  week 
or  so,  except  for  the  discoloration,  but  then  swells  up  and  discharges  pus  and 
small  pieces  of  bone.  I  have  known  Mr.  T^wrence  seven  years,  and  know  him 
to  be  an  upright,  honest,  and  industrious  man,  but  he  Is  Incapable  of  doing  any 
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jnannal  labor  on  account  of  his  leg,  and  at  times  can  not  use  it  at  all,  even  with 
crutches. 

From  the  history  of  this  case,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  claimant's  alleged  disability  was  <5ontracted  in  service  and 
line  of  duty.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension 
at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  7927.  Carl  H.  Ellis,  of  Barnard,  Vt.,  was  a  soldier  during  the 
War  with  Spain,  from  November  26,  1900,  to  November  20,  1903, 
when  discharged  by  reason  of  the  short  remaining  terni  of  enlistment 
for  the  convenience  of  the  Government.  He  served  in  Company  D, 
Eleventh  United  States  Infantry,  to  October,  1903,  when  transferi-ed 
to  the  casual  detachment  of  that  regiment,  from  which  he  was  dis- 
charged a  corporal.  The  greater  part  of  the  service,  it  appears,  was 
performed  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  petitioner  applied  for  pension  April  23.  1908,  alleging  that  he 
contracted  chronic  diarrhea  in  February,  1902,  which  resulted  in 
piles  and  disease  of  the  nervous  system  and  malarial  fever.  Also 
that  he  then  had  enlargement  of  the  liver,  believed  to  be  a  result  of 
Army  service.  Later  lie  said  he  first  had  malaria  in  June,  1901, 
diarrhea  in  February,  1902,  followed  by  piles,  and  that  he  began  to 
have  trouble  with  his  nervous  system  in  the  sunimer  of  1903. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  treated  in  hospital 
from  February  24  to  March  8,  and  from  July  26  to  August  1,  1902, 
for  acute  diarrhea,  in  line  of  duty. 

One  comrade  testified  that  the  soldier  was  sick  with  chills  and  fever 
for  several  weeks  along  about  July,  1901,  and  that  since  service  he 
had  been  troubled  with  chills  each  vear. 

L.  W.  Clough,  M.  D.,  testified,  November  23,  1908,  to  17  years' 
acquaintance  with  the  claimant,  and  that  prior  to  enlistment  he  was 
a  tough,  rugged  boy;  that  he  examined  the  claimant  March  6,  1908, 
and  found  hini  suffering  from  the  effects  of  malarial  poisoning,  with 
enlargement  of  liver  and  spleen,  chronic  congestion  of  rectum,  hem- 
orrhoids, soft,  flabby  abdomen,  jaundiced  skin,  tongue  furred  brown- 
ish, and  a  nervous  tremor  approaching  chorea  (St.  Vitus's  dance). 
At  that  time,  the  witness  said,  the  claimant  was  practically  totally 
disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 

E.  J.  Hickev.  M.  D.,  stated  that  he  examined  the  claimant  August 
1,  1907.  and  round  him  suffering  with  so-called  malarial  poisoning, 
hemorrhoids,  dysentery,  with  some  blood;  eyes  bulging  and  con- 
junctiva injected  (red) ;  tongue  furred  brown,  fissured,  and  with 
slight  tremor  when  i>rotruded;  skin  sallow,  flabby,  and  inelastic; 
had  a  tremor  and  jerking  of  the  limbs;  also  flabby  abdomen,  enlarged 
liver  and  spleen.     Unable  to  do  a  day's  work. 

C.  E.  Buchanan,  M.  D.,  stated  that  the  claimant  came  to  him  the 
last  of  August,  1906,  and  gave  a  history  of  malaria.  He  then  was 
anemic  and  run  down  and  not  able  to  do  a  good  day's  work.  His 
liver  and  spleen  were  enlarged  and  he  had  hemorrhoids.  He  did  not 
improve  during  the  following  year,  while  under  the  observation  of 
the  witness. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  White  River 
Junction.  Vt.,  June  3,  1908,  which  rated  him  sixteen-eighteenths 
($16)  for  chronic  diarrhea,  described  as  follows: 

Tongue  coated  and  flabby,  fauces  red;  stomach  tympanitic  and  tender;  abdo- 
men tympanitic  and  tender:  liver  dullness  in  nipple  line  fi'oni  border  of  sixth 
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rib  to  2  inches  below  costal  arch;  spleen  dullness  in  auxiliary  line  from  upper 
border  of  ninth  to  lower  border  of  eleventh  rib. 

They  found  two  small  internal  piles — no  rating.    They  said  also : 

There  is  exophthalmic  goiter  of  moderate  severity,  which  accounts  for  the 
rapid  action  of  the  heart.  No  other  symptom  or  history  of  disease  of  nervous 
system.    Rating  seventeen-eighteenths   ($17). 

The  claim  was  rejected  February  14,  1910;  malarial  poisoning, 
disease  of  liver,  piles,  and  disease  of  the  nervous  system  because  of 
no  record,  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  origin  in  service, 
existence  at  discharge,  or  continuance  thereafter;  diarrhea,  on  the 
ground  of  no  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  showing  exist- 
ence at  discharge  and  continuance  thereafter.  Piles  and  disease  of 
nervous  system  were  rejected  also  because  of  no  ratable  degree  of 
disability  therefrom  since  the  claim  was  fQed. 

Josephus  N.  Staters  subsequently  testified,  that  he  was  a  sergeant 
in  the  claimant's  company,  and  that  some  time  about  June,  1901,  the 
soldier  was  "having  sweating  spells."  Did  not  remember  of  his 
having  anything  else  the  matter  with  him. 

Anthony  Bakard,  comrade,  stated,  through  correspondence  with 
the  War  Department  in  March,  1910,  that  he  remembered  the  "  claim- 
ant having  chills  and  fever  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1901." 

One  other  comrade  stated,  through  the  same  channel,  that  the  claim- 
ant was  sick  in  hospital,  but  he  did  not  know  what  disease  he  had ; 
and  another  one  said  he  knew  the  claimant  for  about  one  and  one- 
half  years;  that  he  was  a  good-looking  man  physically,  and  the 
witness  knew  of  no  illness,  complaint,  or  medical  treatment  he  may 
have  had. 

A  neighbor  testified  that  the  soldier  was  in  good  health  when  he 
enlisted,  and  on  his  return  in  the  spring  of  1904  he  was  not  able 
to  do  a  good  day's  work;  his  eyes  were  bulging  from  his  head,  his 
eyelids  twitched,  as  did  his  arms  and  shoulders. 

Another  said  the  claimant  worked  for  him  in  the  fall  of  1904.  He 
was  then  in  poor  health,  had  an  enormous  appetite  but  lost  flesh, 
complained  or  piles  and  diarrhea,  his  eyes  were  bulgin^:,  the  eyelids 
and  arms  and  shoulders  were  twitching. 

Two  others  jointly  testified  to  prior  soundness  and  that  the  claim- 
ant was  feeble  on  his  return  from  the  Army,  and  has  so  continued. 
They  understood  he  had  malaria,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  rectal  trouble. 

Reopening  of  the  rejected  claim  was  denied  on  that  evidence,  as 
it  did  not  show  oriofin  in  service,  existence  at  discharge,  or  contin- 
uance. 

No  evidence  has  been  filed  with  the  present  bill,  except  the  peti- 
tioner's affidavit,  in  which  he  states  that  he  is  in  part  incapacitated 
for  earning  his  support  by  manual  labor  by  reason  of  malarial  poi- 
soning: that  he  owns  no  property,  real  or  personal,  and  that  his 
annual  income  from  all  sources  is  not  over  $150.  There  was  filed 
with  a  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress  the  affidavit  executed  January 
13,  1911.  of  a  physician,  E.  J.  Hickey.  whose  testimony  in  the  pen- 
sion claim  is  hereinbefore  alluded  to.  In  his  last  affidavit  the  witness 
describes  the  condition  of  the  claimant  on  the  date  he  testified  prac- 
tically the  same  as  he  did  before,  and  says  "  he  has  been  able  to  work 
about  one-half  of  the  time  about  five  hours  a  day  at  light  work." 

Other  evidence  shows  that  the  petitioner  is  without  property  and 
has  a  wife  and  child  to  support. 
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Although  the  War  Department  record  shows  that  the  petitioner 
was  20^  years  of  age  at  enlistment  on  November  26,  1900,  there  is 
indisputalile  evidence  in  the  case  showing  that  he  was  but  16f  years 
old  at  that  time,  having  been  born  August  3,  1884. 

That  the  evidence  in  this  case  shows  the  service  origin  of  some  of 
the  alleged  disabilities  your  committee  believe.  They  respectfully 
recwnmend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $17  per  month. 

H.E.8363.  Daniel  A.  Guy,  of  Spring  City,  Tenn.,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  month  on  account  of 
disease  of  the  nervous  system,  result  of  typhoid  fever  contracted  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  Sixth  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, in  which  he  served  during  the  War  with  Spain  from  Julv  2, 
1898,  to  March  15,  1899. 

The  original  pension  was  allowed  April  1,  1904,  at  $6  per  month 
from  December  21,  1899.  The  present  rate  was  allowed  December  9, 
1908,  commencing  November  11,  1908. 

A  claim  for  increase  filed  June  7,  1910,  was  rejected  August  30, 
1910,  on  the  ground  that  the  disability  from  the  pensioned  cause  did 
not  warrant  a  higher  rating.  Disease  of  head,  heart,  and  eyes,  alleged 
as  results,  were  not  so  accepted. 

The  certificate  of  medical  examination  on  which  that  action  was 
based  was  made  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Rockwood,  Tenn.,  August 
3,  1910.  They  reported:  Age,  32  years;  height.  5  feet  7  inches; 
weight,  116  pounds^ulse  rate,  100,  110,  130;  respiration.  24,  24.  40; 
temperature,  98f .    They  said : 

We  find  «  *  «  Increased  area  of  cardiac  dullness,  apex  1  inch  below  and 
to  right  of  normal  position.  Auscultation  reveals  a  mitral  regurgitant  murmur. 
We  find  marlced  dyspnea  on  exertion.  *  «  ♦  slight  cyanosis  but  no  edema 
at  this  examination,  heart's  action  veiy  rapid  and  irregular,  especially  after 
exercise.  Rating,  fourteen-elghteenths.  We  find  this  claimant  veiy  nervous 
and  unsteady.  This  condition  we  believe  is  secondary  to  disease  of  heart.  Re- 
flexes normal.  No  disease  of  head.  «  *  ♦  We  find  no  pathological  condi- 
tion of  either  brain  or  spinal  cord.  No  rate.  ♦  *  ♦  No  paralysis  or  pa- 
ralysis agitans.  ♦  ♦  *  General  debility.  This  claimant  is  in  very  poor 
physical  condition,  not  able  to  do  any  manual  labor;  in  our  opinion,  should 
never  go  about  unaccompanied.    ♦    ♦     ♦    Four-eighteenths. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
can  not  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of  disease  of  the  nervous 
system,  and  that  his  only  source  of  income  is  his  pension  of  $10  per 
month. 

Several  neighbors  corroborate  his  statement  as  to  his  physical  con- 
dition. 

J.  M.  Clark,  M.  D.,  testifies  that  he  examined  the  pensioner  Janu- 
ary 11,  1911,  and  found  him  suffering  with  profound  neurasthenia; 
that  such  condition  of  weak  nerves  so  influences  his  system  as  at 
times  to  render  him  incapacitated  for  manual  labor ;  that  some  of  the 
permanent  symptoms  are  marked  impairment  of  vision  of  right  eye^ 
vertigo,  and  irritable  heart;  that  on  active  exercise  for  short  time 
c(»nplete  blindness  ensues  with  marked  cephalic  pain  and  heart  beats 
quicken  to  140  or  more  per  minute.    Disaoility  total. 

J.  C.  Wasson,  M,  D.,  testified  that  he  examined  the  pensioner 
January  12,  1911,  and  found  him  suffering  with  disease  of  nervous 
system^  completely  disqualifying  him  for  manual  labor ;  that  he  has 
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symptoms  of  amaurosis  as  well  as  iieurasthenia,  is  at  times  perfectly 
blind  when  he  attempts  manual  labor  or  violent  exercise.  The  wit- 
ness gives  it  as  his  openion  from  the  history  of  the  case  and  the 
present  condition  that  the  neurasthenia  is  a  sequel  of  typhoid  fever, 
and  that  the  disease  is  progressive. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  convinces  your  committee  that  the  present 
rate  of  pension  is  inadequate  for  the  degree  of  disability  shown  to 
exist  from  the  pensioned  cause.  They  respectfully  recommend  the 
allowance  of  $24  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.R.  18459.  Patrick  J.  Hanrahan,  of  R.  D.  1,  Hud.son  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  during  the  War  with  Spain  served  as  a  private  in  Company 
C,  Forty-third  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Infantrv,  from 
October  30,  1899,  to  July  1,  1901,  when  mustered  out  with  the  com- 
pam^.    A  part  of  the  service  was  performed  in  the  PhilippiB^  Islands. 

lie  applied  for  pension  June  8,  1910,  stating  that  in  March,  1901, 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  he  <;ontracted  chills  and  fever  and  catarrh, 
which  was  loliowed  by  disease  of  stomach. 

The  claim  was  rejected  March  1,  1911,  on  the  ground  of  no  record, 
medical,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  showing  the  origin  in  service, 
existence  at  discharge,  or  continuance  thereafter  of  catarrh,  also 
because  of  no  ratable  disability  from  that  cause.  It  was  rejected  as 
to  malaria,  chills  and  fever,  and  disease  of  stomach  because  of  no 
medical  or  other  evidence  satisfactorily  showing  existence  at  and 
continuance  from  date  of  discharge.  t 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  23|  years  of  age 
at  enlistment.  They  do  not  show  any  physical  defect  at  that  time. 
He  was  treated  June  15  to  20,  1900,  for  furuncle  on  left  dorsum 
back  of  left  foot,  diagnosis  also  shown  as  acute  bronchitis;  Decem- 
ber 26,  1900,  to  January  1,  1901,  for  malarial  fever,  tertian,  inter- 
mittent; March  6  to  April  4,  1901,  for  acute  orchitis  affecting  both 
testicles,  gonorrheal,  not  in  line  of  duty;  April  25  to  27,  1901,  for 
chronic  orchitis  affecting  right  testicle,  not  in  line  of  duty. 

At  discharge  the  soldier  stated  that  he  had  no  disability  of  any 
character;  his  commanding  oflScer,  First  Lieut.  J.  W.  Dutton,  certi- 
fied that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  any  disability,  and  a  surgeon  certi- 
fied that  he  had  none. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Glens  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  July  27,  1910.  They  reported  his  height  as  5  feet  4  inches  and 
weight  as  124  pounds.    They  said: 

P(K>rly  nourished,  anemic,  tongue  moist,  white,  and  flabby,  skin  cachectic, 
liver  and  spleen  enlarged,  abdomen  normal,  heart  apex  fifth  epaoe  to  right 
of  ni[>ple  line,  evident  to  inspection  and  palpation,  area  normal,  no  murmur 
or  edema  or  cyanosis,  action  regular. 

liUngs  resonant,  breathing  vesicular.     •     *     ♦ 

liiver  enlarged,  up)>er  border  flfth  rib  and  lower  margin  of  ribs,  spleen  en- 
larged 1  inch  laterally,  skin  cachectic,  conjunctiva  tinged  yellow.  ♦  *  ♦ 
Digestive   functions  poorly   performed.     *     •     ♦     Twelve-eighteenths. 

Disease  of  stomach  is  indigestion,  result  of  malarial  poisoning. 

Catarrh,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  excessive  secretion  mucous.  *  •  ♦  No 
rate.     No  other  disabilities  found. 

A.  W.  Lawson  testified  that  he  remembered  the  soldier  had  chills 
and  fever  and  catarrh,  as  he  supposed,  as  it  was  some  kind  of  head 
trouble,  and  disease  of  stomach,  and  was  sent  to  hospital,  and  did 
not  fullv  recover  in  service. 
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Elmer  Brew  testified  that  the  soldier  c<mtracted  malarial  fever 
in  service  and  was  sent  to  hospital  about  March,  1901. 

G.  H.  Dodge  and  G.  B.  Henry  testified  jointly  that  when  the 
soldier  came  home  from  service  he  was  suflfering  from  chills  and 
fever  and  had  stomach  complaint,  which  disabled  nim  nearly  all  the 
time  "for  some  time  after  discharge,"  and  that  he  is  still  (in  Feb- 
ruary. 1911)  suffering,  and  at  times  seriously,  from  these  troubles. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Cuthbert  testified,  January  10,  1911,  that  the  claimant . 
had  been  at  his  office  for  medicine  for  chills  and  fever  on  two  or 
more  different  dates  between  1901  and  1903.    Has  no  record. 

Dr.  Alex  McKee  stated,  November  14,  1910,  that  he  had  attended 
the  claimant  for  attacks  of  malaria  since  1903,  the  last  attack  beinff 
in  September,  1910,  and  that  he  had  also  treated  him  for  catarrh  of 
stomach  and  mucous  colitis  at  times  during  this  period. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  December  18,  1911,  the  petitioner  said  that 
he  is  not  able  to  perform  manual  labor  more  than  half  the  time,  and 
that  he  does  not  earn  more  than  $250  a  year. 

F.  B.  Streeter,  M.  D.,  testified  that  he  examined  the  claimant  De- 
cember 18.  1911j  and  found  him  suffering  with  rheumatism,  chronic 
malarial  poisonmg,  and  catarrhal  condition  of  throat  and  stomach; 
that  his  spleen  is  enlarged,  and  that  from  these  causes  he  is  three- 
fourths  disabled. 

Dr.  Alex  McKee  testified,  December  5,  1911,  that  he  had  attended 
the  claimant  for  about  eight  years  continually  for  chronic  inflamma- 
tion of  stomach  and  colon  and  rheumatism  and  at  intervals  for  acute 
exacerbations  of  this  trouble,  when  he  would  have  acute  gastro- 
enteritis, which  occur  12  or  15  times  during  the  year  and  last  from  4 
to  6  days.    He  is  unable  most  of  the  time  to  perform  manual  labor. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  satisfies  your  committee  that  the  claimant 
is  pensionably  disabled  from  causes  originating  in  the  military 
service.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at 
the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  18750.  Louis  O.  Edgar,  of  Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  month  on  account  of  dis- 
ability from  piles  contracted  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  Tenth  Regi- 
ment Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantrv,  in  which  he  served  during 
the  War  with  Spain  from  April  27, 1898,  to  August  22,  1899. 

The  original  daim  was  filed  February  25,  1910,  and  was  allowed 
August  10,  1911,  pension  commencing  on  the  date  of  filing. 

A  claim  for  increase,  filed  October  19, 1911,  was  rejected  December 
30, 1911,  on  the  ground  that  the  degree  of  disability  shown  from  the 
pensioned  cause  did  not  justify  an  increased  rate  of  pension.  Aneu- 
rysm, alleged  as  a  result  of  piles,  was  not  accepted  as  such. 

The  pensioner  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  New  Castle, 
Pa.,  November  22,  1911.  They  reported  age  38  years,  height  5  feet 
7}  inches,  weight  159  pounds,  and  recommended  a  rating  of  $8  per 
month  for  piles  and  results,  and  $10  for  heart  disease. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
is  38  years  of  age,  wholly  disabled  by  aneurysm  of  the  aorta  and 
piles;  that  he  owns  no  real  estate,  has  a  small  amount  of  household 
gpoda  of  the  value  of  $50 ;  and  that  his  income  is  limited  to  his  pen- 
sion. 

H.  Rept.  525,  62-2 2 
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Witnesses,  lay  and  medical,  corroborate  the  claimant  as  to  his  finan- 
cial condition  and  state  that  he  is  wholly  disqualified  for  manual 
labor  by  reason  of  aneurysm  of  the  aorta. 

Your  committee  are  convinced  by  the  evidence  in  this  case  that  the 
disability  shown  from  the  pensioned  cause  entitles  the  pensioner  to 
a  rate  of  $80  per  month.  They  resi>ectfully  recommend  such  allow- 
ance in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving.

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  S.  J.  Res.  90.] 

The  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Senate  joint  resolution  90,  to  authorize  Capt.  John  W.  Gulick,  United 
States  Army,  to  accept  a  position  imder  the  Government  of  the  Re- 
public of  Cmle — 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  Capt.  John  W.  Gulick,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  United  States 
Army,  be,  and  is  hereby,  permitted  to  accept  from  the  Government  of  the  Republic 
of  Chile  the  position  of  instructor  of  the  Coast  Artillery  of  the  Chilean  Army  and  the 
emoluments,  rights,  and  privileges  pertaining  thereto — 

having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass. 

The  committee  submits  herewith  as  a  part  of  its  report  the  follow- 
ing letters  from  the  Department  of  State  which  give  ample  reasons 
for  the  prompt  passage  of  the  resolution: 

Hon.  Weluam  Sulzer, 

Chairman  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs,  House  of  Representatives. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Sulzer:  Referring  to  the  President's  message  of  February  29,  1912, 
now  before  your  committee,  recommending  the  granting  of  authority  by  Congress 
which  would  enable  him  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  Government  of  Chile,  that  an 
officer  of  the  Coast  Artillery  Corp,  United  States  Army,  be  permitted  to  serve  as  an 
instructor  in  the  Chilean  Coast  Artillery,  I  feel  confident  thatvour  own  sense  of  the 
good  effect  which  this  would  have  upon  our  relations  with  Chile  is  such  that  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  say  anythingin  that  regard  or  to  urge  upon  you  the  importance 
of  prompt  favorable  action  on  the  rresident's  recommendation. 

May  I,  however,  bring  to  your  attention  the  great  value  we  attach  to  having  the 
authorization  by  Congress  made  as  broad  as  possible,  for  unless  the  officer  to  be  desig- 
nated shall  be  free  to  oecome  a  regular  factor  in  the  Chilean  Navy,  the  Coast  Artillery 
Corps  in  Chile  being  a  part  of  the  Navy,  not  of  the  Army  as  here,  and  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  German  and  English  officers  now  emploved  in  Chile,  he  would 
undoubtedly  be  greatly  handicapped  and  his  utility,  from  both  the  American  and 
Chilean  standpoints,  would  be  seriously  impaired. 

Practically,  at  least,  he  should  be  able  to  sever,  during  the  term  of  his  contract  with 
the  Chilean  Government,  all  connection  with  the  United  States  Army.    For  otherwise 
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if  the  officer  designated  was  still  serving  the  United  States  Army  while  under  contract 
to  Chile  and  did  not  possess  the  broad  authorization  that  would  enable  him  to  identify 
himself  as  completely  with  the  Chilean  military  institutions  as  other  foreign  officers 
employed  in  similar  duties  in  that  Republic,  the  inevitable  tendency  would  be  to  deny 
to  him  that  full  confidence  which  his  foreign  colleagues  enjoy,  and  operate  to  create 
for  him  an  atmosphere  of  mistrust,  which,  regardless  of  the  officer's  tact  and  personal 
fitness,  would  render  the  most  efficient  service  impossible. 

Such  free  and  untrammeled  service  would  not,  in  this  department's  opinion,  be 
possible  under  an  act  similar  to  that  of  April  19, 1910,  authorizing  officers  to  serve  in 
Cuba  and  Panama,  which  provided  among  other  things  "that  no  officer  so  detailed 
shall  receive  any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever  from  the 
Government  of  Cuoa  or  Panama."  An  act  of  this  character  would  not  suffice  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Chilean  Government,  nor  would  it  meet  with  the  favor  of  that  Govern- 
ment, and  it  is  thought  that  Chile  would  not  accept  an  American  officer  on  such  a 
basis. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  American  exj)ert  officer,  if  designated,  should 
be  permitted  to  accept  the  amount  set  aside  for  the  position  by  the  Chilean  Government 
the  same  as  the  German  and  English  officers  in  the  Chilean  Nayy  are  so  compensated; 
and  it  is  highly  desirable  that'the  American  officer  should  enjoy  all  the  advantages, 
privileges,  and  perquisites  given  to  the  foreign  instructors. 

I  am  assured  that  it  will  be  regarded  by  Chile  as  a  very  friendly  act  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States  if  the  authorization  could  be  given  in  the  fullest  terms  possible  by 
Congress.  Therefore,  and  for  the  other  reasons  stated,  the  precedent  which  it  is 
hoped  the  committee  will  have  in  mind  when  considering  the  President's  recommenda- 
tion is  that  in  the  case  of  Lieut.  Henry  R.  Lemly,  United  States  Army,  who,  by  joint 
resolution  approved  Majr  2, 1890,  was  permitted  "to  accept  from  the  Government  of 
the  Republic  of  Colombia  the  position  of  instructor  in  the  national  school  at  Bogota 
and  the  emoluments  pertaining  thereto."  This,  if  enlarged  with  the  insertion  mer 
the  word  "emoluments"  of  the  words  "rights  and  privileges,"  would  fit  the  case. 

The  necessity  for  a  broad  authorization  by  Congress  is  shown  in  the  skeleton  con- 
tract drawn  by  the  Chilean  Government.  By  article  1  of  this  skeleton  contract  to  be 
designated,  "agrees  to  lend  his  services  for  the  term  of  three  years  to  the  Chilean  Navy 
in  the  position  of  instruct  or  in  the  branches  which  constitute  the  training  of  officers 
of  the  Coast  Artillery  and  to  discharge  all  the  duties  with  which  he  may  be  intrusted 
relative  to  his  profession  and  by  the  authorities  under  whose  orders  he  serves." 

Further  articles  of  this  skeleton  contract  provide  for  his  rank,  uniform,  pay,  travel- 
ing expenses,  leaves  of  absence,  etc.

My  Dear  Mr.  Hay  :  I  beg  to  refer  to  the  President's  message  of  February  29,  1912 
(S.  Doc.  No.  52),  recommending  the  granting  of  authority  by  (-ongress  for  an  officer 
of  the  Coast  Artillery,  and  to  inclose  a  copy  of  Senate  joint  resolution  90  passed  by 
the  Senate  on  the  20th  ultimo,  and  referred  to  your  committee  on  March  21. 

This  department  is  irreatly  interested  in  the  early  passajxe  of  this  resolution,  for  the 
Chilean  Government  has  already  been  waiting  in  suspense  for  sometime  for  an  answer 
to  its  request  for  the  services  of  such  an  officer,  and  it  is  believed  that  if  Capt.  Gulick, 
who  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  ellicient  oflicers  of  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  be 
authorized  to  serve  as  an  instructor  in  the  Chilean  Coast  Artillery  the  effect  upon  the 
relations  of  the  two  countries  will  be  most  beneficial. 

I  venture  to  solicit  your  friendly  cooperation  in  this  matter,  and  I  hope  th^t  we 
may  count  upon  your  support  to  tne  end  that  this  resolution  be  favorably  reported 
by  the  committee  and  its  i)assage  at  an  early  datf .

He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  general  law  on 
account  of  malarial  poisoning  at  S8  per  month.  He  was  originally 
granted  $6  per  montn  from  February  23,  1901,  date  of  first  applica- 
tion, which  rate  was  increased  to  his  present  allowance  of  $8  per 
month  from  May  11,  1910.  His  claim  for  further  increase,  filed  July 
11,  1910,  was  rejected  September  3,  1910. 
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The  board  of  surgeons  at  Charleston,  Ind.,  before  whom  claimant 
was  last  examined  August  10,  1910,  describe  his  disability  as  follows: 

Malarial  poisoning:  Emaciated  and  debilitated.  General  condition  poor.  Skin 
sallow,  flabby,  anemic.  Tongue  broad,  reddish,  coated  white,  fisBured  slightly. 
Tender  over  liver  and  spleen.  Abdomen  retracted.  Liver  enlarged.  Border  2 
inches  below  border  of  ribs  in  recumbent  postiu*e.  Tympany  over  stomach  and 
transverse  and  descending  colon.  Gastric  tjrmpany  extends  to  sixth  interspace,  left 
side.  He  states  that  he  has  frequent  chills  followed  by  fever  and  sweating,  and  has 
severe  headaches;  aching  in  bones,  back,  and  shoulders;  indigestion,  sour  stomach, 
and  constipation  followed  by  diarrhea.  He  states  that  he  paflses  bilious  matter  with 
stools.    Rating  twelve-eighteenths. 

Dr.  D.  F.  Davis,  of  New  Albany,  Ind.,  testifies  in  affidavit  filed 
with  this  committee  that  he  has  carefully  examined  claimant  and 
finds  him  to  be  a  great  suflFerer  from  malarial  poisoning,  resulting  in 
disease  of  stomach,  liver,  and  spleen,  and  that  from  the  sum  of  above 
disabilities  claimant  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of 
any  and  all  manual  labor. 

Claimant  is  35  years  old  and  is  shown  to  be  in  needy  circumstances 
and  without  means  for  his  support.  It  is  believed  that  the  evidence 
establishes  his  right  to  a  higher  pension,  and  your  conamittee  recom- 
mend increase  to  $12  per  month. 

S.  755.  John  W.  Sturm  enlisted  May  19,  1898.  for  service  in  the 
War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Ihird  Regiment 
Tennessee  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  mustered  out  January  31 ,  1899. 
He  filed  his  first  application  for  pension  December  27.  1899,  alleging 
the  incurrence  of  an  injury  to  right  eye  at  Anniston,  Ala. ,  in  December, 
1898.  He  filed  a  second  application  January  13, 1903,  alleging  service 
origin  of  rheumatism,  stomach  trouble,  and  neuralgia  in  the  head,  also 
realleging  the  injury  to  right  eye. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that  claim- 
ant was  treated  in  service  for  acute  coryza  (cold  in  head),  headache, 
pharyngitis,  constipation,  gastric  indigestion,  and  acute  bronchitis. 
The  records  also  show  he  was  on  sick  furlough  from  October  17  to 
November  28,  1898. 

The  evidence  indicates  that  soldier  was  sound  when  he  entered  the 
service.  He  liimself  frankly  admitted  that  he  was  subject  to  what 
is  commonly  known  as  sick  lieadaches  from  his  youth  up  and  that  he 
had  pneumonia  within  two  years  prior  to  his  enlistment.  Aside  from 
the  formal  examination  at  enlistment  there  is  testimony  of  neighbors 
and  others  to  the  effect  that  he  was  then  apparently  in  good  health 
and  free  from  disability. 

There  is  evidence  in  the  case,  given  by  comrades  and  others  before 
a  special  examiner  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  showing  that  claimant  was 
sick  with  stomach  trouble  and  suffered  from  rheumatism  during 
service  and  was  in  bad  health  during  the  last  two  months  before  his 
discharge.  All  the  witnesses  are  of  good  repute  and  give  their  tes- 
timony in  a  straightforward  manner.  Claimant's  wife  and  mother- 
in-law  testify  that  he  had  rheumatism  and  stomach  trouble  during 
his  furlough  and  was  in  bad  condition  generally  at  discharge,  ana 
there  is  evidence  on  file  to  show  that  he  has  been  in  poor  health  since 
his  return  from  the  Army,  suffering  from  rheumatism  and  stomach 
trouble,  and  has  been  more  or  less  disabled  for  manual  labor.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Hawkins  testified  that  he  conmienced  treating  soldier  about 
four  years  after  discharge  for  sciatica,  neuralgia  in  the  face,  and

stomacii  trouble^  and  that  these  troubles  have  been  present  in  a  more 
or  less  sevtre  degree  up  to  the  present  time. 

Claimant  was  first  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  May  4;  1904, 
and  rated  $4  for  riieumatism  and  $6  for  disease  of  stomach.  He  was 
again  examined  February  9,  1910,  by  a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who 
rated  him  $6  for  disease  of  stomach  and  S6  for  rheumatism.  The 
Commissioner  of  Pensions  rejected  the  claim  on  the  ground  that  the 
evidence  on  file  fails  to  show  that  disease  of  stomach  was  incurred 
in  service  and  line  of  duty  and  on  the  ground  of  no  record  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  to  show  service  ongin  and  continuance  of  rheu- 
matisin,  neuralgia  of  head,  and  injury  to  right  eye,  notwithstanding 
which  your  conmiittee  are  of  opinion  that  the  evidence  fairly  justifies 
the  conclusion  that  claimant's  disability  from  rheumatism  and  dis- 
ease of  stomach  is  due  to  his  Army  service,  and  that  he  should  have 
a  pension  of  $12  per  month.  He  is  39  years  old,  very  poor,  and 
without  means  of  any  kind. 

S.  775.  William  A.  Hamilton  enlisted  May  .19,  1898,  for  the  war 
with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Company  F,  First  Regiment  Tennessee 
Volunteer  Infantry.  He  servea  for  a  consideraole  time  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  was  honorably  discharged  with  his  company 
at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  November  23,  1899.  In  his  claim  for  pension, 
filed  December  2,  1899,  he  alleged  that  he  contracted  diarrhea, 
dysenterv^  disease  of  digestive  organs,  disease  of  rectum,  and  piles, 
in  the  Fnihppine  Islands  in  1899,  and  catarrh  and  disease  of  throat 
and  lungs  in  San  Francisco  in  1898.  The  claim  was  finally  rejected 
May  14,  1909,  on  the  ground  of  no  record  and  claimant's  inabilitv  to 
prove  service  origin  of  disease  of  lungs  and  on  the  ground  of  no 
ratable  disabilitjr  since  filing  application  from  diarrhea,,  dysentery, 
disease  of  digestive  organs,  piles,  disease  of  rectum,  and  aisease  of 
nose  and  throat.  Additional  affidavit  was  filed  in  August,  1909,  but 
the  bureau  held  that  same  was  insufficient  to  warrant  reopening  of 
claim. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
claimant  was  treated  at  various  times  during  service  for  malarial 
fever,  acute  diarrhea,  measles,  hives,  sHght  bum  left  hand,  and  severe 
eczema  both  feet.  On  examination  preliminary  to  muster  out  he 
declared,  however,  that  he  was  not  suffering  from  any  disabihty,  in 
which  he  was  corroborated  by  his  captain  and  the  Army  surgeon  who 
examined  him. 

In  support  of  his  claim  soldier  filed  the  affidavit  of  Lieut.  R.  M. 
Milam,  wno  states  that  soldier  was  confined  to  hospital  with  measles 
in  tJhe  latter  part  of  June,  1898,  and  after  release  from  hospital  com- 
plained of  trouble  in  breathing  and  affiant  had  him  detailed  as  com- 
Eany  clerk  in  order  to  relieve  him  from  drill ;  that  soldier  seemed  to 
ave  trouble  in  breathing  from  that  time  on  whenever  he  was  sub- 
t'ected  to  any  unusual  exertion;  and  that  his  physical  condition  should 
lave  been  noted  on  his  muster  out,  as  it  was  lar  from  good. 

John  H.  Milam,  comrade,  testified  he  was  soldier's  tent  mate  until 
the  latter  was  taken  sick  at  San  Francisco  about  June  or  Julv,  1898, 
and  sent  to  some  hospitnl;  that  affiant  understood  soldier  had  the 
measles  and  that  they  settled  on  his  lungs  and  he  was  not  able  to  do 
regular  duty,  but  was  made  company  clerk;  that  affiant  never  heard 
soldier  complain  of  his  lungs  before  enlistment,  but  has  heard  him 
complain  frequently  since  then. 
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John  H.  Samuel,  comrade,  testified  that  he  recollects  soldier  bein^ 
confined  to  hospital  at  San  Francisco  and  heard  and  imderstood  and 
believed  he  had  measles;  that  soldier  was  made  company  clerk  when 
he  returned  and  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  weakest  men  in  the  com- 
pany, and  that  soldier  was  healthy,  active,  and  stout  previous  to 
enlistment. 

Claimant  was  first  medically  examined  January  2,  1907,  but  was 
not  rated  for  any  disability,  although  slight  indications  of  lung 
trouble  were  reported.  When  again  examined,  July  1,  1908,  he  was 
rated  at  $10  for  disease  of  lungs,  $4  for  diarrhea  and  disease  of 
rectum,  $2  for  dhobie  itch,  and  $2  for  rheumatism. 

The  following  is  the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee: 

1305  Laurel  Street, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  March  SI,  1910, 
I  certify  that  Andy  Hamilton  was  a  private  of  Company  F,  First  Tennessee  V^olunteer 
Infantry,  of  which  company  I  was  first  seigeant  from  May  19, 1898,  to  October  15, 1898. 
That  Hamilton  was  taken  sick  with  measles  some  time  in  Jime,  1898,  and  was  returned 
to  light  duty  with  the  company  in  July,  after  being  sick  about  two  weeks.  For  a  few 
da3rshe  was  carried  on  light  duty  and  was  then  marked  full  duty.  Immediately  on  being 
marked  full  duty  he  was  turned  out  for  the  routine  work  of  tne  company,  but  was  not 
physically  able  to  stand  it  and  had  to  fall  out  daily  from  the  drills,  being  in  a  very 
weakened  condition.  He  showed  no  improvement,  and  for  several  days  I  sent  him  to 
the  suigeon  at  sick  call,  but  he  was  just  as  often  returned  for  full  duty  with  the  company. 
We  were  camped  in  what  was  then  known  as  the  Sand  Lots,  at  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
and  the  fogs  at  night  were  frequent  and  heavy.  I  know  he  had  a  bad  cough  &om  the 
time  he  was  sick  in  Jime  up  imtil  October  15, 1898,  when  I  was  promoted  and  no  longer 
had  occasion  to  pay  special  attention  to  him.  I  believed  that  the  man's  health  was  too 
badly  impaired  tor  him  to  do  full  duty  and  had  him  detailed  as  my  company  clerk,  this 
position  at  that  time  excusing  him  from  all  duty.  I  was  under  the  impression  then, 
and  still  am,  that  this  detail  saved  the  man's  life.  I  believed  then,  ana  still  believe, 
that  his  sickness,  combined  with  the  location  of  the  camp,  the  heavy  fogs,  and  bad 
weather  permanently  impaired  his  health  and  injured  his  lungs.  From  the  time  he 
was  returned  to  the  company  imtil  October  15,  1898,  he  was  imder  my  observation 
daily.  I  believe  him  entitled  to  a  pension.  This  to  the  best  of  my  recollection  and 
belief.

This  is  to  certify  that  I  knew  William  A.  Hamilton,  formerly  a  member  of  Company 
F,  First  Tennessee  Volunteers,  for  several  years  prior  to  his  joining  the  Army;  that  he 
was  strong  and  healthy  and  was  capable  of  domg  and  did  do  manual  labor;  that  I 
knew  him  during  his  enlistment  in  the  First  Tennessee  and  that  he  suffered  a  spell  of 
sickness  during  June  or  July,  1898;  that  after  his  return  to  duty  he  complained  of  not 
being  well  and  of  his  lungs  troubling  him]  that  he  was  given  light  duty,  being  made 
company  clerk,  where  his  work  was  very  light  and  easy;  that  I  have  known  him  since 
his  aischai^ge  from  the  Army  and  have  heard  him  complain  of  his  lungs  hurting  him  and 
that  in  my  opinion  he  is  not  capable  of  doing  manual  labor. 

I  hereby  make  affidavit  that  the  statements  hereinabove  set  forth  are  to  the  best  of 
my  knowledge  and  belief  true.

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The  claimant  is  35  years  old  and  very  poor.  Giving  him  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt  only  in  part,  the  committee  reconmiend  allowance 
of  pension  of  $12  per  month. 

S.  777.  Thomas  McCavan  served  in  the  Regular  Army  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Sixth  United  States  Infantry,  from  April  7,  1876,  to 
November  15,  1877,  on  which  date  he  was  discharged  on  surgeon's 
certificate  of  disability  on  account  of — 

Decided  feeblenees  of  coiistitution  and  incontinence  of  urine  which  have  not  yielded 
to  treatment.    Disease  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty.    Disability,  one-half. 

He  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $4  per  month  from 
October  21,  1889,  and  $8  per  month  from  January  29,  1892,  for 
disease  of  urinary  organs  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin. 
On  November  4,  1892,  his  rate  was  increased  to  $12  per  month, 
which  he  drew  until  June  6,  1898,  when  his  name  was  dropped  from 
the  roUs  because  of  his  enlistment  in  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private 
in  Companjr  B,  Fourth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
served  in  this  latter  organization  one  year  and  was  discharged  June 
8,  1899. 

Claimant  has  been  refused  restoration  of  pension  on  the  ground 
that  since  the  dropping  of  his  name  from  the  rolls  he  has  not  been 
suffering  from  his  former  pensioned  disability.  He  also  applied 
on  account  of  rheumatism  and  asthma,  alleging  that  he  contracted 
the  same  in  the  War  with  Spain,  but  his  application  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  the  papers  showed  he  sunered  from  those  disa- 
bilities subsequent  to  his  first  discharge  and  before  his  second  enlist- 
ment. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  claimant  was 
treated  at  several  times  during  last  service  for  malarial  fever,  acute 
muscular  rheumatism,  and  acute  bronchitis.  His  medical  examina- 
tions made  at  different  dates  prior  to  his  reenlistment  showed  suc- 
cessively lumbago,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart,  weak  spine 
and  results,  and  asthma,  and  disease  of  urinary  organs.  Since 
his  last  discharge  his  several  examinations  have  shown  lumbago, 
asthma,  and  rheumatism.  On  his  last  examination,  taken  Septem- 
ber 7,  1910,  he  was  rated  $10  for  rheumatism. 

Evidence  filed  with  the  committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant 
suffers  from  rheumatism,  heart  disease,  eye  trouble,  and  asthma, 
and  is  more  or  less  disabled  for  manual  labor.  He  is  59  years  of 
age  and  very  poor.  It  is  believed  that  his  health  has  been  impaired 
by  reason  of  his  service  in  the  Army,  and  restoration  ctf  his  former 
pension  of  $12  is  recommended. 

S.  877.  Archie  E.  Booth,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
D,  Third  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  dur- 
ing the  War  with  Spain  from  April  28,  1898,  to  January  16,  1899, 
and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a 
pension  of  $6  jy&r  month  for  disease  of  rectum  admitted  to  have  been 
of  service  origin.  He  also  appUed  on  account  of  rheumatism,  but 
the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  rejected  the  apphcation  on  the  ground 
that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  that  cause  was  not  shown 
from  date  of  filing. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
claJmant  was  treated  in  service  from  October  4,  to  21,  1898,  for 
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typhoid  fever.  On  his  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  he 
stated  that  he  had  piles,  first  noticed  October  21, 1898,  and  the  exam- 
ining surgeon  certified  to  the  existence  of  that  trouble. 

The  evidence  shows  that  claimant  was  sound  at  enlistment  and 
that  withm  a  few  months  after  his  discharge  he  suffered  from  rheuma- 
tism, which  has  continued  more  or  less  to  the  present  time.  The 
board  of  surgjeons  before  whom  he  was  first  examined  August  5, 
1903,  rated  him  $4  for  rheumatism  and  $4  for  heart  disease.  A 
second  board  of  surgeons  on  December  19.  1906,  rated  him  $6  for 
rheumatism  and  $8  for  heart  disease.  On  his  last  examination, 
March  19,  1908,  he  was  rated  $6  for  disease  of  rectum,  $6  for  rheu- 
matism and  $8  for  heart  disease.  Medical  evidence  nled  with  this 
committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  practically  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor  bv  reason  of  heart  disease,  constipation,  indi- 

festion,  and  hemorrhoids.  He  is  43  years  of  age  and  very  poor. 
Ve  think  the  weight  of  evidence  indicates  claimant's  rheumatism 
to  be  due  to  the  mihtary  service  and  that  his  pension  should  be 
increased  to  $12  per  montn. 

S.  1134.  Albert  F.  Reynolds  was  a  private  in  Company  C,  Sixteenth 
United  States  Infantry.  He  enlisted  April  29,  1898,  for  service  in  the 
War  with  Spain  and  was  honorably  discnarged  January  18,  1899.  He 
was  "mth  his  regiment  in  Cuba  in  July  and  August,  1898.  He  applied 
for  pension  March  14,  1899,  from  which  date  he  obtained  an  allow- 
ance of  S6  per  month  for  malarial  poisoning.  On  September  9,  1898, 
his  rate  for  same  disabilitj^  was  increased  to  $10  per  month,  which  is 
the  pension  he  is  now  receiving. 

Claimant  also  applied  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  dis- 
ease of  heart  and  nervousness.  The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  mially 
rejected  the  claim  on  the  ground  that  he  had  rheumatism  before  he 
enlisted.  The  only  evidence  of  prior  existence  of  rheumatism  is  con- 
tained in  a  report  from  the  War  Department  to  the  effect  that  soldier 
at  enlistment  stated  he  had  rheumatism  'Hhree  years  ago."  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  filed  with  this  committee  evidence  of  two  physi- 
cians and  neighbors  showing  that  soldier  was  sound  when  he  entered 
the  Army,  and  we  assume  that  he  had  recovered  from  any  rheuma- 
tism he  may  have  had  prior  thereto;  othenvdse  the  Army  surgeon, 
with  his  attention  especially  directed  thereto,  would  have  discovered 
such  trouble  if  the  same  existed  when  claimant  presented  himself  for 
examination.  That  he  did  not  seems  proved  by  the  fact  that  he 
accepted  clf^mant  as  sound  and  fit  for  service  as  a  soldier. 

The  official  hospital  records  show  that  soldier  was  treated  in  service 
from  December  5,  1898,  to  January  20,  1899,  for  acute  muscular 
rheumatism  contracted  in  line  of  duty,  and  there  is  ample  and  full 
evidence  of  continuance  since  discharge.  This  evidence  is  that  of 
neighbors  and  physicians  by  whom  he  had  been  treated.  He  has  also 
suffered  since  discharge  from  some  nervous  trouble  like  paralysis 
agitans,  which  soldier  states  came  on  during  service,  and  the  evidence 
on  file  indicates  that  such  was  the  case. 

The  certificates  of  claimant's  medical  examinations,  eiffht  in  num- 
ber, made  at  various  dates,  commencing  as  soon  after  discharge  as 
May,  1900,  establish  the  continuance  of  his  disabilities.  When  last 
examined  February  9,  1910,  he  was  rated  $12  for  malarial  poisonings 
$2  for  rheumatism,  and  was  reported  to  be  also  suffering  from  mus- 
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cular  tremor  of  hands  and  arms,  for  which  no  rating  in  figures  was 
given.  Evidence  of  a  physician  filed  with  the  bill  is  to  the  efl'ect  that 
claimant  is  suffering  from  rheumatism,  heart  disease,  ms^arial  poison- 
ing, and  nervousness  and  is  practically  unable  to, perform  manual 
labor.  The  evidence  sustains  the  soldier's  claim  that  his  disabilities 
are  due  to  his  service,  and  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  pen- 
sion of  $16  per  month  is  a  just  and  equitable  allowance. 

S.  1674.  Jacob  Adams  served  from  April  13, 1873,  to  April  13, 1878. 
in  Company  H,  Seventh  United  States  Cavalry,  and  during  this  period 
participated  in  several  expeditions  against  hostile  Indians  and  was 
subjected  to  ^eat  exposure  in  cold  and  inclement  weather  in  the  then 
Dakota  Temtory.  In  his  original  application  for  pension  filed 
May  7, 1885,  he  alleged  that  in  January.  1874,  while  drivmg  an  ambu- 
lance from  Fort  Rice  to  Fort  Seward,  Dak.  T.,  he  had  both  feet  and 
fingers  of  both  hands  badly  frozen  or  frost  bitten.  In  later  applica- 
tions he  alleged  disease  of  heart,  lun^,  liver  and  spleen,  and  rheuma- 
tism. The  claim  was  admittea  for  mjury  of  hands  and  feet,  result 
of  frostbite,  at  $4  per  month  from  May  7,  1886,  which  rate  was 
increased  to  $6  from  September  14,  1887;  to  $8  from  October  17, 
1888;  to  $10  from  August  28,  1889,  and  finally  to  $12  from  February 
6,  1908.  The  claim  for  the  other  disabilities  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  evidence  was  insuflScient  to  prove  their  origin  in  the 
military  service. 

In  support  of  his  claim  soldier  filed  medical  and  other  testimony 
to  show  that  since  his  service  he  has  been  in  poor  health.  There  is 
no  question  but  that  he  has  suffered  much  from  frostbite  of  both 
hands  and  feet  and  his  medical  examinations,  of  which  he  has  had  as 
many  as  12,  clearly  establish  this  disability.  Some  of  these  exami- 
nations show  also  rheumatism  and  heart  disease.  His  last  medical 
examination,  taken  February  5, 1908,  shows  his  disability  as  follows: 

Right  hand:  Slightly  edematous  to-day.  Ankylosis  first  joint  ring  finger.  Anky- 
losis fiiBt  joint  little  finger.  Partiid  ankylosis  and  enlargement  first  joint  middle 
finger.  Partial  ankylosis  and  enlaigement  second  joint  middle  finder.  Enlareement 
ol  two  phalanges  middle  finger  and  very  tender.  Enlargement  nrst  joint  of  index 
finger  (partial  ankylosis).  Enlargement  second  joint  of  thumb  (partial  ankylosb). 
Almost  complete  loss  of  grip  of  hand. 

Left  hand:  Thumb  normal.  All  joints  in  index  finger  ankylosed  (complete).  All 
joints  in  middle,  ring,  and  little  fingers  partially  ankylosed.    Hand  can  not  be  closed. 

Right  foot:  Callous  ball  of  great  toe.  Callous  ball  of  foot.  Partial  ankylosis  of 
instep  and  aU  joints  of  toes.  Loss  of  motion  three-fourths.  Nails  on  all  toes  white  like 
chalk  and  very  brittle. 

Left  foot:  Callous  ball  of  great  toe.  Callous  ball  of  foot.  Partial  ankylosis  of  instep 
aood  aU  joints  of  toes.  Loss  of  motion  three-fourths.  Nails  of  toes  not  quite  so  ^i^te 
and  brittle  as  its  fellow. 

Heart:  Action  of  heart  rapid,  feeble,  and  irregular.  Apex  beat  found  by  palpation 
1  inch  below  nipple  line.  Cardiac  area  extends  downward  and  to  left;  has  dilatation, 
fll^t  cyanosis,  and  dyspnea.    Edema  in  both  hands. 

In  supplemental  report  dated  January  29,  1909,  the  examining 
surgeons  stated  as  follows: 

It  ifl  not  an  easy  matter  to  differentiate  between  hx^tbite  and  rheumatism  in  the 
above  case.  Taking  his  word  that  his  feet  and  hands  itch,  sting,  and  bum  about 
tliose  large  calloused  psurts  is  evidence  to  this  board  that  he  has  injury  firom  frost- 
bitten hands  and  feet;  again  the  loss  of  nails,  the  chalky  brittle  condition  of  nails, 
roBgh  and  comigated  nails,  burning  and  itching  of  hands  and  feet  at  ni^t  so  badly  do 
they  hurt  tJiat  li^  is  compelled  to  p  ut  out  from  under  cover,  even  in  winter  weather,  be- 
fore he  can  rest.  Right  hand  edeiiatous  to-day;  not  painful  on  passive  motion;  left 
hand  not  swollen.    Ankylosis  of  jcints  in  fingers  and  partial  in  both  insteps;  none  of 
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these  give  pain  on  attempt  to  move.  Loss  of  motion  both  insteps  and  ankles  three- 
fourths  .  Loss  of  motion  both  wrists  three-fourths .  Can  not  grip  an vthin^ ;  in  fact,  can 
not  close  left  hand.  Those  large  callous  folds  of  skin,  great  toes,  balls  of  feet  and  heels 
can  not  be  results  of  rheumatism.  These  exist  and  are  laiger  and  harder,  more  pain- 
ful, than  on  his  (February  5,  1908)  former  examination.  TTiis  board  is  led  to  believe 
that  (and  say)  that  claimant  has  rheumatism  in  both  hands  and  feet,  as  well  as  effect 
of  frostbite. 

Dr.  Loren  Hoover,  of  Decker,  Ind.,  testifies  in  aflSdavit  filed  with 
this  committee  that  soldier  is  totally  disabled  by  frostbite  of  hands 
and  feet  incurred  in  the  military  service.  The  medical  authorities  of 
the  Pension  Bureau  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  a  part  of  the 
disability  is  due  to  rheumatism,  not  legally  accepted  as  due  to  service, 
although  the  evidence  indicates  that  the  latter  trouble  was  most 

Erobably  induced  by  exposure  and  hardships  of  campaign  life  while 
e  was  m  the  Army. 

The  claimant  is  now  about  69  years  of  age  and  is  shown  to  be  poor 
and  needy  and  without  means  for  his  support.  It  is  believed  that 
his  condition  from  disabilities  incurred  m  the  service  warrants 
increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  1846.  John  WaaJkes,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
C,  Thirty-fourth  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  War  with  Spain,  and 
served  from  May  13,  1898,  to  December  14,  1898.  He  was  with  his 
regiment  during  the  campaign  before  Santiago  de  Cuba  and  in  an 
appUcation  for  pension  filed  December  3,  1908,  alleged  that  while 
there  he  contracted  typhoid  and  malarial  fever. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  claimant  was 
treated  in  July,  August,  September,  and  the  early  part  of  October, 
1898,  for  malarial  fever  ana  dysentery  and  typhoid  fever.  He  was 
examined  May  19,  1909,  by  a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  a 
disability  of  right  foot  which  they  said  might  be  due  to  malarial 
poisoning,  and  for  which  they  reconmiended  a  rating  of  eight-eight- 
eenths. The  Conunissioner  of  Pensions,  however,  rejected  the 
claim  on  the  groimd  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  typhoid 
or  malarial  fever  was  not  shown  to  exist. 

We  find  among  the  papers  in  the  Pension  Bureau  the  affidavit  of 
Capt.  Frank  C.  Whitney  of  soldier's  company,  who  avers  that  claim- 
ant served  with  his  company  during  the  campaign  in  Cuba,  return- 
ing with  them  to  Montauk  Point,  and  was  taken  sick  on  transport, 
transferred  to  General  Hospital  at  Montauk  Point,  August  27,  1898, 
and  was  left  there  when  the  company  returned  to  their  home  station, 
and  that  to  his  personal  knowledge  claimant  has  been  sick  and  unable 
to  work  a  good  deal  of  the  time  since  his  discharge,  and  is  so  at  the 
present  time.  Also,  the  certificate  of  Dr.  John  Vanderlaan,  who  states 
that  he  personally  attended  soldier  soon  after  his  discharge  from  the 
Army  and  more  particularly  in  the  month  of  October,  1899;  that 
soldier  was  then  suffering  from  malarial  infection  contracted  during 
his  Army  life.  Also,  certificate  of  Dr.  P.  J.  SuUivan,  dated  June  24, 
1910,  who  states  that  he  has  been  attending  soldier  for  mental  dis- 
ease; that  his  condition  remains  about  the  same  continually  and  is 
unable  to  perform  any  work  of  any  kind  properly,  or  to  follow  his 
usual  occupation;  that  without  a  reasonable  doubt  he  is  perma- 
nently disaoled,  and  that  the  remote  cause  was  malaria  and  typhoid 
poisoning  he  incurred  during  the  Spanish- American  War. 

We  append  to  this  report  the  affidavit  of  claimant's  lieutenant  col- 
onel, captain,  comrades,  and  others,  setting  forth  at  greater  length 
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his  soundness  at  enlistment,  his  sickness  in  service,  and  his  impaired 
health  and  disability  since  discharge,  and  with  tnese  affidavits  we 
find  the  following  letter  from  Hon.  J.  C.  McLaughlin,  a  Member  of 
Congress  from  Muskegon,  Mich.,  who,  it  appears,  has  personal  knowl- 
edge of  many  of  the  facts  in  the  case:

Gentlemen:  Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  H.  B.  31701,  a  special  pension 
bill  introduced  by  me  for  the  relief  of  Mr.  John  Wsalkes,  who  served  as  a  member  of 
Company  C,  Thirty-fourth  Michigan  Infantry.  War  with  Spain. 

I  am  very  much  interested  in  this  bill.  I  know  Mr.  Waalkes  intimately.  I  knew 
him  before  ne  enlisted  for  service  in  Cuba,  and  have  been  very  familiar  with  his  con- 
dition and  circumstances  since  he  returned  home.  At  the  time  of  his  enlistment  he 
was  strong  and  vigorous,  the  very  picture  of  health.  He  returned  sallow,  emaciated, 
and  evidently  completely  broken  m  health.  He  tried  to  resume  the  work  in  which 
he  was  engaged  before  his  enlistment,  but  was  not  strong  enough  to  do  very  much. 
He  is  now  in  a  deplorable  condition,  evidently  the  result  of  malaria  and  perhaps 
tuberculosis  contracted  during  his  service  as  a  soldier.  He  is  and  for  many  months 
has  been  confined  to  his  home,  much  of  the  time  confined  to  his  bed  imder  the  care 
of  a  physician  J  at  least  receiving  medical  attention  to  the  extent  of  the  ability  of  his 
family  to  provide  it.  He  has  suffered  amputation  of  a  portion  of  one  of  his  feet,  and  is 
otherwise  a  physical  wreck.  His  mind  also  is  seriously  affected.  He  evidently  has 
little,  if  any,  control  over  his  bowels  or  bladder,  the  result  of  his  serious  physical  and 
mental  condition.  He  is  unable  to  do  anything  for  himself.  He  is  unable  even  to 
dress  or  feed  himself,  and  requires  the  constant  attention  of  members  of  his  family. 
I  have  been  told  by  physicians  and  others  who  have  attended  him  that  he  is  perma- 
nently disabled,  and  that  he  is  a  mental  and  physical  wreck. 

Much  of  what  I  have  said  in  regard  to  Mr.  Waalkes  is  from  intimate  acquaintance 
with  and  actual  personal  knowledge  of  him.  I  have  no  hesitation  whatever  in  saying 
that  he  is  in  a  deplorable  condition  and  in  absolute  need  of  the  help  I  am  seeking  for 
him  by  special  pension  act.  He  has  no  property  and  no  income  whatever.  I  know 
other  members  of  his  family  intimately,  and  there  is  not  one  of  them  who  is  able  to 
help  him. 

As  I  imderstand  the  rules  governing  your  committee  in  pension  cases,  Mr.  Waalkes 
IB  entitled  to  a  pension  of  at  least  $36  per  month  because  ne  needs  the  constant  care 
and  attention  of  an  attendant.  He  is  neither  mentally  nor  physically  able  to  take  care 
of  himself.  His  own  safety  and  the  safety  of  those  about  him  make  the  presence  and 
care  of  an  attendant  absolutely  necessary. 

I  shall  be  pleased,  if  necessary,  to  appear  before  the  committee  and  testify  as  to  the 
merits  of  this  claim.

It  is  believed  that  the  record  and  other  evidence  on  file  establishes 
the  claimant's  right  to  a  pension  of  $30  per  month.

John  R.  Bennett,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  reside  in  the  city  of  Mus- 
kegon, Mich.,  where  1  have  lived  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  I  enlisted  in 
the  Spanish-American  War  and  was  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  Thirty-foiuth  Regiment 
Michigan  Volunteer  In&ntry,  and  served  with  the  repment  during  the  entire  time  it 
was  in  Cuba,  returning  on  the  same  transport  with  it  to  New  York.  I  knew  John 
Waalkes,  of  Company  C  of  that  regiment,  and  had  known  his  family  for  many  years 
prior  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  Spanish  War,  they  being  well  known  and  promment 
citizens  in  Musk^on  {or  many  years.  I  remember  that  said  Waalkes  enlisted  in  said 
Company  C,  and  that  he  was  then  a  strong  and  vigorous  boy,  but  that  soon  after  his 
company  reached  Cuba  he  became  sick  with  dysentery  and  rheumatism  and  was 
disabled  from  military  duty  during  a  portion  of  the  time  spent  in  Cuba.  That  when 
said  Company  C  reached  Montauk  Pomt,  on  its  return  from  Cuba,  said  Waalkes  was 
BO  sick  that  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital,  where  he  was  confined  a  short  time,  and  later 
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sent  to  the  so-called  Helen  Gould  Hospital  in  New  York,  where  he  was  treated  for 
several  weeks  before  he  was  able  to  return  to  his  home  in  Muskegon.  That  on  his 
return  home  said  Waalkes  was  still  very  poor  in  flesh,  very  weak  and  yellow  skinned, 
and  has  been  in  poor  health  ever  since.  That  affiant  has  fully  investi^ted  the  phys- 
ical and  mental  condition  of  said  Waalkes  and  knows  that  he  is  sufifenng  from  tuber- 
culosis and  has  already  lost  a  portion  of  his  right  foot  as  the  result  of  such  affliction^ 
and  that  he  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  time,  greatly  demented  and  incapable  of 
reasoning,  and  has  to  be  cared  for  day  and  night  by  an  attendant.  Affiant  has  no 
hesitation  in  giving  as  his  candid  opinion  that  such  sickness  and  infirmity  are  entirely 
due  to  his  service  as  a  soldier  in  Cuoa. 

That  affiant  has  made  special  inquiry  regarding  the  financial  condition  of  said 
Waalkes  and  fekmily  and  learns  from  statements  he  nilly  believes  that  they  are  desti- 
tute, and  are  entirely  dependent  on  charity  for  the  necessities  of  life.  That  they 
have  no  home  of  their  own  and  no  means  to  pav  for  a  rented  one. 

I  have  no  interest  in  any  pension  said  Waalkes  may  have  granted  him,  and  make 
this  affidavit  only  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  a  worthy  soldier.

Frank  C.  Whitney,  bein^  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  have  been  a  resident  of 
the  city  of  Muskegon,  Mich.,  for  the  past  39  years.  I  enlisted  in  the  Spani^- 
American  War  in  April,  1898,  and  served  as  captain  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Michican 
Volunteer  Infantry,  commanding  Company  C.  John  Waalkes,  a  resident  of  Muwce- 
gon.  Mich.,  enlisted  on  May  13,  1898,  as  a  member  of  Company  C,  Thirty-fourth 
Micnigan  Volunteer  Infantry.  To  my  personal  knowledge  tne  said  John  Waalkes 
was  a  strong,  robust  man,  enjoying  the  best  of  health.  He  served  during  the  cam- 
paign in  Cuba  with  his  company,  returning  with  his  regiment  to  Montauk  Point  in 
August,  1898.  He  had  been  sick  while  in  Cuba,  suffering  with  dysentery  and  rheu- 
matism, and  on  his  arrival  at  Montauk  Point,  August  27,  1898,  was  too  ill  to  remain 
with  his  company  and  was  transferred  to  the  general  hospital  at  Montauk  Point. 
When  his  company  returned  to  its  home  station,  he  was  too  ill  to  go  with  them. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  was  transferred  to  the  Helen  Gould  Hospital,  in  New  York 
City.  After  several  weeks'  treatment  there  he  returned  to  his  home  station  on  Octo- 
ber 3,  1898.  He  was  mustered  out  with  his  company  on  December  14,  1898.  His 
illness  was  entirely  in  the  line  of  duty. 

To  my  personal  knowledge,  since  his  dischaiy:e  he  has  been  sick  and  unable  to 
work  most  of  the  time.    At  present  he  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  has  lost  a 

Eortion  of  his  right  foot  as  a  result,  and  his  mind  is  impaired  to  such  an  extent  that 
e  is  incapable  of  reasoning  and  is  unable  in  any  way  to  aid  in  his  own  support.  He 
is  being  cared  for  by  relatives,  who  are  themselves  m  poor  circumstances  and  finan- 
cially unable  to  carry  this  extra  burden. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  his  present  condition  is  a  result  of  his 
military  service. 

I  have  no  interest  in  any  pension  that  may  be  granted  to  said  John  Waalkes  and 
make  this  affidavit  only  to  aid  in  a  worthy  cause.

P.  Fred  Nelson,  of  the  city  of  Muskegon,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am 
the  sheriff  of  Muskegon  County,  in  saia  State.  I  was  a  soldier  in  Company  C  of  the 
Thirty-fourth  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  engaged  in  the  so-cklled  Spanish 
War  m  Cuba  in  1898,  where  I  served  until  the  latter  "pijtt  of  the  month  of  August  of 
that  year.    John  Waalkes^  then  and  now  a  resident  of  Musk^on,  was  also  a  member 
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the  flftid  Company  C  and  served  with  it  in  the  Cuban  War  during  the  entire  time 
said  company  was  in  Cuba,  returning  with  said  company  to  New  York  at  the  cloee 
of  that  war.  I  remember  well  that  said  Waalkes  was  sick  during  the  entire  time  he 
was  in  Cuba  and  became  very  poor  in  flesh,  very  weak  and  sallow,  and  had  rheu- 
matism and  dysentery  very  bad,  so  much  so  that  on  more  than  one  occasion  he  was 
obliged  to  be  relieved  from  all  military  duty,  and  had  to  be  cared  for  by  his  com- 
rades. That  none  of  the  members  of  said  Company  C  had  any  tents  or  blankets 
after  the  flrst  or  second  day  on  the  island,  and  all  were  obliged  to  sleep  on  the  bare 
ground  or  on  boughs  of  trees  with  nothing  over  them  for  a  good  many  days;  that  in 
consequence  said  Waalkes  grew  worse,  and  when  the  transport  on  which  the  com- 
pany returned  to  New  York  arrived  he  was  sent  to  Montauk  Point  and  New  York, 
where  he  was  confined  in  a  temporary  hospital  several  weeks,  and  on  returning  to 
Muskegon  afl&ant  observed  that  said  Waalkes  was  very  little  if  any  better  of  his  infin- 
ity, he  being  still  much  emaciated,  sallow,  and  weak,  and  since  then  has  been  under 
the  care  of  his  ph)r8ician  and  confined  to  his  bed  much  of  the  time,  in  consequence 
of  such  sickness  originating  in  the  island  of  Cuba.  That  he  has  frequently  seen  said 
Waalkes  during  the  entire  time  since  the  close  of  the  Cuban  War,  and  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge  in  Muskegon  and  vicinity  that  said  Waalkes  is  a  hopeless 
cripple  and  invalid,  and  that  he  is  greatly  demented  and  has  to  be  constantly  waited 
on  and  cared  for  by  an  attendant.  That  affiant  states  positively  that  at  the  time  of 
his  enlistment  said  Waalkes  was  a  very  stron?,  healthy,  and  robust  man,  but  that  he 
is  now  a  physical  wreck  and  does  not  possess  sufficient  intelligence  to  wait  on  himself, 
but  has  to  be  watched  and  cared  for  dv  others  to  the  extent  that  would  be  required 
for  a  1-year-old  child.  I  further  state  tnat  I  have  no  financial  interest  in  any  pension 
aaid  Waalkes  may  have  granted  to  him.

Patrick J.  Sullivan,  being  sworn,  says:  1  am  a  practicing  physician  and  have  resided 
in  the  city  of  Muskegon,  Mich.,  practicing  my  profession  for  more  than  12  years  Last 
past.  That  some  years  ago,  though  the  exact  date  I  can  not  now  recall,  I  was  called 
to  treat  John  Waalkes,  oi  Maskegon,  who  I  then  learned  had  been  a  soldier  in  the 
Cuban  War.  I  foimd  said  Waalkes  suffering  with  a  badly  swollen  knee  and  many 
•CNres  broken  out  on  his  face  and  body.  I  treated  him  for  a  few  weeks,  after  which  be 
was  taken  to  the  Hackley  Hospital  m  Muskegon,  where  the  great  toe  of  his  right  foot 
was  amputated  by  reason  of  tuberculosis  appearing  in  an  aggravated  form  in  his  toe 
and  foot.  I  further  state  that  I  have  lately  visited  said  Waalkes  and  examined  his 
loot  and  find  no  improvement  in  it,  but  on  the  contrary,  said  foot  discharges  much  pus, 
both  from  the  toes  and  hollow  of  his  foot,  and  his  foot  may  have  to  be  amputated. 
That  said  Waalkes  Ls  demented  and  wholly  unable  to  care  for  or  attend  himseli  and  has 
to  be  constantly  attended  and  waited  on  as  much  as  an  infant  child.  That  in  the  opin- 
ion of  this  affiant  said  Waalkes's  infirmity  and  dementia  \s  due  directly  to  his  services 
imd  exposure  in  Cuba  and  from  no  other  cause.

Infantry,  and  have  been  well  acquainted  with  him  for  20  years  last  past.  I  remember 
his  physical  and  mental  condition  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment  in  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can War,  and  knew  him  then  to  be  a  very  healthy,  strong,  and  able-bodied  man  and  one 
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who  was  considered  an  athlete  by  all  who  knew  him.  I  recollect  well  the  occasion  of 
his  return  from  that  war  and  remember  that  he  was  a  physical  wreck,  very  yellow  of 
skin,  very  weak  and  rheumatic,  and  very  poor  in  flesh,  and  covered  with  red  sores  on 
Ms  face,  body,  and  legs.  That  affiant  has  seen  said  Waalkes  almost  daily  during  mo^ 
of  the  time  since  he  returned  from  Cuba  in  1898  and  swears  positively  that  he  has  been 
extremely  feeble  in  health  during  all  that  time  and  unable  to  work  at  any  kind  of  labor 
except  for  a  few  weeks,  when  he  tried  to  work,  but  was  so  infirm  in  body  and  mind  that 
he  could  not  continue  and  has  been  confined  to  his  house  most  of  the  time  since.  That 
said  Waalkes  has  a  family  consisting  of  a  wife  and  three  young  children,  ranging  from 
18  months  to  7  years  of  age.  That  he  has  no  property  whatever  and  is  entirely  depend- 
ent upon  charity  for  every  necessity  in  life.

James  Rosich,  being  by  me  duly  sworn,  says:  I  reside  in  the  city  of  Muskegon, 
Mich. ,  where  I  am  eng^eid  in  the  business  of  a  retail  grocer.  I  was  an  enlisted  soldier 
in  Company  0  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry  and  was  with  that 
company  during  the  entire  Spanish-American  War  in  Cuba.  I  remember  John 
Waalkes,  who  was  also  a  member  of  said  Company  C  and  was  with  said  company 
during  its  entire  stay  in  Cuba.  That  at  the  time  said  Waalkes  enlisted  in  said  com- 
pany I  knew  him  well  and  I  am  positive  that  he  was  an  unusually  strong  and  vigorous 
young  man  of  good  character  and  habits.  I  remember  that  soon  after  said  Company  0 
arrived  in  Cuba  all  the  company's  tents  and  blankets  were  stolen  and  said  Waalkes 
with  the  rest  was  obliged  to  sleep  on  the  bare  ground  for  almost  two  months  with 
nothing  over  him,  and  by  reason  of  such  exposure  and  the  unhealthfulness  of  the 
Cuban  climate  said  Waalkes  was  very  sick  with  dysentery  in  an  aggravated  character, 
and  that  he  had  rheumatism,  was  very  poor  in  flesh  and  sallow  and  had  to  be  relieved 
from  duty  as  a  soldier  by  reason  of  such  sickness.  There  was  no  hospital  or  nurse 
supplied  for  any  of  the  members  of  said  Thirty-fourth  Michigan  Regiment,  and  when 
said  Company  C  reached  New  York  on  its  return  home  said  Waalkes  could  not  be 
taken  farther  on  account  of  excessive  sickness,  and  was  sent  to  Montauk  Point,  N,  Y., 
and  to  New  York,  where  he  was  confined  for  many  weeks  in  a  hospital.  That  affiant 
remembers  when  said  Waalkes  returned  to  Muskegon  after  leaving  said  hospital. 
He  saw  him  immediately  and  found  him  little  or  no  better  physically  than  he  was 
when  he  left  him  at  the  transport  in  New  York.  That  said  Waalkes  was  still  weak, 
yellow,  and  rheumatic,  and  has  been  a  physical  wreck  ever  since  he  returned.  That 
he  has  been  advised  by  the  friends  and  family  of  the  said  Waalkes  that  he  has  grown 
worse,  and  such  is  the  understanding  among  his  former  comrades  who  reside  in  Mus- 
kegon. That  affiant  knows  said  Waalkes  is  now  and  has  been  for  many  years  very 
weak  in  mind  and  not  capable  of  reason.  All  of  which  affiant  believes  is  due  to  the 
service  and  exposure  in  Cuba.  I  have  no  financial  interest  in  any  pension  that  may 
be  prranted  to  Mr.  Waalkes.

S.  1954.  Harriet  J.  Bockerman  is  the  widow  of  August  Bockerman, 
late  private  Troop  A,  Seventh  United  States  Cavdry,  who  served 
from  February  12,  1872,  to  February  12,  1882,  and  who  died  April  17, 
1904,  of  locomotor  ataxia.  He  was  pensioned  under  the  provision8 
of  a  special  act  approved  April  8,  1904,  for  locomotor  ataxia  and  loss 
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of  fflght  of  left  eye  at  $24  per  month.  The  report  from  theCommittee 
on  [ftnsions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  was  as  follows: 

August  Bockerman,  of  St.  Joseph,  Buchanan  County,  Mo.,  enlisted  February  12^ 

1872,  at  the  age  of  21  years,  as  a  private  in  Troop  A,  Seventh  United  States  Cavahy, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  February  12,  1877,  at  Fort  Abraham  Lincoln,  Dak.  T. 
He  reenlisted  February  12,  1877,  in  the  band  of  the  Seventh  Cavalry,  and  was  hon- 
orably discharged  February  11, 1882,  at  Fort  Meade,  Dak.  T.  On  January  16,  1889, 
he  filed  an  application  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  declaring  that  from  exposure 
idiile  on  the  Vellowstone  expedition  of  1873,  the  Blach  Hills  expedition  of  1874,  and 
the  Sioux  campaign  of  1876  nis  nervous  system  was  broken  down,  causing  locomotor 
ataxia  and  total  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye.  Tiie  medical  records  show  that  he  was  treated 
lor  various  ailments,  including  acute  rheumatism,  tonsilitis,  inflammation  of  pleiura 
and  kneeioint,  and  neuralgia. 

In  explanation  of  his  claim  the  applicant  swore  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  t& 
give  the  precise  date  and  place  of  the  origin  of  his  ailments  for  the  reason  that  the 
same  came  upon  him  gradually;  that  from  the  time  of  his  service  and  discharge  he 
suffered  from  extreme  nervousness,  headache,  and  general  debility,  but  that  the  first 
sorious  attack  of  nervous  prostration  came  upon  him  while  residing  in  Missouri  in 
1886.  This  necessitated  his  giving  up  his  business,  he  being  physically  prostrated, 
and  that  in  about  1892  the  nervous  trouble  developed  into  locomotor  ataxia  and  loss 
of  sidit  of  left  eye.  He  further  declared  that  he  had  not  received  any  injury  since 
his  dischaige,  and  there  is  no  cause  for  his  disability  other  than  the  nervous  prostra- 
tion, exhaustion,  and  exposure  produced  by  his  arduous  miliary  service  mrough 
many  hard  Indian  campaigns. 

Stephen  O.  Bushkirk,  a  comrade,  testified  in  detail  to  the  severe  exposure  to  which 
the  command  was  subjected  and  of  claimant's  complaints  of  his  head  and  eyes,  and 
of  nervousness,  and  that  he  eradually  became  worse  up  to  the  time  of  his  dischaige. 
Other  witnesses  have  testified  substantially  to.the  same  effect,  several  of  whom  served 
with  him,  among  the  number  being  Maximilian  Goetze  and  James  McBrearty.  Other 
witnesses  testifi^  to  claimant's  complaint  of  nervousness  and  gradual  decline  in  health 
from  the  time  of  his  dischaige,  and  Dr.  T.  £.  Potter,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  testifies  ta 
having  treated  him  since  about  1896  for  locomotor  ataxia  and  chronic  bronchitis, 
which  from  the  history  of  the  case  the  doctor  believed  to  be  due  to  exposure  while 
in  the  Army. 

A  medical  examination,  held  March  22,  1899,  before  the  St.  Joseph  (Mo.)  board,, 
revealed  the  existence  of  locomotor  ataxia,  causing  total  incapaci^  for  earning  a 
flumxNrt  by  manual  labor,  and  the  board  also  found  total  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye. 
Although  an  exhaustive  examination  was  apparently  made,  no  si^  whatever  could 
be  found  that  the  claimant's  disabilities  are  in  any  way  due  to  vicious  habits,  and  the 
testimony  all  shows  that  the  claimant  is  a  man  of  good  character  and  one  who  takee 
the  beet  of  care  of  himself. 

It  is  shown  that  although  the  claimant  was  always  ^thful  in  the  dischaige  of  his 
duties  as  a  soldier,  he  was  somewhat  awkward  in  learning  to  ride  a  horse  at  t^e  outset^ 
and  that  he  received  frequent  falls,  sometimes  striking  on  his  head.  Several  of  his 
comrades  speak  of  this,  and  Maj.  Charles  A.  Vamum,  of  the  Seventh  Cavaliy,  in 
reporting  to  the  War  Department  on  the  claimant's  case,  said: 

''He  IS  a  big,  strong,  clumsy  German  or  Scandinavian.  I  should  judge,  and  was 
rather  awkwara  and  not  much  of  a  horseman,  and  may  nave  fallen  from  his  horse 
and  hurt  himself.    He  was  with  the  troop  on  the  Stanley  Yellowstone  expedition  of 

1873,  and  the  Black  Hill  expedition  of  1874;  also  on  the  White  River  (S.  Dak.) 
campaign  in  1875,  and  I  believe  on  the  Terry-Sioux  expedition  of  1876,  though  I  was 
not  with  the  troop  that  year." 

The  testimony  accompanying  the  bill  is  to  the  effect  that  the  soldier  is  living  with 
his  wife,  who  has  also  nad  considerable  sickness,  and  that  both  are  of  good  habits, 
saving,  and  frugal.  They  have  now  no  property  or  resources  with  which  to  maintain 
themselves  and  are  almost  wholly  dependent. 

Your  committee  believe,  after  a  thorough  review  of  the  evidence,  that  a  liberal 
view  of  the  proof  justifies  the  conclusion  mat  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  any  doubt 
there  may  be  respecting  the  origin  of  his  disabilities  in  the  service,  and  the  passage 
of  the  bill  is  therefore  respectfully  recommended. 

The  widow  was  married  to  the  soldier  October  17,  1895,  and  is  66 
years  of  age.  She  is  shown  to  be  in  poor  health  and  in  very  needy 
drcumstances,  being  left  without  means  for  her  support.  Her  claim 
for  pension  at  the  bureau  was  rejected  for  the  reason  that  her  hus- 
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band's  death  was  not  proved  as  due  to  the  military  service.  The 
merits  of  the  claim  of  the  soldier,  however,  having  been  determined 
by  a  iormer  Congress,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence  on 
file,  your  committee,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  died  of  one  of  the 
disabilities  recognized  as  charjgeable  to  his  service  in  Uie  Army,  report 
favorably  on  the  bill  for  the  widow  and  recommend  that  she  be  allowed 
pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  1975.  Jacob  Korby,  the  claimant,  enlisted  May  9,  1898,  for 
service  in  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  First 
Iddio  Volimteer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  at  Manila^  P.  I., 
July  2,  1899.  He  again  enlisted  July  10,  1899,  as  a  private  m  Com- 
pany C,  Thirty-sixth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was 
discha^ed  as  quartermaster  sergeant  at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  March  16,  1901.  In  his  claim  for  pension,  filed  January  21, 
1909,  he  alleged  that  while  serving  in  the  rhilippine  Islands  in  1900 
he  contracted  malarial  poisoning  and  rheumatism.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  Pensions  rejected  the  claim  for  rheumatism  on  tiie  groimd 
of  no  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  show  continuance 
since  discharge  and  no  ratable  disaoiUty  from  that  cause  since  date 
of  filing  claim.  The  claim  for  malarial  poisoning  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  prove  service 
ormn  and  continuance  of  same  from  date  of  discharge. 

The  company  muster  rolls  show  claimant  sick  m  quarters  from 
October  6  to  11,  1899,  and  from  December  19  to  31,  1900.  The 
medical  records  show  that  he  was  treated  from  October  5  to  10, 1899, 
for  muscular  rheumatism,  both  legs  and  thijghs,  acute,  in  line  of  duty; 
also  show  treatment  November  12.  1900,  diagnosis  not  stated. 

In  support  of  his  claim,  soldier  nled  evidence  as  follows: 

Burton  O.  Compton,  comrade,  testified  in  affidavit  filed  August  2, 
1909,  that  soldier  contracted  malarial  fever  and  was  sick  and  confined 
to  his  quarters  for  some  time,  but  just  how  long  he  can  not  say;  that 
he  was  also  sick  in  November  and  December,  1900,  and  connned  to 
quarters  with  malaria,  and  the  fever  left  him  in  a  weak  condition,  and 
tnat  he  has  seen  soldier  frequently  since  his  dischai^e,  especially  the 
past  two  years,  and  from  all  appearance  he  is  suffering  from  malaricd 
poisoning.  In  reply  to  letter  from  bureau  witness  states  that  soldier 
was  sick  m  service,  and  claimed  it  was  lus  legs  that  bothered  him. 

John  J.  Donnelly,  comrade,  testified  in  affidavit  ffied  November  27. 
1909,  that  soldier  contracted  malarial  fever  and  was  off  duty  and 
marked  in  quarters  in  July,  1900,  and  was  sick  for  some  time;  that 
in  November  and  December,  1900,  he  was  again  sick  with  malaria 
and  marked  in  quarters  and  off  duty  for  several  days,  and  that  he  was 
afterwards  weak  and  unable  to  do  hard  duty,  and  showed  signs  of 
malarial  weakness  when  discharged.  In  reply  to  letter  from  bureau, 
witness  states  that  soldier  had  chills  and  fever  and  was  very  poorly 
imtil  mustered  out. 

Gerald  Britt,  comrade,  testified  in  affidavit  filed  January  31,  1910, 
that  soldier  was  sick  with  malarial  fever  and  off  duty  in  July,  1900; 
that  he  was  again  very  sick  with  malarial  fever  and  rheumatism  and 
off  duty  about  November  and  December,  1900,  and  that  his  skin 
looked  as  yellow  as  gold  when  discharged.  In  reply  to  letter  from 
bureau  witness  repeats  above  statements. 
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Dr.  F.  L.  St.  Jean  testified  April  13, 1909,  that  he  attended  soldier  in 
1905,  in  a  case  of  rheumatism  and  subsequently  in  a  dislocation  or 
injury  to  hip  joint. 

Dr.  Fred  A.  Pitt'mger  testified  March  19,  1909,  that  soldier  was 
under  his  care  from  July,  1907,  for  resection  of  head  of  femur  on  left 
side;  that  he  has  had  some  constitutional  trouble  which  witness 
di^nosed  as  chronic  malarial  poisoning. 

George  F.  NeJson  and  Fred  E.  Brumm  testified  March  16,  1910, 
that  soldier  was  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  on  account  of  illness 
said  to  be  malarial  poisoning  and  has  been  since  his  return  from  the 
Philippine  Islands. 

Claimant  was  examined  March  17,  1909,  by  a  board  of  surgeons, 
who  rated  him  $8  for  malarial  poisoning  and  $12  for  fracture  of  left 
hip,  this  latter,  however,  not  being  due  to  the  mihtarj  service,  but 
incurred  since  discharge.  As  to  rheumatism  the  examining  surgeons 
said: 

Complains  of  pain  in  right  leg  and  knee,  arms,  and  shoulders.  No  joint  involve- 
ment  at  this  examination.  Claims  to  have  had  intermittent  attacks  of  pain  and 
swelling  since  coming  home  from  the  Army.  Says  he  lies  in  bed  for  8  to  10  days  at  a 
time  on  several  occasions  since  coming  home.  Says  about  every  two  or  three  months 
he  has  an  attack. 

Claimant  is  48  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  Evidence  filed  with  the 
committee  shows  that  he  is  greatly  crippled  from  fracture  of  left  hip 
and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.  Giving  him  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt,  the  committee  recommend  pension  of  $10  per  month  for 
disabilities  accepted  as  due  to  the  military  service. 

S.  2128.  James  C.  Smith  was  a  private  in  Company  M,  Fourth 
Tennessee  Volunteer  Infantry,  War  with  Spain.  He  served  from 
June  18,  1898,  to  May  6,  1899,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  In 
his  claim  for  pension,  filed  December  28,  1906,  he  alleged  swelling  of 
testicles,  malaria,  and  rheumatism,  incurred  at  Trimdad,  Cuba,  in 
December,  1898,  or  January,  1899.  The  Commissioner  of  Pensions 
rejected  the  claim  for  disease  of  testicles  on  the  ground  that  service 
origin  was  not  proved-  the  claim  for  malarial  poisoning  on  the  ground 
that  a  ratable  disability  therefrom  was  not  shown  to  exist,  and  the 
claim  for  rheumatism  on  the  ground  that  disability  did  not  appear 
until  several  months  after  discharge. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
soldier  was  treated  from  January  23  to  29,  and  from  March  4  to  18, 
1899,  for  malaria,  in  Une  of  duty.  There  is  abundant  proof  that  he 
was  free  from  alleged  disabiUties  at  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  enlist- 
ment. The  testimony  of  comrades,  secured  by  a  special  examiner  of 
the  Pension  Bureau,  shows  that  he  was  sick  with  malaria  and  also 
Buflfered  from  affection  of  testicles,  not  the  result  of  vicious  habits,  in  the 
service  and  was  not  in  good  health  to  the  time  of  his  dischai^e.  Tes- 
timony of  neighbors  and  physicians  shows  that  claimant  has  been 
in  poor  health  since  his  discharge  suffering  from  affection  of  testicles, 
mdaria,  liver  trouble,  and  rheumatism,  the  last  of  which  manifested 
itself  within  two  or  three  months  after  his  return  home,  and  that  he 
has  been  more  or  less  incapacitated  for  manual  labor.  His  first 
medical  treatment  after  discnarge  was  in  July  or  August,  1899.  and 
his  physicians  state  that  rheumatism  was  produced  by  the  malarial 
poisoning  contracted  in  service.  For  affection  of  testicles  he  has 
worn  a  suspensory  bandage  since  dischai^e. 
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The  board  of  sui^eons  before  whom  claimant  was  examined  March 
6,  1907,  rated  him  $2  for  malaria,  $2  for  rheumatism,  and  $2  for 
affection  of  testicles,  all  of  which  appear  to  be  very  low  ratings  for 
his  disabiUties.  Evidence  filed  in  the  bureau  in  1910  shows  that 
claimant  is  unable  to  perform  hard  manual  labor.  The  special  exam- 
iner of  the  bureau  in  August,  1908,  reported  that  claimant  bears  a 
good  reputation  and  that  he  undoubtedly  has  a  severe  liver  trouble. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  preponderance  of  testimony 
is  in  favor  of  the  claimant  and  it  is  believed  that  a  rating  of  $12  per 
month  would  be  a  just  and  equitable  allowance. 

S.  2271.  Ralph  W.  Ingard  was  a  private  in  Company  B,  Second 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  during  the  War  with  Spain 
from  April  25,  1898,  to  February  10,  1899,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged. He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  and  is  pen- 
sioned at  $8  per  month  for  double  varicocele  and  resulting  atrophy 
of  testicles,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  Claim  for 
increase  filed  January  10,  1911,  was  rejected  February  23,  1911. 

The  Pension  Office  surgeon,  by  whom  claimant  was  last  examined 
January  30,  1911,  described  his  disabihty  as  follows: 

Varicocele  averages  a  ^ood-sized  hen's  egg  while  applicant  wears  a  suspensory;  says 
it  becomes  much  larger  if  he  leaves  the  suspensory  off.  Is  compelled  to  wear  a  sus- 
pensory all  the  time  and  then  the  pain  is  intense  if  he  stands  long  on  his  feet.  The 
testicles  are  atrophied,  not  being  more  than  one-fourth  their  nornml  size. 

The  report  also  shows  that  claimant  has  disease  of  lungs,  apparently 
of  recent  origin.  Testimonv  submitted  to  the  committee  snows  that 
claimant  is  totally  disablea  for  any  and  all  kinds  of  manual  labor; 
this,  however,  is  largely  due  to  tubercular  disease  of  lungs  not  estab- 
Ushed  as  resulting  from  the  military  service.  He  is  31  years  of  age 
and  very  poor.  For  the  disability  incurred  in  the  service  it  is  1:^ 
lieved  he  snould  have  increase  to  $12  per  month. 

S.  2631.  Harry  McFarlin,  the  claimant,  was  second  lieutenant  in 
Company  K,  First  Florida  Volunteer  Infantry,  during  the  War  with 
Spain.  He  was  commissioned  April  29,  1898,  and  resigned  August  1, 
1898,  in  consequence  of  physical  disability.  He  is  now  drawing 
pension  under  certificate  No.  1035295  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month 
on  account  of  disability  from  chronic  dysentery,  from  which  ne  suffered 
while  in  the  service,  and  on  account  of  which  he  was  compelled  to 
resign  from  the  Army.  He  applied  for  increase  November  24,  1909, 
but  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  rejected  the  application  January 
26,  1910. 

It  is  in  evidence  that  soldier  was  sound  when  he  enlisted  and  that 
his  disability  came  on  him  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  at 
Tampa,  Fla.,  in  the  summer  of  1898.  it  is  also  in  evidence  that  he 
has  never  recovered  his  usual  good  health,  but  has  been  more  or  less 
disabled  since  his  discharge. 

It  appears  from  his  last  medical  examination,  taken  December  29, 
1909,  that  soldier  is  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.  The 
report  of  the  examining  surgeons  with  respect  to  his  pensioned  disa- 
bility is  as  follows: 

Chronic  diarrhea:  Claimant  is  anemic  and  poorly  nourished.  He  is  feeble  and 
muscles  are  flabby.  History  of  alternating  periods  of  diarrhea  and  constipation. 
Passes  blood  and  mucus.  Rectal  examination  shows  no  hemorrhoids,  but  a  condition 
of  general  proctitis  and  one  ulcer  on  posterior  wall.  Liver  and  spleen  normal  in 
size.  No  jaundice.  No  tenderness  over  liver  or  spleen.  Some  g^eral  abdominal 
tenderness. 
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Medical  examinations  in  August,  1899,  and  November,  1901,  showed 
soldier  to  have  been  totally  incapacitated  for  manual  labor.  Accom- 
panying the  bill  is  the  following  sworn  statement  of  Dr.  J.  A.  McGarry, 
of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  dated  May  17,  191i): 

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  this  day  examined  Harry  McFarlin,  late  of  Company 
K,  First  Florida  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  I  find  him  disabled  for  the  performance  of 
manual  labor  on  account  of  neurasthenia,  resulting  from  membranous  colitis,  and  on 
account  of  membranous  colitis,  with  ulcerated  rectum.  ^ 

Soldier  is  about  37  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  It  is  believed  that 
his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $24  is  warranted,  his  disability 
being  of  service  origin. 

S.  3068.  Josephine  K.  Woodson  is  the  widow  of  Albert  E.  Wood- 
son, late  major.  Ninth  Regiment  United  States  Cavalry,  and  brigadier 
general,  Umtea  States  Amiy. 

Gen.  Woodson  entered  the  Army  early  in  the  Civil  War  as  a  private 
soldier,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  brief  interval  was  in  service 
continuously  until  1903,  when  he  was  retired  with  the  rank  of  briga- 
dier general.     The  facts  as  to  his  service  are  as  follows: 

Enlisted  May  27,  1862,  as  private  in  Company  E,  First  Washington 
Territory  Infantry;  appointed  hospital  steward  August  31,  1862; 
promoted  second  lieutenant  Company  A,  same  regiment  April  14, 
1863,  and  honorably  mustered  out  March  25,  1865.  Appointed  first 
lieutenant,  Thirty-sixth  United  States  Infantry,  Au^st  5,  1867; 
promoted  captain.  Fifth  Cavalry,  July  1,  1876;  major,  Isinth  Cavalry, 
October  14,  1896;  lieutenant  colonel  February  2,  1901;  colonel  Third 
Cavalry  May  31,  1901;  brigadier  general.  United  States  Army,  April 
15,  1903;  retired  at  his  own  reouest  April  16,  1903,  having  reached 
the  age  of  62  years.  He  serveain  the  Civil  War  and  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  and  also  in  several  campaigns  against  hostile  Indians  m 
the  West.     He  died  at  Paola,  Kaps.,  August  7,  1903. 

Mrs.  Woodson  now  receives  a  general-law  pension  of  $25  per  month, 
it  having  been  determined  by  the  Pension  Bureau  that  her  husband's  . 
fatal  disease  originated  while  he  held  the  rank  of  major,  although  he 
subsequently  served  several  years  and  was  three  times  promoted. 
She  is  57  years  of  age,  and  was  married  to  the  soldier  February  22, 
1866.  She  is  in  delicate  health,  unable  to  labor,  and  has  no  means  of 
support  except  her  pension,  having  no  property  or  other  source  of 
income. 

It  is  believed  that  the  long-continued  and  distinguished  services  of 
the  soldier  and  the  widow*s  necessitous  circumstances  justify  the 
increase  of  her  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

S.  3123.  Vee  Aiken  is  the  widow  of  William  M.  Aiken,  late  private, 
corporal,  and  sergeant  in  Troop  F,  Third  United  States  Cavalry. 
Soldier  enlisted  January  27,  1902,  and  was  in  service  continuously 
until  September  6,  1906,  when  honorably  discharged.  He  died  be- 
tween October  2  and  5, 1910,  in  the  Bitterroot  National  Forest,  Mont., 
from  a  pistol  shot  fired  with  suicidal  intent  after  lying  exposed  to  the 
elements  for  three  days. 

The  widow  was  married  to  the  soldier  January  30,  1909.  Iler  ap- 
plication for  pension  under  the  general  law  was  denied  on  the  ground 
that  soldier's  death  was  not  from  cause  of  service  origin.  No  doubt 
this  was  technically  correct.  The  widow  is  22  years  of  age  and  is  left 
in  dependent  circumstances  witli  an  infant  child  to  support. 
H.  Kept.  551,  62-2 2 
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It  is  shown  by  the  evidence  that  soldier  contracted  disease  of 
kidneys  in  the  Army,  from  which  he  was  a  constant  sufferer  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  was  pensioned  for  that  trouble  through  the 
regular  channels  at  the  bureau  at  $10  per  month  from  October  2, 
1907.  and  increased  to  $12  from  December  6,  1907.  The  facts  as  to 
his  death  are  as  follows:  Soldier  with  a  companion  went  hunting 
October  1,  1910,  in  the  Bitterroot  National  Forest,  Mont.;  they  be- 
came lost,  and  soldier  was  taken  ill  and  was  unable  to  proceed  farther; 
his  companion  left  him  the  next  day  to  summon  help,  and  three  days 
later  soldier's  body  was  found  in  the  same  locaUty,  ne  having  appar- 
ently committed  suicide.  A  physician  testified  that  soldier  had  been 
under  his  care  from  March,  1910,  and  was  in  the  last  stages  of  chronic 
nephritis  and  had  been  twice  confined  to  his  bed  by  attacks  of  said 
disease  and  had  been  warned  that  another  acute  attack  of  the  disease 
would  very  probably  prove  fatal,  because  of  its  advanced  stage,  and 
that  he  would  probably  die  therefrom  in  any  event  in  a  few  months. 
It  is  more  than  probable,  therefore,  that  soldier's  death  was  in  a 
measure  occasioned  by  the  suffering  endured  from  disease  contracted 
in  the  military  service  and  from  which  no  doubt  he  would  have  ulti- 
mately died  if  he  had  not  shot  himself.  In  view  of  all  the  facts  the 
committee  recommend  allowance  of  pension  to  the  widow  at  $12  per 
month  with  the  usual  additional  allowance  of  $2  per  month  for  the 
soldier's  minor  child,  under  the  age  of  16  years. 

S.  3309.  Bert  Derendinger,  the  applicant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany I,  Thirty-first  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
served  during  the  War  with  Spain  from  April  26,  1898,  to  November 
30,  1898.  On  November  26,  1900,  he  filed  an  application  for  a  pen- 
sion wherein  he  alleged  that  he  contracted  heart  disease  at  Chicka- 
mauga  Park,  Tenn.,  in  July  or  August,  1898,  from  heat  and  exhaus- 
tion consequent  upon  forced  marches  and  drills.  The  claim  was 
rejected  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  heart  disease 
on  file  in  the  War  Department  and  the  evidence  was  insufficient  to 
show  that  the  same  was  incurred  in  service.  It  appears  from  the 
evidence  that  soldier  was  sound  at  enlistment  and  the  testimony  of 
comrades  is  that  he  was  sick  during  service  from  diarrhea  and  fever 
and  was  generally  run  down.  The  testimony  of  his  physician  shows 
that  claimant  had  heart  trouble  within  a  short  period  after  his  dis- 
charge and  it  is  observed  that  he  filed  his  claim  as  early  as  November, 
1900.  Other  evidence  establishes  the  continuance  of  the  disability, 
and  on  his  examination  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  April  17,  1901,  by  a 
full  board  of  surgeons  he  was  rated  sixteen-eighteenths  for  heart 
disease. 

Soldier  is  now  also  suffering  from  i)ulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the 

Jrobabihties  are  that  he  never  will  get  well.  He  is  in  the  Union 
rinters'  Home  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  and  has  had  to  abandon 
all  occupations  by  which  he  might  earn  a  support.  He  is  35  years  of 
age  and  very  poor  and  in  most  needy  circumstances.  While  the 
evidence  in  his  case  is  not  such  as  would  warrant  the  granting  of  a 
pension  under  the  department  rules,  yet  it  appears  to  the  conmiittee 
that  the  case  is  a  meritorious  one  and  wc  recommend  that  soldier  be 
granted  a  pension  of  $20  per  month. 

S.  3330.  Harry  Colpus,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  the  Hospital 
Corps,  United  States  Army,  during  the  War  with  Spain.  He  enlisted 
August  3,  1898,  and  was  discharged  March  14,  1899.     During  his 
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service  he  was  taken  sick  with  typhoid  or  malarial  fever,  for  which  he 
was  under  treatment  for  considerable  periods  of  time.  The  hospital 
records  show  him  treated  from  September  7  to  October  1,  1898,  for 
malarial  fever;  October  1  to  13,  1898,  for  malaria  and  dysentery; 
October  15,  1898,  for  malarial  cachexia;  on  20  days'  furlough  from 
October  16,  1898;  and  March  4  to  14,  1899,  for  malaria.  As  a  result 
of  his  sickness  in  service  he  became  deaf,  which  has  since  debarred 
him  from  following  his  former  occupation  of  butler  and  waiter. 

Soldier's  claim  for  deafness  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the 
same  originated  from  causes  antedating  his  Army  service  and  the 
claim  for  malarial  poisoning  and  results  was  reiected  on  the  groimd 
of  no  ratable  disabuity  therefrom  since  date  of  filing  appUcation.  As 
r^ards  his  disabiUty  before  service  claimant  states  that  his  hearing 
was  impaired  only  when  suffering  from  a  cold  and  that  as  soon  as 
the  cola  was  gotten  rid  of  his  impairment  of  hearing  passed  away. 
This  is  also  the  substance  of  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  on  ffle 
in  the  case.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  testimony  of  other  wit- 
nesses, employers  and  associates,  to  the  effect  that  he  was  sound  and 
free  from  disabihty  prior  to  enlistment,  and  that  he  earned  good 
wages  at  his  employment.  Added  to  tnis  is  the  fact  that  he  was 
thoroughly  exammed  at  enUstment  and  accepted  as  sound  and  fit  for 
service  as  a  soldier. 

It  is  undoubtedly  proved  that  claimant  has  been  much  disabled 
since  his  discharge  from  the  Army  and  that  he  can  no  longer  earn  a 
support  by  his  own  labor.  His  general  health  has  been  poor  and  he 
has  had  many  good  positions,  all  of  which  he  was  compelled  to 
abandon  on  account  of  his  infirmity.  The  report  of  his  medical 
examinations  on  file  in  the  bureau  also  estabUsnes  the  existence  of 
his  disabihty.  When  last  examined,  January  18,  1911,  by  a  full 
board  of  surgeons,  he  was  also  rated  $8  for  diarrhea  and  disease  of 
rectum,  undoubtedly  due  to  malaria  contracted  in  service. 

Claimant  is  48  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  He  is  reputed  to  be  a 
man  of  good  character  and  habits.  It  seems  to  be  proved  that  he 
had  no  permanent  defect  of  hearing  before  he  entered  the  service 
and  that  his  general  health  has  been  poor  and  his  hearing  much 
impaired  continuously  from  the  time  of  his  discharge.  In  view  of  aU 
the  facts  the  committee  recommend  allowance  of  pension  at  $15  per 
month. 

S.  3679.  Abner  E.  Armstrong,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  served  in  the 
Oregon  and  Washington  Territory  Indian  war  from  February  20, 
1856,  to  Mav  5,  1856,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Wilber's  Company,  D,  First 
Regiment  Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers.     He  is  a  pensioner  at  $8 

Jer  month  under  the  Indian-war  service  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and 
une  27,  1902. 

He  is  78  years  of  age,  and  evidence  submitted  to  the  committee 
shows  that  ne  is  afflicted  with  rheumatism,  stomach  and  bladder 
trouble,  and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  wholly  incapable  of  per- 
forming manual  labor,  or  of  doing  anything  toward  earning  a  support. 
It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  poor  and  with  no  source  of  income 
except  his  pension.  In  such  cases  the  committee  usually  grant 
substantial  reUef  by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to  $16  is 
recommended. 

S.  3680.  Mealchi  Baiighman,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  late  private  in 
Capt.  R.  L.  Williams's  ODmpany,  E,  Second  Oregon  Mounted  Volun- 
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teers,  served  in  the  Oregon  and  Washington  Territory  Indian  war 
from  October  12,  1855,  to  February  1,  1856,  and  was  honorably 
discharged.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt  of  a  pension  under  the  Indian* 
war  service  acts  of  Jiily  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902,  at  the  rate  of 
$8  per  month. 

It  appears,  however,  from  the  evidence  filed  with  committee  that 
claimant  is  82  years  old,  partially  paralyzed  and  otherwise  disabled, 
so  that  he  is  wholly  incapable  of  performing  any  kind  of  labor.  It 
also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  without  means  of  support  of  any 
kind  otner  than  his  pension.  There  are  many  precedents  for  in- 
creasing the  pension  of  the  aged  and  destitute  survivors  of  the  early 
Indian  wars,  and  increase  in  this  case  to  $16  per  month  is  recom- 
mended. 

S.  3681.  Hiram  R.  McCord,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  served  in  the  Ore- 
gon and  Washington  Territory  Indian  War  from  February  13,  1856, 
to  June  19,  1856,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  W.  H.  Latshaw's  company,  A, 
Second  Regiment  Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers.  He  is  pensioned 
under  the  Indian-war  service  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902, 
at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month. 

He  is  72  years  of  age,  and  evidence  of  a  physician  and  neighbors 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  at  present  disabled  by 
double  inguinal  hernia,  disease  of  heart  and  bladder,  enlarged  prostate, 
and  other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  wholly  incapable  of  earning  a  sup- 
port by  manual  labor.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  very  poor  and  with- 
out means  of  support  aside  from  nis  pension.  Acting  in  his  case  as  we 
have  in  similar  cases,  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension 
to  $16  per  month. 

S.  3682.  Mahlon  Petree,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  served  in  the  Oregon 
and  Washington  Territory  Indian  War  from  February  13,  1856,  to 
June  19,  1856,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  W.  H.  Latshaw's  company,  A, 
Second  Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers.  He  is  in  receipt  of  a  pension  of 
$8  per  month  under  the  Indian-war  service  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and 
June  27,  1902. 

It  appears,  however,  from  the  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
that  the  claimant  is  82  years  old  and  that  he  is  broken  down  by  reason 
of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  bladder  trouble,  partial  deafness,  and 
other  infirmities  of  age,  and  is  totally  disabled  for  earning  a  support 
by  manual  labor.  It  further  appears  that  he  is  without  means  oi  any 
kmd  and  has  no  source  of  income  other  than  his  small  pension.  It  is 
proper  to  give  this  old  veteran  further  relief ,  and  increase  to  $16  per 
month  is  recommended. 

S.  3688.  Andrew  McDonal,  the  claimant,  was  a  member  of  Com- 
pany C,  Forty-fourth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which 
organization  he  served  in  the  Phihppine  Islands  from  September  4, 
1899,  to  February  19,  1901.  He  had  previously  served  during  the 
War  with  Spain  in  Company  B,  Twenty-second  Kansas  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  April  30,  1898,  to  November  3,  1898.  He  was  honor- 
ably discharged  from  both  services. 

Lq  an  engagement  with  insurgents  at  Carmen,  Bohol,  P.  I.,  August 
31,  1900,  he  received  severe  bolo  wounds  for  which  he  was  contmu- 
ously  in  hospital  under  treatment  to  the  date  of  his  discharge.  One 
wound  was  6  inches  long,  extending  through  the  middle  of  the  left 
ear  and  along  the  neck  downward  and  backward,  with  fracture  of 
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the  mastoid  process;  the  other  wound  was  7  inches  long  in  right  arm 
and  forearm;  opening  back  of  elbow.  In  consequence  of  the  wound 
of  head  he  now  suffers  from  partial  deafness  of  left  ear,  and  the  wound 
in  right  arm  has  rendered  tne  same  nearly  useless  for  manual  labor. 

Claimant  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  law  at  $17 
per  month  for  bolo  wounds  of  left  side  of  head;  left  ear,  right  arm 
and  elbow  and  resulting  ankylosis  of  elbow.  We  was  firat  pen- 
sioned at  $12  per  month  from  March  2,  1901 ;  increased  to  $14  from 
August  6,  1902,  and  to  $17  from  September  7,  1904.  Claims  for 
further  increase  were  rejected  November  3,  1906,  October  14,  1907, 
and  May  16,  1910. 

Claimant  was  last  medically  examined  at  Norton,  Kans.,  April  6, 
1910,  by  a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who  rated  him  twelve-eighteenths 
for  ankylosis  of  elbow  and  atrophy  of  arm  and  six-thirtieths  for 
diminshed  hearing.  The  examining  surgeons  failed  to  rate  the 
wound  of  head,  although  it  is  evident  it  is  there  and  is  a  source 
of  much  pain  and  suffering  and  inconvenience. 

Claimant  is  about  36  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  The  bill  intro- 
duced in  his  behalf  proposes  increase  of  his  pension  to  $50  per  month, 
but  your  committee  can  find  no  warrant  lor  the  allowance  of  that 
amount.  It  is  beUeved,  however,  that  he  is  entitled  to  more  pension 
than  he  is  now  receiving  for  his  service  wounds,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  his  rate  be  raised  to  $24  per  month. 

S.  3884.  Geo^e  F.  Wallet,  the  applicant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 

?any  C,  Third  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  during  the 
iTar  with  Spain  from  June  17,  1898,  to  January  9,  1899,  and  was 
honorablv  discharged.  His  claim  for  pension,  filed  November  17, 
1904,  is  based  on  sunstroke  and  results  and  varicose  veins  of  both 
le^,  alleged  to  have  been  contracted  in  service.  The  claim  was 
rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  was  insufficient  to  connect 
the  disabilitv  with  the  military  service. 

It  is  estaolished  that  the  claimant  was  sound  at  enlistment.  It 
is  also  established  that  he  was  suns  truck  in  service,  once  at  Charles- 
ton and  again  in  Porto  Rico.  The  hospital  records  show  that  he 
was  treated  as  follows:  August  6  to  16,  1898,  for  malarial  fever, 
remittent;  August  6  and  7,  1898,  acute  enteritis;  August  7  to  11, 
1898,  sunstroke;  and  September  1  to  7,  1898,  remittent  fever,  all  in 
line  of  duty.  On  his  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  he  stated 
that  he  had  diarrhea  contracted  at  Chickamauga  Park,  July  1,  1898, 
and  the  surgeon  who  examined  certified  to  the  existence  of  chronic 
diarrhea. 

Soldier's  captain  and  several  comrades  testified  that  he  was  sun- 
struck  or  overcome  by  the  heat  in  service,  and  the  captain  also  testi- 
fied to  the  service  ongin  of  varicose  veins.  It  also  appears  from  the 
evidence  that  soldier  has  been  in  poor  health  since  dischai^e,  suffering 
from  dizziness,  intolerance  of  heat,  stomach  trouble,  and  varicose 
veins,  and  has  been  more  or  less  disabled  for  earning  a  support  by 
manual  labor.  The  report  of  the  board  of  surceons  before  wnom  he 
was  examined  January  11,  1905,  shows  disability  from  result  of 
sunstroke  and  varicose  veins  of  both  legs.  He  is  32  years  of  a^e  and 
very  poor,  having  no  means  for  the  support  of  himself  and  lamily. 

The  committee  incline  to  the  belief  that  he  is  suffering  from  dis- 
abilities incurred  in  the  service  and  that  he  should  be  pensioned  there- 
for.    Twelve  dollars  per  month  seems  to  be  a  proper  rate  in  his  case. 
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S.  4116.  Charles  Miller,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  is  in  receipt  of  a 
pension  under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month  for  dis- 
ease of  brain  and  resulting  partial  paralysis  of  left  shoulder.  Appli- 
cations for  increase  were  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  Novemoer 
16,  1906,  and  December  9,  1911,  notwithstanding  boards  of  exam- 
ining surgeons  reported  in  favor  of  the  claim. 

The  reports  from  the  War  Department  show  that  the  claimant  has 
a  very  creditable  record  of  eight  years'  service  in  the  Regular  Army. 
He  first  enlisted  May  17,  1889,  in  Company  A,  Twentieth  Infantry, 
and  was  discharged  August  16,  1892.  He  reenlisted  May  6,  1893,  m 
Company  D,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  August  6, 
1896.  He  again  enlisted  June  28,  1899,  in  Company  I,  Fourth 
Infantry,  and  was  finaUv  discharged  December  1,  1900.  His  disa- 
biUty  which  compelled  his  discharge  from  the  Army  was  incurred 
during  his  last  enlistment  and  was  occasioned  by  sunstroke  while  on 
duty  in  the  Phihppine  Islands. 

Ixie  board  of  surgeons,  before  whom  the  soldier  was  examined 
September  5,  1906,  descrioed  his  condition  as  follows: 

Disease  of  brain  and  resulting  partial  paralysis  of  left  shoulder:  The  claimant  has  the 
characteristic  expression  of  melancholia,  anxious,  immobile  features  with  partially 
closed  eyes;  he  answers  questions,  but  is  very  slow  in  responding  and  apparently  is 
somewhat  at  a  loss  for  words  in  wnich  to  express  himself;  reflexes  are  about  normal; 
tactile  sensation  slightly  diminished;  there  are  many  scars  on  the  scalp  and  on  the 
tongue,  the  result  of  falls  when  unconscious,  but  none  of  recent  origin;  claimant's 
memory  is  impaired,  and  he  can  not  remember  dates  or  events  that  happened  quite 
recently;  the  motion  of  left  shoulder  joint  is  diminished  about  oneAjuarter,  and 
claimant  can  not  use  the  left  arm  more  than  half  as  much  as  right. 

Heart:  Apex  impulse  not  visible  or  palpable;  area  of  dullness  from  third  interspace 
to  nipple  Ime  and  to  midstemal  line;  the  heart  sounds  are  feeble  and  hard  to  dis- 
tinguish; the  second  sound  is  accentuated. 

Lungs:  Area  of  resonance  is  normal;  moist  r&les  over  bronchi;  chest  well  shaped 
and  symmetrical. 

Kidneys:  Urinalysis — color,  amber;  reaction,  neutral;  specific  gravity,  10,15;  albu* 
men,  none;  sugar,  none;  deposit,  none. 

Claimant  is  well  nourished,  but  muscles  are  soft  and  there  is  sclerosis  of  the  tem- 
poral and  radial  arteries;  he  is  slow  and  hesitating  in  his  movements,  and  appeared  to 
look  upon  the  necessary  directions  given  him  in  connection  with  the  examination  with 
suspicion.  The  palms  of  his  hanos  show  signs  of  recent  work,  and  his  wife,  legal 
guardian,  says  that  he  is  willing  enough  to  work  but  can  not  be  trusted  alone  and  has 
to  be  watched  all  of  the  time,  and  he  is  likely  to  have  a  fit  at  any  time.  No  other  dis- 
abilities found,  and  those  described  not  the  results  of  vicious  habits. 

Rating:  On  account  of  his  mental  condition  claimant  is  entirely  unfit  for  manual 
labor,  and  the  board  considers  this  claimant  so  disabled  from  disease  of  brain  as  to  be 
incapacitated  for  performing  any  manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  per  month. 

The  same  board  of  surgeons  reported  under  date  of  May  3,  1911, 
as  follows: 

Disease  of  brain  and  resulting  paralysis:  His  memory  is  impaired,  his  attention 
diminished,  his  flow  of  ideas  is  retarded,  and  expression  sluggish;  face  expression- 
less; general  weakness  of  intellectual  processes;  old  scars  on  scalp  and  tongue.  Par- 
alysis of  left  shoulder  complete  and  a  spastic  condition  of  left  arm.  There  is  no  deform- 
ity of  hand.  There  is  atrophy  of  muscles  of  left  arm,  no  ankylosis,  and  can  use  pMissive 
motion.  Pupils  react  to  light  and  accommodation.  Renexia  are  exag^rated  on 
left  side;  sensation  decreased  over  left  side  of  fare  and  left  arm.  There  is  no  other 
paralysis;  his  gait  ia  good  and  he  is  well  nourished. 

Heart:  Apex  beat  not  visuable  or  palpable;  area  of  dullness,  third  interspace  to 
nipple  line  and  to  midstemal  line;   sounds  feeble. 

Lungs:  Normal. 

Urine:  Straw  color,  reaction  acid,  specific  gravity  10.20,  no  sugar,  no  albumen. 

Applicant  is  willing  to  work  but  can  not  be  left  alone;  has  to  have  a  constant  attend- 
ant. No  other  disabilities  found  and  those  described  not  the  results  of  vicious  habits. 
Applicant  leaves  home  at  times  without  notice;  stays  away  for  days.  Has  been 
found  wandering  aimlessly  around  on  the  prairie  pear  home.    At  other  times  has 
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been  taken  charge  of  by  the  authorities  and  kept  in  jail  until  friends  were  notified. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  board  applicant  is  entirely  unfit  for  manual  labor  and  needs 
nearly  the  constant  attention  of  another  person  and  is  entitled  to  $48  per  month. 

The  soldier  was  adjudged  insane  in  September,  1905,  in  the  county 
court  of  Morton  County,  N.  Dak.,  and  nis  pension  is  being  paid  to 
his  wife,  Mary  Miller,  who  was  duly  and  legally  constituted  his 
guardian.  She  is  the  mother  of  his  seven  children,  the  eldest  of 
whom  is  but  13  years  of  age.  She  has  no  means  and  is  compelled  to 
do  washing  to  help  support  the  family. 

The  record  and  other  evidence  show  the  service  origin  of  soldier's 
disability  and  its  continuance  is  also  clearly  established.  Your 
committee  are  of  opinion  that  further  allowance  of  pension  is  war- 
ranted, and  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

S.  4529.  Jesse  Turrentine  served  in  the  War  with  Spain  in  Company 
C,  First  Regiment  Alabama  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  enlisted  j^ay 
1,  1898,  ana  was  honorably  discha^ed  and  mustered  out  Octidwr 
31,  1898.  He  filed  his  appucation  Jk&ch  18,  1905,  #*.Uwniiig  {)en8ion 
on  account  of  typhoid  fever  and  results  contracted  at  Miami,  Fla., 
July,  1898.  In  affidavit  filed  June  28,  1905,  he  alleges  as  results  of 
Army  sickness  piles,  diarrhea,  disease  of  stomach,  and  rheumatism. 

Claimant  was  granted  a  pension  to  date  from  March  18,  1905,  at 
SO  per  month  for  disease  of  stomach.  Upon  application  filed  Feb- 
ruary 17,  1908,  increase  was  denied  him  December  17,  1908.  The 
claim  for  diarrhea,  piles,  and  rheumatism  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
of  no  record  or  otner  satisfactory  evidence  of  service  origin  and  con- 
tinuance and  no  ratable  disability  therefrom  since  date  of  filing 
application. 

The  papers  on  file  in  the  Bureau  of  Pensions  show: 

First.  That  claimant  was  strong  and  healthy  before  his  enlistment. 

Second.  That  he  contracted  typho-malarial  fever  in  service  and 
was  continuously  in  hospital  under  treatment  for  about  two  months. 

Third.  That  lie  has  been  in  poor  health  since  bis  discharge,  suffering 
from  chronic  diarrhea,  piles,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  stomach, 
all  undoubtedly  traceable  to  nis  severe  malarial  sickness  in  the  Army, 
and  has  been  more  or  less  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor. 
The  evidence  as  to  his  prior  soundness  ana  his  impaired  health  since 
his  return  from  the  Army  comes  from  neighbors  and  intimate  asso- 
ciates and  from  physicians  who  have  given  the  claimant  treatment. 

Dr.  Sidney  S.  rugh,  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  formerly  major  and  surgeon 
with  the  Second  Alabama  Infantry,  War  with  Spain,  says: 

1  have  ^  een  intimately  acquainted  with  Dr.  Turrentine  (claimant)  since  our  Army 
service,  and  know  that  his  condition  has  been  nothing  like  it  was  formerly.  He  has 
suffered  ever  since  with  chronic  malaria,  a  wrecked  digestion,  and  a  resultmg  general 
debilitated  condition  that  makes  it  impossible  to  attend  with  regularity  toprofes- 
sion  in  which  he  is  so  eminently  qualined  to  make  a  name  and  money.  When  he 
attempts  continuous  work  it  results  in  illness.  He  is  thus  deprived  of  the  reward  of 
his  talents  and  modt  of  the  pleasures  of  life. 

The  certificate  of  Dr.  H.  P.  Cole,  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  filed  with  this 
committee,  is  as  follows: 

Mobile,  Ala.,  January  9,  1912. 
Hon.  Jos.  F.  Johnston, 

Washington,  D.  C. 
Dear  Sm:  This  is  to  certify  that  1  have  had  Dr.  Jesse  Turrentine  under  my  care 
at  various  times  during  the  past  five  vears,  finding  him  suffering  from  chronic  malaria 
and  its  effects.     He  &a  nervous  debility  and  frequently  is  absolutely  incapacitated 
^m  enjoying  the  large  dental  practice  that  his  talents  should  permit. 
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If  there  is  anv  financial  redress  for  this  condition,  he  certainly  should  have  it  as 
there  is  no  possibility  of  his  ever  obtaining  redress  in  the  way  of  a  return  to  his  former 
physical  condition. 

It  is  safe  to  state  that  his  practice  is  damaged  to  the  extent  of  $100  or  more  per  month. 
He  has  malaria  at  present  as  the  organisms  have  been  demonstrated  in  his  biood  within 
the  past  three  weeKs. 

Sincerely,  Herbert  P.  Cole,  M.  D. 

Senator  Johnston,  who  introduced  the  bill  in  claimant's  behalf, 
advises  the  committee  that  he  is  personally  acquainted  with  claim- 
ant's disability  and  suffering;  that  claimant  is  in  a  bad  condition, 
and  that  he  is  sure  that  it  was  brought  on  by  his  service. 

After  careful  examination  of  the  case  the  committee  feel  justified 
in  recommending  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

S.  4766.  WilUam  F.  Pace  served  in  the  Utah  Indian  War  from 
July  23,  1853,  to  August  25,  1853,  as  a  private  in  Col.  Markham's 
Nauvoo  Legion,  Utah  Volunteers.  The  pension  which  he  draws  at 
present  is  $8  per  month  under  the  Indian  War  service  acts  of  July  27, 
1892,  and  June  27,  1902. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  claimant  is  75  years  old  and  evidence 
filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  a  helpless  cripple  from 
rheumatism,  can  only  get  about  in  an  invaUd  chair,  and  can  do 
nothing  in  the  way  or  earning  a  support.  It  also  appears  that  he  is 
in  indigent  circumstances  and  without  means  for  his  support.  Act- 
ing in  this  case  as  we  have  m  similar  cases  the  committee  recommend 
increase  of  pension  to  $16  per  month. 

S.  481 1 .  Margaret  B.  Sherman  is  the  widow  of  Francis  H.  Sherman, 
late  commodore  United  States  Navy,  retired. 

Francis  H.  Sherman  was  bom  in  Hillsdale,  Mich.,  January  4,  1855. 
He  entered  the  Navy  by  appointment  as  cadet  midshipman  Septem- 
ber 21,  1871.  He  was  promoted  ensign  February  24,  1880;  lieuten- 
ant (junior  grade)  July  1,  1886;  and  lieutenant  Apnl  3,  1892.  He 
attained  the  rank  of  lieutenant  commander  November  22,  1899; 
commander  July  1,  1905;  and  captain  Jime  16,  1909.  During  the 
War  with  Spain  he  was  in  command  of  the  monitor  Passaic;  in  1909 
was  in  command  of  the  battleship  Indiana;  and  was  on  ^neral  court- 
martial  and  other  duty  at  the  Norfolk  yard  preceding  his  retirement. 

His  service  was  continuous,  faithful,  and  nonorable,  and  extended 
over  a  period  of  nearly  40  years.  On  June  30,  1910,  he  was  placed 
on  the  retired  list  with  the  rank  of  commodore,  and  died  April  7, 1911, 
of  disease,  the  result  of  his  long  service. 

Mrs.  Sherman  is  now  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $30  per 
month.  She  is  52  years  of  age  and  was  married  to  the  oflBcer  Sep- 
tember 14,  1882.  She  states  that  the  estate  left  by  her  husband  was 
small,  the  little  savings  from  a  small  income,  and  not  sufficient  after 
the  settlement  of  the  medical  and  surgical  bills  attendant  upon  her 
husband's  illness  to  maintain  and  support  her  in  even  ordinary  com- 
fort. In  view  of  the  long-continuea  and  honorable  service  of  this 
officer  and  the  necessities  of  the  claimant,  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  she  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month, 
wnich  is  the  amount  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Your  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  and  recommend  that  it 
pass. 
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On  page  2,  strike  oat  all  of  lines  9  to  13,  inclusive. 

This  is  the  case  of  Thomas  McCaven  (S.  777).  This  man  was  pen- 
sioned on  account  of  disease  of  urinary  organs  incurred  in  1876  or 
1877.  The  pension  was  terminated  upon  his  reenlistment  during  the 
war  with  Spain  and  restoration  was  afterwards  denied  because  the 
former  pensioned  cause  had  ceased  to  exist. 

His  claim,  based  on  rheumatism  and  asthma  as  originating  in  his 
second  service,  was  denied  because  the  evidence  showed  the  existence 
of  those  diseases  before  the  War  with  Spain  service  commenced.  Inas- 
much as  no  present  disability  is  shown  due  to  either  term  of  service, 
your  committee  think  pension  should  not  be  granted. 

On  page  2,  strike  out  all  of  lines  14  to  17,  inclusive. 
^  This  is  the  case  of  Archie  E.  Booth  (S.  877).  In  this  case  the  pen- 
sioner is  receiving  the  rate  of  pension  recommended  by  the  board  of 
surgeons  who  last  examined  him,  and  it  is  proposed  to  double  the  pen- 
sion on  account  of  another  disability  which  aeveloped  a  few  months, 
how  many  is  not  shown,  after  discharge  from  service.  As  such  new 
disability  is  not  shown  to  have  existed  in  service,  your  committee 
think  the  proposed  increase  should  not  be  allowed. 

On  page  3,  strike  out  all  of  lines  9  to  12,  incluj^ive. 

This  is  the  case  of  Jacob  Korby  (S.  1975).  The  evidence  in  this  case 
is  exceedingly  weak  as  to  any  present  disability  incurred  in  service. 
The  proposed  beneficiary  seems  to  be  seriously  disabled  by  a  fracture 
of  left  hip  which  was  contracted  after  service.  Your  committee  think 
the  evidence  does  not  justify  favorable  consideration  of  the  bill.

REPORT.

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  bills 
granting  pensions  and  increase  of  pensions  to  certain  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  Regular  Army  and  Navy,  etc.,  submit  the  following 
report:

H.  R.  538.  Hugh  J.  McKane,  of  National  Home,  Wis.,  during  the 
War  with  Spain  served  as  a  private  in  Company  F,  Second  Regiment 
Mississippi  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  13  to  December  20,  1898, 
when  he  was  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  applied  for  pension  March  11,  1899,  on  accoimt  of  chronic 
dysentery,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  piles,  alleged  to  have  been  con- 
tracted at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  in  July  or  August,  1898. 

That  claim  was  rejected  February  7,  1901,  because  of  no  disabilitv 
from  the  alleged  causes  since  filing  the  application.  It  was  reopened, 
and  again  rejected  for  the  same  reason  in  April,  1906. 

January  6,  1909,  he  filed  another  claim  alleging  the  incurrence,  in 
August,  1898,  of  malarial  fever  and  resulting  malarial  poisoning 
affecting  liver,  spleen,  and  urinary  organs.  Abo  disease  of  mouth 
and  resulting  loss  of  teeth,  rheumatism,  stomach  and  bowel  trouble, 
and  disease  of  rectum,  result  of  dysentery,  and  May  28,  1909,  he 
alleged  kidney  and  bladder  trouble. 
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The  claim  was  rejected — for  rbeumatism,  disease  of  mouth,  kidneys, 
bladder,  and  urinary  organs,  for  lack  of  record,  medical,  or  other  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  service  origin,  existence  at  discharge,  or  after- 
wards •  for  loss  of  teeth  as  a  result  of  disease  of  mouth,  because  the 
disability  existed  before  service,  as  shown  by  War  Department  rec- 
ords; for  malarial  fever,  malarial  poisoning,  disease  of  stomach,  liver, 
spleen,  and  rectum,  because  the  evidence  failed  to  show  existence  at 
discharge. 

Reopening  has  since  been  twice  denied,  the  last  time  in  Januarv, 
1911. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  33|J  years  of  age  at 
enlistment  and  to  have  had  1 1  false  teeth  at  that  time. 

The  company  muster-out  roll  reports  him  sick  July  25  and  26;  sick 
in  hospital  July  26  and  27 ;  absent,  sick  in  hospital,  from  September  1 
to  18;  and  on  furlough,  regular,  from  Septemoer  19  to  November  27, 
1898. 

The  medical  records  show  him  treated  in  regimental  hospital  for 
intermittent  fever  July  26  and  returned  to  duty  July  27 ;  he  was  also 
treated  from  August  1  to  6,  1898,  for  acute  diarrhea. 

On  examination,  November  30,  1898,  preliminary  to  discharge  the 
soldier  claimed  to  have  piles  and  dysentery,  contracted  in  July,  1898, 
at  Jacksonville,  Fla. 

His  captain  said  he  had  been  sick  a  great  deal  in  service  with  bowel 
trouble,  as  he  was  advised  by  physicians.  A  surgeon  certified  that 
the  soldier  then  had — 

chronic  dysentery,  sinall  hemorrhoid.  Dysentery  occurred  on  the  26th  of  July, 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  Hemorrhoid  occurred  18th  of  September  at  Lauderdale  Springs, 
Miss. 

One-quarter  disability. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Chicago, 
HI.,  July  10,  1900.     Height  reported,  5  feet  8  inches;  weight,  148 

f)ounds.  The  board  said  he  was  fairly  well  nourished,  skin  healthy, 
iver  and  spleen  normal,  no  abdominal  tenderness,  no  piles,  fissure, 
fistula,  or  prolapsus,  rectum  healthy,  no  rehumatism  or  heart  disease. 
No  disability  found  and  no  rating  recommended. 

He  was  examined  by  a  board  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  April  11,  1906. 
Weight,  148  pounds.  They  reported  skin  and  conjunctiva  healthy, 
showing  no  jaundice;  nutntion  fair;  liver  and  spleen  not  enlargeil; 
no  piles  or  other  disease  of  rectum;  heart  and  lungs  normal. 

Left  arm  amputated  at  upper  third;  healthy.  The  arm  was  lost 
in  a  railroad  accident  after  service. 

One  witness  stated  that  the  soldier  had  dysentery,  piles,  and  mala- 
rial trouble  in  service. 

The  colonel  of  the  regiment  said  the  soldier  had  malaria  in  August, 
1898. 

Another  witness  testified  that  the  claimant  had  chronic  diarrhea 
off  and  on  from  discharge  to  1901.  One  said  he  had  diarrhea,  piles, 
and  malaria  for  three  months  in  1899.  Another  stated  that  he  had 
pain  in  stomach  and  bowels  and  malaria  in  1906,  1907,  and  1908. 

A  physician  testified  that  he  prescribed  for  the  claimant  for  diar- 
rhea a  number  of  times  in  1901.  Another  stated  that  an  examina^- 
tion  made  by  him  March  11, 1904,  showed  the  existence  of  hemorrhoids 
and  chronic  diarrhea  on  that  date. 
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A  layman  testified,  August  12,  1909,  that  the  claimant  had  com- 
plained of  diarrhea,  piles,  and  malaria  since  January,  1905. 

A  report  from  the  Western  Branch,  Soldiers'  liome,  shows  that 
upon  his  entrance  July  12,  1904,  he  had  chronic  diarrhea  and  had 
lost  his  left  arm.  The  length  of  his  stajr  there  is  not  shown.  The 
report  was  made  in  July,  1908.  There  is  no  record  of  attendance 
upon  sick  call  and  no  hospital  treatment. 

The  claimant  was  admitted  to  the  Mountain  Branch  Soldiers'  Home 
May  21,  1908.  While  there,  period  not  shown,  he  was  at  sick  call  a 
few  times  for  diarrhea,  loss  of  appetite,  rapid  action  of  heart,  muscular 
pain  and  constipation,  and,  on  examination  July  29, 1908,  hemorrhoids 
were  found  but  no  evidence  of  diarrhea  or  dysentery. 

A  physician  testified  that  he  attended  the  claimant,  while  an 
inmate  of  the  Montgomery  County  (Ohio)  Infirmary  from  February  1 
to  March  11,  1909,  for  attacks  of  chronic  dysentery  and  rheumatism. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
is  totally  disabled  and  without  anv  means  of  support. 

A  report  from  the  National  Soldiers'  Home,  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
dated  November  15,  191 1,  shows  the  claimant  admitted  there  April  27, 
1905,  with  loss  of  left  arm,  chronic  intestinal  catarrh,  and  hemorrhoids; 
discharged  April  11,  1906;  readmitted  February  10,  1908,  disabilities, 
loss  of  left  arm,  slight  cardiac  hypertrophy;  transferred  to  another 
branch  of  the  home  May  21,  1908,  readmitted  August  11,  1911; 
disabilities,  loss  of  left  arm,  chronic  constipation,  and  defective 
vision;  sick  call  treatment  for  loss  of  appetite  first  quarter  1911-12; 
for  rheumatism,  hemorrhoids  and  indigestion,  second  quarter  1911-12. 

Two  lay  witnesses  state  that  the  petitioner's  health  has  changed 
greatly  since  his  military  service;  tnat  he  is  now  a  broken-down 
cripple,  suffering  almost  continually  with  severe  rheumatic  pains 
and  poor  eyesight;  that  he  is  a  sober,  industrious  man,  and  unable  to 
support  himself. 

Two  others  say  he  was  a  strong  healthy  man  before  service;  that 
when  he  returned  from  the  Army  he  was  sickly  and  his  eyes  were 
weak,  and  that  he  is  a  man  of  good  moral  character  and  without  any 
means  of  support. 

Upon  these  facts  shown  in  evidence  your  committee  are  convinced 
that  the  petitioner  is  disabled  from  some  of  his  alleged  causes  of 
disability  contracted  in  service,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the 
allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  month. 

H.  R.  5898.  Kate  C.  G.  Ewing,  of  Smiths  Grove,  Ky.,  is  the  widow 
of  Lee  M.  Ewing,  who  served  during  the  Tar  with  Spain  as  a  private 
in  Companv  B,^Third  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
May  4  to  June  22,  1898,  when  transferred  to  the  Fourth  Company, 
Umted  States  Volunteer  Signal  Corps,  United  States  Army,  from 
which  he  was  honorably  discharged  October  1,  1898,  a  first-class 
private. 

The  soldier  applied  for  pension  June  6,  1902,  stating  that  in  Porto 
Kico,  in  September,  1898,  he  ''contracted  laryngitis,  by  which  he  has 
gradually  grown  worse  until  it  has  attacked  the  lun^."  The  claim 
was  rejected  July  27,  1903,  because  of  no  record  or  otlier  satisfactory 
evidence  showing  origin  in  service  of  the  alleged  lar3rngitis  and 
resulting  disease  of  lungs. 
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The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  35  years  of  age  at 
enUstment.  No  physical  defects  were  noted  at  that  time.  The  med- 
ical records  show  liim  treated  September  3  to  5,  1898,  for  malarial 
fever,  and  returned  to  duty.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  Sep- 
tember 13,  1898. 

Upon  examination  at  discharge  at  the  Washington  Barracks, 
October  — ,  1898,  the  soldier  stated  that  he  had  no  disability,  and  was 
corroborated  by  his  commanding  officer  and  a  surgeon. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Bowling 
Green,  Ky.,  August  20,  1902.  Height  5  feet  9i  inches,  weight  85^ 
pounds.  The  board  reported  the  claimant  totaUy  disabled  oy  dis- 
ease of  lungs  and  recommended  a  rate  of  $72  per  month. 

They  also  rated  17/18  for  laryngitis. 

Jerry  B.  Thomas,  M.  D.,  testified  September  24,  1902,  that  he  had 
that  day  examined  the  claimant  and  lound  him  totally  disabled  by 
chronic  bronchitis,  ulceration  of  larynx;  that  he — 

first  treated  him  in  the  latter  part  of  October,  1898,  when  he  first  came  home  from 
die  Army;  he  then  had  sore  throat  and  inflammation  of  throat  and  lung  tissue,  and 
was  under  my  treatment  for  12  months,  and  improved  so  little  that  I  advised  him 
against  going  to  work  as  telegraph  operator;  but  he  left  home  and  went  to  Texas,  where 
I  treated  him  by  prescription  and  correspondence  imtil  last  May,  when  he  came  home, 
and  I  have  treated  him  ever  since. 

He  said  also  the  soldier  was  stout  and  healthy  before  he  left  home. 
June  20,  1903,  the  same  witness  testified  that  he  had — 

treated  the  claimant,  Lee  M.  Ewing,  first  when  he  came  home  from  the  Spanish  War 
that  October  or  November,  1898.  He  then  suffered  of  bronchitis,  his  throat  was 
very  sore,  etc. 

On  July  3,  1903,  he  testified  that  he  thought  the  claimant  came  to 
him  for  treatment  October  20,  1898;  that  he  could  not  give  the  exact 
date,  as  he  had  no  record;  that  he  had  sore  throat;  tonsils  and  larjmx 
and  palate  were  so  swollen  he  could  not  take  food  without  great  pain 
and  had  to  Kve  on  milk  and  soup  for  five  or  six  weeks ;  that  the  soreness 
moved  down  to  the  bronchial  tubes;  that  he  gave  him  local  and 
constitutional  treatment  for  the  first  two  months ;  then  he  got  better 
and  worked  as  telegraph  operator  for  two  months,  and  then  had  to 
stop  until  September,  1899,  when  he  went  away,  and  witness  did  not 
see  him  until  October,  1901;  but  while  away  ne  prescribed  for  him 
every  month  or  two  by  mail. 

Dr.  L.  B.  La  Rue,  testified,  September  24, 1902,  that  the  soldier  then 
had  a  clear  case  of  tubercular  consumption. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Wilson  stated,  July  7,  1903,  that  the  claimant  then  had 
tubercular  laryngitis  in  advanced  and  incurable  stage. 

The  widow  applied  for  pension  August  4,  1903,  stating  that  the 
soldier  died  July  14,  1903,  of  tubercular  laryngitis. 

The  claim  was  rejected  September  12,  1903,  on  the  ground  that 
there  was  no  record  or  medical  evidence  of  the  existence  of  the  alleged 
fatal  laryngitis  in  service. 

Drs.  L.  B.  La  Rue,  J.  B.  Thomas,  and  W.  R.  Wilson  testified  jointly 
that  the  soldier  died  July  14,  1903,  of  inanition  resulting  from  laryn- 
gitis. 

A  bill  in  behalf  of  this  claimant  was  adversely  considered  by  this 
committee  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  and  no  evidence  has  since 
been  filed. 
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In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  pending  bill,  the  claimant,  who 
was  married  to  the  soldier  October  29,  1898,  and  who  is  now  about 
43  years  of  age,  states  that  she  owns  a  house  and  lot  in  Smiths  Grove, 
Ky.,  of  the  value  of  $1,000,  and  that  she  has  no  income. 

In  her  petition  filed  with  the  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  the 
claimant  stated  that  she  owned  a  homestead  worth  $1,200  and  that 
her  income  from  all  sources  was  $400. 

In  an  unsworn  statement  she  said  her  health  was  good,  but  that  her 
mother's  poor  health  was  a  serious  drawback  to  her  in  her  work;  that 
she  earned  $1  per  day  wages  and  had  two  small  children  to  support. 
In  her  application  for  pension  she  alleged  that  she  had  two  children 
by  the  soldier,  bom,  respectively,  August  1,  1899,  and  September  4, 
1901. 

The  only  evidence  filed  with  the  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress, 
other  than  that  relating  to  marriage,  was  an  affidavit  by  Dr.  Jerry  B. 
Thomas,  executed  February  7,  1910,  in  which  that  witness  said: 

He  says  he  now  recalls  the  fact  of  having  sent  said  Lee  M.  Ewing  a  prescription  for 
sore  throat  to  Porto  Rico  in  August,  1898.  He  says  that  he  stated  heretofore  in  an 
affidavit  that  he  never  heard  of  his  having  bronchitis  or  throat  trouble  until  he  came 
home,  in  1898,  and  he  *did  not  state  that  ne  sent  to  this  affiant  for  said  prescription 
aforesaid  in  1898,  which  he  sent  to  him,  and  that  said  fact  escaped  his  recollection 
at  the  time  he  made  his  former  affidavit.  Affiant  says  that  when  said  Ewing  came 
back  to  Smiths  Grove,  Ky.,  after  his  discharge,  in  October,  1898,  he  was  then  com- 
plaining of  sore  throat,  and  on  examination  affiant  found  that  said  Ewing  had  an  ex- 
aggerated case  of  laryngitis.  Affiant  treated  him  for  several  months  for  same.  That 
said  Ewing  in  1898  wrote  affiant  hrom  Poplar  Bluff,  Mo.,  for  medicine  for  his  throat, 
and  also  from  Beaumont,  Tex.,  and  Crowley,  La.,  for  treatment  for  the  same  trouble. 

The  soldier  stated  in  his  claim  that  he  could  not  get  evidence  to 
show  his  alleged  disabiUty  in  service,  as,  under  the  circumstances, 
the  men  did  not  know  his  condition.     He  said : 

All  the  e\idence  I  can  furnish  is  from  my  family  physician,  who  knew  my  condition 
when  I  enlisted  and  who  examined  me  on  my  return,  who  began  treating  me  and  who 
has  treated  me  ever  since. 

Your  committee  is  convinced  by  the  evidence  in  this  case  that  the 
soldier's  death  was  due  to  his  niilitary  service.  They  respectfully 
recommend  the  aUowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  montli, 
with  $2  per  month  additional  on  account  of  two  minor  children  of 
the  soldier  until  they,  respectively,  reach  the  age  of  16  years. 

H.  R.  6469.  William  Alexander,  of  Veterans  Home,  Cal.,  was  in 
the  United  States  Navy  during  the  War  with  Spain  from  July  6  to 
August  27,  1898,  when  discharged  because  his  services  were  no 
longer  required.  He  enlisted  at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  and  was  dis- 
charged there,  having  served  as  a  landsman  on  the  United  States 
steamer  Independence  to  July  9, 1898;  on  the  Iroquois  to  August  27, 
1898;  and  on  the  Indevendence  on  the  last-named  date. 

On  July  27,  1909,  the  petitioner  applijpd  for  pension,  stating  that 
he  contracted  disease  of  lungs  and  rheumatism  in  July,  1898,  from 
exposure  in  line  of  duty  on  the  South  American  coast. 

The  naval  records  show  the  sailor^s  state  of  health  not  good  seven 
days  while  on  the  Independence y  and  that  he  was  not  physically 
qualified  for  reenlistment. 

They  show,  also,  that  he  was  admitted  to  the  naval  hospital,  Mare 
Island,  Cal.,  August  20,  1898,  with  acute  bronchitis — ongin  in  line 
of  duty,  due  to  exposure  on  duty. 
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The  hospital  records  show  origin  of  bronchitis  at  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  August  10,  1898,  it  appearing  from  the  record  that — 

There  is  good  evidence  that  it  was  in  line  of  duty,  the  facts  being  as  follows,  viz: 
That  while  standing  a  night  watch  in  San  Francisco  Bay  he  contracted  auite  a  severe 
cold,  which  settled  all  over  him.  The  administration  of  quininae  sulpn.  in  0.2  gm. 
doses  three  times  a  day  and  hot  potions  at  night  had  little  effect. 

The  claim  was  specially  examined  in  1910,  and  the  evidence  shows 
that  the  claimant  was  sound  at  enlistment.  The  testimony  of  wit- 
nesses who  knew  him  from  discharge  shows  that  the  claimant  coughed 
and  complained  of  pains  in  his  lungs  always  after  service;  that  he 
would  get  better  at  times,  but  that  the  cough  and  pain  hung  to  him. 
The  witnesses  say  his  disability  progressed  steadiljr  from  cEscharge. 
The  claimant  testified  that  he  first  caught  cold  wliile  on  a  cruise  off 
the  Central  American  coast  and  while  he  was  employed  as  fireman,  and 
by  getting  wet  on  deck;  also,  that  he  added  to  his  cold  while  on  ni^ht 
watch  at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  on  August  10,  1908,  after  the  ship's 
return  from  the  cruise.     He  said  that — 

After  my  discharge  I  always  had  the  feeling  that  I  would  build  up  and  did  not  go  to 
a  doctor  for  treatment,  but  I  did  go  to  drug  stores  and  got  cough  medicines.  Some- 
times I  would  talk  with  the  druggist  over  my  case,  and  he  would  fix  up  something  for 
the  pain  in  the  lungs,  but,  as  I  nad  no  regular  place  to  go,  I  can  not  furnish  any  testi- 
mony of  any  of  the  many  drug  stores  I  visited. 

He  said  he  had  no  medical  treatment  until  after  he  had  the  first 
hemorrhage,  and  then  he  went  to  Dr.  McDonald. 

Dr.  A.  J.  McDonald  testified  that  the  claimant  came  under  his 

f)rofessional  observation  September  26, 1908.  He  was  then  suffering 
rom  bronchitis  and  hemoptysis,  as  indicated  by  his  sputum.  The 
witness  made  no  clinical  record  of  the  case  and  could  not  say,  from 
recollection,  whether  he  regarded  it  as  a  case  of  chronic  bronchitis  or 
one  of  recent  origin  nor  whether  the  hemoptysis  originated  from 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Did  not  remember  the  history  gjiven.  He 
stated  that  in  his  opinion  if  the  trouble  had  originated  in  1898  it 
would  have  been  much  worse  than  it  was  in  1908. 

The  records  of  the  Veterans'  Home,  Cal.,  show  that. the  petitioner 
had  been  under  treatment  there  for  the  five  months  preceding  Sep- 
tember 4,  1909,  when  the  report  was  made. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Xapa,  Cal., 
October  6,  1909.  They  found  no  disabihty  from  rheumatism  but 
described  disease  of  lungs  and  recommended  a  rate  of  $12  for  that 
disease. 

Filed  with  the  biU  is  evidence,  medical  and  lay,  showing  that  the 
petitioner  is  so  disabled  by  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  to  be  totally 
unable  to  earn  a  living  by  manual  labor. 

It  is  shown  also  that  he  is  without  property  or  income  and  is  depend- 
ent on  others  for  a  support. 

The  special  examiner  who  investigated  the  case  at  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  said  of  the  claimant: 

My  inquiries,  both  here  and  at  the  Veterans'  Home,  elicited  the  information  that 
claimant  is  an  honent,  reliable  young  man  of  steady  habits  generally  and  is  rated 
good  as  to  truth  and  veracity. 

Your  committee  is  convinced  bv  the  evidence  in  this  case  that  the 

{)etitioner  is  disabled  by  his  naval  service,  as  alleged.     They  respect- 
uUy  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  oi  $20  per 
month. 
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H.  R.  7668.  Thomas  M.  Davis,  of  Durants  Neck,  N.  C,  served  as  a 
fireman,  first  class,  in  the  United  States  Navy  from  January  7,  1904, 
to  April  7,  1906,  when  discharged  by  reason  of  physical  disability. 

He  applied  for  pension  June  21,  1906,  stating  that  in  July,  1904,  he 
received  a  stab  wound  in  the  left  side,  resulting  in  an  abscess. 

The  claim  was  rejected  November  3,  1906,  on  the  ground  that  the 
alleged  wound  of  left  side  was  not  due  to  or  an  incident  of  the  per- 
formance of  any  act  of  duty  by  the  claimant  as  a  sailor  in  the  Umted 
States  Navy  and  w^as  therefore  not  incurred  in  line  of  duty,  as  shown 
by  the  Navy  Department  records. 

The  Navy  Department  records  show  the  sailor — 

Admitted  July  17,  1904;  vulnue  incisum  (left  costal).  Medical  journal  states: 
**Oripn  not  in  line  of  duty;  injury  received  from  unknown  party  while  patient  was 
on  liberty.  Received  about  2  a.  m.  in  streets  of  Trieste.*'  ♦  *  *  Incision  found 
to  be  between  seventh  and  eighth  ribs,  about  10  inches  in  length. 

Also  average  standing  for  sobriety,  4.6  per  cent  out  of  a  possible  5. 

The  sfulor  was  continuously  under  treatment  from  the  date  he 
received  the  wound  until  his  discharge,  on  a  report  by  a  medical  survey 
made  March  28,  1906,  *'as  unfit  for  service''  by  reason  of  ^'complete 
ankylosis  of  left  hip;  inability  to  extend  completely  the  left  knee;" 
and  "  not  in  line  of  duty;  indirectly  due  to  infected  wound  received  in 
a  street  brawl  at  Trieste,  Austria,  while  attached  to  the  U.  S.  S.  lovxi 
in  July,  1904/' 

No  medical  examination  was  made  in  the  claim,  and  no  evidence, 
except  a  statemejit  by  the  claimant,  was  filed.  He  stated  Septem- 
ber 25,  1906: 

That  on  or  about  the  2l8t  day  of  July,  1904,  while  in  Trieste,  Austria,  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
Iowa,  and  was  ashore  on  leave  of  absence,  was  assaulted  without  provocation  by 
an  unknown  aaeassin  with  a  knife  and  received  a  stab  wound  in  the  left  side  near  the 
heart;  was  taken  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Iowa  and  on  August  3,  1904,  was  taken  to  the 
militarv'  hospital  in  Palermo,  Sicily,  where  he  remained  until  Jime  9,  1905.  While 
in  the  hospital  in  Palermo  abscesses  formed  on  the  left  leg  and  left  hip  joint.  The 
\e^  being  left  unmoved  and  unsupported  it  turned  one-<^uarter  the  way  round  in  the 
hip  joint,  and  the  joint  grew  solid,  making  an  ankylosis  of  the  hip  complete.  On 
June  9,  1905,  he  left  Palermo  on  the  English  ship  Ultoniay  of  the  Royal  Mail  Service, 
and  arrived  in  the  Brooklyn  Naval  Hospital  on  July  1,  1905,  where  he  remained 
until  April  7,  1906,  when  he  was  discharged,  *  *  *  being  totally  disabled  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Relative  to  the  circumstances  under  which  his  wound  was  received 
the  petitioner  testified  March  20,  1912,  as  follows: 

That  affiant  wishes  to  state  how  his  injury  occurred.  That  the  U.  S.  S.  lovm  was  at 
Trieete,  Austria,  in  July,  1904;  that  affiant  was  on  shore  leave  and  was  walking  along 
the  street  of  the  city  alone,  and  stopped  at  a  comer  where  three  men  were  standing, 
and  asked  them  if  they  could  tell  him  where  the  landing  stage  of  the  American  ships 
was  located;  the  three  men  were  Italians  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  and 
were  strangers  to  him;  that  in  reply  to  his  question  one  of  the  men  quickly  used  tiiese 
words,  as  he  understood,  "Mai^nta,  Margurita";  that  affiant  said,  "No;  to  the  devil 
with  women,  he  wanted  to  get  aboard  the  ship."  That  affiant  did  not  speak  angrily 
and  no  other  words  were  sp>oken,  and  that  immediately  the  man  who  spoke  to  him 
jumped  toward  affiant  and  cut  affiant  with  some  sort  of  sharp  instniment;  that  affiant 
reahzed  instantly  that  he  was  badly  cut  and  ran  across  the  street  and  fell  in  front  of  a 
hotel,  and  cried  for  help;  that  among  others  some  United  States  sailors  came  to  him, 
and  he  asked  if  there  was  anyone  from  the  U.  S.  S.  lowa^  to  which  they  replied,  "No,'* 
but  a  first-class  boatswain's  mate  said  that  he  would  report  affiant  to  the  U.  S.  S.  lon^; 
that  this  mate  tied  affiant's  handkerchief  around  his  wound  and  helped  to  carry 
affiant  to  the  hospital;  that  no  one  of  affiant's  shipmates,  nor  anyone  else,  saw  the 
occurrence  at  the  time  he  was  injured  except  the  three  men  whom  he  met  on  the 
comer;  that  affiant  was  not  intoxicated  at  the  time,  but  was  perfectly  cool  and  col- 
lected; that  in  fact  affiant  led  a  temperate  life  and  his  discharge  shows  that  he  stood 
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above  "very  good"  in  eobriety.  That  Dr.  Jenness,  junior  surgeon  of  the  U.  8.  S. 
lottxij  came  ashore  after  affiant  the  next  afternoon,  and  came  to  tiie  hospital  and  only 
saw  itie  nurse,  telling  her  that  he  wished  to  take  affiant  aboard  the  ship;  that  Dr. 
Jenness  never  even  asked  affiant  anything  about  how  the  injury  occurred,  and  in 
making  his  report  he  must  have  based  the  same  entirely  on  supposition;  that  Dr. 
Jenness  told  amant  some  time  afterwards  in  the  Brooklyn  hospital,  after  affiant  returned 
to  the  United  States,  that  "he  never  expected  to  see  him  again";  that  this  affiant 
wishes  to  repeat  that  his  injuries  were  caused  by  an  unprovoked  assault,  that  he  never 
engaged  in  any  altercation  with  the  three  men,  and  that  he  did  nothing  whatever  by 
way  of  insult  or  otherwise  to  provoke  the  man  to  attack  him,  and  he  hjJdly  had  time 
to  realize  what  was  happening  until  after  he  had  been  cut;  that  affiant  expresses  the 
belief  that  these  three  men  were  not  angry  with  him,  but  that  they  hated  the  uniform. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is 
wholly  incapacitated  for  earning  his  support  by  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  ankylosis  of  left  hip,  numbness  of  right  leg  and  foot,  stiff 
back  and  kidney  trouble;  that  he  owns  no  property,  real  or  personfd, 
and  that  his  annual  income  is  *'very  uncertam,  and  at  best,  $50  to. 
$100." 

No  evidence  has  been  filed,  except  such  as  is  contained  in  the 
following  letter  dated  March  27,  1912,  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  Hon.  John  H.  Small,  who  introduced  the  bill: 

My  Dear  Congressman:  With  further  reference  to  your  letter  of  March  19,  which 
was  referred  to  Passed  Asst.  Surg.  B.  F.  Jenness,  United  States  Navy,  for  a  statement 
relative  to  the  origin  of  the  injury  sustained  by  Thomas  M.  Davis,  formerly  a  fireman 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  Joiwr,  the  department  has  received  a  report  from  Dr.  Jenness  in  which 
he  states  as  follows:  **No  further  facts  than  those  stated  in  the  medical  journal  of 
the  U.  S.  S.  Iowa  were  obtainable  in  the  case  of  Thomas  M.  Da\'is,  fireman  first 
class,  United  States  Navy.  The  patient  showed  no  evidence  of  intoxication  when 
seen  at  the  hospital  the  dav  following  the  injury. 

"The  patient  admitted  being  in  the  company  of  natives  on  the  streets  at  an  early 
morning  nour,  but  gave  no  cause  for  the  assault." 

In  a  letter  dated  April  9,  1912,  Mr.  Small,  M.  C,  states  that: 

I  know  this  man  and  I  would  not  hesitate  to  testifv  as  to  his  good  character.  ♦  ♦  * 
Davis  himself  has  always  borne  a  most  excellent  character.  *  *  *  In  addition,  I 
may  say  that  Davis  is  a  helpless  cripple,  absolutely  and  completely  disabled  from 
performing  any  labor  of  any  kind.     Neither  has  he  any  property.    *    *    » 

It  is  the  jud^^ent  of  your  committee,  upon  the  history  of  this  case 
presented  in  the  record,  and  the  petitioner's  statements,  as  to  the 
manner  of  incurrence  of  his  wound,  that  such  wound  was  due  to 
service.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at 
the  rate  of  $20  per  month. 

H.  R.  9736.  Catharine  Pugh,  of  Seminole,  Tex.,  is  pensioned  at 
the  rate  of  $12  per  month  as  the  widow  of  James  Pugh,  late  private 
in  Capt.  Samuel  Carter's  Company,  Virginia  Militia,  from  August  13 
to  December  6,  1813,  in  the  war  of  1812. 

The  pension  was  allowed  June  20,  1883,  under  the  act  of  March  9, 
1878,  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month.  The  rate  was  increased  to  $12 
per  month  under  the  act  of  March  19,  1886. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  December  12,  1911,  and  filed  with  the 
bill,  the  petitioner  states  that  she  is  94  years  of  age;  that  she  owns 
household  goods  of  the  value  of  $100,  three  cows  of  the  value  of  $60, 
and  that  her  annual  income  is  $154. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  January  24,  1911,  and  filed  with  a  bill  in 
the  Sixty-first  Congress,  the  petitioner  stated  that  she  was  then  90 
years  of  age,  and  in  her  declaration  for  pension  executed  March  30, 
1883,  she  stated  that  she  was  then  48  years  of  age.  She  was  mar- 
ried to  the  soldier  November  24,  18C.'>. 
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In  an  affidavit  executed  March  7,  1912,  the  petitioner  says,  in 
explanation  of  her  discrepant  statements  about  her  age,  that  she  is 
uneducated,  can  not  write,  and  is  so  nearly  bUnd  she  can  see  but  little ; 
that  the  ages  she  has  heretofore  given  were  not  stated  from  personal 
knowledge,  as  she  does  not  Know  the  year  of  her  birth,  but  the  one 
made  in  which  she  said  she  was  94  years  old  was  made  upon  the  state- 
ment of  the  lady  who  last  had  possession  of  the  family  Bible;  that  the 
Bible  had  been  lost  through  fire,  but  that  she,  the  claimant,  was  94 
years  of  age;  that  she  and  her  husband  had  Just  moved  to  Austin 
when  he  enlisted  and  went  into  the  Mexican  War,  and  that  she  was 
then  the  mother  of  four  children  b}-  a  former  marriage. 

Evidence  filed  shows  the  petitioner  to  be  practically  without  means 
of  support,  and,  as  shown  oy  a  physician's  testimony,  to  be  wholly 
disabled  by  age  and  physical  infirmities. 

The  gentleman  who  introduced  the  bill  stated  that — 

I  beg  that  you  will  expedite  the  consideration  of  this  bill  in  every  possible  way. 
Mrs.  Pugh  is  90  years  old,  has  no  property,  and  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  pensioners 
on  account  of  the  War  of  1812. 

In  view  of  the  pensioner's  great  age  and  necessitous  circumstances, 
and  in  accordance  with  precedent,  your  committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month  in  lieu  of 
that  she  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  9789.  Frank  Shaver,  of  Mononga,  W.  Va.,  was  a  private  in 
Company  F,  First  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  during 
the  War  with  Spain,  from  June  15  to  November  1 1 ,  1898,  when  he  was 
discharged  bv  telegraphic  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  War. 

He  appUe^  for  pension  September  26,  1904,  stating  that  he  con- 
tracted lung  trouble  from  exposure  at  Chickamauga  Park,  Ga.,  about 
Julv  15,  1898. 

l^ovember  23,  1908,  he  alleged  the  incurrence  of  disease  of  rectum, 
dysentery,  and  malarial  poisoning. 

The  claim  was  rejected,  after  special  examination,  June  22,  1906» 
because  of  no  ratable  disability  from  dysentery  and  because  the  evi- 
dence failed  to  reasonably  connect  any  present  existing  disease  of 
rectum  with  military  service.  It  was  rejected  also  as  to  dysentery  on 
the  ground  that  the  evidence  did  not  connect  that  disease  i^ith  mili- 
tary service,  and  disease  of  lungs  was  rejected  for  the  same  reason. 
The  claimant  withdrew  the  claim  based  on  malaria. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior  affirmed  that  action  Decem- 
ber 6,  1906. 

The  claim  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning  was  rejected  March  16, 
1909,  because  of  no  ratable  degree  of  disability  therefrom  since  the 
application  was  filed. 

The  War  Department  records  show  no  defect  at  enlistment.  It 
was  stated  that  the  soldier  had  had  fever  five  years  ago.  At  discharge 
he  disclaimed  having  any  disability,  and  was  corroborated  by  his 
captain  and  a  surgeon. 

He  was  treated  from  July  11  to  15,  1898,  for  hemorrhoids,  in  line 
of  duty. 

Diagnosis  also  shown  as  fistula,  internal;  July  15  to  23,  1898,  for 
fistula,  internal,  in  line  of  duty;  and  October  22  and  23,  1898,  for 
acute  indigestion,  in  line  of  duty. 
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The  claimant  was  examined  November  16,  1904,  by  a  board  of 
surgeons  at  Fairmont,  W.  Va.  They  reported  his  age  as  32  years, 
height  6  feet  1  inch,  and  weight  157  pounas,  and  said  he  was  not  very 
'.veil  nourished,  skin  pale  but  free  from  eruptions,  chest  flat  and  at 
rest  35,  full  inspiration  37 i,  full  expiration  33  inches.  Coarse  mucous 
r4les  are  heard  over  both  lungs,  but  no  dullness  is  found.  Coiigh  is 
present.  The  claimant  suflfers  from  chronic  bronchitis.  Kate, 
eight-eighteenths. 

He  also  suffers  from  chronic  nasopharyngeal  catarrh.  Mucous 
membrane  thickened  and  inflamed.  Turbinates  enlarged,  tubes  open, 
tonsils  enlarged,  left  side  of  septum  ulcerated.    Rate,  four-eighteenths. 

Specific  gravity  of  urine  10.12,  light  clear  color.  Neutral,  no  sugar, 
nor  albumen.     Diseases  permanent. 

The  same  board  examined  him  February  15,  1905,  and  reported  liis 
weight  as  165  pounds.  They  found  the  same  condition  as  to  bron- 
chitis and  rated  eight-eighteenths,  and  said  "  there  is  no  evidence  of 
tuberculosis.'' 

They  also  found  practically  the  same  condition  as  to  nasopharyn- 
geal catarrh  and  rated  it  at  six-eighteenths. 

No  dysentery.  They  found  sensitive  and  inflamed  rectum,  hemor- 
rhoidal vessels  engoi^ed,  one  internal  pile,  one-half  inch,  which  bleeds 
at  times.  No  ulceration  of  pile  nor  rectum,  no  fissure,  fistula, 
stricture,  or  prolapsus. 

Specific  gravity  of  urine  10.18,  acid,  light  straw,  no  sugar,  or  albu- 
men. 

They  also  found  some  heart  trouble,  and  rated  it  at  four-eighteenths. 

He  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Clarksburg,  W.  Va., 
January  6,  1909.  They  found  lung  expansion  of  2}  inches,  dullness 
on  percussion  over  right  apex  anteriorly  and  left  scapula  region. 
Percussion  over  remainder  of  lungs  not  normal,  bronchial  breaming 
over  dull  areas,  few  vkles  over  other  areas.  History  of  night  sweats, 
some  spitting  of  blood,  coughing,  and  shortness  of  breath.  Heart 
normal.     No  evidence  of  malarial  poisoning. 

Tongue  broad,  flabby,  thick  coated  white;  abdominal  wall  poor 
tone,  hepatic  and  splenic  dullness  normal.  Sphincter  poor  tone,  piles 
are  internal,  filled  with  small  pile  tumors;  no  external  piles.  Rating, 
five-eighteenths. 

They  said : 

This  man  has  tuberculosis;  is  unable  to  do  much,  if  any,  manual  labor. 

The  claimant  stated  that  he  was  sound  at  enlistment,  and  that  he 
did  not  claim  disability  at  discharge  for  fear  he  would  be  detained  in 
hospital,  and  that  because  he  did  not  claim  to  be  disabled  the  surgeon 
did  not  examine  him. 

The  evidence  all  tends  to  show  the  soldier  sound  and  free  from 
disability  of  any  kind  at  enlistment.  Dr.  W.  H.  Kunst  testified  that  he 
examined  him  at  enUstment  and  that  he  was  then — 

perfectly  sound  in  every  respect.  The  examination  made  before  enlistment  was  as 
complete  and  thorough  as  it  was  possible  to  make,  and  I  found  him  both  physically 
and  mentally  sound  m  every  respect. 

That  witness  also  testified  March  15,  1906,  that  he  had  treated  the 
claimant  after  service,  but  kept  no  record,  but  the  treatment  was 
witliin  the  last  year  or  two.  He  then  was  suffering  from  emaciation, 
gastrointestinal  indigestion,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  chronic  bron- 
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chitis,  and  he  thought  some  valvular  heart  trouble.     The  treatment 
extended  over  a  period  of  three  or  four  months  or  longer.     He  said : 

I  am  not  at  all  sure  that  his  lung  trouble  was  not  tubercular  in  character,  but  I  made 
no  miscroBcopical  examination.    I  considered  his  disease  permanent  in  character. 

S.  S.  Davidson,  comrade,  testified  that  the  soldier  began  complain- 
ing at  Chickamauga,  Ga.,  within  90  days  of  enhstment;  he  had 
diarrhea  and  was  taken  to  hospital.  When  he  came  back,  he  looked 
to  be  in  bad  shape,  was  weak,  nad  a  bad  color  and  not  much  breath; 
cave  out  quickly.  Saw  him  fall  out  of  line  once  and  fall  down  in 
drill.  He  continued  that  way.  Since  service  he  has  often  com- 
plained, was  short  winded,  and  has  had  a  cough. 

J.  R.  Crayton,  comrade,  stated  that  the  soldier  was  sick  in  service, 
but  he  did  not  Imow  what  ailed  him,  but  it  was  common  talk  that  he 
had  consumption.  After  he  had  the  sick  spell  he  looked  awful  bad; 
he  was  awful  poor  and  yellow.  He  remembered  the  soldier  com- 
plained of  diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectum  since  service. 

George  T.  Peak,  comrade,  testified  that  the  soldier  ^s  health  seemed 
to  be  very  bad  in  service,  was  coughing  all  the  time  after  they  got 
to  Chickamauga.  He  was  weak  and  seemed  to  have  diarrhea.  His 
cough  was  deep  and  hollow  and  some  of  the  boys  thought  he  had 
consumption.  Did  not  know  how  he  contracted' the  cough,  but  all 
had  to  lav  on  the  ground  and  were  much  exposed. 

J.  N.  White,  comrade,  stated  that  the  soldier  complained  at  Cliicka- 
mauga  and  was  sent  to  hospital.  Complained  of  his  back  and  of  his 
breast  being  weak;  pain  through  his  chest.  He  also  had  diarrhea 
and  claimed  to  have  piles.     He  also  coughed.     The  witness  said: 

I  tented  with  him  for  about  six  weeks  from  the  time  we  went  to  Knoxville  imtil  he 
was  mustered  out.  He  got  a  little  better  after  we  went  to  Knoxville,  but  the  improve- 
ment was  temporary.  ^Tiile  we  were  at  Knoxville,  I  wrote  to  Senator  Elkins  asking 
if  there  was  any  way  by  which  he  could  be  mustered  out  of  service  on  account  of  hia 
health.    *    ♦    *    Shortly  after  I  wrote  the  letter  he  was  mustered  out. 

Cuthbert  GUham,  assistant  surgeon  of  the  regiment,  testified  that 
the  soldier  was  a  constant  complainer  of  slight  ailments  during 
service.  He  could  not  recall  specific  causes  of  complaint,  but  saia 
the  soldier  might  have  been  seriously  ill  during  the  latter  part  of 
service  without  his  knowledge;  that  he  had  an  indistinct  recollection 
of  his  having  diarrhea,  and  the  affiant  was  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  many  complaints  were  made  to  avoid  hard  service. 

L.  M.  Kuhn  stated  that  after  service  the  claimant  complained  of 
pain  in  his  breast  and  of  piles;  those  complaints  dated  from  his 
return  from  service  and  continued  thereafter. 

A  considerable  number  of  other  lay  witnesses  testified  to  t| 


soldier's  ill  health  after  his  return  from  the  Army,  stating  thatAe 
complained  and  was  doctoring.  The}'  said  he  complained  of  ^es, 
of  his  breast  hurting  him,  and  that  he  had  a  cough,  and  corqffained 
of  shortness  of  breath. 

Dr.  H.  S.  Falconer  said  he  treated  the  claimant  as  a  contract 
surgeon  for  a  coal  company;  the  claimant  was  a  coal  miner;  that 
he  kept  no  record,  and  the  time  was  not  fixed,  but  ie  said  he  had 
known  the  claimant  then,  March  14,  1906,  abou*  four  years;  the 
treatment  lasted  about  30  days;  the  patient  had  a  dry,  hacking 
cough,  slight  elevation  of  temperature,  night  sweats,  lost  weight, 
and  was  weak;  that  the  history  he  gave  was  a  severe  cold  contracted 
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in  the  Army  which  led  to  bronchitis,  and  then  to  what  the  witness 
thought  was  the  beginning  of  consumption. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Alkire  testified  that  he  treated  the  claimant  in  1904  and 
1905  for  bronchitis  and  piles.  He  thought  the  claimant's  occupation 
was  hkely  a  contributing  cause  for  the  oronchitis. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  claims  to  be 
totally  disabled  by  dysentery  and  rheumatism.  He  states  that  he 
owns  no  property  and  that  his  income  is  $100  a  year.  Other  wit- 
nesses corroborate  his  statement  as  to  lack  of  property  and  impaired 
health. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Riedy  states  that  he  has  had  the  petitioner  under  treat- 
ment for  five  years  for  sciatic  rheumatism. 

Other  witnesses  state  that  the  petitioner  has  been  a  sufferer  with 
chronic  rheumatism  since  his  Army  service. 

Upon  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  facts  in  this  case  your  com- 
mittee beheve  it  is  shown  that  the  petitioner  is  greatly  disabled 
by  his  miUtary  service.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allow- 
ance of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  13175.  Catherine  Werner,  of  East  Savannah,  Ga.,  is  the 
mother  of  George  C.  Werner,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  M, 
First  Regiment  Georgia  Volunteer  Infantry,  duiing  the  War  with  Spain, 
from  May  7  to  31,  1898,  and  from  August  1  to  November  18,  1898, 
when  mustered  out  with  the  company.  He  served  from  May  31  to 
August  1,  1898,  as  a  musician  of  tnat  regiment. 

On  October  26,  1905,  the  claimant,  aged  50  years,  appUed  for  pen- 
sion as  the  dependent  mother  of  the  soldier,  stating  that  he  died 
January  20,  1904,  of  disease  of  heart  due  to  exposure  and  hard 
marching  and  drilling  incident  to  his  service;  that  her  husband  died 
October  31,  1884;  that  she  had  not  remarried,  and  that  she  was 
wholly  dependent  on  the  soldier  who  left  neither  widow  nor  minor 
child. 

The  claim  was  rejected  February  5,  1906,  on  the  ground  that  the 
soldier's  death  from  disease  of  heart  was  not  due  to  his  miUtary 
service,  but  that  said  disease  existed  piior  to  his  enUstment,  as  shown 
by  the  records  of  the  War  Department. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  23  years  of  age  at 
enlistment;  that  he  was  treated  June  30  to  July  1,  1898,  for  heart 
disease,  mitral  regurgitant  murmur;  recommended  for  discharge; 
July  2  to  30,  1898,  for  malaria,  intermittent,  in  line  of  duty,  returned 
to  duty. 

Upon  examination,  November  — ,  1898,  preliminary  to  discharge, 
^e  claimant  disclaimed  having  any  disease.  His  captain,  George 
W.  Drummond,  certified  that  he  did  have  disease.     He  said: 

This  itum  has  been  relieved  from  duty  for  some  time  past  on  accoimt  of  eome  a£Fection 
of  his  hean. 

As  to  when  the  disability  was  incurred  he  said:  *' Don't  know,  but 
believe  it  waa  prior  to  enlistment,"  and  that  he  did  not  know  when  or 
how  the  disease  was  incurred. 

A  surgeon  certified,  November  4,  1898,  that  he  had  examined  the 
soldier;  that  he  had  ** valvular  heart  lesion,  mitral  and  aortic 
stenosis.  Right  oblique  inguinal  hernia,"  and  '*  incurred  before  hav- 
ing been  mustered  in  the  service." 
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George  W.  Drummond,  soldier's  captain,  testified  September  27, 
1905,  tnat  the  soldier  was  a  member  of  a  company  in  the  Georgia 
State  Militia  a  couple  of  years;  attended  weekly  drills  regularly  and 
always  seemed  to  be  in  good  health  and  spirits;  when  called  into  the 
United  States  service  he  was  examined  in  the  presence  of  the  witness 
and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination ;  in  a  few  days  after  muster-in 
to  United  States  service,  on  May  12, 1898,  the  company  began  arduous 
work,  long  marches  and  daily  drills;  Werner  kept  up  better  than 
many  others  for  a  while,  he  would  show  by  shortness  of  breath,  blue 
nails,  lips,  and  finger  tips,  after  very  long  march,  the  eflFect  upon  hia 
svstem;  these  s3rmptoms  graduaUy  grew  worse  and  finally  about 
July  1,  1898,  the  witness  instructed  his  first  sergeant  to  reneve  the 
soldier  from  guard  or  any  hard  duty  and  give  him  only  the  lightest 
work.  Also,  that  he  frequently  met  soldier  on  the  way  to  work  after 
service,  and  was  told  he  was  under  treatment  for  heart  trouble. 
The  soldier  was  his  mother's  only  son  and  support,  and  since  his  death 
she  has  eked  out  a  bare  existence  by  keeping  a  little  shop  and  the 
assistance  of  a  daughter  who  works  in  a  store.     The  witness  also  said : 

I  am  confident  Werner's  death  was  caused  by  heart  disease  contracted  while  in  the 
Anny,  caused  by  the  many  hardships  which  the  raw  recruit  was  compelled  to  undergo. 

The  public  record  of  death,  made  on  the  certificate  of  Dr.  W.  E. 
Fitch,  shows  the  soldier  died  January  20,  1904,  of  valvular  disease  of 
heart,  *' duration  since  December  25.'' 

Dr.  Fitch  testified  that  he  was  called  to  see  the  soldier  during  the 
hoUdays  of  1903:  he  had  la  grippe  and  valvular  heart  lesion,  aortic 
regurgitation  with  mitral  insufficiency;  attended  him  till  his  death, 
January  20,  1904.  *'His  death  was  no  doubt  hastened  by  exposure 
incident  to  and  during  service  as  a  soldier.'' 

Dr.  A.  A.  Morrison  testified  that  he  was  called  t6  see  soldier  in 
connection  with  Dr.  Fitch,  and  treated  him  from  January  1  to  27, 
1904,  for  la  grippe  and  valvular  disease  of  heart. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  she  has 
four  daughters,  three  married  and  one  single;  that  she  owns  no  real 
estate  or  personal  property;  that  she  has  no  income  except  what  she 
earns  with  her  own  nands  and  some  httle  assistance  from  her  daughters  * 
that  she  is  the  soldier's  mother  and  his  father's  widow. 

Greorge  W.  Drummond  made  an  affidavit  August  22,  1911,  similar 
to  the  one  herein  mentioned,  and  says: 

If  there  was  anything  wrong  with  Werner's  heart  this  should  have  been  discovered 
bv  the  examining  surgeon,  and  he  should  not  have  been  passed  to  undergo  the  ordeal 
wliich  sapped  his  strength  and  developed  all  of  his  weakness  and  resulted  finally  in 
hisi  death. 

Other  witnesses  state  that  the  claimant  is  the  soldier's  mother  a»d 
widow  of  his  father;  that  the  soldier  was  not  married  and  lef*  no 
widow  or  minor  child,  and  that  the  claimant  is  entirely  depindent 
upon  her  own  exertions  for  a  Uving. 

Certificates  from  the  proper  officers  show  the  claimant  i^taxed. 

Your  committee  is  convinced  by  the  evidence  in  this  o^ee,  summa- 
rized in  the  foregoing,  that  the  soldier's  death  was  a  ro^It  of  his  nuh^ 
tary  service.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allofp^nce  of  pension 
at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 
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H.  R.  13215.  Manville  M.  Palmer,  of  Hagarville,  Ark.,  during  the 
War  with  Spain  was  a  private  in  Company  L,  Third  Regiment  Mis- 
souri Volunteer  Infantry,  from  May  4,  1898,  to  January  8,  1899,  when 
mustered  out  with  a  detachment. 

He  applied  for  pension  February  21,  1899,  on  account  of  disease  of 
left  leg,  atrophy  or  testicles  caused  by  measles,  and  catarrh.  Pension 
at  the  rate  or  $6  per  month  from  date  of  filing  application  was  allowed 
September  23,  1902,  on  account  of  disease  of  left  leg,  result  of  typhoid 
fever.  That  rate  was  increased  February  17,  1906,  to  $8  per  month 
from  January  17,  1906.  Claims  for  increase  have  since  oeen  three 
times  rejected,  the  last  time  on  November  23,  1910. 

At  the  date  of  first  allowance  the  claim  for  atrophy  of  testicles  and 
catarrh  was  rejected  for  lack  of  evidence  showing  service  origin,  and 
on  November  23,  1910,  a  claim  for  additional  pension  based  on  dis- 
ease of  throat  and  bronchial  affection  and  resulting  tuberculosis  was 
rejected  because  of  no  record  or  medical  evidence  of  the  existence  in 
service  of  the  alleged  diseases. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  21  years  of  age  at 
enlistment,  and  that  he  was  not  with  his  company  at  any  time  after 
being  sent  to  hospital  in  August,  1898.  They  show  him  treated  for 
acute  diarrhea  June  18  to  20  and  August  27,  1898;  August  4  and  5, 
1898,  in  Second  Division  hospital  for  probable  typhoid  fever,  and 
from  August  5  to  December  1,  1898,  continued  high  temperature,  in 
line  of  duty,  complicated  with  typhoid  fever;  diagnosis  also  shown  as 
typhoid  fever  and  symptoms  of  measles. 

The  records  also  show  him  on  furlough  from  hospital  from  Novem- 
ber 29  to  December  29,  1898,  and  that  while  in  hospital  from  August 
6  to  December  1, 1898,  he  'Muring  convalescence, developed  meaafes." 

On  examination  at  Fort  Logan  H.  Roots,  Ark.,  December  28,  1898, 
preliminarv  to  discharge,  the  soldier  claimed  to  have  catarrh  in  head, 
milk  leg  clue  to  typhoid  fever,,  and  atrophy  of  left  testicle  due  to 
measles,  saying  that  he  was  first  taken  sick  at  Camp  Alger,  Va.,  about 
August  3,  1898,  on  guard  duty  in  rain,  and  other  exposure  before 
being  iFully  equipped.  A  surgeon  certified  that  he  had  examined  the 
soldier  and  found  '^entire  left  leg  swollen,  especially  below  the  knee,'' 
.  which  then  disabled  him  three-iourths. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Fort  Worth, 
Tex.,  May  23,  1900.  They  reported  his  height  as  5  feet  10  inches  and 
weight  as  144  pounds,  and  recommended  a  rate  of  $6  for  disease  of 
left  leg  and  $5  for  atrophy  of  left  testicle.  They  described  severe 
postnasal  catarrh,  raw  ancl  inflamed  inner  nares,  constant  cough; 
expectorates  thick  tenacious  mucus;  rating  for  nasal  catarrh,  $6. 

The  same  board  examined  him  August  20,  1902;  same  weight 
r^P^rted.  They  rated  disease  of  left  leg  at  $6  and  atrophied  testicle 
at  $2.  They  said  the  postnares  and  pharynx  were  inflamed,  con- 
gested, and  swollen;  no  ulceration,  but  from  entire  pharyngeal  surface, 
tonsils,  and  fauces  there  is  an  exudate  of  mucous  matter  in  large 
quantities,  the  larynx  and  bronchi  not  involved;  rating,  $2. 

He  was  next  examined  by  a  board  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  January 
17,  1906;  same  weight  reported.  Disease  of  leg  rated  $8.  Chest 
measurements,  33,  34,  37.  Physical  signs  negative;  heart  normal. 
The  board  said: 

Claimant  appears  perfectly  sound,  except  left  leg. 
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They  examined  him  August  1,  1906;  weight,  142  pounds.  Disease 
of  leg  rated  $8.  Chest  measurements,  34,  35,  37^.  Chest  symmet- 
rical; Expansion  eciual.  Vocal  fremitus  and  resonance  normal.  Per- 
cussion note  is  slightly  dull  over  third  and  fourth  intercostal  spaces  of 
the  right  side.  Mucus  r&les  are  heard  over  upper  right  lung.  His 
throat  is  congested;  ulula  elongated.  He  coughs  and  has  a  slight 
temperature.     Rate,  $4. 

Tne  same  boai'd  extedned  him  April  1,  1908;  weight  reported,  144 
pounds.  They  rated  disease  of  leg  $12  and  absence  of  left  testicle  $6. 
Chest  measurements,  32,  33,  35.     They  said : 

There  is  coneolidation  of  the  apex  of  right  lung  down  to  the  second  intercostal  space. 
There  is  tubercular  breathing  with  mucus  and  crepitant  r&les  heard  over  this  area. 
This  lung  has  not  cleared  up  since  last  examination.  *  *  *  He  is  weak,  tubercular, 
and  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

That  board  examined  the  claimant  again  December  15,  1909; 
weight,  135  pounds.  Disease  of  leg  rated  $8.  Chest  measurements, 
32,  33,  34i.     They  said: 

There  is  increased  vocal  fremitus  below  right  clavicle  for  a  space  of  3  inches.  There 
is  diminished  breathing  over  this  area;  dullness  below  clavicle,  with  tympanitic 
sounds  below  this  area.  The  left  lung  measures  17  inches;  the  right,  16i  inches. 
He  has  fever  this  morning  and  coughs  a  good  deal,  with  an  abundant  expectoration, 
in  which  are  found  small,  round  bodies  of  calcareous  matter. 

Rate,  $12. 

They  also  said  he  was  especially  debilitated  because  of  an  active 
tubercular  process  in  right  lung. 

The  contention  of  the  claimant  is  that  he  has  had  a  bronchial 
trouble  ever  since  he  had  typhoid  fever  in  service;  that  it  has 
gradually  grown  worse,  and  that  about  1905  he  first  recognized  the 
fact  that  he  had  tuberculosis,  which  he  thinks  is  the  same  disease, 
only  worse  now^  that  he  has  had  all  the  time. 

Charles  H.  Kelly  testified  August  4,  1910,  that  the  soldier  con- 
tracted a  severe  cold  at  Camp  Alger,  Va.,  about  May  25,  1898,  which 
developed  into  la  grippe  or  pneumonia  from  exposure  on  duty,  and 
was  sent  to  hospital  with  fever  in  August  of  that  year  and  never 
returned  to  the  company. 

John  M.  Harris  made  a  similar  affidavit  July  12,  1910,  saying  that 
the  cold  contracted  about  June  1,  1898,  was  followed  by  a  severe 
throat  trouble  and  hoarseness;  that  he  got  better  of  the  throat  trouble 
and  hoarseness,  but  had  a  hacking  cougn  and  pain  in  his  side  and  back 
through  June  and  July. 

Dr.  C.  S.  Roberts  testified  December  28,  1900,  that  he  saw  the 
claimant  about  December  5,  1898,  and  his  condition  was  then  as  fol- 
lows: **  Enlarged  calf  of  left  leg,  with  redness  and  soreness,  and 
catarrh.  I  prescribed  for  leg,  but  did  not  prescibe  for  catarrh, '^  and 
**He  again  comes  to  me  at  present  date  and  I  find  catarrh  worse 

A.  H.  Teal  testified  December  20,  1909,  to  five  years'  acquaintance 
with  the  claimant,  and  said  he  had  from  the  first  a  severe  cough,  and 
witness  thought  consumption,  something  like  a  bronchial  or  lung 
trouble,  which  he  has  haa  ever  since. 

L.  L.  Lothridge  stated  September  6,  1910,  that  he  had  known 
the  claimant  since  about  1892;  saw  him  December  29,  1898,  and 
was  with  him  daily  for  two  weeks;  that  he  then  complained  and 
seemed  to  suffer  a  great  deal  with  his  leg,  and  had  a  hacking  cough 
and  sore  throat. 
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T.  M.  Morgan,  M.  D.,  testified  March  9,  1901,  that  he  prescribed 
for  the  claimant  in  January,  1901,  and  about  three  times  a  week 
thereafter,  for  ''catarrh  of  head,  femoral  hernia,  varicoses.  Toss  of 
left  testicle,  and  osteomyelitis  in  left  leg." 

John  A.  Johnson,  M.  D.,  testified  January  3,  1901,  that  he  treated 
the  claimant  for,  among  other  things,  catarrh,  about  July  15,  1900. 

W.  L.  Presley,  M.  D.,  stated  November  19,  1909,  that  he  had 
prescribed  for  the  claimant  at  different  times  during  the  past  five 
years  for  chronic  throat  and  bronchial  trouble  and  also  tuberculosis, 
persistent  cough,  and  hectic  fever. 

Dr.  William  J.  Sparks  testified  December  11, 1909,  that  he  attended 
the  claimant  for  two  weeks  in  Majr,  1901,  for  subacute  pharyngitis 
and  intercostal  neuralgia  in  right  side;  that  he  examined  him  Sep- 
tember 10,  1908,  and  found  nis  condition  to  have  grown  worse, 
tuberculosis  taking  on  an  active  state  in  his  left  lung,  had  a  hectic 
fever,  and  persistent  cough. 

Evidence,  medical  ana  lay,  filed  with  the  bill  shows  the  existence 
of  tuberculosis  for  several  years  past;  that  the  claimant  is  totalljr 
disabled,  and  that  he  has  no  property  or  means  of  support  except  his 
I>ension  of  $8  per  month. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  this  man  is  inadequately  pen- 
sioned for  the  degree  of  disability  shown  to  exist  from  the  pensioned 
causes.  They  respectfully  reconunend  the  allowance  of  pension  at 
the  rate  of  $15  per  month  in  Ueu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  13698.  Simon  P.  Kieflfer,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  served  dxiring  the 
War  with  Spain,  as  a  private  in  Company  fe,  Twenty-eighth  K^- 
ment.  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  4,  1899,  to  May 
1,  1901,  when  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  applied  for  pension  October  26,  1906,  stating  that  he  fractured 
his  right  ankle  in  November,  1900,  in  the  Philippine  Islands;  that  he 
contracted  malarial  fever  in  January  or  February,  1901,  and  that 
he  has  suffered  from  both  causes  ever  since.  Also,  that  on  August 
13,  1900,  he  was  paralyzed  in  the  right  side.  Relative  to  the  incur- 
rence of  the  alleged  fracture  of  right  ankle  the  claimant  said  that  on 
or  about  October  25,  1899,  while  on  the  transport  Tarter  he  slipped 
and  fell,  '* causing  an  injury  to  my  right  ankle;  that  while  on  the 
march  in  January,  1900,  tlus  same  injury  broke  out  again,  due  to 
bein^  on  my  feet  too  much";  that  ''this  same  injury  again  broke 
out  m  July,  1900,  due  to  being  on  my  feet  too  much,"  and  that  '4ead 
and  opium  was  applied  to  mv  leg  to  take  down  the  swelling,  after 
which  it  became  necessary  to  have  my  ankle  strapped  or  bandaged 
continuously  on  account  of  its  weakness." 

That  claim  was  rejected  February  1,  1907,  because  the  evidence 
failed  to  show  a  ratable  disability  from  either  alleged  caiise  since 
date  of  application,  and  because  the  paralysis  did  not  originate  in 
service. 

Claims  were  filed  April  3,  1909,  and  August  4,  1910,  on  accoimt  of 
fracture  of  right  ankle  and  malaria  ,and  they  were  rejected  for  the 
same  reason  as  before,  July  12  and  September  29,  1910. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  21  years  and  4 
months  old  at  enlistment.  No  physical  defects  were  noted  at  that 
time. 

The  medical  records  show  treatment  from  October  24  to  Novem- 
ber 21,  1899,  for  slight  sprain,  right  ankle,  incurred  accidentidly^ 
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October  23,  1899,  while  drilling  at  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  in  line  of 
duty;  December  15  to  25, 1899,  sprain,  right  ankle,  in  line  of  duty;  Jan- 
uary 16  to  18,  1900,  slight  sprain,  right  ankle,  in  line  of  duty.  The 
records  also  show  treatment  for  malanal  fever  in  March  and  Apnl,  1 900 ; 
for  f ebricola  in  June,  1900 ;  for  malarial  fever  in  November,  1900,  Feb- 
ruary and  April,  1901 ;  for  ingrowing  toenail,  right  foot,  in  December, 
1900,  and  January,  1901 ;  and  for  seasickness  in  April,  1901. 

Upon  examination,  April  5,  1901,  preliminary  to  discharge,  the 
soldier  said  he  had  no  disabiUty  of  any  kind,  and  was  corroborated 
by  his  commanding  officer,  First  Lieut.  Frederick  B.  Neilson,  and  a 
surgeon. 

Upon  medical  examination  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Easton,  Pa., 
November  28,  1906,  the  claimant  was  reported  as  5  feet  8  inches  in 
height  and  as  weighing  160  poimds. 

'file  board  said  the  only  evidence  found  of  the  alleged  fracture  of 
right  ankle  was  *  ^  a  slight  enlargement  of  the  inner  malleolus.  Motion 
at  ankle  joint  is  good.     Not  tender.     Rate,  none." 

They  found  paralysis  of  right  side,  and  rated  it  twelve-eighteenths. 

They  foimd  no  malaria — rate,  none. 

He  was  examined  by  a  board  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  April  27,  1910. 
Of  malaria,  they  said: 

Tongue  coated;  akin  dry;  epigastic  tenderness.  Slight  distension  of  stomach;  no 
enlargement  of  liver  or  spleen,  or  tenderness;  no  inflammation  of  rectimi.  Bowels 
constipated.  Has  a  drop  right  wrist;  opens  and  closes  hand  slowly;  loss  of  one-fourth 
power  in  grip;  no  atropny  of  wrist  or  hand;  no  evidence  of  an  injury.  Rate,  six- 
eighteenths. 

Of  injury  to  right  ankle,  the  board  said: 

Leg  fractured  below  knee;  fracture  extends  from  4 J  inches  below  internal  condule 
to  10  inches  below  external  condule  across  tibia.  There  is  atrophy  of  1  inch  cir- 
cumference of  calf.  He  is  not  abJe  to  move  ankle  joint.  There  is  no  ankylosis; 
passive  movement,  good;  walk  with  a  limp.     Rate,  six-eighteenths. 

Bert  Roling  testified.  May  24,  1909,  that  he  had  known  the  claim- 
ant for  20  years — 

and  shortly  after  he  was  discharged  from  the  United  States  Army  knew  that  he  suf- 
fered from  a  fracture  of  right  ankle  so  that  he  could  not  perform  any  manual  labor, 
for  reasons  that  his  right  ankle  gives  out — 

and  is  now  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor. 

Henry  Edelman  maide  a  similar  affidavit  on  the  same  date. 

Geoi^e  F.  Donecker  testified,  June  9,  1910,  that  the  claimant  was 
attacked  with  chills  and  fever,  pronounced  malarial  poisoning  by 
the  doctors,  after  his  return  from  service;  that  the  attacks  come  on 
from  time  to  time,  continuing  a  week  at  a  time,  and  has  made  him 
unfit  for  manual  labor;  that  he  has  known  claimant  to  be  sick  in  bed 
weeks  at  a  time,  and  that  the  attacks  frequently  make  him  imcon- 
scious  and  impaired  his  speech. 

Willard  F.  Wolfe,  jr.,  stated  June  16,  1910,  that  the  claimant  had 
malarial  poisoning  on  return  from  service  and  ever  since,  and  has 
frequently  been  bedfast. 

Dr.  Robley  D.  Walter  testified  December  17,  1906,  that  he  treated 
the  claimant  from  May  9  to  — ,  1901,  for  malaria;  that  he  was  under 
treatment  at  different  times  for  a  period  of  a  year  or  more,  and  was 
one-third  disabled. 

H.  Kept.  568,  62-2 2 
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September  1,  1910,  this  witness  testified  that  the  claimant  was  per- 
manently disabled  as  a  result  of  paralysis  of  right  side,  which  came  on 
four  years  ago. 

Frederick  C.  Roberts,  M.  D.,  testified  November  3,  1906,  that  he 
treated  the  claimant  about  five  years  ago  for  tonsilitis  and  on  July  13, 
1906,  for  paraljrsis  of  entire  right  side. 

December  17,  1906,  he  made  a  similar  affidavit. 

April  5,  1907,  he  stated  that  he  was  called  to  see  the  claimant 
August  11,  1906,  and  found  him  suffering  from  a  stroke  of  apoplexy 
affecting  his  whole  right  side,  face,  arm,  and  leg. 

May  28,  1910,  he  testified  that  he  treated  the  claimant  for  chills 
and  fever  of  malarial  origin  in  May  and  June,  1909. 

September  17, 1910,  he  stated  that  the  claimant  has  an  enlargement 
at  outer  malleolus  of  right  foot  and  foot  is  stiff  at  the  ankle,  due  to 
fracture : 

Right  leg  also  shows  results  of  fracture  4  inches  below  the  knee. 

F.  E.  Ward,  M.  D.,  testified  May  28,  1910,  that  he  treated  the 
claimant  for  icterus,  neurasthenia,  chills,  and  fever  evidently  of 
malarial  origin  in  May,  1910. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  tlie  petitioner  states  that  he 
is  wholly  disabled  by  fractured  leg,  malarial  fever,  and  partial  paraly- 
sis; that  he  owns  no  property  and  has  no  income. 

Two  witnesses  corroborate  the  petitioner's  statement  as  to  his 
financial  condition  and  say  that  he  is  dependent  upon  the  charity  of 
his  family  for  support. 

Frederick  C.  Roberts.  M.  D.,  states  that  the  petitioner  has  been 
suffering  from  ^^right-siaed^'  paralysis  since  August,  1906,  and  is  unfit 
for  any  manual  labor.  His  affidavit  was  executed  November  26, 
1910. 

Robley  D.  Walter,  M.  D.,  says,  in  affidavit  executed  November  25. 
191  Oj  that  the  petitioner  is  suffering  with  paralysis  of  right  arm  ana 
leg  smce  August,  1906,  and  is  totally  disaoled  and  has  no  source  of 
income. 

That  the  petitioner  is  now  disabled  by  some  of  his  dleged  disabili- 
ties is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  and  they  respectfully  recom- 
ment  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month. 

H.  R.  15636.  Leon  C.  Gray,  of  Angola,  Ind.,  during  the  War  ^ith 
Spain  served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Tliirty-first  Regiment 
Micliigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  May  8  to  19,  1898,  when  trans- 
ferred to  the  band  of  that  regiment,  in  which  he  served  as  a  musician 
until  mustered  out  with  the  organization.  May  17,  1899. 

He  applied  for  pension  December  1,  1904,  stating  that  about  July 
15,  1898,  at  Chickamagua,  Ga.,  he  contracted  chronic  dysentery,  and 
that  in  August,  1898,  at  Chickamagua  Park,  Ga.,  he  contracted 
typhoid  fever  from  exposure,  etc.,  incident  to  the  service. 

On  February  20,  1905,  he  alleged  that  general  debUity  and  disease 
of  heart  and  spine  were  results  of  typhoid  fever  and  appeared  wliile 
sick  with  the  fever  in  September,  1898. 

The  claim  was  rejected,  after  special  examination,  July  2,  1907,  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  mecUcal  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
showing  continuance  of  dysentery  since  date  of  discharge  and  no 
record  or  medical  evidence  sliowing  treatment  for  disease  of  heart 
and  spine  in  service,  at  discharge,  or  prior  to  1903,  or  other  satisfac- 
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lory  evidence  showing  origin  of  said  disabilities  in  service  and  their 
existence  at  discharge,  or  For  some  years  thereafter. 
^  Reopening  has  since  been  denied  nine  times,  the  last  time  in 
November,  1911.  The  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior  affirmed 
the  adverse  actions  of  the  Commissioner  of  rensions  on  July  21,  1911. 
Upon  evidence  since  filed  the  Pension  Bureau  has  three  times  de- 
clined to  reopen  the  claim. 

The  War  Department  records  contain  no  evidence  of  medical  treat- 
ment during  service,  except  as  shown  by  phvsician's  affidavits  while 
at  home  on  furlough.  The  records  show  furlough  from  August  17  to 
24  and  same  extended  to  November  22,  1898.  While  on  furlough 
George  Howell,  M.  D.,  of  Lenawee  County,  Mich.,  under  date  of 
August  22,  1898,  reported  to  the  War  Department  that  the  soldier 
was  *' confined  to  his  bed  with  fever,  possibly  malarial  fever,  but  with 
marked  symptoms  of  typhoid  fever,  to  wit,  furred  tongue,  hemor- 
rhage from  tne  nose,  tympanitis  of  the  bowels,  and  diarrhea,^*  and 
recommended  that  the  furlough  be  extended  for  30  days.  In  an 
affidavit  dated  September  22,  1898,  tliat  physician  reported  to  the 
War  Department  that  the  soldier  was  now  convalescent  from 
typhoid  fever,  and  yesterday — September  21 — was  the  first  day  he 
was  able  to  sit  up,"  and  recommended  another  extension  of  30  days 
of  the  furlough. 

Upon  examination,  April  27,  1899,  preliminary  to  discharge,  the 
soldier  claimed  to  have  chronic  dysentery,  contracted  at  Chicka- 
mauga  Park,  Ga.,  about  July,  1898,  by  change  of  drinking  water 
and  diet. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  band  certified  that  he  had  no  knowl- 
edge of  any  disability,  and  a  surgeon  certified  that  he  found  no  disa- 
bihty  except  '^sUght  varicocele,  left  side,  which  originated  prior  to 
enlistment. 

Two  additional  surgeons  concurred  in  that  report  under  date  of 
May  6,  1899. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Angola,  Ind., 
June  7,  1905.  They  reported,  age  28  years,  height  5  feet  8i  inches, 
weight  128  pounds,  respiration  and  pulse  rate  normal,  occupation 
cigar  maker.  They  reported  him  quite  thin  and  pale,  tongue  large 
fissured,  yellow  fur,  skin  clear.  Liver  tender;  extends  from  sevenui 
rib  to  three-fourths  inch  above  free  border.  Spleen  normal.  Bowels 
tympanitic  and  very  tender,  no  gurgling.  Heart  apex  impulse  not 
evident  on  inspection  or  palpation,  1  men  below  and  one-half  inch  to 
right  of  left  mpple.  Action  weak  and  irregular;  mitral  regurgitant 
mmmur.     No  dyspnea,  cyanosis,  or  edema. 

Pupils  of  both  eyes  dilated  three  times  normal  size,  and  respond 
very  slowly  to  light.  Probably  due  to  disease  of  bulbar  portion  of 
bram,  reflexes  exaggerated.  Hair  filthy.  Chest  normal.  No  vene- 
real disease.  No  disease  of  kidneys.  Rate  eight-eighteenths  for 
chronic  cUarrhea,  eight-eighteenths  for  heart  disease,  and  eight- 
eighteenths  for  disease  of  spine. 

A  great  many  affidavits  have  been  filed  in  the  case;  comrades 
testified  in  general  terms  that  the  soldier  contracted  chronic  diarrhea 
or  dysentery  in  service,  had  typhoid  fever  while  home  on  furlough, 
and  complained  many  times  of  heart  trouble  and  pain  in  his  back, 
or  disease  of  spine ;  that  he  said  he  was  short  of  breath  and  had  trouble 
with  his  head  and  spine. 
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Dr.  Howell,  who  treated  the  soldier  for  typhoid  fever  during  service, 
had  no  knowledge  of  dysentery  except  that  which  usually  accom- 
panies typhoid  fever.     lie  did  not  treat  him  after  September,  1898. 

The  soldier  stated  that  he  had  no  medical  treatment  aft^r  discharge 
until  1903. 

A  physician  testified  in  1907  that  he  treated  the  claimant  for 
chronic  dysentery  and  disease  of  heart  and  spine  in  the  year  1903, 
and  had  given  him  treatment,  off  and  on,  up  to  the  time  he  testified 
for  such  disabihties.     He  did  not  go  into  the  details  of  his  treatment. 

The  testimony  as  to  the  existence  of  the  alleged  causes  of  disability 
from  discharge  is  conflicting;  many  witnesses  state  that  the  claimant 
complained  of  having  such  disease,  and  others  state  that  they  knew 
of  no  disabihty.  Some  stated  that  the  claimant's  appearance  after 
service  indicated  poor  health,  and  others  said  his  healtn  appeared  for 
several  years  to  be  about  as  it  was  before  service. 

Another  physician  stated  in  May,  1906,  that  he  had  known  the 
claimant  about  two  and  a  half  years,  and  had  examined  him  several 
times,  and  found  him  suffering  with  chronic  diarrhea,  with  very  rapid 
and  weak  heart,  and  very  nervous  condition.     Disability,  one-third. 

Another  physician  said,  in  February,  1911,  that  he  had  known  the 
claimant  seven  years,  and  had  frequently  examined  him  and  treated 
him  at  various  times  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  some  spinal  irritation. 
Disability,  three-fourths. 

A  druggist  testified,  October  30,  1911,  that  on  his  return  from  serv- 
ice the  soldier  was  in  a  weakened  condition,  thin  in  flesh,  poorly 
nourished,  and  presented  a  sallow  appearance,  which  condition  the 
witness  ascribed  to  long  attacks  of  chronic  diarrhea;  and  that  he 
distinctly  remembered  that  the  claimant  frequently  bought  remedies 
to  alleviate  his  diarrhea  during  the  time  between  the  soldier's  dis- 
charge and  the  date  he  left  Michigan  in  1903. 

Another  druggist  of  the  same  place  made  a  similar  affidavit  October 
11,  1911. 

In  affidavits  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  owns 
no  property  and  that  his  income  is  '^  about  nothing,'/  and  that  he  is 
very  nearly  totally  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by 
chronic  diarrhea,  spinal  trouble,  and  heart  disease. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  foregoing  history  of  this  case 
shows  the  petitioner  to  be  somewhat  disabled  by  reason  of  his  mili- 
tary service,  as  alleged,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allow- 
ance of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month.  '' 

H.  R.  15765.  Evelyn  Barnette,  of  the  Portland,  Washington,  D.  C, 
is  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month  as 
the  widow  of  William  J.  Barnette,  captain,  United  States  Navy. 

The  deceased  officer  was  in  the  Navy  from  July  26,  1864,  when  he 
was  appointed  a  midshipman,  to  his  death,  on  April  19,  1909.  He 
held  various  ranks  from  midshipman  to  rear  admiral,  to  which  he  was 
promoted  August  1,  1908.  He  was  placed  on  the  retired  list  January 
31,  1909. 

The  pension  was  allowed  to  the  widow  October  5,  1909,  commenc- 
ing October  20,  1909,  the  date  succeeding  the  officer's  death,  and  to 
her  as  the  widow  of  a  captain,  because  the  officer's  death  cause  was 
contracted  when  he  held  that  rank. 
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In  an  aflSdavit  executed  January  29,  1912,  and  filed  with  the  bill, 
the  petitioner  says  she  has  no  property  of  her  own,  but  is  dependent 
upon  the  estate  left  her  by  her  deceased  husband ;  that  such  estate — 

consisted  of  small  sums  of  money  on  deposit  in  banks,  all  of  which  have  been  expended 
in  and  about  the  financial  expenses  and  in  the  erection  of  a  monument,  leavmg  the 
total  estate  of  the  said  decedent,  consisting  of  insurance  policies  and  shares  of  stock, 
of  the  aggregate  value  of  about  $19,000,  which  said  sum,  if  invested  at  the  prevailing 
rates  of  mterest  in  safe  and  sound  securities,  would  not  yield  a  revenue  sufficient  for 
even  moderate  support  of  this  affiant.  Not  only  does  she  have  to  support  herself 
from  the  income  of  the  said  fund,  but  must  also  aid  in  the  support  of  her  mother. 

Charles  D.  Galloway,  lieutenant,  United  States  Navy,  testifies 
that  he — 

had  read  the  foregoing  affidavit  made  by  her,  and  based  upon  his  knowledge  of  the  affairs 
of  the  late  Rear  Admiral  William  J.  Bamette,  believes  that  the  statements  contained 
in  the  said  affidavit  are  true. 

J.  Miller  Kenyon  testified  that  he — 

acted  as  the  attorney  in  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Rear  Admiral  William 
J.  Bamette,  and  in  that  manner  became  familiar  with  the  financial  condition  of  the 
estate.  He  further  states  that  he  has  read  the  foregoing  affidavit  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  H. 
Bamette  and  believes  that  the  statements  contained  therein  ace  true. 

Dr.  Sofie  A.  NordhoJ  Jung  testifies  that  Mrs.  Bamette  is — 

suffering  with  nervous  disorder  of  such  nature  considering  her  age  and  manner  of  liv- 
ing, 1  believe  that  for  her  to  undertake  any  employment  would  be  seriously  detrimen- 
tal to  her  health. 

The  petitioner's  age,  according  to  her  statement,  is  about  60  years. 
She  was  married  to  the  officer  Isovember  29,  1877. 

In  a  supplemental  affidavit  executed  March  22,  1912,  the  petitioner 
states  that  in  making  her  former  affidavit  she  omitted  to  say  '*that 
there  is  a  liability  against  this  estate  of  her  said  husband  of  $9,000'' ;  that 
her  husband  left  her,  to  be  expUcit,  aside  from  the  small  sums  of  money 
in  banks  which  has  been  expended,  insurance  in  four  companies 
aggregating  $16,088.95,  and  **  certain  shares  of  stock  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Co.  of,  to  wit,  the  value  of  $3,600,  which  would  make 
in  all  $19,688.95,"  which,  deductmg  the  liability  of  $9,000,  would 
leave  her  ''less  than  $10,000;  which  amount,  at  a  legal  and  safe  rate 
of  interest,  will  not  bring  in  to  deponent  $500  per  annum." 

It  is  the  judgment  of  your  committee  that  this  petitioner's  financial 
condition  is  such  as  to  entitle  her  to  an  increased  rating.  They 
respectfully  recommend  that  pension  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $50 
per  month  in  lieu  of  that  she  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  17529.  Noah  Y.  Ream,  of  Yuba  City,  Cal.,  is  pensioned  on 
account  of  service  in  the  Mexican  War  from  August  7,  1847,  to  July 

25,  1848,  as  a  private  in  Company  F,  Second  Regiment  Ohio  Volun- 
teer Infantry. 

The  pension  was  originally  allowed  under  the  act  of  January  29, 
1887,  on  June  10,  1887,  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month  from  the  date  of 
the  enactment  of  the  law.     It  was  increased  to  $12  from  September 

26,  1904,  under  the  act  of  January  3,  1903,  and  was  increased  to  $20 
per  month  from  March  4,  1907,  under  the  act  of  February  6  of  that 
year.  Twenty  dollars  per  month  is  the  maximum  rate  allowed  under 
the  general  law  to  survivors  of  the  Mexican  War. 

The  pensioner  is  shown  by  evidence  to  be  now  91  years  of  age  and 
wholly  incapacitated  for  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor,  due  to 
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his  advanced  age  and  physical  infirmities.  He  states  in  an  aflSdavit 
filed  with  the  bill  that  he  owns  no  real  estate  or  personal  property 
except  a  few  personal  effects  of  the  value  of  about  $50,  ancl  that  he 
has  no  income  except  his  pension.  Evidence  in  the  case  corroborates 
his  statement. 

On  account  of  the  pensioner's  very  great  age,  physical  infirmities, 
and  in  conformity  with  precedent,  your  committee  respectfully 
recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  in  this  case  at  the  rate  of  $30 
per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  21089.  Annie  M.  Hayes,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  is  the  widow 
of  Edward  H.  Hayes,  who  served,  during  the  War  with  Spain,  as  a 
corporal  and  second-class  private  in  Company  H,  First  Kegiment 
United  States  Volunteer  Engineers,  from  July  1,  1898,  to  January  25^ 
1899,  when  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

The  soldier  applied  for  pension  April  11,  1899,  stating  that  in  Porto 
Rico  about  September  15,  1898,  he  had  bleeding  dysentery,  malarial 
fever,  and  rheumatism. 

The  claim  was  rejected  Januarv  10.  1901,  on  the  ground  that  a 
ratable  degree  of  disability  from  the  alleged  causes  was  not  shown. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  New  Haven^ 
Conn.,  June  20,  1900.  They  reported  the  claimant  6  feet  1  inch  in 
height  and  as  weighing  178  pounds.     Of  bloody  dysentery  they  said: 

No  emaciation.  Bowels  now  regular.  Liver  and  spleen  normal  in  size.  No  piles 
or  other  disease  of  rectum.    Tongue  clean.    Skin  clear.    Rate,  0. 

Of  malarial  fever  they  said: 

No  malarial  cachexia.  No  enlargement  of  liver  or  spleen.  Tongue  clean.  Skin 
clear.    Rate,  0. 

And  of  rheumatism  they  said : 

No  limitation  of  motion.  No  deformity  of  joints,  tendons,  or  muscles.  *  *  * 
Rate,  0. 

And— 

Appears  to  be  strong  and  well. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  40  years  of  age  at 
enlistment.  (The  record  of  marriage  November  25,  1874,  showed 
his  age  as  22  years  on  that  date,  which,  if  correct,  would  have  made 
his  age  45  or  46  years  at  enlistment.) 

The  medical  records  show  the  soldier  treated  from  October  24  to 
November  2,  1898,  for  acute  diarrhea,  complications  asthenia  (want 
of  strength). 

Upon  examination  January  10,  1899,  preliminary  to  discharge,  the 
soldier  claimed  to  have  malaria  and  dysentery,  contracted  in  August^ 
1898,  in  Porto  Rico.  His  commanding  officer,  George  Ij.  Taylor, 
second  lieutenant,  stated  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  any  disability, 
and  a  surgeon  certified  that  he  had  examined  him  and  found : 

No  disability.  The  above-named  man  says  he  has  malaria  and  dysentery.  There 
is  nothing  about  his  condition  or  general  appearance  to  show  but  that  he  is  in  his 
ordinary  health. 

No  evidence  was  filed  and  no  further  action  was  taken  in  the  claim. 
The  soldier  died  October  27,  1911. 

The  widow  applied  for  pension  November  9,  1911,  alleging  the 
soldier's  death  from  carcinoma  (cancer)  of  intestines,  due  to  disease 
incurred  in  service. 
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The  claim  was  rejected  December  27,  1911,  on  the  ground  that 
there  was  no  record,  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  showing 
origin  in  service  or  existen<5e  at  discharge  of  the  soldier's  fatal  disease, 
carcinoma  of  intestines.     Reopening  was  denied  in  February,  1912. 

Arthur  R.  and  William  J.  Smith  testified,  jointly,  November  8, 
1911,  that  they  were  in  service  with  the  soldier;  that  he  suffered 
severely  in  service  with  dysentery,  was  ill  and  sick  with  it  at  discharge; 
that  ho  was  never  well  after  service  and  suffered  with  the  dysentery 
and  that  his  death  was  caused  by  disease  contracted  in  the  Army. 

Jeremiah  J.  Cohane,  M.  D.,  testified  November  28,  1911,  that  he 
attended  the  soldier  at  different  times  from  November,  1898,  to  the 
date  of  his  death,  October  27,  1911;  that  after  muster  out  in  1898, 
the  soldier  came  home  and  was  attended  by  affiant  for  dysentery  and 
typhoid  fever;  that  after  about  two  months  he  recovered,  but  had 
attacks  of  dysentery  which  assumed  chronic  form;  that  in  1905  he 
had  a  rectal  fistula  which  necessitated  operation;  that  in  December, 

1910,  he  was  taken  with  severe  abdommal  pains  and  dysentery,  a 
large  mass  was  detected  in  the  right  iliac  region;  that  he  was  operated 
on  and  an  inoperable  carcinoma  of  intestine  found;  that  he  lived  for 
11  months,  suffering  with  exquisite  pain,  and  died  October  27,  1911, 
of  cachexia;  that  the  immediate  cause  of  death  was  carcinoma  of 
intestine  with  resulting  cachexia;  that  the  remote  cause  in  his 
opinion  was  the  chronic  disturbances  which  he  had  suffered  with 
smce  the  Spanish- American  War. 

The  public  record  of  death  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  made  upon  the 
report  of  this  witness,  shows: 

Primary  or  chief  cause  (of  death)  carcinoma  of  intestines,  duration  one  year.  Sec- 
ondary or  contributory,  cachexia,  duration  one-half  year. 

Testifying  after  the  olaim  was  rej'ected,  Oscar  F.  Gundaker  said 
the  soldier  had  dysentery  in  service  in  its  worst  form;  that  when  he 
came  home  from  service  he  had  lost  about  50  pounds  in  weight;  was 
never  well  afterwards,  and  that  he  died  of  dysentery. 

Arthur  R.  and  William  J.  Smith  duplicated  their  former  affidavit. 

Frederick  C.  Leavenworth  testified  tnat  soldier  was  in  hospital,  he 
thinks,  with  intermittent  and  typhoid  fever,  had  dysentery  in  its 
worst  form,  and  was  still  under  treatment  when  the  witness  came 
home. 

William  F.  Verdi,  M.  D.,  testified  that  the  soldier  died  October  27, 

1911,  of  cancer  of  the  calcum;  that  he  contracted  dysentery  in  serv- 
ice which  persisted  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  life;  that  his 
bowels  moved  about  on  an  average  of  six  times  a  day,  frequently  dis- 
charging pus,  Uood,  and  mucus;  that  this  condition  lasted  about 
13  years.  And  following  symptoms  of  pain  in  back  and  right  leg, 
a  tumor  developed  in  the  right  iliac  fossa  in  November,  1910;  that 
on  January  1,  1911,  an  operation  was  performed  and  an  inoperable 
carcinoma  was  found.     The  witness  said: 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  tumor  resulted  from  his  long-continued  dysentery. 

He  does  not  state  that  he  was  the  soldier's  physician,  or  that  he 
ever  treated  him. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  she  is 
56  years  of  age;  owns  an  equity  of  $200  in  a  small  house  heavily 
encumbered,  so  that  she  will  have  to  selj  it  or  have  the  mortgages, 
three,  foreclosed;  that  she  is  sick  with  rheumatism  and  in  a  weak 
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condition,  caused  by  attending  her  husband  who  was  sick  all  the  time 
with  dysentery,  and  that  she  is  unable  to  support  herself.  Wit- 
nesses, including  a  physician,  corroborate  her  statement. 

From  the  evidence  cited  in  the  foregoing  report,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  soldier's  death  was  a  result  of  his  military 
service.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at 
the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  22268.  John  Wieczorek,  of  Winona,  Minn.,  during  the  War 
with  Spain  served  as  private  in  Company  E,  Twelfth  Regiment  Min- 
nesota volunteer  Infantry,  from  April  29  to  November  5,  1898,  when 
he  was  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  applied  for  pension  June  29, 1906,  alle^g  that  on  June  15, 1898, 
at  Chickamauga  Jpark,  Ga.,  he  incurred  an  injury  of  the  back  from  a 
sprain  while  lifting  ammunition  and  supplies ;  that  at  same  place,  on 
July  3,  1898,  he  contracted  typhoid  fever,  which  has  resulted  in  severe 
headaches,  abscesses,  loss  of  strength,  and  general  derangement  of  the 
nervous  system.  November  20,  1898,  he  alleged  that  he  contracted 
varicose  veins  (of  both  legs)  at  Chickamauga  oy  marching  from  the 
railroad  station  to  Cliickamauga  Park;  also,  contracted  varicocele  by 
heavy  Ufting  on  the  ration  wagon  at  the  same  place  in  June,  1898. 

August  18,  1910,  he  alleged  chronic  indigestion  at  Cliickamauga 
Park.  The  abscesses,  before  alleged,  he  stated  first  appeared  about 
three  months  after  he  had  typhoid  fever,  a  large  one  on  his  body  and 
smaller  ones  on  neck  and  face. 

The  claim  for  disease  of  nervous  system  and  varicose  veins  of  right 
leg  was  rejected  June  24,  1909,  for  lack  of  record  or  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  origin  in  service,  existence  at  discharge,  or  continuance  there- 
after; for  varicocele,  because  the  War  Department  record  showed  its 
existence  at  enhstment;  for  injury,  sprain  of  back,  typhoid  fever,  and 
alleged  resulting  headache,  aoscesses,  and  varicose  veins  of  left  1^, 
because  of  no  disabihty  since  date  of  application.  It  was  reject^ 
September  23,  1910,  for  abscesses  on  face  and  bodj,  because  of  no  rec- 
ord or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  service  origm  or  existence  from 
discharge;  for  chronic  indigestion,  headache,  pains  in  stomach,  and 
constipation,  for  lack  of  evidence  showing  continuance  from  discharge. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  23  years  of  age  at 
enlistment,  and  that  he  had  sUght  vairicocele  at  that  time. 

He  was  treated  July  4  to  6,  1898,  for  acute  indigestion;  July  6  to 
August  18,  1898,  for  typhoid  fever  without  complication,  and  given  a 
sick  furlough  from  the  latter  date  to  September  16,  1898,  when  he 
returned  to  duty. 

Upon  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  the  soldier  said  he  had 
no  disability,  and  was  corroborated  by  his  captain  and  a  sui^eon. 

On  examination  by  a  board  of  surgeons  October  3,  1906,  no  objec- 
tive evidence  of  injury  of  back  was  disclosed.  The  board  rated 
three-eighteenths  on  suojective  symptoms. 

They  found  no  objective  evidence  of  headache  nor  of  abscesses. 
Of  the  latter  the  board  said: 

History  given  of  two  abscesses  on  neck  in  1902.    Good  recovery. 

They  rated  six-eighteenths  for  headache  and  intolerance  of  heat 
as  a  result  of  sunstroke.  No  other  disability  found.  Height,  5  feet 
6  inches;  weight,  154  pounds. 
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Upon  examination  by  another  board  April  7,  1907,  his  weight  was 
given  as  155  pounds.     The  board  said: 

Robust-looking  man.    Appears  well  nourished. 

They  found  no  disability  except  an  abdominal  tumor,  rated 
seventeen-eighteenths,  and  left  varicocele,  rated  four-eighteenths. 
Of  the  abdominal  tumor  they  said: 

Seems  to  have  its  origin  in  the  liver  or  gall  bladder  and,  no  doubt,  is  a  sequel  to 
typhoid  fever.  It  is  an  enormous  growth ;  beginning  at  ninth  costal  c  artila^e,  it  extends 
downward  and  outward  3  inches;  thence  downward  and  inward  to  a  point  2i  inches 
above  the  navel;  thence  upward  and  outward  to  a  point  5  inches  below  left  nipple 
and  1  inch  internal;  thence  upward  and  inward  along  costal  border  to  ensifoim  car- 
tilage; thence  across  to  point  of  beginning. 

Joseph  Czaplewike,  comrade,  testified  January  13,  1909,  that  the 
soldier  was  sick  in  service,  sent  to  hospital  and  then  home,  and  that 
on  the  return  of  the  regiment  to  Minnesota  in  the  faU  of  1898  the 
soldier  and  witness  tented  together  at  New  Ulm,  Minn.,  for  some 
weeks,  and  at  that  time  the  soldier  had  Varicose  veins  of  both  legs  and 
varicocele. 

He  made  another  affidavit  August  3,  1910,  in  which  the  soldier 
also  had  headaches,  backache,  and  chronic  indigestion  while  they 
tented  together,  and  that  the  soldier  was  operated  on  in  hospital  in 
April,  1902. 

Samuel  Jandrzejewski,  comrade,  testified  that  the  soldier  was  sick, 
sent  to  hospital,  and  then  home,  and  after  the  regiment  returned  to 
Minnesota  ne  tented  with  him  five  weeks  at  Fort  SneUing  and  he 
then  had  varicocele. 

Mike  Kulas,  comrade,  testified  May  28,  1909,  that  the  soldier  was 
sent  home  from  service  sick,  and  when  he  saw  him  on  the  return  of 
the  regiment  to  Minnesota  he  had  varicose  veins  and  varicocele. 

John  Clifford  testified  August  3.  1910,  that  he  had  known  the 
claimant  since  1890.  Had  Imown  nim  to  have  pains  in  back,  legs, 
and  stomach;  that  in  April,  1902,  he  was  operated  on  for  abscess  of 
stomach;  afterwards  laid  off  from  work  several  times  with  pain  in 
head,  back,  legs,  and  stomach;  have  seen  him  frequently  since  1902, 
and  he  complained  of  his  stomach  and  debility.  He  looKed  sick  and 
has  not  been  able  to  do  full  work. 

P.  J.  Barlow  testified  August  11,  1910,  that  claimant  worked  under 
him  from  1902  to  date  of  affidavit;  always  complained  of  pains  in 
back,  legs,  and  stomach,  and  suffered  to  some  extent  from  headache. 
Has  lost  considerable  time  on  account  of  legs  and  stomach. 

D.  F.  O'Brien  testified  September  7,  1910,  that  he  knew  the  claimant 
from  1899  to  1902;  that  he  was  absent  from  work  a  considerable 
number  of  times  on  account  of  his  health.  Has  seen  him  since  a 
number  of  times  and  he  seemed  to  be  suffering  more  or  less  from 
stomach  trouble. 

Edwin  A.  Brown,  druggist,  testified  that  he  had  known  the  claimant 
12  years  and  had  put  up  medicine  for  him  for  stomach  trouble  and 
headache. 

E.  S.  Muir,  M.  D.,  testified  January  30,  1909,  that  he  had  that  day 
examined  the  claimant  and  found  he  had  varicose  veins  of  both  legs 
and  varicocele  of  left  side. 

He  testified  August  12,  1910,  that  he  was  called  to  see  claimant 
April  1,  1902,  and  found  him  suffering  with  an  enormous  abscess  of 
abdomen;  that  he  was  taken  to  hospital,  and  witness,  with  two  other 
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surgeons,  drained  a  gallon  of  pus  from  abdomen  and  then  treated  him 
for  two  months;  that  he  had  varicose  veins;  treated  him  in  1908  for 
stomach  trouble  and  weakness  from  varicose  veins  of  legs;  again 
treated  him  in  June,  1909,  and  February  10, 1910,  for  stomacn  trouble, 
constipation,  and  extreme  weakness  of  legs,  nervousness,  backache, 
and  headache. 

In  affidavits  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  has  no 
property  or  money,  except  a  contract  for  a  deed  to  a  house  and  lot 
valued  at  about  $800,  on  which  there  is  due  on  the  contract  $500; 
that  he  is  three-fourths  disabled,  and  is  in  pecuniary  need. 

Several  laymen  testify  in  corroboration  of  the  claimant's  statement 
as  to  his  financial  condition  and  say  that  he  has  lost  much  time  from 
work  since  his  service,  always  complains  of  severe  pains,  headache, 
stomach  trouble,  pains  in  his  back  and  legs,  and  does  not  look  well. 
Two  state  that  lie  has  lost  an  eye  and  has  not  earned  over  $300  in  the 
last  year. 

Dr.  Edwin  S.  Muir  repeats  his  former  testimony,  and  says  the 
petitioner  does  not  drink  to  excess,  and  he  thinks  the  claimant  is  two- 
thirds  disabled. 

Samuel  Schaefer,  M.  D.,  testifier  that  he  examined  the  petitioner 
March  15,  1912,  and  found  a  large  scar  in  right  illiac  region,  resulting 
from  operation  in  1902;  that  the  abdomin^  muscles  are  weak;  that 
varicose  veins  are  marked  in  both  legs;  that  he  is  totally  blind  in 
left  eye  as  the  result  of  an  accident  occurring  December  3,  1910. 
He  expresses  the  opinion,  from  a  history  of  the  case,  that  the  disa- 
bilities named,  except  loss  of  vision,  are  directly  due  to  his  Army 
service,  and  that  he  is  one-half  disabled. 

From  the  history  of  this  case  your  committee  believe  it  is  shown 
that  the  petitioner  is  now  disabled  by  some  of  his  alleged  disabilities, 
and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate 
of  $12  per  month.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  KUlian  Simon. 

Be  it  enacted  J  etc..  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be^  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  Killian  Simon,  out  of  any  money  m  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  thirty  dollars,  which  sum  is  hereby 
appropriated^  for  injuries  sustained  while  unloading  a  Government  barge  at  the  Stur- 
geon Bay,  Wisconsin,  Government  piers,  on  August  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven 

Mr.  Cantrill,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  3624): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
3624)  for  the  relief  of  Killian  Simon,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

This  bill  calls  for  the  sum  of  $730  for  the  reUef  of  Kilhan  Simon, 
whose  foot  was  crushed  by  a  falling  stone  on  August  1.  1907^  at 
Sturgeon  Bay  Canal,  Wis.,  while  in  the  employment  of  tne  Umted 
States  Government.  The  evidence  on  file  snows  that  there  was  no 
negligence  on  the  part  of  Simon,  and  that  he  was  a  careful  and  worthy 
wormian. 

The  injury  was  of  such  extent  that  he  is  now  compelled  to  walk 
with  a  cane,  and  several  surgeons  testify  that  they  consider  his  injury 
permanent.  Said  Simon  was  at  considerable  expense  in  nursing  his 
mjury,  amounting  to  nearly  $300,  and  lost  about  18  months'  wages, 
estimated  at  $50  per  month. 

This  bill  received  a  favorable  report  in  Sixty-first  Congress,  second 
session,  and  said  report  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report. 

[House  Report  No.  1568,  Sizty-Arat  CongresB,  second  session.] 

The  Committee  on  Claims^  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  12825)  for  the  relief 
of  KiUian  Simon,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendalion 
that  it  do  pass,  with  the  following  amendment: 

Page  1,  line  6,  after  the  word  "of,* '  strike  out  the  words  "five  thousand  doUara" 
and  insert  in  lieu  tJiiereof  the  words  "seven  hundred  and  thirtj'  dollars,  which  sum  is 
hereby  appropriated." 

Appended  nereto  are  letters  from  the  War  Department,  which  are  made  a  part  of 
this  report. 

Sturgeon  Bay,  Wis.,  November  tt,  1907, 
Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  verbal  request,  we,  the  undersigned,  most  respect- 
fuUy  submit  tne  following  statement  of  facts  rei^arding  the  circumstances  leading 
to  and  attending  the  accident  that  befell  KiUian  Simon  on  August  1, 1907,  at  Stuigeon 
Bay  Canal,  Wis.,  and  which  accident  resulted  in  an  injury  to  Simon's  right  foot,  the 
statement  being  true  to  ^e  best  of  our  information  and  behef . 

STATEMENT.    • 

On  August  1,  1907,  at  about  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  Killian  Simon,  with  10  other  men' 
was  empK)yed  loadii]«[  skips  with  stone  which  was  on  a  flat  scow,  and  which  said 
skips  were  being  handled  with  a  derrick  which  swung  them  from  the  flat  scow  over 
into  the  new  superstructure  of  the  north  pier,  where  the  stone  were  dumped. 

The  derrick  ky  alongside  of  the  pier,  with  the  flat  scow  alongside  of  and  a  little 
ahead  of  the  derrick. 

The  stone  then  on  the  scow,  about  three  or  four  cords^  were  near  the  end  of  the 
scow  that  was  ahead  of  the  derrick.  The  skips  were  being  loaded  from  the  side  of 
the  stone  pile  nearest  the  derrick. 

When  the  skips  were  loaded  they  were  raised  to  be  swung  over  into  the  supe^ 
structure  of  pier,  they  being  raised  nigh  enough  to  clear  the  pile  of  stone  over  part 
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of  which  they  were  swung.    The  men,  when  the  skip  was  swung,  moved  back  toward 
the  end  of  the  scow  where  there  was  no  stone. 

On  this  particular  occasion  the  engineman  on  the  derrick  saw  that  one  of  the  stones 
ofn  the  skip  was  likely  to  fall  off,  and  he  called  out  to  the  men  on  the  scow,  ''Look  out 
for  the  stone. "  Simon  at  this  time  was  helping  with  the  work  of  loading  the  empty 
skip  that  was  on  the  deck  of  the  scow  and,  heanng  the  warning  cry  of  the  engineman, 
he  (Simon^  apparently  became  confused,  and,  instead  of  standing  back  with  the  other 
men  out  of  the  way  of  danger,  he  started  to  run  over  the  stone  pile  and  in  the  direction 
the  skip  was  being  swung  and;  stiunbling  on  a  stone,  fell  down  under  the  raised  and 
swinging  skip.  The  stone  which  fell  off  the  skip  struck  the  bottom  oi  Simon's  right 
foot,  eimer  directly  or  by  falling  on  the  deck  and  rebounding,  the  upper  part  of  the 
foot  resting  on  the  stone  on  whicn  he  had  stumbled. 

This  statement  is  true  to  the  best  of  our  infojrmation  and  belief  and  is  made  and 
ffigned  by  each  of  us  voluntarily  after  being  duly  cautioned  to  make  no  statement 
that  was  not  absolutely  true  and  warranted  by  the  facts  in  the  case.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  28th  instant, 
signed,  in  your  absence,  by  Capt.  A.  Ross  Houston,  chief  clerk,  inclosing  a  paper 
from  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  En^eers  calling  for  a  report  on  House  bill  7110  (60th 
Con^.,  1st  sess.),  for  relief  of  Killian  Simon,  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  for  injuries  received 
in  tne  Government  service,  and,  in  obedience  to  instructions  contained  therein,  I 
most  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  in  the  matter: 

Kilian  Simon,  laborer,  was  injurea  on  August  1,  1907,  while  engaged  with  other 
employees  in  handling  stone  for  filling  the  new  superstructure  of  north  pier  of  harbor 
of  refuge  at  entrance  to  Sturgeon  Bay  and  Lake  Michigan  Ship  Canal,  Wis.,  and 
from  imormation  obtained  from  Mr.  Bert  Thorp,  assistant  superintendent,  and  from 
other  employees  who  witnessed  the  accident  wnich  resulted  m  injury  to  Simon,  the 
circumstances  attending  the  accident  were  as  follows: 

On  August  1, 1907,  at  about  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  Simon,  together  with  other  employees, 
was  en^ed  in  the  work  of  unloading  stone  from  the  deck  of  flat  scow  No,  4,  whose 
deck  dimensions  are  22  feet  by  79  feet,  the  stone  being  used  for  filling  the  new 
superstructure  of  the  north  pier.  To  facilitate  the  work  of  handling  the  stone, 
wooden  platforms  or  skips  having  a  surface  dimension  of  4)  feet  by  44  feet  were  used, 
the  stone  being  loaded  on  these  skip,  which  skips  were  then  raised  nrom  8  to  10  feet. 
or  high  enouj^  to  clear  the  stone  pile  on  the  scow  and  the  superstructure  of  pier  ana 
swiing  over  mto  the  superstructure  and  dumped.  The  raising  and  swinging  of  the 
skips  was  acc(»nplished  with  the  boom  of  the  derrick,  the  same  method  being  used 
for  removing  the  stone  filling  from  old  superstructure  prepiuratory  to  removing  the  old 
and  building  new  superstructure.  On  this  particular  occasion,  when  Simon  sustained 
the  injury  hereinbefore  referred  to.  the  derrick  was  moored  at  the  north  pier  witii  the 
flat  scow  on  which  the  stone  were  loaded  alonside  of  the  derrick,  one  end  of  the  scow 
extending  out  ahead  of  the  derrick  for  some  distance.  The  stone  then  remaining  on 
the  scow,  estimated  at  from  3  to  4  cords,  was  near  the  end  of  the  scow  that  extended  out 
ahead  of  the  derrick  and  the  skips  were  being  loaded  from  the  side  of  the  stone  pile 
neu«st  to  the  derrick.  On  the  particular  occasion  the  empty  skip  had  been  placed  in 
position  on  the  deck  of  the  scow  for  loading,  while  the  loaaed  skip  was  being  raised 
preparatory  to  swinging  it  over  into  the  superstructure  with  its  load  of  stone. 

Tlie  men  having  repeatedly  been  cautiqped  to  step  back  out  of  the  way  and  out  of 
danger  when  a  loaded  skip  was  being  raised,  all  of  the  employees  near  the  skip,  with 
the  exception  of  Simon,  stepped  back  when  the  skip  was  raised.  Simon  continued 
throwing  stone  on  the  empty  skip,  and  while  the  loaded  skip  was  being  raised  the 
engineman  on  the  derrick  observed  that  a  stone  on  the  edge  of  the  skip  was  wabbling 
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and  likely  to  fall  off  the  skip,  and  he  promptly  called  out  "look  out  for  the  stone,^ 
which  warning  cry  was  taken  up  and  repeated  by  the  other  men  that  stood  near,  to 
warn  Simon  of  the  threatened  danger.  Hearing  these  warning  shouts,  Simon  evi- 
dently became  greatly  confused  and  frightened,  and  instead  of  running  back  he 
made  a  dash  forward  over  the  stone  pile,  and,  stumbling  on  a  stone^  f^  directly 
under  the  hoisted  skip.  The  stone  that  fell  off  the  skip  either  fell  directly  on  the 
bottom  of  Simon's  right  foot,  or  first  struck  the  deck  of  the  scow  and  then  rebounded 
and  struck  his  foot,  the  witnesses  of  the  accident  not  being  certain  on  this  point, 
ibe  upper  portion  of  the  man's  foot  resting  on  the  stone  on  which  he  had  stumbled. 

After  the  accident  had  occurred  Simon  crawled  over  the  stone  pile,  and  from  ihexe 
was  assisted  to  the  engine  room  of  the  derrick,  where  the  shoe  was  removed  from 
the  injured  foot.  It  was  found  that  while  the  foot  was  swollen  to  some  extent,  and 
tiiere  was  much  discoloration  of  the  skin,  there  was  no  open  rupture  or  wound  or 
any  abrasion  of  the  skin,  and  believing  that  the  injury  to  the  foot  consisted  only  of 
a  bad  sprain  and  contusion,  the  foot  was  bathed  with,  hot  water,  and  Simon  was  soon 
tiier^Eifter  removed  to  his  home  in  the  city,  where  a  doctor  was  called  in  to  maJce  an 
examination  of  the  injury.  The  doctor,  aifter  a  careful  examination,  gave  it  as  his 
opinion  that  no  hones  were  broken,  that  the  injury  to  the  foot  consisted  of  a  bad 
contusion  of  the  subcutaneous  tissues,  and  that  Simon  would  he  able  to  resume  work 
in  a  couple  of  weeks. 

As  the  foot  did  not  improve  under  the  treatment  of  the  first  doctor  called  in  the 
case,  a  second  doctor  was  engaged,  and  he,  too,  ^ve  it  as  his  opinion  that  no  bones 
were  broken  in  the  foot,  and  that  the  injury  consisted  of  a  very  oad  contusion  of  the 
subcutaneous  tissues  and  cords. 

As  Simon  received  very  little  benefit  from  the  treatment  of  the  local  doctors,  he 
went  to  Green  Bay  during  the  month  of  October,  1907,  where  he  entered  a  hospital  to 
receive  treatment  for  the  injured  foot,  and  he  subsequently  informed  me  that  the 
doctors  at  iJie  hospital,  after  making  a  very  careful  examination  of  the  foot,  informed 
him  that  a  number  of  lonee  in  the  foot  were  crushed  by  the  stone,  and  that  it  would 
be  six  months  or  more  before  he  would  be  able  to  use  the  foot,  and  that  the  foot 
would  always  be  weak  and  give  him  more  or  less  trouble. 

Simon  has  now  for  some  time  been  able  to  walk  without  the  aid  of  crutches,  bis 
foot  ]]eing  greatly  improved,  but  he  still  uses  a  cane  when  walking  for  some  distance. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  accident  that  resulted  in  the  injury  sustained 
by  Simon  was  not  caused  by  any  faulty  construction  or  breakage  of  any  appliance 
used  in  connection  with  the  work,  nor  by  the  carelessness  of  any  of  his  coemployees. 
Also,  that  the  injury  to  the  man's  foot  was  not  considered  at  all  serious  in  the  first 
place,  but  that  later  developments  showed  that  the  injury  was  much  more  serious 
and  deep  seated  than  it  was  at  first  thought  to  be.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Capt.  A.  Ross  Houston,  chief  clerk,  yesterday 
called  me  up  by  telephone  and  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  my  report  to 
you,  dated  Apnl  29,  1908,  relating  to  a  paper  sent  to  you  from  the  office  of  the  Chief 
of  Engineers  calling  for  report  and  recommendation  on  House  bill  7110  (60th  Ood^., 
1st  sesB.)  for  relief  of  Killian  Simon  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  injuries  received  in  ue 
Qovemment  service,  I  failed  to  make  any  recommendations  in  the  matter,  and  I 
titierefore  most  respectfully  submit  the  following  further  report  on  the  subject: 

Killian  Simon,  the  beneficiary  named  in  House  bill  7110  (60th  Cong,,  1st  sees.), 
always  has  been  honest,  sober,  and  industrious,  and  his  vocation  was  that  of  com- 
mon laborer,  his  compensation  ranging  from  $1.50  to  $2  per  day.  He  is  a  single  man^ 
will  be  44  years  old  m  June  next,  and  for  a  number  of  years  past  bas  been  the  only 
support  of  his  two  sisters,  one  of  whom  has  been  an  invalid  most  of  die  time,  ana 
the  other  serving  in  the  capacity  of  his  housdEoeper. 
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As  the  kbor  he  has  been  performing  was  becoming  quite  burdensome  to  him  as  he 
grew  older,  it  was  his  purpose  as  soon  as  he  had  saved  enough  money  to  purchase  a 
small  tract  of  land,  5  or  10  acres,  in  the  vicinity  of  this  city,  and  engage  in  small- 
fruit  culture,  etc.,  from  which  he  expected  to  derive  sufficient  revenue  to  comfort- 
ably keep  himself  and  his  sisters. 

Simon  nas  for  some  time  been  able  to  get  around  without  the  aid  of  crutches,  but 
is  compelled  to  use  a  cane  when  wsdking  for  any  considerable  distance,  and  while 
ids  foot  is  greatly  improved  and  slowly  getting  better  it  is  still  quite  badly  crippled, 
mod  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  doctors  that  it  will  be  six  months  or  more  before  he  will 
be  able  to  use  the  foot  freely  and  that  it  will  always  cause  him  more  or  less  trouble. 

The  injury  to  the  foot  would,  however,  not  seriously  handicap  Simon  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  connected  with  fruit  culture,  etc.,  in  which  he  had  planned 
to  engage  before  sustaining  the  injury  to  his  foot. 

If,  therefore,  it  is  the  purpose  of  Congress  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  relief 
of  Simon,  it  is  my  opinion  that  a  reasonable  and  equitable  compensation  would  be 
to  reimburse  him  for  the  expense  incurred  for  medical  attendance  and  hospital  serv- 
ice, for  traveling  expenses,  for  time  lost,  and  for  permanent  injury  he  sustained  in 
consequence  of  the  accident,  amounting  to  12,175,  and  made  up  of  the  following 
Items,  viz:* 

For  medical  attendance  and  hospital  service |200 

For  traveling  expenses 75 

For  wages  lost,  18  months,  at  150  per  month 900 

For  peilniuient  injury  to  foot 1, 000 

Total 2,176

Sir:  1.  I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  House  bill  7110  (60th  Cong.,  1st  sess.) 
for  the  relief  of  Killian  Simon. 

2.  It  appears  from  the  reports  (copies  inclosed)  of  A.  Ross  Houston,  chief  clerk, 
United  States  engineer  office,  Milwaukee,  W^is.;  Adam  M.  Dier,  superintendent, 
Sturgeon  Bay,  Wis. ;  Bert  Thorp,  assistant  superintendent,  and  13  other  employees, 
Sturgeon  Bay,  Wis.;  and  a  supplemental  report  of  Superintendent  Dier,  that  the 
beneficiary,  Killian  Simon,  received  an  injury  to  his  foot,  not  as  a  reeult  of  faulty 
construction  or  breakage  of  appliances  used  in  the  construction  of  the  work,  and 
that  the  injured  man  receivea  prompt  professional  attention,  presumably  from  tht 
b&rt  medical  men  available.  It  also  appears  thaf  he  has  always  been  honest,  sober* 
and  industrious,  his  vocation  being  tnat  of  a  common  laborer  at  a  compensation 
ranging  from  $1.50  to  f2  per  day;  that  he  is  a  single  man,  nearly  44  years  of  age,  and 
has  for  a  number  of  years  past  been  the  only  support  of  two  sisters,  one  of  them  an 
invalid. 

3.  It  appears  that  the  injury  resulted  from  a  situation  brought  about  by  Simon's 
own  act,  contrarjr  to  instructions,  yet  nevertheless  to  be  credited  with  an  obvious 
motive  of  advancing  the  interests  of  the  United  States.  He  placed  himself  in  a  posi- 
tion of  daneer  by  persisting  in  the  labor  of  loading  stone  upon  a  skip  after  his  com- 
rades had  aesiBted  and  withdrawn  themselves  to  a  place  of  safety.  When  warned 
of  his  danger,  in  the  excitement  and  by  a  mistake  of  judgment,  he  ran  in  the  direc- 
tion of  greater  rather  than  of  less  exposure.  His  injury  is  a  very  good  example  of 
purely  accidental  hurts  received  by  meritorious  men — and  in  a  very  great  many  cases 
uie  most  meritorious  and  the  most  efficient  and  useful  men — ^as  a  result  of  a  combina- 
tion of  circumstances  which  no  one  could  have  foreseen,  or  which  no  one  could  have 
been  expected  to  prevent,  and  for  which  no  one  can  be  held  responsible. 

4.  In  such  circumstances  as  these  it  has  been  the  desire  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
for  many  years  to  make  such  concession  in  the  way  of  assistance  to  employees  so 
injured,  by  payment  of  their  necessary  medical  expenses,  by  payment  of  a  reason- 
able amount  for  loss  of  time,  and  by  suDsequent  employment  under  conditions  where 
tiiey  would  be  able  to  earn  part  if  not  a  full  salary.    In  this  laudable  ambition  the 
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Corps  of  Engineers  has  found  itself  constantly  vubject  to  checks,  flowing  partly  from 
adverse  decisions  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  made  in  two  cnenw,  am  to  tke 
legality  of  expenditures  from  public  appropriations  for  medical  attention  and  serv* 
ices  in  the  absence  of  specific  legislative  sanction  therefor,  which  sanction  has  not 
as  yet  been  ^iven;  and,  second,  in  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  now  governing 
employment  in  the  classified  service,  and  in  the  extension  of  that  service  to  include 
almost  every  possible  position  carrying  an  emolument  under  the  Engineer  Depart- 
ment, the  enect  of  which  has  been  to  make  it  impracticable  to  employ  men  in  poei> 
tions  such  as  could  be  made  available  for  the  assistance  of  injured  persons  by  requiring 
such  system  of  selection  or  qualification  as  makes  it  practically  impoesible  for  the 
Engineer  Department  to  ^ive  the  necessary  preference  to  such  persons  for  this  employ- 
ment, which  preference  is  absolutely  necessary  to  make  the  scheme  effective.  The 
matter  is  more  fully  considered  in  an  indorsement  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers  on  a 
case  referred  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  report  in  the  matter  of  the 
status  of  one  J.  H.  Grundel,  formerly  a  draftsman  in  the  United  States  engineer 
office  at  Savannah,  Ga. 

5.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  takes  this  occasion  to  say  that  it  is  a  matter  of  sincere 
regret  that  nothing  can  be  done  for  Mr.  Simon  in  either  of  the  directions  which  he 
has  indicated  above,  but  his  regret  does  not  change  the  facts  and  the  law,  and  he  is 
obliged  to  say  that  no  executive  relief  is  possible  for  Mr.  Simon,  except  by  evasion 
or  violation  of  law. 

6.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  evident  that  the  Chief  of  Engineers  can  not  and 
should  not  oppose  tne  passage  of  this  bill  on  the  merits  of  this  particular  case,  nor  is 
it  incumbent  upon  him  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  general  legislative  policy 
involved  or  as  to  whether  a  private  bill  for  individual  relief  should  be  preferreJi  to  a 
general  bill,  which  will  make  it  possible  for  the  Engineer  Department  to  extend  relief 
as  a  matter  of  administration. 

7.  As  to  the  particular  sum  which  should  appear  in  the  bill,  if  passed,  the  Chief  of 
En^neers  would  observe  that  the  application  of  the  thoughts  above  expressed  would 
limit  reimbursement  of  Mr.  Simon  to  items  included  under  the  head  of  medical  attend- 
ance and  hospital  service,  which  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Dier,  in  a  paper  herewith 
(inclosure  4  of  the  case),  estimates  at  $200,  for  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  this  treatment  $75,  and  for  wages  lost,  which  in  this  case  is  estimated  at 
18  months,  at  $50  per  month,  $900. 

8.  As  to  the  latter  item,  the  Chief  of  Eni^ineers  may  observe  that  but  for  the 
restrictions  which  have  above  been  explained,  it  is  likely  that  but  a  scant  half  of  these 
18  months  would  have  been  paid  without  service  rendered,  and  the  balance  would 
have  been  under  pay  in  some  preferred  position  where  a  lesser  physical  capacity 
could  earn  a  lesser  wage.

This  is  to  certify  that  Killian  Simon  was  injured  at  Sturgeon  Bay.  Au^st  1, 
1907,  while  in  the  employ  of  the  Government,  at  the  Sturgeon  Bay-lJake  Michigan 
Canal,  by  a  falling  stone.  I  find  that  most  all  the  small  bones  of  the  foot  were  fractured. 
Tlie  bones  have  healed,  but  there  is  considerable  deformity  left. 

His  injuries  are  of  such  a  nature  that  he  probably  will  not  ever  entirely  recover 
from  them.    He  has  to  go  at  the  present  time  on  crutches,  and  will  probably  have  to 
continue  to  do  so  for  a  long  time,  and,  in  fact,  will  never  entirely  recover.

Dr.  H.  A.  Norden,  being  first  duly  sworn,  says  that  he  is  a  practicing  physidaB 
loid  surgeon  at  the  city  of  Sturgeon  Bay  and  has  been  duly  licensed  and  is  duly  reg> 
istered  as  provided  by  law;  that  he  has  been  practicing  at  the  city  of  Sturgeon  Bay, 
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Door  County,  Wis.,  for  a  period  of  14  years,  and  more;  that  on  August  1, 1907,  he  was 
called  on  to  attend  Killian  Simon  for  an  injury  received  while  working  at  the  canal 
<m  that  day;  that  he  found  the  right  foot  injured  and  the  swelling  was  so  great  that  it 
was  impossible  to  make  a  diagnosis  at  that  time. 

That  after  the  swelling  went  down,  upon  investigation  I  diagnosed  the  condition 
as  a  partial  dislocation  of  some  of  the  tarsal  bones,  especially  the  astragalus  and  sea- 
phoid,  thereby  raising  the  arch  of  the  foot  and  shortening  the  aistance  from  the  internal 
malleolus  to  Uie  tip  of  the  great  toe. 

That  the  above  are  the  injuries  as  I  found  them  at  the  examination,  and  that  I 
was  the  first  physician  called  to  attend  him.

were  raised  by  a  derrick  and  dumped  in  the  cribs;  that  it  was  necessary  to  hurry  the 
unloading  of  said  scow  as  the  scow  was  needed  to  go  to  Sturgeon  Bay  to  get  a  carload 
of  timber  which  was  on  the  cars  at  said  city,  and  for  that  reason  double  crews  were 
set  to  work  to  unload  the  stone  from  said  scow. 

That  this  affiant  and  said  Killian  Simon  were  piling  stone  upon  one  skid  while 
other  workmen  and  employees  were  loading  stone  upon  another  skid;  that  while  the 
derrick  was  hoisting  the  skid  of  stone  loaded  by  the  other  workmen,  and  while 
affiant  and  said  Killian  Simon  toother  with  others  were  loading  the  other  skid,  and 
without  any  fault  of  affiant  or  said  Killian  Simon,  a  stone  became  loose  and  fell  off 
and  struck  and  injured  said  Killian  Simon  permanently;  that  said  loose  stone  fell 
about  20  feet  and  mat  said  Killian  Simon  was  unable  to  avoid  the  accident  and  that 
he  did  use  all  due  care  and  precaution  to  avoid  being  injured  by  said  falling  stone  from 
the  skid  as  hoisted  by  the  aerrick  and  while  being  transported  to  the  cribs.

Joe Jacob,  beinff  first  duly  sworn,  on  oath  deposes  and  8a3rs  that  he  was  working  on 
the  same  scow  unloading  stone  on  the  afternoon  of  August  1, 1907,  when  and  at  the 
time  Killian  Simon  was  mjured  by  a  foiling  stone  which  fell  off  of  a  skid  while  being 
hoisted  by  the  derrick  from  the  scow  and  transferred  into  the  crib^  which  was  close 
to  the  scow;  that  said  Killian  Simon  was  assisting  in  loading  a  skid  with  the  stone 
smd  at  that  time  another  skid  had  been  filled  and  the  order  was  given  to  hoist  the

was  injured  while  climbing  over  the  stones  on  said  scow  to  a  place  of  safety;  that  the 
said  stone  fell  beside  his  foot  and  crushed  and  jammed  the  same  and  that  he  will  be 
injured  for  life.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
Florence  I^ambert,  who  was  permanently  disabled  while  engaged  in  the  employment 
of  the  United  States  Government  at  Fnmklord  Arsenal,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
on  or  about  September  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Mr.  Green  of  Iowa,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the 
following  report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  17396): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
17396)  for  the  relief  of  Florence  Lambert,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  comimittee  to  which  this  bill  was  referred  reports  that  a  bill 
awarding  the  claimant  $2,500  passed  the  Senate  at  aj)revious  session 
and  was  favorably  reported  for  passage  by  the  full  House  Committee 
on  Claims,  but  too  late  for  final  action.  After  an  examination  of 
the  evidence  offered  in  support  of  this  claim,  your  committee  adopts 
the  report  heretofore  presented  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Clauns 
as  an  accurate  statement  of  the  facts  in  relation  thereto.  This  Senate 
report  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  of  the  report  of  your 
committee. 

Upon  the  facts  thus  shown  your  committee  respectfully  reconji- 
mends  the  favorable  reporting  by  the  full  committee  of  H.  K.  17396, 
which  provides  for  an  allowance  of  $2,500  to  the  claimant. 

Letters  and  communications  from  the  War  Department  are 
appended  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  Saturday,  the  3d  instant,  about  5.15 
p.  m.,  as  I  was  passing  the  machine  shop,  an  explosion  took  place  in  the  second  story 
of  the  building  near  a  machine  for  priming  cartridge  shells.  Miss  Florence  Beem, 
an  operative,  was  holding  a  primer  plate  in  her  left  hand  and  rubbing  the  primers 
into  the  perforations  in  the  plate  witn  her  right  hand,  as  has  been  done  here  without 
accident  since  exterior  primed  reloading  cartridges  were  adopted  for  service  until 
this  accident  occurred.  The  primers  on  the  plate  exploded,  also  those  in  the  wire 
tray  directly  imdemeath.  blowing  off  most  of  the  operative's  right  hand  and  disfig- 
uring her  face  probably  ror  life,  without,  it  is  hoped,  destroying  her  eyesight.  She 
was  taken  to  the  post  hospital  and  from  thence  to  the  Episcopal  Hospital  in  Phila- 
delphia, where  what  was  left  of  her  right  hand  was  amputated  above  the  wrist.  The 
patient  is  doing  well  as  far  as  heard  from.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  a  recommendation  be  sent  to  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  when  next  in  session  uiging  that  a  pension  of  $30  per  mon^  be 
granted  to  Miss  Florence  Deem,  254  North  Tenth  Street,  Philadelphia,  Fa. 

The  circumstances  of  the  case  are  as  follows: 

Miss  Deem  has  been  employed  in  the  cartridge  factory  at  this  arsenal  since  May 
2,  1898,  at  a  salary  of  90  cents  per  day.  At  the  time  of  her  employment  she  gave 
her  age  as  23  years. 

Between  5  and  5.30  p.  m.  on  Saturday,  the  3d  of  September,  1898,  Miss  Deem  was 
engaged  in  putting  small-arm  primers  m  a  primer  plate  preparatory  to  transferring 
the  primers  to  the  machine  used  for  inserting  the  primers  into  the  pockets  made  for 
them  in  the  cartridge  cases. 

As  she  was  thus  eMaged  the  primers  suddenly  exploded^  with  the  following  disas- 
trous result  to  Miss  Deem,  as  reported  to-day  from  the  Episcopal  Hospital,  Philadel* 
phia,  whither  she  was  taken  as  soon  as  possible  after  receiving  the  injury,  viz:  After 
receiving  Miss  Deem  at  the  Episcopal  Hospital  it  was  foimd  necessary  to  amputate 
her  right  hand  and  part  of  her  right  forearm  above  the  wrist.  The  left  hand  is  badly 
burnt,  but  no  part  of  it  will  have  to  be  amputated.  The  sight  of  the  left  eye  has  been 
partially  destroyed^  the  right  eye  will  probably  be  saved.  In  addition,  Miss  Deem 
will  probably  be  disfigured  for  life,  due  to  the  injury  to  her  face,  resulting  from  the 
explosion. 

An  explosion  of  primers  in  this  manner  has  never  before  occurred  at  this  arsenal, 
and  it  was  not  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  Miss  Deem  or  on  the  p&xt  of  others. 

Miss  Deem  is  dependent  for  support  upon  her  own  efforts,  and  the  injuries  quoted 
above  will  make  it  most  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  her  to  continue  to  support 
herself  unaided  in  the  future. 

In  requesting  a  pension  of  |30  per  month  for  Miss  Deem  the  following  f»cta  are 
respectfully  submitted,  viz: 

First.  It  is  known  to  be  customary,  at  least  at  one  private  cartridge  factory,  and 
presumably  at  them  all,  to  pension  fbr  life  such  employees  as  are  permanently  dis- 
abled as  a  result  of  explosion  or  other  accident  occurrmg  at  the  factory  while  the 
employees  are  at  work  therein. 
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Second.  It  m  felt  that  IHwDaBM^yennanentlydiBibled  while  engaged  in  thenMum* 
JMtMBjBf  fiiiiilRiiii  fill  the  uae  of  the  aoldi^s  ol  the  United  States,  has  received  her 
injury  in  the  service  of  her  country  as  truly  aa  any  soldier  wounded  on  the  field  ol 
battle.

In  this  letter  I  recommend  a 
pension  of  $30  per  month  for  Miss  Florence  Deem,  an  employee  of  this  arsenal  per* 
manentlv  disabled  September  3,  1898,  by  the  explosion  of  small-arm  primers  which 
she  was  handling  in  the  course  of  her  r^ular  duties. 

I  was  on  the  spot  immediately  after  tne  explosion,  and  by  careful  examination  at 
that  time  and  investigation  afterwards,  I  can  state  that  the  explosion  was  not  due  to 
careleflBnesB  either  on  the  part  of  Miss  Deem  or  on  the  part  of  those  in  authority. 

Miss  Deem  was  at  the  arsenal  yesterday.  She  has  very  recently  left  the  hospital, 
where  her  left  eye  was  removed  three  weeks  a^.  As  the  result  of  the  explosion 
she  has  now  lost  ner  right  himd  and  part  of  her  right  forearm  and  her  left  eye.  She 
IB  dependent  for  support  on  her  own  efforts,  and  in  her  crippled  condition  it  will  be 
impossible  for  her  to  suj^rt  herself  unaided  in  the  future. 

As  will  be  seeUj  Miss  Deem's  case  is  a  needy  one  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  granting 
to  her  of  the  pension  recommended  would  be  an  act  of  justice  urgently  demanded  by 
the  circumstances  of  the  case.

This  is  a  case  in  which  Edward  M.  Riley,  an  employee  of  the  United 
States  post  office  in  the  city  of  New  York,  received  injuries  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  which  caused  his  death  five  days  after  the 
injuries  were  received.  This  accident,  according  to  the  evidence, 
occurred  from  no  negligence  on  the  part  of  said  Riley.  This  claim 
received  a  favorable  report,  No.  1476,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second 
session.  Additional  letters  and  statements  received  on  the  date  of 
February  28,  1912,  are  appended  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report.

My  Dear  Congressman:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant,  inclosing  a 
copy  of  bill  (H.  R.  11188^  for  the  relief  of  Elizabeth  Riley,  widow  of  Edward  M.  Riley, 
formerly  a  clerk  at  $1,000  in  the  post  office  at  New  York,  N.  Y.,  who  died  February  11, 
1908,  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  while  in  the  performance  of  duty  on  February 
6, 1908, 1  beg  leave  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  postmaster  of  New 
York  setting  forth  the  facts  in  connection  with  the  accident,  and  also  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  Mr.  Riley's  death  made  by  the  postmaster  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor. 
The  department  believes  that  this  claim  is  a  meritorious  one. 
In  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  recommendation  for 
legislation  for  the  reliief  of  employees  injured  while  on  duty  made  in  my  annual  report 
f6r  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1911: 

"Any  employee  of  the  postal  service  who  is  disabled  by  accidental  injiuy,  not  due 
to  his  own  negligence,  received  while  performing  his  official  duties,  may  be  granted 
leave  of  absence  with  full  pay  during  the  period  of  his  disability,  but  not  for  more  than 
one  year,  and  then  at  half  jwiy.  for  the  further  period  of  disability,  if  any,  but  not 
exceeding  one  year  additional;  and  if  he  dies  within  a  year  as  a  result  of  me  iii^ury, 
leaving  a  widow,  or  children  under  16  years  of  afi^e,  or  dependent  parents,  such  widow, 
children,  and  dependent  parents  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  in  such  portions  as  the  - 
l^ostmasteSr  General  may  aecide,  the  sum  of  $2,000."

Edward  M.  Riley,  formerly  a  clerk  m  this  office,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  at  11.40 
pi.  m.,  on  tiie  6tn  of  February,  1908,  Edward  M.  Riley,  empldyed  as  a  dispatcher  in 
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the  transportation  department  oi  this  office,  while  crossing  the  elevated  platform  in 
the  Mail  Street  lobby  to  the  transportation  department  platform,  was  caught  on  the 
top  of  mail  lift  No.  4.  which  lift  was,  unknown  to  Clerk  Ruey,  being  operated  from  the 
basement  fioor  to  the  transportation  department  platform  by  an  employee  of  the 
engineer's  department.  The  clerk  named  was  carried  on  the  top  of  the  mail  lift  to  the 
ceuing  of  the  lobby,  at  which  point  the  top  ci  the  elevator  shifted,  resulting  in  Riley 
bein^  precipitated  therefrom  to  the  platform.  He  did  not,  at  the  time,  seem  to  haine 
sustamed  any  serious  in juiy  and  declmed  assistance  to  his  home .  Report  was  received 
at  this  office  at  2.45  p.  m.,  on  February  11, 1908,  from  a  person  who  represented  himwelf 
to  be  a  friend  of  Clerk  Riley,  that  Clerk  Riley  died  in  the  Fordham  Hospital  at  11.45 
o'clock  tiiiat  morning.  To  obtain  the  exact  cause  of  Mr.  Riley's  death  1  c<Mnmunicated 
with  the  Fordham  Hospital,  and  in  reply  they  informed  me  that  he  ^'was  admitted  to 
this  hospital  on  February  8, 1908,  and  died  on  February  11, 1908.  He  had  a  ruptured 
kidney,  with  interior  hemorrhage,  and  delirium  tremens." 

A  copy  of  the  report,  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labcnr,  Washington, 
D.  C,  under  date  of  March  31,  1909,  is  inclosed  herewith.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretaryof  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  to  Richard  W.  Clifford,  an  employee  at  the  United  States 
Armory  in  Sprinfl[field,  Massachusetts,  out  of  any  mone^r  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise aj^propnatea,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  ninety-nine 
cents,  m  compensation  for  permanent  injuries  to  his  left  leg,  caused  on  (October 
thirtietii,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  by  an  accident  in  the  shop  where  he  was 
employed  at  the  time.

2154)  for  the  relief  of  Richard  W.  Clifford,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Appended  hereto  is  Report  No.  1965,  Sixty-first  Congress,  third 
session,  which  is  hereby  adopted  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 
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[Houae  Report  No.  1906,  Slzty-Ont  Oongrea,  tbixd  mmIoii.] 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  havini;;  had  under  consideration  House  bill  26607| 
re^rts  the  same  to  the  House  with  the  following  amendment: 

Btrike  out  the  words  ''one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars'*  in  line  6  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "six  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents. 

Richard  W.  Clifford,  of  Springfield.  Mass.,  was,  in  1907,  at  the  age  of  21,  the  sole 
support  of  his  widowed  mother  and  four  brothers  and  sisters,  aged  13,  11,  9,  and  4. 
He  was  employed  in  the  Springfield  Armory  in  the  manufacture  of  small  arms,  receiv* 
ing  an  av^age  of  |2.23  a  day,  on  piecework.  At  this  rate  a  year's  wages  would  be 
^98.99. 

On  October  30^  1907,  he  was  working  at  his  bench  in  the  bayonet  room  of  the  annex 
building  while  nfies  were  being  tested  in  the  room  below  by  a  squad  of  men  under 
Cape.  Pnillips.  A  shot  came  up  through  the  floor  and  hit  Clifford  in  his  left  le^. 
The  bullet  entered  at  the  ankle  and,  passing  upward  8  inches,  lodged  against  his 
shin  bone. 

Phjrsidans  and  an  ambulance  were  called  and  he  was  taken  to  the  Mercy  Hospital, 
Ids  name  being  checked  off  the  pay  roll  as  the  ambulance  passed  out  of  tne  gates  of 
the  armory  grounds.  The  commandant,  Col.  S.  E.  Blunt,  subsequently  gave  |10 
of  his  own  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  physicians  and  the  ambulance  called. 

The  wound  gave  much  trouble,  and  a  number  of  bone  splinters  had  to  be  removed 
and  for  several  weeks  Clifford  was  in  the  hospital.  He  returned  to  work  on  December 
23.  He  has  had  trouble  with  his  leg  continually  since  then  and  has  been  much  reduced 
in.  eamipg  capacitor.  He  has  lost  some  time  by  illness,  especially  one  long  period  of 
typhoid  fever,  which  was  partially  ascribed  to  his  weakened  constitution. 

Mis  hospital  bill  at  the  time  of  tne  accident  was  $64  and  his  bill  for  medical  attend* 
ance|26. 

The  War  Department  recommended  the  granting  of  relief  to  the  amount  of  the  loss 
of  wages  and  expenses.  Accompanying  this  is  the  report  of  the  War  Department 
on  the  claim.

The  within  bill  (H.  E.  26607,  61st  Cong.,  2d  sees.),  for  the  relief  of  Richard  W. 
Clifford,  purports  to  authorize  the  Secreta^  of  the  Treasury  to  i>ay  to  Clifford,  '^an 
employee  at  the  United  States  armory  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  in  compensation  for  permanent  injuries  to  his  left  leg  caused 
on  October  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  by  an  accident  in  the  shop  where 
he  was  employed  at  the  time." 

The  accomiAnying  papers  give  the  result  of  a  full  investijgation  of  the  matter,  and 
show  that  wmle  employed  in  the  armory  at  Springfield  Clifford  was  injured  by  the 
accidental  discharge  of  a  gun,  without  fault  on  nis  part,  causing  him  a  loss  of  45  days* 
pay,  amountini^  to  $100,  and  to  incur  hospital  ana  medical  expenses  to  the  amount 
of  |85,  the  entire  loss  being  about  |185. 
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So  far  as  can  be  aBcertained  by  tlie  commanding  officer  of  Hie  Springfield  Armory, 
the  injury-  did  not  result  in  any  permanent  diaabuity^  and  in  ^e  year  following  the 
injury  Clifford  was  absent  from  tne  armory  less  than  six  days  on  account  of  illneis. 

Had  the  injury  been  incurred  since  the  act  of  May  30,  1908,  providing  for  compen- 
sation for  injuries  sustained  by  employees,  Clifford  would  have  been  entitled  to  the 
benefits  conferred  by  that  act,  whicn  would  have  been  limited  to  pay  during  a  period 
of  incapacity  not  exceeding  one  year.  The  within  bill  carries  a  benefit  of  f  1,500, 
which  IS  a  much  more  generous  provision  than  that  made  by  the  permanent  law 
above  cited,  and,  in  the  absence  of  any  permanent  injury,  tlie  amount  to  be  paid 
laigely  exceeds  the  amoimt  necessary  to  reimburse  him  for  all  loss  and  expenses. 
In  the  opinion  of  this  office  the  case  is  a  meritorious  one  to  the  extent  of  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  claimant,  amounting,  as  above  stated,  to  $185.

Mr.  Levy,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  7224) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  wks  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
7224)  for  the  reHef  of  Rose  B.  Armour,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment :

This  is  a  case  in  which  Samuel  A.  Armour,  keeper  of  the  Speny 
Lighthouse,  off  the  port  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  on  January  8,  1907,  in  a  small  boat,  nad  carried  ashore  one 
Walter  GUL  who  had  been  at  the  station  repairing  the  fog-signiJ 
engines.'    Tne  said  Samuel  A.  Armour  in  attempting  to  return  to  his 

Eost  through  a  howling  wind  and  raging  sea  was  drowned,  and  his 
odv  was  not  recovered  until  several  weeks  after.    According  to  the 
evidence  submitted^  Capt.  Armour  realized  that  the  trip  back  to  his 

Sost  would  be  a  perilous  one.  but  did  not  regard  his  own  safety,  as  hk 
utv  required  him  to  be  back  in  charge  of  his  lights,  which  were  espe- 
cially needed  in  such  a  storm.  He  lost  Ms  life  in  public  service,  but 
all  through  the  long,  dark  night  Mrs.  Rose  B.  Armour,  his  wife  and 
the  claimant  under  H.  R.  7224,  kept  the  lights  burning  just  as  her 
husband  had  always  done.  She  was  alone  in  the  lighthouse  and  did 
her  duty.  The  Hon.  Oscar  S.  Straus,  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  Labor,  under  date  of  February  4,  1908,  heartily 
indorsed  the  bill  for  $10,000.    Your  committee,  recognizing  the  pen! 
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of  official  duty  performed  in  time  of  peace,  believe  that  the  dependent 
family  should  receive  governmental  assistance  in  the  same  degree  as 
is  based  on  our  present  pension  laws,  and  we  therefore  heartily  recom- 
mend that  a  bill  carrying  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  relief  of  Rose  B. 
Armour  do  pass.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the  information 
that  the  records  of  the  Springfield  Armory  show  that  Albert  W.  Phelps,  then  a  laborer 
at  $1.50  per  diem,  was  injured  at  1  p.  m.  May  13,  1908.  The  report  made  at  the  time 
states  that  when  the  shafting  was  started  at  1  p.  m.  May  13, 1908^  "the  belt  that  drives 
one  of  the  blowers  for  the  foige  shop  catight  m  some  way,  pulhng  down  the  coimter- 
shaft,  and  broke  the  pulleys  and  hangers.  Mr.  Phelps  says  that  the  belt  struck  him 
on  the  head.  He  was  knocked  down  by  it  and  his  head  cut  in  two  places."  In  con- 
sequence of  this  injury  he  was  out  from  May  13,  1908,  until  June  24,  1908,  when  he 
returned  to  work. 

It  is  noted  that  the  inclosed  bill  specifies  ''compensation  for  permanent  injuries 
received  May  13,  1908."  The  records  of  the  Springfield  Armory  show  that  during 
the  six  months  in  1908  following  his  return  to  work  he  missed  but  1  hour,  having  been 

S resent  for  work  every  single  ofay.  During  the  calendar  year  1909  he  worked  every 
ay  with  Uie  exception  of  5  hours  in  Jime,  2  hours  in  December,  and  3  days  in  August. 
During  the  calendar  year  1910  he  worked  every  day  except  6  hours  m  February, 
2i  days  in  March,  1  hour  in  June,  1  day  in  November,  and  1  hour  in  December.  Dur- 
ing the  6  months  of  the  calendar  year  1911  preceding  his  discharge  he  worked  every 
day  except  1  day  and  1  hour  in  January,  2^  days  m  February,  IJ  days  in  March, 
and  4  days  and  2  hours  in  April.  Regarding  these  last  absences,  l^day  of  that  period 
is  covered,  as  he  said  in  his  excuse  for  being  absent,  "by  sickness  in  ramily";  1  hour 
he  was  tote;  1  day  and  2  hours  were  covered  by  permission;  and  7  days  were  covered, 
as  he  reported  it,  by  sickness.  In  addition  to  the  above  absences,  he,  of  course, 
received  annually,  as  did  all  other  employees,  the  15  days'  leave  of  absence  with  pay 
provided  by  law.

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He  was  laid  off  on  June  29,  1911,  with  a  number  of  others,  for  lack  of  work  and  con- 
sequent reduction  of  force.  At  that  time,  according  to  the  records,  he  was  over  66 
years  of  age,  hence  not  as  robust  as  a  young  man  would  have  been.  His  record  <^ 
attendance  since  his  injury  three  and  one-naif  vears  ago  is  fully  as  good  or  better 
than  the  average  employee  of  the  armory,  and  this  office  conciu^  in  the  conclusions 
reached  by  his  immediate  supjeriors  that  it  is  not  considered  that  his  attendance  was 
affected  in  any  way  by  the  injury  which  he  received  nor  that  the  accident  caused 
permanent  injuries.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  within  bill  (H.  R.  14772,  62d  Cong.,  2d  sess.)  provides  relief,  in  the  amount  of 
his  annual  pay,  for  Albert  W.  Phelps,  who,  while  at  work  at  the  Springfield  Armory, 
was,  on  May  13,  1908,  injured  through  the  disarrangement  of  some  of  the  machinery 
therein.  It  appears  tJiat  the  injury  was  not  due  to  any  misconduct  or  negligence  on 
the  pKart  of  Mr.  Phelps,  and  had  the  act  of  May  30,  1908,  providing  compensation  for 
injuries  received  by  certain  Government  employees,  been  in  force  at  the  time  of  the 
above  accident  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  some  measure  of  relief  but  not  in  the 
amount  carried  by  the  within  bill. 

The  records  of  the  Ordnance  Department  show  that  in  consequence  of  this  injury 
Phelps  was  out  from  Mav  13,  1908,  until  June  24,  1908,  when  be  returned  to  work, 
and  that  for  three  years  thereafter  he  remained  almost  constantly  on  his  job.  The  act 
of  May  30,  1908,  provides  that  an  injured  employee  "shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for 
one  vear  thereafter  *  ♦  *  the  same  pay  as  if  he  continued  to  be  employed."  It 
would  appear,  therefore,  from  the  terms  of  the  statute,  that  Phelps  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  only  from  May  13,  1908,  to  Jime  24,  1908.  It  has  been  the  uniform 
policy  of  this  office  to  recommend  that  special  bills  carrying  appropriations  for  the 
relief  of  parties  under  these  circumstances  should  not  provide  for  a  greater  appropri- 
ation than  that  which  the  general  act  itself  would  have  afforded. 

As  to  the  question  of  permanent  injuries,  the  indorsement  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance, 
dated  January  10, 1912  (second  indorsement  hereon),  would  seem  conclusively  to  indi- 
cate, in  the  absence  of  testimony  of  surgeons  to  the  contrary,  that  the  injury  received 
by  Phelps  was  not  of  a  permanent  nature,  and  that  the  condition  in  which  he  now 
finds  himself  is  probably  due  to  his  advanced  age. 

Replying  to  the  specific  question '  *  as  to  whether  or  not  ♦  *  *  the  claim  is  meri- 
torious," it  is  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  only  the  claim  for  compensation  at  his 
regular  pay  between  May  13,  1908,  and  June  24,  1908,  is  meritorious.

That  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  m  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  Peter  W.  Wi^inton,  of  Columbup,  Ohio,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  ninetjr-six 
dollars  and  eighty-five  cents,  on  account  of  loss  of  time  by  reason  of  injuries  sustained 
by  the  said  Peter  W.  Wigginton,  namely,  the  crushing  of  his  ankle  joint  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  an  employee  of  uie  United  States  under  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven. 

Mr.  Mott,  from  the  Cominittee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  3963) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
3963)  for  the  relief  of  Peter  W.  Wigginton,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  reports  favorably  on  the  matter, 
and  had  the  accident  taken  place  before  the  act  of  August  11,  1908, 
Mr.  Wigginton  would  have  received  the  amount  askecT  for,  $896.85, 
which  is  simply  pay  for  the  time  he  was  laid  up  and  unable  to  do  work 
by  reason  of  his  injuries,  over  and  above  the  time  for  which  he  could 
be  allowed  leave. 

Attached  hereto  are  letters  and  statements  from  the  Isthmian  Canal 
Conmnssion  which  are  made  a  part  of  tins  report.

Sib:  Referring;  to  your  letter  to  the  chairman  and  chief  engineer,  dated  the  16th 
instant,  requestmg  a  complete  history  of  the  case  of  Peter  W.  Wiggington,  the  following 
is  submitted: 

Mr.  Wiggington  was  employed  in  the  United  States,  for  service  on  the  Isthmus,  as 
carpenter  at  65  cents  an  nour,  and  sailed  from  New  York  November  23,  1906.  On 
August  28,  1907,  he  was  transferred  from  the  division  of  building  construction  to  ^e 
Oulebra  division  and  rerated  as  pile  driver  engineer  at  $1 25  a  monm .  On  November  23 , 
1907,  his  compensation  was  increased^  on  accoxmt  of  longevity,  to  $131.25  a  month. 

On  November  30,  1907,  Mr.  Wiggmgton  jumped  from  his  pile  driver,  to  escape  a 
part  of  the  mechanism  which  had  broKen  loose  from  its  bearings,  and  fractured  his 
ankle.  He  was  removed  to  Ancon  Hospital  on  the  same  day  and  was  treated  there 
until  February  26.  Upon  leaving  the  hospital,  he  went  to  the  United  States,  sailing 
February  28,  to  rest  and  recuperate.    He  reported  for  duty  July  25,  1908. 

After  Mr.  Wiggington  had  returned  to  the  Isthmus,  he  claimed  that  his  slow  and 
imperfect  recovery  had  been  due  to  inefficient  surgical  treatment  at  ^con  Hospital. 
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His  complaint  was  investigated,  but  it  appeared  to  be  unreasonable.  The  circum- 
stances attending  his  injury,  and  its  exact  consequences,  are  exi)lained  in  the  injury 
report,  dated  December  2,  1907;  the  statement  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Herrick,  in  charge  of  the 
surgical  clinic  at  Ancon  Hospital,  dated  December  5,  1908,  aud  the  letter  of  Maj. 
John  L.  Phillips,  dated  December  7,  1908,  copies  of  which  are  attached.  |^ 

The  regulations  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission,  in  force  at  the  time  of  Mr^ 
Wigffington's  accident  and  during  the  period  of  his  convalescence,  provide  that  an 
employee  may  be  allowed  30  days'  injury  leave  in  each  calendar  year,  and  15  days' 
sicK  leave  for  each  six  months'  service,  this  sick  leave  being  accumulative  up  to  30 
days. 

Mr.  Wiggington  was  first  granted  30  days'  injury  leave,  from  December  1  to  Decem- 
ber 30,  inclusive,  for  the  calendar  year  1907,  and  30  days  injury  leave,  from  January 
1  to  January  30,  inclusive,  for  the  calendar  year  1908.  He  was  then  ^lunted  15  days' 
sick  leave,  from  February  1  to  February  15,  inclusive.  Mr.  Wiggington  was  next 
granted,  by  special  order,  90  days'  leave  of  absence  without  pay,  beginning  February 
28,  1908,  and  this  leave  was  subsequently  extended  for  a  further  period  of  60  days. 

Upon  receipt  of  your  letter,  dated  July  3,  representing  the  unfortunate  condition  of 
Mr.  WiMington's  affairs,  an  investigation  was  made  to  ascertain  whether  Mr.  Wiggins- 
ton  coiud  be  granted,  lawfully,  additional  sick  leave  or  injury  leave  with  pay,  and  it 
appeared  that  he  was  entitled  to  30  days  more  of  leave,  and  you  were  advised  to  that 
effect  in  a  letter  from  this  office  dated  July  23, 1908.  It  was  subsequently  discovered, 
however,  that  Mr.  Wiggington  could  not  be  given  any  additional  pay  except  for  the 
period  from  February  16  to  February  27,  inclusive.  For  the  time  preccKiing  this 
period  he  had  already  been  paid,  and  during  the  time  subsequent  to. this  period  he 
was  on  authorized  leave  of  absence  without  pay,  and  the  comptroller  has  ruled,  it 
appears,  that  the  commission  is  without  authority  to  grant  pay  for  leave  already  taken 
and  allowed  without  pay.  A  copy  of  this  decision  of  the  comptroller  (rendered  in  the 
case  of  Mr.  V.  H.  Pinckney,  under  date  of  March  3,  1906),  which  the  accounting  offi- 
cers on  the  Isthmus  consider  applicable  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Wiggington,  is  also  inclosed 
herewith. 

To  summarize  briefly  the  facts  in  this  case,  Mr.  Wiggington  was  given  60  days'  injury 
leave  with  pay  and  28  days'  sick  leave  with  pay.  He  was  then  granted  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  for  150  days,  of  which  he  used  148.  He  was  also  treated  surgically  and 
subsisted  at  the  expense  of  the  commission  from  November  30, 1907,  to  February  26, 
1908,  and  although  Mr.  Wiggington  has  complained  that  the  means  adopted  to  effect 
a  cure  were  inefficient,  no  evidence  has  been  produced  to  show  that  this  contention 
is  a  reasonable  one. 

After  his  return  to  duty,  on  July  25,  1908,  Mr.  Wiggington  continued  in  the  service 
until  January  20^  1909,  when  he  entered  on  51  days'  combined  vacation  leave  and 
lay-over  time,  with  pay,  and  submitted  his  resignation,  to  take  effect  at  the  expira- 
tion of  this  leave.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  attention  to  the  attached  letter  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Herrick, 
imder  whose  charge  Mr.  Wiggington  was  while  a  patient  in  this  hospital.  From  this 
it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Wiggington  had  an  unusually  severe  fracture  of  both  bones 
of  the  leg  anout  the  ankle  jomt;  that  not  only  were  both  bones  fractured  across  in 
the  usual  way  but  that  the  lower  heads  of  the  tibia,  the  bone  which  is  almost  entirely 
concerned  in  the  articulation  with  the  foot,  was  crushed,  the  crush  involving  its 
articular  end. 

In  view  of  this,  Mr.  Wiggington  is  very  fortunate  to  have  an  ankle  that  is  partialis 
serviceable,  and  there  is  nothmg  in  the  case  to  warrant  any  charge  of  neelect  or  ill- 
advised  treatment.    It  is  simply  a  very  severe  fracture  involving  one  of  the  large  joints 
which  are  as  a  class  most  intractable  and,  as  a  rule,  leave  a  permanently  impaired  joint.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  superintendent,  Ancon  Hospital,  with  report  that 
Mr.  P.  W.  Wiffiington  was  in  Ancon  Hospital  from  November  30, 1907,  to  February  26, 
1908,  with  a  Pott's  fracture  of  right  ankle.  The  fracture  was  unusually  severe  and 
badly  comminuted,  and  after  two  months'  treatment  only  fibroid  union  had  taken 
place  which,  of  course,  allowed  the  foot  to  take  abnormal  positions  when  used.  This 
necessitated  keeping  the  foot  in  splints  longer  than  usual  in  such  cases,  and  also 
would  leave  a  weak  ankle  for  months  after  the  injury,  if  not  some  weakness  in  that 
ankle  for  life.  The  fracture  in  this  case  not  only  was  of  the  head  of  the  fibula  and 
the  condyle  of  the  tibia,  but  also  a  crush  of  the  lower  head  of  the  tibia,  which  is  barely 
visible  in  the  accompanying  radiograph.  The  radiograph,  however,  does  show  a 
lack  of  the  true  callus  formation  in  the  two  malleoli. 

As  to  the  cause  of  the  early  fibroid  and  resulting  delayed  and  weakened  union  in 
this  case,  it  is  impossible  to  say  beyond  the  fact  that  it  is  something  inherent  in  the 
individual  case,  and  Mr.  Wigpngton  was  especially  unfortunate  in  the  fact  that  it 
involved  such  an  important  jomt.

Sir:  The  receipt  is  acknowledged  of  copy  of  your  letter  of  June  13  to  Representative 
George  W.  Prince,  relative  to  information  concerning  the  death  of  Charles  E.  Stump, 
who  died  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  on  November  14,  1905,  while  employed  by 
the  commission  as  a  conductor. 

The  following  narrative  is  quoted  from  a  letter  written  by  the  superintendent  of 
transportation  on  the  day  following  the  accident: 

"Conductor  C.  E.  Stump  in  charge  of  double  header  extra  Nos.  463  and  98  wa.s  in- 
jured at  Haut  Obispo  at  5  p.  m.,  October  14.  He  had  made  up  his  train  of  20  French 
dump  cars  loaded  with  rock  ballast  to  follow  train  No.  3  to  leave  Haut  Obispo  about 
5.15  p.  m.,  and  was  backing  train  up  by  switch  just  south  of  the  old  magazine  building 
on  the  Haut  Obispo  track  to  let  another  train  back  in  on  the  side  track  so  that  he  could 
pull  out  to  main  line  and  follow  the  passenger  train  upon  its  arrival.  The  train  was  all 
coupled  up  and  making  the  regular  movement  back  when  Stump  undertook  to  get  on 
his  train  between  the  uiird  and  fourth  car  from  the  engine  on  tne  south  end  of  train 
and  had  grabbed  hold  of  one  of  the  doors  on  the  fourth  car  with  his  right  hand  and 
also  caught  the  other  car  at  the  end  with  his  left  hand.  The  colored  brakeman  who 
saw  ^e  accident  claimed  that  the  door  came  unfastened  while  he  was  hanging  on  to 
it,  causing  it  to  drop,  and  he  slipped  in  some  way,  falling  across  the  rail  with  both  legs, 
and  the  third  car  from  the  engine  ran  over  him,  cutting  off  his  left  leg  below  the  knee 
and  badly  mangling  same  above  the  knee,  which,  presume,  will  result  in  amputation 
above  knee.    Right  1^  was  also  run  over  and  fear  tnat  both  le^  are  lost. 

''I  was  at  the  main  line  switch  at  Haut  Obispo  at  time  of  accident  and  immediately 
sent  for  marine  doctor  and  also  sent  for  our  aoctor  at  Bas  Obispo;  had  both  doctors 
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on  the  ground  about  15  minutes  after  accident  and  arranged  to  hold  passenger  train 
10  minutes  and  we  had  Stump  in  shape  to  go  into  Ancon  Hospital  on  passenger  train 
at  5.30  p.  m.,  in  charge  of  Dr.  Caldwell  from  Bas  Obispo.  I  do  not  believe  his  injuriee 
were  serious  other  than  his  limbs,  but  fear  that  his  condition  is  critical. 

"At  time  of  accident  it  was  raining  and  everything  was  quite  slippery.    Train  only 
ran  about  three  or  four  French  dump  car  lengths  after  Stump  fell. 

I  also  inclose  an  official  copy  of  the  record  of  Mr.  Stump's  death,  which  contains 
other  information.

The  report  of  death  shows  that  both  lower 
extremities  of  the  deceased  were  crushed  in  railroad  accident  at  Bas  Obispo,  Canal 
Zone,  and  that  he  died  of  "shock."  As  there  is  nothing  in  the  files  of  this  office  to 
show  how  the  accident  (X'curred,  your  letter  will  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  authorities 
on  the  Isthmus  for  further  report,  up(m  receipt  of  which  you  will  be  communicated 
with  again.

Dear  Sir:  I  b^  to  report  an  accident  to  George* H.  Smith,  one  of  the  ironworkers, 
while  riveting  the  Dottom  of  one  of  the  tmeses  in  the  roof  of  the  turbine  room,  heating, 
lighting,  and  power  plant  for  Congressional  Building,  Garfield  Park,  Washington,  D.  C. 

He  was  one  of  a  gang  of  four  men  engaged  in  riveting  the  truss,  and  was  holding  a 
spring  dollie  on  the  head  of  a  rivet  while  lying  on  his  stomach  across  the  scaffold. 
The  scaffolding  was  composed  of  four  planks  arranged  in  the  form  of  a  letter  A,  two 
ends  of  the  planks  forming  a  point  resting  on  the  lower  flange  of  the  wall  channel,  the 
other  two  open  ends  resting  on  the  bottom  chord  of  the  truss.  Across  the  top  of  these 
planks  were  two  other  planks  near  the  truss  upon  which  the  truss  upon  which  the  man 
was  lying  holding  the  tool. 

It  IS  presumed  that  the  jar  of  the  tools  caused  one  of  the  planks  at  the  wall  end  to 
become  dislodged,  causing  the  scaffolding  to  give  way. 

The  man  fell  from  the  roof  through  the  iron  structure  of  the  turbine-room  floor  to  the 
basement  floor. 

An  ambulance  was  called  and  the  man  removed  to  the  Casualty  Hospital.  The 
surgeon  stated  while  the  man  was  being  removed  that  it  looked  like  a  fracture  of  the 
skull.

Edgar  F.  Hackley,  of  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  oath  says: 
That  he  is  a  structural  ironworker  and  was  employed  for  a  period  of  about  seven 
months  by  the  United  States  Government  on  the  construction  of  the  Capitol  power 
plant,  in  Garfield  Park  grounds,  and  was  so  employed  on  September  8,  1909,  the  day 
Geoige  H.  Smith  was  killed;  that  the  riveting  rang  in  which  Smith  worked  consisted 
of  Elmer  Harrison,  William  Carpenter,  George  H.  Smith,  and  affiant;  that  the  scaffold 
on  which  Smith  was  working  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was  constructed  of  plank 
2  by  12  by  14;  that  the  jar  of  the  framework  of  the  building  probably  caused  the  end 
of  the  scaffold  to  become  dislodged  from  the  wall  channel;  that  the  distance  between 
the  channel  and  the  wall  of  the  building  was  about  two  inches;  that  at  the  time  of  the 
accident  he  was  driving  rivets  on  the  truss,  standing  on  a  scaffold,  and  that  Elmer 
Harrison  was  standing  with  him  on  the  same  scaffold,  while  Smith  was  lying  on  his 
stomach  on  another  scaffold  on  the  other  side  of  the  truss;  that  they  were  on  tne  fifth 
rivet  at  the  time  of  the  accident;  that  the  scaffold  on  which  Smith  was  working  and 
on  which  he  was  lying  on  his  stomach  suddenly  gave  way,  wholly  without  warning 
of  any  kind,  suddenly  precipitating  Smith  to  the  oasement  floor,  from  which  he  was 
picked  up  in  an  unconscious  condition  and  at  once  removed  to  the  Casualty  Hospital, 
where  he  died  the  same  day,  September  8,  1909,  at  about  4  o'clock  p.  m.;  that  it  was 
through  no  fault  of  Smith  s  that  the  accident  occurred,  and  that  he  was  in  nowise 
guilty  of  negligence  in  the  matter:  that  he  knows  Smith  left  a  widow,  Loretta  E.  Smith, 
now  living  m  Washington,  and  lour  small  children,  all  very  young  and  in  constant 
need  of  a  mother's  care,  and  he  understands  and  believes  the  widow  is  in  very  poor 
circumstances  and  in  need  of  relief.

W'illiam  F.  Carpenter,  of  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  oath  says: 
That  he  is  an  ironworker  and  was  employed  by  the  United  States  Grovemment  on 
the  work  of  constructing  the  Central  heating  and  power  plant  in  Garfield  Park,  and 
was  one  of  the  four  men  working  in  the  gang  at  the  time  George  H.  Smith  fell  and  was 
kiUed;  that  said  George  H.  Smith  was  working  on  a  scaffold  on  one  side  of  a  truss; 
that  EHmer  Harrison  and  Edgar  F.  Hackley  were  working  on  another  scaffold  on  the 
other  side  of  the  same  truss  while  affiant  was  engaged  in  heating  the  rivets;  that 
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Smith  was  holding  a  spring  doUie,  lying  on  his  stomach  on  the  scaffold,  wh^i  sud- 
denly and  without  warning  the  scaffold  gave  way  and  Smith  was  precipitated  to  the 
basement  floor,  a  distance  of  between  60  and  80  feet;  that  in  the  descent  his  body 
struck  the  edge  of  one  of  the  engine-bed  piers  a  glancing  blow  and  then  fell  to  the 
basement  floor,  a  distance  of  perhaps  10  feet  from  the  head  of  the  pier;  that  he  was 
at  once  sent  to  the  casualty  hospital  where  he  died  the  same  afternoon,  September  8, 
1909;  that  he  heard  Elmer  Harrison  and  Edgar  F.  HacUey  both  say  they  tested  the 
scaffold  on  which  Smith  was  working,  by  swinging  on  it,  and  that  they  considered 
it  ^rfectly  safe  and  were  greatly  surprised  when  it  gave  way  as  they  were  driving  a 
rivet;  that  the  said  Edgar  F.  Hackley  was  so  shocked  on  account  of  tne  accident  that 
he  quit  the  job  and  the  iron  working  business  at  once  and  forever,  and  has  since  been 
engaged  in  other  business;  that  Smith  was  the  most  careful  man  ne  ever  knew  in  the 
iron  working  business;  that  he  was  not  a  drinking  man;  that  he  never  saw  him  take  a 
drink  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  his  lifetime,  nor  did  he  ever  see  him  under  the  influence 
of  liauor  or  drink  and  that  he  was  always  cautioning  other  men  to  be  careful;  that 
Smitn's  death  was  in  no  wise  due  to  his  own  carelessness  or  negligence  or  to  negligence 
or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  his  fellow  employees,  but  must  have  been  due  to  the 
jarring  of  the  framework  of  the  building;  that  he  knows  Smith  left  a  widow,  Loretta  E. 
Smith,  and  four  small  children,  all  residing  in  this  city,  who  are  in  very  needy  cir- 
cumstances.

Sir:  Replying  to  your  communication  of  March  10,  1910,  making  inquiry  as  to 
whether  Mrs.  Lroretta  E.  Smith  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  May  30, 1908,  on 
accoimt  of  the  death  of  her  husband,  George  H.  Smith,  I  have  to  say  that  the  case 
does  not  seem  to  come  within  the  terms  of  tne  statute. 

It  appears  from  the  papers  submitted  that  Mr.  Smith  was  employed  by  the  United 
States  as  an  artisan  or  laoorer  in  the  construction  of  the  new  heating,  lighting,  and 

Eower  plant  of  the  con&^ressional  buildings  in  this  city,  and  that  whfle  so  employed 
e  was  accidentally  killed  on  September  8,  1909. 

The  act  referred  to  by  you  is  confined  In  its  operation  to  artisans  or  laborers  employed 
by  the  United  States  m  any  of  its  **  manufacturing  establishments,  arsenals,  or  navy 
yards,  or  in  the  construction  of  river  and  harbor  or  fortification  work,  or  in  hazardous 
employment  on  construction  work  in  the  reclamation  of  arid  lands  or  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  same,  or  in  hazardous  employment  under  the  Isthmian  Canal 
Commission . ' '  The  place  where  Mr.  Smith  was  employed  does  not,  so  far  as  the  record 
discloses,  belong  to  any  of  the  branches  of  the  Government  service  here  enumerated.

That  she  is  the  widow  of  George  H.  SmitJ,  one  of  the  ironworkers  employed  on  the 
construction  of  the  Capitol  power  plant;  that  her  husband  lost  his  life  on  September 
8,  1909,  by  falling  from  a  defectively  constructed  scaffold  which  he  believed  to  be 
safe,  as  he  was  always  very  careful  about  working  on  scaffolds;  that  he  was  her  sole 
and  only  means  of  support;  that  besides  afHant  deceased  left  four  small  children, 
aged  respectively  as  follows: 

George  Widmeyer  Smith,  aged  19  months;  Thomas  Pearson  Smith,  aged  4  years 
Virgyl  Elizabeth  Smith,  aged  5  years  and  6  months;  Mary  Natalie  Smith,  aged  8  years. 
That  he  left  no  real  estate  and  that  the  personal  estate,  consisting  of  furniture,  etc..

Mr.  Maguire,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  3784): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
3784)  for  the  relief  of  Charles  T.  Hanson,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment : 

In  fine  6  strike  out  the  word  ''five"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words ''fifteen  himdred." 

The  War  Department  finds  upon  full  investigation  that  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  1904,  Charles  T.  Hanson,  employed  as  a  deck  hand  under  quar- 
termaster department  at  Boston,  mass.,  and  while  in  line  of  dutv, 
accidentally  and  through  no  fault  of  his  received  injuries  to  his  right 
foot  which  necessitated  an  amputation  of  the  same. 

Letters  from  the  War  Department  recommending  favorable  con- 
sideration of  this  claim  are  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  bill,  H.  R.  1162,  Sixty-first  Congress,  first 
session,  for  the  relief  of  Charles  T.  Hanson,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $5,000  as  com- 
pensatiou  for  personal  injuries  received  by  him  in  line  of  his  duties  as  an  employee  of 
the  War  Department  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department  at  Boston,  Mass.,  referred 
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to  the  War  Department  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Claims,  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, requesting  to  be  furnished  all  facts  and  information  concerning  the 
matter  in  possession  of  the  War  Department,  and  also  an  opinion  touching  the  merits 
of  the  claim. 

The  depot  quartermaster  at  Boston,  Mass.,  in  reply  to  a  request  of  this  office  for 
information  r^arding  the  claim  of  Charles  T.  Hanson  for  compensation  for  injuries 
received,  has  tumished  copies  from  correspondence  on  file  in  his  office  regarding  the 
accident  to  Mr.  Hanson,  from  which  it  appears  that  he  was  employed  as  a  decknand 
on  the  quartermaster's  steamer  General  Thomas  S.  Jesup,  and  on  November  6,  1904, 
while  the  steamer  was  making  a  landing  at  Fort  Warren,  Mass.,  he  was  in  charge  of  the 
spring  line  from  the  deck  of  the  steamer  which  was  fastened  on  the  dock  and  acci- 
dentally  his  right  foot  was  caught  in  the  main  coil  of  the  line  and  was  so  badly  crushed 
against  the  bit  as  to  require  amputation  of  the  foot.  He  was  taken  to  the  post  hospital 
at  Fort  Warren,  where  he  remained  until  in  March,  1905,  and  on  leaving  the  hospital 
was  furnished  by  the  Government  with  an  artificial  limb.  On  May  1,  1905,  he  was 
taken  into  the  employ  of  the  Government  at  the  Boston  depot  at  tne  rate  of  $45  per 
month,  and  on  March  15,  1907,  was  placed  in  the  classified  service  as  a  laborer  and  nis 
pay  increased  to  $60  per  month,  ana  is  at  present  employed  at  that  depot  at  the  same 
rate  of  pay.    His  services  are  reported  as  being  faithful. 

As  the  injury  to  Mr.  Hanson  maims  him  for  life  and  was  caused  by  an  accident  while 
he  was  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  an  employee  of  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment, the  accompanying  bill  for  his  relief  seems  but  a  just  recompense  for  his  injuries, 
and  its  favorable  consideration  is  recommended.

It  conclusive!)^  appears  from  the  statement  within  that  the  injury  sustained  by  the 
beneficiary  of  this  proposed  legislation,  Charles  T.  Hanson,  arose  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  and  that  the  accident  which  was  the  cause  of  said  injury  was  not  due  to 
negligence  or  misconduct  on  his  part. 

Had  Hanson  been  employed  as  an  artisan  or  laborer  in  any  of  the  places  or  claseee 
of  work  specified  in  the  act  of  May  30, 1908  (compensation  act  for  injunee  sustained  by 
employees),  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  the  benefits  conferred  oy  that  act^  which 
would  have  been  limited  to  p&y  during  the  period  of  incapacity  not  exceeding  one 
year.  The  provision  of  the  within  act  carries  a  benefit  of  $5,000  for  the  injury  received, 
which  is  a  much  more  g;enerous  provision  than  that  made  by  the  permanent  law 
above  cited.  The  claim  is  believed  to  be  meritorious  for  a  proper  measure  of  relief, 
but  it  is  believed  the  amoimt  paid  should  be  adjusted  to  the  requirements  of  the 
permanent  law.

Be  it  enactedy  etc.j  That  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  United  States  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, for  payment  to  Emil  Spongbeig  as  compensation  for  the  loss  of  his  left  1^, 
the  result  of  an  accident  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  on  October  twelfth,  nmeteen 
hundred  and  three,  while  in  discharge  of  duty,  without  fault  on  his  part,  bein^  a  sum 
equal  to  one  year's  pay  at  the  compensation  he  was  being  paid  at  the  time  the 
accident  occurred. 

Mr.  Maguire.  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  17644) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  biQ  (H.  R. 
17644)  for  the  reUef  of  Emil  Spongberg,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  oo  pass  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment : 

Strike  out,  in  line  3,  the  words  '* seven  hundred  and  thirty''  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  *'one  thousand  five  hundred.'' 

On  October  12, 1903,  Emil  Spongberg,  while  in  line  of  duty  as  an 
employee  of  the  United  States  in  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  and 
through  no  fault  or  neghgence  on  his  part,  lost  nis  leg  while  at  work 
hoisting  steel  plates.  One  of  these  heavy  plates  fell  on  his  left  leg 
just  above  the  ankle,  cp^using  a  compound  fracture,  after  which  acci- 
dent his  foot  was  amputated.  He  was  at  the  time  receiving  $730 
per  year,  and  your  committee  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass  for 
the  amount  asked  for,  which  amount  is  equivalent  to  one  year's 
salary.

Mt  Dear  Congressman:  Referring  further  to  the  bill  (H.  R.  26682)  ''For  the 
relief  of  Emil  Spongbeig/'  by  payment  to  him  of  1730  as  compensation  for  the  loss 
of  his  left  leg  by  reason  of  an  accident  at  the  navy  yard,  Brooklyn,  October  12, 1903. 
I  have  the  honor  to  say  that  the  records  of  the  yara  show  that  Spongbeig,  employed 
as  a  first-class  laborer,  "was  injured  about  3  p.  m.,  October  12,  1903,  while  at  work 
hoisting  steel  plates  near  Building  116.  A  neavy  steel  plate  fell  on  his  left  1^, 
above  the  ankle,  causins  a  compound  fracture  and  badly  crushing  the  leg.  He 
was  removed  to  the  Bro<^yn  Hospital  in  the  vard  ambulance";  that  the  clamp  of 
the  crane  by  which  the  plate  was  being  lifted  had  been  screwed  on  the  plate  by 
Spongberg  and  another  laoorer,  William  J.  Reynolds;  that  his  foot  was  amputated, 
and  he  did  not  return  to  work  until  the  22d  of  December,  after  which  date  he  lost 
considerable  time,  without  pay,  by  reason  of  illness,  pain,  and  discomfort,  caused 
by  his  injury;  that  on  February  17,  1906,  he  was  reduced  to  laborer,  second  class, 
and  that  on  October  16,  1907,  he  was  rerated  laborer,  first  class. 

Spongbeig's  pay  at  the  time  of  his  injury  was  $2  a  day. 

Tiie  department  having  in  view  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Majr  30,  1908,  pro- 
viding for  the  compensation  of  employees  of  the  Government  for  injuries  sustamed 
in  the  course  of  their  employment,  which  does  not  apply,  however,  to  cases  of  injury 
that  occurred  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act,  makes  no  recommendation  in  this  case, 
prderring  to  leave  to  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  question  as  to  whether 
relief  should  be  granted,  and  if  so,  to  what  extent.

Robert  Blain  Rowland,  son  of  D.  M.  Rowland,  was  a  seaman  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  attached  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Rainbow  until  his  death, 
on  the  morning  of  January  31,  1906.  His  death  was  caused  by  being 
struck  in  the  head  with  a  .22-caJiber  bullet  fired  from  a  Morris  tube 
gun  on  the  U.  S.  8.  Oineinnati,  which  was  engaged  in  target  practice 
at  Cavite,  P.  I.  The  responsibility  for  his  death  was  due  to  the 
faulty  sj^stem  of  target  practice  followed  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Cinr- 
cmruUiy  in  which  no  bullet  catcher  was  used,  and  no  one  was  sta- 
tioned to  keep  the  range  clear.

31,  1906»  while  in  t^e  steam  launch  of  that  vessel,  lying  off  the  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati, 
by  being  struck  in  the  head  by  a  .22-caliber  bullet  fired  from  the  latter  vessel,  whkh 
was  then  engaged  at  gun  practice. 

A  board  of  mquest,  convened  on  the  same  day,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Navy 
Regulations,  stated  as  follows: 

''The  board  believes  that  the  responsibility  for  the  death  of  the  deceased  is  pri- 
marily due  to  the  faulty  system  of  tuget  practice  followed  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  (Tin- 
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idnnatif  in  which  no  bullet  catchers  are  iised,  and  in  which  no  one  is  stationed  whoie 
aole  duty  is  to  see  the  ranj^e  clear,  and,  secondarily,  to  an  error  of  judgment  as  to  ike 
<listanc6  from  the  line  of  nre  which  was  sufficient  to  aff(Hxi  proper  safety  to  the  Ram- 
how* ft  launch    *    *    *.** 

A  court  of  inquiry,  ordered  by  the  commander  in  chief.  United  States  Asiatic  Fleet, 
to  inquire  into  the  death  of  Rowland,  met  at  Cavite  on  February  5,  1906.  The  court 
of  inquiry  submitted  the  following: 

"  PINDINO. 

"The  court  finds  that  the  following  facts  are  established  by  the  evidence,  namely: 
That  the  late  Robert  Blaine  Rowland,  seaman,  United  States  Navy,  attached  to  the 
U.  S.  S.  Rainbow  and  serving  on  the  steam  baige  belonging  to  that  vessel,  was  killed 
on  the  morning  of  the  Slst  day  of  January,  1906^  by  a  .22  canber  short  bullet  fired  from 
a  Morris  tube  gun  attached  to  one  of  the  followmg  guns  of  the  starboard  battery  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati,  viz.  5-inch  Nos.  3  and  7  and  6*poimder8  Nos.  5  and  7.  which  one. 
the  court  is  imable  to  aetermine;  that  no  bullet  catchers  were  used  on  tnese  guns  oi 
the  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati  on  the  morning  of  January  31,  1906;  that  no  bullet  catchers 
have  been  used  on  board  that  vessel  within  the  recollection  of  an  v  officer  now  serving 
on  board  and  certainly  not  within  the  past  20  months;  that  while  conducting  Morris 
tube  practice  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati  efficient  lookouts  were  stationed  at  aU 
the  guns. 

'*  OPINION. 

"  The  court  is  of  the  opinion  that  Commander  J.  M.  Robinson,  United  Stat^  NaTy, 
•commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  OindnnaH,  was  guilty  of  an  error  of  }u6gmeiit  in  not  insistzng 
that  bullet  catchers  beplaced  on  the  guns  in  a  harbor  freauented  as  much  as  is  Cavite, 
and  that  Lieut.  J.  F.  Hines,  United  States  Navy,  the  ordnance  officer  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Cincinnati,  failed  in  his  duty  when  he  neglected  to  put  bullet  catchers  on  the  guns  (A 
that  vessel,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  instsdlation  of  bullet  catchers  was  not 
considered  necessary  by  previous  commanding  and  ordnance  officers  of  that  vessel. 

**  The  court  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  further  proceedings  are  unnecessary,  but  that 
Commander  J.  M.  Robinson,  United  States  Navy,  commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati, 
and  Lieut.  J.  F.  Hines,  United  States  Navy,  the  ordnance  officer  of  that  vess^,  sheula 
be  admonished  for  their  ne^ect  to  take  proper  precautions  while  conducting  Morris 
tube  gun  practice  in  a  frequented  harbor.'' 

The  commander  in  chief.  United  States  Asiatic  Fleet,  indorsed  upon  the  record  the 
following: 

**The  findings  and  opinion  of  the  court  of  inquiry,  convened  for  the  purpose  of 
inquiring  into  the  circumstances  attending  the  deatn  of  Robert  Blaine  Rowland, 
eeaman,  United  States  Navy,  are  approved. 

"  The  commander  in  chief  considers,  however,  that  to  admonish  two  officers,  whose 
^^ross  carelessness,  as  well  as  neglect  of  duty  and  disobedience  of  the  regulations, 
resulted  in  the  death  of  one  of  the  best  yoimg  men  of  the  fleet,  is  not  treating  the  matter 
witii  the  serious  importance  it  deserves,  and  private  letters  of  reprimand  will  be  sent 
to  Comnmnder  J.  M.  Robinson,  United  States  Navy,  and  Lieut.  J.  F.  Hines,  United 
States  Navy." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  on  May  25, 1906,  the  department  requested  an  opinion 
of  the  Attorney  General  as  to  whether  a  private  reprimand,  administered  by  the  com- 
mander in  chief  of  a  fleet  ae  a  punidiment  for  such  an  offense  as  neglect  of  duty,  was  a 
bar  to  subsequent  trial  by  getieral  court-martial  for  the  same  offense,  this  question 
having  i»eviously  been  a  matter  of  some  doubt. 

On  June  15,  1906,  the  Attorney  General  rendered  his  opinion  upon  the  queetion 
above  presented  and  concluded  by  saying,  "Under  the  circumstances  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  officers  in  question  may  be  subjected  to  trial  by  court-martial,  and  I  hare  the 
honor  to  advise  you  accordingly. '' 

On  June  19, 1906,  the  depar&oent  directed  the  commander  in  chief,  United  States 
Asiatic  Fleet,  to  bring  Commander  Robinson  and  Lieut.  Hines  to  trial  by  general 
court-martial,  as  well  as  such  other  persons,  if  any,  as  may  have  been  culpable  in  the 
case,  for  cul{Mible  inefficiency  and  neglect  of  duty,  as  set  forth  in  the  findings  of  the 
court  of  inquiry. 

The  chaiges  and  specifications  against  Commander  Robinson  were  as  follows: 

"Charge  I. 

"culpable  inefficiency  in  the  performance  of  duty. 

''  Specification  1. 

"  In  that  the  said  John  M.  Robinson,  a  commander  in  the  United  States  Navy,  being 
in  command  of  tiie  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati,  at  Cavite,  P.  I.,  having  caused  Moms  tube 
rifles  to  be  fitted  to  5-inch  rapid-fire  guns  Nos.  3  and  7,  and  to  6-poimder  rapid-fire  guna 
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No8.  5  and  7,  of  the  battery  of  the  said  ship  dndnnatif  did,  on  or  about  the  Slst  day  of 
January,  1906,  neglect  and  fail  to  cause  bullet  catchers  to  be  attached  to  the  said  guns^ 
he  well  knowing  that  the  attachment  of  bullet  catchers  was  necessary  for  safely  con- 
ducting Morris  tube  practice,  and  the  said  commander  John  M.  Robinson,  United 
States  Navy,  was  therein  and  thereby  culjMibly  inefficient  in  the  performance  of  duty; 
in  conseouence  of  which  culpable  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  the  said  Commander 
John  M.  Robinson,  United  States  Navy,  a  bullet  from  one  of  the  Morris  tube  rifles  of 
the  said  battery  struck  Robert  B.  Rowland,  seaman,  United  States  Navy,  a  member 
of  the  crew  of  the  steam  barge  belonging  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Rainbow ^  in  the  head,  said 
bullet  inflicting  a  wound  from  the  effects  of  which  the  said  Robert  B.  Rowland  ^ 
seaman,  United  States  Navy,  died  about  one  hour  later. 

**Chaege  II. 

**  NEGLECT  OP  DUTY. 

"Specification  1. 

**In  that  the  said  John  M.  Robinson,  a  commander  in  the  United  States  Navy^ 
being  in  command  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati,  at  Cavite,  P.  I.,  on  or  about  the  Slst 
day  of  January.  1906,  did  fail  to  cause  bullet  catchers  to  be  attached  to  the  euns  used 
for  drill  with  tne  Morris  tube  rifles  on  board  the  said  ship  Cincinnati^  he  well  knowing 
that  the  attachment  of  bullet  catchers  was  necessary  for  safely  conducting  Morris 
tube  practice;  and  that  the  said  Commander  John  M.  Robinson,  United  States  Navy^ 
did  thereby  neglect  his  duty  as  commanding  officer  of  the  said  ship  Cincinnati.** 

The  charges  and  specifications  against  Lieut.  Hines  were  similar  to  those  above 
shown,  preferred  against  Commander  Robinson,  with  the  exception  of  such  modifica- 
tions as  were  necessary  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  former  was  the  ordnance  officer 
and  the  latter  the  commanding  officer  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Cincinnati. 

The  court-martial  was  composed  of  the  following-uamed  officers:  Capt.  C.  H.  Arnold, 
United  States  Navy,  president;  Capt.  R.  R.  IneersoU,  United  StatesNavy;  Capt.T.  G. 
McLean,  United  States  Navy;  Col.  W.  P.  Biddle,  United  States  Marine  Corps;  Capt. 
S.  A.  Staunton,  United  States  Navy ;  and  Commander  J.  M.  Helm,  United  States  Navy, 
members;  and  Capt.  H.  R.  Lay,  united  States  Marine  Corps,  judge  advocate. 

The  court  found  both  accused  officers  not  guilty  of  the  charges  and  specifications, 
and  fully  acquitted  them. 

Inasmuch  as  the  two  officers  tried  were,  if  any,  primarily  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct of  target  practice  on  board  the  ship  to  which  they  were  attached,  and  as  they  were 
acQuitted  by  a  lawfully  constituted  court  composed  of  officers  of  high  rank,  probity, 
and  attainments,  under  oath  well  and  truly  to  try,  without  prejudice  or  partiality, 
the  then  depending  case  according  to  the  evidence  before  the  court,  the  rules  for  tne 
government  of  the  Navjr  and  their  own  consciences,  it  appears  to  the  department  that 
this  judicial  determination  properly  warrants  the  elimination  of  the  second  clause  of 
the  preamble  from  the  bill. 

The  attention  of  the  committee  is  invited  to  the  following  facts:  That  deaths  by 
accident  in  the  Navy,  while  perhaps  not  relatively  numerous,  are  nevertheless  not 
infrequent;  that  the  amount  paid  to  persons  in  the  Navy  who  die  in  line  of  duty, 
under  the  act  of  May  13,  1908,  is  equal  to  six  months'  pay;  that  the  amount  paid  to  the 
dependents  of  certain  employees  of  the  Government  under  section  2  of  the  act  of  May 
30,  1908,  is  one  year's  pay;  that,  so  far  as  ia  known,  the  decedent  did  not  allot  over 
$15  of  his  pay  per  month;  that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  bill,  if  at  interest  at 
4  per  cent  would  yield  a  return  considerably  larger  than  the  entire  annual  pay  of 
the  decedent. 

The  department,  however,  has  no  objection  to  the  measure  in  its  present  form 
except,  as  before  indicated,  to  the  second  clause  of  the  preamble,  nor  as  to  the  amount 
appropriated  should  the  committee  not  deem  it  excessive.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  Seyerin  Hartman. 

Be  it  enactedy  etc.y  That  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
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to  Severin  Hartman,  who  was  pennanently  disabled  while  engaged  in  the  employment 
of  the  United  States  Grovemment  at  Rook  Island  Arsenal,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  on 
or  about  February  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Mr.  Maguire,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  4601): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
4601)  for  the  reUef  of  Severin  Hartman,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment: 

In  line  9  strike  out  the  word  "one  thousand"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  ''hundred." 

The  findings  of  the  several  officers  of  the  War  Department  located 
Hi  Rock  Island  Arsenal  at  Rock  Island,  111.,  show  that  Severin  Hart- 
man was  employed  in  the  carpenter  shop  at  the  arsenal  on  February 
15,  1905,  and  while  in  the  line  of  duty  and  through  no  fault  of  his 
was  struck  by  a  piece  of  one  of  the  knives  about  8  mches  long.  The 
following  facts  were  found:  A  molding  machine  was  being  operated 
about  85  feet  from  said  Hartman  at  a  very  high  rate  of  speed :  one  of 
the  knives  became  detached  and  was  thrown  with  a  terrific  force 
across  the  room,  completely  severing  Hartman's  left  arm  midway 
between  the  wrist  ana  elbow. 

This  claim  was  favorably  reported  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress, 
second  session,  and  said  report  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
of  this  report. 


SEVERIN  HARTMANN. 

7'o  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress  assembled: 

Petitioner  respectfully  states  that  he  is  and  has  been  for  about  six  ^^ears  last  past 
an  employee  of  the  United  States  in  the  Ordnance  Department,  being  in  a  carpenter 
shop  on  Kock  Island  Arsenal;  that  on  or  about  the  16tn  day  of  February,  1905,  while 
At  work  in  said  shop,  this  petitioner  lost  his  hand,  the  same  being  struck  by  a  knife 
breaking  from  a  molding  machine  86  feet  distant,  this  petitioner  having  in  no  way 
contributed  to  said  accident,  nor  being  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  same;  that  this 
petitioner  was  at  the  time  of  said  accident  42  ^^ears  of  age;  that  this  petitioner  was  at 
that  time  earning  $1.75  per  day,  and  would  within  a  year  have  been  earning  $2.50  a 
day  at  said  work;  that  petitioner  is  now  kept  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  on 
said  arsenal,  being  given  said  work  as  he  can  perform;  that  if  this  petitioner  should 
be  left  out  of  employment  by  the  United  States  he  would  be  unable  to  earn  the  wages 
of  even  an  ordinary  laborer. 

Wherefore  petitioner  prays  that  he  be  allowed  damages  in  the  sum  of  $15,000. 
Affidavits  in  proof  of  these  allegations  are  attached.

Sir:  Severin  Hartmann,  jr.,  was  injured  in  carpenter  shop  just  before  noon  to-day. 
The  man  was  brought  to  the  hospital  on  a  stretcher  at  about  12.15  p.  m.  It  was  stated 
to  me  that  he  haa  received  his  injury  from  a  flying  blade  of  another  machine  from 
the  one  he  was  working  at,  situated  at  quite  a  distance  from  him.  I  foimd  that  the 
lower  two-thirds  of  left  forearm  had  been  completely  severed.  I  amputated  suffi- 
cient stump  to  secure  flap,  after  which  he  was  removed  to  a  hospital  in  Davenport, 
Iowa.

Jamieson,  in  dbaige 
of  the  carpenter  shop,  and  by  contract  Suig.  G.  G.  Craig,  with  reference  to  an  acci- 
dept  that  occurred  in  the  carpenter  shop  at  this  arsenal  on  the  16th  instant,  and  to 
the  injury  received  by  one  of  the  employees,  Severin  Hartmann,  jr. 

I  have  investigated  as  far  as  pos^ble  into  liie  circumstances  attending  this  accident 
and  resulting  injury  and  can  only  confirm  the  statements  made  in  the  inclosed  reports. 
I  have  carefully  examined  the  machine — a  Rowley  &  Hermanoe  molding  machine — 
and  would  report  that,  apart  from  its  recent  injury,  it  is  in  first-dass  condition  in  all 
respects.  The  machine  was  purchased  in  Januarv,  1899,  is  of  modem  design  and  model, 
ana  has  been  run  without  accident  or  incident  from  time  to  time  since  receipt  at  this 


At  the  time  of  the  accident  the  contract  suigeon  was  visiting  a  patient  at  th* 
arsenal,  was  at  once  sent  for,  and  reached  the  post  hospital  very  shortly  after  the  injured 
man  had  been  removed  there.

Careful  inquiry  develops  no  evidence  to  show  that  the 
bolts  were  overstrained  in  tightening  in  this  case. 

The  vibrations  due  to  the  high  speed  at  which  this  machine  is  constantly  run 
results  in  the  metal  of  the  bolts  becoming  crystalline  in  structure,  and  they  are  changed 
at  intervals  to  prevent  accidents,  though  in  spite  of  all  precautions  one  occasionwly 
breaks  and  flies  out  when  the  machine  is  running.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  11.50  a.  m .,  February  16,  the  bolts  holding 
one  of  the  knives  of  a  12-inch  molding  machine  broke  and  a  piece  of  one  of  the  knives 
about  8  inches  in  length  flew  across  the  shop  and  completely  severed  the  left  arm  of 
Severin  Hartmann  about  midway  between  the  wrist  and  elbow.  Hartmann  was 
shaping  cantles  on  a  machine  85  feet  away  from  the  molding  machine,  and  the  knife 
wbich  struck  him  passed  over  the  head  of  Emil  Gerdts  and  cut  through  the  coat  and 
skirt  of  Michael  Reid,  who  were  at  work  between  the  molding  machine  and  the  one 
beiiig  run  by  Hartmann. 

The  molding  macMne  was  being  run  by  Arthur  C.  Breiter^  an  experienced  and 
competent  machine  hand,  who  has  run  this  machine  since  his  employment  at  this 
azaenal,  March  30,  1904.  He  states  that  on  the  afternoon  t>f  February  15  he  put  in  a 
set  of  new  knives  and  ran  the  machine  about  half  an  hour  on  oak  stock.  On  the  16th 
he  had  some  more  stock  to  run  out,  and  about  11.45  tightened  up  ^e  bolts  on  the 
boxes  of  the  machine  and  then  started  it  up  to  see  whether  it  ran  true.  The  machine 
had  just  reached  full  speed  when  the  knife  flew  out,  striking  Hartmann  as  above  de- 
scribed. 

The  molding  machine  and  all  other  machines  in  the  shop  are  provided  with  guards 
to  minimize  diinger  as  much  as  possible,  and  I  am  convmced  that  all  possible  pre- 
cautions are  constantlv  observed.

On  April  23,  1907,  he  and  other  men  were 
csSked  to  adjust  a  cableway  used  m  transferring  rock  from  the  quarry 
to  barges  in  the  river.  While  at  work  a  new  manila  rope,  holding  the 
main  cable,  suddenly  broke,  throwing  a  strain  of  great  force  back  on 
the  cable  tlie  men  were  working  on,  striking  and  throwing  many  of 
them  to  the  ground.    Mr.  Older  was  one  of  the  men  injured,  his  left 
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knee  being  dislocated  and  badly  strained.  He  was  taken  to  the  gen- 
eral hospital  at  Winona,  Minn.,  for  treatment.  His  recovery  was  slow, 
and  he  returned  to  his  home  about  the  middle  of  June,  1907. 

The  accident  was  caused  without  fault  on  the  part  of  either  Mr. 
Older  or  his  fellow  workmen.  His  wages  for  the  year  prior  to  the 
injury  received  by  him  were  $438.  His  claim  has  the  approval  of  the 
War  Department  for  this  amount,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, based  upon  the  general  liability  act  of  1908,  he  is  entitled 
to  one  year's  wages,  viz,  $438. 

This  claim  received  a  favorable  report  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress, 
second  session,  and  a  part  of  that  report  is  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  of  this  report. 

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  E.  J.  Older. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  E.  J.  Older,  of  Viroqua,  Wisconsin,  in  compensation  for  personal  injunes  received 
on  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  while  in  the  employ 
of  the  Government  at  Lamoille,  Minnesota,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
dollars.

It  clearly  appears  from  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Acting  Chief  of  Engineers, 
dated  May  5,  1910,  that  tiie  injury  sustained  by  the  beneficiary  of  the  proposed  legis- 
lation, E.J.  Older,  arose  in  the  course  of  his  employment  and  was  the  result  of  pure 
accident,  and  was  not  caused  by  any  negligence  or  misconduct  on  his  part. 

Had  E.J.  Older  been  employed  as  an  artisan  or  laborer  in  any  of  the  places  or  classee 
of  work  specified  in  ttie  act  of  May  30,  1908  (compensation  act  for  injuries  sustained 
by  employees),  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  the  benefits  conferred  by  that  act, 
which  would  have  been  limited  to  pay  during  the  period  of  inc^acity,  not  exceediiig 
one  year.  The  provision  of  the  within  bill  (H.  R.  20440,  Blst  Cong.,  2d  seas.)  carries 
a  benefit  of  $5,000  for  the  injur>'  received,  which  is  a  much  more  generous  provision 
than  that  made  by  the  permanent  law  above  cited.  According  to  mat  law  he  should 
receive  his  wages  lost  during  the  year  subsequent  to  the  injury,  which  is  stated  to  be 
$438.  I  concur  in  the  view  of  the  Acting  Chief  of  Encineers  that  the  claim  is  a  meri- 
torious one  for  a  proper  measure  of  relief,  which  should  be  adjusted  to  the  requirements 
of  the  permanent  law,  and  that  the  bill  should  be  amended  by  changing  the  amount 
to  $438.

^Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  Annie  T.  Jackson,  of  New  Hanover  County,  North  Carolina, 
widow  of  Frank  W.  Jackson,  who,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  fireman  ana 
in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government  on  board  the  steam  tug  Cynthia,  on 
the  eighth  day  of  May,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  was  killed  by  the  explosion  of 
the  boiler  on  said  steam  tug  Cynthia,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the 
following  report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  18535): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
18535)  for  the  relief  of  Annie  T.  Jackson,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with 
the  following  amendment: 

In  line  10  strike  out  the  words  "fifteen  thousand"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  ''four  hundred  and  twenty/' 
3PYour  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  H.  R.  18535,  a  bill  for  the 
relief  of  Annie  T.  Jackson,  finds  that  Annie  T.  Jackson  is  a  resident 
of  New  Hanover  County,  N.  C,  and  the  widow  of  Frank  W.  Jackson, 
who,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  fireman  and  in  the  employ 
of  the  United  States  Government,  on  board  the  steam  tug  Cynthia, 
on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1903,  was  killed  bv  the  explosion  of  the 
boiler  on  said  steam  tug.  It  appears  from  tlie  report  of  the  Judge 
Advocate  General  that  the  injury  was  not  due  to  any  misconduct 
or  negligence  on  the  part  of  tne  deceased,  and  that  had  the  act  of 
May  30,  1908,  providing  compensation  for  injuries  received  by  cer- 
tain employees  been  in  force  at  the  time  of  tne  above  accident,  his 
widow  would  have  been  entitled  to  one  year's  pay,  amounting  to 
$420,  and  your  committee  deems  the  claim  meritorious  and  recom- 
mends that  the  bill  for  $420  be  approved. 


(H.  R.  18290,  Sixty-second  Congress,  second  session.] 
A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  C.  H.  Ingraham. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  C.  H.  Ingraham,  of  Popham  Beach,  Elaine,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  payment  and  satisfaction  of  the  said  C.  H.  In- 
graham's  claim  for  damages  to  property  at  Fort  Baldwin,  Maine,  caused  by  heavy 
gun  firing,  said  sum  being  the  amount  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  United  States 
Army  omcers  directed  by  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army  to  determine  the 
damage  done  to  the  property  of  said  C.  H.  Ingraham  by  heavy  gun  firing  at  Fort 
Baldwin,  Maine. 

Mr.  Jefferson  M.  Levy,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted 
the  following  report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  18290) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
18290)  for  the  relief  of  C.  H.  Ingraham,  o!  Popham  Beach,  Me.,  in 
the  sum  of  $5,000,  for  damage  to  his  property  by  heavy  gun  firing 
at  Fort  Baldwin,  Me.,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon 
with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

This  claim  was  originally  and  verbally  made  for  the  sum  of  $25,000 
to  the  board  of  oflBcers  appointed  to  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
amount  of  damages  suffered  by  said  C.  H.  Ingraham  by  reason  of 
heavy  ffim  firing  at  Fort  Baldwin,  Me.  The  board  appointed  to 
make  tnis  investigation,  after  a  careful  and  thorough  examination 
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of  the  property,  recommend  an  allowance  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  in 
full  compensation  oi  all  damages  sustained  by  said  C.  H.  Ingraham 
by  reason  of  said  heavy  gun  firing.  This  amount  Mr.  Ingraham 
agreed  to  accept  in  full  compensation  and  settlement  of  his  claim, 
and  the  amount  was  included  in  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  transmitting  estimates  of  appropriations  required  for  the 
service  of  the  fiscal  vear  ending  June  30,  1913.  Later  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  War  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Hon.  Champ  Clark, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repjresentatives,  asking  that  certain  classes 
of  claims  submitted  by  him  in  the  Book  of  Estimates  be  transferred 
from  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to  the  Conamittee  on  Claims. 
This  claim  was  provided  for  in  the  estimates  submitted  and  so 
transferred. 

The  letters  and  communications  are  made  a  part  of  this  report.

My  Dear  Sir:  In  repl^  to  your  letter  of  the  3d  instant,  received  in  this  office  on  the 
4th  instant,  requesting  information  regarding  the  claim  of  Charles  H.  Ingraham,  of 
Pojpham  Beach,  Me.,  for  compensation  for  damages  to  his  property  by  neavy-gun 
firing  at  Fort  Baldwin,  Me.,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  ^ou  that  the  claim  of  Mr.  C.  H. 
Inmham  is  one  of  many  claims  for  damages  on  file  in  this  office  which  have  been 
included  in  the  estimates  submitted  to  Congress  for  an  appropriation  for  their  payment 
during  the  past  several  years.  This  class  of  claims  now  on  file  numbers  203  and  amounts 
in  the  aeg^r^te  to  the  sum  of  $25,615.54. 

The  cl^m  of  Mr.  Ingraham  Ib  stated  for  damages  to  his  house  at  Popham  Beach,  Me.^ 
b)r  heavy-gun  firing  at  Fort  Baldwin,  Me.,  in  August,  1909,  $5,000.  The  amount 
originally  claimed  by  him  was  $25,000,  but  upon  an  investigation  of  the  claim  by  a 
bo£rd  of  officers,  assisted  by  an  expert  superintendent  of  construction  in  the  employ 
of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  he  was  awarded  the  sum  of  $5,000,  which  amount 
he  has  in  writing  signified  his  willingness  to  accept  in  full  settlement  of  his  claim, 
lliat  amount  was  included  in  an  estimate  submitted  to  Congress  in  May,  1910,  pub- 
lished in  House  Document  No.  897,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second  session,  and  was  also 
included  in  the  estimates  submitted  to  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  third  session.  Con- 
gress having  failed  to  make  provision  for  payment  of  any  of  these  claims,  they  will  be 
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included  in  the  next  estimate  prepared  in  this  office  for  submission  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment for  an  appropriation  by  Gongresa  for  their  payment. 

The  claim  of  Mr.  Inmham  is  one  of  several  otner  similar  claims  of  citizens  of  Maine 
for  compensation  for  aama^  inciured  bv  heavy-gun  firing  at  Fort  Preble  and  Fort 
Baldwin,  Me^  which  are  included  in  the  estimates  submitted  to  Gongress  above 
referred  to.  They  are  all  for  smaller  amounts  than  claimed  bv  Mr.  Ingraham,  but  the 
claimants  are  doubtless  equally  desirous  of  final  settlement  of  their  claims. 

Referring  to  the  inquiry  if  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  War  Department  to  submit  such 
claims  on  file  to  the  Committee  on  Cmims  for  consideration,  I  have  to  say  that  this 
matter  has  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  inviting  attention  to  vour  inquirv.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  for  transmission  to  Congress  a  supple- 
mental estimate  of  an  appropriation  of  $22,802.40,  required  by  the  War  Department 
for  the  service  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  for  the  settlement  of  183  claims 
for  damage  to  and  loss  of  private  property  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
Hawaii,  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  due  to  heavy-gun  firing,  taiget  practice,  maneu- 
vers, etc.,  and  an  estimate  of  $5,000  to  provide  for  the  prompt  payment  of  like  claims 
that  accrue  from  time  to  time. 

The  submission  of  these  estimates  is  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  secure  an  appro- 
priation for  the  early  settlement  of  the  claims  above  referred  to,  153  of  which  were 
included  in  estimates  submitted  to  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  second  session  (H.  Doc. 
No8.  177,  519,  689,  and  897),  and  no  action  had  thereon,  and  to  provide  for  the  future 
settlement  of  claims  of  this  character  arising  as  a  result  of  target  practice  with  heavy 
guns  promptly  and  without  the  delay  incident  to  an  annual  estimate  and  appropriaUon. 

These  estimates  are  not  included  in  the  annual  estimates  of  the  department  sub- 
mitted to  the  Treasury  Department  on  October  15  last,  as  required  by  law,  for  the 
reason  that  the  matter  of  these  claims  was  not  brought  to  my  attention  until  late  in 
November.

These  claims  embrace  damages  due  to  heavy-gun  firing,  and  during 
target  practice,  damages  to  fences  and  growing  crops  and  to  trees  by 
troops  while  engaged  in  maneuvere,  etc.  Of  the  amount  now 
estimated  for^  more  than  one-half  is  attributable  to  heavy-gun  firing 
at  Forts  Hamilton,  N.  Y. ;  Heath,  Mass. ;  Levett,  Me. ;  Banks,  Mass.; 
Wadsworth,  N.  Y.;  Revere,  Mass.;  Moultrie,  S.  C;  Winthrop, 
Mass.;  and  Miley,  Cal.  Estimates  of  appropriation  covering  153  of 
these  claims  and  aggregating  $19,033.14  were  submitted  to  Congress 
at  its  last  session,  as  shown  by  House  Documents  Nos.  177,  519,  689, 
and  897.  Sixtv-first  Congress,  second  session,  but  they  failed  to 
receive  lavorable  consideration. 

Authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  submission  of  an  esti- 
mate to  include  the  claims  previously  estimated  for,  as  well  as  those 
since  received  in  this  office,  was  not  received  in  time  to  render 
practicable  the  submission  of  this  estimate  with  those  for  the  fiscal 
year  1912.  (/.

claims  shall  be  made  by  tne  Auditor  for  the  War  Department,  upon 
the  approval  and  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  where 
the  amount  of  damages  has  been  ascertained  by  the  War  Department, 
and  payment  thereof  will  be  accepted  by  the  owners  of  the  property 
in  fiill  satisfaction  of  such  damages  (submitted) 5, 000. 00

Note. — In  connection  with  the  foregoing  estimates  attention  is  invited  to  page  36 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  fiscal  year  1910,  reading  as  follows: 

"It  happens  every  year  in  the  service  of  the  Army  mat  claims  arise  against  the 
War  Department  for  damage  done  to  private  property.  These  claims  may  naturally 
be  grouped  into  three  classes:  (1)  Those  which  are  bound  to  arise  every  year,  (2)  those 
which  arise  at  less  frequent  intervals,  and  (3)  those  whose  occurrences  are  occasional 
and  can  not  be  foreseen.  Of  the  first  class  is  damage  done  by  the  firing  of  the  heavy 
euns  of  our  seacoast  defenses.  Every  year  when  tareet  practice  takes  place  in  some 
localides  it  is  imavoidable  that  window  glass  will  be  shattered  and  plastering  knocked 
down  in  houses  belonging  to  citizens  in  the  vicinity.  Sometimes  window  and  door 
frames  and  doors  are  thrown  out  of  plumb  by  the  concussion.  It  has  been  the  custom 
to  have  claims  for  such  damages  immediately  investigated  and  the  actual  amount  of 
damage  determined  and  reported  upon  by  a  board  of  competent  officers,  and  the  con- 
clusions of  the  department,  based  upon  those  reports,  are  submitted  to  Congress  with 
recommendation  lor  settlement  of  tne  claims.  It  genendly  happens,  however,  that 
several  years  elapse  before  an  appropriation  is  made,  so  that  in  addition  to  the  annoy- 
ance and  inconvenience  caused  by  the  firing  of  the  guns  citizens  whose  property  is 
damaged  are  coinpelled  to  submit  to  delay  in  reimbiursement  for  the  damage  inflicted. 
Every  year  the  War  Department  is  importuned  to  do  away  with  target  practice  with 
the  big  guns  at  various  places  on  the  groimd  of  injiiry  done  to  private  property.  As 
a  rule  requests  of  this  kmd  must,  of  course,  be  denied,  practice  with  tne  guns  being 
essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Coast  Artillery. 
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*^ Every  effort  is  made  by  tlie  department  to  reduce  to  the  minimum  the  discom- 
fort caused  to  citizens  by  the  heavy  firing.  In  line  with  this  effort  it  is  desirable  that 
at  least  in  those  cases  where  it  is  known  that  damage  will  be  inflicted  annually,  pro- 
vision should  be  made  by  Coogress  for  the  prompt  reimbursement  of  the  damages  to 
private  property  as  ascertained  by  boards  of  Army  officers  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
their  reports  to  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Secretarv  of  War.  Such  a  course  was 
authorized  by  the  act  of  April  23,  1904  (33  Stat.,  268),  making  provision  for  joint 
Army  and  Militia  encampments,  maneuvers,  and  field  instruction,  which  wo^ed  well 
and  avoided  much  of  the  dissatisfaction  caused  to  citizens  in  previous  encampments 
and  maneuvers.    This  provision  reads  as  follows: 

(It*  *  *  Pqj  purcnase  of  supplies  for  the  Quartermaster's  and  Ordnance  Depart- 
ments, including  regular  suppbes,  incidental  expenses,  barracks  and  quarters, 
transportation  of  the  militia  and  its  supplies,  clothing  and  equipage,  leasee  of  land, 
and  damages  of  property,  six  hundred  mousand  dollars.' 

"It  is  hoped  that  some  adequate  legislation  of  a  similar  character  may  be  made 
for  the  claims  above  indicated.  At  the  present  time  there  are  150  cases,  amountine  to 
$18,558.14,  which  have  been  investigated  by  this  department  and  recommended  to 
Congress  for  settlement.  They  are  published  in  House  Document  No.  177,  Sixty- 
first  Congress,  second  session;  House  Document  No.  519,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second 
session;  and  House  Document  No.  897,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second  session.  They 
are  all  for  damages  incident  to  the  training,  practice,  and  operations  of  the  Army — 
most  of  them  for  damage  caused  by  the  firing  of  heavy  guns.  Some  of  them  have 
been  before  Congress  since  December,  1908,  and  no  provision  has  yet  been  made  for 
tiie  payment  of  anjr  of  them.  There  are  several  additional  claims  now  pending  in 
the  department  which  have  been  investigated  and  will  be  reported  to  Congress  at 
the  present  session.  The  claimants  in  all  these  cases  have  been  advised  from  time 
to  time  of  the  status  of  their  claims,  and  that  settlement  awaits  an  appropriation  by 
Congress.  Naturally,  however,  they  look  to  the  War  Department  to  expedite  the 
matter  as  being  immediately  re^nsible  for  the  damage.  In  submitting  the  report 
above  referred  to,  I  feel  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  submit  an  estimate  for  an 
amount  large  enough  to  cover  the  payment  of  all  such  claims  as  remain  unpaid,  where 
the  amount  of  damages  has  been  ascertained  by  the  War  Department  and  payment 
thereof  will  be  accepted  by  the  owners  of  the  propert>r  in  full  satisfaction  of  such  dam* 
ages,  and  also  to  suggest  a  small  additional  appropriation  sufficient  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year."

Sir:  Repljdng  to  youre  of  the  16th  instant  regarding  the  claim  of  tlie  PennsylvaniA 
Eng^eering  Co.,  and  incloeing  Private  Calendar  No.  578,  in  which  ia  printed  my 
letter  of  April  22,  1910,  and  memorandum  on  claim  of  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering 
Co.,  I  would  say  that  the  claim  as  presented  is  entirely  just.  The  Pennsylvania 
Engineering  Co.  rendered  the  service  covered  by  this  claim  in  the  form  of  extra 
w^  and  materials  found  necessar^r  during  the  progress  of  the  work  under  their  con- 
tract to  install  a  portable  refrigerating  plant  for  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  of  this 
department.  By  doing  this  they  effected  an  actual  saving  of  cost  to  the  department 
and  at  the  same  time  expeditea  the  completion  of  the  work  which  was  needed  by 
the  department.  Their  failure  to  conform  to  the  contract  stipulations  and  specifica- 
tkma  regarding  the  submitting  of  estimates  of  cost  of  extra  work  found  necessary 
during  the  progress  of  the  worK  under  their  contract  for  approval  by  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industrjr  left  the  department  without  legal  authority  to  pay  the  account, 
although  sufficient  funds  were  available  imder  the  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal 
year  1909. 

The  details  of  the  matter  are  set  forth  in  the  memorandum  which  accompanied 
my  letter  of  April  22^  1910,  and  there  can  be  no  question  that  the  accoimt  is  correct 
and  that  the  sum  claimed  by  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  is  due  for  the  service 
rendered  by  them.

Sir:  Replying  to  your  reouest  of  the  19th  instant,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  H.  R. 
No.  23888,  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  Pennsylyania  Engineering  do.,  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  (appropriating  the  sum  of  11,079.60  in  full  compensation  for  extra  work 
done  in  the  installation  of  a  portable  experimental  refrigerating  plant  for  the  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry  of  this  department),  1  inclose  herewith  a  memorandum  covering 
the  eesential  facts  regarding  this  claim.  There  is  apparently  no  question  that  the 
Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  rendered  the  service  for  which  they  claim  payment 
and  that  by  doing  so  they  effected  a  saving  of  cost  to  the  department,  and,  what 
was  equally  important,  expedited  the  completion  of  the  work  which  was  desired  by 
the  department. 

Through  their  failure  to  conform  to  the  contract  stipulations  and  specifications 
f^;arding  the  submitting  of  estimates  of  cost  of  extra  work  found  necessary  during  the 
TOOgresB  of  the  work  under  theii*  contract  for  approval  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry,  the  department  is  without  authority  to  pay  the  account,  although 
sufficient  funds  are  still  available  under  the  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1909. 
It  is  therefore  considered  that  the  only  way  through  which  payment  could  be  made 
would  be  through  a  special  act  of  Congt^ess.

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[Memorandum  on  claim  of  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  for  Sl,079.60,  covering  labor,  materials,  etc., 
furnished  in  connection  with  installation  of  portable  refrigerating  plant  from  July  17  to  November  21, 
1908.] 

Under  the  contract  between  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  and  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  dated  June  3,  1908,  that  firm  installed  a  portable  refrigerating  plant 
in  a  specially  built  box  car  already  owned  by  the  department,  such  equipment  beiiig 
needed  for  use  in  experimental  investigation  of  fruit  transportation  problems  prose- 
cuted by  the  department.  The  sum  named  in  the  contract  for  the  work  covered  by 
the  contract  ana  specifications  was  $5,300,  that  being  the  bid  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Engineering  Co.,  wnich  was  the  lowest  bidder.  This  contract  reserved  to  the  depart- 
ment the  right  to  make  ''any  omission  from,  addition  to,  or  change  in  said  machinery, 
apparatus,  appliances,  and  accessories,  and  the  manner  of  installation  thereof,  as 
required  in  the  specifications  and  drawings."  It  was  further  provided  that  in  case 
any  such  change  should  be  required  the  contractor  should  submit  a  reasonable  pro- 
posal in  writing,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  should  have  the  right  to  fix 
the  cost  of  any  such  change,  his  decision  in  such  cases  to  be  final. 

The  work  of  installation  which  was  done  in  the  summer  of  1908  was  supervised  by 
Mr.  S.  J.  Dennis,  expert  in  refrigeration,  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industiy,  who  had 
designed  the  plant.  The  plant  was  recognized  as  of  experimental  character,  no 
similar  construction  having  been  previously  done. 

During  the  progress  of  the  worx  it  was  foimd  that  changes  and  rearrangements  in 
various  portions  of  the  equipment  would  be  necessary  in  order  that  the  plant  might 
be  capable  of  satisfactorily  carrying  out  the  experimental  work  for  which  it  wms 
designed.  In  order  to  determine  exactly  what  was  necessary,  considerable  work  d 
an  experimental  nature  was  performed,  involving  the  furnishing  of  both  material  and 
labor  not  contemplated  in  the  contract  and  specifications.  When  it  became  evident 
that  some  such  cnanges  would  be  necessary  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  was 
requested  by  Mr.  S.J.  Dennis  to  furnish  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a  certain  piece 
of  extra  work — '* alteration  to  water  lines  on  gas  engines" — ^but  the  company,  realizing 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  do  the  work  piecemeal  in  order  that  it  should  be  properly 
adjusted  to  other  portions  of  the  installation  under  way  at  the  same  time,  considered 
it  impracticable  to  furnish  an  intelligent  estimate. 

The  company  therefore  undertook  to  perform  such  extra  work  as  above  indicated 
without  gomg  through  the  form  of  submitting  estimates  in  advance  of  doing  the  extra 
work,  it  being  impossible  to  make  reasonably  close  estimates  because  of  the  uncertain 
and  experimental  nature  of  much  of  the  work.  This  was  done  without  securing  the 
approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  whose  approval  was  required 
in  the  specifications  accompanying  the  contract  where  matters  mvolving  modifica- 
tions in  contract  and  payments  were  concerned »  Under  the  circumstances  it  was 
entirely  impracticable  to  obtain  competitive  bids  on  such  work,  and  any  cessation 
of  work  made  necessary  by  the  submitting  of  estimates  on  such  special  j'obs  for  ap- 
proval by  the  department  would  have  necessitated  cessation  of  tne  entire  work  of 
installation  and  would  have  greatly  delayed  the  completion  of  the  installation.  De- 
lay in  completion  of  the  plant  woiild  have  seriously  interfered  with  the  prosecution 
of  the  experimental  work  for  which  it  was  constructed,  such  work  requiring  the  trans- 
portation of  the  plant  to  California  for  use  in  precooling  oranges  in  the  early  spring 
of  1909.  The  company  therefore  imdertook  this  work  as  found  necessary*  by  Mr. 
Dennis,  and  satisfactorily  completed  it. 

The  work  covered  by  the  contract  and  specifications  having  been  satis&urtorily 
completed,  and  the  plant  having  been  delivered  in  Washington,  p^ayment  of  the 
voucher  of  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  for  $5,300  was  approved  in  March,  1909, 
and  payment  therefor  was  made. 

The  bill  for  the  extra  labor  and  materials  as  first  submitted  was  not  clearly  stated 
and  was  returned  to  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co.  for  restatement.  After  such 
restatement  it  was  cheqked  over  in  detail  by  Mr.  Dennis  and  was  approved  for  pay- 
ment under  Department  Authorization  No.  1129,  dated  July  1,  1908,  which  author- 
ized "such  expenses  as  may  be  found  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the  fruit  trans- 
portation and  storage  investigations'*  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  there  being 
available  thereunder  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  voucher,  and  vouchers  of  similar 
character  covering  work  and  materials  payable  to  parties  not  under  contract  with 
the  department  having  previously  been  paid  under  me  same  authorization. 

Doubt  having  arisen  in  the  mind  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  as  to 
authority  to  pay  the  voucher,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Solicitor  of  Uie  depart- 
ment, who  rendered  an  opinion  on  December  15,  1909,  that  the  department  lacked 
such  authority,  and  citing  several  cases  in  which  claims  by  contractors  on  iAie  United 
States  for  extra  work  had  been  disallowed.  It  should,  however,  be  said  in  this  con- 
nection that  the  work  covered  by  the  contract  of  the  Pennsylvania  Engineering  Co. 
was  essentially  experimental  in  many  particulars  and  quite  outside  of  the  usual  range 
of  work  usually  performed  under  contract.

Be  it  enaetedy  etc.,  That  the  Secretan-  of  the  Treaaurj-  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  to  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Benson,  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  forty-six  dollars 
and  fifteen  cents,  in  full  settlement  of  her  claim  a^inst  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  for  damages  done  to  her  phaeton  by  a  caisson  of  the  Third  Re^ment  United

17200)  to  pay  the  claim  of  Andrew  Blank  for  breaking  down  fences 
and  roundmg  up  cattle  during  the  Army  maneuvers  at  Leon  Springs, 
Tex.,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  reconmienaa- 
tion  that  it  do  pass. 

This  bill  is  for  $15  damages  due  Andrew  Blank,  of  Van  Raub, 
Tex.,  for  breaking  down  fences  and  for  rounding  up  cattle  during 
the  Army  maneuvers  at  Leon  Springs,  Tex.,  in  August,  1910.  This 
claim  was  considered  by  a  boara  of  officers  appointed  to  investigate 
it,  and  the  sum  of  $15  was  ascertained  to  be  due  the  claimant.

That  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty-nine 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  pay  the  legal  representatives  of  Robert  B.  Pearce,  late  of 
Sevier  County,  Arkansas,  for  amount  due  for  carrying  the  mail  from  Fulton,  Arkansas, 
to  Rocky  Comfort,  in  said  State,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one.

Postmaster  General  in  1861 .    He  was  paid  in  full  for  services  rendered  to  December  31, 

I860,  at  the  contract  rate  of  pay,  $598  per  annum. 

For  services  rendered  in  tne  quarter  ended  March  31,  1861,  there  is  $149.50  due  to 
Mr.  Robert  B.  Pearce.  This  sum  can  not  be  paid,  however,  until  Congress  appropriates 
the  necessary  funds.

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  WUliam  A.  Avis,  of  New  York,  New  York,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-four 
dollarR  and  thirty  cents,  being  the  amount  incorrectly  collected  on  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  fort^-thiee  pounds  of  wild-celery  seed  imported  at  the  port  of  New  York 
on  November  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entry  numbered  two  hundred  and 
seventy-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty. 
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Mr.  Levy,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  16335) :

16335)  providing  for  the  return  of  certain  duties  incorrectly  collected 
on  wild-celerv  seed,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  ^th 
a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  set  out  fully  in  a  letter  from  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  date  of  January  18,  1912,  which  is 
hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant, 
inciosine  a  copy  of  the  bill  (H.  R.  16335)  authorizing  the  payment  to  William  A.  Avia, 
of  New  York,  of  $434.30,  collected  on  4,343  pounds  wild-celery  seed,  and  requestipg 
all  j^apers  of  copies  of  the  same  on  file  relating  to  the  claim  with  an  opinion  as  to  its 
merits. 

In  reply  I  inclose  herewith  copies  of  letters  from  William  A.  Avis  &  Co.  and  the 
collector  of  customs  at  New  York  relative  to  the  subject,  with  a  copy  of  the  depart- 
ment's decision  of  November  11,  1911,  addressed  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  New 
York  in  the  matter. 

It  appears  that  the  merchandise  was  imported  through  the  port  of  New  York  by 
Van  Loan,  Maguire  <&  Gaffney  in  November,  1909,  and  was  entered  for  their  account 
by  William  A.  Avis  <&  Co.  as  customs  brokers  on  entry  273740.  The  seed  was  entered 
free  of  duty  imder  pteiragraph  559  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909,  but  was  returned  at  10  cents 
per  pound  under  paragraph  226  of  the  said  act  as  "  seeds  not  specially  provided  for, " 
and  liquidation  was  made  according  to  this  return  on  December  27.  1909,  and  duties 
assessed  amounting  to  $434.30,  which  were  paid  on  January  4,  1910.  There  is  no 
record  in  the  customs  office  of  any  protest  having  been  filed  against  this  assessment  of 
duty,  although  the  brokers  claim  that  they  duly  filed  a  protest  against  the  liquidation, 
claiming  free  entry  for  the  merchandise  as  a  crude  drug  under  paragraph  668  of  the 
tariff  act,  and  presented  to  the  department  a  copy  of  the  protest  from  their  files.  (It 
appears  that  the  paragraph  number  should  have  been  559.) 

Two  other  importations  of  a  similar  clvuracter  were  afterwards  entered  bv  the  same 
importers  and  auty  assessed.  In  these  cases  protests  were  filed  and  refunds  w^ie 
made  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraieers 
in  T.  D.  31476. 

The  collector  of  customs  states  that  it  is  practically  impossible  that  a  protest  could 
have  been  filed  in  the  customs  office  without  having  been  recorded,  as  the  filing  of 
protests  is  carefullv  scrutinized,  and  it  would  appear  that  there  was  an  oversight  on 
the  part  of  the  brokers*  representative  in  failing  to  protest  in  the  case  of  entry  273740. 

Tne  brokers,  under  the  circumstances,  refunded  the  amount  of  the  duties  to  the 
importers  and  requested  permission  to  file  a  protest  as  of  a  date  within  the  15  days 
required  by  subsection  14  of  section  28  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909;  but  there  was  no  pro- 
vision of  law  under  which  the  department  could  comply  with  the  request,  and  it  was 
unable  to  grant  relief. 

If  Congress  should,  however,  upon  the  facts  presented  see  fit  to  authorize  a  refund 
of  the  duties  in  Question,  the  department  will  interpose  no  objection  thereto.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasurv  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  author- 
ized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  owners  of  the  American  schooner  Dorothy  B.  Barrett 
(the  G.  G.  Deering  Company,  of  Bath,  Maine,  managing  owner)  the  sum  of  eight 
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hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  forty  cents,  the  same  to  be  in  full  satisfaction 
for  all  claims  of  loss  or  damages  of  whatsoever  nature  resulting  or  claimed  to  have 
reeulted  from  the  collision  of  the  United  States  ship  Mayrant  with  said  schooner 
Dorothy  B.  Barrett  off  Cape  Cod,  Massachusetts,  on  August  thirtieth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  the  above  sum  of  e^t  hundred  and  thirty-eight  aollars  and  forty 
cents  being  the  total  amount  of  items  of  loss  and  damage  approved  by  the  Navy 
Department. 

Mr.  Francis,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  18394): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  H.  R. 
18394,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  that  it  is  of  the 
opinion  that  from  the  report  of  the  Department  of  the  Navy  as  to 
the  circumstance  of  the  accident  and  injury  to  the  Dorothy  B. 
Barren  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Myrant  off  Cape  Cod,  Mass.,  June  30,  1911, 
thereby  injuring  the  property  of  G.  G.  Deering  Co.,  managing  owner 
of  Bath,  Me.,  that  the  iniury  was  caused  solely  by  reason  of  the 
n^igence  of  said  United  States  marine  vessel. 

We  further  find  that  the  several  amounts  making  the  total  of 
damages  claimed  by  said  company  have  been  submitted  by  the 
owner  of  the  schooner  and  carefully  considered  by  the  department 
and  found  to  be  reasonable  and  found  that  the  owners  are  entitled 
to  reimbursement  in  the  amount  claimed  by  them.  The  letter  of 
G.  V.  L.  Meyer,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  together  with  a  copy  of  so 
much  of  the  memorandum  of  the  department  as  to  the  Deermg  Co.'s 
claim  is  submitted  herewith  and  made  a  part  of  tliis  report. 

Your  committee  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  said 
claim  be  reported  favorably  to  the  House  for  payment.

S.  S.  Mayrant  off  Cape 
Cod,  Mass.,  on  August  30,  1911,  I  have  the  honor  to  advise  vou  that  the  department 
has  this  day  referred  the  draft  of  a  bill  covering  a  number  of  claims  of  this  cnaracter, 
including  the  claim  of  the  Deering  Co.  in  the  amount  of  $838.40,  to  the  Senate  and  the 
House  Committee  on  Claims  with  a  recommendation  that  special  appropriations  be 
authorized  from  which  the  claimants  in  each  instance  may  be  reimoursed  for  the 
damages  suffered.  With  the  department's  letters  were  inclosed  a  memorandum 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  facts  in  regard  to  each  claim. 

There  is  inclosed  for  your  information  a  copy  of  so  much  of  the  memorandum  in 
question  as  relates  to  the  Deering  Co.'s  claim.

(12)  To  pay  the  owners  of  the  schooner  Dorothy  B.  Barrett  for  damages  to  their 
schooner  on  account  of  the  collision  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Mayrant  off  Cape  Cod,  Mass., 
on  August  30,  1911,  $838.40. 

On  the  evening  of  August  29,  1911,  the  Mayrant  left  Newport,  R.  I.,  for  Boston, 
Mass.  At  about  0.15  p.  m.  she  started  on  a  25-knot  endurance  run  of  six  hours'  dura- 
tion. After  finishing  this  run,  she  continued  under  a  headwav  of  between  23  and  25 
knots.  **The  weather  all  night  had  been  squally,  with  considerable  sea,  rain  clouds, 
and  variable  winds,  from  light  breezes  to  fresh  squalls,  but  the  atmosphere,  while 
very  dark  at  times,  was  clear  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  picking  up  light- 
houses or  li^ht  vessels  or  seeing  steamers*  lights.''  The  running  lights  of  the  Mayrant 
were   burning,   a  look-out  was  stationed,  and  the  officer  of  tne  deck  and  two 
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enlisted  men,  in  addition  to  the  look-out,  were  on  duty  on  the  bridge.  During  the 
night  several  vessels  were  pasbed.  At  about  3.55  a.  m.,  on  the  30th,  when  the  Maynmi 
was  about  10  to  12  miles  off  Cape  Cod  and  proceeding  under  a  headway  of  between 
23  and  25  knots,  a  dark  shape  was  sighted  between  800  and  1,000  yards  off  the  starboud 
bow.  No  lights  were  seeji  at  the  time  and  it  was  assumed  that  the  object  sifted  was 
a  vessel  proceeding  in  the  same  general  direction  as  the  Mamani.  Tne  course  of  the 
naval  vessel  was  accordingly  changed  a  little  to  port  with  the  idea  of  passing  further 
astern  of  the  supposed  vessel.  Very  soon  after  this  maneuver  was  made  a  red  light 
on  the  object  showed  up,  and  it  was  then  seen  to  be  a  schooner  near  at  hand  on  the 
port  tack,  with  her  running  lights  properly  burning.  The  course  of  the  schooner  was 
such  as  to  cross  the  course  of  the  Mayrant  at  about  a  right  angle,  the  schooner  proceeding 
in  a  southerly  direction ,  while  the  Mayrant  was  proceeding  m  a  northwesterly  direction. 

Orders  were  immediately  given  on  the  Mayrant  to  back  engines  full  speed,  but  the 
vessels  were  so  close  togetner  that  the  collision  could  not  be  avoided.  The  oflBcer  of 
the  deck  on  the  Mayrant  testified  before  the  board  of  naval  officers  appointed  to 
investigate  this  collision  that  only  one  and  a  half  minutes  elapsed  between  the  time 
the  schooner  was  first  sighted  as  a  black  object  and  the  moment  of  the  collision .  As 
the  result  of  this  collision  each  vessel  was  more  or  less  materially  damaged. 

Rule  20  of  the  International  Rules  of  the  Road  makes  it  incumbent  on  a  steam 
vessel  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  a  sailing  vessel,  while  Rule  23  makes  it  incumbent  on 
a  steam  vessel  to  stop  or  reverse  where  necessary  to  carry  out  Rule  20. 

The  board  found  tnat  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Mayrant  to  keep  clear  of  the  schooner 
and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  responsibility  for  the  collision  rests  with  the  oflficer  of 
the  deck  *  *  *.  It  is  believed  that  had  the  course  been  changed,  either  td 
starboard  or  port,  with  full  helm,  and  speed  immediately  [reduced]  on  sighting  the 
schooner,  the  Mayrant  would  have  cleared  the  Barrett. 

The  Bureau  of  Navigation  expressed  the  opinion  that  under  the  circumstances 
existing,  namely,  a  new  vessel  just  commissioned,  with  a  crew  and  officers  but  slightly 
acquainted  witn  each  other  and  with  the  vessel  and  her  almost  untried  maneuvering 
qualities,  the  commanding  officer  *  ♦  *  did  not  exhibit  good  judgment  or  com- 
mendable interest  in  the  safe  navigation  of  the  vessel  in  running  at  sucfi  q>eed  (about 
25  knots)  in  thick  weather  in  such  frequented  waters. 

The  bureau  also  believes  that  had  ♦  ♦  *  the  officer  of  the  deck  been  more 
vigilant,  as  he  should  have  been  under  such  conditions  as  above  referred,  to  and 
acted  promptly  when  the  schooner  was  first  sighted  a  collision  would  have  been 
avoided    *    *    *. 

Both  the  commanding  officer  and  the  officer  of  the  deck  have  been  reprimanded 
by  the  department  for  the  manner  in  which  the  naval  vessel  was  navigated  on  the 
nidit  in  question. 

The  owners  of  the  Dorothy  B.  Barretty  the  G.  G.  Deering  Co.,  of  Bath,  Me.,  have 
submitted  itemized  bills  showing  that  the  actual  damages  suffered  by  them  as  the 
result  of  this  collision  amounted  to  $838.40.  This  amount  is  made  up  of  the  following 
items,  each  substantiated  by  itemized  bills  duly  sworn  to:  Cost  of  surveying  damage 
to  schooner  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  on  September  4,  1911,  120.50;  towing  of  schooner  to 
ship-repair  yard  at  Boston,  Mass.,  on  September  25,  1911,  $36;  survey  on  September 
26,  1911,  at  the  ship-repair  yard  at  Boston  prior  to  making  the  repairs,  $20;  bills  of 
the  ship-repair  company  for  making  good  the  injuries  to  the  schooner  on  account  of 
this  collision,  $282.73;  demurrage  fori  days  and  19  hours  while  the  schooner  was  laid 
up  for  repairs  at  Boston  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  day,  $479.17. 

With  respect  to  the  demurrage  item  the  following  information  is  submitted:  The 
charter  party,  dated  Au^st  23,  1911,  under  which  the  Dorothy  B.  Barrett  was  engaged 
at  the  time  of  the  collision,  provided  for  demurrage  for  detention  of  the  schooner  at 
the  rate  of  5  cents  per  ton  (bill  of  lading  weight  of  3,329  tons  of  cargo  coal)  per  day. 
This  would  make  the  charter  party  demurrage  amount  to  $166.45  per  day.  The 
owners  of  the  schooner,  however,  in  their  letter  of  December  5,  1911,  addressed  to 
the  department,  agreed  to  reduce  their  demurrage  claim  to  $100  per  day  in  view  of 
the  short  time,  4  days  and  19  hours,  that  the  vessel  was  laid  up  for  repairs,  and 
in  view  of  an  early  settlement  of  their  claim.  Under  this  charter  party,  whic^ 
covered  a  voyage  for  the  transportation  of  a  cargo  of  coal  from  Boston  to  Newport 
News,  the  vessel  was  to  receive  freight  at  the  rate  of  60  cents  per  ton  (bill  of  laaing 
weight).  There  is  believed  to  be  no  question  that  the  demurrage  item  should  be 
properly  included  in  the  claim  for  damages  as  submitted  by  the  company. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  appears  to  be  no  Question  that  the  responsibility  far 
this  collision  rests  on  the  Mayrant,  and  as  the  bills  submitted  by  the  own^ns  of  the 
schooner  covering  the  damages  suffered  by  them  on  account  of  this  collision  are 
believed  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  the  department  considers  that  the  owners  are 
entitled  to  reimbursement  in  the  amount  claimed  by  them.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  the  J.  Kennard  and  Sons  Carpet  Company,  of  Saint  Louis,  Missouri. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  refund  to  the  J.  Kennard  and  Sons  Carpet  Company,  a  corporation 
of  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents,  the  same  being  the  amount  of  penalties  heretofore 
assessed  against  and  collected  from  said  company  on  account  of  customs  duties  in  the 
months  of  April,  May,  July,  and  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven. 

Mr.  Cantrill,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  2001): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R- 
2001)  for  the  relief  of  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet  Co.,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass. 

This  is  a  bill  to  pay  the  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet  Co.  the  sum 
of  82,427.88,  arising  out  of  the  following  statement  of  facts:  The 
above  company  for  many  years  have  been  large  importers  of  Unoleum 
from  England.  For  a  long  period  a  deduction  on  account  of  inland 
freight  from  the  point  of  manufacture  to  the  port  of  shipment, 
amounting  to  40  shillings  per  ton,  had  been  allowed  by  the  manu- 
facturers to  the  company,  and  this  deduction  was  also  allowed  by^ 
the  appraiser  at  St.  Louis  from  the  invoice  price,  in  order  to  arrive 
at  the  appraisal  value.  However,  in  April  and  May  of  1907,  the. 
appraiser  at  St.  Louis,  for  the  first  time,  and  without  notice  to  the 
company,  advanced  the  values  on  three  invoices  of  linoleum  by 
reducing  the  allowance  for  freight  from  40  shillings  per  ton  to  13 
shillings  and  9  pence  for  40  cubic  feet  (a  reduction  of  practically 
50  per  cent  of  previous  allowances).  In  subsequent  importations, 
in  June,  July,  and  August,  1907,  the  company,  conforming  to  the 
ruling  of  the  appraiser,  voluntarily  increased  the  invoice  value  by 
the  amount  of  the  difference  just  indicated.  Without  any  notifica- 
tion whatever,  the  appraiser,  on  July  15,  1907,  again  changed  his 
ruling  on  an  entry  of  tnese  goods  made  June  7,  1907,  and  raised  the 
appraisal  value  by  eUminating  the  entire  freight  allowance. 

Thus,  within  a  period  of  six  months  the  appraiser  made  three 
different  rulings  as  to  freight  allowance  on  linoleum  and  gave  the 
company  no  chance  whatever  to  protect  itself  and  avoid  the  penal 
duties  resulting  from  increasing  the  invoice  price.  (See  act  of  June 
10,  1890,  as  amended  by  sec.  32  of  the  act  of  June  24,  1897,  30 
Stat.  L.,  chap.  11.) 

In  this  way,  without  any  intentional  undervaluation,  the  company, 
without  any  intimation  whatever  of  any  proposed  change  by  the 
Government  in  its  allowance  for  inland  freight,  became  subject  to 
and  did  pay  under  protest  the  sum  of  $2,427.88  as  penal  duties, 
besides  adcutional  duties,  by  reason  of  the  increased  valuation, 
amounting  to  $501.65;  and  this  bill  is  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing 
the  above  company  in  the  sum  of  $2,427.88,  which  it  paid  as  penal 
duties  under  protest. 

The  attached  letters  and  communications  give  the  facts  in  the  case 
and  are  asked  to  be  taken  as  a  part  of  this  report.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  reference  of  the  14th 
ultimo  of  H.  R.  27153,  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet  Co.,  of 
St.  Louia,  Mo.,  to  refund  to  the  said  company  $2,427.88,  the  amount  of  a  penalty 
jws^sed  and  collected  from  the  said  company  on  account  of  customs  duties  during 
the  months  of  April,  May,  July,  and  August  of  1907. 

The  facts  os  they  appear  from  the  records  on  file  in  this  department  are  as  follows: 

Between  the  dates  of  March  23  and  August  9,  1907,  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet  Co., 
entered  at  the  pjort  of  St.  Louis  nine  different  shipments  of  linoleum  imported  from 
England.  The  invoice?  on  which  entries  were  made  showed  the  price  at  which  the 
merchandi'^  was  purcha<»ed  with  various  discounts  and  a  freight  allowance  of  40  ehil- 
lingB  per  ton,  which  was  deducted  from  the  \'alues  of  the  mercnandise,  as  stated  in  the 
invoices. 

On  some  of  the  entries  the  importers  deducted  the  entire  freight  allowance  from  the 
invoice  value,  while  on  other  entries  one-half  of  the  freight  allowance  was  deducted. 

Upon  appraisement  by  the  local  appraiser  the  freight  allowance  deducted  by  the 
importers  was  added  back  to  make  market  value;  and  upon  reappraisement  by  a  single 
general  appraij<er  and  by  a  board  of  three  generol  apprai«<er3  the  entire  amount  deducted 
as  a  freight  allowance  was  added  to  make  market  value,  together  with  an  addition  of 
2  ahillingB  per  bale  for  packing  charges.  Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  section  13 
of  the  act  of  June  10, 1890,  the  surveyor  liquidated  the  entries  upon  the  values  returned 
by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  and  assessed  an  additional  duty  of  1  pet  cent  for 
each  1  per  cent  that  the  appraised  value  exceeded  the  entered  value,  as  required 
by  section  32  of  the  act  of  July  24,  1897,  the  total  amount  of  such  additional  dutiefl 
being  $2,427.88. 

The  importers  applied  to  the  department  for  a  remission  of  the  additional  duties  so 
assessed,  but  as  it  appeared  that  tne  undervaluation  was  not  the  result  of  a  manifest 
clerical  error,  this  department  was  without  authority  to  remit  the  additional  duties 
assessed  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

It  appears  that  linoleum  sold  in  England  was  invoiced  at  a  price  including  the 
freight  from  the  point  of  shipment  in  England  to  the  place  of  delivery  in  the  United 
States:  that  for  a  number  ot  years  prior  to  July  1,  1907,  it  had  been  the  practice  in 
appraising  linoleums  to  deduct  the  amount  of  freight  from  the  purchase  pnce  of  same 
to  ascertam  the  foreign  market  value  thereon,  and  that  in  accordance  with  this  practice 
the  importers  in  making  entry  of  linoleums  always  deducted  the  freight  allowance 
and  declared  in  their  entry  the  invoice  value  of  the  merchandise  less  the  amount 
allowed  them  for  freight  from  England  to  the  place  of  delivery  in  the  United  States. 

The  published  reports  of  reappraisements  for  the  week  ended  June  24,  1907,  re- 
appraisement  Nos.  10879, 10881,  and  10948,  show  reappraisements  on  linoleums  wherein 
the  deduction  of  freight  was  allowed.  All  reappraisements  of  linoleums  made  sub- 
sequent to  July  1. 1907,  however,  show  that  the  aeductions  for  freight  were  disallowed. 

This  department  has  no  record  of  the  evidence  upon  which  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  changed  their  ruling  and  decided  that  the  freight  charges  should  be  added 
to  make  market  value,  nor  whether  these  importers  had  notice  of  the  change  of  the 
rule  of  the  general  appraisers  as  to  the  market  value  of  this  merchandise. 

It  does  appear,  however,  that  it  was  the  practice  of  these  importers  to  enter  their 
merchandise  at  the  value  which  had  been  affirmed  by  the  Board  of  General  Ap- 
praisers as  the  correct  market  value,  and  that  there  was  no  intention  on  their  part  to 
undervalue  the  said  merchandise  or  to  evade  the  payment  of  duty  thereon.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  refund  to  the  J.  Kennard  and  Sons  Carpet  Company,  a  corporation  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  four  hundred  ana  twenty-seven  dollars 
and  eighty-eight  cents,  the  same  being  the  amount  of  penalties  heretofore  aooooood 
against  ancl  collected  from  said  company  on  account  of  customs  duties  in  the  months  <^ 
April,  May,  July,  and  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven.

Sir:  The  department  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  reporting  on  the 
application  of  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet  Co.  for  remission  of  additional  duties  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  section  32  of  the  act  of  July  24,  1897. 

The  applicants  state  that  they  purchased  linoleum  from  a  firm  in  London,  England, 
with  certain  discounts  for  cash,  and  also  allowance  for  freight  which  they  paid  for  the 
transportation  of  the  goods  from  London  to  St.  Louis,  so  that  the  net  price  to  the 
j^pHcants  is  the  price  in  England,  lees  freight  and  discounts;  that  for  years  it  has 
TOen  the  practice  of  the  customs  ofhcers  to  treat  the  net  price,  with  discounts  and 
freight  deaucted,  as  the  price  upon  which  duty  was  to  be  paid:  that  on  April  20,  1907. 
the  local  appraiser  made  a  rulmg  reducing  the  freight  allowance  about  naif,  adding 
that  amount  to  the  price  upon  which  duty  was  assessed:  that  they  paid  duty  in 
accordance  with  this  rule.  Later,  that  is  about  July  15,  1907,  the  value  of  several 
invoices,  upon  which  duty  had  already  been  paid,  was  raised  by  the  local  appraiser 
by  eliminating  the  entire  freight  allowance,  thus  making  an  additional  increase  in  the 
valuation  upon  whicii  duty  was  to  be  paid;  that  this  ruling  was  made  with  respect  to 
a  large  number  of  invoices  at  one  time  and  upon  entries  which  had  been  made  in 
accordance  with  former  rulings,  so  that  the  applicants  had  no  chance  to  protect  them- 
aelves  by  voluntarily  adding  the  entire  freight  allowance.  The  applicants  btate  that 
they  appealed  from  the  ruling  of  the  local  appraiser  to  a  General  Appraiser,  and  then 
to  a  boEuxi  of  three  General  Appraisers,  and  that  the  ruling  of  the  local  appraiser  upon 
valuation  has  been  affirmed,  and  that  increased  duties  amounting  to  $501.65  and  addi- 
tional duties  under  section  32  amounting  to  $2,427.87  have  been  assessed. 

You  report  the  facts  substantially  as  stated  by  the  applicants. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  importers  entered  their  mercniandise  at  what  they  supposed 
to  be  the  market  value,  but,  on  account  of  a  change  in  market  price  as  determined  by 
the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  the  values  were  advanced  and  the  importers  sub- 
jected to  increased  and  acditional  duties. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  no  clerical  error  is  claimed  or  shown,  and  section  32  provides 
that  such  additional  duties  shall  not  be  construed  to  l>e  penal  and  shall  not  l)e  remitted, 
nor  jpayment  thereof  in  any  way  avoided,  except  in  cases  arising  from  a  manifest 
clencal  error,  the  department  is  precluded  from  granting  the  desired  relief.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  letter  from  the  J.  Kennard  A  Sons 
Carpet  Co.,  of  this  port,  to  the  department,  relative  to  certain  regular  and  additional 
(gt  penal)  duties  cnaiged  against  them  in  the  liquidation  of  certain  entries  made  by 
them  covering  linoleum,  which  letter  has  been  referred  to  me  for  report  and  return.  * 
In  reply  I  l)eg  to  state  that  between  the  dates  of  March  23  and  August  9,  1907, 
there  were  received  by  this  firm  nine  shipments  covering  linoleum,  imported  from 
England.  The  consular  invoices  showed  freight  allowance  of  40  shillings  per  ton, 
which  was  deducted  from  the  invoice  value  of  the  merchandise.  On  entering  the 
ffoods  Messrs.  Kennard  &  Sons  deducted  this  freight  allowance  from  the  invoice  value. 
On  a  portion  of  the  entries  one-half  of  the  freight  allowance  was  deducted  on  entry, 
tiiis  latter  allowance  being  in  accordance  with  previous  appraisements  made  by 
the  appraising  department. 
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When  the  invoices  came  under  tlje  observation  of  the  appraiser,  that  officer  returned 
the  invoices  disallowing  the  freight  charges  which  had  been  deducted,  thereby  adding 
that  amount  to  the  entered  value  of  the  merchandise.  From  that  addition  the  import- 
ers appealed  to  one  General  Appraiser,  who  sustained  the  local  appraiser. 

An  apperi  was  then  taken  to  tne  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  which  body  sustained 
the  disallowance  of  the  freight  charges,  and  on  these  entries,  some  two  or  three,  on  whidi 
the  local  appraiser  had  allowed  half  the  freight  ch^es,  the  board  disallowed  any 
freight  chai^,  and  added  2  shillings  per  bale  for  packing. 

There  being  no  further  appeal  provided  for  by  law,  the  entries  were  liquidated 
in  accordance  with  the  return  of  value  as  made  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraiser?, 
making  a  regular  additional  duty  of  $501.65,  and  an  additional  (penal)  duty  of  $2,427.88 
as  stated  by  the  Kennard  Carpet  Co. 

There  is  no  question  as  to  the  good  faith  of  the  importers,  who  constitute  one  of  the 
most  reputable  firms  in  this  city  and  who  have  been  importing  linoleum  for  years,  and 
who  until  comparatively  recent  date  have  been  allowed  the  freight  reductions  shown 
on  the  consular  invoice.  They  particularly  object  to  the  inclusion  of  penal  duties 
in  the  liquidated  duties  charged  against  them,  but  as  section  No.  7  of  the  customs 
administrative  act  specifically  provides  that  1  per  cent  penal  duty  shall  be  chazged  for 
every  1  per  cent  that  the  appraised  value  exceeds  the  entered  value,  I  saw  no  way 
to  avoid  charging  these  additional  duties.  No  protest  is  filed  against  these  charges, 
hence  the  matter  rests  with  the  department  as  to  whether  or  not  any  change  shall  be 
made  in  the  liquidations.

Dear  Sir:  We  are  not  known  to  you  personally,  but  we  take  the  liberty  of  refer- 
ring to  Senator  Warner  of  Missouri,  Senator  Stone  of  Missouri,  ex-Senator  Cockrell, 
and  to  Messrs.  Bartholdt,  Coudrey,  and  Caulfield,  of  the  St.  Louis  delegation  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  as  to  the  standing  of  our  company. 

We  write  to  ask  for  your  aid  in  obtaining  relief  in  the  matter  of  the  assessment  of 
certain  penalties  against  us  because  of  what  has  been  claimed  by  the  customs  authori- 
ties to  be  an  undervaluation  of  goods.  The  facts  out  of  which  the  assessment  of  pen- 
alties grow  are  as  follows: 

We  are  purchasers  of  lai]ge  amounts  of  linoleum  from  a  firm  in  London,  England. 
They  sell  us  the  goods  delivered  f.  o.  b.  St.  Louis,  at  the  same  price  that  they  sell 
goods  in  England.  They  credit  us,  and  also  all  English  purchasers,  with  certain 
discounts  for  cash  and  otherwise  on  this  price,  and  they  also  allow  us  for  the  freis^t 
which  we  pay  for  the  transportation  of  tne  goods  from  London  to  St.  Louis,  so  that 
the  net  price  to  us  is  the  price  in  England,  less  the  freight  and  discounts.  This  is 
the  same  price  that  every  merchant  in  this  country  pays  under  similar  circumstances. 
All  of  the  facts  above  mentioned  are  fully  set  out  m  the  consular  invoicet.,  and  also 
in  the  entries  made  by  us  in  the  customhouse  at  St.  Louis.  For  years  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  customhouse  here  to  treat  the  net  price  to  us  as  the  price  upon  which 
the  duty  was  to  be  paid. 

On  April  20,  1907,  the  local  appraiser  made  a  ruling  whereby  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  duties  he  decided  that  the  freight  allowance  to  us  should  be  reduced  to 
about  half  and  thereby  correspond ini^ly  raised  the  price  upon  which  duty  was  assessed. 
We  paid  duty  in  accordance  with  this  ruling,  as  we  did  not  desire  to  have  any  contro- 
versy with  the  Government,  and  after  that  our  entries  were  written  so  as  to  make  the 
freignt  allowance  conform  to  that  ruling  of  the  appraiser.  Later — that  is,  about  July 
15,  1907 — the  valuation  of  some  invoices  upon  which  we  had  already  paid  duty  was 
raised  by  the  local  appraiser  by  eliminating  the  entire  freight  allowance,  thus  making 
an  additional  increase  in  the  valuation  upon  which  the  duty  was  to  be  paid.  In 
other  words,  he  ruled  that  the  price  to  us  and  any  other  person  who  was  similarly 
situated  was  not  reduced  by  the  freight  allowance  and  that  the  Government  would 
levy  the  tax  without  regard  to  such  allowance. 

This  ruling  was  made  with  respect  to  a  laige  number  of  invoices  at  one  time  Mid 
upon  entries  which  we  had  made  in  accordance  with  his  former  rulings,  so  that  it 
really  gave  us  no  chance  whatever  to  protect  our  interests  by  ourselves  voluntarily 
eliminating  the  entire  freight  allowance.     In  other  words,  we  were  following  the  last 
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ruling  whidi  h*d  theretofore  been  made  by  the  Government  authorities,  when  we 
were  suddenly,  and  without  notice  of  any  kind,  confronted  with  the  fact  that  the  ruling 
had  been  changed  and  that  by  virtue  of  tiiat  changed  ruling,  and  by  virtue  of  that  fact 
alone,  we  were  to  be  subjectea  to  large  penalties. 

The  first  entry  under  which  the  ruliiu;  wai)  made,  that  no  part  of  the  freight  was  to 
be  deducted,  was  the  entry  on  which  we  had  paid  duty  on  June  7, 1907.  The  appraiser 
took  the  entry  under  consideration  and  hela  it  under  advisement  until  July  15,  1907. 
In  the  meantime,  as  above  stated,  we  paid  the  duty  on  the  invoice  of  Jime  7,  under  the 
old  ruling,  whereby  half  of  the  freignt  allowance  was  to  be  deducted  in  estimating 
the  price  upon  which  the  duty  was  to  be  paid .  We  also  paid  duty  on  invoices  on  June 
18  and  June  25, 1907,  under  the  same  basis  and  under  the  old  ruling  of  the  Government 
authorities.  On  July  15,  1907,  the  ruling  of  the  appraiser  was  made  wherein  he 
altered  his  former  ruling  and  for  the  first  time  ruled  that  no  part  of  the  freight  allowance 
was  to  be  deducted  from  the  price  in  estimating  the  value  upon  which  duty  was  to 
bepaid,  and  the  claim  was  made  that  we  should  pay  not  only  extra  duty  on  the  invoices 
of  June  7,  but  that  we  should  pav  penalties  on  tnose  invoices  and  extra  duty  and  pen- 
alties on  invoices  of  June  18  ana  26,  1907. 

If  we  are  compelled  to  pay  penalties  under  such  ruling,  the  effect  of  it  would  be  the 
same  as  an  ex  post  facto  law  in  this,  that  when  we  made  the  entries  and  paid  the 
duty,  we  did  so  in  accordance  with  the  law  then  prevailii^,  yet  by  what  was  equiva* 
lent  to  the  enactment  of  a  new  law  after  that  time,  we  have  been  subjected  to  heavy 
penalties,  and  to  the  mortification  which  we  feel  in  having  any  penalties  assessed 
against  us.  We  say  mortification  because,  although  our  house  has  been  in  business 
importing  goods  through  the  customhouse  for  more  than  50  years,  this  is  the  first  time 
anything  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty  has  been  imposed  upon  us. 

We  appealed  from  the  ruling  of  the  local  appraiser  to  the  general  appraiser,  and 
thence  to  tiie  Board  of  General  Appraisers  of  New  York,  and  the  last  ruling  of  the  local 
appraiser  on  valuation  has  been  affirmed  and  the  additional  duties  under  such  valu« 
ation,  amounting  to  $501.65,  and  the  penaltiefe,  to  the  amount  of  $2,427.88,  have  been 
assessed.  I  am  sure,  although  the  Board  of  Appraisers  sustained  the  ruling  as  to 
valuation  made  by  the  local  appraiser,  that  neither  the  local  appraiser  nor  any  gentle* 
man  on  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  believes  that  there  is  any  justice  in  requiring 
us  to  pay  the  penalty  for  an  act  wnich,  when  done,  was  done  innocently,  and  in  accord' 
ance  with  the  law  as  then  administered.  There  was  no  concealment  on  our  part  of 
anything.  The  consular  invoice  and  the  entries  showed  all  the  facts  as  to  the  price, 
discounts,  and  allowances. 

We  would  cheerfully  pay  the  additional  duties  assessed,  but  we  feel  that  there  must 
be  somewhere  vested  the  authority  to  relieve  us  from  any  necessity  of  paying  the 
penalty  of  $2,427.88  for  doing  somethingthat  was  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  law 
as  administered  at  the  time  we  did  it.  The  assessment  of  such  penalty  carries  with  it 
not  only  an  unjust  financial  burden,  but  also  the  stigma  of  having  done  an  unlawful 
act,  and  of  having  tried  to  evade  the  payment  of  a  lawful  debt.  This  stigma  wo  do  not 
care  to  rest  under,  and  we  appeal  to  your  sense  of  fairness  and  justice  for  a'd  in  relieving 
us  from  it. 

We  would  ask  you  to  pardon  the  length  of  this  letter,  but  the  action  of  the  Govern-, 
ment  strikes  us  as  so  unjust  that  we  can  not  submit  to  it  willingly.    We  therefore 
invoke  your  assistance  in  doing  what  can  be  done  to  relieve  ourselves,  and  others  who 
are  similarly  situated,  from  the  weight  of  the  unjust  burden.

— In  using  the  term  '* penalty  "  in  this  letter,  we  refer  to  that  additional  duty 
of  1  per  cent  of  the  total  appraised  value  for  each  1  per  cent  that  such  appraised  value 
exceeds  the  value  declared  in  the  entry,  which  additional  duty  practically  operates 
as  a  penalty.

My  Dear  Mr.  Secretary:  I  have  the  honor  to  refer  to  you  for  such  consideration 
as  may  be  proper  the  inclosed  communication  of  date  the  23d  instant,  addrenaed  to 
ftie  by  Mr.  Sam  M.  Kennard,  of  the  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet  Co.,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
relative  to  ruling  by  local  appraisers,  afterwards  reviewed  by  the  General  Board  of 
Appraisers  upon  duties  on  certain  invoices  of  linoleums,  etc. 

Permit  me  to  add  that  while  I  am  not  personally  acquainted  with  Mr.  Kennard, 
that  I  am  familiar  with  the  standing  and  reputation  of  the  J.  Kennard  &  Sons  Carpet 
Co.  It  is  a  large  concern  and  stands  high  in  the  respect  of  the  business  men  of  St.

Dear  Sir:  We  are  not  known  to  you  personally,  but  we  take  the  liberty  of  referring 
to  Senator  Warner  of  Missouri,  Senator  Stone  of  Missouri^  ex -Senator  CockrelL  and  to 
Messrs.  Bartholdt,  Coudrey,  and  Caulfield,  of  the  St.  Louis  delegation  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  as  to  the  standing  of  our  company. 

We  write  to  ask  for  your  aid  in  obtaining  relief  in  the  matter  of  the  assessment  of 
certain  penalties  against  lis  because  of  what  has  been  claimed  by  the  customs  authori- 
ties to  be  an  undervaluation  of  goods.  The  facts  out  of  which  the  assessment  of  pen- 
alties grow  are  as  follows: 

We  are  purchasers  of  lan^e  amounts  of  linoleum  from  a  firm  in  London,  England. 
They  sell  us  the  goods  defivered  f.  o.  b.  St.  Louis,  at  the  same  price  that  they  sell 
goods  in  England.  They  credit  us,  and  also  all  English  purchasers,  with  certain  dis- 
counts for  cash,  and  otherwise  on  this  price,  and  they  also  allow  us  for  tlie  freight 
which  we  pay  for  the  transportation  of  the  goods  from  London  to  St.  Louis,  so  that  the 
net  price  to  us  is  the  price  in  England,  less  the  freight  and  discounts.  This  is  the 
same  price  that  every  merchant  in  this  country  pays  under  similar  circumstances . 

All  of  the  facts  above  mentioned  are  fully  set  out  in  the  consular  invoices,  and  also 
in  the  entries  made  by  us  in  the  customhouse  at  St.  Louis.  For  years  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  customhouse  here  to  treat  the  net  price  to  us  as  tne  price  upon  which 
the  duty  was  to  be  paid. 

On  April  20,  1907,  the  local  appraiser  made  a  ruling  whereby  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  duties  he  decided  that  the  freight  allowance  to  us  should  be  reduced  to 
about  half  and  thereby  correspondingly  raised  the  price  upon  which  duty  was  assessed. 
W^e  paid  duty  in  accordance  with  this  ruling,  as  we  did  not  desire  to  have  any  contro- 
versy with  the  Government,  and  after  that  our  entries  were  written  so  as  to  make  the 
freight  allowance  conform  to  that  ruling  of  the  appraiser.  I^ter — that  is,  about  July 
15,  1907 — the  \'aluation  of  some  invoices  upon  which  we  had  already  paid  duty  was 
raised  by  the  local  appraiser  by  eliminating  the  entire  freight  allowance,  thus  making 
an  additional  increase  in  the  valuation  upon  which  the  duty  was  to  be  paid.  In  other 
words,  he  ruled  that  the  price  to  us  and  any  other  person  who  was  similarly  situated 
was  not  reduced  by  the  ireieht  allowance  and  that  the  Government  would  levy  the 
tax  without  regard  to  such  allowance. 

This  ruling  was  made  with  respect  to  a  large  number  of  invoices  at  one  time  and 
upon  entries  which  we  had  made  in  accordance  with  his  former  rulings,  so  that  it

really  gave  us  no  chance  whatever  to  protect  our  intereete  by  ourselves  voluntarily 
eliminating  the  entire  freight  allowance.  In  other  words,  we  were  following  the 
last  ruling  which  had  theretofore  been  made  by  the  Government  authorities,  when  we 
were  suddenly,  and  without  notice  of  any  kmd,  confronted  with  the  fact  that  the 
ruling  had  been  changed  and  that  by  virtue  of  that  changed  ruling,  and  by  virtue 
of  that  fact  alone,  we  were  to  be  subjected  to  large  penalties. 

The  first  entry  under  which  the  ruling  was  made,  that  no  part  of  the  freight  was  to 
be  deducted,  was  the  entry  on  which  we  had  paid  duty  on  June  7, 1907.  The  appraiser 
took  the  entry  under  consideration  and  held  it  under  advisement  until  July  15,  1907. 
In  the  meantime,  as  above  stated,  we  paid  the  duty  on  the  invoice  of  June  7,  under 
the  old  ruling,  whereby  half  of  the  freight  allowance  was  to  be  deducted  in  estiinating 
the  price  upon  which  the  duty  was  to  be  paid.  We  also  paid  duty  on  invoices  on 
June  18  ana  June  25,  1907,  under  the  same  basis  and  under  the  old  ruling  of  the  Gov- 
ernment authorities.  On  July  15, 1907,  the  ruling  of  the  appraiser  was  made  wherein 
he  altered  his  former  ruling  and  for  the  first  time  ruled  that  no  part  of  the  freight 
allowance  was  to  be  deducted  from  the  price  in  estimating  the  value  upon  which 
duty  was  to  be  paid,  and  the  claim  was  made  that  we  should  pay  not  only  extra  duty 
on  the  invoices  of  June  7,  but  that  we  should  pay  penalties  on  those  mvoices  and 
extra  duty  and  penalties  on  invoices  of  June  18  and  25,  1907. 

If  we  are  compelled  to  pay  penalties  under  such  ruling,  the  effect  of  it  would  be 
the  same  as  an  "ex  post  facto"  law,  in  this,  that  when  we  made  the  entries  and  paid 
the  duty  we  did  so  in  accordance  with  the  law  then  prevailing;  yet  by  what  was 
equivalent  to  the  enactment  of  a  new  law  after  that  time  we  have  been  subjected  to 
heavy  penalties  and  to  the  mortification  which  we  feel  in  having  any  penalties 
aasessed  against  us.  We  say  mortification  because,  although  our  house  has  been  in 
business  importing  goods  through  the  customhouse  for  more  than  50  years,  this  is  the 
first  time  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty  has  been  imposed  upon  us. 

We  appealed  from  the  ruling  of  the  local  appraiser  to  the  general  appraiser,  and 
thence  to  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  of  New  York,  and  the  last  ruling  of  the 
local  appraiser  on  valuation  has  been  affirmed  and  the  additional  duties  \mder  such 
valuation,  amounting  to  $501.65,  and  the  penalties,  to  the  amount  of  $2,427.88,  have 
been  assessed.  I  am  sure,  although  the  board  of  appraisers  sustained  the  ruling  as 
to  valuation  made  by  the  local  appraiser,  that  neither  the  local  appraiser  nor  any 
gentleman  on  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  believes  that  there  is  any  justice  in 
requiring  us  to  pay  the  penalty  for  an  act  which,  when  done,  was  done  innocently 
and  in  accordance  with  the  law  as  then  administered.  There  was  no  concealment 
on  our  part  of  anything.  The  consular  invoice  and  the  entries  showed  all  the  facts 
as  to  the  price,  discoimts,  and  allowances. 

We  would  cheerfully  pay  the  additional  duties  assessed;  but  we  feel  that  there 
must  be  somewhere  vested  the  authority  to  relieve  us  from  any  necessity  of  paying 
the  penalty  of  $2,427.88  for  doing  something  that  was  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
law  as  administered  at  the  time  we  did  it.  The  assessment  of  such  penalty  carries 
with  it  not  only  an  unjust  financial  burden,  but  also  the  stigma  of  having  done  an 
unlawful  act  and  of  having  tried  to  evade  the  payment  of  a  lawful  debt.  This  stigma 
we  do  not  care  to  rest  under,  and  we  appeal  to  your  sense  of  fairness  and  justice  for 
aid  in  relieving  us  from  it. 

We  would  ask  you  to  pardon  the  length  of  this  letter;  but  the  action  of  the  Govern- 
ment strikes  us  as  so  unjust  that  we  can  not  submit  to  it  willingly.  We  therefore 
invoke  your  assistance  in  doing  what  can  be  done  to  relieve  ourselves  and  others 
who  are  similarly  situated  from  the  weight  of  the  unjust  burden.

P.  S. — In  using  the  term  "penalty"  in  this  letter  we  refer  to  that  additional  duty 
of  1  per  cent  of  the  total  appraised  value  for  each  1  per  cent  that  such  appraised  value 
exceeds  the  value  declared  in  the  entry,  which  additional  duty  practically  operates 
as  a  penalty.

A  BILL  For  the  reUeX  of  W.  W.  Blood. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  not  otiier^ 
wifle  appropriated,  to  W.  W.  Blood,  of  Greenville,  Plumas  County,  California,  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars  and  nine  cents,  in  full  payment  for  all  work 
and  labor  done  and  performed  by  him  for  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  its 
oflficial  renresentatives  at  the  Indian  school  near  Greenville,  Indian  Valley,  Phmias 
County,  California,  during  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven. 
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Mr.  Catdin,  from  the  Subcommittee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  12502): 

The  Subcommittee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
12502)  for  the  relief  of  W.  W.  Blood,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

This  is  a  claim  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Blood,  of  Greenville,  Cal.,  for  labor 
and  material  rendered  in  certain  construction  work  at  the  Greenville 
Indian  School  in  California,  in  the  yeai  1907,  viz: 

For  digging  a  reBervoir  ditch  and  laying  and  covering  a  pipe  2,200  feet  long, 

at  15  cents  per  foot $330. 00 

Lumber 33. 99 

335  pressed  brick,  at  6  cents 20. 10 

Labor  rebuilding  furnace  in  the  laundry 22. 50 

Sand  and  clay. 7. 50 

Moving  bell  from  top  of  building  and  erecting  frame  and  putting  bell  on  same .  25. 00 

Total 439. 09 

In  November,  1909,  the  Indian  Bureau  directed  Supervisor  Har- 
wood  Hall  to  investigate  as  to  the  merits  of  this  claim;  and,  after  a 
most  thorough  personal  inspection,  he  found  that  Mr.  Blood  actually 
pel  formed  the  work  and  furnished  the  material  as  above  set  forth  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  from  which  the  Grovemment  benefited,  and  that 
the  claim  is  an  equitable  and  iust  one. 

The  Interior  Department  abo  recommends  favorable  consideration 
of  this  claim. 

Appended  hereto  are  letters  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
and  other  communications  and  papers  which  are  made  a  part  of  this 
report.

Sir:  I  have  >rour  letter  of  July  31,  1911,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs,  requesting  the  use  of  documents  on  file  in  the  Indian  Office  conceminff  the 
claim  of  W.  W.  Blood  for  woii:  alleged  to  have  been  done  by  him  at  the  Indian  Bcnool, 
Greenville,  Cal.,  and  inclosing  copy  of  H.  R.  12502,  for  the  relief  of  W.  W.  Blood;  alBO 
requesting  recommendation  on  the  claim  of  Mr.  Blood. 

In  November,  1909,  Supervisor  Harwood  Hall  was  directed  by  the  Indian  Office  to 
investigate  and  report  relative  to  this  claim.  On  November  30,  1909,  lie  reported 
favorably  upon  two  items,  one  of  $330  and  the  other  of  $109.09,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  $439.09. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  developed  by  the  investigation  made,  it  appears  Blood  actu- 
ally performed  work  and  furnished  material  from  which  the  Government  benefited, 
and  that  he  has  an  equitable  claim.    Under  the  circumstances  this  department  recom- 
mends that  H.  R.  12502  receive  favorable  consideration  of  the  Congress. 
Copies  of  the  papers  pertaining  to  this  claim  are  herewith  inclosed.

Lumber. — I  have  made  all  possible  inquiries  with  regard  to  the  lumber  alleged  to 
have  been  delivered  to  this  school  by  W.  W.  Blood,  and  from  all  testimony  procurable 
I  find  that  he  actually  did  have  same  hauled;  that  the  lumber  was  used  by  Charles 
Falding,  who  was  engaged  by  the  superintendent  in  repairing  the  14  chimneys,  as  evi- 
denced by  voucher  12,  fourth  quarter,  1907,  there  being  $290  paid  to  the  said  Charles 
Falding  for  his  services  and  materials  in  making  said  repairs  to  chimneys  at  the  Green- 
ville Indian  School,  and  that  such  lumber,  the  property  of  W.  W.  Blood,  was  left  at 
the  school  and  used  in  small  lots  by  the  school. 

Material  and  labor  for  furnace. —I  have  also  ascertained  that  W.  W.  Blood  did  actually 
use  335  pressed  brick,  furnished  labor,  sand,  and  clay  with  which  he  did  build  a 
brick  furnace  at  the  Indian  school,  Greenville,  Cal. 

Moving  bell.— There  is  no  question  but  what  W.  W.  Blood  constructed  a  bell  tower 
upon  which  he  placed  the  school  bell,  there  being  remnants  of  the  tower  now  in  the 
scrap  pile.  The  bell  was  afterwards  placed  upon  the  main  building  in  a  more  advan- 
tageous position. 

From  observation,  inquiries,  and  testimony  submitted  there  seems  to  be  no  ques- 
tion with  regards  to  there  being  due  W.  W.  Blood  the  amount  of  his  claim,  $109.09.

To  labor  furnished  the  Greenville  Indian  School  in  1907,  to  wit,  digging 
ditch  from  the  upper  reservoir  and  putting  in  pipe  and  covering  the  same, 
2,200  feet,  at  15  cents  per  foot $330

In  company  with  the  industrial  teacher  and  laborer  I  made  a  most  thorough  and  com- 
plete inspection  of  the  two  reservoirs  and  measured  the  distance  between  them  and 
found  that  the  distance  is  actually  2,625  feet.  The  pipe  line  is  2,625  feet,  25  feet  at 
the  lower  end  not  being  covered.  The  digging  of  tne  trench  is  well  worth  $330,  aa 
rocks,  soil,  and  roots  through  which  the  trench  had  to  be  dug  was  very  difficult  dimng. 
By  reference  to  cash  voucher  No.  2,  third  quarter  1907,  I  find  that  W.  W.  Blood  was 
paid  $2,975  for  furnishing  1,200  feet  of  3i-inch  pipe.  In  addition  to  this  he  increased 
the  capacity  of  the  reservoir  by  raising  the  retaimng  wall  3J  feet,  furnished  18  feet  of 
4-inch  pipe,  42  feet  10-inch  pipe,  85  feet  2-inch  pipe,  and  one  2-inch  gate  valve,  besides 
rocking  up  the  side  of  the  trench  when  it  passed  over  a  gully. 

It  seems  to  me  that  according  to  the  records,  testimony  submitted,  as  well  as  the 
condition  of  the  work  at  this  day,  that  W.  W,  Blood  has  a  true  claim  for  the  amount 
of  $330.

I,  W.  W.  Blood,  do  solemnly  awear  that  I  agreed  to  furnish  1,200  feet  of  3§-inch  pipe 
and  connect  same  with  the  pipe  on  the  ground  between  the  upper  and  lower  reservoir 
at  the  Indian  School,  Greenville,  Cal.;  also  to  raise  the  retaining  wall  of  reservoir  IJ 
feet,  and  that  I  was  to  receive  therefor  the  sum  of  $2,975;  that  I  did  furnish  1^200  feet 
of  SJ-inch  pipe;  also  18  feet  of  4-inch,  42  feet  of  10-inch,  and  85  feet  of  2-inch  pipe;  that 
I  started  at  tne  upper  reser\'oir  with  4-inch  pipe^  then  reduced  to  SJ-inch  (1,200  feet), 
then  3-inch,  then  2J-inch,  then  2-inch.  The  10-inch  pipe  was  put  in  at  a  point  neces- 
sitating a  ]Axe^  capacity  owing  to  the  topography  of  the  ground;  that  in  adaition  to  the 
fumLthing  of  1,200  feet  of  3J-inch  pipe  and  other  sizes,  ad  heretofore  set  forth,  and 
raising  the  reservoir,  I  excavated  a  trench  or  ditch  18  inches  deep  and  14  inches  wide 
for  a  distance  of  2,600  feet;  that  I  laid  the  pipe  in  said  trench  and  covered  it  with 
earth;  that  I  not  only  filled  my  contract  to  the  letter,  but  dug  the  trench  and  raised 
reservoir  dam  3^  feet  instead  of  1^  feet  as  agreed,  but  also  gave  more  pipe  than  I  agreed, 
as  well  as  one  1-inch  gate  valve:  that  the  statement  of  George  W.  Wimberly  that  the 
distance  between  reservoirs  is  only  1,600  feet  is  false;  that  I  filled  the  contract  honor- 
ably and  most  thoroughly;  that  I  took  up  85  feet  of  IJ-inch  pipe  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
pipe  line  and  did  substitute  2-inch  pipe  instead;  that  I  was  not  bound  to  do  eo,  as  I  had 
furnished  1,200  feet  of  3)-inch  pipe  and  laid  same,  it  being  understood  that  I  was  to 
uae  the  beet  of  the  old  pipe  line  in  order  to  complete  the  entire  distance  between  the 
reservoirs,  which  I  did;  that  Wimberly  complained  of  there  being  a  small  stretch  of  1 J- 
inch  pipe  which  had  been  a  part  of  the  old  line.  However,  1  took  up  85  feet  of  1  J-incn 
pipe,  all  there  was,  and  substituted  and  furnished  at  my  expense  85  feet  of  2-inch  pipe 
in  lieu  thereof;  that  the  entire  length  of  the  pipe  line  from  upper  to  lower  reservoirs  is 
actually  2,625  feet  instead  of  1,600,  as  alleged  by  Wimberly;  that  there  is  justly  and 
honestly  due  me  $330  for  excavating  a  2,600-foot  trench;  that  no  part  of  same  has  been 
paid.

It  is  also 
shown  bv  the  evidence  that  said  Haycock,  as  surety,  paid  to  the 
United  5>tates  the  sum  of  $2,000,  when  his  liability  was  out  $1,500. 
This  bill  proposes  to  reimburse  him  to  the  amount  of  $500.  The  bill 
is  recommended  for  passage  by  the  proper  officials  of  the  Treasury 
and  Post  Office  Departments,  whose  letters  are  attached  hereto  and 
made  a  part  of  this  report.

Mr.  Haycock  is  one  of  the  sureties  on  the  official  bond  of  Joseph  W.  Ahlstrom  as 
postmaster  at  Tropic,  Utah.    The  penalty  of  that  instrument  ife  $1,500. 

Mr.  Ahlstrom  was  indebted  to  the  United  States  on  money-order  account  in  the  sum 
of  $2,843.48,  on  which  a  payment  of  $2,000  has  been  credited,  reducing  the  balance  to 
$843.48.  The  information  m  the  possession  of  the  Auditor  is  that  the  $2,000  was  paid 
by  Surety  Haycock. 

An  officer  is  liable  to  the  extent  of  his  defaults;  a  surety  only  to  the  extent  of  his 
bond.    As  Mr.  Haycock  has  paid  $500  in  excess  of  his  legal  liability  it  is  my  opinion 
that  the  bill  is  mentorious  and  I  recommend  that  it  do  pass.

Mr.  Ahlstrom's  money-order  account,  as  finally  audited,  exhibited  a  balance  of

office  shows  that  $2,000  was  collected  from  tne  sureties,  reducing  the  balance  due  to 
$843.48. 

The  penalty  of  the  bond  signed  by  Mr.  Haycock  is  $1,500.    It  would  appear,  there- 
fore, that  the  sureties  have  paid  $500  in  excess  of  their  legal  liabilities.    Under  those 
circumstancs  it  might  be  that  Congress  would  consider  favorably  a  bill  for  their  relief.

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
19579)  for  the  relief  of  Preston  B.  C.  Lucas,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendment: 
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Strike  out  in  line  4  the  word  *'six"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  *'five/'  so  that  the  bill  as  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled ^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  to  Preston  B.C.  Lucas  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

This  claim  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  claimant  was  an  entrvman 
entering  land  in  Tillamook  County,  Oreg.,  in  accordance  with  the 
survey  made  and  marked  by  the  Government,  which  survey  was  made 
to  follow  a  former  survey  but  was  afterwards  admitted  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  have  been  a  mistake,  and  by  reason  of  this  entryman  following 
the  survey  of  the  Government  he  placed  upon  this  land  a  dwelling 
house,  woodshed,  chicken  house,  biult  fences  and  cleared  land,  about 
12  to  13  acres,  and  afterwards,  by  a  proceeding  brought  against  him, 
he  was  dispossessed  of  the  land  and  the  improvements  so  made 
resulted  to  him  in  total  loss. 

The  facts  as  to  the  rights  of  this  claimant  are  substantiated  by  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  whose  statement  is  filed  with  this  case, 
ana  affidavits  of  neighbors  and  acquaintances  of  tins  claimant  are 
also  filed  in  support  of  the  claim. 

The  value  of  the  improvements  are  sworn  to  by  the  claimant  and 
two  other  parties  who  make  affidavit  as  to  the  value  of  the  improve- 
ments and  his  loss,  figuring  the  amoimt  anywhere  from  $600  to  $850. 
But  the  amoimts  are  arrived  at  by  these  parties  in  gross,  and  as  it 
rests  entirely  on  opinion  evidence  your  conmiittee  have  determined 
to  report  favorably  the  right  of  this  claimant  to  recover,  and  suggest 
that  the  sum  to  be  paid  him  be  $500  instead  of  $600.

Be  it  enactedy  etc^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  to  H.  A.  Shirkey,  of  Sissonsville,  West  Virginia,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars,  being  for  screen- wagon  service  for  the  United  States  Post  Office. 

Mr.  Mott,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  12558): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
12558)  for  the  relief  of  H.  A.  Shu-key,  havmg  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  reconmiendation  that  it  do  pass. 

It  appears  that  this  party  was  under  contract,  No.  416001,  to  carry 
the  man  from  the  post  office  at  Charleston  to  a  railroad  station  and 
that  the  postmaster  required  him,  under  said  contract,  to  also  carry 
the  mail  from  said  post  office  to  the  Coal  &  Coke  Railroad  depot  dur- 
ing the  period  from  July  1,  1905,  to  February  26,  1906.  After  the 
last-named  date  it  was  determined  bjr  the  Post  Office  Deoartment 
that  this  last  service  was  not  included  in  his  contract,  and  tnereafter 
he  was  paid  for  said  service  the  sum  of  $35  per  month.  Mr.  Joseph 
W.  Stewart,  Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  under  date  of 
March  4,  1912,  says: 

The  service  performed  by  Mr.  Shirkey  to  and  from  the  old  depot  of  the  Coal  &  Coke 
Bailroad  durinfl:  the  contract  term  referred  to  above  could  not  properly  be  required 
of  him  under  me  terms  of  the  contract  for  service  on  route  416i001,  screen  wagon  at 
Charleston,  W.  Va. 
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[H.  R.  20338,  Sixty-aecond  Congress,  second  session.] 

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  First  Lieutenant  Sanderford  Jarman. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  First  Lieutenant  Sanderford  Jarman,  United  States  Army,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents,  being  an  amount  misappropriated  from  Government 
funds  by  Post  Commissary  Sergeant  Hunt,  for  which  the  said  First  Lieutenant  Jarman 
was  accountable  while  stationed  at  Fort  Moi^an,  Alabama,  said  sum  having  been  paid 
out  of  his  own  personal  fimds  by  said  Fii^t  Lieutenant  Jarman  into  the  Treasur>% 
owing  to  circumstances  over  which  said  First  Lieutenant  Jarman  had  no  control. 

Mr.  Levy,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  20337) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
20337)  for  the  relief  of  First  Lieut.  Sanderford  Jarman,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass. 

Lieut.  Jarman,  the  claimant,  was  in  May.  1909,  serving  on  the  staflf 
of  the  district  commander  of  the  artillery  aistrict  of  Mobile,  and  was 
performing  the  duties  of  district  quartermaster,  commissary,  con- 
structing quartermaster,  police  and  prison  officer.  As  commissary 
he  had  to  provide  subsistence  stores  for  the  command.  A  large  quan- 
tity of  the  supplies  were  bought  in  the  local  market,  and  settlement 
was  made  therefor  at  the  end  of  each  month.  The  amount  of  work 
falling  upon  Lieut.  Jarman  during  the  month  above  mentioned  was 
so  heavy  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  get  time  to  go  to  Mobile 
and  settle  the  bills  made  during  the  month  of  April.  On  May  9  the 
tradesmen  having  complained  of  delay  in  the  settlement,  and  Lieut. 
Jarman  still  finding  it  impossible  for  him  to  go  into  Mobile,  sent  Com. 
Sergt.  Rudolphus  Hunt  into  the  city  to  pay  tnese  accounts,  and  deliv- 
ered to  him  checks  amounting  to  $550.91  with  which  to  settle  the 
accounts.  These  checks  Mr.  Hunt  indorsed,  converted  the  money  to 
his  own  use,  and  absconded.  He  was  later  taken  into  custody,  tried 
for  embezzlement,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  at  Fort  Leaven- 
worth, Kans.  Lieut.  Jarman  was  compelled  to  make  good  the  value 
of  the  checks,  and  the  sum  of  $550.91  was  paid  by  him  into  the  Treas- 
ury. We  therefore  recommend  to  the  committee  that  relief  be 
granted  in  the  amount  asked  for,  namely,  $550.91.

Be  it  enactedy  etc..  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
not  otherwise  appropnated,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay  Wickliff  Fry,  a  citizen  of  Dellroy,  Carroll  County,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  com- 

gensation  for  one  horse  owned  by  him  and  which  lost  its  life  while  hired  by  the  United 
tates  Geological  Survey. 

Mr.  Francis,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  18669) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
18669)  for  the  relief  of  WickliflF  Fry  for  horse  lost  while  hired  by  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  following 
amendment: 

In  line  3  of  said  bill  strike  out  the  word  ^'eighty-five"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  '*  thirty-five." 

This  claim  arises  by  reason  of  the  loss  of  a  horse  bv  Wickliff  Fry, 
the  claimant,  who  resided  at  Dellroy,  Ohio,  who  had  by  written  con- 
tract hired  the  same  to  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  wherein 
claimant  was  to  deliver  this  horse  to  the  agents  of  the  Government, 
contract  providing  feed  and  stabling  of  outfit,  shoeing,  and  ordinary 
repairs  away  from  the  stable  to  be  paid  for  by  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  and  the  horse  was  iiired  at  a  fixed  rate  per  day. 
.  The  said  Wickliff  Fry  was  to,  and  did,  complete  the  delivery  of 
the  horse  upon  the  date  of  the  contract,  which  was  July  1,  1910,  or 
soon  thereafter,  the  officers  making  the  survey  taking  full  charge  of 
the  horse,  furnishing  their  o^\ti  driver,  and  Mr.  Fry  having  no  control 
whatever  over  the  animal  while  in  their  charge  away  from  his  stable. 

On  the  19th  day  of  July,  1910,  Mr.  Charies  C.  Bonnell  and  Mr. 
W.  S.  S.  Johnson,  in  charge  of  the  said  survev  work,  took  the  horse 
and  drove  the  same  along  an  unused  road  in  the  country,  where  thej 
were  required  to  do  this  work,  and  when  they  had  proceeded  on  this 
road  until  they  could  go  no  farther  they  then  tied  the  horse  to  a 
willow  tree,  leaving  him  hitched  to  the  buggy.  This  was  about  7.30 
in  the  morning,  and  left  him  there  unattended  while  they  performed 
their  work,  and  returning  to  this  place  about  11.30  o'clock  they  found 
the  horse  dead.  The  statement  of  these  two  parties  was  to  the  effect 
that  when  they  returned  they  found  the  horse  dead;  that  the  wiUow 
bush  to  which  they  had  tied  him  was  pulled  down  over  his  neck  and 
a  great  hole  had  been  pawed  out  and  was  filled  with  water  about  him; 
that  the  flies  were  verv  bad  and  that  no  fly  covering  had  been  used  on 
the  horse  and  that  they  had  paid  no  attention  to  him  while  there 
during  the  whole  time  he  had  been  left  hitched  in  that  condition. 

The  testimony  of  Mr.  Fry  and  two  witnesses  who  were  with  him 
unmediately  upon  hearing  that  the  horse  was  dead  was  to  tlie  effect 
that  the  place  where  they  hitched  this  horse  was  boggy  and  that  the 
horse  haa  mired  up  to  fiis  body  and  that  in  the  struggle  had  been 
choked  to  death;  tnat  the  rope  by  which  he  had  been  tied  had  been 
tied  around  his  neck  and  had  not  been  placed  through  the  bridle 
ring  and  claim  that  if  ordinary  care  had  been  exercised  in  the  care  of 
this  horse  he  would  not  have  been  killed. 

We  find  the  testimony  somewhat  conflicting,  and  the  Department 
of  the  Geological  Survev,  acting  upon  the  unsworn  statements  of  the 
two  employees  of  the  (government,  refused  to  make  payment  of  this 
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bill  and  recommended  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  in  Congress  by  a 
bill  and  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Claims  for  his  r^ef.  The 
value  of  this  hprse,  from  the  testimony,  varied  from  $135  up  to  $185, 
and  your  committee  has  concluded  that  the  bill  be  reported  favorably, 
but  m  view  of  the  conflicting  statements  have  recommended  that  the 
amount  as  asked  in  the  bill,  to  wit,  $185,  be  stricken  out  and  that 
$135  be  substituted  therefor  and  that  the  bill  do  pass.

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  Thomas  R.  Mason,  of  Dexter,  Missouri,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  forty-five  cents  for  services  in  carrying  the 
mail  on  route  numbered  ninety-six  hundred  and  eighty- three  in  Kentucky  from 
January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  to  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  22124): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
22124)  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  R.  Mason,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

Thomas  R.  Mason,  the  claimant,  was  contractor  for  carrying  mails 
in  1861  on  routes  Nos.  10003  and  9683,  Kentucky.  He  was  paid  in 
full  for  services  on  route  No.  10003  to  March  31,  1861,  and  the 
records  show  no  further  service  on  that  route.  The  sum  of  $169.45 
is  shown  by  the  records  to  be  due  said  Thomas  R.  Mason  for  services 
on  route  No.  9683,  Kentucky,  in  the  period  from  January  1  to 
June  30,  1861,  and  that  the  sum  can  not  be  paid  without  an  appro- 
priation by  Congress.  In  addition  to  the  record  proof,  the  afhdavit 
of  Thomas  R.  Mason  shows  that  said  amount  is  due  him  for  said 
services. 

Affidavits  and  communications  attached  hereto  are  made  a  part 
of  this  report.

The  undersigned,  Thomas  R.  Mason,  of  Dexter,  Mo.,  but  formerly  of  Adairville 
and  Hopkins ville,  Ky.,  being  duly  sworn,  upon  his  oath  states  that  there  is  justly 
due  to  him  the  sum  of  $169.45  for  carrying  the  mails  on  route  No.  9683  from  Hopkins- 
ville,  Ky.,  to  Springfield,  Tenn.,  from  January  1,  1861,  to  June  30,  1861. 

Affiant  further  states  that  he  understands  that  the  records  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Auditor 
for  the  Post  Office  Department  shows  that  certain  payments  were  made  to  one  T.  N. 
Mason  by  the  Confederate  States  Government  on  account  of  a  contract  with  the 
United  States:  but  affiant  states  that  he  does  not  know  the  said  T.  N.  Mason,  and 
that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  contract  for  which  payment  is  claimed  by  this 
affiant,  and  that  any  payment  made  by  the  Government  must  have  been  upon  some 
other  account. 

The  affiant  further  states  that  the  amount  now  claimed  by  him  has  never  been 
paid,  and  is  justly  due  to  him.

On  route  No.  9683,  Kentucky,  there  is 
shown  a  balance  in  your  favor  of  $169.45,  but  the  records  of  the  Confederate  States 
Government,  now  in  the  custody  of  this  office,  show  a  payment  to  T.  N.  Mason  of 
$448.07  on  account  of  his  contract  with  the  United  States,  and  it  is  presumed  that  this 
payment  was  made  to  you.  If  such  is  the  case,  you  have  been  overpaid  in  the  sum 
of  $278.62.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  13th  instant  I  return  the  letter  addressed 
to  you  by  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Mason,  ol  Dexter,  Mo.,  contractor  for  carrying  mails  in  1861 
on  routes  Nos.  10003  and  9683,  Kentucky. 

Mr.  Mason  was  paid  in  full  for  services  rendered  on  route  No.  10003,  Kentucky,  to 
March  31,  1861.  There  is  no  evidence  on  file  tending  to  show  that  he  performed  any 
service  subsequent  to  tliat  date. 

The  sum  of  $169.45  is  due  to  Mr.  Mason  for  services  on  route  No.  9683,  Kentucky,  in 
the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30,  1861.  That  sum  can  not  be  paid,  however, 
without  an  appropriation  Iw  Congress. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  Hon.  J.  D.  McClardy,  House  of  Representatives,  on  March 
2, 1896,  this  office  said: 

"There  is  in  the  custody  of  this  office  a  register  of  individual  payments  for  mail 
service,  and  for  other  purposes  made  by  the  Confederate  States  Government,  which, 
upon  examination,  shows  that  $448.07  was  paid  to  one  T.  N.  Mason  on  account  of  his 
contracts  with  the  United  States,  and  as  T.  N.  Mason  does  not  appear  upon  the  records 
of  this  office,  it  may  be  presumed  that  T.  R.  Mason,  the  contractor  of  record  and  T.  N; 
Mason,  to  whom  said  payment  was  made  by  the  Confederate  Government  are  identical, 
if  that  be  so,  Mr.  Mason  has,  according  to  the  records,  been  overpaid  $278.62. 

**A  report  of  similar  purport  was  made  December  27,  1893,  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads  on  H.  R.  3937,  first  session.  Fifty-third 
Congress,  for  the  relief  of  T.  R.  Mason.*'

In  lines  6,  7,  and  8,  strike  out  the  words  ''six  hundred  and  sixty  dol- 
lars, with  interest  at  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  November  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  two,''  so  that  the  amended  bill  shall  read  as 
followB: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Tresflury  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  the  legal  heirs  of  William  D.  Allen,  deceased,  of  Oswego,  New 
York,  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars,  for  work  performed  in  the  release  and  rescue  of  the  lighthouse  tender 
Hare. 

The  Lighthouse  Board,  after  careful  examination  of  this  claim 
April  6,  1903,  ordered  that  an  offer  of  $320  be  made  for  payment  in 
full  of  this  claim.  Mr.  Allen  rejected  the  offer.  The  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Labor  has  repeatedly  authorized  the  payment  of  $320 
as  stated  above,  the  last  time  being  on  May  14,  1910.  Mr.  Allen  is 
now  dead,  and  the  heirs  of  the  estate  are  satisfied  to  accept  the  siun 
of  $320.  There  has  never  been  any  question  of  the  Government's 
liability  on  this  claim,  the  only  di&erence  being  in  regard  to  the 
amount  that  should  be  paid. 

Appended  hereto  are  letters  and  statements,  which  are  made  a  part 
of  tnis  report.

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  committee's  indorsement  of 
the  9th  instant,  inclosing  a  copy  of  H.  R.  24070,  "for  the  relief  of  William  D.  Allen," 
and  asking  that  the  committee  be  furnished  with  all  facts  and  information  concerning 
tiie  matter  in  the  possession  of  this  department;  also  an  opinion  touching  the  merits 
of  the  claim. 

In  reply  thereto  I  beg  to  state  that  a  careful  examination  was  made  of  all  the  facts 
connected  with  the  claim  of  Mr.  Allen,  for  services  rendered  by  his  tug,  Charley  Ferris, 
in  hauling  the  lighthouse  tender  Haze  off  Galloo  Island  Shoal  on  September  29,  1902, 
and  all  papers  in  connection  therewith  were  considered  by  the  Lightnouse  Board  at  its 
session  on  April  6,  1903,  when  it  was  ordered — 

''That  an  offer  of  $320  be  made  to  Mr.  W.  D.  Allen,  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  for  payment 
in  full  of  the  services  of  the  tuc  Charley  Ferris^  for  the  purpose  specified." 

This  offer  was  communicated  to  Mr.  Allen  on  April  11,  1903,  and  refused  by  him  in 
a  letter  dated  April  16,  1903,  in  which  letter  Mr.  Allen  offered  to  compromise  the 
claim  by  a  reduction  of  $150  on  his  original  bill  of  $660.  This  offer  of  compromise  was 
refused  by  the  Lighthouse  Board. 

The  whole  matter  involving  the  offer  on  the  part  of  the  Lighthouse  Board,  the  refusal 
and  offer  of  compromise  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Allen,  and  the  refusal  of  the  Lighthouse 
Board  to  accept  such  compromise,  was  again  presented  to  the  board  at  its  session  on 
March  7,  1904,  by  the  naval  Secretary,  whereupon  after  some  discussion  the  board 
decided  to  stand  by  its  former  derision  that  it  pay  only  a  certain  specified  amount 
for  the  services  rendered. 

I  concur  in  the  conclusions  of  the  board  that  the  sum  of  $320  is  a  just  and  fair  remu- 
neration for  the  services  rendered  and  recommend  that  that  amount  without  interest 
be  substituted  in  the  bill. 

For  the  committee's  information  I  beg  to  inclose  herewith  copies  of  the  following 
letters: 

Report  of  the  inspector  of  the  tenth  lighthouse  district,  dated  March  12,  1903. 

letter  fnim  the  Lighthouse  Board  to  the  inspector  of  the  tenth  lighthouse  district, 
dated  April  8,  1903,  authorizing  that  officer  to  offer  Mr.  Allen  $320  for  his  services.

Sirs:  (1)  In  compliance  with  the  board's  instructions,  No.  263,  dated  February  25^ 
1903^  I  have  considered  the  additioiud  evidence  in  the  claim  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Allen  for 
services  rendered  in  connection  with  hauling  the  lighthouse  tender  Haze  off  from 
Galloo  Island  Shoal,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  and  recommenda- 
tion: 

(2)  I  inclose  with  papers  submitted  bv  Mr.  Allen  (and  returned  herewith)  copies 
of  correspondence  haa  with  Mr.  Allen  by  the  United  States  district  attorney  and  by  me. 

(3)  The  correspondence  with  the  district  attorney  was  brought  about  by  my  asking 
him  under  what  national  or  State  law  $50  had  to  be  paid  for  a  wrecking  permit  by  a 
vessel  going  to  the  relief  of  another  vessel.  Failing  to  find  any  law  covenng  this  point, 
the  district  attorney  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Allen,  with  the  result  shown  in  the  copy 
of  correspondence  inclosed. 

(4)  To  me  there  seems  to  be  two  principal  points  and  no  more  to  this  controversy, 
namely,  the  changes  and  the  conditions  imder  which  they  were  made. 

(5)  Capt.  McLeod  says:  "In  reply  to  yours  of  27th  instant,  relative  to  chargo?<  paid 
by  underwriters  for  services  of  tugs  and  hawsers  working  on  stranded  vessels,  depends 
largely  on  the  situation,  exposure,  time  of  year,  weather,  success  of  expedition,  on 
releasing  vessel  without  damage,  and  many  other  things.'* 

(6)  Cupt.  McLeod 's  statement  is,  in  short,  that  the  charges  depend  on  the  dlfliculties 
of  the  situation  and  the  work  required  to  relieve  a  vessel.  In  the  case  in  question  the 
difficulties  are  shown  by  the  condition  of  the  weather,  the  situation  of  the  vessel,  and 
the  ease  with  which  she  was  removed  from  her  position,  and  by  the  fact  that  the  owners 
of  the  Charleu  Ferris  insured  themselves  at  the  risk  of  losing  (1)  the  regular  insurance, 
$5,333;  and  (2)  their  vessel,  for  the  sake  of  collecting  $50  from  the  Government  for  a 
wrecking  permit. 

(7)  The  result  justified  the  risk;  but  I  do  not  think  the  Government  should  pay  the 
$50,  because  I  believe  the  Government  would  have  been  called  upon  to  pay  (lamages 
if  any  had  been  done. 

(8)  In  a  personal  conversation  Capt.  McLeod  informed  me  that  he  had  never  seen 
my  report.  He  stated  that  his  letter  was  in  reply  to  a  letter  from  Mr.  Allen  asking 
about  prices  that  had  been  paid  by  him  or  his  company. 

(9)  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Capt.  McLeod  in  which  I  stated  that  a  copy  of  Mr.  Allen's 
letter  to  him  could  do  no  injustice  to  Mr.  Allen  if  laid  before  the  Lighthouse  Board, 
and  asked  him  (Capt.  McLeod)  for  a  copy  of  that  letter  for  that  purpose.  Capt.  McLeod 
felt  that  he  would  not  be  justified  in  giving  me  a  copy,  and  accordingly  refused  my 
reguest. 

(10)  As  there  seems  to  be  a  misunderstanding  between  Mr.  Allen  and  Capt.  McLeod-, 
I  suggest  that  the  board  ask  Mr.  Allen  to  authorize  Capt.  McLeod  to  forward  the  letter 
to  the  board. 

(11)  The  letters  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Warwick  and  Capt.  Kerr  lack  the  essentials  that  would 
make  them  of  importance  in  this  case.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  extracts  from 
bills  for  services  rendered. 

(12)  It  will  be  seen  from  Mr.  Allen's  letter,  dated  January  30,  1903,  that  he  claims 
that  the  tug  was  einployed — from  the  banning  to  the  end — 20  hours.  It  will  also 
be  seen  bjr  Capt.  McLeod 's  letter  that  "  tug's  time  commences  from  the  time  of  getting 
ready  imtil  she  returns  to  dock,  pumps  taken  off,  outfit  put  in  storehouse."  It  will 
be  further  seen  that  in  my  estimate  for  the  services  of  the  tug  I  called  the  time  "about 
10  hours." 

(13)  With  the  information  at  hand  I  think  that  I  should  have  reckoned  the  time  at 
20  hours  instead  of  **about  10  hours,"  and  I  think,  as  I  stated  in  my  first  report,  "that, 
considering  the  emergency  of  the  case  and  the  distance  of  the  Haze  from  port,  a  liberal 
allowance  should  be  made  for  releasing  the  HazeV 
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(14)  As  the  orinnal  recommendation  was  for  an  estimate  based  upon  a  service  of 
10  hours'  time,  double  the  amount  originally  recommended  ought  to  be  a  liberal 
allowance  for  tne  actual  time. 

(15)  I  therefore  ask  to  be  allowed  to  withdraw  the  item  '* Services  of  tug  Charleff 
Ferris  (10  hours),  $67.50,"  in  my  original  report  and  substitute  therefor  the  item 
•^Services  of  tug  Charley  Ferris  (20  hours),  $135.*' 

Q6)  I  now  respectfully  recommend  that'W.  D.  Allen,  of  Oswego,  be  allowed  the 
following: 

Services  of  tug  Charley  Ferris  (20  hours) $135 

Use  of  10-inch  line 100 

Use  of  9-inch  line 75 

Services  (Allen)  1  day 10 

Total 320 

(17)  In  coming  to  the  conclusion  I  have  I  have  accepted  as  being  beyond  question 
the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Allen  that  ^'Capt.  McLeoa  is  the  oldest  and  most  experi- 
enced wrecking  master  on  the  Lakes,  and  in  all  matters  of  differences  his  opinion  has 
great  weight." 

(18)  In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  Capt.  McLeod  is  one  of  the  *'Two  experienced 
wrecking  masters  employed  by  insurance  companies,"  who  "were  told  the  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  grounding  and  the  release  of  the  Haze  and  were  asked 
what  charges  should  be  made  for  that  service." 

(19)  The  estimates  were  made  in  an  office  in  the  building  in  which  Capt.  McLeod 
has  his  office  by  the  two  disinterested  parties.  Capt.  McLeod  has  since  told  me  that 
the  estimates  were  and  are  correct.

In  reply  thereto  I  beg  to  state  that  a  careful  examination  has  been  made  of  all  the 
facts  connected  with  the  claim  of  Mr.  Allen  for  services  rendered  by  his  tug  Charity 
Ferris  in  hauling  the  lighthouse  tender  Haze  off  Galloo  Island  Shoial  on  September 
29,  1902,  and  the  conclusion  has  been  reached  that  the  sum  of  $320  is  a  just  and  fair 
remuneration  for  the  services  rendered,  and  I  recommend  that  that  amount,  without 
interest,  be  substituted  for  the  amount  named  in  the  bill. 

It  is  noted  in  line  9  of  the  bill  that  the  tender  Haze  is  referred  to  as  the  Hare. 
Subject  to  the  amendments  herein  noted,  I  recommend  favorable  consideration  of 
the  measure  b^  Confess. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  inclosed  copy  of  report  of  prior  correspondence  in 
the  matter.

This  claim  is  for  extra  work  done  by  the  said  James  Stanton  under 
contract  dated  June  8,  1908,  in  constructing  Grant  Avenue,  at  Fort 
I^eavenworth,  Kans.  The  extra  work  was  done  under  direction  of 
the  constructing  quartermaster,  and  the  claim  was  passed  upon  by  a 
board  of  ofiicers  which  recommended  the  p^^yment  of  the  sum  named 
in  said  bill.  The  report  of  this  board  was  mdorsed  by  the  Quarter- 
master General  and  the  recommendations  were  approved  by  the 
Acting  Secretary  of  War  February  24,  1911.  All  of  these  reports 
and  papers  are  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

vSir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Hon.  D.  R.  Anthony  called  in  this  office  yes- 
terday and  stated  that  he  desired  to  introduce  a  bill  into  Congress  for  the  reimburse- 
ment of  James  Stanton  on  account  of  extra  work  claimed  by  him  under  his  contract, 
dated  June  8,  1908,  for  constructing  Grant  Ayenue,  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans. 

He  stated  that  there  would  not  be  time  for  the  bill  to  be  referred  in  the  usual  way 
to  the  War  Department  and  therefore  requested  that  the  facta  regarding  this  claim 
be  furnished  directly  to  him  from  the  department.  In  accordance  therewith  this 
rtatement  is  submitted. 

The  original  claim  submitted  by  the  contractor  was  for  work  under  five  items,  as 
follows: 

'  1 )  4.000  cubic  yards  of  fill,  at  39  centfl  per  yard $1,  560 

(2 )  6,000  yards  of  extra  rock  hauling,  at  30  centa 1, 800 

(3 »  Extra  stonework  at  wing  walls  of  culvert  south  of  railroad 600 

i4>  3,000  cubic  yards  extra  rock  hauled  and  placed  in  foundation  of  road,  at 

71  centa 2, 130 

(5)  Ixtss  and  damage  sustained  by  reason  of  labor  and  teams  kept  on  hand 

from  accidents  and  delays  at  rock  quarry,  etc 3, 000 

Total 9, 090 

The  claim  was  referred  to  a  board  of  officers  for  investigation  and  report,  and  on 
November  11,  1910,  the  papers  having  been  submitted  to  him,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  War  directed,  with  respect  to  items  2  and  4,  that  a  supplemental  contract  be  pre- 
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pared,  the  account  stated  under  the  agreement,  and  the  same  transmitted  to  the  Audi 
tor  for  the  War  Department  for  settlement.  In  accordance  with  these  instructions, 
the  supplemental  agreement  has  been  approved  and  the  vouchers  referred  to  the 
auditor  tor  settlement  of  the  claim  under  items  2  and  4,  the  amount  allowed  as  fui 
compensation  under  these  two  items  being  $2,193.66. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  of  War  also  stated  in  the  indorsement  of  November  11,  1910. 
that  "while  there  would  seem  to  be  no  legal  way  by  which  the  contractor  can  be  paid 
for  items  1  and  3,  the  department  feels  that  he  has  a  strong  equitv  therein,  and  it  is 
therefore  directed  that  a  supplemental  estimate  be  prepared  embodying  the  neceasarj' 
legislation  to  authorize  the  Quartermaster  General  to  pay  for  these  items,  on  such  basis 
as  he  may  regard  a  fair  valuation  of  the  work  performed,  from  funds  heretofore  appro- 
priated. Owing  to  the  absence  of  any  data  to  substantiate  the  contractor's  claim  for 
loss  thereunder,  item  5  must  be  disallowed." 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  officers  referring  to 
items  1  and  3: 

**Item  1  (extra  fill):  That  in  order  to  maintain  the  road  permanently  under  the 
guaranty  stipulation  it  was  necessary  to  fill  the  ditch  in  question.  The  number  of 
cubic  yards  placed  in  the  ditch  was  approximated  2,660.  (See  Exhibit  C.)  The 
road  could  have  been  constructed  without  the  fill,  but  it  could  not  have  been  main- 
tained for  the  guaranty  period.  As  this  amount  of  fill  to  maintain  the  roadway  is 
fer  in  excess  of  the  fills  contemplated  by  the  original  contract,  the  board  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  payment  should  be  inade  for  2,660  cubic  yards  of  fill,  at  39  cents  per  cubic 
yard,  or  $1,037.40,  and  so  recommends. 

**  Item  3  (addition  to  wing  wall):  The  board  finds  that  in  order  t»  maintain  the  fill 
under  the  guaranty  stipulation  it  was  necessary  to  put  in  place  in  the  wing  walb 
70  cubic  yards  of  stone  masonry.  (See  Exhibit  C.)  As  the  stone  masonry  placed  in 
this  wing  wall  to  maintain  the  fill  is  in  excess  of  the  stone  masonrv  contemplated  by 
the  original  contract,  the  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  payment  should  be  made  for 
70  cubic  jnEirds,  at  $12.50  per  cubic  yard,  or  $875,  and  the  board  so  recommends." 
•  It  is  understood  that  the  bill  which  Mr.  Anthony  contemplates  introducing  will  be 
for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  contractor  on  account  of  items  1  and  3  in  the  sum 
of  $1,912.40,  the  amount  recommended  by  the  board  on  account  of  these  two  items, 
and  favorable  consideration  is  recommended  by  this  office. 

It  is  requested  that  the  papers  in  the  case,  inclosed  herewith,  be  returned  to  this 
office.

On  November  11,  1910,  the  claim  having  been  submitted  to  him,  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  War  directed,  with  respect  to  items  2  and  4,  that  a  supplemental  contract 
be  prepared,  the  account  stated  under  the  agreement  and  the  same  transmitted  to  the 
Auditor  for  the  War  Department  for  settlement.     In  accordance  with  the  above,  the 
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supplemental  agreement  has  been  approved  and  the  vouchers  referred  to  the  auditor 
for  settlement. 

With  respect  to  items  1  and  3,  it  has  been  decided  that  there  is  no  legal  way  by  which 
the  contractor  can  be  paid  for  these  items,  but  the  department  feels  that  he  has  a 
strong  equity  therein.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  Mrs.  L.  A.  Rojrster. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  to  Mrs.  L.  A.  Royster,  of  Webster  City,  Iowa,  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  said  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  same 
to  be  as  reimbursement  for  purchase  price  of  forty  acres  of  land  in  Hamilton  County, 
Iowa. 

Mr.  Green,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  8071): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
8071),  for  the  relief  of  Mrs.  L.  A.  Royster,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendments: 

In  lines  5  and  6  strike  out  the  words  ^' eight  hundred"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  *'two  hundred  and  fifty,"  and  in  line  8  strike 
out  the  word  '^ eighty"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  ''forty." 

Your  committee  respectfully  reports  that  it  appears  that  by 
reason  of  a  grant  made  by  the  Government  for  the  miprovement  of 
the  Des  Momes  River  in  Iowa,  a  conflict  arises  between  those  who 
claim  under  this  grant  and  the  settlers  who  claim  under  the  general 
homestead  and  land  laws  and  presumably  had  received  patents  for 
their  land.  Where  this  conflict  arose  the  title  thus  conferred  by  the 
grant  above  referred  to  seems  to  have  been  held  superior  to  the 
title  obtained  under  the  general  law;  and  in  August,  1894,  a  statute 
was  passed  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  hear 
and  determine  the  claims  of  persons  who  had  entered  lands  under 
the  general  law,  but  by  reason  of  the  facts  stated  above  had  lost  the 
title  thereto. 

Under  this  statute  last  referred  to  Mrs.  L.  A.  Royster,  the  claim- 
ant named  in  this  bill,  filed  a  petition  with  the  commission  appointed 
under  the  act,  clauning  $2,800  on  the  NE.  \  SW.  \  and  SE.  \  NW.  \ 
sec.  17,  T.  87,  R.  26.  This  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
the  evidence  showed  that  she  purchased  of  her  immediate  vendor 
only  the  improvements  on  said  land  and  with  actual  notice  of  the  claim 
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under  superior  title  acquired  under  the  said  grant  for  the  improve- 
ment of  navigation  of  the  Des  Moines  River. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shows  that  the  claimant 
is  only  connected  with  the  Government  title  to  the  SE.  J  of  SW.  \ 
of  the  lands  heretofore  described.  This  subdivision  last  referred  to 
was  patented  to  one  Dally  under  the  preemption  law  and  then 
through  several  convevances  finally  passed  by  auit-claim  deed  to 
the  claimant.  As  neither  Dally  nor  any  of  the  suDsequent  grantees 
of  this  land  have  ever  been  compensated  for  loss  of^  title  thereto, 
your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  to  this  compensation 
passed  to  the  claimant  herein  as  the  final  grantee,  notwitnstandiiig 
the  fact  that  she  purchased  with  notice  of  the  failure  of  title.  The 
evidence,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
showed  that  the  land  was  worth  $25  per  acre  at  the  time  she  lost 
the  title  thereto,  but  that  she  only  paia  $250  for  her  auit-claim  deed. 

The  former  Secretary  of  the  Interior  recommends  that  she  be 
reimbursed  for  the  amount  actually  paid,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances your  committee  concurs. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  bUl  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  *' eight  hundred"  wherever  the  same 
appear  in  the  bill  and  inserting  ''two  hundred  and  fifty"  instead, 
and  by  striking  out  the  word  ''eighty"  in  the  eighth  line  thereof  ana 
substituting  the  word  ''forty"  instead,  and  that  as  so  amended  the 
bill  be  reported  favorably  for  passage.

any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Mr.  Mott,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  17322): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  17322) 
for  the  relief  of  Amanda  Honert,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

This  is  a  very  meritorious?  case.  Miss  Honert  lost  private  property 
considerably  in  excess  of  this  sum  at  a  fire  in  the  Cheyenne  and 
Arapahoe  School,  in  Oklahoma,  caused  by  fumigating  after  an  out- 
break of  smallpox. 

Under  date  of  February  3,  1912,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  in .  accordance  with  a  report  of  a  special  agent,  recommended 
that  this  claim  should  be  paid. 

Letters  from  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
and  special  Indian  agent  are  attached  hereto,  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report.

It  is  suggested  and  recommended  that  legislation  be  enacted  not  only  reimbursing 
Miss  Honert  for  the  loss  sustained,  but  the  other  employees  referred  to  oy  the  special 
agent  in  his  report.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  telegraphic  instructions  of  March  28  I  arrived  at  this 
school  on  the  29th  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  loss,  by  fire,  February  23,  1911, 
of  the  building  known  as  the  *' boys'  dormitory." 

This  building  was  originally  built  in  about  1877,  and  was  a  three-story  structure, 
with  basement  under  the  entire  length.  The  foundation  walls  were  of  stone,  which 
extended  up  to  form  the  walls  for  the  entire  ground  floor.  The  second  and  third 
stories  were  frame.  The  partition  walls  were  mostly  of  brick.  From  the  pictxu^ 
of  the  building  taken  recently,  which  I  am  sending,  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
were  two  wings — the  south  smd  north,  the  south  wine  being  the  more  prominent. 
The  ink  mark  shows  the  line  of  stone  up  to  the  secona  story.  The  roof  on  each  so- 
called  wing  was  shingle,  but  between  the  two  wings  was  hipped  and  of  metal.  The 
ladder  referred  to  by  Supt.  Freer  in  his  testimony  is  seen  nanging  to  the  building. 
The  steps  seen  in  the  picture  are  the  rear  ones,  or  entrance  from  the  east  side;  and 
where  the  fire  was  first  discovered  is  not  shown  in  picture,  as  it  was  on  west  side. 

I  am  also  inclosing  four  views  from  different  points,  showing  the  condition  to-day  as 
a  result  of  the  fire. 

The  basement  was  used  as  a  furnace  room  (southwest  comer  and  northeast  comer), 
a  bakery  (in  center  on  east  side),  and  a  meat  room.  The  heating  system  had  been 
ftbandonea  for  some  time,  stoves  being  used,  and  the  bakery  had  had  no  fire  in  it 
for  two  or  three  weeks. 

I  inclose  a  rough  sketch  of  the  interior,  for  reference  in  connection  with  the  testi- 
mony.   The  pans  with  sulphur  in  different  rooms  are  shown  in  red. 

In  January  there  had  been  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  here,  in  a  mild  form,  among  the 
school  children,  and  it  all  originated  in  the  boys'  home.  Most  of  the  rooms  were 
fumigated  with  formaldehyde  by  Dr.  Lindley  and  some  of  the  employees,  on  Febmary 
22,  and  the  night  following  he  again  fumigated  with  sulphur  mixed  with  brimstone.  I 
have  examin^  every  employee  who  assisted  the  doctor,  except  Buswell,  and  their 
testimony  is  inclosed  herewith.  The  employees  who  had  quarters  in  the  building' 
were  also  examined  as  to  what  they  knew  about  the  fumigation.  In  Dr.  Lindley's 
testimony,  he  said  that  the  formaldehyde  fumigation  was  8  or  10  days  previous  to  that 
with  sulphur;  and  although  his  retraction  of  that  statement  appears  immediately  after 
his  direct  evidence,  it  was  not  given  in  until  I  had  concluded  with  all  the  other  wit- 
nesses, which  accounts  for  the  stress  I  put  in  my  questions  to  them  in  endeavoring  to 
fix  the  exact  date  of  the  formaldehyde  fumigation.  With  only  24  hours  between  the 
two  fumigations,  I  considered  that  the  fumes  of  one  coming  in  contact  with  the  other 
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might  perhaps  have  produced  some  chemical  change  that  resulted  in  a  combusdon. 
The  point  has  been  well  established  that  the  fumes  of  the  formaldehyde  were  very 
strong  at  the  time  preparations  were  going  forward  for  the  sulphur  fumigation. 

Dr.  Lindley,  under  whose  supervision  the  fumigation  was  done,  is  tne  school  phy- 
sician and  principal  teacher — a  man  about  55  years  old;  and  from  the  character  of  Ms 
testimony,  ne  is  imdoubtedly  very  forgetful  and  somewhat  given  to  mind  wandering. 
There  are  a  j^ood  many  discrepancies  between  his  recollections  of  events  connected 
with  the  fumi^tion  and  those  of  the  disciplinarian,  A.  V.  Crotzer,  who  was  the  main 
assistant.  This  is  particularly  marked  in  one  instance,  and  an  important  one,  when 
the  doctor  testified  that  the  pan  containing  sulphur  placed  in  Miss  Thomas's  room  was 
put  in  another  one  containing  ashes.  Crotzer  says  none  of  the  pans  were  put  in  a  sec- 
ond one  with  ashes.  I  draw  attention  to  this  fact,  as  it  will  be  shown  that  the  fire 
probably  started  in  this  room.  I  consider  Mr.  Crotzer's  testimony  the  more  reliable, 
as  investigation  proved  his  memory  to  be  the  better  one. 

Frank  Luke's  testimony  is  important  only  so  far  as  he  acted  in  the  basement,  and 
therefore  could  give  no  information  as  to  what  took  place  upstairs.  His  testimony 
followed  that  of  Dr.  Lindley,  and  it  was  Luke  who  first  stated  positively  that  the  for- 
maldehyde fum^ation  took  place  the  evening  immediately  preceding  that  by  sulphur 
and  not  8  or  10  days  before,  as  stated  by  the  doctor. 

The  testimony  by  the  other  employees  who  were  a  uartered  in  the  building  threw  little 
or  no  light  on  the  origin  of  the  fire.  Mr.  John  Crotzer  settled  one  point,  however, 
when  he  said  that  the  pan  in  the  third  story  haU  was  burning  all  right  wnen  he  went  into 
the  building  after  the  fire  was  under  way,  the  point  bein^  that  the  fire  did  not  start 
from  that  pan;  and  as  it  had  started,  ap{>arently,  on  the  third  floor,  the  presumption  is 
that  it  must  have  been  from  the  other  pan,  and  this  theory  is  strengthened  by  the  fact 
that  there  were  only  two  pans  on  that  noor  and  no  fire  was  seen  on  the  second  floor,  as 
witnesses  testified;  therefore  excluding  the  origin  of  the  fire  as  being  on  any  but  the 
third  floor.  Nurse  Honert  seemed  to  think  that  too  much  sulphur  was  used ,  Sasing  her 
opinion  on  the  fact  that  50  pounds  were  used  to  five  vessels,  or  10  pounds  to  each. 
Tnis  was  afterwards  found  to  fee  incorrect,  as  the  exact  number  of  vessels  used  was  nine. 
This  fact  I  established  by  calling  in  Dr.  Lindley  and  Crotzer  and  having  them  go  over 
the  matter  carefully  again.  That  would  make  an  average  of  5.5  pounds  to  a  pan. 
The  "kindling"  spoken  of  consisted  of  splinters — merely  something  to  hold  a  blaze 
until  the  sulphur  was  ignited. 

Superintendent  Freer  was  absent  from  the  reservation  attending  court  and  could 
offer  no  evidence. 

From  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Lindley  and  A.  V.  Crotzer,  we  are  forced  to  believe  that 
the  usual  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  fire  from  the  fumigation;  but  whether 
more  sulphur  was  used  than  was  necessary  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say.  What  seems 
to  be  a  mystery  is  how  the  flames  should  have  broken  out  imder  the  roof  on  the  west 
side  and  not  over  the  place  where  a  pan  of  sulphur  was  burning;  that  is.  Miss  Thomas's 
schoolroom.  There  was  no  sheathing  on  the  frame  part  of  the  building;  the  weather- 
boards were  nailed  to  the  studding  on  the  outside  and  the  laths  on  the  inside,  and  a 
fire  once  started  between  the  weatherboards  and  laths  would  have  had  no  trouble  in 
burning  through.  If  the  fire  did  start  in  the  southwest  comer  (Miss  Thomas's  room), 
it  would  look  as  though  it  should  have  shown  itself  sooner. 

There  being  no  fires  in  the  building,  we  can  arrive  at  no  other  conclusion  than  that 
the  destruction  of  the  building  was  due  indirectly  to  the  fumigation  by  sulphur,  and 
the  theory  is  that  the  fire  caugnt  from  the  sulphur  in  Miss  Thomas's  schoolroom.  We 
have  no  proofs  of  this,  however,  as  they  were  destroyed  by  the  fire.  The  fact  that  the 
fire  was  nrst  observed  in  the  west  part  of  the  third  story;  that  one  of  the  two  pans  was 
seen  burning  properly  at  the  time  the  building  was  ablaze,  confirms  to  a  certain  extent 
that  the  fire  probably  started  from  the  other  pan,  which  was  not  seen.  This  is,  of 
course,  problematical,  and  not  a  fact,  but  it  is  as  near  as  we  can  get  to  the  facts  now. 
Dr.  Lindley  has  had  experience  in  fumigation,  and  I  can  not  chaipe  him  with 
carelessness,  as  the  testimony  failed  to  show  it,  or  any  contributory  negligence  on  the 
part  of  his  assistants.  I  am  forced  to  believe  that  the  direct  cause  of  the  fire  can  not 
be  established,  and  I  recommend  that  no  blame  attach  to  any  of  the  employees, 
unless  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  expert  testimony,  first  that  fumigation  with  sulphur 
immediately  following  that  with  formaldehyde '  was  dangerous;  and,  second,  that 
using  5.5  pounds  of  sulphur  was  excessive.  I  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  these 
pointE,  but  from  the  best  authorities  here  I  get  no  satisfactory  answers. 

Mr.  Putt,  who  acts  as  superintendent  of  construction  here  at  times,  and  who  has 
been  here  for  many  vears,  has  given  me  an  estimate  of  $4,000  as  the  value  of  the  build- 
ing destroyed,  and  Dr.  Lindley  has  placed  the  value  of  the  Government  property  in 
the  building  at  $2,850,  based  on  a  hurried  inventory. 
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The  personal  loss  by  employees  is  as  follows:

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  John  Streckfus. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.y  That  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  be,  and  it  is  hereby, 
authorised  and  directed  to  pay,  from  any  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  works 
of  river  and  harbor  improvement  carried  on  oy  said  commission,  to  John  Streckfus, 
captain  of  the  J.  S.,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  nine  dollare  and  forty  cents,  in  pay- 
ment and  full  settlement  of  all  damages  done  to  the  said  vessel  J.  S.  by  the  commis- 
sion's steamer  Mississippi  on  April  seventeenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  when 
said  steamer  Mississippi  collided  with  the  said  steamer  J.  S.  while  the  latter  was  lying 
at  her  dock  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

Mr.  Maguire,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  foUow- 
ingreport  (to  accompany  H.  R.  8035): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
8035)  for  the  relief  of  John  Streckfus,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendment: 

In  line  7  strike  out  the  words  'Hwo  hundred  and  ten  dollars''  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  '*two  hundred  and  nine  dollars  and 
forty  cents." 

Tiiis  is  a  case  of  damage  to  a  steamboat  on  the  Mississippi  River 
by  the  U.  S.  S.  Mississippi,  On  June  25,  1910,  an  act  was 
approved  giving  power  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  adjust  and  settle  all  claims  for 
damages  caused  by  collisions  when  the  amount  does  not  exceed 
$500.  As  this  collision  occured  prior  to  the  approval  of  said  act,  the 
claimant's  only  recourse  for  his  loss  is  through  an  act  of  Congress. 

Letters  and  statements  attached  hereto  are  made  a  part  of  this 
report.

General:  (1)  Referring  to  my  telegrams  of  April  17  and  19,  from  New  Orleans,  and 
to  your  replies  of  April  17  and  20,  all  with  respect  to  unavoidable  injury  of  the  steamboat 
/.  S.  by  the  steamer  Mississippi,  I  have  herewith  to  add  a  few  words  of  explanation 
for  the  mformation  of  your  office  in  case  the  matter  is  brought  up  again  officially. 

(2)  The  steamer  Mississippi,  on  arriving  at  the  vicinity  of  Canal  Street,  New  Orleans, 
where  a  public  hearing  was  to  be  given,  was  assigned  a  landing  place  by  the  New 
Orleans  port  commissioners  just  above  Canal  Street  and  just  above  tne  steamboat  /.  ^. 
This  place  of  landing  is  one  which  is  well  known  to  be  troublesome  to  boats  because 
of  the  existence  of  strong  eddies,  especially  during  high  waters.  As  the  steamer  MiM- 
tissipni  was  making  its  landing  its  bow  was  swung  in  unexpectedly  and  with  unusual 
ioree  by  this  eddy  toward  the  steamboat  J.  S.,  and  the  bow  of  the  steamer  Miasissiptn 
and  one  of  its  gangplanks  struck  the  steamboat  /.  S.  on  its  side  near  the  stem,  break- 
ing in  fully  50  feet  of  the  side  of  the  boat,  breaking  some  of  the  small  steam  pipes,  and 
destroying  some  of  the  water-closets. 

(3)  As  me  steamboat  J.  S.  was  lying  quietly  at  its  dock  it  could  in  no  way  be  held 
responsible  for  the  accident,  and  it  has  a  just  claim  for  damages. 

(4)  In  my  opinion  the  steamer  Mississippi  was  not  to  blame  for  the  accident,  because 
of  the  unusually  strong  eddy  and  its  irregular  acticm,  as  noted  by  me  immediately 
afterwards  during  the  subsequent  landing  of  the  boat,  the  eddy  being  so  strone  and 
so  irregular  that  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  a  landing  was  made,  even  with  the 
assistance  of  the  port  commissioners'  towboat,  which  assisted  in  shoving  the  stem  of 
the  Mississippi  in  place  after  the  bow  was  in  position.  The  strong  eddies  of  this 
vicinity  are  credited  in  the  past  with  several  serious  collisions,  but  the  location  is  one 
where  it  is  desirable  for  boats  to  make  landings  on  accoimt  of  its  central  position  with 
regard  to  the  downtown  streets  of  the  city. 

(5)  While  realizing  that  it  would  probably  be  impossible  for  this  engineer  office  to 
reimburse  the  steamboat  /.  ^.  for  any  cost  of  damage,  yet  it  was  thought  possible 
that  if  the  authority  were  asked  in  advance  of  the  actual  work  and  a  baigam  were 
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made  for  the  coet  of  such  work  in  advance  of  its  execution,  and  payment  were  made 
directly  from  the  United  States  to  the  person  who  did  the  work  and  supplied  the 
materialB,  it  might  be  legally  possible  to  execute  the  repairs  in  a  case  like  the  present, 
whare  tht  damaige  d(me  was  manifestly  not  the  fault  ot  the  party  injured,  and  where 
it  was  dinsctly  due  to  the  necessary  movement  of  the  Government  boat.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army. 

In  tne  comptroller's  decision  (p.  309,1  vol.  14)  referred  to  in  first  indorsement,  the 
question  at  issue  appears  to  have  been  clearly  the  question  of  reimbursement.  I  do 
not  understand  that  such  decision  would  be  applicable,  necessarily,  to  a  case  where 
the  United  States  furnishes  material  and  labor  from  its  existing  supplies  and  crews, 
or  where  it  bujrs  or  hires  the  work  necessary  to  restore  the  damagea  property  to  its 
or^nal  condition,  or  as  near  thereto  as  the  engineer  officer  judges  proper  and  just. 

The  next  decision  (p.  310-312)  in  the  same  volume,  shows  that  the  comptroller  makes 
a  sharp  distinction  between  work  of  repairs  and  reimbursements  for  the  cost  of  the  same. 
My  understanding  of  a  ''claim  "  is  that  it  must  primarily  be  a  demand  for  reimburse- 
ment of  moneys  already  expended,  and,  secondarily,  must  be  for  amounts  of  cost  which 
had  not  previously  been  considered  by  the  Government  officials  and  which,  there 
fore,  had  not  received  their  prior  approval.  I  do  not  understand  that  a  demand  for 
execution  of  any  work  is  technically  or  in  equity  a  "claim"  when  the  United  States 
in  advance  decides  for  itself  what  work  should  be  done  and  then  actually  performs 
such  work,  and  I  do  not  understand  any  of  the  comptroller's  past  decisions  against 
repairs  of  injured  property  as  applying  to  anything  but  technical  claims. 

In  the  case  within  named  the  injured  portions  of  the  boat  were  examined  by  the 
United  States  employees  immediately  after  the  accident,  and  prices  were  obtained 
for  the  repair  of  the  same,  with  the  expectation  that  if  the  necessary  authority  were 
secured  from  the  Engineer  Department  the  bills  for  the  repair  work  would  be  paid 
directly  by  the  UniSd  States  to  the  men  who  furnished  the  material  and  did  the 
work,  and  such  bills  would  cover  only  such  repair  work  as  the  United  States  consid- 
ered necessary.  The  bills  for  such  work  can  be  submitted  by  the  person  who  did  the 
work,  and  can  be  certified  to  by  the  Government  officials  who  inspected  the  injured 

Sroperty  immediately  after  the  accident  and  before  any  repairs  were  made,  ana  who 
ecided  in  advance  what  repairs  were  necessary  to  restore  the  damaged  property. 
I  still  see  no  good  reason  why  the  comptroller  should  not  authorize  such  payment 
and  I  would  be  glad  to  have  his  decision  in  the  matter. 

Furthermore,  it  seems  to  me  that  if  the  comptroller  decides  that  the  existing  law 
does  not  allow  such  repair  work  as  the  above  to  be  done  and  paid  for  by  the  United 
States  when  the  parties  injured  were  not  even  contributory  to  the  accident,  the  War 
Department  shomd  endeavor  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  new  law  as  soon  as  possible; 
ana  then  while  awaiting  a  general  law  covering  sucn  cases,  the  War  Department  should 
itself  present  this  particular  case  to  Congress  with  request  for  special  authority  for 
payment.  Lon^  established  custom  requires  every  boat  on  the  Mississippi  River  to 
repair  property  injured  by  such  boat  while  making  a  landing;  otherwise  lK>ats  would 
soon  be  refused  the  privilege  of  landing.  Moreover,  in  all  cases  where  civil- 
ians injure  Government  vessels,  plant,  wharves,  or  other  property  the  Gov- 
ernment is  always  very  prompt  in  requiring  them  to  make  the  repairs  immedi- 
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ately  and  to  pay  for  the  same;  and  the  decision  on  pages  310-312,  volume  14,  shows 
that  the  comptroller  considers  such  practice  right,  proper,  and  allowable.  So  long 
as  an  engineer  officer  is  required  to  enforce  payment  by  civilians  to  the  Government 
in  cases  where  the  Government  is  not  at  fault,  he  must  always  feel  ashamed  to  be 
obliged  to  state  that  payment  will  not  be  made  the  other  way  when  the  conditions 
are  reversed.  The  law  as  heretofore  enforced  seems  to  be  very  unfair  and  certainly 
needs  correction  as  a  matter  of  equity  and  justice.

Dear  Sir:  (1)  Receipt  is  acknowledged  of  your  letter  of  the  21st  instant  requesting 
information  concerning  the  availability  of  a  fund  from  which  the  claim  of  CJapt.  John 
Streckfus,  of  Rock  Island,  111.,  for  damage  to  his  steamer  J.  S.hy  the  U.  S.  S.  Mis- 
sissippi could  be  paid. 

(2)  In  reply  vou  are  advised  that  while  the  last  river  and  harbor  bill  provides  that 
'*me  Chief  of  Engineers,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  shall  have 
authority  to  adjust  and  settle  all  claims  for  damages  caused  by  collision  in  cases  when 
the  claim  for  damages  does  not  exceed  $500,  and  report  the  same  to  Congress  for  con- 
sideration," it  has  been  held  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  law  is  not  retroactive, 
and  that  it  applies  only  to  claims  arising  after  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  said  act — 
June  25,  1910. 

(3)  Since  Mr.  Streckfus's  claim  arose  before  that  date,  his  only  recourse  appears  to 
be  by  a  special  act  of  Congress.  A  bill  for  his  relief  in  the  amoimt  of  $210  was  mvorably 
reported  on  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers  and  the  Secretary  of  War  during  the  last  session 
of  Congress.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  James  A.  Showen. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  James  A.  Showen,  of  Spencer,  Roane  Coimty,  West  Virginia, 
out  of  any  fimds  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars,  being  the  six  months'  gratuity  pay  and 
f imeral  allowances,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  thirteenth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight,  of  Corporal  Arthur  J.  Showen,  Company  F,  Second  Regiment  United  States 
Infantry,  who  died  in  service  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight,  from  disease  contracted  in  line  of  duty,  leaving  no  widow  and  without 
having  designated  a  beneficiary  imder  the  said  act. 

Mr,  Fowler,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H,  R.  12376): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  biU  (H.  R. 
12376)  for  the  relief  of  James  A.  Showen.  of  Spencer,  W.  Va.,  havinjg 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass  with  amendments. 

In  line  7,  page  1,  strike  out  the  word  **nine"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  ^^forty-four." 

In  line  8,  page  1,  after  the  word  *'pay''  insert  the  words  **and 
fxmeral  allowances." 

Page  2,  line  1 ,  strike  out  all  of  the  bill  after  the  word  "act." 

This  claim  is  founded  on  the  services  of  Corpl.  J.  A.  Showen,  who 
served  four  and  one-half  years  in  Company  E,  Second  United  States 
Infantry.     He  died  July  27,  1908,  leaving  no  widow  surviving  and 
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designating  no  one  as  his  beneficiary,  as  provided  by  the  statute  of 
May  11,  1908.     Section  1  of  this  act  provides: 

That  hereafter,  immediately  upon  official  notification  of  the  death  from  wounds  or 
disease  not  the  result  of  hb  own  misconduct  of  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  on  the  active 
list  of  the  Army,  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Army  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  widow 
of  such  officer  or  enlisted  man,  or  to  any  other  person  previously  desi^^ted  by  him,  an 
amount  equal  to  six  months'  pay  at  the  rate  received  by  such  officer  or  enlisted  man 
at  the  date  of  his  death,  less  seventy-five  dolliurs  in  case  of  an  officer  and  thirty-five 
dollars  in  case  of  an  enlisted  man. 

The  deceased  corporal  before  his  death  designated  no  one  as  the 
beneficiarv  of  this  allowance,  and  technically  there  is  no  law  which 
provides  for  the  allowance  of  this  claim,  but,  inasmuch  as  he  was  con- 
tributing to  the  support  of  his  father  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the 
committee  feels  that  it  would  not  be  equitable  to  refuse  an  allowance 
because  of  the  technical  failure  of  the  soldier  to  designate  his  father 
as  the  beneficiary. 

The  amount  of  the  claim  is  $109,  but  as  the  $35  spoken  of  in  the 
statute  above  quoted  was  intended  for  funeral  expenses,  and,  inasmuch 
as  this  amount  was  not  given  for  this  pmpose  in  this  case,  the  com- 
mittee has  decided  to  add  this  amount  to  the  claim,  making  a  total 
allowance  of  $144.  Report  from  War  Department  is  appended 
hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Respectfully  returned,  through  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Army,  to  the  hon- 
orable the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  records  of  this  oflSce  show  that  Arthur  J.  Showen  was  enlisted  June  23,  1904, 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  serve  three  years;  that  he  was  assigned  to  Troop  H,  Fifth 
Cavalry,  was  transferred  to  Company  F  of  the  Second  Infantry  in  September,  1904, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  the  service  as  a  private  January  11,  1906,  at  Fort 
Logan,  Colo.,  for  the  convenience  of  the  Government;  that  he  reenlisted  January 
12,  1906,  to  serve  for  another  term  of  three  years,  was  assigned  to  Company  F,  Sec- 
ond Infantry,  and  died,  as  a  corporal,  J\iiy  27,  1908,  at  general  hospital.  Fort  Bay- 
ard, N.  Mex.,  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  in  the  line  of  duty.  This  soldier  at  the 
date  of  his  death  was  serving  in  his  second  enlistment  period. 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  records  of  this  office  that  this  soldier  designated  a  bene- 
ficiary, and,  so  far  as  the  office  is  advised,  he  was  a  single  man  at  the  date  of  his  death.

A  BILL  For  the  reUef  of  W.  W.  WftU. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  to  W.  W.  Wail,  of  Henry  County,  Missouri,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Tk^easury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents,  being  the  amount  stolen  from  said  Wall  while  post- 
master at  Prairie  Home,  Missouri,  and  thus  lost  by  him  without  fault  on  his  part 
and  thereafter  by  him  paid  to  the  Government  out  of  his  own  funds. 

Mr.  Pou,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  foUowiog 
report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  2115); 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
2115)  for  the  relief  of  W.  W.  Wall,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

This  is  a  case  of  the  robbeiy  of  a  post  office  at  Prairie  Home,  Mo. 
The  Post  Office  Department  in  a  letter  under  date  of  January  25, 
1912,  states:  "The  records  of  this  department  fail  to  furnish  any  data 
on  the  subject."  Your  committee  lias  carefully  examined  the  affi- 
davits, petitions,  and  letters  hereto  attached  (which  are  made  a  part 
of  this  report),  and  regards  this  as  a  just  and  meritorious  claim.  It 
is  true  that  this  claim  is  a  ver^  old  one,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  have 
ever  received  due  consideration  by  any  previous  Congress.  The 
affidavits,  etc.,  accompanying  this  bill  are  full  and  complete,  and  Mr. 
Dickinson,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Claims,  malces  the  state- 
ment that  he  knows  personally  nearly  all  of  the  men  making  affidavits, 
and  that  they  are  reputable  citizens  and  that  their  statements  are 
worthy  of  the  belief  and  consideration  of  everyone. 

From  the  evidence  it  appears  that  the  post  office  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Wall  was  robbed  by  parties  in  1861,  supposed  to  be  Union  soldiers; 
that  thereafter  judigment  was  obtaineu  in  the  United  States  court 
against  said  Wall,  and  he  was  compelled  to  pay  the  same. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  tliat  saicl  Wall  was  not  guilty 
of  neglect  and  could  not  have  prevented  the  robbery.

Infantry.  That  when  on  his  way  to  Sedalia  on  that  day  and  at  a  point  about  8 
miles  southwest  of  Sedalia,  Mo.,  he  was  halteii  oy  a  United  States  soldier  in  the  usual 
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blue  uniform,  and  who  made  the  usual  inc^uiries  of  a  picket  on  duty.  That  affiant  and 
8aid  soldier  encaj^ed  in  a  general  converBatK)n,  in  which  said  soldier  asked  affiant  where 
he  was  from,  which  the  affiant  answered.  Then  the  soldier  said  that  he  and  some  other 
Federal  soldiers  had  been  on  a  trip  west  of  Sedalia  a  few  day?  before  that  and  that  they 
had  raided  a  store  and  carried  off  all  they  could  carrj'  on  their  horses.  Then  the 
soldier  asked  affiant  if  he  knew  that  store,  and  affiant  said  he  thought  he  did,  and  affi- 
ant asked  him  if  he  knew  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  store,  and  he  said  no.  Then 
affiant  asked  him  if  it  was  Wallace  Wall's  store,  and  the  soldier  said  **Ye8;  that  is  the 
name."  Affiant  also  states  that  William  Wallace  Wall  was  known  as  '* Wallace 
Wall/'  and  affiant  then  knew  '* Wallace  Wall"  as  a  storekeeper  and  postmaster  at 
Prairie  Home,  Johnson  County,  Mo.,  and  soon  after  November  30, 1861,  affiant  heard 
that  store  had  been  robbed,  and  then  in  December,  1861,  said  Wallace  Wall,  or  William 
W.  Wall,  and  affiimt  met,  when  this  affiant  told  said  Wall  that  he  heard  said  soldier 
say  that  he  and  others  had  robbed  or  looted  it.  Affiant  knows  the  United  States  post 
omce  and  said  Wall's  store  were  in  same  building.

of  it  in  any  report  or  recommendation  of  this  year,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you 
that  the  amount  of  the  claim  of  the  Methodist  Episco^^  Church  of  Hull,  Mass.,  for 
dama^  to  the  church  edifice  and  parsont^e,  $448.06,  is  included  in  the  estimate  of 
the  \Var  Department  now  pending  before  the  Committee  on  Claims,  House  of  Repre* 
sentatives.  The  estimate  was  originally  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs, 
House  of  Representatives,  and  at  the  hearing  of  the  Quartermaster  General  before 
that  committee  on  the  Army  appropriation  bill,  which  has  been  printed  by  that 
committee,  on  page  475  there  is  a  list  of  claims  for  damages  incurred  to  private 
property  of  citizens  which  includes  220  claims,  amounting  to  $30,413.58.  On  that  list, 
on  page  477,  second  item,  appears  the  claim  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Hull,  Mass.,  referred  to,  amounting  to  $448.05.  Since  that  hearing  the  item  for 
damage  claims  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims  of  the  House,  and  it  is 
possible  that  the  list  of  the  claims  left  with  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

The  claim  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Hull,  Mass.,  has  been  included  in 
estimates  of  the  War  Department  submitted  to  Congress  in  previous  years  since  it 
oiijginated,  but  Congress  nas  failed  to  make  any  appropriation  for  the  settlement  of 
this  class  of  claims.  When  an  appropriation  is  made  by  Congress,  prompt  action  will 
be  taken  by  this  oflice  for  the  pavment  of  the  claim  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Hull,  Mass.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  lor  transmiaraon  to  Congress  a  supple^ 
m^ital  estimate  of  an  appropriation  crfj^2,802.40,  required  by  the  War  Department 
for  the  service  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jane  dO,  1912,  for  the  settlement  of  183  claims 
lor  damage  to  and  loss  of  private  property  beiongii^  to  citizens  of  &e  United  States, 
Hawaii,  and  the  Philippme  Islands,  due  to  heavy  gun  firing,  taiget  practice,  ma^ 
neuvers.  etc.,  and  an  estimate  of  $5,000  to  provide  lor  the  prompt  payment  of  like 
claims  tkat  may  accrue  from  time  to  time. 

The  submission  of  these  estimates  is  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  secure  an  appro^ 
priation  for  the  early  settlement  of  the  claims  above  referred  to,  153  of  which  were 
included  in  estimates  submitted  to  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  second  session  (H.  Docs. 
Noe.  177,  519,  689,  and  897),  and  no  action  had  thereon,  and  to  provide  for  the  future 
settlement  of  claims  of  this  character  arifiing  as  a  result  of  taiget  practice  with  heavy 
guns  promptly  and  without  the  delay  incident  to  an  annual  estimate  and  appro* 
priation. 

These  estimates  are  not  included  in  the  annual  estimates  of  the  department  sub* 
mitted  to  the  Treasiury  Department  on  October  15  last,  as  required  by  law,  for  the 
reason  that  the  matter  of  these  claims  was  not  brought  to  my  attention  imtil  late  in 
November. 

The  President  has  approved  the  submission  of  these  estimates,  as  shown  by  his 
notation  on  the  estimate  proper.

These  claims  embrace  damages  due  to  heav>'-gun  firing  and  dur- 
ing tai^get  practice,  damages  to  fences  and  growing  crops  and  to  trees 
by  troops  while  engaged  in  maneuvers,  etc.  Of  the  amount  now 
estimated  for  more  than  one-half  Ls  attributable  to  heavy-gun  firing 
at  Forts  Hamilton,  N.  Y.;  Heath,  Mass.;  Levett,  Me.;  Banks, 
Mass.;  Wadsworth,  N.  Y.;  Revere,  Mass.;  Moultrie,  S.  C;  Win- 
throp,  Mass.;  and  Miley,  Cal.  Estimates  of  appropriation  cover- 
ing 153  of  these  claims  and  aggregating  $19,033.14  were  submitted 
to  Congress  at  its  last  session,  as  shown  by  House  Documents  Nos. 
177,  519,  689,  and  897,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second  session,  but 
they  failed  to  receive  favorable  consideration. 

Authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  submission  of  an  esti- 
mate to  include  the  claims  previously  estimated  for,  as  well  as  those 
since  received  in  this  office,  was  not  received  in  time  to  render 
practicable  the  submission  of  this  estimate  with  those  for  the  fiscal 
year  1912.  (/.

Note. — In  connection  with  the  foregoing  estimates  attention  is  invited  to  page  36 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Wletr  for  the  fiscal  year  1910,  reading  as  loliows: 

"It  happens  every  year  in  the  service  of  the  Army  that  claims  arise  against  the 
War  Department  for  damage  done  to  private  property.  These  claims  may  naturally 
be  grouped  into  three  classes:  (1)  Those  which  are  bound  to  arise  every  year,  (2)  those 
which  arise  at  less  frequent  intervals,  and  (3)  those  whose  occurrences  are  occasionAl 
and  can  not  be  foreseen.  Of  the  first  class  is  damage  done  by  the  firing  of  the  heavy 
guns  of  our  seacoast  defenses.  Every  year  when  target  practice  takes  place  in  some 
localities  it  is  unavoidable  that  window  glass  will  be  shattered  and  plastering  knocked 
down  in  houses  belonging  to  citizens  in  the  vicinity.  Sometimes  window  and  door 
frames  and  doors  are  thrown  out  of  plumb  by  the  concussion.  It  has  been  ihe  custom 
to  have  claims  for  such  damages  immediately  investigated  and  the  actual  amount  of 
damage  determined  and  reported  upon  by  a  board  of  competent  officers,  and  the  con- 
clusions of  the  department,  based  upon  those  reports,  are  submitted  to  Congress  with 
recommendation  tor  settlement  of  tne  claims,  it  generally  happens,  however,  tiiat 
several  years  elapse  before  an  appropriation  is  made,  so  that  in  addition  to  the  annoy- 
ance and  inconvenience  causea  oy  the  firing  of  the  guns  citizens  whose  propcaty  is 
damaged  are  compelled  to  submit  to  delay  in  reimbursement  for  the  damage  inflicted. 
Every  year  the  War  Department  is  importuned  to  do  away  with  target  practice  wiA 
the  big  guns  at  various  places  on  the  ground  of  injury  done  to  private  property.  As 
a  rule  requests  of  this  kind  must,  of  course,  be  denied,  practice  with  tne  guns  being 
essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Coast  Artillery. 

"Every  effort  is  made  by  the  department  to  reduce  to  the  minimum  the  discom- 
fort caused  to  citizens  by  the  heavy  firing.  In  line  with  this  effort  it  is  desirable  that 
at  least  in  those  cases  where  it  is  known  that  damage  will  be  inflicted  annually,  pro- 
vision should  be  made  by  Congress  for  the  prompt  reimbursement  of  the  damages  to 
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private  property  as  ascertained  by  boards  of  Army  officers  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
their  reports  to  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  Such  a  course  was 
authorized  by  the  act  of  April  23,  1904  (33  Stat.,  265),  making  provision  for  joint 
Army  and  Militia  encampments,  maneuvers,  and  field  instructions,  which  worked  well 
and  avoided  much  of  the  dissatisfaction  caused  to  citizens  in  previous  encampments 
and  maneuvers.    This  provision  reads  as  follows: 

«« « ♦  ♦  ♦  YoT  purcnase  of  supplies  for  the  Quartermaster's  and  Ordnance  Depart- 
mentSj  including  re^lar  supplies,  incidental  expenses,  barracks,  and  quarters,  trans- 
portation of  the  militia  and  its  supplies,  clothing,  and  equipage,  leases  of  land,  and 
damages  of  property,  six  hundred  thousand  dollars.* 

*'It  is  hoped  that  some  adequate  legislation  of  a  similar  character  may  be  made 
for  the  claims  above  indicated.  At  the  present  time  there  are  150  cases,  amounting 
to  $18,558.14,  which  have  been  investigated  by  this  department  and  recommended 
to  Congress  for  settlement.  They  are  published  in  House  Document  No.  177,  Sixty- 
first  Congress,  second  session;  House  Document  No.  519,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second 
session;  and  Mouse  Document  No.  897,  Sixty-first  Congress,  second  session.  They 
are  all  for  damages  incident  to  the  training,  practice,  and  operations  of  the  Army — 
most  of  them  for  damage  caused  by  the  firing  of  heavy  guns.  Some  of  them  have 
been  before  Congress  since  December,  1908,  and  no  provision  has  yet  been  made  for 
the  payment  of  anjr  of  them.  There  are  several  additional  claims  now  pending  in 
ihe  department  which  have  been  investigated  and  will  be  reported  to  Congress  at 
the  present  session.  The  claimants  in  all  these  cases  have  been  advised  from  time 
to  time  of  the  status  of  their  claims,  and  that  settlement  awaits  an  appropriation  by 
Congress.  Naturally,  however,  they  look  to  the  War  Department  to  expedite  the 
matter  as  being  immediately  responsible  for  the  damage.  In  submittin|?  the  report 
above  referred  to,  I  feel  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  submit  an  estimate  for  an 
amount  laige  enough  to  cover  the  payment  of  all  such  claims  as  remain  unpaid,  where 
the  amount  of  damages  has  been  ascertained  by  the  War  Department  and  payment 
thereof  will  be  accepted  by  the  owners  of  the  property  in  full  satisfaction  of  such  dam- 
ages, and  also  to  suggest  a  small  additional  appropriation  sufficient  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year."

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized to  pay  to  Gaston  R.  Poitevin,  of  the  city  of  Pascagoula,  Jackson  County,  Missis- 
sippi, out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Unit^  States  not  otherwise  appro- 
{)riated,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  twenty  cents  for  property 
osses  sustained  by  him  during  a  storm  on  September  twenty-seventh,  nineteen 
hundred  and  six,  while  assistant  light  keeper  of  the  East  Pascagoula  River  (Missifi- 
sippi)  lifi^hthouse  station;  all  of  which  losses  are  particularly  described  in  the  annual 
repKjrt  of  the  Lighthouse  Board  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  on  pi^es  seven  to  thirteen, 
mclusive,  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made  for  further  particulars. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  tlie  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  13290): 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  tlie  bill  (H.  R. 
13290)  to  reimburse  Gaston  R.  Poitevin  for  property  lost  by  him 
while  assistant  light  keeper  at  East  Pascagoula  River  (Miss.)  light 
station,  as  recommended  by  the  Lighthouse  Board,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do 
pass. 

The  committee  reports  a  brief  statement  of  the  facts  and  depart- 
ment reconmiendations  concerning  said  loss  and  damages;  the  com- 
mittee hereto  embodies  and  makes  a  part  of  this  report  the  following 
from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Lighthouse  Board  to  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Labor  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907; 

During  the  hurricane  of  September  27,  1906,  the  light  station.  East  Pascagoula 
River,  Miss.,  was  destroyed,  and  Mr.  Gaston  R.  Poitevin,  assistant  keeper,  sustained 
ferious  losses  of  personal  property,  as  the  dwelling  occupied  by  him  was  entirely 
swept  away.  These  losses,  amounting  to  $459.20,  were  examined  and  approved,  and 
the  board  recommends  that  an  ap]  ropriation  of  that  amount  be  made  to  reimburse 
him.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  JeanfeG.  Lyles. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorued 
and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  i^ppropriated, 
to  Jeanie  G.  Lylee,  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  mother  of  Lieutenant  fee  Witt 
C.  Lylee,  late  of  the  Twentieth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry,  the  sum  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  invention,  by  the  said 
Lieutenant  De  Witt  C.  Lyles,  of  an  attachment  to  the  packsaddle  frames  used  by  the 
United  States  Army;  and  for  the  further  use  by  the  Army  from  said  date  of  said  inven- 
tion there  shall  not  be  paid  any  further  sum. 

Mr.  H.  Robert  Fowler,  from  the  ('Ommittee  on  Claims,  submitted 
the  following  report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  13087) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
13087)  for  the  relief  of  Jeanie  G.  Lyles,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  amend- 
ment. 

In  line  8  strike  out  the  words  "two  thousand  five''  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  *' fifteen.'* 

The  right  of  the  claimant  to  the  sum  allowed  and  recommended  by 
this  committee  is  based  upon  an  invention  of  an  attachment  to  a 

Eacksaddle  for  carrying  a  rapid-firing  gun  on  horseback,  by  First 
lieut.  De  Witt  V.  Lyles  of  the  Twentieth  United  States  Infantry, 
who  died  in  the  general  hospital,  Washington  Barracks,  December  9, 
1903,  and  who  was  a  son  of  the  claimant.  This  ^oung  officer,  while 
sei*ving  in  the  Philippine  war,  was  afterwards  requu*ed  to  go  into  rough 
and  mountainous  country  to  fight  the  enemy,  and  was  forced  to  carry 
his  rapid-firing  gun  on  horseback,  which  was  very  unhandy.  To 
obviate  the  difficulty  he  invented  a  frame,  or  attachment  to  a  saddle, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  War  Department,  and  has  been  in  general 
use  ever  since  as  a  miUtary  device  for  carrying  rapid-firing  guns 
overland  on  horeeback. 

This  invention  was  patentable,  but  no  patent  was  taken  out  by 
the  inventor;  and  as  it  does  not  appear  from  the  evidence  that  he 
spent  any  time  from  his  military  duties  in  working  out  this  invention, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  Government  has  received  as  much  benefit  from 
its  use  as  it  could  have  done  had  it  been  patented,  in  which  case  the 
Government  would  have  been  required  to  pay  the  inventor  a  royalty, 
it  is  deemed  by  the  committee  that  it  is  n^ht  and  proper  for  tfie 
Government  of  the  United  States  to  pay  about  what  the  royalty 
would  be  had  the  invention  been  patented.  In  order  to  arrive  at 
an  equitable  allowance  the  whole  Question  has  been '  submitted  to 
the  War  Department,  and  we  are  aavised  by  that  department  that 
$2,500  would  not  be  excessive,  with  a  recommendation  to  pay  that 
amount.  The  committee  did  not  agree  altogether  with  this  recom- 
mendation, but  in  their  better  judgment  they  have  recommended 
thepayment,  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  claim,  or  the  sum  of  Sl>500. 

Tne  committee  was  further  prompted  in  making  this  recommwida- 
tion  by  the  feeling  that  we  ought  to  encourage  inventions  useful  to 
the  Army  by  those  who  are  engaged  in  our  nmitary  service  hj  pay- 
ing whatever  is  reasonable  for  such  inventions.  It  was  estimated 
in  1910  by  the  War  Department  that  more  than  3,000  of  these  pack- 
saddle  attachments  were  either  in  use  or  ordered  to  be  put  in  use  in 
the  United  States  Army. 

The  claimant  is  shown  to  be  dependent  upon  the  inventor  for 
support.

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  H.  Res.  444.] 

The  Committee  on  Rules,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
(H.  Res.  444)  to  change  the  rules  of  the  House  temporarily  for  the 
consideration  of  H.  R.  21279,  have  considered  the  same  and  report 
the  following  substitute  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  after  the  adoption  of  this  rule  it  shall  be  in  order  in  the  conedderatioii 
of  H.  R.  21279,  a  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  service  of  the  Post  Office  Departs 
meat  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  for 
other  purpoBee,  to  consider  the  new  lenBlation  on  said  bill  hereinafter  mentioned 
notwithstanding  the  general  rules  of  the^ouse. 

First.  On  pages  ei^teen  and  nineteen  the  following  proviso: 

**Pr<mided/urther,  That  after  the  first  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  the 
Poetmaster  Qeneral  shall  not  approve  or  allow  to  be  used  or  pay  for  any  full  lailwi^ 
poet-office  car  not  constructed  of  steel,  steel  underfirame,  or  ec^ually  indestructible 
material,  and  not  less  than  twenty  per  centum  of  thiB  new  equipment  shall  be  put 
into  operation  annually  after  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve;  and  after  the  pas- 
nge  of  this  act  no  contract  shall  be  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  steel  underframe 
cars," 

Second.  In  the  order  in  which  the  sections  come  in  said  bill,  sections  two,  three, 
lour,  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  nine,  ten,  eleven,  and  twelve  shall  be  in  order  as  follows: 

''Sbc.  2.  No  contract  for  furnishing  supplies  to  the  Post  Office  Department  or 
Ihe  postal  service  shall  be  made  with  any  person  who  has  entered,  or  proposed  to  enter, 
into  any  combination  to  prevent  the  malnng  of  any  bid  for  funushing  such  supplies, 
or  to  fix  a  price  or  prices  therefor,  or  who  has  made  any  agreement,  or  given  or  performed, 
or  promised  to  give  or  perform,  any  consideration  whatever  to  induce  any  o&er  person 
not  to  bid  for  any  such  contract,  or  to  bid  at  a  specified  price  or  prices  thereon;  and  if 
any  person  so  onending  is  a  contractor  for  furnishing  such  suppues.  his  contract  may 
be  annulled,  and  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  lees  than  one 
hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  further  punished,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  by  imprisonment  for  not  lees  thsji  three  months  nor  more 
than  one  year.

^'Sbc.  3.  That  every  Navy  mail  clerk  and  assistant  Navy  mail  clerk  shall  give  bond 
to  the  United  States  in  such  penal  sum  as  the  Postmaster  (ien«:al  may  deem  sufficient 
for  the  ftdthful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  clerk. 
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**Sec.  4.  WTieu,  after  a  weighing  of  the  mails  for  the  purfK)6e  of  readjusting  the 
compensation  for  their  transportation  on  a  railroad  route,  mails  are  diverted  Uiere- 
from  or  thereto,  the  Poetmaster  General  may,  in  his  discretion,  ascertain  the  effect 
of  such  diversion  by  a  weighing  of  such  mails  for  such  number  of  successive  working 
days  as  he  may  determine,  and  nave  the  weights  stated  and  verified  to  him  as  in  other 
cases,  and  readjust  the  compensation  on  the  routes  affected  accordingly:  Provided^ 
That  no  readjustment  shall  be  made  unless  the  diverted  mails  equal  at  least  ten  per 
centum  of  the  average  dailv  weight  on  any  of  the  routes  affected. 

"Sec.  5.  That  on  and  after  July  first  next  following  the  passage  of  this  act  letter 
carriers  in  the  City  Delivery  Service  and  clerks  in  first  and  second  class  poet  offices 
shall  be  required  to  work  not  more  than  eight  hours  a  day:  Provided,  That  the  eight 
hours  of  service  shall  not  extend  over  a  longer  period  than  ten  consecutive  hours, 
and  the  schedules  of  duty  of  the  employees  shall  oe  regulated  accordingly. 

''That  in  cases  of  emeigency,  or  if  the  needs  of  the  service  require,  letter  carriere 
in  the  City  Delivery  Service  and  clerks  in  first  and  second  cla^s  poet  oflBces  can  be 
required  to  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours  a  day,  and  for  such  additional  services  they 
shall  be  paid  extra  in  proportion  to  their  salaries  as  fixed  by  law. 

**That  should  the  needs  of  the  service  reauire  the  employment  on  Sunday  of  letter 
carriers  in  the  City  Delivery  Service  and  clerks  in  first  and  second  class  poet  offices, 
the  employees  who  are  required  and  ordered  to  perform  Sunday  work  shall  be  allowed 
compensatory  tijpe  on  one  of  the  nix  days  following  the  Sunday  on  which  they  perform 
snch  service. 

"Sec.  6.  That  no  person  in  the  calssified  civil  service  of  the  United  States  employed 
in  thepostal  service  shall  be  removed  therefrom  except  for  such  cause  as  will  promote 
the  efficiency  of  said  service  and  for  reasons  given  in  writing,  and  the  person  whose 
removal  is  sought  shall  have  notice  of  the  same  and  of  any  charges  perierred  against 
him,  and  be  furnished  with  a  copy  thereof,  and  also  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  for 
personally  answering  the  same  in  writing;  and  affidavits  in  support  thereof;  but  no 
examination  of  witnesses  nor  any  trial  or  nearing  shall  be  required  except  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  officer  making  the  removal;  and  copies  of  charges,  notice  of  hearings, 
answer,  reasons  for  removal,  and  of  the  order  of  removal  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  proper  department  or  office,  as  shall  also  the  reasons  for  reduction  in 
ifink  or  compensation;  and  copies  of  the  same  shall  be  annually  reported  to  Congress 
and  furnished  to  the  person  anected  upon  request,  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
also  shall,  upon  request,  be  furnishea  copies  of  the  same  or  the  originals  thereof: 
Provided^  however,  That  membership  in  any  society,  association,  club,  or  other  form 
(A  organization  of  postal  employees  having  for  its  objects,  among  other  things,  improve- 
ments in  the  condition  of  labor  of  its  members,  including  hours  of  labor  and  compen^ 
sation  therefor  and  leave  of  absence,  by  any  person  or  groups  of  persona  in  said  postal 
service,  or  the  presenting  by  any  such  person  or  groups  of  persons  of  any  grievance  or 
grievances  to  the  Congress  or  any  Member  thereof  shall  not  constitute  or  be  cause  for 
reduction  in  rank  or  compensation  or  removal  of  such  person  or  groups  of  persons 
from  said  service. 

"Sec.  7.  That  after  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  the  Postmaster 
General  may  appoint  railway  postal  clerks  in  such  manner  and  of  such  respective 
grades  and  salaries  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  a|>propriation  acts  for  die 
service  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  for  the  purpose  of  sorting  and  distributing  the 
mail  in  railway  post  offices,  railway  post-office  terminals,  and  transfer  offices,  and  for 
service  in  the  offices  of  division  superintendents  and  chief  clerks,  and  as  transfer 
clerks  and  such  other  services  as  may  pertain  to  the  Railway  Mail  Service.  Swdi 
elerks  shall  be  designated  as  rail^'ay  postal  clerks  and  shall  be  divided  into  the  foltow- 
ing  grades,  with  corresponding  salaries  per  annum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates: 
.  "Grade  one,  at  not  exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars. 
.   "Grade  two,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

*' Grade  three,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  one  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  four,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  five,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  three  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  six,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  seven,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  ^we  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  eight,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  nine,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 

"Grade  ten,  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars. 

"Chief  clerks,  at  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 

"The  Postmaster  General  shall  classify  and  ftx  the  salaries  of  railway  postal  clerks, 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  in  the  grades  orovided  by  law;  and  foe  the 
purpose  of  organization  and  of  establishing  maximum  graaes  to  which  promotiona  may 
be  niade  successively  as  hereinafter  provided,  he  shall  classify  railway  post  offices, 
terminal  railway  post  offices,  and  transfer  offices  with  reference  to  their  character  and 
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impcMtance  in  three  classes,  with  salary  grades  as  follows:  Class  A,  nine  hundred  dollars 
to  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars;  ciass  B,  nine  hundred  dollars  to  one  thousand 
three  hundred  dollars;  and  class  C,  nine  hundred  dollars  to  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars.  He  may  assign  to  the  offices  of  division  superintendents  and  chief  clerks  such 
railwav  postal  clerks  as  may  be  necessary  and  fix  their  salaries  within  the  grades  pro- 
Wded  Dy  law  without  regard  to  the  classification  of  railway  post  offices. 

'* After  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  clerks  in  class  A  shall  be 
promoted  successively  to  grade  three,  clerks  in  class  B  shall  be  promoted  successively 
to  grade  four,  and  clerks  in  class  C  shall  be  promoted  successively  to  grade  five  ai 
the  beginning  of  the  quarter  following  the  expiration  of  a  year's  satisfactory  service 
in  the  next  lower  grade.  Promotions  above  these  ^p^es  within  the  maximum  gradet 
of  the  classification  may  be  made  in  the  discretion  of  the  Postmaster  General  for 
meritorious  service.  No  promotion  shall  be  made  except  upon  evidence  satis^tory 
to  the  Poet  Office  Department  of  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the  employee 
during  the  preceding  year. 

"A  clerk  of  any  g^e  of  an 3^  classification  of  railway  post  oflicee,  terminal  railway 
post  offices,  transfer  offices,  or  in  the  office  of  a  division  superintendent  or  chief  clerk 
may  be  transferred  and  assigned  to  any  classification  of  railwa^r  post  offices,  terminal 
railway  poet  offices,  transfer  offices,  or  to  an  office  of  a  division  superintendent  or 
chief  clerk  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General  may  deem  proper. 

'derks  assigned  as  clerks  in  charge  of  crews  consisting  of  more  than  one  clerk  shall 
be  clerks  of  grades  five  to  ten,  inclusive,  and  may  be  promoted  one  grade  only  after 
three  years'  continuous,  satisfactory,  and  faithful  service  in  such  capacity. 

'A  clerk  who  fails  of  promotion  because  of  unsatisfactory  service  may  be  promoted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second  (quarter  thereafter  or  any  subsequent  quarter  for  satis- 
iactor>'  and  faitnful  service  during  the  intervening  period. 

''(Uerks  in  the  highest  grade  in  their  respective  lines  or  other  assignments  shall  be 
eligible  for  promotion  to  positions  of  clerks  in  charge  in  said  lines  or  corresponding 
positions  in  other  assignments,  and  clerks  assigned  as  assistant  chief  clerks  and  clerlu 
ID  chaige  of  crews  consisting  of  more  than  one  clerk,  either  assigned  to  the  line,  the 
transfer  sei^-ice,  or  to  a  terminal  railway  post  office,  and  clerks  in  the  highest  grades 
in  offices  of  division  superintendents  in  their  respective  divisions  shall,  after  two 
years  of  continuous  service  in  such  capacity,  be  eligible  for  promotion  to  positions 
of  chief  clerks  in  said  division  for  satisfactory,  efficient,  and  faithful  service  during 
the  pre(*eding  two-year  period  under  su(*h  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General  shall 
prescribe. 

*'Wlienever  a  clerk  shall  have  been  reduced  in  salary  for  any  cause  he  may  be 
restored  to  his  former  grade  or  advanced  to  an  intermec&ate  eraae  at  the  beg[inning 
of  any  quarter  following  the  reduction  for  satisfactory  and  faitnful  service  during  the 
inter^'elling  period. 

*4n  filling  positions  below  that  of  chief  clerk  no  clerk  shall  be  advanced  more  than 
one  grade  in  a  period  of  a  year. 

"All  clerks  appointed  to  the  Railway  Mail  Service  and  to  perform  duty  on  railway 
post  offices  shall  reside  at  some  point  on  the  route  to  which  they  are  assigned;  but 
railway  postal  clerks  appointed  prior  to  February  twenty-eighth^  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  and  now  performing  such  duty  shall  not  be  required  to  change  their 
residences,  except  when  transferred  to  another  line :  Provided^  however ,  That  because 
of  the  reclassification  herein  provided  no  clerk  shall  receive  less  salary  than  before 
the  passage  of  this  act.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
replied. 

Sec.  8.  That  hereafter  postage  shall  be  paid  on  matter  of  the  fourth  class  at  the 
rate  of  twelve  cents  per  pound,  except  as  herein  provided. 

"That  no  article,  package,  or  parcel  shall  be  mailable  as  matter  of  the  fourth  class 
which  exceeds  eleven  pounas  in  weight,  except  as  herein  provided. 

"That  on  each  and  all  rural  mail-delivery  routes  of  the  United  States  the  postmaster 
at  the  starting  point  of  such  route  shall,  until  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  receive  and  deliver  to  the  carrier  or  carriers  of  said  routes  all  articles,  par- 
cels, or  packim^es  not  prohibited  to  the  mails  by  law  and  falling  under  the  definition  of 
fourth-class  matter  and  not  weighing  in  excess  of  eleven  pounds  for  transportation 
and  delivery^  on  said  routes  only;  and  the  carriers  shall  receive  at  intermediate  points 
on  all  rural  routes  such  mail  matter  of  the  fourth  class  for  delivery  on  their  respective 
routes  only. 

"That  postage  shall  be  paid  on  all  articles,  parcels,  or  packages  entitled  to  transpor- 
tation under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  matter  of  the  fourth  class  on  rural  mail-delivery 
routes  only  at  the  following  rates:  One  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  less,  two  cents  for 
more  than  two  ounces  but  not  more  than  four  ounces,  three  cents  for  more  than  four 
ounces  but  not  more  than  eight  ounces,  four  cents  for  more  than  eight  ounces  but  not 
more  than  twelve  ounces,  five  cents  for  more  than  twelve  ounces  but  not  more  than  a 
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pound,  and  two  cente  per  pound  for  each  additional  pound  or  fraction  thereof  np  to 
and  including  a  total  ot  eleven  pounds.  That  theToetmaster  General  shall  make  all 
rules  and  regulations  necessary  and  not  inconsistent  with  law  to  the  proper  execution 
of  Uiis  act. 

''That  for  the  purpose  of  a  full  and  complete  inquiry  and  investigation  into  die 
feasibility  and  propriety  of  the  establishment  of  a  general  parcel-post  commission  of 
six  persons,  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  three  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  is  constituted,  with  full  power  to 
appoint  clerks,  stenographers,  and  experts  to  assist  them  in  this  work.  They  shall 
review  the  testimony  already  taken  on  the  subject  of  parcel  post  by  Senate  and  House 
committees  and  take  such  other  testimony  as  they  deem  desirable.  For  the  purpoee 
of  defraying  the  expenses  of  this  commission  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  doflan 
is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  the  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

"Sec.  9.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
the  compensation  of  rural  letter  carriers  for  carrying  the  mail  six  days  each  week  on 
standard  routes  of  twenty-four  miles  in  length  shall  be  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and 
seventy-four  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly;  and  on  routes  exceeding  twenty- 
four  miles  in  length,  the  sum  ojf  forty-four  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  per  mile  per 
annum  for  each  mile  in  excess  of  twenty-four  miles;  and  on  routes  under  twenty-four 
miles  in  length,  a  corresponding  reduction  of  compensation  per  mile  per  annum  shall 
be  paid ;  on  routes  carrying  the  mail  three  days  of  each  week  of  the  same  length  as 
above,  the  pay  shall  be  one-half  the  compensation  there  provided. 

''Sec.  10.  That  after  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  experimental 
mail  delivery  may  be  established,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General 
may  prescribe,  in  towns  and  villages  having  post  offices  of  the  second  or  third  class 
that  are  not  by  law  now  entitled  to  free-delivery  service,  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  enable  postmasters  to  employ  the  necessary 
assistance  to  deliver  the  mail  in  such  villages,  and  the  amount  to  be  expended  at  any 
office  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  eight  nundred  dollars  a  year. 

'*Sec.  11.  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  to  enable  the  Postmaster  General  to  continue  the  establishment, 
inaintenance,  and  extension  of  postal  savings  depositories,  including  the  reimburse- 
ment of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  expenses  incident  to  the  preparation,  issue, 
and  registration  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  act  of  June  twenty-fifth,  nineteen 
hundr^  and  ten :  Provided^  That  out  of  sucn  sum  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  may  be  expended  for  the  rental,  if  necessary,  of  quarters  for  the  central 
office  of  the  Postal  Savings  System  in  the  District  of  Columbia:  And  provided fxirthcr^ 
That  all  expenditures  in  the  Postal  Savings  System  shall  be  audited  by  the  Auditor 
for  the  Post  Office  Department:  And  provided  further,  That  the  Postmaster  General 
shall  select  and  designate  the  post  offices  which  are  to  be  postal  savings  depository 
offices,  and  shall  appoint  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such  superintendents,  inspectors, 
and  other  employees  as  may  be  necessary  in  conducting,  supervising,  and  directing 
the  business  of  such  offices,  including  the  employees  of  a  central  office  at  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  prescribe  the  hours  during  which  postal  savings  deposi- 
tory offices  shall  remain  open.  He  shall  also  from  time  to  time  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions with  respect  to  the  deposits  in  and  withdrawals  of  moneys  from  postal  saving 
depositories  and  the  issue  of  pass  books  or  such  other  devices  as  he  may  adopt  as  evi- 
dence of  such  deposits  or  withdrawals.  The  provisions  of  the  act  approved  Jane 
twenty-fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  are  hereby  modified  accordingly.  The  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve 
of  five  hundred  thousand  aollars  made  by  section  five  of  the  a<!t  approved  March  fourth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  for  the  Postal  Savings  System,  is  nereby  reappropriated 
and  made  available  during  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  this  section. 

'*Sec.  12.  That  the  provision  in  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  service  of  the 
Post  Office  Department,  approved  May  twenty-seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight, 
authorizing  the  designation  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Navy  as  Navy  mail  clerks  and 
assistant  Navy  mail  clerks,  be  amended  to  include  in  such  designation  enlisted  men 
of  the  Marine  Corps,  by  the  insertion  in  the  said  provision,  after  the  words  'United 
States  Navy,'  the  words  *or  Marine  Corps.'  " 

It  shall  also  be  in  order,  notwithstanding  the  general  rules  of  the 
House,  to  consider  in  connection  with  said  H.  R.  21279  the  following: 
First.  In  connection  with  section  8  of  the  bill  the  following: 

That  in  order  to  promote  the  postal  service  and  more  efficiently  regulate  com- 
merce between  the  several  States,  the  Territories  of  the  United  States,  the  District 
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of  Columbia,  the  poeBesdoDB  of  the  United  States,  and  foreign  nations  the  contracts 
and  agreements  and  arrangements  of  the  several  express  companies  with  the  sev- 
eral nolroad  companies  or  other  common  carriers  of  the  United  States,  its  Territories, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  relating  to  the  collecting,  receiving,  canng  for,  storing, 
dispatching,  forwarding,  and  delivermg  by  such  railroad  company  or  other  common 
carriers  of  parcels^  xMioEets,  and  packages,  and  other  express  matter,  as  well  as  the 
frandiises,  operating  equipment,  cars,  vdiicles,  horses,  buildings,  leases,  as  lessees, 
of  buildings  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  exx>ress  business,  and  SH  other  property  or 
rights  and  privU^es  owned  and  used  by  such  express  companies  as  necessary  and 
appropriate  to  su(£  collecting,  receiving,  caring  for,  storing,  dispatching,  forwarding, 
and  delivering  of  such  parcels,  packets,  pacbages,  and  express  matter,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  condemned  and  appropriated  to  and  for 
the  United  States  of  America,  to  be  used  by  it  for  such  public  purposes  as  may  be 
proper  in  its  various  functions.  That  the  words  "express  company"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  be  construed  to  include  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company,  association, 
partnership,  and  individual,  as  far  as  engajged  in  the  collecting,  receiving,  caring  tar. 
storing,  dispatching,  forwarding,  and  delivering  of  parcels,  packets,  packages,  and 
other  express  matter,  by  rail  or  water.  And  the  woras  "railroad"  or  "railway  com- 
pany" snail  be  construed  to  include  any  transportation  agency  by  rail  or  water  as 
lor  as  used  as  a  post  route  or  in  carrying  express  matter.  On  and  after  July  first, 
nineteen  himdred and  thirteen,  any  raiuroad,  steamship,  or  other  transportation  agency 
having  a  contract  with  any  express  company  subject  to  this  act  shall  transport  and 
carry  for  the  Post  Office  Department  all  matter  transportable  under  said  contract, 
and  shall  execute  and  perform  with  respect  to  such  Post  Offie  Department  all  such 
duties  as  have  been  customary  under  such  contract  in  relation  to  the  express  com- 
pany or  companies  named  therein,  and  shall  permit  its  agents  and  employees  when 
required  to  continue  to  discharge  such  services  in  respect  thereto,  and  upon  like 
terms,  witiiout  interference  on  its  part. 

DUTY  OF  PRESIDENT  AND  POSTMASTBB  GENERAL. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  to  take  charge  and  possession  of  all  the  property  of  such  express 
companies  condemned  and  appropriated  by  this  act,  in  the  name  of  and  by  the  au- 
th(»ity  of  the  United  States  of  Ainerica;  and  thereupooi  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  to  employ  said  property  and  facilities  in  conjimction  with  the 
postal  service,  and  to  henceforth  conduct  said  express  service. 

POWERS  OF  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Postmaster  General  to  make  and  promul- 
gate such  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  not  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United 
States:  Provided,  That  all  such  rules  and  r^ulations  shall  be  subject  to  review  and 
revision  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  courts  in  like  manner  and 
with  like  effect  as  if  said  rules  and  regulations  had  been  made  and  promulgated  by  a 
railway  company  or  other  common  carrier. 

COMPENSATION   FOR  RAILROAD  TRANSPORTATION. 

Sbc.  4.  That  during  the  months  of  August  and  December,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twelve,  and  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  the  weights  of  matter  carried 
over  the  respective  railroads,  under  contracts  with  the  express  companies  during  the 
pendency  thereof,  shall  be  taken  for  each  railroad  company  in  respect  to  such  contract. 
under  relations  to  be  provided  by  the  Post  Office  Department;  and  the  amount  of 
money  paid  for  the  carriage  thereof  to  the  railroad  shall  be  divided  by  the  mileage  of 
such  railroad  over  which  such  matter  is  carried ;  and  thereafter  the  Postmaster  General 
shall,  if  the  railroad  company  consent  thereto,  cause  to  be  paid  to  such  railroad  com- 
pany the  amount  per  mile  owing  to  such  railroad  under  such  contract  as  thus  com- 
fated;  and  theremer  annually  at  such  times  as  mav  be  determined  upon  by  the 
oetmaster  General  such  matter  shall  be  weighed,  and  the  railroad  company  shall  be 
paid  monthly  for  the  excess  weight  carried  by  it,  over  the  first  weighing  herein  pro- 
vided, such  sums  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  such  excess  weight;  but  if  such  Post* 
master  General  and  such  railroad  company  shall  fail  to  agree  upon  a  basiR  of  compen- 
sation for  such  excess  weights,  then  the  same  shall  be  paid  for  according  to  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  the  contract  condemned  in  such  case. 
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RENEWAL  OF  TRANSPORTATION   CONTRACTS. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  expiration  or  tennination  of  any  contract  between  an  expre« 
company  and  a  raibx>ad  condemned  by  this  act  (or  at  any  time  before,  if  such  railroad 
company  shall  consent  thereto)  the  Fostraaster  General  may  contract  with  such  rail- 
road company  for  the  transportation  of  postal  express  matter;  and  if  deemed  ad\'an- 
ta^<eou8,  upon  cars  provided  by  the  postal  department,  which  may  be  tiansf erred 
without  unloading  onto  the  lines  of  other  railroad  companies,  at  such  rates  of  com, 
pensation  and  upon  such  princijjles  of  computation  thereof  as  may  be  agreed  upon- 
with  the  right  oi  review  and  re\dsion  of  the  same  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission as  hereinafter  provided.  And  in  case  the  rostmaster  General  and  such  rail- 
road company,  after  tne  expiration  or  termination  of  the  contract  with  an  exprea 
company,  shall  fail  to  agree  upon  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  renewal  th^^of. 
they  shall  submit  their  respective  contentions  with  reference  thereto  to  the  said 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  which  shall  thereupon  have  plenar>'  power  to  de- 
clare the  terms  and  provisions  which  said  contract  shall  contain;  but  from  any  deter- 
mination with  respect  to  any  such  contract  the  terms  and  provisions  of  which  have 
been  so  declared  by  the  said  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  an  appeal  shall  lie  to 
the  Court  of  Commerce,  which  shall  enjoy  like  power  to  amend  and  revise;  the  same. 

APPRAISEMENT  OF   EXPRESS  COMPANIES. 

Sec  6.  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  appraise  the  value  of  the  .property  condemned 
and  appropriated  by  the  United  States  of  America  in  section  one  of  tnis  act  and  award 
to  the  respective  express  companies  just  compensation  therefor.  Each  commissioner 
shall  take  oath  to  justly  perform  such  duties  before  some  judge  of  the  courts  of  the 
United  States.  The  said  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  its  duty  to  summon  witnesses,  with  books  and  papers,  before  it,  for  either  of 
the  parties,  and  reouire  such  witnesses  to  testify,  and  it  shall  give  to  each  party  a  full 
hearing;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commission,  on  or  before  the  seventh  day  of 
May,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  to  file  a  separate  award  of  appraisement  for 
each  express  company  condemned  under  this  act,  with  respect  to  theproperty  con- 
demned, and  give  notice  of  the  filing  of  such  award  to  the  Postmaster  General  and  to 
such  express  company.  And  if  either  party  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  amount  of 
said  award,  the  same  may,  upon  appeal  by  either  party,  be  reviewed  and  revised 
by  the  Court  of  Commerce,  sitting  as  a  court  of  review,  with  respect  thereto;  and 
from  its  determination  a  further  appeal  may  be  taken  by  either  of  the  parties  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

PROVISIONS  FOR  COMPENSATION   OF   EXPRESS   COMPANIES. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
make  payment  to  such  express  companies  of  the  money  adjudged  to  be  due  them,  as 
aforesaid,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  said  express  companiee  shall 
be  entitled  to  payment  of  such  final  award  as  compensation  from  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Treasurer  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  said  award  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMON   CARRIERS. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  willful  failure  or  refusal  by  any  railroad  company  or  other  common 
carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  perform  any  service  required  by  this 
act  or  by  any  lawful  rule  or  regulation  made  and  promulgated  by  the  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  of  any  lawful  ruling,  finding,  or  determination  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  or  of  any  order,  judgment,  or  decree  of  any  court 
of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor  which, 
upon  indictment  and  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars. 

POWERS   OF  POSTMASTER   GENERAL. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Postmaster  General  shall  have  power  to  rent,  lease,  or  purchase 
real  estate  and  personal  property,  supplies,  cars,  and  equipment  for  use  by  his  depart- 
ment for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  He  shall  have  power  to  condemn  in  the  name  of 
the  United  States  any  property,  real,  jjersonal,  or  mixed,  which  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  service,  but  the  said  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
minnion  .^hall  first  value  and  file  its  award  therefor  as  hereinbefore  specified. 
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Second.  On  page  25,  at  the  end  of  line  7  of  H.  R.  21279,  the  fol- 
lowing: 

That  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  certain  highways  of  the  several  States,  and  the  civil 
subdivisions  thereof,  are  classified  as  follows: 

Class  A  shall  embrace  roads  of  not  less  than  one  mile  in  length,  upon  which  no  grade 
shall  be  steeper  than  is  reasonably  and  practicably  necessary  in  view  of  the  natural 
topography  of  the  locality,  well  drained,  with  a  road  track  not  less  than  nine  feet  wide 
composed  of  shells,  vitrified  brick,  or  macadam,  graded,  crowned,  compacted,  and 
maintained  in  such  manner  that  it  shall  have  continuously  a  firm,  smooth  sur^ce, 
and  all  other  roads  having  a  road  track  not  less  than  nine  feet  wide  of  a  construction 
equally  smooth,  firm,  dmrable,  and  expensive,  and  continuously  kept  in  proper  repair. 
Class  B  shall  embrace  roads  of  not  less  than  one  mile  in  length,  upon  wnich  no  grade 
shall  be  steeper  than  is  reasonably  and  practicably  necessary  in  view  of  the  natural 
topography  of  the  locaUty,  well  drained,  with  a  road  track  not  less  than  nine  feet  wide 
composed  of  burnt  clay,  gravel,  or  a  proper  combination  of  sand  and  clay,  sand  and 
gravel,  or  rock  and  gravel,  constructed  and  maintained  in  such  manner  as  to  have 
continuously  a  firm,  smooth  surface.  Class  C  shall  embrace  roads  of  not  less  than  one 
mile  in  length  upon  which  no  grade  shall  be  steeper  than  is  reasonably  and  practicably 
necessary  in  view  of  the  natural  topography  of  the  locality,  with  ample  side  ditches, 
so  constructed  and  crowned  as  to  sned  water  quickly  into  the  side  oitches,  continu- 
ously kept  well  compacted  and  with  a  firm,  smooth  surface  by  dragging  or  other 
adequate  means,  so  tiiat  it  shall  be  reasonably  passable  for  wheeled  vehicles  at  all 
times.  That  whenever  the  United  States  shall  use  any  highway  of  any  State,  or  civil 
subdivision  thereof,  which  falls  within  classes  A,  B,  or  C,  for  the  purpose  of  transport- 
ing rural  mail,  compensation  for  such  use  shall  be  made  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five 
dollars  per  annum  per  mile  for  highways  of  class  A.  twenty  dollars  per  annum  per  mile 
for  highways  of  class  B,  and  fifteen  dollars  per  annum  per  mile  for  highways  of  class  C. 
The  if nited  States  shall  not  pay  any  compensation  or  toll  for  such  use  of  such  highways 
other  than  that  provided  for  in  this  section,  and  shall  pay  no  compensation  whatever 
for  the  use  of  any  highway  not  falling  within  classes  A,  B,  or  C.  That  any  question 
arising  as  to  the  proper  classification  of  any  road  used  for  transporting  riual  mail  shall 
be  determined  by  tiio  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  That  the  compensation  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  upon  warrants  drawn  upon  him  by  the  Postmaster  General  to  the  officers  entitled  - 
to  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  respective  highways  entitled  to  compensation  under 
this  act. 

The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen. 

Thkd.  After  Une  15,  page  28,  of  H.  R.  21279  the  followmg: 

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  or  association  or  corporation, 
to  enter  or  to  have  entered  into  the  mails  of  the  United  States  any  newspaper,  maga- 
zine or  other  periodical  of  like  kind,  unless  such  publication  shall  have  plainly  printed 
in  a  conspicuous  place  therein  the  name  or  names  of  the  managing  editor  or  managing 
editors,  the  name  or  names  of  the  publisher  or  publishers,  and  the  name  or  names 
of  the  owner  or  owners,  including  all  stockholders  owning  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
i&jre  hundred  dollars  or  more,  of  such  periodical  publication.  Any  person,  associa- 
tion, or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  punished,  for 
each  violation  of  any  provision  thereof,  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

On  the  subject  of  parcel  ix)st  and  postal  express,  when  reached  in 
order,  there  shall  be  15  hours  of  general  debate,  and  on  the  other 
subjects  mcluded  in  this  resolution  there  shaU  be  5  hours  of  general 
debate,  to  follow  immediately  on  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.

The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concern- 
ing the  case  of  each  beneficiary  in  said  bills  and  the  conclusions  of 
the  committee  as  to  the  proper  amount  of  pension  or  increases  which 
should  be  granted : 

H.  E.  304.  James  Mobley,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Fifty-fourth  Kegiment  Kentucky  Infantry,  from 
August  7,  1862,  to  September  11,  1863,  and  from  September  18,  1863, 
to  September  1,  1865  (three  years).  Address,  State  Soldiers'  Home, 
Lafayette,  Ind. 

He  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
by  reason  of  disease  of  heart,  injury  to  right  hip,  and  general  debility. 

The  pensioned  disabilities  were  shown  by  medical  examination  of 
May  4,  1898. 

Dr.  Warren  R.  King  testifies  that  soldier  is  suffering  from  valvular 
disease  of  heart,  disease  of  stomach,  fracture  of  right  leg,  and  rheu- 
matism, which  totally  disable  him  for  manual  labor. 

Testimony  shows  no  other  support  than  his  pension  of  $12  a 
month ;  he  is  an  inmate  of  a  soldiers'  home. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  1063.  John  C,  Carroll,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Second  Regiment  Tennessee  Infantry,  from  August 
10^  1861,  to  October  6, 1864  (three  years  and  two  months).  Address, 
Kingston,  Tenn. 

He  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month 
by  reason  of  injury  of  left  arm  and  disease  of  right  eye.  Claim 
under  general  law  rejected  October  26, 1888.  Last  medical  examina- 
tion, October  17,  1895,  shows  pensioned  causes. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Gtx)dwin,  March  7,  1912,  certifies  that  he  has  treated 
soldier  for  rheumatism  causing  enlargement  of  knee  joints  and  joints 
of  hands  so  much  so  as  to  render  him  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor. 

Two  neighbors  say  soldier's  farm  is  a  poor  one,  on  which  he  owes 
$1,000;  that  after  paying  taxes  and  expenses  the  farm  yields  little  or 
nothing. 

The  county  treasurer  certifies  that  soldier  has  assessed  to  him  121 
acres  of  land  valued  at  $700,  taxes,  $11.90. 

J.  K.  Parker  testifies  that  he  would  not  rent  the  farm  at  all,  that 
it  is  worn  out,  run  down,  dilapidated,  and  not  worth  more  than  $700 ; 
that  soldier  has  never  paid  for  his  place  in  full  and  never  can. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  1204.  Samuel  Keeble,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Tliird  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
February  10,  1862,  to  February  23,  1865  (3  years  and  13  days),  and 
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is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month 
on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  hip,  nasopharyngesQ  catarrh, 
and  slight  deafness  of  both  ears,  resulting  in  severe  deafness  of  lefl 
car  ana  slight  of  right  ear. 

Address,  Friendsville,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  15,  1910,  found  pensioned  causes,  and 
rated  at  $22  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  reports  pensioned  causes  as  having  increased. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  wholly  dependent  upon  his 
pension  for  a  support. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  1535.  William  A.  Dew,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  Sixth  Regiment  Illinois  Cavalry,  from  October  1,  1861, 
to  November  5,  1865  (four  years  and  one  month),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862.  at  $24  per  month  on  ac- 
count of  sunstroke  and  resulting  disease  or  heart  and  double  inguinal 
hernia,  allowed  January  10,  1898,  since  which  date  he  has  five  times 
applied  for  increase  and  been  rejected.  In  1905  he  appealed  from 
rejections,  but  action  of  Bureau  of  Pensions  was  affirmed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Address,  Stonefort,  111. 

.  Medical  examinations  July  15, 1908,  rated  the  pensioned  disabilities 
at  $30. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Osburn  and  Dr.  N.  G.  Osbum,  January  1,  1912,  testify 
(hat  pensioner  has  been  treated  for  several  years  past  for  disease  of 
hearty  double  inguinal  hernia,  disease  of  spine  and  kidneys,  which 
disabilities,  or  either  of  them,  totally  disaualify  him  for  manual  labor; 
that  he  can  not  care  for  his  person,  ana  has  a  nurse  day  and  night. 
Further,  soldier  is  a  very  poor  man,  and  has  no  income  but  his  pen- 
sion to  support  himself,  wife,  and  two  small  children. 

Two  neighbors  say  soldier  lives  in  a  small  house  worth  $300,  mort- 
gaged for  $260 ;  that  the  onlv  support  he  has  for  himself  and  family 
IS  his  pension  of  $24  a  month ;  that  he  has  the  attendance  of  a  nurse 
day  and  night. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2017.  Benjamin  F.  Stewart,  aged  66  years^  served  as  a  private 
and  corporal  in  Company  K,  Thirty-eighth  Regiment  Indiana  Vol-

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  property  assessed  at  $395. 
There  is  attached  a  statement  by  the  sheriff  of  Gibson  County  that 
on  October  28,  1911,  he  sold,  imder  order  of  the  court,  5  acres  of 
land  belonging  to  the  applicant  and  his  wife. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended.

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  property,  and  his 
personal  property  is  limited  to  a  few  household  goods.  He  states 
that  he  acts  as  janitor  and  receives  about  $20  a  month.  He  has  a 
pension  of  $12  a  month.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8 
j>er  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  testicles,  result  of  mumps. 

Address,  Chetopa,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  3,  1909,  found  disease  of  testicles,  vari- 
cose veins  of  both  legs,  and  bronchitis. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  disease  of  testicles,  vari- 
cose veins,  and  sciatic  rheumatism,  with  resulting  heart  and  kidney 
trouble.    He  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  income  but  his  pension.

Abraham  H.  Burkholder,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a 
sergeant  of  Company  I,  Eighty-eighth  Ohio  Infantry,  and  regi- 
mental quartermaster  of  the  One  hundred  and  seventy-ninth  Regi- 
ment Ohio  Infantry,  from  June  22,  1863,  to  August  27,  1864,  and 
from  October  1,  1864,  to  June  17,  1865,  (23  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account 
of  disease  of  pleura  and  disease  of  lungs,  chronic  diarrhea  and  result- 
ing disease  of  rectum,  injury  of  back,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  and 
slight  deafness  of  both  ears. 

Medical  examination  May  4,  1910,  finds  all  of  above  disabilities 
and  disease  of  heart,  and  rates  at  $30.

Dr.  J.  B.  Right,  February  7,  1911,  in  charge  of  Wright  Hospital, 
has  treated  pensioner  for  seven  years  and  for  all  the  disabilities  for 
which  pensioned,  and  also  for  heart  disease,  which  disabilities  neces- 
sitate the  frequent  but  not  constant  attendance  of  other  persons. 

Pensioner  states  that  all  the  property  he  has  consists  of  two  frame 
houses  worth  $4,500,  mortgaged  for  $2,800,  one  of  which  he  occupies 
and  rents  the  other  for  $100  a  year  net.  This  is  corroborated  by  two 
persons,  one  the  county  treasurer.  They  also  say  he  earns  a  little  in 
the  abstract  and  title  ousiness.

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  left  inguinal 
hernia,  disease  of  rectum,  lungs,  and  rheumatism. 

Address,  Valentine,  Nebr. 
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Board  of  surgeons,  June  27,  1894,  found  left  inguinal  hernia,  dis- 
ease of  rectum,  disease  of  lungs,  and  rheumatism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  left  inguinal  hernia,  piles 
(protruding)  ;  also  has  rheumatism ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testmiony  is  that  applicant  has  a  house  worth  about  $1,200, 
on  which  there  is  a  mortgage  of  $600,  and  has  no  other  property.  He 
has  a  pension  of  $12  a  month,  which  is  his  only  income.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  obesity,  disease  of 
stomach,  nasal  catarrh,  and  enlarged  prostate  and  senile  debility. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6 
per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea. 

Address,  St.  Paul,  Nebr. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  6,  1901,  found  chronic  disease  of 
stomach,  disease  of  heart,  nasal  catarrh,  enlarged  prostate,  and 
varicose  veins. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart 
and  general  debility,  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  small  parcel  of  ground, 
worth  about  $75,  "which  he  uses  for  a  garden ;  it  appears  that  he  has 
no  other  property.  His  wife  owns  a  house  and  two  lots,  worth  about 
$700.  His  mcome  is  his  pension  and  what  he  receives  for  the 
vegetables  he  sells  from  his  parcel  of  ground,  stated  to  be  88  by  116 
feet. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 


H.R.4409.  Susana  Laplant,  aged  60  years,  is  the  former  widow 
of  Paul  Aupetonanquitt,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G, 
Twenty-third  Regiment,  and  Company  H,  Twenty-eighth  Regiment, 
Michigan  Infantry,  from  October  5,  1864,  to  October  6,  1865  (one 
year).  Soldier  never  applied  for  pension.  He  died  in  1873.  He 
and  applicant  were  married  late  in  1865,  and  she  remarried  August 
19,  1879. 

Under  date  of  March  7,  1910,  she  applied  under  the  general  law

Edgar  A.  Whitaker,  aged  62  years,  served  as  a  priYate, 
corporal,  and  sergeant  in  Company  H,  Third  Regiment  Rhode  Island 
Heavy  Artillery  Volunteers,  irom  December  12,  1861,  to  August  27, 
1865  (3  years  8  months  and  15  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12  per  month,  for  injury  to  right  side 
of  face  from  powder  burn  and  resulting  ulcer. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  injury  to  right  hand. 

Address,  946  Cranston  Street,  Arlington,  R.  I. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  18,  1912,  found  injury  to  right  side 
of  face,  and  rated  at  $17. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  rheumatism,  re- 
sulting in  disease  of  heart  and  almost  complete  nervous  protration. 
The  evidence  describes  the  pensioned  disaoility  and  results.  The 
applicant  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension.

in  Company  F,  Forty-second  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  November  13, 1864,  to  November  17, 1865 ;  total  service,  one  year 
seven  months  and  four  days;  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
July  14,  1862,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  R.  F.  D.  3,  Box  16,  Norwood,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  7,  1903,  found  no  rating. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  bronchitis,  disease 
of  heart,  kidney  trouble,  and  cnronic  rheumatism,  and  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor.  " 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  estate.  He  has  house- 
hold furniture  valued  at  ^200.  It  appears  that  his  income  is  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5725.  Clarence  McBratney,  aged  67  vears,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Twenty-fourth  Regiment  New  York  Cavalry,  from 
December  24,  1863,  to  May  27,  1865  (one  year  and  five  months),  and 
is  how  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14.  1862,  at  $12  per  month 
for  gunshot  wound  of  left  knee. 

Address,  Utica,  111. 

Medical  examination,  January  17.  1006,  shows  wound  of  knee. 
Increase  rejected  on  this  certificate. 

Dr.  James  S.  Green,  April  14,  1911,  and  March  18,  1912,  shows 
soldier  suffering  from  wound  of  knee,  varicose  veins  of  right  leg, 
right  varicocele,  heart  trouble,  asthma,  bronchitis,  and  is  disabled 
for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 

Pensioner  and  neighbors  testify  that  he  owns  no  real  estate,  no 
stocks  or  bonds,  and  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 
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ILB.6806.  John  McCray,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Ninety -third  Kegiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
August  15, 1862,  to  June  8, 1865  (2  years  9  months  and  23  days) ,  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  hip  and  thigh,  and 
disease  of  respiratory  or£;ans. 

Was  formerly  p^isioned  under  the  act  of  Julv  14,  1862,  at  $4  per 
mcmth  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  hip  and  thigh. 

Address,  502  Riverview  Street,  Wichita,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  16, 1906,  found  peasioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  liver  congestion,  valvular 
disease  of  the  heart,  chronic  rheumatism,  chronic  dyspepsia,  with 
constipation  and  diarrhea,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  income  from  any  soui^ce 
except  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  ISL  6596.  Frederick  R.  Smith,  aged  68  years,  served  as  an  adjutant 
in  Seventy-sixth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  from  September 
1, 1861,  to  July  18, 1865  (3  years  and  10  months). 

Address,  Fields  Station,  JPa. 

He  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
by  reason  of  loss  of  right  foot,  which  was  shown  by  medical  exami- 
nation of  Julv  15,  1891 ;  also  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye. 

Dr.  J.  L.  Mansuy,  February  23, 1912,  testifies  that  soldier  is  totally 
incapacitated  to  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of  total  deafness. 
His  right  foot  is  amputated  2  inches  above  the  ankle,  enlargement 
of  prostate  gland,  and  chronic  rheumatism. 

Two  neignbors  testify  that  he  has  no  real  estate  whatsoever,  that 
he  is  an  incompetent  person,  and  unable  to  provide  for  himself. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  7468.  Solomon  A.  Rymer,  07  years  of  age,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  E,  Tenth  Tennessee  Cavalry,  from  January  13, 
1864,  to  August  1, 1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  on  account  of  a  right  inguinal  hernia,  rheumatism,  disease 
of  the  heart  and  rectum.  His  general-law  claim,  filed  in  1885  and 
based  on  piles,  was  properly  rejected  in  1901  on  the  ground  of  the 
claimant's  declared  inability  to  furnish  the  evidence  necessary  to 
establish  said  claim. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Benton,  Tenn.,  and  was  last  examined  by  the

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  rheumatism,  which 
were  shown  by  medical  examination  of  January  7, 1891. 

Address,  Ona,  W.  Va. 

Dr.  J.  J.  McComb,  May  1,  1911,  testifies  that  soldier  is  unable  to 
do  manual  labor,  as  he  is  partially  paralyzed.  This  is  vouched  for 
by  affidavits  of  eight  neighbors. 

Pensioner  and  two  neighbors  swear  that  he  has  no  real  estate  or 
personal  property,  but  has  $170  in  bank  and  np  income  but  his 
pension. 

A  rate  of  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  7777.  James  W.  Cowan,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  Sixth  Regiment  Indiana  Volimteer  Cavalry,  and 
in  Company  A,  Sixth  Regmient  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  from  July 
23.  1862,  to  July  6,  1865  (2  years  11  months  and  13  days),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890^  at  $12  per  month 
for  gunshot  wound  of  left  hand,  disease  of  respiratory  organs,  left 
inguinal  hernia,  general  debility,  right  inguinal  hernia,  and  rheu- 
matism. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4 
per  month  by  reason  of  accidental  pistol-shot  wound  of  left  hand. 

Address,  Whitman,  Nebr. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  29,  1903,  found  wound  of  left  hand, 
double  hernia,  rheumatism,  loss  of  teeth,  and  general  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  wholly  incapacitated  for 
manual  labor  from  the  following  physical  debilities:  Left  inguinal 
hernia,  partial  muscular  atrophy  of  both  legs,  defective  locomotion 
resulting  from  incipient  disease  of  spinal  cord,  vision  impaired,  gen- 
eral bodily  nutrition  is  noticeably  defective. 

The  county  treasurer  certifies  that  soldier's  property  is  assessed 
at  $180,  taxes  $6.63.  Neighbors  testifv  that  his  income  is  $50,  from 
the  lease  of  his  claim,  and  a  pension  of  $12  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

II.  K.  8179.  Helena  M.  Quinn,  69  years  of  age,  is  the  widow  of 
John  E.  Quinn,  who  served  as  sergeant  of  Company  B,  Thirtieth 
Massachusetts  Volunteers,  from  September  12,  1861,  to  April  4, 
18G3,  and  as  first  lieutenant  Company  G,  Seventy-fifth  United  States 
Colored  Troops,  from  April  4,  1863,  to  November  9,  1863.  He  died 
October  27,  1887,  of  malarial  poisoning,  the  result  of  his  military 
service.  His  widow,  who  married  him  on  September  5,  1868,  is  now, 
and  has  been  ever  since  his  death,  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law 
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at  $12  per  montb,  his  death  cause  having  been  contracted  during  his 
first  service. 

In  October,  1890,  the  claimant  sought*  additional  pension  on  ac- 
count of  a  helpless  daughter  of  the  soldier — ^Theresa  J.— born  on 
October  11,  1869;  her  claim,  however,  was  rejected  in  1893  on  the 
^ound  of  no  title,  the  child  hiving  been  over  16  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  its  father's  death. 

Dr.  William  A.  Johnson,  April  6,  1912,  certifies  that  applicant 
should  not  attempt  to  work  as  she  is  72  years  old  and  is  suffering 
from  lumbago ;  that  she  is  very  weak  and  has  constant  pains  in  her 
back;  that  me  heart  action  is  feeble  and  intermittent,  and  there  is 
marked  evidence  of  hardening  of  blood  vessels. 

There  is  other  medical  evidence  that  her  child  Teresa  J.  Quinn, 
aged  42  years,  needs  a  constant  attendant  owing  to  congenital  mental 
weakness — imbecility. 

Neighbors  testify  that  this  pensioner  formerly  earned  from  $4 
to  $5  a  week  workmg  in  the  mills,  but  that  now,  owing  to  age  and 
infirmities,  she  depends  for  support  upon  her  pension  of  $12  a 
month  and  State  aid  of  $4  a  montn.    She  pays  $8  a  month  rent. 

To  aid  in  her  support  and^the  care  of  ner  imbecile  daughter  an 
increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  8598.  Samuel  E.  Reynolds,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  K,  Second  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  May  21,  1861,  to  December  19,  1865  (4  years  6 
months  and  28  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  imder  the  act  of  July 
14,  1862,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  malarial 
poisoning. 

Address,  North  Scituate,  R.  I. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  14,  1900,  found  rheumatism,  four-eight- 
eenths, and  other  disability,  ten-eighteenths. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  appRcant  has  diabetes  mellitus  and 
ankylosis  of  one  knee,  and  needs  constant  care.  It  appears  that  he 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  testimony  shows  that  he  owns  a  small  place  taxed  on  a  value 
of  $1,000,  which  is  mortgaged  for  $400;  and  he  owes  $450  besides, 
which  he  borrowed  to  repair  his  home.  He  has  no  income  but  his 
pension  and  a  State  aid  or  $5  a  month.

John  Miller,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Fifty-fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Infantry,  from  February  5, 
1864,  to  July  11, 1865  (1  year  and  5  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
onder  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  in- 
jury o£  left  foot  and  ankle.  Claim  for  increase  was  rejected  April 
8,  1911,  on  medical  examination  of  March  22,  1911,  which  revealed 
besides  the  pensioned  cause  a  serious  lesion  of  central  nervous  system, 
and  umbilical  hernia. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Mandeville  testifies  that  he  has  treated  pensioner  for 
both  incontinence  of  urine  and  feces  and  rheumatism ;  that  both  his 
circulatory  and  nervous  systems  are  suffering,  and  that  he  is  perma- 
nently disabled  from  manual  labor. 
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Pensioner  states  under  oath  that  he  owns  one  lot  in  Galion,  Ohio,  of 
the  value  $2,500,  mortgaged  for  $1,900,  and  that  his  income  from  all 
sources  is  $288  (his  pension). 

The  Member  introducinff  this  bill  certifies  that  from  a  very  au- 
thentic source  he  learns  sohiier  has  a  small  home  but  same  is  mort- 
gaged, and  his  only  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  ^  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  8866.  Delora  W.  Kendall,  aged  55  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Leroy  Kendall,  who  served  as  a  private  in  the  Fourth  Unattached 
Company,  Massachusetts  Militia  Infantry  from  April  29,  1864,  to 
August  6,  1864,  and  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Second  Regiment 
Maine  Cavah-y,  from  October  17,  1864,  to  August  26,  1865.  Total 
service  1  year,  1  month,  and  15  days. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  imder  the  general  law  at  $30. 

Applicant  is  pensioned  imder  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  $12  per 
montn.

Medical  testimony  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  has  chronic  indi- 
gestion, a  valvular  lesion  of  the  heart,  and  is  now  undergoing  the 
meno-pause.  Further  that  applicant's  disabilities  render  her  wholly 
and  permanently  unable  to  earn  a  living. 

Other  testimony  is  to  the  effect  that  she  has  no  property  and  no  in- 
come but  her  pension.

Board  of  surgeons,  Januarv  13,  1909,  found  sciatic  rheumatism, 
gunshot  wound,  and  disease  of  eyes,  stomach,  and  bowels. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  piles,  disease  of  rectum, 
and  rheumatism;  has  chronic  conjunctivitis  of  both  eyes;  has  feeble 
heart  action;  has  supraorbital  neuralgia  and  harmaturia;  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor.

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  broken  down  in  health  and 
absolutely  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  9854.  William  Tjockridge,  nearly  70  years  of  age,  served  as 
a  private  in  Company  G,  Twelfth  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  October 
28,  1861,  to  May  19,  1862,  and  had  a  prior  service  in  Company  K, 

Sixth  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  April  18,  1861,  to  August  2, 1861 
(10  months). 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12 
per  month,  and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  at  $10  per  month  on  account  of  an  ax  wound  of  the  left  great 
toe,  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  the  rectum,  varicose  veins  of  the  legs, 
rheumatism,  and  senile  debility. 

November  20, 1911,  pensioned!  at  $16  under  act  of  February  6, 1907.

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fantry,  from  September  10,  1862,  to  Juhr  10,  1868  (10  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  P^bruary  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism. 

His  post-office  address  is  Lewiston,  Me. 

Soldier  alleges  total  incapacity  for  any  labor  or  business;  is  with- 
out property  or  means  of  support  aside  from  pension;  can  not  dress 
or  undress  himself.  He  has  heart  trouble,  rheumatism,  and  total  loss 
of  vision. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Renwick  testifies  that  soldier  is  wholly  and  permanenUy 
disabled  for  any  sort  of  work,  suffere  with  cardiac  dilataticm,  in 
which  compensation  has  not  been  maintained,  resulting  in  general 
dropsy;  a  great  deal  of  his  time  is  unable  to  lie  down,  and  is  com- 
pelled to  sleep  in  his  diair  in  a  sitting  posture. 

John  C.  Gerrjr  and  J.  Frank  BooQiby  corroborate  soldier's  state- 
ments as  to  physical  helplessness  and  financial  poverty. 

On  July  15,  1903,  the  Lewiston  (Me.)  board  rated  for  lumbago 
and  heart  trouble. 

The  soldier's  deplorable  physical  condition  will  warrant  a  rating 
of  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  10553.  Henrv  M.  Parks,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry,  fnmi 
Auffust  27,  1862,  to  June  26,  1865  (2  years  9  months  and  29  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12  per 
month  for  left  varicocele  and  injury  to  right  shoulder. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  injurv  of  right  shoulder,  left  varicocele,  rheu- 
matism, disease  of  heart  ana  rectum,  right  inguinal  hernia,  ob^ty, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Eaton,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  13,  1910,  found  left  varicocele,  injury  to 
ri^t  shoulder,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Conley  says  pensioner  suffers  from  asthma,  disease  of 
liver  and  testicles,  and  attacks  of  gallstones,  and  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Neighbors  say  that  the  only  property  possessed  by  soldier  is  a 
1-story  house  which,  with  two  vacant  lots,  m  worth  $1,200  to  $1,400, 
mortgaged  for  $300,  and  no  income  but  $12  a  month  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  reconmiended. 

H.  R.  10675.  William  Farrell,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  musician 
in  Company  H,  Ninety-fifth  Regmient  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantrv, 
from  August  15, 1862,  to  August  17, 1865  (three  years  and  two  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8 
per  month  bv  reason  of  disease  of  eyes. 

Address,  Harvard,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons.  May  14,  1902,  found  disease  of  eyes  and  im- 
paired hearing  m  left  ear. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  intermittent  diarrhea  and 
chronic  cystitis,  ana  is  tame  in  uie  back  most  of  the  time.  It  appears 
that  he  is  unable  to  do  maiiual  labor. 
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It  is  shown  by  affidavits  that  soldier's  income  is  his  pension  of  $12 
a  month  and  $5  a  month  State  aid  from  G.  A.  R.  He  owns  a  house 
and  lot  of  the  value  of  $800,  mortgaged  for  $300;  also  has  made  entry 
in  South  Dakota  for  a  homestead  of  160  acres  of  land,  which  is  worth 
to  him  $500,  with  a  house  of  the  value  of  $100  on  it 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  11039.  Wilson  H.  Cla^ool,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  B*,  Ninetieth  Regiment  Ohio  Infantry,  from 
October  3,  1863,  to  October  3,  1866  (three  years),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  resipiratory  organs,  impaired 
vision,  and  senile  debility. 

Adoress,  Caledonia,  Ohio. 

Besides  the  pensioned  disabilities  the  medical  examination  of 
February  13,  1907,  showed  deafness.

months  and  25  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  oi  June

James  A.  Jones,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  One  hundred  and  ninety-third  Regiment  New  Ywk 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  April  5,  1865,  to  January  18,  1866  (9 
months  and  13  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  bv  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  general  debility. 

Address,  Winchendon,  Mass. 

Board  of  surgeons,  September  5,  1906,  found  general  debility  and 
impaired  vision. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  nearly  blind  as  a  result  of 
atrophy  of  optic  nerves  and  is  in  feeble  physical  condition.  He  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  11513.  Benjamin  F.  Preble,  78  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
sergeant  in  Company  E,  Eighty-third  Indiana  Volunteers,  from 
August  20,  1862,  to  September  30,  1863,  when  discharged  on  a  siu*- 
geon's  certificate  of  disability  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and 
incipient  phthisis. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20 
per  month  and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  ^neral  law  at 
$14  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  the 
rectum,  an  injury  of  the  left  hip,  and  disease  of  the  luiigs.  Increase 
of  pension  under  that  law  was  denied  in  November,  1906. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Versailles,  Ind.,  and  was  last  examined  by  the 
Osgood  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons  on  October  17,  1906,  who  found 
him  afflicted  with  distension  of  the  stomach  and  bowels,  enlargement

enlargement  of  the  liver  and  spleen,  tendency  toward  dysentery,  and 
rheumatism  of  the  knees  and  shoulders,  which  makes  it  troublesome 
for  him  to  walk;  that  his  entire  body  is  very  weak  and  trembling, 
and  that  he  is  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor. 

He  owns  a  one-third  interest  in  70  acres  of  land,  said  interest  being 
worth  not  to  exceed  $700,  the  income  from  which  is  $50  per  year* 
He  has  no  other  income  aside  from  his  pension  except  fees  as  an 
auctioneer^  averaging  $100  per  year. 

Taking  into  consideration  his  extreme  age  and  straitened  financial 
circiunstances  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recom- 
mended. 

Gustave  Freudenthal,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  K,  Twentieth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  May  3,  1861,  to  June  1,  1863,  and  as  a  corporal  in 
Company  D,  Third  New  Jersey  Volimteer  Cavalry,  from  March  2, 
1864,  to  August  1, 1865  (3  years  5  months  and  27  days),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on 
account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  ventral  hernia  and  left  varicocele. 

Address,  rural  route  No.  1,  Sylvia,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  6, 1904,  found  encysted  bullet,  varicocele, 
senile  debility,  mdigestion,  and  rheumatism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  an  encysted 
bullet,  disease  of  heart,  general  debility,  and  old  age,  and  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  except  one  horse, 
one  filly,  one  cow,  and  some  household  goods.  Has  no  income  but 
his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 


H.R.  11645.  Perry  Powers,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  First  Regiment  Wisconsm  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
August  24,  1864,  to  July  19,  1865  (10  months  and  25  days),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  £he  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  chronic  diarrhea. 

Address,  Bemidji,  Minn. 

Board  of  surgeons.  May  2, 1906,  found  heart  trouble,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, hernia,  and  senility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  diarrhea,  rheuma- 
tism, chronic  hydrocele,  chronic  cystitis,  right  inguinal  hernia,  en- 
larged prostate  gland,  and  emphysema  of  lung;  he  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

H.  Kept.  572, 62-2 2 
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Two  neighbors  testify  that  the  only  property  owned  by  pensioner 
is  40  acres  of  land  worth  $400,  and  no  income  therefrom  except  a 
little  ^rden  truck. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.R.  11715.  William  P.  Anderson,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  seventy-second  Regiment  Ohio 
National  Guard  Infantry,  from  April  27,  1864,  to  September  3,  1864 
(4  months  and  6  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  rectum,  affection  of  left  knee,  and 
disease  of  heart. 

Had  an  Armjr  service  subsequent  to  the  Civil  War. 

Address,  Robins,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  30,  1899,  found  pensioned  causes,  indi- 
gestion, and  nasopharjmgeal  catarrh. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  to  go  on  crutches  and  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 
An  increase  to  $20  is  recommended ;  very  short  service. 

H.  R.  12020.  Aaron  C.  Day,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Eighteenth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteers,  from  July  21, 
1862,  to  July  20,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general 
law  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  an  affection  of  the  left  side  and 
disease  of  lungs.  He  was  denied  an  increase  of  pension  by  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  in  April,  1911,  the  bureau  holding  that  his  then  exist- 
ing condition  was  due  in  part  to  other  than  the  pensioned  causes. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Grant  City,  Mo.,  and  when  last  examined  by 
the  board  of  surgeons  in  his  city  on  March  15,  1911,  was  found  to 
be  weak  and  anemic  and  afflicted  with  disease  of  lun^,  mitral  dis- 
ease of  the  heart  with  slight  dyspnea  and  cyanosis,  blmdness  of  the 
ri^t  eye,  and  arteriosclerosis. 

The  surgeons  then  stated  that  claimant  did  not  require  aid  and 
attendance  except  on  occasions  of  sickness,  which  occurred  about 
twice  a  year,  at  which  times  he  was  confined  to  his  house  for  a  few 
weeks. 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Andrews,  of  the  claimant's 
home,  that  he  is  now  weak,  emaciated,  blind  in  the  right  eye,  and 
is  afflicted  with  marked  pharyngitis,  a  bulging  of  the  left  side  of  the 
chest,  dullness  over  part  of  the  left  lung  and  some  adhesions  of  the 
upper  part  of  that  side,  a  marked  affection  of  the  left  lung  due  to 
some  nbroid  disease,  frequent  cough  and  expectoration,  a  quick 
heart's  action  with  a  distinct  murmur,  edema  and  marked  cyanosis, 
and  arteriosclerosis,  and  that  he  is  not  able  to  work. 

His  neighbors  state  that  he  has  no  property  of  any  kind,  except  a 
moderate  home,  which  is  heavily  mortgaged,  and  has  no  means  of 
support  aside  from  his  pension. 

The  claimant,  in  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  committee,  states  that 
there  are  times  when  he  is  unable  to  take  care  of  himself  and  has  to 
have  an  attendant,  he  being  a  physical  wreck,  etc. 

Taking  into  consideration  his  faithful  service  of  three  years,  his 
advanced  age,  and  total  disability  and  destitution,  an  increase  of  his 
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pension  to  $36  per  month,  to  aid  in  his  support,  is  believed  to  be  just 
and  proper. 

H.R.  12139.  James  Woolsey,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  private, 
unassigned,  Forty-first  Regiment  Missouri  Infantry,  from  February 
18,  1865,  to  May  17,  1865  (89  days),  and  is  not  now  a  pensioner  un- 
der any  act. 

Address,  Steelville,  Mo. 

Soldier  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law  June  2,  1900, 
which  was  rejected  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable  disability  from 
alleffed  chronic  diarrhea. 

Aiedical  examination,  November  21,  1900,  shows  only  rheumatism 
and  stiff  arm. 

Dr.  A.  H.  Horn  finds  varicose  veins  of  left  leg  and  articular  rheu- 
matism, which  incapacitates  him  from  performmg  manual  labor. 

Neighbors  say  he  has  no  property  or  mcome. 

Applicant's  claim  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  was  rejected  on 
the  ground  of  insuflScient  service. 

Since  he  lacked  but  1  day  of  the  required  90  days,  is  quite  old,  and 
destitute,  a  pension  of  $12  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12174.  Robert  R.  Butts,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  One  hundred  and  fifty-ninth  Regiment  New  York  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  from  December  30,  1863,  to  October  12,  1865  (1 
year  9  months  and  12  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
July  14,  1862.  at  $17  per  month  for  injury  of  right  shoulder  and 
rheumatism. 

Address,  Dover  Plains,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  22,  1911,  found  disease  of  heart  and 
rheumatism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  totally  disabled  for  the  per- 
formance of  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  in  destitute  circumstances. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12197.  Joseph  C.  Kuebbeler,  alias  Carl  Kuhne,  aged  67  years, 
served  as  a  private  m  Company  E,  Tenth  Regiment  New  York  Vol- 
unteer Cavalry,  and  Company  E,  First  New  York  Provisional  Cav- 
aln^,  from  January  15.  1865,  to  July  19,  1865  (six  months). 

His  address  is  219  Kenilworth  Avenue,  Toledo,  Ohio. 

The  soldier  has  never  been  pensioned.  His  claim  was  filed  under 
the  act  of  February  6.  1907,  but  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the 
claimant  has  not  estaolished  his  identity  as  the  soldier  of  record  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Bureau  of  Pensions. 

At  the  time  of  his  enlistment  this  soldier  had  only  been  in  the 
United  States  for  a  few  weeks.  He  could  not  speak  English;  he  was 
wholly  ignorant  of  the  manners,  customs,  or  the  language  of  this 
country,  and  was  soon  secured  by  some  drafted  man  to  go  to  the  Army 
as  a  substitute.  As  a  reason  for  changing  his  name,  he  has  declared 
it  was  due  to  trouble  he  had  with  his  stepfather  in  Germany. 

That  the  soldier  would  be  entitled  to  a  pension  is  clear,  if  he 
were  properly  identified.  Therefore  the  only  question  to  determine 
is  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  on  that  point  filed  in  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  and  obtained  on  a  special  examination  of  the  case. 
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The  fact  that  a  number  of  the  comrades  do  not  now  recall  the 
claimant  is  not  to  be  wondered,  when  we  consider  the  circumstances 
There  is  one  witness  (fierman  Wagner)  who  testifies  that  claimant 
was  the  soldier,  and  speaks  of  a  scar  on  the  head  to  show  he  was  the 
soldier. 

After  a  lapse  of  so  many  years  it  is  difficult  to  make  strong  proof 
to  shoAv  the  green  German  boy  of  1865  to  be  the  mature  man  of  1912. 
But  it  seems  to  us  his  story  is  straightforward  and  acceptable,  and  is 
sustained  by  enough  proof  to  warrant  us -in  acting  favorably  at  this 
time. 

At  enlistment  he  was  a  perfect  stranger  to  everyone  in  his  com- 
pany. Unable  to  speak  English,  it  naturally  resulted  that  he  could 
make  a  few  acquaintances  among  those  who  chanced  to  speak  German. 

A  rating  of  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12224.  Henry  E.  Barto,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  First  Battalion  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  July  18,  1864,  to  November  11,  1864,  and  in  Company  F, 
Ninety-third  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry,  frcan 
February  9  to  June  27,  1865  (total  service,  8  months  and  11 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$8  per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  general  debility. 

Address,  Columbus  Grove,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  3,  1906,  found  disease  of  heart,  ca- 
tarrh, and  nervousness. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  had  an  apoplectic  stroke 
and  has  paresis ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12298.  Anna  Currigan  Chamberlin,  aged  66  years,  is  the 
widow  of  Wesley  Chamberlm,  who  served  as  a  first  lieutenant  in 
Company  G,  Twenty-fi^th  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  18, 
1861,  to  May  6,  1862,  and  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  Company  A,  One 
hundred  and  thirtieth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
May  2, 1864,  to  September  22, 1864  (15  months). 

The  claimant's  post-office  address  is  No.  1133  Miami  Street,  Toledo, 
Ohio* 

The  soldier  was  pensioned  at  $20  per  month  under  act  of  February 
6,  1907.  He  was  originally  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  left  hydrocele  and  general  debility. 

Inasmuch  as  soldier's  death  was  not  a  result  of  his  Army  life,  the 
widow  has  no  pensionable  status  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862;  and 
she  has  no  status  under  the  acts  of  June  27, 1890,  or  April  19,  1908,  as 
she  did  not  marry  the  soldier  prior  to  June  27, 1890  (the  date  of  mar- 
riage being  October  10,  1893). 

The  soldier  served  two  enlistments  (as  an  officer  in  two  different 
organizations)  j  he  was  honorablv  discharged  from  each. 

Although  this  claim  is  one  or  the  class  which  is  meritorious,  yet 
the  conditions  are  such  that  it  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  ex- 
isting laws.  Faithful  and  honorable  services  of  soldier  and  legal 
widowhood  of  claimant  are  shown. 
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We  believe  that  in  this  case  justice  can  only  be  done  by  granting 
the  benefits  of  a  special  act,  and  we  recommend  an  allowance  of  $12 
per  month  to  this  claimant 

H.  R.  12302.  Richard  D.  Russell,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  first 
lieutenant  in  Company  K,  Eighty-third  Regiment  Illinois  Volun- 
teer Infantry,-  from  July  28,  1862,  to  June  26,  1865  (2  years  10 
months  and  28  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  complete  left  inguinal  hernia,  rheumatism, 
and  bronchitis. 

Address,  Claremont,  Cal. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  8,  1892,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  regurgitation  of  heart, 
slu^sh  circulation,  and  capillary  congestion;  has  asthmatic  bron- 
chitis, pharyngeal  catarrh;  nas  inguinal  hernia,  left  side;  has  im- 
paired vision  and  hearing;  right  hip  bone  broken  and  resultinjg 
shortness  of  limb;  uses  crutches;  partial  paralysis  of  both  legs;  is 
unable' to  do  manual  labor. 

A  numerously  signed  petition  of  the  leading  citizens  and  other 
evidence  in  the  case  make  it  clear  that  pensioner  is  a  most  worthy 
recipient  of  relief,  and  that  he  has  been  the  object  of  their  loving 
care  and  bounty ;  his  means  of  support  are  exhausted. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.R.  12387.  John  Pierce,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Sixth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Infantry,  from  August 
20,  1862,  to  June  3,  1863,  and  from  July  7,  1864,  to  October  27,  1864 
(one  year  and  one  month),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  South  Paris,  Me. 

Medical  examination,  September  19,  1900,  shows  rheumatism, 
disease  of  heart,  impaired  vision,  enlarged  prostate,  and  vertigo. 

Dr.  D.  M.  Stewart  says  soldier  has  cataract  of  right  eye,  lumbago, 
nervousness,  and  is  unable  to  attend  to  his  business;  this  is  corrobo- 
rated by  Dr.  J.  G.  Littlefield. 

The  selectman  says  he  is  assessed  at  $700  on  his  stock  of  jewelry, 
no  other  property  assessed. 

Pensioner's  son  and  several  business  men  make  oath  that  pension- 
er's stock  is  his  only  property  and  is  of  the  value  of  $800,  out  that 
owing  to  his  failing  eyesight  his  son  must  do  the  repairing,  sell- 
ing, etc. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12645.  William  Morton,  aged  about  73  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  E,  Sixteenth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers, 
from  August  9,  1862,  to  June  30,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea 
and  resulting  disease  of  rectum. 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  bv  the  Pension  Bureau  in  October, 
1907. 
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He  was  last  examined  on  August  21,  1907,  by  the  Lawrenceburg 
(Ind.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  found  his  bowels  swollen  and 
tender  and  prolapsus  of  rectum  with  four  fistulas  and  one  pile 
tumor  quite  enlarged  and  inflamed,  for  which  disabilities  a  rating 
of  $17  per  month  was  recommended. 

Prior  certificates  of  examinations  showed  claimant  to  be  also 
afflicted  with  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart. 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Duncan,  of  Manchester,  Ind., 
that  claimant  is  now  a  sufferer  from  chronic  diarrhea,  fistula  in  ano, 
rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart,  is  unable  to  get  around  the  house 
but  very  little,  walks  with  a  very  unsteady  gait,  and  has  marked 
arteriosclerosis,  and  is  totally  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor. 

He  is  worth  about  $300. 

His  long  service,  advanced  age,  poverty,  etc.,  merit  an  increase  of 
his  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

H.R.  13000.  Samuel  A.  Moore,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  One  hundred  and  forty-fifth  Regiment  Ohio  National 
Guard  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864,  to  August  24,  1864  (4  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  montii 
for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  qtomach  and  rectam, 
rheumatism  and  resultingdisease  of  heart,  and  injury  to  left  testicle. 

Address,  R.  R.  No.  5,  Delaware,  Ohio. 

Medical  examination,  April  26,  1901,  shows  pensioned  disabilitieB 
and  impaired  vision. 

Dr.  G.  E.  Robinson,  October  12,  1911 :  Has  been  soldier's  physician 
for  five  years  and  has  treated  him  for  stomach  trouble,  heart  trouble, 
rheumatism,  and  chronic  diarrhea ;  vision  affected  by  cataract  in  left 
eyei  and  he  is  incapacitated  for  work. 

The  auditor  of  Delaware  County  finds  on  the  tax  duplicates  for 
1910  real  estate  in  soldier's  name  for  $2,740 ;  personal  property,  $110. 
The  recorder  fiiids  a  mortgage  given  by  soldier  for  $500  unpaid. 

Neighbors  say  he  can  only  chore  and  do  light  work.  Sarah  A 
McParlin  says  soldier  is  indebted  to  her  for  $600  and  interest.  Sol- 
dier lost  his  farm  in  1890  by  being  surety  for  others,  but  since  then 
has  acquired  some  property. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  allowed. 

H.  R.  13229.  Peter  Fleming,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Eighty-seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  11,  1862,  to  June  10,  1865  (2  years  9  months  and  29 
days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14.  1862,  at  $12 
per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  disease  ox  stomach. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg,  dyspepsia,  and  left 
varicocele. 

Address,  Clinton,  Iowa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  3, 1903,  found  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg, 
disease  of  stomach,  and  disease  of  kidneys. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  a  stroke  of  paralv- 
sis  that  so  disables  him  that  he  can  not  dress  or  undress  himself, 
can  not  walk  or  attend  to  calls  of  nature  unassisted;  that  his  case 
is  incurable,  permanent,  and  beyond  the  reach  of  medicines,  deo- 
tricity,  or  other  earthly  measures. 
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Further  testimony  is  that  applicant  had  to  sell  his  20  acres  to  keep 
himself  and  wife;  that  the  smn  derived  from  that  source  is  ex- 
hausted and  that  he  has  to  depend  upon  his  pension  and  occasional 
help  from  the  soldiers'  relief  fund. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  13441.  James  R.  Ilann,  aged  63  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Two  hundred  and  second  Kegiment  Pennsylvania  In- 
fantry, from  August  16,  1864,  to  August  3,  1865  (11^  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  ]^  reason  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Williamsport,  Pa. 

Medical  examination,  August  27,  1902,  shows  nothing  other  than 
pensioned  causes. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Miller,  March  2, 1912,  testifies  that  he  has  treated  soldier 
for  la  grippe,  catarrh  of  stomach,  rheumatism  of  a  chronic  type,  which 
totally  unnts  him  for  ordinary  manual  labor. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  soldier  has  no  real  estate,  no  money 
in  bank,  and  his  only  personal  property  a  few  household  goods. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  allowaole. 

H.R.  18527.  Benjamin  F.  Dunivan,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  H,  Sixty-third  Regiment  Enrolled  Missouri  In- 
fantry, from  September  7,  1864,  to  December  2, 1864  (87  days). 

The  claimant's  post-oflSce  address  is  Rolla,  Mo.  He  has  never  been 
pensioned.  His  claim  for  rupture,  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862, 
was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  then  filed  failed  to  show 
origin  of  disability  m  service,  and  his  claim  under  act  June  27,  1890, 
rejected  because  he  had  not  performed  90  days'  service.  He  now 
claims  he  is^in  destitute  circumstances;  that  he  suffers  with  rupture, 
left  side;  that  he  is  paralyzed. 

Medical  evidence  shows  soldier  is  disabled  almost  totally;  that  the 
disabilities  are  a  rupture,  left  side;  that  his  guts  pass  down  to 
scrotum,  causing  a  sac  as  large  as  a  half-gallon  bucket;  that  there  is 
paralysis  of  lower  extremities ;  nutrition  is  bad ;  bowels  constipated, 
poor  action;  gait  cautious;  senility  marked.  Lay  testimony  shows 
destitution  of  claimant. 

There  was  filed  in  Pension  Bureau  two  aflBdavits  showing  that  sol- 
dier was  ruptured  while  engaged  in  building  breastworks  for  defense 
of  Rolla.  Mo.,  in  1864.  during  his  brief  term  of  service. 

The  examining  board  at  Kolla,  Mo.,  on  April  15,  1891,  reported 
that  soldier  was  disabled  8/18  by  left  inguinal  hernia,  4/18  by  rheu- 
matian,  2/18  by  injury  to  left  little  finger,  and  10/30  by  total  deaf- 
ness of  right  ear. 

It  is  believed  that  justice  will  be  done  in  allowing  a  rating  of  $12 
per  month  to  the  soldier. 

H.R.  13629.  James  M.  Alderson,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  eleventh  Regiment  Illinois 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  14,  1862,  to  June  6,  1865  (2  years 
9  mcmUis  and  22  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 
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He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  hand. 

Address,  Xenia,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  5,  1906,  found  pensioned  disability 
and  injury  to  head. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  vertigo  and  organic  heart 
trouble;  has  indigestion  and  nephritis;  has  injured  left  nand;  also 
has  bad  liver. 

He  is  unfitted  for  manual  labor. 

J.  M.  Corry  and  J.  N.  Stofer  testify  that  pensioner  owns  20  acres 
of  land  valued  at  $40  an  acre;  his  personal  property  consists  of  3 
cows,  at  $25  apiece;  1  filly,  at  $100;  and  3  old  mares;  that  the  land 
jdelds  no  income. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  allowed. 

H.  R.  13636.  Milton  Franklin,  affed  67  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Sixteenth  Battery,  Indiana  Light  Artillery,  from  March  31,  1862, 
to  July  5,  1865  (two  years  and  3  months),  and  is  now  a  pen^5ione^ 
under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of 
age.

Dr.  Cornelius  Mackey,  March  26,  1912,  has  treated  sailor  for  the 
last  five  years,  all  of  which  time  he  has  been  confined  to  his  house  by 
sickness.  He  is  totally  blind,  has  a  large  inguinal  hernia,  and  pros- 
tatic hypertrophy,  which  causes  the  constant  use  of  a  catheter. 

Other  affiants  say  he  requires  constant  attention,  has  no  property 
or  income,  and  is  dependent  upon  his  pension  and  the  generosity  of 
his  son-in-law  for  his  living  and  medical  attention. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.R.  17164.  Julia  H.  Abrigg,  aged  61  years,  is  the  widow  of  John 
J.  Abrigg,  who  served  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  Company  H,  Eight- 
eenth Regiment  Missouri  Infantry,  from  September  5,  1861,  to  July 
18,  1865  (3  years  and  10  months )^ 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12 :  prior 
thereto  had  beten  pensioned  at  $8  under  act  of  June  27, 1890.  He  died 
March  7,  1908. 

Soldier  and  anplicant  were  married  November  14,  1865,  and  lived 
together  until  (jctober  19,  1896,  when  on  account  of  his  excessive 
drinking  habits  she  procured  a  divorce.  Later,  having  reformed,  he 
and  she  remarried  June  30,  1898,  and  lived  together  until  his  death. 

They  lived  as  man  and  wife  31  years  before  their  divorce  and  10 
years  after  their  remarriage — 41  years. 

Her  claim  under  act  of  April  19,  1908,  has  been  rejected  by  the 
Bureau  of  Pensions. 

Dr.  J.  S.  Wallace,  Marcli  27,  1912,  declares  that  applicant  has  val- 
vidar  disease  of  heart  and  rheumatism  of  hands  and  arm,  and  con- 
sequently is  unable  to  earn  a  living  as  housekeeper  or  seamstress. 
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Other  neighbors  testify  that  applicant  owns  a  house  and  lot  in 
which  she  lives,  valued  at  $600.  She  has  household  and  personal 
property  valued  at  $700.  The  income  from  this  property  is  $76  a 
year. 

In  so  far  as  whether  this  applicant  has  standing  before  your  com- 
mittee by  reason  of  divorce  from  the  soldier  and  subsequent  marriace 
to  him  in  1898,  precedents  allow  giving  her  a  pension  of  $12  a  mcMitti. 
However,  the  question  of  dependence  demands  consideration  before 
such  action  may  be  taken. 

Due  consideration  being  had,  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  ad- 
judged proper. 

H.  R.  17276.  Edward  Cotter,  aged  67  jears,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  D,  Tenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  December  15, 1861,  to  March  16, 1865  (three  years  three  months 
and  one  day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6* 
1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  catarrh,  rheumatism,  disease  of  kidneys,  loss 
of  sight  of  left  eye,  and  indigestion. 

Address,  Reedsville,  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  19,  1905,  found  catarrh,  rheumatism,  loss 
of  sight  of  left  eye,  indigestion,  impaired  hearing,  lumbago,  and 
general  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  cardiac  insufficiency ;  shows 
a  wound ;  is  very  feeble ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17399.  Josiah  M.  Brewer,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Eighty-fourth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infan- 
try, and  in  Company  G,  First  Regiment  United  States  Veteran  Vol- 
unteer Engineers,  from  August  7,  1862,  to  June  30,  1865  (2  years  10 
months  and  23  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  eyes  and  enlarged  prostate  gland. 

Address,  1334  Second  Avenue,  Davenport,  Iowa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  5,  1898,  found  disease  of  eyes,  rheuma- 
tism, and  enlarged  prostate  gland. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis  seven 
months  ago;  his  right  eye  is  totally  blind;  slight  vision  in  the  left; 
falls  to  the  floor  when  he  attempts  to  walk ;  nas  hardening  of  the 
arteries ;  is  unable  to  work. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  property  valued  at  from 
$1,200  to  $1,400,  mortgaged  for  $1,000,  and  has  no  other  property 
and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17405.  Mary  A.  O'Neil,  aged  62  years,  is  the  widow  of  Wil- 
liam O'Neil,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  L,  First  Regiment 
Wisconsin  Heavy  Artillery,  from  August  30,  1864,  to  June  26,  1865 
(10  months) ;  soldier  was  pensioned  at  $12  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  and  he  died  October  18,  1907.     The  applicant,  his  widow,  is 
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pensioned  under  the  amended  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  now  receives 
|l2  a  month.    She  and  soldier  were  married  September  12, 1878. 

Address,  Andrew,  Iowa. 

Two  physicians,  January  29,  1912,  say  that  the  infirmities  of  age 
render  her  incapable  of  doing  work  and  earning  the  necessaries  of 
life;  that  she  has  always  been  an  energetic  worker  and  is  now  in- 
capacitated ;  that  she  is  not  worth  a  dollar  outside  of  her  pension. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  she  is  no  longer  able  to  support  herself 
by  labor  and  that  her  pension  is  insufficient;  that  she  has  no  real 
estate  or  money. 

Unable  to  work  and  destitute,  an  increase  to  $20  may  be  allowed. 

H.  R.  17419.  William  H.  Orcutt.  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  mu- 
sician in  Company  H,  Thirtv-third  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  August  22,  1862,  to  August  9,  1865  (3  years  less  13 
days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  bronchitis  and  rheumatism. 

Address,  Conrad,  Mont. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  27,  1901,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  paralysis  of  left 
side,  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  not  assessed  for  any  property ; 
also  that  he  has  been  entirely  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  a 
support. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.I 7518.  Mary  A.  Barrows,  aged  55  years,  is  the  widow  of 
James  H.  Barrows,  who  served  as  first  sergeant  in  Company  F, 
Twenty-third  Regiment  Maine  Infantry,  from  September  10,  1862, 
to  July  15, 1863  (2  years  and  10  months).  Soldier  was  pensioned  at 
$20  a  month  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  and  died  April  20,  1909. 
The  pension  accrued  at  the  date  of  his  death  was  paid  to  this  widow. 
She  and  soldier  were  married  Octgber  1, 1894. 

As  he  was  never  pensioned  under  the  general  law  and  has  no 
record  of  disability  contracted  in  the  service,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
widow  could  not  establish  pension  under  the  general  law ;  and  as  she 
did  not  marry  soldier  until  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890,  she  has  no 
status  under  the  act  of  April  19, 1908. 

Dr.  John  F.  Thompson,  July  11,  1911,  testifies  to  performing  op- 
eration for  removal  of  a  cystic  tumor  of  ovarian  origin,  and  that 
at  present  there  is  a  mass  in  left  side  of  lower  abdomen,  the  nature 
of  which  he  is  unable  to  say.  Prior  to  this  operation,  in  1905,  she 
had  been  operated  upon  July,  1892.  The  records  of  the  Maine  In- 
sane Hospital  show  that  soldier's  first  wife  was  twice  an  inmate 
thereof  and  died  there  December  28,  1891.  Applicant's  first  hus- 
band was  divorced  from  her  February  22,  1893. 

Applicant  and  two  neighbors  say  that  she  is  absolutely  deaf,  is  in 
poor  nealth,  has  no  income,  and  is  dependent  upon  others  for  sup- 
port.   She  has  not  remarried  since  soldier's  death. 

An  allowance  of  $12  a  month  may  be  granted. 

H.  R.  17530.  William  C.  Medbery,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  F,  First  Regiment  Nevada  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
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from  March  18,  1864,  to  November  18,  18<>o  (one  year  and  eight 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  ace. 

H*  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea,  double  inguinal  hernia, 
disease  of  eyes,  and  general  debility. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8  per 
month  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  Veterans'  Home,  Napa,  Cal. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  2,  1001,  found  disease  of  eyes,  double 
inguinal  hernia,  and  ^neral  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  double  indirect  inguinal 
hernias,  small  tumor  on  left  testicle,  and  chronic  diarrhea  and  dis- 
ease of  rectum ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17;'^66.  John  B.  Berry,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Seventh  Regiment  Minnesota  Infantry,  from  August 
16,  1862,  to  August  16,  1865  (three  years),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14  per  month  on  account  of 
malarial  poisoning. 

Address,  Dakota,  Minn. 

Medical  examination,  April  19,  1911,  describes  malarial  poiscming, 
disease  of  heart  and  kidneys,  hemiplegia  right  side,  and  is  totally  dis- 
abled for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 

Increase  denied  by  Bureau  of  Pensions  May  9,  1911. 

Dr.  O.  F,  Gile,  April  4,  1912:  Partial  paralysis  of  right  side, 
muscles  of  right  arm  and  leg  atrophied,  pains  in  head,  with  confusion 
of  mind. 

According  to  pensioner's  statement,  he  appears  to  have  an  income 
of  $300  a  year  outside  of  his  pension  of  $14  a  month,  which  he  says  is 
insufficient  to  siv{)port  two  in  the  family. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  allowed. 

H.  R.  17606.  Daniel  J.  Evans,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  Fifty-sixth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  January  4,  1862,  to  September  22.  1864  (2  years  8  months  and 
18  days:  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $12  per  month  on 
occount  of  rheumatism,  general  debility,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  5015  Penn  Avenue,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons.  February  6,  1905,  found  disease  of  lunffs, 
valvular  disease  of  heart,  rheumatism,  albuminuria,  and  general  ae- 
bility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  as  the  result  of  fractures  sus- 
tained in  falls,  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  inc<mie 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  17624.  Elizabeth  Kemble,  aged  78  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Isaac  B.  Kemble,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  D,  Sixty- 
eighth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  from  July  28,  1862,  to 
July  8, 1863  (one  year). 
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Soldier  died  of  wounds  received  at  Gettysburg;  wounded  July  3, 
and  died  July  8,  1863.  He  and  applicant  were  married  October"  30, 
1853.  She  has  been  pensioned  under  the  general  law  since  the  date 
of  soldier's  death. 

Dr.  C.  L.  Hawkins,  February  17,  1912,  testifies  that  pensioner 
suffers  from  loss  of  use  of  right  arm,  due  to  old  fracture,  and  from 
vertigo.  She  has  no  income  but  her  pension.  She  is  living  with 
her  son  who  is  in  poor  health. 

Jcim  B.  Skirm  also  says  she  has  no  income  except  her  pension  of 
$12  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  due  this  verv  old  widow  who  lost  her  hus- 
band at  Grettysburg,  and  is  now  helpless  and  destitute, 

H.  R.  1771.  James  Mitchell,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Ninety-ninth  Regiment  New  York  Infantry,  from  Sep- 
tember 10, 1861,  to  October  29, 1864  (three  years  and  one  month) ,  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  disease  of  heart  and  right  inguinal  hernia. 

Address,  Veterans'  Home,  Napa,  Cal. 

Medical  examination,  March  19,  1902,  disclosed  disease  of  heart 
and  slight  deafness  right  ear. 

Dr.  fienj.  Apple,  December  9,  1911,  testifies  that  pensioner  is  suf- 
fering from  right  inguinal  hernia,  chronic  sciatica  of  left  side, 
chronic  indigestion  and  constipation,  nasal  catarrh,  sprained  left 
ankle,  and  enlarged  prostate,  and  he  is  unable  to  do  any  physical 
labor. 

Pensioner  and  witnesses  testify  that  he  has  no  property  whatever 
and  no  income  other  than  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.R.  17909.  Christina  Bates,  aged  (>5  years,  is  the  former  widow 
of  Jacob  Nohl,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Thirty- 
seventh  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantrv,  from  August  8,  18(52, 
to  June  21,  1865  (34  months). 

Claimant's  address,  614  Hamilton  Street,  Toledo,  Ohio. 

The  soldier  was  never  pensioned. 

The  applicant's  claim,  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  was  rejected 
by  the  Bureau  of  Pensions,  on  the  ground  of  no  title  under  said  act, 
inasmuch  as  she  had  remarried  to  one  John  Bates  prior  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act. 

The  soldier  had  been  previously  married,  but  was  divorced  on 
November  7,  1868.  He  was  married  to  the  claimant  on  December  31, 
1868.  He  died  August  14,  1880.  Claimant  was  remarried  on  March 
11,  1882,  to  John  Bates,  who  died  September  12,  1902. 

The  medical  and  lay  testimony  and  record  filed  in  support  of  this 
bill  shows  tbat  claimant  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor;  and  that 
her  means  of  support  is  the  revenue  from  a  small  house  in  Toledo, 
Ohio,  valued  at  $1,340,  from  which  must  be  deducted  taxes,  insur- 
ance, and  repairs,  necessarily  leaving  a  very  small  margin  (wholly 
inadequate  to  maintenance  oi  claimant). 

The  claimant  has  no  status  under  the  general  law,  as  the  death 
of  soldier  was  not  a  result  of  his  Army  service ;  and  her  remarriage 
prior  to  June  27,  1890,  bars  her  from  the  benefits  of  that  act.  But 
in  considering  this  claim  certain  points  should  not  be  lost  sight  of. 
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The  soldier's  service  was  a  long  and  honorable  one;  the  claimant 
bore  to  him  a  large  family;  that  she  is  now  in  needy  circumstances; 
that  she  is  old  and  enfeebled. 

We  believe  this  claim  is  clearly  one  where  a  reasonable  exercise  of 
justice  and  charity  to  a  deserving  and  needy  widow  will  warrant 
the  passage  of  this  bill. 

A  rating  of  $12  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17989.  Josiah  H.  Newland,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Thirty-seventh  Regiment  Kentucky  Mounted  V  olun- 
teer  Infantry,  from  October  19,  1863,  to  December  29,  1864  (1  year 
2  months  and  1  day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$10  per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  knee  and  resiiit- 
ing  varicose  veins,  rheumatism,  disease  of  rectum,  and  senile  de- 
bilitv. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8  per 
month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  knee  and  residting  varicose  veins. 

Address,  Slick  Rock,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  1,  1904,  found  gunshot  wound  of  left 
knee,  rheumatism,  fistula,  and  rapid  heart 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  varicose  veins  of  left  leg, 
and  stiffness  of  left  knee,  the  result  of  gunshot  wound;  has  injury 
of  right  hand,  so  that  it  is  practically  useless ;  has  hemorrhoids ;  he 
is  unfitted  for  manual  labor ;  his  disaoility  being  total. 

Two  neighbors  say  soldier  owns  a  poor  farm,  worth  $800,  mort- 
gaged in  the  sum  of  $316.37,  with  a  credit  of  $50;  that  the  total  value 
of  his  real  estate  and  personal  property  is  $1,493.63;  his  in- 
debtedness, $516.37,  leaving  an  equity  of  $977.26. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

11.  R.  17990.  Edward  B.  Bishop,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Thirtieth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  October  25,  1863,  to  April  18, 1865  (one  year  and  five  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1863,  at  $17  per 
month  for  injury  to  back,  disease  of  lungs,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  dis- 
ease of  rectum. 

Address,  Horn  Cone,  Ky. 

Medical  examination,  August  5,  1908,  shows  colpitis,  ccMnplet^  left 
inguinal  hernia;  no  other  disabilities  found.  The  Pension  Bureau 
rejected  increase  on  this  finding. 

Dr.  D.  C.  Donan,  February  29,  1912,  says  that  rupture  of  left  side.. 
advanced  years,  and  rheumatism  entitle  him  to  increase  by  Con- 
grass.  Dr.  W.  T.  Pace  declares  the  above  disabilities  disable  him  to 
the  extent  that  he  can  do  but  one-fourth  of  the  labor  an  able-bodied 
man  can  do. 

Lay  testimony  is  to  the  effect  that  pensioner  owns  a  house  and  lot 
worth  $600  and  household  furniture  of  the  value  of  $200.  This  is  all 
the  property  he  possessed. 

A  rating  of  $24  may  be  allowed. 

H.R.  18083.  Joseph  Kenney,  aged  88  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  Twentieth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
February  22,  1864,  to  March  8,  1865;  also  prior  service  in  Company 
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D,  Twenty-seventh  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July 
20, 1861,  to  December  7, 1861  (total  service,  one  year  six  months  and 
three  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  tne  act  of  July  l-l,  1862,  at 
$24  per  month  on  account  of  varicose  veins  of  left  leg  and  resulting 
ulcers. 

Discharged  from  both  services  for  disability. 

Address,  Graysville,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  30,  1909,  found  pensioned  cause,  and 
rated  at  $50  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  varicose  ulcers  of  both 
legs,  has  no  use  of  his  legs  below  the  knees,  has  disease  of  heart  and 
kidneys,  impaired  vision  and  hearing,  and  needs  constant  care  of 
another  person. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  except  his 
household  goods  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  18297.  Henry  B.  Moon,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Coinpany  D,  Twenty-seventh  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  March  3, 1864,  to  July  26, 1865  (1  year  4  months  and  23 
days),  and  is  now  a  potsioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,. 
at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectum  and 
rheumatism. 

Address,  R.  D.  10,  Box  91,  Fresno,  Cal. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  18,  1890,  found  diarrhea,  piles,  varicose 
veins,  and  rheumatism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  so  that  he 
is  barely  able  to  get  around  by  the  use  of  crutches  and  is  unable  to 
perform  labor. 

Two  neighbors  swear  that  pensioner  owns  no  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty and  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension,  and  that  he  is  totally 
incapacitated. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  18510.  John  Staiger,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  One  hundred  and  eighty-seventh  Regiment  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  from  January  20,  1865,  to  January  20,  1866  (one 
year),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  for  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  stomach,  and  asthma.^ 

Address,  Chillicothe,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  3,  1906,  found  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  asthma,  and  disease  of  stomach. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  due  to  heart  trouble,  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant  has  no 
property  and  no  income  except  his  small  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 


H.R.  18544.  Theresia  Bell,  aged  81  years,  is  the  widow  of  An- 
thony Bell,  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  B,  Forty-fifth  Regi- 
ment Wisconsin  Infantry,  from  October  13,  1864,  to  July  17,  1866 
(9  months).  Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $12  a  month.    He  died  September  17,  1902.    He  and  applicant 
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were  married  Mav  16,  1850.  She  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  ^8  per  month  and  increased  to  $12  from  February 
6,  1907,  by  special  act. 

Dr.  A.  A.  Mesch,  February  6,  1912,  testifies  that  applicant  is  suf- 
fering from  senile  cataracts  and  is  almost  blind.

Dr.  Charles  E.  Abbott,  December  20,  1911,  has  treated  pensioner 
for  acute  articular  rheumatism  and  acute  bronchitis.

17,  1865  (1  year  and  22  days).  Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of 
June  27, 1890,  at  $8,  and  he  died  September  1,  1911 ;  the  accrued  pen- 
sion was  paid  to  this  widow.  She  and  soldier  were  married  July  16, 
1891.  which  date  barred  her,  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  of 
April  19,  1908.  Her  son,  by  the  soldier,  born  December  3,  1895,  was 
pensioned  until  December  2,  1911,  when  he  became  16.  This  widow 
was  his  guardian. 

Applicant  states  she  owns  no  property  of  any  kind,  but  earns  a 
dollar  a  day  by  scrubbing  and  washing,  and  is  trying  to  earn  money 
to  keep  her  son  in  school,  and  that  she  can  w  ork  but  two  or  three  days 
in  the  week. 

Dr.  Frank  Scherer  has  been  applicant's  phvsician  for  the  last  four 
years.  He  testifies  that  she  is  a  constant  sutferer  from  stomach  dis- 
orders, nervous  debility,  and  epilepsy :  further,  that  she  is  very  poor 
and  earns  her  living  by  scrubbing  and  washing,  which  she  is  unable 
to  do  by  reason  of  said  disabilities.  Other  witnesses  corroborate  thii^ 
statement. 

Following  precedents,  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  proper.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act*  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  impaired  vision,  and  senile 
debility.

Board  of  surgeons,  October  17,  1906,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  suffered  from  rheumatism 
for  over  25  years;  at  present  ne  can  walk  a  little,  but  has  to  have 
some  one  to  dress  and  undress  him.

29,  1890,  at  $8 ;  she  now  receives  $12.  She  is  asking  additional  pen- 
sion on  account  of  her  child,  Thomas  Brooks,  who  is  completely 
blind  and  has  been  ever  since  he  was  10  years  old.  He  was  born 
February  8, 1867,  and  lost  his  sight  as  the  result  of  an  accident,  being 
shot  by  another  colored  bov  who  was  handling  a  gun  charged  with 
bird  shot.    This  occurred  three  years  before  the  death  of  the  soldier. 

This  widow  applied  imder  the  general  law  for  herself  and  child 
but  her  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ^ound  that  there  was  no  record 
of  any  disease  and  claimant's  inability  to  connect  his  death  with  his 
military  service. 

Dr.  6.  C.  Abernathy  testifies  that  he  has  attended  Lizzie  Brooks, 
who  suffered  from  cerebral  hemorrhage  resulting  in  hemiphlegia,  and 
she  will  never  again  have  use  of  left  side  of  her  oody.  She  is  unable 
to  work  and  has  no  means  of  support  but  her  pension,  upon  which 
she  and  the  blind  child,  now  45  years  old,  must  rely  for  food,  cloth- 
ing, and  medical  attention. 

To  aid  in  their  support  an  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  20851.  Ann  E.  Shetzline,  aged  70  years,  is  the  widow  of 
George  L.  Shetzline,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Fifty- 
fifth  Kegiment  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  from  July  26,  1863,  to  July 
29,  1864  (one  year).  Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  at  $12;  he  died  January  14,  1903.  He  and  applicant  were 
married  December  30,  1857.  She  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  at  $8,  and  $2  each  for  two  children  from  January  18,  1893, 
until  the  children  became  16.  She  now  receives  $12  a  month  since 
April  19,  1908. 

l)r.  J.  H.  Lock  testifies  that  she  suffers  greatly  from  rheumatism 
and  general  debility,  due  to  her  age,  and  is  imable  to  do  housework. 

Two  neighbors  say,  as  does  the  physician,  that  her  only  income  is 
her  pension  of  $12  a  month;  that  she  suffers  from  rheumatism  and 
can  do  no  housework.

Having  married  the  soldier  long  before  the  war  and  lived  with  him 
as  his  wife  for  46  years,  is  now  quite  old  and  feeble,  an  increase  of 
pension  to  $20  is  proper.

Medical  examination,  November  14,  1905,  revealed  piles,  left 
inguinal  hernia,  and  rheumatism. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Roberts,  family  physician,  March  21,  1912,  testifies  that 
soldier  has  left  inguinal  hernia  and  hemorrhoids;  that  with  these 
disabilities  and  advancing  age  he  is  not  able  to  do  manual  labor.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $12  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 
for  rheumatism,  injury  of  right  hand  and  left  knee,  loss  of  sight  of 
right  eye,  and  obesity  and  senile  debility.

Dr.  Thomas  Richmond,  February  23,  1912,  testifies  that  he  is  to- 
tally blind,  suflfering  with  glaucoma,  and  is  wholly  dependent  on  his 
pension.

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Dr.  H.  A.  Stroup,  March  6,  1912,  deposes  that  he  is  wholly  and 
utterly  incapable  oi  performing  manual  labor,  and  is  so  enfeebled  by 
age  and  infirmities  as  to  be  unfit  to  care  for  himself,  being  afficted 
with  rheumatism,  eczema,  blindness,  and  disease  of  heart.  He  is 
without  property,  income,  or  means  of  support  other  than  his  pension.

Dr.  P.  J.  Calvy  (March  21,  1912)  testifies  that  he  has  been  Gen. 
Bragg's  physician  since  February,  1910;  that  he  is  nearlj'  blind 
from  doiible  cataract,  unable  to  read  or  guide  himself  around  the 
room;  that  he  is  very  feeble,  has  a  greatly  enlarged  prostate,  and 
chronic  cystitis,  and  must  use  a  catheter  twice  a  day :  he  should  have 
a  constant  attendant. 
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Two  fellow  townsmen  testify  that  the  home  in  which  soldier  lives 
is  assessed  at  $5,026,  and  belong  to  his  wife,  and  that  he  owns  no 
real  estate  or  other  property,  and  has  no  income  or  support  other  than 
his  pension  of  $60  a  month. 

In  view  of  pensioner's  long  and  distinjguished  service,  his  great 
age  and  helplessness,  an  increase  to  $100  is  justified.

In  his  family  data  circular,  September  25,  1907,  he  states  that  he 
is  a  widower;  has  three  children,  all  married;  that  his  mother  is 
Margaret  A.  Maynard,  and  adds  that  she  is  to  be  his  sole  beneficiary.

There  are  other  affiants  who  depose  that  applicant  is  the  mother 
of  the  soldier;  that  she  is  practically  confined  to  her  room,  and  is 
supported  by  the  charity  of  friends,  for  she  owns  no  real  or  personal 
property ;  that  soldier  left  no  widow  or  minor  children.

William  A.  Moffitt,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  E,  First  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Heavy  Artil- 
lery, from  July  19,  1863,  to  July  25,  1865  (two  years),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on 
account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles  and  disease  of  left 
side  of  chest. 

Increase  rejected  June  8,  1911,  by  Bureau  of  Pensions  on  medical 
examination  of  May  31,  1911,  which  described  the  pensioned  dis- 
abilities and  rated  at  $24.

Soldier  was  pensioned  at  $20  per  month  under  th«  act  of  July  14, 
1862. 

Applicant  is  pensioned  at  $12  per  month  under  the  act  of  April 
19, 1908.

Applicant  and  soldier  were  miun'ied  October  11, 1866. 

Soldier  died  February  14,  1911.

5  months  and  23  days) — ^was  a  prisoner  or  war — and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $16  p«r  month  on  aoeount 
of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  mouth  and  skin,  result  of  scurvy, 
and  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum.

Board  of  surgeons,  Ock>ber  14,  1891,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  bv  reason  of  weak  and  en- 
larged heart  and  dropsical  troubles,  is  imable  to  earn  a  living- 
Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended.

incapacitated  for  any  manual  labor. 

Aside  from  his  pension  the  soldier  has  no  income  whatever. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  16351.  John  Stobo,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Sixty-seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  July  22,  1862,  to  December  4,  1863  (1  year  4  months  and  12 
days),  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $30  per  month  on 
accoimt  of  disease  of  heart  and  lungs. 

Address,  1129  Franklin  Street,  Columbus,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  17,  1911,  found  pensioned  causes 
and  rated  at  $30  per  month.  The  board  further  recommended  that 
the  applicant  be  granted  an  increase  to  $50,  if  not  the  limit  of  $72 
a  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant's  heart  trouble  has  increased 
to  a  marked  degree  within  the  last  one  or  two  years,  and  the  resultant 
pain  in  the  left  arm  is  a  constant  source  of  suffering.  For  years  the 
applicant  has  been  a  sufferer  from  rheumatism,  and  about  a  year 
ago  he  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis,  involving  the  entire  left  side. 

In  view  of  the  medical  testimony  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
examining  board,  an  increase  to  $50  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21103.  Thomas  J.  McMullen,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  mu- 
sician in  Company  H,  Seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  September  7,  1861,  to  September  20,  1864;  also  in  Com- 
?>any  C,  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
rom  February  1  to  September  5, 1865  (total  service,  3  years  7  montlis 
and  17  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14. 
1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart,  result  of  sun- 
stroke, and  disease  of  rectum,  result  of  chronic  diarrhea. 
From  each  service  he  was  mustered  out  with  field  and  staff. 
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Address,  Union  City,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  20,  1904,  found  disease  of  heart  sev- 
enteen-eiffhteenths,  sunstroke  six-eighteenths,  disease  of  rectum  eight- 
eighteenths,  enlarged  prostate  gland  six-eighteenths,  and  disease  of 
liver  eight-eighteenths. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  paralysis  agitans;  disease 
of  heart;  rectum  is  inflamed,  and  hemorrhoidal  vessels  engoq^: 
has  a  number  of  pile  tumors  causing  great  difficulty  on  defacation. 
He  has  enlarged  liver;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  soldier  is  a  poor  man  and  depends  upon  his  pension  for  a 
support. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  22112.  James  Finn,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany C,  First  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Mounted  Infantry,  from 
October  21,  1863,  to  December  13,  1864,  and  in  Company  C,  Eighth 
Regim^it  Tennessee  Volunteer  Mounted  Infantry,  from  February 
12,  1865,  to  August  31,  1865  (one  year  eight  months  and  one  day), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  agje. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  nearly  total  deafness  of  right  ear. 

Address,  Mitchellville,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  20,  1904,  found  pensioned  cause  rheuma- 
tism, disease  of  heart,  and  age. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  chronic  rheu- 
matic condition,  is  totally  disabied. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  inccmie 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended.

PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE  OF  PENSIONS  FOR  CERTAIN  SOLDIERS  AND 
SAILORS  OF  THE  REGULAR  ARMY  AND  NAVY,  ETC.

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  23765.] 

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  bilk 
granting  pensions  and  increase  of  pensions  to  certain  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  Regular  Army  and  Navy,  etc.,  submit  the  following 
report: 

This  bill  is  a  substitute  for  the  following  House  bills  referred  to  said 
committee: 

H.  R.    6817.  John  W.  Bolt.  '  H.  R.  16409.  Jane  R.  Adams. 
8542.  Morton  W.  Sebring.  17970.  Charles  J.  Cronin. 

9804.  Alfred  B.  Light.  23477.  Jacob  M.  Ratcliff. 

14349.  Jane  R.  Bonnin. 

H.  R.  6817.  John  W.  Bolt,  of  National  Soldiers'  Home,  Tennessee, 
during  the  War  with  Spain  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Third 
Regiment  Georgia  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  13, 1898,  to  April  22, 
1899,  when  mustered  out  with  the  company.  A  part  of  the  service 
was  j>erformed  in  Cuba. 

He  applied  for  pension  February  11,  1910,  stating  that  in  March, 
1899,  in  Cuba,  he  contracted  malarial  i>oisoning,  chilTs  and  fever,  and 
a  severe  cold  which  has  resulted  in  disease  of  lungs. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  dated  May  7,  1910, 
the  claimant  stated  that  he  enlisted  in  Company  G,  First  Georgia 
Regiment  (State  troops)  Brunswick  Riflemen,  in  August,  1906,  and 
went  with  the  company  to  the  Chickamauga  encampment  of  1906, 
under  direction  of  the  Gfovemment,  and  from  exposure  in  bad  weather 
during  the  warm,  rainy  season  he  contracted  pneumonia,  which 
resulted  in  tuberculosis. 

The  claim  was  rejected  May  23,  1910,  as  to  malarial  poisoning  and 
chills  and  fever  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable  disability  therefrom  since 
filing  application.  It  was  rejected  as  to  disease  of  lungs  on  the 
ground  tnat  such  disease  was  not  contracted  in  the  United  States 
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military  service  during  the  War  with  Spain,  but  was  contract^ 
afterwards  while  the  claimant  was  apparently  serving  in  the  National 
Guard  of  Georgia,  as  shown  by  his  own  statement. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  21-i^  years  of  age  at 
enlistment.  No  physical  defects  were  found  at  that  time,  and  the 
records  contain  no  evidence  of  medical  treatment  during  service,  but 
a  note  on  the  company  muster-out  roll  reports  him  on  furlough  from 
September  24  to  30,  1898,  and.sick  in  quarters  August  2,  29,  30,  and 
31,  September  3,  and  December  14  to  28,  1898,  and  January  9,  1899. 

At  aischarge  he  disclaimed  having  any  disability;  his  captain,  J.  I. 
Gilbert,  certfeed  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  any  disability;  but  a 
surgeon  certified  that  he  had  examined  the  sold'er,  and  found  ''vari- 
cocele on  left  side,''  producing  no  disability. 

The  claimant  was  examinea  March  9,  1910,  by  a  board  of  surgeons 
at  Johnson  City,  Tenn.  They  reported  him  5  feet  11  inches  in  height 
and  weighing  135  pounds.     Of  malarial  poisoning  they  said: 

Tongue  heavy  brown  coat  and  red  tip;  area  of  liver  extends  from  right  transverse 
nipple  line  to  2  inches  below  border  of  ribs  in  the  mammary  line;  no  change  in  stomadi; 
no  increased  area  of  spleen;  no  change  in  bowels  except  relaxed  abdominal  walls; 
no  piles,  fissures,  etc.;  no  dysentery;  no  rate;  no  jaundice. 

They  described  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  rated  it  at  $30  per 
month.  They  also  said  the  heart  was  weak,  but  without  organic 
change  in  sounds,  area,  etc.     No  kidney  disease. 

No  evidence  was  filed.  • 

Four  aflidavits  were  filed  with  a  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress. 
They  were  made  January  4,  1911,  bv  Eustace  C.  Bates,  mayor  of 
Brunswick,  Ga.;  I.  W.  Simmons,  M.  £).;  Alfred  Christie,  M.  D.;  and 
Frank  A.  Dunn,  and  all  in  the  same  language,  of  which  the  following 
is  a  copy,  viz : 

I,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify,  after  having  been  duly  sworn,  that  from  per- 
sonal knowledge  I  have  known  John  W.  Bolt  for  many  years  past;  that  I  have  always 
known  him  to  be  of  good  moral  character  and  habits;  further,  that  previous  to  the 
year  1899  the  said  John  W.  Bolt,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  enjoyed  good  health; 
that  he  returned  in  the  year  1899  from  service  in  the  Spanish- American  War  much 
broken  in  health,  having  for  about  six  years  thereafter  been  able  to  work  only  at  inter- 
vals, and  for  the  past  four  years  bein^  almost  totally  disabled,  his  illness  having  devel- 
oped into  tuberculosis,  and  that  he  is  now  being  cared  for  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment at  the  National  Soldiers'  Home,  Tennessee. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  January  22,  1912,  the  petitioner  states  that 
he  is  wholly  disabled  by  tuberculosis  and  is  advised  that  he  is  now  in 
the  last  stages  of  that  disesase;  that  he  has  no  property  and  no 
income. 

A  certificate  from  the  surgeon  of  the  National  Soldiers'  Home  at 
Johnson  City,  Term.,  shows  the  admission  of  the  claimant  to  that 
home  December  5,  1911,  and  that  he  is  totallv  and  permanently 
disabled  by  tuberculosis  and  that  he  suffers  considerably  from  chronic 
articular  rheumatism. 

Your  committee  are  convinced  by  this  foregoing  history  of  this  case 
that  the  claimant  is  seriously  disabled  by  reason  of  his  military  serv- 
ice, and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $15  per  month. 

II.  R.  8542.  Morton  W.  Sebring,  of  Newcastle,  Ind.,  served  durii^ 
the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private,  corporal,  sergeant,  and  quarter- 
master sergeant  of  Company  E,  Sixteenth  Regiment  United  States 
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Infantry,  from  August  8,  1898,  to  August  7,  1905,  two  terms  of  enlist- 
ment, when  discharged  by  expiration  of  term  of  enlistment.  A  large 
part  of  the  service  was  performed  in  the  PhiUppine  Islands,  though 
the  last  two  years  the  soldier  was  stationed  at  Fort  McPherson,  ua. 

He  appUed  for  pension  November  14,  1904,  stating  that  about 
November  19,  1903,  he  contracted  deafness  of  both  ears  by  reason 
of  the  accidental  dischai^e  of  a  comrade's  gun  during  a  sham  battle; 
that  he  contracted  rheumatism  about  May,  1901,  and  during  the 
year  1900  he  contracted  dysentery,  resulting  in  disease  of  digestive 
organs  and  nervousness,  and  corns  on  both  feet. 

In  a  declaration  filed  November  20,  1909,  the  claimant  alleged 
malarial  fever  incurred  about  August  15,  1899,  and  piles  as  a  result 
of  dysentery.  The  piles,  he  stated,  developed  about  February  or 
March,  1905. 

The  claim  was  rejected  April  24,  1904,  because  of  no  ratable  dis- 
abihty  from  dysentery,  disease  of  digestive  organs,  nervousness, 
corns,  rheumatism,  and  impaired  hearing,  and  because  the  evidence 
failed  to  connect  rheumatism  and  impaired  hearing  with  the  miUtary 
service. 

It  was  rejected  July  13,  1910,  for  nervousness,  because  of  no  record, 
medical  or  other  satisf actorv  evidence,  showing  origin  or  existence  in 
service  or  at  discharge  for  rheumatism,  dysentery  and  resulting  piles, 
and  disease  of  digestive  organs  and  malarial  fever,  because  no  medical 
or  otJier  satisfactory  evidence  was  furnished  showing  the  continuance 
of  those  causes  of  disability  from  date  of  discharge. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  treated  from  Feb- 
ruary 16  to  21,  1900,  for  acute  diarrhea;  June  1  to  4,  1900,  for  fur- 
uncle on  top  of  right  shoulder;  November  1  to  4,  1900,  acute  diarrhea, 
mild;  July  20  to  25, 1901,  for  acute  malarial  fever,  remittent,  benign, 
tertian;  October  27  to  29,  1902,  for  strain  on  fatigue;  February  14 
to  March  1,  1903,  sprain,  accidental,  while  playing  baseball;  August 
1  and  2,  1903,  for  corns  on  toes  of  both  feet;  November  10  to  13, 
1903,  for  sprain  received  while  playing  football,  November  9,  1903; 
Julv  1  to  6,  1904,  punctured  knife  wound,  accidental. 

The  only  defect  noted  at  enlistments  was  sUght  varicose  veins  back 
of  both  knees. 

A  contract  surgeon  testified  June  1,  1909,  that  he  treated  the  sol- 
dier some  time  between  August  and  December,  1901,  for  malarial 
fever  and  dysentery,  and  between  February  and  May,  1902,  for  rheu- 
matism. The  witness  said  no  record  was  made,  because  during  the 
first  period  the  soldier  was  in  command  of  a  detachment  and  during 
the  second  period  his  duties  were  light  and  could  be  executed  not- 
withstanding the  illness. 

On  February  2,  1905,  Leslie  O.  Shores  and  Robert  L.  Dye,  members 
of  the  soldier  s  company,  testified  in  affidavits  written  in  the  same 
handwriting  and  in  identical  language,  that  they  had  known  the 
soldier  four  and  a  half  years,  during  which  time  thej  heard  him  com- 
plain of  suffering  from  deafness,  meumatism,  indigestion,  nervous- 
ness, and  corns;  that  he  had  been  greatly  inconvenienced  by  those 
causes  upon  numerous  occasions;  that  about  November  19,  1903. 
the  discharge  of  a  comrade's  gun  during  sham  battle  had  caused 
deafness. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  March  22,  1905,  before  an  Army  officer, 
Shores  stated  that  he  had  heard  the  soldier  complain  of  corns  in 
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1900,  and  also  while  playing  baseball  at  Fort  McPherson,  Ga.;  that  he 
does  not  know  how  the  corns  were  contracted;  that  he  has  seen  the 
soldier  play  baseball  and  compete  in  athletics  at  Fort  McPherson 
during  the  past  two  and  a  half  years;  that  he  has,  during  the  same 
time,  neard  the  soldier  complain  of  stomach  trouble:  does  not  know 
to  what  extent  he  had  it  nor  how  contracted  if  he  did  have  it;  tlut 
he  has  also  during  the  same  period  heard  him  complain  of  bcAOg 
nervous,  but  knows  nothing  more  than  the  complaint,  and  the  same 
in  respect  to  rheumatism  and  alleged  deafness. 

Dve  made  a  similar  affidavit  on  the  same  day. 

Tne  captain  of  the  claimant's  company  certified  from  the  records 
to  his  sicKness,  and  said : 

With  reference  to  the  claim  of  Morton  W.  Sebring  regarding  corns  on  feet,  diflease 
of  digestive  oigans,  nervousness,  rheumatism,  and  deafness  of  both  ears,  I  have  no 
knowledge  re^rding  any  such  disabilities. 

Seigt.  Sebnng  gave  no  outward  evidence  of  the  same,  as  he  was  continually  p]a>d]ig 
ball  and  enga^g  in  all  kinds  of  athletic  exercises,  which  only  a  man  in  the  besta 
physical  condition  could  undertake. 

Regarding  his  sickness  previous  to  arrival  in  the  United  States,  my  best  recollectioii 
is  that  it  was  due  principally  to  malarial  fever,  which  no  one  in  that  region  escaped 
entirely. 

John  McClanahan,  private  of  soldier's  company,  testified  March  9, 
1905,  that  he  had  known  the  soldier  to  suflFer  irom  corns,  rheumatism, 
indigestion,  and  deafness  for  four  and  a  half  years. 

Louven  NefF  testified  March  11,  1910,  that  he  had  known  the  claim- 
ant seven  years;  was  with  him  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  from  discharge  to 
August,  1907;  that  after  discharge  he  was  afflicted  with  rheumatism, 
malarial  poisoning,  and  dysentery  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  unfit  for 
labor  one-half  the  time,  and  from  about  March,  1905,  he  complained 
of  piles. 

Two  lay  witnesses  stated  that  the  claimant  had  complained  more 
or  less  since  1907  -of  the  effects  of  malarial  poisoning,  rheumatism, 
dysentery,  and  piles,  being  one-half  disabled  tnereby. 

Dr.  C.  E.  McKee  stated  October  25,  1909,  that  he  treated  the 
soldier  while  on  furlough  between  Apnl  10  and  June  10,  1903,  for 
dysentery  and  malaria  and  for  dysentery  in  December,  1908,  and  for 
malaria  in  March,  1909.     Has  no  record. 

Dr.  O.  J.  Gronendyke  testified  that  he  prescribed  for  the  claimant 
several  times  for  muscular  rheumatism.  The  treatment  was  between 
April  25  and  July  1,  1909;  could  not  give  dates. 

Dr.  Frank  E.  Abbett  testified  that  the  claimant  called  on  him 
August  4,  1909,  suffering  great  pain  in  rectum,  which  came  on  the 
day  before,  and  was  followed  by  constipation,  burning,  itching,  intense 
pam,  loss  of  appetite,  and  headache;  that  he  was  emaciated,  restless, 
and  nervous.  Examination  disclosed  external  and  internal  hemor- 
rhoids, ^ntli  extensive  fissures  and  extended  inflammation  of  the 
rectal  walls  and  general  intestinal  tract.  He  said  he  treated  the 
claimant  twice  daily  from  August  4  to  24,  1909,  and  last  prescribed 
for  him  August  29,  1909,  when  his  acute  symptoms  had  subsided. 
He  said  such  acute  attacks  would  recur  at  varying  intervals  and 
result  in  entire  disability  or  until  an  operation  was  performed. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Atlanta,  Ga., 
December  21,  1904.  They  reported  no  evidence  of  rupture  or  pe^ 
foration  of  ear  membrane  ana  no  disease  of  ears,  but  found  some 
impaired  hearing  of  both  ears,  more  of  left  than  riglit,  could  hear 
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loud  conversation  at  3  feet  with  left  ear  and  ordinary  conversation 
with  right  ear  at  6  feet. 

They  could  discover  no  evidence  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  liver  or 
stomach,  no  heart  disease,  and  no  respiratory  trouble. 

They  found  slight  catarrhal  inflammation  of  rectum  with  venous 
engorgement,  no  piles,  no  fissure,  fistula,  or  ulcers.  Tongue  clean, 
eyes  dear,  skin  ruddy  and  healthy,  muscles  firm,  and  nourishment 

food.  Two  small  corns,  one  between  third  and  fourth  and  one 
etween  fourth  and  fifth  toes  of  right  foot,  which  do  not  cause 
defective  gait  or  afFect  use  of  foot. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is 
unable  to  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of  his  disabilities-  that  he 
has  no  property  and  has  been  compelled  to  accept  charity  at  tne  hands 
of  his  friends. 

Louven  NeflF  states  that  the  petitioner  has  been  in  his  employ  a 
portion  of  the  past  two  years  and  has  suffered  with  rheumatism,  mala- 
rial poisoning,  dysentery,  and  stomach  trouble,  and  has  been  unable 
to  work  half  the  time.  Another  witness  makes  the  same  statement 
as  to  condition  for  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Frank  E.  Abbett  testified  in  an  affidavit  executed  November 
24,  1911,  substantially  as  before. 

Dr.  E.  K.  Westhafer  states  that  the  petitioner  had  been  under  his 
"observation,  care,  and  treatment"  durmg  the  greater  part  of  the  last 
year,  more  or  less;  that  he  examined  him  October  30,  1911,  and  found 
him  suffering  with  intestinal  indigestion,  which  seems  to  be  acute 
attacks  of  a  chronic  condition,  as  he  has  known  the  petitioner  to  be 
a  sufferer  of  what  he  says  is  the  result  of  djsentery  contracted  in  the 
Army;  that  he  found  enlarged  liver,  spleemc  dullness  enlarged, bowels 
tender,  prolapsed  rectum,  and  dilated  hemorrhoidal  veins,  and  that 
he  has  freauently  prescribed  for  diarrhea  and  hemorrhoids.  Does  not 
consider  tne  petitioner  able  to  do  manual  labor  and  have  advised 
operation  for  rectal  trouble,  but  do  not  consider  him  able  to  stand 
operation  at  this  time,  December  6,  1911. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  convinces  your  committee  that  the  claim- 
ant is  somewhat  disabled  from  causes  due  to  his  military  service. 
They  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of 
$10  per  month. 

H.  R.  9804.  Alfred  B.  Light,  of  Eureka  Springs,  Ark.,  served  dur- 
ing the  War  with  Mexico  as  a  private  and  corporal  in  Company  D, 
Third  Regiment  Missouri  Mounted  Volunteers,  from  May  8,  1847,  to 
August  23,  1848,  when  discharged  on  account  of  disability. 

The  soldier  was  pensioned  as  a  Mexican  War  survivor  June  20,  1887, 
at  $8  per  month  from  January  29,  1887,  under  the  law  of  that  date. 
That  rate  was  increased  to  $12  from  March  3,  1903,  under  the  act  of 
that  date,  and  to  $20  per  month  from  February  15,  1907,  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907. 

Evidence  filed  with  the  biU  shows  the  pensioner  to  be  87  years  of 
age  and  wholly  disquaUfied  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  disabihty  duo  to  age  and  physical  infirmities. 

The  evidence  also  shows  the  pensioner  without  property  except  a 
house  and  household  goods,  all  of  the  value  of  $700,  and  no  income 
except  his  pension  with  which  to  support  himself  and  wife. 

In  accordance  with  precedent  and  in  consideration  of  the  pen- 
sioner's great   age,   physical  disability,   and    meager    income  your 
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committee  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $30  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  14349.  Jane  R.  Bonnin,  of  Blairsville,  Pa.,  is  pensioned  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  month  as  the  widow  of  George  W.  Bonnin,  who  served 
as  a  sergeant  of  Company  E,  Second  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teers, in  the  War  witn  Mexico,  from  December  24,  1846,  to  July  14, 
1848. 

The  pensioner  was  bom  September  30,  1831,  and  was  married  to 
the  soldier  July  12,  1866.  He  died  September  14, 1878,  and  the  widow 
has  drawn  pension  since  January  29,  1887,  at  $8  per  month  until 
March  19,  1908,  when  the  rate  was  increased  to  $12  by  an  act  of  Con- 
gress of  that  date. 

The  pensioner  states  that  she  owns  no  property  except  a  one-seventh 
interest  in  a  house  and  lot  in  Blairsville,  Pa.,  of  the  value  of  $400,  and 
that  her  sole  income  is  $144  per  year,  the  amount  of  her  pension. 

Witnesses  testify  that  the  pensioner  is  without  means,  property,  or 
income  except  sucli  as  she  states  she  has  and  that  she  is  permanently 
and  totally  disabled  by  fracture  of  her  left  hip  and  tliigh,  incurred  three 
years  ago. 

This  claimant  is  receiving  the  maximum  pension  allowable  imdw 
the  general  law,  but  in  view  of  her  advanced  age(81  years),  serious  and 
permanent  physical  disabiUty,  and  necessitous  financial  circumstances, 
your  committee  believe  she  should  have  additional  relief.  They 
recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month  in 
lieu  of  that  she  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  16409.  Jane  R.  Adams,  of  Columbia,  Tenn.,  is  pensioned  at 
the  rate  of  $12  per  month  as  the  widow  of  George  William  Adams, 
captain  of  Maj.  Chevallies's  battalion  of  Texas  Cavalry,  during  the 
War  with  Mexico,  from  March  6,  1847,  to  June  30,  1848. 

The  pensioner's  age  is  not  sho^Ti  in  the  case,  but  inasmuch  as  the 
evidence  shows  her  marriage  to  the  soldier  on  October  1,  1850,  more 
than  61  years  ago,  she  must  now  be  quite  old. 

The  testimony  shows  that  the  pensioner  is  without  property  or  any 
means  of  support  other  than  her  pension  of  $144  per  year. 

J.  G.  Williamson,  M.  D.,  of  Columbia,  Tenn.,  testified  that  the 
pensioner — 

had  a  fall  fracturing  the  right  lower  limb  at  the  neck  of  the  femur  on  the  12th  day  of 
July,  1911,  which  fracture  has  kept  her  confined  to  bed  since  that  time  up  to  the  present 
time,  reauiring  the  constant  attention  of  two  nurses  during  the  entire  time,  she  being 
entirely  nelpless.  As  her  ph^^sician,  I  can  not  say  how  long  this  condition  may  last, 
but  am  sure  it  will  be  a  long  time  yet,  perhaps  the  remainder  of  her  life. 

Other  witnesses  corroborate  the  physician^s  testimony. 

In  view  of  the  advanced  age,  helpless  physical  condition,  and 
necessitous  financial  circumstances  of  tne  pensioner,  your  committee 
believe  she  is  inadequately  pensioned,  though  she  is  receiving  all  that 
she  can  get  through  the  rension  Bureau.  They  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  pension  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month  m  lieu  of 
that  she  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  17970.  Charles  J.  Cronin,  of  Ludlow,  Ky.,  served  during  the 
War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Sixth  Regiment,  Unit«I 
States  Infantry,  from  October  29,  1898,*  to  September  8,  1901,  when 
transferred  to  Company  L,   Eighteenth  Regiment,  United  States 
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Infantry,  from  which  he  was  discharged  October  28/ 1901,  by  expira- 
tion of  term  of  enlistment.  He  previously  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  First  Kegiment,  Oliio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  29 
to  October  25,  1898,  when  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

The  first-mentioned  term  of  service  was  chiefly  performed  in  the 
Philippine  Islands. 

He  appUed  for  pension  June  1,  1904,  on  account  of  rheumatism 
alleged  to  have  been  contracted  in  the  PhiUppine  Islands  in  April, 
1901. 

July  10,  1904,  he  said  he  contracted  malarial  fever  in  December, 
1899,  and  chronic  diarrhea  contracted  in  March,  1900.  August  20, 
1906,  he  alleged  disease  of  throat  and'  lungs,  contracted  in  October, 
1899. 

The  claim  was  rejected  July  18,  1908,  on  the  ground  that  no  ratable 
disability  was  shown  from  date  of  filing  from  tne  alleged  causes. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  22  years  of  age  at 
first  enlistment.  No  physical  defects  were  noted  at  either  enlistment, 
and  no  disability  was  claimed  at  first  discharge.  He  was  treated  for 
intestinal  colic  m  May,  1899;  for  acute  diarrhea  in  December,  1899, 
and  June  and  August,  1900;  and  for  chronic  muscular  rheumatism, 
right  shoulder,  April  7  to  9,  1901.  The  records  show  other  treatment 
at  different  periods  during  the  second  service,  but  not  for  the  alleged 
causes  of  disability. 

A  medical  examination  made  August  10,  1904,  disclosed  crepitation 
in  right  shoulder  joint,  left  shoulder,  knee  and  elbow  joints,  rated  at 
two-eighteenths. 

No  disease  of  lungs  or  throat  shown.  Liver  and  spleen  normal. 
No  evidence  cf  diarrhea.  The  board  said:  **Has  a  very  slight  pharyn- 
gitis."    Height,  5  feet  5i  inches;  weight,  145  pounds. 

An  examination  made  April  22, 1908,  showecTsame  weight  as  before, 
chronic  laryngitis,  hoarse  voice,  rated  two-eighteenths.  No  objec- 
tive e\adence  cf  lung  disease  was  disclosed.  Rheumatism  was  rated 
four-eighteenths;  heart  disease,  four-eighteenths.  No  si^n  6i  mala- 
rial poisoning  was  shown.  Liver  and  spleen  normal.  No  evidence 
of  chronic  diarrhea. 

The  claimant's  captain.  Company  K,  Sixth  United  States  Infantry, 
certified  that  the  soldier  was  sick  m  hospital  with  malarial  fever  for 
several  weeks  and  was  very  ill  in  December,  1899,  or  early  in  1900, 
and  he  thinks  he  was  in  hospital  vnih  same  disease  at  later  dates. 

A  lieutenant  of  the  same  company  certified  that  the  soldier  was 
under  his  immediate  command  from  July  8,  1899,  to  February,  1900; 
that  he  performed  the  hardest  kind  of  service,  was  hardly  ever  dry; 
that  he  was  one  of  the  best  soldiers,  and  the  witness  remembered  that 
he  complained  of  sickness  once  or  twice,  and  he  believes  had  fever, 
but  no  surgeon  was  with  them  then. 

Comrades  testify  that  the  soldier  had  chronic  diarrhea  in  March, 
1900;  chronic  rheumatism  in  1899,  and  on  transport  coming  home  in 
1901 ;  of  complaints  in  chest  and  throat  in  the  fall  of  1901  and  en  route 
home;  that  he  was  sent  to  hospital  twice  with  rheumatism;  that  he 
had  cold  and  throat  and  lung  trouble  in  the  fall  of  1901. 

One  witness  stated  that  he  nad  rheumatism  from  1902  to  1906,  and 
hemorrhages,  and  was  wholly  disabled. 
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A  physician  testified  to  treatment  at  diflferent  times  from  1901  to 
1906  for  general  debility,  chronic  malaria,  several  attacks  of  hemor- 
rhages from  the  lungs,  and  chronic  diarrhea.  Also  for  pains  in  limbs, 
which  were  swollen,  and  that  he  advised  home  remedies  for  rheuma- 
tism. 

Another  physician  said  he  had  attended  the  claimant  for  several 
attacks  of  cnills  and  fever  and  a  hemorrhage  from  the  lungs  from  1903 
to  1906,  and  that  he  was  totally  disabled. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  claimant  states  that  he  is 
a  poor  man  with  a  wife  and  two  children  to  support  and  is  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor. 

About  a  dozen  witnesses  stale  in  general  terms  that  the  claimant  is 
a  poor  man  who  has  lost  a  good  deal  of  time  by  sickness  during  the 
past  several  years ;  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  work  regularly. 

One  witness  says  he  has  had  rheumatism  and  another  sa3rs  rheuma- 
tism and  general  debility,  and  that  affiant  had  refused  to  employ  him 
on  account  of  his  condition  from  those  causes. 

A  physician  states  that  he  had  examined  the  claimant  March  18, 
1912,  and  that  he  was  then  disabled  by  rheumatism,  flat  feet,  and 
chills  and  fever,  which  interfere  with  his  earning  a  living  for  himself 
and  family,  and  that  he  has  no  means  of  support.  Also,  that  he  is 
constantly  in  need  of  medical  attention  and  is  of  good  habits. 

BeUeving  that  the  evidence  in  this  case  shows  the  existence  of 
disabihty  due  to  the  claimant's  military  service,  your  conunittee 
respectfully  recommend  the  aUowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month. 

II.  R.  23477.  Jacob  M.  Ratcliff,  of  Little  Blue,  Mo.,  is  pensioned 
at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  First  R^- 
ment  United  States  Dragoons,  for  service  in  tne  Texas  and  New 
Mexico  Indian  War,  under  the  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902. 

The  pensioner's  service  commenced  February  1,  1850,  and  ended 
September  21,  1853. 

Evidence  filed  with  the  bill  shows  the  pensioner  to  be  past  81  years 
of  age,  in  poor  health,  and  to  have  no  income,  aside  from  his  pension, 
except  about  $7  per  month  derived  from  other  sources  not  specified. 

In  accordance  with  many  precedents  in  this  class  of  claims,  and  in 
view  of  the  claimant's  advanced  age,  and  small  means,  your  commit- 
tee respectfully  recommend  the  aBowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of 
$16  per  month  in  Ueu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving.

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  5623, 
have  examined  the  same  and  report : 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions  of  the  Senate,  hereto 
appended,  is  in  part  adopted,  and  the  passage  of  the  bill  is  recom- 
mended when  amended  as  set  out  at  the  dose  of  this  report,  the 
reasons  for  such  amendments  there  being  stated.

The  following  are  the  facts  as  ascertained  by  the  committee  concern-^ 
ing  the  case  of  each  beneficiaiy  in  said  bills  and  Uie  conclusions  of  said 
committee  as  to  the  proper  increase  which  should  be  granted: 

S.  345.  Alfred  Faucher  enlisted  September  26,  1899,  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Forty-third  United  States  Volunteer  Infant^,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  Cid.,  Jvfy 
1.  1901.  His  original  application  for  pension,  filed  May  22,  1907, 
alleges  disease  of  eyes,  nemorrhoids^  and  scalp  wound  right  side, 
incurred  while  doing  duty  in  the  Fhihppine  Islands. 

His  second  application,  filed  Novemper  15,  1910,  alleges  disease  of 
eyes,  diarrhea,  and  resulting  hemorrhoids  or  piles  and  scalp  wound 
ox  right  aide. 
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The  company  muster  rolls  report  claimant  sick  in  quarters  June  4 
and  5,  and  August  4  to  9,  1900.  The  hospital  records  show  him 
treated  June  4  to  6,  1900,  for  acute  diarrhea,  and  Au^st  4  to  10, 
1900,  for  slight  scalp  wound  received  from  accidental  fall  on  coral, 
m^t  temporal  region,  in  line  of  duty. 

riivate  Roswefl  Marshall,  Hospital  Corps,  United  States  Army 
states  that  claimant  was  a  patient  in  hospital  at  Ormoc,  Leyte,  P.  I., 
iu  the  fall  of  1900  suffering  from  some  inflammatory  disease  of  the 
eyes  and  was  returned  to  duty  apparently  cured. 

Surgeon  John  F.  I^ieeper,  by  whom  claimant  alleges  he  was  treated, 
states  there  were  a  few  cases  of  conjunctivitis  in  the  command  at 
Laguan,  Samar,  P.  I.,  about  May,  1900,  but  he  is  unable  to  connect 
claimant  with  any  of  them  at  this  late  date. 

Two  comrades  testify  that  soldier  was  in  field  hospital  on  the 
island  of  Samar  in  May,  1900,  suffering  from  sore  eyes,  and  was 
treated  by  Surg.  Leeper.  One  of  these  comrades  testifies  that 
claimant  was  again  sick  with  sore  eyes  on  the  island  of  Leyte,  P.  I., 
about  the  later  part  of  October.  1900. 

Two  comrades  testify  that  claimant  complained  of  suffering  from 
piles  on  the  transport  coming  from  the  Philippines  before  their  dis- 
charge at  San  Francisco. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  claimant  was  a  rugged  healthy  man 
before  he  entered  the  Army,  and  that  since  his  return  his  eyes  have 
troubled  him  preventing  him  from  performing  his  labors,  so  that  he 
has  been  obliged  to  be  off  duty  a  great  deal  on  that  account. 

Samuel  Faucher  and  George  Faucher,  brothers,  testify  to  soldier 's 
prior  soundness;  that  on  his  return  he  had  trouble  with  his  eyes  and 
1$  troubled  with  weak  eves  to  this  day;  that  they  saw  claimant's 
hemorrhoids  or  piles  on  his  return  home  and  have  seen  them  many 
times  since. 

Dr.  A.  M.  Lavelle  testifies  that  he  treated  soldier  after  his  discharge 
on  or  about  July  16,  1901,  for  hemorrhoids  and  advised  him  to 
iindergo  an  operation. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Tremblay  testifies  that  he  treated  soldier  in  May  and 
June,  1903,  for  conjunctivitis,  catarrhal;  that  he  treated  him  again 
in  December,  1903,  and  January  and  February,  1904,  for  same 
trouble  and  last  visited  him  in  April  and  May,  1906;  that  claimant's 
eyes  were  in  very  bad  condition  and  claimant  informed  him  on  liis 
m*st  caU  that  his  eyes  began  to  trouble  him  )n.  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant  was  firat  examined 
August  7,  1907,  rated  him  $8  for  disease  of  eyes;  $6  for  disease  of 
rectum,  and  nothing  for  scalp  wound  or  injurv  to  head. 

A  board  of  surgeons  at  Nashua,  N.  H.,  before  whom  claimant  was 
last  examined  December  21,  1910,  rated  him  $4  for  diarrhea  and 
piles;  $6  for  disease  of  eyes,  and  nothing  for  scalp  wound.     Accom- 

Eanying  the  bill  is  an  affidavit  of  a  physician  who  states  that  claimant 
as  scar  on  right  side  of  headj  tender  upon  pressure;  rectal  trouble, 
chronic  diarrhea,  varicose  veins  of  both  legs^  and  impairment  of 
si^ht  of  both  eyes  and  that  he  is  incapacitated  for  performing  manual 
labor.  Also  affidavit  of  two  neighbors  that  claimant  is  poor  and 
without  means. 

The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  rejected  the  claim  on  the  ground 
that  service  origin  of  disease  of  eyes  and  rectum  (hemorrhoi(&)  was 
not  proved  and  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable  disability  from  difurrhea 
and  scalp  wound  of  light  side.     Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  how-

ever,  that  the  testimony  is  in  favor  of  the  applicant  and  that  disease 
of  eves  and  hemorrhoids  are  fairly  proved  to  have  been  caused  by 
his  Army  service  for  which  he  should  have  pension  of  $12  per  month.' 

S.  892.  George  W.  Simmons  served  from  February  2,  1856,  to  July 
22^  1856^  in  the  Oregon  and  Washington  Territory  Indian  wars  as  a 

Knvate  m  Capt.  Swmdal's  company,  Second  Regiment  Washington 
[ounted  Volunteers.  He  also  served  in  the  same  wars  from  Novem- 
ber 18,  1855,  to  Januarv  24,  1856,  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  First 
Reriment  Washington  Volunteers. 

He  is  a  pensioner  at  $8  per  month  under  the  Indian  war  service  acts 
of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902.  He  is  76  years  of  age,  and  evi- 
dence filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  he  is  physicaDy  inx^apac^ 
itated  for  performing  any  manual  labor  and  that  ne  has  no  property 
or  income  from  any  source  except  his  small  pension.  There  are  many 
'precedents  for  increasing  the  allowance  to  the  aged,  destitute,  and 
totally  disabled  survivors  of  the  early  Indian  wars,  and  your  com^ 
mittee  recommend  pension  of  $16  per  month,  as  proposed  m  the  bill. 

S.  1368.  John  W.  Barnes,  the  appUcant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
H.  First  Nebraska  Volunteer  Inrantry,  serving  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  during  the  War  with  Spain.  iJe  enlisted  in  the  Army  May  6, 
1898,  and  was  discharged  Au^st  23, 1899.  His  claim  for  pension  was 
admitted  for  malarial  poisomng  at  $6  per  month  from  November  14, 
1906,  and  subsequently  increased  to  his  present  allowance  of  $8  per 
month  from  Apru  7,  1909. 

The  official  records  show  that  soldier  was  treated  in  hospital  during 
service  for  intermittent  malarial  fever  and  exhaustion  from  heat 
fatigue  and  that  at  discharge  he  was  suffering  from  diarrhea.  It  is 
proved  that  he  was  sound  and  able-bodied  when  he  enlisted  and  that 
nis  health  has  been  broken  and  impaired  since  his  return  home.  He 
has  suffered  from  malarial  poisoning,  diarrhea  or  dysentery,  and 
stomach  and  bladder  troubles  as  a  result  of  exposure  and  drinking 
impure  water  while  campaigning  in  the  Philippme  Islands,  and  has 
been  more  or  less  disabled  for  manual  labor  or  for  earning  a  Uvelihood. 
He  was  operated  on  for  stone  in  bladder  in  September,  1901,  and  for 
appendicitis  in  1906. 

An  examining  board  for  the  bureau  under  date  of  April  7,  1909l 
rated  claimant  $12  for  the  disability  caused  by  effects  of  malarial 
poisoning,  and  medical  and  other  evidence  Sled  with  this  committee 
IS  to  the  effect  that  he  is  practically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor 
by  reason  of  his  service  disabiUties.  He  is  34  vears  of  age,  poor  and 
needy,  and  worthy  and  deserving  of  reUef .  After  carenil  examina- 
tion of  the  evidence  the  committee  beheve  that  the  case  is  a  merito^ 
rious  one  and  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $16  per  month. 

S.  2167.  Thomas  Gorman^  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
B,  First  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  the  records  show 
that  he  served  durmg  the  War  with  Spain  from  May  11,  1898,  to 
October  31,  1898.  He  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  and 
was  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  for  malarial  poisoning  contracted  in 
camp  at  Chickamauga,  Ga.  Claims  for  increase  were  rejected  March 
17^909,  and  December  12,  1910. 

The  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant  was  last  examined, 
November  16,  1910,  rated  the  disabihty  from  malarial  poisoning  at 
ten-eight eentns,  or  $10  per  month.     The  evidence  shows  tnat  claimant 
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also  suffers  from  attacks  of  epilepsy,  which  came  on  him  some  years 
after  discharge.  What  the  cause  of  the  epilepsy  is  we  are  miafle  to 
determine,  but  the  medical  authorities  of  the  Pension  Bureau  say 
that  it  is  not  due  to  malaria. 

Hie  claimant  is  about  34  years  of  age.  Evidence  filed  with  this 
committee  is  to  the  effect  that  he  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor  and  that  he  is  poor  and  without  means  or  income,  except  his 
pension.  Giving  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  your  committee  recom- 
mend increase  of  pension  to  $12  per  month. 

S.  2711.  Alan  P.  Wilson  served  during  the  War  with  Spain  as  a 
private  and  corporal  in  Company  I,  Second  Regiment  Virginia  Vol- 
unteer Infantry.  He  enlisted  April  24,  1898,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged December  20,  1898.  His  claim  for  pension  filed  July  28, 1910, 
is  based  upon  results  of  typhoid  and  gastritis  contracted  in  camp  at 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  This  occurred  about  September  1,  1898.  He  was 
first  treated  by  the  regimental  surgeon  and  later  sent  to  hospital 
where  he  remamed  untu  September  29,  1898,  when  he  went  home  on 
furlough  with  his  company.  He  is  also  reported  as  on  sick  leave  from 
October  23  to  29,  1898.  The  claim  has  been  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  the  resulting  disabilities  from  typhoid  fever  have  not  been 
proved.  It  appears,  however,  that  he  was  a  sound  young  man  of 
22  years  when  he  entered  the  Army  and  that  he  has  been  in  impaired 
health  since  his  return  from  the  service.  The  incurrence  of  typhoid 
fever  and  gastritis  in  camp  clearly  appears  from  the  hospital  records 
and  from  the  evidence  or  nurses  ana  physicians  by  whom  he  was 
treated.  Shortly  after  his  admission  he  suffered  a  large  number  of 
hemorrhages  from  the  bowels  and  was  not  expected  to  live,  his 
father  bemg  summoned  from  his  home  by  telegram.  For  a  brief 
period  after  his  discharge  he  improved  in  health  but  soon  became 
disabled  with  heart,  stomach,  ana  bowel  troubles  and  other  ailments, 
which  have  continued  to  the  present  time,  incapacitating  him  for 
manual  labor  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  physician,  are  the 
results  of  typhoid  fever  contracted  m  camp.  His  medical  examina- 
tion by  bureau  surgeons  in  September,  1910,  and  December,  1910, 
show  tne  existence  of  his  disabilities  and  that  he  is  thereby  rendered 
incapable  of  performing  manual  labor.  There  is  little  doubt  he  is 
broken  in  health  and  the  committee  conclude  it  is  due  to  his  sickness 
in  service  and  that  he  should  have  the  pension  of  $12  per  month 
proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  3137.  John  H.  Mumaw,  the  claimant,  served  during  the  War 
with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Eighth  Regiment  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry.  He  enlisted  June  7,  1898,  and  was  honorably  mus- 
tered out  November  21,  1898.  The  evidence  shows  that  wliile  in 
service  atCamp  Alger,  Va.,  and  later  in  Cuba  he  contracted  eye  trouble 
causing  disease  and  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye.  He  applied  for  pension 
November  28,  1898,  from  which  date  his  claim  was  admitted  at  $6 
per  month  for  disease  of  left  eye.  On  May  11,  1904,  his  rate  was  in- 
creased to  $8  per  month,  which  is  the  pension  he  is  now  receiving. 

It  appears  Irom  the  evidence  on  file  that  the  claimant  for  all  prac- 
iical  purposes  is  totally  blind  in  left  eye.  This  is  the  conclusion  of 
the  bureau  expert  surgeon,  who  rated  the  disability  at  twelve-ei^t- 
eenths,  or  $12  per  month.    Evidence  of  a  physician  filed  with  this 
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committee  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  practically  blind  in  left  eye, 
being  only  able  to  distinguish  light  from  darkness. 

Claimant  is  32  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  The  bureau  schedule 
ratingfor  total  loss  of  sight  of  one  eye  is  $12,  and  it  is  believed  claimant 
should  have  increase  to  that  amount. 

S.  3270.  Richard  Bumside,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Com- 
pany C,  Thirty-eighth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry,  and  served 
a  term  of  enlistment  covering  the  period  from  April  3,  1867,  to  April 
3.  1870.  In  an  apphcation  for  pension  filed  December  21,  1891,  he 
alleges  disease  of  oack  from  smallpox  incurred  about  May  1,  1867, 
at  Jefferson  Barracks,  Mo.  The  Cfommissioner  of  Pensions  rejected 
the  apphcation  on  the  ground  of  no  record  and  claimant's  inabiUty 
to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  show  that  his  disabiUty  was  due 
to  the  military  service. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  soldier  was  treated 
in  service  from  April  29  to  June  19,  1867,  for  variola  and  from  June 
24  to  27,  1868,  for  congestion  of  kidneys. 

The  claimant  declares  that  he  was  taken  with  smallpox  at  Jeffer- 
son Barracks,  Mo.,  and  when  recovering  therefrom  caught  a  heavy 
cold  and  was  taken  down  sick  with  his  kidneys  and  back  and  was 
bedfast  and  under  treatment  for  a  long  time;  that  he  does  not  know 
what  the  doctors  called  his  back  troubles,  but  said  it  was  his  kidneys 
mostly,  and  came  from  contracting  cold  after  having  the  smallpox; 
that  he  was  taken  suddenly  with  an  awful  pain  in  his  back  and  was 
so  that  he  could  not  stand  up  and  could  not  turn  in  bed  and  could 
not  hold  his  water;  that  some  time  in  1868  he  had  another  attack 
of  the  same  kind,  with  an  awful  pain,  and  could  not  hold  his  water 
at  all  and  passed  bloodv  water  and  was  in  hospital  then  for  three  or 
four  A^LySy  and  that  he  has  been  disabled  in  his  back  ever  since  those 
attacks  in  the  Army. 

Claimant  furnished  the  evidence  of  two  comrades  to  show  that  he 
had  smallpox  in  the  Armj  in  May,  1867,  and  afterwards  complained 
of  weakness  and  trouble  m  the  back. 

It  is  observed  that  the  records  show  treatment  for  variola  (small- 
pox) in  May,  1867,  and  for  congestion  of  kidneys  in  June,  1868,  cor- 
roborating statements  of  himself  and  comrades. 

Testimony  of  neighbors,  taken  by  a  special  examiner  of  the  bureau, 
shows  that  he  was  sound  and  in  good  health  when  he  enlisted,  and 
that  he  has  complained  of  and  suffered  from  back  trouble  since  his 
discharge  from  tne  service  and  has  been  more  or  less  disabled  and 
sometimes  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor. 

Claimant  was  first  medically  examined  March  23,  1892,  by  a  full 
board  of  surgeons,  who  rated  him  $4  for  lumbago  and  $4  for  heart 
disease.  On  nis  second  examination,  October  18,  1899,  he  was  rated 
S6  lor  lumbago.  On  his  third  and  last  examination,  August  6,  1903, 
he  was  rated  $8  for  rheumatism  and  resulting  lumbago. 

Claimant,  who  is  68  years  of  age,  is  a  man  of  good  reputation  for 
truth.  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  evidence  tends  to 
show  that  his  disability  is  due  to  service  and  merits  the  allowance  of 
pension  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  month. 

S.  3683.  James  Petree,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  served  in  the  Oregon 
and  Washington  Territory  Indian  war  ftom  February  13,  1866,  to 
Jun^  19,  1856,  as  h  private  in  Capt.  W.  H.  Latshaw's  company. 
Second  Regiment  Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers.  He  also  served 
from  October  23,  1855,  to  January  27,  1856,  in  Company  By  Second

6  PENSIONS  AND  INCBEASE   OF  PENSIONS. 

Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers.  He  is  a  pensioner  under  the  service 
act  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902,  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month. 
He  is  81  years  old  and  evidence  accompanying  the  bill  shows  tiiat 
he  is  afOiicted  with  chronic  bronchitis,  heart  disease,  right  inguinal 
hernia,  and  the  infirmities  incident  to  old  a^,  and  is  totally  dibbled 
and  no  longer  able  to  earn  a  livelihood.  It  also  appears  that  1^  is 
in  indigent  circumstances,  having  no  means  of  support  except  lus 
peusion.  There  are  many  precedents  for  legislation  m  cases  of  this 
character,  and  increase  to  $16  per  month  is  recommended. 

S.  3755.  Bertha  B.  Byrne,  the  appUcant,  is  at  present  in  receipt 
of  a  pension  of  $30  per  month  as  the  widow  of  Bernard  A.  Byrne, 
late  lieutenant  colonel  Fortieth  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer 
Infantry. 

Col.  Byrne  was  appointed  October  15,  1875,  second  lieutenant  in 
the  Sixtn  Regxilar  Infantry,  and  was  in  service  continuously  untfl 
July  13,  1906,  when  he  was  placed  on  the  retired  list  at  his  own 
request.  He  was  promoted  first  Ueutenant  December  31,  1882; 
captain  November  9,  1894;  major  Thirteenth  Infantry  February  28, 
1901,  and  Ueutenant  colonel  Twenty-eighth  Infantry  June  16,  1906. 
From  August  28,  1899,  to  June  24,  1901,  he  was  lieutenant  colonel 
Fortieth  Volunteer  Infantry,  serving  with  that  regiment  in  the 
PhiUppine  Islands. 

Col.  Byrne  was  a  brave  and  efficient  officer  and  was  highly  com- 
mended m  orders  for  distingjuished  services  rendered  by  nim,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Philippine  insurrection.  He  took  part  in  every 
campaign  or  expedition  in  which  his  regiment  or  command  was 
engagea  during  the  period  of  his  active  service,  including  the  Sioux 
War  of  1876,  the  Ute  disturbances  of  1880,  the  Cuban  campaign,  and 
Phihppine  insurrection.  He  went  to  Cuba  with  the  Sixth  Imantiji 
participated  in  the  battle  of  San  Juan  and  all  subsequent  fighting, 
returmng  with  his  regiment  to  the  United  States,  in  May,  1899, 
he  went  to  the  Phihppine  Islands  and  remained  there  for  three 
years  and  two  months,  two  years  of  which  time  he  was  actively 
engaged  in  field  operations.  He  was  awarded  a  medal  of  honor  for 
most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  Bobong,  Negros,  P.  L, 
July  19,  1899. 

Coh  Byrne  died  February  28,  1910,  of  amebic  dysentery  con- 
tracted by  him  durine:  his  long  and  arduous  services  m  the  rhilip- 
Eines.  He  sacrificed  his  life  for  his  country  just  as  surely  as  if  ne 
ad  been  killed  in  battle.  His  widow  has  two  minor  children  under 
the  age  of  16  years  for  each  of  whom  she  is  paid  the  sum  of  $2  per 
month,  in  addition  to  her  widow's  pension  of  $30  per  month.  She 
was  married  to  the  deceased  officer  February  11,  1892,  and  is  now 
about  39  years  of  age. 

Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  Mrs.  Byrne  is  now 
in  very  poor  health  and  also  in  very  reduced  circumstances.  She 
suffered  severely  during  the  long  sicraiess  and  death  of  her  husband 
and  is  now  physically  mcapacitated  for  earning  a  living.  She  has  a 
fittle  property,  but  it  is  of  small  value  and  yields  practically  no 
income  aoove  her  expenses.    She  is  also  very  much  in  debt,  and  to 

Eay  her  obligations  would  take  all  the  means  she  has.  She  has  but 
tUe  income  aside  from  her  pension  and  is  partly  dependent  f or  Uie 
support  of  herself  and  children  upon  her  father,  who  is  a  retired 
Anny  officer,  and  who  is  illy  able  to  bear  this  additional  burden. 
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It  is  believed  that  the  distinguished  services  of  the  soldier,  which 
won  for  him  so  may  promotions,  and  merited  the  commendations  of 
his  superior  officers,  and  the  widow's  necessitous  circumstances, 
justify  increase  of  her  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

S.  4018.  George  Bernr  served  during  the  War  with  Spain  as  a 
private  in  Company  H,  First  Montana  Volunteer  Infantry;  was 
enlisted  May  1,  1898,  and  honorably  discharged  September  6,  1899. 

Tlie  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $17  per  month,  under 
the  general  law,  for  neurasthenia  and  disease  of  tnroat,  contracted 
from  exposure  and  hardships  while  doing  duty  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  from  September 
13,  1899;  increased  to  $8  from  September  27,  1905;  to  $10  from 
August  8,  1906,  and  to  $17  from  February  13,  1907.  Claims  for 
further  increase  were  rejected  May  5,  1908,  January  16,  1909,  and 
December  15,  1910. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  examined  by  bureau  surgeons,  Novem- 
ber 2,  1910,  he  wais  rated  $12  for  neurasthenia  and  $12  for  disease 
of  throat.    The  examining  surgeons  reported  in  part  as  follows: 

NeuiBBthenia  and  disease  of  throat  are  permanent,  not  due  to  vicious  habits,  are 

Suivalent  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot  for  purposes  of  manual  labor,  and  entitle  to 
(  per  month. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Hutton,  of  Wichita,  Kans.,  testifies  in  affidavit  filed 
with  this  committee  that  claimant  has  general  neurasthenia  and 
disease  of  throat;  that  the  condition  in  the  throat  is  a  partial  paral- 
ysis of  the  vocal  cords,  a  local  show  of  the  nerve  disease  m  the  system ; 
that  this  is  progressive;  and  that  to  this  time  soldier  is  only  able  to  do 
light  work  about  one-third  of  the  time. 

Claimant  is  nearly  40  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  being  dependent 
upon  his  pension  for  the  support  of  himself  and  family.  The  evi- 
dence of  the  surgeons  seems  unanimous  in  respect  to  his  right  to 
increase  of  pension,  and  the  committee  report  tne  bill  favorably  for 
S24  per  month,  as  recommended  by  the  bureau  examining  surgeons. 

S.  4132.  Roberson  FordL  of  Lowell,  Ark.,  Rural  Free  Delivery  1, 
served  in  the  Oregon  and  Washington  Territory  Indian  War  from  Oc- 
tober 15, 1855,  to  November  26,  1855,  as  a  private  in  Capts.  Kelly  and 
Stafford's  company  of  Oregon  Volunteers.  He  is  at  present  in  receipt 
of  a  pension  of  $8  per  month  under  the  Indian  war  service  acts  of  July 
27, 1892,  and  June  27,  1902.  It  appears,  however,  that  he  is  upward 
of  77  years  of  age.  and  that  he  is  nearly  blind  and  otherwise  afficted, 
so  that  he  is  un^Ie  to  perform  any  kind  of  labor,  and  is  hardly  able  to 
get  around.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor,  and  without  income  other 
than  his  pension.  Actmg  in  his  case  as  we  have  in  similar  cases,  the 
committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $16  per  month. 

S.  4503.  Allen  Tyler,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  the  Sixteenth 
Battery,  United  States  Field  Artillery,  and  served  a  term  of  three 
years,  covering  the  period  from  December  30,  1901,  to  December  29, 
1904,  when  honorably  discharged.  It  is  shown  by  the  records  of  the 
War  Department  that  he  was  treated  while  in  the  service  for  croupous 
pneumonia,  acute  diarrhea,  acute  bronchitis,  acute  jaundice,  and 
wounds  of  index  and  second  fingers  of  left  hand. 
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He  filed  and  established  a  claim  under  the  general  law  for  injury  of 
index  and  middle  fingers  of  left  hand,  and  was  pensioned  at  $6  there- 
for from  August  14, 1905,  and  increased  to  $10  from  February  26, 1907, 
for  same  ana  disease  of  lungs,  which  rate  he  is  still  receiving.  Appli- 
cations for  further  increase  were  rejected  December  22,  1908,  May  5, 
1910,  and  July  7,  1910.  His  last  application  for  increase  was  reject^ 
June  28,  1911,  and  claim  for  additional  disabiUties,  ciurv^ature  of  spine 
and  disease  of  heart,  was  reiected,  the  former  on  the  ground  that  a 
ratable  degree  of  disability  tnerefrom  was  not  shown  to  exist,  and  the 
latter  on  tne  ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to 
prove  that  same  was  due  to  the  mihtary  service. 

When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  Apirl  5,  1911,  by  a 
board  of  bureau  surgeons  he  was  rated  $4  for  injury  of  fingers  of  left 
hand  and  $8  for  disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  the  latter  being  considered 
as  one  disability.  Another  board  of  surgeons,  before  whom  claimant 
was  examined  June  1,  1910,  rated  him  $12  for  injury  to  left  index  and 
middle  fingers,  and  $4  for  disease  of  lungs.  Medical  and  other  evi- 
dence accompanying  the  bill  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  suffering 
from  chronic  tuberculosis,  enlargement  of  spleen,  shght  curvature  of 
the  spine,  disease  of  heart,  and  crippled  left  hand,  and  that  his  general 
healtn  is  such  that  he  is  not  able  to  do  hard  labor  for  the  support  of 
himself  and  family.  He  is  33  years  of  age,  and  verjr  poor.  It  is  be- 
heved  that  soldier's  condition  is  such  from  disabihties  of  service 
origin  that  increase  to  $16  per  month  is  warranted. 

S.  4538.  WUloughby  Churchill,  of  Soldiers'  Home,  Eoseburg,  Oreg., 
served  in  the  Oregon  and  Washington  Territory  Indian  War  from 
Februarv  27,  1856,  to  May  26,  1856,  as  a  private  in  Company  D 
(Capt.  M.  M.  Williams),  Second  Regiment  Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers. 
The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $8  per  month,  provided  by 
the  Indian  war  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee,  that 
the  claimant  is  past  80  years  of  age,  and  that  he  is  suffering  from 
heart  trouble  and  senile  debility  to  a  degree  that  renders  him  practi- 
cally helpless  and  wholly  unable  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of  earning 
a  hying.  It  also  appears  that  he  is  in  destitute  circumstances,  being 
entirely  dependent  upon  his  small  pension  for  his  support.  In  such 
cases  your  committee  usually  grant  substantial  relief  oy  doubling  the 
pension,  and  increase  to  $16  is  therefore  recommendedf. 

S.  4612.  John  McCombs,  of  Roseburg,  Oreg.,  served  in  the  Oregon 
and  Washington  Territory  Indian  war  from  August  8,  1853,  to 
September  10,  1853,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  John  F.  Muler's  company  of 
Oregon  Mounted  Volunteers.  The  pension  he  draws  at  present  is 
$8  per  month  under  the  Indian  war  service  acts  of  July  27,  1892, 
and  June  27,  1902.  It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  that 
he  is  past  87  years  old  and  that  he  is  feeble  and  infirm  and  broken  down 
from  old  age,  and  is  wholly  disabled  for  any  kind  of  labor.  It  abo 
appears  that  he  is  destitute  of  property  and  has  no  means  of  supjwrt 
other  than  his  pension.  Acting  in  this  case  as  we  have  in  similar 
cases  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $16  per 
month  as  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  4765.  Anne  Jones  Banks  is  the  widow  of  William  Banks,  who 
served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  William  M.  Allred's  company,  Nauvoo 
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TiBf^oUf  Utah  Volunteers,  in  the  Utah  Indian  War.  He  was  granted 
a  pension  by  special  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1909,  but  died 
before  any  payment  of  pension  could  oe  made  to  him.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Pensions  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  giving 
the  facts  in  his  case,  was  as  follows: 

William  Banks,  of  Spanish  Fork,  Utah  County,  Utah,  aged  73  years,  is  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  War  Department,  transferred  from  the  Bureau  of  Pensions  imder 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  28,  1904,  to  have  been  a  member 
of  Capt.  William  M.  Allred's  company,  wauvoo  Legion,  Utah  Volunteers,  1853,  whose 
service  commenced  October  6, 1853,  and  expired  October  29,  1853,  a  period  of  24  days. 
The  organization  was  not  mustered  into  tne  military  service  of  the  United  States. 
The  Government  reimbursed  the  Territory  of  Utah  for  payment  for  the  services  of 
these  volimteers,  and  such  of  them  as  served  30  da^B  are  pensionable  by  existing  law. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  claimant  served  but  six  days  less  than  the  required  time 
to  give  pensionable  etatus,  and  is  shown  by  the  evidence  accompanying  the  bill  to  be 
physically  imable  to  earn  a  livelihood  at  manual  labor  and  under  the  care  of  a  physi- 
cian, and  having  no  other  means  of  existeuce  than  by  his  own  exertion,  your  committee 
respectfully  recommend  than  the  requirement  as  to  length  of  service  be  waived  and 
that  a  pension  of  $8  per  month  be  allowed,  there  being  many  precedents  for  such 
legislation. 

The  claimant,  who  was  married  to  the  soldier  November  16,  1897, 
is  shown  by  the  evidence  on  file  to  be  64  years  of  age  and  in  indigent 
circumstances,  and  it  is  beUeved  proper,  therefore,  to  continue  to  her 
the  pension  of  $8  per  month  granted  her  soldier  husband. 

S.  4814.  Emily  Whitman,  of  Rice  Lake,  Wis.,  is  the  widow  of 
Luther  Whitman,  who  served  in  the  War  of  1812  from  September  13, 
1813,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Orton's  company.  New  York  Militia. 

Soldier  died  March  8,  1864,  and  claimant,  who  was  married  to  him 
February  11,  1852,  now  draws  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  provided 
by  law  for  the  widows  of  the  soldiers  of  the  War  of  1812. 

-It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee,  that 
the  claimant  is  in  the  ninetieth  year  of  her  a^e  and  that  she  is  in  such 
feeble  condition  that  she  is  coimned  to  her  house,  is  unable  to  wslk 
without  assistance,  and  requires  some  one  constantly  to  care  for  her. 
It  further  appears  from  the  evidence  that  she  is  in  destitute  circum- 
stances and  nas  no  means  of  support  aside  from  her  small  pension. 
There  are  many  precedents  for  legislation  in  cases  of  this  character, 
and  the  committee  recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month 
for  her  few  remaining  days. 

S.  4875.  Frank  H.  Lasher,  the  claimant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
D,  Twenty-seventh  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
served  during  the  War  with  Spain  from  July  19, 1899,  to  April  1, 1901, 
and  was  honorably  discharged.  The  records  of  the  War  Department 
show  that  during  nis  service  he  was  treated  for  malarial  fever,  inter- 
mittent, and  for  facal  neuralgia,  left  side.  At  discharge  he  stated  to 
the  discharging  officer  that  he  was  suffering  from  weaK  kidneys. 

It  is  abundantly  proved  that  soldier  was  sound  at  the  time  of  his 
enlistment,  and  there  is  evidence  to  show  that  he  has  been  in  impaired 
health  from  malaria  and  kidney  trouble  since  his  return  home  from  the 
Army.  His  application  for  a  pension  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
he  had  not  been  disabled  in  a  pensionable  degree  from  malarial  poison- 
ing and  disease  of  kidneys  since  date  of  filing  claim,  March  24, 1908. 

H.  Rept.  618,  62-2 2 
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We  have,  however,  the  evidence  of  two  doctors  and  ei^ht  laymen  to 
show  that  claimant  has  suffered  from  malaria  and  kidnev  trouble 
since  his  discharge  and  has  been  more  or  less  dkabled  thereby  and  at 
times  compelled  to  leave  his  work  at  frequent  intervals.  Iliis  evi- 
dence is  worthy  of  weight  .in  that  it  comes  from  doctors  who  have 
treated  him  and  from  citizens  who  have  worked  with  him,  and  so  have 
knowledge  of  his  condition.  Two  comrades  have  testified  to  the 
service  origin  of  soldier's  disabilities. 

Claimant  is.  32  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  with  a  wite  and  two 
children  dependent  upon  him  for  support.  It  appears  from  the  evi- 
dence that  he  is  crippled  by  the  loss  of  use  of  one  leg  from  injuiy 
received  in  a  railroaa  accident  several  years  ago.  From  the  evidence 
in  the  case  the  committee  feel  justified  in  recommending  a  pension  of 
$16  per  month,  which,  it  is  believed,  will  cover  the  disabihty  result- 
ing from  service  causes. 

S.  4914.  George  A.  Wageck  served  in  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  L,  First  Regiment  Nebraska  Volunteer  Infantry; 
was  enlisted  April  27,  1898,  and  honorably  discharged  August  23, 
1899.  On  Apnl  23,  1899,  at  Quingua,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  he  was  severely 
wounded  in  battle  with  the  enemy,  the  ball  entering  the  face  undtf 
left  eye,  passing  through  the  jaw.  mouth,  and  neck  and  into  the  ri^ht 
shoulder.  Upon  apphcation  and  proof  ne  was  duly  gi*anted  pension 
at  the  bureau  for  gunshot  wound  of  right  shoulder,  neck  and  lower 
jaw,  mouth  and  left  cheek  at  $8  per  month  from  date  of  filing  claim^ 
October  4,  1899.  His  rate  was  subsequently  increased  to  $10  from 
May  1,  1901,  to  J12  from  June  4,  1902,  and  to  $14  from  June  20, 
1906,  this  last  being  the  pension  he  is  now  receiving.  Claims  for 
further  increase  were  rejected  June  2, 1908,  and  November  24,  1909. 

His  last  claim  for  increase,  filed  June  16,  1911,  was  rejected  Sep- 
tember 22,  1911,  and  claim  for  additional  disabilities,  malarial  poison- 
ing and  rheumatism,  was  rejected,  the  former  on  the  groima  of  no 
sumcient  evidence  of  continuance  from  date  of  discharge  and  the 
latter  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  date  of 
filing  claim. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
claimant  was  treated  in  the  service  for  wound  and  for  acute  muscular 
rheumatism,  back  and  hips,  and  malarial  fever.  There  is  also  some 
evidence  on  file  to  the  enect  that  claimant  has  suffered  from  rheu- 
matism and  malaria  since  his  return  home  from  service  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Claimant  was  last  examined  at  Newkirk,  Okla.,  August  2,  1911,  by 
a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who  rated  him  $24  for  wound,  $5  for  malarial 
poisoning,  and  $6  for  heart  disease.  Medical  evidence  accompanying 
the  bill  is  to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  totallj  disabled  for  penorming 
manual  labor  b^  reason  of  wound,  rheumatism,  and  chrome  malarial 
poisoning.    He  is  35  years  of  a^e  and  poor. 

It  is  believed  that  nis  condition  is  such  from  disabilities  incurred 
in  service  that  increase  to  $24  is  warranted. 

The  passage  of  the  bill  is  recommended. 

On  page  4  strike  out  lines  9  to  12,  inclusive. 
This  is  the  case  of  Anne  Jones  Banks,  S.  4765.    The  soldier  in  this 
case  performed  but  24  days'  service  in  an  Indian  war  in  Utah  in  1853. 
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The  general  law  requires  30  days'  service  to  give  an  Indian  war 
siirvivor  a  pensionable  status.  Congress  has  granted  a  few  speciallacts 
to  survivors  who  had  service  a  few  days  short  of  30  days,  out  none, 
so  far  as  your  committee  are  aware,  to  widows  of  soldiers  whose 
service  was  of  less  than  30  davs'  duration.  In  this  case  the  widow 
claimant  was  not  married  to  tne  soldier  for  more  than  44  years  after 
his  service,  or  until  November  16, 1897.  Your  committee  think  this 
is  not  a  case  for  favorable  consideration;  hence  have  stricken  it  from 
the  bill.

H.  R.  182.  Benjamin  F.  Shuttlesworth,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  B,  Fourth  Regiment  West  Vir^nia  Volunteei' 
Cavalry,  from  July  14,  1863,  to  March  7,  1864,  and  in  Company  1, 
Seventeenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1865,  to  Jime  30,  1865  (1  year  and  13  days),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  chronic  diarrhea,  piles,  and  injuries  to  arms,  hands,  and  eyes. 

Address,  Austin,  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  5,  1910,  found  asthma,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, and  piles. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  due  to  asthma  and  internal 
hemorrhoidsj  is  unaole  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  estate,  and  that  his 
personal  property  is  worth  not  over  $50,  and  that  his  income,  aside 
from  his  pension,  is  about  $100  per  year. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  238.  Job  Trenholm,  about  75  years  of  age,  vserved  as  sergeant 
in  Company  L,  Eighth  Illinois  Cavalry,  from  September  16,  1861,  to 
November  7,  1861,  when  he  was  discharged  on  a  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disability  by  reason  of  a  hernia.

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Company  H,  Twenty-third  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
June  15,  1861,  to  July  26,  1865  (4  years  1  month  and  11  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  gunshot  wound 
of  both  legs,  and  senile  debility.

Board  of  surgeons,  April  26,  1905,  found  rheumatism,  gunshot 
wound  of  both  legs,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  results  of  gun- 
shot wound  of  left  leg  and  paralysis ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  means  of  support  but  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.E.443.  Caleb  A.  Lott,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Eleventh  Regiment  West  Virginia  Infantry,  from 
December  15,  1861,  to  December  15,  1864  (8  years),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  ac- 
count of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  for  partial 
loss  of  right  index  finger,  double  varicocele,  and  disease  of  heart, 
which  were  shown  by  medical  examination  of  February  13,  1891. 

Address,  Elizabeth,  W.  Va. 

Dr.  P.  W.  McClung,  February  20,  1912,  asserts  that  pensioner  is 
incapacitated  from  earning  his  support  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart 
and  injury  to  left  hand.  Further,  that  he  owns  no  property  of  any 
kind  and  no  income  but  his  pension.  His  little  home  and  household 
goods  are  owned  by  his  wife.

Stephen  Vaught,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  corporal  in 
Company  D,  Seventeenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  August  30,  1864,  to  June  30,  1865  (10  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  asthma,  disease  of  heart,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  R.  F.  D.  3,  Elizabeth,  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  21,  1905,  found  asthma  and  results,  weak 
heart,  lumbago,  and  catarrh. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  asthma,  rheumatism, 
disease  of  chest  and  of  eyes,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  house  and  lot  and  some 
household  goods,  worth  about  $550;  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  1022.  Moses  R.  Myers,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  corporal  in 
Company  F,  Thirteenth  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  September  21,  1863,  to  September  5,  1865  (2  years,  less  16 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17 
per  month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of 
stomach  and  rectum. 

Address,  White  Pine,  Tenn. 
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Board  of  surgeons,  November  18,  1908,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  his  physical  dis- 
abilities, is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  house  and  lot  valued  at 
about  $200  and  no  other  property  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2186.  Christopher  C.  Kelly,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  C,  Eighty-fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
and  in  Company  I,  Eighty-seventh  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  June  6,  1862,  to  October  3,  1862  (3  months  and  27 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age.

No  report  from  a  board  of  surgeons. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  ai)plicant  has  mitral  insufficiency  and 
very  serious  chronic  inflammation  of  the  stomach;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor.

disease  of  spine  and  gunshot  wound  of  left  arm.

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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension.

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  kidney  and 
bladder  trouble;  is  very  nervous  and  shows  loss  of  strength  and 
activity;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  of  any  kind. 
He  has  a  pension  of  $12  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2780.  James  W.  Mullins,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Twenty-fourth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  September  29,  1861,  to  January  31,  1865  (3  years  4 
months  and  2  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $1*2 
per  month  by  reason  of  partial  loss  of  left  index  finger,  rheumatism, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Butler,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  1,  1906,  found  rheumatism  and  rheu- 
matoid arthritis,  loss  of  tip  of  left  index  finger,  weak  heart,  dyspnea 
and  vertigo,  hydrocele,  enlarged  prostate,  poor  teeth,  indigestion, 
pharyngitis,  defective  vision,  and  senility. 

Medical  testimony  is. that  applicant,  by  reason  of  old  age  and  weak- 
ness, is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.

Dr.  James  Reynolds  says  applicant  is  affected  with  arteriosclerosis 
and  heart  trouble  and  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 
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Applicant  and  two  affiants  say  she  is  in  necessitous  circumstances 
and  not  able  to  do  hard  labor.

Pensioner  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  she  has  no  property — real, 
I)ersonal,  or  mixed — and  no  source  of  income  other  than  her  pension!

H.  R.4354.  James  Coffman,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  First  Regiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery, 
from  January  21, 1865,  to  September  27, 1865  (8  months  and  6  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per 
month  on  account  of  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye  and  rheumatism. 

Address,  R.  F.  D.  15,  Langdon,  Minn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  5,  1908,  found  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye, 
rheumatism,  and  disease  of  kidneys. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  and  other  ail- 
ments, is  blind  in  one  eye,  and  the  sight  of  the  other  is  impaired ;  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  means  of  support  but  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended.     Short  service. 

H.  R.  4899.  William  T.  Bowden,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companv.C.  Tenth  Regiment  Rhode  Island  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  May  26,  1862,  to  July  8,  1862  (6  weeks). 

Claimant's  address  is  51  Woodward  Avenue.  Providence,  R.  I. 

He  has  never  been  pensioned,  the  Pension  Bureau  having  rejected 
the  claim  filed  under  the  general  law  on  the  ground  that  alleged 
epilepsy  was  not  shown  to  be  due  to  military  service. 

The  testimony  filed  in  support  of  this  claim  shows  that  soldier  had 
not  suffered  with  epilepsy  prior  to  entering  the  Army;  that  about 
three  weeks  after  enlistment  he  had  an  epileptic  seizure;  that  there 
were  other  seizures  during  his  brief  service.

The  nature  of  the  disability  is  such  as  to  render  it  next  to  impos- 
sible to  establish  a  cause  for  it.  Therefore  it  is  certain  that  the  cause 
of  epilepsy  in  this  case  can  not  be  shown  by  medical  ov  legal  testi- 
mony. For  these  reasons  it  may  be  said  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  claim,  but  whatever  doubt  may  exist,  it  is  of  such  a 
character  that  justice  and  a  spirit  of  liberality  toward  an  unfortunate 
soldier  suggests  its  elimination  in  this  case.  That  soldier  first  had 
epilepsy  in  service  is  shown;  to  say  that  it  was  not  due  to  service  is 
only  based  on  some  theory. 

A  rating  of  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

Richard  M.  Springer,  aged  61)  years,  served  as  a  ser- 
geant in  Company  K,  Twentieth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infan- 
try, fi-om  June  18,  1861,  to  July  31,  1865  (4  years  1  month  and  18 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862.  at  $17 
per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  arm. 
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Address,  Chicago,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  Mav  17,  1905,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  tnat  applicant  has  an  impaired  condition  of 
right  arm  and  hand,  due  to  atrophy ;  can  hear  nothing  in  left  ear, 
and  the  hearing  of  right  ear  is  greatly  impaired;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  6142.  Oliver  P.  Black,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Eightieth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
September  15.  1862  to  May  29,  1865  (2  years  8  months  and  14  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  bronchitis,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  rheumatism, 
and  disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  7,  1891,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  bronchitis,  em- 
physema, asthma,  piles,  chronic  articular  rheumatism,  and  advanced 
arteriosclerosis :  is  imable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  about  $320 
and  no  other  property ;  his  income  is  his  pension.

David  W.  Dalrymple,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  ser- 
geant in  Company  H,  Sixteenth  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  September  20,  1861,  to  September  3,  1862  (1  year  less 
17  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  imder  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $1T 
per  month  by  reason  of  ^nshot  wound  of  left  shoulder  joint  and  re- 
sulting partial  ankylosis  of  same,  causing  weakness  and  pain  of 
joint. 

Address,  Easton  Boulevard  and  Thirty-third  Street,  Des  Moines, 
Iowa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  May  16, 1900,  found  pensioned  cause  and  muscu- 
lar degeneration  and  rheumatism. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  bronchitis,  asthma 
and  emphysema,  chronic  myocarditis,  and  hypertrophy  of  the  prostate 
gland.  Recently  he  suffered  an  almost  fatal  hemorrhage  of  the  stom- 
ach.   Is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Aside  from  some  household  goods,  applicant  has  no  property,  and 
no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  7473.  Seborn  J.  MuUins,  about  80  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  B,  First  Georgia  Volunteers,  from  January  31, 
1865,  to  July  19, 1865. 

Was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month  on 
account  of  disease  of  the  heart. 

His  general-law  claim  was  rejected  in  1887,  after  a  special  examina- 
tion, on  the  ground  that  claimant's  disability  was  contracted  prior  to 
his  enlistment  in  the  Army. 

Address,  Huntland,  Tenn. 

He  was  last  examined  in  September,  1900,  and  was  then  suffering 
from  a  hernia,  disease  of  the  heart,  and  senile  debility. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant,  by 
reason  of  his  extreme  age  and  grievous  disabilities,  is  totally  in- 
capable of  doing  any  labor,  and  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time  is  con- 
fined to  his  bed.

Claimant,  who  married  the  soldier  on  July  9,  18.55,  has  been  a 
pensioner  under  the  general  law  ever  since  her  husband's  death. 

She  is  a  resident  of  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  and  is  shown  by  medical  and 
lay  testimony,  filed  with  your  committee,  to  be  now  so  weak  and 
feeble  as  to  require  the  constant  attendance  of  another  person,  as 
she  can  not  be  left  alone  in  safety;  to  have  no  means  of  support  save 
her  pension,  and  to  be  dependent  on  her  children. 

On  account  of  her  extreme  age,  helplessness,  and  destitution,  and 
following  precedents  in  like  cases,  an  increase  of  her  pension  to  $20 
per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  8116.  William  B.  Whitney,  aged  7-1  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Companv  G,  First  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Light 
Artillery,  from  ^ej^tember  10,  1861,  to  September  28,  1864  (S  years 
and  13  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  wound  of  face,  disease  of  heart,  and  rectum. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862.  at  $4  per 
month  for  shell  wound  of  right  side  of  face. 

Address,  Millwood,  Minn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  4,  1891,  found  shell  wound  of  face, 
piles,  and  disease  of  heart. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  aural  vertigo,  has  chronic 
nephritis,  and  arteriosclerosis.  It  is  further  stated  that  the  appli- 
cant is  in  a  most  pitiable  condition.    Is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property,  living  in  a 
rented  place. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  8194.  Alexander  Hastings,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  Sixth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteei^,  from 
August  31,  1862,  to  June  3,  1863,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  }?l-2 
per  month  by  reason  of  age. 

He  was  last  examined  in  May,  1901,  by  the  Lowell  (Mass.)  board 
of  surgeons,  and  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  sciatica  and  a  frac- 
ture of  the  right  thumb  and  left  thumb  and  forefinger.  The  sur- 
geons then  stated  that  he  walked  lame,  swinging  left  leg  on  hip,  and 
was  not  able  to  dress  himself  on  account  of  maoility  to  stoop.

In  the  opinion  o^  your  committee  the  facts  warrant  an  increase  of 
the  soldier's  pension  to  $^^0  per  month. 

H.  R.  8375.  Richard  J.  Burges,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Company  A,  F'n^t  Regiment  Rhode  Island  Volunteer 
Cavalry,  from  December  14,  1861,  to  October  15,  1864  (2  years  10 
months  and  1  day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 
1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  70  Pearl  Street,  Providence,  R.  I. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  7,  1911,  found  disease  of  heart  and 
arteries,  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  valvular  disease  of  heart 
of  long  standing:  heart  is  also  in  a  dilated  condition;  arteriosclerosis 
with  some  angina  pectoris.  There  is  chronic  liver  trouble,  chronic 
rheumatic  trouble;  also  chronic  and  incurable  disease  of  the  kidnevs. 
There  is  glowing  dimness  of  vision  and  various  other  minor  troubles. 
He  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor.

William  H.  Ingraham,  aged  81  years,  served  as  n  pri- 
vate in  Conipanv  B,  Nineteenth  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  August  15,  1862,  to  February  6,  1863  (5  months  and 
20  days),  and  is  now  a  pensi(mer  under  the  act  of  February  6.  IW. 
at  $2()  per  month. 
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He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  double  inguinal  hernia,  rheumatism,  injury 
to  left  foot,  and  senile  debility. 

The  soldier's  address  is  Sharon,  Conn. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  shows  that  soldier  is  now  paralyzed  and 
helpless,  requiring  almost  constant  attendance;  that  he  is  destitute, 
having  no  income  other  than  pension.  Lay  testimony  is  substantially 
as  the  medical. 

The  claimant's  extreme  poverty,  his  advanced  age,  and  his  de- 
plorable physical  condition  warrants  an  increase  of  pension,  and  a 
rating  of  $24  per  month  is  recommended.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reas<m  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  dyspepsia,  and 
varicose  veins  of  right  leg.

Board  of  surgeons,  September  I,  1904,  found  varicose  veins,  rheu- 
matism, and  general  debility.

John  G.  Price,  aged  90  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  One  hundred  and  fifty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Na- 
tional Guard  Infantry,  from  ]May  2  to  September  2, 1864  (4  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per 
month,  on  account  of  age.

Levi  J.  Sliver,  aged  82  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Thirty-fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
September  7,  1861,  to  September  8,  1864  (3  years  and  1  day)",  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month  on 
account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  resulting  ulcer  and  varicose 
veins. 

Address,  Eaton,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  14,  1909,  found  varicose  veins  of  left  leg. 
resulting  from  gimsliot  wound,  and  disease  of  heart,  and  rated  at 
$30  per  month. 
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Dr.  C.  W.  Conley  testifies  that  pensioner  has  frecjuent  attacks  of 
asthma  and  heart  weakness,  and  suffers  from  his  injured  leg,  and  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Neighbors  say  he  has  no  real  estate  and  little  personal  property ; 
no  income  or  means  of  support  other  than  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $40  a  month  is  justified  by  his  advanced  age,  long 
service,  and  helplessness.

Board  of  surgeons,  May  6,  1908,  found  pensioned  causes  and  rated 
at  $24  per  month. 

1912,  finds  ankylosis  of  fingei-s,  rheu- 
matic deposits  in  joints,  incontinence  of  urine,  and  is  totally  disabled 
for  manual  labor.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart, 
and  piles.

Board  of  surgeons,  July  1,  1896,  found  piles,  stomach  trouble,  and 
rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  myocarditis,  with 
general  arteriosclerosis;  has  enlargement  of  the  prostate  gland,  and 
cystitis.

Medical  certificate,  September  3,  1902,  locates  pensioned  disa- 
bilities. 
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Dr.  William  Hecker,  attending  physician,  testifies  that  pensioner 
has  had  two  paralytic  strokes  and  his  present  physical  condition  is 
very  poor.

Two  neighbors,  M.  K.  Peters  and  Alman  Andrew,  state  that  sol- 
dier is  very  feeble,  almost  totally  blind,  is  very  poor,  without  re- 
sources of  any  kind  other  than  his  pension,  living  in  a  little  shack,  he 
and  his  wife  often  having  their  wants  supplied  by  the  neighbors  and 
the  Grand  Armv  of  the  Republic,  and  they  have  been  a  burden  to 
the  community  for  several  years. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  justified. 

H.  R.  11436.  Ruth  A.  Richardson,  77  years  of  age,  is  the  widow  of

Claimant,  who  married  the  soldier  on  October  21,  1852,  was  pen- 
sioned under  the  amended  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  per  month 
from  May  10,  1905,  and  is  now  drawing  the  rate  of  $12  per  month 
by  virtue  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  April  19,  1908. 

She  resides  at  Beacon,  Iowa,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr. 
Rhodes  and  that  of  her  neighbors  to  be  helpless  by  reason  of  almost 
total  paralysis  of  the  right  side  and  to  require  the  aid  of  another  per- 
son much  of  the  time,  and  to  have  no  means  of  support  save  her 
pension. 

On  account  of  her  extreme  age,  helplessness,  and  utter  destitution 
an  increase  of  her  pension  to  $20  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.I  1886.  George  A.  Carpenter,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  deck 
hand  on  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Diana^  Mississippi  River  Fleet,  from 
February  18,  1863,  to  October  31,  1863,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  general  law  at  $10  per  month  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning, 
chronic  diarrhea,  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum.  This  rating  was 
allowed  from  September  19, 1906,  the  date  of  the  certificate  of  his  last 
medical  examination,  made  by  the  Muncie  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons, 
which  rated  him  $6  for  malaria  and  $4  for  disease  of  rectum  and 
also  found  him  afflicted  with  slight  atrophy  of  the  lumbar  muscles. 

His  claim  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  was  properly  rejected 
by  the  bureau  on  October  8,  1907,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  an 
enlisted  man  in  either  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States.

claimant's  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

John  Small,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  First  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery, 
from  March  19,  1864,  to  October  10,  1865  (1  year  6  months  and  21 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  oi  February  6,  1907,  at 
$15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  ^7,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  senile  debility. 

AVas  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6  per 
month  for  bronchitis  and  disease  of  kidneys  from  measles  and 
chronic  diarrhea. 

Address  Marmaduke,  Ark. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  20,  1905,  found  senile  and  general 
debility,  scoliosis,  and  age. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  diarrhea  and  is 
unable  to  earn  a  living. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  property  worth  $250  and  no 
income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H,  R.  12674.  William  McGowin,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Twenty-sixth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  2,  1861,  *to  July  20,  1865  (3  years  11  months  and  18 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  right  eye,  stomach, 
and  nervous  system,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Streator,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  18, 1906,  found  injury  to  right  eye  and  dis- 
ease of  nervous  system  as  result  of  sunstroke. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  afflicted  with  mental  weak- 
ness; sight  and  hearing  are  bad;  his  general  condition  is  such  that 
he  is  unable  to  work. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommf>nded. 

Theodore  Kiefer.  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Sixtieth  Regiment  Indiana  Infantry,  from  January 
15, 1862,  to  March  21, 186.">  (three  years  and  two  months),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  ac- 
count of  disease  of  liver  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 
•     Address,  Tell  (^ty,  Ind. 

Medical  examination,  August  23,  1911,  reveals  only  the  pensioned 
disabilities,  but  rates  at  $24.  The  Pension  Bureau,  however,  re- 
jected claim  for  increase  September  22,  1911.  The  family  physician 
says  by  reason  of  hvj^ertrophy  of  heart  it  is  very  unsafe  for  soldier 
to  attempt  manual  labor. 

The  countv  auditor  certifies  that  pensioner  is  not  asse&sed  on  any 
real  estate  and  but  $150  on  personal  property. 
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Neighbors  say  that  the  only  property  or  resources  which  soldier 
owns  IS  his  household  property,  his  salary  as  mayor  of  Tell  City — 
$100 — and  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12844.  Lester  J.  Dack,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  L,  Tenth  Eegiment  New  York  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery, 
from  March  1,  1864,  to  June  23,  1865  (1  year  3  months  and  22 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  for  disease  of  liver,  right  inguinal  hernia,  impaired 
vision,  and  general  debility. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14.  1862,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  oi  limgs. 

Address,  Ipswich,  S.  Dak. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  5,  1911,  found  bronchitis,  weak  and 
dilated  heart,  loss  of  sight,  hernia^  and  general  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  in  a  generally  debilitated 
condition ;  has  a  weakened  condition  of  the  heart ;  has  a  cough,  which 
troubles  him ;  his  liver  is  enlarged ;  has  an  inguinal  hernia ;  and  from 
time  to  time  has  arthritic  rheumatism.

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  pensioned  causes, 
jrystitis,  and  a  carcinoma  of  the  mouth ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
The  carcinoma  of  the  mouth  is  a  cancer  of  the  mouth. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  owns,  jointly  with  his  wife,  6.57 
acres  of  land,  the  value  of  which  land  with  improvements  is  $1,300; 
he  has  personal  property  worth  $200.  He  has  an  income  from  the 
real  property  of  about  $75  a  vear.    He  has  a  pension  of  $14  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  15056.  Joseph  W.  Long,  aged  69  yearsj  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  fifteenth  Regiment  Illinois  Volim- 
teer  Infantry,  from  August  22,  1862,  to  June  11,  1865  (2  years  9 
month  and  19  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  nervous  system 
and  chest. 

Address,  Lock  box  No.  254,  Decatur,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  22, 1891,  found  neurasthenia. 

Medical  testimony  is  thai  applicant  has  well-developed  cataract 
in  right  eye  and  incipient  cataract  in  left  eye ;  it  will  be  but  a  short 
time  until- useful  vision  in  left  eye  is  gone. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  estate ;  his  personal 
property  is  limited  to  household  furniture;  and  his  pension  is  his 
income. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  15088.  William  M.  Lamere,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  One  hundred  and  sixty-fourth  Regiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  September  3,  1862,  to  January  21,  1865  (2 
years  4  months  and  18  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act 
of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  tibia. 

Address,  Jrotsdam,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  13,  1907,  found  pensioned  cause  and 
left  hydrocele. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  cataract  of  both  eyes  and 
diabetes ;  his  sight  is  almost  entirely  gone ;  is  unable  to  do  any  manual 
labor. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  the  applicant  has  no  means  of 
support  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended.

$20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  senile  and  general  debility  and  rheumatism. 
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Address,  2236  Sepviva  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  19,  1899,  found  rheumatism  and  injury 
to  left  hip,  1^,  and  back. 

Dr.  C.  W.  ochaubel,  March  14,  1912,  testifies  that  soldier  is  suffer- 
ing from  senility  and  general  debility  and  is  unfit  to  do  any  kind  of 
labor. 

Two  other  aflSants  declare  he  has  no  property  of  any  kind,  neither 
real,  personal^  nor  mixed,  and  that  his  pension  of  $20  a  month  will 
not  support  him  and  his  wife,  and  that  he  is  almost  blind. 

His  great  age,  a  creditable  service,  and  destitution  warrant  a  rating 
of  $30  a  month. 

H.R.  15174.  Sarah  B.  Scott,  aged  69  years,  is  the  widow  of  Wil- 
liam G.  Scott,  who  served  as  a  sergeant  in  First  Battalicm  Sixte^itb 
Eegiment  United  States  Infantry,  and  hospital  steward,  United 
States  Army,  from  July  13,  1861,  to  February  11,  1864,  and  from 
February  12,  1864,  to  March  21,  1866  (6  years  and  1  month). 

Soldier  died  May  1, 1911.  He  and  applicant  were  married  January 
28,  1895.  Applicant  had  never  been  previously  married.  Soldier 
had  been  married  once  before,  and  that  wife  died  October  30,  1885. 
The  accrued  pension  due  at  soldier's  death  was  paid  by  the  Pension 
Bureau  to  this  applicant. 

Claimant,  whose  address  is  Greensboro,  Ala.,  declares  that  she 
has  no  real  estate,  but  has  $700  in  money  which  brings  her  $35  a  year. 

Soldier's  death  being  due  to  a  fall,  she  has  no  status  under  the 

feneral  law,  and  having  married  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890,  she 
as  no  status  under  the  act  of  April  19,.  1908. 
Dr.  R.  F.  Monette,  February  1,  1912,  says  applicant  is  suffering 
from  an  old  fall,  injuring  back,  chest,  and  ribs;  that  she  is  in  a  weak, 
chronic  debilitated  condition,  unable  to  earn  a  support.  She  and 
two  neighbors  say  she  has  no  property  of  any  kind,  but  $700  in 
money.

Medical  examination,  December  20, 1905,  shows  lumbago,  deafness, 
impaired  vision,  and  disease  of  eyes.  He  was  examined  June  27, 
1910,  with  a  view  to  renewal  under  the  general  law,  but  was  not 
rated  beyond  $6  for  disease  of  eyes. 

Drs.  W.  W.  Parker  and  L.  D.  Allen,  December  20, 1911,  find  suffer- 
ing with  rheumatism  in  nearly  all  muscles  and  joints;  has  chrcmic 
ophthalmic  trouble  with  both  eyes ;  is  deficient  in  hearing  and  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

His  three  nearest  neighbors  say  he  has  no  other  source  for  his 
living  but  his  pension  and  possesses  no  real  estate. 

An  increase  from  present  rate  to  $30  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  15606.  Olga  H.  Updegraff,  aged  71  years,  is  the  widow  of 
James  C.  Updegraff;  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Third  Battery 
Indiana  Light  Artillery,  from  July  29,  1861,. to  August  25,  1864  (37 
months). 

Claimant's  address,  Normal,  HI. 

The  soldier  and  claimant  were  married  on  December  24j  1864. 
Soldier  died  May  2,  1872.  Claimant  was  subsequently  remarried 
to  one  John  Oliver,  from  whom  she  obtained  a  divorce  on  September 
27, 1880,  and  in  said  decree  she  was  authorized  to  resume  her  former 
name  (Updegraff).    She  has  not  remarried  since  such  divorce. 

The  evidence  shows  her  to  be  a  woman  of  good  character,  in  neces* 
sitous  circumstances,  and  no  income  other  than  such  as  ^e  can  earn 
by  her  labor.  Her  age  precludes  the  idea  that  she  is  capabk  ei  ioing 
much. 

Her  claim  for  pension  filed  in  the  Bureau  of  Pensdons  was  rejected 
cm  the  ffround  that  she  had  no  title  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.

14, 1862,  she  can  not  obtain  the  ben^t  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1901.  ' 

The  soldier's  service  was  looag  and  honorable,  and  this  point  should 
be  borzbe  in  mind  when  considering  this  daim. 

In  view  of.  claimant's  a^  and  the  necessity  for  her  to  ladbor  at 
such  an  age,  and  her  financial  needs,  it  seems  proper  to  grant  h^  the 
allowance  asked. 

A  rating  of  $12  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  15753.  John  T.  Stansbury,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Alexander's  Baltimore  battery,  Maryland  Volunteer  Artillery, 
from  August  5,  1862,  to  June  17,  1865  (2  years  10  months  and  12 
days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12 
per  month  on  account  of  wound  of  right  thigh. 

Address,  1238  South  Charles  Street,  Baltmiore,  Md. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  10,  1906,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  and  lameness 
^resulting  from  a  compound  fracture  and  is  unable  to  do  manual 
labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  15796.  John  G.  Sprague,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  corporal, 

Erivate,  sergeant  major,  and  private  in  Company  E,  Twenty-second 
'^giment,  and  Company  E,  Forty-second  Regiment,  Illinois  Volim- 
teer  Infantry,  from  Jime  11,  1861,  to  December  15,  1865  (four  years 
six  months  and  four  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6. 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  accoimt  of  age. 

He  was  lormerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  injury  of  back,  disease  of  rec- 
tum, and  varicose  veins  of  left  leg. 

Address,  National  Soldiers'  Home,  Virginia. 

Board  of  surgeons,  Mardi  20,  1891,  found  chronic  diarrhea  and 
disease  of  rectum,  rheumatism,  injury  of  spine,  and  varicose  veins  of 
Irft  leg. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  an  old  injury  to 
the  spine  and  its  effects;  has  nad  hemiplegia,  from  which  he  has 
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partially  recovered;  has  impaired  hearing;  impaired  eyesight;  hu 
atheroma  of  the  arteries  and  hemorrhoids;  is  unable  to  do  manual 
labor. 

Two  business  men  testify  that  he-  has  no  real  or  personal  property, 
mid  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  16806.  William  T.  Doan,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  G,  Seventy-ninth  Eegiment  Ohio  Infantry,  from  Novem- 
ber 21,  1863,  to  April  7,  1866  (two  years  and  five  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  imder  the  act  of  July  14, 1882,  at  $M  per  nMnth  <ii 
account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Wellington,  lU. 

Medical  examination,  June  23, 1911,  describes  in  detail  rheumatism 
and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and  loss  of  left  leg,  due  to  senile  gan- 
grene-—amputated  below  knee  since  preceding  examinaticm,  April 
29,  1908 — ^and  rated  him  for  combined  disabilities  $72  a  month.  In- 
crease was,  however,  denied  by  the  Bureau  of  Pensions,  which,  on  a|>- 
peal,  was  sustained  by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

Further,  that  if  his  debts  were  paid  he  would  not  be  worth  $1,000. 
This  is  corroborated  by  neighbors.  It  is  shown  soldier  has  a  house-: 
no  other  property — in  which  he  lives. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  15819.  Charles  M.  Pond,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  privaU 
in  Company  D,  Eleventh  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, and  Company  D,  Nineteenth  Regiment  Veteran  Reserve 
Corps,  from  August  20, 1862,  to  November  15, 1865  (3  years  2  months 
and  25  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  rectum,  malarial  poisoning, 
and  varicose  veins. 

Address,  Milford,  N.  H. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  13,  1904,  found  malarial  poisoning,  piles, 
rectal  disease,  and  varicose  veins. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  had  operations  for  prolap- 
sus of  the  rectum  and  stone  m  the  bladder.  He  is  absolutely  inca- 
pacitated for  doing  manual  labor. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  soldier  owns  a  small  place  valued  at

fantry, from  July  12,  1864,  to  November  14,  1864  (four  months  and 
two  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 190T, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 
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He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  disease  of  rectum, 
left  inguinal  hernia,  and  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Brookville,  Pa. 

Board^  of  surgeons,  November  21,  1900,  found  disease  of  rectum, 
rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  stomach,  and  liver,  left  inguinal  her- 
nia, and  chronic  nephritis.

An  increase  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

Atlas  P.  Hammond,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Companies  F  and  C,  One  hundred  and  tenth  Begiment  Illi- 
nois Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  15,  1862,  to  June  8,  1865  (SJ 
years  9  months  and  23  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  imder  the  act 
of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  tormerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  liver  and  rectum, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Gainesville,  Ark. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  7, 1906,  found  rheumatism,  lumbago, 
disease  of  liver,  disease  of  bowels,  and  senile  debility.  •   • 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  muscular  rheuma- 
tism^,  indigestion,  constipation,  and  general  debility,  due  to  advanced 
age. 

From  the  testimony  it  appears  that  applicant  owns  a  house  and 
lot  worth  about  $500.    He  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

William  Strang,  alias  John  W.  Strang,  aged  67  years^ 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Fiftieth  Regiment  Ohio  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  from  October  15, 1863,  to  May  24, 1865  (one  year  seven 
months  and  nine  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6. 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age.  > 

He  was  lormerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Figgott,  Ark. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  7,  1905,  found  general  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  heart  trouble  and 
kidney  trouble;  is  unable  to  do  hard  work. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  an  estate  by  the  curtesy  m 
a  farm,  and  a  small  amount  of  personal  property,  not  exceeding  in 
value  ^00. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.R.  15885.  Hugh  Valentine,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a  privatcl 
and  corporal  in  Companies  E  and  D,  Seventh  Regiment  Kentucky 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  11, 1861,  to  March  11, 1866  (4  years 
and  7  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age.  ' 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart 
and  injury  to  left  foot. 
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Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8  per 
month  for  bayonet  wound  of  left  foot. 

Address,  Crawfish,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  6,  1910,  found  disease  of  heart,  injury 
to  left  foot,  feebleness,  and  senility. 

It  appears  that  from  age  and  its  accompanying  infirmities  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  land  worth  $200  j  2  mules, 
worth  about  $100;  1  milch  cow,  worth  about  $20;  and  6  pigs,  worth 
about  $6;  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended.

There  is  testimony  showing  that  he  has  nothing  of  this  world^s 
goods  and  is  imable  to  work. 

The  Member  introducing  this  bill  testifies  that  soldier  is  nearly 
blind,  has  absolutely  nothm^  of  this  world's  jgoods,  no  real  estate, 
and  tnat  he  and  hi^  wife  are  forced  to  live  on  his  pension. 

His  long  and  faithful  final  service,  his  helplessness,  and  destitution 
warrant  an  increase  to  $30. 

Desertion  from  first  service  is  condoned  by  the  joint  resolution  of 
July  1,  1902,  inasmuch  as  his  second  enlistment  at  Lagrange,  Teniu, 
in  a  regiment  doing  active  service  there  precludes  having  received 
any  bounty. 

H.  R.  16230.  Isaac  M.  Krise,  aged  73  years^  served  as  a  private  in

while  a  pensioner  under  me  general  law  at  $10  on  account  of  chronic 
diarrhea,  disease  of  the  heart,  and  rheumatism. 

He  died  of  disease  of  the  heart,  and  his  widow,  who  married  him 
on  April  7,  1845,  was  thereupon  pensioned  imder  the  general  law 
from  the  date  of  his  death  at  $12  per  month  imtil  her  death,  January 
9, 1904. 

The  applicant  was  born  March  14,  1856. 

Dr.  A.  A.  Brown  testifies  that  he  has  treated  applicant  for  nine 

J  ears,  and  during  the  whole  time  she  has  been  coimned  to  her  bed; 
er  lower  limbs  are  drawn  up,  and  she  suffers  constantly  from  neu- 
ralgic pains,  except  when  imder  the  influence  of  opiates. 

Neighbors  testify  that  they  have  known  applicant  from  her  birth, 
and  that  when  12  years  old  she  had  a  severe  sickness  and  has  nevo- 
been  able  to  care  for  herself  since;  that  she  has  to  be  carried  frcwn 
place  to  place,  as  her  lower  limbs  are  useless,  and  she  has  to  have  t 
constant  attendant. 

The  assessors  of  Willimantic  certify  that  she  has  no  property  of 
any  kind  and  has  been  supported  by  the  town  for  the  past  15  years. 

Following  precedent,  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  may  be  made. 

H.  R.  17712.  James  C.  Nies,  aged  80  years,  served  as  a  sergeant  in 
Company  G,  Forty-eighth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  September  20, 1861,  to  September  30,  1864  (3  years  and 
10  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  oi  February  6,  1907, 
at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 

Ser  month  by  reason  of  piles,  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  senile 
ebility. 

Address,  Pottsville,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  13,  1901,  found  rheumatism,  weak 
heart,  dysentery,  and  senile  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  heart  disease  and  piles; 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17806.  Oliver  H.  P.  Bailey,  aged  87  years,  served  as  a  lieu- 
tenant colonel  in  Seventy-third  Indiana  Infantry  from  July  23. 
1862,  to  December  22,  1862;  prior  service,  July  1,  1861,  to  December 
31,  1861  (11  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Felh 
ruary  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 
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Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  for  rheu- 
matism and  senility. 

Also  served  in  Mexican  War  from  June  14,  1846,  to  September  24, 
1846,  and  pension  at  $8,  as  Mexican  War  survivor,  from  January 
29,  1887. 

Address,  Lathrop,  Cal. 

Applicant  alleges  he  has  no  adcKjuate  means  of  support;  that  he 
and  his  wife,  whom  he  married  eight  years  ago,  live  in  her  house 
and  he  pays  the  taxes;  that  of  his  pension  of  $20  a  month  he 
must  pay  a  grocery  bill  of  $10  and  $8  for  a  cord  of  wood.

19,  1908. 

She  had  previously  been  pensioned  at  $8  under  the  general  law 
as  the  widow  of  William  A.  McFarland,  Company  D,  Second  United 
States  Volunteer  Sharpshooters,  who  was  killed  in  a  skirmish  No- 
vember 9,  1863,  at  Warrenton,  Va.  He  and  this  applicant  were 
married  August  9,  1854,  and  he  left  three  minor  children  (sons),  who 
were  pensioned  arter  applicant's  marriage,  January  29,  1865,  to  Jud- 
son  Tucker. 

Dr.  G.  A.  Shelton  says  that  in  July,  1907,  applicant  was  thrown 
from  an  electric  car,  injuring  her  spine;  she  also  has  chronic  bron- 
chitis, which  troubles  combined  wholly  incapacitate  her  from  earn- 
inga  living. 

This  physician  and  a  banker  testify  that  she  has  no  property  and 
no  income  other  than  her  pension. 

Old,  helpless,  the  widow  of  two  soldiers,  it  is  proper  to  increase  her 
pension  to  $20  a  month. 

Her  address,  Shelton,  Conn. 

H.  R.  17891.  Thomas  Butler,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  First  Wisconsin  Cavalry,  and  in  Company  C,  Thirty- 
seventh  Kegiment  United  States  Infantry,  from  Novemoer  15,  1864, 
to  July  18, 1865  (eight  months,  Civil  War),  and  from  November  27, 
1865,  to  November  3, 1867  (23  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $30  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot 
wound  of  breast  and  right  shoulder. 

His  address  is  Wausaukee,  Wis. 

He  declares  he  is  wholly  unfitted  for  labor  and  has  no  income 
except  his  pension.  Medical  evidence  shows  arteriosclerosis,  due  to 
gunshot  wound. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  soldier  is  now  unable  to  follow  his  pro- 
fession as  a  lawyer,  owing  to  disability  claimed,  and  that  he  has  no 
property  or  income. 

EL  Hept  629, 62-2 3 
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The  last  medical  examination  (December  21,  1892)  at  Merrillan, 
Wis.,  showed  a  degree  of  disability  equal  to  $30  per  month  on  account 
of  gunshot  wound  of  breast  and  $12  for  heart  disease;  soldier  re- 
quiring fi^quent  care  and  attendance  of  another  person.  Pension 
Bureau  has  denied  another  examination  for  increase.

Board  of  surgeons,  January  19,  1898,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  heart  disease;  has  hemor- 
rhoids, both  bleeding  and  protruding;  has  lumbago  and  rheumatism;

Other  testimony  is  tnat  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension.

Henry  Huffine,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Eighty-seventh  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
and  in  Company  G,  Eighteenth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infan- 
try^ from  December  10,  1862,  to  December  16,  1865  (3  years  and  6 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  throat,  lungs,  and  heart,  rheuma- 
tism, and  general  debility. 

Address,  Vanderbilt,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  20,  1905,  found  disease  of  lungs, 
rheumatism,  and  general  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  arteriosclerosis,  chronic 
bronchitis,  asthma,  and  chronic  indigestion.  It  appears  that  he  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  source  of  support  but  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  18509.  Thomas  Hart,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  sergeant  in 
Company  B,  One  hundred  and  third  I&giment  Pennsylvania  Infan- 
try, from  April  22,  1861,  to  August  5,  1861,  and  from  September  24, 
1861,  to  June  25,  1865  (4  years),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  for  rheuma- 
tism and  slight  deafness  of  both  ears. 

Address,  Fairfield,  Ohio. 

Last  medical  examination,  February  9,  1898,  rated  him  $30,  as  he 
was  so  disabled  by  rheumatism  as  to  be  incapacitated  from  perform- 
ing manual  labor  and  could  not  dress  or  undress  himself. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Goss,  March  20,  1912,  testifies  that  pensioner  is  a  hope- 
less invalid ;  that  his  means  are  inadequate  for  even  the  barest  com- 
forts; that  his  wife  is  old  and  feeble  and  nearly  blind,  and  unable 
to  care  for  him  during  his  attacks  of  rheumatism.

Old.  helpless,  and  destitute,  with  a  four  years'  service  to  his 
credit — during  eight  months  thereof  he  was  in  Andersonville  prison — 
it  is  but  proper  that  he  should  have  an  increase  to  $30. 

Alexis*  M.  Huff,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  from

Andrew  G.  Friend,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companies  I  and  B,  Second  Regiment  Potomac  Home  Brigade 
Maryland  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  October  20,  1861,  to  May  29, 
1865  (three  years  seven  months  nine  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of 
age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  and  lungs.

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  20848.  Williani  F.  McLean,  aged  62  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  I,  Nineteenth  Regiment  Kansas  Cavalry,  from  Oc- 
tober 26,  1868,  to  April  14,  1869  (5^  months),  and  is' not  now  a 
pensioner. 
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Claimant's  address,  Fort  Smith,  Ark.  He  alleges  frosted  feet  as  a 
cause  for  inability  to  work,  and  he  has  no  property  or  income. 

The  War  Department  report  shows  that  soldier  was  treated  in 
field  hospital  and  in  post  hospital  in  December,  1868,  and  Jamiarv, 
1869,  for  "frostbite."

Thomas  Tigue,  alias  Thomas  Tobin,  aged  65  years, 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Twenty-second  Regiment*  New 
York  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  April  1,  1865,  to  August  1,  1865  (4 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$6  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  general  debilitv. 

Address,  463  East  Utica  Street,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeans,  September  13,  1899,  found  pensioned  causes 
and  catarrh. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and 
bronchial  asthma,  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  depends  upon  the  earnings  of 
his  children  for  a  support. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  20882.  Wilt  Rippey,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  second  lieu- 
tenant in  Company  F,  Sixty-first  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  February  1,  1861,  to  December  25,  1862  (1  year  10 
months  and  24  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July 
14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month,  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  head  and 
resulting  nearly  total  deafness  of  left  ear. 

Address,  Allison  Park,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons  (August  24,  1911)  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that*  applicant's  hearmg  is  almost  totally 
gone  or  destroyed,  and  he  suffers  the  ailments  incident  to  old  age. 
Is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  20914.  William  H.  Whitson,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Companv  K,  One  hundred  and  thirty-seventh  Regiment  Illi- 
nois Infantry,  from  May  7,  1864,  to  September  24,  1864  (four  and 
one-half  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of 
rectum,  and  anemia. 

Address,  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home,  Quincy,  El. 

The  pensioned  disabilities  were  shown  by  medical  examination, 
December  10,  1890.     Dr.  C.  E.  Ehle,  March  30,  1912,  reports  that

$8  per  month,  which  ceased  June  2,  1897,  by  reason  of  her  marriage 
on  that  date  to  Patrick  Mullen,  a  second-class  fireman,  who  served 
during  the  Civil  War  in  the  United  States  Navy,  and  who  was  him- 
self pensioned  under  act  of  Jime  27,  1890.

The  interest  of  said  mortgage,  $50,  taxes,  insurance, 
and  repairs  must  come  out  of  the  rent,  what  is  left  constitutes  her 
cmly  support. 

Her  age,  helplessness,  poverty,  and  being  a  war  widow,  allow  a 
pension  of  $12  a  month. 

H.R.  20958.  Charles  Lakin,  aged  63  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  Second  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  Janu- 
ary 4,  1864,  to  August  25,  1865  (1  vear  7  months  and  21  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
for  catarrh,  enlarged  prostate,  piles,  disease  of  left  leg,  and  right 
inguinal  hernia.

Alexander  Chisholm,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  se^ 
geant  in  Company  K,  One  hundred  and  sixteenth  Regiment  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteer  Infantry,  from  February  29,  1864,  to  July  14, 
1865  (1  year  4  months  and  15  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism 
and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Uniontown,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  28,  1911,  foimd  rheumatism,  varicose 
veins  of  left  leg,  slight  arteriosclerosis,  enlarged  prostate,  and  chronic 
prostatitis. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  due  to  heart  trouble,  rheumt- 
tism,  and  chronic  inefficiency  of  the  kidneys,  is  unable  to  do  manual 
labor.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  injury  of  right  ankle,  and  dis- 
ease of  stomach. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6 
per  month  for  rheumatism.

Dr.  Ira  H.  Hawes  testifies  that  he  is  applicant's  physician,  and  for 
the  past  17  years  she  has  been  afflicted  with  paralysis  of  one  side  of 
her  body,  and  she  is  gradually  losing  her  eyesight  and  is  almost 
totally  blind.  Her  condition  is  such  that  it  requires  some  one  to  be 
with  her  all  the  time. 

Pensioner  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  she  has  no  property  and 
no  money  except  her  pension  of  $12  a  month.  She  is  wholly  depend- 
ent upon  her  relatives  for  care  and  support. 

A  "war  widow,"  very  old,  helpless,  and  destitute,  an  increase  to^

Two  neighbors  testify  that  pensioner  has  no  real  estate  or  per- 
sonal property  and  that  the  only  means  of  support  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  21176.  Simon  Schweigert,  aged  85  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
pjoral  in  Fourth  Independent  Battery,  Indiana  Volunteer  Light  Ar- 
tillery, from  September  7, 1861,  to  February  6, 1863  (1  year  4  months 
and  29  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862, 
at  $24  per  month  for  a  gunshot  wound  of  left  shoulder  and  resulting 
disease  of  heart. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$20  per  month  by  reason  of  age. 

Address,  Harrison,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  19,  1911,  found  pensioned  causes  and 
rated  at  $30  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  pensioned  causes, 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  means  of  support  but  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 
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H.  K.  21265.  Washington  W.  Edgington,  aged  72  years,  served  as 
a  sergeant  in  Company  B,  Twenty-fourth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  August  2,  1862,  to  July  17,  1865  (2  years  and  n\ 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  it 
$17  per  month  on  account  of  chronic  rheumatism  and  resulting 
disease  of  heart;  this  rate  was  the  result  of  a  medical  examination 
of  the  date  of  December  20,  1911,  which  closed  with  the  statement  by 
the  board  that  pensioner  is  totally  disqualified  for  the  performance 
of  manual  labor. 

Address,  Waterloo,  Iowa. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Brown  testifies  that  pensioner  is  physically  very  weak 
and  his  eyesight  very  poor. 

Two  neighbors  testify  he  has  no  income  aside  from  his  pension 
and  that  he  is  infirm  in  health. 

The  Afember  introducing  this  bill  has  known  soldier  personally 
practically  all  his  life;  that  pensioner  has  no  means  of  support  what- 
ever; is  feeble  in  health ;  and  not  able  to  earn  a  living. 

A  long  and  honorable  service  in  which  he  reached  the  grade  of 
second  lieutenant,  now  old,  helpless,  and  destitute,  warrants  an  in- 
crease to  $36  a  month. 

H.  R.  21459.  John  W.  Towner,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companies  I  and  C,  Tenth  Regiment  Illinois  Cavalry,  from  Feb- 
ruary 13, 1864,  to  November  22, 1865  (one  year  and  nine  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $30  per  month 
on  account  of  affection  of  lungs  and  eyes,  following  measles,  and  in- 
jury of  back. 

Address,  Bloomin^on,  111. 

Medical  examination,  January  29,  1912,  reveals  only  the  pensioned 
causes. 

On  this  examination  the  Bureau  of  Pensions  denied  an  increase. 

Pensioner  swears  that  he  has  no  real  estate  or  personal  property 
whatever  and  that  he  and  his  wife  depend  entirely  upon  his  pension 
for  sustenance,  and  that  during  the  last  winter  he  was  compelled  to 
call  upon  his  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  post  for  help.  He  is  a 
renter. 

This  is  corroborated  by  two  comrades  and  also  by  the  Member  in- 
troducing the  bill,  who  adds  that  he  needs  an  attendant  whenever  he 
goes  away  from  home. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21462.  William  J.  Hammond,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  B,  Eighth  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  11, 1862,  to  June  9, 1865  (2  years  9  months  and  28  da>^). 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per 
month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart  and  injury  to  sternum. 

Address,  144  Adams  Street,  Grand  Rapids,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  14,  1908,  found  pensioned  causes  and 
also  chronic  bronchitis  and  loss  of  teeth  and  resulting  dyspepsia. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  mitral  insufficiency  of  the 
heart  and  chronic  bronchitis.  It  appears  that  he  is  unable  to  do  man- 
-  ual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 
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H.K.  21467.  Greorge  B.  GriflSn,  aged -67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  Seventh  Reffiment  Michigan  Vohmteer  Cavalrv,  from 
February  6, 1865,  to  December  15, 1865  (10  months  and  9  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  rectum,  en- 
larged liver  and  spleen,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Holland,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  7,  1906,  found  rheumatism,  disease 
of  heart  and  rectum,  enlarged  liver  and  spleen. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  kidney  trouble  and  cystitis, 
rheumatism,  piles,  disease  of  neart.  It  appears  that  applicant  is  un- 
able to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  estate,  and,  of  per- 
sonal property,  only  household  goods  and  wearing  apparel  of  the 
value  of  $400,  and  that  his  income,  including  his  pension,  is  about 
$175  a  year. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21468.  John  P.  Schoeni^  aged  66  jears.  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Twentv-third  Eegiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
January  5, 1864,  to  May  15, 1865  (1  year  4  months  and  10  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  left  varicocele,  loss  of  teeth,  and  disease  of  gums,  and 
rheumatism. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4  per 
month  for  left  varicocele. 

Address,  Hubbardston,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  11,  1896,  found  left  varicocele,  loss  of 
teeth,  disease  of  heart,  disease  of  gums,  and  scurvy,  rheumatism,  and 
bronchitis. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  left  varicocele,  chronic 
rheumatism,  hernia,  paralysis  agitans,  disease  of  gums,  and  loss  of 
of  teeth ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  house  and  lot  of  the  value 
of  $350  and  no  other  property;  it  appears  that  his  income  is  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  21513.  Joseph  Hampton,  aged  80  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companv  E,  One  hundred  and  twenty-fourth  Regiment  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  28,  1862,  to  May  16,  1863,  and 
in  Company  D,  Two  hundred  and  third  Regiment  Pennsylvania 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  30,  1864,  to  June  22,  1865  (total 
service  1  vear  7  months  and  10  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  injurj  of  left  side  and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  1700  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  Wilmington,  Del. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  8,  1891,  found  injury  received  in  serv- 
ice, tumor,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  so  feeble  as  to  be  unable 
to  do  manual  labor.    He  is  80  years  old. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 
An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  reconmiended. 

H.R.  21566.  Michael  Kennedy,  aged  85  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  August  15,*^  1862,  to  June  30,  1864  (22^  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27.  1890,  at 
$12  per  month  by  reason  of  fistula  in  ano  and  hemorrhoids. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$5.33^  per  month  for  the  causes  named. 

His  post-office  address  is  West  De  Pere,  Wis. 

He  now  alleges  that  he  is  helpless  by  reason  of  blindness,  fistula, 
piles,  and  old  age ;  and  that  he  has  no  other  income  than  his  pension. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  clearly  show  that  soldier  is  helpless 
and  unable  to  care  for  himself,  on  account  of  heart  disease,  blind- 
ness, old  age,  and  the  causes  for  which  formerly  pensioned.  He  is 
also  shown  to  be -destitute. 

The  last  medical  examination  by  a  board  was  at  Green  Bay,  Wis., 
on  January  17,  1906.  Soldier  was  then  suffering  with  fistula,  piles, 
eczema,  evidences  of  diarrhea  (which  alternates  with  constipation). 
No  examination  of  eyes  was  made. 

The  soldier's  age,  his  long  and  honorable  service,  his  enfeebled 
condition,  and  the  gravity  or  his  disabilities,  justify  a  rating  of  $36 
per  month. 

H.  B.  21568.  James  Meikle,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  seaman  on 
U.  S.  S.  Clara  Dohon^  Avenger,  and  Great  Western^  United  States 
Navy,  from  March  3,  1864,  to  March  11,  1865  (1  year  and  8  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month,  for  indigestion,  disease  of  lungs  and  heart,  and  senile  debihty. 

Address,  Sturgeon  Bay,  Wis. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  18, 1905,  found  disease  of  stomach  and 
liver,  indigestion,  constipation,  slight  edema  of  lungs,  dilatation  of 
heart,  nervousness,  and  age. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  gastritis,  chronic 
bronchitis,  a  very  weak  heart,  and  paralysis  agitans,  and  is  unaWc 
to  do  manual  latJor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  40  acres  of  land,  valued  tt 
$1,600,  and  a  pension  of  $12  per  month. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  allowed. 

H.  R.  21584.  Ezra  Salter,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany C,  Seventh  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  April  4, 
1864,  to  May  17,  1866  (2  years  1  month  and  13  days),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month,  for 

funshot  wound  of  left  shoulder,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  eyes  and 
igestive  organs. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Julv  14,  1862,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  shoulder,  with  fracture 
of  left  clavicle. 
Address,  Centerville,  Iowa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  10,  1892^  found  disease  of  stomach 
and  indigestion,  disease  of  eyes,  rheumatism,  and  gunshot  wound. 
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Neighboi's'  testimony  is  ttat  applicant  has  no  property,  is  in  desti- 
tute circumstances,  with  no  income  but  his  pension. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  bronchitis  and 
emphysema ;  has  an  enlarged  and  weak  heart ;  has  rheumatic  tender- 
ness, with  marked  disease  of  the  eyes;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  21607.  Barney  L.  Starin,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Ninth  Independent  Battery,  Ohio  Volunteer  Light  Artillery, 
from  October  11,  1861,  to  July  25,  1865  (3  years  9  months  and  14 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14 
I>er  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  right  side  of  back,  result  of  typhoid 
fever. 

Address,  Burton,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons.  May  16, 1906,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  left  lateral  curvature  of 
€pine;  has  hypertrophy  of  heart,  with  dilatation  and  mitral  systolic 
murmur;  has  enlarged  prostate  gland  and  catarrh  of  bladder;  is 
unable  to  do  manuailabor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  ai)plicant  has  no  property  but  his  household 
goods,  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  21686.  Othello  A.  Sherman,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
A'ate  in  Company  F,  Twenty-eighth  Kegiment  Michigan  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  September  9,  1864,  to  June  5,  1866  (1  year  8  months 
and  26  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner'  under  the  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  injury  to  left  leg,  left  inguinal  hernia,  disease 
of  mouth,  and  loss  of  teeth  from  scurvy,  and  disease  of  stomach. 

Address,  Hutchinson,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  1,  1906,  found  rheumatism,  hernia,  and 
injury  to  ankle. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  injury  to  left 
leg;  the  leg  is  now  a  suppurating  mass  from  his  thigh  to  the  end  of 
his  toes ;  the  bones  of  the  leg  are  necrosed.  He  is  totally  disabled  and 
requires  a  constant  attendant. 

The  applicant  owns  personal  property  worth  about  $60.  His  in- 
come is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21780.  Susan  E.  Bruman,  aged  71  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Albert  H.  Bnunan,  who  served  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  H,  Fif- 
teenth Regiment  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  from  December  9,  1861,  to 
October  3,  1862;  July  7,  1863,  to  September  13,  1865,  and  May  2, 
1865,  to  October  10, 1866  (five  years  and  one  month). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $4  for  right  in- 
guinal hernia.  He  died  December  12,  1893.  He  and  applicant  were 
married  March  5,  1863.  She  was  pensioned  from  August  11,  1900, 
at  $8  a  month  under  act  of  June  27,  1890.  She  now  receives  $12  a 
month. 

H.  Kept.  629, 62-2 4 
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Testimony  filed  shows  she  is  taken  care  of  by  her  children,  being 
old  and  not  having  a  home,  that  she  never  had  any  property,  and  her 
only  income  is  her  pension. 

Applicant  was  married  to  the  soldier  while  he  was  in  the  service. 
She  IS  now  old  and  a  charge  upon  her  children. 

As  some  measure  of  refief,  an  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recom- 
mended. 

H.  R.  21810.  Merida  Wilson,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Thirty-seventh  Regiment  Kentucky  Mounted  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  August  16,  1863,  to  June  20,  1864  (10  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  injury  of  feet,  frostbite,  and  partial  paralysis. 

His  post-office  address  is  Gradyville,  Ky. 

The  soldier  alleges  he  has  no  income  other  than  pension. 

Medical  testimony  shows  evidences  of  former  frostbite,  indicated 
by  tenderness  of  both  feet,  ankylosis  of  nearly  all  the  toe  joints,  con- 
traction of  tendons ;  also  paralysis  of  left  leg,  atrophy  of  all  muscles 
of  left  leg,  motions  of  the  leg  controlled  by  muscles  of  the  hip ;  also 
rheumatism,  affecting  nearly  all  the  joints  of  body;  also  pterygium 
of  left  eye ;  also  severe  deafness  of  left  ear.  Total  incapacity  for  any 
manual  labor. 

Lay  testimony  shows  destitution  of  claimant  and  inability  to  per- 
form labor. 

As  a  result  of  a  special  examination  of  the  case  made  by  an  ex- 
aminer of  the  Pension  Bureau,  it  was  determined  that  soldil^r's 
crippled  condition  of  left  leg  was  due  to  an  injury  sustained  during 
childhood  of  the  claimant. 

During  service  soldier  was  treated  for  paralysis  of  left  leg  and 
frozen  foot.  The  preexisting  disability  of  left  leg  and  foot  no  doubt 
rendered  the  effects  of  frostbite  more  serious  than  they  otherwise 
would  have  been. 

The  last  medical  examination  by  a  board,  dated  Jamestown,  Ky^ 
June  30, 1897,  shows  paralysis  of  left  side  and  leg;  left  foot  2  inches 
shorter  than  right  foot;  tenderness  in  lumbar  and  dorsal  vertebne; 
also  rheumatism  of  right  hip  and  knee;  also  catarrh;  loss  of  sight  of 
left  eye;  rectum  tender;  slight  prolapsus. 

We  believe  the  physical  and  financial  conditions  of  the  claimant 
are  such  as  to  justify  an  increase  of  his  pension.  All  his  ailments  are 
not  due  to  military  service,  but  we  believe  a  rating  of  $24  per  month 
can  be  granted  for  such  disability  as  can  be  accepted  as  of  service 
origin. 

H.  R.  21833.  William  E.  McKee,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Thirteenth  Regiment  Maryland  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  February  28,  1864,  to  May  29,  1865  (1  year  3  months  and  1 
day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  on  account  of  injury  to  both  elbow  joints. 

Address,  Martinsburg,  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  15, 1891,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  result  of  pen- 
sioned cause ;  it  appears  that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

From  the  testimony  it  appears  that  applicant  has  no  property  and 
no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  21865.  Simpson  Robinson,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Thirteenth  Regiment  Ohio  Volmiteer  Infantry,  from 
April  25  1861,  to  August  25,  1861,  and  in  Company  E,  Eighty-sixth 
Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  3,  1862,  to  September 
25, 1862  (total  service  7  months  and  22  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  locomotor  ataxia. 

Address,  The  Chicago  Home  for  Incurables,  Chicago,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  14, 1892,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  was  admitted  to  the  Chicago 
Home  for  Incurables  February  10,  1911;  he  is  incurable — suflFering 
with  locomotor  ataxia. 

Other  testimony  shows  that  the  applicant  has  no  property  and 
no  income  but  his  pension. 

This  soldier  served  in  two  different  organizations ;  while  his  total 
service  was  not  long  in  duration,  yet  it  was  in  all  respects  creditable 
to  him.  His  condition,  as  a  victim  of  locomotor  ataxia,  is  deplorable, 
in  that  he  endures  a  living  death,  and  this  condition  is  shown  by  the 
board  of  surgeons,  of  January  14,  1892,  to  have  existed  over  20  years 
and  may  last  for  years  to  come. 

In  view  of  the  soldier's  honorable  service  in  two  organizations,  his 
age,  71  years,  and  his  grievous  disability,  an  increase  to  $30  a  month 
is  recommended  by  the  committee. 

H.R.  21879.  Albert  S.  Trac^,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  B,  Fourth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
October  30,  1861,  to  August  8,  1865  (3  years  9  months  and  8  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  dislocation  of  left  hip,  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Ridgway,  Colo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  18,  1903,  found  rheumatism,  disease 
of  heart,  dislocation  of  left  hip,  and  physically  broken  down. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  lumbago;  has 
contractions  in  both  hands;  has  attacks  of  inflammatory  rheuma- 
ti^n;  has  mitral  insufficiency  of  heart;  has  chronic  cystitis;  has  an 
old  dislocation  of  left  hip ;  has  senility ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  applicant  states  that  he  has  no  property  but  a  small  farm,  the 
income  rrom  which  does  not  pay  the  interest  on  the  incumbrance  and 
taxes. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  21944.  Clinton  Black,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Eighty-fifth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  1, 1862,  to  November  18,  1864  (2  years  3  months  and  17 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$15  per  month  on  account  of  age.  Discharged  on  soldier's  certificate 
of  disability. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  leg. 

Address,  Kingman,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  5,  1908,  found  pensioned  cause  and 
also  disease  of  heart  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rupture  on  the  left  side, 
gunshot  wound  of  right  leg,  causing  lameness,  and  piles,  and  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  the  applicant's  property  consists  of  his 
home,  worth  about  $1,500,  and  that  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R  21982.  Franklin  B.  Detwiler,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate and  musician  in  Company  A,  Fifty-third  Regiment  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  19,  1861,  to  June  30,  1866 
(3  years  10  months  and  11  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism, 
disease  of  rectum,  and  loss  of  left  thumb. 

Address,  Pottstown,  Pa.

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  S.  6340.] 

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  6340, 
have  examined  the  same  and  report: 

The  report  ot  the  Committee  on  Pensions  of  the  Senate,  hereto 
appended,  is  in  part  adopted,  and  the  passage  of  the  bill  is  recom- 
mended when  amended  as  set  out  at  the  close  of  this  report,  the  reasons 
for  such  amendments  there  being  stated. 

[Senate  Report  No.  620,  Slxty-aecond  Congress,  second  session.] 

This  bill  is  a  substitute  for  the  following  Senate  bills  referred  to 
said  committee:

The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concerning 
the  case  of  each  beneficiary  in  said  bills,  and  the  conclusion  of  the 
conmiittee  as  to  the  proper  amount  of  pension  or  increase  which 
should  be  granted : 

S.  782.  Michael  Grace,  the  applicant,  was  a  private  in  Company  A, 
Thirty-fourth  United  States  Infantry,  and  served  from  March  31, 
1866,  to  March  31,  1869.  A  bill  to  grant  him  a  pension  was  intro- 
duced in  the  Senate  during  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  reported  favor- 
ably, and  passed  the  Senate.    The  report  was  as  follows: 

Michael  Grace,  the  beneficiary,  served  in  the  Regular  Army  for  three  years  as  private 
in  Company  A,  Thirty-foiurth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry.  The  military 
records  ehaw  that  he  enlisted  March  31, 1866,  and  was  honorably  discharged  March  31, 
1869. 

He  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  alleging  service  origin  of  rupture  and 
asthma.  This  claim  was  rejected  January  29,  1902,  for  the  reason  that  the  claimant 
had  fsdled  to  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  ue  bureau  that  his  disabilities  were  charge- 
able to  his  military  service.  There  is  some  testimony  filed  with  the  bill  to  show  that 
claimant's  disabilities  were  incurred  while  in  the  Army.  Two  comrades  have  testi- 
fied and  have  filed  affidavits  with  the  bill.  Medical  records  of  the  War  Department 
do  not  indicate  that  soldier  ever  received  any  serious  disability  due  to  his  service, 
although  it  is  true  that  he  was  in  the  hospital  at  different  times,  suffering  from  minor 
ailments. 

The  Senator  who  introduced  the  bill  states  that  claimant  is  now  hopelessly  dis- 
abled by  reason  of  rupture  and  asthma,  and  that  he  has  been  in  a  bad  condition  for  a 
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long  time.  It  is  generally  understood  by  friends  and  neighbors  and  members  of  da 
soldier's  family  that  the  disabilities  were  incurred  during  his  service  at  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War.  Claimant  in  his  own  behalf  states  that  some  time  during  the  month  of 
August,  1866,  at  the  time  of  the  riot  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  he,  with  his  company,  marched 
for  several  hours  through  the  streets,  quelling  the  riot,  and  during  tne  night  woe 
drenched  with  a  cold  ram  and  that  a  few  days  later  he  was  taken  to  the  general  hospital 
at  Columbus,  Miss.,  and  that  he  has  suffered  more  or  less  from  asthma  ever  since,  and 
that  he  incurred  rupture  in  September  or  October,  1866,  while  loading  heavy  timher. 
In  view  of  the  statements  of  the  comrades  and  the  Senator  who  introducea  the  bill, 
your  conunittee  are  led  to  believe  that,  while  the  evidence  may  not  be  abeolutdy 
'Conclusive  as  to  the  incurrence  of  the  disabilities  in  the  oervice,  yet,  giving  the  soldier 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  he  may  very  justly  be  entitled  to  a  pension,  and  recommend 
in  his  case  an  allowance  of  $12  per  month. 

Your  committee  adopt  the  foregoing  report  and  recommend  pen- 
sion of  $12  per  month. 

S.  2483.  Andrew  J.  Laws  served  in  tlie  Oregon  and  Washington 
Territory  Indian  wars  from  February  1,  1856,  to  August  20,  1856,  as  a 
sergeant  in  Capt.  B.  L.  Henness's  company  (C),  Second  Regiment 
Washington  Mounted  Volunteers.  He  also  served  from  October  20, 
1855,  to  January  21,  1856,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Charles  H.  Eaton's 
company.  First  Regiment  Washington  Volunteers.  He  is  a  pen- 
sioner at  $8  per  month  under  the  Indian  war  service  acts  of  July  27, 
1892,  and  June  27,  1902. 

He  is  78  vears  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows 
that  his  right  hand  is  useless  from  atrophy  of  muscles  and  contraction 
of  tendons;  that  he  suffers  from  extreme  deafness  and  other  infirm- 
ities of  old  age,  and  is  totally  disabled  for  manual  labor.  It  also  ap- 
pears that  he  is  poor  and  without  means  of  support  other  than  his 
pension.  There  are  many  precedents  for  special  legislation  in  cases 
of  this  character,  and  increase  of  pension  to  S16  is  recommended. 

S.  3687.  Robert  S.  Kariho,  the  claimant  in  this  case,  enlisted 
June  5, 1898,  for  service  in  the  War  with  Spain  in  Cornpany  E,  Second 
United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged:  June  22,  1899. 
He  again  enlisted  September  7,  1899,  in  Company  E,  Thirty-ei^th 
United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  January  14, 
1901.  He  filed  a  claim  under  the  general  law  February  26,  1901, 
based  on  chronic  diarrhea  causing  prolapsus  of  rectum  and  piles  con- 
tracted in  March,  1900,  while  doing  duty  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
The  claim  was  admitted  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectuni 
at  $6  per  month  from  date  of  appUcation,  which  rate  was  subsequently 
increased  to  $8  from  May  18,  1904;  to  $14  from  July  7,  1909,  and  to 
$17  from  September  28,  1910.  AppUcation  for  further  increase,  filed 
April  18,  1911,  was  rejected  July  21,  1911,  on  the  ground  that  lis 
condition  was  largely  due  to  disease  of  lungs. 

Claimant  was  last  examined  June  7,  1911,  at  Vinita,  Okla.,  by  a 
board  of  surgeons  who  rated  him  seventeen-eighteenths  for  chronic 
diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectum,  third  grade  ($24)  for  disease  of  lunjgs, 
and  seventeen-eighteenths  for  general  debility.  The  examining 
surgeons  reported  in  part  as  follows: 

This  claimant  is  totally  disabled  from  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  and  disease  of 
lun^  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor,  and  if  aisease  of  lungs  is  pensionable  he  9 
entitled  to  second  grade,  or  $80  a  month.  While  he  is  greatly  disabled  &om  disease 
of  rectum  and  diarrhea,  he  is  more  so  from  disease  of  lungs. 

Dr.  C.  J.  Wells,  of  Grove,  Okla.,  testified  in  affidavit  filed  May  11, 
1911,  that  he  has  treated  soldier  for  chronic  diarrhea  from  time  to 
time  since  1902,  which  has  weakened  his  system  so  much  that  he  has 
contracted  tuberculosis  and  is  now  in  the  secondary  stage  and  is 
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totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  of  any  kind.  Medical 
evidence  submitted  to  the  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  suflFer- 
ing  from  chronic  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  an  advanced  stage  and  is 
alSolutely  unable  to  do  labor  of  any  kind.  He  is  38  years  of  age  and 
very  poor  and  is  partly  dependent  upoii  the  labor  of  his  wife,  who 
takes  in  washing  and  sewing  to  help  in  their  support. 

Additional  evidence  more  recently  filed  shows  that  soldier's  wife 
is  now  also  suflFering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  It  is  believed 
that  tl^e  evidence  in  this  case  warrants  increase  of  soldier's  pension 
to  $30  per  month  for  disabihties  resulting  from  the  mihtary  service. 

S.  2833.  John  T.  Peel  enlisted  August  24, 1899,  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany A,  Thirty-sixth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  dis- 
charged at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  January  16,  1901,  his 
services  being  no  longer  required.  He  is  pensioned  under  the  general 
law  at  $6  per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea,  admitted  to  have  been  of 
service  origin.  He  also  claimed  on  account  of  disease  of  eyes,  alleged 
as  a  result  of  heat  exhaustion  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  October  3, 
1900.  He  filed  his  appUcation  November  3,  1902,  but  the  same  was 
rejected  on  the  ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to 
prove  service  ongin. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  claimant  was  treated 
October  3  to  28,  1900,  for  heat  exhaustion  while  at  target  practice  at 
Anda,  P.  I.,  October  3,  1900,  in  line  of  duty. 

Clarence  Carney,  comrade,  testified  in  affidavit  filed  February  5, 
1906,  that  claimant  was  treated  for  dysentery;  that  he  also  had 
trouble  with  his  eyes;  that  he  saw  him  bathe  them;  that  claimant 
told  him  the  pain  in  his  eyes  was  due  to  being  overcome  with  heat  at 
Anda,  P.  I. 

David  Gregg,  comrade,  testified  in  affidavit  filed  December  27, 1904 
that  claimant  was  overcome  with  heat  exhaustion  in  service  and 
always  complained  of  having  awful  pain  in  his  eyes  and  was  constantly 
bathmg  them. 

Eugene  Hill,  comrade,  stated  in  affidavit  filed  November  18,  1904, 
that  claimant  was  prostrated  by  sunstroke  at  Anda,  P.  I. 

Frank  Clinenhegg,  comrade,  testified  in  affidavit  filed  February  18, 
1904,  that  claimant  had  trouble  with  his  eyes  from  the  time  of  his 
having  heat  exhaustion.  Edmund  W.  Cordes,  comrade,  testified  that 
claimant  told  him  that  since  hs  had  a  sunstroke  his  eyes  pained  him. 
Continuance  of  disability  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  several  repu- 
table witnesses. 

Claimant  was  last  examined  April  11,  1906,  by  a  full  board  of  sur- 
geons, who  rated  him  $8  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  results  and  $6  for 
impaired  sight.  He  is  40  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  It  appears  to 
the  committee  that  the  claimant  has  made  out  a  fairly  good  case  and 
that  he  should  have  increase  of  pension  to  $12  per  month. 

8.  3825.  Perry  L.  Sargent  was  a  private  and  wagoner  in  Company 
Q.  First  Regiment  Nebraska  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  served  in  the 
Pnilippine  Islands  during  the  War  with  Spain.  The  official  records 
show  that  he  enlisted  April  27,  1898,  and  that  he  was  honorably  dis- 
charj^ed  December  12,  1898.     He  j&led  and  established  a  claim  for 

J>ension  under  the  general  law  and  is  pensioned  at  $17  per  month 
or  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  neart  and  disease  and  result- 
ing total  deafness  of  right  ear,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service 
ongin.     Application  for  increase  filed  April  29,  1911,  was  rejected 
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July  10,  1911;  on  the  ground  that  claimant's  condition  was  laigdy 
due  to  injury  of  left  thigh  received  two  years  ago. 

When  this  claimant  was  last  medically  exammed,  June  7, 1911,  Iw 
was  rated  seventeen-eiehteenths  for  rheumatism  and  in^ui^  to  left 
thigh;  six-eighteenths  for  aisease  of  heart;  and  six-thirtieths  for 
deafness  in  right  ear.  The  examining  surgeons  reported  in  part  u 
follows: 

General  condition:  Feeble,  trembling,  and  unable  to  walk  without  cnitcheB,  iron 
^nend  condition  and  injury  to  thigh.  The  rating  above  on  rheumatiflm  inchidei 
injury  to  thigh,  which  is  not  entirely  separated. 

Claimant  is  about  56  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  having  no  means 
of  support  other  than  his  pension.  Evidence  accompanying  the  ImD 
shows  that  he  is  totally  disabled  for  manual  labor  and  is  onfy  able  to 
get  about  on  crutches.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what  a  great  porti<m 
of  his  disabiUty  is  due  to  severe  injury  received  since  his  dischaige 
from  the  Army,  but  giving  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  the  committee 
recommend  increase  of  pension  to  $24  per  month  as  proposed  in  the 
bill. 

S.  4678.  Rachel  T.  Beck  is  the  widow  of  William  H.  Beck,  late 
lieutenant  colonel  Third  Regiment  United  States  Cavalry  and  brigi- 
dier  general  United  States  Armj. 

Gen.  WiUiam  H.  Beck  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania  June  29,  1842. 
He  entered  the  Army  April  16,  1861,  at  the  mst  call  for  troops,  as  a 
private  in  Company  B,  Tenth  Illinois  Infantry,  to  serve  three  months, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  July  29,  1861.  He  reenlisted  Septem- 
ber 20,  1861,  as  private  in  Company  C,  Sixth  Illinois  Volunteer  Car- 
airy,  and  was  shortly  afterwards  appointed  regimental  quartermasta* 
sergeant.  He  was  promoted  to  be  first  lieutenant  and  adjutant  of 
his  regiment  Noveihoer  1,  1862,  and  was  compelled  to  resign  his  com- 
mission by  reason  of  physical  disability  February  28,  1863. 

Gen.  Beck  was  appointed  to  the  Regular  Army  as  second  lieuten- 
ant Tenth  Cavalry  June  18,  1867.  He  was  promoted  to  first  lieu- 
tenant December  11,  1867;  to  captain  December  23,  1887;  to  major 
Sixth  Cavalry  February  2,  1901;  to  lieutenant  colonel  Third  Cavalry 
April  15,  1903;  and  to  brigadier  general  United  States  Army  April 
7,  1905.  He  was  placed  on  the  retired  list  April  8,  1905,  He  served 
in  the  Philippine  islands  as  colonel  Forty-nmth  United  States  Vol- 
unteer Infantry  from  September  13,  1899,  to  June  30,  1901,  being 
detached  from  the  Regular  Army  for  that  purpose.  He  served  in 
the  Civil  War,  the  Spanish-American  War,  and  in  the  Philippine 
insurrection,  and  also  in  many  campaigns  against  hostile  Indians  in 
the  West.  He  served  his  country  honorably  and  faithfully  for  40 
years.  The  record  shows  that  Gen.  Beck  died  November  26,  1911, 
from  disease  of  kidneys,  contracted  in  line  of  duty.     His  widow  is 

Eensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $30  per  month,  which  is  the 
ighest  rate  obtainable  from  the  bureau.  She  was  married  to  her 
soldier  husband  August  21,  1863,  and  is  now  past  G7  years  of  age. 
The  following  is  her  sworn  statement,  upon  which  she  asks  for  in- 
crease of  her  pension : 
City  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia^  ss: 

Personally  appeared  before  me,  the  undersip:ned  authority,  one  Rachel  T.  Beck, 
who,  upon  being  duly  sworn  according  to  law,  deposes  as  follows: 

•*I  am  the  widow  of  the  late  William  II.  Beck,  who  was  a  retired  brigadier  genenl 
of  the  United  States  of  America  at  the  date  of  his  decease,  November  26,  1911;  that 
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mv  total  income  at  the  present  time  is  $3^  per  month;  that  this  income  is  derived  as 
follows:  Thirty  dollars  a  month  p^ension  from  the  United  States  Government  and  $5  a 
month  income  from  $3,000  which  is  deposited  in  the  United  States  Trust  Go.  Bank  in  the 
idty  of  Washington;  that  I  have  no  other  income  of  any  kind  and  have  no  expectation 
of  having  any;  that  $35  a  month  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  mv  actual  bodily  needs; 
that  my  deceaJsed  husband  entered  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  in  April, 
1861,  in  response  to  the  first  call  of  President  Lincoln,  and  that  he  served  constantly 
in  said  service  from  that  date  until  the  date  of  his  death,  either  as  an  officer  of  the 
Army  or  in  a  dvil  capacitor;  that  he  served  through  the  Civil  War  until  incapacitated 
by  wounds  received  in  action;  that  he  served  through  five  Indian  campaigns;  that  he 
served  with  distinguished  gallantry  throu^  the  Spanifih- American  War,  being  one 
of  Hve  officers  who  was  recommended  for  orevet  rank  in  both  the  battles  in  Cuba; 
that  he  served  for  three  and  one-half  years  during  the  insurrection  in  the  Philippine 
laUnds;  that  he  was  actually  engaged  in  over  14  battles  and  skirmishes  during  his 
mifitary  career;  that  he  was  selected  to  be  colonel  of  the  Forty-ninth  Volunteer  Infan- 
try because  of  his  previous  record;  that  he  lost  his  rig^t  leg  as  the  result  of  injuries 
received  and  disease  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  that  the  expense  incident  to 
caring  for  him  during  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  because  of  the  loss  of  this  lee  made  it 
impoflsible  to  prepare  for  the  future  during  his  life.  It  is  for  these  reasons  that  I  ask 
an  increase  in  pension.  The  statements  n^e  herein  can  be  corroborated  by  reference 
to  the  War  Department  records  and  by  reference  to  former  President  Theodore  Roose- 
velt and  Maj.  Gen.  Leonard  Wood,  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Army,  both  of  whom  were 
perscmally  acquainted  with  Gen.  Beck;  that  it  is  re<iuested  that  the  appended  true 
copy  of  Presiaent  Roosevelt's  letter  be  considered  in  connection  with  this  matter, 
and  it  is  further  requested  that  Maj.  Cren.  Wood  be  called  before  the  Pension  Commit- 
tee to  testify.

It  is  believed  that  the  distinguished  services  of  the  saldier  and  the 
widow's  necessitous  circumstances  warrant  increase  of  her  pension  to 
$50  per  month,  which  amount  has  occasionally  been  granted  to  widows 
of  omcers  of  her  husband's  rank  in  similar  cases. 

S.  5341.  Arthur  W.  S.  Maw,  the  applicant,  served  in  the  Regular 
Army  for  six  years  and  five  months.  His  claim  for  pension,  filed 
January  24,  1912,  is  based  on  nervous  breakdown,  which  he  alleged 
he  incurred  at  Governors  Island,  N.  Y.,  by  being  obliged  to  perform 
arduous  duties  for  three  weeks  from  6  a.  m.  until  10  p.  m.  As  oearing 
on  his  case  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  letter  received  by  the 
chairman  of  this  committee  from  Hon.  L.  Stillwell.  First  Deputy  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions:

United  States  Senate, 

My  Dear  Senator:  In  response  to  a  phone  message  >re8terday  from  Mr.  R.  W, 
Farrer,  clerk  Senate  Committee  on  Pensions,  for  information  relative  to  one  Arthur 
"W.  S.  Maw,  who  served  in  the  United  States  Army,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  it 
appears  from  the  records  of  this  bureau  that  this  soldier,  under  date  of  January  24, 
1912.  filed  an  application  for  invalid  pension  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  No.  1401120, 
in  wnich  he  alleged  that  he  incurred  ** nervous  breakdown  "  while  in  the  United  States 
Army. 

It  IS  shown  by  a  report  from  the  records  of  the  War  Department  that  this  man  enlisted 
August  10,  1903,  in  Comi)any  E,  Fourteenth  United  States  Cavalry;  was  discharged 
tl&erefron  August  9,  1906:  reenlisted  January  10,  1907,  in  the  general  service,  and  was 
transferred  to  Company  1,  Fourth  United  States  Infantry. 

He  subsequently  served  in  Company  E.  Tenth  United  States  Infemtry^  and  Com- 
pa.ny  I,  Twenty-seventh  United  States  Infetntry,  and  was  discharged  January  10, 
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1910,  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term  of  enlistment.    He  again  enlisted  May  18,  1910, 
and  was  discharged  October  23,  1910,  for  disability. 

He  a^n  enlisted  August  3,  1911,  in  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps  under  the  name  of 
John  M.  Russel,  and  was  discharged  therefrom  August  19, 1911,  on  account  of  fraudu- 
lent enlistment  in  the  last-named  organization. 

No  testimony  whatsoever  has  been  filed  in  this  claim,  and  it  maybe  presumed  that 
final  action  will  be  taken  therein  without  dela^r. 

Further  replying  to  your  inquiry  as  to  what  is  known  concerning  this  man,  it  may 
be  proper  to  add  mat  he  has  been  cared  for  during  the  past  week  oy  charity^  and  it 
seems  that  he  is  demented,  is  without  means,  and  m  such  a  deplorable  condition  that 
some  authority  should  take  him  in  hand  in  the  interest  of  humanity. 

I  obtained  from  him  information  that  he  had  been  in  an  insane  asylum,  and  in 
various  hospitals  at  different  times  since  leaving  the  service. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  his  last  enlistment,  while  demented,  is  considered  by  th« 
War  Department  as  having  been  fraudulent,  and  the  further  fact  that  he  ia  itot  a 
war  soldier,  he  is  not  entitled  to  admission  to  the  United  States  Soldiers'  Home,  in  this 
city,  nor  to  any  of  the  volunteer  homes  throughout  the  country. 

It  would  seem  that  the  only  way  in  which  relief  can  be  afforded  by  the  Government 
to  this  poor  unfortunate  soldier,  who  rendered  two  terms  of  honorable  service,  would 
be  by  a  special  act  of  Congress.

It  thus  appears  that  claimant  was  three  times  examined  for  enlist- 
ment and  pronounced  sound,  and  he  was  accepted  as  fit  for  service  as  a 
soldier.  On  his  first  enlistment  he  served  three  years,  on  his  second 
enlistment  three  years,  and  on  his  last  enlistment  five  months.  The 
interval  between  his  first  and  second  enhstments  was  five  months 
and  between  his  second  and  third  enlistments  a  little  over  four 
months,  and,  excepting  these  short  intervals,  his  service  was  con- 
tinuous.    He  was  for  a  time  on  duty  in  the  Phihppine  Islands. 

The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  rejected  the  application  on  the 
ground  that  his  disability  was  not  due  to  the  military  service,  but  to 
causes  existing  prior  to  enUstment  This  rejection  was  based  on  the 
certificate  of  disabihty  upon  which  soldier  was  discharged  from  his 
third  enlistment  We  tliink,  however,  such  action  premature  and 
not  wholly  warranted  Having  been  accepted  as  sound  at  his  enlist- 
ments and  being  unable  since  his  discharge  to  earn  a  living  by  manual 
labor,  it  would  seem  that  he  is  entitled  to  pension,  and  the  committee 
recommend  the  allowance  of  $20  per  month  proposed  in  the  bill. 

S.  5388.  Wilham  H.  SterHng  was  a  private  in  Company  K,  First 
Regiment  Colorado  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  during  the  war 
witn  Spain  in  the  Phihppine  Islands  from  May  1,  1898,  to  ^ptember 
8,  1899,  and  was  honorably  discliarged.  He  was  wounded  by  a 
mauser  bullet  in  the  left  arm  at  Manila  July  30,  1898,  and  is  now 
pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $8  per  month.  He  was  first 
pensioned  at  $6  per  month  from  September  16,  1899,  and  increased 
to  his  present  ratmg  of  $8  from  December  4,  1907.  Claim  for  furtha* 
increase  was  rejected  February  5,  1912,  and  claim  on  account  d 
rhinitis,  laryngitis,  bronchitis,  and  rheumatism  of  left  hip  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  disabihty  therefrom  was  not  shown  to 
exist. 

Claimant  was  sound  and  in  good  health  when  he  enlisted.  It 
appears  from  the  record  and  other  evidence  on  file  that  he  became 
mentally  afflicted  at  discharge  as  a  result  of  his  service  in  the  Tropics 
and  was  treated  in  hospital  and  a  private  sanitarium  for  some  months. 
It  further  appears  as  a  result  oi  his  illness  and  his  suffering  from 
wound  he  has  never  recovered  and  is  now  very  i>oor  and  unable  to  eam 
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a  livelihood  for  himself  and  family.  He  had  con3iderable  money 
saved  before  his  enlistment  and  also  during  his  service,  all  of  whicn 
was  spent  on  doctors,  hospitals,  and  nurses  during  his  sickness  con- 
tracted in  the  Army.  He  has  twice  been  operated  on  for  hemorrhoids 
since  his  discharge,  and  the  testimony  of  nis  physician  is  that  he  is 
physically  weak  and  poorly  nourished  and  unable  to  earn  a  Uving 
oy  manual  labor.  Neighbors  testify  as  to  claimant's  ill  health  ana 
good  habits,  and  that  he  is  without  means  for  his  support. 

While  the  evidence  is  not  such  as  would  warrant  tne  granting  of  an 
increased  pension  under  the  department  rules,  it  appears  to  the  com- 
mittee that  the  case  is  one  of  merit.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  he 
was  wounded  in  service  and  that  he  was  mentally  afflicted  at  date  of 
discharge  from  exposure  in  the  Phihppine  Islands,  and  that  he  has 
been  in  poor  health  and  disabled  since  his  return  from  the  Army. 
It  is  beUeved  that  a  reasonable  increase  of  pension  to  $30  per  month 
may  properly  be  provided  in  his  case,  wliich  amount  he  would  have 
received  had  the  Pension  Bureau  accepted  the  proof  of  his  present 
condition  as  being  wholly  due  to  service. 

S.  5457.  John  Lehr  served  in  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Third  Regiment  Now  Jersey  Volunteer  Infantry;  was 
enlisted  April  27,  1898,  and  honorably  discharged  February  11,  1899. 
nis  claim  for  pension  filed  March  20,  1906,  is  based  on  malarial  pois- 
oning and  rheumatism  contracted  in  camp  at  Sandy  Hook,  N.  J.,  and 
Athens,  Ga.  The  claim  was  finally  rejected  May  16,  1910,  on  the 
p-ound  of  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  continuance  of  malarial  poison- 
ing from  date  of  discharge^  and  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evi- 
dence to  prove  service  origin  and  continuance  of  rheumatism. 

The  company  muster  rolls  show  claimant  sick  in  quarters  July  17 
to  19,  1898;  August  15  to  20,  1898,  and  January  8  to  10,  1899,  and  m 
hospital  September  11  to  17,  1898,  and  October  19  to  23,  1898.  The 
medical  records  show  that  he  was  treated  at  different  dates  while  in 
the  service  for  acute  diarrhea,  intermittent  fever,  headache,  malaria, 
constipation,  and  acute  bronchitis. 

Theodore  F.  Richart,  hospital  steward,  testified  that  he  remembers 
soldier  as  a  patient  in  hospital  suflFerino;  from  rheumatism  and  malaria. 

Charles  H.  McGinnis,  comrade,  testmed  that  while  at  Fort  Hancock 
in  the  year  1898  soldier  was  confined  to  hospital  suffering  from  fever, 
and  he  was  discharged  from  there  and  f urloughed  for  some  time  after 
leaving  the  hospital. 

George  F.  Baier,  comrade,  testified  that  soldier  was  very  ill  at 
Athens,  Ga.,  and  was  suffering  from  fever,  and  that  on  several  occa- 
sions he  was  imable  to  be  at  meals,  and  when  meals  were  sent  to  him 
he  was  unable  to  eat  them. 

Frank  Promanski,  neighbor,  testified  that  he  first  saw  soldier  after 
his  discharge  about  October,  1905,  and  he  was  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  his  family  the  needed  sup- 

fort  on  account  of  rheumatism  ancf  malarial  fever  and  a  general 
reaking  down  of  health,  and  was  imable  to  hold  a  job  for  any  length 
of  time. 

Felix  Wierzbrick,  neighbor,  testified  that  he  saw  soldier  after  his 
discharge,  about  October,  1905,  and  he  was  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor  to  support  his  family  properly  on  account  of  rneumatism  and 
malarial  fever;  that  affiant  worked  with  him,  and  that  he  was  unable 
to  labor  but  part  of  the  time. 
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Dr.  Charles  V.  Webb  testified  that  he  treated  claimaDt  at  inteirab 
between  September,  1904,  and  April,  1905,  for  malaria  and  liieuma- 
tism,  and  he  was  aot  able  to  do  hard  work  during  that  time,  and  he 
told  affiant  he  had  not  been  well  since  he  came  home  from  the  Spanish 
War. 

Dr.  C.  W.  S.  Frost  testified  March  24, 1910,  that  he  treated  claimant 
about  five  years  ago  for  malaria  and  rheumatism  of  both  shoulders 
and  the  muscles  of  the  chest;  that  claimant  was  sick  and  confined  to 
the  house  for  about  six  weeks,  and  that  at  the  present  time  claimant 
presents  a  very  sickly  appearance  and  is  in  no  condition  to  perfonn 
manual  labor. 

Dr.  William  C.  Bowers  testified  that  he  treated  claimant  in  summer 
of  1910  for  rheumatism,  malaria,  and  stomach  trouble,  and  that  claim- 
ant is  evidently  a  chronic  invahd  and  unable  to  i>erform  any  ordinary 
labor,  and  from  his  history  and  present  condition  it  is  evident  that  he 
has  been  in  bad  condition  for  some  time  past. 

Dr.  WilUam  B.  Cogswere  testified  that  he  treated  claimant  on  one 
occasion  during  the  summer  of  1910  for  rheumatism  and  stomach 
trouble,  and  that  claimant  is  not  able  to  perform  ordinary  labor. 

Dr.  John  W.  Wright  testified  that  he  attended  claimant  for  pain  in 
the  back,  in  lumbar  region,  which  confined  him  to  the  bed  for  a  period 
of  about  10  days,  and  prevented  him  from  following  his  usual  occu- 
pation from  November  10  to  25,  1909;  that  after  his  recovery  he  was 
again  attacked  by  pain  in  the  left  shoulder  and  side,  muscular  in 
character,  which  again  confined  him  to  his  bed  for  a  week  from 
December  2  to  9,  1909. 

Dr.  Robert  Landes  testified  that  he  attended  soldier  from  January 
11  to  February  1,  1910;  that  soldier  has  severe  pain  in  the  cardiac 
region  during  some  of  the  time,  and  that  it  extended  down  the  left 
arm;  that  heart  action  was  weak  and  irregular  at  times,  with  some 
difficulty  in  breathing,  and  that  he  is  partly  disabled  for  manual 
labor. 

Dr.  John  F.  Hayes  testified  that  claimant  came  under  his  treatment 
for  rheumatism,  subacute  and  muscular,  in  1908  and  1909,  and  was 
treated  for  same  and  that  claimant's  general  health  was  much 
impaired  at  the  time. 

Claimant  was  examined  May  2, 1906,  by  a  board  of  bureau  surgeons 
who  reported  no  ratable  disability  from  any  cause.  He  was  again 
examined  April  20,  1910,  by  a  board  of  surgeons  and  rated  $2  for 
malarial  poisoning;  $3  for  heart  disease,  and  $3  for  disease  of  lungs. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  William  C.  Bowers, 
who  states  that  about  two  years  ago  he  treated  claimant  for  rheuma- 
tism and  malaria;  that  at  various  times,  about  fom*  in  nimiber,  since 
that  time  he  has  treated  claimant  for  rheumatism,  diarrhea,  and 
bronchitis  of  chronic  type,  and  that  a  recent  examination  shows 
claimant  is  suffering  from  articular  rheumatism  and  tuberculosis  and 
is  so  weak  that  he  is  xmfit  for  any  kind  of  manual  labor. 

Claimant  is  43  vears  of  age  and  very  poor.  Neighbors  testify  in 
affidavits  filed  witn  this  committee  that  he  is  sick  and  unable  to  work 
and  is  partly  dependent  upon  charity  for  the  support  of  himself  and 
family.  From  tne  evidence  filed  in  the  case  the  committee  conclude 
that  claimant  is  disabled,  by  reason  of  disease  contracted  in  the  serv- 
ice to  the  extent  of  being  partly  disabled  for  manual  labor,  and  recom- 
mend an  allowance  of  $12  per  month. 
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&  5476.  Willson  G.  Nowers,  of  Beaver,  Utah,  served  in  the  Utah 
Indian  War  from  July  2&,  1853,  to  September  3,  1853,  in  Capt.  Han- 
cock's company  of  Cavalry,  Nauvoo  Legion,  Utah  Volunteers.  He  is 
in  receipt  of  the  pension  of  $8  per  month  provided  by  the  Indian  war 
service  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  in  the  case  that  the  daim- 
mst  is  84  years  old  ana  that  he  is  feeble  and  broken  down  from  heart 
and  stomach  troubles  and  the  infirmities  of  a^e,  and.is  no  longer  able  to 
perform  manual  labor  for  his  support.  It  mrther  appears  that  he  is 
Boor  and'needy  and  without  other  means  of  support  than  his  pensiea. 
In  sudi  cases  your  bemmittee  usually  grant  substantial  relief  by 
doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to  SI  6  is  therefore  recommended. 

S.  5640.  Winfield  S.  Gibbs,  of  Yamhill,  Oeg.,  served  in  the  Oregon 
and  Washington  Territoiy  In£an  War  from  May  1, 1856,  to  June  20, 
1856,  as  a  sergeant  in  Capt.  John  Guess's  company  minute  men. 
Second  Oregon  Moimted  Volunteers.  He  is  receiving  the  pension  of 
S8  per  month  provided  for  the  veterans  of  the  early  Indian  wars  by  the 
acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
the  claimant  is  79  years  0I4  and  that  he  is  in  feeble  health  and  phys- 
ically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor,  and  is  without  means  of  sup- 
port for  himself  and  wife  other  than  his  small  pension.  In  such  cases 
jour  committee  usually  grant  substantial  relief  by  doubling  the  pen- 
sion, and  increase  to  $16  is  therefore  recommended. 

S.  5656.  Marcellus  Moore,  of  Hochheim,  Tex.,  was  a  private  in 
Capt.  Bagby's  company  of  Texas  Mounted  Volunteers,  and  served 
from  OctobNer  20,  1850,  to  March  5,  1851,  in  the  Texas  and  New 
Mexico  Indian  War.  The  pension  which  he  draws  at  present  is  $8 
per  month  under  the  Indian  war  service  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and 
June  27,  1902. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  in  the  case  that  the 
claimant  is  past  80  years  of  a^e  and  that  he  is  practically  helpless 
from  palsy  and  the  infirmities  of  old  a^e  and  is  absolutely  and  entu*ebf 
unable  to  do  anything  whatever  in  tne  way  of  earning  a  living.  It 
further  appears  that  he  is  destitute  and  without  other  means  or  sup- 
port than  his  small  pension.  His  case  is  worthy  of  favorable  con- 
sideration, and  the  committee  recommends  increase  of  pension  to  $16 
per  month,  for  which  there  are  numerous  precedents. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

On  page  1  strike  out  all  of  lines  6,  7,  and  8.  This  is  the  case  of 
Michael  Grace,  whose  service  commenced  March  31,  1866,  and  ended 
March  31,  1869.  The  alleged  disabilities,  hernia  and  asthma,  it  is 
claimed  were  contracted  in  August  and  October,  1866,  though  there 
was  two  and  a  half  years  service  afterwards  without  evidence  of 
either  disabiUty.  A  biU  in  this  claimant's  behalf  passed  the  Senate 
in  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  but  was  defeated  in  the  House,  and  after 
conference  the  Senate  agreed  to  the  House  action.  The  evidence  does 
not  connect  the  alleged  disabilities  with  the  military  service,  in  the 
ludmient  of  your  committee,  and  they  think  the  pension  should  not 
be  allowed. 

H.  Kept.  643,  62-2 2 
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On  page  2  strike  out  all  of  lines  11  to  14,  indnsive.  This  is  the  case 
of  Peny  L.  Sargeant,  who  is  pensioned  at  $17  per  month.  The  \xSL 
proposes  to  increase  the  rate  to  $24,  but  inasmuch  as  such  action  is 
based  on  a  disability  received  since  discharge  and  not  pensioned,  your 
committee  think  the  proposed  increase  is  not  warranted,  and  recom- 
mend its  disallowance. 

On  page  2  strike  out  all  of  lines  20  to  23,  inclusive.  This  is  the  case 
of  Arthur  W.  S.  Maw,  a  Regular  Army  soldier,  who  had  four  terms  of 
service,  commencing  August  10,  1903.  He  was  discharged  from  the 
third  term  of  enlistment  on  account  of  disability  not  due  to  service, 
and  from  the  last  one,  after  16  days'  service  under  an  assumed  name, 
without  honor  because  of  fraudulent  enlistment.  The  claim  was 
filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  January  24  and  rejected  February  3, 
1912,  without  medical  examination  or  other  evidence  except  the 
record.  The  War  Department  record  indicates  that  the  man  is  a 
victim  of  venereal  disease,  and  perhaps  of  some  form  of  "dope," 
and,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  pension,  if  allowed,  would 
be  based  on  service  alone  and  not  for  disabilitv  contracted  in  service 
and  line  of  duty.  They  think  the  item  should  be  stricken  out  of  the 
biU. 

On  page  3  strike  out  the  word  "thirtv"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  "sixteen.'*  This  is  the  case  of  William  H.  Sterling,  who  is 
pensioned  at  $8  per  month  for  a  wound  of  left  arm.  The  bill  pro- 
poses to  increase  the  rate  to  $30  per  month  on  accoimt  of  other 
causes  of  disability  not  established  as  of  service  origin.  Your  com- 
mittee think  an  increase  to  $16  per  month  would  be  a  Uberai  allow- 
ance, and  they  recommend  such  action.

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  biU  6o84, 
have  examined  the  same  and  report. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions  of  the  Senate,  hereto 
appended,  is  in  part  adopted,  and  the  passage  of  the  bill  is  recom- 
niended  when  amended  as  set  out  at  the  close  of  this  report,  the  rea- 
sons for  such  amendments  there  being  stated.

The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concerning 
tlie  case  of  eacli  beneficiary  in  said  bills,  and  the  conclusions  of  the 
committee  as  to  the  proper  amount  ol'  pension  or  increase  wliich 
should  be  granted: 

S.  559.  Martin  Markoson,  the  claimant,  enlisted  August  12,  1899, 
and  served  until  May  2,  1901,  as  a  private,  corporal,  and  sergeant  in 
Company  F,  Thirty-fifth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  first 
filed  an  application  for  pension  May  9,  1901,  and  again  May  14,  1906, 
and  April  8,  1908,  alleging  that  while  in  service  and  line  of  duty  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  he  contracted  stomach  trouble,  diarrhea, 
malaria,  rheumatism,  and  other  ills.  The  claims  were  rejected  on 
the  ground  that  claimant  lias  had  no  pensionable  disability  from 
causes  alleged  since  date  of  filing  his  applications. 

The  certificate  of  claimant's  first  examination,  July  24,  1901, 
sliowed  that  he  was  then  suffering  from  diarrhea,  rated  at  $8*  disease 
of  rectum,  rated  at  $6;  disease  of  heart,  rated  at  $6;  and  partial 
deafness,  rated  at  $10.  Certificate  of  examination  in  June,  1906, 
showed  disease  of  heart,  rated  at  $6;  and  his  last  certificate  of 
examination,  in  January,  1910,  showed  flat  foot  of  both  feet,  with 
pains  in  feet  and  calves  of  legs,  rated  at  $6.  Other  certificates  of 
examination  in  November,  1901,  and  February,  1904,  showed  no 
appreciable  disability  from  any  cause. 
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It  appears  from  the  evidence  that  claimant  was  sound  and  in  good 
health  when  he  enlisted.  The  official  records  show  that  he  was 
treated  while  in  service  October  24  to  26,  1899,  for  acute  gastro- 
enteritis; December  22  to  24,  1899,  for  acute  muscular  rheumatism 
both  arms,  shoulders,  and  lumbar  region;  February  12  to  27,  1901,  for 
acute  gastritis;  and  March  3,  1901,  for  acute  muscular  rheumatism 
both  le^s,  and  comrades  testify  to  his  being  sick  and  in  hospital  dur- 
ing service,  complaining  of  stomach  trouble,  malaria,  and  rheumatism. 

Evidence  of  physicians  and  neighbors  filed  in  the  bureau  is  to  the 
eflFect  that  claimant  has  been  in  poor  health  since  his  discharge  from 
the  Army,  suffering  from  gastritis,  rheumatism,  and  other  complaints, 
and  has  been  more  or  less  disabled  for  following  his  occupation  as  a 
baker. 

Soldier  is  about  47  years  of  age,  poor,  and  without  means  of  any 
kind.  Filed  with  this  committee  is  a  laige  number  of  letters  from 
reputable  citizens  indorsing  his  claim.  As  bearing  on  the  merits  of 
the  claim  the  following  statement  is  made  by  Senator  Jones,  who 
introduced  the  bill  in  soldier's  behalf: 

Washington,  D.  C,  Febnuxry  7, 1911. 
The  Chairman  Committee  on  Pensions, 

United  States  Senate. 
In  regard  to  Martin  Markeson,  for  whom  a  special  bill  is  pendiog  (S.  7775J,  I  deaue 
to  say  that  I  met  this  man  personally  last  fall  and  talked  with  him.  I  found  him  in  i 
very  feeble  condition ;  he  seemed  to  be  almost  a  physical  wreck.  I  did  not  know  him 
before  he  enlisted  in  the  military  service,  but  from  the  best  information  I  could 
obtain  from  those  who  knew  him  well  he  was  a  strong  hearty  man.  It  is  the  opinkn 
of  those  with  whom  he  associates  and  comes  in  contact,  and  I  presume  it  is  true,  thtX 
his  phjrsical  breakdown  was  caused  by  his  service  while  in  the  Army. 

I  hope  that  the  committee  will  feel  justified  in  recommending  him  for  a  generooB 
allowance.

There  is  nothing  in  the  soldier's  record  that  is  not  favorable,  as 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he  was  advanced  from  private  to  the 
grade  of  corporal  and  sergeant,  nor  is  there  any  doubt  that  he  was 
sick  in  service  and  ought  to  have  relief  now,  and  your  committee 
are  of  opinion  that  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  would  be  an  equitable 
allowance  in  his  case. 

S.  799.  Rebecca  Strouthor  is  the  dependent  mother  of  Charie 
Strouther,  who  served  in  the  Philippine  Islands  in  Company  G,  Forty 
ninth  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  War  with  Spain 
Her  apphcation  for  a  pension  was  denied  on  the  ground  that  her 
soldier  son's  death  was  not  from  causes  incurred  in  fine  of  duty. 

The  official  records  show  that  soldier  enlisted  as  private  in  above 
organization  October  2,  1899;  that  he  was  honorably  discharged 
June  30, 1901,  as  of  the  date  of  the  muster  out  of  his  company;  and 
that  he  died  July  9,  1901,  from  results  of  stab  wound  or  side  and 
chest  inflicted  by  a  comrade  for  not  lending  him  money.  Soldier's 
statement  to  the  discharging  officers  June  30,  1901,  was  as  follows: 

I  had  refused  to  loan  Private  Latimore,  Company  B,  Forty-ninth  In&ntry,  United 
States  Volunteers,  some  money,  and  he  threatened  to  kill  me.  About  two  mtkt 
later,  on  the  evening  of  May  13,  1901,  he  came  to  my  bunk  and  stabbed  me  in  the 
dark  as  I  was  going  to  retire. 

A  surgeon  and  assistant  surgeon  of  the  Army  stated  that  soldier's 
wound  was  received  in  line  of  duty  in  a  premeditated  attack  on  him 
by  Private  Latimore,  of  Company  B,  Forty-ninth  Infantry  United 
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States  Volunteers.  The  report  of  Gen.  F.  C.  Ainsworth,  then  Chief 
of  Record  and  Pension  Office,  War  Department,  in  1902  and  1903, 
stated,  however,  that  it  is  conclusively  shown  by  the  records  that 
soldier's  wound  was  not  received  in  line  of  duty,  and  it  is  on  this 
account  that  the  claim  of  the  apphcant  for  pension  was  rejected. 

The  mother  is  about  65  years  of  age  and  is  without  means  of  any 
kind  for  her  support.  Her  soldier  son  was  never  married  and  left 
no  widow  or  child  or  children  under  16  years  of  age  surviving  him, 
and  she  looked  to  him  for  help  and  maintenance  in  her  old  age. 
Soldier's  father  is  Uving,  but  he  is  shown  to  be  about  80  years  of  age, 
infirm,  and  unable  to  do  any  kind  of  labor  or  contribute  to  the  claim- 
ant's support,  and  they  are  partly  dependent  upon  public  charity. 
Giving  the  claimant  the  benefit  or  the  doubt  only  in  part,  the  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  she  is  equitably  entitled  to  a  pension  of 
$12  per  month. 

S.  2626.  Frederick  S.  Barrows,  jr.,  served  in  the  War  with  Spain  as 
corporal  in  Company  K,  Third  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry;  was 
enlisted  April  28, 1898,  and  honorably  discharged  September  11, 1898. 
His  claim  lor  a  pension  filed  March  6, 1903,  foimded  on  disease  of  eyes, 
chronic  diarrhea,  and  malarial  poisoning,  stands  rejected,  the  two 
former  disabilities  on  the  groundTthat  they  existed  bcjore  enlistment, 
and  the  claim  for  malarial  poisoning  on  the  CTOund  of  no  record  or 
other  satisfactory  evidence  connecting  said  disability  with  the  military 
service. 

The  company  muster  rolls  show  claimant  sick  in  quarters  Jime  1, 
1898;  returned  to  duty  June  3, 1898;  and  sick  in  quarters  from  August 
24  to  September  9,  1898.  The  medical  records  show  that  he  was 
treated  while  in  the  service  from  August  3  to  September  9,  1898,  for 
diarrhea,  acute. 

W.  W.  Warren,  captain,  testified  that  claimant  was  ill  with  fever  in 
service  in  Porto  Rico  in  August,  1898.  John  B.  Edwards,  re^mental 
surgeon,  testified  that  claimant  was  sick  with  diarrhea  in  service,  and 
several  comrades  testify  to  the  service  existence  of  fever  and  diarrhea 
while  claimant  was  in  tne  Army.  Continuance  of  diarrhea  and  effects 
of  malarial  poisoning  from  the  time  of  claimant's  discharge  is  shown 
by  the  evidence  of  neighbors  and  physicians  who  have  treated  him. 

The  report  of  the  examining  board  of  surgeons,  dated  June  3,  1903, 
showed  disabihty  from  malarial  poisoning  for  which  a  rating  of 
twelve-eighteenths  ($12)  was  recommended. 

It  is  shown  by  the  evidence  that  claimant  had  some  eye  trouble  before 
enlistment,  for  which  he  wore  glasses  for  some  time.  The  disability 
recurred  in  December,  1898,  and  has  continued  to  affict  him  to  the 
present  time.  Apart  from  the  eye  trouble  it  would  appear  from  the 
evidence  that  claimant  had  no  disability  before  service  except  hydro- 
cele and  occasional  attacks  of  indigestion  attended  by  constipation, 
and  it  is  because  of  the  latter  that  his  claim  for  pension  for  diarrhea 
was  rejected,  the  theory  of  the  Pension  Bureau  being  that  the  latter 
disabihty  was  a  manifestation  of  bowel  trouble  existing  before 
enlistment. 

Upon  examination  of  the  evidence  the  committee  conclude^  first, 
that  claimant's  disease  of  eyes  is  not  established  as  due  to  the  miUtary 
service  and,  second,  conceding  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  that  he 
may  be  properly  granted  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  for  otner  disa- 
bilities probably  contracted  in  the  service. 
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S.  2850.  Maggie  Boutiette  is  the  widow  of  Cyril  Boutiette,  late 
scout  and  guide,  United  States  Army,  who  served  in  the  Northwest 
country  under  Gen.  Henry  H.  Sibley  during  the  years  1864  and  1865. 
He  was  pensioned  by  certificate  No.  1105575,  under  the  provisions 
of  a  special  act  approved  February  20,  1905,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per 
month,  the  report  irom  the  Senate  Committee  on  Pensions  giving  the 
facts  in  his  case  being  as  follows: 

Cyril  Boutiette,  of  Wahpeton,  N.  Dak.,  was  a  scout  and  guide  in  the  United  Stitei 
Army  and  served  in  the  Northwest  country  under  Gen.  Henry  H.  Sibley  during  1864 
and  1865.  He  took  part  in  several  expeditions  against  hostile  Sioux  Indians,  and 
with  other  scouts  located  Fort  Rice  on  the  banks  of  the  Missouri  River  and  also  located 
and  built  Fort  Wadsworth,  Dak.  T.  During  one  of  the  expeditions  against  the  Indiau 
claimant  was  accidentally  wounded  in  the  left  leg,  for  which  he  was  treated  in  hoflpiul 
and  by  which  he  has  been  disabled  ever  since. 

Claimant's  service  as  a  scout  is  a  matter  of  record  in  the  War  Department,  a  report 
from  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army  on  file  in  the  Pension  Bureau  showing 
his  employment  as  a  scout  from  May  23,  1864,  to  September  30,  1864. 

The  hospital  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  claimant's  treatment  for 
wound,  he  having  been  admitted  to  post  hospital  at  Fort  Wadsworth,  Dak.  T.,  Sep- 
tember 29,  1864,  with  gunshot  wound  and  was  treated  to  October  17,  1864. 

Claimant  made  application  for  pension  at  the  bureau  January  14,  1885,  but,  not 
liaving  been  a  regularly  enlisted  man  of  the  Army,  his  application  was  denied,  and  for 
this  reason  he  appeals  to  Confess  for  relief.  He  was  examined  by  a  sureeon  for  the 
bureau  March  18,  1885,  and  his  disability  from  wound  and  results  latea  at  $12  per 
month. 

Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  from  some  of  claimant's  fellow  scouts  confirou 
the  records  regarding  his  service  and  wound.  One  of  these  scouts,  William  L.  Quinn, 
was  pensioned  by  special  act  during  the  third  session  of  the  Fifty-fifth  Congress  for 
the  service  rendered  with  Gen.  Sibley  during  the  war. 

Claimant  is  now  well  advanced  in  years,  in  destitute  circumstances,  and  unable, 
through  sickness  and  age,  to  earn  a  living. 

WTiile  claimant  was  not  mustered  into  the  military  service,  yet  he  performed 
emei>?ency  service  in  connection  with  the  Army  and  was  woundea,  and  his  case  comes 
within  the  rules  of  this  committee. 

In  view  of  this  fact  and  the  further  fact  that  one  of  the  scouts  who  served  with  him 
has  been  pensioned  by  special  act,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  justice  requires 
similar  action  in  this  case. 

The  bill  is  therefore  reported  back  favorably  with  a  recommendation  that  it  pass. 

Cyril  Boutiette  died  November  1,  1905,  leaving  the  claimant,  as 
his  widow,  surviving  him.  Her  marriage  to  him  April  1,  1886,  is 
proved,  and  she  lived  with  him  as  his  vrife  until  his  death  and  nursed 
and  cared  for  him  in  his  last  illne^ss.  She  is  now  about  62  years  of 
age,  and  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that  she  is  in  a  very 
feeble  state  of  health  and  physically  unable  to  earn  a  living,  and  that 
she  is  also  in  destitute  circumstances,  having  no  means  for  her  support. 

Claimant  is  unable  to  obtain  pension  at  the  bureau  on  account  of 
her  husband  not  having  been  an  enlisted  man.  Your  committee 
are  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  right  of  the  husband  to  a  pension 
having  been  determined  by  Congress  after  full  consideration  of  the 
facts  m  his  case,  similar  recognition  should  be  accorded  to  the  widow 
and  that  she  also  should  have  a  ])ension  of  $12  per  month. 

S.  3301.  William  II.  Ilinkel  enlisted  in  the  Regidar  Armv  May  27, 
1889,  in  Troop  II,  Fifth  United  States  Cavalrv,  and  was  discharged 
February  9,  1891.  He  reonlisted  May  23,  1895,  in  Company  II,  First 
United  States  Infantrv,  and  served  a  term  of  three  years,  being  dis- 
charged May  22,  1898*.  He  again  enlisted  June  7,  1898,  in  Company 
B,  Eighteenth  Ignited  States  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  September  18,  1899,  by  reason  of  the  close  of  the 
War  with  Spain.     He  was  allowed  a    pension  and  now  draws  |12 
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per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  hand  and  malarial  poisoning, 
the  latter  as  well  as  the  wound  having  been  shown  to  have  originated 
in  the  miUtary  service.  He  was  first  pensioned  at  $4  from  June  29, 
1892;  mereased  to  $6  from  April  25,  1893;  to  $8  from  March  21, 
1906,  and  to  $12  from  May  6,  1908.  Claim  for  further  increase  filed 
March  27,  1911,  was  rejected  July  8,  1911,  and  sciatic  rheumatism 
alleged  as  a  result  of  malarial  poisoning  was  said  by  the  medical 
referee  not  to  be  shown  a  result.  The  record  evidence  shows  that 
soldier  contracted  tonsillitis  in  the  service,  and  there  is  evidence  that 
he  has  suffered  from  repeated  attacks  of  same  since  his  discharge, 
but  the  medical  referee  rejected  the  claim  for  that  trouble  on  tne 
ground  that  a  ratable  degree  therefrom  was  not  sho¥m  to  exist. 

When  claimant  was  last  medically  examined,  May  3,  1911,  by  a 
board  of  bureau  surgeons,  he  was  rated  $6  for  wound  of  left  hand 
with  loss  of  middle  finger;  $10  for  rheumatism,  and  $4  for  pharvn- 
gitis.  Dr.  Earl  R.  Steen  testified  in  affidavit  filed  March  27,  1911, 
that  he  had  treated  soldier  for  chronic  malarial  poisoning,  tonsillitis, 
and  a  persistent  and  very  severe  case  of  sciatica;  that  during  the 
past  10  months  claimant  has  been  so  disabled  from  sciatica,  which 
m  his  case  is  caused  by  chronic  malaria  and  numerous  attacks  of 
tonsiUitis;  that  he  has  worked  but  30  days:  that  he  is  so  badly  dis- 
abled that  .his  earning  capacity  within^  tne  past  three  years  has 
decreased  fully  50  per  cent.  Evidence  filed  with  this  committee  is 
to  the  effect  that  claimant  is  suffering  from  gunshot  wound  of  left 
hand,  chronic  malarial  poisoning,  tonsillitis,  and  sciatic  rheumatism, 
and  that  he  is  not  able  to  do  any  manual  labor.  Claimant  is  44  years 
of  age  and  very  poor,  with  a  crippled  wife  and  two  young  children 
dependent  upon  him  for  support. 

Letters  presented  to  your  committee  are  to  the  effect  that  the  sol- 
dier is  whoUy  disabled  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  he  has  a  crippled  wife  and  two  young  children  de- 
pendent entirely  upon  him  for  support,  your  committee  believe  they 
are  justified  in  givmg  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  allowing  him 
$30  per  month,  which  is  the  amount  he  would  have  received  at  the 
Pension  Bureau  had  he  been  able  to  prove  conclusively  his  condition 
to  be  due  to  service. 

S.  3585.  William  C.  Emison  served  during  the  War  with  Spain  as 

Srivate  and  corporal  in  Company  L,  One  hundred  and  fifty-ninth 
legiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry;  was  enlisted  April  26,  1898, 
and  honorably  discharged  November  23,  1898.  There  is  record  evi- 
dence that  he  was  treated  for  malaria  in  service  and  that  he  had 
rheumatism  at  discharge. 

Soldier  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law  May  27,  1899, 
alleging  rheumatism  contracted  at  Camp  Alger,  Va.,  July  15,  1898. 
The  claim  was  admitted  for  rheumatism  at  $10  per  montn,  which  is 
the  pension  he  is  now  drawing.  Application  for  increase,  filed  Decem- 
ber 1,  1910,  was  rejected  February  15.  1911. 

When  claimant  was  last  examined  oy  a  board  of  bureau  surgeons 
January  25,  1911,  he  was  rated  $10  for  heart  disease,  the  result  of 
rheumatism,  and  $10  for  rheumatism.  Dr.  Omar  Fairhurst  testifies 
October  19,  1911,  that  he  has  examined  soldier  and  finds  him  suffer- 
ing from  chronic  rheumatism  and  rheumatism  of  the  heart ;  that  lus 
knee,  ankle,  and  toe  joints  are  stilT,  also  neck  and  back,  and  that  by 
reason  of  above  disabilities  he  is  totally  inca])acitated  for  performing 
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manual  labor.  Claimant  is  35  years  of  age  and  poor,  being  dependent 
upon  his  pension  for  support.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is 
such  that  mcrease  to  $20  is  warranted,  his  disability  being  of  service 
origin. 

S.  3601.  William  A.  Hickok  served  in  the  War  with  Spain  in  Com- 
pany D,  Third  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry;  was  enlisted  April  28, 
1898^  and  honorably  discharged  January  16,  1899.  He  applied  for  a 
pension  November  16, 1903,  alleging  service  origin  of  rheumatism  and 
dysentery.  The  claim  was  rejected  December  7^  1906,  as  to  dysen- 
tery on  the  ground  of  no  pensionable  decree  of  disability  since  nling; 
as  to  rheumatism  on  the  ground  of  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  contui- 
uance  from  date  of  discharge.  Reopening  has  since  been  denied,  and 
rejection  was  affirmed  on  appeal  by  the  ^cretary  of  the  Interior. 

The  reports  from  the  records  of  the  War  Department  do  not  show 
treatment  of  soldier  for  any  sickness  while  in  the  service.  On  his 
examination  preliminary  to  discharge  he  stated  to  the  discharging 
officer  that  he  had  diarrhea  contracted  at  Ponce,  P.  R.,  in  Au^ist, 
1898,  and  the  Army  surgeon  certified  that  claimant  was  suffering 
from  chronic  diarrhea. 

The  evidence  shows  that  claimant  was  sound  and  free  from phvsical 
defects  at  enlistment.  G.  F.  Behnken,  first  sergeant,  testinea  thai 
about  August  15,  1898,  soldier  was  very  sick  with  rheumatism,  and 
was  so  bad  at  times  that  he  was  unable  to  walk  and  had  to  ride  in  the 
wagon.  Archie  E.  Booth,  comrade,  testified  that  soldier  had  diarrhe* 
several  times  very  bad,  and  that  he  slept  on  wet  grounds,  and  if  he 
has  rheumatism  it  was  no  doubt  caused  oy  exposure  to  rains  without 
proper  shelter.  Harry  J.  Lyon,  comrade  and  company  clerk,  testified 
that  he  put  soldier  on  sick  report  September  5,  1898;  that  he  was 
unable  to  do  duty,  and  was  quite  sicK  from  rheumatism.  Dan  W. 
Stevens,  comrade,  testified  that  soldier  was  troubled  with  rheumatism 
in  service  in  August,  1898,  and  was  unable  to  perform  duty. 

E.  Hickok  testified  in  affidavit  January  7,  1911,  that  he  had  kept 
in  touch  with  claimant  from  discharge  to  May,  1907,  and  that  claim- 
ant had  frequent  and  severe  attacks  of  rheumatism,  severe  enough  at 
times  to  incapacitate  him  for  work  and  confine  him  to  the  house. 

Frederick  H.  Poate  testified  that  he  worked  with  claimant  in  1900 
and  1901,  and  that  claimant  was  troubled  with  rheumatism  to  the 
extent  that  he  was  laid  up  for  weeks  at  a  time. 

Dayton  Cordill  testified  that  since  his  discharge  from  the  Army 
claimant  has  been  afflicted  with  rheumatism,  and  on  several  occa- 
sions was  so  helpless  from  that  trouble  that  he  could  not  even  walk 
about  the  house. 

C.  S.  Davis  testified  that  during  the  winter  of  1906  and  1907  claim- 
ant was  laid  up  with  rheumatism.  Other  neighbors  testify  to  the 
continuance  of  rheumatism  from  1904  and  1905.  The  only  medical 
evidence  on  ffie  in  the  case  is  that  of  Dr.  L.  H.  Prince,  filed  November 
5,  1910,  who  testified  to  having  treated  claimant  on  a  few  occasions 
during  the  past  year  when  he  was  suffering  from  pam  in  his  back, 
which  affiant  believes  to  have  been  due  to  rheumatism  recurrent  in 
character. 

Claimant  was  examined  January  6,  1904,  by  a  full  board  of  surgeons, 
who  found  disability  from  rheumatism,  which  they  rated  at  six- 
eighteenths  (S6).  Xo  evidence  ot  disability  from  dysentery  was  foimd, 
and  claimant  states  that  he  recovered  from  that  trouble  several  years 
ago.

PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE  OP  PENSIONS,  7 

Claimant  is  about  35  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  He  is  crippled  by 
the  loss  of  both  legs,  sustained  since  his  discharge  from  the  Army,  not 
due  to  the  military  service  and  for  which  he  has  no  pensionable  status. 
Evidence  of  physicians  and  others  filed  with  this  committee  shows  that 
he  is  troubled  a  great  deal  with  rheumatism ;  and  giving  him  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt,  the  committee  recommend  pension  of  $10  per  month  for 
disabihties  no  doubt  contracted  in  the  military  service. 

S.  5216.  WiUiam  Quinhvan,  the  applicant,  is  now  in  receipt  of  a 
pension  of  $12  per  month  from  injury  of  right  side  of  face  and  disease 
of  right  eye,  admitted  to  have  been  of  service  origin.  He  claimed  a 
further  allowance  on  account  of  rupture  of  right  side,  alleged  to  have 
also  been  incurred  in  service  and  line  of  duty. 

It  appears  from  the  oflSicial  records  that  claimant  served  a  total 
of  13  years  in  the  Regular  Army.  His  first  enlistment  was  June  2, 
1866,  for  three  years,  in  Battery  G,  Fifth  United  States  Artillery, 
from  which  he  was  discharged  bv  expiration  of  service  June  2,  1869. 
He  reenlisted  June  11,  1869,  in  Troop  A,  First  United  States  Cavalry, 
and  served  continuously  for  10  years,  being  finally  and  honorably 
discharged  June  10,  1879. 

The  claim  for  rupture,  filed  March  7,  1901,  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  in  July,  1903,  on  the  ground  of  no  hospital  record 
showing  treatment  for  same  and  that  the  testimony  was  insufficient 
to  prove  service  origin.  The  proof  shows  that  soldier  was  injured  by 
being  thrown  by  a  vicious  horse  while  on  drill  at  Camp  Harvey,  Oreg., 
in  1877  or  1878.  It  was  at  this  time  that  he  incurred  the  disabilities 
for  which  he  is  at  present  receiving  a  pension.  Several  comrades  have 
testified  that  he  also  received  rupture  at  the  same  time,  and  the 
existence  of  that  disability  is  established  by  the  report  of  examining 
boards,  commencing  in  January,  1890,  diflFerent  rates  of  $6,  $8,  and 
$10  per  month  being  recommended.  The  claimant  is  an  old  man  of 
67  years  of  Age,  in  feeble  health  and  in  needy  circumstances.  In 
recent  years  he  suffered  from  slight  paralysis  of  one  side,  which, 
together  with  his  other  infirmities,  preclude  him  from  earning  a  sup- 
port by  manual  labor.  He  was  a  good  soldier,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  evidence  on  file  justifies  a  rating  of  $20  per  month  for  the  disa- 
bilities incurred  during  his  service  in  the  Army. 

S.  5655.  Mary  Meade  Sands  is  the  widow  of  the  late  Rear  Admiral 
James  H.  Sands. 

James  H.  Sands  was  appointed  an  acting  midshipman  in  the  United 
States  Navy  November  25,  1859,  and  wfts  in  active  service  continu- 
ously until  July  12,  1907,  when  he  was  placed  on  the  retired  list.  He 
was  promoted  through  the  several  grades  to  the  rank  of  captain  from 
September  7,  1894,  and  to  rear  admiral  April  11,  1902.  He  served 
nearly  50  years  in  his  country's  service  in  the  Navy.  During  the 
Civil  War  he  was  ensign  on  the  Tuscarora,  Juniata,  and  Shenandoah. 
and  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  War  with  Spain  was  in  command  ot 
the  cruiser  Minneapolis.  His  last  active  service  was  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  Naval  Academy. 

Admiral  Sands  died  in  this  city  October  27, 1911,  of  gastric  catarrh, 
complicated  with  heart  disease,  which  the  Pension  Bureau  holds  had 
its  origin  while  he  had  the  rank  of  captain. 

The  widow  was  married  to  the  officer  October  28,  1869,  and  is  pen- 
sioned imder  the  general  law  at  $30  per  month.    She  is  65  years  of 
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age;  m  very  feeble  health,  being  confined  to  her  home  from ' 
and  is  left  with  but  little  means  for  the  support  of  herself  and  two 
unmarried  daughters.  The  following  letter,  addressed  to  the  chair- 
man of  this  committee,  by  Rear  Admiral  C.  E.  Clark,  United  States 
Navy,  is  of  interest  in  the  case: 

-    Washington,  D.  C,  February  i6, 1912. 
Hon.  Porter  J.  McCumber, 

Chairman  Senate  Pension  Committee. 
Dear  Sir:  1  respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  of  your  commiiiee  the  fol- 
lowing facts  relating  to  the  proposed  increase  of  pension  to  $100  per  month  for  Mrs. 
Mary  Meade  Sands,  widow  of  Rear  Admiral  James  Ho  ban  Sands. 

She  has  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis  and  has  not  been  downstairs  for  months,  ^e  his 
no  real  estate  and  no  personal  property,  except  furniture  and  clothing.  Her  sole 
income  is  less  than  $50  a  month,  this  from  two  insurance  policies  left  for  the  support 
of  her  two  unmarried  daughters  as  well  as  herself.  The  latter  teach,  sew,  and  copy, 
all  they  are  able  to,  but  one  must  always  be  with  her  mother. 

Real  Admiral  Sands  was  a  model  officer  and  man,  whose  bravery  and  devotkn 
inspired  my  admiration  and  affection. 

Mrs.  Sands's  uncle,  Gen.  Geo.  G.  Meade,  commanded  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  in 
the  decisive  Battle  of  Gettysbuig  and  after  that  under  Grant  until  the  Union  was  sai-ed. 
Her  grandfather,  Richard  W.  Meade,  who  was  in  Cadiz,  Spain,  during  the  lopg 
siege,  aided  the  patriots  financially  in  the  struggle  against  Napoleon.    The  Spanieb 
Government  stipulated  that  he  should  be  paia  hy  grants  in  Florida  when  we  took 
possession,  but,  though  bills  for  his  relief  or  his  heirs  have  repeatedly  passed  either  the 
Senate  or  the  House,  not  a  dollar  has  ever  been  recovered. 
All  the  foregoing  is  true  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief. 
Very  respectfully,  yours,

In  view  of  the  long  and  distinguished  service  of  the  officer  and  the 
helpless  condition  of  his  widow,  and  the  further  fact  that  Coneress 
has  repeatedly  passed  bills  giving  pensions  of  $50  per  month  to  widows 
of  officers  of  the  same  rank  where  the  needs  are  not  so  great  as  in  this 
case,  your  committee  beheve  they  are  justified  in  recommending  an 
increase  of  pension  to  Mrs.  Sands  to  $50  per  month. 

S.  6023.  Francis  M.  Tibbetts,  of  183  Fourth  Street,  Portland,  Oreg., 
and  late  private  in  Capt.  W.  W.  Chapman's  Company  I,  Second  Regi- 
ment Oregon  Volunteers,  served  in  the  Oregon  and  Washington 
Territory  Indian  War  from  October  10,  1855,  to  November  21,  1855, 
and  from  December  1,  1855,  to  February  14,  1856.  The  pension 
wliich  he  draws  at  present  is  the  $8  per  month  provided  by  existing 
laws  for  the  survivors  of  the  early  Indian  wars. 

It  appears,  however,  from  evidence  filed  with  this  committee  that 
claimant  is  75  years  old  and  that  he  is  weak,  disabled,  and  broken 
down,  and  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  for  his  support. 
It  also  appears  that  he  is  poor  and  without  property  or  means  of  any 
kind  and  is  in  need  of  relief.  In  such  cases  your  committee  usually 
grant  a  measure  of  relief  by  doubling  the  pension,  and  increase  to  $16 
IS  therefore  recommended. 

S.  6326.  William  E.  Bailey  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A. 
Tenth  Regiment  Oliio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the  War  witn  Spain, 
He  enlisted  July  7,  1898,  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mus- 
tered out  March  23,  1S99.  His  elflim  for  pension,  filed  August  31» 
1901,  based  on  malarial  fever,  typhoid  fever,  and  chronic  diarrhea 
and  results,  was  rejected  by  the  Bureau  of  Pensions  on  the  ground 
that  there  was  no  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  his  disabilities 
resulted  from  the  mihtary  service. 
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It  is  established  that  claimant  was  sound  when  he  entered  the 
service.  This  is  attested  by  his  examination  at  enUstment  and  by 
parole  proof.  He  was  then  a  man  of  33  years  of  age,  earning  a  good 
salary  as  a  commercial  traveler.  It  is  shown  by  the  War  Department 
records  that  he  was  sick  in  service  with  fever,  typhoid  fever,  and  ivy 
fK)isoning.  He  had  a  severe  spell  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  fall  of  1898 
and  was  in  hospital  for  several  weeks,  and  was  later  granted  sick 
furlough  for  30  days. 

On  his  examination  prehminary  to  discharge  claimant  averred  that 
he  was  suffering  from  result  of  typhoid  fever  and  intercostal  neu- 
ralgia. His  captain  certified  to  intercostal  neuralgia  following  severe 
attack  of  typhoid  fever.  The  Army  surgeon  reported  no  evidence 
of  intercostal  neuralgia,  but  certified  to  functional  heart  trouble. 

J.  R.  McQuigg,  captain,  testified  that  soldier  was  taken  sick  at 
Camp  Meade,  Pa.,  in  October,  1898,  and  was  sent  to  hospital,  where 
he  remained  for  some  time,  and  later  returned  to  the  company  but 
did  but  httle  duty  to  the  date  of  discharge;  that  he  complained  of 
diarrhea,  piles,  and  rheumatism,  chiefly  of  the  latter,  which  seemed 
to  affect  mm  most  of  the  time;  and  that  he  did  no  duty  from  Novem- 
ber 14,  1898,  to  March  23,  1899. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Westervelt,  regimental  surgeon,  testified  that  soldier 
passed  a  good  physical  examination  at  enlistment;  that  he  was 
admitted  to  regimental  hospital  November  22,  1898,  at  Camp 
McKenzie,  Augusta,  Ga.,  suffering  from  intercostal  neuralgia,  was 
much  emaciated,  in  a  very  bad  general  condition,  following  an  attack 
of  typhoid  fever  while  at  Camp  Meade,  Pa.;  that  he  was  unable  to 
do  manual  labor  or,  indeed,  had  complete  muscular  control ;  that  he 
was  discharged  from  hospital  December  21,  1898,  improved,  but  was 
unable  to  do  active  duty  during  the  remainder  of  service  and  at  time 
of  muster  out  was  almost  entirely  disabled  for  performance  of  manual 
labor. 

N.  P.  Folen  testified  that  from  1904  to  1906  claimant  suffered  from 
chronic  diarrhea  and  malarial  poisoning  and  during  that  time  was 
disabled  thereby  for  manual  labor. 

J.  E.  Temple  and  August  Buchler  testified,  November  2,  1907,  that 
they  had  known  soldier  one  year;  that  he  was  not  in  a  position,  on 
accoimt  of  disability,  to  perform  manual  labor  and  was  sick  for  several 
months;  that  his  cusabilitv  was  caused  by  malarial  poisoning,  rheu- 
matism, disease  of  stomach,  and  chronic  diarrhea. 

Horace  G.  BaUey  testified  that  he  knows  that  claimant  suffered 
from  malarial  poisoning  and  chronic  diarrhea  from  1902  to  1906  ajid 
was  disabled  for  manu^  labor  thereby. 

The  records  of  hospitals  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  show  that  soldier  was 
treated  from  February  28,  1901,  to  March  14,  1901,  for  dysentery  and 
from  September  28,  1901,  to  December  3,  1901,  for  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Lowe  testified,  September  6,  1907,  that  he  examined 
soldier  and  found  him  troubled  with  external  and  internal  piles, 
chronic  dysentery  alternating  with  constipation,  malarial  poisoning, 
rheumatism,  intercostal  and  lumbar,  all  of  which  render  him  unfit 
for  manual  labor. 

Claimant  was  medically  examined  Februanr  12,  1902,  by  a  full 
board  of  biu-eau  surgeons,  who  rated  him  $8  for  malarial  poisoning, 
$8  for  hemorrhoids,  and  $4  for  intercostal  neuralgia.  He  is  46  years

of  age  and  very  poor,  having  no  means  of  any  kind  for  his  support 
The  salient  features  of  his  case  are  that  he  was  sound  at  enlistment, 
that  he  incurred  severe  sickness  in  service  arid  Ime  of  duty,  and  thai 
he  has  been  in  poor  health  and  more  or  less  disabled  for  labor  since 
his  discharge.  There  seems  but  little  doubt  that  his  disabilities  are 
due  to  his  military  service,  and,  believing  that  he  should  have  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt,  if  any  exists,  the  committee  report  the  bill 
favorably  for  pension  at  $20  per  month. 

The  passage  of  the  biU  is  recommended. 

On  page  1  strike  out  lines  10  and  11,  and  on  page  2  strike  out  lines 
1  and  2.  This  is  the  case  of  Rebecca  Strouther,  dependent  mother 
of  a  Spanish  War  soldier.  The  soldier  died  nine  days  after  service 
from  tne  results  of  a  stab  wound  inflicted  by  a  comrade  a  few  weeks 
before  discharge.  The  soldier  claimed  to  have  been  stabbed  by  his 
comrade  without  provocation,  because  he  had  refused  to  lend  money 
to  the  comrade.  Gen.  Ainsworth,  then  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pen- 
sion Office,  War  Department,  reported  that  the  records  conclusively 
showed  that  the  wound  was  not  received  in  line  of  duty.  Under  these 
conditions  your  committee  think  the  claim  should  not  be  allowed. 

On  page  2  strike  out  all  of  Unes  3  to  6,  inclusive.  This  is  the  case 
of  Frederick  S.  Barrows,  jr.  The  claim  is  based  on  disease  of  eyes, 
chronic  diarrhea,  and  malaria.  The  first  two  named  causes  of  dis- 
ability evidently  existed  before  ejiUstment,  and  by  including  chronic 
diarrhea  with  malaria  it  is  proposed  to  allow  pension  by  conc^ng 
the  benefit  of  all  doubt  in  favor  of  the  applicant.  Your  committee 
think  that  inasmuch  as  the  claimant  has  alleged  disabiUties  as  of  serv- 
ice origin  which  undoubtedly  existed  before  service,  he  is  not  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  a  doubt  with  respect  to  another  disabiUty,  and  that 
the  bill  should  not  have  favorable  consideration. 

On  page  2  strike  out  all  of  lines  7,  8,  and  9.  This  is  the  case  of 
Maggie  fioutiette,  widow  of  an  Army  scout,  not  an  enlisted  man  or 
officer  of  the  Army.  The  scout,  being  a  civilian,  had  no  title  to 
pension  under  the  general  law,  but  Congress,  by  a  special  act  approved 
February  20,  1905,  granted  him  a  pension  of  S12  per  month  for  a 
wound  of  leg.  He  died  November  1,  1905,  and  the  bill  proposes  to 
pension  the  widow  just  because  he  was  pensioned.  Inasmucn  as  the 
scout  did  not  die  of  the  wound  for  which  he  was  pensioned,  nor  of 
other  cause  shown  due  to  his  service,  your  committee  think  favorable 
action  should  not  be  taken.  Allowance  would  mean  widow's  pension 
for  service  of  a  civilian  without  regard  to  death  cause. 

On  page  3  strike  out  all  of  lines  1  to  4,  inclusive.  This  is  the  case 
of  Mary  Meade  Sands,  widow  of  Rear  Admiral  James  H.  Sands.  She 
is  65  jears  of  age,  and  the  Senate  report  states,  in  feeble  health,  with 
but  little  means  for  the  support  of  lierself  and  two  adult  daughters. 
One  witness  states  that  her  income  is  less  than  $50  per  month  from 
insurance  money.  The  claimant  receives  $30  per  month  pension, 
and  in  a  sworn  statement  filed  with  a  bill  in  the  House,  which  has 
been  adversely  considered  by  this  committee,  she  states  that  she  has 
household  property  valued  at  about  $400,  $10,000  cash  invested  at 
5  per  cent  interest,  $500  invested  at  3.65  per  cent  interest,  and  $3,777 
cash  in  bank.  Upon  this  showing  your  committee  think  the  proposed 
increase  of  pension  is  not  warranted.

The  claimant,  Mrs.  Alice  M.  Burrows,  is  the  widow  of  L^ie  Bur- 
rows, who  lost  his  life  while  in  discharge  of  his  duties  as  rural  car- 
rier in  Washington  County,  Ohio. 

The  facts  are  that  on  February  9,  1912,  Leslie  Burrows  was  en- 
gaged in  carrying  mail  over  a  rural  route  and  required  in  the  course 
of  his  employment  to  cross  the  Muskingum  Eiver.  His  route  ex-, 
tended  out  from  Coal  Eun  post  oflSce,  Ohio.  The  river  at  the  cross- 
ing had  been  frozen  over  for  some  time,  and  teams  had  been  passing 
over  on  the  ice  up  until  this  day.  When  this  carrier  started  to  cross 
on  the  ice  and  when  he  had  proceeded  quite  a  distance  on  the  ice,  he 
<;ame  upon  a  thin  place  or  air  hole,  broke  through,  and  was  drowned 
He  threw  up  the  mail  sacks,  which  were  recovered  at  the  place  where 
lie  met  his  death.  Several  affidavits  have  been  filed  in  support  of  this 
^laim,  all  of  which  are  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part 'of  this 
report.

She  is  a  true  mother  in  every  sense  the  word  implies,  and  her 
condition  is  such  as  to  excite  the  sympathy  of  all."

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  Lars  P.  Peterson. 

Be  U  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assemhled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  herebj 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay,  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  Lars  P.  Peterson  five  thousand  dollars,  for  damages  sustained 
by  him  by  reason  of  permanent  injuries  to  his  spine,  said  injuries  having  been 
received  at  Aqueduct  Five,  on  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  Canal,  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  five 
said  injuries  being  sustained  while  he  was  working  as  a  carpenter  for  tl» 
United  States  and  caused  by  the  fall  of  a  derrick  in  the  construction  of  said 
canal  and  without  fault  of  said  Lars  P.  Peterson,  but  on  account  of  the  careiesB 
operation  of  said  derrick  by  employees  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the 
following  report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  10628) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R 
10628)  for  the  relief  of  Lars  P.  Peterson,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment: 

In  une  5  strike  out  the  word  "  ten  "  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "  five." 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  H.  R.  10628,  to 
pay  Lars  P.  Peterson  for  permanent  disability  at  Acjueduct  Na 
5  of  the  Illinois-Mississippi  Canal,  in  the*  State  of  Illinois,  December 
22, 1905,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty^  have  carefully  considered 
the  same  and  report  this  to  be  a  meritorious  case,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  it  receive  favorable  action. 

Appended  hereto  is  a  statement  submitted  by  the  Hon.  Claude  U. 
Stone  of  said  Peterson's  condition,  also  a  report  No.  1476,  Sixty-first 
Congress,  second  session,  which  are  made  a  part  of  this  report. 


Lars  P.  Peterson,  a  Dane,  but  an  American  citizen,  while  engaged  as  a  car- 
i»enter  directly  for  the  United  States  Government  in  the  erection  of  forms  for 
reenforced  concrete  linings  for  the  bridge  at  Aqueduct  5  of  the  Illinois  &  Missis- 
sippi Canal,  about  1  mile  north  of  the  village  of  Annawan,  in  Henry  County,  ni^ 
was,  on  December  22,  1905,  while  at  work,  and  through  no  fault  of  his  own, 
struck  across  the  back  and  shoulders  by  the  mast  of  a  falling  guy  derrick, 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  which  had  be*« 
imperfecty  constructed.  The  derrick  was  being  used  to  hoist  steel  beams  to 
place  on  top  of  the  masonry.  The  hook  fastening  one  of  the  guys  to  the  Xo^ 
of  the  mast  was  defective  and  as  the  boom  swung  around  above  Mr.  Peter»m, 
who  was  employed  at  the  time  on  the  floor  forms  of  the  aqueduct,  and  was  in  a 
sitting  or  stooping  posture,  it  broke  and  the  mast  fell  and  struck  Mr.  Peterson 
diagonally  across  the  back  and  shoulders,  resulting  In  a  fracture  of  the  spine 
at  the  Junction  of  the  neck  and  the  trunk,  producing  paralysis  of  the  entire  body 
from  the  nipple  line  down.  This  paralysis  was  complete  and  has  remained  so 
ever  since.  The  Injuries  of  Mr.  Peterson  are  permanent,  and  for  the  rest  of 
his  life  Mr.  Peterson  Is  destined  to  be  a  helpless  Invalid,  requiring  constant 
attention  and  care. 

During  a  period  of  about  two  years  after  the  accident  occurred,  Mr.  Petersim 
was  treated  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  There  his 
expenses  were  $17.50  a  wee^,  aside  from  medical  fees.  These  expenses  were 
paid  by  the  parents,  who  are  In  very  moderate  circumstances.  Since  he  left 
the  hospital  he  has  been  at  the  home  of  his  parents,  near  Sheffield,  111.  His 
Injuries  compel  him  to  lie  upon  his  back  or  In  a  reclining  position  all  of  the 
time.  He  Is  unable  to  contribute  to  his  own  support,  but  Is  a  charge  upon  his 
parents,  and  his  physical  condition  demands  the  presence  and  care  of  some  per- 
son at  all  times. 
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He  was  about  25  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  He  had  been  em- 
ployed during  the  working  season  for  a  number  of  years  by  the  United  States 
and  was  a  sober,  industrious,  and  faithful  employee.  The  accident  was  entirely 
without  the  fault  of  Mr.  Peterson  himself.  He  was  an  Innocent  workman  and 
received  an  injury  probably  greater  than  death  itself,  and  it  would  seem  that 
he  is  well  entitled  to  relief  from  the  General  Government 

Former  bill  passed  the  House  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  relief  of  Lars  P. 
Peterson,  hi  former  Ck)ngres8.

Sib:  1.  I  have  the  honor  to  return  a  communication,  dated  the  14th  instant, 
from  Hon.  J.  M.  Miller,  chairman  Gonmiittee  on  Claims,  House  of  Representa- 
tives, inclosing,  with  request  for  information,  H.  R.  9T88,  Sixtieth  Congress, 
first  session,  for  the  relief  of  Lars  P.  Peterson,  and  to  report  as  follows : 

2.  It  appears  from  the  letter  of  Lieut.  Col.  W.  H.  Bixby,  Corps  of  Engineers, 
dated  April  10,  1906,  and  its  inclosures,  all  of  which  are  herewith,  that  on  De- 
cember 22,  1905,  Mr.  Peterson,  a  carpenter  employed  by  the  United  States  in 
the  erection  of  forms  for  reinforced  concrete  linings  for  the  bridge  at  Aqueduct 
5»  of  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  Canal,  about  1  mile  north  of  the  village  of 
Annawan,  in  Henry  County,  111.,  was,  while  at  work,  and  through  no  fault  of 
bis  own,  struck  across  the  back  and  shoulders  by  the  mast  of  a  falling  derrick. 
The  derrick  was  being  used  to  hoist  steel  beams  to  place  on  top  of  the  masonry. 
The  doctors  who  attended  him  stated  at  the  time  that  his  back  was  broken, 
and  later,  after  an  examination  by  the  X  ray  at  the  hospital,  the  surgeon  stated 
that  his  neck,  not  his  back,  was  broken,  and  expressed  the  belief  that  his  In- 
juries were  fatal. 

3.  The  circumstances  of  the  accident  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  accompanying 
papers,  and  it  is  reconmiended  that  they  be  sent  to  the  committee,  such  action 
having  he&i  requested  verbally  by  Hon.  J.  V.  Graff,  the  author  of  the  bill. 

4.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  statement  in  lines  13,  14,  and  15  of  the  bill  that 
the  accident  was  due  to  "  the  careless  opera tlcwi  of  said  derrick  by  employees 
of  the  United  States."  Colonel  Bixby,  after  a  careful  and  thorough  investiga- 
tion and  consideration  of  the  facts,  states  (inclosure  7)  that  In  his  opinion  the 
accident  was  due  to  breakage  of  a  portion  of  the  derrick  rather  than  to  the  fault 
of  any  employee. 

5.  It  appears  that  Mr.  Peterson  had  been  employed  during  the  working  sea- 
son for  a  number  of  years  by  the  United  States,  and  was  a  sober,  Industrious, 
faithful  employee.  I  concur  In  the  opinion  expressed  by  Colonel  Bixby  that  Mr. 
Peterson  is  specially  worthy  of  congressional  relief.

Deab  Sib  :  Referring  to  your  letter  of  March  31,  1906,  to  Asst  Engineer  L.  L. 
Wheeler  regarding  the  injury  to  L.  P.  Peterson,  I  have  the  honor  to  inck>« 
herewith  a  full  statement  from  Asst  Engineer  L.  L.  Wheeler  regarding  the 
matter,  and  also  copy  of  my  letter  of  December  29,  1905,  which  I  think  will  pat 
you  in  possession  of  the  facts  you  desire. 

Personally  I  much  regret  that  there  Is  no  existing  law  that  allows  payment 
from  river  and  harl)or  appropriations  of  reasonable  doctors'  and  hospital  cluirges 
and  continuation  of  salary  for  reasonable  time  (equal  to  that  of  ordinary  acci- 
dent Insurance  companies'  policies)  during  recovery.  It  would  seem  to  me  that 
In  such  cases  laborers  should  be  cared  for  by  the  United  States  Govemmeot,  as 
soldiers  are,  when  the  injury  comes  to  them  as  a  result  of  their  obeying  orders 
and  attending  properly  to  the  duties  assigned  them  and  is  not  their  fault :  and 
I  sincerely  hope  that  Congress  some  day  will  take  steps  to  make  such  treatment 
legal. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  this  special  injury  I  consider  Mr.  Peterson  as  specially 
worthy  of  congressional  assistance.

Colonel  :  I  inclose  herewith  a  report  by  Junior  Engineer  H.  E.  Reeves,  In  re- 
gard to  the  accident  at  aqueduct  5  on  December  22,  by  which  Carpenter  Lara 
Peterson  was  seriously  and  probably  fatally  injured. 

I  can  add  nothing  to  this  report,  of  my  own  knowledge,  further  than  that  I 
was  at  aqueduct  6  soon  after  the  accident,  and  from  the  situation  of  the  d^rick 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  guys  led  from  the  mast,  it  would  seem  imi)ossIble 
for  the  mast  to  have  fallen  if  the  hook  fastening  one  of  the  guys  to  the  top  of 
the  mast  had  not  broken. 

Since  Mr.  Reeves's  report  was  written,  I  have  learned  by  telephone  that  the 
injured  man  was  taken  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  on  Congress  Street,  tn 
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Chicago,  and  that  after  an  examination  by  the  X  ray,  the  surgeons  state  that  it 
Is  his  neck  Instead  of  back  that  is  broken,  and  that  his  injuries  are  fatal.

Sib:  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  December  22,  at  aqueduct  6,  Car- 
penter Lars  Peterson  was  very  seriously  injured  by  the  falling  of  a  guy  derrick. 

Carpenter  Peterson  was  employed  in  the  erection  of  forms  for  reinforced 
concrete  linings  for  the  aqueduct  bridges,  and  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was 
in  a  sitting  or  stooping  position  engaged  in  work  on  the  floor  forms.  The  mast 
of  the  derrick  struck  him  diagonally  across  the  back  and  shoulders.  He  was 
saved  from  being  crushed  and  probably  instantly  killed  by  a  side  truss,  about  24 
inches  high,  across  which  the  derrick  fell.  Doctor  Seids,  of  Annawan,  111.,  from 
a  preliminary  examination,  states  that  his  back  is  broken. 

Overseer  George  F.  Eckert,  Jr.,  was  in  charge  of  the  derrick  and  was  using  it 
to  place  in  position  the  steel  for  the  aqueduct  bridge.  He  had  Just  completed  the 
raising  and  placing  of  several  towpath  beams.  These  had  to  be  raised  11  feet, 
which  necessitated  the  operation  of  the  boom  at  such  an  elevation  that  it  would 
not  pass  under  the  guy  cables.  Accordingly,  the  guy  which  interfered  with  the 
swing  of  the  boom  was  removed.  No  danger  resulted  from  this  so  long  as  the 
boom  remained  in  the  same  general  direction. 

Having  completed  the  placing  of  towpath  beams,  the  boom  was  being  swung 
to  an  angle  of  about  30  degrees  with  one  of  the  remaining  guys,  to  be  attached 
to  a  side  truss  which  was  to  be  raised  into  position.  The  boom  was  not  stopped 
at  the  intended  point,  but  swung  on  around  to  the  guy  when  the  derrick  fell. 
Although  the  upper  end  of  the  mast  struck  nothing,  the  mast  falling  across  the 
side  beams,  as  previously  stated,  a  hook  which  held  one  of  the  guys  was  found 
to  be  broken.  As  the  foot  of  the  mast  was  chained  fast  and  did  not  slip,  and 
there  were  two  guy  lines  at  approximately  right  angles  to  the  direction  of  the 
tsJl  and  anchored  solidly  to  the  tops  of  the  masonry  piers  about  11  feet  above 
the  mast  foot,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  derrick  could  have  fallen  completely  had  not 
the  hook  broken.  Neither  Overseer  Eckert  nor  other  employees  were  able  to 
state  whether  this  hook  broke  before,  during,  or  after  the  fall.  It  seems  prob- 
able that  a  little  slack  in  the  guy  cable  allowed  the  derrick  to  sag  over,  when 
the  sudden  tight^iing  and  excessive  strain,  due  to  the  flat  angle  of  the  two 
holding  guys,  snapped  the  hook  and  allowed  the  derrick  to  fall.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  December  22,  at  aqueduct  6,  Car- 
penter Lars  Peterson  was  very  seriously  injured  by  the  falling  of  a  guy  derrick. 
I  was  in  charge  of  this  work  at  the  time,  and  have  the  honor  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report  upon  the  matter : 

In  placing  towpath  beams  it  was  necessary  to  remove  guy  line  A  (see  In- 
closed photographs)*  from  the  derrick,  and  in  placing  the  side  truss  it  was 
necessary  to  swing  the  boom  to  the  middle  of  that  truss.  While  I  was  making 
the  hoisting  line  O  fast  there  was  considerable  slack  in  it.  The  man  who  was 
holding  the  line  G  let  go  of  it  before  he  should  have  done  so,  causing  the  boom 
to  swing  around  and  strike  line  B,  and  I  think  in  order  for  the  boom  to  pass 
under  line  B,  which  I  am  positive  it  did,  the  hook  on  line  D  would  have  to 
break.    This  hook  was  found  after  the  accident  to  be  broken,  but  it  was  im- 
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possible  for  me  to  tell  whether  it  broke  when  the  boom  passed  under  or  when 
the  mast  fell. 

Mr.  Lars  Peterson  was  laying  the  flooring  under,  or  nearly  under,  line  G,  in 
which  direction  the  mast  fell  and  struck  Mr.  Peterson  diagonally  across  the 
back  and  shoulders. 

The  main  cause  of  the  accident,  in  my  opinion,  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
man  holding  the  line  6  released  the  same  before  he  should  have  done  so.

Sir:  In  respence  to  your  letter  of  March  31,  1906,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit, through  official  channels,  the  following  report  upon  the  matter  of  an  acci- 
dent which  occurred  to  Lars  Peterson,  ^nd  to  attach  copies  of  the  official  rerwrts 
upon  the  subject: 

This  accident  occurred  on  aqueduct  No.  5  of  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi 
Canal,  which  is  situated  about  1  mile  north  of  the  village  of  Anna  wan,  in  Henry 
County,  111.  At  the  time  of  the  accident,  and  for  some  time  preylous,  Laii 
Peterson  was  employed  as  a  carpenter  by  the  United  States,  and  was  woiidng 
as  such  at  the  time  of  the  accident  He  was  employed  directly  by  the  United 
States,  and  was  not  working  for  a  contractor.  I  was  not  present  at  the  time 
the  accident  occurred,  but  arrived  at  the  aqueduct  perhaps  two  hoars  after  it 
occurred. 

The  aqueducts  for  carrying  the  canal  over  streams  consist  of  masonry  piers 
and  abutments  and  trunk  or  trough  carrying  the  water,  which  is  composed  of 
a  framework  of  heavy  I  beams,  and  aqueduct  No.  5  has  a  lining  of  reen- 
forced  concrete.  I  inclose  herewith  two  photographs,  Nos.  282F  and  819F.  No. 
282  is  a  photograph  taken  at  aqueduct  No.  8,  and  319  is  a  i^otograi^  of  aque- 
duct No.  5,  where  the  accident  took  place.  The  view  No.  319  was  taken  Sep- 
tember 28,  1905,  at  which  time  the  jnasonry  for  one  pier  and  one  abutment  iu 
the  background  of  the  picture  had  not  l)een  constructed.  It  was  on  that  part  of 
the  work  that  the  accident  occurred.  It  will  be  noted  in  view  No.  319  that  on 
top  of  the  masonry-,  at  the  left  of  the  i)hotograph,  a  part  of  the  coping  is  at  a 
lower  level  than  the  rest  of  the  masonry.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  along  the 
left  side  of  the  picture  are  lying  some  steel  beams,  adjacent  to  the  masonry. 
These  beams  are  placed  on  top  of  the  masonry  at  the  left  of  the  picture,  to  form 
a  roadway  for  the  towpath.  At  the  right  of  the  picture,  lying  on  the  floor,  will 
be  seen  some  heavier  beams,  which  are  being  riveted  together  to  form  trusses 
to  hold  the  sides  of  the  aqueduct  The  beams  forming  these  side  trusses  are 
24  inches  high.  In  view  No.  282  the  derrick  is  shown  attached  to  one  of  these 
side  trusses,  ready  to  tip  it  up  into  position  against  the  masonry,  where  it  is  to 
be  held  by  anchor  bolts. 

Just  previous  to  the  accident  the  boom  was  swung  to  the  left  side.  In  view 
No.  319,  and  the  derrick  had  been  used  in  lifting  the  towpath  beams  to  place 
on  top  of  the  masonry.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  top  of  the  mast  of  the  derric* 
is  supported  by  a  number  of  guy  lines.  The  guy  line  E  was  only  used  to  steady 
the  mast  while  the  derrick  was  being  moved  from  place  to  place.  At  the  time 
of  the  accident  the  guy  line  C  was  attached  directly  to  the  masonry  instead  of 
being  as  shown  in  the  view.  In  order  to  hoist  the  beams  on  top  of  the  masonry, 
the  line  A  was  cast  loose  from  the  masonry,  as  there  would  no  strain  come  upon 
it  during  the  work.  The  boom  was  then  to  be  swung  to  a  position  correspond- 
ing to  that  shown  in  view  No.  282.  and  attached  to  the  heavy  side  truss,  for 
raising  it  to  position.  In  order  to  hoist  the  beams  to  the  top  of  the  mawmry. 
the  boom  was  at  such  an  angle  that  it  would  not  pass  under  the  guy  lines. 
According  to  the  statement  of  the  overseer.  George  F.  Bckert,  jr.,  in  pa.<iBing 
the  boom  around,  the  man  who  was  controlling  it  by  means  of  the  hoisting 
lines  G  let  them  go  before  they  were  attached  to  the  side  trusa  This  let  the 
boom  swing  around  farther  than  intended  toward  the  guy  line  B.  The  mast 
of  the  derrick  then  fell  In  a  direction,  in  picture  No.  319,  corresponding  to  an 
angle  of  perhaps  45  degrees  to  the  right  and  from  the  observer.    It  was  found 
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after  the  accident  that  the  hook  fasteniug  the  guy  D  to  the  top  of  the  mast  was 
broken. 

The  foot  of  the  mast  was  chained  fast,  and  had  this  hoolc  not  broken  it  would 
seem  to  have  been  impossible  for  the  mast  to  have  fallen.  Had  the  guy  line  A 
also  been  made  fast  again  to  the  masonry  the  mast  could  not  have  fallen,  even 
if  the  hook  fastening  guy  D  to  the  mast  had  broken.  One  reason  for  not 
fastening  the  guy  A  agahi  to  the  masonry  was  that,  as  shown  in  photograph 
No.  282,  while  hoisting  the  heavy  trusses  an  additional  line  F  was  attached  to 
the  end  of  the  boom,  in  order  to  control  the  placing  of  the  side  trusses.  As 
shown  in  that  picture,  the  guy  lines  A,  which  are  there  double,  consisting  of 
two  ropes,  are  slack  and  take  no  strain.  It  required  a  combination  of  all  the 
following  circumstances  to  make  the  accident  possible. 

First.  That  the  guy  A  was  not  fastened  to  the  masonry. 

Second.  That  the  laborer  let  go  of  the  lines  G  before  they  were  attached  to 
the  side  truss. 

Third.  That  the  guy  F  had  not  yet  been  attached  to  the  boom. 

Fourth.  That  the  hook  fastening  the  guy  E  to  the  mast  was  broken. 

Carpenter  Peterson  was  placing  luml>er  for  forming  the  concrete  between  the 
longitudinal  I  beams  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  about  in  the  position  relatively 
indicated  by  a  cross  on  the  photograph  31i».  The  mast  fell  so  that  it  rested  on 
the  side  truss  not  yet  raised  to  position,  and  this  fact  alone  saved  him  fronj 
being  killed  instantly. 

Ordinarily  the  carpenter  crew  and  concreting  crew  were  not  worked  on  the 
same  spans  or  on  the  same  parts  of  the  aqueducts  as  the  crew  erecting  the  steel 
work.  At  this  time  there  were  but  two  bays  to  complete  the  work  for  the  sea- 
son, and  as  there  was  great  danger  that  cold  weather  would  set  in  and  prevent 
the  completion  of  the  concrete  linings,  the  carpenter  and  concrete  crews  were 
closely  following  the  erecting  gang. 

The  accident  was  entirely  without  fault  of  Peterson  himself.  He  was  an 
Innocent  workman,  and  received  an  injury  probably  greater  than  death  itself, 
and  it  would  seem  that  he  is  well  entitled  to  relief  from  the  General  Govern- 
inent.  He  had  been  employed  during  the  working  season  for  a  number  of 
years  by  the  United  States,  and  was  a  sober,  industrious,  faithful  employee. 

Accompanying  this  rei)ort  is  a  copy  of  my  official  report  upon  the  subject, 
dated  Deceml)er  27,  1905;  also  of  the  report  of  Junior  Engineer  H.  B.  Reeves, 
^^rho  was  the  Junior  engineer  in  immediate  charge  Of  the  work,  dated  December 
2S,  1905;  also  report  of  Overseer  George  F.  Eckert,  Jr.,  dated  April  5,  1906.

[H.  R.  13062,  Sixty-second  Congress,  first  session.] 
A  BILL  To  recompense  tlie  heirs  of  Edward  Maher. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eighty  dollars  be  paid,  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
John  Maher  and  Bessie  Maher,  dependent  father  and  mother  of  Edward  Maher, 
deceased,  on  account  of  the  death  of  said  Edward  Maher,  caused  by  the  wreck- 
ing of  a  train  of  dump  cars  near  Gold  Hill  (Culebra  Cut),  Isthmus  of  Panama, 
June  twenty-sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  while  in  charge  of  said  train 
as  conductor,  said  sum  being  equal  to  one  year's  pay  at  the  rate  of  compensa- 
tion being  paid  him  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Green,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ingreport  (to  accompany  bill  H.  R.  13062) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
13062)  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  Edward  Maher,  having  consid- 
ered the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass 
^with  the  following  amendment : 

In  line  8,  strike  out  the  words  "  one  thousand  eight  hundred  "  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eighty.'' 
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The  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  advised  the  committee  as  follows 
with  reference  to  this  claim : 

On  June  27,  1907,  a  train  of  dump  cars  was  wrecked  near  Gold  HHl  (Calebn 
Cut),  said  train  being  In  charge  of  Edward  Maber,  deceased,  as  conductor.  A 
broken  frog  caused  the  derailment  of  the  train,  which  was  running  at  the  usoal 
rate  of  speed  when  the  accident  occurred.  Mr.  Maher's  death  was  caused  by 
his  being  thrown,  or  by  his  jumping  from  the  moving  train,  one  of  the  cm 
turning  completely  over,  pinning  him  underneath,  causing  instant  death.  A 
strict  investigation  showed  that  two  trains  have  previously  passed  over  thli 
track  without  mishap,  and  it  was  apparently  demonstrated  that  the  wrecked 
car  must  have  broken  the  frog  which  caused  the  wreck. 

The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  $1,980  be  paid  to  the 
heirs  of  the  said  Edward  Maher,  said  sum  being  equal  to  one  year's 
pay  at  the  rate  of  compensation  being  paid  him  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 


[H.  R.  23395,  Sixty-second  Congress,  second  session.] 

A  BILL  To  pay  certain  employees  of  the  Government  for  injuries  received  while  in  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  employees  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umtei 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemWed,  That  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  six 
hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents  be,  and  is  hereby,  aRjro- 
priated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  pay 
certain  employees  of  the  United  States  Government  for  personal  injuries  re- 
ceived while  in  discharge  of  duty  without  fault  on  their  part,  as  hereinafter 
stated,  the  same  being  In  full  and  the  receipt  of  the  same  being  talcen  and 
accepted  In  each  case  as  full  and  final  release  and  discharge  of  the  re^iectlTe 
claims,  namely: 

To  i^ay  three  thousand  dollars  to  Emma  H.  Ridley,  widow  of  the  late  Doctor 
George  V.  Ridley,  who  lost  his  life  January  seventh,  nineteai  hundred  and 
seven,  in  discharge  of  his  duty  In  the  Canal  Zone  while  in  the  employ  of  tlie 
Isthmian  Canal  Commission. 

To  pay  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  Oscar  F.  La(*^ 
for  injuries  sustained  by  him  In  the  performance  of  his  duty  while  acting  as 
assistant  engineer  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  in  the  construction  of  tiie 
Panama  Canal  at  Bas  Obispo,  Canal  Zone,  on  Noveml)er  twenty-first,  nlnetwn 
hundred  and  five. 

To  pay  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  to  Pedro  Sanches  as  compensa- 
tlon  for  Injuries  received  while  In  the  employ  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commis- 
sion In  the  Canal  Zone  on  March  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight 

To  pay  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  to  Marcellw 
Troxell  as  compensation  for  Injuries  received  while  In  the  employ  of  the  Isth- 
mian Canal  Commission,  In  the  Canal  Zone,  on  April  seventh,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight. 

To  pay  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  and  thirty-eight 
cents  to  John  H.  Cole  as  compensation  for  Injuries  received  while  in  the  anploy 
of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Conmilsslon,  In  the  Canal  Zone,  on  May  seventh,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eight. 

Provided,  That  no  agent,  attorney,  firm  of  attorneys,  or  other  persons  engaged 
heretofore  or  hereafter  In  preparing,  presenting,  or  prosecuting  any  claim  or 
claims  above  referred  to  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand,  receive,  or  retain 
for  such  services  In  preparing,  presenting,  or  prosecuting  such  claims,  or  tor 
any  service  or  act  whatsoever  In  connection  with  such  claims,  a  sum  greater 
than  five  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  and  any  person  who  shall 
violate  the  above  provisions  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall,  for  each  and  every  offense,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  or  be  Imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 
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Mr.  Green,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompanjr  H.  R.  23395) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (II.  R. 
23395)  to  pay  certain  employees  of  the  Government  for  injuries  re- 
ceived while  in  discharge  of  their  duties  as  employees  of  the  Isth- 
mian Canal  Commission,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon 
with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

On  page  2,  in  line  10,  strike  out  the  word  "  six  "  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "  twelve." 

EMMA  H.   RIDI4EY. 

The  Isthmian  Canal  Conmiission  reported  to  the  committee,  with 
reference  to  this  claim,  as  follows : 

On  Jannary  27,  1907,  Dr.  George  V.  Ridley  died  while  in  the  employ  of  the 
Isthmian  Canal  Commission,  his  detail  being  *'  pathologist  of  Ancon  Hospital/' 
While  engaged  in  this  duty  an  epidemic  of  virulent  pneumonia  broke  out  among 
the  employees,  and  Dr.  Ridley's  duties  required  his  making  many  autopsies 
DIK)n  the  cases,  and  he  became  infected  and  contracted  the  same  character  of 
pneumonia,  of  which  he  died  on  the  date  above  given.  The  chief  sanitary  offi- 
cer has  reported  that  Dr.  Ridley  served  the  depart^ient  faithfully  and  effi- 
ciently, and  that  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  chief  of  the  laboratory  a  large 
amount  of  work  was  put  upon  him;  that  he  had  been  on  the  Isthmus  at  the 
time  of  his  death  for  nearly  two  years  without  being  able  to  get  his  leave,  and 
that  owing  to  such  conditions  he  was  irfiysically  unable  to  throw  off  the  disease 
when  contracted. 

The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be 

Eaid  to  Emma  H.  Ridley,  widow  of  the  said  Dr.  George  V.  Ridley, 
ping  the  amount  of  his  salary  for  one  year. 

OSCAR  F.   LACKEY. 

The  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  advises  the  committee,  with  ref- 
erence to  this  claim,  as  follows : 

On  November  21,  1905,  Oscar  F.  lackey,  while  superintending  the  erection  of 
a  heavy  crusher  plant  at  Bas  Obisix),  Canal  Zone,  for  the  Isthmian  Canal  Com- 
mission, was  struck  in  the  back  by  a  falling  timber  and  very  dangerously  in- 
jured; in  fact,  he  barely  escaped  with  his  life,  and  for  a  considerable  period 
was  practically  bedridden.  He  was  confined  to  the  hospital  for  many  months 
and  compelled  to  incur  special  medical  bills  in  large  amount.  His  health  is 
undoubtedly  permanently  impaired  and  his  earning  capacity  diminished. 

The  salary  of  this  man  was  $3,000  per  annum.  It  appears  that 
he  received  one  month's  leave  pay,  amounting  to  $250,  which  was 
allowed  under  the  regulations  of  the  commission.  The  committee 
therefore  recommends  that  he  be  compensated  in  the  sum  of  $2,750. 

PEDRO   SANCHES. 

The  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  reports  to. the  committee,  with 
reference  to  this  claim,  as  follows : 

On  March  16,  1908,  Pedro  Ranches,  a  Spanish  laborer,  had  both  hands  blown 
off  and  sustained  other  injuries  by  a  premature  explosion  of  dynamite  in  Cule- 
bra  Cut  The  gang  were  loading  holes,  and,  apparently  without  negligence  of 
anyone,  the  explosion  occurred,  with  the  result  above  stated. 
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The  claimant  was  a  Spanish  laborer  and  his  pay  was  20  cents  per 
hour.  He  refused  to  accept  sick  or  injury  leave  pay  <mi  account  of 
its  inadequacy  to  compensate  him.  The  committee  therefore  recom- 
mends that  he  be  compensated  in  the  sum  of  $1,200. 

MARCELLUS  TROXELL. 

The  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  reports  to  the  conmiittee  with 
reference  to  this  claim  as  follows : 

On  AprU  7,  1908,  MarceUns  Troxell,  while  In  charge  of  a  gang  of  men  en- 
gaged In  blasting  In  the  canal  prism,  Canal  Zone,  and  without  negligence  on 
his  part  or  that  of  any  other  person,  was  run  over  by  a  loaded  train  and 
his  left  leg  crushed  and  severed  below  the  knee.  Injury  necessitated  amputa- 
tion; he  also  received  severe  cuts  and  bruises  upon  the  head  and  left  arm, 
and  sustained  a  shock  mentally  and  physically  from  which  he  will  never 
recover.  The  immediate  cause  of  the  injury  was  that  while  working  In  front 
of  a  steam  shovel,  which  was  loading  cars  to  the  left  of  the  shovel,  the  dipper 
of  the  shovel  was  swung  toward  the  right;  Mr.  Troxell  stepped  back  to  avoid 
being  struck  with  the  dipper,  the  dipper  struck  the  end  of  some  crossties  in 
the  ground  under  where  he  was  standing,  and  he  was  either  thrown,  or  in 
order  to  avoid  being  thrown  from  the  ties  stepped  back  farther  upon  the  track 
at  the  right  of  the  shovel,  when  an  engine,  backing  and  puUlng  a  train  of  cars 
on  that  track,  struck  him. 

This  man  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per  annum.  It  is  as- 
sumed that  he  received  injury  leave  pav  for  one  month,  or  $125, 
which,  being  deducted  from  his  salary  for  one  year,  leaves  $1,375, 
which  the  committee  recommends  he  be  allowed. 

JOHN.  H.  GOLE. 

With  reference  to  this  claim  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  re- 
ports to  the  committee  as  follows: 

On  May  7,  1908,  John  H.  Cole,  while  employed  as  trainman  on  steam  shovel 
No.  210,  opposite  Cunette  shops.  Canal  Zone,  had  his  right  hand  crushed  so 
badly  as  to  make  necessary  amputation.  He  was  engaged  In  putting  grease  on 
shipper-shaft  gear  wheel  when  the  dipper  ran  In,  causing  his  hand  to  be  caught 
between  gear  wheel  and  pin  on  boomlng-crank  shaft  Investigation  at  the  time 
developed  that  accident  was  not  due  to  any  negligence  on  part  of  injured 
I>er8on. 

This  man  was  paid  $199.87  per  month,  and  the  records  show  that 
he  received  67  days'  leave  with  pay  after  the  date  of  the  injury, 
amounting  to  $446.22,  which,  being  deducted  from  his  yearly  pay, 
leaves  $1,951.38,  which  the  committee  recommends  be  aUowed  him. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  conmiission,  your 
committee  recommends  that  the  several  claims  referred  to  above  be 
allowed  in  the  respective  sums  above  stated,  and  that  provision  be 
made  for  an  appropriation  for  their  payment,  to  be  included  in 
the  omnibus  bill  to  be  reported  by  the  full  committee. 

It  will  be  observed  that. the  mjuries  above  referred  to  were  re- 
ceived by  the  respective  claimants  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the 
statute  tor  compensation  to  parties  injured  in  the  service  of  the 
Isthmian  Canal  Commission.  It  is  obvious  that  justice  and  equity 
require  that  the  several  claimants  should  be  compensated  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  B^amin  Demorest,  who  was 
seriously  disabled  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  while 
in  the  employment  of  the  United  States  Government  as  a  deck  hand  on  the 
United  States  lighthouse  tender  Oleander  on  the  Mississippi  River  near 
Memphis.

20198)  for  the  relief  of  Benjamin  Demorest,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendment :

Your  committee,  to  which  this  bill  was  referred,  report  that  it 

Spears  that  the  claimant,  Demorest,  while  in  the  service  of  the 
lited  States  as  a  deck  hand  on  a  lighthouse  tender  and  while  as- 
sisting in  mooring  that  boat  on  March  8,  1905,  without  negligence 
on  his  part,  received  injuries  that  resulted  in  the  loss  of  a  leg.  At 
the  time  of  the  accident  Demorest  was  receiving  a  salary  of  $25  per 
month.  The  letters  from  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 
are  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Dear  Sib  :  Referring  again  to  your  letter  of  the  18th  ultimo,  inclosing,  with 
request  for  the  views  of  this  department  thereon,  a  copy  of  House  bill  20198, 
Sixty-second  Congress,  second  session,  providing  for  the  relief  of  Benjamin 
Demorest,  it  appears  from  the  records  that  Mr.  Demorest,  while  employed  as 
a  declc  hand  of  the  lighthouse  tender  Oleander,  was  Injured  on  March  8.  1905, 
in  jumping  ashore  with  hawser  to  assist  In  securing  the  boat  by  missing  his 
footing  and  slipping  down  between  the  tender  and  the  bank.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Injury  resulted  In  the  loss  of  a  leg.  The  salary  of  Mr.  Demorest  at 
the  time  of  the  accident  was  $25  a  month.  There  Is  no  provision  of  law  or 
regulation  under  which  persons  so  employed  are  entitled  to  pay  when  injured 
in  the  Government  service. 
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The  records  do  not  show  that  the  accident  was  due  to  negligence  on  the  put 
of  Mr.  Demorest,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

There  Is  inclosed  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  local  lighthouse  inspector  on  the 
subject.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  lighthouse  inspector,  fifte^ith  district,  with  tiie 
following  explanation: 

The  log  of  the  tender  Oleander  under  date  of  March  8,  1905,  shows  that  the 
master  had  the  permission  of  the  inspector  to  remain  in  his  stateroom  on  ac- 
count of  illness,  the  inspector  being  aboard  at  the  time. 

In  landing  at  Fleece  Landing,  Tenn.,  at  5.30  p.  m.  on  said  date,  to  tie  up  for 
the  night  Benjamin  Demorest,  in  jumping  ashore  with  hawser  to  assist  In 
securing  the  boat,  missed  his  footing  and  slipped  down  between  the  t&nda  and 
the  bank.  His  leg  was  caught  between  the  tender  and  the  bank,  breaking  his 
leg  below  the  knee. 

Instead  of  tying  up  for  the  night  as  was  intended,  the  tender,  by  order  of  tlte 
inspector,  Ck>mmander  Holman  Vail,  United  States  Nayy,  was  gotten  under  waj 
immediately  and  took  said  Benjamin  Demorest  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  arrlTing  it 
Memphis  at  7.45  p.  m.  on  same  day ;  and  said  Benjamin  Demorest  was  mtenA 
at  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  via  ambulance  same  evening.

10184)  for  the  relief  of  John  H.  Rheinlander,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendment : 

In  line  4  strike  out  the  words  "  five  thousand  "  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "  one  thousand  two  hundred." 

This  is  a  claim  for  personal  injuries.  The  claimant,  John  H. 
Rheinlander,  was  a  former  employee  of  the  Government  in  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  United  States  Army,  at  the  old  St. 
Louis  Arsenal,  St.  Liouis,  Mo.,  and  on  February  20,  1883,  from  the 
submitted  affidavits,  while  taking  a  shipping  order  in  the  course  of 
his  employment  from  the  office,  he  fell  on  the  stone  steps  of  the 
building,  which  were  covered  with  snow  and  ice  and  in  a  dangerous 
condition,  thereby  sustaining  injury  which  resulted  in  permanent 
lameness  and  other  injuries  to  his  knee  and  limb  joints,  necessitating 
several  painful  and  expensive  operations.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  Theodore  E.  RoUett. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and 
lie  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  Theodore  E.  Rollett,  of  Wayne  County,  Michigan, 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by 
said  Rollett  while  serving  as  quartermaster  on  the  lighthouse  tender  Marigold, 
said  injuries  having  been  sustained  while  said  Rollett  was  engaged  in  unloading 
coal  bags  at  Two  Harbors  Lighthouse,  Minnesota,  on  July  thirty-first,  nineteen 
bundred  and  seven,  which  injuries  crippled  and  wholly  incapacitated  the  said 
Rollett  for  any  manual  labor  during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  and  which  in- 
juries occurred  without  his  fault  or  negligence  and  solely  through  a  defective 
track  used  for  the  carriage  of  a  car  on  which  said  Rollett  was  riding  in  con- 
nection with  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  through  the  Improper  handling 
of  the  cable  attached  to  said  car. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  K.  20620)  : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
20620)  for  the  relief  of  Theodore  E.  Rollett,  of  Wayne  Coimty,  Mich., 
in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  as  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by 
said  Rollett  while  serving  as  quartermaster  on  the  lighthouse  tender 
Marigold^  said  injuries  having  been  sustained  while  said  Rollett  was 
engaged  m  unloading  coal  ba^  at  Two  Harbors  Lighthouse,  Minn., 
on  July  31,  1907,  which  injuries  crippled  and  whofiy  incapacitated 
the  said  Rollett  for  any  manual  labor  during  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  and  which  injuries  occurred  without  his  fault  or  negligence  and 
solely  through  a  defective  track  used  for  the  carriage  of  a  car  on 
•which  said  Rollett  was  riding  in  connection  with  the  performance  of 
Ids  duties,  and  through  the  improper  handling  of  the  cable  attached 
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to  said  car,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  reown- 
mendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  following  amendment: 

In  line  6  of  printed  bill,  the  word  "  ten  "  be  striken  out  and  the 
word  "five"  be  substituted  therefor,  so  as  to  read  "five  thousand 
dollars,"  and  that  the  facts  in  said  case  are  as  hereinafter  more  fully 
set  forth;  and  further  says  that  favorable  action  has  been  reoHn- 
mended  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor.

Dear  Sib  :  Referring  to  the  comniittee's  letter  of  the  11th  Instant,  Inclosing  t 
copy  of  H.  R.  20620,  for  the  relief  of  Theodore  E.  Rollett,  I  beg  to  state  thit 
Mr.  Rollett,  while  serving  as  quartermaster  on  the  light-house  tender  MariffoU, 
was  severely  injured  by  the  overturning  of  the  tramway  car  at  the  Two  Harbors 
Light  Station,  Minnesota,  his  spine  being  broken.  It  was  not  expected  that  he 
would  survive,  and  his  recovery  was  miraculous.  He  has  now  no  use  erf  his 
lower  limbs,  and  is  confined  continually  to  a  wheel  chair,  and  has  no  means  of 
obtaining  a  livelihood. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  for  his  relief  is  a  Just  one,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  passed.

Theodore  E.  Rollett,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that  he  Is  22  years  of 
age  and  that  on  July  31,  1907,  was  working  as  quartermaster  on  the  ll^thooie 
tender  Marigold,  Capt  Walnwright  B.  Cummlngs  being  master.  That  on  said 
day  your  deponent  was  engaged  in  unloading  coal  in  bags  at  Two  Harbors  LigJit- 
ho'use,  Two  Harbors,  Minn.;  that  there  was  a  narrow-gauged  track  several 
hundred  feet  in  length — a  portion  of  which  ran  over  a  trestle  some  18  feet  abo^ 
the  rocks — which  ran  from  the  dock  where  the  scow  laid  from  which  th^  were 
unloading  the  cial,  up  to  the  lighthouse.  Upon  said  track  a  car  ran  which  car- 
ried the  bags  of  coal  from  the  dock  to  the  lighthouse,  said  car  being  drawn  by 
a  rope  which  ran  over  a  windlass  at  the  lighthouse  end,  said  windlass  bdng 
turned  by  steam  power. 

That  on  said  day  your  deponent  and  six  other  members  of  the  crew  of  SRld 
Mangold  had  just  unloaded  said  car  at  the  lighthouse  and  were  riding  back  in 
the  empty  car  to  the  dock  with  the  empty  bags  to  load  up  again  when  said  car 
jumped  the  track  as  it  was  starting  down  the  steepest  part  of  the  incline  toward 
the  dock,  fell  from  the  trestle  and  plunged  some  18  feet  to  the  rocks  beneath: 
that  just  as  said  car  left  the  track  some  one  of  its  occupants  cried  "  The  car  is 
oflf  the  track,"  and  your  deponent,  to  save  himself,  jumped  from  the  car  to  the 
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rocks  benejith.    But  tlie  car  In  Its  descent  turned  turtle  and  its  edge  fell  across 
your  deponent's  back,  thereby  breaking  his  back  and  Injuring  him  internally. 

That  your  deponent  was  taken  to  the  Two  Harbors  Hospital,  where  he  was 
attended  by  Doctors  Enauff  and  Shaw,  who  operated  upon  your  deponent,  re- 
moving, as  your  deponent  is  informed  and  believes,  a  portion  of  his  backbone. 
That  since  said  accident  your  deponent  has  been  in  a  helpless  condition,  being 
paralyzed  from  his  waist  down,  unable  to  walk,  and  being  compelled  to  sit  in  a 
chair  all  day  and  not  being  able  to  get  in  or  out  of  the  same  without  assistance. 
And  on  account  of  his  helpless  condition,  as  aforesaid,  your  deponent  is  unable 
to  do  anything  toward  earning  a  livelihood  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon  his 
relations  for  support.  That  your  deponent*s  family  is  poor  and  is  hardly  able 
to  care  for  him  in  his  present  condition.  That  your  deponent  is  informed  and 
believes  that  he  will  never  be  able  to  walk  again  and  will  always  be  in  the  same 
helpless  condition  in  which  he  is  at  present. 

That  your  deponent  was  guilty  of  no  negligence  in  the  premises;  was  never 
informed  that  it  was  dangerous  to  ride  in  said  car,  nor  ordered  not  so  to  do. 
That  said  track,  as  your  deponent  is  Informed  and  believes,  was  in  a  poor  and 
faulty  condition,  which  occasioned  the  car  to  jump  the  track.  Furthermore, 
your  deponent  Is  informed  and  believes  that  the  cable  attached  to  the  car,  as 
it  descended  from  the  lighthouse,  was  permitted  to  unwind  from  the  windlass 
too  rapidly  and  to  become  slack,  so  that  the  car  when  it  reached  the  steepest 
part  of  the  descent  jumped  forward,  and  for  this  reason  and  on  account  of  the 
poor  condition  of  said  track,  as  aforesaid,  left  the  rails  and  fell,  as  aforesaid. 

That  your  deponent  had  been  employed  on  said  lighthouse  tender  Marigold 
on  three  different  occasions.  He  was  first  employed,  to  wit,  from  June  1  to 
September  12,  1905,  as  coal  passer,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  The  second 
time  your  deponent  worked  all  summer  as  a  deck  hand  up  to  January,  1907, 
and  was  discharged  at  his  own  request.  The  third  time  your  deponent  was 
employed  as  quartermaster,  as  aforesaid,  his  duties  ending  with  the  accident 
above  described.    And  further  your  deponent  saith  not.

In  this  case  claim  is  made  for  pei*sonal  injuries  received  while

An  investigation  was  made  by  the  Treasury  Department, 
through  the  custcKlian  of  the  building  and  private  statements  sub- 
mitted from  employees  in  the  post  office  who  were  eyewitnesses.    On

behalf  of  the  claimant  evidence  was  filed  from  three  leading  physi- 
cians of  Kansas  City  and  from  three  employees  of  the  post  office  wlo 
were  eyewitnesses.  The  statements  of  the  eyewitnesses  a^ree  in  »11 
important  particulars.  It  seems  that  Moynihan  was  employed  as  a 
laborer  and  his  duty  was  to  take  hea^y  trucks  loaded  with  mail  mat- 
ter from  the  first,  or'  main,  floor  of  the  post-office  building  to  the 
basement  for  distribution.  For  this  purpose  an  ordinary  fi*eigLi 
elevator  was  used.  The  elevator  was  provided  with  a  safety  gate, 
but  it  seems  that  this  gate  was  not  automatic  and  was  habitually  left 
open.  On  the  occasion  of  the  injury  it  seems  that  Moynihan  was  en- 
gaged in  his  duty  taking  a  heavy  truck  load  of  mail  from  the  fii-st  flo(»r 
to  the  basement.  He  ^ot  behind  the  truck,  and  stooping  down  to 
push  it  on  account  of  its  heavy  weight  he  rolled  it  toward  the  ele- 
vator shaft.  WTien  it  reached  the  sliaft  the  elevator  platform  wa- 
not  in  place  opposite  the  first  floor,  and  the  result  was  the  tnick  of 
mail  fell  into  the  shaft,  dragging  Moynihan  with  it.  He  fell  about 
16  feet,  and  the  results  have  been  a  permanent  paralysis  of  hi?  left 
arm  and  shoulder  and  a  deformity  of  his  right  hand  and  the  {)erma- 
iient  crippling  of  his  left  leg.  The  injuries  are  of  so  permanent  i 
nature  as  to  utterly  unfit  him  for  any  kind  of  labor,  and  make  hini 
wholly  dependent,  incapacitated,  and  impoverished.  Three  of  tl»e 
employees  of  the  past  office  testify  that  the  elevator  was  in  a  defective 
condition,  and  stopped  and  started  of  its  own  motion,  without  warn- 
ing and  without  the  help  of  anyone.  On  the  other  hand,  in  evidence, 
consisting  mainly  of  a  statement  of  the  man  who  was  charged  with 
the  duty  of  keeping  the  elevator  in  repair,  that  the  elevator  was  in 
good  repair.  The  custodian,  however,  in  his  report  to  the  Treasury 
Department  states  that  one  employee,  named  A.  W.  Koehler.  puUe«l 
the  rope  and  lowered  the  elevator  car  at  the  time  or  immediately  pre- 
ceding Moynihan's  fall.  This  shows  why  the  elevator  car  was  not 
in  place  opposite  the  first  floor  where  Moynihan  supposed  it  wa>. 
The  claimant  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Government  for  more 
than  five  years  and  has  been  a  faithful  and  efficient  employee.  Hi^ 
record  is  excellent,  and  there  is  no  charge  made  that  he  was  carele>^ 
or  inattentive  in  his  duties.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  instructions,  I  hereby  respectfully  report  regarding  an 
accident  that  occurred  In  the  mail  lift  in  the  workroom  of  the  i>ost  office  de- 
partment, by  which  John  Monyhan,  a  laborer  in  the  post  office  department,  was 
injured,  about  5.30  p.  m.  of  January  18,  1907. 

I  took  the  statements  of  six  men.  who  claimed  to  have  seen  the  accident, 
which  were  as  follows : 

William  H.  Vance  said  that  he  saw  Monyhan  push  a  truck  loaded  with  mail 
into  the  elevator  shaft  from  the  mail-room  floor,  while  the  elevator  was  down  or 
nearly  down  to  the  lower  landing.  That  Monyhan  held  on  to  the  truck  and 
was  drawn  down  by  it.  He  heard  no  signal.  That  the  safety  door  to  the  elevator 
was  not  used,  and  that  it  has  not  been  used  regularly.  That  the  accident  oc- 
curred at  5.30  p.  m. 

R.  N.  Mayor  said  that  he  heard  Monyhan  yell  and  saw  him  fall  into  the 
sliaft ;  that  the  elevator  was  down,  or  nearly  so ;  that  Monyhan  was  drawn  into 
the  shaft  by  holding  on  to  the  truck;  that  the  accident  occurred  between  5.20 
and  5.30  p.  m.  That  the  safety  door  at  the  top  landing  was  movable,  but  was 
not  used;  that  he  has  seen  it  pulled  up  and  down  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 
it  was  in  working  order;  and  that  it  was  always  found  to  work  easily. 

J.  M.  Bosier,  W.  J.  Warner,  and  J.  S.  Erwin  stated  substantially  the  same  as 
did  Vance  and  Mayor. 

Elmer  Stewart  said  that  the  elevator  was  at  the  top  landing  and  descended 
w^hile  Monyhan  was  in  the  act  of  pushing  the  loaded  truck  onto  it.  He  heard 
no  signal.    That  the  safety  door  is  used  only  directly  after  accidents. 

A,  W.  Koehler  was  the  man  that  pulled  the  vo\)e  and  lowered  the  elevator  car 
at  the  time  or  immediately  preceding  Monyhan*s  fall.  Koehler  said  that  he  had 
let  the  elevator  down  and  was  preparing  to  push  a  truck  of  mail  onto  it  when 
he  saw  a  truck  project  over  from  the  upper  landing  and  fall.  That  he  pushed 
the  bell  at  the  time  of  lowering  the  elevator. 

Mr.  George  B.  Rice,  inspector  of  electrical  and  mechanical  engineering,  and 
myself  examined  the  safety  door  at  the  top  landing  and  the  elevator  and  found 
them  both  in  good  working  order.  However,  the  door  is  not  automatic.  Our 
investigation  disclosed  that  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  code  of 
signals  posted  at  the  lower  landing,  careful  obsen^ation  of  which  might  have 
prevented  the  accident.

6572)  for  the  relief  of  Robert  Coggan,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment: 

In  line  6  strike  out  the  words  "  five  thousand,"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "  one  thousand  five  himdred." 

This  is  a  claim  presented  by  Robert  Coggan,  the  dependent  father 
of  Clifford  J.  Coggan,  who  was  killed  by  a  premature  explosion  of 
dynamite  while  in  the  employ  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission. 
Mav  22,  1908. 

The  report  of  the  commission  shows  that  the  explosion  was  caused 
by  lightnmg  striking  the  wires  connecting  with  the  lead. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  deceased  met  his  death  a  few  days 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  statute  providing  for  compensation  to 
parties  injured  or  their  dependent  relatives,  if  killed  while  engaged 
m  hazardous  employment  in  the  service  of  the  Canal  Commission. 
Had  the  accident  happened  two  weeks  later  the  dependent  father 
would  have  been  awarded  under  this  act  an  amount  equal  to  one 
year's  pay  to  the  deceased,  which  in  this  case  was  $1,500. 

It  is  obvious  that  justice  and  equity  require  that  this  claimant 
should  be  compensated  as  is  now  provided  by  law.  This  will  be  ac- 
complished by  the  passage  of  the  bill  as  amended. 


[H.  R.  19702,  Blxty-second  Congress,  second  session.] 
A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  James  J.  Peeney. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Siafc* 
of  American  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty 
five  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  ^ 
United  States  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  payment  to  James  J. 
Feeney,  or  his  dependent  parents,  as  compensation  for  injuries  reeelred,  ih* 
result  of  an  accident  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  on  May  twenty-fourtli.  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ten,  while  in  discharge  of  duty,  without  fault  on  his  pir^' 
being  a  sum  equal  to  one  year's  pay  at  the  compensation  he  was  being  paid  at 
the  time  the  accident  occurred. 
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Mr.  Cantrill,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing rej>ort  (to  accompanj[  19702) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
19702)  for  the  relief  of  James  J.  Feeney,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  fhat  it  do  pass  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment: 

In  line  6,  after  the  word  "  Feeney,"  add  "  or  his  dependent  parents.-' 

This  bill  is  for  the  relief  of  James  J.  Feeney,  who  was  injured  while 
at  work  on  the  battleship  Florida  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  on  the 
24th  of  May,  1910,  which  injury  resulted  in  a  fractured  skull  and  con- 
cussion of  the  brain.  Young  Feeney  was  permanently  injured  and 
his  injury  caused  great  expense  to  be  entailed  upon  his  family,  who 
are  in  very  moderate  circumstances.  Since  the  committee  has  had 
this  bill  under  consideration  Mr.  Feeney  has  died,  and  we  herewith 
incorporate  a  letter  from  his  father,  Patrick  Feeney,  of  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  praying  this  committee  for  immediate  relief,  so  that  he  can 
pav  doctors'  bflls  and  funeral  expenses  of  his  son. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  in  the  case  the  committee  considers  this  is 
a  very  meritorious  claim,  and  earnestly  recommends  its  passage.

Patrick  Feei\ey,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  That  he  is  the  father  of 
the  above-named  James  J.  Feeney.  That  my  son  James  J.  Feeney  was  Injured 
while  at  worlc  on  the  battleship  Florida,  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  on  the 
24th  day  of  May,  1910,  and  was  taken  to  the  Cumberland  Street  Hospital  in 
Brooklyn,  suffering  from  a  fractured  skull  and  concussion  of  the  brain,  and 
although  he  returned  to  his  work  in  the  navy  yard  on  September  12,  1910,  he 
was  obliged  to  give  up  working  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  1911,  owing  to  the 
after  effects  of  the  injury  received  by  him,  as  more  fully  shown  by  the  affidavit 
of  Dr.  Francis  C.  Vogt,  which  is  hereto  annexed.  That  under  the  rules  of  the 
I>epartment  of  Commerce  and  Labor  he  was  Compensated  for  the  time  he  was 
away  from  his  work,  between  May  24  and  September  12,  but  since  that  time 
and  since  he  was  obliged  to  lay  off,  on  July  9,  1911,  he  has  received  no  compensa- 
tion, although  the  injury  with  which  he  met  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1910,  is  of 
a  permanent  nature,  and  deponent  has  been  informed  by  the  doctors  who  have 
attended  him  that  he  will  never  be  able  to  work  again,  owing  to  the  aforesaid 
injury  to  his  head.  Deponent  has  been  obliged  to  keep  his  son  constantly  in 
the  care  of  a  doctor,  and  up  to  the  present  time  has  paid  out  about  $300  for 
medical  attendance.

I  herewith  submit  certain  papers  as  evidence  in  the  claim  of  Jani«s  J. 
Feeney  (H.  R.  19702).  who  met  with  an  accident  at  the  Brooklyn  Xary  Yard 
May  24,  1910,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  At  the  time  of  the  accident 
young  Feeney  was  employed  as  "  boy  in  the  yard."  at  the  rate  of  $1.04  a  day. 
Part  of  his  duty  was  that  of  carrying  water  to  the  workmen.  While  in  the 
performance  of  that  duty,  on  May  24.  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  climb  a  lad- 
der to  get  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  FJoHda.  The  ladder  broke,  throwing  younp 
Feeney  to  the  ground.  On  examination  it  was  found  that  he  had  a  fractured 
skull,  four  broken  ribs,  and  a  rupture.  He  was  taken  to  the  Cumberland 
Street  Hospital  and  confined  there  until  June  18,  1910.  I  herewith  submit  let- 
ter from  hospital.  Young  Feeney  was  anxious  to  return  to  work,  as  his  iiarent? 
are  very  poor,  his  father  being  a  laborer.  He  realized  that  they  were  in  need 
of  his  small  income.  He  was  put  at  easy  work  on  his  return,  at  which  he  re- 
mained for  four  months,  when  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  give  up  and  again 
go  under  the  doctor's  care.  The  parents  of  Feeney  have  received  ^96  from  the 
Government  in  payment  for  the  time  he  was  absent  during  the  year  following 
the  accident.  In  July,  1911.  Feeney  was  in  such  poor  physical  condition  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  go  under  medical  treatment  and  remain  under  the  doctor's 
care  for  several  months.  The  expense  was  such  a  strain  on  the*  parents  that 
they — or,  at  least,  the  mother — wrote  a  letter  to  the  department,  making  a 
plea  for  further  compensation.  Under  date  of  October  25,  1911,  Hon.  B.  S. 
Cable.  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  ll#abor,  answered 
the  letter,  stating  '*  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May 
30,  1908,  paj'ment  of  compensation  can  not  be  authorized  for  a  period  in  excesj? 
of  one  year  from  the  date  when  the  incapacity  began,  which  in  this  cas^  wa*^ 
May  24,  1910;  and  as  Mr.  Feeney's  second  May  off'  occurred  after  May  24. 
1911,  I  regret  to  say  that  no  further  compensation  can  be  authorized  in  his 
case."     I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  copy  of  this  letter  filed  with  the  bill. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  young  Feeney  is  apt  to  be  a  physical  wreck  for  the 
rest  of  his  days,  certain  to  be  such  for  the  next  two  years  (see  SAvorn  state- 
ment of  his  father,  Patrick  Feeney,  corroborated  by  the  sworn  statement  of 
the  attending  physician.  Dr.  Francis  G.  Vogt),  I  respectfully  ^>etition  .the 
committee  for  their  favorable  consideration  of  this  bill,  calling,  as  it  does,  for 
but  $325.52,  a  sum  equal  to  one  year's  pay.

12  and  remaining  at  work  until  July  9,  1911,  since  which  date  he  has  been 
absent.  The  record  also  shows  that  for  the  time  lost  between  May  24,  1910, 
and  September  11,  1910,  compensation  has  been  paid  under  this  department'* 
approval,  dated  July  6,  1910. 

I  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  May  30,  1908,  payment  of  compensation  can  not  be  authorized  for  a  pe- 
riod in  excess  of  one  year  from  the  date  when  the  incapacity  began,  which  in 
this  case  was  May  24,  1910,  and  as  Mr.  Feeney*s  second  "  lay  off "  occurred 
after  May  24,  1911,  I  regret  to  say  that  no  further  compensation  can  be  author- 
ized in  his  case.

A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  Stanley  J.  Morrow. 

Be  it  enaeted  hy  the  Senate  and  Houac  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury-  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  to  Stanley  J.  Morrow,  formerly  of  Dakota  Territory-,  but  now 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and  sixty- 
five  cents,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in  full 
Batlsfaction  for  one  buildiiig  and  photograph  nuiterials  and  other  property  and 
damages  to  business  resulting  from  the  appropriation  of  said  property  by  the 
War  Department,  at  Fort  Custer,  Montana,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  and  eighteen  hundre<i  and  seventy-nine. 

Mr.  Francis,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ingreport  (to  accompany  H.  R.  14744) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
14744)  for  the  relief  of  Stanley  J.  Morrow,  having  considered  the 
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same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendment: 

In  lines  5  and  6,  strike  out  the  words  "  three  thousand  four  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  f ortv-eight "  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
"  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and  sixty-five." 

Your  committee  havinff  had  under  consideration  H.  R.  14744,  for 
the  relief  of  Stanley  J.  Morrow,  submits  the  following: 

This  claim  arises  by  reason  of  certain  property  being  taken  by  the 
United  States  Army  at  Fort  Custer,  Dak.,  in  the  year  1880.  This 
property  consisted  of  a  building  and  certain  photographic  machinery, 
which  building  was  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Army.  The  Armv 
officers  claim  that  they  thought  the  building  had  been  abandoned 
but  admitted  that  they  took  possesion  of  same,  improved  it,  and  used 
it  for  Army  purposes.  This  claim  has  been  repeatedly  introiiuoed  and 
was  favorably  reported  in  the  Fiftieth  Congress,  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  it  pass  and  that  he  be  allowed  $498.45,  which  was  the  item- 
ized amount  of  his  loss  as  stated  by  himself.  The  officer  commanding 
at  Fort  Custer,  however,  states  that  the  claimant's  loss  would  not 
amount  to  more  than  $163.65.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
from  the  evidence  the  claimant  owned  the  building  in  question  and 
that  the  United  States  Government  took  it  and  appropriated  it  to  its 
own  use,  and  that  his  loss  should  be  compensated  for  in  the  amount 
stated  above. 

There  is  attached  hereto  Report  No.  2875,  Fiftieth  Congress,  first 
session,  which  is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 


The  Committee  on  War  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  House  bill  7993,  submit 
the  following  report: 

It  appears  from  the  evidence  submitted  that  in  the  year  1880  the  petitioner, 
S.  J.  Morrow,  erected  a  building  and  established  a  photograph  gallery  at  Fort 
Custer,  in  Dakota  Territory;  that  the  post  was  then  under  the  comniand  of 
J.  W.  Davidson,  colonel  in  command  of  cavalryr  It  appears  that  S.  J.  Morrow 
made  application  to  establish  this  gallery,  and  that  the  same  was  erected  with 
the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  military  authorities,  but  after  the  biiUdfn? 
had  been  used  for  a  time  S.  J.  Morrow  was  called  away  on  account  of  the  sick- 
ness of  his  wife,  and  in  his  absence  the  property  was  taken  [possession  of  by  the 
military  authorities  and  used  for  military  purposes;  subsequently  Mr,  Morrow 
returned  and  demanded  pay  for  his  property,  claiming  that  it  was  worth  the 
following  sums,  which  he  claimed  to  have  paid  out  : 

Paid  carpenter $181.00 

Paid  assistant  cari)enter 112.00 

Paid  for  sawing  and  hauling  logs 59.50 

Paid  for  sawing  and  hauling  logs 73. 25 

Paid  laborers 24. 50 

Paid  for  sash,  doors,  glass,  etc 4T.  60 

498,45 

Mr.  Morrow  presented  his  claim  for  damages  to  the  quartermaster,  aud  a 
controversy  arose  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Government  upon  the  ground  that 
the  building  was  erected  on  a  '*  Government  reservation."  And  the  military 
authorities  also  contended  that  the  Government  teams  hauled  some  of  the  lum- 
ber, and  It  was  further  claimed  that  the  property  had  been  abandoned  by 
Mr.  Morrow. 

Mr.  Morrow  not  only  claimed  the  amount  of  money  he  had  i)aid  out,  but  In- 
sisted that  he  was  entitled  to  a  large  sum  of  money  for  damages,  all  of  which 
the  quartermaster  refused  to  pay. 
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The  evidence  most  clearly  establishes  the  fact  that  Mr.  Morrow  paid  out 
money  for  this  property  and  that  afterwards  the  Government  toolc  possession 
of  and  used  it  and  has  not  paid  for  it ;  and  the  buildings  were  erected  on  the 
(lovenmient  reservation  with  the  knowledge  of  the  military  officials,  they  giving 
some  assistance.  We  recommend  that  no  damages  be  .paid,  but  recommend 
that  Mr.  Morrow  be  paid  the  sum  of  $498.45,  the  amount  of  money  he  paid  out. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 


[H.  R.  22377,  Sijcty -second  Congress,  second  session.] 
A  BILL  To  carry  out  the  flndhigs  of  the  Court  of  Claims  In  the  case  of  James  H.  Dennis. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
ataies  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
l>e,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  pay  to  the  personal  representative  of  James  H. 
Dennis  the  sum  of  twenty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars, 
being  the  sum  found  by  the  Court  of  Claims  to  be  due  to  him  by  reason  of  cer- 
tain contracts  for  the  improvement  of  the  Tennessee  River. 

Mr.  Cantrill,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  22377) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
22:177)  to  carry  out  the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  the  case 
of  James  H.  Dennis,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with 
a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  committee  begs  leave  to  report  as  part  of  its  conclusions  Re- 
port No.  1792,  House  of  Representatives,  in  the  Fifty-eighth  Con- 
gress, second  session.  This  report  gives  a  full  history  of  this  claim 
and  shows  its  justice  beyond  any  controversy.  Since  this  report  was 
filed  in  the  Fifty-eighth  Congress  this  claim  was  passed  through 
the  Senate  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress,  but  for  lack  of  time  failed 
of  passage  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  widow  of  Mr.  James  H.  Dennis  is  personally  known  to  Mr. 
Cantrill,  of  the  Committee  on  Claims.  She  is  in  advanced  years 
and  has  greatly  suffered  by  the  injustice  that  has  been  done  her  in 
withholding  the  amount  of  money  asked  for  in  this  bill.  Her  hus- 
band was  financially  ruined  by  the  failure  of  the  Government  to  pay 
him  what  was  justly  due  him.  In  accordance  with  the  finding  of 
the  Court  of  Claims  and  of  numerous  favorable  reports  in  both 
branches  of  Congress  the  Committee  on  Claims  recommends  the 
passage  of  H.  R.  22377.  There  has  never  been  in  any  Congress  an 
adverse  report  of  this  claim. 


[House  Report  No.  1792,  Pif ty-eighl li  Congress,  second  session.] 

Tlie  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  tlie  bill  (H.  R.  8118)  to 
carry  out  the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  the  case  of  James  H.  Dennis, 
beg  leave  to  report  the  bill  bacic  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  '*  twenty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  ' 
thirty-eight "  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "  twenty-six  thousand  five  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,"  and  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  necessity  of  the  proposed  amendment  arises  simply  from  an  error  in 
addition,  and  the  bill  should  have  carried  the  sum  of  $26,538. 

The  committee,  through  a  subcommittee  of  its  members,  has  made  a  complete 
examination  not  only  of  the  findings  of  fact  reported  by  the  Court  of  Claims, 
but  of  the  history  of  the  case,  and  ascertained  that  the  above  amount  is  justly 
due  the  claimant. 

The  case  arises  out  of  certain  contracts  made  by  the  Government  of  the 
Ignited  States  with  James  H.  Dennis  for  the  improvement  of  the  Tennessee 
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lUver,  which  were  made  between  October,  1868,  and  April,  1872.  Mr.  D«mis 
expended  a  large  amount  of  money  in  carrying  out  the  contracts,  and  as  a  re- 
sult of  not  being  paid  by  the  Government  lost  his  entire  fortune.  He  made 
numerous  efforts  to  have  his  claim  adjusted,  and  the  War  Department  referwd 
the  matter  to  a  board  of  Army  officers,  who  reported  adversely  to  his  claims 
but  Gen.  Weitzel,  who  represented  the  United  States  in  making  tlie  origtual 
contracts,  while  deciding  against  Mr.  Dennis  on  legal  grounds,  says  in  his  r^ 
port : 

"  Notwithstanding  all  that  I  have  above  said,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  Mr.  Den- 
nis is  financially  ruined,  and  that  many  innocent  persons  who  assisted  him  In 
the  prosecution  of  his  work,  and  to  whom  he  is  Indebted,  will  suffer  heavily. 
It  would  therefore  afford  me  the  greatest  pleasure  if  the  Government  would  in 
some  manner  grant  such  relief  as  its  generosity  may  suggest.'* 

Mr.  Dennis  then  appealed  to  Congress.  In  March,  1884,  a  bill  was  introdui^ii 
into  Congress  for  the  relief  of  James  Harvey  Dennis  in  respect  of  work  done  by 
him  in  the  improvement  of  the  Tennessee  River  between  October,  18CS,  and 
April,  1872.  This  bill  was  referred  on  July  6,  1884,  by  the  House  of  Reprei^n- 
tatives,  under  the  Bowman  Act.  to  the  Court  of  Claims.  The  claimant's  n^ii- 
tion  was  filed  in  that  court  on  the  1st  of  November,  1884  (No.  147). 

The  Government  moved  to  dismiss  the  petition  for  want  of  jurisdiction  in  the 
Court  of  Claims  on  the  ground  that  the  claim,  being  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations,  could  not  be  referred  under  the  liowman  Act.  This  motion  wns 
overruled  on  February  2,  1885.    (C.  Cls.,  R.  XX,  p.  120.) 

Issue  was  joined  and  the  claimant  and  the  Government  severally  introdu'^ed 
a  large  amount  of  evidence  in  support  of  and  in  opposition  to  the  claim. 

The  case  having  been  argued  and  submitted  was,  on  June  4.  18^8,  dismissed 
for  want  of  jurisdiction  in  the  ('ourt  of  Claims,  on  the  ground  that  the  claim 
being  for  unliquidated  damages  could  not  be  referred  under  the  Bowman  Act 

C.  Cls.,  R.  XXIII,  324.) 

In  the  meanwhile  the  act  of  March  3,  1887.  known  as  tlie  Tucker  Act,  had 
been  passed.  On  September  19,  1888,  another  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  claimant 
was  introduced  in  the  Senate,  and  on  September  29,  1888,  was  referred  by  that 
body  to  the  Court  of  Claims  under  the  Tucker  Act.  The  claimant  filed  in  the 
court  a  new  petition  on  the  5th  of  October,  1888  (No.  6530).  On  December  S. 
1888,  a  motion  was  made  to  dismiss  the  new  case  (No.  6530)  for  want  of  juris- 
diction, which  was  denied  on  December  13,  1888.  The  case  was  argued  Febm- 
arj^  13.  14,  and  10,  1889,  and  finally  submitted  to  the  court  on  February  19,  18^. 
On  December  9,  1889,  the  court  filed  its  findings.  On  January  4,  1890,  a  motion 
was  made  by  the  claimant  for  a  new  trial.  On  March  3,  1890,  the  Conrt  of 
Claims  filed  amended  findings,  a  certified  copy  of  which  was  transmitted  to  the 
Senate  on  March  7,  1890. 

The  findings  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  favor  of  the  claimant  for  work  per- 
formed and  not  paid  for  were  in  effect  as  follows :

In  the  trial  of  the  case  in  the  Court  of  Claims  the  United  States  took  the 
testimony  of  Maj.  Overman  and  Maj.  Adams,  two  of  the  officers  of  the  Engi- 
neer Corps  employed  on  the  Tennessee  River  improvement.  It  introduced  al?*^ 
the  evidence  of  Maj.  Overman  given  before  the  board  of  Army  officers  who 
were  appointed  to  report  upon  that  work,  as  also  the  evidence  of  Gen.  Welt 
zel,  of  the  Engineer  Corps,  with  whom  Dennis  originally  contracted.  The  CfO^- 
ernment  also  introduced  in  evidence  report  made  by  Maj.  McFarland,  of  the 
Corps  of  P^ngineers,  to  the  board  of  Army  Officers.  He  had  been  in  charge  of  the 
work  for  a  part  of  the  time.  The  Government,  therefore,  through  these  and 
other  witnesses,  had  the  benefit  of  a  full  detail  of  all  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  work  of  the  improvement  of  the  Tennessee  Ri^«" 
from  its  commencement,  and  was  represented  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
United  States,  through  his  assistant. 
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The  work  done  by  Dennis  was  nt  various  points  on  the  river,  and  involved  tlie 
introduction  of  a  !?reat  deal  of  data,  and  the  total  claim  was  for  $259,700.  The 
Court  of  Claims  in  its  finding  made  a  voluminous  report,  both  of  the  items  al- 
lowed and  those  disallowed,  and  the  report  not  having  been  printed  there 
resulted  some  apparent  0l)scuriti€s  in  the  findings  of  the  court.  In  order  that 
there  might  be  no  misconcei)tion  of  the  items  found  in  favor  of  Mr.  Dennis,  a 
letter  was  addressed  to  Chief  Justice  C.  C.  Nott,  of  the  Court  of  Claims,  by  Mr. 
James  Ix)wndes,  one  of  the  counsel  of  Mr.  Dennis,  who  tried  the  cose,  and  in 
reply  thereto  the  chief  justice  gives,  in  a  letter  under  date  of  Mnrch  10.  1904, 
a  succinct  statement  of  the  items  allowed  by  the  court,  which  corresponds  ex- 
actly with  the  various  items  found  by  the  committee,  upon  examination,  to  be 
contained  in  the  findings  of  the  court  as  originally  filed  with  the  United  States 
Senate.    A  copy  of  Judge  Nott's  letter  is  herewith  inserted : 

February  10,  1904. 

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  inquiries  relative  to  certain  obscurities  in  the 
report  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  the  case  of  James  H.  Dennis,  filed  March  3, 
1890,  I  am  constrained  to  say  that  only  two  of  the  judges  who  were  on  the 
bench  at  the  time  the  case  was  tried  are  now  living,  and  that  this  communica- 
tion must  be  considered  as  my  individual  act.  and  not  that  of  the  court. 

As  the  court  made  an  immensfj  reduction  in  the  claims  brought  before  it  in 
this  suit.  It  was  deemed  more  just  to  the  claimant  to  set  forth  in  the  report  to 
Congress  both  the  amounts  allowed  and  disallowed,  so  that  if  Congress  saw 
fit  they  would  have  the  facts  before  them  which  would  enable  them  to  make  a 
iarger  allowance  to  the  claimant  than  the  court  has  done.  Unfortunately,  the 
course  pursued  made  the  findings  almost  hopelessly  voluminous,  and  the  details 
of  what  was  claimed  by  the  claimant  and  allowed  by  the  court  have  caused 
the  obscurities. 

Without  referring  to  the  disallowed  items,  I  will  briefly  simimarlze  those 
which  were  allowed: 

Finding  IT — Of  work  done  at  a  point  on  the  Tennessee  River  known  as 
Suck  Bar,  the  claimant  was  pnld  for  25,170.85  cubic  yards  of  exca- 
vation, but  was  not  paid  for  4.199  cubic  yards,  which  the  court  finds  to 
be  reasonably  worth  $3.75  per  cubic  yard,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  __  $15,  740 
Finding  VII T. — At  a  point  on  the  Tennessee  River  known  as  Boiling  Pot 
the  claimant  excavated  13,500  cubic  yards  of  rock,  for  which  he  was 
paid.  In  the  fall  of  1871  he  further  excavated  2.400  cubic  yards  at 
said  point,  for  which  he  was  not  paid,  and  which  the  court  finds  to  be 
reasonably  worth  $1.50  j>er  cubic  yard,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 3,600 

Finding  IX. — At  a  point  on  the  Tennessee  River  known  as  Rock  Island 
tlie  claimant  was  paid  for  2.000  cubic  yards  of  riprap,  but  was  not 
paid  for  400  cubic  yards,  which  the  court  finds  to  be  reasonably 
Ti'orth  $2.25  per  cubic  yard,  amoimtlng  to 900 

F*inding  TX, — In  consequence  of  an  erroneous  system  of  computation  of 
tlie  qi;antltle8  and  for  work  paid  for  at  a  point  on  the  Tennessee 
River  known  as  Colbert  Shoals,  but  at  $1.05  per  cubic  yard  Iosf  than 
the  contract  price,  the  court  finds  the  amount  due  to  the  claimant 
to  be... 2, 408 

Finding  X. — For  riprap  masonry  at  a  point  on  the  Tennessee  River 
known  as  Colbert  Island,  for  which  the  claimant  was  not  paid  in  con- 
S€*qnence  of  an  erroneous  system  of  computation  of  the  quantities 
and  for  work  paid  for  at  the  same  place,  but  at  less  than  the  contract 
price,  the  court  finds  due  to  the  claimant  the  sum  of 2,700 

Finding  XI f. — In  consequence  of  an  erroneous  system  of  computation  of 
tlie  quantities,  the  court  finds  that  there  Is  due  the  claimant  for  rip- 
rap masonry  done  at  point  on  the  Tennessoe  River  known  as  Bee 
Tree  Shoals  the  sum  of 1,178

Subsequent  to  the  filing  of  the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Claims  a  bill  was 
introduced  In  Congress  "  to  carry  out  the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Claims." 
Tills  bill  was  reported  favorably  to  the  Senate.  Report  No.  830.  Fifty-first  Con- 
gress, first  session,  and  a  similar  bill  was  favorably  reported  in  the  Fifty-second 
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Congress,  first  session,  Report  No.  512.  In  the  Fifty-fifth  Congress,  second  ses- 
sion, an  appropriation  for  James  H.  Dennis  was  embraced  in  the  Senate  om- 
nibus bill,  favorable  Report  No.  544,  and  in  the  same  Congress  was  favorably 
reported  in  the  House,  Report  No.  595. 

The  bill  as  a  separate  measure  passed  the  Senate  in  the  Fifty-first  Congress, 
first  session,  and  in  the  Fifty-second  Congress,  first  session,  and  this  claim,  with 
others,  passed  the  Senate  in  the  omnibus  bill.  Fifty-first  Congress,  second  ses- 
sion. In  the  House  of  Representatives,  Senate  bill  for  the  payment  of  James 
H.  Dennis  was  favorably  reported,  Fifty-first  Congress,  first  session.  Report 
Ko.  2592,  and  also  in  the  Fifty-second  Congress,  second  session.  Report  No.  160L 
A  House  bill  for  the  same  purpose  in  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  second  session, 
was  favorably  reported;  also  In  the  Fifty-fourth  Congress,  first  session.  Report 
No.  639,  and  in  the  Fifty-fifth  Congress,  second  session.  Report  No.  313. 

The  committee,  to  fully  satisfy  itself  that  no  further  payments  had  been 
made  since  that  of  $19,2^.79,  this  being  the  total  amount  of  retained  percent- 
age, wrote  to  the  War  Department  for  Information  as  to  any  other  payments, 
and  received  in  reply  a  letter  stating  that  their  records  do  not  show  any  sob- 
sequent  payments.  The  War  Department,  through  Brig.  Gen.  Mackenzie,  goes 
on  to  state  in  its. letter  of  February  26,  1904,  the  conclusion  that  full  justice 
had  been  done  to  Mr.  Dennis  by  the  department,  and  inclosed  a  printed  copy 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Claims  as  evidence  of  that  fact  By  a  subse- 
quent letter  from  the  department,  however,  under  date  of  March  17,  1904,  the 
department  states  that  it  had  fallen  into  an  error,  and  was  not  apprised  of  the 
fact  that  subsequent  to  the  findings  of  the  court,  upon  which  its  first  letter  was 
based,  the  case  had  been  referred  by  the  United  States  Senate  to  the  Court  of 
Claims,  under  the  Tucker  Act  of  March  3,  1887,  and  that  the  court,  after  an 
examination  and  trial  of  the  case,  had  reported  its  findings  to  the  Senate,  as- 
certaining the  amount  due  the  claimant. 

The  bill  herewith  reported  is  based  on  these  last  findings,  of  which  the  War 
Department  had  not  been  furnished  a  copy  and  of  which  it  had  no  knowledge 
when  its  first  letter  was  written.  The  two  letters  from  the  War  Department 
dated,  respectively,  February  26,  1904,  and  March  7,  1904,  and  both  bearing 
th  signature  of  Brig.  Gen.  A.  Mackenzie,  Chief  of  Engineers,  the  second  having 
been  written  to  correct  the  mistake  made  in  the  first  are  appended  to  this 
report. 

Upon  a  review  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case  the  committee  finds  the  sum  of 
126,538  as  due  and  owing  for  work  performed  by  Mr.  Dennis  and  not  paid  for, 
and  they  recommend  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  inserting  that  sum  in  place  of 
the  amount  stated  therein,  and  that  the  bill  as  amended  do  pass.

^ir:  1.  I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  the  letter  dated  February  19. 
1904,  from  Hon.  Joseph  V.  Graff,  inclosing  House  bill  8118,  Fifty-eighth  Con- 
gress, second  session,  to  carry  out  the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  the 
case  of  James  H.  Dennis. 

2.  The  records  of  this  office  show  that  on  January  14,  1874,  Maj.  Waltw* 
McFarland,  Corps  of  Engineers,  transmitted  to  B.  H.  Bristow,  attorney,  Louisville. 
Ky..  checks  drawn  in  favor  of  James  H.  Dennis  for  $19,229.79.  the  total  amount 
of  retained  percentage  ascertained  to  be  due  him  for  work  ui)on  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Tennessee  River,  vouchers  for  this  amount  having  been  duly  signed 
by  Mr.  Dennis.  The  vouchers  exhibiting  all  the  particulars  as  to  date,  amount 
etc..  are  filed  in  the  Treasury  Department. 

3.  The  records  of  this  office  do  not  show  that  any  subsequent  payments  have 
been  made  to  Mr.  Dennis  for  work  upon  the  Tennessee  River  improvement- 

4.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  in  1871  claims  of  Mr. 
Dennis  under  his  several  contracts  for  the  improvement  of  the  Tennessee  River 
were  presented  to  this  office,  and,  after  a  full  examination  of  them  by  the 
officers  with  whom  the  contracts  were  made  and  a  thorough  investigation  of  all 
the  facts  of  the  case,  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  they  were  not  well 
founded  and  consequently  should  not  be  allowed,  and  Mr.  Dennis  was  so 
informed  by  letter  from  this  office  March  1.  1872. 

5.  Subsequently  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  Secretary  of  War  by  the 
attorney  for  Mr.  Dennis  and  was  referred  to  the  Assistant  Judge  Advocate 
General,  who  recommended  an  investigation  by  a  board  of  experts  as  the  best 
means  of  procuring  full  and  satisfactory  information  respecting  the  merits  erf 
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the  claim.  Accordingly  a  board  of  officers  was  convened,  which  met  at  Louis- 
ville in  October,  1872,  and,  after  an  investigation  of  all  the  evidence  produced 
and  statements  made  by  both  parties,  a  final  conclusion  was  reached  In  March. 
1873. 

6.  A  brief  history  of  the  claim  of  J.  H.  Dennis  is  given  in  a  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  May  8,  1874,  and  all  papers  pertaining  to  the  claim  have  been 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War  under  different  dates. 

7.  In  the  opinion  of  this  office  Mr.  Dennis  has  received  all  the  money  he  ig 
entitled  to  receive  under  his  contract,  original  or  assigned,  for  the  improvements 
of  the  Tennessee  River,  and  full  justice  appears  to  have  been  done  him  in  all 
his  transactions  with  this  department. 

8.  A  printed  copy  of  the  findings  and  opinion  of  the  Court  of  Claims  referred 
to  in  the  accompanying  H.  R.  8118,  Is  Inclosed.

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  Herbert  O.  Dunn,  the  sum  of  four 
tJiousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents,  said 
amount  having  been  found  due  by  the  Court  of  Claims  as  set  forth  In  Senate 
r)ocument  Numbered  Two  hundred  and  forty-five,  second  session  Fifty-ninth 
Congress. 

Mr.  Ainey,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  21355) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
21355)  for  the  relief  of  Herbert  O.  Dunn,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  reconunendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  claimant,  Herbert  O.  Dunn,  lieutenant  commander,  of  the 
United  States  Navy,  on  January  1,  1889,  patented  an  anchor  (Let- 
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ters  Patent  Xo.  395429),  which  was  extensively  manufactured  and 
used  by  the  United  States  Government. 

On  March  3,  1905,  a  bill  in  the  interest  of  the  claimant  was  intro- 
duced in  the  United  States  Senate  referring  the  matters  to  the  Court 
of  Claims  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tucker  Act. 

On  January  23,  1907,  the  report  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  favor 
of  claimant  was  filed  and  the  findings  of  fact  appear  in  Senate 
Document  No.  245,  Fifty-ninth  Congress,  second  session.  A  copr 
of  this  report  is  hereto  attached. 

Among  the  other  facts  found  by  the  Court  of  Claims  are  that— 

If  claimant  is  to  be  paid  for  the  manufacture  and  use  of  the  anchors  so  pat- 
ented by  him  the  reasonable  royalty  therefor  at  the  time  the  same  were  manu- 
factured was — four  cents  per  imuud  on  114,531  pounds — the  sum  of  four  thoo- 
sand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents.

STATEMENT   OF   CASE. 

This  is  a  claim  for  royalty  for  the  use  of  improvements  in  anchors  used  by 
the  IJnited  States  Navy.  On  March  3,  1905,  the  United  States  Senate,  by  reso- 
lution, Deferred  to  the  court  imder  the  act  of  March  3,  1H87,  known  as  the 
Tucker  Act,  a  bill,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 

"A  BILL  For  the  relief  of  Herbert  O.  Dunn. 

"  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  InUei 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  eigiit 
hundred  and  fourtecni  dollars  and  four  cents  be.  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appro- 
priated, out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasuiy  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be 
paid  to  Herbert  O.  Dunn  for  improvements  in  anchors  io  use  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  for  which  he  has  received  no  compensation." 

The  claimant  appeared  and  filed  his  petition  in  this  court  in  which  he  avm. 
among  other  things,  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a  lieutenant 
commander  in  the  United  States  Navy;  that  prior  to  January  1,  1S89,  he  in- 
vented an  anchor,  which  was  patented  on  said  date  by  him,  letters  patent  thei^ 
for  being  issued  to  him;  that  said  invention  was  made  by  him  in  his  own  time 
qfter  his  work  for  the  United  States  had  ceased  for  the  day  and  at  times  when 
he  was  not  required  to  render  any  service  to  the  Unit^  States;  that  he  was 
not  assiened  by  his  superior  officer  to  the  duty  of  making  or  improving  anchors 
nor  was' he  ordered  or  directed  to  make  experiments  with  a  view  of  supji^estinz 
such  improvements  at  the  time  said  anchor  was  invented  by  him;  that  no 
expense  was  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  I'nlted  States  on  account  of  said  inv^- 
tion ;  that  he  paid  the  fees  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  makinj?  of  the 
s'lid  Invention  and  the  Issunnco  of  the  letters  patent  out  of  his  own  private  funds. 

That  in  the  year  1889  the  T'nited  States,  without  his  consent  and  withotil 
obtaining  his  consent,  manufactured  19  anchors  under  his  said  patent,  aggre- 
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giitlng  in  weight  120,351  pounds,  the  reasonable  royalty  uinm  which  is  4  cents 
,)er  pound,  that  being  the  amount  he  received  on  said  anchors  manufactured 
ODder  said  patent  from  a  private  manufncturer ;  that  at  the  time  of  the  manu- 
fucrure  of  said  anchors  by  the  TTnited  States  the  only  method  of  manufacturing 
unchors  was  by  the  process  of  forging,  which  cost  the  (government  from  20  to  28 
cents  per  pound,  while  by  the  claimant's  patent  the  Government  saved  in  the 
L'lrtnnfacture  of  said  39  anchors  the  sum  of  $19,737.56,  a  saving  on  each  anchor 
of  0.164  cents  per  pound. 

That  in  the  year  1901  the  United  States,  without  the  knowledge  or  con.sent  of 
the  claimant,  manufactured  at  the  Boston  Navy  Yard  parts  of  his  anchor  under 
his  said  patent,  aggregating  57,146  i>ounds,  upon  which  a  reasonable  royalty 
on  said  parts  of  anchors  was  three-fourths  of  a  cent  per  pound,  for  all  of  which 
he  claims  $5,242.54. 

The  case  was  brought  to  a  hearing  on  merits  on  December  10,  1906. 

Charles  W.  Clagett,  Esq.,  ap|)eared  for  the  claimant,  and  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, by  F.  DeC.  Faust,  Esq.,  his  assistant,  and  under  his  direction,  appeared 
for  the  protection  and  defense  of  the  interests  of  the  United  States. 

The  court,  upon  the  evidence,  and  after  considering  the  briefs  and  argument 
of  counsel  on  both  sides,  makes  the  following 

FINDINGS  OF  FACT. 

I.  The  claimant,  Herbert  O.  Dunn,  lieutenant  commander  of  the  T'nited  States 
Na\*y,  acted  as  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  of  the  Navy 
Dejiartment  In  the  years  1886  and  18S7.  which  department  furnished  supplies 
coming  under  said  bureau  for  all  naval  vessels,  including  anchors.  As  assistant 
to  the  chief  of  said  bureau  it  was  the  duty  of  the  claimant  to  examine  and  pass 
n;>on  requisitions  for  equipment  and  supplies  and  to  ftct  as  general  aid  to  said 
chief  in  special  matters  and  on  reports  which  came  to  him  and  upon  which  the 
chief  of  said  bureau  desired  information. 

II.  At  and  prior  to  the  time  hereinbefore  stated  the  Navy  Department  expe- 
rienced trouble  from  their  anchors  then  in  use  by  the  department,  and  the 
claimant  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  observed  that  the  anchors  then 
Mng  furnished  were  not  designed  correctly  and  were  manufactured  by  the 
method  of  forging,  which  method,  though  satisfactory,  was  expensive.  As  a 
result  of  the  observation  of  the  claimant  he  conceived  a  new  and  dilTerent 
design  for  an  anchor,  to  be  made  by  casting  in  steel  instead  of  forging  in  iron. 

III.  On  June  1,  1886,  the  claimant  made  application  to  the  Patent  Office  for  :i 
piitent  covering  his  design  of  an  anchor,  which  he  described  in  the  specifications 
as  follows : 

"  My  invention  relates  to  the  kind  of  anchors  having  movable  flukes,  and  its 
object  is  to  simplify  the  construction  and  improve  the  efliciency  of  such  anchors, 
and  at  the  same  time  Insure  quick  *  biting  *  or  *  taking  *  power  of  the  flukes. 
In  addition  it  prevents  the  loss  of  any  part  of  the  anchor  should  the  axial  bolt 
or  pin  he  broken  in  actual  use." 

The  anchor  so  designed  by  the  claimant  and  patente<l  as  aforesaid  was  so 
designed  by  him  in  his  own  time  and  without  his  oflficial  hours  in  the  depart- 
ment. The  claimant  was  not  required  nor  ordered  to  make  experiments  for 
improvements  in  naval  anchors,  nor  did  the  Government  furnish  him  any  facili- 
ites  therefor  or  incur  any  expense  therein. 

IV.  On  January  1.  1S89,  letters  Patent  No.  395429,  covering  said  invention, 
were  Issued  to  the  claimant  by  the  United  States. 

V.  In  the  year  1889  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  of  the  Navy 
Dermrtment,  with  the  consent  of  the  claimant,  caused  to  be  manufactured  at  the 
P.<»ston  Na\T  Yard  the  first  anchor  ever  made  from  the  claimant's  design,  the 
oblect  being  to  try  said  anchor  in  competition  with  other  anchors  then  in  rse 
by  the  Navy.  The  anchor  was  intended  to  carry  out  the  design  covered  by  the 
claimant's  patent,  but  owing  to  difficulties  encountered  in  forging  the  anchor  of 
iron  it  was  not  made  correctly. 

At  the  time  of  the  manufacture  of  said  anchor  there  was  no  agreement  of  any 
kind  for  the  payment  to  the  claimant  of  any  compensation  for  the  use  of  his 
design  in  the  manufacture  of  that  particular  anchor.  The  object  of  the  manu- 
facture of  said  anchor  was  to  satisfy  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment 
that  it  was  a  practical  working  anchor,  and  nothing  was  said  by  the  claimant 
at  the  time  al>oot  restricting  tlie  Government  to  the  manufacture  of  that  one 
anchor. 
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VI.  Prior  to  the  date  of  manufacture  of  said  anchor  there  were  two  styles  cf 
anchor  in  use  by  the  Navy,  one  known  as  the  Navy  type  and  the  other  as 
the  Williams  anchors,  both  of  which  were  made  by  the  process  of  forgine 
iron  at  a  cost  ranging  from  14  cents  to  21  cents  and  from  13  cents  to  41  cents 
per  pound,  respectively.  The  claimants  principal  idea  in  making  his  investigi- 
tion  was  to  have  the  anchors  of  his  design  cast  in  all  steel,  but  the  Boston  Navy 
Yard  had  no  facilities  therefor,  and  for  that  reason  the  anchor  was  forged  of 
iron  at  a  cost  of  41  cents  per  pound,  which  cost  was  greater  than  it  would  hav* 
been  had  said  navy  yard  had  facilities  for  casting  in  all  steel. 

VII.  Early  In  the  year  1890  the  claimant  was  ordered  to  sea  and  remaijied 
there  until  1892,  during  which  time  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  caused  to  be  mann- 
factured  by  the  steel-casting  process  18  anchors  of  a  design  similar  to  that 
covered  by  the  claimant's  patent,  aggregating  in  weight  114,531  pounds,  and 
ranging  In  cost  from  14  cents  to  22  cents  per  pound.  The  said  18  anch<M?  S" 
manufactured  by  the  United  States  were  the  first  anchors  in  which  the  sted- 
casting  process  had  been  used,  and  in  their  manufacture  the  first  opportunity 
was  afforded  to  test  the  practicability  of  that  process  and  to  determine  tU 
value  of  the  claimant's  patented  anchor  for  use  of  large  vessels  of  the  Nary. 
In  the  process  of  manufacturing  the  United  States  assumed  the  entire  risk  of 
the  experiments,  supplying  the  necessary  plant,  labor,  and  materials  therefcr. 
all  without  cost  to  the  claimant  and  without  his  knowledge. 

VIII.  Upon  the  return  of  the  claimant  from  sea  duty  and  after  said  anchor? 
had  been  manufactured,  the  claimant  entered  into  an  agreement  with  tb? 
Consolidated  Steel  Co.,  of  Alliance,  Ohio,  and  its  successor,  the  American  Stee 
Casting  Co.,  dated  May  29,  1890,  and  November  1,  1894,  respectively,  wh^eby 
the  claimant  assigned  to  these  resi)ectlve  companies  all  of  his  right  under  ihf 
patent  theretofore  granted  him.  Including  the  exclusive  right  of  manufactare 
and  sale,  the  consideration  therefor  being  the  payment  by  such  companies  i»f 
royalties  to  him  as  follows: 

Tender  the  first  agreement  4  cents  per  pound  upon  anchors  sold  to  the  Unittnl 
States  and  2()  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price  upon  anchors  sold  to  pupchajstrs 
other  than  the  United  States. 

Under  the  second  agreement  the  royalty  was  reduced  to  2§  cents  per  poood 
upon  Government  sales  and  11  cents  per  pound  upon  all  other  sales.  On  April  t 
1897,  this  latter  royalty,  by  mutual  agijeement,  was  modified  to  2  cents  and  1 
cent  per  pound,  respectively,  and  in  1902  the  royalty  was  again  still  further  re 
duced  to  three-fourths  of  a  cent  per  pound;  and  under  an  improved  and  later 
jwtent  the  claimant  is  now  receiving  three-fourths  of  a  cent  per  pound  on 
anchors  sold  to  the  United  States  under  an  agreement  with  the  American  Ste<»* 
Foundries  Co.,  upon  whom  the  claimant  has  conferred  the  exclusive  ri^t  of 
manufacture. 

IX.  The  claimant's  patent  did  not  cover  the  process  of  casting  anchors  In 
steel,  and  as  a  result  thereof  other  companies  entered  into  the  manufacture  of 
anchors,  making  minor  changes  in  shape  sufficient  to  procure  pat^its  therefor. 
and  such  other  companies  are  now  making  practically  the  same  anchor  as  that 
c»overed  by  the  claimant's  patent;  and  this  accounts  for  the  reduction  in  the 
price  of  royalties. 

No  action  of  infringement  has  been  Instituted  by  the  claimant  against  anyone. 

X.  If  the  claimant  is  to  be  paid  for  the  manufacture  and  use  of  the  anchors  so 
patented  by  him,  the  reasonable  royalty  therefor  at  the  time  the  same  were 
manufactured  by  the  United  States,  exclusive  of  the  first  anchor,  which  was 
forged  as  an  experiment  with  the  consent  of  the  claimant  and  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  himself  and  the  United  States,  was  4  cents  per  pound,  or  for  the 
114,531  pounds  the  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars 
and  twenty-four  cents   ($4,581.24). 

No  allowance  is  made  for  the  parts  of  anchors  described  in  the  petition,  a? 
the  evidence  in  respect  thereto  is  too  indefinite ;  nor  is  any  allowance  made  for 
the  weight  of  the  first  anchor  for  the  reason  stated. 

XI.  On  the  claimant's  return  from  abroad  in  1892  he  presented  his  claim  to  th? 
Navy  Department,  and  thereafter  caused  bills  to  be  introduced  into  Congress 
at  the  various  sessions  thereof  until  the  same  was  referred  to  this  court  by 
resolution  of  the  United  States  Senate,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Conffress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and 
he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the  heirs  of  the  late  Peter  Deel,  one  hundred 
and  sixty-four  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents,  for  services  rendered  in  carrying 
mail  on  route  numbered  seventy-four  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  Mississippi, 
from  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  to  May  thirty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  23342) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R. 
23342)  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  Peter  Deel,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  committee  has  carefully  considered  said  bill  for  the  relief  of 
the  late  Peter  Deel,  and  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  said  Deel  was 
contractor  for  carrying  mails  on  route  No.  7487  in  Mississippi,  in  the 
contract  term  from  July  1,  1858,  to  June  30,  1862,  and  that  he  was 
not  paid  for  service  from  January  1,  1861,  to  May  31,  1861,  when 
the  mail  service  was  suspended  in  the  Southern  States. 

The  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  Department  states  that  there  is  due 
for  this  service  the  sum  of  $164.47  and  the  payment  awaits  an  appro- 
priation by  Congress. 

The  committee  attaches  hereto  letter  under  date  of  April  12,  1912, 
from  C.  H.  Keating,  acting  auditor,  which  is  made  a  part  of  this 
report.

Payment  of  that  sum  can 
not  be  made  without  an  appropriation  by  Congress.  Whenever  the  necessary 
appropriation  is  made  the  mattw  of  payment  will  receive  prompt  attention. 
Mr.  DeeVs  letter  is  returned.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  J.  N.  Whittaker,  of  Richmcmd, 
Virginia,  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,  tlie  sum  of  one  thousand

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dollars,  in  full  settlement  for  legal  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  rnited 
States  between  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  and  June,  nineteen  hundred 
and  six,  in  the  matter  of  acquiring  title  by  the  United  States  to  land  necessaiy 
for  the  Improvement  of  the  Appomattox  River,  Virginia. 

Mr.  Ainey,  from  the  Subcommittee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  M- 
lowing  report  (to  accompany  H.  R.  14334) : 

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R 
14334)  for  the  relief  of  J.  N.  Whittaker,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

The  amount  carried  in  the  bill  ($1,000)  is  for  services  rendered  hj 
claimant,  an  experienced  title  examiner,  in  connection  with  the  acqui- 
sition by  the  Government  of  several  lots  and  tracts  of  land  in  Vir- 
ginia. 

There  appears  to  be  no  question  as  to  the  value  of  services,  nor  that 
the  same  were  rendered  at  the  rejjuest  of  the  United  States  attorneT 
for  the  eastern  district  of  Virginia,  who,  because  of  other  official  «i- 
gagements,  could  not  do  the  work.  The  Government  acquired  title  to 
the  property  under  the  information  and  abstracts  f urmshed  by  the 
claimant. 

The  departmental  correspondence  appended  approves  of  the 
amount.  The  reason  claimant  is  obliged  to  ask  relief  at  hands  of 
this  Congress  is  because  of  the  lack  of  authority  of  the  United  States 
attorney  to  bind  the  Government  to  the  payment.

Sib  :  Referring  to  department  letter  dated  January  29,  1909,  relative  to  H-  R. 
20862,  entitled  "A  bill  for  the  relief  of  J.  N.  Whittaker,"  the  departm«it  regrets 
that  by  inadvertence  said  letter  did  not  discuss  the  merits  of  the  claim  coTcred 
by  said  bill,  but  discussed  another  claim  presented  by  Mr.  Whittaker,  abont 
which  several  letters  had  recently  been  written  to  him.  The  claim  covered  by 
H.  R.  20862  was  also  covered  by  Senate  bill  No.  6707,  and  this  last-menticmed 
bill  was  transmitted  to  this  department  by  the  chairman  of  the  CJommlttee  on 
the  Judiciary,  United  States  Senate. 
In  a  letter  of  this  date  to  the  said  chairman,  the  Attorney  General  said : 
"The  claim  is  for  services  rendered  under  the  following  circumstances: 
"  The  War  Department  had  made  arrangements  whereby  it  acquired  certain 
property  by  donation.  Under  the  law,  when  any  real  property  Is  to  be  par- 
chased,  the  seller  is  required  to  furnish  the  necessary  abstracts,  which  are  to 
be  examined  by  the  proper  United  States  attorney.  As  the  real  estate  above 
mentioned  was  donated,  the  department  could  not  ask  the  grantors  to  go 
to  the  expense  of  procuring  the  necessary  abstracts.  Upon  these  facts 
being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  United  States 
attorney  for  the  eastern  district  of  Virginia  was  instructed  to  cooperate  with 
Capt.  B.  B.  Winslow,  of  the  Corps  of  Bngineers,  U.  S.  Army,  and  to  render 
him  necessary  assistance  in  acquiring  title  to  the  lands  in  question.  In  a  letter 
to  this  department  dated  July  28,  1906,  the  said  United  States  attorney  says: 

"  *  At  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  this  letter  the  then  assistant  United  States 
attorney  could  not  do  the  work.  I  was  very  much  engaged  on  urg^t  official 
business,  particularly  in  the  chancery  court  of  this  city,  in  connection  with  the 
cruiser  Galveston  and  other  vessels  in  which  the  Gk>vemment  had  an  interest. 
In  the  litigation  In  that  court  with  the  William  R.  Trigg  Ck)mpany,  the  builders. 
At  my  request  Mr.  Whittaker,  an  experienced  title  examiner,  who  had  formerly 
been  connected  with  this  office,  kindly  agreed  to  make  the  necessary  examina- 
tion of  titles,  and  from  time  to  time  he  submitted  abstracts  of  title,  prepared 
by  him  in  the  matter,  to  me  for  my  approval.  Mr.  Whittaker  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  time  to  this  work,  and  I  herewith  transmit  carbon  copy  of  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  me  by  him  on  the  completion  of  the  work.  In  June  last,  which  sets 
out  in  detail  the  amount  of  work  done  by  him  in  securing  satisfactory  titles. 
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"*When  the  examination  was  completed,  and  the  last  transfer  of  title  made 
to  the  United  States,  it  was  suggested  to  Mr.  Whittaker  by  the  Engineer  officer 
in  Norfolk,  Va.,  as  he  informed  me,  that  he  render  a  bill  for  his  services  in 
this  matter,  after  first  procuring  my  approval,  which  he  did,  accordingly,  and 
which  is  the  bill  in  question. 

"  *  I  beg  leave  to  say,  further,  that  I  did  not  assume  to  employ  Mr.  Whittaker 
ander  authority  from  the  Department  of  Justice,  or  from  any  other  source,  for 
I  had  no  such  authority,  and  that  I  consider  the  amount  charged  ($1,000)  to 
be  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  rendered.* 

"In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  believed  that  the  said  bill  for  the  relief  of 
Mr.  Whittaker  should  have  been  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  War  rather  than 
to  the  Attorney  General,  as  the  work  appears  to  have  been  done  for  that  depart- 
ment rather  than  for  the  Department  of  Justice. 

"  It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Whittaker  rendered  the  services  mentioned  when 
he  was  a  clerk  to  the  United  States  district  judge  for  the  eastern  district  of 
Virginia,  but  it  is  not  contended  that  he  rendered  the  services  as  such  clerk, 
or  that  it  was  his  duty  to  do  so." 

Will  you  kindly  substitute  this  letter  for  the  letter  dated  January  29,  1909?

Sir  :  Receipt  is  acknowledged,  by  reference,  of  a  copy  of  H.  R.  20862,  with  the 
request  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for 
all  the  facts  and  information  concerning  the  matter,  which  is  a  bill  for  the 
relief  of  J.  N.  Whittaker,  and  an  opinion  touching  the  merits  of  the  claim. 

It  is  believed  that  the  facts  in  the  possession  of  this  office  may  best  be  pre- 
sented by  copies  of  correspondence  in  connection  with  the  claim  when  presented 
to  the  department  for  payment  in  1906. 

From  this  correspondence  it  appears  that  in  compliance  with  the  request 
of  Maj.  E.  Eveleth  Winslow,  Corps  of  EJngineers,  for  such  legal  assistance  as 
lie  required  and  was  entitled  to  under  section  361,  Revised  Statutes,  such  request 
baving  been  made  through  the  War  Department  and  the  Department  of  Justice 
in  the  usual  manner,  Mr.  Whittaker,  at  the  request  of  Hon.  L.  L.  Lewis, 
United  States  attorney  for  the  eastern  district  of  Virginia,  **  kindly  agreed  to 
make  the  necessary  examination  of  titles." 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in  his  decision  of  September  27,  1906,  refers 
to  this  engagement  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Whittaker  as  employed  by  Mr.  Lewis. 
As  to  whether  he  was  authorized  to  employ  Mr.  Whittaker  when  he  and  his 
assistant  were  too  busy  with  other  matters  to  give  the  required  assistance,  no 
opinion  is  expressed.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  Acting  Attorney 
General,  on  August  1,  1906,  stated  that  the  bill  was  not  payable  from  any  ap- 
propriation under  control  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  the  comptroller 
lias  decided  that  this  department  is  not  authorized  to  pay  this  claim. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  office,  the  services  were  necessary,  the  result  thereof 
was  satisfactory,  they  were  accepted  and  availed  of  by  the  United  S.ates,  and 
the  bill  is  reasonable  for  the  services  rendered.

General:  1.  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  N. 
Whittaker,  together  with  the  bill  therein  referred  to,  reciting  in  detail  the 
services  rendered  by  him  in  connection  with  the  acquirement  by  the  United 
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States  of  certain  land"  needed  for  the  diversion  of  the  Appomattox  River,  Vir- 
ginia, at  Petersburg. 

2.  Mr.  Whittaker  has  worked  with  great  zeal,  and  has  at  all  times  done  all  in 
in  his  power  to  promote  a  speedy  consummation  of  the  questions  connected 
with  the  transfer  of  the  land  desired.  The  land  purchased  was  acquired  from 
several  individuals  and  two  railroad  companies.  In  preparing  the  abstract  of 
title  for  the  parcels  owned  by  the  latter  much  time  and  expense  for  traveiiss 
was  necessary  in  the  searching  of  the  records  to  determine  what  Incumbraaoes 
covered  the  property  to  be  conveyed  to  the  United  States. 

As  evidence  that  the  work  was  well  performed  by  Mr.  Wliittaker,  I  wouM 
mention  the  fact  that  all  the  abstracts  of  title  to  the  property  purchased,  and 
the  forms  of  deeds  for  its  conveyance,  all  passed  the  scrutiny  of  the  Attorn^ 
General  without  exception  being  made  thereto. 

3.  Authority  is  respectfully  requested  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  bill  ($1,000) 
as  a  charge  against  the  appropriation  for  "  Improving  Appomattox  EIt«, 
Virginia,  at  Petersburg."

Deab  Judoe  :  I  beg  to  inclose  herewith  my  bill  for  services  in  connection  with 
the  examination  of  titles  to  lands  taken  by  the  Government  in  the  city  of 
Petersburg  and  county  of  Chesterfield  for  the  puri)08es  of  diverting  the  Appo- 
mattox River  at  those  points.  I  deem  It  proper  to  go  into  detail  so  that  you 
may  be  properly  advised  as  to  my  work  in  this  matter. 

As  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railway  Company  title : 

The  lands  taken  from  this  company  by  the  Government  were  obtained  by  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railway  Company  under  seven  different  titles,  all  of  which 
took  considerable  time  to  examine  and  pFei)are  abstracts  of — the  company  In 
some  Instances  not  knowing  how  they  acquired  title  nor  from  whom.  I  found 
It  exceedingly  difficult  to  make  these  examinations,  because  the  company  and 
Its  predecessors  had  recorded  their  deeds  sometimes  in  Petersburg,  sometimes 
in  Chesterfield,  and  sometimes  in  Richmond,  but  not  all  In  one  place.  I  found 
deeds  of  trust  given  by  the  predecessor  railroad  company  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railway  as  far  back  as  1853;  the  first  to  secure  $175,000;  the  second 
executed  in  1854,  to  secure  $150,000;  the  third  in  1865,  to  secure  $175,000;  the 
fourth  in  1870,  to  secure  $175,000;  the  fifth  in  1875,  to  secure  $400,000;  the 
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sixth  in  1861,  being  practically  a  deed  to  replace  the  one  above  mentioned  as 
"  fifth,"  but  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest 

As  to  the  first  four  of  said  deeds  of  trust,  they  were  existing  liens  at  the  time 
of  my  examination,  and  I  believe  their  existence  had  been  overlooked  by  the 
company,  as  Its  counsel  told  me  he  had  never  heard  of  them  before.  The 
trustees  in  said  deeds  being  all  dead,  it  became  necessary  to  institute  chancery 
suits  in  the  chancery  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  in  the  first  of  which  the 
deeds  of  trust  first,  second,  and  third,  above  mentioned,  were  released,  and  In 
the  second  suit  the  deed  fourth,  above  mentioned,  was  also  ordered  released 
of  record. 

As  to  the  deed  fifth,  above  mentioned,  both  trustees  being  dead,  new  trustees 
were  appointed,  who  joined  in  the  deed  to  the  city  of  Petersburg  to  release  that 
lien.  That  release  also  covered  the  deed  sixth,  above  mentioned.  Thai  came 
another  deed  of  trust  executed  April  1,  1890,  to  the  Central  Trust  Company,  of 
New  York,  to  secure  $1,000,000;  then  a  deed  of  trust  executed  June  16,  1902, 
to  the  United  States  Trust  Company,  of  New  York,  to  secure  $80,000,000.  After 
considerable  negotiation  these  two  trust  companies  executed  a  deed  of  relea« 
of  the  lands  to  be  obtained  by  the  United  States  from  said  two  deeds  of  trust 
last  mentioned,  so  that  legal  title  could  be  vested  in  the  United  States  and  its 
predecessors  in  title. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  examine  the  various  acts  of  assembly  of  Virginl* 
incorporating  the  Richmond  and  Petersburg  Railroad  Company,  to  authoriie 
said  company  to  consolidate  with  the  Petersburg  Railroad  Company,  to  allow 
the  consolidated  company  to  change  its  name  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Rail- 
road Company  of  Virginia,  and  then  to  allow  last-named  company  to  change  its 
name  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  and  issue  bonds,  etc  Hkq 
it  was  necessary  to  examine  into  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia 
authorizing  the  diversion  of  the  Appomattox  River,  the  exercise  of  the  right  of 
eminent  domain  by  the  city  of  Petersburg  to  acquire  all  necessary  lands,  etc 
the  procuring  of  proper  ordinances  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Petersburg 
respecting  the  work,  the  execution  of  deeds,  etc.,  the  preparation  of  deeds,  ctCL, 
necessary  to  pass  title  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  to  the 
city  of  Petersburg  and  from  the  latter  to  the  United  States. 
As  to  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  title : 

It  not  being  possible  to  get  good  title  to  the  lands  wanted  on  account  of 
numerous  Hens  recorded,  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  the  same,  which  was  dxmt 
by  regular  condemnation  proceedings. 

The  charters  of  the  various  railroad  companies  finally  composing  the  Norfolk 
and  Western  Railroad  Company  and  various  acts  of  the  Virginia  General  Asr 
sembly  relating  to  said  companies  were  all  carefully  examined  to  show  title  in 
the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  the  supervision  of  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  and  finally  the  preparation  of  the  deed  from  the  city  of  Peteri- 
burg  to  the  United  States  conveying  the  land  condemned. 

The  foregoing  work  has  been  In  progress  for  the  past  two  years  and  has 
taken  a  considerable  portion  of  that  time  to  make  the  examinations  necessary 
in  connection  therewith.  Trips  almost  without  number  have  been  made  by  me 
to  Chesterfield  Court  House  and  Petersburg ;  also  to  Norfolk  and  Alexandria  to 
investigate  records  In  the  United  States  courts  relathig  to  these  titles.  The 
abstract  of  title  relating  to  these  two  railroad  companies  alone  cover  97  pagee 
of  typewritten  matter. 

In  view  of  the  amount  of  labor  and  time,  covering  twenty-four  months,  I  have 
expended  in  this  matter,  I  respectfully  ask  your  indorsem^it  of  my  bill  as  reo- 
dered,  and  suggest  that  you  attach  this  letter  thereto  and  forward  same  witk 
your  recommendation  to  Maj.  E.  B.  Winslow,  U.  S.  Engineers,  Norfolk.  Va.

Dear  Major:  Your  letter  of  September  1  received,  and  I  hasten  to  reply.  I 
will  answer  the  questions  of  the  comptroller  in  the  order  asked. 

First.  By  whose  authority  was  Mr.  Whittalcer  employed? 

On  the  24th  of  July  the  Attorney  General  wrote  Judge  Lewis,  United  States 
attorney,  on  the  same  matter,  and  asking  this  same  question.  Attached  hereto  U 
a  carbon  copy  of  Judge  Lewis's  reply  to  the  Attorney  (General,  which  taOj 
answers  this  question.  You  will  notice  that  Judge  Lewis  states  that  he  wsi 
instructed  by  the  Department  of  Justice  to  render  to  you  oeceBsary  assistanee 
in  acquiring  title  to  the  lands  in  question;  that  on  account  of  other  preffini 
official  duties  he  asked  me  to  see  you  and  act  under  your  Instructions,  which  I 
did,  and  have  been  In  correspondence  and  conference  with  your  office  during 
the  entire  period  of  time. 

The  above  answer  also  answers  queries  two  and  tliree  of  the  comptroller. 

Fourth.  Were  the  condemnation  proceedings  and  suits  in  chanc«7  spoken  ot 
as  necessary  to  perfect  the  titles  by  Mr.  Whittaker  in  his  letter  addressed  to 
Hon.  L.  L.  Lewis,  United  States  attorney,  dated  June  27,  1906,  conducted  by 
Mr.  Whittaker  as  attorney  for  the  United  States? 

In  answer  to  this  I  beg  to  say  that  upon  my  examination  of  the  title  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railway  Company  I  found  that  as  tx>  some  portions  of  the 
land  the  legal  title  had  been  outstanding  for  upward  of  fifty  years;  that  net- 
withstanding  this,  new  mortgages  had  l)een  made  from  time  to  time  daring  this 
period,  and  that  when  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  the  deed  to  the  United 
States,  this  legal  title  being  so  outstanding,  chiefly  in  trustees  who  had  been 
dead  for  many  years,  I  required  that  the  railroad  company  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  have  the  old  trustees  replaced  by  new  trustees.    To  do  this  the  <*»»■ 
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eery  suits  referred  to  in  my  letter  were  brought  by  tbe  attorn^  for  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Line  Railroad,  as  the  benefit  accrued  to  the  railroad,  and  I  had  to  watch 
the  proceedings  all  through  to  see  that  eventually  the  outstanding  legal  title 
was  90  merged  fti  the  present  trustees  that  they  could  convey  same  to  the 
United  States.  In  these  suits  I  represented  the  interests  of  the  United  States 
entirely.  I  did  not  bring  the  suits,  but  had  them  brought  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany in  order  to  perfect  their  title  and  clear  the  clouds  from  their  title.  Until 
these  matters  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  railroad  company  by  me 
they  were  unknown,  I  believe,  by  the  company  or  its  counsel.  Until  the  clouds 
were  removed  the  present  trustees  and  the  railroad  company  itself  could  not 
convey  the  land  to  the  Government  needed  for  the  diversion  of  the  Appomattox 
River. 

As  to  the  condemnation  proceedings  to  acquire  land  from  the  Norfolk  and 
Western  Railway  Company,  when  I  examined  the  title  of  the  company  I  found 
several  blanket  mortgages  covering  the  entire  line  of  railway  of  the  company; 
and  counsel  for  the  railroad  company  having  advised  me  that  under  the  provi- 
sions of  their  mortgage  deeds  there  was  no  way  of  getting  the  trustees  to  Join 
In  a  conveyance  to  the  Government,  and  condemnation  proceedings  would  have 
to  be  instituted,  the  counsel  for  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  and  counsel 
for  the  city  of  Petersburg  (it  being  deemed  best  to  condemn  the  land  in  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Petersburg  rather  than  in  the  name  of  the  United  States) 
brought  such  proceedings  after  the  papers  had  been  submitted  to  me  for  ap- 
proval on  behalf  of  the  United  States ;  and  I  watched  the  proceedings  in  court 
and  saw  that  all  proper  and  necessary  action  was  taken  to  condemn  said  land, 
and  finally  had  the  decree  recorded  placing  title  in  the  city  of  Petersburg  and 
later  the  deed  from  the  city  of  Petersburg  to  the  United  States. 

In  both  these  railroad  transactions  I  represented  only  the  United  States  to 
see  that  their  Interests  were  protected  and  that  they  got  good  and  legal  title  to 
the  lands  acquired. 

I  think  the  above  answers  also  query  5  of  the  comptroller.

Sib  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th  instant  (J.  J.  G., 
289^)  relative  to  the  bill  of  J.  N.  Whittaker  for  services  rendered  from  June, 
1904,  to  June,  1906,  in  examining  titles  to  lands  purchased  by  the  Government 
for  the  purpose  of  diverting  the  Appomatox  River,  and  In  reply  thereto  I  have 
to  say  that  by  department  letter,  dated  March  7,  1904  (A.  J.  B.,  R.  T.  S.,  F. 
28968),  I  was  instructed  to  cooperate  with  Capt.  E.  E.  Winslow,  Corps  of 
B^i^neers,  U.  S.  Army,  and  to  render  him  necessary  assistance  In  acquiring 
title  to  the  lands  In  question ;  that  at  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  this  letter  the 
then  assistant  United  States  attorney  could  not  do  the  work;  that  I  was  very 
much  engaged  on  urgent  oflBclal  business,  particularly  in  the  chancery  court 
of  this  city  in  connection  with  the  cruiser  (Galveston  and  other  vessels  in  which 
the  Grovemment  had  an  Interest,  In  the  litigation  In  that  court  with  the  William 
JR.  Trigg  Company,  the  builders;  that  at  my  request  Mr.  Whittaker,  an  expe- 
rienced title  examiner,  who  had  formerly  been  connected  with  this  oflace,  kindly 
agreed  to  make  the  necessary  examination  of  titles,  and  that  from  time  to 
time  he  submitted  abstracts  of  title,  prepared  by  him  in  the  matter,  to  me  for 
nay  approval;  that  Mr.  Whittaker  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  this  work, 
and  I  herewith  transmit  carbon  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  him  on  the 
completion  of  the  work  in  June  last,  which  sets  out  In  detail  the  amount  of 
-work  done  by  him  in  securing  satisfactory  titles. 

"When  the  examination  was  completed  and  the  last  transfer  of  title  made  to 
the  United  States  it  was  suggested  to  Mr.  Whittaker  by  the  «igineer  office  in 
Norfolk,  Va.,  as  he  Informed  me,  that  he  render  a  bill  for  his  services  In  this 
matter  after  first  procuring  my  approval,  which  he  did  accordingly,  and  which 
Is  in  the  bill  in  question. 
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I  beg  leave  to  say  further  that  I  did  not  assume  to  employ  Mr.  Whittaker 
under  authority  from  the  Department  of  Justice  or  from  any  other  source,  tor 
I  had  no  such  authority ;  and  that  I  consider  the  amount  charged  ($1,000)  to 
be  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  rendered.

Sir:  By  your  authority  of  August  21,  1906,  I  have  received  from  the  CSilef  of 
Engineers  a  request  for  a  decision  of  the  question  whether  you  are  authorized 
to  pay  from  the  appropriation  "  Improving  the  Appomattox  River,  Vlrginii,* 
the  claim  of  J.  N.  Whittaker  of  $1,000  "  for  services  rendered  In  examining  titles 
of  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  and  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  to  lands  la 
the  city  of  Petersburg  and  county  of  Chesterfield,  Ya.,  and  furnishing  abstrads 
of  same." 

It  seems  that  the  War  Department  had  In  contemplation  the  Improvement 
of  the  Appomattox  River  and  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  procure  titles  to  cer- 
tain lands  owned  by  the  companies  above  mentioned,  and  upon  application  to 
the  Department  of  Justice  the  United  States  district  attorney  for  the  western 
district  of  Virginia  was  instructed  to  render  assistance  and  to  cooperate  with 
Capt.  E.  E.  Wlnslow,  Corps  of  Engineers,  In  acquiring  title  to  the  lands  in 
question. 

*  Acting  upon  that  Instruction  from  the  Department  of  Justice,  L.  L.  Lewis. 
United  States  district  attorney,  being  busily  engaged  upon  other  matters,  and 
the  assistant  United  States  attorney  also  being  busily  engaged,  employed  Mr. 
Whittaker  to  do  the  work  without  any  specific  arrangement  or  agreement  as  to 
compensation. 

The  work  appears  to  have  been  done,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  question  that 
it  was  worth  the  $1,000  charged  by  Mr.  Whittaker. 

The  facts  In  the  case  show  that  the  district  attorney  was  not  authorized  to 
engage  the  services  of  Mr.  Whittaker,  either  by  the  Department  of  Justice  or 
the  War  Department,  and  under  the  circumstances  It  is  not  seen  how  kis  act 
binds  the  United  States  to  pay  for  the  services.  The  services  In  question,  so  far 
as  the  United  States  Is  concerned,  were  purely  voluntary,  and  therefore  no 
Implied  contract  to  pay  for  them  arose  by  reason  of  their  performance,  and 
unless  it  can  be  held  that  the  engineer  officer  In  charge  of  the  work  by  accepting 
the  results  of  Mr.  Whlttaker's  labor  tliereby  bound  the  Government  to  pay  ftw 
It,  you  would* not  be  authorized  to  pay  the  claim. 

The  claim  in  question  is  for  services,  and  the  United  States  has  no  option 
as  to  acceptance,  and  because  of  that  fact  no  obligation  could  be  Implied  by  the 
acceptance  to  pay  for  said  services. 

Therefore,  under  the  facts  as  stated  In  this  case,  you  are  not  authorized  to 
pay  the  claim  presented.  (7  Comp.  Dec.,  729;  8  Id.,  157;  32  MS.  CJomp. 
Dec.,  605.) 

The  view  above  expressed  renders  the  question  as  to  what  appropriation  Is 
applicable  In  making  the  payment  inunaterlal.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows,  as  shown  by  the  records  of  this 
office,  on  the  claim  of  W.  H.  Carter  for  compensation  as  ganger  and  expenses 
incident  to  service  as  such  in  the  fifth  district  of  North  Carolina  in  December, 
1897. 

The  letter,  dated  April  4,  1912,  of  Mr.  Carter,  together  with  what  purports  to 
be  a  copy  of  the  former  officer's  bill,  was  left  at  this  office  by  your  secretary, 
Mr.  Colvard,  on  the  6th  instant 

Mr.  Carter's  claim  is  for  $27 — $21  for  services  as  gauger  for  seven  days,  at 
$3  per  day,  on  December  10,  11,  13,  14,  16,  17,  and  20,  and  expenses  amounting 
to  $6. 

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  claim  was  made  by  Mr.  Carter  and  dis- 
allowed in  the  amount  of  $27 — $18  being  for  services  as  gauger  on  December 
10,  13,  14,  16,  17,  and  20,  1897,  and  $9  for  expenses.  The  account,  so  far  as 
these  items  are  concerned,  was  disallowed  because  the  officer  had  not  been  rec- 
ommended by  the  collector  or  assigned  by  the  commissioner  as  a  gauger,  and 
the  collector's  failure  to  recommend  such  assignment  was  because  of  the  failure 
of  the  officer  to  give  a  bond,  as  required  by  the  act  of  August  28,  1894.  Mr. 
Carter  afterwards  gave  bond,  and  the  collector  recommended  his  assignment 
from  that  date,  namely,  December  29, 1897,  and  he  was  paid  from  and  after  that 
time.  The  records  of  this  office  further  show  that  December  9,  1897,  was  the 
last  day  in  December  the  officer  was  assigned  until  December  29. 

It  would  thus  appear  that  Mr.  Carter  is  equitably  entitled  to  $27  on  account 
of  services  rendered  and  expenses  incurred  in  December,  1897,  but  there  is  no 
provision  of  law  under  which  he  can  be  paid,  as  the  balance  of  the  appropriation 
from  which  the  same  might  have  been  paid  has  been  long  since  covered  into  the 
Treasury. 

Mr.  Carter's  letter  addressed  to  you  and  the  memorandum  accompanjrlng 
same  are  herewith  inclosed.

H.  R.  3674.  Anna  J.  Meilstrup,  of  Grayling,  Mich.,  is  the  mother  of 
Elmer  M.  Meilstrup,  who  served  as  an  ordinary  seaman  in  the  United 
States  Navy  from  September  17,  1897,  to  February  15,  1898,  when 
he  was  killed  by  the  explosion,  or  destruction,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  MainSj 
on  which  he  was  employed  when  that  vessel  was  sunk  in  Habana 
Harbor,  Cuba. 

The  petitioner  applied  for  pension  October  18,  1909,  as  the  depend- 
ent mother  of  the  sailor,  he  leaving  neither  widow  nor  minor  child 
surviving  at  his  death. 

The  claim  was  specially  examined  in  August,  1910.  The  evidence 
thus  procured  showed  that  the  claimant's  husband  died  March  30, 
1909,  leaving  her  no  property,  but  leaving  her  insurance  money  to 
the  amount  of  $6,156.59,  and  some  debts.  It  showed  that  she  also 
owned  280  acres  of  unimproved  land. 
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With  the  insurance  money  the  claimant  paid  some  debts  of  her 
deceased  husband,  bought  a  dwelling  house,  m  which  she  resides,  for 
$1,700,  paid  out  considerable  money  on  improvements  on  her  house. 

[)aid  doctor's  bills  and  funeral  expenses,  and  used  some  monev  for 
iving  expenses.  She  then,  on  August  13,  1910,  had  left  in  tank 
$786.15. 

The  evidence  indicated  that  her  dwelling  house,  if  rented,  would 
rent  for  from  $12  to  $18  per  month.  Her  taxes  amount  to  S33.36 
a  year  and  her  fire  insurance  to  $2.60  a  year. 

The  timber  of  the  280  acre  tract  of  land  was  wholly  destroyed  by  a 
forest  fire  in  1908,  and  the  land  is  unproductive  now  and  is  a  source 
of  expense.  Its  value  is  estimated  at  from  $6  to  $13,  per  acre,  or 
from  $1,680  to  $3,640,  as  a  whole.  It  was  assessed  at  a  valuation  of 
$1,660,  in  1909,  which  is  supposed  to  be  about  75  per  cent  of  its  tnie 
cash  value. 

The  value  of  the  dwelling  house,  a  separate  property  from  the  280 
acre  tract  of  wild  land,  was  assessed  at  $700. 

Upon  the  foregoing  showing  the  Pension  Bureau  rejected  the  claim 
September  14,  1910,  on  the  ground  that  the  claimant  was  not  de- 
pendent under  the  law  at  the  date  the  application  was  filed. 

No  evidence  has  been  filed  with  the  oiU  which  has  been  executed 
since  the  claim  was  specially  examined. 

The  petitioner  has  filed  her  own  affidavit  in  which  she  states  that 
she  has  no  adequate  means  of  support  other  than  the  ordinary  pro- 
ceeds of  her  own  manual  labor,  and  that  she  is  dependent  upon  the 
board  from  two  of  her  children. 

The  petitioner  is  51  years  of  age.  Her  family  consists  of  a  daughter 
26  years  of  age,  a  son  22  years  old,  a  son  20  years  old,  all  self-sustaining: 
and  a  daughter  16  years  of  age,  and  a  son  14  years  old,  who  were 
attending  school  when  the  claim  was  specially  examined  in  August, 
1910. 

Upon  the  foregoing  historv  of  this  case  your  committee  respectfully 
recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  4301.  Margaret  E.  Fugatt,  of  Sulphur  Rock,  Ark.,  is  pen- 
sioned under  the  general  law,  the  acts  of  January  29,  1887,  and  April 
19,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month,  as  the  widow  of  Royal  S. 
Fugatt,  who  served  during  the  War  with  Mexico  as  a  private  in  Com- 

Jany  G,  First  Regiment  Missouri  Mounted  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
une  17,  1846,  to  June  21,  1847. 

The  soldier  was  pensioned,  and  died  April  28, 1900,  the  widow's  pen- 
sion commenced  tne  day  after  his  deatn  at  $8  per  month,  and  was 
increased  to  $12  per  month  from  April  19,  1908,  under  the  act  of  that 
date. 

The  pensioner,  according  to  evidence  in  the  pension  claim,  was  bom 
May  1,  1826,  and  was  married  to  the  soldier  September  15,  1847.  She 
states  that  she  has  no  property  or  income  aside  from  her  pension  on 
which  she  is  wholljr  dependent.  Witnesses  corroborate  her  stat^ 
ment,  and  two  physicians  testify  that  the  pensioner  is  totally  blind, 
and  is  unable  to  walk  by  reason  of  a  fractured  femur. 

In  accordance  with  precedent,  and  in  view  of  the  pensioner's  great 
age  and  severe  physical  aflBiction,  your  committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month  m  Ueu  of 
that  she  is  now  receiving. 
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H.  R.  4583.  John  H.  Brown,  of  Water  Valley,  Ark.,  enlisted  in  the 

United  States  Navy  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  as  a  coal  passer  June  11,  1907. 

He  served  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Franklin  from  June  13  to  22,  1907,  on  the 

Warden  to  September  15,  1907,  and  on  the  ConateUcUion  to  December 

27,  1907,  when  discharged  by  reason  of  physical  disability. 

The  claimant  appliea  for  pension  February  17,  1908,  stating  that 
about  August  1,  1907,  on  the  Warden  at  Newport,  R.  I,,  he  incurred 
enlai^ement  of  left  thigh  and  leg.  In  a  later  statement  he  said  that 
after  being  discharged  from  hospital  his  legs  were  weak  and  swollen 
from  overexertion  m  doing  heavy  Ufting  at  work  at  training  station 
at  Newport,  R.  I.  The  name  of  his  disease  as  told  him  by  Dr.  T.  Z. 
Johnson,  of  Holmer,  Ark.,  being  varicose  veins. 

Two  lay  witnesses  testified  that  the  claimant  had  been  one-half 
disabled  since  January  4,  1908,  by  varicose  veins  of  left  leg  and  thigh. 
The  only  other  evidence  in  the  case  when  action  was  taken  is  con- 
tained in  the  naval  record,  as  follows: 

Admitted  for  treatment  on  the  Worden  August  22,  1907,  for  neurasthenia  and  sent 
thence  to  the  naval  hospital  at  Newport,  R.  I.,  September  15,  1907,  for  treatment 
for  the  same  cause.  He  was  discharged  to  duty  October  10,  1907.  He  was  admitted 
for  treatment  for  phlebitis  on  the  Constellation  December  2,  1907,  origin  not  in  line  of 
duty,  following  typhoid  fever  after  enlistment,  and  discharged  the  service  December 
27   1907. 

The  record  shows:  "Admitted,  2.30  p.  m.  September  15,  1907,  neurasthenia.  Ori- 
gin not  incident  to  service,  according  to  hospital  ticket.  The  man  appears  to  be  a 
healthy  man  and  in  fairly  good  flesh.  Physical  examination  reveals  nothing.  His 
mind  appears  rational,  although  he  seems  to  think  himself  a  sick  man.  His  facial 
expression  is  that  of  a  neurasthenic  or  hypochondriac.  He  complains  of  pains  in  the 
legs;  but  salicylates  do  not  appear  to  benefit,  and  they  appear  perfectly  normal. 
He  says  he  had  ^dropsy '  about  seven  years  since  and  his  legs  and  feet  were  swollen. 
His  chest  and  heart  are  negative.  *  *  ♦  September  20,  no  improvement.  *  *  ♦ 
September  27,  no  change.  »  *  »  October  10,  patient  is  in  good  general  condition 
and  is  suffering  from  a  chronic  interstitial  nephritis  which  has  existed  prior  to  enlist- 
ment.   Further  treatment  will  be  of  no  benefit." 

A  medical  survey  made  December  9,  1907,  found  him  unfit  for  service  by  r^bson 
of  inflammation  of  veins — left  leg  and  thigh — and  recommended  discharge:  *' Origin: 
Not  in  line  of  duty.  According  to  his  accepted  statement,  it  followed  tjrphoid  fever 
five  years  ago.  *  »  *  The  leg  and  thigh  pain  and  are  weak,  so  he  is  unable  to 
]>erform  his  duties;  is  unable  to  walk  fast  or  run.  He  also  has  chronic  interstitial 
nephritis  not  in  line  of  duty    *    *    *." 

Upon  the  foregoing  evidence  the  claim  was  rejected  May  8,  1909, 
on  tne  ground  that  the  alleged  enlargement  of  left  leg  and  thigh  existed 
prior  to  enlistment  as  shown  by  the  Navy  Department  records. 

Ed.  Phelps  testified  September  11, 1909^  that  he  had  been  acquanited 
with  the  claimant  for  20  years;  that  claimant  worked  for  him  5  years 
ago;  he  did  hard  work,  and  if  he  had  any  enlargement  of  the  leg  or  any 
limbs  he  did  not  know  it. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Alard,  June  10,  1909,  stated  that  he  treated  the  claimant 
about  October,  1903,  for  malarial  ifever,  and  if  anything  else  was  wrong 
with  him  then  he  failed  to  discover  it. 

A  layman  testified,  and  signed  by  mark,  August  11,  1909,  that  of 
his  own  personal  knowledge  the  claimant  was  physically  sound  when 
he  enlisted  in  the  Navy,  and  John  T.  Parker,  M.  D.,  stated,  the  same 
date,  that  he  had  known  the  claimant  for  about  10  years  before  enlist- 
ment and  knows  he  was  free  from  all  enlargements  of  the  left  leg  and 
thigh. 

Medical  evidence  filed  with  a  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress  shows 
the  existence  of  varicose  veins  of  left  leg.  Other  evidence  shows  the 
petitioner  to  be  a  poor  man. 
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In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  has 
personal  property  to  the  value  of  $140,  and  no  real  estate,  and  that  his 
annual  income  from  all  sourcesr  is  not  over  $75. 

On  the  foregoing  statement  of  facts  your  committee  think  it  shown 
that  the  petitioner  is  disabled  by  reason  of  his  naval  service,  and  they 
respectfiuly  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $15  per 
month. 

H.  R.  7072.  Sherman  A.  Cole,  of  Sandusky,  Ohio,  was  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Twentieth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry,  from  March 
7,  1891,  to  May  14,  1893,  when  he  was  honorably  dkchaiged  under 
section  4,  act  of  Congress  of  June  16,  1890,  which  provides  for  the 
purchase  of  discharge  by  the  soldier. 

He  applied  for  pension  November  25,  1908,  on  account  of  dysentery 
contracted  in  August,  1892,  and  injury  of  feet  incurred  in  September, 
1892. 

The  claim  was  specially  examined  in  1909  and  rejected  December 
13  of  that  vear,  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  did  not  show  the 
existence  of  dysentery  at  discharge  or  continuance  thereafter,  and  for 
injury  (or  disease)  of  feet,  because  of  no  record,  medical,  or  other  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  origin  in  service. 

On  appeal  that  action  was  affirmed  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  January  19,  1910,  and  in  September,  1910,  reopening  was 
denied. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  the  soldier  26-i^  years  of 
age  at  enlistment,  and  that  ne  was  treated  for  acute  diarmea  from 
August  30  to  September  7,  1891;  for  acute  pharyngitis  with  simple 
fever  and  constipation,  from  June  25  to  29,  1892. 

He  was  exanuned  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Sandusky,  Ohio,  Jan- 
uary 27,  1909.  Height,  5  feet  10  inches;  weight,  143  pounds.  They 
described  disease  of  bowels  and  rated  it  at  8/18.  They  described  a 
"condition  of  flat  foot  in  both  feet,  the  arch  being  completedy  broken 
down,''  and  "three  large  callouses  across  ball  of  right  foot  and  two  on 
left  foot.  These  are  very  hard  and  scaly  and  sensitive  to  pressure. 
Flat  foot  and  callouses  are  only  evidences  of  injury.  The  gait  is  haltv 
and  shuflling.     Rate,  6/18.'' 

The  soldier  claimed  to  have  contracted  the  foot  trouble  by  a 
practice  march  during  the  fall  of  1892. 

One  comrade  of  another  company  said  he  was  nurse  in  hospital 

and  that  the  soldier  was  in  the  hospital  for  stomach  trouble,  or 

diarrhea,  ^as  near  as  I  can  remember";  had  seen  the  soldier  twice 

since  service,  when  he  told  witness  he  had  something  the  matter  with 

.  his  feet,  and  that  witness  had  no  knowledge  of  such  disease  in  service. 

Anotner  comrade  said  he  remembered  the  soldier  complained 
of  poor  health  in  service,  was  in  hospital,  but  he  did  not  know  for 
what  cause;  recalled  that  he  complamed  of  some  trouble  with  his 
feet  after  a  practice  march  in  the  fall  of  1892,  but  he  did  not  know  the 
nature  of  the  trouble,  and  did  not  remember  that  he  was  lame. 

Several  laymen  testified  that  the  soldier  has  complained  of  some 
trouble  with  his  feet  and  of  some  bowel  trouble  ever  smce  his  service, 
but  they  did  not  know  the  exact  nature  of  either  ailment.  Some 
also  said  he  walked  lame  at  times. 

A  druggist  stated  that  he  had  sold  the  claimant  medicine  for  his 
stomach  and  bowels  and  for  his  feet  during  the  12  or  15  years  preced- 
ing November,  1909. 
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The  claimant's  wife,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  July,  1893,  testified 
that  he  had  had  trouble  with  his  feet,  calloused  places,  and  had 
suffered  a  great  deal  with  them  ever  since  their  marriage.  Also  that 
he  had  had  frequent  attacks  every  year  with  a  bowel  trouble,  which 
prevented  him  from  working  at  times. 

Dr.  S.  L.  Clark,  aged  82  years,  and  claimant's  stepfather,  stated 
that  he  had  Uved  in  same  town  with  claimant  during  the  first  two 
years  after  service,  and  that  he  had  treated  and  prescribed  for  him 
rrom  time  to  time  ever  since  discharge  for  a  bowel  trouble  or  chronic 
diarrhea  and  an  affection  of  the  feet;  that  the  foot  trouble  is  a  cal- 
loused condition  of  the  soles,  which  are  sore  and  painful,  and  it  was 
his  impression  that  the  arches  are  broken  down,  and  that  the  trouble 
seemed  to  affect  the  ankle  joints.  He  has  no  record  and  testified  from 
memory. 

That  claimant's  mother  also  testified  to  the  existence  of  the  foot 
and  bowel  trouble  from  discharge  to  November,  1909. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is 
partly  disabled  by  dysentery  and  disease  or  injury  of  feet;  that  he 
owns  a  $500  interest  in  real  estate,  which  yields  an  annual  income  of 
$30,  and  that  his  income  from  all  sources  is  about  $375. 

One  lay  witness  corroborates  his  statement,  and  a  physician  says 
he  has  known  the  petitioner  several  years;  examined  nim  March  16, 
1912;  that  he  has  suffered  much  with  chronic  diarrhea,  at  times 
severely;  that  he  has  large  calloused  patches  on  the  bottoms  of  his 
feet,  wnich  cause  much  pain  and  soreness  and  interferes  with  his 
work,  and  that  he- thinks  nim  one-half  disabled. 

Your  committee  think  the  historv  of  this  case  shows  the  petitioner 
disabled  as  alleged.  They  respectruUy  recommend  the  allowance  of 
pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  K.  8698.  John  A.  Shannon,  of  Cullman,  Ala.,  was  during  the 
War  with  Spain  a  private  in  Companies  I  and  B,  Second  Regiment 
Alabama  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  10  to  August  26,  1898,  when 
he  was  discharged  on  account  of  disability. 

He  appUed  for  pension  October  17,  1898,  alleging  at  Miama,  Fla., 
about  July  20,  1898,  he  incurred  hemorrhages  of  the  lungs  caused  by 
hard  drillmg. 

That  claim  was  rejected  September  15,  1899,  on  the  ground  that 
the  alleged  disease  of  lungs  existed  before  enhstment,  as  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  War  Department. 

May  31,  1910,  he  again  applied,  stating  that  near  Mobile,  Ala.,  in 
June,  1898,  drilling  at  double-quick  time  m  heavy  marching  order  he 
became  overheated  and  had  to  leave  the  drill  ground;  that  shortly 
afterwards  the  command  moved  to  Miami,  Fla.,  when  they  were  forced 
into  a  skirmish  drill,  forced  into  a  bog  up  to  the  knees  and  waist, 
following  which  exposure  he  had  hemorrhages  from  the  lungs, 
pleurisy,  rheumatism,  and  varicocele. 

June  23,  1910,  he  alleged  that  he  had  suffered  ever  since  service 
with  nervousness,  affection  of  eyes  and  head,  and  catarrh. 

January  26,  1911,  he  alleged  mental  impairment  as  a  result  of  sun- 
stroke, injury  to  left  testicle  by  being  struck  with  a  gun  at  drill,  and 
rheumatism. 

The  claim  for  disease  of  lungs  was  not  reopened,  and  on  August  10, 
1910,   the  claim  for  rheumatism,  catarrh,  varicocele  of  both  sides. 
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nervousness,  overheat,  and  affection  of  head  and  eyes  was  rejected 
because  of  no  record  and  no  medical  evidence  of  treatment  in  service 
and  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  origin  therein. 

Reopening  was  denied  in  September,  1910. 

November  11,  1910,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior  aflSrmed 
the  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau.  Reopening  was  denied  in  Novem- 
ber, 1910.  December  12,  1910,  and  January  28,  1911,  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  overruled  motions  for  reconsideration  of  his 
former  decision,  and  in  March  and  April,  1911,  reopening  was  denied. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  26  years  of  age  at 
enlistment.  Tne  medical  records  show  treatment  June  23  to  25,  1898, 
for  acute  dysentery;  August  21  to  26,  1898,  for  malarial  fever,  and 
the  company  muster-out  roll  dated  October  31,  1898,  show  him  sick 
July  20  and  21  and  26  to  28,  1898,  in  line  of  duty. 

Charles  Q.  Beech,  captain  of  claimant's  company  (I),  recommended 
the  soldier  for  discharge  on  August  19,  1898,  on  account  of  **tuber- 
culosis  of  both  lungs, '*  contracted  *' prior  to  enlistment,"  stating 
''cause  unknown;  gives  tuberculosis  family  history.  Has  been  dis- 
abled by  fever  and  hemorrhages  from  doing  military  duty,"  and  that 
the  ''above  facts  are  known  to  me." 

S.  S.  Pugh,  surgeon  of  the  regiment,  certified  that  the  soldier  had 
"tuberculosis  of  both  lungs.  Hemorrhages  frequent  from  apex  of 
right  lungs,"  and  that  the  "disability  existed  at  time  of  enlistment 
and  was  not  incurred  in  line  of  duty. " 

The  claimant  was  not  medically  examined  during  the  pendency  of 
his  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  l)ut  at  the  instance  of  this  committee 
he  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Cullman,  Ala.,  February 
7,  1912.  They  reported,  age,  40  years;  height,  5  feet  7  inches; 
weight,  177  pounds,  and  said: 

The  chest  is  of  normal  shape  and  measures  at  rest  39},  at  full  inspiration  40},  and  at 
full  expiration  38}  inches.  The  percussion  sound  is  somewhat  flat;  the  vesicular 
murmur  is  noticed  in  all  parts  of  both  lungs.  We  discover  no  disease  of  luncs.  We 
believe  the  somewhat  flat  percussion  sound  is  caused  by  the  participation  of  the  lung 
tissue  in  the  general  adiposis  of  the  organs. 

Of  sunstroke  they  said : 

There  is  nervous  irritability  and  a  noticeable  degree  of  aphasia    *    ♦    »    and  now 
affects  his  speech  increasingly.     We  do  not  notice  mental  impairment. 
There  is  rheumatism  in  the  left  hip  joint  and  in  the  left  knee  joint — 

causing  limitation  of  motion  one-third.     Other  joints  normal. 

There  is  no  varicocele,  but  a  left  inguinal  hernia  the  size  of  a  goose 
egg  which  does  not  pass  through  the  external  ring,  but  requires  con- 
stant use  of  truss. 

There  is  no  disease  of  eyes  except  debility  and  myopia  which  cor- 
rected with  proper  glasses  shows  visual  power  of  20/30  of  right  eve 
and  20/40  of  left  eye. 

They  found  slight  irregularity  of  heart,  but  no  disability  therefrom, 
but  recommended  a  rating  of  $12  for  left  inguinal  hernia,  rheuma- 
tism, and  results  of  sunstroke. 

J.  M.  Skelton,  first  sergeant  of  Company  I,  testified  July  11,  1910, 
that  the  soldier  feU  out  of  ranks  in  skirmish  drill,  had  hemorrhages, 
appeared  to  be  in  bad  shape,  and  was  limping  badly  when  he  left  the 
service,  and  complained  oi  his  feet  and  legs. 

Dr.  F.  B.  Burnam  testified  June  30,  1910,  that  soldier  appeared  to 
be  healthy  before  service;  that  he  treated  him  in  the  winter  of  1S9S 
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for  varicocele  and  rheumatism;  about  1901  for  varicocele  and  rheu- 
matism; examined  him  June  29,  1910,  and  found  chronic  rheuma- 
tism. 

May  1,  1899,  he  stated  that  he  prescribed  for  claimant  August  29, 
1898,  for  hemorrhage  of  lungs,  and  that  he  had  a  cough. 

July  22,  1910,  he  made  an  affidavit  similar  to  the  one  of  June  30, 
1910,  and  added  that  he  also  treated  him  in  the  spring  of  1904  for 
lung  trouble. 

W.  W.  Brandon,  major,  testified  June  10,  1910,  that  the  soldier 
became  overheated  on  a  march ;  that  he  afterwards  became  exhausted 
and  possibly  had  a  hemorrhage  and  he  positively  remembers  the 
soldier  was  sick  and  was  discharged  for  disability. 

Luther  Hays,  corporal,  testified  June  15,  1910,  that  the  soldier  had 
to  fall  out  of  ranks  on  a  march  near  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  again  near 
Miami,  Fla.;  that  he  was  probably  overheated  and  had  slight  hemor- 
rhage from  the  lungs,  ana  was  not  able  to  drill.  Also,  that  he  sup- 
posed the  soldier  contracted  rheumatism,  and  that  he  gave  him 
treatment  for  rheumatism  in  May,  1909,  and  June,  1910. 

Charles  E.  Herrin,  M.  D.,  private  Companv  I,  testified  June  15, 
1910,  that  the  soldier  was  overheated  and  liad  a  hemorrhage  at 
Miama,  Fla.  ^ 

July  22,  1910,  this  witness  added  that  the  soldier  complained  of 
pains  in  his  feet  and  legs  and  was  in  bad  shape. 

John  Fehler,  comrade,  testified  July  22,  1910,  that  the  soldier  spit 
blooil  and  complained  of  his  lungs  and  of  pain  in  legs  and  hips. 

M.  L.  Johnson,  M.  D.,  testified  June  9,  1910,  that  the  soldier  was 
in  good  physical  condition  before  enlistment:  that  he  examined  him 
soon  after  discharge  and  found  some  evidence  of  hemorrhages, 
chronic  pleurisy,  na>al  catarrh,  rheumatism,  and  varicocele  and 
treated  him  frequently  for  rheumatism  and  catarrh. 

July  17,  1910,  this  witness  said  that  after  discharge  and  return 
home  he  found  soldier  suffering  from  *' pleuropneumonia  and  other 
complications ;  found  some  hemorrhagic  traces,  pleura  much  inflamed.'' 
According  to  his  recollection  this  was  in  August  or  September,  1898. 
Not  long  afterwards  he  found  rheumatism,  nasal  catarrh,  pain  in 
left  spermatic  and  testicle,  which  finally  developed  into  vancocele. 
Had  since  treated  him  three  or  four  times  for  pleurisy  and  in  the 
spring  of  1900  for  rheumatism;  again  in  1902  and  1905;  has  no 
reconls. 

June  27,  1910,  he  made  a  similar  statement. 

February  16,  1911,  this  witness  testified  that  the  soldier  on  his 
return  from  service  had  pleuropneumonia  on  left  side,  was  suffering 
with  his  feet  and  legs,  inflanmiatory  rheumatism,  also  a  bruise  on 
left  testicle,  which  later  developed  into  varicocele,  and  that  ''I  notice 
in  his  discharge  written  tuberculosis.  His  physical  appearance  did 
not  indicate  tuberculosis  then  nor  to  this  day.  In  my  judgment  his 
trouble  arose  from  being  overheated  and  almost  complete  exhaustion 
in  a  malarial  district." 

Dr.  W.  M.  Pierce  testified  July  15,  1910,  that  he  treated  claimant 
in  1905  or  1906  for  an  attack  of  pleurisy,  rheumatism,  and  nervous 
headache.  Found  he  had  catarrh  of  nose  or  throat.  Also  had  vari- 
cocele. Treated  him  in  spring  of  1907  for  rheumatism  and  in  winter 
of  1 909  for  rheumatism  and  slight  attack  of  pleuropneumonia. 
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Walter  King,  comrade,  testified  August  4,  1910,  that  soldier  fell 
out  of  ranks  on  drill,  was  carried  to  his  tent;  witness  saw  blood  said 
to  have  come  from  lungs,  and  said  he  was  suflFering  from  a  punch 
received  on  the  testicles  by  the  butt  of  a  gun.  Also  heard  him  com- 
plain of  his  feet  and  legs  and  could  hardly  walk. 

George  Bauer,  comrade,  testified  August  3,  1910,  that  the  soldier 
was  overheated  on  skirmish  drill;  suffered  from  a  blow  from  a  gun 
on  his  privates;  complained  of  his  lungs,  legs,  and  hips,  and  spat  up 
blood. 

S.  S.  Pugh,  regimental  surgeon,  said  August  6, 1910,  that  the  soldier 
and  two  others  suffered  from  overheat  or  sunstroke  3  miles  west  of 
Miami,  Fla.,  and  all  were  under  treatment;  that  the  prostration 
caused  epilepsy  in  one  case,  insanity  in  another,  but  could  not  say 
what  effect  it  had  on  the  claimant. 

The  claimant's  wife  testified  October  24,  1910,  that  she  saw  him 
soon  after  discharge  and  he  looked  thin  and  had  an  awful  cough; 
later  improved  and  got  able  to  work  in  a  barber  shop;  that  tnev 
were  married  in  June,  1902,  and  she  then  found  he  was  suffering  with 
his  lungs  and  rheumatism  and  had  been  treated  by  different  doctors 
since;  that  he  also  has  severe  spells  with  his  head  and  back  of  neck. 

C.  C.  Connally  testified  October  2?,  1910,  that  claimant  came  to  his 
house  from  service  and  remained  till  January,  1900,  and  was  then,  he 
thought,  in  a  hopeless  condition,  but  later  improved;  was  treated  by 
Drs.  Johnson  and  Bumum  for  his  lungs  and  rheumatism;  also  remem- 
bers claimant  was  treated  for  those  diseases  and  severe  attacks  of 
disease  in  head  and  back  of  neck  up  to  December,  1908,  when  witn^s 
moved  away. 

J.  E.  Gober,  comrade,  testified  October  21,  1910,  that  soldier  was 
overheated  in  service;  that  he  saw  him  spit  up  blood,  and  that  he 
complained  of  his  lungs,  feet,  and  legs. 

M^  R.  Larkin,  coinrade,  testified  Februarv  11,  1911,  that  the  soldier 
sustained  a  painful  injury  in  a  skirmish  drill,  being  accidently  struck 
by  the  butt  of  a  gun;  that  he  was  overheated,  was  sick  in  quarters; 
that  his  testacies  were  badly  swollen  after  the  injury;  and  that  he 
had  had  proper  medical  attention,  etc.  "The  rheumatism  that  he 
had  contracted  might  not  have  become  permanent." 

E.  R.  Bums,  M.  D.,  testified  March  28,  1911,  that  he  examined 
claimant  January  5,  1911,  some  kidney  trouble,  rheumatism,  vari- 
cocele. 

R.  H.  Baird  testified  March  28,  1911,  that  claimant  has  chronic 
rheumatism  and  varicocele,  which  totally  disables  him  for  manual 
labor. 

Witnesses  testify  in  affidavits  filed  with  the  bill  that  the  claimant 
was  in  good  health  prior  to  enlistment  and  was  free  from  tuberculosis, 
and  that  they  do  not  believe  from  his  appearance  that  he  has  ever  had 
that  disease.  One  of  the  witnesses  is  a  physician,  who  states  tiiat  he 
has  known  the  claimant  since  1890.  He  says  he  did  not  treat  claimant 
on  his  return  from  the  Armv,  but  has  treated  him  since  for  rheuma- 
tism; that  he  was  in  perfect  health  on  entering  the  Army  and  returned 
about  three  months  later  in  a  very  emaciated  condition. 

One  witness  states  that  soldier  was  overcome  by  heat,  was  carried 
to  his  tent,  and  remained  there  till  discharged. 

The  petitioner  states  that  he  has  suffered  with  rheumatism  and 
other  alleged  disabilities  ever  since  ho  left  the  Arnij'. 
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In  an  afRdavit  executed  April  27,  1912,  he  states  that  his  monthly 
income  averages  about  $40  from  his  manual  labor;  that  he  owns  no 
roperty  at  aB;  that  his  wife  owns  a  lot  50  by  120  feet  with  a  small 
ouse  on  it  and  on  which  he  has  had  to  borrow  money  which  he  has 
not  been  able  to  pay.  Also  that  out  of  his  earnings  of  $40  a  month 
about  $15  or  $16  is  spent  for  rents,  lights,  and  water. 

From  the  history  of  this  case,  as  disclosed  in  the  foregoing,  your 
committee  think  the  petitioner  is  disabled  by  disease  mcurred  in 
service,  as  alleged,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance 
of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  9721.  Charles  B.  Swinney,  of  Lupas,  Mo.,  served  during  the 
War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Companv  b.  Sixth  Regiment  Missouri 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  11,  1898,  to  March  30,  1899,  when 
discharged  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  claimant  applied  for  pension  on  July  21,  1899,  alleging  that 
about  August  30,  1898,  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  he  contracted  t3'phoid 
fever,  resulting  in  weakness  and  general  debility  and  nervous  prostra- 
tion. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  treated  in  hospitals 
for  typhoid  fever  from  September  15,  1898,  to  January  27,  1899, 
when  he  was  ordered  home  to  await  discharge. 

The  record  of  physical  examination  at  enlistment  shows: 

Previous  sickness.  Rheumatism  two  years  past.  Remarks:  Heart  complications 
followed  rheumatism,  but  action  good  now. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  February  3, 
1904.     The  board  said: 

We  find  no  direct  evidence  of  results  of  typhoid  fever.  The  nervous  condition 
complained  of  is  present,  but  we  believe  it  to  be  a  result  of  disease  of  lungs.  Typhoid 
fever  has  probably  favored  the  conditions  present,  but  we  can  not  say  that  it  is  a  cause. 

They  described  some  lung  trouble  and  said  the  soldier^s  mother 
died  of  tuberculosis,  two  sisters  of  pneumonia,  and  the  only  Uving 
brother  is  suffering  from  spinal  curvature.  They  rated  lung  disease 
$9  and  said  the  claimant  has  incipient  tuberculosis.  They  also 
found  feebleness  of  force  in  the  heart  sounds. 

Without  other  evidence  than  the  record,  the  claim  was  rejected 
July  1, 1904,  on  the  ground  that  the  claimant  was  unable  to  prove  that 
his  alleged  nervous  prostration  and  general  weakness  originated  in 
service  or  was  due  to  service — that  the  evidence  tended  to  show  the 
present  physical  condition  due  to  causes  having  their  inception  prior 
to  the  soldier's  enlistment.  Testimony  has  since  been  filed  and  re- 
opening has  been  denied  four  times  because  the  evidence  did  not  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Pension  Bureau. 

Eight  or  nine  lay  witnesses,  neighbors  and  persons  who  worked  with 
the  claimant,  have  testified  that  ever  since  he  returned  home  from  the 
Army  he  has  had  nervous  trouble,  has  been  prostrated  by  it,  and 
sometimes  for  weeks  at  a  time  unable  to  work.  One  physician,  in 
1909,  testified  that  he  knew  the  claimant  several  years  oeforc  his 
enlistment  and  that  he  was  then  sound,  in  the  witness's  opinion.  He 
saw  him  in  April,  1899,  and  he  then  had  not  regained  nis  strength 
since  having  had  typhoid  fever  in  the  Army. 

Another  physician  testified,  in  February,  1909,  that  he  treated  the 
claimant  November  19,  1908,  for  nervous  prostration,  which  followed 
as  a  sequel  of  typhoid  fever  which  the  soldier  said  he  had  in  the  Army. 
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Filed  with  the  bill  is  a  joint  affidavit  by  two  neighbors  who  say  thej 
have  known  the  petitioner  ever  since  he  was  a  small  boy.  He  and  tli 
witnesses  are  farmers.  They  say  he  was  never  seriously  sick  before 
service,  was  a  strong  and  healthy  person,  and  since  his  Army  servke 
has  been  in  delicate  health  and  sicidy. 

The  foregoing  report  was  prepared  for  consideration  in  connection 
with  a  bill  m  the  Sxty-first  Congress  on  which  no  action  was  taken. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  present  bill  the  j>etitioner  states 
that  he  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  earning  his  support  by  manuil 
labor  by  reason  of  diaoetes  and  nervous  prostration;  that  he  owns 
40  acres  of  land,  with  an  incumbrance  against  it  of  $725,  and  tw«> 
horses  and  a  cow,  all  of  the  value  of  $1,000;  and  that  his  income  from 
all  sources  is  $300  a  year. 

John  E.  Lopp,  M.  D.,  testified  March  11,  1912,  that  he  had  thit 
day  examined  the  petitioner  and  found  him  suffering  from  chronk 
diabetes,  and  that  nis  physical  condition  is  such  as  to  totally  dis- 
qualify him  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  Also,  that  In  the 
affiant^s  opinion  such  condition  is  permanent,  and  that  he  had  treats 
the  petitioner  for  the  past  two  years. 

Two  neighbors  testify  in  corroboration  of  the  claimant's  statement 
as  to  his  financial  condition  and  say  that  he  has  a  wife  and  four  chil- 
dren to  support,  one  of  the  children  being  a  confirmed  invalid  recjuir- 
ing  a  great  deal  of  care  and  attention,  and  that,  in  addition  to  receiving 
aid  by  subscription  among  the  neighbors,  the  county  has  been  fur- 
nishing the  petitioner  financial  assistance.  Also  that  he  is  honest, 
industrious,  and  straightforward. 

From  the  evidence  m  this  case  your  committee  believe  it  is  shown 
that  the  petitioner  contracted  disability  in  service,  as  alleged,  and 
that  he  is  now  disabled  therefrom.  They  respectfully  recommend 
the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month. 

11.  R.  11280.  Theodore  W.  Swan,  of  the  Northern  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  Wausau,  Wis.,  is  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  the  rate 
of  $6  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  legs  contracted  during  the 
War  with  Spain  while  serving  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Sixth  Reg- 
iment Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which  he  served  from  June  2<'. 
1898,  to  February  27,  1899,  when  discharged  on  accoimt  of  functionBl 
heart  trouble,  shown  by  the  records  of  the  War  Department  to  hare 
existed  prior  to  enlistment. 

A  claim  for  increase  filed  August  1,  1906,  was  rejected  April  5, 191*2. 
on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  failed  to  show  a  degree  of  disability 
from  the  pensioned  cause  which  would  warrant  an  increased  rating 

The  evidence  upon  which  that  action  was  based  is  contained  in  a 
certificate  of  medical  examination  made  March  6,  1912,  by  an  exam- 
ining surgeon  of  the  Pension  Bureau.  Ilis  rep>ort  gives  the  pension- 
er's age  as  35  years,  height  5  feet  7  inches,  and  weight  150  pounds. 
He  said : 

Legs:  Right  measurec»  14^  inches  around  calf.  Not  edematous.  Two browniab di?- 
colorations  between  lower  third  of  tibia  and  ankle,  probably  over  healed  ulcere.  Ei** 
tosis  on  tibia  below  lower  third,  about  3  inches  long  and  }  inch  wider  than  other 
part**  of  bone.     Not  tender. 

Left,  mea^Muren  14 J  inches  around  calf.  Exostosis  3i  inches  long  and  i  inch  wider 
than  other  parts  of  bone.     Not  tender.     No  edema. 

The.^e  exostoses  are  certainly  result  of  some  inflammatory  reaction  in  bone  at  ^»n» 
time  and  could  be  result  of  typhoid. 

No  evidence  of  venereal  disease. 
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He  also  said: 

Applicant  has  paretic  dementia  and  is  progressively  growing  worse.  Probably 
will  not  live  very  long.  He  has  received  no  treatment  for  disease  of  l^s  since  being 
in  asylum. 

No  claim  has  been  made  for  insanity,  and  the  evidence  does  not  in 
anv  way  connect  that  condition  with  military  service. 

Evidence  filed  with  the  bill  shows  the  pensioner  to  be  an  inmate  of 
an  insane  asylum;  to  have  a  wife  and  two  small  children,  and  to  be 
without  property  or  means  of  support  except  his  pension. 

Upon  the  facts  presented  in  this  case  your  committee  think  the 
present  rate  of  pension  should  be  increased.  Thev  respectfully  rec- 
onmiend  that  the  pension  be  allowed  at  the  rate  oi  $12  per  month  in 
lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  11342.  George  C.  Rimes,  of  Camden,  Ark.,  served,  during  the 
War  with  Spain,  from  May  4  to  November  7,  1898,  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Third  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  from 
August  15,  1899,  to  May  2,  1901,  as  a  private  and  musician  in  Com- 
pany E,  Thirty-fifth  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Both  discharges  were  honorable.  A  part  of  the  second  service  was 
performed  in  the  Phihppine  Islands. 

He  applied  for  pension  June  7,  1901,  stating  that  he  contracted 
dhobie  itch  at  San  Miguel,  P.  I.,  in  December,  1900,  and  has  had  it 
ever  since. 

November  3,  1905,  he  alleged  that  at  Norzagaray,  P.  I.,  in  1900, 
he  became  subject  to  nervous  and  mental  trouble,  and  when  he  was 
discharged  a  skin  trouble  was  beginning  which  proved  to  be  a  severe 
case  of  eczema;  that  while  suffering  from  the  eczema,  nervous  and 
mental  trouble,  he  attempted  suicide  by  wood  alcohol,  which  caused 
paralysis  of  the  optic  nerves,  resulting  m  total  blindness. 

The  claim  was  rejected  November  22,  1906,  because  of  no  record, 
medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  showing  the  existence  of  dis- 
ease of  skin  prior  to  September,  1901.  It  was  rejected  as  to  mental 
trouble  because  of  no  record,  medical  or  other  evidence,  of  its  exist- 
ence in  service  or  prior  to  September,  1901,  and  the  testimony  fur- 
nished failed  to  show  more  than  a  temporary  disability  in  service. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  19^V  years  of  age 
at  enlistment,  and  that  he  was  absent  without  leave  June  14  to  16, 
July  15  to  18,  and  August  25  to  September  3,  1898.  He  was  treated 
for  a  cause  of  disabiUty  not  alleged  irom  June  25  to  28,  1898.  He  was 
treated  at  various  times  during  his  second  service,  but  not  for  any 
cause  for  which  he  claimed  pension.  He  disclaimed  having  any  cause 
of  disability  at  his  first  discharge  and  was  corroborated  by  his  captain 
(Paul  Shepard)  and  a  surgeon. 

At  his  last  discharge  the  soldier  claimed  to  have  disability  from  an 
operation  for  varicocele  of  left  side.  His  commanding  officer  knew 
nothing  about  it,  and  a  surgeon  and  a  board  of  surgeons  certified  that 
he  then  had  no  disability. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Pine  BlufT, 
Ark.,  December  6,  1905.     The  board  said: 

We  find  no  evidence  of  skin  disease.     Skin  normal,  no  eruption. 

.Vnd— 

He  is  totally  blind;  glasses  do  not  improve  his  sight.  We  decided  that  blindness  is 
uue  to  optical  neuritis  and  atrophy  of  tne  optic  nerve.  No  brain  or  nervous  affliction 
otherwiw. 
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J.  S.  Metzger,  M.  D.,  testified  February  28,  1906,  that  he  was  a 
surgeon  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Regiment  United  States  Voluntea 
Infantry;  knew  the  claimant  as  an  exemplary  soldier;  that  while  at 
Norzagaray,  P.  I.,  he  reported  for  treatment  several  times,  and  after 
a  short  time  he  showed  some  evidence  of  mental  derangement,  wbich 
at  first  assumed  the  character  of  religious  mania,  and  eventually  he 
became  melanchoUc  in  character. 

AUen  Lafort,  second  lieutenant,  testified  May  29,  1906,  that  the 
claimant  was  an  excellent  soldier  and  abstained  irom  alcoholic  drink; 
that  in  July  and  August,  1900,  he  observed  the  soldier  at  difl'eroit 
times  acting  strangely  and  talking  at  random,  showing  signs  of  not 
being  in  fuU  possession  of  his  mental  faculties;  that  tney  were  then 
separated  imtil  March  17, 1901,  and  were  together  till  Mav  2, 1901,  and 
witness  did  not  remember  having  noticed  anything  out  of  the  ordinary 
in  the  soldier's  conduct. 

Earl  W.  Tamer  testified,  April  14,  1906,  that  the  soldier  was  under 
his  immediate  command  during  his  entire  Philippine  service;  that  he 
always  found  him  attentive  to  nis  duties,  reliable  in  every  particular, 
of  good  habits,  and  did  not  use  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  form. 

The  records  of  the  City  and  County  Hospital  of  San  Francisco,  Cai. 
show  the  claimant  admitted  to  that  institution  September  6  and  dis- 
charged, unimproved,  November  4,  1901;  diagnosis,  optic  atrophj 
and  optic  neuritis. 

The  records  of  the  National  Soldiers'  Home,  Tenn.,  show  the  soldier 
admitted  there — 

June  26,  1906,  suffering  from  loss  of  vision  of  both  eyes;  disability  dates  from  &^9 
years  ago,  due  to  taking,  with  suicidal  intent,  about  1  pint  of  methyl  alcohol;  ststee 
that  he  was  blind  on  recovering  consciousness,  which  was  on  the  fourth  day. 

Louis  Jacobs,  M.  D.,  testified  September  17,  1906,  that  he  treated 
the  claimant  in  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  San  Francisco,  CaL,  in 
September,  October,  and  November,  1901,  for  total  blindness, 
pustular  eczema  of  both  lower  limbs,  which  was  entirely  healed  up 
on  his  discharge  from  the  hospital,  and  that  the  claimant  was  in  a 
very  nervous  condition  and  bad  state  of  health  while  in  the  hospitaL 

J.  W.  Conerly,  M.  D.,  of  San  Angelo,  Tex.,  testified  in  September, 
1906,  that  from  the  middle  of  November^  1901,  to  middle  of  Januarr. 
1902,*  he  knew  the  claimant  and  knew  him  to  be  blind  and  in  a  very 
nervous  condition. 

George  W.  Hudson,  M.  D.,  testified  May  21,  1906,  that  he  had 
treated  the  claimant  since  February,  1902;  that  at  times  he  is  ex- 
tremely nervous  and  subject  to  melanchoha;  has  been  blind,  and  that 
he  has  traces  of  eczema. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  claimant  states  that  he 
is  wholly  disabled  bv  total  blindness;  has  no  property  and  no  income. 

Witnesses  state  that  the  petitioner  has  always  been  a  man  of  good 
moral  character;  that  he  is  blind  and  without  property  or  income; 
that  he  is  totally  blind,  and  physicians  say  he  is  in  a  very  nervous 
condition,  which  one  physician  attributes  to  the  hot  climate  and 
exposure  incident  to  any  service. 

From  the  history  of  tnis  case,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  statement 
of  the  facts,  your  committee  believe  the  petitioner  is  disabled  as 
alleged  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension 
at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 
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H.  R.  12436.  William  Ramsev,  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law,  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20 

Ser  month  on  account  of  service  as  a  private  in  Troop  B,  United  States 
[ounted  Riflemen,  from  July  27j  1846,  to  August  28,  1848,  during 
the  War  with  Mexico.  The  pension  commenced  Februarv  27,  1907. 
He  had  previously  drawn  pension  at  $8  per  month  from  January  29, 
1887,  under  the  law  of  that  date,  and  at  $12  per  month  from  Decem- 
ber 8,  1894,  imder  the  act  of  January  5,  1903. 

The  pensioner  is  about  91  years  of  age  and  appears,  from  evidence 
filed  with  the  bill,  to  be  without  property  or  income  except  his  pension 
of  $240  a  year  and  to  be  wholly  imable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

On  accoimt  of  the  pensioner's  great  age,  consequent  inability  to 
earn  a  support  by  manual  labor,  and  his  lack  of  property  or  income 
vour  conmiittee,  in  accordance  with  precedent  in  similar  cases  of 
Mexican  War  survivors,  respectfully  recommend  that  pension  be 
allowed  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving, 

H.  R.  13813.  WilUam  H.  Mercer,  of  Ahna,  Ga.,  is  the  father  of 
Grover  C.  Mercer  who  served  in  the  United  States  Navy  from  April 
26,  1906,  to  October  29,  1909,  and  who  was  pensioned  at  $8  per 
month  from  November  2,  1909,  on  account  of  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis incurred  as  a  seaman  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Wabash  during  the  period 
of  service  stated. 

The  sailor  died  February  25,  1911,  of  the  disease  for  which  he 
was  pensioned,  leaving  no  widow  or  minor  child,  and  on  May  5,  1911, 
the  petitioner  applied  for  pension  as  a  dependent  father. 

The  evidence  in  the  case  sufficiently  shows  the  relationship  of  the 
sailor  to  the  petitioner,  the  death  of  the  sailor's  mother,  and  the 
dependent  condition  of  the  claimant.     The  latter  is  73  years  of  age. 

The  Pension  Bureau  rejected  the  claim  July  24,  1911,  on. the 
ground  that  the  claimant  having  voluntarily  served  in  the  Confed- 
erate States  Armv,  as  shown  by  his  own  statement  and  official  records, 
is  prohibited  under  section  4716,  Revised  Statutes,  from  being  paid 
pension  as  the  dependent  father  of  the  sailor. 

Section  4716,  Revised  Statutes,  provides  that  - 

No  money  on  account  of  pension  shall  be  paid  to  any  person,  or  to  the  widow, 
children,  or  heirs  of  any  deceased  person  who  in  any  manner  voluntarily  engaged  in 
or  aided  or  abetted  the  late  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  United  States. 

Congress  has  not  since  removed  the  bar  to  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions in  tHs  class  of  cases,  though  it  has  in  other  classes,  and  there  is 
now  on  the  House  Calendar  a  bill  to  repeal  the  law  mentioned,  which 
bill  was  unanimously  approved  and  reported  by  this  committee. 

Under  these  conditions  your  committee  believe  the  claimant  should 
be  afforded  the  relief  he  seeks,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the 
allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  13852.  John  S.  Scheerer,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  served  in  the 
United  States  Army  from  November  8,  1878,  to  December  11,  1882. 
He  is  pensioned  as  an  ordinary  seaman  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte, 
United  States  Navy,  at  the  rate  of  $17  per  month  on  account  of  rheu- 
tnatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

A  claim  for  increase,  filed  June  6,  1911,  was  rejected  July  20.  1911, 
\>n  the  ground  that  the  degree  of  disability  from  the  pensioned  cause 
lid  not  warrant  an  increased  rating — * 'condition  largely  due  to  paraU 
p^sis  agitans.'' 
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The  certificate  of  medical  examination  upon  which  that  action  was 
taken  was  made  June  28,  1911,  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Washington, 
D.  C.    The  board  reported: 

Rheumatism:  Right  hand  is  swollen.  He  alleges  rheumatism  affecting  most  joiotr 
of  the  body.  He  is  so  weak  and  affected  by  paralysis  agitans  as  to  render  full  examin*- 
tion  impractical.  No  crepitus  elicited.  Sensation  of  motion  in  right  arm  and  shoul- 
der— is  unable  to  get  right  hand  to  head.     Rate,  17/18. 

Heart:  Apex  beat  and  area  of  dullness  normal;  rhythm  regular;  strength  fair  only 
no  murmurs;  no  cyanosis  or  edema;  no  arcus  senilis;  vessels  soft;  no  arterioecleroeia. 
Rate,  0/18. 

Lungs:  Chest  measurements,  35-37};  normal  upon  inspimtion,  percussion,  and 
auscultation.    Rate,  0/18. 

Paralysis  agitans:  Entire  body  affected  to  a  marked  d^;ree;  left  arm  u  perhaps  woiw. 
He  is  unable  to  dress  and  undress  himself  or  to  feed  himself.  Requires  aid  even  it 
closet.  (Alleges  loss  of  22  pounds  in  last  two  years.)  No  other  eviaence  of  disease  d 
nervous  system.    Rate,  $50  per  month. 

Vicious  habits:  No  evidence  of;  structures  usually  involved  in  syphilis  are  not  dis- 
eased. He  disclaims  use  of  intoxicants  and  we  believe  his  statement.  No  other  disa- 
bility. (He  looks  to  be  over  60.)  Pulse  and  respiration  not  taken  after  exercise 
because  of  his  condition. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  biU  the  petitioner  asks  for  a  {>ension  of 
$30  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart 
and  paraljrsis  agitans,  which  he  beUeves  to  be  a  result  of  rheumatism 
and  malarial  poisoning,  for  which  he  had  a  long  period  of  treatment 
in  service. 

Good  evidence  in  the  case  shows  him  to  be  without  property,  and 
in  part  dependent  upon  others  not  legally  bound  for  his  support.  It  is 
shown  that  his  wife  is  insane  and  that  his  oldest  son,  aged  13,  is  an 
inmate  of  the  industrial  home  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Two  laymen  testify  that  the  pensioner  is  an  honorable,  upright  citi- 
zen, of  good  habits,  respected  bv  all  of  his  neighbors  and  associates; 
that  he  is  totally  clisabled  for  tne  performance  of  manual  labor,  and 
that  he  is  without  income,  except  his  pension  of  $17  per  month. 

Dr.  II.  N.  D.  Parker  testified,  August  10,  1911,  that— 

I  have  known  John  S.  Scheerer  for  four  years;  said  Scheerer  is  8u£fering  from  iheumft- 
tism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  to  the  extent  of  totally  disqualifying  him  for  |^- 
forming  any  physical  or  mental  labor.  He  b  also  suffering  from  paralysis  agitans,  which 
in  my  judgment  is  the  direct  result  of  the  rheumatism,  and  is  unable  to  care  for  him- 
self, dress  or  feed  himself,  and  is  in  a  condition  that  requires  the  constant  attentioD 
of  an  attendant.  In  my  judgment  his  ailments  will  continue  to  increase  untfl 
the  end  comes.    There  is  no  known  remedy  for  his  disease. 

From  the  foregoing  history  of  the  case  your  committee  think  the 
present  disabiUty  from  the  pensioned  cause  entitles  the  pensioner  to 
an  increased  rating.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of 
pension  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

II.  R.  14649.  Wesley  J.  Banks,  of  Centerville^  Iowa,  is  pensioned 
as  a  Mexican  War  survivor  on  account  of  service  in  that  war  as  t 
corporal  in  Company  A,  First  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
froni  June  17,  1846,  to  June  16,  1847. 

His  pension  was  originally  allowed  under  the  act  of  January  29. 
1887  (providing  pensions  for  survivors  of  the  Mexican  War  who  had 
60  days'  service  in  that  war  and  honorable  discharge,  etc.),  on  October 
6,  1887,  at  $8  per  month  from  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  the  law. 
It  was  increased  to  $12  per  month  from  March  3,  1903,  the  date  of  an 
act  increasing  the  rate  of  such  survivors'  pension  to  that  amount,  and 
on  March  12,  1906,  the  rate  was  increased  to  $20  per  month  by  a 
private  act  of  that  dato. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions  in  the  Fif ty-nintli  Con- 
f?ross,  on  which  the  private  act  was  based^  showed  that  the  pensioner 
was  then  80  years  of  age,  wholly  incapacitated  for  earning  a  support 
by  manual  labor  by  reason  of  infirmities  due  to  advanced  age  and  the 
result  of  an  accident  causing  a  broken  bone  near  the  hip  joint;  also 
that  he  was  in  destitute  circumstances,  having  no  means  of  support 
aside  from  his  pension. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is  86 
years  of  age,  wholly  disaualified  for  manual  labor  by  a  broken  hip; 
that  he  has  not  been  on  nis  feet  for  1 1  years,  owns  no  property,  and 
has  no  income  aside  from  his  pension. 

In  accordance  with  precedent  in  cases  of  Mexican  War  survivors  of 
great  age,  physically  incapacitated  for  manual  labor  and  in  destitute 
circumstances,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  allow- 
ance of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now 
receiving. 

H.  R.  16323.  Ronald  B.  Veach,  of  Anderson,  Ind.,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  month  on  account  of 
clut)nic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum  contracted  during 
service  in  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private  of  Company  A,  Eleventh 
Kegiment,  United  States  Infantry,  in  which  he  served  from  September 
15,  1897,  to  September  14,  1900,  when  discharged  upon  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  enUstment.  A  part  of  the  service  was  performed  in 
Porto  Rico. 

The  original  pension  was  allowed  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea 
Aoril  11^  1904,  at  $6  per  month,  commencing  April  22,  1901.  The 
rate  was  increased  to  $8  from  April  3,  1907,  for  the  same  cause  and 
resulting  disease  of  rectum,  and  to  $10,  the  present  rate,  from  Sep- 
tember 9,  1908. 

Claims  for  increase,  filed  February  28,  1910,  and  May  29,  1911, 
wore  rejected  May  18,  1910,  and  August  5,  1911,  on  the  ground  that 
the  disabiUty  from  the  pensioned  causes  would  not  justify  an  increased 
rating. 

The  medical  examination  upon  which  the  last  action  was  based  was 
made  July  12,  1911,  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Noblesville,  Ind. 
The  board  reported  the  pensioner  as  5  feet  10^  inches  in  height, 
35  years  of  age,  and  weighing  168  pounds.     They  said: 

Nutrition  fair  only.  Tongue  broad,  red,  coated  brown,  fissured.  Throat  congested. 
<Tipet  K»t  40  inches;  inspiration,  42;  expiration,  38;  walls  symmetrical.  Stomach 
distended,  very  gaseous  and  tender  on  pressure.  Entire  bowels  very  tender  on 
pnwure  and  tympanitic .  The  liver  is  enlarged,  extending  2  inches  below  the  ribs 
and  up  to  within  1  inch  of  nipple  and  very  tender;  skin  cold,  clammy,  and  sallow. 

Rate,  10/18. 
Also: 

Disease  of  rectum.  Anus  and  external  pwrts  highly  inflamed .  No  external  tumors. 
The  rectum  is  very  much  inflamed  as  high  as  the  speculum  shows;  there  are  two 
internal  tumors  one-third  inch  diameter,  and  sphincter  relaxed.  Rectum  very 
tender. 

Rate,  8/18. 
They  also  said : 

Haimant  aUegee  that  during  the  summer  months  he  is  not  able  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  is  true    ♦    ♦    ♦. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is  in 
part  incapacitated  for  earning  his  support  by  manual  labor   by 
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chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectum,  that  he  has  no  property, 
and  that  his  annual  income  is  $400. 

A  physician  testifies  that  he  has  known  the  pensioner  for  severtl 
years,  and  knows  he  suffers  attacks  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  has  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  with  disease  of  rectum;  that  he  is  compelled  lo 
work  at  intervals  when  suffering  attacks  of  chronic  diarrhea,  and 
complains  that  he  is  distressed  most  of  the  time  and  must  use  care  in 
his  (liet.     He  does  not  sav  that  he  has  ever  treated  the  claimant. 

A  layman  states  that  he  knows  the  pensioner  suffers  with  chronic 
diarrhea,  and  that  when  asked  why  he  was  not  working,  said,  '*!  have 
been  told  by  him  that  he  was  suffering  from  diarrhea,"  and  that  he 
does  not  work  regularly. 

The  evidence  in  this  case,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  shows 
the  pensioner  entitled  to  an  increased  rating,  and  they  respectfully 
recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $18  per  montl 
in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  16799.  Clinton  L.  Coleman,  of  National  Military  Home,  Ohio, 
during  the  War  with  Spain,  served  as  a  private  in  Company  L,  Tenth 
Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  23,  1898,  to  March  23, 
1899,  when  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  apphed  for  pension  August  15,  1901,  stating  that  he  was  taken 
sick  at  Camp  Meade,  Pa.,  about  October  1,  1898,  with  malarial  fever, 
for  which  he  was  sent  to  hospital  and  treated  and  that  ever  since  he 
has  suffered  with  aches  and  pains,  which  culminated  May  24,  1901,  in 
partial  paralysis  of  both  legs  and  arms,  on  accoimt  of  which  he  claims 
pension. 

The  claim  was  rejected  December  16,  1903,  on  the  ground  that  there 
was  no  record  of  the  alleged  paralysis,  no  mediciu  evidence  of  its 
existence  in  service,  and  the  claimant's  evident  inability  to  connect 
its  origin  with  military  service. 

Reopeningwas  twice  denied,  the  last  time  in  February,  1907. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  26  years  of  age  at 
enlistment.  No  physical  defects  were  noted  at  that  time.  The  med- 
ical records  show  mm  treated  for  malaria  October  11  to  31,  189S; 
diagnosis  also  show^n  October  18  to  21,  1898,  as  gonorrhea;  December 
22  to  31,  1898,  vaccination. 

It  is  noted  on  the  company  muster-out  roll  that  the  soldier  was 
on  furlough  from  November  1  to  7,  1898;  sick  in  quarters  July  29 
and  November  15  to  December  1,  1898,  in  line  of  duty. 

Upon  examination,  March  5,  1899,  preliminary  to  discharge,  the 
soldier  disclaimed  having  any  disabihty  and  was  corroborated  by 
his  captain  and  a  surgeon. 

He  was  examined  by  a  board  of  sui^eons  at  Zanesville,  Ohio, 
March  12,  1902.  They  found  locomotor  ataxia,  of  which  they  said 
there  was  absolutely  no  evidence  of  venereal  origin;  that  **the 
seouellse  of  malaria  are  manifold  and  might  be  set  down  as  a  prob- 
able cause  of  locomotor  ataxia,  did  it  exist,  but  there  is  no  eviaence 
of  malaria  now.  No  history  of  present  chills  nor  fever  nor  in  the 
recent  past.'' 

They  also  said : 

We  consider  the  cauee  obpcure.  Disability  is  complete  and  be  requires  help  in 
many  ways. 

Rate,  $30. 
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The  lieutenants  and  first  sergeant  of  the  soldier's  company  testi- 
fied that  he  was  sick  a  great  deal  in  service,  complained  of  aches 
andpains  and  of  rheumatism.     They  said  he  was  a  good  soldier. 

Witnesses  state  that  the  soldier  was  in  fine  health  oef ore  service, 
and  that  immediately  on  his  return  he  complained  of  j>ains  ana 
aches  from  his  hips  to  his  knees,  and  so  complained  imtil  he  was 
paralyzed.  One  witness  with  whom  he  worked  as  a  carpenter 
stated  that  not  long  after  he  returned  from  the  Army  the  claimant 
went  to  work  in  a  shop  with  him,  and  he  was  not  then  anything 
like  the  man  to  work  that  he  was  before,  and  that  he  complained 
of  awful  pains  in  his  back  and  limbs:  tnat  they  worked  together 
for  over  a  year,  and  the  claimant  would  have  to  frequently  go  nome, 
complaining  of  his  back  and  1^.  Other  witnesses  gave  similar 
testimony  and  one  witness  said  he  had  malaria  and  some  kind  of 
fever  when  he  came  home  from  service. 

Oiarles  M.  Lenhard,  M.  D.,  testified  December  19,  1902,  that  he 
treated  the  claimant  during  the  summer  of  1900  for  general  debility; 
that  he  complained  of  weakness  of  his  le^  and  arms,  and  often  when 
not  working  his  legs  and  arms  would  be  tired  and  painful.  Also  that 
he  was  unable  to  work  most  all  the  time  he  was  under  affiant's  care. 
He  expressed  the  opinion  that  disease  of  spinal  cord,  sclerosis,  which 
causea  the  paralysis,  was  due  to  malarial  poisoning. 

H.  R.  Geyer,  M.  D.,  testified  January  7,  1903,  that  he  treated  the 
claimant  for  partial  paralysis  from  May  30  to  August  30,  1901,  during 
which  time  he  was  totally  disabled. 

The  surgeon  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  certified  that 
the  claimant  was  in  the  hospital  of  that  home  from  August  31,  1901, 
to  April  11,  1902,  for  sclerosis  of  posterior  column  of  cord. 

Omer  witnesses  testified  that  tne  soldier  had  malaria  in  service. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
is  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor;  that  he  was  a  charge  on  his 
parents,  who  were  unable  to  support  him,  and  that  he  is  an  inmate 
of  the  National  Military  Home. 

Evidence,  medical  and  lay,  show  the  soldier  totally  disabled. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  the  petitioner  is  shown  to, be 
disabled,  as  alleged,  as  a  result  of  his  military  service,  and  tliey 
respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $30 
per  month. 

H.  R.  18519.  William  M.  Hanks,  of  Lawton,  Okla.,  served,  during 
the  War  with  Spain,  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Ninth  Regiment 
Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  28,  1898,  to  May  20,  1899, 
when  he  was  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  appUed  for  pension  May  23, 1900,  stating  that  at  Habana,  Cuba, 
about  April  19,  1899,  while  on  duty  as  guard  on  wagon  hauling  goods 
from  camp,  and  while  in  the  act  of  getting  on  the  wagon,  the  horses 
started  suddenly^  throwing  him  on  the  curbstone,  baoly  and  permar 
nently  injuring  his  right  hand,  wrist,  arm,  and  collar  bone.  Also  that 
he  incurred  varicocele  and  piles  by  lifting  beef  and  other  hard  duty 
at  Habana,  Cuba,  about  February,  1899.  He  added  injury  to  left 
shoulder  February  19,  1904. 

The  claim  was  rejected  February  15,  1909,  for  injury  of  right  hand, 
wrist,  and  arm,  left  shoulder  and  left  collar  bone,  on  the  ground  of  no 
ratable  disability  therefrom  since  date  of  filing  the  application;  for 
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varicocele  and  piles,  because  of  no  record,  medical,  or  other  satis- 
f^tory  evidence  showing  origin  in  service,  existence  at  dischai^e, 
or  continuance  thereafter. 

Reopening  was  denied  in  November,  1911. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  the  soldier  42  years  of 
fige  at  enlistment  and  treated  October  1  to  3,  1898,  for  acute  dysen- 
tery; October  10  to  13,  1898,  for  acute  gastroenteritis,  also  shown  as 
acute  indigestion;  December  8,  1898,  for  colic;  December  16  to  19, 
1898,  for  coryza  (cold  in  head). 

No  physical  defects  were  noted  at  enUstment. 

Upon  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  the  soldier  claimed  to 
have  varicocele,  incurred  in  January,  1899,  at  Habana,  Cuba.  His 
captain  certified  that  he  knew  nothing  about  it  and  certified  that  he 
had  examined  the  soldier  and  that  he  had  no  disabiUty  of  any  charac- 
ter. A  special  board  of  surgeons  then  examined  him  and  certified  that 
tjhiev  concurred  in  the  finding  of  the  examining  surgeon,  that  the  scddier 
uaa  no  disability. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Harrisburg, 
111.,  August  7,  1901.  They  found  no  objective  evidence  of  injury  of 
ha^nds,  wrists,  arms,  shoulders,  and  breast.     They  said: 

Left  clavicle  has  been  fractured  near  acronial  end,  causing  slight  defonnity,  but 
no  disability. 

Also: 

There  is  varicocele  of  left  side,  size  of  mass  about  2  by  6  inches,  hydrocele  and 
hernia  all  excluded. 

And 

Rectum  congested;  no  Internal  pile  tvimora;  three  exten;kal  tabs,  size  about  00$- 
half  by  one-half  inch  each. 
No  other  disability.    Rate,  left  varicocele,  4/18;  rectum  and  piles,  4/18. 

Several  witnesses  testified  that  the  soldier  had  diarrhea  in  service 
foxfl  that  he  complained  of  having  piles  ajid  varicocele.  They  idso 
corroborate  the  claimant  as  to  his  having  fallen  from  a  wagon;  lM|t 
only  one  witness  said  he  was  present  when  he  fell.  The  others  testi- 
ied  f rom  information  afterwards  obtained.  The  one  witness  who  said 
le  saw  the  fall  said  he  was  hurt  in  the  right  hand,  wrist,  and  arm,  collar 
>one,  and  shoulders.  Others  said  they  noticed  the  inj  uries  afterwards. 
One  witness  said  the  soldier  told  him  he  had  varicocele,  caused  by  lifting 
quarters  of  beef,  and  that  he  complained  of  diarrhea  and  of  piles. 

F.  W.  Wylie,  M.  D.,  testified  May  16,  1902,  that  the  claimant  was 
then  afficted  with  hemorrhoids,  varicocele,  and  a  sprained  right  wrist, 
and  an  old  fracture  of  the  left  clavicle,  and  that  he  had  treated  him 
repeatedly  for  the  sprained  wrist  and  his  condition  at  tim^  rendered 
him  unfit  for  labor;  also  treated  him  for  hemorrhoids.  He  said  he  had 
known  the  claimant  three  years,  but  did  not  sav  when  he  treated  him. 
That  witness  testified  January  15,  1908,  that  his  treatment  was 
possibly  in  1901,  and  consisted  of  two  or  three  bottles  of  linim^it  and 
possibly  a  box  or  two  of  ointment,  and  that — 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  him  being  incapacitated  for  labor  by  reason  of  same.  I  have 
no  dates  of  treatment. 

Two  witnesses  testified  in  1908  that  the  claimant  had  complained 
of  piles  during  the  past  year. 

The  claimant's  brother  testified  in  1908  that  he  was  suffering  with 
piles  when  he  came  home  from  the  Army  and  has  so  suffered  ever  since. 
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Charles  A.  Brown,  captain  of  Company  K,  of  the  claimant's  regi- 
ment, testified  August  5,  1911,  that  the  soldier  was  injured  by  falling 
from  a  wagon  in  Cuba,  and  that  it  was  said  his  right  wrist  was  broken 
and  left  shoulder  dislocated;  that  his  recollection  and  opinion  was  that 
the  soldier's  health  was  never  good  from  that  time  up  to  about  1895, 
to  which  time  the  witness  said  he  saw  him  occasionally. 

Other  witnesses  testify  to  complaints  of  the  various  alleged  dis- 
abihties  after  service. 

I.  A.  Foster,  M.  D.,  testified  August  1,  1911,  that  he  treated  the 
claimant  for  cramp  colic  about  the  year  1895,  and  that  after  his  Army 
service  the  claimant  consulted  him  for  bleeding  piles,  and  upon 
examination  he  found  his  collar  bone  had  been  broken  and  the 
"cracked  place  had  calloused  over."  He  thought  this  was  in  1899; 
that  he  met  the  claimant  freauently  until  about  1902  or  1903  and  he 
seemed  to  be  a  physical  wrecK. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanving  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
owns  four  lots  in  Lawton,  Okla.,  for  which  he  agreed  to  pay  $350,  and 
had  paid  $35;  that  he  owns  no  other  property  and  has  no  relatives 
able  to  support  him. 

Witnesses  corroborate  the  statement  as  to  financial  condition  and 
say  the  claimant  is  three-fourths  disabled  and  has  complained  of  his 
different  alleged  causes  of  disability  since  service. 

A  physician  testifies  to  condition  on  January  30,  1912,  and  says  he 
has  hemorrhoids  and  left  varicocele,  and  has  had  a  fracture  of  the 
collar  bone  and  sprained  right  wrist.  Also  that  he  attended  him  four 
years  ago  for  severe  cramping  and  congestive  spells,  and  that  he  is 
unable  to  do  any  heavy  work. 

The  evidence  m  this  case,  as  shown  by  the  foregoing,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  iustifies  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month,  and  sucn  action  is  respectfully  recommended. 

H.  R.  18814.  John  G.  Morgan,  of  Taylor,  Ark.,  is  pensioned  under 
the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month  as  a  private 
in  Sargent's  company,  First  Regiment  Georgia  Volunteers,  War  with 
Mexico.  His  service  commenced  June  11,  1846,  and  ended  by  hon- 
orable discharge  May  29,  1847. 

The  pension  was  originally  allowed  at  $8  per  month  from  June  29, 
1887,  imder  the  act  of  that  date;  was  increased  to  $12  oer  month 
from  January  5,  1893,  under  the  law  of  that  date,  and  to  the  present 
rate  of  $20  per  month,  as  stated  above,  from  March  29,  1907. 

Evidence  in  the  case  shows  the  pensioner  to  be  about  87  years  of 
age,  and  evidence,  lav  and  medical,  filed  with  the  bill,  shows  him  to  be 
wioUy  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor  by  reason 
of  his  advanced  age  and  physical  disabilities.  The  evidence  also 
shows  that  the  pensioner  is  without  property  or  income  except  his 
pension,  and  is  in  part  dependent  on  others  for  support. 

On  account  of  the  pensioner's  necessitous  circumstances,  dependent 
on  his  age  and  disability,  and  in  accordance  with  precedent  in  similar 
cases  of  Mexican  War  survivors,  your  committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month  in  lieu 
of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  19713.  Lawrence  Z.  Hoffman,  of  Cleveland  Mills,  N.  C, 
served  as  a  private  in*  Company  F,  Tenth  Regiment  United  States 
Infantry,  from  November  29,  1895,  to  November  28,  1898,  when 
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discharged  at  the  expiration  of  term  of  enlistment.  The  latter  part 
of  the  service  was  perfonned  during  the  war  with  Spain,  and  in  Cuba 
from  June  23  to  August  10,  1898. 

On  February  1,  1899,  the  petitioner  applied  for  pension,  stating 
that  he  had  nervous  prostration  and  debility  due  to  malaria  contracted 
in  Cuba  during  the  Santiago  campaign  in  July,  1898.  In  an  affidavit 
filed  September  26,  1901,  he  alleged  enlargement  of  liver  and  spleen 
and  catarrh  contracted  in  Cuba. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  treated  in  December, 
1895,  for  boils;  from  February  27  to  April  28,  1898,  for  acute  gas- 
tritis; from  March  19  to  April  9,  1898,  for  acute  cystitis  and  prosta- 
titis; from  July  29  to  31,  1898,  for  acute  diarrhea;  from  September 
24  to  28,  and  October  11  to  13,  1898,  for  malaria;  October  14  and  15, 
1898,  for  rheumatism,  and  from  October  28  to  November  3,  and 
November  20  to  23,  189S,  for  malaria;  the  latter  period  intermittent. 
All  in  line  of  duty. 

Dr.  F.  T.  Ford  testified  September  30,  1901,  that  the  soldier  was  in 
perfect  health  up  to  enlistment  and  that  he  tieated  him  on  his  return 
from  service  for  enlargement  of  spleen  and  liver  and  nervous  debility. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Lenoir, 
N.  C,  August  7,  1901,  and  found  no  evidence  of  malaria;  liver  and 
spleen  normal.  They  said  he  had  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  and  rated 
it  at  $3.  No  signs  of  nervous  prostration  were  disclosed,  but  chorea, 
principally  in  the  muscles  of  the  neck,  was  rated  at  $6.  No  evident* 
of  debility.  *'Is  a  strong,  well-developed  man,  muscles  firm,  color 
good,  skin  clear." 

Soldier  was  examined  by  a  single  sui^eon  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  April 
2,  1902,  who  found  no  cause  of  disabiUty  except  slight  postnasal 
catarrh,  which  was  not  severe  enough  to  rate.  He  described  the 
claimant  as  '^  healthy  in  appearance,  muscles  firm,  hands  calloused." 
Age.  27  years;  height,  6  feet;  weight,  180  pounds. 

Tne  claim  was  rejected  June  9^  1902,  because  of  no  disability  from 
the  alleged  causes  smce  date  of  filing. 

Dr.  P\  T.  Ford  made  an  affidavit  August  17,  1906,  in  which  he  said 
he  treated  the  claimant  in  1899  for  malarial  poisoning,  enlarged  liver, 
spleen,  and  nervous  prostration .  He  is  still  suffering  with  chronic 
nervous  affection.  While  under  treatment  was  not  able  to  perform 
manual  labor  half  the  time. 

Four  laymen  testified  in  August,  1906,  that  the  claimant  was  t 
sound  man  before  service  and  that  since  discharge  he  has  been  one- 
half  disabled. 

Upon  this  the  Pension  Bureau  declined  to  reopen  the  claim. 

Filed  with  the  bill  is  the  petitioner's  affidavit,  in  which  he  says 
he  is  one-half  incapacitated  from  earning  his  support  by  manual  labor 
by  reason  of  chronic  congestion  of  liver  with  aggravated  case  of  Si 
Vitus^s  dance  or  chorea;  that  he  owns  41  acres  of  land  valued  at  13 
per  acre,  1  horse  and  2  cows,  of  the  value  of  $275,  and  has  no  income 
except  what  little  crop  he  can  raise  on  his  land. 

E.  A.  Houser,  M.  D.,  testified,  December  19, 1900,  that  he  had  exam- 
ined the  petitioner  and  found  him  suffering  from  chronic  congestion 
of  liver  with  aggravated  case  of  St.  Vitus's  dance  or  chorea,  makmg  his 
disability  for  manual  labor  at  least  one-half.  That  affidavit  was 
filed  with  a  bill  in  the  Sixty-first  Congress. 
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In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  pending  bill  the  petitioner  states 
that  he  is  one-half  disabled  by  St.  Vitus's  dance  or  chorea,  sluggish 
liver,  and  catarrh:  that  he  owns  50  acres  of  land  listed  for  taxation  at 
$168,  and  personal  property  valued  at  $178;  and  that  his  income  from 
all  sources  is  ''about  $150,  made  on  fann." 

Two  witnesses  state  that  the  petitioner's  real  estate  is  worth  about 
$350  and  that  it  is  encumbered. 

A  physician  testified,  April  18,  1912,  that  he  had  examined  the 
petitioner  and  found  him  suffering  from  biliary  trouble  and  chorea, 
which  disabled  him  more  than  one-half  for  manual  labor. 

From  the  facts  shown  in  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  case,  your 
committee  beUeve  the  petitioner  is  disabled  as  alleged,  and  they 
respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  tne  rate  of  $12 
per  month. 

H.  R.  20634.  Rupert  Haas,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  during  the  War  with 
Spain,  served  as  a  private  and  corporal  in  Company  E,  Sixth  Regi- 
ment United  States  Infantry,  from  February  1,  1898,  to  January  25, 
1899,  when  dischai^ed  by  way  of  favor.  He  previously  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  A,  Efleventh  United  States  Infantry,  from  March 
28,  1891,  to  June  27,  1894;  in  Company  E,  Ninth  Regiment  United 
States  Infantry,  from  January  16,  1895,  to  January  15,  1898.  All 
discharges  were  honorable. 

He  applied  for  pension  May  18,  1899.  stating  that  at  Santiago, 
Cuba,  aoout  July  9,  1898,  he  contractea  chronic  malaria,  and  that 
disease  of  heart,  liver,  and  spleen  resulted  from  the  malaria. 

In  an  application  filed  June  22,  1907,  he  alleged  that  he  contracted 
chronic  malaria,  disease  of  heart,  rheumatism,  and  lumbago  at  San 
Juan  Hill,  Cuba,  about  July  15,  1898. 

The  claim  was  rejected  January  24,  1901.  on  the  ground  that  a 
ratable  degree  of  disability  had  not  been  snown  since  the  date  of 
application  for  malarial  poisoning,  disease  of  heart,  liver,  and  spleen. 

It  was  rejected  November  30,  1909,  because  of  no  record,  medical 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  of  origin  in  service,  or  of  existence  at 
or  since  discharge  of  rheumatism,  lumbago,  and  disease  of  heart,  and 
because  of  no  ratable  disability,  since  filing  the  appUcation,  from 
those  diseases  and  malarial  poisoning. 

Reopening  has  been  denied  eight  times,  the  last  time  in  June,  1911. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  20  years  of  age  at  his 
first  enlistment  in  1891.  They  do  not  show  any  physical  defects  at 
last  enlistment. 

The  medical  records  show  treatment  for  minor  ailments  in  1891, 
1892,  and  1893,  and  for  acute  alcoholism  for  three  days  in  December, 
1897. 

He  was  treated  May  6  and  7,  1898,  for  a  shght  ailment  not  claimed 
for;  August  1  to  8,  September  5  to  15  and  September  23  to  October 
4,  1898,  for  malarial  fever,  and  granted  a  sick  furlough  from  October 
4  to  November  3,  1898.  The  furlough  was  three  times  extended,  and 
ran  until  discharge,  on  certificates  from  Dr.  J.  Ijefler  of  Johnstown, 
N-  Y.  The  first  certificate  was  dated  October  27,  1898,  the  physician 
saying  the  ''soldier  was  suffering  from  chills  and  fever,  diarrhea,  and 
vomitmg." 

November  25,  1898,  he  certified  that  the  soldier  was  ''still  suffering 
from  chills  and  fever ;  when  walking  becomes  short  winded ;  pulse  feeble ;

circulation  feeble  in  both  lower  and  upper  extremities;  great  muscular 
soreness  and  tenderness  of  muscles  of  oack,  arms,  chest,  and  legs." 

December  28,  1898,  the  physician  said  the  soldier  was  *'  thin  m  flesh, 
weak  and  pale,  has  no  goodf  blood,  has  cough,  cramps  in  legs  and 
fingers,  pain  in  back,  no  appetite,  has  chills  and  fever  every  few  days." 

The  Claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  July  13,  1900.  Age  reported  28  years,  height  5  feet  8^  inches, 
and  weight  145  pounds.     They  said: 

The  objective  symptoms  of  chronic  malaria  are  not  much  in  evidence.  The  skin  is 
nonnal,  healthy,  moist,  pink,  no  cyanosis,  tongue  clean.  He  is  not  nervous  nor  easily 
excited.  Some  tenderness  over  liver  and  spleen,  neither  enlarp^,  congested,  nor  dis- 
eased permanently.  He  may  have  occasional  attacks  of  malaria  as  he  states.  *  ♦  * 
We  rate  iJlS. 

They  reported  the  heart  normal  and  no  evidence  of  rheumatism. 

He  was  examined  by  another  board  at  St.  Ix)uis,  Mo.,  October  6. 
1909.  Weight  reported,  150  pounds.  They  found  no  evidence  of 
malaria.  Liver  and  spleen,  bowels  and  digestive  functions  normal. 
No  heart  or  lung  disease,  kidneys  normal.     They  said: 

We  find  some  evidence  of  lumbago,  stooping  and  recovery  a  little  slow.  C  ompltins 
much  of  pains  in  back  at  night  and  fleeting  pains  through  body.  No  joints  show  any 
evidence  of  rheumatism.     No  contrasted  tendons  or  atrophied  muscles.    6,18. 

The  testimony  is  chiefly  that  of  laymen,  and  sho\^^  the  existence  of 
malarial  fever  in  Cuba  in  1898,  complaint  of  heart  trouble  and  ner- 
vousness in  July,  1898,  and  of  chills  and  fever  in  December,  1898,  and 
January,  1899. 

Numerous  witnesses  state  that  the  claimant  complained  continu- 
ously or  almost  continuously  from  discharge  to  December,  1011,  of 
rheumatism,  pains  in  back,  chills  and  fever,  malaria,  and  lumbago. 
A  number  of  witnesses  also  state  that  the  claimant  had  chills  and 
fever  at  discharge  and  complained  of  rheumatism. 

Some  witnesses  state  that  the  claimant  has  been  disabled  for  man- 
ual labor  about  half  the  time  since  discharge. 

James  McClure,  M.  D.,  testified  May  12,  1899,  that  he  examined  the 
claimant  that  day  and  found  chronic  malaria,  enlarged  liver  and 
spleen,  coated  tongue,  eyes  and  skin  slightly  jaundiced,lieart's  actioD 
excitable  and  rapid  and  poor  circulation. 

Charles  W.  Go  wans,  M.  D.,  testified  that  he  examined  the  claimant 
July  14,  1901,  and  found  malarial  poisoning,  enlarged  Uver,  heart 
affected,  sv&tolic  murmur,  and  the  patient  unfit  for  work. 

Dr.  William  C.  Green  testified  that  he  examined  the  claimant  May 
20, 1902,  and  found  heart  trouble,  jaundice,  dullness  of  liver  and  spleen, 
and  bones  of  legs  tender  on  pressure. 

Frank  Wild,  M.  D.,  testified  March  23,  1909,  that  he  had  treated  the 
soldier  since  January,  1906;  that  he  had  lumbago  and  sciatica  from 
January  to  March,  1 906,  and  was  unable  to  work,  and  that  he  had  been 
unable  to  work  half  the  time. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
has  no  property  or  income  of  any  kind,  is  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor,  and  is  mainly  dependent  on  liis  wife  for  support. 

Witnesses  corroborate  his  s^tatement. 

P.  A.  Pfeffer,  M.  D.,  testifies  that  the  petitioner  has  been  under  his 
''care  and  treatment  for  the  past  two  and  a  half  years.  On  differ- 
ent occasions  he  has  been  suffering  with  several  cnronic  ailments — 
malaria,  myopia,  general  debility,  neurasthenia,  nephritis,  and  a  gen- 
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eral  exhaustion,  due  to  exposure.  His  ailments  are  such  that  it 
makes  him  physically  incompetent  to  perform  manual  labor,  which  a 
man  of  his  standing  should  do  having  a  family  to  support,  and  the 
ailment?  he  has  renders  him  incompetent  to  do  any  manual  labor. 
I  believe  from  the  treatments  and  medicines  I  have  resorted  to  that 
his  case  is  incurable/' 

From  the  foregoing  history  of  this  case  your  committee  believe  that 
pension  should  be  granted.  They  respectfully  recommend  the  allow- 
ance of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  month. 

H.  R.  20999.  Charles  Myer,  of  Macon,  Ga.,  is  pensioned  under  the 
general  law  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  month  on  account  of  malarial  poison- 
mg  incurred  as  an  artificer  m  Company  E,  First  Regiment  Georgia 
Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which  he  served  from  May  2  to  November  18, 
1898,  during  the  War  with  Spain. 

The  pension  was  allowed  December  11,  1903,  commencing  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1899. 

A  claim  for  increase,  filed  December  18,  1911,  was  rejected  January 
26,  1912,  on  the  ground  that  the  degree  of  disabihty  snown  from  the 
pensioned  cause  did  not  warrant  an  increased  rating;  that  no  disa- 
oility  was  shown  from  stomach  trouble  independent  of  that  covered 
by  tne  rate  allowed  for  malarial  poisoning,  and  alleged  loss  of  sight 
was  not  accepted  as  a  result  of  the  pensioned  disabihty. 

In  support  of  the  claim  for  increase,  A.  Moody  Burt,  M.  D.,  testi- 
fied December  14,  1911,  that  the  pensioner  had  been  imder  his  pro- 
fessional care  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  during  the  past  four  or 
five  years,  and  that — 

At  first  the  said  Myer  was  suffering  from  an  obscure,  obstinate,  chronic  intestinal 
indigestion;  that  for  the  past  year  optic  neuritis  has  supervened  and  has  finally 
developed  complete  blindness  of  both  eyes,  and  the  said  Myer  is  totally  blind ,  and  is 
now  totally  incapacitated  for  any  ordinary  avocation  of  life. 

The  medical  examination  on  which  the  adverse  action  was  taken 
was  made  by  the  board  of  surgeons  at  Macon,  Ga.,  January  3,  1912. 
The  board  reported :  Age,  45  years ;  height,  5  feet  6^  inches ;  and  weight, 
146  pounds.     They  said: 

General  appearance  healthy;  tongue  clean ;  skin  clear;  heart  negative ;  lungs  negative; 
urine  negative;  conjunctiva  slightly  injected;  pupils  react  slowly  to  light;  can  not 
discern  objects;  can  tell  light  from  darkness;  no  disease  of  rectum;  liver,  spleen, 
abdominal  organs  negative.  Don't  know  cause  of  Iohh  of  vision ;  board  not  in  position 
to  make  ophtualmoscopic  examination.  No  evidence  of  vicious  habits  or  excessive 
use  of  intoxicants.  Claimant  is  so  disabled  from  blindness  as  to  be  incapacitated 
for  performing  any  manual  labor,  and  is  entitled  to  $30  a  month. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
IB  wholly  disabled  by  malarial  poisoning  and  resulting  total  blindness; 
that  he  is  without  property  of  any  kind  and  is  solely  dependent  upon 
hispension  and  the  charity  of  acauaintances. 

Tne  gentleman  who  introducea  the  bill  states  from  his  own  per- 
sonal knowledge  that  the  pensioner  is  blind,  has  no  property  other 
than  his  pension  of  $6  per  month,  is  an  object  of  charity,  and  is  being 
supported  by  a  benevolent  order  and  by  friends. 

The  evidence,  your  committee  think,  shows  an  increased  degree  of 
disability  from  the  pensioned  cause  and  results,  and  they  respect- 
fully recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $24  per 
month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 
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H.  R.  22228.  Jacob  Mandelbaum,  of  New  York  aty,  N.  Y.,  senned 
during  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Battery  D,  Second  R^ 
ment,  United  States  Artillery,  from  May  22,  1899,  to  September  — , 
1899,  when  transferred  to  Battery  G,  oi  the  same  oi^anization,  from 
which  he  was  transferred  to  Troop  H,  Seventh  Regiment  United 
States  Cavalry  October  29,  1900,  from  which  he  was  discharged 
May  22,  1902.  by  expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment. 

He  appliea  for  pension  May  15,  1905,  stating  that  he  contracted 
rheumatism  from  exposure  in  the  Army.  Subsequently  he  said  the 
disability  originated  while  he  was  a  member  of  Battery  G,  Second 
Regiment,  United  States  Artillery. 

The  claim  was  rejected  January  16,  1906,  on  the  groimd  that  the 
continuance  of  the  alleged  disability  was  not  shown  to  exist  from 
discharge,  no  evidence  being  filed,  and  because  a  ratable  degree  of 
disability  was  not  shown  to  exist. 

Reopening  has  since  been  twice  denied,  the  last  time  in  October. 
1909. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  21-^  years  of  age 
at  enlistment,  with  no  physical  defect  noted  at  that  time. 

The  medical  records  show  him  treated  in  June  and  August,  1899, 
and  Jime  and  July,  1900,  for  causes  unrelated  to  his  alleged  disability, 
and  from  April  22  to  25,  1901,  for  acute  neuralgia  right  hip;  from 
February  17  to  March  7,  1902,  for  neurasthenia,  characterized  by 
slight  indefinite  pains  in  back  and  along  both  great  sciatic  nerves, 
cause  unknown. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  New  York 
City,  N.  Y.,  October  11,  1905.  Height,  5  feet  11  mches;  weight,  152 
pounds.     The  board  said: 

Pain  on  pressure  and  on  motion  in  wrists  and  knees.  All  joints  normal  as  to  siie 
and  motion.  No  atrophy,  no  thickening,  no  crepitus,  and  no  contraction.  Two- 
eighteenths. 

Heart  normal.  No  evidence  of  venereal  disease  and  no  historj'  of 
same.     No  vicious  habits. 

They  also  rated  two-eighteenths  for  lumbago,  which  they  stat«i 
he  said  he  had  had  for  five  years. 

No  evidence  was  filed  prior  to  the  rejection  of  the  claim. 

Samuel  J.  Bemfeld,  M.  D.,  testified,  February  25,  1909,  that  he 
treated  the  claimant  from  February  1  to  November  15,  1906,  for 
muscular  rheumatism,  neurasthenia,  and  lumbago;  that  upon  exam- 
ination he  *' found  all  organs  in  gooa  health  except  that  he  complaios 
that  his  limbs  ache  him,  that  ne  has  a  severe  pain  in  the  lumbar 
region  of  his  back,  which  prevents  him  from  working,  and  general 
symptoms  of  neurasthenia,"  and  during  period  of  treatment  the 
claimant  was  unable  to  work. 

Other  physicians  testified  in  1909  to  treatment  for  the  same  causes 
from  January,  1905,  to  January,  1906. 

Lajmen  testified  in  1909  in  general  terms  to  physical  disability 
from  1902. 

Dr.  Joseph  Bruder  testified,  August  4,  1909,  that  he  treitted  the 
claimant  aoout  six  years  ago  for  rheumatism. 

Henry  Reiter,  M^  D.,  testified,  August  3,  1909,  that  to  his  best 
recollection  he  treated  the  claimant  '  during  the  latter  part  of  1903 
until  August  or  September,  1904;  he  has  been  complaining  of  pains

in  his  back,  shoulders,  hips,  and  knees,  and  my  diagnosis  was  chronic 
articular  rheumatism/' 

George  I.  Miller,  M.  D.,  testified,  August  4,  1909,  that  he  treated 
the  claimant  May  29,  1902,  for  chronic  articular  rheumatism,  lum- 
bago, nervous  debility,  and  anemia;  that  the  treatment  continued 
at  various  dates  in  each  month  to  December  21,  1902,  and  during 
that  period  he  was  ph3rsically  unable  to  do  anv  manual  labor. 

Several  lay  witnesses  also  testified,  in  Octooer,  1909,  that  the  sol- 
dier was  sound  before  service  and  had  been  disabled  by  rheumatism 
in  back  and  legs  ever  since  his  discharge,  and  that  they  knew  of  his 
being  treated  by  different  physicians  during  that  time. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanymg  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he 
is  wholly  disqualified  for  manual  labor  by  rneumatism  in  his  joints 
and  spine ;  that  he  owns  no  property  except  wearing  apparel  of  nom- 
inal value,  and  that  he  has  no  income. 

Laymen  corroborate  his  statements  as  to  physical  condition,  and 
two  phjrsicians  state  that  he  has  chronic  articular  rheumatism  of 
spine,  known  as  arthritis  deformans :  that  such  condition  is  progressive 
and  has  existed  to  their  personal  knowledge  six  months,  and  since 
August,  1910.  One  of  them  also  states  that  the  claimant  has  had 
two  attacks  of  iritis  within  six  months,  and  both  say  he  is  totally 
disabled. 

From  the  evidence  in  this  case,  as  disclosed  in  the  foregoing  state- 
ment, your  committee  conclude  that  the  petitioner  is  disabled  as  a 
result  of  his  military  service,  as  alleged,  and  they  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  23692.  Elizabeth  S.  Tmsley,  of  Hartsville,  Tenn.,  is  pen- 
sioned under  the  generfd  law,  acts  of  Januarv  29,  1887,  and  April  19, 
1908,  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month  as  the  widow  of  Alfred  M.  Tinsley, 
who  served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Bennett's  company,  First  Regiment 
Tennessee  Volunteer  Infantry,  during  the  War  with  Mexico,  from 
June  2,  1846,  to  May  24,  1847. 

The  pensioner  was  bom  July  20,  1842,  and  was  married  to  the 
soldier  October  25,  1859.  He  died  March  27,  1882,  and  the  widow 
has  received  pension  at  $8  per  month  from  January  29,  1887,  and  at 
$12  per  montn  since  April  19,  1908. 

Evidence,  lay  and  medical,  filed  with  the  bill,  shows  that  the 
pensioner  has  no  property  except  a  small  amount  of  household  fur- 
niture; that  she  is  without  any  mcome  except  her  pension,  and  that 
she  has  been  a  sufferer  from  chronic  rheumatism  and  for  the  past 
two  years  has  been  in  an  almost  helpless  condition,  and  is  now  so 
helpless  as  to  require  the  constant  care  of  an  attendant;  that  she  can 
not  walk  a  step  without  assistance,  has  little  or  no  use  of  her  hands, 
can  not  feed  herself,  and  that  the  joints  of  her  hands  are  enlarged, 
stiff  and  immovable. 

In  view  of  the  pensioner's  advanced  age,  her  utter  lack  of  means 
of  support  outside  of  that  furnished  by  her  pension,  and  her  almost 
total  helplessness  from  physical  disability,  and  in  accordance  with 
precedent  in  similar  cases  of  widows  of  soldiers  of  the  Mexican  War, 
your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension 
at  the  rate  of  $20  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  she  is  now  receiving.

QUITCLAIM  OF  INTEREST  OF  UNITED  STATES  IN  CER- 
TAIN LAND  IN  HAMPDEN  COUNTY,  MASS. 


May  9,  1912. — Committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  state  of  the 
Union  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 


Mr.  TiLSON,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  submitted  the 

following 

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  11933.] 

The  Committee  on  Military  AflFairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  1 1933)  authorizing  the  quitclaiming  of  the  interest  of  the  United 
States  in  certain  land  situated  in  Hampden  Coimty,  Mass.,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  witn  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass. 

The  tract  of  land  which  is  the  subject  of  this  bill  contains  about  40 
square  rods,  and  is  located  in  Springfield,  Hampden  Coimty,  Mass. 

The  United  States  acquired  title  to  said  land  by  a  deed  from 
one  Solomon  Hatch,  of  Springfield,  dated  September  14,  1825.  and 
recorded  in  liber  75,  folio  186,  of  tne  Hampden  Registry,  *'witn  the 
privilege  of  erecting  and  keeping  a  magazine  for  storing  powder" 
thereon  and  a  right  of  way  across  certain  surrounding  land  which 
belonged  to  the  grantor.  A  Government  armory  was  located  at 
Springfield  and  a  powder  magazine  was  erected  and  used  in  connec- 
tion uierewith.  While  the  magazine  was  in  operation  the  surround- 
ing land  was  convwed  by  said  Hatch  and  another  to  one  Edward 
Ingersoll,  of  Springfield. 

For  some  time  prior  to  the  year  1859  it  had  been  considered  danger- 
ous to  maintain  tne  magazine  in  that  location  on  account  of  the  devel- 
opment and  increased  use  of  the  neighborhood  for  dwelling  purposes. 
The  desire  to  have  the  magazine  removed  to  some  other  neighborhood 
resulted  in  an  oral  agreement  between  said  Ingersoll  and  the  Govern- 
ment (acting  through  Col.  H.  K.  Craig,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  and  James 
S.  Whitney,  superintendent  of  the  armory),  whereby  Ingersoll  was 
to  transfer  other  land  owned  by  ^im  to  the  United  States,  to  which 
new  location  the  magazine  was  to  be  removed,  and  in  consideration 
thereof  the  United  States  was  to  convey  to  Ingersoll  the  land  vacated. 
In  pursuance  to  this  agreement  Ingersoll  did  convey  other  land  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  magazine  was  removed  thereto,  but  no  deed 
has  ever  passed  from  the  United  States  conveying  the  land  in  ques- 
tion to  Ingersoll  or  his  successors.  The  land  was  used  continuouslv 
by  Ingersoll  after  the  removal  of  the  magazine,  and  was  included  with 
other  property  in  a  deed  from  him  dated  1867,  through  which  deed 
and  subsequent  transfers  the  land  has  come  to,  and  now  stands  in 
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the  names  of,  John  D.  McKnight  and  William  H.  McKnight,  both  of 
Springfield,  for  whose  relief  this  bill  is  drawn. 

Gen.  Crozier,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  states  in  his  indorsement  of  the 
bill  that  the  land  in  question  is  of  no  present  or  prospective  use  for 

{fovernmental  purposes.  The  United  States  has  received  the  equiva- 
ent  thereof,  and  has  long  acquiesced  in  the  exercise  of  acts  of  owner- 
ship over  it  by  IngersoU  and  his  successors.  The  failure  to  convey  tlw 
land  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  oral  agreement  seems  to  nave 
been  due  solely  to  oversight  or  neglect,  and  it  is  only  just  and  equit- 
able that  the  relief  sought  should  be  granted. 

The  bill  has  the  approval  of  the  War  Department,  as  appears  from 
the  indorsement  hereto  annexed.

There  is  inclosed  herewith  a  copy  of  an  affidavit  of  Edward  IngenoU,  under  date  d 
September  18,  1890,  taken  from  tne  records  of  the  Springfield  Armory,  Mass.,  which 
affidavit  gives  a  history  of  certain  transactions  bearing  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the 
bill,  H.  R.  11933,  within. 

The  deed  from  Solomon  Hatch  to  the  United  States,  under  date  of  September  14, 182S, 
referred  to  in  the  bill  and  in  Mr.  Ingersoirs  affidavit,  is  enumerated  as  No.  29  of  the 
various  deeds  transferring  land  to  the  United  States  for  the  Sprin^eld  Armory,  as  ^ey 
appear  on  page  189  of  the  work.  United  States  Military  Reservations,  revised  edition  <x 
1910.    A  copy  of  the  deed  taken  from  the  records  of  the  Springfield  Aimory  is  herewith. 

Tlie  deed  from  Edward  Ingereoll,  referred  to  in  his  affidavit,  transferring  certain  land 
to  the  United  States,  under  date  of  May  14, 1859,  appears  as  No.  87  of  the  various  deeds 
tnmsferring  land  to  the  United  States  for  the  Springfield  Armory  as  they  appear  on 
page  192  of  the  work,  United  States  Military  Reservations,  edition  of  1910.  A  copy  of 
the  deed  taken  from  tho  records  of  the  Springfield  Armorjr  is  herewith. 

The  land  deeded  by  Solomon  Hatch  is  located  as  stated  in  the  deed  and  in  the  afli- 
davit  of  Edward  IngersoU.  It  has  not  been  used  by  the  United  States  for  any  purpose 
whatever  for  many  years.  It  is  of  no  use  now,  and  it  is  so  located  that  it  coma  not  be 
used  in  the  future  to  any  advantage. 

The  tract  of  land  deeded  by  Edward  IngersoU  to  the  United  States  forms  the  extreme 
southeastern  portion  of  the  land  at  the  water  shops  of  the  Sprinsfield  Armory,  included 
within  the  boundary  fence .  On  it  are  at  present  located  an  ice  house  and  the  magaiine 
referred  to  in  Edward  IngersolPs  affidavit. 

The  statements  given  in  the  affidavit  of  Edward  IngersoU  are  correct  so  far  as  can  be 
shown  by  the  records  of  the  Springfield  Armory. 

It  appears  that  the  passage  of  the  bUl  in  question  would  complete  the  transaction 
referred  to  in  Edward  IngersoU 's  affidavit  in  accordance  with  the  understandiog  had 
at  tJhe  time,  and  as  in  addition  the  parcel  of  land  in  question  is  of  no  present  or  prospec- 
tive use  to  the  United  States,  passage  of  the  biU  is  recommended. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  there  be  added  to  the  biU  a  provision  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  be  authorized  to  retain  possession  in  the  name  of  tne  United  States  of  that 
part  of  the  Springfield  Armory  described  and  recorded  in  the  deed  from  Edward 
IngersoU  to  the  United  States,  referred  to  in  paragraph  4  above,  and  mentioned  aa 
received  May  26,  1859,  and  registered  in  Book  No.  198,  page  153,  Hampden  County, 
State  of  Massachusetts,  by  James  E.  RusseU,  register.

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendments  of  the  House  to  the  biQ  (S.  5624)  grant- 
ing pensions  and  increase  of  pensions  to  certain  soldiers  and  sailors  of 
tlie  Civil  War  and  certain  aependent  relatives  of  such  soldiers  and 
sailors,  having  met,  after  full  and  free  conference  have  agreed  to  rec- 
orcunend  and  do  recommend  to  their  respective  Houses  as  follows : 
That  the  House  recede  from  its  amendment. 

Joe.  J.  Russell, 
Cael  C.  Anderson, 
Charles  E.  Fuller, 
Managers  on  the  part  of  the  House, 
Henry  E.  Burnham, 
W.  O.  Bradley, 
Atlee  Pomerene, 
Managers  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
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The  bill  as  it  passed  the  Senate  contained  a  provision  to  grant  an 
increase  ofpension  to  $65  per  month  to  Henry  G.  Trimble,  late  d 
Company  C,  Third  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry.  Tins 
item  was  stricken  out  by  the  House  and  the  bill  sent  to  conference. 
The  soldier  is  drawing  a  pension  of  $55  per  month  under  the  general 
law  for  loss  of  arm  at  the  shoulder,  incurred  in  line  of  duty.  It 
appears  that  he  has  recently  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis  and  is  now 
helpless,  and  has  an  aged  wife  dependent  upon  him;  and  while  the 
rate  allowed  by  the  Senate  is  in  excess  of  that  usually  allowed  in  such 
cases,  yet  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  this  case  your  conferees 
beheve  they  are  justified  in  recommending  that  the  House  recede 
from  its  amendment  and  allow  the  item  to  remain  in  the  bill,  and  so 
recommend.

The 
House  recedes. 

Amendment  No.  15,  William  Dodds.  The  House  passed  this  at 
$30.  The  Senate  cut  it  to  $24  on  account  of  short  service  at  the 
close  of  the  war,  and  the  House  recedes.

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  24602.] 

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  bills 
granting  pensions  and  increase  of  pensions  for  certain  soldiers  andi 
sailors  of  the  Eegular  Army  and  Navy,  etc.,  submit  the  following 
report :

H.  R.  112.  Frank  Newman,  of  State  Soldiers'  Home,  Ohio,  during 
the  War  with  Spain,  served  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  G,  Sixth  Regi- 
naent  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  April  25,  1898,  to  April  9, 
1899,  when  he  was  honorably  discharged. 

He  applied  for  pension  April  13,  1906,  stating  that  at  Camp 
Thomas,  Ga.,  about  June  21,  1898,  he  was  vaccinated,  causing  violent 
illness,  from  which  he  has  never  recovered,  but  from  that  time  has 
suffered  from  a  deranged  nervous  system.  Also,  that  near  the 
middle  of  March,  1899,  he  suffered  from  an  affection  of  both  ears, 
which  he  attributed  to  his  deranged  nervous  system. 

The  claim  was  rejected  May  19,  1908,  on  the  groimd  that  a  ratable 
degree  of  disability  had  not  been  shown  since  date  of  filii\g  appli- 
cation from  disease  of  nervous  system,  and  because  of  no  medical 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence  showing  origin  or  treatment  in  service

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of  the  alleged  affection  of  ears,  or  that  the  same  continued  ate 
discharge. 

Reopeningwas  denied  in  September,  1908. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  39  years  of  age  at 
enlistment  and  no  physical  defects  noted  at  that  time.  They  con- 
tain no  evidence  of  medical  treatment  during  service,  but  it  is  noted 
on  the  company  muster-out  roll  that  the  soldier  was  sick  in  quarters 
from  June  21  to  July  3, 1898,  in  line  of  duty. 

Upon  examination  April  11,  1899,  preliminarv  to  dischar^  the 
soldier  stated  that  he  had  no  cause  of  disability  "except  impairment 
of  hearing  in  both  ears,"  incurred  "while  at  Chickamauga  Park 
and  Knoxville,  Tenn.,"  cause  "  not  known." 

The  commanding  oflScer  of  his  company,  First  Lieut.  George  W. 
Cunningham,  certified  that  he  knew  nothing  about  any  disability 
aside  from  the  soldier's  own  statement,  but  a  surgeon  certified  that 
he  had  thoroughly  examined  the  soldier  and  found- 
slight  impairment  of  hearing  of  left  ear:  hears  watch  in  contact  and  bein 
conversation  in  low  tone  of  voice  at  tour  foet  No  evidence  of  ulceratkn  of 
external  ear.  The  deficiency  appears  to  be  that  the  ear  is  filled  with  hardened 
cerumen.    No  other  disability  of  any  kind  exists. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Whit* 
Cloud,  Mich.,  May  1,  1907.  Height  reported,  5  feet  8^  inches: 
weight,  180  pounds.  They  found  no  evidence  of  disease  of  nervous 
system,  and  said  of  the  vaccination : 

.  A  very  faint  normal  scar  is  disceniible  on  upi>er  left  arm.  claimed  to  be  tbe 
ilgn  of  vaccina tioa. 

Disease  of  the  ears :  The  mucous  mtmbrane  of  nares  and  pharynx  is  on- 
gested  and  granular;  the  lower  turbinals  are  enlarged;  the  adenoid  tissaes 
eotncidentally  affected ;  the  tonsUs  are  rahirged.  The  left  eustachian  tobe  is 
impervious;  the  right  is  normal.  The  left  tympanic  membrane  is  lasterlcM 
and  d£()reBsed,  also  the  right  one  slightly  so.  Claimant  is  unable  to  hear  ordi- 
nary conversation  at  6  feet  with  the  rij?ht  ear,  the  left  one  occluded,  but  Iwtn 
same  at  4  feet  and  no  farther  under  same  conditions  with  the  right  ear  (X- 
eluded.  He  hears  loud  conversaticm  at  2  feet,  and  no  farther  with  tbe  left  «ir. 
The  external  auditory  apparatus  is  normal. 

Rate  ten-twentieths  for  severe  deafness  of  left  ear  and  slight  of 
right. 

An  assistant  surgeon  stated  that  the  soldier  was  sick  with  a  fever 
August  29,  1898,  and  sent  to  division  hospital  September  1,  1898. 
but  he  had  no  further  recollection  of  sickness. 

The  claimant's  captain  had  no  recollection  of  the  soldiers  con- 
dition in  the  service,  except  that  his  records  showed  him  sick  June  21 
toJuly  3, 1898. 

Eugene  E.  Newman,  quartermaster  and  claimant's  brother,  testi- 
fied March  21,  1906,  that  the  claimant  was  sick  for  several  dtys 
the  last  of  June,  1898 ;  that  he  had  been  vaccinated  and  was  hardly 
able  to  walk,  and  complained  very  much  of  his  head  achinff  and  d 
severe  pains  in  his  back  and  down  the  back  of  his  neck;  uiat  wit- 
ness visited  him  twice  daily  for  over  a  week;  after  that  until  dis- 
charge the  soldier  neither  looked  nor  acted  as  if  in  health  ind 
continually  complained  of  trouble  in  his  head  and  back  of  neck. 
Also,  that  since  August  1, 1901,  the  claimant  has  been  in  his  employ. 
and  most  of  the  time  unable  to  do  a  man's  work;  and  twice  he  tooK 
vacations  on  account  of  nervous  trouble. 

Two  laymen  testified  in  1910— aflSdavits  filed  with  a  bill  in  the 
Sixty-first  Congress — that  the  soldier  had  been  in  poor  health  ever 
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since  his  service  in  the  War  with  Spain;  and  D.  C.  McTaggjart, 
M.  D.,  testified  February  18,  1910,  that  he  made  a  physical  examina- 
tion of  the  claimant  April  11,  1908,  and  again  on  the  date  he  testi- 
fied. He  said  the  same  conditions  existed  at  the  second  examination 
that  existed  at  the  JSrst  one,  only  that  they  were  more  deep  seated 
and  profound ;  that  the  claimant  was  aged  beyond  his  years — 

nervousness  and  muscular  tremor  Is  more  profound,  power  of  endurance  has 
grown  less,  to  that  whoi  the  said  soldier  attempts  to  do  manual  labor  he  breaks 
oat  in  a  profuse  perspiration  and  weakens  down  so  rapidly  be  is  compelled  to 
cease  his  efforts  and  sit  or  lay  down.  The  chronic  ulceration  of  nose  and  throat 
shows  no  tendency  of  improving,  but  has  steadily  progressed  to  a  chronic  state 

The  witness  said  he  could  not  state  the  cause  of  the  claimant's  con- 
dition, but,  as  the  condition  was  said  to  have  followed  vaccination,  it 
is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  vaccination  was  the  active  factor,  and 
that  the  disability  is  total  now. 

A.  Earl  Snyder,  M.  D.,  testified,  August  4,  1908,  that  the  applicant 
then  had  eczema  of  the  external  auditory  canal,  chronic  nasal  and 
postnasal  catarrh,  and  an  aggravated  case  of  neurasthenia ;  muscular 
tremors  present . 

John  U.  Riggs,  M.  D.,  testified,  August  11,  1908,  that  he  had  that 
day  examined  the  claimant,  and,  after  describing  conditions  objective 
ana  subjective,  said : 

I  would  Judge  this  soldier  to  be  suffering  from  a  neurasthenic  condition,  and 
state  as  a  result  of  this  he  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  claims  to  be  wholly 
disabled  by  swollen  limbs  below  the  knees,  general  nervous  debility, 
defective  hearing  and  eyesight,  catarrh,  and  heart  trouble;  that  he 
owns  no  property  and  has  no  income. 

Your  committee  think  the  evidence  shows  this  man  disabled  by  his 
military  service,  as  alleged,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the 
allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  2651.  Mathew  M.  Ledwien,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.j  was  a 
corporal  and  private  in  Company  K,  Fifteenth  Kegiment  Minnesota 
Volunteer  Infantry,  during  the  War  with  Spain,  from  July  2  to  No- 
vember 12, 1898,  when  he  was  discharged  on  account  of  disability. 

He  applied  for  pension  August  1,  1904,  stating  that  at  Camp 
Meade,  Pa.,  about  the  months  of  September  and  October,  1898,  he 
incurred  heart  disease  and  rheumatism  and  their  results,  not  speci- 
fiied.  March  30,  1909,  the  claimant  stated  that  he  also  contracted 
disease  of  kidneys  in  service. 

The  claim  was  rejected  October  1,  1909,  as  to  rheumatism  and 
disease  of  kidneys  because  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
showing  oriffin  in  service  and  continuance  from  discharge  of  those 
diseases.  Also  because  of  no  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  disease 
of  kidneys  and  on  account  of  heart  disease,  because  the  records  of  the 
War  Department  diow  that  disease  of  heart  existed  prior  to  enlist- 
ment.    Reopening  was  denied  in  March,  1910. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  the  soldier  21 9/12  years 
of  age  at  enlistment,  and  that  he  was  treated  August  3  to  5,  1898, 
for  myalgia;  August  11  to  September  3,  1898,  for  typhoid  fever; 
September  27  to  28,  1898,  for  bronchitis;  October  6  and  7,  for  acute 
diarrhea;  October  13  to  15,  1898,  for  bronchitis,  and  for  same  from 
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October  19  to  November  14,  1898.  A  notation  on  the  company  mus- 
ter-out roll  shows : 

Absent  sick  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  from  August  16  to  September  3.  1898,  id 
line  of  duty.  Sick  furlough  September  4  to  October  3,  1898.  Rejoined  com- 
pany at  Camp  Meade,  Pa.,  September  24,  1898.  Sick  In  quarters  Sept^nbn  25, 
October  6,  October  13-14,  October  19-20,  October  24,  25,  October  31,  November 
3  to  12,  1898.  all  In  line  of  duty. 

George  I.  Becker,  first  lieutenant,  commanding  the  company,  rec- 
ommended in  certificate  of  disability  for  discharge,  October  31, 1898, 
the  soldier  for  discharge  on  account  of  heart  disease,  stating  that  the 
disease  existed  before  enlistment,  and  that  he  became  unfit  for  duty 
by  reason  of  the  disease  named  September  4,  1898 ;  that — 

This  man  had  a  severe  fail  some  years  prior  to  his  enlistment,  which  resulted 
in  a  diseased  condition  of  the  heart,  but  the  disease  seemed  to  have  been  spas- 
modic in  its  character,  as  there  was  no  indication  of  any  trouble  when  he  a- 
Usted  and  he  thought  he  had  outgrown  it,  but  it  now  appears  to  incapacitate 
him  from  duty. 

A  surgeon  certified  that  the  soldier  had — 

an  Irritable  heart.  After  exercise,  and  often  at  other  times,  he  suffers  from 
palpitation.  At  these  times  a  faint  systolic  blowing  murmur  Is  heard  at  the 
apex;  no  definite  transmission.  Similar  murmur  over  pulmonary  area.  Hi»- 
tory  now  given  of  similar  trouble  of  milder  nature  before  enlistment.  At  that 
time  no  evidence  of  it,  nor  after  enlistment,  till  patient  contracted  typboid 
fever.    Condition  aggravated  in  line  of  duty. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Minne- 
apolis, Minn.,  September  14,  1904.  They  reported  wei^t,  148 
pounds;  height,  5  feet  6  inches;  pulse,  80,  86,  112;  respiration,  17, 17, 
19 ;  temperature,  98  2/5.  Apex  heart  beat  seen  and  relt  at  encifonn 
appendix.  The  heart  is  tumultuous  but  regular,  first  sound  accen- 
tuated. He&rt  is  normal  as  to  size,  position,  and  valvular  sounds. 
No  cyanosis,  edema,  or  dysj>nea. 

Knees,  right  ankle,  and  ri^ht  shoulder  crepitate  on  motion;  rigbt 
ankle  swollen.  Walks  lame  in  right  lower  extremity ;  otherwise  all 
muscles,  joints,  and  tendons  normal. 

Liver  and  spleen  normal. 

Urinalysis:  Specific  gravity  10.20,  acid,  no  sugar,  no  albumen. 

Lungs  normal. 

Rates  recommended:  For  heart  disease,  four-eighteenths;  for 
rheumatism,  six-eighteenths;  for  dyspepsia,  four-eighteenths;  and 
for  catarrh,  two-eighteenths. 

P.  A.  Aurness,  M.  D.,  testified  February  8,  1898,  that  he  treated 
the  claimant  about  four  years  before  (1904)  in  several  attacks  of 
articular  rheumatism,  complicated  with  rheumatism  endocarditis; 
that  he  had  high  fever,  ranging  from  102^°  to  103^°  temperature  for 
several  weeks,  with  swollen  joints,  particularly  the  ankle  joints;  that 
the  fever  left  him  finally,  but  his  joints  were  stiff  and  slightly  swollen 
for  several  months,  and  that  his  heart  has  never  regained  its  normal 
condition ;  the  slightest  excitement  will  run  the  pul^  up  to  90  or  100 
beats  per  minute. 

David  D.  Fenney,  second  lieutenant  of  claimant's  company,  testi- 
fied, March  26,  1909,  that  the  soldier  "was  put  on  sick  call' and  in 
hospital  for  what  was  said  to  be  heart  trouble." 

On  July  29,  1900,  he  testified  that  the  soldier- 
first  couiiilalned  of  pains  in  the  legs,  ankles,  back,  and 'heart  about  the  mooUi 
of  August,  1898,  and  his  disability  became  more  serious    ♦    •    •    about  October 
or  November,  1898. 
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Adelbert  D.  Furman,  comrade,  testified  May  8,  1909,  that  about 
October,  1898,  or  a  little  earlier  "  the  soldier  was  troubled  with  rheu- 
matism in  feet  and  ankles,"  so  that  he  could  not  wear  his  shoes,  and 
"  also  know  he  complained  of  trouble  in  his  back  and  chest  and 
heart  trouble,"  and  that  he  thinks  these  troubles  were  brought  on  by 
sleeping  on  the  ground  covered  with  water. 

George  Thibodeau  testified  in  August,  1909,  that  he  and  soldier 
were  schoolmates,  and  enlisted  together  in  the  same  company;  that 
the  soldier  had  rheumatism  and  heart  trouble  in  October  and  Novem- 
ber, 1898,  and  about  November  had  camp  diarrhea,  and  complained 
of  rheumatism,  heart  troubles,  and  trouble  in  his  ankles,  legs,  and 
stomach;  that  he  knows  the  diseases  mentioned  were  contracted  in 
service  from  exposure.  He  also  stated  that  the  soldier  was  well 
and  robust  at  enlistment. 

W.  A.  Dennis,  M.  D.,  who  signed  the  certificate  of  disability  for 
discharge,  hereinbefore  quoted,  testified  May  5,  1909,  that  he  remem- 
bered the  soldier  "  was  troubled  during  service  with  his  feet  and  with 
the  heart,  both  of  which  conditions  may  have  rested  on  a  rheumatic 
basis." 

When  called  upon  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  for  further  in- 
formation as  to  his  knowled^  of  the  facts  this  witness,  under  date  of 
May  21,  1909,  said  it  was  impossible  for  a  regimental  surgeon  to 
remember  individual  soldiers,  except  in  exceptional  cases,  and  that 
the  records  of  the  War  Department  would  contain  all  the  informa- 
tion a  surgeon  would  have.     He  gave  no  information  about  this  case. 

Two  lay  witnesses  stated  in  May,  1909,  that  the  claimant  had  had 
rheumatism,  heart  troubles,  stomach  trouble,  and  kidney  disease  since, 
for  the  past  9  or  10  years. 

C.  A.  Kelsey,  M.  D.,  testified  in  July,  1909,  that  he  treated  the 
claimant  about  1899  or  1900,  for  rheumatism. 

Three  lay  witnesses  testified  in  1910  that  the  claimant  was  sound 
and  healthy  and  free  from  rheumatism  and  heart  disease  before  en- 
listment, and  that  since  his  service  he  has  suffered  with  those  diseases. 
Several  other  witnesses  also  stated  that  the  claimant  had  had  those 
diseases  since  his  military  service. 

Three  witnesses  testified  in  affidavits  filed  with  a  bill  in  the  Sixty- 
first  Congress  to  the  existence  of  rheumatism  and  heart  disease  since 
service. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  pending  bill  the  petitioner  states  that 
he  is  in  part  disabled  by  heart  trouble  and  rheumatism ;  that  he  owns 
a  house  and  lot  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  valued  at  about  $2,200,  with 
encumbrance  of  $1,420,  and  that  his  income  is  about  $15  a  week. 

Your  committee  has  fully  considered  this  case  as  presented  in  the 
foregoing,  and  believe  *he  petitioner  is  in  some  degree  disabled  as 
alleged.  They  respectfully  recommend  allowance  of  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $8  per  month. 

H.  R.  7169.  Frank  E.  Lyman,  jr.,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  is  pen- 
sioned under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $17  per  month  on  account 
of  malarial  poisoning,  gastritis,  nervous  affection,  and  disease  of 
heart  incurred  while  he  was  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Signal  Corps, 
United  States  Army. 

The  War  Department  records  show  that  the  pensioner  accepted  an 
appointment  as  captain.  Twelfth  Company,  Signal  Corps,  United 
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States  Volunteers,  Julie  10, 1898,  and  was  dischateed  April  17, 1899; 
Uiat  he  was  appointed  first  lieutenant  signal  omoer,  United  Stateg 
Volunteers,  April  17,  1899,  accepted  April  18,  1899,  and  that  Ac 
appointment  was  vacated  May  27,  1901,  by  acceptance  of  appoini- 
ment  as  first  lieutenant^  Signal  Corps,  United  States  Army.  TTie 
records  show  him  appointed  first  lieutenant,  Signal  Corps,  United 
States  Army,  Februarv  2,  1901,  and  that  he  resigSed  March  25, 190L 
His  service  was  chiefly  performed  in  Cuba  and  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  where  he  was  December  6,  1899,  to  November  28,  1902. 

The  pension  was  allowed  April  23,  1909,  commencing  October  21, 
1908,  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning,  gastritis,  and  nervous  affec- 
tion. Heart  disease  was  admitted  as  a  pensioned  disability  June 
25,  1910,  from  April  19,  1909,  but  inasmuch  as  no  claim  for  increase 
on  account  of  the  original  causes  for  pension  was  then  pending  no 
increase  of  disability  was  allowed,  although  the  evidence  tnen  showed 
a  de^ee  of  disabilitv  from  tiie  combined  causes  which  entitled  the 
pensioner  to  a  rate  of  $24  per  month,  as  shown  by  memoranda  by  the 
medical  oflScers  of  the  Pension  Bureau  attached  to  the  claim. 

The  last  certificate  of  medical  examination  was  made  by  a  board 
of  surgeons  at  Newton,  Iowa,  March  2,  1910.  They  reported  the 
pensioner  40  years  of  age,  6  feet  2J  inches  in  height,  ana  weighing 
175  pounds,  and  recommended  a  rating  of  twelve-eighteenths  for 
malarial  poisoning,  six-eighteenths  for  disease  of  heart,  and  six- 
eighteenths  for  gastritis,  and  from  the  combined  causes  they  said  he 
was  entitled  to  $24  per  month. 

In  an  affidavit  executed  in  December,  1911,  E.  E.  Dorr,  M.  D., 
stated  that  he  examined  the  pensioner  on  August  31, 1910,  and  found 
him  suffering  with  incontinence  of  urine,  describied  as  in  a  very 
serious  and  distressing  condition;  with  enlarged  prostate;  in  a  piti- 
ful nervous  and  restless  state ;  and  alternating  constipation  and  aia^ 
rhea.  Also,  that  four  weeks'  treatment  omy  resulted  in  partial 
relief,  and  that  on  the  claimant's  return  for  treatment  on  September 
11, 1911,  the  incontinence  of  urine  had  returned  and  irrigation  of  the 
bladder  was  necessary. 

An  examination  on  the  date  the  affidavit  was  made  showed  the 
enlarged  prostate,  which  the  witness  stated  would  trouble  him  the 
rest  of  his  life. 

No  other  evidence  filed,  except  an  affidavit  by  the  petitioner  giving 
a  history  of  his  claim. 

The  evidence  in  this  case,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  en- 
titles the  pensioner  to  a  higher  rate  than  he  now  receives,  and  they 
respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $24 
per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  9809.  Walter  A.  Menges,  of  Lynchburg,  Tenn.,  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army  January  21,  1899,  and  was  assigned  to  the  band 
of  the  Nineteenth  ftegiment  United  States  Infantry,  which  he  joined 
from  the  recruiting  station  February  11, 1899.  He' served  during  the 
War  with  Spain  as  a  private  until  July  14,  1899,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed corporal,  which  rank  he  held  until  December  19,  1901,  when 
reduced  to  private,  and  was  discharged  by  expiration  of  term  of  en- 
listment February  24,  1902.  His  regiment  was.  stationed  at  Ponce, 
P.  R.,  from  February  11  to  May  15, 1899;  at  Camp  Meade,  Pa.,  from 
June  7  to  July  17,  1899;  in  the  Philippine  Islands  from  August  26, 
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1899,  to  January  — ,  1902 ;  and  at  Angel  Island,  CaL,  from  February 
— ,  tt>  February  24, 1902. 

On  March  5,  1902,  the  petitioner  applied  for  pension,  stating  that 
about  January,  1900,  at  Cebu,  P.  L,  ne  contracted  cold,  which  re- 
sulted in  catarrh  of  the  respiratory  oreans,  partial  deafness  of  right 
ear  and  severe  deafness  of  left  ear,  and  impaired  vision ;  that  at  the 
same  place,  in  April,  1901,  he  contracted  malarial  poisoning,  affecting 
bis  digestive  oi^ns  and  resulting  in  constipation  and  disease  of  reo* 
tum,  and  affecting  his  spleen,  liver,  and  urinary  organs. 

The  claim  was  specially  examined  in  1905  and  rejected  August  14 
of  that  year,  on  the  ground  that  the  alleged  catarrh  existed  befiw^ 
service,  disease  of  eyes  for  the  same  reason,  and  malarial  poisoning 
and  alleged  results  because  no  disability  in  a  ratable  degree  was 
shown  to  exist  from  the  date  the  claim  was  filed.  Impaired  hearing 
was  the  only  alleged  cause  of  disability  which  was  found  in  a  pen- 
sionable degree,  and  that  was  found  to  be  a  result  of  catarrh,  whicfc 
the  Pension  Bureau  held  existed  before  enlistment- 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  reported  on  the 
muster  rolls  as  follows : 

November  and  December,  1899,  sick  in  quarters  since  December  2!>,  1890; 
September  and  October,  1901,  sick  Ib  quarters  since  October  29,  1901. 

All  in  line  of  duty. 

The  medical  records  show  him  treated  June  8,  9,  21  to  24,  August 
1  to  29, 1900,  for  chronic  bronchitis;  September  i4, 1900,  to  February 
21, 1901,  for  chronic  pharyngitis,  complicated ;  September  28,  emphy- 
sema and  chronic  bronchitis;  April  19  to  June  9, 1901,  jaundice,  acute, 
catarrhal;  October  30  and  31, 1901,  pharjmgitis,  acute;  February  20 
to  24, 1902,  acute  bronchitis — all  in  line  ox  duty. 

The  records  show  the  soldier  21^  years  of  age  at  enlistments  5  feet 
8f  inches  in  height,  and — 

Too  Ught  for  foot  service.  Sbort  arcus  of  right  eye,  slight  cardiac  uiurntur^ 
due  to  anemia  and  indoor  occupation. 

Also,  that  his  deficiency  in  weight  and  height  were  waived. 
.The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Lawrenee- 
burg,  Tenn.,  June  5,  1902.  They  recommended  a  rating  of  ten-thir- 
tieths for  severe  deafness  of  left  ear  and  slight  deafness  of  right  ear, 
and  of  two-eighteenths  for  heart  disease,  and  nothing  for  any  other 
cause.    The  claimant's  weight  was  then  stated  to  be  115  pounds. 

He  was  examined  by  an  expert  on  diseases  of  the  ears  and  eyes,  at 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  March  3,  1903.  He  reported  the  claimant's  vision 
as  good— -20/20  in  each  eye — and  all  structures,  inner  and  outer,  of 
both  eyes  in  a  healthy  condition.  With  the  right  ear  the  claimant 
could  hear  loud  tone  of  voice  at  22  feet;  auditory  canal  free  from 
obstruction ;  drum  membrane  imperforate  and  only  slightly  retracted ; 
Eustachian  tube  open. 

He  could  hear  ordinarjr  conversation  at  4  feet,  with  neither  ear 
closed,  and  loud  conversation  with  left  ear  at  22  feet,  with  the  right 
ear  i>lug^ed.  Auditory  canal  of  left  ear  not  obstructed;  no  per- 
foration in  drumhead;  membrane  slightly  contracted;  Eustachian 
tube  open.  Nose  and  nasopharynx  in  good  condition.  The  surgeon 
also  reported  a  valvular  lesion  of  the  heart,  and  said : 

He  l8  a  disabled  man  and  is  said  to  have  tuberculosis  of  lungs. 

Weight,  105  pounds. 
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H&  was  examined,  on  the  request  of  the  committee,  August  16, 191L 
by  the  board  of  surceons  at  Shelbyville,  Term.  They  reported  his 
weight  at  108  pounds;  pulse  rate,  88,  92,  and  120;  respiraticm,  22, 
24,  and  30 ;  and  teipperature,  100.  They  recommended  a  rating  of 
$24,  for  incipient  tuberculosis;  spleen,  stomach,  and  bowel  troubles; 
and  impaired  hearing,  and  upon  their  report  the  medical  referee  of 
the  Pension  Bureau  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  rate  of  $24  per 
month  was  shown  from  disease  of  lungs,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh, 
and  partial  dea&ess  of  both  ears. 

The  War  Department  records  show  no  sickness  until  NoT^oaber, 
1899,  and  the  first  record  of  treataient  was  in  June,  1900,  for  chronic 
bronchitis,  and  later  he  was  treated  for  chronic  pharyngitis.  There 
is  no  evidence  of  treatment  for  catarrh,  but  in  Octoter,  1901,  the 
soldier  was  treated  for  acute  catarrhal  jaundice. 

The  soldier's  father  and  mother  testified  that  he  was  in  good  health 
and  free  from  disease  of  any  kind  at  enlistment.  His  brother  said 
he  had  a  slight  attack  of  heart  trouble  and  fainting  spell,  in  abont 
1895,  which  lasted  only  an  hour  or  so,  and  that  he  complained  of  his 
eyes  hurting  when  he  read  by  gaslight,  and  that  he  never  knew  him 
to  suffer  from  any  other  disability  before  he  went  into  the  Army. 
Asked  if  he  had  catarrh,  the  brother  said : 

I  don't  think  that  he  ever  had  catarrh  so  as  to  take  treatment  for  it.  He  had 
had  colds.  Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  i)eopIe  here,  I  think,  have  catarrh  in 
some  form.  I  never  noticed  any  symptoms  of  catarrh  In  him ;  but  he  would  at 
times  have  bad  colds,  same  as  all  of  the  people  here. 

A  comrade  who  knew  the  soldier  before  service  testified  to  the 
existence  of  the  alleged  disabilities — catarrh,  disease  of  lungs  and 
throat,  and  impaired  hearing  during  service — ^and  said : 

•  Yes;  I  know  that  he  is  troubled  with  catarrh.  That  was  noticeable  after  he 
first  had  the  lung  trouble ;  it  seemed  to  be  worse  then.  I  never  knew  of  life 
complaining  of  catarrh  before  his  service.  Yes;  I  had  noticed  that  he  had  some 
symptoms  of  catarrh  before  he  went  into  the  Army.  *  •  ♦  A  hacking  cooitb 
and  spitting;  can't  give  any  other  symptoms.  I  never  noticed  his  being  d€«f 
or  hard  of  hearing  before  going  into  the  Army.  I  never  heard  him  complain  of 
lung  trouble  before  his  Army  service.  I  never  noticed  that  he  had  a  cough  or 
any  indication  of  lung  trouble  before  he  went  into  the  Army.  The  only  symp- 
toms I  noticed  was  his  clearing  his  throat  and  nose  before  his  Army  servica 

A  witness  for  whom  the  claimant  worked  for  three  or  four  yeare 
preceding  enlistment  regarded  him  as  sound  at  enlistment  and  knew 
of  no  symptoms  of  any  disability  before  service  except  that  one  time 
he  wore  glasses  for  several  months. 

A  physician  who  knew  soldier  for  seven  years  before  service,  and 
who  treated  him  for  some  heart  trouble,  a  nervous  condition  doc 
to  his  working  in  tobacco,  regarded  him  as  sound  at  enlistment.  He 
examined  the  soldier  before  enlistment,  on  account  of  the  'Hobacco 
heart "  to  see  if  he  could  enter  service.  He  knew  of  no  lung,  throat, 
or  catarrhal  trouble,  nor  that  he  was  hard  of  hearing  before  service. 

Other  witnesses  corroborated  the  record  as  to  disabilities  in  service, 
and  apparently  reliable  evidence  shows  the  continuance  of  some  or 
them,  notably  the  deafness. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill,  the  petitioner  states  that  he  was 
in  sound,  robust  health,  had  no  catarrh,  so  far  as  he  knew,  at  enlist- 
ment; that  the  year  before  he  enlisted  he  thought  he  had  catarrh, 
because  he  was  "unable  to  breathe  through  his  left  nostril  and  the 
right  nostril  was  partly  obstructed.     He  consulted  his  family  physi- 
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cian,  Dr.  C.  E.  Dutrow,  who  treated  him  and  found  the  trouble  was 
caused  by  dislocated  bones  and  cartilages  caused  by  a  broken  nose 
in  a  boxing  bout  a  year  before.  The  doctor  removed  the  obstructions 
with  an  electric  needle  and  the  trouble  entirely  disappeared,  and 
the  doctor  examined  him  the  day  he  left  home  to  enlist  and  told  him 
he  found  no  physical  defect. 

The  physician  mentioned  corroborates  the  claimant's  statement 
except  that  he  says  he  found  on  the  examination  mentioned  a 
nervous  irritability  of  the  heart  caused  by  confinement  and  tobacco 
in  a  cigar  factory. 

Oliver  A.  Menges,  M.  D.,  states  that  he  was  intimately  associated 
with  the  claimant  from  childhood;  that  thev  were  in^  service  to- 
gether; that  his  health  was  good  prior  to  enlistment;  that  he  had 
no  defect  of  hearing  or  catarrh  before  service,  and  that  he  con- 
tracted ill  health  and  impaired  hearing  in  service,  which  have  steadily 
grown  worse. 

Other  witnesses,  some  medical,  state  that  the  claimant  was  sound 
at  enlistment;  that  his  hearing  has  been  poor  ever  since  service; 
that  his  health  has  also  been  bad,  and  that  he  is  poor  and  has  three 
children  to  support. 

From  the  foregoing  your  committee  conclude  that  the  petitioner 
is  disabled  in  a  pensionable  degree  from  causes  due  to  his  military 
service,  as  alleged,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance 
of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $15  per  month. 

H.  R.  12430.  Eliza  T.  Henderson,  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  is  the  mother 
of  Jesse  H.  Henderson,  who  served,  during  the  War  with  Spain,  as 
a  private  in  Company  C,  Forty-first  Regiment,  United  States  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  from  October  6,  1899,  to  March  22,  1901,  when  he 
was  honorably  discharged.  He  also  served  as  a  private  and  corporal 
in  Company  H,  First  Keffiment  South  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry, 
frcHon  June  29,  to  November  10,  1898,  when  mustered  out  with  the 
company. 

The  soldier  applied  for  pension  July  10,  1901,  on  account  of 
malarial  poisoning,  chills  and  fever,  and  liver  and  kidnev  disease 
alleged  to  have  l^n  contracted  in  April,  1900,  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  That  claim  was  rejected  because  of  no  ratable  disaoility 
from  the  alleged  causes  March  11,  1902. 

He  filed  another  claim  for  the  same  disabilities  October  18,  1906, 
which  was  rejected  Januarjr  6,  1908,  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
dead  and  no  one  appeared  with  title  to  complete  his  claim. 

The  mother  applied  for  pension  June  13,  1907,  alleging  the  sol- 
dier's death  on  June  3,  1907,  from  disease  of  kidneys ;  that  her  hus- 
band, the  soldier's  father,  died  in  1886 ;  that  she  had  not  reman-ied, 
and  that  the  soldier  left  neither  widow  nor  minor  child  surviving 
him.  Her  claim  was  rejected  January  6,  1908,  on  the  ground  that 
the  soldier's  death  from  acute  nephritis  was  not  shown  to  be  a  result 
of  his  military  service. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  27  years  of  age  at 
wilistment  There  is  no  record  of  treatment  during  the  first  service 
and  no  disability  was  claimed  at  discharge. 

He  was  treated  from  March  21  to  27,  1900,  for  malarial  fever; 
from  April  27  to  June  5,  July  25  to  August  27,  September  14  to 
October  12,  1900,  January  3  to  March  17,  1901,  for  pernicious  mala- 
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rial  cachexia.  On  the  last-named  date  he  was  examined  at  the  gen- 
eral hospital,  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  and  found  convalescent 
and  able  to  travel.  On  examination  March  18,  1901,  the  soldier 
claimed  no  disability  and  a  surgeon  reported:  "Is  well  nouri^ed 
and  of  good  color." 

The  soldier  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Henderscm- 
ville,  N.  C,  October  16,  1901.  Height,  5  feet  9f  inches;  weight,  141 
pounds.  The  board  found  no  evidence  of  malaria,  kidney  disease,  or 
disease  of  liver.    They  said : 

Applicant  appears  perfectly  healthy  ♦  ♦  ♦  We  do  not  find  any  objective 
sign  of  any  disease  or  disability.  He  is  of  good  physique,  good  color,  ini»des 
firm,  and  apparently  in  i)erfect  health,  and  not  diseased  in  a  pensioiiable  degree. 

He  was  examined  by  a  board  at  Greenville,  S.  C,  March  6,  1907. 
Weights,  132  pounds;  fairly  well  nourished;  tongue  heavily  coated; 
last  chill  in  summer  of  1905,  but  has  fever  occasionally;  skin  sallow; 
tongue  red  on  edges;  liver  area  of  dullness,  upper  border  in  mam- 
mary to  lower  border  of  fifth  rib;  lower  border  extends  below  ribs 
about  1^  inches;  spleen  somewhat  enlarged.  Rate  for  malarial 
poisoning,  ten-eighteenths.  They  also  rated  six-eighteenths  for  heart 
disease.  They  rated  seventeen-eighteenths  for  kidney  disease,  de- 
scribed as  follows: 

Urinary  analysis:  Color,  daric  amber;  reaction,  acid;  specific  gravity,  10^; 
albumen,  25  per  cent;  heat  and  nitric  add  test,  no  sugar;  no  swelling  of  ankles, 
nor  uremic  symptoms. 

Two  laymen  testified  in  June,  1901,  that  since  discharge  the  soldier 
had  an  unhealthy,  yellow  color,  and  has  had  several  chills,  accompa- 
nied with  fever. 

Dr.  W.  L.  Mauldin,  jr.,  testified  that  he  examined  the  soldi«rs 
blood  June  19,  1901,  and  found  "tertient  intermittent  fever,  with 
cachexia,"  which  totally  disabled  him  for  manual  labor. 

C.  C.  Jones,  M.  D.,  stated  January  11,  1906,  that  he  treated  the 
soldier  on  several  occasions — for  rheumatism  in  May,  1904,  when  he 
was  disabled  for  one  month,  and  for  malaria  in  1901,  just  after  his 
discharge,  when  he  was  disabled  for  a  long  time.  He  testified  March 
9,  1907,  that  he  treated  the  soldier  for  rheumatism  and  malaria  at 
different  times  since  discharge ;  that  he  was  and  still  is  disabled  at 
times  partially  and  at  other  times  wholly. 

The  foregomg  evidence  was  filed  in  the  soldier's  claim. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Jones  testified  that  the  soldier  died  June  4,  1907 ;  cause 
of  death,  acute  nephritis. 

Other  witnesses  testified  to  the  motherhood  of  the  claimant;  that 
she  was  also  a  widow,  had  not  remarried  since  the  death  of  the  sdr 
dier's  father,  and  that  the  soldier  was  not  married. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  claimant  states  that  the  soldier 
died  June  G,  1907,  of  disease  of  kidneys,  which  originated  in  the 
military  service;  that  she  owns  "nothing  whatever"  and  is  de- 
pendent  on  charity.    One  witnCvSs  corroborates  her  statement- 

From  the  foi'egoing  history  your  committee  think  the  soldier's 
death  is  shown  to  have  resulted  from  his  military  service,  and  they 
recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  E.  13128.  Frank  W.  Petmecky,  of  Menard,  Tex.,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law— the  acts  of  July  27, 1892,  and  May  30,  1908— 
at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month  as  a  private  in  Capt.  G.  H.  Nelson's  ec«n- 
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pany,  Texas  Volunteers,  in  which  he  served  in  defense  of  the  frontier 
of  Texas  against  Mexican  marauders  and  Indian  depredations  from 
October  10  to  December  19,  1857. 

It  appears  from  the  pensioner's  statements  in  his  pension  claim 
that  he  was  born  February  14,  1824.  and  is  now,  as  he  claims  to  be, 
78  years  of  age.  He  states  in  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  that  he 
owns  no  property,  has  no  income  except  his  pension  of  $96  a  year, 
and  $15  earned  by  the  little  labor  he  is  able  to  perform,  and  that,  by 
reason  of  age  and  attendant  physical  infirmities,  he  is  incapacitated 
from  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

Two  witnesses  corroborate  the  pensioner's  statement. 

In  view  of  the  pensioner's  advanced  age,  physical  infirmities,  and 
lack  of  means,  and  in  accordance  with  precedent  in  similar  cases  of 
survivors  of  the  early  Indian  wars,  your  committee  respectfully  rec- 
ommend the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  month  in 
lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.R.  13247.  William  Fetterer,  of  Soldiers'  Home,  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  breast,  received  while  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Fourth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry,  in  which 
he  served  from  March  19, 1855,  to  February  20, 1856,  when  discharged 
on  account  of  disability,  the  wound  for  which  pensioned.  The  cer- 
tificate of  disability  shows : 

Gunshot  wound.  Rifle  ball  entered  his  right  breast  in  the  subclavian  region, 
passed  through  the  axillary  space,  cutting  all  the  nerves  supplying  the  hand 
and  arm,  and  passed  out  through  the  shoulder,  rendering  the  right  arm 
powerlesR 

The  original  pension  was  allowed  April  23,  1856,  at  $8  per  month 
from  February  21, 1856.  The  rate  was  reduced  to  $5  from  September 
4,  1«65;  increased  to  $8  from  April  8,  1874;  reduced  to  $6  from  Octo- 
bier  2t,  1892;  increased  to  $12  from  September  8,  1897;  and  twice 
since  that  date,  the  last  time  April  4,  1912,  claims  for  increase  have 
been  rejected. 

The  medical  examination  on  which  the  last  action  was  based  was 
made  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Washington,  D.  C,  March  8,  1912. 
The  board  reported  the  pensioner  78  vears  of  age,  5  feet  8|  inches  in 
height  and  202  pounds  in  weight.     Oi  the  wound  they  said  : 

Ball  entered  chest  anteriorly  about  2  inches  below  center  of  right  clavicle 
and,  passing  outward,  made  exit  posteriorly  1  inch  above  and  1  inch  outside  top 
of  axillary  fold.  Scar  entrance  1  by  f  inch  depressed,  adherent  and  dragging, 
oval  In  shape;  scar  of  exit  irregular,  f  by  i  superflcial ;  both  scars  well  healed, 
but  tender,  he  claims.  MisFile  in  its  course  probably  injured  some  branches  of 
the  tracheal  flexus  of  nerves,  as  he  complains  of  a  stinging  and  burning  sensa- 
tion In  upper  arm  constantly  present.  The  large  superficial  veins  of  upper  arm 
all  dilated  and  tortuous,  especially  the  basilic,  which  assumes  a  baggy  appear- 
ance when  arm  is  flexed. 

The  right  hand  is  markedly  cyanotic  and  puflFer  and  is  very  cold  to  the  touch. 
He  is  unable  to  raise  arm  from  8i<le  more  than  60°  and  can  not  fully  extend  arm 
at  elbow.  Power  of  gnisp  is  weakened  about  one-half.  No  atrophy  of  musclea 
In  the  opinion  of  the  board  the  missile  did  not  enter  the  chest  cavity.  Rate, 
seventeen-elghteenths. 

Chest  expansion  43  to  47,  normal.     Heart,  normal. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is 
wholly  disabled  by  his  wound  of  breast ;  that  he  owns  no  property. 
He  does  not  say  what  his  income  is.

12  PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE  OP  PENSIONS, 

Two  physicians  testified  February  1, 1912,  that  the  pensioner  has— 

partial  ankylosis  of  right  shoulder  joint,  with  marked  limitation  in  movemenr 
of  said  joint,  both  on  active  and  passive  manipulation ;  severe  pain  on  movemait 
of  joint,  both  active  and  passive.  Slight  atrophy  of  muscles  of  shoulder  joint 
Scar  on  anterior  surface  of  chest  in  third  interspace  just  inside  nipple  line, 
also  on  posterior  surface  of  shoulder  about  2  inches  above  axillary  space, 
said  to  be  due  to  gunshot  wound.  This  injury  to  joint  and  brochial  nerve 
plexus  makes  right  upper  extremity  nearly  useless. 

Your  committee  think  the  evidence  in  this  case  shows  the  pen- 
sioner entitled  to  a  higher  rate  than  he  now  receives.  They  respect- 
fully recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $17  per 
month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving. 

H.  R.  14220.  Ira  N.  Haney,  of  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  during  the  War 
with  Spain,  was  a  private  in  Company  C,  First  Regiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  May  14,  1898,  to  February  25,  1899,  when 
mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  applied  for  pension  July  31,  1905,  alleging  that  he  contracted 
disease  of  kidneys,  muscular  rheumatism,  and  impaired  vision  in 
service. 

The  claim  was  rejected  August  8,  1908,  because  of  no  disability 
since  application  from  disease  of  kidneys;  for  rheumatism,  because 
of  no  record,  or  evidence  of  medical  treatment,  or  other  satisfactory 
evidence  or  origin  in  service ;  and  for  impaired  vision  for  the  reas(ni 
that  there  was  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  origin  in 
service. 

The  claim  was  reopened  and  specially  examined  in  1909  and  again 
rejected  October  25,  1909,  because  of  no  disability  from  disease  of 
kidneys  and  because  the  evidence  failed  to  show  origin  in  service  or 
continuance  from  discharge  of  rheumatism  or  disease  of  eyes. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  44  years  of  age  at 
enlistment.  It  is  noted  on  the  company  muster-out  roll  that  the 
soldier  was  sick  in  quarters  June  22  to  26  and  from  June  29  to  JuIt 
22 ;  sick  in  hospital  September  27  to  30 ;  sick  in  quarters  November  Y 
to  11,  1898;  and  on  furlough  from  December  26,  1898,  to  Febniarv 
25,1899. 

The  medical  records  show  him  treated  from  June  22  to  26  for 
acute  indigestion;  from  June  30  to  July  2  and  from  September  27 
to  30,  1898,  for  acute  diarrhea.  No  physical  defects  were  noted  at 
enlistment. 

Upon  examination  for  discharge,  February  8,  1899,  the  soldier 
claimed  to  have  muscular  rheumatism  of  back,  contracted  in  June, 
1898,  at  Fort  Wadsworth,  N.  Y.,  by  exposure  to  rain.  His  captain 
said  he  had  no  knowledge  of  it  except  from  the  soldier's  statement 
and  a  surgeon  certified  that  he  then  had  ''dry  pharyngitis;  slight 
catarrhal  affection  of  both  eyes,"  producing  no  disability. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Schenectady, 
N.  Y.,  May  13,  1908.  They  reported :  Age,  55  years ;  height,  5  feet 
5i  inches ;  and  weight,  191  pounds. 

They  found  no  evidence  of  kidney  disease.    Rheumatic — 

Crepitation  prepent  In  both  shoulders,  elbow  and  knee  Joints,  and  slight  evi- 
dence of  rheumatoid  arthritis  In  joints  of  the  fingers. 

Rate,  two-eighteenths. 
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Impaired  vision  they  rated  at  six-eighteenths,  and  said : 

No  trachema,  blephanitts,  or  pterygium ;  no  trichiasis,  eotropian,  or  entro- 
pion; no  opacities  or  pannus;  pupils  of  average  normal  size  and  respond  to 
light  and  shade.  No  synechial.  Acuity  of  vision  In  each  eye  is  3/70  and  can 
not  be  improved  by  glasses. 

The  evidence  obtained  by  special  examination  is  voluminous, 
nearly  100  pages.  Summarized,  it  is  to  the  following  effect :  There 
was  no  evidence  to  show  prior  unsoundness,  except  one  witness  stated 
that  the  soldier  was  somewhat  lame  at  times  before  service  and  some- 
times used  a  cane.  The  preponderance  of  the  evidence  is  that  he  was 
sound,  except  that  some  comrades  stated  that  he  wore  nose  glasse? 
when  reading  while  in  service.  He  stated  that  he  never  wore  glasses 
until  after  he  came  home  from  service. 

The  regimental  surgeon  testified  that  he  was  sure  he  treated  the 
soldier  for  rheumatism  in  service,  but  could  not  remember  the  de- 
tails, nor  when  or  where,  except  that  he  thought  it  was  a  short  time 
before  they  came  home. 

The  claimant's  captain  could  not  recall  any  eye  trouble  or  rheu- 
matism in  service,  but  remembered  that  the  soldier  frequently  com- 
plained of  diarrhea.  He  said  the  soldier  had  a  long  list  of  com- 
plaints when  examined  for  discharge;  did  not  rememoer  what  they 
were,  but  thought  rheumatism  was  one  of  them,  as  was  also  disease 
of  heart  and  piles,  and  so  many  others  that  he  could  not  recall  them. 
He  said : 

I  recall  that  Dr.  CJolbert,  the  examining  surgeon,  told  me  not  to  let  any  other 
men  in.  and  that  he  gave  Haney  a  very  careful  examination;  x)erhaps  the  doctor 
was  near  a  half  hour  in  examining  Haney.  My  recollection  is  that  about  all 
the  disability  the  doctor  found  was  .that  Haney  was  suffering  with  a  cold  or 
something  of  the  kind. 

The  soldier  claims  that  his  eye  trouble  resulted  from  a  strain  from 
lifting. 

Comrades  testified  that  the  soldier  complained  a  great  deal  during 
service  of  different  ailments— dysentery,  of  not  being  able  to  see  well, 
of  rheumatism,  cramps  in  stomach,  headaches,  of  having  strained 
himself  lifting  a  tent  floor,  of  his  back  from  strain ;  some  stated  that 
he  was  frequently  on  sick  report,  and  others  said  his  complaints  were 
so  frequent  and  continuous  as  to  cause  comment  and  jest. 

He  was  fitted  with  glasses,  as  shown  by  record  of  the  oculist, 
April  28,  1906. 

As  to  condition  after  discharge  the  evidence  shows  clearly  that  the 
claimant  has  had  rheumatism  quite  severely  of  recent  years,  and  that 
he  has  complained  of  it  and  of  his  eyes  ever  since  service.  The  wit- 
nesses testify  in  general  terms  covering  the  period  from  discharge, 
and  the  preponderance  of  the  evidence  indicates  that  both  eye  trouble 
and  rheumatism  have  existed  all  the  time,  or  to  have  been  simulated. 
Some  describe  symptoms,  but  for  the  first  few  years  after  discharge 
the  evidence  relates  to  complaints  and  apparent  disability. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is 
v^holly  disabled  by  paralysis,  owns  no  property,  and  has  no  income. 

Meaical  testimony  shows  him  totally  disabled  for  the  past  year  by 
paralysis  of  one  arm  and  one  leg. 

Other  evidence  shows  inability  for  'manual  labor  and  no  means  of 
support. 
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The  evidence  in  this  case  convinces  your  committee  that  the  peti- 
tioner is  disabled  as  alleged,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the 
allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  14276.  Ralph  A.  Anderson,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  during  the 
War  with  Spain,  served  as  a  private  in  Company  L,  Fourth  Regi- 
ment Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  30  to  Novem&r 
16,  1898,  when  mustered  out  with  the  company. 

He  applied  for  a  pension  March  23,  1904,  stating  that  at  Chicka- 
mauga,  Ga.,  on  or  about  July  15, 1898— 

whilst  on  ^uard  duty  and  patrolling  his  beat,  fell  orer  a  root  of  a  tree,  fne- 
turing  the  kneecap  of  his  left  leg  and  ropturing  two  of  the  tUotMl  vessels  on 
the  left  leg. 

The  claim  was  rejected  April  27,  1A94,  on  the  ground  that  the 
affection  of  left  leg  and  knee  is  not  due  to  mUitMry  service  but  to 
causes  existing  prior  to  his  enlistment,  as  shown  by  th*  reccmls  of 
the  War  Department. 

Reopening  has  since  been  twice  dented. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  25  years  of  age  at 
enlistment  and  that  he  had  "varicose  veins;  not  sufficient  to  rejwA 
for  military  service."  There  is  no  record  of  treatment  for  any  cause 
during  service,  but  it  is  noted  on  the  company  muster-out  roll  that 
he  was  sick  July  10  to  August  15,  1898,  and  in  hospital  frcHn  August 
16  to . 

Upon  examination,  November  10.  1898,  preliminary  to  discbarge, 
the  soldier  claimed  to  have  "weakness  oi  left  knee  and  varicose 
veins,"  incurred  July  10,  1898,  at  Chickamau^a  Park,  Ga.  His  cap- 
tain corroborated  the  statement.    The  examining  surgeon  stated  that : 

On  July  10,  1898,  while  on  guard,  accidentally  injured  left  leg,  followed  by 
swelling.  Complains  now  of  weakness  of  left  knee  and  pain  after  long  walking. 
Examination  shows  marked  varicosity  of  veins  on  posterior  aspect  of  knee 
(left).  Kxamination  of  knee  joint  shows  nothing  abnormal.  Tendency  to 
varicosity  of  veins  of  right  leg. 

He  also  stated  that  the  disability,  in  his  opinion,  originated  in  Unc 
of  duty  and  that  the  varicose  veins  were  probably  permanent ;  but 
he  did  not  think  the  knee  condition  permanent.  Disability  about 
one-fourth. 

A  special  board  of  surgeons  reported  that: 

The  varicose  condition  of  veins  existing  in  both  legs  undoubtedly  existed 
prior  to  enlistment.  Weakness  of  left  knee  is  probably  due  to  the  bunch  of 
varicose  veins  behind  the  knee.  No  evidence  of  any  injury  to  knee  joint.  Witfc 
use  of  elastic  stocking  the  disability  should  be  slight — not  over  one-eighth. 

No  medical  examination  was  made  in  the  pension  claim. 

The  first  lieutenant  of  the  soldier's  company  testified,  October  9, 
1911,  that  the  soldier  was  in  good  health  at  enlistment;  that  he  hurt 
his  right  knee  by  falling  over  a  root,  as  alleged;  that  he  was  i^ver 
after  that  able  for  duty ;  and  that  now  he  can  not  get  about  without 
crutches. 

A  sergeant  of  the  company  testified  at  the  same  time  that,  about 
the  middle  of  July,  1898,  the  soldier  was  brought  into  camp  "  with 
a  wounded  leg  "  and  was  unable  after  that  for  duty. 

Another  comrade  testified,  September  16,  1911,  that  the  soldier 
fell  over  a  stump  and  broke  his  kneecap;  that  he  was  on  the  nest 
post  to  the  soldier  when  it  happened,  and  that  the  soldier  has  been 
crippled  ever  since. 
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Still  another  comrade  made  a  similar  statement  at  the  same  time. 
Neither  witness  said  he  saw  the  injury  received. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  that  he  is 
wholly  disabled  by  injury  to  right  knee;  that  he  owns  no  property 
and  has  no  income. 

Two  laymen  testifv  that  the  claimant  is  not  able  to  do  any  work  on 
account  of  his  crippkd  condition,  and  that  he  and  his  three  children ' 
are  dependent  on  his  wife,  who  earns  by  washing  all  that  they  have  to 
live  on. 

S.  M.  Lingenfelter,  M.  D.,  testified,  March  5,  1912,  that  the  peti- 
tioner— 

Has  been  a  patient  of  mine  for  two  years  and  is  permanently  disabled  by  l)elng 
a  sufferer  of  (from)  locomotor  ataxia.  He  is  unable  to  perform  any  kind  of 
wofk  and  is  totally  disabled. 

Your  committee  are  convinced  by  the  evidence  in  this  case  that 
the  petitioner  is  disabled  as  a  result  of  his  military  service,  as  alleged, 
and  thev  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $15  per  month. 

H.  B.  15656.  Lora  Sims,  of  Marionville,  Mo.,  is  the  widow  of  Wil- 
liam W.  Sims,  who  served  during  the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Fifth  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Infanti*f,  from 
May  17  to  November  9,  1898,  when  he  was  mustered  out  frith  the 
company. 

The  soldier  applied  for  pension  March  3,  1904,  stating  that  he 
contracted  malaria  and  rheumatism  at  Cbickamauga,  Ga.,  in  July, 
1898,  and  that  stomach  or  liver  trouble  and  catarrh  have  resulted 
from  the  malaria. 

June  26,  1908,  he  alleged  that  he  incurred  disease  of  urinary  or- 
gans, kidney,  and  bladder,  albuminaria,  malarial  poisoning,  and  dis-. 
ease  of  stomach  and  bowels  in  August,  1898. 

The  claim  was  rejected  January  10,  1905,  because  a  ratab^  degree 
of  disability  was  not  shown  since  date  of  application  from  malarial 
poisoning,  disease  of  liver,  and  catarrh  of  stomach,  and  because  the 
evidence  failed  to  show  the  incurrence  cf  rheumatism  in  service,  or" 
that  it  existed  at  discharge. 

It  was  rejected  May  2,  1908,  because  of  no  ratable  disability  from 
malarial  poisoning,  disease  of  liver,  stomach,  and  bowels. 

The  soWier  was  23^  years  of  age  at  enlistment,  5  feet  73  inches  in 
heiffht.    The  War  Department  records  show  him  treated,  July  22, 

witnout    diagnosis;    ,    1898,    for    intermittent    malaria    and 

diarrhea;  August  7  to  26  for  intermittent  malarial  fever,  tertian,  in 
line  of  duty,  and  on  sick  furlough  to  September  23,  1898. 

Upon  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  the  soldier  claimed, 
October  25,  1898,  to  have  diarrhea  and  lung  trouble,  the  former  in- 
curred July  1,  and  the  latter  August  1,  1898,  at  Camp  Thomas, 
Ga.  His  commanding  officer,  first  Heutenont,  disclaimed  any  knowl- 
edge of  any  disability,  and  a  surgeon  certified  that  "  he  claims 
tonave  diarrhea  and  lung  trouble.    No  evidence  of  either." 

A  special  board  of  surgeons  then  examined  him  and  certified  that 
**  claimant  has  a  good  physique  with  absolutely  no  indication  of  any 
disability." 

W.  E.  Buchanan,  ccwnrade,  testified,  in  April,  1904,  that  the  soldier 
had  rheumatism  or  diarrhea  in  service  and  was  sent  to  hospital  and 
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was  said  to  have  typho-malarial  fever  and  was  not  able  for  duty 
afterwards. 

R.  p.  Payne,  comrade,  testified  at  the  same  time  that  the  soldkr 
was  sick  and  sent  to  hospital ;  thinks  he  complained  of  rheumatism. 

Manly  Wren,  captain,  stated,  also,  in  April,  1904:,  that  the  soldier 
was  sick  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  and  had  typhoid  fever  and 
*  was  sent  home.    He  also  said  the  soldier  had  diarrhea  before  he  hid 
the  fever. 

The  soldier's  father  and  mother  testified,  in  May,  1904,  that  he  bad 
rheumatism,  malaria,  and  stomach  and  liver  trouble  when  he  came 
home;  that  he  was  treated  for  rheumatism  in  December,  1898,  and 
January,  1899,  and  in  the  spring  of  1900,  and  that  the  rheumatism 
still  continues. 

H.  L.  Cottingham  testified  in  November,  1907,  that  he  had  bee» 
furnishing  the  soldier  for  two  and  a  half  or  three  years  Avith  medi- 
cine for  rheumatism  and  liver  and  kidney  trouble. 

Other  witnesses,  laymen,  testified  in  general  terms  to  the  existence 
of  rheumatism,  malaria,  and  stomach  trouble  after  service. 

W.  M.  Holmes,  M.  D.,  testified,  February  27,  1904,  that  he  had 
been  the  soldier's  family  phvsician  since  1893,  except  for  a  short 
time  he  was  in  Texas;  that  he  was  physically  sound  before  enlist- 
ment; that  he  prescribed  for  him  when  home  on  furlough,  but  had 
no  record;  that  he  prescribed  for  him  July  13,  1901,  on  his  return 
from  Texas,  for  malaria  which  developed  into  catarrhal  jaundice; 
that  he  made  several  visits  to  October  10,  1904,  and  prescribed  for 
rhuematism  January  24,  26,  27,  and  28,  and  February  3  and  10, 1903; 
the  trouble  was  in  the  knees  and  ankles ;  that  he  visited  the  patient 
February  9,  1904,  when  he  had  rheumatism. 

A.  H.  Madry,  M.  D.,  testified,  February  6,  1908,  that  some  months 
previous  he  had  examined  the  claimant's  lirine  and  found  it  loaded 
with  albumen,  and  had  treated  him  since  at  intervals.  The  specific 
gravity  of  the  urine  was  10.12  on  the  date  the  affidavit  was  made- 

J.  E.  Runyan.  comrade,  stated,  in  March,  1905,  that  the  soldier  had 
.rheumatism  at  Chickamauga,  Ga.,  also  typhoid  fever,  and  since  serv- 
ice the  affiant  had  seen  the  claimant  several  times  and  he  was  com- 
plaining, and  his  appearance  indicated  poor  health. 

The  claimant  was  examined  April  6,  1904,  by  a  board  of  surgeons 
at  Mount  Vernon,  Mo.  They  reported  his  age  as  29  years,  height 
5  feet  7i  inches,  and  weight  i59  pounds;  as  rather  pale,  sallow,  and 
poorly  nourished ;  muscles  well  developed  but  soft.  They  said  he 
gave  a  history  of  malarial  fever  in  service  and  of  a  long  siege  of  fever 
two  years  ago  (1902),  and  of  having  had  a  chill  or  two,  one  year 
ago  (1903).  They  found  general  rheumatism,  and  rated  12/18  for 
it.  They  found  no  evidence  of  malaria,  and  rated  for  disease  of 
digestive  organs.  Liver  and  spleen  were  reported  normal.  Specific 
gravity  of  urine  10.15.  amber  acid,  no  sugar  or  albumen. 

He  was  examined  by  a  board  at  Galena,  Mo.,  November  6,  1907. 
That  board  reported  his  weight  as  165  pounds.  They  reported 
heart  and  lungs  normal,  and  said: 

There  is  tenderness  of  outer  asi)ect  of  humerus  at  about  insertion  of  deltoid 
muscle.     Tenderness  and  slight  limitation  of  motion  of  right  hip.     Rate  4/18. 

He  is  not  now  having  malarial  fever.  I^st  attack:  was  in  the  spring  of 
3906.  Says  he  hns  had  several  attacks  of  chills  since  he  came  out  of  tbe 
Army.  *  ♦  ♦  skiu  has  a  yellowish  tinge.  Spleen  is  tender  on  pressure  and 
enlarged  about  one-half.    Tongue  furred.     Rate  6/18.    Tenderness  of  stomach 
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and  bowels.  Bowels  are  tympanitic.  Rectum  is  sensitive.  No  hemorrhoidal 
tumors.  Hate  4/18.  Specific  gravity  of  urine  10.10.  Color  normal,  acid 
reaction;  no  sugar;  albumen  distinct  trace. 

They  also  reported: 

We  did  not  find  any  appreciable  enlargement  of  the  liver. 

The  soldier  died  December  4,  1908,  and  on  January  22,  1909,  the 
widow  applied  for  pension.  She  was  married  to  the  soldier  Jnly 
10,  1902,  and  has  three  minor  children  by  the  soldier.  The  claim 
was  rejected  April  29,  1910,  on  the  ground  that  the  soldier's  death 
from  Bright's  disease  was  not  shown  to  be  due  to  his  military  service, 
there  being  no  record,  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  of  the 
origin  of  the  fatal  disease  in  the  military  service. 

Lay  witnesses  testified  that  after  the  soldier  returned  from  the 
Army,  and  afterwards,  he  was  in  bad  health,  had  a  bad  color,  and 
complained  of  stomach  and  liver  trouble  and  malaria. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Holmes  testified  January  28,  1909,  substantially  as  in 
his  former  affidavits,  and  also  that  he  examined  the  soldier  Novem- 
ber 1,  1908,  and  his  diagnosis  then  was  chronic  parenchymatous 
nephritis.  Specific  gravity  of  urine  10.10  and  very  albuminous;  that 
on  November  15,  IsSs,  he  had  more  albiunen ;  that  he  was  called  to 
see  him  the  day  he  died,  but  affiant  did  not  arrive  at  his  house  until 
after  he  was  dead.  In  another  affidavit,  made  in  April,  1909,  this 
witness  said  the  death  cause  was — 

Bright's  disease,  which  I  think  was  a  sequence  of  the  attack  of  catarrhal 
jaundice  which  he  had  when  I  treated  him  soon  after  he  was  discharged. 

In  an  affidavit  accompanying  the  bill  the  claimant  says  she  owns 
no  property  except  household  goods  worth  $50,  and  no  income  other 
than  her  daily  labor.    Her  statements  are  corroborated. 

Dr.  Holmes  again  testified  to  facts  set  forth  in  former  affidavits. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  convinces  your  committee  that  the 
soldier's  death  was  due  to  his  military  service.  They  respectfully 
reconamend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  month, 
with  $2  per  month  additional  on  account  of  each  of  the  three  minor 
chilaren  of  the  soldier  until  they  respectively  reach  the  age  of  16 
years. 

H.  R.  16117.  William  F.  Bauchle,  of  Beloit,  Wis.,  during  the  War 
with  Spain  was  a  private  in  the  Hospital  Corps,  United  States 
Army,  from  July  25,  1898,  to  May  8,  1899,  when  discharged  by 
reason  of  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  applied  for  pension  February  6,  1907,  on  account  of  chronic 
constipation,  a  result  of  typhoid  fever,  disease  of  kidneys  and  uric 
acid  poisoning,  results  of  yellow  fever  and  catarrh. 

The  claim  was  rejected  in  January,  1909,  after  special  examina- 
tion, on  the  ground  of  no  record  of  catarrh  or  other  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  service  origin ;  for  constipation,  disease  of  kidneys  and  uric 
acid  poisoning,  because  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
of  service  origin  or  continuance  from  discharge,  and  also  because 
a  ratable  degree  of  disability  since  date  of  appRcation  had  not  been 
shown  from  constipation,  disease  of  kidneys  and  uric  acid  poisoning. 

Reopening  was  twice  denied,  and,  on  appeal  from  the  rejection  as 
to 'catarrh,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  tne  Interior,  on  August  18, 
1909,  affirmed  that  action. 

H.  Kept.  720, 62-2 2 
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The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  21  years  and  9 
months  of  age  at  enlistment,  and  that  he  then  had  "  atrophy  and 
varicocele,  left  testicle."  The  medical  records  show  him  treated 
from  September  19  to  October  7, 1898,  for  typhoid  fever;  Dewmber 
30, 1898,  to  January  31, 1899,  tor  yellow  fever.  He  was  on  sick  fur- 
lough from  October  8  to  November  6,  1898. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Janesville, 
Wis.,  Mav  1,  1907.  Height,  5  feet  6  inches;  weight,  125  pounds. 
As  to  typhoid  fever  the  board  said : 

Skin  is  sallow  and  body  emaciated ;  stomach  is  distended  with  gas  and  temkr 
on  percussion:  alxlomen  is  retracted;  there  is  marked  tenderness  over  Uk 
small  intestines  and  in  the  lleoc:ecal  region;  ascending  colon  distended  wiUi 
gas ;  young  man's  general  appearance  is  unhealthy.  Rectum :  One  external  pile 
one-half  inch  in  diameter  and  an  ulcer  one-half  inch  in  diameter  at  anal  mar- 
gin; rectal  mucous  membrane  is  engorged.     Rate,  six -eighteenths. 

They  found  no  objective  evidence  of  constipation,  yellow  kver, 
disease  of  kidneys  or  uric  acid  poisoning. 
Of  catarrh  they  said : 

Has  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  mucous  membrane  inflamed  and  granulated; 
uvula  edematous;  no  deafnesa     Rate,  three-eighteenths. 

Lay  witnesses  testified  that  the  claimant  had  nasopharyngeal 
catarrh,  constipation,  kidney  trouble,  and  a  rheumatic  condition  of 
the  back  and  hips  after  service,  covering  a  very  considerable  period 
of  the  time  from  discharge  to  1909. 

Two  comrades  testified,  in  March,  1909,  that  the  soldier  had  yellow 
fever  in  January,  1898,  followed  by  kidney  trouble,  constipation, 
and  catarrh  of  nose  and  throat. 

A  physician  stated,  in  August,  1908,  that  he  had  no  record  of  treat- 
ment, but  that  the  claimant  had  for  the  past  six  or  seven  years  had 
kidney  disturbances,  catarrh  of  head,  and  constipation. 

Another  said,  in  June,  1908,  that  he  had  no  record  prior  to  Janu- 
ary, 1908,  but  for  two  years  preceding  the  date  of  his  deposition  the 
claimant  had  a  rheumatic  condition  of  the  back  and  hips,  consti- 
pation, kidney  trouble,  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh.  ^ 

Another  physician  testified  that  he  examined  the  claimant  April 
13,  1909,  and  found  him  suffering  with  catarrh,  constipation,  rheu- 
matism, and  that  the  catarrh  and  rheumatism  were  progre^ve. 

In  affidavits  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  states  mat  he  owns 
a  small  lot,  assessed  at  $100;  has  a  wife  to  support;  and  that  he 
receives  an  income  of  $50  per  month  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  his 
father-in-law;  that  Tie  coula  not  earn  that  much  elsewhere;  and  that 
he  is  not  able  to  perform  hard  manual  labor. 

Witnesses  corroborate  his  statement  as  to  his  physical  and  financial 
condition. 

One  physician  testifies  that  he  prescribed  for  the  claimant  for  over 
a  year — time  not  stated — for  kidney  trouble,  malarial  conditions, 
and  constipation,  and  also  for  recurrent  typhoid  fever,  and  that  he 
was  greatly  afflicted. 

Another  states  that  he  has  treated  the  petitioner  at  various  times— 
not  specified— for  malaria,  rheumatism,  and  catarrh  of  nose,  throat, 
and  stomach  in  an  advanced  stage. 

Still  another  testifies  to  treatment  during  the  last  six  months  for 
recurrent  typhoid  fever,  malarial  conditions,  and  for  catarrh  of 
nose,  throat,  and  stomach. 
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From  the  foregoing  history  of  this  case,  your  committee  think  the 
petitioner  is  disabled  by  his  alleged  disabilities  of  service  origin, 
and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $12  pa*  month. 

H.  B.  18275.  Sinclair  R.  Boone,  of  Colmnbia,  S.  C,  during  the 
War  with  Spain,  served  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Second  Regi- 
ment South  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  28  to  December 
28,  1898,  when  honorably  discharged. 

He  applied  for  pension  June  13,  1900,  stating  that  at  Columbia, 
S.  C,  about  August  7,  1898,  he  received  an  injury — ^"  finger  was  in- 
jured by  a  knife  while  carving  beef  to  cook  for  soldiers." 

The  claim  was  rejected  May  24,  1901,  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable 
disability  had  not  been  shown  since  date  of  application  from  injury 
of  left  index  finger. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  18  years  of  age  at 
enlistment  and  that  he  was  treated  from  October  4  to  6,  1898,  for 
"infected  wound  left  forefinger:  cut  finger  while  cutting  bread  in 
companv  kitchen  in  line  of  duty." 

The  following  notation  is  made  on  the  company  muster-out  roll, 
dated  April  19,  1899: 

August  31,  1898 :  Sick  In  hospital ;  blood  poison  in  hand ;  occurretl  in  line  of 
duty;  went  in  hospital  August  29,  1898.  October  31,  1898:  Returned  from  sick 
leave  September  30 ;  still  unfit  for  duty ;  result  of  blood  poisoning  in  left  hand, 
August  24,  while  assisting  company  cook  In  line  of  duty. 

He  was  subsequently  treated  for  other  causes  of  disability. 
The  claimant  was  examined  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Charleston, 
S.  C,  October  24,  1900.    They  said : 

He  has  injury  to  finger.  He  has  a  iienetrating  wound  in  index  finger,  middle 
joint.  The  scar  is  slight;  is  tender;  not  adherent  or  dragging.  There  is  com- 
plete ankylosis  of  this  joint.    Rate,  four-eighteenths. 

No  evidence  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  support  of  the 
claim.  No  evidence  has  been  filed  with  the  pending  bill.  The  peti- 
tioner states  in  an  affidavit  executed  April  3, 1912,  that  he  is  partially 
disabled  by  the  alleged  injured  finger;  that  he  owns  no  property, 
and  has  no  income  except  a  "  monthly  salary  as  policeman  when  em- 
ployed."   Amount  of  salary  not  stated. 

Ix  appears  from  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  filed  with  a  bill  in 
the  Sixty-first  Congress  that  the  petitioner  is  without  property,  and 
a  physician  then,  February  4.  1911,  stated  that  the  claimant  was — 

anable  to  do  manual  labor  with  his  left  band,  due  to  injury  to  index  finger, 
which  causes  permanent  stiffness,  with  atrophy.  The  hand  is  injured  in  such 
way  it  may  be  necessary  for  an  amputation  at  any  time,  especially  if  further 
trouble  exists. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  convinces  your  committee  that  the  peti- 
tioner has  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  contracted  in  the  military 
service,  and  they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at 
the  rate  of  $12  per  month. 

H.  R.  21435.  Bennie  C.  Longan,  of  Isabel,  S.  Dak.,  served  during 
the  War  with  Spain  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Second  Kegiment 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  April  25,  1898,  to  February  10,  189», 
when  mustered  out  with  the  company. 
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On  September  15,  1899,  he  applied  for  pensicm  on  account  of 
typhoid  fever,  piles,  disease  of  stomach,  and  rheumatism,  alleged  to 
be  due  to  exposure  in  service. 

The  claim  was  rejected  October  1,  1902,  on  the  ground  that  t 
ratable  disability  was  not  shown  from  rheumatism  and  effects  of 
typhoid  fever,  and  because  disease  of  stomach  and  piles  were  not 
shown  due  to  service. 

Reopening  has  been  denied  six  times,  and  twice,  the  last  time  April 
28, 1910,  the  Assistant  Secretary  has  affirmed  the  bureau  actions. 

The  soldier  was  24  years  old  at  enlistment,  and  during  service  h« 

was  treated  October  22,  1898,  to  ,  for  malarial  fever;  from 

October  31,  to  November  20, 1898,  for  typhoid  fever,  complicateid  with 
relapse;  and  from  November  21,  1898,  to  January  24,  1899,  for 
typhoid  fever.    No  physical  defect  was  noted  at  enlistment. 

At  discharge  he  claimed  to  have  "  stomach  trouble,"  contracted  in 
October,  1898.  A  surgeon  certified  that  upon  examination  he  found 
no  disability.  The  soldier  had  the  privilege  of  then  being  examined 
by  a  board  of  surgeons,  but  stated : 

I  hereby  waive  the  right  to  reexamination  and  entirely  acquiesce  in  the  find- 
ings of  the  medical  officer  in  my  case. 

When  examined  b^  a  board  of  surgeons  August  22,  1900,  he  was 
reported  5  feet  5i  inches  in  height  and  as  weighing  122  pounds. 
They  rated  4/18  for  typhoid  fever,  saying  he  was  pale,  anemic,  poorly 
nourished,  and  unhealthv  in  appearance,  weak  and  nervous.  They 
found  two  external  and  three  internal  pile  tumors,  rated  at  4/18.  Of 
the  stomach  they  said  he  was  sensitive  over  stomach  and  bowels, 
abdomen  bloated  and  tympanitic,  no  enlargement  or  atrophy  of  liver 
or  spleen,  rate  2/18.    No  evidence  of  rheumatism. 

He  was  examined  by  another  board  August  27,  1902.  Weight,  123 
pounds.  They  reported  tongue  fissured  and  slightly  furrw,  skin 
moist  and  clammy,  circulation  torpid,  stomach  tender  and  somewhat 
enlarged,  several  small  pile  tumors,  ulcerated  patches  on  mucous 
membrane  of  bowel.  No  objective  sign  of  rheumatism.  Heart's  ac- 
tion regular  but  not  strong,  apex  l^at  2  inches  below  and  three- 
fourths  inch  to  right  of  left  nipple.    No  vicious  habits. 

Comrades  testify  that  the  soldier  had  stomach  trouble,  piles,  and 
rheumatism  in  service;  also  typhoid  fever.  A  lieutenant  stated  that 
he  had  typhoid  fever  and  afterward  complained  of  piles.  The  claim- 
ant's captain  said  he  had  typhoid  fever  and  was  not  afterwards  fit 
for  duty. 

Two  physicians  stated  that  the  soldier  was,  in  their  opinion,  based 
on  personal  knowledge  of  his  condition,  free  from  any  chronic  ail- 
ment at  enlistment;  that  they  had  treated  him  before  service  for 
slight  bilious  attacks,  to  which  he  was  predisposed,  but  that  it  was 
acute  and  not  chronic ;  that  he  did  not  have  chills  and  fever,  though  in 
the  spring  and  fall  he  would  be  in  a  malarious  condition,  incident  to 
his  locality;  that  the  bilious  attacks  would  last  but  a  day  or  two  with 
sick  headache  as  a  symptom,  and  constipation  resulting  from  a  torpid 
liver ;  that  when  he  came  home  f r<Mn  the  Army  he  was  suffering  fixMn 
typhoid  fever,  and  that  he  had  piles,  stomach  trouble,  and  rheuma- 
tism ever  since. 

Two  other  physicians  testified  to  continuance  of  rheumatism,  piks. 
and  stomach  trouble  from  discharge,  and  one  of  them  fixed  the  degree 
of  disability  as  two-thirds. 
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The  petitioner  states  in  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  that  he  has 
no  income  except  what  he  can  earn;  that  he  has  a  wife  and  three 
children,  and  that  he  has  been  under  medical  treatment  at  intervals 
ever  since  his  military  service  ended. 

Laymen  testify  in  corroboration  of  the  petitioner's  statement,  and 
a  physician  reiterates  his  former  testimony  as  to  continuance  of  the 
alk^d  disabilities  from  discharge,  and  estimates  the  degree  of  dis- 
ability at  three-fourths. 

Another  physician  states  that  he  treated  the  petitioner  in  Septem- 
ber, 1910,  for  external  and  internal  bleeding  piles,  constipation,  stom- 
ach trouble,  and  ulceration  of  bowels;  also  that  he  has  treated  him 
for  rheumatism  of  arms,  legs,  and  shoulders;  that  he  has  treated  him 
most  of  the  time  since  September,  1910,  with  no  apparent  relief; 
that  he  is  pallid,  weak,  and  nervous,  and  suffers  continually  from 
pains  and  distress  in  stomach  and  bowels,  rectum,  and  from  rheu- 
matism. 

Two  laymen  testify  that  the  petitioner  has  ^  homestead  of  160 
acres,  appraised  by  the  Government  at  $2.50  per  acre,  but  which  he 
has  not  paid,  with  a  house  thereon  worth  aoout  $500;  that  he  has 
never  raised  anything  on  the  place;  that  he  has  a  cow  worth  about 
$35  and  chickens  worth  $5;  that  he  has  no  income  and  has  not  been 
able  to  work  to  amount  to  anything  for  a  year ;  has  not  earned  more 
than  $80  or  $85  in  that  period ;  that  he  is  worthy,  in  need  of  assist- 
ance, and  has  a  good-sized  family. 

The  history  of  this  case  convinces  your  committee  that  the  peti- 
tioner is  disabled  as  a  result  of  his  military  service,  as  alleged,  and 
they  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of 
$12  per  month. 

H.R.  23297.  Mark  E.  Cooper,  of  Lawrenceville,  Ga.,  during  the 
War  with  Spain  served  as  a  private  in  Battery  E,  Second  Regiment 
United  States  Artillery,  from  July  24  to  September  16,  1900,  when 
discharged  by  way  of  favor  upon  his  own  application. 

He  applied  for  pension  November  24,  1900,  on  account  of  fracture 
of  left  lorearm  and  hand,  received  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  July  2G,  1900, 
caused  accidentally  by  a  railroad  car  passing  over  the  arm  and  hand. 

The  claim  was  specially  examined  to  determine  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  injury  was  sustained,  and  it  was  rejected  September 
23,  1902,  on  the  ground  that  the  alleged  disability  was  not  incurred 
in  line  of  duty,  as  shown  by  evidence  and  the  records  of  the  War 
Department. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  enlisted  at  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  at  the  age  of  23^  years;  that  he  joined  the  battery  Au- 
gust 29,  1900,  at  Snellville,  Ga.;  that  he  was  treated  from  August 
29  to  September  16,  1900,  for  "compound  comminuted  fracture  left 
forearm  and  hand,  in  line  of  duty." 

The  records  show,  also,  that — 

In  his  application  for  discharge,  dated  Snellville,  Gwinnett  CJounty,  tSa., 
August  20.  1900,  the  soldier  stated  that  while  he  was  en  route  from  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  to  join  his  battery  at  Fort  Fremont,  S.  C,  his  left  arm  and  wrist  were 
injured  by  falling  while  attempting  to  board  the  train  at  Augusta,  Ga. ;  that 
he  was  treated  in  the  city  hospital  at  that  place  for  16  days  and  then  went  to 
his  home  at  Snelhille,  Ga.,  from  which  place  he  joined  his  battery  on  August 
29,  1900.

22  PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE   OF  PENSIONS. 

The  postmaster  at  Snellville,  Ga.,  was  requested  by  this  office  to  rerity  tbe 
soldier's  statement,  and  he  replied  that,  so  far  as  be  could  learn,  the  particalan 
of  the  occurrence  as  stated  by  the  soldier  were  correct. 

The  records  of  the  city  hospital  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  show  the  soldier 
treated  there  July  26  to  August  11,  1900,  for  "  mashed  hand." 

The  claimant  states  that  the  train  he  had  to  board  at  Augusta  was 
reported  to  him,  on  inquiry,  to  start  in  about  20  minutes,  and  he  sat 
down  under  the  train  shed  to  wait  a  few  minutes  before  gettisf 
aboard ;  that  while  sitting  there,  and  only  two  or  three  minutes  later, 
the  train  moved,  whereupon  he  hurriedly  started  for  the  car,  and  in 
doing  so  caught  his  foot  on  a  truck  and  was  pitched  forward  ani 
under  the  moving  car,  and  in  getting  his  body  out  from  under  tk 
car  the  car  wheel  passed  over  his  left  hand. 

Several  witnesses  stated  that  they  saw  the  soldier  lying  at  the  stk 
of  the  car,  but  only  one  could  be  found  who  claimed  to  know  jost 
how  he  got  there.  That  one  said  that  when  the  conductor  called  "Ail 
aboard;  "  the  soldier  jumped  up  from  where  he  was  sitting  on  a  trade 
about  5  feet  from  the  train  and — 

bis  feet  or  his  pants  caught  in  the  brace  of  the  tmck,  and  he  tried  to  catch  at 
the  handrail  of  the  car.  but  fell  with  his  head  across  the  rails.  He  then  tbrer 
out  his  right  hand  and  saved  his  head,  but  the  wheel  rolled  over  his  left  haul 
I  saw  the  wheel  run  over  his  hand.    I  saw  him  when  he  fell. 

That  testimony  was  taken  by  the  railroad  company  in  its  investiga- 
tion of  the  accident. 

There  was  no  suspicion  that  the  soldier  was  intoxicated  at  the  time 
of  the  accident,  and  his  traveling  companion,  a  comrade  who  was  in 
the  car  at  the  time  and  who  had  oeen  with  him  for  several  hours  im- 
mediately preceding,  testified  that  he  was  not  intoxicated  and  had  not 
drank  more  than  two  glasses  of  beer  during  the  day. 

The  railroad  company  paid  the  expenses  of  the  soldier  while  in 
the  city  hospital. 

Upon  meuical  examination  by  a  board  of  surgeons  at  Atlanta,  Ga-. 
February  20, 1901,  it  was  disclosed  that  the  radius  had  been  fractured 
at  middle  third,  with  resulting  deformity,  atrophy  of  all  muscle 
below  the  wrist,  with  decreased  sensibility,  partial  ankylosis  of 
thumb,  inability  to  flex  index  and  little  nngers,  palmar  muscks 
atrophied.  The" board  said  the  disability  was  due  to  injury  to  trunks 
of  the  ulnar  and  median  nerves  at  the  wrist  joint,  and  that  the  use 
of  the  hand  was  practically  nil.    Rate,  fifteen-eighteenths. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  petitioner  claims  to  be 
partially  disabled  by  his  injured  left  forearm,  and  states  that  he 
owns  no  real  estate  or  personal  property  and  that  his  income  is  about 
$100  a  year. 

Lay  witnesses  corroborate  his  statement  relative  to  lack  of  prop- 
erty, and  a  physician  testifies  that  the  claimant's  left  hand  is  of  little 
use  to  him. 

Upon  full  consideration  of  the  evidence  your  committee  believe 
the  soldier  was  in  line  of  duty  when  injured  in  service,  and  thev  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $12 
per  month. 

H.  R.  23300.  Isaac  Smith,  of  Austin,  Tex.,  is  pensioned  under  the 
general  law,  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902,  at  the  rate  of 
fs  per  month  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Fifth  Regiment,  United 
States  Infantry,  on  account  of  service  in  the  Texas  and  New  Mexi<» 
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Indian  War.  He  listed  December  4j  1848,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged December  4,  1853. 

The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier  23  years  of  age  at 
^ilistinent,  which  would  make  his  age  now  about  87  years,  though  he 
states  that  he  was  born  June  24,  1829,  and  that  he  is  noT^2  years  of 
a^  He  also  states  in  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  that  he  Ls  wholly 
disabled  by  age  and  attendant  physical  infirmities;  that  he  owns  no 
property  of  any  kind  and  has  no  mcome  except  his  pension  of  $90  a 
year. 

Witnesses  corroborate  his  statement  as  to  his  financial  condition. 

On  account  of  the  evident  physical  inability  of  the  pensioner  to 
earn  a  living  by  manual  labor,  his  lack  of  means  of  support,  and  in 
accordance  with  precedent  in  similar  cases  of  survivors  of  the  early 
Indian  wars,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance 
of  j>ension  at'^the  rate  of  $16  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now 
receiving. 

H.R.  23301.  James  M.  Roberts,  of  Gallup,  X.  Mex.,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law,  acts  of  July  27,  1892,  and  June  27,  1902,  at 
the  rate  of  $8  per  month  on  account  of  service  in  Capt.  J.  S.  Ford's 
company,  Texas  Mounted  Volunteers,  from  Februarv  24  to  Sep- 
tember 23,  1850,  in  the  Texas  and  New  Mexico  Indian  War. 

The  pension  commenced  June  27,  1902. 

The  pensioner  was  born  June  2,  1833,  and  is  now  nearly  79  years 
of  age.  Evidence  filed  with  the  bill  shows  that  he  is  without  real 
estate  or  personal  property  except  three  cows  and  two  calves,  and 
that  his  income  is  limited  to  his  pension. 

In  accordance  with  precedent  in  cases  of  survivors  of  the  early 
Indian  wars,  and  in  view  of  the  age  and  consequent  infirmities  of 
the  pensioner,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  allowance 
of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  month  in  lieu  of  that  he  is  now 
receiving. 

H.R.  23302.  Henry  Schwethelm,  of  Kerrville,  Tex.,  is  pensioned 
under  the  general  law,  the  act  of  July  27,  1892,  as  amended  by  the 
act  of  May  30,  1908,  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month^  as  a  private  in 
Capt  G.  H.  Nelson's  company,  Texas  Volunteers,  in  defense  of  the 
frontier  of  Texas  against  Mexican  marauders  and  Indian  depreda- 
tions, from  October  10  to  December  28,  1857.  The  pension  was 
allowed  May  21,  1909,  and  commenced  May  30,  1908.  The  rate,  $8, 
is  the  only  rate  of  pension- provided  for  under  the  general  law. 

The  pensioner  applied  for  pension  September  5,  1890,  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  on  account  of  service  as  a  private  and  bugler  in 
Company  A,  First  Regiment  Texas  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  October 
27,  1862,  to  June  25,  1864,  when  he  deserted.    That  claim  was  re- 

1'ected  in  November,  1892,  on  the  ground  that  the  soldier  had  not  been 
lonorably  discharged.  An  application  for  the  removal  of  the  charge 
of  desertion  and  tor  an  honorable  discharge  was  denied  by  the  War 
Department.  The  War  Department  records  show  the  soldier's  age 
at  enlistment,  in  1862,  as  23  years. 

In  an  affidavit  filed  with  the  bill  the  pensioner  states  that  he  is  72 
years  of  age  and  wholly  disabled  from  age  and  physical  infirmities ; 
that  he  owns  about  6  acres  of  land,  with  a  small  dwelling  house 
thereon,  of  the  value  of  $300,  and  that  he  has  no  income  aside  from 
his  pensicm. 
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Evidence  of  neighbors  corroborate  the  pensioner's  statement  The 
witnesses  state  that  of  the  6  acres  of  land  owned  by  the  pensioner 
but  1  acre  is  tillable. 

In  view  of  the  petitioner's  age,  physical  infirmities,  and  meager 
means  of  support,  and  in  accoroance  with  precedent  in  similar  cases 
of  survivors  of  the  early  Indian  wars,  your  committee  respectfully 
recommend  the  allowance  of  pension  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  month  in 
lieu  of  that  he  is  now  receiving.

Mr.  RucKER  of  Missouri,  from   the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
submitted  the  following 

REPORT. 

[To  accompany  H.  Res.  488.] 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  having  had  under  consideration 
House  resolution  488,  report  the  same  back  with  the  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass. 

The  resolution  is  in  the  following  language : 

House  resolution  488. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
directed,  if  not  incompatible  with  public  interest,  to  transmit  forthwith  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  a  copy  of  the  charges  filed  against  Leslie  J.  Lyons,  United  States 
district  attorney  for  the  western  district  of  Missouri,  together  with  the  report  of  Arthur 
T.  Bagley,  special  agent  detailed  by  the  Department  of  Justice  to  investigate  said 
chatges,  and  a  statement  of  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  if  any,  upon  said 
charges  and  report. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  resolution  is  in  precisely  the  same 
language  as  House  resolution  439  which  was  adopted  by  the  House 
of  Kepresentatives  March  12,  1912.  On  March  13, 1912,  the  Attorney 
General  replied  to  House  resolution  439  declining  to  transmit  the 
information  requested  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  incompatible 
with  the  public  interest  to  do  so.  The  specific  reason  was  that  dis- 
barment proceedings  were  pending  against  Lyons  in  the  Kansas  Court 
of  Appeals.  Thereafter  that  court  rendered  an  opinion  dismissing 
the  cusbarment  proceedings.  The  Attorney  General  might  then  have 
transmitted  to  Congress  the  Bagley  report  with  the  full  assurance 
that  nothing  it  mi^t  contain  could  aflFect  the  proceedings  in  the 
State  court.  If  the  Baglev  report  exonerated  Mr.  Lvons  it  could  not 
influence  the  decision  of  the  State  court  after  that  decision  had  been 
rendered.  Similarly,  if  the  report  was  adverse  to  Mr.  Lyons  it  could 
not  then  aid  the  State  court  m  meting  out  justice  to  an  unworthy 
member  of  its  bar. 

The  Attorney  General,  however,  instead  of  transmitting  the  Bagley 
report  and  other  papers  as  requested  by  Congress,  did  transmit  a  copy 
of  the  opinion  of  tne  Kansas  City   court  of  appeals  dismissing  the 
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disbarment  proceedings  against  Lyons.  Thereupon  RepresentatiTC 
Borland  introduced  the  pending  resolution,  House  resolution  488,  again 
requesting  the  Bagley  report.  Mr.  Borland  appeared  before  your 
committee  and  submittea  a  statement,  which  is  mcorporated  herein. 
The  committee  finds  that  the  charges  made  are  not  substantially  dis- 
posed of  by  the  finding  of  the  State  court,  but  on  the  contrar^t'  they 
relate  largeljr  to  matters  of  conduct  as  an  oflBcial  of  the  Federal  Got- 
ernment,  which  were  not  before  the  State  court  or  were  only  incident- 
ally referred  to  there. 

The  committee  beUeves  that  these  charges  are  of  a  very  serious 
nature;  that  they  affect  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Lyons  as  a  Federal 
ofiicial,  as  distinguished  from  his  conduct  as  a  member  of  the  bar  of 
A  State;  and  that  their  adequate  investigation  is  not  within  the 
scope  of  proceeding  in  any  State  court.  If  the  Bagley  report  con- 
tained a  full  investigation  of  the  subject  and  exonerated  Mr.  Lyons 
there  would  appear  to  be  nothing  incompatible  with  the  public  inter- 
est at  this  time  in  transmitting  it  to  Congress.  If,  on  tne  contrary, 
it  discloses  grave  official  misconduct  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Lyons,  proper 
subseq^uent  steps  should  be  taken  for  the  removal  or  punishment  of 
the  guilty  official. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  therefore,  the  resolution  should 

Sass  in  its  present  form,  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Attorney 
reneral  the  propriety  at  this  time  of  submitting  to  Congress  the 
Bagley  report.

statement  of  HON.  WILLIAM  P.  BORLAND,  A   REPRESENTATIVE    FROM   THE  STATE  OP 

MISSOURI. 

Some  time  in  December,  1911,  as  I  am  infonned,  charges  were  filed  in  the  Deptit- 
ment  of  Justice  against  Leslie  J.  Lyons,  United  States  district  attorney  for  tlie  westn 
district  of  Missouri.  The  charges  were,  in  part,  that  Lyons  was  acting  as  attoipey  for 
companies  whose  business  was  of  such  a  nature  that  they  were,  or  migtit  be,  violatiif 
the  Federal  law  in  the  fraudulent  use  of  the  mails.  I  am  also  informs  that  an  invoti- 
«ition  was  made  by  the  Department  of  Justice  through  a  special  agent  named  Arthur 
T.  Bagley,  a  report  of  which  was  filed  with  the  Department  of  Justice  more  than  tvo 
months  ago.    The  nature  of  this  report  has  never  been  made  public. 

Oh  March  4,  1912,  I  introduced  House  resolution  439,  requesting  the  Attornej 
General  to  transmit  to  the  House  of  Representatives  a  copy  of  the  charges  filed  agjuw* 
Lyons,  together  with  the  report  of  A.  T.  Bagley  and  a  statement  of  the  action  of  the 
Department  of  Justice,  if  any,  upon  said  cnarges  and  report.  The  resolution  vu 
adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  March  12,  1912.  On  March  13,  1912,  die 
Attorney  General  replied,  declining  to  transmit  the  papers  requested  on  the  groond 
an  action  was  pending  in  the  Stale  courts  of  Missouri  to  disbar  Lyons.  At  this  timet 
disbarment  proceeding  was  pending  in  the  Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals,  and  th€^^ 
after  the  court  rendered  its  opinion  dismissing  the  disbarment  proceedings.  There- 
upon the  Attorney  General  transmitted  to  Congress  on  April  6, 1912,  a  copy  of  the  <^tB- 
ion  of  the  Kansas  City  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  disbarment  proceedings,  stating: 

''This  decision  deals  witb  substantially  all  of  the  charges  filed  against  Mr.  Lyot? 
with  this  department,  and  acquits  him  of  any  improper  conduct  in  connection  with 
any  of  them. 

The  fact  is,  however,  that  the  disbarment  proceedings,  being  quasi  criminal  in  their 
nature  and  restricted  not  only  by  the  narrow  scoT>e  of  me  rules  of  evidence  applictble 
to  such  proceedings,  but  by  the  narrow  jurisdiction  within  which  the  testimony  wm 
taken,  wholly  failed  to  reach  the  most  serious  charges  against  the  conduct  of  Mr. 
Xyons.  No  adequate  investigation  was  made,  or  could  have  been  made,  by  the  KansM 
City  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  charge  that  Lyons  was  the  attorney  for  parties  whose  bus- 
nees  was  such  that  it  was,  or  might  be,  in  conflict  with  the  Federal  law.    This  i?» 
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charge  which  could  be,  and  presumably  was,  given  the  first  place  in  the  consideration 
of  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  of  which  the  Department  of  Justice  was  peculiarly 
equipped  to  conduct  a  wide  and  searching  investigation.  However,  if  such  investiga- 
tion was  not  given,  but  reliance  was  placed  entirely  upon  the  disbarment  proceedings 
in  the  State  courts  of  Missouri,  then  the  filing  of  cKarges  in  the  Department  of  Justice 
was  an  idle  proceeding.  If  the  investigation  was  made  with  the  ample  facilities  at  the 
command  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  it  would  disclose  that  Lyonshad  been  attorney 
for  one  of  the  meanest  swindles  ever  devised  or  conducted  in  this  country,  resulting 
in  the  victimizing  of  about  25,000  poor  people.  The  amount  of  each  victim's  loss  was 
so  small  and  the  legal  difficulties  in  the  way  of  redress  were  so  great  as  to  leave  the  vic- 
tims without  remedy. 

A  man  by  the  name  of  R.  J.  Bolles,  who  at  one  time  lived  in  Colorado,  but  who  is 
now,  I  believe,  a  resident  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  from  the 
State  uf  Florida  in  the  Everglades.  This  land  had  never  been  siu-veyed,  as  the  Gov- 
ernment surveys  led  only  to  the  outer  edge  of  that  vast  expanse  of  swamp.  No  white 
man  had  ever  penetraled  into  the  interior  of  the  Everglades.  This  region  is  covered 
with  water  to  a  shallow  depth.  It  is  impopsible  to  get  through  with  a  boat  on  account 
of  the  rank  growth  of  a  very  stiff  .2Ta.*<s,  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  throusrh  on  foot  on 
account  of  numerous  deeper  place.s,  known  as  alli^rator  wallows,  which  make  wading 
daneerou««. 

B<>11<»8  acreed  with  a  firm  of  laml  agents  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  known  as  Martin  & 
Borders,  to  place  90,000  acrci^  of  this  land  in  their  hands  for  sale  upon  a  commission  of 
$200,000.  Afterwards  the  amount  was  doubled  and  180.000  acres  wore  wld  for  a  com- 
mb^sion  of  $400,000.  The  180,000  acres  cost  Bolles  $2  per  acre,  or  $360,000.  It  was 
divide<l  into  12,000  tracts,  8,000  of  which  were  only  10  acres  in  extent. 

Some  of  the  tracts  were  20  acres,  some  40  acres,  some  80  acres,  and  some  larger. 
Martin  &  Borders,  through  various  channels  all  over  the  countr\%  sold  12,000  con- 
tracts* for  $10  down  and  $10  a  month,  or  a  total  price  per  contract  of  $240.  Over  80 
per  cent  of  these  contracts  have  been  paid.  Twelve  thousand  contracts  at  $240  each 
would  amount  to  $2,880,000  that  this  scheme  produced,  or  $2,500,000  more  than  the 
original  cost  of  the  land.  Not  a  dollar  was  spent  on  the  land  by  Bolles.  The  only 
expenses  were  in  the  advertising,  in  commissions,  and  in  legal  expenses,  A  cor^ 
poration  was  formed  pursuant  to  the  original  design  under  the  laws  of  Colorado. 
Bolles  owned  all  of  the  shares  except  500,  which  stood  in  the  name  of  his  stenographer. 
Miss  A.  \V.  Cain,  and  three  or  four  single  shares  held  by  the  nominal  officers  of  the 
company.  As  fast  as  the  money  was  received  on  the  contracts  it  was  paid  out  monthly 
in  form  of  dividends  to  Bolles  and  Miss  Cain.  The  amount  thus  paid  out  was  between 
$50,000  and  $60,000  a  month.  No  fund  was  kept  on  hand  to  guarantee  the  perform- 
ance by  the  corporation  of  its  obligations  to  the  contract  holders  except  the  current 
collections  of  the  month.  The  land  was  never  surveyed,  but  the  divisions  were 
made  on  paper  by  drawing  lines  across  the  unsurveyed  land  and  dividing  it  into 
what  are  ai<sumed  to  be  email  tracts  of  suitable  size.  None  of  the  land  has  been 
drained  and  not  a  road  ha**  been  built  to  any  one  of  the  tracts.  No  person  is  living 
on  the  land  and  no  one  of  the  contract  holders  is  able  to  find  the  particular  piece  of 
land  he  is  supposed  to  have  drawn.  The  contract  of  sale  is  ver\'  meaj^er  and  provides 
no  protection  whatever  for  the  purchaser.     The  contract  is  herewith  copied: 

"CONTBACT. 

"It  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  between  the  Florida  Fruit  Lands  Co.,  the  under- 
signed, and  the  other  purchasers  of  contracts  in  this  enterprise  as  follows: 

*•  First.  The  land  offered  by  the  Florida  Fruit  Lands  Co.  is  a  portion  of  the  southern 
part  of  Florida,  lying  in  alternate  fections  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  county  of  Dade, 
embracing  180,000  acres,  divided  as  follows:  Eight  thou.«and  farms  of  10  acres,  3,620 
farms  of  20  acres,  250  farms  of  40  a^re.^,  100  farms  of  80  acres,  20  farms  of  160  acres,  8 
farms  of  320  acres,  and  2  farms  of  640  acre^. 

'* Second.  The  company  will  e^ablish  a  central  town  site  on  its  Florida  tract,  in 
addition  to  the  farms  above  mentioned,  of  12,000  lot*«,  said  town  site  to  be  located  in 
what  appears  to  be  the  advantageous  point,  with  reservations  for  streets,  factories, 
churches,  schools,  parks,  public  square-',  and  all  public  buildings,  reservations  to  be 
deeded  free  to  the  town  site  when  organized,  excepting  the  reservation  for  factories, 
which  will  be  deeded  direct  to  the  factories  when  hxated.  The  size  of  the  lots  for 
business  and  residence  purposes  shall  be:  Re-»idence  lots,  50  by  135  feet;  business 
lots,  '25  by  135  feet. 

'*Third.  The  purchase  of  one  or  more  farms  and  lots,  a^  stipulated  <m  the  back  hereof, 
naean^  that  when  the  purchaser  has  completed  hi-*  payments  he  beconuM  ihe  owner  of 
an  undivided  interest  for  each  farm  and  lot  applied  for  in  the  land  and  town  lota 
offered  for  sale  as  hereinabove  ^et  forth. 
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''Fourth.  Each  applicant,  when  he  makes  his  first  payment  and  executes  a omtzact 
will  receive  from  tne  company  a  receipt  showing  that  when  he  has  made  his  lia 
payment  the  company  will  issue  to  him  a  clearance  receipt.  Each  clearance  recetpt 
will  be  certified  by  the  Pioneer  Trust  Co.,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.  Said  trust  company 
will  not  certify  more  than  12,000  receipts. 

"Fifth.  When  the  contract  holders,  bv  themselves  or  their  repreeentativee,  have 
assembled  for  the  openine;,  they  shall  elect  from  their  number  three  trustees,  who 
shall  receive  a  deed  for  the  farms  and  lots  herein  described  and  hold  same  for  the 
benefit  of  the  purchasers.  The  company  will  furnish  the  said  trustees  plats  of  die 
farms  and  lots,  and  the  trustees  shall  appoint  an  auctioneer,  who  shall  proceed  to 
auction  and  sell  the  farms  and  lots  to  the  nighest  bidder  for  cash  or  upon  such  tenne 
as  the  contract  holders  may  decide.  Contract  holders  may  put  as  many  fanns  as  they 
hold  contracts  for,  and  the  amount  paid  on  each  contract  shall  apply  on  puzdiaae 
price.  Contract  holders  only  will  be  allowed  to  bid.  The  biddmg  will  be  opem, 
competitive,  and  no  lottery  or  game  or  scheme  of  distribution  by  lot  or  chance  will 
enter  into  the  same.  The  profits,  if  any,  derived  from  the  sale  shall  be  divided 
among  the  contract  holders  pro  rata.  There  are  12,000  contracts,  12,000  farms,  aod 
12,000  lots,  a  farm  and  a  lot  to  each  contract. 

"Sixth.  Free  round-trip  transportation  will  be  furnished  the  accredited  repreaeni- 
ative  of  any  club  of  20  or  more  contracts  in  good  standing  in  any  one  county  from 
mobilizing  points  in  any  State  at  the  time  of  trie  opening. 

"Seventh.  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  purchaser  to  make  payments  as  stipulated 
in  the  application  forfeits  his  rights  and  interest  in  said  contract  and  all  mone3r3  paid 
thereon. 

"Eighth.  The  date  of  opening  and  sale  of  farms  and  lots  will  be  announced  30  dajB 
in  advance,  but  not  to  be  later  than  the  latter  part  of  1910,  and  all  sales  will  be  vigor- 
ouAy  pushed  by  traveling  and  resident  salesmen,  and  each  applicant  will  be  kept 
advised  of  the  progress  made  until  all  the  farms  and  lots  are  disposed  of." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  contract  does  not  stipulate  that  the  land  shall  be  drained  - 
or  surveyed  or  ready  for  occupancy  at  any  specified  time,  or  that  any  roads  diall  be 
built  or  any  other  public  improvements  upon  the  land  shall  be  made  by  the  company. 
The  bait  which  caught  so  many  unfortunate  people  seems  to  have  been  the  ^owinr 
accounts  of  the  beautiful  climate  and  attractive  character  of  the  State  of  Florida  and 
the  thinly  disguised  lottery  scheme  by  which  it  would  be  possible  to  get  a  lazger 
tract  of  land  than  10  acres  and  a  valuable  lot  in  a  town  for  the  small  sum  of  $240. 
In  March,  1911,  all  of  the  contracts  had  been  disposed  of  and  a  drawing  or  allotment 
was  held  at  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.  The  plan  as  announced  was  for  the  contract  hcddefs 
or  their  representatives  to  elect  three  trustees  to  whom  the  company  agreed  to  deed 
the  land.  This  would  let  the  company  out  slick  and  clean  and  erect  a  legal  bairier 
between  them  and  the  contract  holders.  The  trustees  were  then  to  allot  the  land 
among  the  contract  holders  by  means  of  an  auction.  The  lottery  feature  was  to  be 
avoided  by  putting  up  each  tract  separately  and  allowing  the  contract  holders  to 
bid  according  to  the  desirability  of  the  tract.  In  other  words,  I  take  it,  that  a  contrwrt 
holder,  if  this  plan  had  been  carried  out,  could  bid  two  contracts  or  five  contracts 
for  a  particular  lot  if  he  chose,  or  bid  one  contract  or  a  half  a  contract,  accordins  to 
some  difference  in  value.  Asa  matter  of  fact,  however,  the  land  was  allotted  without 
any  attempt  at  auction  upon  the  mere  chance  of  the  order  in  which  the  names  happened 
to  come.  This  introduced  the  lottery  element  into  the  transaction  and  seems  tc  have 
been  unopposed  by  those  present.  One  element  of  a  lottery,  of  course,  is  Hut  the 
prizes  shall  be  of  unequal  value  and  that  some  element  of  chance  exists?  by  which 
one  person  may  i^et  a  more  valuable  prize  than  another.  In  this  particular  transac- 
tion, however,  the  prizes  may  be  aft  of  equal  value,  being  all  equally  worthlwp. 
It  chanced  that  the  three  trustees  elected  by  the  contract  holders  were  not  the  official 
slate  arranged  by  the  company.  They  were  men  of  character  and  capacity,  and  their 
names  are  J.  H.  Rodes  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Claude  E.  Sawyer,  of  Aiken,"  S.  C;  and 
Fred  L.  Iloag,  of  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  The  three  trustees  found  that  they  were  expects! 
to  act  in  a  mere  clerical  capacity  and  execute  deeds  for  such  parties  as  the  company 
designated  to  them.  They  declined  to  do  this,  however,  and  sought  independent 
\c^\  advice,  although  I  know  at  least  two  of  them  were  lawvers  of  experience. 
Eventually  they  brought  suit  against  the  company  in  the  circuit  court  oi  Jackson 
County,  Mo.,  at  Kansas  City,  being  cause  No.  62201,  Joseph  H.  Rodes  and  others 
against  the  Florida  Fruit  Lands  Co. 

The  petition  in  this  ca^^e  contains  a  full  history  of  the  transaction  and  allege*  that 
the  company  represented  that  the  lands  would  be  drained  and  ready  for  occupancy, 
that  they  would  be  surveyed,  so  that  the  various  tracts  could  be  located  after  the 
allotment  was  made,  and  tnat  roads  would  be  built  so  as  to  enable  the  holders  of  the 
10-acre  tracts  to  reach  the  land  allotted  to  them;  that  the  10  acres  was  to  be  excltwivB 
of  the  land  taken  for  roads  and  canals;  that  the  company  had  not  fulfilled  any  of  its 
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repreeentations  and  had  no  right  therefore  to  forfeit  the  part  payments  of  the  unpaid 
contracts.  It  aleo  alleged  that  the  company  refused  to  the  trustees  the  names  and 
addressee  of  the  contractholders  for  whom  they  were  in  lawand  ec^uity  trustees,  and  made 
various  other  allegations,  winding  up  with  the  prayer  that  the  distribution  of  the  assets 
of  the  company  to  its  stockholders  be  enjoinecf  until  the  contracts  made  with  the  pur- 
chasers be  complied  with.  In  this  suit  a  large  number  of  depositions  were  taken.  The 
depositions  revealed  that  while  the  company  was  very  careful  to  protect  itself  in  its 
contract  against  representations  of  any  sort  and  that  its  literature  was  filled  almost 
exclusively  with  glittenng  generalities,  yet  in  the  letters  written  by  the  managing 
a^nts,  Martin  &  Borders,  to  the  land  sales  agents  and  prospective  customers,  it  was 
distinctly  and  repeatedly  represented  that  the  lands  would  be  drained  and  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  time  of  the  drawing;  that  they  would  be  surveyed,  so  that  even 
the  smaller  tracts  could  be  readily  located,  and  that  the  officials  maps  issued  by  the 
company  indicated  roads  adjoining  each  10-acre  tract.  The  officers  of  the  company, 
who  were,  as  stated,  mere  figureheads,  denied  the  authority  of  the  sales  agents,  Martm 
d  Borders,  to  make  such  representations.  The  general  agency  of  Martin  &  Borders 
was  established  by  written  contract  entered  into  at  the  time  the  corporation  was 
formed.  It  was  shown  that  they  had  more  authority  in  the  premises  than  the  figure- 
head officers  of  the  company.  One  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  acres  of  land  con- 
stituted 641  square  miles. 

The  present  president  of  the  company,  George  A.  Paddock,  denied  that  the  map 
issued  by  the  company  showed  any  roads  to  the  10-acre  tracts  in  the  midst  of  this  vast 
swamp.  His  attention  was  called  to  double  lines  on  the  paper  map,  sucn  as  generally 
are  Ubed  to  indicate  roads,  but  he  stated  that  these  lines  were  not  put  there  to  indicate 
roads,  but  as  mere  division  lines.  The  former  president  of  the  company,  A.  D.  Hart, 
was  shown  the  same  map,  and  he  testified  that  the  double  lines  did  indicate  roads  to 
any  experienced  land  salesman,  but  denied  that  the  roads  would  be  built  by  the  com- 
pany. The  rest  of  the  testimony  bears  out  this  same  general  character.  This  concern 
IS  now  under  investigation  by  the  Post  Office  Department,  but  it  is  greatly  to  be  feared 
that  the  investigation  is  too  late. 

This  being  the  character  of  the  concern,  it  further  appears  that  Leslie  J.  Lyons  was 
its  attorney  from  the  inception.  The  trustees  opened  an  office  at  918  Wainrignt  Build- 
inj?,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  where  they  are  still  attempting  to  conduct  the  business.  Lyons 
twice  visited  that  office  as  attorney  for  the  company  and  resisted,  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
pany, the  demands  of  the  trustees  made  on  behalf  of  the  contract  holders.  As  recently 
as  August,  1911,  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Florida  Fruit  Lands  Co.,  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
was  answered  by  Leslie  J.  Lyons  over  his  own  signature.  Since  the  filing  of  the  dis- 
barment proceedings  and  the  filing  of  the  charges  before  the  Department  of  Justice  it 
niay  be  that  the  connection  of  Lyons  with  the  company  has  ceased.  At  all  events  he 
is  not  representing  the  company  in  the  litigation  now  pending  between  the  trustees 
and  the  company.  • 

It  might  be  contended  that  the  connection  of  Lyons  with  the  company  was  merely 
in  a  professional  character  and  that  he  is  not  responsible  for  the  ains  of  his  client.  It 
is  undoubtedly  true  that  where  a  bad  man  or  a  bad  corporation  becomes  involved 
in  litigation,  either  civil  or  criminal,  it  has  a  right,  both  in  law  and  in  ethics,  to  employ 
the  most  honorable  counsel  it  can  find,  and  there  is  nothing  dishonorable  in  the  counsel 
accepting  such  employment.  In  the  minds  of  the  people,  however,  and  in  the 
minas  of  the  members  of  the  bar,  there  is  plain  distinction  between  representing  a 
client  in  litigation  and  acting  as  coun?el  and  confidential  adviser  of  a  crooiced  scheme. 
If  Lyons  is  guilty  of  the  latter,  he  has  no  right  to  occupy  an  official  position  as  the 
law  officer  of  the  United  States  Government. 

It  might  be  contended  also  that  Lyons's  connection  with  the  Florida  Fruit  Lands  Co. 
was  an  isolated  case  and  that  he  had  no  previous  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the 
business  or  the  character  of  the  men  engaged  in  it.  Unfortunately,  however,  for 
Lyons  this  contention  can  not  be  made.  It  appears  that  R.  J.  Bolles  and  Martin  & 
Borders  and  the  same  organization  of  land  agents  operated  precL«oly  tlie  same  kind 
of  a  scheme  under  the  name  of  the  Oregon  Vallev  Land  Co.  Bollos  acquired  at  some 
nominal  price  a  tract  of  mountain  land  in  aoutheni  Oregon,  known  as  the  military 
pant.  It  was  about  300  miles  in  length  and  6  miles  in  width.  He  caused  to  be 
organized  under  the  laws  of  South  Dakota  a  corporation,  which  maintained  its  place 
of  business  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  sell  land  in  Oregon.  The  land  was  divided  into 
14,000  tracts,  ranging  in  size  from  10  acres  up.  It  was  re})rosented  that  the  land 
would  be  under  irrigation  and  ready  for  farming  in  the  season  of  1910.  Fourteen 
thousand  contracts  were  sold  at  $200  each,  making  a  total  of  $2,800,000.  The  drawing 
was  held  in  October,  1909,  a  year  and  a  half  before  the  drawing  in  Florida.  At  the 
drawing  in  Oregon  Leslie  J.  Lyons  was  present,  having  gone  from  Kansas  City  as  the 
Ifgal  representative  of  the  company.  Three  trustees  were  elected,  who  seemed  to 
have  voted  that  they  would  not  attempt  to  perform  any  duties,  but  would  allow  the 
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deeds  to  be  executed  by  the  company.  A  lawyer  named  Shull,  of  St.  Jo.»eph.  Mo.. 
had  been  employed  bjr  the  trustees  to  examine  the  title  to  the  land.  He  testified 
that  the  abstract  sent  him  by  the  company  did  not  show  title  except  to  640  acress.  He 
returned  the  abatract  with  this  report  and  never  heard  from  them  afterwards.  Bmce 
Creek,  of  Liberal,  Seward  County,  Kane.,  testified  that  he  went  to  Lake  View,  Or^., 
representing  a  club  of  20  contract  holders.  He  described  the  drawing  in  such  a  way 
as  to  show  that  the  tracts  wore  allotted  by  chance.  He  remained  a  few  days  stter 
the  drawing  and  attempted  to  find  the  land  which  he  had  drawn  on  behalf  of  his  fellow- 
contract  holder?.     His  description  is  as  follows: 

"I  drew  land  under  this  drawing  [indicating  on  map].  I  went  out  and  looked  at  it 
later  on.  No  opportunity  was  afforded  to  examine  it  I  efore  drawing.  This  tract  is  in 
section  19,  township  23,  range  38.  I  went  out  to  see  what  it  was,  and  found  all  rock 
and  mountains  from  the  town  clear  out  there — rocks  and  mountains  from  Lakeviev 
City  to  that  part  of  the  land.  I  saw  no  water.  Well,  there  was  rocks  and  motintaJTw 
all  over  it.  The  whole  thing  was  rocks  and  mountains.  The  trail  to  get  thmu^ 
out  that  way  happened  to  come  right  by  there.  I  saw  a  10-acre  tract  right  in  there 
[indicating  on  map].  Section  33,  township  19,  range  38,  312  belonged  to  W.  A.  I'old- 
water — on  club  sheet,  one  of  the  men  there  represented.  That  land  was  on  the  high 
moimtain:  very  high;  so  high  that  a  person  could  not  even  carry  a  bucket  erf  water  <hi 
top  of  it,  letting  alone  irrigating  it  at  all.  Other  land  I  looked  at  was  sectkxi  11, 
township  19,  range  39,  and  it  was  down  in  the  foothills  of  the  moimtains.  The  nature 
of  it  was  gravelly  rocks  and  sage'  rush,  and  once  in  a  while  a  Vig  cactus.  That  wae 
also  drawn  for  Coldwater.  I  also  looked  at  one,  !  eing  section  27,  township  39,  range 
19.  That  was  right  in  the  edge  of  Goose  Lake — just  little  islands,  and  a  bunch  of  grass 
all  over  that.  The  whole  thing  was  rocks  and  mountains  all  over  there — right  between 
these  mountains  here.  Exhi^  it  Q  is  a  picture  of  the  town  of  Lake\dew  region.  I  drew 
another  tract  away  up  here  in  this  comer.  I  think  it  is  31-41.  I  did  not  go  up  to 
look  at  that,  as  I  don't  think  1  could  have  got  to  it.  It  would  be  impossiVde.  I  wag 
not  within  KiO  miles  of  it.  PXst  of  Lakeview  it  is  mountains  from  the  \  ack  of  the  store 
1  uilding:  as  far  east  as  I  went  it  was  rocky  and  mountainous.  I  went  about  25  or  30 
miles  ea'^t.  The  land  was  represented  to  \  e  not  over  80  miles  from  tomi  by  G.  W. 
C<K)k8,  at  Li)  eral,  Seward  County,  Kans.,  at  the  time  I  made  my  application  in  1908. 
One  of  my  drawings  is  183  miles  from  Lakeview.  We  are  going  to  try  and  get  this 
money  ])ack,  1  ecause  it  was  misrepre-^nted  to  me." 

It  appears  that  numerous  attorneys  have  attempted  to  get  the  company  to  repay  the 
money  paid  in  by  their  clients  and  they  were  referred  in  every  case  to  Leslie  J.  Lyona. 
A  characteristic  letter  of  this  kind  is  as  follows:

The  land  secured  by  Mr.  Taylor  is  good  land,  and  if  he  had  wwked  it  this  year  he 
would  have  raised  a  good  crop.  We  are  perfectly  willing  for  Mr.  Taylor  to  seek  redres 
in  the  coiu*ts  if  he  so  desires. 

If  you  care  to  take  the  matter  up  with  our  attorney,  Mr.  Leslie  J.  Lyons,  you  wifl 
find  him  at  the  Government  buildmg.

J.  II.  Borders,  of  the  land  firm  of  Martin  &  Borders,  who  seems  to  have  figured  as 
ecretary  of  the  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.,  said: 

"The  corporations  we  have  been  interested  in  are  as  follows:  Oklahoma  Townsite 
Co.,  San  Luis  Land  Co.,  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.,  and  other  subsidiarv'  companies 
connected  with  them;  the  Midland  Trust  (^o.,  and  sales  agents  for  the  Florida  FVoit 
Lands  Co." 

He  further  says  that  Leslie  J.  Lyons  was  a  director  in  the  organization  of  the  Midland 
Trust  Co.,  which  seems  to  have  been  an  inside  organization  for  the  purpose  of  floating 
the  other  companies.  The  best  description  of  me  present  condition  of  the  Oregon 
Valley  Land  Co.  is  contained  in  the  following  letter: 

Lakeview,  Orbg.,  February  5, 191£.

House  of  Representatives^  Washington^  D.  C. 
Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  letter  of  January  15,  last,  inquiring  concerning  the 
operation  and  status  of  the  Oregon  Land  Co.,  I  have  to  say  that  I  know  of  no  such  corn- 
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pany  operating  in  this  section,  but  I  presumo  you  moan  the  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co., 
with  headquarters  at  Kansas  ( ity.  Mo. 

This  company  bought  a  part  of  the  lands  known  as  the  Oregon  Central  Military 
Road  Co.'s  grant  and  later  bought  some  45,000  acres  from  the  Heryford  Land  &  Cat- 
tle Co.  and  others.  These  were  the  lands  which.were  disposed  of  to  contract  holders 
and  allotted  at  the  drawing  referred  to  in  your  letter,  which  was  consummated  in  the 
fall  of  1909. 

A  great  deal  of  the  land  in  the  road  company's  grant  was  of  very  little  value  and 
much  of  it  was  practically  valueless. 

The  property  of  the  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.  was  subdivided  into  tracts  ranging 
from  1,000  acres  down  to  10  acres.  Each  contract  holder  was  entitled  to  one  of  these 
tracts,  together  with  a  lot  in  the  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.'s  addition  to  the  town  of 
Lakeview.  The  lands  were  supposed  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  contract 
holder  paying  the  highest  price  for  each  tract,  but  it  was  so  arranged  that  it  was  nothing 
more  or  less  than  a  lottery. 

The  company  had  the  different  tracts  numbered,  and  the  different  lots  in  their 
addition  to  the  town  of  Lakeview  and  the  different  tracts  of  farms  or  acreage  land 
were  also  numbered,  and  these  were  supposed  to  be  auctioned  off.  The  name  of  the 
person  holding  the  contract  corresponding  to  the  number  of  the  acreage  tract  or  town 
lot  was  called  Dy  the  auctioneer  and  the  holder  of  the  contract,  or  some  one  represent- 
ing him,  at  once  bid  the  uniform  price  of  $200.  In  a  few  instances  other  contract  hold- 
ers undertook  to  bid  against  the  person  who  held  the  number  allotted  to  his  con- 
tract, but  such  action  was  condemned  by  the  rest  of  the  people  present,  and  the 
party  thus  attempting  to  bid  on  the  land  was  hissed  and  hooted  till  he  quit,  so  that 
the  auctioning  off  of  flie  land  amounted  virtually  to  a  lottery. 

In  many  instances  the  contract  holders  got  value  received  for  their  money,  but  in  a 
great  many  instances  they  got  lands  of  no  practical  value  for  their  |200  paid  under 
Sieir  contract. 

I  might  add  that  it  was  represented  by  the  company  in  their  advertising  matter 
and  literature  exploiting  these  lands  that  each  10-acre  tract  would  be  irrigable  land 
and  the  purchaser  wouldreceive,  without  chaige,  an  absolute  perpetual  right  to  water 
sufficient  to  irrigate  one-half  of  each  of  said  10-acre  tracts.  It  was  further  represented 
in  their  literature  that  every  foot  of  the  lands  purchased  from  the  Heryfora  Land  & 
Cattle  Co.  was  already  under  irrigation,  or  something  to  that  effect,  as  I  recollect, 
when  as  a  matter  of  fact  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Heryford  tract  was  not  under 
irrigation  and  was  not  susceptible  of  irrigation. 

"nie  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.  represented,  too,  that  water  would  be  ready  for  irri- 
gating these  10-acre  tracts,  as  I  recollect,  for  the  season  of  1910,  or  it  might  possibly 
have  Deen  for  the  season  of  1911,  although  I  think  it  was  for  the  season  of  1910.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  construction  of  the  dams,  canab,  and  ditches  of  the  irrigating 
system  has  not  yet  been  completed  so  as  to  furnish  water  to  any  of  the  lands,  and 
probably  will  not  be  in  such  condition  until  the  spring  of  1913. 

The  proposition  was  badly  mismanaged  and  tnere  was  serious  misrepresentation 
to  the  persons  who  purchased  contracts.  I  am  inclined  to  think  the  promoters  were 
criminally  liable  for  misuse  of  the  United  States  mails  in  some  of  the  literature,  and 
I  think  most  of  the  persons  purchasing  contracts  were  sadlv  disappointed  and  did 
not  receive  anything  like  value  for  their  investment,  while  others  have  received 
full  value. 

I  was  told  by  one  of  the  company's  agents  or  employees,  a  local  man  here,  who 
was  actively  engaged  in  the  company's  behalf,  showing  representatives  of  contract 
holders  over  their  holdings,  that  he  considered  the  proposition  the  rottenest  deal 
that  was  ever  pulled  off  in  the  United  States.  At  the  time  he  made  this  statement 
he  had  lost  his  position  with  the  company  and  was  very  sore  at  the  managers  of  the 
concern  on  that  account. 

As  to  the  present  status  of  the  company,  I  think  they  have  come  to  their  string's 
end  for  ready  money,  as  near  as  I  can  learn,  but  have  some  scheme  now  whereby  they 
expect  to  bond  the  proposition  and  complete  the  construction  of  the  dam  to  the 
reservoir  and  the  remainder  of  the  canals. 

As  I  understand  it,  the  company  had  some  lands  left  over  which  were  not  embraced 
in  the  sales  to  the  contract  holders,  and  my  understanding  in  regard  to  these  lands 
is  that  they  have  been  transferred  to  R.  J.  Martin  and  J.  H.  Boraers,  respectively, 
the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.  Just  what  the  Oregon 
Valley  Land  Co.  may  own  at  the  present  time  I  do  not  know,  but  I  think  they  have 
little  or  nothing  left  standing  in  the  name  of  that  corporation. 

G.  W.  Rice,  the  engineer  of  the  Oregon  Valley  Land  Co.  in  the  construction  of  its 
irrigation  system,  can  probably  ^ve  you  detailed  information  as  to  what  the  com- 
pany has  or  what  still  remains  m  its  name. 
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If  I  understand  the  purpose  or  object  of  your  inquiry,  I  might  give  you  more  specific 
information  in  some  of  the  details,  but  this  is  only  a  ciwsory  review  of  the  gencnl 
status  of  affairs  as  I  understand  them,  based  partly  on  current  rumor  and  partly  on 
actual  knowledge.

If  these  things  are  true,  Lyons  is  at  present  resting  under  a  very  damaging  impu- 
tation in  the  minds  of  several  thousand  people.  In  many  of  the  cases  men  who  have 
bought  these  tracts  of  land  have  sold  their  property  and  moved  their  families  lo  find 
what  they  believed  to  be  a  splendid  prospect  of  a  new  home,  only  to  meet  with  the 
bitterest  disappointment  and  most  humiliating  destitution.  Tne  land  hunger  of 
Americans  is  proverbial  and  there  is  no  stronger  passion  in  the  breast  of  the  white  man 
than  the  desire  to  own  a  home,  especially  among  wage  earners  and  other  people  of 
small  means  who  are  homeless.  If  Lyons  has  been  a  party  to  a  conspiracy  to  plunder 
thus  the  people  by  playing  upon  this  ruling  passion,  he  should  not  be  permitteito 
resign,  but  should  be  instantly  dismissed  from  employment  by  the  United  States 
Government.

The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concern- 
ing the  case  of  each  beneficiary  in  said  bills  and  the  conclusions  of 
the  committee  as  to  the  proper  amount  of  pensions  or  increases  which 
should  be  granted.  ^ 

H.  R,73.  Leon  Schuhmacher,  about  68  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  CJompany  G,  Thirty-seventh  Ohio  Volunteers,  from  Sep- 
tember 12,  1861,  to  January  20,  1863^  when  discharged  on  account  of 
valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
June  27, 1890,  at  $12  on  account  of  a  left  inguinal  hernia,  a  left  vari- 
cocele, and  rheumatism. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $4  per  month 
from  discharge  on  account  of  the  hernia,  and  increased  to  $8  per 
month,  and  has  shown  himself  to  be  entitled  to  a  rating  of  $10  for 
the  same  from  December  4,  1891. 

Claimant  is  a  resident  of  Bryan,  Ohio,  and  was  last  examined  on 
January  12,  1910,  by  the  Paulding  (Ohio)  board  of  surgeons,  and 
was  rated  $14  for  a  left  inguinal  hernia,  the  size  of  the  tumor  being 
that  of  a  hen's  egg;  $6  for  a  varicocele  of  the  left  side;  $10  for  rheu- 
matism with  one-half  limitation  of  motion  of  the  right  hip  and  knee, 
with  fingers  of  right  hand  drawn  outward  to  about  30°,  and  with 
fingers  and  toes  chubby  and  stiff. 

It  is  shown  by  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Penderthy,  of  Bryan,  Ohio,  that 
the  claimant  is  still  afflicted  with  the  disabilities  named  above,  and 
in  addition  thereto  has  irritation  of  the  kidneys  and  bladder,  and  at 
times  diarrhea,  which  is  inclined  to  be  chronic,  and  that  by  reason 
of  these  disabilities  and  the  disability  due  to  age  he  is  not  able  to  per- 
form the  labor  necessary  to  support  his  family. 

He  owns  property  worth  about  $2,035. 

The  case  is  a  proper  one  for  congressional  legislation,  and  an  in- 
crease of  the  soldier's  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  74.  Harmon  A.  Fleming,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  M,  Eighth  Regiment  Ohio  Cavalry,  from  March  24, 
1864,  to  July  30,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  rectum  and 
digestive  organs  and  himbago. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  March,  1888.  on  ac- 
count of  chronic  diarrhea  and  scurvy,  but  abandoned  the  prosecution 
of  his  claim. 

He  was  last  examined  20  years  ago  by  the  Defiance  (Ohio)  board 
of  surgeons  and  rated  $8  for  disease  of  the  digestive  organs  and  $4 
for  lumbago. 

Claimant  is  a  resident  of  Defiance,  Ohio,  and  is  shown  by  the  testi- 
mony of  Dr.  Ury,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  suffering  from  constipa- 
tion, hypertrophy  of  the  prostate,  three  hemorrhoidal  tumors,  rheu- 
matism of  the  right  knee  and  shoulders,  disease  of  the  heart,  and 
impaired  hearing  and  sight. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  claimant  is  wholly  disabled  for  lalwr 
and  is  a  poor  man  without  any  property. 

He  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  some  relief,  and  an  increase  of  his 
pension  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  92.  Willis  Dennis,  about  70  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Fifty-seventh  Ohio  Volunteers,  from  January  4, 
1864,  to  August  14,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law 
at  $16  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  the  eyes  with  I'esulting  lo» 
of  sight  of  the  left  eye.  Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pen- 
sionJBureau  in  July,  1910. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Kalida,  Ohio,  and  was  last  examined  on  June 
17,  1910,  by  an  oculist,  who  found  him  totally  blind  in  the  left  eve, 
the  cornea  being  completely  covered  by  a  dense  leucoma.  due  to  an 
old  keratitis  and  perrorating  ulcer,  with  not  even  light  perception 
in  that  eye  and  vision  of  the  right  eye  reduced  to  20/30. 

It  is  shown  by  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Douglass,  of  the  claimanf^ 
home,  that  the  claimant,  aside  from  the  disability  of  accepted  service 
origin,  also  suffers  great  pain  in  his  head  and  becomes  very  nenoit> 
and  forgetful;  that  for  the  past  three  years  he  has  also  been  suffering 
with  cardiac  dyspnea,  with  edema  of  both  feet  and  legs,  is  unable 
to  stand  any  exertion,  suffers  also  from  a  rupture  of  the  riglit  side 
and  can  not  get  a  truss  that  will  retain  the  same,  and  is  now  totallv 
unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor  for  the  support  of  himself  anH 
family. 

Claimant's  wife  states  that  he  has  been  afflicted  with  heart  and 
kidney  trouble  for  several  years  past;  that  at  times  it  is  hard  for 
him  to  keep  from  falling  as  the  result  of  his  heart  and  nervou? 
trouble;  is  also  afflicted  with  a  rectal  fistula — so  bad  that  he  has  to 
use  cotton  batting — and  is  in  need  of  care  and  attendance  from  other> 
a  good  part  of  the  time. 

The  neighbors  of  the  soldier  state  that  he  owns  an  undivided  one- 
half  interest  in  40  acres  of  land,  the  land  being  worth  about  $1.W. 
but  mortgaged  for  $750,  the  income  from  the  equity  in  the  land  not 
exceeding  $50  per  year. 

On  account  of  the  claimant's  well-nigh  helpless  condition  anJ 
destitution,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  ISO  to  aid  in  his  support  i^ 
believed  to  be  warranted. 
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H.  R.  107.  Daniel  Boroff,  about  65  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Forty-sixth  Ohio  Volunteers,  from  March  31,  1864, 
to  July  22,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $12  on  account  of  disease  of  the  eyes  and  piles. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  April,  1905,  basing 
his  claim  on  an  injury  to  the  eyes  and  on  chronic  diarrhea  and  re- 
sulting piles,  but  abandoned  the  prosecution  of  his  claim. 

He  was  last  examined  in  Octooer,  1892,  by  the  Van  Wert  (Ohio) 
board  of  surgeons,  and  was  then  rated  $24  for  disease  of  the  eves 
and  $8  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  piles,  the  surgeons  then  stating  that 
he  had  severe  trachoma  of  both  eyes,  with  ulcerated  lids  and  pustu- 
lar discharges,  that  the  pupils  were  contracted  one-half  and  re- 
sponded very  slowly  to  lignt. 

The  claimant  is  a  resident  of  Clover  Hill,  Ohio,  and  it  is  shown  by 
the  testimony  of  Dr.  Heath,  of  that  place,  that  claimant  is  now 
totally  incapacitated  for  labor  by  reason  of  his  eye  trouble,  there 
being  two  distinct  opacities,  one  over  each  pupil,  mostly  covering  the 
same;  that  the  pupils  respond  slightly  to  light  and  shade,  etc. 

The  neighbors  of  the  claimant  state  that  he  is  badly  deficient  in 
eyesight  and  that  he  has  not  done  much  manual  labor  for  several 
years  last  past. 

Claimant  owns  a  lot  in  the  village  of  Clover  Hill  worth  about  $160. 

It  having  been  shown  that  the  claimant  is  suffering  from  a  disa- 
bility of  an  extreme  nature,  and  that  he  is  practically  totally  disabled 
for  labor,  and  is  destitute,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  to  aid  in 
his  support  is  believed  to  be  warranted. 

H.  R.  184.  Elizabeth  R.  Nelson,  aged  81  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Thomas  Nelson,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Sixty- 
second  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  from  July  4,  1861,  to  July 
13,  1864  (three  years).  Soldier  never  applied  for  pension;  he 
died  February  29,  1880.  He  and  pensioner  were  married  April  15, 
1850.  She  is  now  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  as  amended, 
at  $12  a  month. 

She  also  applied  under  act  of  July  14,  1862,  but  was  rejected — 
unable  to  connect  d^th  cause  with  soldier's  Army  service. 

Physicians  and  neighbors  say  pensioner  can  not  get  out  of  her 
room  without  help ;  also  that  the  only  property  she  owns  consists  of 
a  few  bedroom  articles  of  the  value  of  $15  or  $20.  She  owns  no  real 
estate. 

Her  extreme  age,  helplessness,  and  destitution,  and  being  a  "war 
widow  "  entitles  her  to  an  increase  to  $20. 

H.  R.  191.  Marcellus  Albright,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Seventh  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  July  16,  1861,  to  November  17,  1862,  and  in  Companies 
Li  and  E,  Sixth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
March  10,  1864,  to  May  22,  1866  (total  service,  3  years,  6  months,  13 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month,  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles. 

Address,  Ona,  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  4,  1905,  found  pensioned  causes  and 
varicocele. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  diarrhea  and  piles, 
and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  personal  property  worth 
$100  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.445.  James  Boner,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Eleventh  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  Noveniber  27,  1861,  to  December  24,  1864  (3  years  and  27 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862.  at  ^ 
per  month  by  reason  of  concussion  of  head  and  resulting  vertigo, 
and  disease  of  left  eye,  and  disease  of  testicles — ^result  of  mumps. 

Address,  Pennsboro.  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  27,  1909,  found  diseased  testicle, 
and  disease  of  eyes  and  injury  to  head. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor ;  also  has  bad  condition  of  eyes ;  has  par- 
tial paralysis  of  left  side;  has  atrophy  of  one  testicle. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.447.  George  Hostler,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  One  hundred  and  ninety-second  Regiment  Pennsyl- 
vania Infantry,  from  February  20,  1865,  to  Au^ist  24,  1865  (6 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  .February  6, 1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  accoimt  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  disease  of 
rectum  and  rheumatism  at  $10. 

Address,  Siddonsburg,  Pa. 

Medical  examination.  May  16,  1906,  shows  pensioned  disabilities 
only. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Yeagy  testifies  that  soldier  is  afflicted  with  chronic  in- 
tercostal neuralgia,  catarrhal  nephritis,  and  a  torpid  liver.  He  is 
growing  worse  with  advancing  age  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for 
manual  labor. 

Two  near  neighbors  state  that  pensioner's  property  consists  of  t 
house  and  a  half  acre  of  land  worth  $1,100,  and  his  pension  of  $12 
a  montii. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.448.  Jacob  D.  Welsh,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  sergeant  in 
Companv  B,  One  hundred  and  sixty-sixth  Regiment  Pennsylvania 
Drafted "^Military  Infantry,  from  October  24,  1862,  to  July  28, 1863; 
and  as  a  landsman  on  U.  S.  S.  Princeton,  Wabash,  tod  Wissahidcon, 
United  States  Navy,  from  September  3,  1864,  to  June  30,  1865  (1 
year  7  months  and  1  day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  right  inguinal  hernia  (complete),  rheuma- 
tism, and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  203  North  George  Street,  York,  Pa. 
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Board  of  surgeons,  February  2,  1898,  found  right  inguinal  hernia, 
rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  enlarged  heart  and 
asthma ;  it  appears  that  he  is  unaole  to  do  manual  lalx)r. 

Other  testmiony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 


H.R.464.  John  Cooley,  69  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Fortieth  Kentucky  Volunteers,  from  September  14, 
1863,  to  December  30, 1864,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  epilepsy,  disease  of  the 
heart,  and  general  disability. 

His  claim  on  account  of  disease  of  the  eyes  and  respiratory  organs, 
chronic  diarrhea,  constipation,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  the  heart, 
filed  under  the  general  law,  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
July,  1900,  upon  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from 
these  causes  had  not  existed  since  the  filing  of  the  claim. 

He  was  last  examined  by  the  Kingfisher  (Okla.)  board  of  sur- 

Seons  on  June  6,  1900,  which  board  stated  that  while  not  having  the 
ull  expression  of  an  epileptic,  he  appeared  nervous  and  excitable, 
could  not  stand  steadily  with  eyes  closed,  in  attempting  to  walk 
with  eyes  closed  turned  sharply  to  the  left;  had  a  rapid,  irritable 
heart  action ;  was  a  sufferer  from  spasmodic  epilepsy  with  optic  aura, 
and  had  a  retracted  and  tender  stomach,  with  distension  and  tym- 
panitis of  the  bowels. 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Newman,  of  Shattuck,  Okla., 
that  he  had  treated  the  claimant  for  chronic  bowel  trouble,  enlarge- 
ment of  the  heart  from  organic  valvular  lesion,  also  for  attacks 
resembling  epilepsy  in  form,  and  a  gradual  progressing  cataract  of 
both  eyes,  impairing  vision,  and  that  by  reason  of  these  disabilities 
be  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

It  is  further  shown  that  the  claimant  owns  no  property  and  has 
no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pension. 

His  serious  affliction  and  destitution  warrant  an  increase  of  his 
I>ension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  499.  Benjamin  F.  Ralls,  64  years  of  age,  served  as  first  class 
boy  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Grampus^  Great  Western,  and  Gen.  Bragg, 
United  States  Navy,  From  August  23,  1864,  to  August  23,  1865,  and 
is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $8 
per  month  on  account  of  lumbago,  catarrh,  disease  of  the  rectum, 
and  an  enlarged  prostate  gland.  He  has  never  sought  pension  under 
theceneral  law. 

The  Danville  (111.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him 
on  October  10,  1906,  found  the  lumbar  muscles  of  the  right  side 
swollen,  sensitive,  and  tense,  with  all  movements  of  the  trunk  re- 
tracted, nasal  catarrh,  a  very  severe  proctitis,  and  three  internal  piles 
its  large  as  filberts,  and  enlargement  of  the  prostate  gland  to  aoout 
twice  its  normal  size. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Geary,  Okla.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimonv 
of  Dr.  Browning,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  afflicted  with  stomach 
trouble,  lumbago,  and  piles  of  long  standing,  vertigo,  and  some  men- 
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tal  disturbance,  the  result  of  having  been  recently  assaulted  by  being 
struck  on  the  back  of  the  head  with  a  blunt  instrument ;  that  he  loob 
older  than  the  age  given  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  only  able  to  do  clerical  work,  but 
being  a  man  of  only  ordinary  education  and  because  of  his  age  i> 
unable  to  obtain  employment  at  such  work;  that  he  is  worth  leas 
than  $500  and  has  no  regular  income  except  the  pension  which  be 
is  now  receiving. 

Some  measure  of  relief,  to  aid  in  his  support,  is  believed  to  be  war- 
ranted by  the  facts  set  forth,  and  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  S24  per 
month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  507.  Joshua  Hubbard,  about  66  years  of  age.  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  G,  Thirty-third  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  Septem- 
ber 16,  1861,  to  July  21, 1865,  and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from  March 
5,  1863,  to  April  1,  1863,  when  paroled. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $14  on  account  of 
disease  of  the  throat  and  resulting  slight  deafness  of  both  ears  and 
rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  the  heart.  Increase  of  pension 
was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  January,  1907. 

He  was  last  examined  in  December,  1906,  by  the  Decatur  (DL) 
board  of  surgeons  and  was  then  rated  $6  on  account  of  disease  of  the 
throat  and  resulting  slight  deafness  of  both  ears  and  $15  for  rheu- 
matism affecting  the  right  shoulder  joint  with  inability  to  straigfaten 
the  arm  and  disease  of  the  heart. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Cimarron  County,  Okla.,  and,  according  to  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  C.  W.  Meyers,  is  still  afflicted  with  disease  of  the 
throat  and  resulting  impaired  hearing  and  rheimiatism  and  resulting 
disease  of  the  heart  and,  in  addition  thereto,  now  also  suffers  from 
the  effects  of  a  fractured  right  limb  between  the  ankle  and  knee, 
which  conditions,  together  with  the  infirmities  of  old  age,  almost 
wholly  incapacitate  him  for  the  performance  of  manual  lalx)r. 

The  soldier  has  a  homestead  claim  in  the  semiarid  region  of  Okla- 
homa, raising  only  very  meager  crops  on  a  small  cultivated  part  of 
the  homestead,  and  is  bordering  on  destitution. 

His  faithful  service,  covering  a  period  of  nearly  four  years,  and 
his  serious  afflictions  and  destitution  merit  an  increase  of  his  pension 
to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  654.  John  Dover,  about  67  years  of  age,  served  as  a  musician 
in  Company  L,  Second  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Heavy  Artillery, 
from  October  28,  1861,  to  October  29,  1864*  and  is  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  on  account  of  the  loss  of  the  little 
finger  of  the  left  hand,  rheumatism,  piles,  and  severe  deafnes  of 
both  ears. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $2  per  month 
on  account  of  the  loss  of  the  left  little  finger,  the  same  being  due 
to  a  gimshot  wound  received  in  action  at  Petersburg,  Va.,  in  June, 
1864. 

He  was  last  examined  20  years  ago  by  the  Chicago  (111.)  board 
of  surgeons,  and  was  then  rated  $2  tor  the  loss  of  the  finger,  $8  for 
piles,  $20  for  severe  deafness  of  both  ears,  and  $8  for  rheumatism. 

The  soldier  is  a  resident  of  Chicago,  111.,  and  is  shown  by  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  Lockhart,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  totally  deaf  m 
the  left  ear  and  to  be  unable  to  hear  ordinary  conversation  in  the 
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right  ear  at  a  distance  of  2  feet;  to  be  still  afflicted  with  bleeding 
piles;  and  that  his  rheumatism  is  getting  worse  gradually,  so  that 
he  is  unfit  for  any  kind  of  labor. 

Lay  testimony  filed  shows  that  he  has  no  property  and  no  means 
of  support  aside  from  his  pension. 

Taking  into  consideration  his  advanced  age,  his  honorable  service 
of  three  years,  and  his  destitution,  an  increase  of  his  i)ensi(m  to  $-24, 
to  aid  in  his  support,  is  proper. 

H.  R.  662.  John  Mertes,  aged  66  vears,  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany I,  Twenty-third  Regiment  Illinois  Infantrv,  from  October  18, 
1862,  to  September  24,  186^;  March  29,  1865,  to  July  24,  1865  (1 
year  3  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  injury  of  both  hands,  disease 
of  rectum,  left  inguinal  hernia,  obesity,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  5751  Aberdeen  Street,  Chicago,  111. 

Medical  certificate  June  26,  1906,  found  above-pensioned  dis- 
abilities; also  rheumatism  and  injury  to  left  ankle. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Waska  examined  soldier  October  1,  1910,  and  found 
disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  slight  ataxia,  weakness  of  lower  limbs, 
disabled  hands,  due  to  burn,  and  is  totally  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor. 

Pensioner  states  he  has  no  property  and  no  income  from  any 
securities.  M.  T.  Egand  and  William  Unwin  corroborate  pensioner, 
and  further  say  he  has  some  sort  of  paralysis,  has  weak  spells,  and 
they  have  helped  him  up  w^hen  he  fell  down. 

Service,  helplessness,  and  destitution,  under  the  committee's  rules, 
warrant  a  rating  of  $30  a  month. 

II.  R.  1127.  William  M.  Freels,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  Seventh  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Mounted 
Infantry,  from  February  15,  1865,  to  July  27,  1865  (5  months  12 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $12 
l>er  nionth  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  and  disease 
of  rectum. 

Address,  Oliver  Springs,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons  September  20,  1899,  found  piles,  diarrhea, 
rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  rheumatism  and 
disease  of  the  rectum  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  other  testimony  shows  that  the  applicant's  means  are  very 
limited. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  1539.  Jacob  C.  Bloodworth,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  G,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  August  11,  1864,  to  August  4,  1865  (1  year  less  7  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  chronic  diarrhea, 
and  disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  Brownsville,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  4,  1907,  found  rheumatism,  piles, 
diarrhea,  and  heart  disease.  Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant 
has  chronic  indigestion,  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  pdes,  and 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has,  for  property,  only  hi> 
household  goods  and  one  blind  mule,  which  are  not  worth  more 
than  $50. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  warranted. 


H.  R.  1585.  Daniel  Remington,  agjed  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Thirty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  InfantrY, 
from  February  12,  1864,  to  July  20,  1865  (1  year  5  months  8  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15*per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  impaired  vision,  disease  of  rec- 
tum, and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Fairpoint,  S.  Dak. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  22,  1905,  found  rheumatism,  im- 
paired vision,  disease  of  rectum,  loss  of  teeth,  impaired  hearing,  gen- 
eral debility,  and  weak  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  rheumatism,  and 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  shows  that  applicant  does  not  own  any  property, 
real  or  personal. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  1586.  John  C.  Carter,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Fourth  Battalion  Ohio  Infantry,  from  April  18,  1861, 
to  July  12,  1865  (3  years  9  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot 
wound  right  side  of  nose,  disease  of  eyes,  rheumatism,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, and  piles.  All  these  disabilities  and  disease  of  heart  shown  bv 
medical  examination  of  July  15,  1890. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $4  for  gunshot 
woimd  of  right  side  of  nose. 

Address,  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak. 

Dr.  R.  D.  Jennings  testifies  to  finding  that  owing  to  wound  of  face 
soldier  has  lost  sight  of  left  eye ;  that  ne  has  chronic  articular  rheu- 
matism, asthma,  disease  of  heart,  piles,  and  chronic  indigestion. 

Pensioner  and  comrades  testify  that  he  is  unable  to  earn  a  living, 
and  owns  no  property,  real  or  personal,  and  has  nothing  to  support 
himself  and  aged  wife  but  a  j)ension  of  $12  a  month. 

His  age,  wounds,  long  service,  and  poverty  warrant  an  increase  to 
$30  a  month. 

H.  R.  1591.  James  L.  Mc Williams,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  I,  Forty-ninth  Regiment  Missouri  Infantry,  from 
August  26.  1864,  to  August  2,  1865  (11  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  for  chronic 
diarrhea,  piles,  and  disease  of  kidneys. 

Address,  Broken  Bow,  Nebr. 

The  medical  examination  of  January  6,  1904,  showed  the  pen- 
sioned causes.  Dr.  R.  D.  Jennings,  of  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak,  has 
treated  soldier  for  four  years  and  finds  him  aflSictef  with  disease  of 
heart,  chronic  gastritis,  piles,  rheumatism,  nephritis,  and  unable  to 
do  any  labor;  his  disabilities  are  incurable  and  increasing. 

Pensioner  and  his  witnesses  testify  that  he  possesses  no  real  or 
personal  property,  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 
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H.R.  1926.  Monroe  Abbott,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  sergeant  in 
Company  K,  Sixty-eighth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers,  from 
August  5,  1862,  to  May  20,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
general  law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  a  shell  wound  of  the 
abdomen  received  in  action  at  Missionary  Ridge,  Tenn.,  in  November, 
1863. 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  August, 
1911.  He  is  a  resident  of  Ashland,  Oreg.,  and  was  last  examined  on 
July  5, 1911,  by  the  Medford  (Oreg.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  found 
him  suffering  from  the  wound  and  resulting  frequent  epileptic 
seizures  due  to  reflex  action  of  the  nerves.  The  Pension  Bureau, 
however,  declined  to  accept  the  epileptic  seizures  as  a  result  of  the 
wounds. 

The  surgeons  then  stated  that  the  scar  of  the  wound  wag  6  inches 
in  length,  tender,  adherent,  and  dragging,  with  considerable  loss  of 
tissue,  with  sufficient  internal  adhesions  to  prevent  or  hinder  com- 
plete lung  expansion. 

It  it  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Brower,  of  Ashland,  Oreg., 
that  claimant  is  now  subject  to  attacks  of  noninflammatory  vertigo, 
causing  complete  unconsciousness,  so  much  so  and  so  often  as  to  re- 
quire uie  constant  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person,  there  beinff 
danger  of  his  falling  from  the  sidewalk  or  any  height  or  in  front  of 
moving  objects  or  vehicles,  etc.,  these  attacks  occurring  as  often  as 
once  in  every  two  or  four  weeks. 

He  is  also  shown  to  be  a  poor  man,  having  no  property  except  a 
home. 

His  serious  afllictions,  extreme  age,  long  and  faithful  service,  and 
his  destitution  warrant  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

H.  R.  2022.  Hugh  J.  Hales,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  corporal  and 
sergeant  in  Company  F,  Twelfth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volimteer 
Cavalry,  from  August  10,  1862,  to  June  13,  1865  (2  years  10  months 
3  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  piles,  indigestion,  and  general 
debility. 

Ad(fi*ess,  Rockport,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons  June  6,  1906,  found  disease  of  heart,  rheuma- 
tism, constipation,  disease  of  liver,  and  piles. 

Was  a  prisoner  of  war. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  heart  disease,  nervousness, 
and  chronic  constipation,  alternating  with  dysentery  and  diarrhea, 
and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
l>ut  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2232.  Sarah  Wallace,  aged  76  years,  is  the  widow  of  Charles 
Wallace,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  Fourteenth  Regi- 
ment Iowa  Volunteers,  from  October  16,  1861,  to  November  3,  1864, 
and  who  died  July  20,  1904,  while  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law 
at  $20  per  month  on  accoimt  of  impaired  sight  and  hearing. 

Claimant,  who  married  the  soldier  on  October  20, 1850,  has  been  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  ever  since  September  17, 
1904. 
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Increase  of  pension  is  sought  in  the  bill  on  account  of  a  help- 
less son  of  the  soldier,  Neill  Wallace,  born  on  July  31,  1865,  who 
is  shown  by  proof  filed  with  your  committee  to  have  suffer^! 
from  brain  fever  during  the  early  years  of  his  life:  to  have 
been  stricken  with  lung  fever  at  the  age  of  14  years  and  with 
blindness  between  the  ages  of  15  and  16  years:  to  have  been  un- 
able to  walk  since  his  fifteenth  year;  to  have  not  grown  or  devel- 
oped any:  to  require  every  care  that  is  usually  shown  to  an  infunt: 
and  to  be  destitute,  his  mother  having  no  financial  resources  except 
her  pension  of  $12  per  month  and  about  $60  yearly  derived  from 
rent  of  her  homestead,  comprising  18  acres  of  land. 

It  having  been  shown  that  the  son,  Xeill  Wallace,  has  been  help- 
less prior  to  his  sixteenth  year  and  ever  since  and  that  he  is  destitute. 
an  increase  of  his  mother's  pension  to  $24  per  month  to  aid  her  in 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  said  son  is  in  conformity  with  the  rules 
of  your  committee. 

H.  R.  2H71.  Henry  Zellner,  71  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Eighty-first  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  from  September 
5,  1861,  to  ilarch  9,  1862,  when  discharged  on  account  of  rheuma- 
tism; in  Company  E,  Twenty-seventh  Pennsylvania  Emergency 
Militia,  from  June  18,  1863,  to  July  81,  1863:  and  in  Company  (. 
Fifty-second  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  from  September  25.  WAio 
July  12,  1865 ;  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Februarv  '«. 
1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $12  on  ac- 
count of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  the  heart,  which  disa- 
bilities were  incurred  by  him  while  he  served  in  Company  G,  Eighiv- 
first  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  Increase  of  pension  imder  that  law 
was  denied  in  April,  1908. 

He  was  last  examined  on  March  25,  1908,  by  the  Allen  town  (Pa.) 
board  of  surgeons,  and  was  then  found  to  be  afflicted  with  rheumatism 
affecting  the  left  knee  joint  and  disease  of  the  heart  with  dyspnea. 

The  .soldier  is  a  resident  of  Franklin  Township,  Pa.,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  testimony  of  Drs.  W.  K.  and  C.  J.  Kistler  is  now  stooppl 
and  decrepit,  very  weak  in  his  lower  extremities,  and  about  voni 
out,  presenting  all  the  manifestations  of  advanced  senility,  with  hi- 
heart  in  a  myocarditic  condition,  atheroma  of  the  arteries,  and  blad- 
der trouble. 

His  neighbors  .state  that  he  is  now  physically  unable  to  perform 
any  manual  labor;  that  some  five  or  six  years  ago  he  had  a  stn>ke 
of  paralysis,  from  which  he  never  fully  recovered;  that  he  has  no 
property  excei)t  hou.sehold  furniture,  and  no  means  of  support  a>i'k 
from  his  pension,  with  a  wife  dependent  upon  him  for  support. 

The  case  is  a  proper  one  for  congressional  legislation,  and  follo>^- 
ing  precedents  m  like  cases  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per 
month  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  2466.  James  Crain,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  sergeant  in 
Company  A,  Thirty-first  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteers,  from  Au^i^ 
15,  1861,  to  July  23,  1862,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  geneml 
law  at  $24  per  month  (m  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disea^ 
of  heart,  he  having  been  di.scharged  from  the  service  on  a  .sur?e<m^ 
certificate  of  disability  by  reason  of  rheumatism. 
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He  subsequently  served  as  second  and  first  lieutenant  and  captain 
of  Company  L,  Thirteenth  Illinois  Cavalry,  from  December  21,  1863, 
to  August  31,  1865. 

He  resides  at  Frail,  Mo.,  and  was  last  examined  on  November 
10, 1909,  by  the  Gainesville  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  described 
his  then  existing  condition  in  part  as  follows : 

We  find  his  general  physical  condition  very  much  inii?aired,  is  thin,  pale,  and 
wealc.    He  claims  he  has  to  have  an  attendant  at  times. 

Senile  in  ai)i)earance.  We  find  slight  evidence  of  arteriosclerosis.  We  find 
all  joints  affected  by  rheumatism,  pain,  crepitus,  and  stiffness  on  motion,  hands 
drawn,  right  hand  materially  useless.  Gets  about  very  slowly  from  stiffened 
joints.  Heart's  action  very  rapid  and  wealc,  he  suffers  much  from  dysi>nea. 
Prostate  gland  enlarged  almost  twice  its  normal  size. 

We  rate  him  $30  excluding  all  effects  of  advanced  age. 

Dr.  Johnson,  of  West  Plains,  Mo.,  states  that  claimant  is  now  (in 
May,  1911)  confined  to  his  bed  with  intercostal  neuralgia  and 
splenitis,  complicated  with  colonitis,  suffers  also  from  rheumatism 
and  senility  and  requires  the  constant  aid  and  attendance  of  another 
person. 

He  has  no  means  of  support  save  his  pension. 

The  necessity  for  congressional  legislation  in  this  case  is  apparent, 
and  an  increase  of  the  soldier's  pension  to  $40  per  month  is  just  and 
proper. 

H.  R.  2471.  Benjamin  Reil,  aged  75  years,  who  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  seventh  Regiment  Pennsylvania 
Infantry,  from  February  6, 1865,  to  July  13,  1865  (5^  months),  is  now 
pensioned  at  $20  per  month  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  for  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  for  injury 
of  right  arm,  disease  of  rectum  and  lungs,  which  were  shown  by 
medical  examination  of  January  2,  1907,  also  left  inguinal  hernia, 
asthma,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Ashland,  Ohio. 

The  medical  examination  above  shows  him  unable  to  earn  a  sup- 
port, and  neighbors  affirm  he  can  now  do  no  work,  has  no  property 
or  support  other  than  his  pension,  except  what  his  wife  earns  taking 
in  wasning. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  proper. 

H.  R.  2473.  Samuel  Johnson,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Ninth  Regiment  United  States  Colored  Heavy  Artillery, 
and  private  in  Company  D,  Eighty-eighth  Regiment  United  States 
Colored  Infantry,  from  September  1,  1864,  to  August  31,  1865  (12 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907. 
at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  ii^lO 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart. 

His  post-office  address  is  Norwalk,  Ohio. 

The  soldier  alleges  physical  inability  to  perform  any  labor;  that 
he  owns  real  estate  valued  at  $1,200;  that  he  is  suffering  with  ^reat 
debility,  rheumatism,  lumbago,  heart  disease,  and  failing  eyesight. 
The  real  estate  is  mortgaged  for  $600.  He  has  no  other  property  or 
income  aside  from  his  pension. 

The  allegations  of  soldier  are  corroborated  by  medical  and  lay 
testimony  filed  in  support  of  this  claim. 
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On  ]^Iarch  2.  1904.  the  board  at  Norwalk,  Ohio,  found  that  soldier 
suffered  with  rheumatism  in  both  shoulders,  both  hips,  both  knee< 
left  elbow,  also  in  muscles  of  back  and  lumbar  region; -left  elbow 
joint  ankylosed  :  crepitation  in  joints.  Action  of  heart  violent,  irreg- 
ular: easily  excited. 

We  recommend  an  allowance  of  $30  per  month. 

H.  R.  25-24.  Samuel  Mishler,  aged  67  veai-s,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G.  Sixty-seventh  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  June  2.  18('>2.'to  October  6, 1862,  and  as  a  corporal  in  Company 
C.  One  hundred  and  thirtv-seventh  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  May  19.  1864  to  September  24,  1864  (ei^t  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  190(,  at  $12  per 
month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  SIO 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  neuralgia,  and  disease  of  heart. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  act  or  July  14,  1862,  at  $4  per 
month  on  account  of  neuralgia  and  rheumatism. 

Soldier's  address  is  Eureka,  111. 

On  July  1.  1908,  the  board  at  El  Paso,  111.,  found  soldier  suffering 
with  rheumatism,  the  motion  of  knees  so  limited  that  it  was  diflSnill 
for  him  to  walk. 

The  medical  evidence  filed  in  this  claim  shows  soldier  to  be  suffer- 
ing with  chronic  rheumatism,  especially  severe  in  left  hip  and  leg. 
and  extending  down  the  sciatic  nerve  to  the  foot,  rendering  locomo- 
tion difficult.  Also  he  has  facial  neuralgia.  Heart's  action  rapid 
and  irregular.     Total  inability  to  perform  manual  labor. 

A  rating  of  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2528.  Samuel  Shropshire,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companv  C.  Sixth  Regiment  United  States  Colored  Heaw  Ar- 
tillerv,  from  February  24,  1864,  to  May  13,  1866  (2  years  3  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  loss  of  right  eye,  and  left  in^inal  hemii, 
which  are  shown  in  certificate  of  examination  dated  March  11,  1^1. 
which  also  shows  rheumatism  and  a  slight  wound  of  right  leg. 

The  surgeon  of  the  home,  Danville,  III.,  states  that  soldier  has  a 
hernia  of  20  years'  standing,  a  double  inguinal  hernia,  and  he  has 
total  blindness  and  requires  an  assistant. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  says  soldier  is  very  poor,  having 
no  property,  real  or  personal:  and  he  is  totally  blind. 

Address.  Soldier's  Home,  Danville,  111. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2543.  Sylvanus  G.  Peffle,  aged  68  jears,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  One  hundred  and  seventy-eighth  Regiment  Ohio  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  from  August  22, 1864,  to  June  29, 1865  (10  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  iter 
month  on  account  of  diarrhea  and  disease  of  lungs. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $2 
per  month  by  reason  of  diarrhea. 

The  soldier's  address  is  Normal.  111.  He  alleges  he  is  now  disabled 
for  manual  labor,  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension. 

Medical  evidence  on  file  shows  soldier  in  poor  health,  loss  of  sight 
left  eye.  extreme  tenderness  over  whole  abdomen. 
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The  Member  introducing  this  bill  certifies  that  soldier  has  no  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal;  no  income  except  pension;  that  he  is  in  an 
enfeebled  physical  condition;  and  is  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood. 

On  June  12,  1907,  the  board  at  Peoria,  111.,  reports  stomach  dilated 
and  distended,  rectum  relaxed,  evidence  of  external  piles,  senility. 

A  rating  of  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  2808.  George  G.  Hughes,  aged  G7  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Capt.  Bard's  independent  company,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  September  8,  1862,  to  October  3,  1862  (25  days),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  special  act,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  nasopharyngeal  catarrh  and  resulting  slight 
deafness  of  left  ear. 

Address,  Burlington,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  28,  1908,  found  no  rating. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  nasal  catarrh  and 
general  nervous  debility  and  is  unable  to  perform  either  mental  or 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  and  no  income  but 
his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  reconunended. 

H.  R.  3027.  Joseph  R.  Peck,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Company  I,  Fourteenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Vol- 
unteers, from  Septemper  11,  1862,  to  December  28,  1862,  when  he 
resigned  on  account  of  disability,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  gastrointestinal  catarrh,  piles,  neuralgia, 
double  inguinal  hernia,  and  senile  debility. 

He  has  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 
The  Chillicothe  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him 
on  April  1,  1903,  found  him  afflicted  with  ^stric  catarrh,  inflamma- 
tion of  the  rectum,  one  large  pile  1^  by  1  inches  and  several  smaller 
ones  from  one-hair  to  three- fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  inflamed, 
ulcerated,  and  bleeding  on  very  slight  irritation,  and  a  double  in- 
complete in^inal  hernia. 

Claimant  is  a  resident  of  Breckenridge,  Mo.,  and  is  shown  by  the 
testimony  of  Drs.  Little  and  Goins,  of  Hamilton  and  Breckenridge, 
Mol,  respectively,  to  be  now  wholly  incapacitated  to  earn  any  part 
of  a  livelihood,  due  to  the  infirmities  of  age,  a  fracture  of  the  neck 
of  the  femur,  leaving  a  stiff  hip  joint,  piles,  a  hernia,  arteriosclerosis, 
rheumatism,  and  chronic  prostatitis. 

Evidence  of  neighbors,  filed  April  22,  1912,  shows  that  he  owns 
a  house  and  lot  assessed  at  $500,  its  real  value  $1^00,  its  rental 
value  $100  a  vear.  This  is  all  the  property  he  owns.  He  occupies 
the  house  as  fcis  residence. 

An  increase  is  justified  by  reason  of  his  age  and  weighty  disabili- 
:ies  to  $24  a  month. 

H.  B.  3029.  William  D.  Parks,  69  vears  of  age,  served  as  a  private 
n  Company  F,  Fourth  Provisional  fenrolled  Missouri  Militia,  fi-om 
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Mav  7,  1863,  to  November  22,  1863,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act 
of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $10 

£er  month  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  the  stomach  and 
idneys,  and  general  debility.  He  has  never  sought  pension  under 
the  general  law. 

The  Cameron  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him 
on  February  21,  1906,  found  him  afflicted  with  rheumatism  affecting 
both  shoulders,  elbows,  wrists,  knees,  and  right  ankle,  with  swne 
limitation  of  motion;  an  enlargement  of  the  left  knee;  disease  of  the 
stomach ;  and  paralysis  agitans  of  both  arms  and  hands. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Lathrop,  Mo.,  and  according  to  the  affidavit  of 
Dr.  McConkey,  of  Lathrop,  Mo.,  is  still  afflicted  with  the  chronic 
rheumatism,  is  badlv  crippled  up,  and  also  is  afflicted  with  paralysis 
agitans  and  general  debility,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor  of 
any  kind. 

The  claimant  for  several  years  was  janitor  of  a  church,  but  recoitly 
had  to  give  up  his  occupation  and  is  now  totally  disabled  for  doii^ 
any  manual  labor  and  is  in  destitute  circumstances. 

It  having  been  shown  that  claimant  is  suffering  from  disabilities 
of  an  extreme  nature,  is  totally  disabled  for  labor,  and  destitute,  in 
increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  to  aid  in  his  support  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  3299.  Elizabeth  Staffen,  aged,  48  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Christopher  Staffen,  who  served  as  a  wagoner  in  CJompany  F,  SiD^ 
tieth  Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from  August  9,  1862,  to  June  6, 
1865  ^2  years  10  months). 

Address,  423  Ann  Street,  Fond  du  Lac,  Wis. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  at  $30  under  special  act,  January  28, 190^- 
Formerly  pensioned  at  $12  under  act  of  June  27,  1890.*  He  died 
December  1,  1909,  and  the  accrued  pension  was  paid  this  widow. 
Her  claim  imder  act  of  April  19,  1908,  was  rejected,  as  her  marriage 
to  the  soldier  was  subsequent  to  June  27, 1890,  viz,  August  3, 1890. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Atkins,  who  has  been  applicant's  family  physician  fw 
the  last  14  years,  testifies  that  her  constant  care  and  overwork  durinf 
the  last  6  years  of  the  soldier's  life  has  caused  a  general  breakin? 
down  of  her  whole  system.  Two  neighbors  testify  that  she  isDot 
possessed  of  any  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  her  only  metBS 
of  support  being  what  she  can  earn  from  her  labor  and  the  ccc- 
tributions  of  others. 

Following  precedents  as  to  the  date  of  her  marriage,  and  taking 
into  consideration  her  broken-down  system,  induced  by  her  labors 
in  behalf  of  the  soldier,  and  that  she  is  partly  supportcMi  by  the  con- 
tributions of  others,  a  pension  of  $12  a  month  may  be  allowed. 

H.  R.  8816.  Alvis  Sharp,  aged  81  years,  served  as  second  Un- 
tenant in  Company  F,  One  hundred,  and  twenty-second  Regiment 
Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  15, 1862,  to  April  U?  1^ 
(eight  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Februarr^ 
1907,  at  $20  per  month.  ^ 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  Jl- 
per  month  by  reason  of  neuralgia,  disease  of  heart,  partial  paraljse 
of  right  lower  limb,  and  senile  debility. 

Soldier  alleges  total  inability  to  do  any  work;  that  he  is  so  neinj 
helpless  as  to  require  frequent  aid  of  another  person;  that  heh*^ 
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no  income  other  than  his  pension,  which  is  wholly  inadequate  to 
maintain  him. 

The  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  shows  soldier  to  be  paralyzed 
and  helpless  and  without  any  income  except  pension. 

The  claim  of  the  soldier  is  amply  sustamea  by  the  evidence. 

The  board  at  Parsons,  Kans.,  on  May  18,  1898,  found  intercostal 
neuralgia,  heart  disease,  pleurisy,  chronic  rheumatism,  sciatica,  de- 
bility, and  nervousness.  All  these  render  him  wholly  disabled  for 
any  labor. 

A  rating  of  $30  per  month  is  reconmiended. 

H.  R.  3713.  Edward  Kiniry,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  First  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Light  Artillery, 
from  August  28,  1861,  to  September  16,  1864  (8  years  18  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  liver  and  bowels  and  severe  deaf- 
ness of  right  ear  and  slight  of  left. 

Address,  1011  Catalpa  Street,  Pueblo,  Colo. 

Board  of  surgeons^  October  16, 1901,  found  chronic  diarrhea,  rheu- 
matism, paraljrsis  agitans,  and  left  inguinal  hernia. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  hernia,  not  securely  held 
by  truss,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor ;  also  has  rheumatism  and 
general  weakness. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  3724.  Thomas  Inman,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Fifty-fourth  Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from  Decem- 
ber 1, 1861,  to  October  15, 1866  (3  years  and  11  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  piles. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  rectum. 

Medical  certificate,  August  1,  1906,  found  piles  and  evidence  of 
chronic  diarrhea ;  also  heart  disease.    Jncrease  rejected  recently. 

Pensioner,  November  2,  1911,  alleges  piles  and  heart  disease,  caus- 
ing general  weakness.  He  says  he  owns  house  and  lot,  his  home, 
and  household  effects,  and  his  income  is  his  pension  of  $12  a  month. 
He  estimates  the  value  of  his  home  at  $400. 

Two  physicians  testify  that  soldier  is  totally  disabled  by  reason  of 
hemorrhoids  and  heart  disease. 

Neighbors  also  testify  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and  has  no  in- 
come other  than  his  pension  and  no  property  whatever  except  his 
little  home. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.R.3841.  Henry  Cutberth,  69  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Sixth  Provisional  Enrolled  Missouri  Militia,  from  April 
10, 1868,  to  August  2, 1864,  and  had  a  prior  service  from  June  6, 1861, 
to  August  5,  1861,  in  Company  K,  Greene  County  (Mo.)  Home 
Guards. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12, 
and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10

per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  the  heart,  an  injury 
of  the  right  arm,  varicose  veins  of  the  left  leg,  and  senile  debility. 

He  has  never  sought  pension  under  the  general  law. 

The  soldier  was  last  examined  on  February  1,  1905,  and  was  then 
found  to  be  suffering  from  rheumatism  affecting  tJie  right  shoulder 
and  both  knees,  with  one-half  limitation  of  motion  in  the  shoulder 
and  right  leg  and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  the  left  leg;  disease  of  the 
heart,  with  a  history  of  dyspnea;  soreness  and  stiffness  of  the  right 
elbow  joint,  due  to  an  ancient  dislocation,  the  elbow  being  ankylcjSed 
at  an  angle  of  15°;  muscular  tremor  and  varicose  veins  of  the 
left  leg. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Highlandville,  Mo.,  and,  according  to  the  testi- 
money  of  Dr.  Pierce,  of  that  place,  is  still  afflicted  with  rheumatism, 
with  his  feet  badly  crooked  and  out  of  shape,  the  ankle  of  left  foot 
measuring  13i  inches  in  the  calf  and  left  leg  19i  inches,  while  the 
right  anlue  measures  11  inches  and  the  calf  IG.inches;  disease  of  the 
heart;  obesity,  his  weight  being  294  pounds;  and  kidney  trouble,  hi^ 
urine  containing  both  sugar  and  albumin. 

His  neighbors  state  that  he  is  totally  incapacitated  for  the  per- 
formance of  labor,  being  so  crippled  that  he  can  not  stoop  over  and 
has  to  get  down  on  his  knees  before  he  can  reach  the  ground,  ajid 
that  he  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  peasion. 

He  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  congressional  relief,  and,  following 
precedents  in  like  cases,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $vW)  per  month 
IS  recommended. 

H.  R.  3915.  Joel  Parsons,  aged  about  71  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  B,  Fourth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteers,  from 
July  5,  18G1,  to  July  5,  1864,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  gen- 
eral law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  lumbago  and  piles  and  re- 
sulting disease  of  rectum. 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  Sept^n- 
ber,  1908. 

The  Marys ville  (Ohio)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined 
him  on  Augitst  26,  1908,  foimd  him  suffering  from  a  degree  of 
atrophy  of  tne  lumbar  muscles*  stooping  and  resuming  upright  posi- 
tion w^ith  difficulty,  with  slight  crepitation  of  the  large  joints  and 
difficulty  in  lifting;  heart  soimds  and  blood  vessels  indicating  a 
degree  of  degeneration  commensurate  with  his  years;  and  piltf 
and  disease  of  rectum,  with  two  points  of  ulceration  that  bleed 
readily. 

Drs.  Green  and  Rubel,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  claimant's  place  of 
residence,  state  that  the  soldier  is  now  totally  disabled  for  labw  by 
reason  of  the  pensioned  causes,  and  that  at  least  part  of  the  time  he 
requires  an  attendant. 

He  is  a  medal-of-honor  man,  the  medal  having  been  awaraded  to 
him  for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  Vicksburg,  Miss^ 
in  May,  1863,  while  a  member  of  a  volunteer  storming  party. 

He  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  save  his  pension. 

In  the  event  of  claimant's  helplessness  by  reason  of  the  pensioned 
causes  his  remedy  would  be  in  tne  Pension  Bureau,  but  taking  into 
consideration  his  advanced  age,  long  and  distinguished  service,  and 
his  destitution,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  be- 
lieved to  be  justified. 
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II.  R.  4054.  Xannie  Slayton,  aged  06  years,  is  the  widow  of  Austin 
C.  Slayton,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Third  Regiment 
Vermont  Vohmteer  Infantry,  from  June  21,  1861,  to  July  27,  1864, 
and  she  is  not  a  pensioner  under  any  act. 

Address,  Upper  Sanduslcy,  Ohio. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month.  He  died  February  9,  1898.  Applicant  and  soldier  were 
married  January  28,  1871.  According  to  applicant's  own  statement 
she  was  divorced  from  soldier  a  few  hours  oefore  his  death.  The 
certified  copy  of  the  decree  of  divorce  shows  that  they  were  divorced 
February  9,  1898. 

Applicant's  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Bureau  of  Pensions  March 
r>,  1903,  on  the  ground  that  she  was  not  soldier's  legal  widow,  she 
having  been  divorced  from  him. 

Applicant  was  soldier's  wife  for  27  years,  and  as  she  was  divorced 
the  same  day  he  died  and  is  now  an  old  woman  in  necessitous  circum- 
stances, an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  may  be  granted. 

H.R.4075.  Hugh  H.  Wilson,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companv  F,  One  hundred  and  fourth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  August  14,  1862,  to  June  6,  1865  (2  years  9  months 
22  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye  and  disease  of  lungs. 

Address,  121  Wabash  Street,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  12,  1903,  found  loss  of  left  eye  and  rheu- 
matism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  short  of  breath ;  has  vertigo ; 
has  lost  sight  of  left  eye  and  vision  in  the  right  eye  is  very  much 
impaired;  is  troubled  with  insomnia.  By  reason  of  his  disabilities 
he  is  unfitted  to  do  manual  labor.  His  shortness  of  breath  is  asth- 
matic in  character. 

Neighbors  testify  that  he  owns  a  house  and  lot  valued  at  $2,000, 
mortgaged  for  $1,000;  this  is  the  whole  of  his  property.  His  only 
income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $80  is  recomended. 

H.R.4351.  Peter  W.  Gadbow,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Troop  C,  Sixth  Regiment  United  States  Cavalry,  from  May  22, 
1861,  to  May  1,  1868  (2  vears),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act 
of  February  6,  1907,  at  ^12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  for  rheu- 
matism and  senile  debility. 

Address,  St.  Paul  Minn. 

Medical  examination,  January  16,  1907,  says  j>ensioner  is  dis- 
abled from  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor,  due  to  age,  injury 
to  right  arm,  and  impaired  vision. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Davis,  testifies  that  while  in  soldier's  home  he  treated 
soldier  for  retention  of  urine,  cystitis,  and  organic  disease  of  heart. 

Friends  testify  that  he  is  old  and  very  feeble,  has  no  property 
whatever,  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  knows  pensioner  and  corroborates 
above  statement  of  neighbors. 

An  increase  to  $80  is  recommended. 
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H.  K.  4616.  Francis  M.  Perkins,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
and  sergeant  in  Company  E,  First  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Light 
Artillery,  from  Au^st  23,  1861,  to  July  10,  1865  (3  years  10  months 
and  17  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age.

Board  of  surgeons,  January  4, 1905,  foimd  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  dilatation  of  the  heart,  with 
myocarditis;  has  at  times  almost  complete  suppression  of  the  urine; 
has  inflammatory  rheumatism ;  has  a  dropsical  condition,  distending 
the  lower  extremities  to  their  capacity ;  is  wholly  unable  to  do  manual 
labor;  ht©  also  chronic  interstitial  nephritis. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  about  $600. 
His  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  4617.  Byron  Lilly,  a^ed  65  years,  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 

Sany  E,  Thirty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
anuary  18,  1864,  to  July  20,  1865  (one  year  six  months  and  two 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  for  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  lungs,  and  stomach. 

Address,  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  21,  1906,  found  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  stomach  trouble,  and  bronchitis. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism ;  hypertrophy 
of  the  heart  and  valvular  lesion;  has  pulmonary  engorgement;  has 
distended  abdomen  and  habitual  constipation ;  is  unable  to  do  manual 
labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  for  property  a  house  and  Id 
which  he  owns  jointly  with  his  wife,  worth  aoout  $400;  has  no  in- 
come but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  4639.  William  T.  Tway,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Thirty-third  Regiment  Inaiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  24,  1861,  to  July  21,  1865  (3  years  11  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on 
account  of  lame  back,  catarrh,  and  deafness.  He  was  originally  pen- 
sioned under  general  law  on  account  of  lame  back;  he  was  then  trans- 
ferred to  rolls  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  then  his  pension  was 
renewed  under  general  law. 

His  address  is  Milford  Center,  Ohio. 

He  now  alleges  total  inability  to  perform  any  labor  and  destitu- 
tion as  reasons  for  an  increase  of  pension.  The  auditor  of  the  county 
in  which  soldier  resides  certifies  that  tax  duplicate  does  not  show  any 
property  of  any  character  in  the  name  of  the  soldier. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  shows  that  soldier  is  wholly  unfitted  for 
the  performance  of  any  manual  labor. 

The  medical  examining  surgeon  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  March  21, 
1909,  reports  soldier  to  be  an  invalid,  confined  to  his  house  a  great 
deal  of  the  time,  wholly  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor  owing  to 
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deafness  of  both  ears,  catarrh,  lame  back,  enlarged  prostate,  and 
inflammation  of  kidneys. 

This  soldier's  military  service  was  long  and  honorable ;  his  present 
physical  condition  is  deplorable ;  and  it  is  only  justice  that  he  should 
be  granted  an  increase  which  he  has  earned  and  deserves. 

A  rating  of  $36  per  month  is  reccHnmended. 

H.  R.  4890.  Samuel  D.  Preston,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  saddler 
in  Company  G,  First  Regiment  Vermont  Cavalry,  from  March  11, 
1863,  to  June  21,  1865  (2  years  and  3  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6.  1007,  at  $15  per  month  on 
account  of  age.  * 

Address,  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12,  for  rheu- 
matism, disease  of  rectum  and  liver,  and  general  debility.  Medical 
examination,  September  18,  1901,  showed  the  pensioned  disabilities, 
also  disease  of  right  lung  and  loss  of  teeth. 

Surg.  Wilcox,  of  the  soldier's  home  at  Hot  Springs,  certifies  that 
soldier  is  troubled  with  heart  weakness,  edema  of  ankles,  chronic 
constipation,  lumbago,  indigestion,  and  has  no  teeth. 

The  county  auditor  says  the  records  show  no  property  of  any  kind 
assessed  against  soldier. 

Pensioner  and  two  comrades  testifj^  that  he  is  totally  incapacitated 
for  manual  labor,  that  he  has  no  real  or  personal  property,  and  no 
income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5104.  Conrad  Hamman,  aged  82  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  One  hundred  and  second  Regiment  Ohio  Infantry, 
from  February  5,  1864.  to  May  24,  1865  (1  year  and  3  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14"  1862,  at  $30  per  month 
on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  results  of  smallpox,  and  disease  of 
eyes. 

Address,  Ashland,  Ky. 

An  increase  to  $30  was  given  on  medical  examination  of  June  18, 
1911,  which  related  solely  to  pensioned  cause;  this  rating  precludes 
ability  to  perform  manual  labor. 

There  is  ample  evidence  that  pensioner  has  no  property  whatever, 
and  his  sole  income  is  his  pension. 

Of  an  extreme  age,  suffering  grievous  ills  from  Army  service,  des- 
titute, and  helpless,  an  increase  to  $40  is  warranted. 

H.  R.  5106.  John  W.  Fry,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H.  Forty-second  Regiment,  and  Company  E,  Ninety-sixth 
Regiment  Onio  Volunteer  Iniantry,  from  August  15,  1862,  to  July 
7,  1865  (2  years  11  months  and  22  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $12  per  month,  for  rheumatism 
and  disease  of  respiratory  and  digestive  organs. 

Address,  Ashland,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  12,  1908,  found  disease  of  eyes,  sun- 
stroke, and  headache. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  incurable  retinitis;  this 
disease  is  bej^ond  remedy  and  ne  can  only  be  held  from  total  blind- 
ness by  occasional  large  doses  of  iodide  ol  potassium. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5107.  Charles  Allen,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Fifth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Cavabr. 
from  May  8.  1861.  to  June  19,  1863,  and  as  a  sergeant  in  Company 
F,  Third  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1865,  to  June  30,  1865  (total  service,  2  years  5  months  aiipd 
26  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism,  multiple  tumors,  and  dis- 
ease of  heart. 

Address,  Loudonville,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  Februarj''  24,  1904,  found  disease  of  heart 
rheumatism,  impaired  vision,  and  multiple  tumors. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism:  his  heart 
shows,  by  its  sound  and  irregular  action,  sympathy  with  his  rheu- 
matic condition;  has  many  tumors  in  various  parts  of  the  body:  k 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  few  household  goods  and 
no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5254.  Samuel  J.  Miller,  aged  67  yeai*s,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Company  E.  Twentieth  Regiment  Maine  Infantrv. 
from  August  5,  1862,  to  June  4,  1865  (2  years  and  10  months^ 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  on 
account  of  malarial  poisoning,  resulting  piles,  and  disease  of  eyes. 

Pensioned  at  $4  from  February  26.  1892,  and  $6  from  March  2, 
1895:  $8  from  October  19,  1898;  $10  from  September  11,  1901:  and 
$14  from  September  3,  1902;  then  as  above. 

Application  for  further  increase  rejected  October  5,  1910.  Medi- 
cal certificate  describes  malaria — tender  over  stomach,  spleen,  and 
liver;  slightly  jaundiced,  rectum  inflamed,  hemorrhoidal  vessels  en- 
gorged, and  has  arcus  senilis.  Heart:  Mitral  insufficiency,  dyspnea, 
cyanosis,  and  dilatation  of  left  heart ;  slight  arteriosclerosis,  chronic 
parenchymatous  nephritis. 

Pensioner's  address,  Waldoboro,  Me. 

He  alleges  disease  of  liver  and  heart,  which  renders  him  unfit  for 
manual  labor;  that  he  has  a  sick  wife,  his  home  mortgaged,  and 
income  very  small. 

Drs.  Charles  L.  Randal  and  R.  S.  Benner  testify  to  malarial  poiscm- 
ing,  with  liver  troubles,  liver  enlarged,  and  crowding  heart:  organic 
heart  disease  with  great  dyspnea,  dilatation;  has  angina  pectoris; 
absolute  rest  prescribed:  can  not  do  any  work. 

George  L.  Storer  and  Edward  J.  H.  Milles  testify  that  without  his 
pension  he  would  be  in  destitute  circumstances;  that  his  home  is 
mortgaged  for  all  it  is  worth :  and  that  hi§  wife  is  an  invalid. 

His  long  service,  his  acute  disabilities,  and  his  necessitous  circum- 
stances justify  an  increase  to  $30. 

H.  R.  5257.  William  W.  Keene,  aged  about  68  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  H,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteers,  fr«n 
September  22, 1864,  to  May  31, 1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  the 
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nervous  system.    He  has  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general 

IftW  * 

The  Augusta  (Me.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him, 
on  September  8, 1897,  found  him  afflicted  with  atrophy  of  the  lumbar 
muscles  and  a  constant  general  tremor  of  all  the  muscles  of  the  body 
paralysis  agitans),  with  an  uncertain  gait,  handling  things  with 
ifficulty,  and  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor. 

Dr.  Giddings,  of  Gardiner,  Me.,  states  that  clainiant  is  now  senile 
in  appearance,  and  suffers  from  arteriosclerosis,  disease  of  heart,  a 
deep  depression  on  either  side  of  the  sacral  region,  a  marked  flattening 
over  the  right  hip  and  gluteal  region,  and  disease  of  kidneys,  the 
urine  containing  albumen,  and  that  he  is  totally  disabled. 

He  owns  no  property  and  has  no  means  of  support  save  his  pen- 
sion. 

On  accoimt  of  soldier's  advanced  age,  poverty,  and  total  disability 
your  conunittee  are  of  the  opinion  that  he  should  have  an  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.R.  5341.  Henry  Flesher,  aged  0.5  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  One  hundred  and  thirteenth  Regiment  Illinois  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  from  December  1,  1868,  to  September  16,  1865  (21^ 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$16  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  eyes  and  resulting  partial  loss 
of  sight. 

The  soldier's  address  is  Watseka,  111. 

The  soldier  alleges  destitution  and  inability  to  perform  any  manual 
labor.  He  has  no  income  or  means  of  support  other  than  pension  he 
receives.  In  addition  to  the  pensioned  causes  he  is  suffering  with  a 
fracture  of  right  forearm. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  has  been  filed  sufficient  to  sustain  the 
statement  of  soldier  on  all  points. 

On  November  14, 1905,  the  pension  bureau  specialist  at  Danville,  111., 
reported  a  distinct  loss  of  vision  in  both  eyes — to  a  degree  that  would 
warrant  a  higher  rating  than  soldier  now  receives. 

The  soldier's  long  service  and  his  severe  disability,  which  is  natur- 
ally increasing,  together  with  his  needy  condition,  justify  an  allow- 
ance of  $36  per  month. 

H.  R.  5843.  George  H.  Bolsey,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  First  Regiment  Missouri  Engineers,  from  Julv  28, 
1861,  to  June  22,  1865  (3  years  11  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  chronic 
diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  liver  and  rectum,  and  nasopharyn- 
greal  catarrh. 

Address,  Vermilion,  111. 

Medical  examination,  April  13,  1010,  reveals  the  pensioned  dis- 
abilities, also  chronic  prostatitis. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Kilgore,  April  4, 1911,  declares  that  his  physical  condition 
if?  such  that  he  is  unable  to  do  anv  manual  labor,  Wjhich  is  corrobo- 
rated by  the  above  examination  of  the  board  of  surgeons. 

Pensioner  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  can  not  perform  man- 
ual labor;  that  he  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension,  which  must 
support  his  family  of  four  persons:  and  that  his  property  consists  of 
a  house  and  lot  valued  at  $1,200,  which  is  his  home. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  5392.  Galen  H.  Lotz,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Fifty-first  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  fron 
March  15,  1864,  to  July  17,  1865,  and  is  now  a  i>ensioner  under  the 
act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and 
resulting  disease  of  heart,  and  dropsy. 

He  has  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

The  Middleburg  (Pa.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him 
on  March  21,  1900,  found  him  suffering  from  rheumatoid  arthritis  of 
the  articulations  of  both  hands,  the  distal  joints  of  first  and  second 
fingers  deformed,  thickened  to  twice  their  normal  size,  and  stiffened, 
standing  in  a  semiflexed  position,  with  all  the  joints  of  hands  and 
fingers  more  of  less  stiffened  and  muscles  atrophied,  and  one-third 
loss  of  motion  in  the  shoulders,  hypertrophy  of  the  left  ventricle 
with  marked  dyspnea  after  exertion,  and  slight  edema  of  feet  and 
ankles,  and  general  debility. 

His  condition  has  not  improved  since  he  was  last  examined,  it  be- 
ing shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Wilson  that  he  is  still  aifllicted 
with  valvular  disease  of  heart  and  edema  of  legs  and  deformity  of 
fingers,  the  result  of  rheumatism. 

Aside  from  this,  he  now  also  has  a  well-matured  cataract  of  the 
right  eye  and  able  only  to  discern  light,  but  not  form,  and  an  advanc- 
ing cataract  in  the  other  eye,  with  vision  reduced  to  15/70. 

It  is  further  shown  that  claimant  is  a  poor  man  without  any 
property. 

He  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  congressional  relief,  and  an  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.5429.  William  Francis,  born  on  February  16,  1852,  60  years 
old,  is  the  helpless  and  dependent  son  of  Abraham  Francis,  who 
served  as  a  private  in  Companies  F  and  G,  Sixteenth  Pennsylvanii 
Cavalry,  from  September  10,  1862,  to  August  11,  1865,  and  who  died 
September  10,  1894,  while  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $8 
on  account  of  a  ventral  hernia. 

His  widow,  who  married  him  on  June  30,  1864,  was  p>ensioned 
imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  per  month  from  October  13, 
1894.    She  died  March  12.  1901. 

Pension  was  sought  by  the  claimant  as  a  helpless  son  of  the  soldier 
on  November  3,  18^9,  but  the  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ^ound  that 
he  had  been  over  16  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  fathers  death. 

Dr.  M.  L.  Focht,  October  10,  1911,  testifies  that  he  can  do  no  lab» 
of  any  kind,  gets  around  on  crutches,  has  rheumatism  and  disease  of 
bones,  all  joints  enlarged  and  distorted,  his  right  foot  resting  on 
top  of  his  left  foot ;  his  arms  and  legs  are  full  of  scars  frcwn  whidi 
pieces  of  bone — dead  bone — have  been  removed. 

Pensioner  and  witnesses  declare  he  has  no  property,  real  or  per- 
sonal, and  his  only  income  what  he  can  earn.  He  is  helped  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor. 

Other  testimony  shows  that  he  has  been  in  this  helpless  condition 
since  he  was  12  years  old. 

No  one  is  now  pensioned  on  above  service. 

Following  numerous  precedents  a  pension  of  $12  may  be  allowed. 

H.  R.  5543.  David  M.  Kinsey.  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Sixty-ninth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
July  27,  1862,  to  November  26,  1862   (4  months),  and  is  now  a 
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pensioner  imder  the  act  of  July  14, 1862.  at  $17  per  month  on  account 
of  disease  of  lungs,  result  of  measles.  His  original  allowance  was 
under  act  of  July  14,  1862 ;  he  then  was  paid  under  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  and  then  restored  under  general  law. 

The  soldier  declares  he  is  physically  disabled  for  any  labor;  that 
he  has  no  income  or  means  of  support  other  than  his  pension.  He 
owns  the  little  home  in  which  he  lives,  valued  at  $1,100,  but  which  is 
mortgaged  for  nearly  its  full  value. 

Mwical  evidence  shows  that  soldier's  condition  is  such  as  to  re- 
quire constant  treatment. 

In  addition  to  pensioned  cause,  soldier  suffers  with  chronic  intersti- 
tial nephritis. 

Soldier's  financial  needs  and  physical  condition  are  fully  shown 
by  medical  and  lay  testimony. 

An  examination  by  the  medical  board  at  Muncie,  Ind.,  on  August 
2,  1911,  indicates  that  soldier  is  suffering  with  severe  case  of  arterio- 
sclerosis, as  also  with  moderate  inflammation  of  eyes;  heart  irregular 
and  intermittent;  markedly  diminished  respiratory  murmur;  there 
is  mild  chronic  rhinitis;  vocal  chords  thickened;  fauces,  pharynx, 
and  larynx  red  and  inflamed. 

Owing  to  grievous  disabilities,  a  rating  of  $24  per  month  is  recom- 
mended, notwithstanding  his  short  term  of  service. 

H.  R.  5565.  John  McPhern,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  from  Sep- 
tember 13,  1864,  to  June  16,  1865  (9  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  for  rheuma- 
tism and  disease  of  lungs. 

Address,  Mansfield,  Ohio. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Nichols,  January  7,  1912,  finds  soldier  disabled  by  bron- 
chitis, nervousness,  loss  of  appetite,  and  constipation;  soldier  is  con- 
fined to  the  house;  is  unable  to  labor. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Meekleen  finds  nervousness,  lung  trouble,  completely 
broken-down  man,  unable  for  any  kind  of  labor. 

Many  other  affiants  testify  that  soldier  has  no  real  estate,  only 
household  goods  in  the  way  of  personal  property,  and  that  now  his 
only  means  of  support  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  proper. 

H.  R.  5566.  Michael  R.  Godfrey,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  B,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Ohio  Infantry,  from  October 
12,  1864,  to  July  13,  1865  (9  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12*  per  month  on  account  of  dyspepsia 
and  ^neral  debilitv,  shown  on  medical  examination  March  18,  1896. 

Address,  Ashland,  Ohio. 

Two  physicians  testify  that  pensioner  is  suffering  from  angina 
pectoris  and  rheumatism,  so  much  so  that  he  is  unable  to  do  work. 

The  county  auditor  certifies  that  he  has  no  property  listed  for 
taxation. 

Others  testify  that  he  has  no  property  whatever  and  no  income 
other  than  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  5567.  Joseph  C.  Johnson,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  One  hundred  and  twenty-first  Regiment  Ohio  In- 
fantry, from  December  21,  1863,  to  July  17,  1865  (1  year  and  7 
months) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  left  testicle,  rheumatism,  and 
disease  of  heart. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $2  for  disease  of 
left  testicle. 

Address,  Lorain,  Ohio. 

Medical  examination,  February  20,  1907,  rates  for  disease  of  left 
testicle,  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  and  heart  disability. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Santilburg,  April  18,  1912,  declares  that  soldier  is  suffer 
ing  from  a  weak  heart,  chronic  malarial  poisoning,  chronic  stomach 
and  intestinal  indigestion,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  piles ;  further,  he 
can  do  no  manual  labor,  owns  no  property,  and  lives  with  his 
daughter. 

Other  affiants  declare  he  owns  no  property,  has  no  income  but  his 
pension,  and  can  do  no  labor. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5646.  James  W.  Longbon,  aged  86  years,  served  as  a  first 
lieutenant  and  adjutant  in  the  Ninety-fii^st  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer 
Infantry  from  July  24,  1862,  to  September  5,  1863  (1  year  1  month 
and  11  days).  Discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month 
on  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  225  Columbia  Street,  Marion,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  May  11,  1910,  found  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  and  piles,  and  rated  at  $30  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  and  resulting 
heart  disease;  he  is  suffering  from  almost  total  deafness,  and  from 
loss  of  memory  to  a  considerable  extent.  Mentally  as  well  as  physi- 
cally he  is  in  a  perilous  condition. 

Applicant  states  that  he  owns  no  real  estate  or  personal  property 
except  a  life  interest  in  a  property  which  nets  him  $180  per  year. 
He  also  has  a  pension  (at  this  time)  of  $24  ]>er  month.  Neighbors 
testify  that  he  has  no  property,  real  or  personal. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5664.  James  M.  Francis,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Sixty-fourth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  October  21,  1861,  to  July  3,  1862,  when  discharged  on  surgeon's 
certificate  of  disability.  He  also  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  I. 
One  hundred  and  seventy-fourth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  20, 1864,  to  June  28, 1865;  total  service,  1  year  6  montns 
and  11  days. 

Is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $24  per  month 
for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  and  disease  of 
lungs. 

Address,  Marion,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  13,  1910.  found  chronic  diarrhea,  disease 
of  rectum  and  heart,  and  rated  at  $30  a  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  suffering  from  pensioned 
disabilities,  and  also  from  resulting  semiparalysis  of  the  whole  left 
side  of  his  body,  and  is  totally  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  house  and  lot  valued  at 
$860.  It  is  so  assessed,  and  under  the  Ohio  law  this  is  the  real  value 
of  the  property.  This  appears  to  be  all  the  property  the  applicant 
owns.     It  further  appears  that  he  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5783.  Patrick  J.  Carroll,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private 
and  sergeant  in  Company  I,  One  hundred  and  seventy-fourth  Regi- 
ment New  York  Volunteers,  and  in  Company  I,  One  hundred  and 
sixty-second  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers,  from  October  9,  1862, 
to  (October  12, 1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  a  wound  of  face  and  senile  debility. 

His  general-law  claim,  filed  in  1884,  and  based  on  the  wound,  which 
he  claims  to  have  received  in  July,  1863,  at  Donaldsonville,  La.,  was 
properly  rejected,  on  the  ground  of  his  declared  inability  to  furnish 
the  proof  relative  to  its  incurrence. 

At  the  time  of  his  last  medical  examination,  on  July  5,  1905,  by 
the  Lewiston  (Me.)  board  of  surgeons,  he  suffered  from  a  weak  heart, 
the  wound  of  face,  and  general  senile  debility. 

He  is  an  inmate  of  the  Togus  (Me.)  Home,  and  is  shown  by  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  Gareelon,  of  Lewiston,  Me.,  to  be  totally  incapaci- 
tated for  labor  by  reason  of  the  wound,  rheumatism,  and  deafness  of 
the  right  ear. 

He  owns  no  property,  and  has  no  income  save  his  pension. 

His  advanced  age,  total  debility,  and  poverty  merit  an  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  5789.  John  Breneman,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Twenty-eighth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  9,  1862,  to  July  31,  1865  (3  years  less  9  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month, 
on  account  of  injury  to  left  knee. 

Address,  1903  South  Moselev  Street,  Wichita,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  20,  1911,  found  pensioned  cause, 
also  enlarged  veins  and  hernia,  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  right  inguinal  hernia, 
varicose  veins  of  right  leg,  varicose  veins  of  left  leg,  his  left  patella 
is  displaced  and  fixed  upward,  the  left  leg  is  shortened,  has  arterio- 
sclerosis, and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  5810.  Dennis  Willard,  aged  78  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Forty-eighth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  October  19, 1861,  to  October  23, 1863  (2  years  and  4  davs),  was  a 
prisoner  of  war,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  or  July  14, 
1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh 
and  resulting  varicose  veins,  and  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles. 

Address,  El  Dorado,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  C)ctober  6,  1900.  found  pensioned  causes,  and 
rated  at  $30  per  month. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  internal  and  external 
hemorrhoids  and  piles,  prolapsus  of  the  rectmn,  and  chronic  diar- 
rhea ;  also  suffers  from  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh ;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor;  has  varicose  veins. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  and  some  vacant  lots; 
value  not  given. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.K.  5814.  Levi  B.  Wightman,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Company  L,  Second  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Li^t 
Artillery,  from  December  17,  1863,  to  August  9,  1865  (1  year  7 
months  and  22  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Fd>- 
ruary  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  accoxmt  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  senile  debility,  rheumatism,  piles,  and 
catarrh. 

Address,  354  Indiana  Avenue,  Wichita,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  4,  1905,  found  age,  rheumatism,  and 
piles. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  paralysis,  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant's  only  source  of  support  is  hk 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  6069.  John  Miller,  about  67  years  of  age,  served  as  a  bugler 
in  Company  F,  Second  Regiment  Arkansas  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
July  24,  1863,  to  May  28,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  the  right 
leg  and  nearly  total  deafness  of  the  left  ear. 

His  general-law  claim,  based  upon  an  injury  to  the  right  leg,  wis 
properljr  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1892  upon  the  ground 
that  said  disability  was  not  the  result  of  his  military  service,  and 
according  to  his  own  admission  existed  prior  to  enlistment. 

He  was  last  examined  in  February,  1892,  by  the  Sparta  (Ma) 
board  of  surgeons,  and  was  then  found  to  be  suffering  from  three 
ulcers  on  the  right  leg  on  the  inner  side  of  the  crest  of  the  tibia  and 
one  on  the  external  side  5  inches  above  the  ankle,  all  about  the  aa 
of  a  silver  quarter,  open  and  discharging,  and  a  varicose  condition

The  soldier  is  a  resident  of  Sparta,  Mo.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testi- 
mony of  Dr.  James,  of  that  place,  to  be  able  only  to  walk  with  great 
difficulty  by  the  aid  of  a  cane,  the  result  of  a  tubercular  affection  of 
the  knee  and  hip ;  to  have  a  tubercular  sinus  on  the  thigh  of  43  years' 
standing,  also  three  other  sinuses  of  4  years'  standing,  and  an 
ulcer  on  the  same  leg  below  the  knee,  with  stiffness  of  the  mee  to  the 
extent  that  it  can  not  be  bent  the  least  particle ;  tiiat  he  is  also  Ten* 
nervous,  and  totally  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  any  manual 
labor. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from 
his  pension. 
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Some  measure  of  relief,  to  aid  in  his  support,  is  warranted  by 
reason  of  his  serious  afflictions,  total  disability,  and  destitution,  an& 
an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  6126.  John  Zedeker,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E*,  Thirty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Infantry,  from  July  27, 
1861,  to  January  1,  1863  (one  year  five  months). 

Address,  Upper  Sandusky,  Ohio. 

He  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  left  inguinal  hernia. 

Medical  examination.  May  23,  1900,  shows  rheumatism,  disease  of 
Heart,  kidney  trouble,  nervous  prostration,  left  inguinal  hernia. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Rauth  testifies  that  he  finds  soldier  suffering  with  val- 
vular heart  disease,  rheumatism,  and  gastritis;  and  that  he  will  never 
be  able  to  earn  a  livelihood  from  manual  labor. 

Pensioner  and  his  witness,  C.  B.  Hare,  testify  that  he  has  no  money 
or  property  except  household  goods  of  less  than  $300  value,  and  no 
income  other  than  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  6249.  Daniel  B.  Boynton,  served  as  a  private  in  Company  B, 
One  hundred  and  first  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  from  March 
4^  1865,  to  June  25,  1865  (3  months  21  days),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month.  Was 
pensioner  under  general  law  at  $4,  from  May  15,  1888,  for  disease  of 
liver,  and  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  from  August  7,  1890,  at  $12 
for  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye  with  deformity  ana  disease  of  left  eye 
and  liver. 

Certificate  of  medical  examination  January  13,  1908,  rate  for  dis- 
ease of  liver,  $12 ;  disease  of  heart,  $8 ;  disease  of  lungs,  $2 ;  also,  has 
fractured  hip  of  three  years  standing. 

Dr.  H.  F.  Fitch,  of  Brownfield,  Me.,  which  is  pensioner's  post- 
office  address,  testifies  that  examination  shows  a  fracture  of  the  neck 
of  left  femur  which  has  failed  to  unite,  a  very  weak  heart,  and  a 
marked  debility;  soldier  being  unable  to  walk  or  to  attend  to  calls 
of  nature  without  assistance.  Dr.  C.  H.  Marston  corroborates  this 
testimony. 

The  selectmen  of  Brownfield  testify  that  pensioner  is  destitute  of 
all  property  of  any  kind  and  has  no  income  or  support  other  than  a 
pension  of  $15  from  the  United  States  and  a  State  pension  of  $6 
a  month. 

Committee,  January  15, 1912,  voted  an  increase  to  $24  a  month. 

H.  R.  6262.  Lyman  H.  Evans,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  (Company  B,  First  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalir,  from  Jime 
13,  1861,  to  February  15,  1866  (4  vears  8  months  2  days),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  partial  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor. 

Address,  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  27,  1901,  found  disease  of  heart,  rheu- 
matism, piles,  and  foot  injury. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  and  debility, 
weak  heart,  and  arterial  disease,  and  suffers  from  an  injured  ankle: 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  except  some 
household  goods  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  6353.  Jacob  Henry,  about  68  years  of  age,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  A,  Eleventh  Indiana  Cavalry,  from  November  15, 
1863,  to  June  16,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890.  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  dis- 
ease of  the  heart  and  partial  paralysis  of  the  right  side. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Fostoria,  Ohio,  and  was  last  examined  by  the 
Tiffin  (Ohio)  board  of  surgeons  on  September  24, 1902,  and  was  then 
suffering  from  rheumatic  stiffness  of  all  phalangeal  articulations  of 
both  hands,  stiffness  and  pain  in  the  shoulders,  hips,  knees,  and 
ankles,  motion  in  these  joints  beinff  limited  one-fourth;  mitral  dis- 
ease of  the  heart,  with  cyanosis,  dyspnea,  and  edema,  and  partial 
paralysis  of  the  rig:ht  side,  manifested  by  a  weak  condition  of  the 
muscles,  with  inability  to  fully  hold  or  grasp  anything  with  that 
hand,  dragging  the  right  foot,  etc.  The  surgeons  then  stated  tha^ 
all  the  muscles  of  the  right  side  were  soft  and  lax  from  nonuse,  the 
right  arm  swollen,  and  that  he  was  totally  disabled  for  labor  by 
reason  of  the  paralysis. 

Dr.  Henry,  of  the  claimant's  home,  states  that  the  soldier  is  now 
suffering  from  dilatation  of  the  heart,  with  an  aortic  regurgitation 
and  resulting  dyspnea  and  edema  of  the  extremities;  that  his  rheu- 
matism is  of  such  a  long  standing  that  the  fingers  of  each  hand  are 
so  deformed  as  to  be  of  little  use;  that  he  also  has  rheumatic  deposits 
of  the  feet ;  that  he  had  partially  recovered  from  a  recent  operation 
for  cancer;  and  that  he  is  totally  disabled  for  labor  and  requires 
the  aid  and  attendance  of  a  second  person,  inasmuch  as  he  is  unabk 
to  feed,  dress,  or  undress  himself. 

He  owns  no  property  and  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from 
his  pension. 

He  is  worthy  of  the  sympathetic  consideration  of  Congress,  and 
an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month,  following  precedents  in 
like  cases,  is  reconmiended. 

H.  R.  6437.  David  Gough,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Sevent^v-third  Ohio  Infantry,  and  private  in  C^orapany 
F,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Veteran  Reserve  C^orps,  from  January  2, 
1862,  to  January  9,  1805  (3  years),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6.  1007,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age.  He 
was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $12  for  gunshot 
wound  of  right  arm. 

Medical  examination,  July  29,  1903,  reveals  gunshot  wound  of 
right  arm,  some  heprt  trouble,  and  double  inguinal  hernia. 

Address,  Leesburg.  Ohio. 

Dr.  R.  E.  Holmes,  February  8,  1912,  says  he  suffers  from  valvular 
heart  trouble,  double  inguinal  hernia,  and  gunshot  wound,  which 
totally  disable  him  for  manual  labor. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  can  not  be  left  alone;  that  the  only  sup- 
port for  himself  and  wife  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  per  month  ]s  recommended. 
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H.  R.  6814.  John  L.  Smith,  about  09  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  E,  Third  New  York  Cavalry,  from  August  19, 
18G1,  to  Api'il  13,  18(55,  and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from  July  21, 
1803,  to  November  20,  1864,  when  paroled. 

He  is  now^  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  on 
account  of  chnmic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  the  liver,  piles, 
and  disease  of  the  lungs.  Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  in  December,  1910,  the  bureau  holding  that  his  then 
existing  condition  was  due  in  part  to  other  causes. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y.,  and  w^as  last  examined  on 
November  9,  1910,  by  the  Middletown  (N.  Y.)  board  of  surgeons, 
wljich  rated  him  $24  for  the  disabilities  of  accepted  service  origin 
and  $14  for  dilatatitm  and  hypertrophy  of  the  heart,  with  general 
cyan(  sis,  edema  of  the  eyelids,  and  c(mstant  dyspnea. 

It  is  shown  by  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Medrick,  of  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y., 
that  the  claimant  is  afflicted  with  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  the  liver, 
piles,  and  disease  of  the  lungs;  that  the  diarrhea  is  periodical  and 
IS  followed  by  constipation  for  two  or  three  days:  liver  contracted; 
that  he  has  moist  rales  through  the  chest,  raises  much  frothy  mucous 
suffers  much  pain  in  his  back  and  left  leg  with  rheumatism ;  has  dis- 
ease of  the  heart ;  and  is  obliged  to  sit  up  much  of  the  time  at  night  to 
sleep;  and  requires  the  frequent  and  periodical  aid  and  attendance  of 
another  person. 

He  owns  a  house  and  lot  worth  $3,000,  in  which  he  resides,  which 
is,  however,  encumbered  by  a  mortgage  of  $1,450. 

He  is  wholly  dependent  upon  his  pension  for  a  support. 

Having  rendered  nearly  tour  years  of  faithful  service  and  having 
been  a  prisoner  of  war  for  16  months,  and  being  now  totally  disabled 
for  labor  and  in  straitened  financial  circumstances,  an  increase  of  his 
pension  to  $36  per  month  is  l)elieved  to  be  warranted. 

H.  R.  6832.  Anton  Ohnesorg,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Third  Regiment  Missouri  Cavalry,  from  September 
20,  1861,  to  January  23,  1865,  and  Is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
general  law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  re- 
sulting disease  of  heart.  Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  in  July,  1909. 

He  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from  April  25, 1864,  to  December  5, 1864. 

The  T^uisiana  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him, 
on  June  2,  1909,  rated  him  $24  for  the  pensioned  disabilities  and 
described  his  condition  in  part  as  follows : 

Has  about  one-third  loss  of  motion  in  umyer  joints;  liis  knees  are  stiff  so 
ho  c.ni  harcUy  sqnjtt  down:  Ul*<  ankles  are  stiff,  and  tliey  seem  to  he  swollen; 
there  is  a  rejrnrjfltant  niurninr  heard  at  aj)ex ;  is  not  able  to  work:  in  fact,  he 
has  ^iveii  up  his  work  on  account  of  bis  disabilities. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Bowling  Green,  Ky..  and,  according  to  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  Tinsley.  of  his  town,  is  not  able  to  follow  his  o<'- 
cupation  as  shoemaker,  owing  to  his  rheumatism  and  heart  trouble. 
He  owns  a  store  building  at  La  Belle,  Mo.,  the  income  from  which, 
after  deducting  expenses,  does  not  exceed  $100  per  year. 

Taking  into  consideration  his  advanced  age,  long  and  hcmorable 
service,  and  his  destitution,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $80  per 
month  is  proper.

James  C.  Rule,  aged  7J^  years,  served  as  a  coriwral  in 
Company  E,  F'ifth  Kegiment  Missouri  State  Militia  Cavalry,  from 
March  18,  186-2.  to  April  15,  1865  (3  years  1  month),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  ni<mth  on 
account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  bv  reason  of  disease  of  lungs  and  rectum,  rheumatism, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Farber,  Mo. 

Application  under  general  law,  based  on  disease  of  lungs,  rejected 
April  20, 1887,  on  the  ground  that  disease  of  lungs  is  not  attributable 
to  soldier's  service,  but  to  measles  existing  before  enlistment- 
Medical  examination  January  16,  1897,  shows  all  the  pensioned 
causes;  none  other. 

Dr.  W.  May,  December  6,  1911,  certifies  suffering  from  chronic 
diarrhea,  rheumatism,  and  curvature  of  the  spine,  and  is  totally  dis- 
abled for  manual  labor. 

Other  testimon}^  shows  that  pensioner  is  worth  $250  above  his  in- 
debtedness, and  his  income  is  about  50  cents  a  day  for  himself  and 
wife. 

An  increase  to  $30  pennonth  is  reconunended. 

II.  R.  7048.  Alfred  Williamson,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  Sixty-ninth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
December  28,  1861,  to  July  17,  1865  (8  years  6  months  24  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month 
on  account  of  sore  throat,  rheumatism,  and  diarrhea  and  resulting 
disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  P.  O.  Box  68,  Sandusky,  Ohio. 

Board  of  Surgeons,  December  14,  1910,  found  sore  throat,  twelve- 
eighteenths;  rheumatism,  twelve-eighteenths;  chronic  diarrhea, 
seventeen-eighteenths ;  and  disease  of  rectum,  twelve-eighteenths. 
The  board  found  that  the  right  leg  had  been  amputated  oelow  the 
knee.  The  board,  after  an  exceptionally  full  and  detailed  examina- 
tion, rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  disease  of  ilw? 
throat  and  nasal  <jatarrh  and  chronic  diarrhea  and  rheumatism;  his 
right  leg  has  been  amputated  below  the  knee.  He  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor.     The  amputation  of  leg  occurred  in  1891. 

The  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  7137.  Edmond  Dunahoo,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Sixth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
October  9,  1861,  to  November  5,  1865  (4  years  26  days),  and'  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  for  in- 
jury to  right  hip,  disease  of  heart,  and  injury  to  ri^t  hand. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $«> 
per  month  W  reason  of  injury  to  right  hip  and  disease  of  left  breast. 

Address,  Fairfield,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  5, 1907,  found  injury  to  right  trocanter 
(described  above  as  injury  to  right  hip) ;  also  has  right  inguinal 
hernia. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  right  inguinal  hernia, 
atrophy  of  right  hand ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  the  only  property  applicant  has  is  house- 
hold furniture  sufficient  to  furnish  a  three-room  cottage,  and  that  his 
income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  7231.  Shepherd  M.  Knapo,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a 
second  lieutenant  in  Company  E,  One  nundred  and  fourth  Regi- 
ment Ohio  Volunteers,  from  August  20,  1862,  to  June  17,  1865,  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $24  per  month  on  account 
of  chrome  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  stomach  and  rheuma- 
tism and  resulting  disease  of  heart.  Increase  of  pension  was  denied 
February  11,  1910,  the  Pension  Bureau  holding  that  his  then  exist- 
ing condition  was  due  largely  to  other  than  the  pensioned  causes. 

He  was  last  examined  at  his  home  on  January  27,  1910,  at  which 
time  the  examining  surgeon  described  his  condition  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: 

Body  is  some  emaciated,  abdomen  flat  and  tympanitic  over  all  parts.  There 
is  history  of  obstinate  constipation,  with  recurring  attacks  of  diarrhea  The 
proximal  joints  of  the  first  and  second  fingers  of  both  hands  are  one-fourth 
enlarged  and  sore.  The  knee  joints  erepitiite  audibly  on  motion.  Has  marked 
hypertrophy  of  heart,  with  beginning  dilitation.  On  assuming  erect  position  gets 
dizzy  and  has  frequent  attacks  of  syncoi>e. 

There  is  a  history  of  thi-ee  paralytic  attacks  three  years  ago.  He  drags 
the  right  foot  in  walking.  He  can  dress,  undress,  and  feed  himself  with- 
out assistance.  There  are  choreic  tremors  of  both  arms  that  render  the  acts 
slower  than  normal.  There  is  incontinence  of  urine,  rendering  the  use  of  a 
urinal  necessary.  Urine  contains  traces  of  albumen  and  mucus.  Rating, 
excluding  all  disabilities  except  disease  of  the  rectum  and  heart  disease,  $30. 
He  can  perform  no  manual  labor  whatever. 

Accepting  the  history  of  frequent  attacks  of  syncope  and  believing  that  they 
are  caused  by  heart  disease  he  is  entitled  to  a  rating  of  $50  per  month  for 
frequent  and  periodical  aid  and  attendance. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Massillon,  Ohio. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  with  your  committee  shows  that 
the  soldier  has  been  entirely  incapacitated  for  any  work  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  and  quite  a  good  deal  of  the  time  has  to  be  cared  for, 
and  at  the  present  time  has  to  be  watched  continually,  even  when 
able  to  get  about;  that  he  walks  in  a  shambling  gait  and  at  times 
needs  assistance,  and  when  he  sits  down  is  able  to  rise  only  with 
great  difficulty  and  with  assistance.  " 

He  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pen- 
sion, except  the  interest  from  $600. 

Considering  the  claimant's  extreme  age  and  his  serious  afllictions 
your  committee  is  satisfied  that  he  at  times  requires  the  aid  and 
attendance  of  another  person  and  therefore  recommend  an  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $40  per  month.  In  the  event  of  his  becoming  help- 
less so  as  to  require  the  frequent  and  periodical  aid  and  attendance 
of  another  person  within  the  meaning  of  the  pension  laws  his  further 
remedy  is  in  the  Pension  Bureau. 

H.  R.  7237.  Ezeriah  Evans,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  One  hundred  and  fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteers,  from 
August  12,  1862,  to  July  17,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
general  law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  fistula  in  ano  and  result- 
ing disease  of  rectum. 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  in  March,  1906.  He  was  last  ex- 
amined by  the  Canton  (Ohio)  board  of  surgeons  on  February  21, 
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1900,  and  aside  from  the  pensioned  causes  was  found  to  be  afflicted 
with  rheumatism  and  resulting  one-fourth  loss  of  motion  in  left  knee 
joint,  enucleation  of  right  eye,  and  considerable  dilatation  of  tt*e 
stomach. 

He  is  a  resident  of  North  Lawrence,  Ohio,  and  is  shown  by  the 
testimony  of  Dr.  Campbell,  of  Orrville,  Ohio,  to  have  neither  volun- 
tary nor  involuntary  control  of  the  sphincter  ani  as  a  result  of  the 
operation  for  fistula  and  to  be  minus  ojie  eye  and  afflicted  with  disease 
of  heart,  tenderness  over  the  liver,  and  to  be  complaining  of  pain  in 
left  Imee,  vvhich  measures  one-half  inch  more  than  the  right,  and  to 
walk  with  a  slight  limp. 

He  owns  a  small  house  and  lot  worth  $400,  but  has  no  nieaiLs  o( 
support  save  his  pension. 

Considering  claimant's  age  and  disabilities  vour  committee  is  fully 
satisfied  that  he  is  totally  incapacitated  for  labor,  and  inasmuch  as 
he  is  also  poor,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recom- 
mended. 

H.  R.  7295.  Charles  D.  Beman,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private, 
corporal,  and  first  lieutenant  and  adjutant.  Was  enrolled  on  June  1. 
1861,  and  mustered  out  June  14,  1864.  Was  enrolled  as  of  Company 
I;  mustered  out  as  of  Companies  F  and  G,  same  regiment,  which  wa> 
Seventh  Regiment,  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  also  served  a.«a 
private  in  Company  F,  Fifth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry,  from 
June  5,  1866,  to  June  5,  1869;  total  service,  6  years  and  13  days. 
Rebellion  service,  3  years  and  13  days. 

Is  now  a  pensioner  under  (he  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  accoimt  of  age. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  for  disease  of  rectum  and  skin  and  irritable  heart. 

Address,  State  Soldiers'  Home,  Erie  County,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  8,  1891,  found  pensioned  causes. 

There  is  in  evidence  a  statement  maae  by  the  surgeon  at  the 
soldiers'  home  that  the  applicant  is  a  physical  wreck  and  imable  to 
perform  manual  labor. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant  has  no 
property  in  his  name  and  is  without  means  of  support  other  than  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  7383.  Jeremiah  Taylor,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  servant 
in'Companv  G,  Fifteenth  Regiment  Kansas  Volunteer  Cavalrv,  from 
September'll,  1863,  to  October  19,  1865  (2  years  1  month  8  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  i^ 
])er  month  by  reason  of  fracture  of  left  leg. 

Address,  Dennison,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons  July  9,  1890,  found  fracture  of  leg  and  rheu- 
matism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  catarrh  and  nephritis:  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended.

H.R.  7403.  Elias  D.  Keoppel,  aged  about  69  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  Fifth  Regiment  United  States  Cavalry,  from 
October  12,  18G2,  to  October  12,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $8  per  month 
by  reason  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  right  hand  received  in  action  near 
Spottsylvania  Court  House  in  May,  1864. 

Increase  of  pension  under  that  law  was  denied  in  January,  1907. 
He  was  last  examined  in  February,  1909,  by  the  Marshalltown 
(Iowa)  board  of  surgeons,  and  was  rated  at  $6  for  the  wound,  $4  for 
piles,  and  $4  for  limibago. 

It  appears  from  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  with  your  com- 
mittee that  claimant  since  Noveml>er,  1909,  has  suffered  two  strokes 
of  paralvsis,  and  is  at  the  present  time  suffering  from  paresis,  is  unfit 
to  care  lor  himself  or  to  be  left  alone,  and  requires  constant  attend- 
ance; has  no  prospect  of  any  recovery  and  will  continue  to  grow 
worse.  He  owns  no  property  and  has  no  means  of  support  save  his 
pension,  and  depends  on  help  given  him  by  an  unmarried  daughter, 
who  herself  is  dependent  on  ner  labor. 

The  necessity  lor  congressional  legislation  is  apparent,  and  an  in- 
crease of  the  soldier's  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  proper. 

H.  R.  7639.  Henry  Wheeler,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Companv  A,  Twenty-first  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  Sejptember  10,  1862,  to  August  25,  1863  (1  year  less  15  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  lower  jaw,  left  varicocele,  tumor 
of  left  groin,  and  disease  of  heart. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4 
per  month  by  reason  of  ^nshot  wound  of  left  lower  jaw. 

Address,  National  Soldiers'  Home,  Me. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  19,  1906,  found  gunshot  wound  of 
left  lower  jaw,  disease  of  heart,  tumor  in  the  left  groin,  and  rupture, 
left  side,  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  very  lame;  testimony  de- 
scribes gunshot  wound  of  left  lower  jaw,  tumor  in  left  groin;  has 
an  oblique  inguinal  hernia  of  immense  size,  which  can  not  be  retained 
by  any  truss;  has  heart  difficulty:  has  paralysis  of  right  hand:  his 
abdomen  is  tympanitic ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  warranted. 

H.  R.  7665.  Francis  M.  Harris,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  and  Company  A,  Veteran  Battalion,  Tenth  Regi- 
ment Kansas  Volunteers,  from  December  23,  1861,  to  August  30, 
1865  (three  years  eight  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  under  the 
general  law  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  with  resulting  disease 
of  stomach. 

These  claims  were  rejected  in  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree 
of  disability  did  not  exist. 

Claimant  has  a  record  of  treatment  in  the  Army,  from  August 
3.^1864,  to  August  15,  1864,  and  several  of  his  comrades  have  testi- 
fied in  his  general-law  claim  that  he  had  a  fever  while  in  the  service 
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\vhieh  resulted  in  a  sore  on  his  left  arm,  and  that  during  this  sick- 
neRs  all  his  hair  came  out,  leaving  him  perfectly  bald. 

The  medical  testimony  in  his  case  shows  that  in  August.  1877, 
his  left  arm  was  amputated  on  account  of  necrosis  of  both  bones 
of  the  forearm. 

The  sore  caused  by  this  death  of  the  bones  was  evidently  the  fever 
sore  alleged  as  of  service  origin. 

He  was  last  examined  on  April  11,  1906,  by  the  Gainesville  (Mo.) 
board  of  surgeons,  which  described  his  then  existing  condition  in 
part  h§  follows : 

I^ft  arm  has  beeu  amputa  ed  3  inches  from  acromion  process.  There  Is 
slight  enlargement,  the  result  of  fi-acture,  of  the  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  ribs 
on  ihe  left  side.  We  find  pain  and  limitations  of  motion  of  right  shoulder 
Joint,  both  hip  Joints,  and  left  knee  Joint;  motion  in  these  Joints  being  limited 
one-lialf.  Has  cataract  of  left  eye.  There  is  tenderness  on  pressure  over 
liver.  His  tongue  is  slightly  coa  ed:  has  two  Intenial  pile  tumors,  one-founh 
Inch  in  diameter.    Nerves  and  pharynx  are  considerably  inflamed. 

Proof  filed  with  your  committee  shows  that  claimant  is  now  af- 
flicted with  the  loss  of  his  left  arm  above  the  elbow,  has  indigestion, 
constipation,  and  almost  total  blindness  of  the  left  eye — as  the  re- 
sult of  cataract — and  is  poor. 

An  allowance  of  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  B.  8506.  Albert  B.  Kidder,  71  years  of  age,  served  as  sergeant 
in  Company  B,  One  hundred  and  fifty-first  I?ew  York  Volunteers, 
from  August  25,  1802,  to  June  26,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1007,  at  $15  per  month,  and  was  formerly  pen- 
sioned under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  varicose  veins  of  right  leg,  and  locomotor  ataxia. 

lie  has  never  sought  pension  under  the  general  law. 

The  soldier  was  last  examined  in  1896  by  the  Milwaukee  (Wis,), 
board  of  surgeons  and  was  then  found  to  be  suffering  from  variety 
veins,  slight  deafness  of  the  right  ear,  and  locomotor  ataxia. 

.It  is  shown  by  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Stratton,  of  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
that  the  claimant  walks  with  difficulty  with  the  aid  of  a  cane^  hav- 
ing a  typical  ataxic  gait,  with  knee  jerks  absent  and  Rhomberg 
symptoms,  difficulty  and  pain  in  ascending,  dyspnea,  edema  of  the 
feet  and  ankles,  and  chronic  interstitial  nephritis,  and  is  totally  in- 
capacitated for  manual  labor. 

He  is  an  inmate  of  the  Milwaukee  (Wis.)  Home  and  has  no 
property  and  no  income  aside  from  his  pension. 

His  serious  afflictions,  total  disability,  and  his  long  and  faithful 
service,  warrant  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  8526.  Joseph  B.  Randall,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companv  E,  One  hundred  and  thirty-second  Regiment  Indiana 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864,  to  September  7,  1804  U 
months  and  5  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 

f)er  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  liver,  spleen,  and  stomach,  en- 
arged  prostate  gland,  nervous  debility,  and  bronchial  catarrh. 
Address,  Shelbyville,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  7,  1906,  found  disease  of  liver,  stom- 
ach, and  abdomen,  disease  of  heart,  enlarged  prostate,  piles,  catarrh, 
and  rheumatism.

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  severe  nervous  trouble  and 
catarrh  of  head ;  it  appears  that  the  applicant  suffers  from  a  tremor 
of  head  and  body,  wnich  renders  him  incapable  of  doing  manual 
labor. 

It  appears  that  the  applicant  has  no  source  of  support  but  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended, 

H.  R.  8713.  Thomas  Price,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  first  lieuten- 
ant and  quartermaster  of  the  One  hundred  and  second  Regiment 
New  York  Volunteers,  from  August  6,  1864,  to  November  13,  1864, 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  11)07,  at  $20  per 
month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  age.  He  had  a  prior  service  as  first  lieuten- 
ant in  Company  K,  Twenty-second  New  York  National  Guard,  from 
June  18, 1863,  to  July  24,  1863,  when  mustered  out  with  his  company. 

He  has  never  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law. 

He  was  last  examined  in  May,  1900,  by  the  Racine  (Wis.)  board 
of  surgeons,  and  was  then  suffering  from  general  debility  and  im- 
paired memory. 

He  is  an  inmate  of  the  Milwauwee  (Wis.)  National  Home,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  testimony  of  Dr,  Hayes,  of  Milwaukee,  is  still  afflicted 
with  an  impaired  memory  and  also  has  a  complete  left  inguinal 
hi^mia,  stomach  trouble,  and  an  injury  to  the  right  arm,  followed  by 
septic  infection,  rendering  the  arm  practically  useless.  He  is  a  poor 
man  without  any  property. 

On  account  oi  his  extreme  age,  total  disability,  and  destitution,  an 
increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  proper. 

H.R.  8750.  Granville  Koger,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  C,  First  Regiment  Alabama  Volunteer  Vidette  Cav- 
alry, from  September  19,  1868,  to  June  16.  1864  (8  months  and 
27  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  double  inguinal  hernia  (right  com- 
plete, left  incomplete). 

>Vddress,  Alto,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  25,  1899,  found  rupture  of  right  side 
and  of  left,  injury  of  right  leg,  and  functional  heart  trouble. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  double  inguinal  hernia, 
weak  heart,  and  is  almost  a  physical  wreck.  It  appears  that  appli- 
cant is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

It  appears  that  applicant  has  no  means  of  support  except  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  8756.  John  W.  Harris,  about  68  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  M,  First  Ohio  Cavalry,  from  February  15,  1864, 
to  September  13,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  at  $12  on  acount  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  the  heart,  dyspep- 
sia, and  general  debility. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  May,  1890,  on  account 
of  rheumatism,  but  abandoned  tne  prosecution  of  his  claim.  He  has 
a  record  of  treatment  for  rheumatism  in  the  service  from  DeceTnber 
11  to  December  21, 1864. 
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The  Greenup  (Ky.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him 
on  November  18,  1903,  found  him  afflicted  with  chronic  articular 
rheumatism,  involving:  the  right  shmilder  and  rigiit  hip,  with  muscu- 
lar rheumatism,  involving  the  muscles  of  both  shoulders,  right  linn- 
bar,  gluteal,  and  thigh  muscles  of  the  right  leg:  with  inability  to 
elevate  arm  to  the  level  of  the  shoulder  by  an  angle  of  22i°:  dis- 
ease of  the  heart,  the  result  of  rheumatism:  chronic  indigesti<Hi : 
chronic  bronchitis:  and  general  debility. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  and  is  shown  by  the  affidavit 
of  Dr.  Sellards,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  totally  blind  in  the  right  eye 
and  to  have  impaired  vision  of  the  left  eye;  to  have  a  weak  neartV 
action,  to  l>e  suffering  from  chixmic  gastritis,  and  to  be  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor. 

His  neighboi*s  state  that  he  is  not  physically  able  to  do  any  kind 
of  manual  labor:  that  he,  however,  works  sometimes  because  of 
necessity,  and  that  his  condition  is  such  that  he  ought  not  to  work: 
that  he  is  a  man  of  good  habits  and  wholly  dependent  ujjon  his  pen- 
sion for  a  support,  having  no  property  of  any  Kind. 

In  such  cases  your  committee  usually  grant  relief  by  increasing 
the  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.K.  8870.  Samuel  A.  Houser,  about  (55  years  of  age.  serve<l  as  n 
private  in  Company  M,  One  hundred  and  ninety-eighth  PcnnsylvMun 
Volimteers,  from  August  80,  18(U.  to  June  3,  18fi.5.  and  is  a  i>ensionei 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12,  on  account  of  a  gunsh<  t  w(  iiml 
of  the  left  hand  with  hiss  of  the  little  finger,  an  injury  to  the  righc 
wrist,  and  disease  of  the  heart. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $3  per  month 
on  account  of  the  wound  of  hand  with  loss  of  little  finger,  the  woumi 
having  been  received  in  action  at  Five  Forks,  Va..  in  April.  1865. 

He  was  last  examined  20  years  ago  and  was  then  found  to  1»p 
afflicted  with  the  wound,  anchylosis  of  the  right  wrist,  with  defonnity 
of  the  hand  and  at  least  one-half  loss  of  motion,  and  enlargement  of 
the  heart. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Stroudsburg,  Pa.,  and  is  now  unable  to  perform 
any  manual  labor  by  reason  of  dropsy,  the  result  of  mitral  and  aortir 
lesions,  as  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Miller,  of  the  claimant*^ 
home. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  entirely  dependent  upcm  his  |)en^ion 
and  upon  his  family  for  his  support  and  maintenance. 

On  account  of  his  serious  afflictions,  total  disability,  and  utter  <lp>ti- 
tution,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  9051.  James  E.  Bowers,  aged  ()(5  years,  served  as  a  sergeant 
and  first  sergeant  in  Company  K.  hixth  Regiment  Tennessee  Cavalry, 
from  Julv  7.  18()2,  to  July  2(5,  1805,  and  is  now  a  pc»nsioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6.  1907.  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensumed  under  the  general  law  at  $8  j>er  nr)ntli 
by  reason  of  an  affection  of  the  spine. 

The  Cairo  (III.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him.  <i. 
April  13.  11)0-1:.  found  him  afflicted  with  chronic  bronchitis,  Uunlm?<». 
a  fatty  tumor  of  left  thigh,  4  inches  in  diameter,  and  rheumatism, 
with  spelling  of  the  knee,  ankle,  and  wrist  joints. 

He  resides  at  Charleston,  Mo.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  . 
Dr.  Boone,  of  that  place,  to  \}e  totally  disabled  for  manual  lalmr  In 
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reason  of  asthma,  the  attacks  having  become  increasingljr  worse,  and 
that  his  mental  condition  had  also  become  weakened  during  the  past 
two  years. 

He  has  no  income  except  from  a  small  market  garden,  the  ground 
of  which  does  not  belong  to  him. 

In  such  cases  your  committee  usually  grant  relief  by  increasing  tlie 
pension  to  $30  per  month. 

H.  B.  9292.  True  Hart,  aged  08  years,  served  as  a  private  in  Com- 
pany A,  Ninth  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteei*s,  from  February  1, 
1864,  to  October  10,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  impaired  hearing  of 
both  ears,  which  disability  existed  at  the  time  of  his  last  medical 
examination,  made  21  years  ago. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  May,  1890,  on  account 
of  brain  fever,  but  abandoned  the  prosecution  of  the  claim. 

He  resides  at  Midland,  Mich.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of 
Drs.  Johnson,  Towsley,  and  Magill,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  unable 
to  earn  a  living  by  manual  labor  on  account  of  gastric  catarrh,  with 
gastric  ulcer,  rectal  trouble,  rheuuiatisui.  and  eczema  over  the  scalp 
iind  body. 

The  postmaster  of  his  town  states  that  he  can  perform  but  very 
little  labor  and  is  in  very  stringent  circumstances  financially.  He 
owns  a  small  home,  which  is  mortgaged  for  $250. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  facts  set  forth  warrant  an 
increase  of  the  soldier's  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.9348.  John  Hanlon,  aged  85  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Second  Regiment  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  from 
August  i5, 1861,  to  September  29,  18(>5,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  the  right  hand,  rheuma- 
tism, disease  of  heart,  and  senility.  He  was  originally  pensi(med 
under  the  general  law  %t  $5  per  month  on  account  of  the  woimd  of 
hand,  whicn  was  received  in  action  at  Deep  Bottom,  Va.,  in  Augu  t, 
1864. 

He  was  last  examined  on  February  18,  190H,  by  the  Milwaukee 
(Wis.)  board  of  surgeons  and  was  found  to  have  lost  the  little  finger 
of  the  right  hand  one-fourth  inch  from  the  metacarpo-phalangeal 
articulation  as  a  result  of  the  gimshot  wound,  with  inability  to  flex 
the  little  and  ring  fingers  on  the  palm  of  the  hand,  crepitus  in  the 
shoulder,  elbow,  and  wrist  joints  of  the  rij?ht  arm  and  shoulder  of  the 
left  arm,  some  distortion  of  the  finger  jomts  of  the  right  hand,  with 
^slight  distortion  of  the  fingers  of  the  left  hand,  and  senile  debility, 
the  board  stating  that  claimant  was  an  old  and  feeble  man,  somewhat 
emaciated,  with  a  flabby  muscular  system. 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Hayes,  of  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
that  the  claimant  is  now  afflicted  with  an  enlarged  prostate  gland 
with  moderate  cystitis,  impaired  vision,  synovial  crepitation  of  all 
the  large  joints  of  the  body,  and  totally  disabled  for  lalwr,  and  on 
account  or  impaired  sight  and  rheumatism  to  be  rapidly  reaching 
the  point  where  he  will  reauire  the  aid  of  another  person. 

H^  is  an  inmate  of  the  National  Home  at  Milwaukee,  Wi.<. 
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Having  rendered  four  vears  of  faithful  service  and  bein^  now  ex- 
tremely old.  well-nigh  helpless,  and  destitute  an  increase  ot  his  pen- 
sion to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  9404.  Lucy  B.  Miller,  aged  58  years,  is  the  widow  of  John 
J.  Miller,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and 
fifty-fourth  Begimeiit  Indiana  Infantry,  from  April  10,  1865.  tc. 
June  10,  1865  (two  months). 

Address,  Geneva,  Nebr. 

Soldier  was  i>ensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $8  for  disease  of 
eyes. 

The  widow  has  no  status  under  any  law ;  not  under  the  general  law, 
as  soldier  did  not  die  of  the  pensioned  disability,  and  not  under  the 
act  of  June  27.  1890,  or  the  act  of  April  19.  19()iB,  as  soldier's  service 
was  less  than  90  days. 

Soldier  died  October  24,  1894;  he  and  this  widow  were  marrietl 
September  10,  1870.  when  he  was  21  and  she  was  not  yet  16.  They 
had  11  children.  5  of  whom  survive. 

Applicant  says  she  is  in  failing  health  by  reason  of  hard  work, 
stomach  trouble,  and  age. 

There  is  ample  testimony  to  show  that  applicant  has  not  reinarrie<l 
since  soldier's  death:  that  her  property  consists  of  four  lots  with  n 
small  residence  thei*eon  worth  not  to  exceed  $900;  this  is  her  entire 
possession.    She  has  no  income. ' 

A  pension  of  $12  a  month  is  allowed. 

H.  R.  9559.  John  Bohland,  about  65  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  A.  Second  Battalion"  Nineteenth  United  States 
Infantry,  from  September  3,  1862,  to  September  3,  1865,  and  is  a 
pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $30  per  month  on  account  of  a 
fracture  of  the  right  forearm,  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of 
the  heart,  and  disease  of  the  mouth,  the  result  of  scurvy.  This  rat- 
ing was  allowed  in  Xoveml)er,  1899,  to  commence  from  July  5.  1899, 
the  date  of  the  certificate  of  his  last  medical  examination,  made  by 
the  Lawrenceburg  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  found  that  as 
a  result  of  the  fracture  of  the  right  forearm  flexion  of  the  elbow 
allowed  but  three-fourths  range  and  that  the  forearm  was  of  but 
little  assistance  in  dressing;  that  he  had  rheumatism,  with  one- 
half  normal  range  of  motion  only  in  the  hips,  knees,  and  ankles,  and 
three-fourths  range  in  shoulders,  elbows,  and  wrists:  that  the  middlf 
and  index  fingers  of  the  right  hand  were  swollen  and  stiffened:  had 
stiffness  of  the  lumbar  muscles,  and  had  disease  of  the  heart,  with 
considerable  dyspnea,  and  disease  of  the  mouth,  the  result  of  seurnr. 
For  these  disabilities  the  board  then  recommended  a  rating  of  $30 
per  month. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Batesville,  Ind.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Coomes.  of  that  place,  to  be  now  suffering  from  a  progressivf 
muscular  atrophy  and  paralysis  of  the  right  side,  there  being  numb- 
ness and  loss  of  motion  in  the  right  lower  arm,  wrist,  and  hand,  the 
right  hip  shrunken,  and  the  right  upper  leg  3  inches  smaller  than  the 
left  upper  leg:  impaired  hearing  of  the  right  ear,  nasal  catarrh, 
constipation,  and  a  rlieumatic  heart :  that  he  can  not  walk  but  a  short 
distance,  and  then  only  with  a  cane,  and  requires  daily  assistance  in 
dressing. 
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He  has  no  property,  but  his  wife  owns  a  house  and  lot,  which  they 
use  as  their  home. 
An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.  E.  9674.  John  R.  Collins,  aged  83  years,  served  as  a  private  and 
sergeant  in  Company  E,  Sixty-third  ifegiment  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  September  8,  1861,  to  July  25,  1862  (10  months  17 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at- 
$20  per  month  on  account  of  age.  Discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disability. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1S90,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  left  inguinal  hernia,  impaired  vision,  and 
senile  debility. 

Address,  Springfield,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  22,  1903,  found  hernia,  deafness,  senile 
debility,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  blind  in  both  eyes,  requires 
an  attendant  to  lead  him  around,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  his  income 
is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  9704.  Francis  M.  Kittrell,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  A,  Fifth  Regiment  Tennessee  Infantry,  from 
February  25,  1862,  to  April  4,  1865  (3  years  1  month),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on 
account  of  disease  of  lungs  and  heart,  rheumatism,  disease  of  liver, 
and  chronic  diarrhea. 

Address,  Mansfield,  Mo. 

The  pensioned  disabilities  were  shown  on  medical  examination, 
October  12,  1904,  and  rate  soldier  as  totally  disabled  for  manual 
labor. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Little,  February  27,  1912,  finds  him  suffering  from  dis- 
ease of  heart  and  limgs  ana  kidney  trouble,  which  prohibit  the  per- 
formance of  manual  labor. 

Pensioner  and  others  affirm  that  he  has  no  property,  is  $200  in 
debt,  and  has  no  income  but  his  pension  of  $12  a  month,  of  which 
$6  goes  for  house  rent. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  proper. 

H.  R.  9782.  George  H.  Devol,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  first  lieu- 
tenant and  adjutant  in  the  Thirty-eighth  Regiment  Indiana  Volun- 
teer Infantry  rrom  August  25,  1861,  to  August  26,  1864  (3  years  and 
1  day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $12 
per  month  for  injury  of  right  hand  and  wrist  and  piles. 

Address,  122  East  Main  Street,  New  Albany,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  21,  1891,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  from  results  of  gunshot  wound 
in  right  forearm,  mjuries  resulting  from  a  fall,  nervousness,  and 
general  debility,  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

His  long  and  honorable  service  and  increase  in  disability  war- 
rant an  increase  to  $30  a  month. 
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H.  R.  9791.  David  B.  Johnson,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  privatir 
in  Company  L,  Fourth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Cavalnr. 
from  July  8,  1863,  to  March  10,  1864,  and  in  Company  A,  Seven- 
teenth Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  30. 
1864,  to  June  30,  1865  (total  service,  1  year  6  months  2  days),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  double  inguinal  hernia,  hemorrhoids,  varicose  veins  of 
ri^t  leg,  and  cystitis. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  19,  1894,  found  oblique  inguinal 
hernia  (on  each  side),  piles,  varicose  veins  of  right  leg,  and  cystitis. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  double  inguinal  hernia, 
and  the  right  one  can  not  be  ndd  in  place  all  the  time  by  a  tru^: 
has,  also,  cystitis ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  county  clerk  states  that  the  applicant  is  assessed  with  real 
estate  valued  at  $1,450,  and  with  no  personal  property. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

R.R.  9925.  Robert  L.  Hig^ns,  aged  63  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Fourth  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Mounted  In- 
fantry, from  February  25,  1865,  to  August  25,  1865  (6  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  insanitjp^. 

Address  (of  guardian).  Auburn,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  8,  1903,  found  chronic  mania  of  a  jjer- 
manent  character.     In  other  words,  he  is  hopelessly  insane. 

A  guardian  has  been  appointed  for  the  applicant. 

From  the  testimony,  it  appears  that  applicant's  pension  is  his  only 
support. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  902(».  David  Turpin,  aged  72  years,  sened  as. a  private  and 
sergeant  in  Company  (j.  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Regiment 
Indiana  Infantry,  from  August  9,  1862,  to  January  25,  18^,  and 
from  February  2,  1865.  to  September  5,  1865*  (1  year  and  1  month), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15 
per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Fonnerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8,  for  rfceu- 
matism  and  senile  debilitv. 

Address,  New  Berlin,  111. 

Medical  examination,  April  26,  1901,  shows  only  the  i>ensioned 
disabilities. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Robinson  and  Dr.  L^  D.  Wiley  have  treated  soldier  for 
rheumatism  affecting  right  shoulder,  arm,  and  knee,  so  much  so  tliat 
it  almost  paralyzes  his  right  side  and  unfits  him  for  manual  labor. 

Neighboi-s  testify  that  soldier,  by  reason  of  age  and  infirmities^,  i> 
unable  to  eani  a  livinir;  that  his  wife  is  blind;  that  the  full  value  of 
all  his  pix)j)erty  will  not  exceed  $100:  and  that  the  only  means  of 
support  for  him  and  his  blind  wife  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  9J)35.  Peter  M.  McXelly,  aged  77  3^eai>5.  served  as  a  sergeant 
in  Companv  B,  Third  Regiment  Misouri  State  Militia  Cavalr\\  from 
Februaiy  22,  1862,  to  March  13,  1865  (3  years  and  21  days),*  and  k 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Februar\'  6.  1907,  at  $20  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 
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He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  venti-al  hernia,  and  nasai 
catarrh. 

Application  under  general  law  rejected. 

Address,  Ashley,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  2,  1902,  found  rheumatism  and  excc»ssive 
fatty  deposit  around  the  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  totally  incapacitated  for 
manual  labor,  by  reason  of  heniia,  chronic  rheumatism,  with  lum- 
bago  and  weakness  of  lower  limbs,  and  dyspnea,  very  severe  upon 
least  exertion,  due  to  chronic  interstitial  nephritis. 

Otl^r  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  9941.  John  W.  Bricker,  ()7  years  of  age,  sel-ved  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  One  hundred  and  fifty-third  Regiment  Ohio  Vol- 
unteers, from  May  2,  1864,  to  September  9,  18(>4,  and  in  Company  A, 
Battalion,  Forty-eighth  Regiment  Ohio  Veteran  Volunteei's,  :^rom 
February  14,  1865,  to  FebruaiT  13,  1866,  and  is  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  unaer  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$8  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  the  heart,  and  nervous  de- 
bility.   He  has  filed  no  claim  to  pension  under  the  general  law. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Elsberry,  Mo.,  and  was  last  examined  in  Oc- 
tober, 1902,  by  the  Louisiana  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  and  was 
found  to  have  crepitus  in  both  wrists,  left  elbow,  and  both  shoulders, 
the  right  wrist  being  one- fourth  inch  greater  in  circumference  than 
the  left,  and  the  right  elbow  and  right  shoulder  one-half  inch  greater: 
crepitation  in  both  knees;  and  to  have  a  constant  muscular  tremcr, 
almost  paralysis  agitans,  with  patellar  reflexes  slightly  exaggerated. 

Dr.  McAfee,  of  claimant's  home,  states  that  he  made  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  soldier  on  April  12,  1911,  and  found  him  aflBicted 
with  articular  rheumatism,  fimctional  cardiac  trouble,  an  enlarged 
prostate  gland  and  renal  complications,  and  internal  hemorrhoids, 
which  diseases  incapacitate  him  for  any  manual  labor  of  any  sort. 

Fe  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pension. 

ITe  is  worthy  and  deserving  of  relief  and  an  increase  of  his  pension 
to  $24  per  month  is  justified. 

H.  R.  9942.  David  A.  Pew,  69  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private  in 
(^ompany  E,  Seventh  Missouri  Volunteers,  from  June  24,  1861,  to 
June  1,  1864.  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  on  account  of  an  injury  to  the  left  ankle  and  nasal  catarrh 
involving  the  right  lachrymal  duct. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  1890  on  account  of 
chronic  diarrhea  and  an  injury  to  the  left  ankle,  but  abandoned  the 
prosecution  of  his  claim. 

The  soldier  is  a  resident  of  I^uisiana,  Mo.,  and  was  last  examined 
on  February  13,  1901,  by  the  Hannibal  (Mo.)  board  of  sur^ons,  and 
was  then  foimd  to  be  afflicted  with  nasal  catarrh,  blepharitis  of  the 
right  eye,  atrophy  of  the  muscles  of  the  left  leg,  tenderness  in  the

lumbar  regions  following'  the  course  of  both  sciatic  nerves  into  the 
hips,  crepitation  in  both  shoulders,  right  wrist  and  knee,  and  left 
knee  and  ankle,  inability  to  flex  foot  on  leg  past  45  degrees,  disease 
of  the  heart  with  dyspnea  after  exercise,  and  general  debility. 

Dr.  Miller,  of  the  claimant's  home,  stated  that  he  had  treated  the 
claimant  for  the  past  six  months;  that  he  is  totally  imable  to  per- 
form his  trade  or  perform  work  of  any  character  to  speak  of,  is  suf- 
fering from  arteriosclerosis  with  all  its  attending  symptoms,  muscu- 
lar weakness  and  incoordination,  heait  weakness,  vertigo,  etc,  and 
that  he  has  no  apparent  chance  of  improvement. 

Lay  testimony  filed  shows  that  the  claimant  owns  a  home,  worth 
perhaps  $1,200,  has  been  sick  for  quite  a  while,  and  is  now  scarcely 
able  to  get  around. 

It  having  been  shown  that  the  claimant  is  suffering  from  disabili- 
ties of  an  extreme^  nature,  is  totally  disabled  for  labor,  rendered  three 
years  of  faithful  service,  and  is  in  destitute  financial  circumstancers 
an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month  is  proper. 

H.  R.  9994.  Hiram  C.  Smith,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Eighteenth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
October  2.  1861,  to  November  9,  1864  (3  years  1  month),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  Julv  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account 
of  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigk  and  disease  of  back  and  kidneys. 

His  post-office  address  is  Miamisburg.  Ohio. 

He  claims  an  increase  because  he  is  wholly  incapacitated  for 
manual  labor.  He  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension.  He  has 
no  property  except  the  house  he  lives  in,  which  is  valued  at  $1,450. 

The  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  fully  corroborates  all  the 
soldier's  allegations. 

On  May  3.  1911,  the  board  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  reported  soldier  suf- 
fering with  heart  disease,  obesity  (weight  235  pounds),  gunshot 
wound  of  left  thigh,  lame  back,  iumba^,  enlarged  prostate  gland. 
The  condition  of  soldier  is  such  as  to  entitle  him  to  a  higher  rate  than 
he  is  now  receiving. 

The  facts  in  this  case  justify  a  higher  rating  for  this  soldier,  and  a 
rating  of  $:^6  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10026.  Thomas  B.  Reed,  aged  78  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Eightieth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
December  21.  1861.  to  February  7,  1865  (3  years  1  month  and  K> 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  injuir  of  left  hand. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  act  of  July  14,  1862,  for  lum- 
bago. 

His  present  address  is  Coshocton,  Ohio. 

In  addition  to  rheumatism  and  injury  of  left  hand,  it  now  appeaiv 
the  soldier  is  suffering  with  heart  disease  and  Bright's  disease.  Med- 
ical evidence  filed  shows  soldier  is  totally  disablea  for  labor  by  reason 
of  these  disabilities. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  soldier  has  no  property,  is  totally  un- 
fitted for  any  laW)r,  and  that  he  has  no  income  other  than  the  pwision 
he  receives. 
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On  December  16,  1908,  the  examining  board  at  Coshocton,  Ohio, 
reports  soldier  suffering  with  lumbago,  rheumatism  of  right  hip  and 
knee,  senile  hypertrophy  of  prostate  gland. 

A  rating  of  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  E.  10266.  James  A.  Thompson,  69  years  of  age.  served  as  a 
corporal  in  Company  C,  Thirteenth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers, 
from  June  19,  1861,  to  July  1,  1864,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act 
of  February  6,  190T,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6 
per  month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  diseaj^e  of  the  rectum,  and 
rheumatism.  His  general-law  claim,  filed  in  1885  and  based  on 
mumps,  fever,  and  diarrhea,  was  properly  rejected  in  DecemJ)er, 
1885,  upon  the  cround  that  a  pensionable  degree  of  disability  from 
the  causes  named  had  not  existed  since  the  filing  of  the  claim. 

He  was  last  examined  by  the  Niobrara  (Nebr.)  board  of  surgeons 
on  April  4,  1900,  and  was  then  suffering  from  atrophy  of  the  left 
testicle,  chronic  diarrhea  alternating  with  constipation,  dilatation  of 
the  heart  with  cyanosis  and  dyspnea,  rheumatism  affecting  all  the. 
joints  and  muscles,  with  limitation  of  motion  to  the  degree  of  one- 
half  of  normal,  severe  deafness  of  the  left  ear,  and  three  pile  tumors, 
bleeding  and  ulcerated. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Lisbon,  N.  Dak.,  and,  according  to  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Paulson,  of  Flexton,  N.  Dak.,  is  now  in  feeble  health,  suffering 
from  ulcer  of  the  cornea  of  one  eye  and  disease  of  the  heart,  and 
unable  to  do  labor  of  any  kind. 

The  soldier  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  aside  from 
his  pension. 

Having  rendered  three  years  of  faithful  service  and  being  now 
old,  totaUy  disabled,  and  utterly  destitute,  an  increase  of  his  pension 
to  $30  per  month  to  aid  in  his  support  is  recommended. 

H.  E.  10395.  Leonard  A.  Wilson,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Sixtieth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Tnfantrv, 
from  October  26,  1861,  to  July  17,  1865  (3  years  8  months  and  21 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reas(m  of  rheumatism,  piles,  varicose  veins  of  right 
leg,  atrophy  of  right  testicle,  and  general  debility  and  disease  of 
heart. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $2  per 
month  for  disease  of  right  testicle,  result  of  mumps. 

Address,  Potsdam,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  31,  1904,  found  disease  of  right  testicle, 
rheumatism,  piles,  varicose  •  veins  of  right  leg,  general  debility, 
anemia,  and  weak  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  articular  rheumatism  with 
heart  c(Mnplications ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  t^timony  is  that  applicant  has  a  possible  net  income  of  $200 
from  a  carding  mill  and  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  allowed. 

H.  K.  10457.  Godfrey  Winkler,  about  73  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  L,  Tenth  Indiana  Cavalry,  from  December  8, 
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1863,  to  July  10,  1864,  when  discharged  on  a  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disability  by  reason  of  ankylosis  or  the  left  knee  joint  and  frac- 
ture of  the  radius  and  ulna  of  the  left  arm. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15 
and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $14  per  month 
on  account  of  a  fracture  of  the  left  humerus  near  the  surgical  neck 
and  resulting  neuralgia  of  the  shoulders  and  arms. 

Increase  of  pension  under  that  law  was  denied  in  July,  18SM). 

His  claim  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  results 'was  properly 
rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1888  upon  the  grouna  of  the 
claimant's  declared  inability  to  furnish  the  necessary  prof)f  to  estab- 
lish said  claim. 

He  was  last  examined  by  the  Seymore  (Ind.^  board  of  surgeons 
(m  June  15,  1898,  and  was  then  rated  $17  for  the  disabilities  of  ac- 
cepted service  origin,  $4  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  stom- 
ach, $6  for  piles,  and  $4  for  two  blind  internal  fistulas,  and  $6  for  a 
fracture  of  l)()th  Imnes  of  the  left  arm,  this  fracture  having  occurred 
when  he  was  5  years  of  age. 

The  soldier  is  a  resident  of  Seymore,  Ind.,  and  is  shown  by  the 
testimonv  of  Dr.  Shields,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  suffering  from  a 
former  fracture  of  the  left  humerus  with  limitation  of  motion  of 
the  arm  and  shoulder,  the  fracture  of  the  bones  of  the  forearm  leav- 
ing a  deformity  and  causing  impaired  motion  and  loss  of  power 
in  pronation  and  suppination;  a  partial  anWlosis  of  the  left,  knee 
resulting  from  some  former  injury,  with  probable  synovitis,  result- 
ing in  considerable  limitation  of  motion,  he  being  unable  to  extend 
the  leg  to  a  straight  line  or  to  flex  the  leg  upon  the  thigh,  and  caus- 
ing him  to  walk  considerably  lame,  and  that  he  is  quite  feeble  and 
totally  incapacitated  for  labor. 

lie  owns  a  home  worth  about  $600,  but  has  no  means  of  support 
asi<]e  from  his  pension. 

Taking  into  consideration  his  age,  total  disability,  and  destitution, 
an  increase  of  his  pension  t^)  $24  per  month  to  aid  in  his  support  is 
recommended. 

H.  R.  1046S.  Henry  Willman,  about  71  years  of  age,  served  a*,  a 
private  in  Company  I,  Thirty-second  Indiana  Volunteers,  from 
September  21.  1861,  to  November  26,  1862,  when  discharged  on  a  sur- 
geon's certificate  of  disability  by  reason  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  the 
neck,  received  in  action  at  Shiloh,  Tenn.,  in  April,  1862. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $24,  on  account  of 
this  wound  ana  rheumatism,  and  resulting  disease  of  the  heart.  In- 
crease of  pension  was  denied  bv  the  Pension  Bureau  in  •September, 
1906. 

The  Seymour  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him 
(m  August  15,  1906,  found  that  the  wound  interfered  with  the  free 
movement  of  the  head,  and  that  there  was  marked  atrophy  of  the 
supra  scalpular  muscle  of  the  left  side:  that  he  had  rheumatism,  with 
the  following  limitaticms  of  motion:  Right  shoulder,  30^:  left,  80^: 
left  elbow,  10^;  left  wrist,  15°;  right  hip,  20°;  left,  30°;  each 
knee,  10^ :  right  ankle,  10° ;  and  left  ankle,  20** ;  was  also  aiBicted 
with  disease  of  the  heart,  with  a  systolic  murmur  at  the  apex,  with 
edema  of  the  feet  and  ankles,  and  slight  cyanosis  and  dyspnea. 
nnd  had  varicose  veins  on  the  right  leg  extending  to  the  middle  of 
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the  thigh.  For  the  pensioned  disabilities  the  board  then  recom- 
mended a  rating  of  $30  per  month,  and  for  the  varicose  veins  $6  per 
month. 

Dr.  Stemm,  of  North  Vernon,  Ind.,  the  claimant's  place  of  resi- 
dence, states  that  the  claimant  is  still  afSicted  with  the  womidy 
rheumatism,  and  enlargement  and  beginning  dilatation  of  the  heart, 
is  totally  disabled  for  labor,  and  will  soon  require  the  occasional  aid 
and  att^dance  of  another  person. 

He  owns  no  real  estate,  and  has  about  $1,000  invested,  which 
brings  him  an  income  of  $80  per  year,  aside  from  which  he  has  no 
means  of  support  save  his  pension. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  clamant's  advanced  ase,  your  com- 
mittee is  fully  satisfied  that  he  is  totally  incapacitated  for  labor,  and 
inasmuch  as  he  is  also  in  straitened  financial  circumstances,  an  in- 
crease of  his  pension  to  $36  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10561.  Richard  Bums,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
CiMnpany  C,  Ninth  Regiment  United  StatesColored  Volunteer  Heavy 
Artillery, from  September  3, 1864, to  September  3,1865  (1  year),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month 
for  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
j)€r  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  paralysis 
(disease)  of  right  hand  and  arm. 

Address,  Oxford,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  18,  1906,  found  rheiunatism,  lumbago^ 
and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  mitral 
stenosis  the  applicant  has,  for  three  years,  been  unable  to  walk 
-without  support. 

The  applicant  states  that  he  has  property  worth  about  $1,000, 
which  is  under  mortgage  for  $440.    His  only  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10573.  George  L.  Mull,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  One  hundred  and  tenth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantrv,  from  August  18,  1862,  to  March  18,  1865  (2  years  and  7 
months)  ;  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability ;  was  a 
prisoner  of  war;  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  2T, 
1890,  at  $12  per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart  and  rectum,  injury  of  left  shoulder,  and  nasopharyngeal  ca- 
tarrh. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea. 

Address,  122  Home  Avenue,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  21,  1897.  found  chronic  diarrhea,  rheu- 
matism, disease  of  heart,  and  varicose  veins. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  the  degeneration  due  to 
old  age;  has  hardening  of  the  arteries:  has  angina,  with  dyspnea: 
vertigo  and  chronic  cough:  both  legs  are  enormously  dilated  with 
varicose  veins;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Two  fellow  townsmen  depose  that  soldier  has  no  financial  resources 
of  any  kind— nothing  for  his  support  except  his  pension. 

An'increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  Kept  781, 62-2 4 
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H.  R.  10631.  Napoleon  B.  Agy,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  drummer 
in  Company  K,  Seventy-fourth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  February  8,  1862,  to  July  10,  1865  (8  years  and  5  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month 
on  account  of  disease  of  heart. 

Addrevss,  Cambridge,  Ohio. 

The  medical  examination  July  27,  1910,  was  for  heart  disease 
only,  and  rated  him  $30,  and  pronounced  him  unable  to  do  manual 
labor. 

Dr.  C.  D.  Romans  (May  9,  1911)  finds  indigestion,  disease  of 
heart,  cystitis,  chronic  rheumatism,  and  is  unfit  for  any  labor. 

Neighbors  say  that  he  possesses  no  property  whatever,  lives  in  a 
rented  house,  and  his  only  support  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10633.  John  Dunn,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  One  hundred  and  fifty-ninth  Regiment  Ohio  National 
Guard  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864*,  to  August  24,  1864  (4  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Feoruary  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $6  for  disease  of 
stomach,  liver,  and  back. 

Address,  Gilbert,  Ohio. 

Medical  examination,  June  26, 1901,  describes  the  pensicmed  causes^ 
also  nasopharyngeal  catarrh  and  rheumatism. 

Two  physicians  declare  pensioner  Is  suffering  from  right  hemi- 
plegia, and  is  almost  entirely  helpless  and  he  requires  some  one  to 
care  for  him,  as  he  can  not  stand  alone,  can  not  get  in  or  out  of  bed. 

His  neighbors  say  he  owns  4  acres  of  land,  which  he  values  at  $200, 
and  he  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10748.  William  H.  McAllister,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  A,  One  hundi-ed  and  sixth  Regiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  frc«n  August  8,  1862  to  May  25,  1865  (2  years  9 
months  and  17  days) ;  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disa- 
bility, and  as  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Julj  14, 1862,  at  $17 
per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  lower  jaw  and  resulting 
total  deafness  of  right  ear,  injury  of  right  ankle,  and  chronic  diar- 
rhea. 

Address,  Harrisville,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  10,  1907,  found  (Jeafness,  injury  to  ankle, 
wound  of  lower  jaw,  and  chronic  diarrhea,  and  rated  at  $24  per 
month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  dislocated  shoulder, 
which  prevents  the  use  of  the  arm,  lias  a  double  hernia,  and  is  imable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10791.  John  Heltzel,  about  68  years  of  age,  served  as  a  ori- 
vate  in  Company  H;  Nineteenth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteers,  frcHU  30- 
vember  8,  1861,  to  January  24,  1865,  and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from 
January  2, 1863,  to  February  3,  1863,  when  paroled. 
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He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $17  on  account  of 
rheumatism  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh.  Increase  of  pension  was 
denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  June,  1909,  at  which  time  it  also 
declined  to  accept  the  existing  disease  of  the  heart  as  a  result  of 
rheumatism. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Lisbon,  Ohio,  and  was  last  examined  by  the 
Youncstown  (Ohio)  board  of  surgeons  on  June  9,  1909,  and  was 
then  found  to  be  afflicted  with  hypertrophy  of  the  heart  and  cyanosis, 
nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  and  general  muscular  and  articular  rheu- 
matism, involving  all  the  larger  joints  and  tendons,  the  left  shoulder, 
back,  and  left  hip  being  most  involved,  the  motions  being  one-fourth 
restricted  in  these  joints  and  one-eighth  in  the  other  large  joints, 
fingers  stiffened  and  finger  joints  enlarged,  and  general  debility. 

It  is-shown  by  the  testimoiry  of  Dr.  Calhoun,  of  Lisbon,  Ohio,  that 
the  claimant  is  a  sufferer  from  chronic  laryngeal  catarrh  and  a 
grreater  part  of  the  time  is  unable  to  talk,  owmg  to  hoarseness ;  has 
great  dimculty  in  breathing ;  is  unable  to  be  on  his  feet,  as  the  least 
exertion  causes  violent  coughing;  and  is  also  afflicted  with  chronic 
rheumatism  in  his  arms,  limbs,  and  back ;  is  not  able  to  do  any  manual 
labor  and  requires  almost  constant  care  from  members  of  his  family. 

His  neighbors  state  that  he  is  emaciated  and  bloodless  as  a  result 
of  his  physical  soffering,  is  totally  disabled  for  labor  of  any  descrip- 
tion, owns  no  property  except  12  acres  of  land  with  a  cheap  frame 
dwelling  worth  about  $480,  and  has  no  means  of  supj>ort  aside  from 
his  pension  and  what  he  may  derive  from  the  cultivation  of  his  land, 
for  which  he  is  compelled  to  employ  help. 

Considering  his  advanced  age  and  the  fact  that  he  is  also  afflicted 
with  disease  of  the  heart  your  committee  is  satisfied  that  he  is  totally 
incapacitated  for  labor,  and  inasmuch  as  he  rendered  long  and  faith- 
ful service  and  is  poor,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is 
recommended. 

H.  R.  10872.  Harrison  Bradley,  aged  about  70  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  C,  Fifteenth  Regiment  United  States  Colored 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  April  21,  1865,  to  April  7,  1866  (11 
months  and  16  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
Jime  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  loss  of  sight  of  left 
eye  and  impaired  sight  of  right  eye. 

Address,  Eighth  Street  and  Georgia  Avenue,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  17,  1904,  found  age,  defective  vision, 
senile  stiffness. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  lost  sight  of  one  eye, 
and  the  sight  of  the  other  is  very  deficient;  that  he  has  hardening 
of  the  arteries. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  old,  decrepit,  feeble  of  sight, 
short  of  breath,  and  worthless  as  a  laborer,  but  tries  to  do  odd 
jobs — sometimes  can  get  50  cents  a  day. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  10973.  William  Leeper,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Twelfth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Infantry,  from 
August  15,  1862,  to  Jime  16,  1865  (2  years  and  10  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 
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Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  for  rh«i- 
matism  and  disease  of  heart  and  stomach. 

Address,  Monongah,  W.  Va. 

Medical  examination,  October  15,  1902,  reveals  heart  disease, 
rheumatism,  and  lumbago. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Bowcock,  «iune  3,  1911,  decides  that  by  reason  of  rheu- 
matism pensioner  is  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor. 

The  clerk  of  the  county  court  certifies  that  soldier  is  not  assessed 
with  any  real  or  personal  property. 

Neighoors  testify  that  he  owns  no  property  of  any  nature  and 
has  no  income  but  nis  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  11013.  Reuben  Melton,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  pjrivate  in 
Company  L,  Sixth  Regiment  Provisional  Enrolled  Missouri  Militia, 
from  October  29,  1863,  to  March  15,  1864,  and  is  now  a  pensions 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  dis- 
ease of  ri^t  hip  joint  and  left  wrist  and  bronchitis. 

He  has  not  sought  pension  under  the  general  law. 

When  last  examined,  on  April  22,  1896,  by  the  Joplin  (Mo.)  bowd 
of  surgeons  he  was  found  to  be  aflUcted  with  severe  deainess  of  <»e 
ear;  two  external  and  one  internal  uile  tumors,  one-half  to  three- 
fourths  inch  in  diameter  and  ulcerated;  tuberculous  hip-joint  disease, 
causing  6  inches  shortening  and  great  emaciation  of  member  and 
compeDing  him  to  use  crutch  or  cane  in  walking;  tubercular  disease 
of  the  bone  of  the  left  wrist,  with  one-half  inch  shortening;  chronic 
bronchitis,  evidenced  by  moist  and  sibilant  rales  in  the  upper  part 
of  right  lung,  and  a  pterygium  in  left  eye,  encroaching  one-half  ovct 
inner  side  of  cornea. 

He  resides  at  Highlandville,  Mo.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Burton^  of  Ozark,  Mo.,  to  be  now  also  suffering  from  a  double 
inguinal  hernia,  functional  heart  trouble,  and  swelling  of  the  feet 
and  legs. 

Lay  testimony  filed  shows  that  he  can  not  lie  down  to  sleep,  has  to 
be  propped  up  m  bed,  and  needs  aid  and  attendance  one-half  of  the 
time^  and  that  he  is  destitute. 

His  deplorable  physical  condition  and  utter  destitution  warrant 
an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  11015.  John  W.  Bond,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Fifty-sixth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteers,  frcwn  March 
15,  1862,  to  April  30,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1800,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  and  kidneys. 

He  abandoned  the  prosecution  of  his  general-law  claim,  filed  in 
1875  and  based  on  disease  of  lungs. 

The  Maiden  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him, 
on  October  18,  1905,  found  that  he  suffered  from  some  swelling  or 
the  joints  of  the  fingers  on  both  hands  and  some  loss  of  motion  in 
the  hands  and  shoulders,  some  of  the  joints  of  the  fingers  enlarged, 
enlargement  of  the  liver  and  spleen,  and  a  very  weak  heart. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Anniston,  Mo.,  and  according  to  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Horole,  of  Charleston,  Mo.,  is  not  now  able  to  earn  his  Uving 
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by  manual  labor  by  reason  of  the  rheumatism,  piles,  a  general  nervous 
breakdown,  and  a  kidney  lesion,  possibly  Brignt's  disease. 

He  is  also  shown  to  be  poor  financially. 

His  long  service,  total  disability,  and  utter  destitution  warrant  an 
increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  11117.  Abraham  Shipman,  68  years  of  ace,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  C,  Twenty-fourth  Missouri  Volunteers,  from 
November  1,  1861,  to  October  7,  1864,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6, 19Q7,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  imder  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  the  heart  and  lim^, 
nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  and  senile  debility.  He  established  a  clami 
under  the  general  law  on  account  of  an  injury  to  the  right  shoulder, 
and  was  originally  pensioned  for  the  same  at  $2  per  month. 

He  was  last  examined  by  the  Ozark  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons  on 
February  7,  1906,  and  was  then  found  to  be  suflferingwith  mlatation 
and  hypertrophy  of  the  heart  with  a  mitral  regurgitant  murmur, 
tendem^s  over  the  shoulders,  back,  hips,  and  knees,  with  inability 
to  raise  arms  above  a  right  angle,  and  stooping  and  rising  with  diffi- 
culty, with  one- fourth  limitation  of  motion,  bronchitis,  and  nasal 
catarrh. 

Dr.  Joseph  D.  James,  of  Sparta,  Mo.,  in  his  testimony  filed  with 
the  committee,  states  that  the  soldier  suffers  from  chronic  rheuma- 
tism of  the  right  shoulder  and  right  hip,  enlarged  gall  bladder, 
feebleness,  and  emaciation,  and  is  wnoUy  mcapacitated  for  the  per- 
formance of  manual  labor. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his 
pension  knd  no  property. 

His  last  known  post-office  address  was  Chadwick,  Mo. 

Some  measure  of  relief  to  aid  in  the  claimant's  support  is  be- 
lieved to  be  justified  by  reason  of  his  total  disability,  destitution,  and 
his  long  ana  faithful  service,  and  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30 
per  month  is  therefore  recommended. 

H.  R.  11293.  Theodore  Garner,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Sixty-third  Regiment  Ohio  Volimteer  Infantry,  from 
November  25,  1861,  to  July  8,  1865  (3  years  7  months  and  13  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14  per 
month,  disease  of  respiratory  organs. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  respiratory  organs,  rheumatism, 
and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Washington  Courthouse,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  23,  1910,  found  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  disease  of  respiratory  or- 
gans and  heart,  and  arteriosclerosis,  and  is  totally  imfitted  for  manual 
labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  personal  property,  but 
has  a  house  and  lot  assessed  at  $990,  which,  under  the  present  Ohio 
law,  is  the  real  value  of  the  property,  and  that  be  has  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  11392.  Emma  J.  Turner,  64  years  of  age,  is  the  widow  of 
William  H.  H.  Turner,  who  served  as  sergeant,  second  lieutenant, 
and  first  lieutenant  in  Company  G,  F^irst  Indiana  Heavy  Artillerr, 
from  July  6, 1861,  to  January  10, 1866  (four  years  and  seven  months), 
and  who  died  March  9,  1904. 

The  claimant,  who  married  the  officer  on  June  18,  1866,  was  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  per  month,  and  had  her 
pension  increased  to  $12  per  month  by  virtue  of  a  special  act  ap- 
proved February  6,  1907,  upon  proof  that  she  was  utterly  destitute 
and  had  no  property  except  an  equity  of  about  $600  in  a  house  and  lot 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Von  Knappe  that  the  claimant 
is  now  an  invalid  and  no  longer  able  to  follow  her  occupation  as  a 
seamstress,  and  is  destitute. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  considered  proper. 

H.  R.  11393.  Martin  V.  B.  Smith,  69  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  H,  Sixth  Indiana  Cavalrv,  from  July  18,  1862, 
to  June  17,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  imder  tne  general  law  at  $17 
on  account  of  disease  of  the  liver  and  back  (disease  of  the  kidneys). 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  April, 
1911. 

His  claim  for  rheumatism  and  injury  to  left  leg  was  proi>erly  re- 
jected by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  April,  1894,  upon  the  ground  of  the 
claimant's  inability  to  furnish  satisfactory  proof  of  the  origin  of 
said  disabilities  in  the  service. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Worthington,  Ind.,  and  was  last  examined  by 
the  Spencer  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons  on  March  22,  1911,  and  wais 
then  found  to  be  very  much  emaciated  and  suffering  from  disease 
of  the  liver,  tenderness  over  the  lumbar  muscles  and  the  lumbar 
vertebrae,  lateral  curvature  of  the  dorsal  vertebrae,  claimant  standing 
with  the  body  bending  forward  from  the  hips  and  inclined  to  the 
left,  drooping  of  the  left  shoulder,  atrophy  of  the  gluteal  muscles 
of  the  left  hip,  muscular  tremor,  and  urinary  trouble.  The  surge<Mis 
concluded  their  certificate  with  the  following  statement : 

This  applicant  is  feeble.  His  hands  are  soft.  He  can  not  perform  anj 
manual  labor. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  with  your  committee  shows  that 
the  claimant  is  now  also  suffering  from  palpitation  of  the  heart 
and  indigestion  and  has  articular  rheumatism,  with  enlargement  of 
the  finger  joints,  with  contraction  of  the  tendons  of  the  nngers  of 
the  left  hand,  and  is  totally  incapacitated  for  labor. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  wholly  dependent  upon  his  pension 
for  a  support. 

The  case  is  a  proper  one  for  cdngrCvSsional  relief  and  an  increase 
of  the  soldier's  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  justified  by  the  facts  set 
forth. 

H.R.I  1408.  William  Brown,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  sergeant 
in  Companv  A,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  October  16,  1863,  to  September  12,  1865  (1  year  10  months  and 
26  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  senile  debility  and  loss  of  left  leg. 

Address,  fiverett,  Wash. 
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Board  of  surgeons,  October  21,  1903,  found  loss  of  left  leg  and 
stomach  trouble. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  gastritis,  weak 
heart,  and  resulting  nervous  condition;  he  suffers  from  loss  of  1^; 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  warranted. 

H.  R.  11452.  Nancy  E.  Smith,  55  years  of  age,  is  the  widow  of  John 
T.  Smith  who  servecl  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  Sixty-ninth  Ohio 
Volunteers,  from  January  26,  1864,  to  Jime  29,  1865,  and  who  died 
December  4,  1899,  while  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890. 

The  claimant,  who  married  the  soldier  on  December  19,  1893,  was 
recognized  by  the  Pension  Bureau  as  his  legal  widow  by  the  payment 
to  her  of  the  pension  which  accrued  to  the  soldier  at  the  time  of  hia 
death. 

She  has  filed  no  claim  to  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  and  has 
no  title  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  having 
married  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890. 

She  is  a  resident  of  Forest,  Ind.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of 
Dr.  Oliphant  of  that  place  to  be  a  sufferer  from  intestinal  indiges- 
ti(Hi,  diarrhea,  and  alternating  constipation,  chronic  cystitis,  and 
chronic  rheumatism  with  mitraldisease  of  the  heart,  to  be  anemic,  pale 
and  deformed  of  figure,  having  a  tumor  in  the  rignt  hypochondriac 
region  the  size  of  an  egg,  and  that  she  is  totally  unable  to  perform 
labor  and  is  without  means  of  support. 

Her  neighbors  state  that  she  has  not  remarried  since  the  soldier's 
death,  has  no  property  or  income,  and  is  physically  incapable  of 
earning  a  livelihood. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  claimant  married  the  soldier  within  si 
few  years  after  June  27,  1890,  and  was  his  wife  for  six  years,  and 
is  now  shown  to  be  an  invalid,  unable  to  labor  and  utterly  destitute, 
your  committee  believe  that  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  April  19, 
1^8,  as  to  date  of  marriage  may  well  be  waived  in  her  case.  Reliex 
to  the  extent  of  granting  her  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  is  therefore 
recommended. 

H.  R.  11453.  Samuel  Pierce,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  First  Regiment  Illinois  Heavy  Artillery,  from  Janu- 
ary 15,  1862,  to  June  14,  1865,  and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from 
March  31  to  May  4,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  dis- 
ease of  heart,  eyes,  ana  rectum. 

He  was  unable  to  establish  his  claim  on  account  of  rheumatism 
and  disease  of  stomach  and  bowels,  and  these  claims  were  properly 
rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau. 

When  last  examined,  20  years  ago,  by  the  Frankfort  (Ind.)  board 
of  surgeons,  he  was  rated  $10  for  disease  of  stomach  and  bowels  and 
$10  for  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Frankfort,  Ind.,  and  according  to  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Brown,  of  that  place,  is  now  afilicted  with  mitral  disease  of 
the  heart,  with  intense  dyspnea;  at  times  some  dyspnea  and  swell- 
ing of  the  feet;  enlargement  of  the  liver  and  spleen;  three  internal 
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and  two  external  piles,  inflamed  and  bleeding,  with  rheumatism 
and  limited  motion  in  the  shoulders,  elbows,  and  knee  joints,  and 
atrophy  of  many  muscles,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  any 
manual  labor. 

He  owns  no  property  except  a  home,  worth  about  $500,  and  has 
no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pension. 

Taking  into  consideration  his  faithful  service,  covering  a  period 
of  oyer  three  years,  and  the  fact  that  he  is  old,  totallv  disabled,  and 
destitute,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  montn  is  believed  to 
be  proper. 

H.R.  11505.  Parley  Day,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Fifty-second  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  De- 
cember 18, 1861,  to  August  21, 1864,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  tlw 
general  law  at  $17  per  month  by  reason  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  the 
right  arm  received  m  action  at  Pleasant  Hill,  La.,  in  April,  1864. 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  bureau  in  January,  1910. 

The  North  Vernon  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined 
him  on  January  19, 1910,  rated  him  $17  for  the  wound. 

His  post-office  address  is  Queensville,  Ind. 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Wright,  of  Scipio,  Ind.,  that 
claimant  is  now  also  afflicted  with  piles  and  with  rheumatism,  which 
has  so  affected  his  muscular  system,  joint  articulations,  and  valves 
of  the  heart  that  he  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  manual  labor.  He 
is  without  property  and  depends  on  his  pension  for  a  living. 

He  is  deserving  of  congressional  relief  on  account  of  his  total  dis- 
ability, long  and  honorable  service,  and  his  destitution,  and  an  in- 
crease of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  11507.  Harmon  Dixon,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Cavalry,  from  September 
5,  1863,  to  February  18,  1866  (two  years  five  months),  and  is  now  & 
pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $30  per  month  on  account  of 
rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

He  was  denied  increase  of  pension  in  1887. 

He  was  last  examined  by  the  North  Vernon  (Ind.)  board  of  sAr- 
geons  on  June  23,  1886,  and  was  found  to  be  afflicted  with  limitation 
of  motion  of  all  joints  of  the  body,  the  left  knee  and  ankle  joints 
approaching  ankylosis ;  involvment  of  the  cord  and  brain,  evidenced 
by  an  extremely  sensitive  condition ;  and  the  general  expression  of 
approaching  imbecility  and  valvular  disease  of  heart. 

The  board  then  further  stated  that  claimant  walked  in  a  bent 
posture,  at  an  angle  of  22°,  and  in  a  limp  and  halting  manner. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Paris,  Ind.,  and  according  to  the  testimcwiy  of 
Dr.  Mitchel,  of  North  Vernon,  Ind.,  is  still  suffering  from  rheuma- 
tism of  the  back  and  spine  to  such  an  extent  that  he  walks  and  stands 
in  a  stooped  position,  being  unable  to  straighten ;  that  he  is  now 
also  afflicted  with  protruding  piles;  defective  vision  and  hearing, 
which  compelled  him  to  resign  his  position  as  postmaster  in  the 
spring  of  1908 ;  and  is  totally  incapacitated  for  labor. 

The  county  auditor  certifies  that  his  records  show  assessed  value 
of  lands,  improvements,  and  personal  property  is  $830. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  certifies  that  his  financial  condi- 
tion consists  of  household  goods  worth  less  than  $100,  and  an  undi-

vided  interest  in  the  house  in  which  he  resides,  worth  not  to  exceed 
$400. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H.R.  X1511.  (Jeorge  W.  Johnson,  aged  about  68  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  K,  Twenty-sixth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers, 
from  August  6,  1861,  to  January  5,  1866,  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  catarrh,  disease  of  rectum,  and  senile  debility. 

He  abandoned  the  prosecution  of  his  general  law  claim  based  on 
catarrh  and  partial  deafness. 

He  sought  the  $15  rating  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  in 
Februarv,  1911,  alleging  that  he  was  born  on  November  16, 1838,  but 
was  unable  to  file  competent  testimony  that  he  had  arrived  at  the  age 
of  70  years  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  his  declaration,  on  Decem- 
ber 9, 1910. 

He  resides  at  Aurora,  Ind.,  and  was  last  examined  by  the  Bolivar 
(Mo.)  board  of  surgeons  on  February  18,  1903,  and  was  foimd  to  be 
afflicted  with  nasal  catarrh  and  impaired  hearing  of  left  ear,  chronic 
diarrhea,  and  disease  of  rectum,  rheumatism  with  one-quarter  loss 
of  motion  in  right  shoulder,  and  general  debility. 

Dr.  Henry,  of  claimant's  town,  states  that  he  is  now  afflicted  with 
hemorrhoids,  chronic  bronchitis,  catarrh,  and  general  debility,  is 
very  feeble,  barely  able  to  be  about,  and  has  psoriasis  on  his  legs  and 
arms,  and  is  absolutely  unfit  for  the  performance  of  any  kind  of 
manual  labor. 

He  owns  no  property  except  household  goods. 

The  facts  set  forth  merit  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per 
month.  • 

H.  R.  11512.  Hester  A.  Snodgrass,  aged  84  veal's,  is  the  widow 
of  Thomas  J.  Snodgrass,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A, 
Eighty-third  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  August  14,  1862,  to  June  1, 
1865,  and  who  died  January  3,  1881,  of  disease  of  the  brain,  the 
result  of  his  military  service. 

The  claimant,  who  married  the  soldier  on  May  6,  1848,  has  been 
pensioned  under  the  general  law  ever  since  the  soldier's  death  and  is 
now  receiving  the  rating  of  $12  provided  by  that  law. 

Claimant  is  a  resident  of  North  Vernon,  Ind.,  and  is  shown  by  the 
statement  of  Dr.  Stemm,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  helpless  as  a  result 
of  asthma  and  the  infirmities  of  age  and  to  require  the  constant  aid 
of  another  person. 

The  Member  who  introduced  the  bill  states  that  he  has  known  the 
claimant  for  20  years ;  that  she  lives  in  his  home  city ;  has  no  prop- 
erty except  household  goods  worth  probably  $200 :  and  depends  upon 
the  aid  of  an  unmarried  daughter  who  lives  with  her  and  assists  her, 
and  is  84  years  old. 

Claimant's  extreme  age,  helplessness,  and  destitution  warrant  an 
increase  of  her  pension  to  $20  per  month. 

H.  R.  11524.  Benjamin  F.  Lemon,  served  as  a  private  in  Company 
E,  Fiftieth  Regiment  Missouri  Infantry,  from  April  7,  1865,  to  Au- 
gust  11,  1866  (one  year  and  four  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
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under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  cm  account  of  im- 
paired vision  and  rheumatism. 

Address,  Hopewell,  Mo. 

Medical  examination,  January  4,  1905,  shows  rheumatism,  varicflee 
veins  of  right  leg,  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye,  and  general  debility. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Yeargain  has  treated  soldier  for  defective  vision,  whiA 
totally  incapacitates  him  for  manual  labor ;  that  he  needs  an  attend- 
ant in  order  to  get  around,  and  there  is  no  hope  fw  any  improvemesit 

Pensioner  swears  that  he  has  no  real  estate  or  other  property,  and 
his  income  is  his  pension.  Two  neighbors  testify  that  he  has  no 
income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  11540.  John  Bonecutter,  about  67  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  E,  Eighty-ninth  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  Au- 
gust 10,  1862,  to  July  19,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  general 
law  at  $12  on  account  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  the  left  forearm  re- 
ceived while  on  guard  duty  at  Fort  Pickering  in  April,  1863. 

Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  December. 
1908. 

He  was  last  examined  on  October  28,  1908,  by  the  Kokomo  (Ind.) 
board  of  surgeons,  which  stated  that  wrist  motion  was  limited  in 
flexion  about  one-half  and  extension  about  15°,  as  a  result  of  the 
wound,  and  that  the  power  of  grasp  of  the  whole  hand  was  con- 
siderably, perhaps  one-half,  diminished,  and  that  his  ability  to  per- 
form labor  was  much  diminished  because  he  had  a  right-sided 
paralysis,  and  that  as  a  result  the  right  hand  and  arm  had  very  little 
power. 

It  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Drs.  Ferguson  and  Plou^e,  of 
Kempton.  Ind.,  the  claimant's  place  of  residence,  that  he  is  now 
totally  disabled  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  an  irregular  heart 
action,  difficult  breathing  and  speech,  and  a  badly  disabled  left  fore- 
arm from  the  wound,  and  the  results  of  a  stroke  of  paralysis  received 
two  years  ago.  and  that  he  walks  only  with  much  difficulty. 

He  owns  no  property  and  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his 
pension. 

His  long  and  faithful  service,  total  disability,  and  destitution  war- 
rant an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.R.I IGIO.  Frances  A.  Francis,  aged  61  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Charles  S.  Francis,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Seventh 
Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from  May  3,  1864,  to  May  23,  18G5  (one 
year). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12.  He 
died  January  31,  1911;  he  and  applicant  were  married  May  27,  1892. 
Evidence  filed  shows  death  or  divorce  of  former  spouses. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Robeson  says  applicant  is  suffering  from  chrcmic  bron- 
chitis, prolapsus  of  bladder,  her  eyes  are  weak  and  in  so  serious  coti- 
dition  that  she  can  not  sew  or  rea^,  and  she  has  chronic  nephritis. 

Other  evidence  shows  she  is  too  old  and  delicate — too  alllicted — to 
earn  a  support;  that  soldier  left  her  no  property  or  income:  that 
she  has  no  property,  income,  or  support  of  any  Kind,  and  is  dependent 
upon  others  for  a  living. 

Applicant  cared  for  and  nursed  soldier  the  last  20  years  of  his  life; 
is  now  old  and  worn  out,  helpless  and  destitute;  and,  with  numerous 
precedents,  it  is  proper  to  allow  her  a  pension  of  $12  a  month. 
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H.  R.  11653.  Jane  A.  Kirby,  aged  66  years,  is  the  widow  of  Stephen 
M.  Kirb^,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Compeny  (},  One  hundred  and 
thirty-ninth  Regiment  New  York  Infantry,  from  May  7  to  August 
18,  1861,  and  from  August  25,  1862,  to  June  19,  1865  (8  years  and  1 
month). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $30,  for  gunshot 
wound  of  right  arm,  rheumatism,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  malarial 
poisoning. 

Soldier  died  April  16,  1902 ;  he  and  applicant  were  married  Octo- 
ber 9,  1870.  She  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  which 
was  denied  October  3,  1903,  on  the  ground  that,  though  aided  by 
special  examination,  it  was  not  shown  that  her  former  husband  was 
d^ad  or  divorced  from  her  when  she  married  soldier. 

Address,  Jamaica,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

It  appears  that  in  1866  applicant  and  Robert  UlifF  married,  and 
that  after  living  together  a  few  months  he  deserted  her.  In  October 
9, 1870,  she  married  soldier,  and  lived  with  him  until  his  death,  April 
16,  1902,  a  period  of  32  years,  during  which  her  first  husband  was 
not  heard  oi. 

Dr.  Herbert  Noble  knows  applicant  to  be  in  such  a  phvsical  condi- 
tion as  to  be  unable  to  earn  her  living;  he  has  attended  her  pro- 
fessionally for  several  years;  she  is  at  present  an  inmate  of  Jamaica 
Hospital. 

Two  neighbors  say  she  worked  for  the  soldier  all  these  years,  for 
he  was  an  invalid  ever  after  the  war.  She  is  now  a  very  sick  woman 
and  in  the  hospital.  She  has  been  sick  and  totally  helpless  for  four 
or  five  years  past,  and  has  been  living  upon  charity,  as  she  is  des- 
titute. 

As  she  lived  with  the  soldier  as  a  devoted  wife  for  32  years,  is 
now  sick,  destitute,  and  an  object  of  charity,  and  was  deserted  before 
her  marriage  to  the  soldier,  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  an  act  of 
deserved  charity. 

H.R.  11707.  Joseph  H.  Shipman,  aged  73  years,  sensed  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  H,  Sixth  Regiment  Provisional  Enrolled  Missouri 
Militia,  from  April  1,  1863,  to  October  31,  1863,  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 

B\r  month  by  reason  of  a  tumor  of  the  right  side  and  disease  of  eyes. 
e  was  unable  to  establish  his  general-law  claim  based  on  a  wound  of 
the  right  side  and  hand. 

The  Ozark  (Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined  him  on 
November  4,  1903,  found  him  afflicted  with  a  tumor  on  right  breast, 
the  circumference  of  same  being  19  inches  and  8  inches  in  diameter 
and  about  5  inches  deep,  and  appearing  to  be  fatty  in  nature,  loss  of 
the  first  and  second  fingers  oi  the  right  hand  at  the  second  distal 
joints,  and  nasal  catarrh. 

Dr.  James,  of  Sparta,  Mo.,  states  that  claimant  is  now  very  feeble, 
is  almost  totally  deaf  in  the  right  ear,  has  rheumatism  in  right  knee 
and  hip,  chronic  gastritis,  and  tumor  on  the  breast  now  20  inches 
in  diameter,  and  that  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  engage  in  any 
manual  labor. 

He  depends  on  his  pension  for  a  support. 
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Prior  to  his  service  in  the  Proyisionai  Enrolled  Missouri  MUitit, 
he  rendered  1  month  and  15  days'  service  in  Company  E,  Gren 
County  Missouri  Home  Guards. 

His  advanced  a^,  total  disability,  and  destitution  warrant  an  in- 
crease of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month. 

H.  R.  11737.  James  H.  Lansbery,  ased  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Third  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
August  22,  1861,  to  August  31,  1864  (3  years  9  days),  and  is  now  t 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  cm 
accoimt  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  piles. 

Address,  Alamosa,  Colo. 

Board  of  surseons,  February  23, 1903,  found  pensioned  disabilities 
and  disease  of  liver,  rheumatism,  loss  of  teeth,  Diliousness,  and  dys- 
pepsia. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  chronic  diarriiea, 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property.  His  peiision 
is  $12  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12019.  Thomas  C.  Snider,  73  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Fifth  Indiana  Cavalry,  from  Aumst  16,  1862,  to 
Jime  16,  1865,  and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from  July  31,  1864,  to 
March  3,  1865,  when  paroled. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15 
per  month,  and  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27. 
1890,  at  $10  per  month  on  account  of  a  gunshot  wound  of  the  right 
foot,  disease  of  the  heart,  and  senile  debility. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $6  per 
month  on  account  of  tne  gunshot  wound  of  the  right  foot,  received 
accidentally  in  October,  1863,  and  this  rating  was  increased  to  $8  per 
month.    Increase  of  pension  was  denied  in  April,  1905. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Grant  City,  Mo.,  and  was  last  examined  by  the 
board  of  siu*^eons  at  that  place  on  March  15,  1905,  and  as  a  resoh 
of  the  wouna  of  the  foot  was  then  found  to  be  lame — there  being 
some  atrophy  in  all  the  joints,  the  muscles,  tendons,  and  nerves  hav- 
ing been  mjured  in  the  course  of  the  ball  and  the  foot  weakened — 
and  was  also  found  to  suffer  from  disease  of  the  heart,  arteriosclero- 
sis, and  nervous  and  senile  debility. 

Dr.  Andrews,  of  the  claimant's  home,  states  that  claimant  is  now 
suffering  from  granular  pharyngitis,  some  bronchial  rales,  organic 
disease  of  the  heart,  some  stiffness  of  the  shoulder  and  hip  joints, 
indicating  a  rheumatic  diathesis,  ankylc^is  of  the  little  toe.  and  some 
atrophy  of  the  right  foot,  and  is  totally  incapacitated  for  performing 
manual  labor  on  account  of  these  diseases. 

His  neighbors  state  that  he  had  been  compelled  to  quit  his  occu- 
pation as  a  blacksmith  several  years  ago,  and  that  he  is  a  poor  man 
without  any  property. 

His  advanced  age,  long  and  honorable  service,  and  his  present 
total  disabilitv  and  destitution  justify  an  increase  of  his  pen^^ion  to 
$24  per  month. 
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H.  R.  12078.  Calvin  Underwood,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Seventh  Regiment  fllinois  Cavalry,  from  December 
11,  1863,  to  November  4,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  imder  the  act 
of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  heart.  He 
was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $2  per  month  on 
account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  and  increased  to  $4  per  month. 

The  Eureka  Springs  (Ark.)  board  of  surgeons,  which  last  exam- 
ined the  claimant  on  July  17,  1901,  found  him  afflicted  with  diaiv 
rhea;  rheumatism,  causing  one-fourth  loss  of  motion  in  left  wrist, 
elbow,  and  shoulder,  and  stiffness  of  fingers,  and  disease  of  heart 
with  dyspnea. 

He  resides  at  Viola,  Mo.,  and  according  to  the  testimony  of  Dr. 
S.  D.  Melton,  of  that  place,  is  totally  disabled  for  manual  labor  by 
reason  of  diarrhea  and  organic  disease  of  the  heart,  and  able  only  to 
do  small  chores  around  the  house. 

He  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pension. 

The  facts  set  forth  justify  an  increase  of  the  soldier's  pension  to 
$30  per  month  to  aid  in  his  support. 

H.R.  12095.  Robert  Marshall,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  G,  Ninth  Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from  July  27, 
1861,  to  August  20,  1864,  and  is  now  a  pensicmer  under  the  act  of 
February  6, 1907,. at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $12  for  gunshot  wound 
of  left  ear  and  left  knee. 

Medical  examination,  December  28, 1908,  shows  wounds  for  which 
pensioned,  deafness,  impaired  vision,  and  was  rated  by  board  of 
surgeons  at  $30. 

Address,  Murphysboro,  111. 

Pensioner  states  that  he  is  now  totally  blind  and  requires  the  con- 
stant care  of  another  person. 

Dr.  H.  H.  Roth,  March  11,  1912,  testifies  that  pensioner  suffers 
from  chronic  catarrhal  condition  of  tlie  lungs;  senile  cataracts,  both 
eyes;  and  senile  debility. 

Dr.  H.  G.  Horstman  declares  that  pensioner  is  blind,  very  deaf^ 
both  ears — is  suffering  from  effects  of  two  wounds  received  in  the 
Army,  and  has  chronic  bronchitis. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  he  has  no  property  of  any  kind  except 
his  pension,  and  that  he  requires  the  constant  care  of  another  person. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  warranted. 


H.R.  12352.  Thomas  R.  Anderson,  71  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  Fifty-third  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  Feb- 
ruary 13, 1862,  to  October  19, 1862,  and  in  Company  I,  One  hundred 
and  forty-third  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  February  9, 1865,  to  Octo- 
ber 17,  1865,  and  is  a  pensioner  imder  the  general  law  at  $14  on 
account  of  disease  of  the  left  testicle  and  nearly  total  deafness  of  the 
left  ear  incurred  during  his  service  in  the  Fifty-third  Indiana 
Volunteers. 

This  rating  was  allowed  to  date  from  November  17,  1910,  the  date 
of  the  certificate  of  his  last  medical  examination,  which  found  him 
afflicted  with  nearly  total  deafness  of  the  left  ear,  severe  deafness  of

the  right  ear,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  and  a  large  hydrocele,  the 
tumor  Demg  8  inches  long  by  6  inches  in  diameter.

Ferguson,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  incapacitated  for  the  performance 
of  manual  labor  by  reason  of  deafness,  rheumatism,  gastric  caUrrt 
and  an  advanced  stage  of  senility. 

It  is  further  shown  that  he  is  a  poor  man,  having  no  means  of 
support  aside  from  his  pension.

H.  R.  12388.  Charles  W.  Price,  aged  68  yeais>  swrved  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Seventh  Regiment  Maine  Infantry,  from  Auf^  21 
1861,  to  December  21, 1861  (4  months),  and  ordinary  seamanTu.S-i 
Colorado^  United  States  Navy,  from  September  19,  1864,  to  August 

22,  1865  (11  months;  total  service,  1  year  and  3  months),  and  isnov 
a  pensioner  under  special  act  at  $40.  Was  formerly  pensioned  at  ^4 
per  month  on  account  of  complete  left  inguinal  hernia,  malarial 
poisoning,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  3,  1909,  describes  serious  disability  is 
result  of  pensioned  causes,  and  he  has  also  slight  heart  trouble  and 
has  rheumatism. 

Dr.  W.  D.  Giddings,  November  27,  1911,  has  treated  soldier  far 
severe  chills  and  fever,  and  at  this  date  has  just  arisen  from  a  month's 
confinement  to  his  bed.  He  is  a  total  wreck  from  malarial  infection: 
has  a  bad  heart ;  his  hands  are  distorted  by  rheumatism ;  can  not  dress 
or  undress  himself ;  his  weight  is  but  107  pounds. 

Under  date  of  April  1,  1912,  pensioner's  wife  testifies  that  his 
health  and  condition  is  rapidly  growing  worse;  that  he  has  not  been 
able  to  sit  up  all  day  for  several  months  and  needs  constant  care  and 
assistance. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  knows  pensioner  has  no  means  of 
support  other  than  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $50  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12438.  Samuel  H.  Hulse,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  printe 
in  Company  E,  Tenth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers,  from  MarA 

23,  1864,  to  June  9,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart 
stomach,  liver,  spleen,  and  rectum. 

He  has  never  sought  pension  under  the  general  law.  He  was  last 
examined  20  years  ago  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  chronic  peri- 
carditis, enlargement  of  liver  and  spleen,  lumbago,  and  two  inflamed 
and  ulcerated  mternal  piles. 

He  resides  at  Barry  ville,  N.  Y.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of 
Dr.  F.  I.  Smith,  of  Shohola,  Pa.,  to  be  now  suffering  from  disease  ot 
heart,  stomach,  liver,  spleen,  and  rectum,  and  from  rheumatian  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  require  aid  in  dressing,  his  ri^t  hand  bd^ 
crippled  and  practically  of  no  use  to  him  and  the  left  thumb  remow 
He  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pension- 
On  account  of  his  helplessness  and  destitution  an  increase  of  hi^ 
pension  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended.

H.  R.  12452.  William  M.  King,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  One  hundred  and  sixty-seventh  Regiment  Ohio 
National  Guard  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864,  to  September  8,  1864 
(four  months  and  six  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  undwr  the  act  of 
Frf)ruary  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  left  inguinal  hernia,  loss  of  vision  of  right 
eye,  and  eczema. 

Address,  17  Grant  Place,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  5,  1907,  found  impaired  vision,  slight 
hernia,  slightly  impaired  hearing,  eczema,  and  loss  of  teeth. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  practically  a 
complete  loss  of  eyesight,  and  his  hearing  is  very  much  impaired. 
The  applicant  has  to  be  led  around  when  he  ventures  on  the  street. 

The  applicant  has  no  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed;  he  has  a 
pension  of  $12  a  month. 

In  view  of  the  distressing  blindness  of  this  soldier,  an  increase  to 
$30  a  month  is  strongly  recommended. 

H.  R.  12509.  Henry  D.  Jordan,  aged  80  years,  served  as  a  first 
sergeant  in  Company  A,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Vermont  Volimteers, 
from  November  4,  1863,  to  April  12,  1865,  and  was  formerly  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  general  law  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  chronic 
diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  and  an  injury  to  the  gi-eat  toe  of  right 
foot  His  pension  was  increased  to  ^4  per  month  by  virtue  of  a 
special  act  of  Congress  approved  June  29,  1906,  upon  proof  that  he 
was  a  retired  minister,  in  very  poor  health,  old,  and  unable  to  do  any 
manual  labor,  and  poor,  his  wife  being  compelled  to  take  boarders 
to  help  in  meeting  their  current  expenses. 

He  IS  a  resident  of  Albion,  Mich.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Abbott  to  be  now  suffering  from  degeneration  of  the  spinal 
cord,  to  have  a  cataract  in  each  eye,  and  to  be  unable  to  recognize 
his  rriends  except  by  form ;  to  walk  in  an  uncertain,  shuffliujg  way, 
hanging  onto  furniture,  or  leaning  on  some  one  for  support,  his  boay 
bent  forward  20°;  to  be  altogether  in  a  pitiable  plight,  and  to  re- 
quire the  constant  care  of  an  attendant.  He  owns  the  home  in  which 
he  lives  and  a  cottage  at  Bay  View,  Mich.  He  has  no  means  of  sup- 
port save  his  pension  and  aid  from  the  superannuated  preachers' 
fund,  which  last  year  amounted  to  $184. 

Pensioner  is  utterly  helpless  and  had  a  creditable  service,  and  an 
increase  to  $36  is  justified. 

H.R.  12567.  Rebecca  J.  Shy,  72  years  of  age,  is  the  widow  of 
Andrew  Shy,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Sixty-third 
Kegiment  Indiana  Volunteers,  from  August  19,  1862,  to  June  21, 
I860,  and  who  died  April  14,  1907,  fi-om  disease  of  the  liver  and 
stomach  while  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $72  per  month 
on  account  of  total  blindness. 

The  claimant,  who  married  the  soldier  on  November  10,  1892, 
sought  pension  under  the  general  law,  but  the  same  was  denied  on 
the  ground  that  his  death  had  no  connection  with  the  disability  for 
which  he  had  been  pensioned  and  was  not  otherwise  shown  to  have 
been  a  result  of  his  militarv  service. 
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Her  claim  under  the  act  of  April  19, 1908,  was  also  rejected  on  Ik 
ground  of  her  marriage  to  the  soldier  subsequent  to  June  27, 1890. 

She  is  a  resident  of  Westfield,  Ind.,  and  is  a  sufferer  from  rheama- 
tism  affecting  her  left  lower  limb  so  that  she  can  hardly  get  around: 
has  no  property  except  household  soods,  and  no  means  of  support 
except  the  contributions  of  her  children. 

Inasmuch  as  the  claimant  married  the  s<ddier  soon  after  June  27, 
1890,  and  was  his  wife  for  15  years,  and  is  shown  to  be  an  invalid, 
old  and  utterly  destitute,  your  committee  bdieve  iliat  the  require- 
ments of  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  as  to  date  of  marriage  may  veD 
be  waived  in  her  case  and  relief  to  the  extent  of  granting  her  i 
pension  of  $12  per  month  is  therefore  recommended. 

H.  R.  12573.  William  L.  Switzer,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  privite 
in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  ninety-first  Kegiment  Ohio  V<dnn- 
teer  Infantry,  from  February  24,  1865,  to  August  27, 1866  (6  montiis 
3  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  enlarged  prostate,  injury  to 
right  ankle,  and  obesily. 

Address,  3901  Sheridan  Boulevard,  Denver,  Colo. 

Board  of  surgeons  May  25,  1906,  found  age,  rheumatisoDH,  lame 
left  ankle,  disease  of  kidneys,  and  enlarged  prostate  gland. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  rheumatism, 
chronic  prostatitis,  and  cystitis;  it  appears  that  he  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  evidence  is  that  applicant  formerly  owned  an  acre  of  land, 
improved  with  a  brick  house,  but  was  obliged  to  sell  it  <hi  account  of 
its  being  so  heavily  encumbered.  It  appears  that  he  has  no  inccme 
aside  from  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  allowable ;  short  service. 

H.  R.  12575.  William  H.  Paine,  aged  90  years,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Company  F,  Christian  and  Green  Counties  Missouri 
Home  Guards,  from  June  15,  1861,  to  August  15,  1861,  and  was 
formerly  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $15  per  month  on 
account  of  gunshot  wounds  of  both  thighs,  received  in  action  in 
Christian  County  on  July  1,  1861.  Increase  of  pension  imder  that 
law  was  denied  in  June,  1911.  He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act 
of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

Subsequent  to  his  service  m  the  Missouri  Home  Guards  he  served 
in  Company  F,  Fourteenth  and  Eighth  Missouri  State  Militia  Cav- 
alry, from  March  7,  1862.  to  March  31,  1865,  and  was  a  prisoner 
of  War  for  several  months  in  the  fall  of  1864. 

He  was  last  examined  at  his  home  on  May  9,  1911,  having  been 
unable  to  appear  in  person  before  a  board  of  smrgeons,  and  wa:» 
then  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  wounds,  senile  debility,  and  ab- 
sence of  knee  and  plantar  reflexes,  with  all  toes  of  the  right  foot,  ex- 
cept the  great  toe,  so  sharply  and  permanently  flexed  that  walking 
causes  pain  and  stumbling.  The  examining  surgeon  then  further 
stated  that  claimant  walks  in  his  house  by  the  aid  of  a  cane,  but 
can  not  rise  from  his  chair  without  something  to  pull  upon. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Billings,  Mo.,  and  it  is  shown  py  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Brown  of  that  place  that  aside  from  the  disability  arismg

from  the  wounds  he  inciured  neuralgia,  indigestion,  and  finally  lo- 
comotor ataxia  and  resulting  imbecility;  that  he  is  about  90  years 
of  age,  but  his  existence  for  the  last  22  years  has  been  miserable  in- 
deed, and  that  for  the  last  three  years  he  had  not  been  able  to  subsist 
without  the  aid  of  another  person. 

Lay  testimony  filed  shows  that  the  claimant  can  not  take  care  of 
himself  and  that  he  has  no  income  aside  from  his  pension. 

On  accoimt  of  his  extreme  age,  helplessness,  and  utter  destitution, 
and  his  long  and  faithful  service,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $36 
per  month  is  eminently  just  and  proper. 

H.R.  12594.  Susan  H.  Butler,  aged  71  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Henry  H.  Butler,  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  A,  Seventh 
Regiment  Tennessee  Cavalry,  from  August  15,  1862,  to  August  7, 
1865  (3  years). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12. 

He  died  February  8,  1909.  He  and  applicant  were  married  Sep- 
tember 13,  1860,  and  she  is  pensioned  at  $12  under  act  of  April  19, 
1908. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Compton  deposes  that  pensioner  is  unable  to  feed  her- 
self, due  to  shaking  palsy  and  other  troubles,  and  requires  the  care 
and  attention  of  a  constant  attendant,  and  her  daughter,  Joanne 
Butler,  is  confined  to  her  bed,  having  been  paralyzed  in  her  lower 
extremities  since  12  vears  old.  The  other  testimony  by  neighbors 
shows  that  outside  oi  the  widow's  pension  and  chanty  of  outsiders 
there  are  no  means  of  support  for  these  two  pitiable  women. 

An  increase  to  this  "  war  widow,"  who  bore  the  soldier  eight  chil- 
dren and  is  now  old,  helpless,  and  destitute,  is  surely  justified.  Under 
the  rules  and  practice,  for  the  care  of  herself  and  soldier's  daughter, 
an  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12632.  James  Teller,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Fiftv-sixth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers,  irom  Jan- 
uary 4,  1864,  to  October  17,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
general  law  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning  and  a 
hydrocele  of  right  side.  Increase  of  pension  was  denied  by  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  in  June,  1911.  He  resides  at  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  and 
was  last  examined  by  the  board  of  surgeons  at  that  place  on  June 
14,  1911,  and  rated  $17  for  malarial  poisoning,  $6  for  the  hydrocele, 
which  was  6  inches  wide  and  9  inches  long,  and  $10  for  hypertrophy 
and  dilatation  of  the  heart,  with  general  cyanosis  and  djspnea. 

Aside  from  these  disabilities,  he  was  found  to  have  2J  inches  dorsal 
curvature,  arterial  hardening,  an  enlarged  prostate  gland,  and  a 
pterygium  on  both  eyes. 

A  prior  examination,  made  in  September,  1904,  showed  that  vision 
of  the  left  eye  was  reduced  to  2/200,  and  that  with  the  right  eye  he 
could  only  count  fingers  at  10  inches. 

Dr.  Leemon,  of  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  states  that  the  claimant  is  now 
suffering  from  a  hydrocele,  chronic  cystitis,  blindness,  nephritis,  and 
malarial  poisoning,  and  that  his  condition  is  such  that  he  requires 
the  daily  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person. 

He  owns  no  property  and  has  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his 
pension. 
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He  is  worthy  of  the  sympathetic  consideration  of  Congress,  and 
following  precedents  in  like  cases,  an  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30 
per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  12676.  Reuben  H.  Crosby,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry,  and 
in  Company  C,  Third  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry/  from 
July  29,  1862,  to  April  18,  1865  (2  years  8  months  and  19  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month 
on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg  and  resulting  varicose  veins, 
and  disease  of  rectum  and  disease  of  feet. 

Addret^s,  Gardiner,  Me. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  3,  1909,  found  pensioned  causes,  also 
disease  of  heart  and  deafness,  and  rated  at  $24  a  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  valvular  disease  of  the 
heart,  cardiac  asthma,' and  dropsy;  is  unable  to  do  any  work. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension,  and  his  wife  takes  in  washing. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  13024.  Reason  Carrico,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Eightieth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
August  22,  1862,  to  May  18,  1865  (33  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  diarrhea  and  gunshot  wound  of  head. 

His  address  is  Raymondville,  Mo. 

The  medical  evidence  filed  in  case  show^s  that  soldier  is  totally  dis- 
abled for  any  manual  labor  because  of  almost  total  blindness  and 
general  physical  debility,  due  to  age. 

The  lay  testimony  establishes  the  fact  that  soldier  has  no  property 
and  no  income  except  pension. 

,The  last  medical  examination,  made  at  Salem,  Mo.,  on  January  2, 
1907,  shows  tenderness  over  stomach;  bowels  distended;  pile  tumors; 
tectum  prolapses;  vesicles  highly  engorged;  alternating  diarrhea  and 
constipation;  indentation  nearly  1  inch  to  right  of  median  line  from 
gunshot  wound ;  scar  adherent ;  no  sequela  of  gunshot  wound  except  a 
peculiar  eccentricity  or  feeble  mind;  total  blindness  of  right  eye,  due 
to  cataract. 

The  length  of  soldier's  service,  his  financial  destit«tion,  and  serious 
character  of  existing  disabilities  justify  an  increase  of  pension  to  $30 
per  month  and  the  same  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  13059.  Moses  Hensley,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Sixty-sixth  Regiment  Illinois  Volimteers,  from  Novem- 
ber 22,  1861,  to  December  2,  1864,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  age.  He  has  never  applied  for  pension  under 
the  general  law. 

lie  is  a  resident  of  Olney,  111.,  and  when  last  examined  on  April  6, 
1904,  by  the  Flora  (111.)  board  of  surgeons  was  found  to  be  afflicted 
with  enlargement  and  stiffness  of  the  left  knee,  with  inability  to 
flex  the  leg  upon  the  thigh  more  than  half  way,  the  result  of  rheuma- 
tism ;  disease  of  mouth,  a  weak  heart  action,  with  dyspnea  upon  exer- 
cise, and  senility. 
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Dr.  Fritsche,  of  claimaint's  home,  states  that  for  six  months  past 
claimant  has  been  suffering  with  emphysema  of  the  lungs,  is  a  con- 
stant sufferer  from  rheumatism,  can  hardly  walk,  and  during  the 
winter  and  spring  of  1911  has  required  constant  aid  and  attendance. 

The  Member  who  introduced  the  bill  states  that  claimant  lives  in 
his  home  town,  has  no  property  aside  from  a  home,  and  no  income 
except  his  pension. 

An  increase  of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month  is  proper,  by  reason 
of  his  extreme  age,  destitution,  long  and  faithful  service,  etc. 

H.  K.  13086.  Claudius  N.  Martin,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral and  sergeant  in  Company  F,  One  hundred  and  first  Kegiment 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  9,  1862,  to  June  12,  1865 
(2  years  10  months  and  3  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound 
of  left  thigh  and  resulting  atrophy. 

The  applicant  was  a  prisoner  of  war. 

Address,  Marion,  Ina. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  12,  1911,  found  pensioned  cause  and  rated 
at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  indigestion, 
and  colitis,  and  that  his  condition  is  such  as  to  make  it  necessary  at 
times  for  him  to  have  the  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  in  Marion,  Ind.,  and 
that  his  personal  property  will  not  exceed  in  value  $200.  He  now 
receives  a  pension  of  $14  per  month. 

In  view  of  the  soldier's  long  and  honorable  service,  his  being 
wounded  in  service,  his  having  been  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  his  pres- 
ent grievous  physical  disabilities,  an  increase  to  $36  per  month  is 
recommended. 

H.  K.  13197.  Joseph  Funk,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  One  hundred  and  thirty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Na- 
tional Guard  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864,  to  September  10,  1864; 
and  in  Company  F,  First  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
March  3, 1865,  to  September  13, 1865  (total  service,  10  months  and  18 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  stomach,  bowels,  and 
rectum,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  National  Military  Home,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  May  17,  1905,  found  rheumatism,  lumbago, 
disease  of  stomach,  bowels,  and  rectum,  injury  to  left  wrist  and 
spine,  and  debility  from  age. 

It  appears  from  the  medical  testimony  that  the  applicant  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  13306.  James  M.  Childers,  87  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
wagoner  in  Company  C,  Ninth  Iowa  Cavalry,  from  October  26,  1863, 
to  February  28,  1866,  and  is  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month. 
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He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
on  account  of  an  injury  to  the  left  side,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of 
both  legs.  He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  1886  on  ac- 
count of  a  fracture  of  the  ribs,  but  abandoned  the  prosecution  of  his 
claim. 

He  was  last  examined  on  April  11,  1894,  and  was  then  found  to  be 
aflSiicted  with  disease  of  the  heart,  rheumatism,  a  fracture  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  ribs,  dry  eczema  of  both  legs  between  the  knee 
and  ankles,  and  general  and  senile  debility. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Bloomfield,  Iowa,  and  is  shown  by  proof  filed 
with  your  committee  to  be  now  so  physically  disabled  by  reason  of 
age  as  to  require  the  periodical  care  of  his  wife  who  is  also  old  and 
feeble,  and  to  have  no  financial  resources  aside  from  his  pension.  He 
is  a  veteran  of  two  wars,  having  also  served  as  a  private  in  Company 
G,  First  Illinois  Volunteers,  during  the  War  with  Mexico,  rrom 
June  25,  1846,  to  September  7,  1846.  He  obtained  service  pension  as 
a  Mexican  War  survivor  from  January  29, 1887,  to  December  4, 1890. 

His  extreme  age,  helplessness,  and  destitution  warrant  an  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

H.  K.  13307.  Henderson  W.  Poundstone,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  E,  Fourteenth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer 
Cavalry,  from  April  7,  1864,  to  August  24,  1865  (1  year  4  months 
17  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907. 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  left  eye. 

Address,  Delta,  Colo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  14,  1898,  found  disease  of  digestive 
organs,  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  loss  of  teeth,  and  disease  of  left 
eye. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  age,  general 
physical  condition,  and  a  wouna  received  in  April,  1911,  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  2  acres  of  land,  upon  which 
there  is  a  two-room  house,  value  $1,000,  mortgaged  for  $350.  He 
also  has  one  team  of  horses,  value  $200,  mortgaged  for  $85.  Also 
has  household  goods  and  furniture  of  the  value  of  approximately  $50. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  13312.  Theodore  Brown,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  sergeant 
in  the  Twelfth  Independent  Battery,  Ohio  Volunteer  Light  ArtiUery, 
from  June  8,  1861,  to  July  10,  1865  (4  years  1  month  and  2  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart  and  lungs,  pharyngeal  catarrh, 
senile  debility,  and  cancer  of  face. 

Address,  Norwalk,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  6,  1905,  found  rapid,  irritable  heart, 
disease  of  lungs,  pharyngeal  and  laryngeal  catarrh,  senile  debility, 
and  cancer  of  right  temple. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  suffered  a  stroke  of  paraly- 
sis and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  about  $1,000, 
and  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  13322.  Edward  J.  Hummel,  aged  30,  helpless  and  dependent 
child  of  Frederick  Hummel,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  H, 
Thirty-seventh  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  September 
29,  1861,  to  Auffust  7,  1865  (3  years  and  10  months),  and  is  not  now 
a  pensioner  under  any  act. 

Address,  Wapakoneta,  Ohio. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  a  month. 
No  one  now  pensioned  on  this  service.  Soldier  died  March  31,  1908; 
he  and  the  mother  of  applicant  were  married  May  13,  1866,  and  she 
died  January  27,  1889.    Applicant  was  born  June  28,  1884. 

Dr.  E.  R.  Freeman,  September  27, 1911,  states  that  the  applicant  is 
an  imbecile,  is  physically  weak,  intellect  weak,  and  is  a  dwarf;  has 
bronchial  trouble;  he  is  unable  to  earn  a  living  or  to  do  manual 
labor;  walks  stooped;  that  he  needs  watching  and  constant  care. 

Other  testimony  shows  he  is  soldier's  child;  has  been  an  imbecile 
ever  since  he  was  5  or  6  years  old;  that  his  brother,  the  guardian, 
has  some  $1,500  or  $1,600  belonging  to  this  imbecile. 

Under  the  circumstances  a  pension  of  $12  a  month  is  allowable. 

H.  R.  13323.  Wesley  Z.  Lewis,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  M,  Fifteenth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Engineers, 
from  September  22,  1864,  to  June  13,  1865  (8  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account 
of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Soldier  was  originally  pensioned  at  $4  per  month  on  account  of 
rheumatism ;  then  at  $6  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  and  finally  (as  at 
present)  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  rheu- 
matism and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Increase  is  claimed  because  the  soldier  has  no  property  or  income 
aside  from  his  pension,  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  manual  labor. 
Medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  in  support  of  the  claim  fully  sustain 
the  allegations  as  to  physical  and  financial  condition  of  soldier. 

The  board  of  examining  surgeons  at  Lima,  Ohio,  on  June  14,  1911, 
in  addition  to  the  pensioned  causes,  found  a  left  oblique  inguinal 
hernia,  which  passes  through  the  external  abdominal  ring  and  into 
the  scrotum. 

A  rating  of  $30  is  warranted  in  this  case. 

H.  R.  13324.  William  H.  Youart,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  One  hundred  and  fifty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Na- 
tional Gruard  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864,  to  September  2, 
1864  (four  months),  and  is  now*  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  kidneys,  heart,  and  rectum;  injury 
of  both  wrists;  disease  of  digestive  organs,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  217  Laurel  Street,  Greenville,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  7,  1904,  found  catarrh  of  bladder, 
disease  of  heart  and  digestive  system,  rheumatism,  piles,  and  disease 
of  rectum  and  resulting  nervous  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  intestinal  catarrh,  with 
diarrhea;  has  myalgia;  suffers  from  the  effects  of  a  severe  fall;  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recommended.     Short  service. 
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H.  R.  13340.  Harrv  Karslake,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  Third  Regiment  New  Jersey  Cavalry,  from  March  25, 
1864,  to  August  1,  1865  (one  year  and  four  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on 
account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  for  rheuma- 
tism and  senile  debility. 

Medical  examination,  December  6,  19M,  reveals  rhemnatism,  dis- 
ease of  heart,  and  senile  debility. 

Dr.  Robert  F.  Macfarlane,  April  18,  1912,  says  soldier  is  suflfering 
from  chronic  arthritis  deformans  and  arteriosclerosis;  the  joints  are 
stiff  and  deformed  on  account  of  calcareous  deposits  around  the 
joints.  He  often  is  in  bed  weeks  at  a  time,  and  when  he  is  up  and 
uses  his  crutches  to  get  around  he  is  liable  to  fall;  did  so  on  one 
occasion  and  broke  his  left  arm. 

Neighbors  say  he  is  helpless  and  can  not  use  his  hands  and  feet 
owing  to  rheumatism;  that  his  old  wife  can  not  Icmger  do  dress- 
making, and  his  only  support  for  both  is  his  pension  of  $15  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  13372.  John  H.  Weaver,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Thirtv-fifth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  January  18,  1865,  to  September  30,  1865  (8  months  and  i2 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$8  per  month  by  reason  of  lumbago,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart 
and  respiratory  organs;  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of 
July  14,  1862,  at  $4  per  month  for  disease  of  chest. 

Address,  Auburn,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  21,  1911,  found  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  and  paralysis.  Board  rated  him  at  $30  per  month.  The  board 
stated  as  follows: 

Including  paralysis,  this  elaiumut  is  totally  and  permanently  disabled  and 
helpless;  that  he  requires  the  regular  |>ersonal  aid  and  attendance  of  another 
person. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  an  attendant  all  the  time. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  a  joint  owner,  with  his  wife, 
of  a  home,  and  that  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended,  in  view  of  the  helpless 
condition  of  applicant,  as  shown  by  and  recommended  by  boai-d 
of  surgeons, 

H.  R.  13424.  Horatio  F.  Bronson,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  I,  Eighty-ninth  Regiment  New  York  Volun- 
teers, from  September  16,  1861,  to  Octol^r  20,  1864,  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$12  per  month  by  reason  of  age.  He  was  originally  pensioned  under 
the  general  law  at  $2  per  month  and  increased  to  $6  per  month, 
disease  of  heart  having  been  accepted  as  a  result.  He  has  shown 
himself  to  be  entitled  to  a  rating  of  $12  per  month  for  these  disa- 
bilities from  July  6,  1910. 
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The  Norwich   (X.  Y.)   board  of  surgeons,  which  last  examined 
him  on  July   6,   1910,   found  him   afflicted   with   rheumatism   and 
hypertrophy  of  the  heart  and  pronounced  him  a — 
used-up  old  man,  with  tremor  of  the  muscular  system  generally  well  marked. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Sidney,  N.  Y.,  and  is  shown  by  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Young,  of  that  place,  to  be  now  suffering  from  paresis  and 
paralysis  of  the  left  side,  particularly  in  the  left  leg,  the  result  of 
three  paralytic  strokes;  to  be  impaired  in  intellect,  suffering  from 
involuntary  urination,  and  to  be  in  a  generally  weak  condition,  and 
to  require  constant  aid  and  attendance. 

He  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  save  his  pension. 

His  extreme  age,  helplessness,  destitution,  etc.,  warrant  an  increase 
of  his  pension  to  $30  per  month. 

H.  E.  13440.  Frank  A.  Higgins,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  First  Regiment  iNew  York  Mounted  Rifles,  from 
August  11,  1862,  to  August  12,  1865  (3  years). 

Address,  Corning,  N.  Y. 

He  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
by  reason  of  disease  of  lungs  and  general  debility.  Medical  exam- 
ination, December  30,  1891,  disclosed  disease  of  lungs,  malarial 
poisoning,  and  general  debility. 

Dr.  Thomas  A.  McNamara,  March  1,  1912,  says  that  in  1906  pen- 
sioner suffered  an  injury  of  right  hip,  which  has  been  followed  by 
atrophy  of  the  right  lower  limb,  which  interferes  with  walking ;  also 
suffers  from  heart  irritability;  he  is  physically  incapacitated  and 
must  depend  upon  others  for  the  necessaries  he  requires. 

Three  leading  citizens  are  positive  that  pensioner  has  no  other 
means  of  support  than  his  pension  and  is  unable  to  do  any  manual 
labor. 

Pensioner  adds  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Con- 
ductors and  as  such  in  time  of  great  need  is  a  beneficiary  of  their 
relief  fund;  that  his  personal  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  13490.  Maud  Johnson,  aged  42  years,  helpless  and  dependent 
child  of  Samuel  Johnson,,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G, 
Twenty-first  Regiment  Pennsvlvania  Cavalry,  from  July  13  to 
December  5,  1863  (5  months).  ^ 

Soldier  never  applied  for  pension;  he  died  January  21,  1885.  He 
and  the  mother  of  this  applicant  were  married  September  2,  1856; 
the  mother  died  December  28,  1889.  This  helpless  child  was  born 
June  18,  1870. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Doyle,  March  16,  1912,  testifies  that  applicant  is  a  con- 
^nital  idiot,  with  cerebral  functions  more  or  less  evolved ;  there  is 
inability  to  work,  to  concentrate  attention,  or  to  walk  correctly: 
is  slovenly  in  walk  and  is  uncouth. 

Her  guardian  is  Ella  Lawrence,  Pottsville,  Pa. 

No  one  has  ever  drawn  pension  on  soldier's  service. 

Neighbors  say  that  this  child  is  helpless,  weak-minded,  and  un- 
able to  take  care  of  herself.  She  has  no  proj>erty  of  any  kind,  and 
is  entirely  dependent  on  others  for  support.     She  requires  the  per- 
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fional  attendance  of  another  person ;  she  can  not  comb,  wash,  or  dress 
herself.     She  is  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  others. 
An  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  proper. 

H.  K.  13546.  James  R.  Anthony,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  D,  Eighty-first  Eegiment  Indiana  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  August  12,  1862,  to  June  13,  1865  (2  years  10  months 
and  1  day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  stomach,  bowels,  and  rectum; 
rheumatism;  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  21,  1905,  found  disease  of  stomach,  diar- 
rhea, disease  of  rectum,  weak  heart,  and  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  double  inguinal  hernia; 
has  an  enlarged  prostate;  suffers  from  attacks  of  vertigo;  has  low 
blood  pressure ;  it  appears  that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant's  r^  and 
personal  property  does  not  exceed  in  value  $300. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  13552.  Anna  Glendening,  aged  78  years,  is  the  widow  of 
George  W.  Glendening,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  E, 
Sixth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Heavy  Artillery,  from  August  31, 
1861,  to  June  13,  1865  (3  years  and  9  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12  per  month. 

Address,  Abilene,  Kans. 

Soldier  was  never  pensioned.  He  died  August  19,  1865.  Appli- 
cant was  pensioned  from  the  date  of  his  death  at  $8,  and  $2  ^ch 
for  two  minor  children  until  they,  respectively,  became  16.  She  was 
increased  to  $12  from  March  19,  1886. 

She  and  soldier  were  married  July  11,  1861.  This  widow  declares 
she  is  78  years  old  and  unable  to  work  for  wages;  that  about  20 
years  ago  her  son,  Charles  G.  Glendening,  became  mentaUy  de- 
ranged and  is  incapable  of  caring  for  himself  (he  was  bom  Sept 
29,  1864),  and  that  she  must  depend  upon  her  pension  and  tne 
generosity  of  friends  and  of  the  public  tob  support  her  and  her  in- 
valid son.  This  statement  is  substantiated  by  two  neighbors;  she 
has  no  other  means  of  support. 

As  a  "  war  widow,"  very  old,  and  well-nigh  helpless  and  destitute, 
she  is  worthy  of  an  increase  to  $20. 

H.  K.  13639.  Abram  A.  Gossett,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  September  10,  1861,  to  July  8,  1862  (9  months  and  28  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14  per 
month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  piles — disease 
of  rectum. 

Address,  Norris  City,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons^  May  23,  1906,  found  endocarditis,  disease  of 
rectum,  and  rheumatism. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  and  disease 
of  heart ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant,  as  a  tenant  in  common,  has  an 
undivided  one-half  interest  m  a  house  worth  about  $850;  he  has  no 
income  aside  from  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.K.  13764.  Adelbert  B.  Crampton,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a 
sergeant  and  first  lieutenant  in  Companies  F  and  A,  Forty-eighth 
Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  November  7,  1861,  to 
Jufy  15,  1865  (3  years  8  months  and  8  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  oi  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of 
chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum  and  stomach,  rheu- 
matism and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Delphi,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  August  10,  1910,  found  chronic  diarrhea,  dis- 
ease of  rectum,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart;  the  board  rated 
at  $24  per  month. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant  is 
totally  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  property  assessed  at  $120; 
this  is  given  in  evidence  by  tne  county  treasurer. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  13896.  Aaron  Teegarden,  73  years  of  age,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  L,  Second  Kentucky  Cavalry,  from  October  29,  1861, 
to  April  7, 1865  (three  years  three  months),  and  is  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  the  rectum  and  heart. 

He  sought  pension  under  the  general  law  in  July,  1889,  on  account 
of  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  the  rectum,  and  rheumatism,  but 
abandoned  the  prosecution  of  his  claim. 

The  soldier  was  last  examined  by  the  Bloomsburg  (Ky.)  board  of 
surgeons  on  May  18,  1898,  and  was  then  rated  $2  for  disease  of  the 
liver  and  spleen,  $4  for  disease  of  the  rectum,  $17  for  loss  of  the 
right  eye,  and  $17  for  tuberculosis. 

He  is  a  resident  of  Ewing,  Ky.  • 

Medical  testimony  is,  in  effect,  that  he  is  wholly  disabled  from 
earning  a  living.    He  is  73  years  old. 

Nei^bors  say  he  depends  solely  on  his  pension  for  support ;  that 
he  has  suffered  the  l6ss  of  one  eye  and  is  partially  blind  in  the  other 
and  can  do  no  labor. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  E.  13992.  Lemuel  Engle,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Regiment  Indiana  Vol- 
unteers, from  February  23  to  September  5,  1865,  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $10  per 
month  by  reason  oi  a  complete  left  inguinal  hernia.  He  was  unable 
to  establish  his  claim  under  that  law  based  on  rheumatism,  diarrhea, 
and  piles,  and  said  claim  was  properly  rejected  in  April,  1899. 

At  the  time  of  his  last  medical  examination,  on  June  9,  1895,  by 
the  North  Vernon  (Ind.)  board  of  surgeons,  he  was  suffering  from 
an  inflamed  and  ulcerated  rectum;  four  pile  tumors,  inflamed  and 
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sensitive ;  the  left  hernia ;  rheumatism,  with  one-fourth  loss  of  mo- 
tion in  right  shoulder  and  left  ankle;  and  total  blindness  of  left 
eye,  due  to  cataract. 

He  appears  to  be  a  resident  of  Vernon,  Ind.,  and,  according  to 
the  testimony  of  Dr.  Hay  den,  of  that  place,  is  now  wholly  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor  owing  to  bronchial  asthma,  neurasthenia,  the 
hernia,  and  the  infirmities  of  age. 

His  total  wealth  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $350. 

An  increase  of  his  pension  to  $24  per  month  is  believed  to  be  war- 
ranted by  the  facts  set  forth. 

H.  R.  14174.  Daniel  R.  Smith,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  M,  Fifteenth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Heavy 
Artillery,  from  January  24,  1864,  to  August  22,  1865  (1  year  and  7 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  liver, 
and  piles. 

The  medical  certificate  of  September  8,  1909,  shows  pensioned  dis- 
abilities entitling  to  above  rate:  also  finds  heart  disease,  as  shown  by 
dilation,  cyanosis,  and  dyspnea,  and  board  describes  varicose  veins 
of  the  calves  of  both  legs. 

Application  for  reissue,  act  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  a  month  re- 
jected November  7,  1911;  not  70  years  old. 

Post-office  address,  Warwick,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  W.  T.  Seeley  testifies  that  pensioner  has  been  a  patient  of 
his  for  the  last  two  years,  and  that  he  suffers  from  Bright's  disease, 
dropsy  of  legs,  arthritic  rheumatism  of  elbows  and  knee  joints,  and 
that  these  three  diseases  combined  cause  to  soldier  to  require  aid  in 
dressing. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  avers  that  pensioner  is  dependent 
on  the  charity  of  friends. 

M.  R.  Green  says  soldier  is  dependent  upon  his  pension  and  aid 
from  his  friends,  has  no  property,  nor  can  he  perform  manual  labor. 

His  age,  service,  and  comparative  helplessness  warrant  an  increase 
to  $30  a  month. 

H.R.  14176.  Margret  Babcock,  aged  73  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Abraham  Babcock,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  F,  Seven- 
tieth Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June  20,  1861, 
to  July  1,  1864  (3  years  and  11  days),  and  was  pensioned  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  for  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart,  rectum,  right  inguinal  hernia  (incomplete),  and  varieote 
veins  of  left  leg. 

Address,  Monroe,  N.  Y. 

Applicant  and  soldier  were  married  November  17,  1858:  soldier 
died  March  26,  1905.    Applicant  is  pensioned  at  $12  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  severe  neuritis  of 
right  arm,  causing  severe  contractions  of  muscles  of  arm  and  hand 
to  a  degree  preventing  the  use  of  the  hand  for  long  periods  of  time: 
also  that  applicant  suffers  from  fatty  heart:  that  from  these  disa- 
bilities she  requires  the  constant  aid  and  attention  of  another  person: 
further  that  these  diseases  are  progressive,  and  she  can  not  penna- 
nently  improve. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  or  i>ersonal  property 
and  no  means  of  support  but  her  pension. 

An  increase 
to  $20  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  14177.  James  H.  Utter,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Battery  B,  First  Regiment  New  Jersey  Volunteer  Light  Artillery, 
from  January  5,  1864,  to  December  16,  1864  (11  month  11  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per 
month  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  liver, 
spleen,  and  piles. 

Address,  Warwick,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  22,  1911,  found  debility,  weak  and  irregu- 
lar heart,  liver  enlarged  and  tender,  diarrhea  and  constipation,  piles, 
chronic  bronchitis,  shortness  of  breath. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  hypertrophy  and  dilata- 
tion of  heart,  chronic  liver  disease,  a  catarrhal  and  subacute  inflam- 
matory condition,  and  fibroid  phthisis,  and  that  he  is  unable  to  per- 
form manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  small  house  and  lot  at 
Greenwood  Lake,  worth  about  $800,  subject  to  a  mortgage  of  $350, 
which  is  occupied  by  applicant  and  his  family,  and  from  which  he 
receives  no  income,  and  that  upon  his  pension  he  depends  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  mortgage  and  obtain  a  living.

H.  R.  14179.  George  O.  Booth,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  Twenty-fifth  Regiment  New  York  Cavalry,  from 
December  31, 1863,  to  June  27,  1865  (1  year  6  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  general  law  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of 
chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum. 

Pensioner's  address,  Grahamsville,  N.  Y. 

Medical  certificate  of  May  26,  1909,  shows  a  bad  condition  of 
stomach  and  rectum  due  to  chronic  diarrhea.  Pensioner  is  feeble, 
emaciated,  and  poorly  nourished. 

Dr.  W.  H.  H.  Hoar  testifies  that  pensioner's  physical  condition 
is  due  to  epileptic  fits,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  senility.  That  he  must 
have  assistance  to  dress  and  undress,  to  attend  to  the  calls  of  nature, 
and  when  he  falls  in  a  fit  he  remains  fallen  until  help  arrives.  His 
left  hand  is  withered  and  helpless,  due  to  an  accident. 

Pensioner  alleges  above  conditions  and  says  he  has  no  personal 
property,  but  has  a  house  valued  at  $1,000,  mortgaged  at  $900. 

AJbert  J.  Erath  bears  testimony  that  soldier  is  dependent  upon 
his  j>ension  of  $17  a  month  to  support  himself,  wife,  and  family. 
His  home  is  valued  at  $1,000  and  mortgaged  for  $900.  Soldier 
requires  assistance  to  dress  and  undress. 

As  in  similar  cases,  following  precedents,  an  increase  to  $36  is 
recommended. 

H.  R.  14378.  Timothy  Donovan,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Maine  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  December  18,  1863,  to  September  19,  1865  (1  year  and  9 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  special  act  at  $24  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  i>er  month  by  reason  of  age;  also  previously  pensioned  under 
act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8,  for  gunshot  wound  of  head. 
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Medical  examination,  June  1,  1904,  discloses  gunshot  wound  of 
bead,  rheumatism,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Lewiston,  Me. 

Pensioner,  under  oath,  November  11,  1912,  says  he  is  totally  blind 
in  left  eye,  due  to  gimshot  wound,  and  partially  blind  in  right  ere; 
that  he  has  no  property,  real  or  personal,  and  is  totally  incapad- 
tated  from  performing  manual  labor. 

These  statements  are  substantiated  by  the  affidavits  of  two  physi- 
cians and  one  layman. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  reconmiended. 

H.  R.  14374.  James  N.  Dennis,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  Second  Regiment,  Illinois  Light  Artillery,  from 
November  1,  1861,  to  August  14,  1865  (3  vears  and  9  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  §15 
per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  at  $8,  imder  act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  senile 
debility,  the  result  found  by  medical  examination  of  Febmanr  -l 
1907. 

Address,  Macomb,  111. 

Dr.  E.  F.  Shrader,  September  18,  1911,  declares  pensioner  is  to- 
tally unfit  for  manual  labor  by  reason  of  chronic  interstitial  nephri- 
tis, general  arteriosclerosis,  and  a  condition  of  the  feet  called  erythro- 
melalgia,  this  latter  trouble  maldng  it  difficult  for  him  to  get  around 
Other  physicians  have  treated  him  for  heart  disease,  neuralgia,  and 
degeneration  of  the  nerves  of  the  leg. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  soldier  has  a  house  and  lot  worth  $600, 
encumbered  for  $550;  that  he  has  no  means  of  support  for  himself 
and  wife  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  reconmiended. 

H.  R.  14435.  George  Livingston,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  Twentieth  Regiment  Wisconsin  Lif antry,  from  Au- 
gust 9,  1862,  to  July  14,  1865  (2  years  and  11  months),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  imder  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month,  for 
catarrh  of  head  and  slight  deafness  of  both  ears. 

Address,  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak. 

The  pensioned  causes  were  shown  in  medical  examination  of 
January  3,  1906. 

Dr.  R.  D.  Jenninffs,  August  2,  1911,  states  that  pensioner  suffers 
from  chronic  catarrh  of  nose,  throat,  and  ears,  weak  heart,  chronic 
rheumatism,  gastritis,  constipation,  cystitis,  and  fracture  of  right 
leg  above  anlde ;  that  he  is  totally  disabled  to  earn  a  support 

Other  testimony  of  comrades  is  that  he  has  no  real  or  personal 
property  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  proper. 

H.  R.  14446.  Commodore  O.  Perry,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  CJompany  B,  Twenty-eighth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  May  22,  1861,  to  June  2,  1863;  and  in  Company  E. 
Fifteenth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  CompanV  E» 
Second  Regiment  New  York  Provisional  Volunteer  Cavalry,  nrom 
June  7,  1863,  to  August  9,  1865  (4  years  2  months  and  12  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  disease  of  heart,  varicose  veins  of  right  leg,  disease  of 
digestive  organs,  and  disease  of  lungs. 
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Address,  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  25,  1901,  found  varicose  veins  of  right 
leg,  disease  of  lungs,  and  incised  wound  of  left  foot. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  bronchitis  and 
edematous  condition  of  legs ;  the  condition  of  the  legs  is  described  as 
very  bad,  and  the  applicant  is  stated  to  be  unable  to  do  manual 
labor.

Board  of  surgeons,  April  16,  1891,  found  loss  of  third  finger  of 
right  hand,  partial  loss  left  index  finger,  and  loss  of  left  leg  below 
knee. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  cardiac  and  general  weak- 
ness, chronic  bronchitis;  his  condition  has  been  aggravated  by  a  frac- 
ture of  the  left  femur  and  a  subsequent  amputation  of  the  leg  below 
the  knee.

Francis  M.  Sutton,  aged  78  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  G,  Fifty-first  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  February  24,  1865,  to  August  31,  1865  (6  months  and  7  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per 
month  on  accoxmt  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor. 

Address,  Bolckow,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  16,  1898,  found  disease  of  eyes,  dis- 
ease of  kidneys,  piles,  diarrhea,  and  rheumatism  and  resulting  dis- 
ease of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  a  helpless  invalid  and  re- 
quires the  constant  attendance  of  another  person. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  two-room  house  and  a 
small  amount  of  household  goods  and  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  montli  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  14544.  Charles  R.  Brown,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  L,  First  Eegiment  Mame  Heavy  Artillery,  from  Jan- 
uary 4,  1864,  to  September  11,  1865  (1  year  8  months), 'and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on 
account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $10  for  chronic  diar- 
rhea and  resulting  disease  of  liver  and  piles,  rheumatism,  and  vertigo, 
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result  of  sunstroke,  which  were  shown  on  medical  examination  Se^ 
tember  4,  1901 ;  also  an  inguinal  hernia  and  impaired  eyesighL

Dr.  E.  J.  Farnham,  January  5,  1911,  has  treated  soldier  for  at- 
tacks of  dizziness,  nausea,  and  vomiting,  hemorrhoids,  and  rigbt 
inguinal  hernia.

Pensioner  has  no  real  estate  and  but  little  personal  property,  is 
no  longer  able  to  perform  manual  labor,  and  has  no  outside  income.

H.  R.  14644.  Charles  G.  Mason,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Companv  E,  Second  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  Heaw  Ar- 
tillery, from  July  30,  1862,  to  July  17,  1865  (3  years  less  13  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per 
month  on  accoimt  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  thigh,  shell  wound  of 
head,  and  disease  of  left  testicle. 

Address,  168  Leete  Street,  West  Haven,  Conn. 
Board  of  surgeons,  August  16,  1911,  found  pensioned  disabilities- 
Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  enlarged  prostate  gltnd 
and  cystitis  and  stone  in  the  bladder;  he  has  diabetes  insipidus. 
Medical  testimony  describes  wounds  above  referred  to.     Applicant 
is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 
An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  14751.  Nannie  K.  Thomas,  aged  43  years,  is  the  widow  of 
AVilliam  B.  Thomas,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  Fourth 
Regiment  Ohio  Cavalry,  from  September  15,  1863,  to  July  15.  15<>5 
(1  year  10  months). 

Address,  R.  F.  D.  No.  1,  Muir,  Ky. 

Soldier  applied  for  pension  December  6,  1892,  but  was  rejected  on 
the  gound  of  no  ratable  disability:  he  died  April  27,  1895.  He  and 
the  applicant  were  married  December  17,  1890.  She  has  never  been 
pensioned.  Their  son,  William  K.  Thomas,  born  October  17,  ISl^^, 
was  pensioned  at  $8  and  $2  from  June  3,  1903,  until  he  became  16. 
October  17,  1909 ;  his  mother,  this  applicant,  was  his  guardian. 

Two  physicians  testify  that  they  have  treated  applicant  many 
times  for  cough,  constitutional  weakness,  etc.;  that  she  is  frail  and 
unable  to  make  a  living.

Medical  examination,  June  16,  1886,  was  based  on  pensioned  cause 
alone.

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aggravated  his  condition;  it  is  difficult  for  him  to  get  around;  and 
he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor  of  any  kind.

George  A.  Taintor,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Thirteenth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Infantry  Vol- 
unteers, from  July  IG,  1801,  to  February  14,  1863  (1  year  and  8 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$17  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  arm. 

Increase  denied  by  Bureau  of  Pensions  October  12,  1911. 

Medical  examination,  September  23,  1911,  rates  as  above;  no  other 
disability  shown.

The  city  assessor  says  that  all  the  property  is  a  lot  of  ground  as- 
sessed at  $1,200,  from  which  no  income  is  derived.  Soldier's  only 
income  is  his  pension. 

Old,  crippled  by  wound,  helpless,  and  with  no  source  of  support 
but  his  pension  an  increase  to  $36  is  justified. 

H.  R.  14900.  Joseph  Hornung,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  L,  First  Regiment  Ohio  Light  Artillery  Volunteers, 
from  July  24,  1862,  to  July  4, 1865  (2  years  11  months  and  10  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age.

Board  of  surgeons,  December  2,  1903,  found  catarrh. 
^  Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  catarrh  of  nose 
and  throat,  ulceration  of  stomach  and  consequent  hemorrhages,  has 
senile  tremor  of  both  hands  and  head,  chronic  hypertrophy  of  pros- 
tate gland,  bleeding  hemorrhoids,  and  rather  frequent  nemorrhages 
from  the  rectum,  and  is  totally  incapacitated  for  manual  labor.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  throat,  heart,  eyes,  and  rectum, 
chronic  diarrhea,  and  injury  of  left  leg.

Board  of  surgeons,  August  8,  1894,  found  pensioned  causes.

Hiram  Budinger,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  One  hundred  and  thirty-first  Regiment  Pennsylvania 
Infantry,  n'om  August  4,  1862,  to  May  23,  1863  (nine  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  severe  deafness  of  both  ears,  locomotor 
ataxia,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Jersey  Shore,  Pa. 

Medical  examination,  July  26,  1905,  shows  the  pensioned  causes.

Address,  Sullivan,  Ind. 

Medical  examination,  February  12,  1908,  disclosed  the  pensioned 
causes,  also  some  disease  of  liver,  spleen,  and  lungs.

Jacob  M.  Neely,  a^ed  71  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Twenty-second  Regiment  Indiana  Infantry,  from  Au- 
gust 15,  1861,  to  August  3, 1862  (11^  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of 
age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  testicles,  re^sult  of  mumps. 

Address,  Martinsville,  Ind. 

Medical  examination,  April  26,  1911,  declares  that  owing  to  disease 
of  testicles,  to  say  nothing  of  his  age,  he  is  completely  incapacitated 
for  labor  of  any  kind,  and  rates  him  $30. 
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Dr.  F.  C.  Kobinson  states  the  left  testicle  is  very  tender  to  touch, 
and  held  firmly  against  the  inguinal  ring  by  a  hard  tender  mass, 
probably  the  result  of  an  inflammatory  process.  Pensioner  has  se- 
vere pains  in  the  region  of  the  first  and  second  lumbar  nerves.  He 
is  corroborated  by  Dr.  F.  A.  Maxwell,  who  considers  pensioner  unable 
to  perform  manual  labor. 

The  county  auditor  certifies  that  he  is  assessed  with  property,  real 
and  personal,  at  $1,860,  and  a  recorded  mortgage  thereon  of  $1,^. 

A  neighbor  testifies  that  this  real  estate  is  worth  $2,500 ;  mortgage 
thereon  $1,200;  he  has  borrowed  $600  and  loaned  out  $2,000.  He  has 
a  widowed  daughter  and  her  two  children  to  support. 

An  increase  U)  $24  is  allowable. 

H.  E.  15387.  Frederick  Bonnet,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Twentieth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  July  9,  1861,  to  December  1,  1862  (17  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account 
of  gimshot  wound  of  left  foot,  and  complete  left  inguinal  hernia. 

The  soldier's  address  is  St.  Louis,  Mo.  He  was  discharged  from 
service  on  account  of  disability,  the  pensioned  causes. 

Increasing  disability  and  advancing  age  are  assigned  as  causes  fw 
increase  of  pension. 

The  last  medical  examination  by  a  medical  board  was  made  June 
27,  1894;  showed  considerable  lameness  from  the  gunshot  wound. 
The  missile  passed  through  the  bones  of  the  foot.  Abo  a  left  scrotal 
hernia;  the  tumor  passes  the  external  ring  and  measures  9  inches 
from  such  ring  to  apex,  and  is  14  inches  m  circumference ;  the  in- 
^inal  canal  is  obliterated,  and  the  abdominal  ring  admits  three 
nngers. 

It  is  thus  shown  that  the  disabilities  are  due  to  service,  and  that 
soldier  is  entitled  to  an  increase. 

A  rating  of  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  E.  15420.  Milton  S.  Lawhead,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a  ser- 
geant in  Company  E,  One  hundred  and  forty-ninth  Regiment  Penn- 
sylvania Infantry,  from  August  13,  1862,  to  Jime  24,  1865  (2  years 
10  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart, 
and  injury  to  left  wrist. 

Prior  thereto  he  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $6  fcwr 
injury  to  left  wrist. 

Medical  examination,  September  1,  1897,  discloses  rheumatism, 
lumbago,  disease  of  heart,  injury  to  left  wrist,  sciatica,  and  general 
debility. 

Address,  Clearfield,  Pa. 

Dr.  S.  D.  Bailey,  December  8,  1911,  assisted  in  an  operation  for 
the  removal  of  pensioner's  appendix;  he  also  had  a  ventral  hernia, 
heart  disease,  thickening  of  left  knee  joint,  and  is  totally  incapaci- 
tated for  manual  labor. 

Soldier  and  his  witnesses  say  he  has  no  money  income  frc«n  any 
source — no  money  in  bank,  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  investments.  He 
however,  owns  two  small  dwellings,  in  one  of  which  he  lives,  its 
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value,  $800;  the  other  he  rents  at  $5  a  month,  ils  value  $300;  it  is 
rented  but  a  portion  of  the  year. 
An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  11.15442.  MUo  Paden,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B,  Thirty-ninth  il^giment  Pennsylvania  Volimteer  In- 
fantry, from  June  12, 1861,  to  December  1, 1862  (1  year  5  months  19 
days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  rectum  and  rheumatism. 

Address,  Marion,  III. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  3, 1897,  found  partial  loss  of  left  hand. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  suffered  the  loss  of  three 
fingers  of  the  left  hand,  and  tne  index  finger  is  drawn  down  and 
almost  completely  ankylosed;  the  muscles  of  left  arm  are  atrophied 
and  not  of  much  use  to  him ;  the  back  muscles  on  the  right  side  are 
atrophied;  he  has  varicose  veins;  both  the  right  and  left  tibia  have 
been  broken ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.

Samuel  N.  Mathews,  aged  78  years,  served  as  a 
wagoner  in  Company  I,  Eighteenth  Regiment  Iowa  Infantry,  from 
July  7, 1862,  to  March  14, 1863  (8^  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  accoimt  of 
age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  for 
Aeumatism,  disease  of  rectum,  senile  debility,  and  disease  of  kid- 
neys, all  of  which  were  shown  in  medical  examination  of  Jime  7, 
1905. 

Address,  Evansville,  111. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Beattie,  February  26,  1912,  reports  pensioner  a  chronic 
sufferer  from  rheumatism  of  the  hips  and  mtemal  piles,  and  that  he 
is  totally  incapacitated  for  manual  labor. 

Dr.  K.  O.  Urban  corroborates  this  statement,  as  does  Dr.  F.  J. 
Meyer, 

Two  neighbors  swear  that  pensioner's  real  estate  consisting  of  a 
small  cottage  is  valued  at  $600,  and  is  mortgaged  for  $450,  and  he 
has  person^  property  to  the  value  of  $500  and  a  pension  of  $15  per 
month. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  K.  15557.  Oscar  F.  Town,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  landsman 
on  U.  S.  S.  Verrrumt  and  Daffodu^  United  States  Navy,  from  August 
81, 1864,  to  July  13, 1865  (10  months  12  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of 
age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  imder  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart,  urinary  organs,  and  rectum, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  52  Dyer  Avenue,  Kiverside^  R.  I. 

Board  of  surgeons,  May  2,  1904,  found  enlarged  prostate  and 
senility. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  as  a  result  of  a  cerebal  hemof- 
rhage,  is  unable  to  do  any  work ;  he  needs  the  constant  aid  and  at- 
tendance of  another  person. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  believed  to  be  entirely  warranted  in 
view  of  the  helpless  condition  of  the  applicant,  needing,  as  is  shown, 
the  constant  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person. 

Daniel  W.  Hickman,  aged  78  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  B,  Thirty-second  Regiment  Illinois  Voluntetf 
Infantry,  from  August  22,  1861,  to  September  16, 1865  (4  years  and 
24  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$24  per  month  on  account  of  nervous  debility  and  partial  paralysds 
of  upper  extremities. 

Address,  Barry,  Mo.    Was  a  prisoner  of  war. 

Board  of  Surgeons,  July  2,  1890,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  so  afflicted  with  paralysis 
agitans  that  he  is  almost  unable  to  feed  himself  and  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  one  old  mare,  blind  in  (Hie 
eye,  one  cow,  one  calf,  a  few  chickens,  household  goods  for  a  three- 
room  house,  all  worth  about  $75,  and  no  other  property ;  it  appears 
that  his  income  is  his  pension.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  by  reason  of  age. 

Address,  Nashau,  Iowa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  11,  1911,  found  paretic  dementia  and 
incompetent  heart,  and  rated  at  $50  per  month. 

Medical  testimony,  under  date  of  January  29,  1912,  found  the 
condition  of  dementia  and  heart  noted  above;  the  patient  is  totally 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  15965.  James  A.  Palmer,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a  corporal, 
also  as  a  commissary  sergeant,  in  Company  H,  Fourteenth  Regiment 
Iowa  Volunteer  Iniantry,  from  October  16,  1861,  to  November  16, 
1864  (3  years  1  month),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6 
per  month  for  rheumatism,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  resulting  piles. 
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Address,  Elgin,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons  May  25,  1904,  found  rheumatism  and  resulting 
disease  of  heart,  chronic  diarrhea  and  results,  piles,  and  catarrh. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  n-om  cystitis  and  must 
use  artificial  means  to  evacuate  his  bladder.  Such  is  his  condition 
from  severe  bladder  disease  that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
Lay  testimony  shows  that  pensioner  possesses  no  real  estate,  but  has 
personal  property  estimated  at  $2,000  to  $2,500,  and  his  net  income 
exclusive  of  his  pension  does  not  exceed  $175  to  $200. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  allowed.

(4  years  5  months  15  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6, 1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8  per 
month  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  Princeton,  Idaho. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  13,  1901,  found  disease  of  dorsal 
vertebra  and  general  debility  due  to  chronic  diarrhea  and  to  old  age. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  valvular  lesion  of  the 
heart,  curvature  of  the  spine,  partial  peripheral  neuritis  of  the  right 
arm,  and  very  poor  sight ;  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.

John  R.  English,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Twenty-third  Regiment  New  Jersey  Infantry,  from 
September  1,  1862,  to  April  15, 1863  (7^  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6  for  injury  of 
right  knee  and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Bergen,  N.  J. 

Pensionable  causes  were  shown  in  medical  examination  of  March 
12,  1905. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Craig  December  1,  1911,  describes  changes  due  to  age 
and  heart  trouble. 

The  village  collector  states  that  the  only  income  of  pensioner  is 
from  his  pension  of  $12  a  month  and  $4  a  week  from  odd  jobs  he  can 
pick  up. 

Others  say  he  has  no  real  estate  or  personal  property,  except  a  few 
household  goods.

Board  of  surgeons,  October  28,  1891,  pensioned  disabilities  and 
dilatation  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  from  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  con- 
junctivitis, cystitis,  disease  of  prostate  gland  and  urethra,  poor 
eyesight,  and  chronic  rheumatic  pains,  applicant  is  totally  disabled 
from  performing  manual  labor.

H.  R.  16116.  Calvin  B.  Castelo,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Fifth  Regiment  Michigan  Cavalry,  from  Novemb» 
10,  18G2,  to  June  20,  1865  (2  years  and  7  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $30  per  month  on  account 
of  disease  of  gimis,  result  of  scurvy  and  impure  vaccination,  and 
resulting  partial  paralysis,  and  rheumatism.  Application  for  increase 
rejected  March  23,  1911. 

Address,  Toledo,  111. 

Medical  examination,  March  9,  1911,  shows  results  of  scutvt; 
three  years  ago  had  stroke  of  paralysis,  which  occasioned  right  hemi- 
plegia, this  side  helpless;  arteries  hardened  moderately;  and  requires 
the  frequent  but  not  constant  care  of  another  person. 

Dr.  H.  Megrath,  April  29, 1912,  testifies  that  pensioner  had  a  stroke 
of  paralysis  five  vears  ago,  totally  disabling  tne  right  side,  and  has 
paresis  of  left  side;  that  he  is  unable  to  button  his  clothes;  and  can 
not  do  manual  labor.

William  J.  Sneed,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  C,  Sixth  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  March  15,  1865,  to  NovemW  5,  1865  (7  months  and  20  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
inonth  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  rectum,  and  tes- 
ticles, and  neuralgia. 

Address,  Herrin,  HI. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  23,  1891,  found  pensioned  causes; 
also  piles. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism  and  lumbago 
and  piles;  has  chronic  liver  trouble;  has  enlarged  prostate  gland. 
It  appears  that  he  is  imable  to  do  manual  labor. 

The  applicant  has  no  property  and  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  16234.  Stephen  J.  Still,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  Second  Regiment  Arkansas  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
April  It,  1864,  to  August  20,  1865  (1  year  4  months  and  3  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  injury  to  right. wrist,  nasopharyngeal  catarrh, 
rheumatism,  disease  of  ifieart,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Tomahawk,  Ark. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  20,  1906,  found  injury  to  right  wrist, 
catarrh,  disease  of  heart,  rheumatism,  and  constipation. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  lumbago  and  a  dislocation 
of  the  ulna  of  the  right  arm,  which  incapacitate  the  applicant  per- 
manently from  doing  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  personal  property  worth 
about  $325  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  16236.  Samuel  L.  Riley,  aged  77  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  H,  Ninety-third  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  20,  1862,  to  June  16,  1865  (2  years  9  months  and  26 
days) ,  was  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6, 1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  right  inguinal  hernia,  disease  of  heart  and 
stomach,  and  senile  debility. 

Was  lormerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8  per 
month  for  disease  of  mouth,  result  of  scurvy. 

Addr^s,  Eureka  Springs,  Ark. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  5, 1906,  found  results  of  scurvy  and 
right  inguinal  hernia. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  stomatitis  and  pyorrhea, 
considered  to  be  the  result  of  scurvy.  He  also  suffers  from  a  large 
right  inguinal  hernia;  has  a  defective  condition  of  feet  and  lower 
limte;  has  dribbling  of  urine  and  cystitis.  The  physician  describes 
the  applicant's  condition  as  pitiable. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

In  view  of  applicant's  long  and  honorable  service,  his  having  been 
a  prisoner  of  war,  his  having  contracted  scurvy — which  in  its  sec- 
ondary form  is  a  virulent  systemic  poison — and  his  grievous  dis- 
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abilities,  an  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  strongly  recommended  by 
the  committee. 

William  Palmer,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  B,  Ninth  Regiment  Ohio  Cavalry,  from  October  15, 
1862,  to  July  20,  1865  (2  years  and  9  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  Feoruary  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month,  on  ac- 
count of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6  for  lumbago. 

Address,  Parkersburg,  W.  Va. 

Medical  testimony.  May  16,  1906,  finds  nasopharyngeal  catairii, 
weak  heart,  lumbago,  and  rheumatism. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Casto,  December  13,  1911,  declares  he  is  suffering  with 
conjunctivitis  of  both  eyes,  enlarged  postate,  chronic  cystitis, 
catarrh  of  nose  and  throat,  lumbago,  weaK  heart,  and  is  totally  in- 
capacitated for  manual  labor. 

Pensioner  and  neighbors  swear  that  he  has  an  aged  wife  to  sap- 
port  ;  that  he  has  no  property  or  income  that  yields  a  support  beyond 
$50  a  year,  save  his  pension.^ 

An  mcrease  to  $30  a  month  may  be  allowed. 

H.  R.  16243.  Norman  D.  McKown,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  ser- 
geant in  Company  B,  Ninth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Infantry,  from 
September  16,  1861,  to  October  5,  1864  (3  years),  and  is  now  & 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month,  on 
account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $14  for  injury  of 
head  and  resulting  vertigo,  for  which  examined  and  found  Sep- 
tember 8,  1909. 

Address,  Spencer,  Ind. 

Dr.  C.  O.  Staats,  January  25,  1912,  testifies  that  pensioner  is  com- 
pletely incapacitated  for  manual  labor;  that  his  hearing  is  very  bad, 
his  eyesight  very  poor,  and  he  is  suffering  from  neuralgia  of  b^rt  or 
angina  pectoris,  and  his  only  support  is  nis  pension. 

Pensioner  and  the  mayor  of  Spencer  te^stifv  that  soldier  has  no 
property,  no  income  or  support  but  his  pension,  and  that  he  can  do 
no  manual  labor. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.R.  16246.  James  R.  Reeder,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  First  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  September  17,  1861,  to  July  8,  1865  (3  years  9  months  and  21 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6.

•qualified  for  any  manual  labor.    He  has  no  mcome  except  his  pension 

and  a  contribution  of  $10  per  month  made  by  his  son.

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  for  rheu- 
matism, catarrh,  and  dyspepsia,  shown  by  medical  examination  of 
August  16,  1905 ;  no  other  disability  shown. 

Address,  Elizabeth,  W.  Va. 

Dr.  O.  J.  Casto,  February  16,  1912,  testifies  that  pensioner  is 
wholly  unable  to  earn  his  support  by  manual  labor  by  reason  of  de- 
fective eyesight,  arterial  degeneration,  weakness  of  heart,  and  in- 
ability to  control  micturition. 

It  IS  also  shown  that  soldier  owns  no  real  estate,  that  his  personal 
property  is  valued  at  $225,  and  that  his  income  from  all  sources  is  his 
pension  of  $12  a  month.

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EL  E.  16485.  Daniel  M.  Fenton,  aged  81  years,  served  as  a  fifer  in 
Company  G,  One  hundredth  Regiment  Indiana  Infantry,  from 
August  15,  1862  to  Jime  8,  1865  (2  years  and  9  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  imder  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $30  per  mcmth 
on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum, 
rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart.

Medical  examination,  July  9,  1910,  rated  soldier  $72,  saying  that 
he  could  neither  walk  nor  stand  and  needed  the  constant  care  and 
attendance  of  another ;  he  was  denied  an  increase. 

Three  physicians  testify  that  in  1909,  owing  to  weak  heart  actioD. 
gangrene  developed  in  left  great  toe  and  it  was  amputated ;  on  April

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  brain,  and  rheimiatism,  and  disease 
of  heart.

Board  of  surgeons,  April  3,  1910,  found  disease  of  nervous  system, 
rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart.

in  ano,  severe  deafness  of  right  ear,  and  slight  deafness  of  left  ear. 

Address,  Bellefonte,  Pa. 

Medical  examination,  February  7,  1912,  shows  pensioned  causes, 
rheumatism  or  disease  of  spinal  cord,  eczema,  heart  disease,  and  en- 
larged prostate,  and  rated  him  $72. 

Dr.  M.  J.  Locke,  January  11,  1912,  states  that  soldier  is  suffering 
from  progL*essive  paralysis,  due  to  thickening  of  spinal  cord,  is  un- 
fitted for  manual  labor,  and  requires  a  constant  attendant.

as  amended. 

Three  physicians  attended  her  when  thrown  from  a  buggy — botb 
arms  broken  and  shoulder  badly  bruised.  This  was  about  two  vears 
ago.    She  is  incapacitated  from  manual  labor  or  dressing  herself. 

There  is  ample  evidence  showing  that  this  widow  owns  2  acres 
of  thin,  rocky  land,  with  an  unfinished  box  house  on  it,  the  whole 
worth  $150;  that  she  has  no  other  property  and  her  income  is  her 
pension  of  $12. 

She  is  a  "  war  widow,"  old  and  helpless,  and  an  increase  to  $20 
is  justified.

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  disease  of  respiratory 
organs,  which  disease  has  progressed  to  a  point  where  applicant  has 
become  unable  to  do  manual  laoor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recommended. 

James  B.  H.  McDaniel,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Regiment 
Illinois  Volunter  Infantry,  from  February  15,  1865,  to  September  5, 
1865  (6  months  and  20  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  unaer  the  act 
of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age.

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $16  a  month  for 
riffht  inguinal  nemia,  complete  and  complicated. 

lie  and  applicant  nad  been  married  January  26,  1892;  hence  she 
has  no  titie  under  act  of  April  19,  1908,  their  marriage  being  subse- 
quent to  June  27, 1890. 

No  claim  for  accrued  pension  has  been  filed. 

Soldier's  first  wife  died  November  27,  1890.  The  soldier  died 
April  4,  1911. 

The  clerk  of  the  county  court  certifies  that  this  widow  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  county  home  March  21,  1906,  and  has  been  continu- 
ously a  resident  since. 
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Other  testimony  shows  she  is  absolutely  helpless  and  destitute; 
owns  no  property  whatever.  She  can  not  dress  or  undress  herself 
or  comb  her  hair.

Stephen  H.  Clayton,  aged  82  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  F,  Sixth  Eegiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  September  21, 1862,  to  July  26, 1865  (34  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  nearly  total  deafness  of  left  ear  aod  ^ight 
deafness  of  right  ear. 

His  address,  Lawrenceburg,  Tenn. 

The  facts,  as  shown  by  the  evidence  filed,  are  these:  The  pensioner 
is  of  great  age;  is  totally  unfitted  for  any  sort  of  labor;  is  now 
totally  deaf  in  the  left  ear  and  severely  deaf  in  the  right  ear;  he 
has  no  income  and  no  means  of  support  aside  from  his  pension. 
The  medical  and  lay  evidence  filed  ^ablished  these  facts.

A  rating  of  $36  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  17185.  William  A.  Smith,  a^ed  70  years,  served  as  a  c<a- 
poral  in  Company  K,  Sixteenth  Regiment  Kentucky  Infantry,  from 
February  20,  1864,  to  July  15,  1866  (1  year  and  5  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  special  act  of  February  25,  1905,  at  $24  per 
month.  Formerly  pensioned  at  $12,  under  act  of  June  27,  1890, 
for  bronchitis,  piles,  general  debility,  and  impaired  sight,  shown 
on  medical  examination,  November  17,  1897,  and  wholly  incapaci- 
tated from  earning  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

Address,  Bristol,  Tenn. 

Dr.  Nat.  L.  Dulaney,  April  11,  1912,  says  pensioner  is  practicallj 
blind  from  disease  of  retina,  and  is  unable  to  do  any  work.  This  is 
corroborated  by  Dr.  G.  M.  Peavler,  and  adds  that  his  disease  is  in- 
curable. 

Other  testimony  shows  that  soldier  is  blind,  helpless,  and  with 
no  means  of  support  other  than  his  pension,  and  an  increase  to  $36 
is  allowed. 

James  H.  Kinkead,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Seventy-eighth  Raiment  Indiana  Volunt^  In- 
fantry, from  July  28,  1862,  to  September  6,  1862  (one  month  and 
eight  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Julv  14,  1862, 
at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning  ana  resulting 
disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  Winchester,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  19,  1905,  found  malarial  poisoning  and 
resulting  disease  of  digestive  organs,  including  disease  of  rectum, 
f ourteen-eighteenths ;  and  hernia,  fourteen-eighteenths. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  malarial  poison- 
ing, with  resulting  diseased  condition  of  stomach,  liver,  and  spleen ; 
has  prolapsus  of  the  rectum.  The  applicant  is  totally  unable  to  do 
manual  labor.

Genio  S.  Lawrence,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  musi- 
cian in  Company  D,  Tenth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  April  23, 1861,  to  August  6, 1861,  and  from  September  18, 1861, 
to  September  19,  1864  (total  service,  8  years  3  montns  and  14  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $20  per 
month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  ri^ht  breast  and  severe  deaf- 
ness of  left  ear  and  slight  deafness  of  right  ear,  resulting  in  total 
deafness  of  left  ear  and  slight  of  right  ear. 

Address,  National  Military  Home,  Leavenworth,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  23, 1908,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimonv  is  that  applicant  has  hypertrophy  of  the  heart, 
has  edema  of  the  feet,  has  four  gunshot  wounds,  has  hernia  of  the 
right  side,  is  totally  deaf  in  the  left  ear  and  partially  so  in  the  right, 
and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17277.  Mary  Rothenburger,  aged  43  years,  is  the  helpless  and 
dependent  daughter  of  Jacob  Rothenburger.  who  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  E,  Thirtv-fourth  Regiment  Wisconsin  Infantry,  from 
November  10,  1862,  to  ^September  8, 1863  (10  months). 

Addt*ess,  Lomira,  Wis. 

The  parents  of  this  child  were  married  June  12,  1846;  the  soldier 
died  May  7,  1905;  the  mother  died  March  11,  1910. 

This  child  was  born  April  5,  1869. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  for 
eczema.  The  mother  was  next  pensioned  under  the  same  act  at  $8. 
There  is  now  no  one  pensioned  on  this  service. 

Three  neighbors  testify  that  applicant  has  always  been  incompe- 
tent, and  ever  will  be,  to  make  a  living  by  mamial,  mental,  or  profes- 
sional labor. 

Dr.  P.  F.  Langenfeld  testifies  that  applicant's  left  leg  is  atrophied 
and  that  she  has  been  unable  to  use  it  since  a  small  infant ;  this  leg  is 
6  inches  shorter  than  its  fellow,  and  she  will  never  improve. 

Two  other  neighbors  swear  she  is  the  daughter  of  the  soldier  and 
of  his  wife  Barbara;  that  she  is  perfectly  helpless,  and  since  tie 
death  of  her  parents  has  been  living  on  the  charity  of  friends  and 
relatives. 

In  the  light  of  numerous  precedents,  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month 
naay  be  made. 

H.  R.  17290.  Orlando  P.  Brennesholtz,  aged  71  years,  served  as 
first  lidhtenant  in  Company  A  and  as  captain  in  Companv  I,  One 
hundred  and  twenty-eighth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
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from  November  23, 1863,  to  April  10, 1866  (28^  months),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  chest  and  abdominal 
viscera,  and  general  debility. 

His  post-office  address  is  San  Diego,  Cal. 

The  soldier,  being  now  paralyzed,  is  unable  to  perform  any  labor 
and  has  no  property,  and  his  pension  is  his  sole  means  of  support. 

These  facts  are  clearly  shown  by  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed 
in  the  case. 

The  last  medical  examination  of  soldier  by  a  board  was  made  on 
May  6,  1891,  at  Sleepy  Eye,  Minn,  and  showed  ratings  aggreCTting

A  rating  of  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17291.  Stewart  Wells,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D.  Sixth  Ilegiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  July  6, 1861,  to  December  1, 1864,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot 
wound  of  abdomen  and  gunshot  wound  of  left  foot. 

Address:  Smithfield,  W.  Va. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  18,  1911,  found  that "  this  claimant  is 
so  disabled  from  gunshot  wound  of  foot  and  almost  total  blindness 
as  to  require  the  regular  attendance  of  another  person,  and  is  entitled 
to  $50  per  month." 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  wounds  and 
cataract  of  eyes,  is  totally  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  personal  prop^i^y  of  the 
value  of  $230,  and  that  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $40  a  month  is  warranted.

He  is  now  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17  for  gunshot 
wound  of  right  arm,  with  resulting  ankylosis  of  elbow  joint.

Medical  examination,  March  8,  1905,  shows  wound  of  right  arm 
and  senility. 

Dr.  J.  F.  O'Connor,  December  11,  1911,  describes  pensioner  suffer- 
ing from  his  wound,  asthma,  and  believes  he  has  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis, and  that  he  is  incapable  from  working  at  his  trade  of  shoe- 
maker, and  does  not  believe  he  can  earn  a  living. 

Lay  testimony  shows  he  has  no  means  of  support  other  than  his 
pension.

Emma  A.  Jahne,  aged  62  years,  is  the  widow  of  Wil- 
mer  T.  Jahne,  who  served  as  a  private  m  Company  K,  Thirteenth 
Regiment  New  Jersey  Infantry,  and  unassigned,  Tnirtv-third  New 
Jersey  Infantry,  from  June  22,  1864,  to  Julv  17,  1865  (11  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $27.  He  di«i 
February  25,  1904.  He  and  applicant  were  married  October  ML 
1867.  She  is  now  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  as  amended 
by  act  of  April  19, 1908,  at  $12  a  month.

Artillery,  from  December  11,  1861,  to  June  14,  1865  (3  years  and  6 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at 
$12  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6 
per  month. 

Soldier's  post-office  address,  Maquoketa,  Iowa. 

Medical  evidence  filed  in  the  case  shows  that  soldier  is  helpless 
physically,  and  has  been  in  that  condition  for  several  years  past.  He 
requires  constant  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person,  being  para- 
lyzed and  speechless.    He  weighs  approximately  300  pounds. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  soldier  has  no  property  and  no  income 
other  than  pension. 

Medical  board  at  Clinton,  Iowa,  on  Maj  24,  1910,  reported  soldier 
to  be  in  helpless  condition,  due  to  paralysis,  and  that  he  had  suffered 
three  strokes. 

The  committee  believes  that  an  increase  of  pension  should  be 

f  ranted  to  this  deserving  soldier  in  consideration  of  his  long  and 
onorable  service  and  his  present  helpless  and  hopeless  condition. 
A  rating  of  $40  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17433.  John  C.  Doss,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Companies  M  and  C,  Seventh  Regiment  Tennessee  Volunteer  Cav- 
alry, from  July  6,  1863,  to  August  9,  1865  (2  years  1  month  and  3 
days),  was  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  stomach,  and  nervous 
prostration. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4  per 
month  for  disease  of  back,  result  of  scurvy. 

Address,  Bethel  Springs,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  1,  1904,  found  rheumatism,  disease  of  the 
stomach  and  heart,  nervous  prostration,  and  impaired  hearing. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  lumbago,  chronic 
cystitis,  and  cramps  in  his  left  leg. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension.  . 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17509.  Celia  O'Neal  Boothby,  aged  69  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Charles  W.  Boothby,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Twelfth 
Regiment  Maine  Infantry,  from  November  20,  1861,  to  February  5, 
1864  (2  years  and  2  months) . 

Adaress,  529  South  Rondar  Street.  New  Orleans,  La. 
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Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17  for  piles;  he 
died  May  14,  1908. 

His  widow,  the  applicant,  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  April  19, 
1908,  at  $12  from  May  29,  1908. 

She  and  soldier  were  married  February  11,  1869.  Their  son,  Ben- 
jamin C.  Boothby,  a  member  of  Company  B,  Second  LouisiMiia  In-

Board  of  surgeons,  March  22,  1911,  found  chronic  diarrhea  and 
results,  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  deafness  (disability  three- 
fourths  of  normal)  and  is  partially  blind;  it  appears  that  he  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  support  but  his  p>ension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17526.  Eliza  Williams,  aged  73  years,  is  the  widow  of  Conrad 
Williams,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Fifth  Regiment 
New  Jersey  Infantry,  from  August  29,  1861,  to  March  10,  1864  (two 
years  and  six  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $46  for  loss  of 
left  arm  above  the  elbow ;  he  died  February  3,  1905. 

His  widow,  this  applicant,  was  pensioned  at  $8  from  February 
11,  1905,  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  and  at  $12  from  April  19, 
1908.    She  and  soldier  were  married  May  18,  1852.

Dr.  E.  S.  Bull  testifies  that  for  8  or  10  years  past  pensioner  has 
suffered  from  chronic  glaucoma;  three  years  ago  the  left  eye  was 
removed  and  an  operation  performed  on  right  eye,  only  partially 
successful,  and  the  vision  of  sight  reduced  to  counting  the  fingers 
and  distinguishing  large  objects. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  pensioner's  property  is  nothing  and 
no  income  but  her  pension;  that  she  is  almost  blind  and  is  helpless; 
that  unless  helped  will  have  to  enter  some  institution. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  warranted. 

H.  R.  17557.  Fannie  E.  Brown,  aged  60  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Worthington  Brown,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Eighty- 
third  Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from  August  5,  1862,  to  June  20, 
1865  (2  years  and  10^  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  a 
month.     Applicant  is  pensioned  under  same  act  at  same  amount. 

Soldier  died  April  5,  1903 ;  he  and  this  widow  were  married  July 
81,  1866.

An  increase  to  $20  is  warranted. 

H.  R.  17564.  John  H.  Price,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Thirty-third  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  March  3, 1865,  to  July  5, 1865  (four  months  and  two  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month 
for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  dyspepsia  and  piles. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  tne  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  by  reason  of  age. 

Address,  Laketon,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  25,  1911,  found  piles,  diarrhea,  disease 
of  heart,  enlarged  prostate,  disease  of  kidneys,  and  muscuhir  rheuma- 
tism. 

Medical  testimcmy  is  that  applicant  has  severe  diarrhea,  so  that 
it  is  frequently  necessary  for  him,  by  reason  of  weakness,  to  have 
an  attendant;  he  frequently  has  attacks  of  vomiting  and  straining, 
causing  the  piles  to  protrude  from  the  rectum  so  that  the  bowels 
must  be  returned  by  hand  after  each  stool.  The  applicant  has  muscu- 
lar rheumatism  (lumbago),  and  it  frequently  renders  the  patient  so 
helpless  tJiat  he  must  have  an  att^idant  to  care  for  him.

fot,  rheumatism,  and  varicose  veins  of  right  leg,  shown  by  medical 
examination  of  June  17,  1911. 

Formerlj^  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $2  for  gunshot 
wound  of  right  hand.

Dr.  John  Mellor,  January  18,  1912,  has  treated  soldier  for  15 
vears  for  rheumatism,  who  now  has  general  debility,  the  same  keep- 
ing him  from  following  his  usual  employments. 

Neighbors  say  that  age  and  debility  prevents  him  from  earning 
a  living  except  by  a  few  odd  jobs  or  such  light  work  as  he  may  be 
able  to  get;  tnat  he  no  longer  has  a  set  employment;  no  one  is  legally 
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bound  to  support  him;  that  he  has  no  property  whatever,  is  in  very 
poor  circumstances,  and  has  to  depend  upon  his  pension  for  support 
An  increase  to  $80  is  allowable. 

H.  B.  17703.  Francis  C.  Field,  alias  Silas  Mansfield,  aged  73  years, 
served  as  a  4)rivate  in  Company  F,  Second  Regiment  New  York 
Veteran  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  December  22,  1863,  to  November 
8, 1865  (1  year  10  months  and  16  days),  and  is  now  a  pensicmer  under 
the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  rectum,  chronic  diarrhea, 
rheumatism,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Station  23,  Detroit,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  20,  1906,  found  rheumatism,  disease  of 
heart  and  stomach,  chronic  diarrhea,  catarrh,  and  senility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  arteriosclerosis,  with  bron- 
chitis and  asthma,  marked  emaciation,  functional  disturbance  of  the 
heart,  and  chronic  gastritis. 

Three  neighbors  affirm  that  soldier's  pension  of  $15  a  month  is  the 
entire  support  of  himself  and  wife ;  he  has  no  other  means  of  support, 
and  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  on  account  of  sickness. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17715.  Herman  Boedicker,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  A,  One  hundred  and  thiri  Begiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  September  7,  1862,  to  March  14,  1865 
(2  yeai's  6  months  and  7  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of  eyes. 

Address.  Skidmore  Lane,  in  Ninety-sixth  Street,  Canarsie,  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  May  8, 1911,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  totally  blind  in  right  eye: 
can  see  but  little  with  left  eye;  claimant  needs  the  attendance* of 
another  person  when  he  leaves  his  house. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  17765.  William  L.  Whetstone,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  K,  Sixty-third  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  February  1, 1864,  to  July  8, 1865  (1  year  5  months  and 
7  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$12  per  month  for  left  varicocele,  double  hydrocele,  ri^t  hemi- 
plegia, and  senile  debility. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  varicocele  of  left  side  and  hydrocele  of 
both  sides. 

Address,  Bryant,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  2,  1907,  found  pensioned  disabilities. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis, 
from  which  he  is  practically  helpless ;  he  can  not  help  himself  with 
cane  or  crutches ;  has  to  be  lifted  from  his  chair  to  the  bed ;  can  not 
dress  himself  without  help;  has  no  control  of  defecation  and  ^only 
partial  control  of  urination;  for  six  (6)  years  he  has  been  as  help- 
less as  a  child. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 
An  increase  to  $50  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  17852.  Annie  White,  aged  65  jrears,  is  the  widow  of  William 
A.  White,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Seventh  Regi- 
ment Kentucky  Cavalry,  from  June  25,  1862,  to  October  13,  1863 
(1  year  and  4  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $8.  He  died 
March  13,  1903.  He  and  applicant  were  married  October  16,  1891. 
The  accrued  pension  was  paid  to  this  widow.  Her  claim  under  the 
general  law  was  rejected  because  soldier's  death  from  la  grippe  had 
no  connection  with  his  military  service;  and  her  claim  under  act 
of  April  19,  1908,  because  she  married  soldier  subsequent  to  June 
27, 1890. 

Address,  Lexington,  Ey. 

Dr.  Porter  Prather  testifies  that  years  ago  she  incurred  a  broken 
and  dislocated  ankle,  which  badly  deforms  the  leg  and  makes  it 
hard  to  walk,  which  disability  and  a  very  nervous  condition  totally 
disables  her  for  the  performance  of  housework. 

Lay  testimony^  shows  she  has  no  projjerty  and  no  means  of  sup- 
port, but  lives  with  her  children — first  with  one,  then  with  another — 
and  as  they  are  poor  she  is  a  burden. 

Following  precedents  of  a  like  character,  a  pension  of  $12  a  month 
may  be  allowed. 

H.  R.  17943.  Jacob  L.  Kennamer,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  ser- 

Sjant  in  Capt.  John  B.  Kennamer's  company,  Alabama  Scouts  and 
uides,  from  July  1, 1864,  to  May  17, 1865  (10^  months),  and  is  not 
now  a  pensioner  under  any  act. 

Address,  Woodville,  Ala. 

This  company  was  organized  and  employed  in  the  United  States 
service  as  scouts  and  guides  under  the  orders  of  Brig,  Gen.  Granger, 
commanding  the  Department  of  Northern  Alabama,  etc.  The  or- 
gmization  was  never  mustered  into  the  military  service  of  the 
united  States,  and  hence  the  members  of  the  organization  have  no 
title  to  pension.  Congress,  however,  by  act  of  March  3,  1869,  pro- 
vided for  the  pay  of  the  members  of  the  organization  and  recognized 
thdm  as  apart  of  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  during 
the  Civil  War. 

The  claimant,  according  to  the  proof  filed  with  your  committee,  is 
73  years  of  age,  and  is  suffering  from  such  bodily  infirmities  as  to 
totaJly  incapacitate  him  for  labor. 

The  proof  further  shows  that  his  only  income  is  from  a  small  farm 
in  Martin  County,  Ala. 

There  are  many  precedents  for  pensioning  the  members  of  the 
organization  named,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  like  relief 
is  warranted  in  this  case.  A  pension  of  $12  per  month  is  therefore 
recommended. 

H.  R.  17981.  C.  M.  Hildabrand,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  M,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer 
Cavalry,  from  April  4, 1865,  to  September  20, 1865  (5  months  and  16 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 
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He  wa«  fonnerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  18^  mt  $8 
per  month  hj  reason  of  injury  of  right  hip. 

Address,  Lewisburg,  Ky, 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  19,  1905,  found  rheumatism  and  disease 
of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  rheumatism  and  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  real  property,  and  his 
personal  property  consists  or  two  horses,  two  cows,  tWo  or  three 
plows,  and  an  old  wagon;  he  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  recommended.    Short  service. 

H.  R.  17993.  James  Sandusky,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  B,  First  Eegiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
July  27,  1861,  to  December  31,  1864  (3  years  5  months  and  4  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Juae  27,  1890,  at  $12  "per 
month  for  injury  of  left  leg,  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye,  and  disease 
of  lungs. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $9 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg. 

Address,  Edmonton,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  15, 1891,  found  gunshot  wound,  injury  of 
foot,  loss  of  eye,  and  disease  of  lungs. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  suffered  complete  loss  of 
si^ht  of  left  eve ;  he  has  asthmatic  trouble ;  has  trouble  from  an  oH 
injury  to  left  leg;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Two  neighbors  testify  that  he  has  no  real  estate  whatever  and 
about  $50  in  personal  property,  and  his  income  is  his  pension  of  $12 
a  month. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.I 8071.  Mary  Florence  King,  aged  54  years,  is  the  helpless 
and  dependent  child  of  Granville  C.  King,  who  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  H,  One  hundred  and  twenty-fifth  Regiment  Illinois 
Infantry,  from  August  8,  1862,  to  June  9,  1865  (2  years  10  months). 
Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $24  for  disease  of 
heart;  his  widow,  the  mother  of  applicant,  was  pensioned  under 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8,  and  at  $12  from  April  19, 1908.  She  died 
January  26,  1912. 

Applicant's  parents  were  married  January  26,  1854;  she  was  bom 
June  12,  1858. 

When  she  was  between  6  and  7  years  old  she  had  an  attack  of 
spinal  meningitis,  which  caused  her  to  become  totally  blind,  and  she 
has  been  so  ever  since. 

Address,  Calhoun,  Mo. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Musick  finds  applicant  totally  blind,  and  from  the  ap- 
pearance of  her  eyes  she  has  been  so  since  infancy. 

Relatives  testify  that  applicant  has  no  property  save  20  acres  of 
rocky,  hilly  land,  worth  not  to  exceed  $8  to  $10  an  acre:  rental  value 
for  pasture,  $5  a  year.  This  is  the  only  income  she  has,  and  she  has 
no  one  to  support  her. 

Following  precedents,  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  proper. 

H.  R.  18111.  George  B.  Kiehl.  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Company  K,  One  hundred  and  seventy-second  Regiment 
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Pennsylvania  Drafted  Militia  Infantry,  from  October  22,  1862,  to 
August  1,  1863  (9  months  9  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the 
act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  diarrhea,  dis- 
ease of  rectum,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Ashland,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  3,  1906,  found  rheumatism,  heart  dis- 
ease^  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  and  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  articular  rheu- 
matism, chronic  nephritis,  and  hemorrhoids;  is  unable  to  do  manual 
labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended.    Short  service. 

H.  R.  18114.  Florence  L.  Latrace,  aged  54  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Isaac  Latrace,  who  served  as  a  private,  unassigned,  Fourteenth  New 
York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  in  Companies  M  and  C,  Sixth  Regiment 
New  York*Hea\'y  Artillery,  from  December  19,  1863,  to  December 
1,  1864  (Hi  months).  Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law 
for  gunshot  wound  of  right  hip  at  $17  a  month.  This  widow  was 
denied  pension  under  the  general  law  on  the  ground  that  soldier's 
death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  not  due  to  gunshot  wound 
of  right  hip,  for  which  pensioned.  He  died  November  11,  1906. 
She  was  also  denied  pension  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  because  her 
marriage  to  soldier,  March  2,  1893,  was  subsequent  to  the  passage  of 
said  act.  However,  the  accrued  pension  due  at  the  soldier's  death 
was  paid  this  widow,  and  her  child  by  the  soldier  was  pensioned 
until  he  became  16. 

No  one  is  now  pensioned  on  this  service. 

Applicant's  address.  Brasher  Falls,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Smith  testifies  that  applicant  is  brdcen  in  health  and 
not  physically  able  to  earn  her  living. 

Applicant  has  a  half  interest  in  a  house  and  10  acres  of  land,  which 
proctuces  only  enough  to  pay  taxes;  it  is  shown  the  value  of  this 
place  is  $1,000;  she  has  no  income. 

Precedent  allows  a  rate  of  $12  a  month. 

H.  R.  18154,  Sanford  D.  Ramey,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Independent  Battery  C,  Pennsylvania  volunteer  Light  Artillery, 
from  March  25, 1864,  to  June  30, 1865  (1  year  3  months  and  6  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15 
per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  nasopharyngeal  catarrii,  disease  of  stomach, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  830  South  Clinton  Street,  Trenton.  N.  J. 

Board  of  surgeons,  September  14,  1904,  round  nasopharyngeal 
catarrh,  indi^tion,  deafness,  weak  heart,  and  nervous  debility. 

Medical  evidence  is  that  applicant  is  by  reason  of  the  results  of  a 
cerebral  hemorrhage  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended.  ^ 
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H.  R.  18265.  David  Slonaker,  ased  73  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Twenty-eighth  Kegiment  Pennsylvania  VoluBtecr 
Infantry,  from  June  21, 1861,  to  July  20, 1864  (3  years  and  29  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  W  reason  of  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart  and  stomach. 

Address,  Mount  Pleasant,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  Octol)er  22,  1891,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  haa  an  attack  of  cerebral 
hemorrhage;  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  the  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  in- 
come but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  18403.  Ellen  Smith,  aged  75,  is  the  widow  of  Alexander  F. 
Smith,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Third  Regiment  lowm 
Infantry  Volunteers,  from  June  8, 1861,  to  July  21, 1864,  when  kiUed 
in  action.  She  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$12. 

She  was  first  pensioned  at  $8  a  month  from  the  date  of  soldier's 
death,  July  21,  1864,  and  $2  eadi  for  three  diildr^i  from  July  25. 
1866,  until  they  severally  became  16;  she  now  receives  $12,  act  or 
April  19,  1908. 

Pensioner  and  soldier  were  married  April  16,  1853. 

We  have  testimony  on  file  to  show  that  ever  since  the  soldieris 
death  the  widow  has  been  unable  to  support\herself ;  that  her  mind 
was  affected  and  enfeebled :  her  children  were  rear^  to  the  ag^  of 
majority  by  the  charity  of  mends.  But  one  of  the  children  survives, 
a  widow  62  years  old,  having  the  care  of  pensioner,  who  requires 
all  of  her  time,  as  the  latter  is  helpless. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  certifies  that  she  has  no  proi>ert7 
whatever  and  is  unable  to  do  anything  for  herself. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  certainly  deserved. 

H.R.  18440.  Milton  Trout,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Fortv-seventh  Kegiment  Pennsylvania  Emergency 
Military  Infantry,  from  June  27,  1863,  to  August  13. 1863  (1  montli 
16  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  18G2, 
at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  varicose  veins  of  right  leg. 

Address,  Canton,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  14,  1910,  found  pensicmed  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  as  the  result  of  apoplexy,  is 
obliged  to  use  a  crutch  to  walk:  can  not  put  on  his  coat  or  laoe  his 
shoes ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  laoor. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant's  wife 
is  in  the  poorhouse,  because  both  the  wife  and  applicant  can  not  live 
on  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  18445.  Benjamin  Coe,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  priyate, 
unassigned.  Eightieth  Regiment  Ohio  Infantry,  from  February  26^ 
1864,  to  May  21,  1864  (86  days),  and  is  not  now  a  pensioner  under 
any  act 

Address,  Coshocton,  Ohio. 
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Soldier's  claim  for  pension,  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  was  re- 
jected— insufficient  service. 

Dr.  Jesse  McClain,  April  25,  1912,  states  that  applicant  suffers 
from  right  infi^uinal  hernia,  which  can  not  be  retained  by  a  truss,  and 
makes  manual  labor  almost  impossible. 

The  county  auditor  certifies  that  there  is  no  property,  real  or  per- 
sonalj  assessed  to  soldier  or  his  wife. 

Neighbors  say  that  his  earning  power  is  so  small  that  he  and  his 
wife  are  in  a  deplorable  condition. 

A  late  report  from  the  War  Department  shows  that  applicant  en- 
listed to  fill  a  vacant  position  as  muscian  in  the  regiment;  also  that 
he  was  discharged  because  too  young  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
soldier,  bv  reason  of  insufficient  physical  development;  the  examin- 
Im  board  were  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  not  more  than  14  years 

An  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  thought  proper. 

H.  R.  19571.  W.  Walter  Branyan,  aged  41  years,  is  the  helpless  and 
dependent  child  of  Robert  H.  Branyan,  who  served  as  a  private  in 
C!ompany  B,  Tliirteenth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Reserve  Volunteer 
Infantry,  from  May  27,  1861.  to  June  11,  1864  (3  years).  Soldier 
was  pensioned  at  $6  under  tne  general  law  for  gunshot  wound  of 
right  hand ;  he  died  April  4, 1884.  His  widow,  mother  of  this  appli- 
cant, was  pensioned  with  four  of  their  children ;  she  died  December 
10,  1907. 

She  and  the  soldier  were  married  April  3, 1859 ;  and  this  applicant, 
their  son,  was  bom  September  24,  18y1  ;  he  was  pensioned  with  his 
mother. 

There  is  no  one  now  drawing  pension  on  this  service. 

Dr.  B.  F.  Beale  testifies  that  applicant  can  not  earn  a  living,  either 
by  manual  or  mental  labor;  the  former  is  negative  bv  reason  of 
paralysis  of  his  left  leg  and  curvature  of  the  spine;  the  latter  on 
account  of  weak  eyesl 

Other  testimony  shows  that  since  early  childhood  applicant  has 
been  a  cripple,  before  10  or  12  years  of  age ;  that  the  extent  of  his  re- 
sources is  a  sixth  interest  in  a  property  valued  at  $1,800  (or  $300). 

An  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  proper. 

H.  R.  18708.  Ellen  E.  Beck,  aged  62  years,  is  the  widow  of  Charles 
W.  Beck,  who  served  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  C,  Fifth  Regiment 
Kansas  Cavalry,  from  August  12,  1861,  to  March  9,  1862  (six  and 
one-half  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20; 
prior  thereto,  under  the  acts  of  June  27,  1890,  and  July  14,  1862, 
the  latter  act  for  rheumatism  (lumbago),  at  $2. 

Soldier  died  June  29, 1910;  he  and  applicant  were  married  Novem- 
ber 24, 1892.  The  date  of  marriage  was  the  cause  of  the  rejection  of 
her  claims  under  the  act  of  April  19,  1908.  Her  claim  under  the 
general  law  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  soldier's  fatal  disease  of 
heart  can  not  be  accepted  as  the  result  of  lumbago,  for  which  he 
was  pensioned. 

Applicant  had  been  previously  married  (September  29,  1868)  to 
Jamee  H.  D.  Ervinston,  who  died  May  10,  1879,  and  was  pensioned 
as  his  widow  until  her  marriage  to  Charles  W.  Beck. 
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Applicant  has  been  paid  the  pension  which  accrued  at  date  of 
Charles  W.  Beck's  death. 

Address,  Decatur,  Iowa. 

Medical  testimony  shows  that  applicant  is  in  very  delicate  health, 
and  confined  to  her  bed  much  of  the  time. 

There  is  much  testimony  to  show  that  applicant  has  been  in  poor 
health  for  years,  has  been  unable  to  work,  possesses  no  real  estate, 
and  no  personal  property  other  than  household  goods  valued  at  $250 
to  $300. 

Applicant  having  been  the  lawful  wife  of  two  soldiers,  and  now 
iii  such  poor  health  as  to  be  unable  to  work,  and  is  without  real  prop- 
erty or  any  means  of  support,  a  pension  of  $12  a  month  may  be 
granted. 

H.  R.  18746.  John  Henderson,  aged  42  years,  is  the  helpless  child 
of  Justus  Henderson,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  D, 
Twenty-fourth  Regiment  Iowa  Infantry,  from  August  19,  1862,  to 
July  17, 1865  (2  years  and  11  mpnths). 

&)ldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12. 

He  died  April  13,  1899.  His  widow,  the  mother  of  this  helpless 
and  dependent  child,  was  pensioned  under  the  same  act  from  May  11, 
1899,  to  January  29,  1912,  when  she  died. 

Soldier  and  his  wife  were  married  Ma,rch  8,  1868.  This  child 
was  born  to  them  February  28,  1870. 

Address,  Severy,  Kans. 

Neighbors  depose  and  say  that  from  his  birth  John  Henderson 
was  and  is  of  unsound  mind  and  unable  to  care  for  himself,  and  his 
mind  never  developed.  His  parents  diedj  leaving  no  property  of 
any  kind  whatever.  His  sister  supports  him  as  she  is  able,  but  can 
earn  but  little. 

As  no  one  is  now  pensioned  on  above  service,  as  the  applicant  (by 
guardian)  is  mentally  incompetent,  and  as  he  and  his  sister,  who 
cares  for  him.  are  poor  and  destitute,  precedent  allows  a  rate  of  $12 
a  month. 

H.  R 18804.  John  H.  Adelmeyer,  a^d  74  jje^rs,  seryed  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  E,  Third  Begiment  Wiscosisin  Volunteer  In&ntir,

Cornelius  W.  Roberts,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  B,  Pike  County  Regiment  Missouri  Home  Guards, 
from  June  17,  1861.  to  Septemhier  2,  1861  (77  days),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  special  act  at  $12  per  month. 

Address,  Bowling  Green,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  19,  1898,  found  disease  of  heart,  in- 
jury to  shoulder,  and  indigestion. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  while  discharging  a  gun,  re- 
ceived a  severe  injury  to  the  right  shoulder;  it  appears  that  he  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  income  of  any  descrip- 
tion. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  19513.  Erminia  Thayer  Carpenter,  aged  67  years,  is  the  for- 
mer widow  of  Morgan  J.  Thayer,  who  served  as  a  sergeant  in  Com- 
pany A,  Fourth  Regiment  Michigan  Cavalry,  from  August  28,  1862, 
to  June  3,  1865  (2  years  9  months).     He  died  May  25,  1866. 

He  and  applicant  were  married  November  10,  1865,  and  she  was 
pensioned  as  his  widow  from  May  25,  1866,  at  $8  to  the  date  of  her 
remarriage,  January  13,  1869,  to  Truman  Carpenter.  Said  Carpen- 
ter died  November  28,  1905. 

Dr.  Fred  O.  Pry  or.  May  7. 1912,  testifies  that  owing  to  her  age  and 
disability  she  is  not  able  to  do  hard  manual  labor.  He  has  treated 
her  for  cystocele  and  rectocele. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  she  has  not  remarried  since  the  death 
of  Carpenter;  that  she  is  absolutely  dependent  upon  her  children 
for  maintenance,  and  has  no  real  estate  or  property;  she  has  no 
source  of  income. 

Address,  Santa  Rosa,  Cal. 

Old,  helpless,  and  destitute,  again  a  widow,  a  pension  of  $12  a 
month  may  be  allowed. 

H.R.  19600.  Perley  Evans,  aged  78  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Tenth  Regiment,  and  Company  G,  Sixth  Regiment, 
New  York  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery,  from  December  22,  1863,  to 
August  24,  1865  (1  year  8  months  and  2  days),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account 
of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14 
per  month  by  reason  of  fracture  of  left  leg  and  chronic  diarrhea. 

Address,  Midland,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  18,  1907,  found  disease  of  heart, 
fracture  of  left  leg,  chronic  diarrhea,  and  right  inguinal  hernia. 
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Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  age  and  impaired 
vision,  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  very  poor,  with  no  income  but 
his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  19631.  Cornelius  McCafferty,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  D,  Second  Regiment  Illinois  Volunteer  Light 
Artillery,  from  September  27,  1861,  to  March  15,  1862  (5  mcmths 
and  18  days).  Discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
cm  account  of  varicose  veins  and  disease  of  heart  and  lungs  and 
general  debility. 

Application  under  general  law  rejected. 

Address,  1308  Linden  Avenue,  Canton,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  4,  1900,  found  varicose  veins,  disease 
of  heart  and  lungs. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  bronchial  asthma  and 
rheumatism,  which  disable  him  from  manual  laboc 

Applicant  states  that  he  has  no  property,  real  or  personal,  except 
his  household  goods,  and  no  income  but  his  pension.  Two  neighbors, 
February  28,  1912,  testify  that  neither  soldier  nor  his  wife  own  any 
property,  but  live  in  a  rented  house ;  that  he  is  too  old  and  feeble  to 
work,  and  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

Age,  inability  to  do  manual  labor,  and  poverty  justify  an  increase 
to  $20 ;  a  higher  rate  is  not  warranted,  owmg  to  short  service, 

H.  R.  19648.  Mary  A.  Sanborn,  aged  77  years,  is  the  former  widow 
of  Albin  N.  Nash,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Ccwnpany  F,  Fifty- 
second  Regiment  Massachusetts  Infantry,  from  September  11,  186'2. 
to  August  14, 1863  (11  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $24;  he  died 
March  16,  1880.  This  applicant,  then  his  widow,  was  pensioned 
under  the  same  law  until  June  5,  1885,  the  date  of  her  remarriage. 
She  and  soldier  had  been  married  on  February  20,  1851.  She  and 
her  second  husband,  Albin  C.  Nash,  were  divorced  January  5,  1894. 
She  then,  on  January  11,  1896,  married  one  Joseph  Sanborn,  who 
died  November  24,  1900. 

Applicant  applied  for  pension  April  27,  1901,  under  act  of  March 
3,  1901,  which  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  divorce  from  her 
second  husband  was  obtained  on  his  application  and  not  upon  hers, 
as  provided  in  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Dr.  G.  A.  Weaver  says  that  applicant  is  in  her  seventy-ninth  year, 
and  that,  owing  to  her  age  and  poor  health,  she  has  not  been  able  to 
do  all  of  her  houseworic  this  winter.  He  and  others  declare  she  has 
no  real  estate,  and  probably  her  household  furnishings  are  worth  $100. 

A  renewal  of  her  pension  at  $12  is  allowable. 

H.  R.  16949.  John  R.  Parmley,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Fifteenth  Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  CavalrV; 
from  November  1,  1863,  to  July  1,  1865  (1  year  and  8  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  catairh.  and  general 
debility. 

Address,  Butterfield,  Mo. 
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Board  of  surgeons,  February  7,  1907,  found  pensioned  causes  and 
bronchitis.    \ 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatic  arthritis  and 
consequent  deposits.  His  right  arm  has  almost  complete  ankylosis 
of  the  elbow  joint.  At  other  parts  of  the  body  he  has  arthritis  de- 
formans ;  is  wholly  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  small  house  and  two  lots, 
valued  at  about  $400,  on  whi(m  there  is  a  mortgage;  his  income  is  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  19650.  James  A.  Miller,  about  64  years  of  age,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  F,  Fourth  Tennessee  Cavalry,  from  April 
4,  1864,  to  June  12,  1865  (1  year  and  2  months),  and  was  a  prisoner 
of  war  from  August  5,  1864,  confined  at  Andersonville,  etc.,  to  April 
28,  1865  (8  months),  when  paroled. 

Address,  Mount  Vernon,  Mo. 

He  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12, 
on  account  of  scurvy,  rheumatism,  and  a  gunshot  wound  of  the  right 
foot 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $2  on  ac- 
count of  disease  of  the  gums  and  general  debility  from  scurvy,  but 
Csion  was  made  to  terminate  September  20,  1882,  the  disability 
ing  ceased  to  exist. 

He  sought  pension  on  account  of  the  wound  of  the  foot,  but  aban- 
doned the  prosecution  of  said  claim. 

The  soldier  was  last  examined  20  years  ago  by  the  Pierce  City 
(Mo.)  board  of  surgeons,  and  was  then  rated  $4  for  scur\'y  and 
results,  $6  for  rheumatism,  and  $2  for  the  wound  of  the  foot. 

It  is  shown  by  the  affidavits  of  Drs.  Harris  and  Roseberry,  of 
Mount  Vernon,  Mo.,  that  the  claimant  is  still  afflicted  with  rheu- 
matism, gastro-intestinal  indigestion,  constipation  and  alternating 
diarrhea,  and  afflicted  with  gall  stones,  and  that  the  most  moderate 
attempt  at  manual  labor  brings  on  an  attack  of  biliary  colic,  and  that 
by  reason  of  these  disabilities  he  is  totally  disabled  from  manual 
labor.    This  is  restated  in  affidavit  executed  March  7,  1912. 

He  has  a  small  amount  of  property,  consisting  of  a  farm  of  80 
acres,  but  the  same  is  mortgaged  for  $1,000. 

Pensioner  states,  March  7,  1912,  that  his  farm  is  worth  $2,500, 
with  a  mortgage  of  $1,500,  and  he  owes  $700  besides;  that  his  mules, 
cattle,  and  other  personal  property  is  worth  $545.  His  income  over 
and  beyond  his  pension  will  not  exceed  $50. 

The  Member  who  introduced  the  bill  states  that  he  is  personally 
acquainted  with  the  claimant,  and  knows  that  he  is  unable  to  perform 
manual  labor. 

Some  measure  of  relief,  to  aid  the  soldier  in  his  support,  is  believed 
to  be  justified  bv  the  facts  set  forth,  and  an  increase  of  his  pension 
to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.E.  19658.  Sarah  Brandon  (now  Sweeney),  aged  103  years,  is 
the  dependent  mother  of  John  Brandon,  who  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  F,  Fifteenth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
September  6,  1861,  to  June  30,  1864  (34  months). 

The  claimant's  address  is  Jacobsburg,  Ohio  (R.  F.  D.  No.  2). 
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She  is  i^ensioned  under  mother's  certificate  No.  231914,  as  depend- 
ent mother  of  John  Brandon,  who  died  in  Anderson ville  (Ga.) 
prison  on  June  30,  1864. 

The  claimant's  extreme  age  (103  years)  and  financial  needs  are 
the  causes  for  which  increase  of  pension  is  asked. 

Aside  from  the  son,  J(^m,  who  died  in  prison,  one  son  of  claimant 
was  killed  at  battle  of  Pittsburg  Landing,  April,  1862;  and  three 
other  sons  were  wounded  in  battle.  She  had  five  sons  in  the  Unkn 
Army. 

Her  claim  was  properly  admitted  by  the  Pension  Bureau  at  the 
rate  allowed  by  law  ($12  per  month)  under  act  of  July  14,  1802. 

The  remarkai)le  age  reached  by  the  claimant ;  the  fact  that  two  of  her 
sons  died  in  service  and  three  others  were  wounded ;  the  insufficiency 
of  the  pension  received  by  her  to  maintain  her;  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  law  under  which  she  can  be  adequately  com(>ensated  for  her 
great  sacrifice  during  the  war;  all  these  facts  unite  in  causing  a 
profound  admiration  for  such  a  noble  woman. 

We  recommend  a  rating  of  $50  per  month,  to  aid  her  in  obtaining 
the  necessary  comforts  of  life,  all  of  which  she  so  richly  deserves. 

H.  R.  19665.  Cora  A.  Crist,  ajE^ed  51  years,  is  the  widow  of  James  A. 
Crist,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Twenty-seventh  Kegi- 
ment  Kentucky  Infantry,  from  December  9,  1861,  to  January  10, 
1865  (3  years  i  month).' 

Soldier  never  applied  for  pension :  he  died  April  3,  1907. 

He  and  applicant  were  married  November  10,  1878.  Soldier  hid 
been  previously  married,  July  22,  1866,  to  Elizabeth  A.  Bogard,  in 
Alexander  County,  111.  Applicant's  marriage  to  soldier  was  con- 
summated in  Caldwell  County,  Ky.,  where  she  has  resided  ever  since. 

This  case  was  thoroughly  examined,  and  soldier's  first  wife  from 
whom  he  was  never  divorced  has  completely  disappeared,  no  trace 
of  her  to  be  found.  She  and  soldier  separated  s<»ne  years  after  their 
marriage ;  she  is  reported  to  have  remarried,  but  all  trace  of  her  is 
lost. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Mott,  March  2,  1912,  says  he  was  physician  during  last 
sickness  of  soldier;  he  died  April  3,  1907.  He  and  others  testify 
that  applicant  has  since  remained  his  widow ;  that  she  has  no  prop- 
erty or  any  kind,  and  supports  herself  by  sewing. 

A  pension  of  $12  is  allowed. 

H.  E.  19735.  Philip  McGregor,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  F,  Fourteenth  Regiment  United  States  Colored  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  from  October  1,  1863,  to  March  26,  1866  (2  years  5 
months  25  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  2t,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Pacific,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  17,  1906,  found  pensioned  disabilities. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chrgnic  rheumatism, 
chronic  bronchitis,  and  enlargement  of  the  prostate;  he  is  unable  to 
do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  about  $500.  and 
his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recomihended. 
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H.  R.  19778.  Josiah  Main,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  musician  in 
band.  Third  Brigade,  First  Division,  Twelfth  Army  CorpsJ  and 
Second  Brigade,  First  Division,  Twentieth  Anny  Corps,  from  March 
27,  1863,  to  June  13,  1865  (2  years  and  3  months),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907.  at  $15  per  month  on 
account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 

§er  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  senile 
ebility. 

Address,  Dover,  N.  H. 

Dr.  J.  D.  O'Doherty,*  January  13,  1912,  declares  that  soldier  is 
almost  totally  blind,  sight  of  left  eye  completely  gone  and  right  one 
so  impaired  as  to  be  unable  to  distingiiish  objects,  has  heart  dilata- 
tion, extreme  cystitis,  and  right  inguinal  hernia.  He  is  unable  to 
get  about  without  assistance. 

It  is  shown  that  pensioner  owns  a  place  in  Dover  valued  at  $600, 
mortgaged  at  $400.    This  place  is  his  home. 

Unable  to  furnish  the  necessaries  of  life  for  himself  and  wife,  he 
has  been  assisted  by  the  county  of  Strafford  as  a  pauper.    • 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.E.  19779.  Michael  Dalton,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Sixteenth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Infantry,  from 
July  2, 1861,  to  February  6, 1863  (7  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8 
per  month  bv  reason  of  disease  of  right  testicle  and  gunshot  wound 
of  left  leg,  snown  in  examination  of  December  19,  18^4. 

Dr.  A.  M.  Foster,  February  2,  1912,  has  treated  him  for  chronic 
rheumatism,  chronic  enlargement  of  right  testicle,  chronic  bronchitis, 
and  valvular  disease  of  heart;  he  can  not  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor. 

Neighbors  say  that  when  the  mortgages  on  real  and  personal  estate 
are  paid  he  will  not  realize  over  $500. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.R.  19846.  Herman  K.  Miller,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  ser- 
geant in  Company  H,  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Regiment  Penn- 
sylvania Infantry,  from  August  8,  1862,  to  May  24,  1865  (two  years 
and  nine  months),  and  is  pensioned  under  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $15  on  account  of  age.  He  was  formerly  pensioned  at  $10  under 
act  of  June  27,  1890,  for  disease  of  rectum,  rheumatism,  and  senile 
debility. 

Address,  Bellefonte,  Pa. 

Medical  examination,  November  16,  1904,  shows  pensioned  causes, 
nervousness,  and  senile  debility. 

Dr.  R.  S.  H.  Hayes,  February  7,  1912,  reveals  rheumatism,  slight 
heart  disease,  piles,  is  old  and  feeble,  with  senile  changes  decidedly 
marked. 

Dr.  David  Dale  says  pensioner  has  rheumatism  in  all  large  joints, 
is  suffering  from  bleeding  hemorrhoids  and  heart  trouble,  is  weak 
and  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  states  that  soldier  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 
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He  was  in  Andersonville  Prison  for  10  months. 
An^increase  to  $30  is  warranted. 

H.  E.  19970.  Manford  G.  W.  Tucker,  a^  70  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  C,  Seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers,  from 
April  21, 1861,  to  August  2, 1861,  and  in  Company  H,  Fifth  Begiment 
Indiana  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  August  22,  1862,  to  December  3. 
1862 ;  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability.  Total  service, 
6  hionths  and  22  days.  Now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 
1862,  at  $17  per  month  for  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of 
rectum  and  lumbago. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rec- 
tum, lumbago,  and  injury  to  both  legs. 

Address,  l^ortland,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  27, 1911,  found  pensioned  causes  and 
rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  colitis ;  has  chronic 
diarrhea,  alternating  with  constipation ;  has  piles,  both  internal  and 
external;  has  lumbago,  and  the  muscles  of  right  side  are  shrunken 
and  weakened;  as  a  result  of  these  disabilities  he  is  totally  unfitted 
for  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  means 
of  support  but  his  pension. 

Owing  to  his  having  served  in  two  organizations,  having  been  hon- 
orably discharged  from  both,  the  discharge  from  the  second  organi- 
zation being  on  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  which  accounts 
for  his  short  service,  and  the  further  fact  that  he  is  now  pensioned 
under  the  general  law,  all  warrant  an  increase  to  $30  a  month. 

H.  R.  20033.  Samuel  T.  Wolf,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K,  Fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  June 
20,  1861,  to  July  12,  1865  (4  years  and  22  days).  Discharged  for 
disability,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$12  per  month  for  gunshot  wound  of  left  knee  and  left  hand  and  dis- 
ease of  eyes. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  knee,  rheumatism,  and 
constipation. 

Address,  426  West  Mulberry  Street.  Springfield,  Ohio. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  3, 1908,  found  impairment  of  vision. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  wholly  disabled  for  manual 
labor  by  reason  of  disease  of  stomach,  liver,  and  kidneys,  severe  con- 
stipation,- and  general  debility. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  household  goods  worth  $300 
and  no  other  property  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36'a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  20200.  Amos  E.  Burbank,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  One  hundred  and  ninth  Regiment  New  York  Infan- 
try, from  July  14,  1863,  to  June  13,  1865  (1  year  11  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $30  per  month  for 
gunshot  wound  through  abdomen. 

Address,  Sayre,  Pa. 
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Medical  examination  of  March  24,  1909  (and  bureau  has  declined 
further  examination),  rates  $30  for  results  of  wounds,  including  a 
rifht  inguinal  hernia  as  one  of  the  results. 

Medical  evidence  shows  that  July  17^  1909,  soldier's  right  leg  was 
amputated  on  account  of  gangrene ;  he  is  also  suffering  from  rheuma- 
tism. He  has  no  means  of  support  other  than  his  pension  and  re- 
quires the  services  of  an  attendant 

The  pensioner's  utter  helplessness,  his  poverty,  and  a  service  of 
nearly  two  years,  under  the  rules  of  your  committee,  allow  an  increase 
to  $30  a  month. 

H.  R.  20254.  John  A.  Pierson,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Fourteenth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
November  27, 1861,  to  November  16. 1864  (3  years,  less  11  days),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  oi  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
for  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  rheumatism,  piles,  and  left  inguinal 
hernia. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8- 
per  month  by  reason  of  left  inguinal  hernia. 

Address,  Attica,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  18,  1899,  found  left  inguinal  hernia, 
nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  disease  of  rectum,  rheumatism,  and  disease 
of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,, 
rheumatism,  piles,  and  left  inguinal  hernia,  and  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  20262.  Alvin  M.  Miller,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  first  lieu- 
tenant in  Company  M,  Fourth  Ifeffiment  Ohio  Cavalry,  from  Sep- 
tember 13,  1861,  to  August  7,  1864  (2  years  11  months),  and  is  now  a 
Sensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $17  per  month  for  chronic 
iarrhea  and  resulting  disease  of  rectum,  and  disease  of  lungs. 

Address,  Washington  Courthouse,  Ohio. 

Medical  examination^  October  29,  1902,  shows  the  pensioned  dis- 
abilities and  a  severe  disease  of  heart. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Brock,  February  22, 1912,  has  treated  pensioner  for  pros- 
tatitis, severe  cystitis,  and  often  it  is  impossible  to  void  urine. 

Pensioner  says  he  has  no  property  and  is  supported  by  a  widowed 
daughter.  Other  persons  testify  that  he  has  a  life  estate  in  a  prop- 
erty valued  at  $1,500,  in  which  he  lives  with  his  daughter,  who  is  a 
seamstress  and  supports  him.  He  has  no  other  resources  except  his 
pension. 

A  long  service,  an  advanced  age,  helplessness,  and  poverty  justify 
an  increase  to  $36  a  month.

Two  photographs  filed  in  this  claim  show  the  great  deformity  and 
helplessness  of  the  claimant. 
He  is  without  property  or  income. 
A  rating  of  $24  per  month  is  recomm^ded. 

H.  R.  21088.  Thomas  Overstreet,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  G,  Fourth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Mounted 
Infantry,  from  September  9,  1861,  to  August  17,  1865  (3  years  11 
months  and  8  days) ;  was  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of 
chronic  diarrhea  and  resulting  hemorrhoids. 

Address,  Leon,  Kans. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  6,  1905,  found  diarrhea,  piles,  and 
disease  of  rectum,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  diarrhea  and  re- 
sulting hemorrhoids ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  half  interest  in  his  home, 
and  has  no  other  property ;  he  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  21102.  Fountain  D.  Plummer,  aged  63  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  K,  One  hundred  and  fifty-second  Regiment  Ohio 
National  Guard  Infantry,  from  May  2,  1864,  to  September  2,  1864, 
and  in  Company  I,  Eighth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
April  6, 1865,  to  July  30, 1865  (total  service,  7  months  and  24  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
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month  for  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  chronic  diarrhea,  disease  of 
rectum,  enlarged  prostate,  and  cystitis. 

Address,  R.  R.  No.  18,  Alexandria,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons.  May  11,  1910,  found  rheumatism,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, and  disease  of  rectum,  heart  disease,  enlarged  prostate,  and 
cystitis. 

Medical  testimony  is  that -applicant  is,  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and 
heart  disease,  unable  to  work. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21112.  Annie  Swayze,  aged  62  years,  is  the  widow  of  Amos  B. 
Swayze,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  Thirteenth  Regiment 
Indiana  Infantry,  from  June  19,  1861,  to  October  10,  1861,  and 
from  January  21, 1862,  to  September  1, 1865  (3  years  and  7  months). 
He  was  pensioned  at  $4  under  the  general  law  for  disease  of  lungs. 
He  died  March  23,  1897. 

Applicant  alleges  that  she  and  soldier  were  married  at  La  Porte, 
Ind.,  April  28,  1873. 

Her  address  is  4149  North  Whipple  Street,  Chicago,  111. 

She  applied  for  pension  both  under  act  of  June  27, 1890^  and  under 
the  general  law.  Both  rejected  after  special  examination  on  the 
^ound  that  claimant  failed  to  establish  that  she  and-soldier  had  ever 
been  married  or  that  her  former  husband,  Michael  Jonas,  was  dead  or 
divorced  from  her. 

A  Member  of  Congress  testifies  that  he  knew  applicant  and  soldier 
from  about  1877  to  1886,  during  which  period  they  were  known  as 
man  and  wife.  Other  testimony  shows  they  lived  together  as  hus- 
band and  wife  from  the  date  of  their  alleged  marriage  to  his  death. 

Soldier  had  been  previously  married ;  his  first  wife  died  in  1870. 

The  special  examiners  were  unable  to  oUain  any  trace  of  appli- 
cant's first  husband.  One  John  O'Neill  testifies  that  the  first  hus- 
band, Michael  Jonas,  died  at  Plymouth,  Ind.,  about  the  year  1871 ; 
that  he  (O'Neill)  saw  him  dead.  The  special  examiner  throws  doubt 
on  this  aflSdavit,  though  he  did  not  find  O'Neill  to  cross-examine  him. 

Soldier  and  applicant  lived  together  in  the  marriage  relation  for  24 
years,  in  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and  had  four  children, 
all  of  whom  died  of  smallpox  at  Valparaiso,  Ind. 

Testimony  recently  filed  shows  that  applicant  is  in  poor  health, 
unable  to  earn  a  living,  has  no  property  or  income,  and  makes  her 
home  with  a  daughter  and  her  husband ;  she  has  not  remarried  since 
soldier's  death. 

Resolving  all  doubts  as  to  her  marital  status  in  her  favor  since,  if 
not  dead,  her  first  husband  has  been  unheard  of  for  40  years,  and 
both  the  States  in  which  she  and  soldier  lived  recognizing  common- 
law  marriages,  it  is  proper  to  allow  her  a  pension  of  $12  a  month. 

H.  R.  21247.  Laura  V.  Alexander,  aged  56  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Bobert  McClellan  Alexander,  who  served  as  a  second  lieutenant  in 
Company  G,  Fifth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Reserve  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  June  6,  1861,  to  June  11,  1864  (three  years). 
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-  Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $25  for  deafness. 
He  died  July  26,  1911.  He  and  applicant  were  married  March  5, 
1891,  their  respective  former  spjouses  having  previously  died. 

The  accrued  pension  was  paid  her  by  the  Pension  bureau. 

She  has  no  title  under  act  of  April  19,  1908,  owing  to  the  date  of 
her  marriage. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Moor,  March  29,  1912,  declares  that  applicant  suff^s 
from  attacks  of  acute  inflammatory  rheumatism;  also  suffers  from 
prolapsus  uteri. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  that  soldier  left  this  widow  $1,500  life 
insurance,  from  which  was  paid  the  decedent's  indebtedness,  and  the 
widow  realized  only  $210,  Besides  this  she  has  an  interest  hijt  piece 
of  real  estate  of  the  value  of  $600;  also  owns  a  judgment  of  afewat 
$600,  which  is  wholly  worthless. 

There  are  numerous  precedents  to  allow,  under  the  above  ccmdi- 
tions,  a  pension  of  $12  a  month. 

H.  R.  21266.  Erastus  Morgan,  aged  70*  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  First  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  July 
1,  1861,  to  February  15,  1866  (55  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $17  per  month  on  account  of  injury 
of  nose. 

Claimant's  address,  Corvallis,  Mont. 

In  addition  to  partial  loss  of  nose,  for  which  soldier  is  pensioned, 
he  suffers  with  an  exaggerated  case  of  pharyngeal  catarrh,  extending 
into  the  right  eustachian  tube,  and  also  chronic  gastritis. 

Medical  and  lay  testimony  in  the  case  shows  that  soldier  is  in- 
capacitated for  manual  labor;  he  has  nothing  else  than  his  p>ensioo 
to  support  him. 

The  great  disfiguration  due  to  partial  loss  of  nose,  his  distress 
and  annoyance  from  his  disabilities,  his  long  service  are  facts  that 
entitle  this  soldier  to  unusual  consideration. 

Repeatedly  examined  by  different  boards  at  different  dates,  his 
condition  is  shown  to  be  permanent  and  pitiable. 

A  rating  of  $36  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  21297.  John  B.  Thompson,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  cor- 
poral in  Company  G,  Twenty-ninth  Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  August  9, 1862,  to  August  10, 1865  (three  years  and  one 
day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $1T 
per  month  for  disease  of  back  and  eyes  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Jime  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  nasal  catarrh  and  disease  of  back  and  eyes. 

Address,  Hopkins,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  18,  1906,  found  disease  of  back«  dii^ense 
of  eyes,  disease  of  heart,  and  catarrh,  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  catarrh,  affectmg  his  hear- 
ing and  eyesight  very  much;  he  also  has  rheumatism  and  lumbago; 
also  has  heart  trouble  as  a  result  of  rheumatism;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  small  home  and  no  other 
property,  and  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  21316.  Joseph  H.  Duncan,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Fifty- fourth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  September  14,  1864,  to  September  1,  1865  (12  months  less  13 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 

Eer  month  on  account  of  chronic  bronchitis,  catarrh,  and  general  de- 
ility. 

Tfie  soldier's  address  is  Olive  Hill,  Ky. 

In  addition  to  pensioned  causes,  it  appears  the  soldier  is  now  suffer- 
ing with  cataract,  both  eyes.  He  is  almost  blind  and  can  scarcely 
get  around.  He  has  a  small  piece  of  mountain  land,  almost  worth- 
less, where  he  makes  a  home.  He  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  any 
manual  labor ;  he  has  no  income  aside  from  his  pension. 

These  are  the  facts  as  shown  by  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  in 
support  of  the  claim. 

The  board  at  Morehead,  Ky.,  on  July  1,  1908,  found-soldier  suffer- 
ing from  effects  of  jaundice;  multiple  neuritis,  associated  with  rheu- 
matism, general  debility,  emaciation — to  a  degree  to  wholly  disable 
him  for  any  labor. 

A  rating  of  $30  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21377.  Thomas  B.  Chapman,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  H,  Second  Regiment  United  States  Veteran  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  from  March  2,  1865,  to  March  5,  1866  (1  year  and  3 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  3511  Barrett  Street,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  8, 1908,  found  cardiac  dyspnea,  gjouty 
enlargement  of  joints  and  fingers,  digestive  disturbances,  and  senility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  paralysis;  is  unable  to 
labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21380.  Verona  Withans,  aged  66  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Simon  Withans,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Forty-ninth 
Kegiment  Missouri  Infantry,  from  December  28,  1864,  to  June  10, 
1865  (5  months  and  13  days). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $6  for 
rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart:  also  pensioned  previously  $2  under 
general  law  for  rheumatism.  Soldier  died  November  2,  1901;  he 
and  applicant  were  married  December  22,  1867. 

Dr.  W.  P.  Smith,  February  29,  1912,  testifies  that  applicant  is 
badly  crippled  by  reason  of  an  inflammatory  condition  of  right  shoul- 
der of  years'  standing;  the  muscles  have  atrophied  and  wasted  away; 
the  right  clavicle  has  been  removed — removed  when  a  child;  she  is  un- 
able to  do  manual  labor. 

Porter  Jones  and  Rufus  Sheets  testify  that  applicant  has  no  land 
and  no  help  whatsoever  except  her  pension. 

Address,  Truxton,  Mo. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  21385.  James  A.  Buck,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Twenty-second  Regiment  New  York  Infantry,  froia 
June  6, 1861,  to  June  19, 1863  (2  years),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  fracture  of 
left  forearm,  loss  of  left  great  toe,  impaired  vision,  and  senile  de- 
bility, which  disabilities  were  shown  on  medical  examination  August 
10,  1904 ;  also  fracture  of  left  leg. 

Address,  Crescent,  N.  Y. 

Medical  testimony,  February  21,  1912,  shows  that  recently  he  had 
two  toes  amputated  owing  to  necrosis  of  the  bones,  and  probably 
will  be  compelled  to  have  leg  amputated;  that  he  is  a  city  charge  in 
the  hospital;  that  he  is  absolutely  unable  to  perform  any  manual 
labor. 

Comrades  and  neighbors  testify  that  he  has  no  property,  no  in- 
come but  his  pension,  and  is  assisted  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public post. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  warranted. 

H.R.  21386.  Paul  Hirschfield,  alias  Harris  Cohn,  aged  69  years, 
served  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  Tenth  Regiment  New  Jersey  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  from  March  30,  1865,  to  July  1,  1865  (3  months  1 
day),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  eczema  and  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  421  Otto  Street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  8,  1902,  found  eczema,  general  heart 
disease,  rheumatism,  and  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  eczema,  which 
covers  most  of  his  body ;  also  has  asthma  and  weak  heart  and  weak 
kidneys ;  has  general  debility ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  in  very  destitute  circumstances 
and  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $20  a  month  is  allowable. 

H.  R.  21402.  John  A.  Kerr,  aged  63  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  B  (Capt.  Wilson's  company),  First  Battalion  Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteer  Infantry,  from  July  9,  1864,  to  November  14,  1864 
(4  months  5  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27. 
1890,  at  $12  per  month  for  partial  paralysis  of  left  side,  disease  of 
heart,  and  impaired  vision  or  right  eye. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  ^ 
per  month  by  reason  of  affection  of  head,  result  of  sunstroke. 

Address,  Homer  Citv,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  6,  1907,  found  pensioned  cause  and 
affection  of  left  side,  disease  of  heart,  impaired  vision,  and  slight 
deafness  of  left  ear. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  results  of  sun- 
stroke, sight  of  right  eye  is  greatly  impaired,  his  heart  is  enlarged, 
right  ankle  is  enlarged,  partially  ankylosed,  and  tender;  it  appears 
that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  about  $600 
and  his  household  goods;  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 
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H.  R.  21408.  Harrison  Bernard  Taylor,  aged  40  years,  is  the  help- 
less and  dependent  child  of  James  F.  Taylor,  who  served  as  a  private 
in  Companies  A  and  G,  Ninth  Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from 
August  18,  1861,  to  July  9,  1865  (3  years  and  11  months).  Soldier 
was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12.  He  died  January 
22, 1908.  His  widow,  Helen  M.  Taylor,  was  pensioned  from  January 
30,  1908,  until  her  death,  October  1,  1909. 

The  applicant  is  the  child  of  soldier  and  his  first  wife,  Sophia, 
whom  soldier  married  January  8, 1866 ;  he  and  Sophia  were  divorced 
November  14,  1888.  On  November  24,  1888,  he  and  Helen  were 
married.    Sophia  died  March  23,  1893. 

There  is  no  one  pensioned  at  present  on  soldier's  service.  The  ap- 
plicant was  born  October  3,  1872. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Hazel  has  known  applicant  for  20  years,  and  has  attended 
him  for  epilepsy  at  various  times.  He  is  mentally  deficient  and  is 
incurable. 

Since  his  father's  death  his  aunt  Margaret  has  had  the  care  of  him, 
and  neither  he  nor  his  aunt  have  any  means. 

The  evidence  of  relatives  is  to  the  point  that  applicant  has  had  fits 
since  he  was  1  year  old,  which  increase  in  severity  as  he  grows  older ; 
that  he  has  no  property  or  means  of  support. 

A  pension  of  $12  a  month  is  allowable. 

H.R.  21414.  Isaac  Prosser,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Seventy-ninth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volimteer  In- 
fantry, from  March  9,  1865,  to  July  12,  1865  (4  months  and  3  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

Address,  Birmingham,  Ala. 

No  report  from  a  board  of  surgeons  on  file. 

Medical  testimony  by  Dr.  A.  L.  At  wood,  under  date  of  March  13, 
1912,  is  that  applicant  has  been  under  his  treatment  since  1909;  that 
he  suffers  from  attacks  of  malaria  and  chills ;  that  owing  to  his  suf- 
fering from  malaria  and  chills,  together  with  his  age,  the  applicant 
is  incapacitated  from  doing  manual  work  of  any  kind. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property,  real,  i>ersonal, 
or  mixed,  and  has  no  income  from  any  source,  except  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21437.  Henry  B.  Furber,  aged  75  years,  served  as  a  sergeant 
in  Company  H,  Fourteenth  Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  July  21, 1862,  to  Mai:ch  4, 1863  (7  months  and  13  days) ; 
discharged  for  disability;  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatic  arthritis  of 
right  hip  and  hemorrnoids. 

Address,  Tecumseh,  Okla. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  3,  1907,  found  pensioned  causes,  and 
rated  at  $30  per  month.  The  board  also  found  severe  deafness  of 
both  ears. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  piles,  severe  deafness,  dis- 
located hip ;  is  unable  to  put  on  his  clothes. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home,  but  no  income  but 
his  pension. 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  applicant's  comparatively  short  service 
was  due  to  his  being  discharged  for  disability,  and  having  in  view 
the  further  fact  of  his  present  grievous  disabilities,  an  increase  to  J30 
a  month  is  recommended. 

Reubin  Bradish,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Sixteenth  Regiment  Micliigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
December  11,  1861,  to  July  8,  1865  (3  years  6  months  and  27*  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per 
month  on  account  of  disease  of  heart. 

Addre^ss,  Belding,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons,  September  24,  1908,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  heart  disease,  ulceration  of 
bowels,  and  hemorrhoids ;  is  unable  to  do  any  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  $1,000;  has  no 
personal  property,  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21509.  George  Grove,  aged  31  years,  is  the  helpless  and  de- 
pendent child  of  Simon  Grove,  who  seryed  as  a  private  in  Company 
G,  Twenty-first  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  from  July  14, 1863, 
to  February  20, 1864,  and  August  24, 1864,  to  July  8, 1865  (1  year  and 
5  months). 

Soldier  died  March  31,  1903.  He  had  been  pensioned  under  act  of 
Jime  27,  1890,  at  $6.  His  widow,  the  mother  of  this  applicant,  was 
pensioned  imder  the  same  act  at  $8  and  $2  each  for  two  children 
imtil  they  severally  became  16,  and  subsequently  was  allowed  $2  addi- 
tional for  this  applicant,  who  was  bom  March  20,  1881.  Her  own 
pension  was  increased  to  $12  a  month  by  act  of  April  19,  1908.  She 
died  January  25,  1912. 

Applicant  s  address,  Labata,  Pa.  (by  guardian,  Emanuel  Demney). 

The  testimony  of  three  physicians  is  to  the  effect  that  this  child 
was  born  an  idiot,  is  such  at  present ;  that  he  has  no  mind*  can  not 
talk  or  do  any  work;  has  no  property  and  no  means  of  support  what- 
ever.

Henry  S.  Davis,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  musician 
in  Company  C,  Third  Regiment  Delaware  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
April  24,  1862,  to  May  17,  1865  (3  years  and  1  month),  and  is  now  a 
pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on 
account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  and  dyspepsia. 

Address,  Hampton,  Va. 

Medical  examination,  January  16,  1907,  shows  pensioned  causes 
only. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Parker,  April  11, 1912,  says  he  suffers  from  chronic  bron- 
chitis, arteriosclerosis,  cardiac  dilatation,  chronic  articular  rheuma- 
tism, and  chronic  gastritis,  and  that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.

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December  19, 1863,  to  December  6, 1865  (2  years  less  13  days),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month 
on  accoimt  of  age. 

He  WAS  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $1^ 
per  month  by  reason  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  manual 
labor. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $6  per 
month  for  disease  of  stomach. 

Address,  Arroyo  Grande,  Cal. 

Board  of  surgeons  April  2,  1902,  found  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye,, 
rheumatism,  lame  right  foot,  atrophy  of  left  hip  and  leg,  piles,.

M.  Virgin,  who  served  as  a  serseant  in  Company  K,  Twenty-fifth 
Regiment  Iowa  Infantry,  from  August  15,  1862,  to  June  6,  1865  (2 
years  10  months). 

Address,  Weimer,  Ark. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12.  He  died 
April  25,  1906.  He  and  applicant  were  married  October  27,  1857. 
She  is  now  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  as  amended,  at  $12 
a  month. 

Dr.  M.  S.  Alexander  says  that  pensioner  is  physically  unable  to 
earn  her  own  living,  being  old  and  permanently  disabled,  with  anky- 
losis of  hip  joint,  result  of  fracture. 

Applicant  and  O.  W.  Bradfor  swear  that  she  owns  a  house  and 
4  acres  of  land  valued  at  $500;  that  her  pension  is  her  only  income 
and  is  insuflScient  for  her  needs.

Dr.  W.  W.  Beveridge  has  found  this  patient  a  confirmed  invalid^ 
suffering  from  an  extremely  nervous  disease  and  incapable  of  earning 
a  livelihood. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  her  assured  income  is  her  pension  of  $12 
a  month  and  an  occasional  small  revenue  from  a  patent,  and  on  ac- 
count of  a  helpless  son  is  in  a  most  embarrassing  financial  condition.

He  died  January  15,  1866.  He  and  this  pensioner  were  married 
April  18, 1855.

Dr.  E.  L.  Hunt  says  that  by  reason  of  her  advanced  age  pensLcHier 
is  unable  to  contribute  to  her  support  by  manual  labor. 

Pensioner  and  two  others  testify  that  she  is  unable  to  labor;  thai 
she  is  possessed  of  no  property,  real  or  personal,  and  no  income  other 
than  her  pension  of  $12  a  month. 

An  increase  to  $20  is  recommended. 

H.R.  21598.  Jacob  Eley,  aged  73  yearSj  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  C,  Forty-seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  October  8,  1861,  to  October  24,  1865  (4  years  16  days),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$12  per  month  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  riffht  wrist,  disease  of 
throat  and  lungs,  and  gunshot  wound  of  left  thigh.

Board  of  surgeons,  August  16, 1905,  found  gunshot  wound  of  right 
wrist  and  disease  of  throat  and  lungs.

Ephraim  Martin,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  B,  First  Regiment  Louisiana  Cavalry  Scouts^  from 
April  22,  1864,  to  November  12,  1864  (seven  months),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on 
account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  neuralgia,  and  disease  of 
kidneys. 

Address,  Aubrey,  La. 

Medical  examination,  March  19, 1907,  shows  nephritis  and  cystitis ; 
unable  to  do  manual  labor.  Dr.  J.  H.  Burrow's  affidavit,  March  16, 
1912,  is  that  applicant  is  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

Other  witnesses  say  he  is  in  indigent  circumstances  and  has  no 
real  estate  or  property.

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Board  of  surgeons,  August  21,  1907,  found  disease  of  feet  and 
disease  of  lun^,  and  rated  at  $24  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  frostbitten  feefc; 
has  chronic  catarrh,  with  catarrhal  inflammation  of  throat  and  bron- 
chial tubes;  has  cough,  with  a  considerable  exfjectoration  of  mucus; 
has  also  disturbance  of  .kidneys;  has  rheumatism;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  shows  that  applicant  has  a  house  and  lot,  one  cow, 
one  horse,  and  one  colt.    It  appears  that  his  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21822.  Edward  D.  IngersoU,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Companv  D,  Seventh  Regiment  Iowa  Vqjunteer  Infantry, 
from  January  20,  1864,  to  July  12,  1865  (1  year  5  months  22  days), 
und  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  for  vertigo  and  headache,  results  of  sunstroke,  rheumatism, 
fkiid  disease  of  heart. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4 
per  month  by  reason  of  vertigo  and  headache,  results  of  sunstroke. 

Address,  Clarksville,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  April  4,  1894,  found  disease  of  heart  and  re- 
•sults. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  paralysis  of  the  left  side; 
that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor,  and  that  there  is  no  hope  for  his 
recovery. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant's  support,  aside  from  his  j>ensioD, 
is  furnished  by  his  sons. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  21842.  Annie  Elizabeth  Boyle,  aged  59  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Patrick  H.  Boyle,  who  served  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  Company  B, 
First  Regiment  Louisana  Cavalry,  from  August  1,  1862,  to  December

H.  R.  21850.  Basil  Peterson,  aged  51  years,  is  the  helpless  child  of 
Thomas  Peterson,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  F,  One  hua- 
<Ired  and  sixteenth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Com- 
pany F,  Sixty-fourth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
August  21,  1862,  to  August  8,  1865. 

The  claimant's  address  is  Elizabeth,  W.  Va. 

It  is  alleged  that  claimant  is  without  property  or  income,  and 
that  he  is  permanently  helpless  physically. 

The  soldier  died  on  March  7,  1909.  The  mother  of  claimant  diod 
^n  August  2,  1895. 

The  claimant  was  born  on  June  16, 1860. 
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Dr.  P.  W.  McClung  describes  the  claimant's  disability  as  being  a 
malformation  of  the  lower  abdominal  region  and  genito-urinary 
tract,  whereby  the  urine  is  constantly  discharged  through  a  super- 
pubic  opening,  and  around  a  projecting  tumorlike  mass,  which 
causes  the  urine  to  run  over  his  body  and  down  both  extremities 
continuously,  keeping  him  ulcerated  and  giving  rise  to  an  odor  which 
bars  him  irom  society,  and  that  such  condition  has  existed  since 
birth.  Above  this  protruding  mass  (around  which  the  urine  flows 
continuously)  there  is  a  second  and  larger  protruding  mass,  whose 
covering  is  raw  and  red,  appearing  as  a  serous  covermg  instead  of 
integument.  Below  the  point  of  escaping  urine  there  is  a  rudi- 
mentary penis.  Applicant  is  wholly  and  totally  disabled  for  any 
labor  or  from  earning  a  support. 

Lay  testimony  shows  that  applicant  has  no  property,  no  income, 
no  means  of  support. 

The  soldier  had  a  long  and  honorable  career  in  service,  being  at 
one  time  a  prisoner  of  war;  at  another  time  was  wounded  in  battle. 

Although  this  claim  does  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  exist- 
ing laws,  yet  it  is  one  where  a  just  and  liberal  view  of  all  the  facts 
will  justify  us  in  granting  the  benefits  of  a  special  act. 

A  rating  of  $12  per  month  is  recommended.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  rectum,  rheumatism, 
total  'deafness  of  right  ear,  and  severe  of  left  ear,  and  general 
debility. 

Address,  Ooltewah,  Tenn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  20,  1901,  found  mitral  regurgitation, 
total  deafness  of  right  ear,  and  slight  deafness  of  left,  and  general 
debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant's  hearing  is  greatly  impaired ; 
he  has  valvular  disease  of  the  heart;  his  lower  limbs  are  ulcerated 
so  that  he  has  to  remain  in  his  room  all  the  time.  He  is  incapable 
of  doing  any  manual  labor. 

It  appears  that  applicant  has  only  a  small  home;  his  income  is 
his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

William  Arbogast,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Independent  Battery  F,  Pennsylvania  Light  Artillery,  from  Janu- 
ary 30,  1864,  to  June  26,  1865  (1  year  5  months),  and  is  now  a  |)en- 
sioner  under  the  act  of  Fdbruary  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $8,  for  rheumatism, 
which  disability  was  shown  on  medical  examination  of  January  12, 
1910 ;  also  obesity  and  enlarged  prostate. 

Address.  1242  Irvin  Avenue,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Wirts,  April  15,  1^12,  testifies  that  pensioner  by  reason 
of  chronic  cystitits  and  arthritis  is  totally  incapacitated  for  manual 
labor.

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Pensioner  and  witnesses  testify  that  he  owns  no  real  estate  what- 
ever or  personal  property,  and  has  no  income  other  than  his  pension.

John  M.  Buckley,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  E,  First  Regiment  West  Virginia  Cavalry,  from  October 
11,  1861,  to  July  8,  1865  (3  years  9  montns),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
tmder  special  act  at  $30,  granted  February  19,  1906.  Formerly  p^- 
sioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17  for  disease  of  heart  and  lungs, 
also  rheumatism,  all  shown  by  medical  examination  of  April  15, 1903.

Board  of  surgeons,  December  10,  1890,  found  pensioned  causes.

Daniel  Yetts,  aged  65  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Companv  I,  Two  hundred  and  tenth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Vol- 
tmteer  Infantry,  from  September  13,  1864,  to  June  17,  1865  (9 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at 
$12per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  ri^t  side  and  back. 

The  claimant's  address  is  No.  7  East  Park  Place,  Detroit,  Mich. 

He  declares  he  has  no  property  or  income  and  that  he  is  totally 
incapacitated  from  earning  a  living. 

Medical  evidence  shows  that  the  soldier — in  addition  to  seriowa 
disability  from  gunshot  woimd — suffers  with  disease  of  heart,  and  is 
slightly  paralyzed.    Is  totally  disabled  for  any  manual  labor. 

Lay  testimonv  shows  that  soldier  has  no  property  or  income;  is 
entirely  unfitted  for  any  labor ;  that  he  is  very  feeble  and  weak  from 
the  effects  of  gunshot  wound,  disease  of  lungs,  and  disease  of  heart. 

The  last  medical  examination  was  made  by  board  at  Detroit, 
Mich.,  on  January  31,  1906;  disclosed  varicocele,  hemorrhoids,  ema- 
ciation, and  weakness  of  action  of  heart. 

The  soldier's  condition  warrants  a  rating  of  $30  per  month. 

H.  R.  22722.  Mary  C.  Martin,  aged  59  years,  is  the  widow  of  Nel- 
son Martin,  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  E,  Fourteenth 
Regiment  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  8,  1862, 
to  June  27,  1865  (2  years  and  11  months). 

Address,  Ravenswood,  W.  Va. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15;  he 
died  January  30, 1912.  He  and  applicant  were  married  December  23. 
1890.  The  date  of  their  marriage  is  a  bar  to  pension  under  act  oi 
April  19,  1908,  and  as  he  died  of  acute  pneumonia  she  has  no  title 
under  the  general  law.  She  applied  under  act  of  April  19,  1908,  and 
was  reject^.

His  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  proper. 

H.  R.  22756.  Charles  G.  Scott,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  B,  Fourth  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  October  14, 1864,  to  June  18, 1866  (1  year  and  9  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month 
on  account  of  agje. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $10  for  diabetes 
mcUitus  and  disease  of  heart. 

Medical  examination,  October  19,  1904,  shows  obesity  and  the 
pensioned  causes.

Dr.  W.  G.  Painter,  May  10,  1912,  says  that  on  account  of  his  ad- 
vanced age,  an  organic  heart  disease,  arteriosclerosis,  and  a  dropsical 
condition  he  is  unable  to  earn  a  support. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  and  others  say  he  is  in  destitute 
circumstances,  owns  no  property,  and  only  has  his  pension  for  a 
support.

H.  R.  22761.  Emma  C.  Smith,  aged  65  years,  is  the  widow  of  Onesi- 
mus  M.  Smith,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Companies  B  and  E,  Ei^ty- 
third  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  from  February  24,  1864,  to 
December  9,  1864  (10  months).    Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the 

feneral  law  at  $4  for  partial  pmralysis  of  right  arm  and  shoulder, 
[e  died  June  26,  1897.    He  and  applicant  were  married  November 
9, 1870. 

She  was  pensioned  from  July  31,  1897,  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1890,  at  $8,  and  from  April  19, 1908,  at  $12,  which  she  now  receives.

of  rectum,  disease  of  lungs,  and  injury  of  right  wrist  and  hand. 

Address,  Winchester,  Ind. 

Board  oi  surgeons,  August  12, 1908,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimonv  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  bronchial  dis- 
ease, neuralgia,  and  kidney  disease ;  has  hemorrhages  from  kidneys ; 
is  wholly  unable  to  perform  manual  labor. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  the  applicant  has  no 
property  or  income  suflScient  for  his  support.

January  7,  1907.  She  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at 
$8  from  January  21, 1907,  and  at  $12  from  April  19, 1908.

William  W.  Thornton,  aged  72  years,  served  as  t 
private  in  Company  A,  Eighteenth  Regiment  Indiana  Infantry,  from 
August  16,  1861,  to  June  12,  1865  (3  years  and  10  m<Miths),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14, 1862,  at  $80  per  month  on 
account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart. 

Address,  Kansas  City,  Kans. 

Medical  examination,  January  20,  190&.  rates  soldier  $50  <m  Am- 
matiffln  and  disease  of  heart,  $22  on  dearness,  and  $17  on  impaired 
vision,  and  further  decided  that  he  required  frequait  and  periodic^ 
attendance  of  another  person. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  April  10,  1911,  has  treated  soldier  four  jesrs 
for  mitral  obstruction,  rheumatism:  that  he  has  impaired  vision, 
muscular  and  vocal  tremor,  loss  oi  teeth,  and  great  shortness  #f 
breath. 

It  is  further  shown  by  lajr  testimony  tiiat  he  has  no  reel  or  peraonal 
property,  no  support  but  his  pension,  and  needs  the  care  and  assist- 
ance of  some  one  constantly. 

An  increase  to  $50  is  warranted. 

H.  R.  22841.  Perry  Black,  aged  67  jears,  served  as  a  private  and 
bugler  in  Company  F,  Twelfth  Regunent  Missouri  Cavalry,  frwn 
October  5, 1863,  to  April  9, 1866  (2  years  and  6  months),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  unaer  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  ea 
account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  hy  reason  of  rheumatism  and  catarrh. 

Address,  Pierce  City,  Mo. 

Medical  examination,  June  3,  1903,  discloses  rheumatism,  catanii, 
cystitis,  heart  disease,  deafness,  disease  of  bowels,  and  general 
debilitv.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  heart  and  eyes  and  general 
debility. 

Was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $4 
per  month  for  disease  of  respiratory  organs. 

Address,  Beury,  W.  Va. 
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Board  of  surgeons,  May  2, 1906,  found  disease  of  heart,  catarrh  of 
head  and  throat,  disease  of  eyes,  and  general  and  senile  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  partial  hemiplegia  of  the 
right  side,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor.

disease  of  heart  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh.  Increase  denied  by 
Bureau  of  Pensions  March  27,  1912.

Two  neighbors  testify  that  soldier  owns  no  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty, but  ms  wife  owns  a  house  and  If  acres  of  ground,  the  whole 
worth  $300;  that  on  this  lot  they  raise  about  $50  worth  of  truck, 
aside  from  which  soldier's  pension  is  tlieir  only  means  of  support. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  22970.  Burwell  C.  Crosthwait,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  D,  Fifty- third  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  August  15,  1864,  to  October  9,  1865  (1  year  and  2 
montns),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at 
$—  per  month  on  account  of  catarrh,  rheumatism,  dyspepsia,  and 
disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  Corinth,  Ky. 

Medical  examination,  April  5,  1905,  shows  the  pensioned  causes, 
also  heart  trouble  and  impaired  hearing  and  visicm. 

Dr.  R.  E.  Limerick,  April  3,  1912,  says  that  owing  to  rheumatism 
and  kidney  disease  pensioner  is  totally  disabled  for  the  performance 
of  manual  labor.

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $17  for  rheuma- 
tism and  resultmg  disease  of  heart  Soldier  died  August  11,  1905.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  Jone  27,  1890,  at  ^ 
per  mcmth  by  reason  of  total  inability  to  earn  a  support  by  muml 
labor.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  slight  deafness  of  both  ears  and  disease  of 
rectum.

Board  of  surgeons,  July  8, 1902,  found  severe  deafness  in  both  ears, 
and  rated  at  $22  per  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant,  by  reason  of  deafness,  can 
not  perform  manual  labor.

Caleb  W.  Story,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  G,  Tenth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Cavalry,  from 
May  16, 1861  to  May  22,  1863,  and  from  January  27, 1864,  to  May  26, 
1865  (three  years  five  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  special 
act  at  $24  per  month  from  May  23, 1902.  Formerly  pensioned  under 
the  general  law  at  $12  for  gimshot  wound  of  left  shoulder  and  lung. 

Address,  El  Campo,  Tex. 

Medical  examination.  November  21.  1900,  shows  pensioned  dis- 
abilities and  indigestion. 

H.  Kept  731, 62-2 11 
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Dr.  J.  D.  Oldham,  April  3,  1912,  testifies  that  he  has  treated  pen- 
sioner for  stomach  and  heart  trouble  and  other  disabilities,  and  he 
is  able  to  do  very  little  work. 

Pensioner  and  his  witness  testify  that  he  receives  a  small  oompoi- 
sation  from  the  church  he  serVes,  and  his  age  and  infirmities  will 
compel  him  to  give  up  that  work.  He  owns  no  home  or  other  prop- 
erty, and  he  and  his  wife  can  not  live  upon  his  present  pension. 

Soldier  was  prisoner  of  war  for  six  months. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  allowed. 

H.  R.  23131.  Hope  M.  Craig  is  the  widow  of  William  A.  Craig, 
who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  L,  Eighty-third  Regiment  New 
York  Volunteer  Infantrv,  from  September  16,  1861,  to  I^cember  IS, 
1862,  when  killed  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburff,  Va. 

Applicant  was  pensioned  at  $8  from  soldiers  death  and  $2  each 
for  four  children  from  July  25,  1866,  until  each  became  16.  She 
now  receives  $12  a  month.

Applicant  and  soldier  were  married  August  27,  1850. 

Applicant  has  sustained  a  fracture  of  her  hip,  which,  with  her 
great  age,  disqualifies  her  for  any  labor. 

Witnesses  state  that  her  pension  and  the  assistance  rendered  by 
her  children  are  her  only  support. 

Of  great  age  and  a  "  war  widow,"  she  is  entitled  to  an  increase  to 
$20  a  month. 

H.  R.  23168.  Stephen  L.  Freel,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  C,  One  hundred  and  nrty-third  Regiment  Indiana  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  from  January  30  to  September  11,  1865  (seven  and 
one-half  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  diarrhea,  disease  of  rectum,  and  enlarged 
prostate  gland. 

He  was  originally  pensioned  under  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $8  per 
month  on  account  of  diarrhea  and  piles. 

His  address  is  Huntington,  Ind. 

The  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  in  support  of  this  claim  shows 
that  soldier  is  totally  disabled  tor  manual  laoor  on  account  of  diar- 
rhea and  piles;  that  he  has  no  property ;  that  he  has  no  income  except 
his  pension ;  that  he  is  in  necessitous  circumstances.

Henry  J.  Van  Iderstine,  aged  70  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  E,  Twenty-second  Regiment  New  Jersey  In- 
fantry, from  September  1,  1862,  to  June  25,  1863  (9  months),  and  is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month 
on  account  of  age. 
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Formerlv  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  for  sciatica 
and  partial  deafness,  result  of  catarrh. 

AddresSj  Bradley  Beach,  N.  J. 

No  medical  examination  since  September  26,  1894,  which  showed 
the  pensioned  disabilities  above,  also  rheumatism,  fistula  in  ano,  and 
heart  trouble.

Tantry,  from  June  4,  1862,  to  June  9,  1865  (3  years  and  5  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  rheumatism  and  resulting  disease  of  heart  and 
disease  of  urinary  organs. 

Address,  126  Monroe  Street,  New  Haven,  Conn. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  14,  1892,  found  chronic  rheumatism, 
heart  disease,  and  disease  of  bladder. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  cystitis,  chronic 
prostatitis,  chronic  endocarditis,  and  general  debility ;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended.

Adoniram  J.  R.  Lohr,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  B,  Twenty-eighth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  from  February  13,  1864,  to  July  18,  1865  (1  year  5 
months  and  5  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  Fd>- 
ruary  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, and  disease  of  rectum. 

Address,  1218  Eighth  Avenue,  Greeley,  Colo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  November  7,  1906,  found  disease  of  heart,  rheu- 
matism, loss  of  teeth,  and  disease  of  liver  and  stomach. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  frequent  attacks  of  in- 
flammatory rheumatism;  there  is  a  condition  of  chronic  osteo- 
arthritis and  deformity,  especially  of  the  left  knee  and  the  right 
hand;  there  is  some  valvular  disease  of  the  heart;  is  unable  to  do 
manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  aside  from  his  home  the  applicant  ha,s 
no  property  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23285.  Sarah  M.  Spence,  aged  64  years,  is  the  former  widow 
of  John  M.  Ray,  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  C,  Fixty- 
seventh  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  October  8,  186*1, 
to  October  23,  1865  (48 J  months). 

The  claimant's  address  is  Berne,  Ind. 

The  claimant  married  the  soldier  on  October  23,  1865,  the  day  of 
his  muster  out  from  service.  Soldier  died  September  22,  1871.  The 
widow  was  remarried  on  November  26, 1872,  to  one  Robert  M.  Spence, 
who  died  May  7,  1879. 

Inasmuch  as  she  was  not  the  wife  of  the  soldier  during  the  term 
of  his  service  in  the  Army,  although  she  married  him  the  same 
day  he  was  discharged,  she  (iocs  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  March  3,  1901.

S resent  physical  helplessness  of  the  applicant;  the  fact  that  sne  is 
ependent  on  others  for  her  care  and  keeping. 
A  rating  of  $20  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23287.  Emma  Chapman,  aged  57  years,  is  the  widow  of  Hugh 
Chapman,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  H,  Thirteenth  Regi- 
ment United  States  Infantry,  from  December  29,  1864,  to  Decem&r 
29,  1867  (3  years). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  at  $20,  act  February  6,  1907. 

He  died  December  3,  1908.  He  and  pensioner  were  married  De- 
cember 25,  1871. 

She  is  pensioned  under  act  April  19, 1908,  at  $12. 

Address,  3009  Emmett  Street,  Omaha,  Nebr. 

Three  physicians  testify  that  pensioner  is  suffering  from  arthritis 
deformans,  and  has  been  for  years,  which  totally  and  permanently 
incapacitates  her  for  work  of  any  kind.  Many  of  the  joints  of  her 
body  are  dislocated,  and  all  small  joints  are  deformed  and  enlarged. 
She  is  in  such  a  condition  that  she  requires  the  assistance  of  a  visit- 
ing nurse ;  she  is  unable  to  dress  herself.

H.  R.  23305.  John  P.  Ballard,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  K^  Fourth  Regiment  Tennessee  Cavalry,  from  March  12, 
1864,  to  July  12,  1865  (1  year  4. months). 

He  is  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month 
by  reason  of  fistula  in  ano  and  disease  of  heart  and  lungs. 

Address,  Miami,  Okla. 

The  medical  examination  of  February  3,  1892,  showed  only  the 
pensioned  disabilities. 

Dr.  W.  L.  Mc Williams,  April  9, 1912,  was  called  about  two  months 
ago  and  found  pensioner  suffering  from  a  slight  attack  of  paralvsis, 
involving  face,  left  arm,  and  muscles  of  ton^e,  he  being  unable  to 
speak.

Sailor  was  never  pensioned;  he  died  December  1,  1890;  he  and 
pensioner  were  married  April  26,  1868;  she  was  pensioned  from 
April  25,  1891.  at  $8,  and  $2  for  a  minor  child ;  she  has  been  receiving 
$12  since  April  19,  1908. 

Address,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
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Dr.  C.  E.  Winter  states  that  pensioner  has  a  weak  heart,  chronic 
dyspepsia,  and  chronic  rheumatism;  these  conditions  and  her  age 
render  her  unable  to  work  for  a  living. 

Pensioner  and  two  friends  testify  that  she  has  no  real  estate,  stocks, 
bonds,  or  other  investments,  and  no  income  but  her  pension. 

And  increase  to  $20  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23356.  John  A.  Mow,  aged  76  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  I,  Seventeenth  Regiment  Indiana  Infantry,  from  October 
15,  1864,  to  August  8,  1865  (9J  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of-  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per  month  on  account 
of  age. 

Pensioned  prior  thereto  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12  by  order 
78,  also  age. 

Address,  Rochester,  Ind. 

Medical  examination,  March  2,  1904,  showed  disease  of  heart  and 
sciatica. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Taylor,  May  13,  1912,  finds  pensioner  totally  disabled 
for  manual  labor — age  and  rheumatism.  The  physician  and  another 
neighbor  say  that  pensioner  has  no  income  except  his  pen.sion  upon 
which  he  and  his  wife  must  live,  and  that  he  has  no  property  what- 
ever. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23432.  Penelope  Morton,  aged  66,  is  the  widow  of  Jame^? 
Morton,  who  served  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  Company  F,  Twenty- 
second  Regiment  Kentucky  Infantrv,  from  January  10,  1802,  lo 
February  18,  1863  (1  year  1  month),  and  is  not  now  a  pensioner 
under  any  act. 

Address,  FuUerton,  Ky. 

Soldier  was  not  pensioned;  he  died  September  16,  1886.  He  and 
applicant  were  married  August  12,  1864.  She  was  pensioned  by 
special  act  from  June  21,  1888,  her  claim  under  the  general  law  hav- 
ing been  rejected  July  25,  1887,  on  the  ground  that  soldier's  fatal 
disease  origmated  from  disease  contractea  since  the  war.  Her  name 
was  dropped  from  the  rolls  bv  reason  of  her  remarriage  November 
20,  1892,  to  Charles  E.  Slye.  She  was  divorced  from  Slye  November 
17,  1899,  and  granted  the  name  she  bore  before  marriage  to  him. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Nichols  testifies  that  applicant  is  suffermg  from  neu- 
rasthenia, partial  loss  of  vision,  rheumatism,  which  unfits  her  for 
earning  her  support,  and  she  must  depend  upon  others  for  her  living. 

The  county  clerk  certifies  that  no  property  is  assessed  in  her  name. 
Others  testify  that  she  has  no  property  whatever  and  depends  upon 
her  children  for  maintenance. 

Her  age,  helplessness,  destitution,  and  the  fact  she  was  a  near  war 
widow  justify  a  renewal  of  her  pension  at  $12  a  month. 

H.  R.  23443.  James  F.  Walker,  aged  71  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  Fourteenth  Regiment  Kentucky  Infantry,  from 
November  lb,  1801,  to  January  31,  1865  (3  years  3  months),  and  Is 
now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month 
on  Account  of  age. 

Formerly  i^ensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $12  for  varicose  veins 
of  right  leg. 

Aodress,  Paintsville,  Ky. 
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Medical  examination,  June  27,  1906,  reveals  varicose  veins  right 
leg,  diarrhea,  slight  heart  disease,  and  is  disabled  for  manual  labor. 

Dr.  G.  V.  Daniel,  April  24,  1912,  testifies  that  his  right  leg,  foot, 
and  ankle  are  in  a  very  bad  condition  owing  to  broken  veins;  that  he 
has  diabetes  and  heart  trouble,  which  disabilities  totally  unfit  him  for 
any  kind  of  labor. 

Pensioner  and  two  neighbors  testify  that  he  is  the  owner  of  80  acres 
of  rough  mountain  land,  too  steep  and  hilly  for  farming,  and  is  not 
suitable  for  agricultural  purposes. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.R.  23474.  Edward  L.  Richmond,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  ser- 
geant in  Company  A,  First  Battalion  United  States  Infantry,  and 
as  drum  major  Twenty-sixth  Regiment  New  York  Cavalry,  from 
May  2,  1861,  to  July  5,  1865  (4  years),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  Vet  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $8  for  gunshot 
wound  of  left  side  and  resulting  disease  of  heart,  the  only  disabilities 
examined  for,  February  13, 1892. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Schoonover,  April  8,  1912,  pronounces  pensioner  in- 
capacitated for  future  work  oy  chronic  bronchitis  and  endocarditis. 

Pensioner  says  he  owns  no  real  estate,  stocks,  bonds,  etc.,  no  money, 
or  income  other  than  his  pension. 

Address,  Yonkers,  N.  Y. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  certifies  that  the  applicant  de- 
pends entirely  upon  his  j>ension  of  $12  a  month  and  has  no  real  estate 
or  other  income  of  anj  kind. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23476.  John  L.  Comstock,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Ninth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteer  Heavy  Ar- 
tillery, irom  January  18,  1864,  to  June  25,  1865  (1  year  5  months  7 
days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $14 
per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  side. 

Address,  Eleventh  Street  and  Baltimore  Avenue,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  7,  1912,  found  pensioned  cause. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  results  of  gunshot 
wound  of  left  side  and  from  gastritis.  It  appears  that  he  is  unable 
to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  dependent  upon  his  pension 
for  a  support. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23486.  Henry  M.  C.  'WTiite,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  G,  Eighteenth  Regiment  Illinois  Infantry,  from  May 
28,  1861,  to  September  19,  1862  (1  year  and  4  months),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $24  per  month  on 
account  of  gunshot  wound  of  right  breast  and  right  forearm,  and 
piles. 

Address,  Eureka  Springs,  Ark. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Tatman  testifies  that  on  January  2,  1912,  pensioner  had 
a  stroke  of  paralysis  which  incapacitates  him  for  manual  labor  and 
requires  the  constant  assistance  of  an  attendant.  The  nurse  who 
cares  for  soldier  says  he  is  helpless  and  can  not  dress  or  care  for  him- 
self. 
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It  is  shown  by  affiants  that  the  soldier  owns  two  lots  with  two 
small  cottages  thereon — one  he  occupies — the  total  value  thereof  is 
$500 ;  that  his  support  and  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended. 

H:  R.  23489.  Sidney  F.  Haines,  aged  66  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Ellis  A.  Haines,  who  served  as  a  scout  and  ^ide  in  Quartermaster's 
Department,  United  States  Army,  from  April  1,  1864,  to  October  20, 
1864,  and  from  April  1,  1865,  to  June  20,  1865  (nine  months).  It 
would  appear  from  the  papers  in  the  claim  on  file  in  the  PensicHi 
Bureau  that  soldier  had  served  at  other  times  in  a  similar  duty,  but 
the  dates  are  not  shown.  The  soldier  was  seriously  wounded  three 
times  in  battle. 

Soldier  died  on  March  20,  1909.  He  was  married  to  the  applicant 
on  November  15,  1866. 

The  claimant's  address  is  Chambersville,  Va. 

The  claim  of  the  widow  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
groimd  that  soldier  was  a  civilian  employee  and  had  not  been  mus- 
tered into  the  United  States  service.  It  is  undisputed,  however,  that 
Mr.  Haines  was  under  direction  of  proper  United  States  Army  offi- 
cers; that  he  was  wounded  in  battle;  that  Congress  passed  a  special 
act  for  his  relief;  that  the  Pension  Bureau  subsequently  gave  him  a 
rating  in  advance  of  that  given  in  such  special  act,  and  that  his 
services  were  acknowledged  by  such  act  of  Congress  and  act  of  the 
bureau. 

The  only  point  to  determine  in  this  case  is  whether  the  soldier  can 
be  considered  as  having  been  mustered  in  the  service.  The  records 
do  not  show  a  formal  muster,  but  the  same  records  show  that  Haines's 
services  were  accepted;  that  such  services  were  accepted  and  paid  for, 
and  that  they  were  valuable ;  and  the  soldier  was  wounded  three  times 
while  in  discharge  of  same. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Haines's  services  were  considered  by  a  former 
Congress  as  of  sufficient  value  to  entitle  him  to  a  pension,  we  feel  that 
the  widow  should  be  treated  ec[ually  liberal  and  ]ust. 

A  rating  of  $12  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23495.  James  W.  Thacker,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Seventh  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Intantrv, 
from  August  19,  1861,  to  October  5,  1864  (3  years  1  month  16  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  lungs,  result  of  measles. 

Address,  Beattyville,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  July  7,  1909,  found  disease  of  lun^  and  eyes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  mitral  regurgitation  of  the 
heart,  cystitis,  and  weak  eyes;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  the  applicant  is  very  poor. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23497.  Henry  E.  Rockafellow,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  pri- 
vate and  corporal  in  Company  T,  First  Regiment  Michigan  Volunteer 
Light  Artillery,  from  August  18,  1862,  to  July  14,  1865  (2  years  10 
months  26  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6, 
1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 
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He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $8  per 
month  by  reason  of  pharyngeal  catarrh  and  disease  of  stomach. 

Address,  Sterling,  Mich. 

Board  of  surgeons  March  16, 1892,  found  pensioned  causes  and  eye 
trouble. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  catarrh  and  disease  of 
stomach  and  bowels;  is  totally  unfit  for  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  40-acre  farm,  that  the  farm 
is  heavily  mortgaged,  that  the  money  secured  on  the  mortgage  has 
long  since  been  consumed,  and  he  must  let  the  mortgagee  sell  the 
farm ;  the  40  acres  is  only  partly  cleared  and  has  a  poor,  mean  house 
on  it. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.R.  23512.  Ellen  Coen,  aged  88  yeai-s,  is  the  widow  of  Ezekiel 
Coen,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Twelfth  Kegiment 
Kansas  Infantry,  from  August  16,  1862,  to  June  30,  1865  (2  years 
10^  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $14  a  month,  and 
this  applicant,  his  widow,  is  now  pensioned  under  the  same  law  at  $12. 

Soldier  died  April  23,  1895.  He  and  this  pensioner  were  married 
January  15, 1860. 

Her  address,  Centerville,  Kans. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Rush  testifies  that  she  has  been  totally  blind  for  several 
years. 

Pensioner  and  two  other  persons  testify  that  her  home  has  been 
destroyed  by  fire  and  she  now  owns  nothing  but  the  vacant  lot  and  is 
destitute. 

A  "  war  widow,"  extremely  old,  blind,  and  helpless,  an  increase  to 
$20  is  justified. 

H.  R.  23531.  John  Lindquist,  aged  84  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  L,  First  Regiment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Heavy  Artillery, 
from  February  15,  1865,  to  September  27,  1865  (7  months  12  days), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $20  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  injury  of  right  shoulder,  incomplete  hernia 
of  right  side,  and  senility. 

Address,  Little  Falls,  Minn. 

Board  of  surgeons  April  2, 1890,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  totally  disabled  on  account  of 
a  large  inguinal  hernia. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  homestead  worth  about  $500 
and  a  cow  and  some  household  furniture,  valued  at  about  $100. 

An  increase  to  $24  a  month  is  recommended.    Short  service. 

H.  R.  23540.  Sarah  E.  Merritt,  aged  77  years,  is  the  widow  of  Fan- 
ning T.  Merritt,  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Company  C,  Thirty- 
sixth  Regiment  Massachusetts  Infantry,  from  August  4,  1862,  to 
May  12,  1864,  when  killed  in  battle,  SpoUsylvania.  v  a. 

Applicant  and  soldier  were  married  November  28.  1855.  She  was 
pensioned  at  $8  from  the  date  of  his  death  and  at  $2  each  for  three 
children  from  July  25,  1866,  until  they  severally  became  16  years 
old.    Her  pension  was  made  $12  a  month  from  August  19,  1886. 

Address,  Pacific  Grove,  Cal. 
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Pensioner  and  two  neighbors  make  oath  that  she  is  old,  not  able  to 
labor  or  earn  a  living;  that  she  owns  a  small  lot  and  house  worth  not 
to  exceed  $350,  and  nas  in  bank  $270;  her  only  means  of  support  is 
her  pension. 

As  pensioner  is  a  "  war  widow,"  quite  old,  and  poor,  an  increase 
to  $20  a  month  is  justified. 

H.  R.  23552.  James  Powers,  aged  64  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  E,  Thirty-ninth  Regjiment  New  Jersey  Volunteer  Infantry, 
and  in  unassigned  Thirty-third  Regiment  New  Jersey  Volunteer 
Infantry  from  February  21^  1865,  to  July  17,  1865  (4  months  and 
26  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  right  inguinal  hernia  and  disease  of  throat 
and  rheumatism. 

Address,  Citronelle,  Ala. 

Board  of  surgeons,  December  20,  1905,  found  right  inguinal  her- 
chronic  diarrhea,  and  chronic  bronchial  hoarseness.  It  api>ears  that 
and  general  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  hernia,  nervousness, 
chronic  diarrhea,  and  chronic  bronchial  hoarseness.  It  appears  that 
he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Pensioner  states,  and  he  is  corroborated,  that  he  owns  real  estate 
of  the  value  of  $800  and  personal  property  valued  at  $50.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8 
per  month  by  reason  of  chronic  epidid^^mitis,  left  testis,  rheumatisnu 

Address,  Mangum,  Okla. 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  6,  1906,  found  pensioned  causes  and  dis- 
ease of  eyes  and  tumor  above  right  ear. 

Medical  testimonv  is  that  applicant  has  inguinal  hernia  and  rheu- 
matism and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  personal  property  assessed 
at  $157  and  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $i^0  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23590.  Mary  Schwindling,  aged  52  years,  is  the  helpless 
child  of  Peter  Schwindling,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company 
K,  Thirty-seventh  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
October  24,  1864,  to  July  27,  1865  (10  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $12. 

Soldier  died  May  27,  1897.  His  wife  was  Susanna  Schreiber. 
She  died  when  their  child.  Mary  Schwindling,  was  bom,  May  31, 
1860.    She  is  a  congenital  deaf-niute  and  is  almost  t<>tally  blind. 

She  has  no  property  of  any  kind.  When  the  soldier  died  he  left 
her  $400,  which  has  long  since  been  exhausted. 

J.  Zahn  has  known  her  for  40  years,  during  which  time  she  has 
been  deaf  and  dumb,  and  now  is  practically  blind. 
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C.  J.  Trilling,  who  has  known  her  since  1875,  corroborates  the 
above. 

Her  duly  appointed  guardian  is  her  sister,  Magdalena  Brown, 
whose  address  is  Sheboygan,  Wis. 

Following  precedent,  a  rate  of  $12  is  justified. 

H.  R.  23597.  Marion  Chambers,  aged  71  vears,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  D,  Seventy-fifth  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  December  16,  1861,  to  December  23,  1864  (36  months),  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per 
month. 

He  was  formerly  pensioAed  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism  and  disease  of  heart. 

His  present  address  is  Coolville,  Ohio. 

The  medical  and  lay  testimony  filed  in  this  case  shows  that  soldier 
has  no  other  income  than  his  pension,  no  means  of  support,  and 
that  he  is  wholly  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor. 

On  June  27,  1906,  the  Marietta  (Ohio)  board  found  soldier  suffer- 
ing with  rheumatism  and  heart  disease,  right  inguinal  hernia,  en- 
larged prostate  gland,  and  piles. 

&  view  of  the  long  and  honorable  military  service  and  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  physical  disabilities  of  the  soldier,  we  recommend  an 
allowance  of  $80  per  month. 

H.  R.  23608.  George  R.  Latham,  aged  80  years,  served  as  colonel  in 
the  Second,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Regiments,  West  Virginia  Volunteer 
Cavalry,  from  May  25,  1801,  to  March  9,  1865  (3  years  9  months), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $30  per 
month  on  account  of  injury  of  left  foot  and  piles. 

Application  for  increase,  filed  March  12,  1912,  denied  by  Bureau 
of  Pensions. 

Address,  Buckhannon,  W.  Va. 

Two  physicians,  March  23,  1912,  find  him  suffering  from  a  rheu- 
matic and  nervous  condition,  affecting  his  left  arm  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  can  not  dress  himself  without  assistance.  He  is  afflicted 
with  paralysis  agitans. 

Lay  testmiony  shows  that  soldier  has  no  property  and  his  only 
income  and  support  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $40  is  recommended  by  reason  of  his  great  age, 
his  long  service,  and  destitution. 

H.  R.  23656.  Herschel  W.  Rowland,  a^ed  66  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  I,  Fourth  Regiment  >ew  York  Volunteer  Heavy 
Artillery,  from  January  26,  1864,  to  June  21,-  1864  (4  months  25 
days),  discharged  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  and  is  now 
a  jpensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  for 
disease  of  lungs,  rheumatism,  and  disease  of  heart  and  general  de- 
bility. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $2 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  lungs. 

Address,  Yreka,  Cal. 

Board  of  surgeons,  October  3,  1894,  found  no  rating. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  arteriosclerosis,  is  ema 
ciated,  joints  are  enlarged,  joints  of  toes  ankylosed,  heart  enlarged, 
and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  a  home  worth  $1,000  and  a 
small  quantity  or  household  goods.  The  applicant  states  that  his 
pension  is  his  income,  aside  from  what  he  can  earn  by  doing  light 
chores  around  town.

Harrison  Craiff,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  Forty-seventh  Kegiment  Iiidiana  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  August  22, 1862,  to  July  28, 1865  (2  years  11  months  6  days) ,  and 
is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $17  per  month 
on  account  of  diarrhea,  disease  of  eyes  and  resulting  loss  of  sight  of 
right  eye.  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh. 

Address,  531  East  Arnold  Street,  Bluffton,  Ind. 

Board  of  surgeons,  September  23, 1909,  found  right  eye  blind,  sight 
of  left  eye  impaired,  and  disease  (ulceration)  of  the  rectum;  also  has 
nasopharyngeal  catarrh. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  chronic  catarrhal  bronchitis 
and  is  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor. 

From  the  testimony  it  appears  that  the  applicant  is  dependent  upon 
his  pension  for  a  support. 

An  increase  to  $36  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23688.  Edward  Spaulding,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  K,  Fifty-sixth  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, from  September  24,  1863,  to  June  5,  1866  (1  year  8  month?), 
and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $12  per 
month  on  account  of  age. 

The  claimant's  address  is  No.  235  East  One  hundred  and  twentv- 
fourth  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

The  medical  evidence  filed  in  support  of  this  claim  shows  conclu- 
sively that  soldier  is  wholly  incapacitated  for  any  manual  labor  on 
account  of  arteriosclerosis,  senile  nervous  changes,  and  nearly  total 
blindness,  necessitating  constant  care  and  attendance;  also  suffers 
with  senile  dementia. 

Lay  testimony  shows  no  income  other  than  pension  and  a  destitute 
condition. 

A  rating  of  $30  per  month  is  recommended.

that  he  was  bom  clubfoote^  and  deformed  in  his  right  hand  and 
arm,  and  has  been  helpless  ever  since,  and  that  he  is  the  son  of  soldier 
and  pensioner. 

Others  say  that  neither  now  nor  at  any  time  has  he  been  able  to 
earn  a  living,  and  that  his  married  sister  contributes  to  his  support.

John  B.  Cason,  aged  67  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  A,  First  Regiment  Arkansas  Volunteer  Infantry,  from 
June  10,  1862,  to  December  31,  1862  (6|  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account 
of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $8  for  disease 
of  left  testicle,  rheumatism,  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Creal  Springs,  111. 

Medical  examination,  January  2,  1907,  shows  pensioned  causes  and 
disease  of  heart. 

Two  physicians,  April  15,  1912,  testify  that  pensioner  suffers  from 
lumbago,  sciatica,  atrophied  left  testicle,  catarrh,  and  is  unable  to 
perform  manual  labor.

Board  of  surgeons,  October  11,  1911,  found  gunshot  wound  of 
right  thigh,  double  inguinal  hernia,  and  hemorrhoids. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  suffers  from  effects  of  gun- 
shot wound  of  right  thigh;  the  right  limb  is  shrunken,  weak,  and 
very  painful  at  times;  he  also  has  double  inguinal  hernia  and  piles;

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  angina  pectoris  and  mitral 
leakage;  has  rheumatism;  has  recently  suffered  from  a  stroke  of 
paralysis ;  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

From  the  testimony  it  appears  that  the  applicant  is  in  straitened 
circumstances  and  has  no  income  but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  23890.  George  N.  Van  Wagener,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a 
private  and  corporal  in  Company  A,  Twenty-second  Regiment  Wis- 
consin Infantry,  from  August  7,  1862,  to  June  12,  1865  (2  years  10 
months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907, 
at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $10  for  disease  of 
stomach  and  bowels  and  resulting  piles,  and  disease  of  urinary 
organs. 

Address,  Owatonna,  Minn. 

Medical  examination,  December  10,  1910,  rated  soldier  for  disease 
of  heart,  piles,  and  disease  of  prostate. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Bigelow,  April  10,  1911,  has  prescribed  for  soldier  for 
indigestion,  irritable  bladder,  and  rheumatism,  and  enlarged  pros- 
tate. 

Other  testimony  shows  that  pensioner  is  in  poor  health  and  is  in 
very  moderate  financial  circumstances,  his  only  property  being  a 
small  home. 

An  increase  to  $30  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23896.  John  O.  Shuf eldt,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  sergeant 
in  Company  A,  P^ifth  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  June  21,  1861,  to  October  29,  1862  (1  vear  4  months  8  days; 
discharged  for  disability),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
July  14,  1862,  at  $16  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of 
both  thighs  and  scrotum  and  malarial  poisoning. 

Address,  152  Lafayette  Street,  Schenectady,  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons,  March  25,  1912,  found  pensioned  cause  (^in- 
shot  wound  of  both  thighs  and  scrotum),  enlarged  prostate,  cystitis, 
and  probable  pyonephrosis  (renal  abscess  and  ulceration),  and  rated 
at  $50  per  month.

$20  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12 
per  month  by  reason  of  disease  of  testicles  and  neuraligia  and 
paralysis. 

Address,  Lebanon,  Ky. 

Board  of  surgeons,  May  9,  1894,  found  disease  of  testicles,  left 
varicocele,  and  neuralgia,  and  attacks  of  vertigo. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  and  has  lost 
the  sight  of  his  right  eye,  and  is  nearly  blind  in  the  other  eye;  is 
unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  property  worth  about  $300. 
His  income  is  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.R.  23915.  Martin  J.  Flegel,  aged  74  years,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  First  Regiment  Provisional  Home  Brigade  Maryland 
Volunteer  Cavalry,  from  October  20,  1862,  to  June  28,  1865  (2  years 
8  months  and  8  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July 
14, 1862,  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg. 

Address,  579  West  College  Avenue,  York,  Pa. 

Board  of  surgeons,  January  12,  1910,  found  gunshot  wound  of  left 
leg  and  results,  heart  disease,  and  rated  at  $30  a  month. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  is  totally  incapacitated  from 
performing  manual  labor  by  reason  of  gunshot  wound  of  left  leg, 
organic  heart  disease,  and  epithelioma  (cancer)  of  right  ear. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23929.  Elizabeth  H.  Nichols,  aged  62  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Frederick  R.  Nichols,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Twen- 
ty-third Regiment  Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  5,  1862, 
to  May  27,  1865  (2  years  and  10  months). 

Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12.  He  died 
July  26, 1901 ;  his  accrued  pension  was  paid  this  widow.  He  and  she 
were  married  October  9,  1892.  Her  application  under  the  general 
law  was  rejected,  after  special  examination,  on  account  of  applicant's 
inability  to  prove  that  soldier's  death  was  chargeable  to  his  military 
service,  and  her  claim  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  was  rejected 
because  she  married  soldier  subsequent  to  that  date.

Pensioner  states  that  she  has  a  little  home  valued  at  $700,  the  taxes 
thereon  were  paid  by  the  G.  A.  R.  post;  that  she  is  an  invalid,  and 
has  an  invalid  daughter  to  support;  that  she  can  do  but  little  work, 
and  has  been  aided  by  the  G.  A.  R. 
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Two  neighbors  testify  that  applicant  is  in  very  poor  health,  has 
an  invalid  daughter  to  support ;  that  all  the  property  she  has  is  a 
small  cottage  worth  about  $1,000,  and  household  goods  worth  $25. 

There  are  many  precedents  to  allow  $12  a  month. 

H.  R.  23933.  William  J.  Ferguson,  aged  65  vears,  served  as  a  mu- 
sician in  Company  G,  One  hundred  and  eleventh  Regiment  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  August  1,  1862,  to  June  4,  1865  (2  years 
10  months  3  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  February 
6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  intercostal  neuralgia,  sciatica,  and  dyspepsia. 

Address,  75  Xorth  Street,  Auburn.  N.  Y. 

Board  of  surgeons.  May  8,  1907,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  heart  disease, 
and  impaired  vision,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  and  no  income 
but  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23936.  Thomas  D.  McElwain,  aged  68  years,  served  as  a 
bugler  in  Company  A,  First  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
from  August  6,  1861,  to  August  26,  1864  (three  years),  and  is  now 
a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  at  $16  per  month  on 
account  of  right  inguinal  hernia  and  nasal  catarrh. 

Address,  Soldiers'  Home,  Sandusky,  Ohio. 

Soldier  was  examined  and  rated  May  14,  1890. 

Dr.  J.  Haynes,  April  17,  1912,  testifies  that  soldier  has  complete 
inguinal  hernia,  cardiac  hypertrophy,  chronic  nasal  catarrh,  and 
chronic  rheumatism ;  his  appearance  indicates  a  man  of  80  years. 

Pensioner  has  no  property,  real  or  personal,  and  no  income  but 
his  pension  is  the  testimony  of  two  persons  who  have  known  him 
for  years. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23937.  Charles  H.  Spencer,  aged  72  years,  served  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  Companies  A  and  D,  Tenth  Regiment  New  York  Vol- 
unteer Cavalry,  from  August  23,  1861,  to  April  28,  1864  (two  years 
eight  months  five  days),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of 
February  6, 1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart,  left  varicocele, 
and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Soldiers'  Home,  Quincy,  111. 

Board  of  surgeons,  February  9,  1905,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  insomnia  and  constipation, 
enlarged  liver,  heart  trouble,  and  varicocele;  is  unable  to  do  manual 
labor. 

Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  property  of  any  kind. 
He  has  a  pension  of  $15  per  month. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  23979.  Margaret  E.  Carrick,  aged  58  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Daniel  Fisher,  jr.,  who  served  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  I,  One 
hundred  and  forty-fifth  Regiment  Ohio  National  Guard  Infantry, 
from  May  2  to  August  24,  1864  (4  months). 
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Soldier  was  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27, 1890,  at  $12.  He  died 
April  23,  1897;  he  and  applicant  were  married  October  20,  1886. 
She  and  a  child  were  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890.  at  ^ 
and  $2  until  September  27,  1910,  when  she  remarried  to  Charles  TV. 
Carrick. 

Her  address,  Petersburg,  Mich. 

Charles  W.  Carrick  died  May  10,  1911,  and  the  pension  accrued  at 
his  death  was  paid  this  widow.  He  had  been  a  soldier  in  Company  G, 
First  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  had  been  pensionea  under 
the  general  Jaw  at  $17  for  gunshot  wounds  of  both  thighs  and  re- 
sulting varicose  veins.  As  he  died  of  uremia,  not  of  Army  origin,  she 
has  no  title  under  the  general  law  as  his  widow,  and  as  she  married 
him  subsequent  to  June  27,  1890,  she  has  no  title  under  the  act  of 
April  19,  1908. 

She  now  asks  for  renewal  of  her  pension  through  a  special  act  as 
the  widow  of  her  former  husband,  Daniel  Fisher,  jr. 

Her  dependence  as  Fisher's  widow  was  proven  when  she  was 
formerly  pensioned;  and  as  her  second  husband  was  a  clergATnan  it 
is  scarcely  probable  he  left  her  well  provided  for.  However,  the 
Member  introducing  the  bill  says : 

Mr.  Carrick  died  Miiy  10,  1911,  leaving  bis  wife  practically  destitute  and  de- 
pendent upon  the  earnings  of  a  young  daugliter  for  suiiiM)rt.  Mrs.  Carrick 
called  at  my  office  last  fall ;  she  is  a  frail  little  woman,  utterly  incai^able  of 
earning  a  living  and  afflicted  with  the  continuous  cough  which  only  too  clearly 
denotes  the  presence  of  consumption. 

Following  precedent  an  allowance  of  $12  a  month  is  made. 

H.R.  23981.  Nathaniel  McDonald,  aged  66  years,  served  as  a 
private  in  Company  A,  Fifteenth  Regiment,  and  Company  K,  Tenth 
Regiment,  We.st  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry,  from  May  22,  1863, 
to  August  9,  1865  (2  year  and  2  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of 
neuralgia,  disease  of  eyes,  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh,  as  shown  by 
medical  examination  of  September  16,  1903. 

Address,  Richardson,  W.  Va. 

Pensioner  states  he  owns  103  acres  of  land  of  the  value  of  $525,  and 
his  income  from  all  sources  is  $150  a  year. 

Neighbors  declare  that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor;  that  he  is 
almost  blind ;  that  his  income  is  his  i^ension  and  the  very  little  which 
he  can  raise  on  his  farm. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  24006.  Mary  M.Rowe,  aged  76  years,  is  the  widow  of  Charles 
A.  Rowe,  who  served  as  a  sergeant  in  Company  E,  Fwty-sixth  Regi- 
ment Pennsvlvania  Infantry,  from  August  13,  1861,  to  September 
18,  1864  (3  years  and  1  month). 

Soldier  wavS  pensioned  under  act  of  Februarj'  6,  1907,  at  $12. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10. 

He  died  June  21,  1908;  he  and  pensioner  were  married  October 
25,  1868.     She  is  now  pensioned  under  act  of  April  19,  1908,  at  $12. 

Address,  226  South  feixth  Street,  Reading,  Pa. 

Dr.  Hester  Bucher  testifies  that  pensioner  is  suffering  from  arterio- 
sclerosis, curvature  of  the  spine,  and  general  debility.  Physically 
she  is  a  wreck,  and  is  unable  to  do  any  work.

He  was  formerly  pensioned  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10 
per  month  by  reason  of  diarrhea,  ventral  hernia,  rheumatism,  dis- 
ease of  heai^t  and  mouth,  and  nasopharyngeal  catarrh.

Board  of  surgeons,  January  3,  1906,  found  pensioned  causes. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis, 
is  entirely  helpless,  and  requires  the  same  attention  and  care  as  a 
child ;  he  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  nurse  for  all  his  wants. 

The  Member  introducing  the  bill  states  that  he  is  reliably  infonned 
and  believes  that  the  applicant  has  no  property  from  which  he  de- 
rives a  sufficient  income  tor  his  maintenance  and  support  in  his  pres- 
ent condition,  due  to  a  stroke  of  paralysis. 

In  view  of  the  applicant's  helpless  condition  an  increase  to  $36  a 
month  is  recommended. 

II.  R.  24080.  Joseph  Goddard,  aged  73  years,  served  as  a  corporal 
in  Company  H,  Second  Regiment  Tennessee  Cavalry,  from  October 
10,  1862,  to  July  6,  1865  (2  years  and  9  months),  and  is  now  a  pen- 
sioner under  the  act  of  February  6,  1907,  at  $15  per  month  on  acr 
count  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  the  general  law  at  $14  for  disease  of 
eyes. 

Address,  Mar\'ville,  Tenn. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Singleton,  February  8,  1912,  states  that  soldier  is  unable 
to  walk  or  dress  himself;  that  he  has  no  control  over  his  bladder,  and 
part  of  the  time  no  control  over  his  bowels;  that  he  requires  the  con- 
stant care  of  a  nurse,  and  he  will  never  be  better. 

Neighbor  who  have  known  him  for  40  years  say  he  is  now  in  bed 
in  a  helpless  condition,  and  is  attended  constantly  by  some  one ;  that 
he  has  no  property  or  means  of  support  but  his  j^ension. 

An  increase  to  $36  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  24105.  Frank  E.  Barnes,  aged  27  years,  is  the  helpless  child 
of  Frank  E.  Barnes,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  1,  Twenty- 
seventh  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantrv,  from  Julv  23,  1861,  to 
August  18,  1864  (37  months). 

Tha  address  of  claimant  is  Swanton,  Ohio. 

The  soldier  (father  of  applicant)  died  April  7,  1911. 

The  soldier  was  first  married  to  Virginia  Rumsej^  on  January  1, 
1865.  She  died  on  May  6,  1888.  She  was  the  motlier  of  the  appli- 
cant. The  soldier's  second  marri?^  was  to  Esther  L.  Devine,  on 
December  24,  181)5.

184  PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE  OF  PENSIONS. 

By  competent  medical  evidence  it  is  shown  that  the  applicant  is 
seriously  and  permanently  crippled.  He  is  clubfooted,  knock-kneed; 
there  is  a  lateral  curvature  of  the  spine ;  muscles  of  lower  limbs  are 
somewhat  atrophied ;  his  mind  is  sluggish,  not  clear  on  some  subjects, 
nnd  he  is  incapable  of  attending  to  business.  He  is  unable  to  get 
around  unless  with  aid  of  crutches.  The  conditions  are  congenital, 
are  incurable,  and  render  applicant  wholly  unfitted  for  any  sort  of 
work  whereby  to  maintain  himself. 

The  applicant  has  no  means  of  support;  he  is  dependent  upon 
others  for  his  maintenance. 

\Miile  the  applicant  was  over  16  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  his 
father's  death,  it  is  so  clearly  shown  that  he  is  a  most  deserving  case 
that  we  find  that  justice  can  only  be  shown  through  the  medium  of  a 
special  act  of  Congress. 

A  rating  of  $12  per  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  24127.  Mary  E.  Sprayberry,  aged  58  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Jerry  D.  Sprayberry,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  Tenth 
Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  in  Company  G,  Second 
Regiment  Missouri  Volunteer  Cavalrv,  from  March  27,  i8G5,  to  Sep- 
tember 19,  1865  (5^  months).  ] 

The  claimant's  post-office  address  is  Newman,  Ga.  She  was  mar- 
ried to  soldier  on  May  13,  1900.     Soldier  died  October  22,  1910. 

Soldier  was  pensioned  at  $24  per  month  on  account  of  lumbago. 

The  widow's  claim  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  was  rejected  on 
the  ground  that  soldiers  death  was  due  to  paralysis  and  not  to  lum- 
bago (the  pensioned  cause).  The  correctness  of  such  action  of  the 
bureau  is  the  only  question  to  determine,  all  other  points  being  shown 
and  undisputed. 

The  affidavit  of  Dr.  A.  A.  Barge  gives  a  full  clinical  histor}^  of 
soldier's  disease.  A  reading  of  his  affidavit  is  necessary  to  a  full 
understanding  of  the  case,  and  it  is  too  long  to  incorporate  herein, 
as  it  would  merely  be  a  repetition*. 

There  is  no  positive  proof  of  death  from  paralysis.  The  descrip- 
tion of  the  symptoms  of  soldier's  ailment  shows  that  it  would  be  hard 
to  determine  whether  it  was  a  form  of  apoplexy  or  of  lumbago,  as 
stated.  To  say  the  least,  there  might  be  a  doubt ;  and  your  committee 
believes  this  to  be  such  a  case  as  warrants  the  waiving  in  claimant's 
favor  of  any  doubt  that  might  exist.  We  believe  favorable  action  L« 
justified  on  the  facts  as  presented,  and  recommend  an  allowance  of 
$12  per  month. 

H.  R.  24138.  Joel  Ratliff,  aged  69  years,  served  as  a  private  in 
Company  D,  Thirty-ninth  Regiment  Kentucky  Volunteer  Infantry, 
from  November  19. 1802,  to  September  15, 1865*  (2  years  9  months  and 
26  days) ,  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under  the  act  of  June  27,  1800.  at 
$12  per  month  on  account  of  rheumatism,  disease  of  heart  and  rec- 
tum (prolapsus),  nervous  and  senile  debility. 

Address,  Regina.  Ky.  ..o.., 

Board  of  surgeons,  June  1,  l5l)4,  found  rheumatism,  hypertrophy 
of  heart,  piles,  prolapsus  of  rectum,  atrophy  of  testicle,  and  general 
and  senile  debility. 

Medical  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  rheumatism,  disease  of 
eyes  and  testicles,  and  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor. 
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Other  testimony  is  that  applicant  has  no  means  of  support  but  his 
pension. 

An  increase  to  $30  a  month  is  recommended. 

H.  R.  24140.  Heniy  Coster,  aged  62  years,  served  as  a  first-class 
boy  on  U.  S.  S.  Santiago  de  Cuba  and  Princeton^  United  States  Navy, 
from  August  22,  1864,  to  September  11,  1867  (3  years;  less  than  1 
year's  rebellion  service — 10  months),  and  is  now  a  pensioner  under 
the  act  of  February  6, 1907,  at  $12  per  month  on  account  of  age. 

Formerly  pensioned  under  act  of  June  27,  1890,  at  $10  for  piles, 
cataiTh,  and  disease  of  kidneys. 

Address,  68  Floyd  Street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Medical  examination,  April  28,  1909,  shows  pensioned  causes. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Haskell,  April  23,  1912,  has  treated  pensioner  for  two 
years  for  chronic  rheumatism,  and  says  that  his  condition  is  such 
that  he  can  do  no  work. 

Other  testimony  states  that  pensioner  is  not  able  to  do  any  kind  of 
work;  that  he  is  very  poor,  owns  no  real  estate,  stocks,  bonds,  or 
other  investments,  and  has  no  income  whatever  except  his  pension. 

An  increase  to  $24  is  allowable. 

H.  R.  24141.  Elizabeth  Reynolds,  aged  64  years,  is  the  widow  of 
Henry  E.  Reynolds,  who  served  as  a  corporal  in  Compmny  A,  Fifth 
Regiment  New  York  Infantry,  from  May  9,  1861,  to  May  14,  1863 
(2  years). 

Address,  83  Stockton  Street,  Brooklyn,  X.  Y. 

Soldier  never  applied  for  pension ;  he  died  June  29,  1875. 

He  and  pensioner  were  married  September  22,  1866.  She  was  pen- 
sioned at  $8  from  September  30, 1893,  and  at  $12  from  April  19, 1908.
